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AdsimSf SIi* John Withlngton, C.C.B., 

Major^Oeneral fl763— 1837J.— (j/mue a^ Sabatku, No. 
412.— Born on the 17th Fobraary 1764.— Bntorod 
tho Bengal Army in 1780. Arrived in India in 
April 1761 , and early in * tho following month was 
pOBt^ to tho 1st Buropoan llegimont, to which, 
on promotion to tho rank of Lieiitonant, ho was re- 
post^ in Jane 1781. In August 1781 he was removed 
to the 27‘^ Regiment of Sepoys, in which, liowevor, ho 
booamo a supornumorary in 1784 in oonsoiinencc of tho 
reductions which followed on tho ro-establishnicut of 
peace ^ith Tippu Sultan and the Afahi*atta powers. 
Ho remained in this position until tho 28*'*' March 1786, 
when ho was posted to tho l®^ Battalion of tho 10*** 
Regiment of Sepoys. On tho ro-orgaTiisation of May 
1786 taking place ho was posted to tho 10*^*' Battalion 
of Sepoys, which was then formed by tho amalgamation 
of the two battalions of tlio 10^*' Reginiont. Ho was 
eorving with tho 10**' Battalion at Fatohgarh in 1794 
when it was called out for the operations against tho llo- 
hillas, aryi ho was present with it in the sanguinary 
battle of Bltanra (2G**‘ October) and throughout tho 
campaign of that year in Roliilkhand. In 1796, when 
tho army was reorganised and the donbhj batkilioii 
systom reverted to, bo was retained in his old corps, 
which was now dosignatod the l*'*^ Battalion 10**‘ N. T., 
and ^itli it ho proceeded in 1798 to Kaidaraliad, in tluj 
Deccan, whence it was called out early in tho follow- 
ing year on tho occasion of the last war with Tip])a 
Sultan. He was pres(mt with it throughout that 
campaign, including the action of M^Uvolli and tho 
fiiogo and capture of Stn*ingapatani, as well as in the 
campaign of 1799-1800 against tho notoi’ious free- 
booter Diindia Wiigh, in the course of which ho took 
pju*t in the capture of CheiiglieiTi, Honelli, Ilarihar 
and Shikarpur, and in numej-oiis other ciigageineiits. 
Ho returned to Bengal with his liattalion at tho end 
of 1800, and served with it at Cawiiporu and Lucknow 
uj^til tho cud of 1804, when he w'as proniotc.d to the 
rank of Major and postcKl tho 2* Bathilioii 10**' 
N. T., with which tho rest of liis ivigiiinjiital service 
•was passed, and in command of whicli ho served dur- 
ing Lake’s last campaign against Holkar, 180.5-06, and 
with tho force assembled under Gonoral St. Logor 
in tho iioighlwurhotMl of Ludhiiina, in tho early ]>art 
of 1809, as a demonstration against Raiijit Singh 
and tho Sikhs. On promotion to tho rank of Liouto- 
uaut'Colonel, ho was re-ix>Bted, Septomlxir 1810, to 
tho 2^ Battalion 10*** N. I. In Noveml)er 1810 ho 
was appointed to tho command of a field force dos* 
patched from Ilansi into BhattiauiS, for the ])urposo 
of reducing that district to order; in this he was un* 
tirely successful, having captured the forts of Fatoh- 
abad and R&nia and bought the predatory Bhattis to 
edhiplote sabmission within two mouths. In June 1813 
ho was specially soloctod for tho command of tho Rewdh 
Fiold Foroo, which ho johlod on tho northern bank 
of the Tonse River in July. After various znovements, 


ho attacked and took by storm tho fort of Entauri 
(4*** December), folloAving up tho exploit by reducing 
sovoral other strong forts iii tho Rowah territory, and 
thus bringing alx)nt a complete sottloiuont of tlio 
country, for which ho received the siMxnal thanks of tho 
Governor- (lone ral in Council. In 1814-15 ho com- 
manded tho escort of tho Governor- Gonoral and Com- 
mander-in-Chiof during His Excolloncy’s tour in tho 
Up|)or Provinces, having boon specially selected for this 
duty by Lord Moira on ac(?onrifc of iiis Norvicos in 
Rewdh. Tn tho sunimor of 1815 ho was a])pointod to 
the command of the troo])S in tho iiewly-conrpjorod 
province of Kamaon, and about tho samo time, on tho 
Order of tlie Bath Ixsing opened to tlio Company’s 
oflicors, he was selected for tlu) dignity of a C. B. In 
Novomlwr 1816 he was appointed, oncjo more by s|K)cial 
Holociion, to the command of the troops at N.igpur, 
styled at difToront times tho Nagpur Force, tho Nag- 
pur Subsidiary Force, and the Narbadda Fiold Forcjo, 
which ho luild for upwsu’ds of eight years. During 
tho greater part of tho succeefling year ho was almost 
incesHantly engaged in a series of ()[)ej*ations against 
tho Piiidjii'i liordes that at that iimo infested (k)ntral 
India, many bands of whom wore intercepted, out 
off, and destroyed by the troo])S under his cotnmarid. 
Wlien, in Novombor 1817, measures wore taken by tlio 
Manpiis of Hastings to siiiToiin<l and e.xtirf)ato those 
pestilent marauders, and to (iO(jrc?e tho Maliratta States 
by whom thoy woro supported, the N.igpnr Fowmi 
became, for the time, the Fifth Division of the Army 
of the Dcecan, and at the h(»ad of it during the nn- 
suing campaign (known as tlio Mahratta-Piudari War 
of 1817-18), Lioutenaiit-Culoniil Adams rendered tho 
most distinguished S irvico in the pursuit, dispersal and 
dcjstruetion of the Pindiris and in tho oporatioris 
directed against their Mahriiti.a pi*otectors, his most 
eminent serviees Ixiing the defeat of the Peish wa, B.'iji 
Rao, at the battle of Seoni on the 17‘*' Af)nl 1818, 
the storm and (^a])tiire of (ylianda on the Hi'*' c»f tho 
following niontli, and, snbsoipiontly, tho Hucmssful ope- 
rations in the M ihi'ideo Hills, in the autumn of 1818, 
against the Gonds, who had taken up the oaiiso of 
Appa Sahib, tho ox-Uajah of Berar. In March 1820 
lio was removed from tho 2 * Battalion 10*’*' to thej 
2nd Battalion N. I., and in tho following Soptom- 
Iwr to the 2'^ Battalion 20th N. I., and having Ixscn 
promoted to tlio rank of regimental Colonel in the fol- 
iowfng year, ho was posted to tho 17^*’ Bogiment of 
Native Infantry in August 1821. In Sophnnhir 1823 
ho was removed, as Colonel, to tho nowly raised 32'»<* 
Rogimont of Native Infantry, and on the reorganisa- 
tion of tho Army taking ])lnco in the following year, 
ho was ijosted (IP** June 1824) to the 16*** N. J. (late 
tho 2** Battalion 10^**, his old battalion). In October 
of the samo yoar tho tomporoiy rank* of Brigadior- 
6enci*al was speoially oonfen'od upon him, and he hol^ 
it for eighteen months. In January 1825 ho was trans- 
ferred from the comnuud of the Nigpiir SuMdiazjf 
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Torce to that of the Sirhind Frontier, and in the 
following July ho was romovod from the 16**^ N. I. 
and appointed Colonel of the 4^^ Extra N. I., a now 
corps which afterwards became the 72“^ N. I. In 
December 1825 he was apj>ointed to the command of 
the 3*^ Infantry Brigade of the Army assembled for the 
xednetion of Bharatpnr, and though suifering attho 
time from sevei'e illness, he joined immediately, and 
took a distinguished ])art in the siege and capturo of 
that fortress, which was carried by storm on the 18^** 
January 1826. In Juno 182C ho was ap|>ointed to tho 
command of the Eastern Frontier, but being on sick 
leave at the ti m he did not tako up tho aj^pointment, 
and in tho following October ho was appointed to the 
command of the Agra and Muttra Frontier, from 
which he was taken in May 1828 and appointed to 
the command of tho Sirhind Division of the Army, 
with the i*ank of Brigadipr- General. In June 1828 
he yras re-appointed Colonel of his old regiment, tho 
N. I. In July 1830 ho was promoted to the rank 
of Major-General, and ho was cieatcd a K. C. B. in 
September 1831. In May 1834 he relinquished the 
command of the Siihiml Division on the completion, 
of his term, and his letiremcni was marked by tho 
publication of 'a sfjocial Government General Order 
commenting in terms of high eulogium on his dis- 
tinguished services to tho State, and concluding in 
iheso words “ Ho will ever bo regarded as one of those 
who have been most cons])icuouB in the Indian Service 
and have conferred additional honour on that noble 
Ai'my, whose heroic exploits and zealous devotion have 
added a splendid ompii*e to tho dominions of their 
countiy.” After relinquishing his command Sir John 
Adams resided principally at Simla and Sabaihu. On 
the 10^** March 1837 ho was gazetted, in London, a 
Knight Grand Cross of the Order of tho Bath, but 
ho bad already passed away, having died at Sabathu 
on tho preceding day, aged over sovonty-throo years. 

AdamSi Robert Roy, Major (1821 — 1805). — 
Orave at Peshawar ^ No» *948 : table t at Abhotiabad, 
Jtfo. 921. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1840. Anived 
in India in Januaiy 1841, and on tho March 
following was jiosted to the 12^'* N. I,, which ho 
joined at Segowlio on tho 16^^ May. In tho spring 
of 1842 ho marehed with the regiment to Lucknow. 
In November 1843 he was apjioiutod to act as Interpreter 
to H. M.’b 50*'^ Foot, with which corps he served in tho 
Gwalior Campaign of 1843-44 and was present at tho 
battlo of Paniar (bronze star). In February 1844 ho 
was appoint6d Adjutant of the 6^^ Infantry, Gw aJior 
Contingent, Avith Avbich he served, at Gwalior, until tho 
end of Decomlicr 1845, when he proceeded to rejoin his 
own regiment, the N. I., then forming part of the 
Army of the Sutlej ; ho was not, howcvei', in time to. 
take part in any of tho openitions in which the regi- 
ment was employed. On the termination of the w^ar 
he proceeded to Lalitpur and there joined the 2'* In- 
fantry, Gwalior Contingent, to tho Adjutancy of which 
he hiwl been transferred on tho 31"^ December preceding. 
In the spring of 1848 he accompanied this regiment to 
Gwalior, and from May 1848 to Octolxjr 1849 ho oiheiat- 
ed as Second-in- Command of tho Corf)B. In October 
1849 ho was appointed Sccond-in-Command of the Corps 
of Guides, blit ho held this appointment only until 
May 1850, when he Avciit home on furlough. On his 
TOtuni to India in 1853 ho rejoined the 12‘^ N, I, at 
Multan. In April of tho same year he Avas appointed 
Interpreter and Quaiier Master of tho regiment, and 
from about the same time to Octolx)r 1853 ho officiated, 
in addition to his other duties, as Depy. Asst. Quaiter- 
Mastor- General at Multan. In November 1853, conse- 
quent on bis having attained the rank of Captain, he 
Taca^ tho appointment of Interpreter and Quarter 
Master. In tho spring of 1854 ho accompanied tho left 
wing of the regiment to Jhansi, and from March to 
September of that year ho officiated as Adjutant of tho 
In tho month last mentioned he was appointed 
' . 4 UiB]kra Asst. Commissioner in tho Saugor and Nar- 
Territories, and he remained in civil empli^i in 


that af^intment, until April 1855, when ho was appoint- 
ed Brimde-Major (afterwards styled « StafE Officer ”) 
to tho I^iujab irregular Force. As Brigade-Major he 
served in tho expedition against the Rubia Kbel 
Urakzais in September 1855, when tho villages of 
Sangar and Nasin, on tho Samana Range, wore taken 
and destroyed ; and as Staff Officer ho took ]iart in tho 
expedition to Miranzai and Kuram in October, Novem- 
boi* and December 1856. He hold tho appointment 
of Staff Officer to tho Punjab Irregular Force until 
Januaiy 1857, Avhen ho was selected for civil em- 
j)loy in the Punjab and appointed Asst. Commis- 
sioner of Gurdaspur. In this appointment ho had 
tho good fortuno, irt July 1857, to bo of eminent 
service to General Nicholson and the Pun jab Moveable * 
Column in tho business of iiitorospting and destroying 
the Sialkot mutineers ; he was attached to tho column 
from the to tho 21®*^ of that month, and Avas present 
with it in l)oth the actions at Trimmu Ghat, in the second 
of which,# ending in the annihilation of the mutineers, 
he commanded a detachment of Punjab Infantry 
(Medal). He afterwards raised and organised tho Gur- 
daspiir Levy, doijlarcd to have lieen one of the most 
efficient bodies formed in tho Punjab in 1857. In 
January 1859 he Avas advanced to the position of 
Deputy Commissioner and posted to Gujerat, whence ho 
was transferred to Ilazan^ in tho summer of I860, and 
to Shahpur in the following October. In February 1861 
ho was admitted into tho Bengal Staff Corps. In 1862 
he was re-ax>pointcd to Hazara, and in A])ril 1863 ho 
Avont home on furlough. Ho returned to India at tho 
end of NoA'embor 1864, and Avas ap{M)iuted Depy, 
Commr. of PeshaAvar, at which place ho soon afterwards 
met his death at tho hands oi an assassin. Ho had 
been to tho disiiensaiy in tho (rity . on the afternoon of 
Sunday, the 15^** January 1865, to take tho deposition of 
a dying man, and Avas returning to his house in canton- 
ments, Avhen a fanatic, Avho had been sitting by tho 
roadside, snatched tho sword of one of his orderlies out 
of its scablmrd and inflicted on him a sevore wound on 
the back, from the effects of which he died on the 22nd:

Addington, The Ilon'blc HIley Robert, Lieuto 
nant (1830— 1857).— / nt Prlhi, No. 158.— Tho 
fourth son of tho 2*^ Viscount Sidmoiith. Bom on tho 
4 th April 1830. Entered tho Bongid Army m 1848. 
ArriA’^cd in Indi.a in October of tho same year, and iu tho 
folloAving month avhs sent up to Benan^s to do duty with 
the 48^*^ N, 1, In February 1849 ho w:ms posted to tho 
74‘*» N. 1.: he joined that regiment at MhoAv, in Malwa, 
and aftcrAvards served with it at Dacca, Barrackpore, 
and CuAvnpore. Early in 1857 he accompanied the corps 
fi*om Caw npore to Delhi, arriving there toAvards the end 
of March, and he was with it when it mutinied at that 
place on the IP^ May. Ho succeeded in getting away, 
but Avas murdered in a Gu jar village on the 13^*^, while 
endeavouring to make his w^ay to Meerut. 

Agnew, Patrick Alexander Vans (1822 — 184d). — 
Grave and insrripUon at Multan^ Nos. 850 and 861. — 
Ho was tho second son of L^ .-Col. Patrick Vans Agnew, 
C.B., of the Madras Army, of BambaiToch and Sheuchan, 
Co. Wigton, and a Director of tho E, I. Company, Ho 
was born on tho 21®^ April 1822, and educated at Hail^- 
bury. He came out to India in the Bengal Civil Ser- 
vice in 1841. Ho was assistant to the Superintendent 
of the Cis- Sutlej States and was present at the battle of 
Sol>raon. He was aftei-wards on political duty connected 
with Kashmir, and then assistant to tho British Resident 
at Lahore. Early in 1848 he and Lieutenant Anderson 
were sent to relievo Diwan Mulraj of his Governorship 
of Multan, and arrived there on April 18^^, 1848. On 
the 19^*1, as the British officers, accompanied by Mulraj^ 
wore visiting the fort, Agnew was ati^ked by a 
Bolffier and knocked off his horse ; a scflffle ensnra ; 
Mulraj rode off ; the officers were set on and wounded, 
and were with difficulty carried into the Idgah. On tho* 
next day the mob burst in and murdered them. 
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ttchison, Sir Charles Umpherston, K.C.SJ. 
( 1832 — 1896 ).— at Lahore^ No. 642.— He was 
the son of Mr. Hugh Aitohison of Edinburgh, tom May 
20? 1832. He parsed in the first competitive examina- 
tion for the 1. 0. S., and an-ived in India in 1856. He 
nan'owly escaped losing his life in the massacre at 
Hissir in the following yoai\ Ho was Foreign Secro- 

S , 1868—78, and strongly opposed the measures which 
to the second Afghan War. He was Chief Commis- 
sioner of Burma 1878—80, and Lioutenani- Governor of 
the Punjab 1882—87. Ho was President of tlie Public 
Service Commiesion of 1887-88. Ho compiled the first 
edition Ojf the collection oi Treat io.s, Engagenients, ami 
Sunnuds known by his name, andtilso wrote TJie Native 
•States of India and Lord Lawrenre in the Rulora of 
India* series. Ho died at Oxford, Fob. 18, 1896. 

Aldridge Edward, Hiding- (1801 — 1844) 
Grave at Anibdla, No. 200.— Came out to India in 1822 
as a trooiJor in the IG^*' Light Dragoons (Lancers), with 
which ho sersred at the siege and captui-o of Bharat- 
pui’ in 1825-26, Having attained the rank of corporal, 
ho was discharg^ed fi’om the 16*** fiancore and onll.sted 
into the service of the East India Company on the 
Januwy 1S32, and from the same date he was promoted 
to the rank of sergeant and appointed Sergeant-Major 
of the 4’*^ Bengal Light Cavalry, which, at a lator 
period, was organised and e(|uipf)ed as a lancer regi- 
ment. With this corps ho served in the <lem(3nflstratLoa 
against Jodhpur in 1834-3.5, and in the advance on 
Jaipnr in the autumn of the latter year. On the IB*' 
October 1838 ho was promoted from Sergeant-Major 
to to Biding Master of the regiment. In 1843 ho ac- 
companied the corps on service against Gwalior, and 
was present with it at She battle of Maharajpur (Broiizo 
Star). On the conedusion of the campaign ho marched 
with the regiment to Ambila, where he died on the 25^*‘ 
March 1844. 

Aldridge, Robert Bsirttelot, Captain (1835 — 
1863 ).— at Nowshrm, No. 998. — The second son 
# of Robert Aldridge, Es^i., of S*^ Leonard’s Foi'est, Co. 
Sussex. Through his mother, who was of the ducal 
house of S» Albans, he wa.s doscondod from King Charles 
the Second ami Nell Gwynn, and also from tho gn^at 
dttko of Marlborough. Born on the 1V‘^ Dccomhor 
1835. Entered H. M.V service on tho 6'*‘ Juno 1854 as 
an Ensign in tho 71”* Foot (the Highland Light In- 
fantr/), and joined that regiment at Corfu befero tlio 
end of tho year. Early in 1855 ho accompanied the 
corps to tho Crimea, and, having been pi'oraotod to tho 
rank of Lieutenant on tlio 9^'' February 1855, ho served 
there at tho siego and rcduidion of Sevastopol (Modal 
and Clasp). On the tennination of the Russian War 
and the withdrawal of the British foroe.s from the 
Crimea, he proceeded with tho I’egiraont to Malta, and 
when it embarked for India in January 1858, ho was 
ordered home for duty with the dep6t, ,whioh was then 
quartered at Stirling, in tho summer of 1858 he camo 
out to India and joined tho regiment at Gwalior. In 
th# spring of 1860 ho went home on leave, on the termi- 
nation of whicih, in October 1861, ho was appointed to 
do duty at the I’ogimental dopdt. On tho 3^* November 
1862 he was promoted to the rank of Captain. He 
returned to India in tho autumn of 1863, and joined 
tho regiment on service in the Amtola Pass. Ho Bub- 
fiequently took part in all tho Amtola operations up to 
the 19**^ November, when ho was killed in tho course 
* of a desultory fii'O kept up by the tribesmen on a piajuet 
whioh had b^n placed in position to protoct tho wator- 
supply. 

Alexander, George, Lieutenant (n. 1835— 
1863). — Grave at Mardan, No. 1006,— Entered tbo 
Bengal Army in 1852. Arrived in India in July of the 
sameyear, and was sent up to Benares tb do duly with tho 
1$^ N. I. In the following November he was ap^int- 
ed to do* duly with the 6^ N. 1., which was also at 
Benares, and on the 17*^ of the same month ho was 
iK)sted to the 35^^ N. I. at Lucknow. He aeoompaniod 
mt zegiment to Sialkot in 1854, and was with it there 


in May 1857, when the Mutiny of the Bengal Army 
broke out. He subsequently took part in some of the 
marches of Nicholson’s Moveable Columq (to whioh 
the 35^^ was for a time attached), up to tho 25^ June, 
whon Nicholson discovered that tho legimont was dis- 
affected, and promptly disarmed it at Phillanr. At tho 
end of July 1857 ho was sent down to do duty with tho 
Nasiri Battalion, which was then employed against tho 
retols in tho Sahai'unpur District, and in tho following 
Octebor he was appointed to act as Adjutant of tho 
liathdion and as Station Staff Officer at Saharanpur. 

In J um 1858 his sorvices were placed at the disposal of 
tho Gov*, of tho N.-W. Provinces, by which he was 
ap])ointod District Ad jutant of Police at Muzafarna^r, 
bat ho soon afterwards returned to the Nasiri Battalion, 
and was ap|X)iutod Adjutant of the corps on tho 6^i> 
August. In February 1861 ho was admitted into tho 
Bengal Staff Corps. The Nasiri Battalion was distonded 
in 1861, and his appointment in tho corps liaving thus 
torminate<l, ho was appointed in Docombn* to do duty 
with the 2^ Battalion of tho Rifle Brigade. With this 
corps he remained until August 1862, whon he was 
appointed to tlio 41*^ N. T. as a doing-duty ofllcor. In 
Octolier 1862 ho was imnsfenied, in the samo capaoity, 
to the 23'* (Punjah) N. I. (Pioneers), and with this 
regiment tho i*ost of his sorvico was ]>usso(l. In 1863 
ho was om ployed with tho corps in making and i*opair- 
ing roads in tho Simla hills, and in the autumn of tho 
samo year ho acconqianiod it on sorvico to tho Amtola 
Pass. Ho was pio.sont wdtli it in tho closing o|MirationB 
of that cam])aign, Including tho actions of tho 15**' and 
UV*' Decomhor, in tho latter of which lie lost his life, 
having fallen under tho swords of the ghazis in their 
last dos|)oraio charge near tlio village of Ambjla. 

Alexandor, John Staples, Flrd- LUaienant 
(1820— 1843).— at .DeUu\ No. 65.— Tho second 
son of the Revd. Hotort Alexander, ami grandson of 
Dr. Nathaniel Alexander, Bishop of Meath, and of tho 
Right Hon’ble John Staples, P.C., M.P. Descended 
from a common ancestor witli the Earl of Caledon, 
Born at Hillstoroiigh, County Down, on tho 2** 
March, 1820. Ent(u*od tho Bengal Army in 1837, but 
did not arrive in India until Octotor 1839. In tlie samo ' 
montlis ho was ordered up to Delhi to do duty with tho 
Sappers and Miners, and ho Wirvod with various com- 
IXinioH of that corps until tho ond of 1841, whon ho 
accompanied tho 5*** Company on sorvico to Afgliania- 
taii. Ho served throughout General Bollock’s cam- 
paign, from the forcing of tho Khaibar Pass in April 
1842 to tho ro-fXicupation of Kabul in tho following 
Soptomlxjr, and Kubsot|Uontly in various o]:)orationB 
during tho I’etuni inanili to Peshawar (Moilal). In 
March 1843 his services were placed at tho disposal of 
tho Sujiorintending Engineer, N.-W. I*., Imt he never 
took n\) employment under that officer, and in tho 
following May he was i*o- appointed to tho Sa])[)ors and 
Miners and directed to remain with tho head-quarters 
of that corps at Delhi. Ho died at that place on tho 
bt July 1843. 

>JoTK. — In tlic inscription on liis tomb this ofliccr is errone- 
ously statisl to havo died on tho l>t July 1813. 

Alexander, Robert Waller, Limh nant (c. 1835— 
1857). — Grave at Dellii^ No. 94.— Son of tho Rev**. 
Rolxu’t Alexander, and groat grandson of Sir Robert 
Waller, Bart. Entered tho Bengal Army in 1852. 
Arrived in India in December of tho same year, and was 
sent np to Benares to do duty with tho 42<* N. I. In 
March 1853 ho was posted to tho 3** N. I., which ho 
joined at Jholum, and with which ho procoodod to 
Phillanr at tho ond of 1854. He was still serving at 
that place whon tho Mutiny broke out, and in June 
1857 ho was sent down to Delhi on escort duty with 
ordnanoe stores for the besi^ng force. While he 
was in camp before Delhi tho rebels, on tho evening of 
the 19^*^ June, made a desmrate attack on tho rear of 
the British position, and going into action with the 
troops, as a volunteer, he umotiunatoly fell under t&e 
fixe tho enemy.

Allom, Charles Edwin, Second- Lieuteyuint 

(1827 — Grave at PesJiawar, No. 934.— Entered 

Bombay Army in 1846. Arrived in India in Oeto* 
ber of the same year, and in the following month was 
sent to Ahmadnagar to do duty with the head quarters 
of the 3*^ BattjiUon, Boinbay K oot Artillery. In 1847 
he was posted to the Comjiany 2^ Battalion, but 
towards the end of tho same year ho was removed to the 
Company 4^*» Battalion, then at Sliikarpui*, in 
Upper 8indli. In tho autumn of 1848 he piooeeded 
with this comimny on service to the Punjab, and was 
present with it at tho siege and capture of Multan. 
Ho was shoi-tly afterwards transferred to the 2^ Com- 
pany 1"‘ Battalion (now the 15*** Field Battery, Royal 
Artillery), with whieli was No. 7 Bombjiy Light Field 
Battery, and with it he was present at the Iwittle of 
Gujorat and in the pursuit of the Sikhs and Afghans to 
tho KliaiW (Medal and two Clasps). After the termi- 
nation of tho eaTii[)aign he was retained with his battery 
at Peshawar, and he died at that ])laco on the 23^ 
Novomlier 1849. 

Anderson, Alexander, C.I.E. (r, 1850 — 1905). — 
Grave at ljahurt\ No. 02'1 — Ho entered tlie Punjab 
Commission in 1872 : was Commissioner of Julluridur 
for four Years from (li-tolxu* 1898, and of Lahore from 
October 1002 to early in 19()5, when luj was appointed 
to officiate as Financial Commissioner. He died on 19'*» 
April 1905, 

Anderson, Alexander John, (\iptaln (182<>— 
18581 .— hnrknmni tablet tit Knliat^ No. 1043. — 
Born on the Octobn-, 1820. Filtered tho Bengal 
Army in 18^15. Arrived in India in January 1810, and 
in the following March was fiostcd to tlie 38'’‘ N. T„ 
which he joined at Aiiibala on its return from the Army 
of the »Sutloj. He subsei^uontly served with the regi- 
ment at Lahore, Lueknow, Barraekporo, Daeea, Sylliet 
and Cawnjiore. From January to May 1854 lie offi- 
ciated as Adjuiant of tho corps. In Jatiuary 1850 ho 
went home on furlough, but returned to India in O<jto- 
Ihu' 1857, having Hhui ordered out in (*onso<juonec of the 
Mutiny of Iho Bengal Army. After doing duty for a 
brief jioriod with the ri'ci'uit de])6t at Bai’raekporo, 
ho was oi'diu'cd uf> to Cawnpon? in Novmuber 1857. 
In February 18.^8 Ikj was aj»pointed to do duty with tho 
2*^* Piinjah liii'antry, with which he proc(;cded in iho 
following month to the siege of Luc.know. Ho was 
em]»loye(i witli his reginumt in the operations under 
8ir -bimes Oiitrani on the l<?ft hank of tlio Giimti, and 
was killed in (.lie lighting whieh took place there on tlie 
9 March 1858. 

Anderson, John, Cup/u/a (1808 -J 819).— LVnn; 
on fit* halfJrjItfhl nj Gi'/orat, .Y<y. 758 : fah/ri at Si.alhtt, 
Xo. 727. — Kniercil the Bimgal Army in 1824. Ar- 
rived ill India in July 1825, ami in the follow- 
ing month was pOf^ied to tho (\)iu]»any 5*** Battalion, 
Foot Artillery, at Dum-Dum. In Dccend)cr 1820 he 
was removed to l he I ( ompaiiy 3‘' Battalion at (uxwn- 
pore, and in August 1827 to the 2'^ Troop Brigade, 
Horse Artillery, at Meerut. On promotion to the rank 
of First- Lieut(Jiiaiit he was posted, Octolxu' 1828, to tlie 
2‘* Troop .1'* Brigade at Cawnporo, from whi(;h, in 
July 1829, he was transferred to the 4*'* Troop 2'* Bri- 
ga<le at Meerut. \\ ith this troop he [ucKJcedod to 
Ijiiilhiana in October 1830, and returned to Meerut in 
Noveiidxu’ 183ti, and ho continued serving with it until 
»8eptemlx.*r 18.18, when he was traiiBi'cTTod, a sccoml 
time, to the 2'‘ 4’j‘oop 2'^ Brigade. With this troop 
(now the 52 ^ Field Battery, Royal Artillery) he joined 
the Army of the Indus, and before the end of the year 
ho proceeded with it on service to Afghanistan. In 
February 1839 Ik? w as apjioinhal A<ljutaiit and Quarter 
Master of the 1 Brigade of Horse Arlillery, but ro- 
mairiing attached to the 2^ Troop 2‘* Brigade, bo was 
jircseut witlvit at the ea]>tiu*o of Ghazni (Medal) and 
tho occupation of Kabul, In Octolxir 1839, at Kabul, 
ilia services weit) placed at the di8|)Osal of the Envoy at 


the Court of Shah Shuja-ul-Mulk, with a view to his 
being employed under Lieutenant- Colonel Wade, 
Political Offieer, and he accordingly accompanied that 
officer in his march down the passes to Peshawar^ and 
thence to Ludhiana. Early in 1840 he took up, at 
Karnal, the appointment of Adjutant and Quaiier 
Master to the 1"^ Brigade of Horse Artillery, to which 
that of Adjutant of the Sirhind Division, of Artillery 
was soon aRcrwards added. In 1841*42 he held for 
some time the additional charge of No. 7 Light Field 
Battcjry. In Octolier 1842 ho was appointed Brigade- 
Major to the Artillery of the Army of Reserve, at 
Ferozepore. and held that position until the Army was 
broken up in January 1843, when be jL'tturiied to 
Kama! (acting dui'ing the march as S^if Officer to U' 
considerable dciaclimont, principally conijiosod of 
artillery) and resumed the aHillery staff appointments 
which he had previously held. On promotion to tho 
rank of Cajitain he was posted, 25‘** De<Jember 1843, to 
the 2^ Company !•** Battalion, Foot Artillery, which had 
been detailed to form part of the Reserve of tho Army of 
Gwalior ; ho hastened to join, but was not in time to 
take [)art in tlic operations. In February 1844 he went 
home on furlongli, and was absent from India until 
Noveml)cr 1845. Immediately on landing he proceeded 
knvar<ls Agra to join the 3‘* Company Battalion, 
to which he ha<l Ircjen transfcrml in the previous July ; 
the company had, howovei*, in the meantime, been 
oi*dcr(?d to Amb^la, and when, in January 1846, ho 
reached Delhi on his way t » that station, liis services 
Ixiing required with the sioge-train ]>ro(!coding to join 
tho Army of tbo Sutlej, ho was direckid to inandi >vith 
it, doing duty with a doia(;hmcnt of artilliM’y (the 3** 
and Comyianies of the 3 ‘ Baiialion) which accom- 
yianicd. Proeoc^ding with tlie sit.‘ge-train ho joined tho 
Army of tin' Sutlej in time for the final conflict, and in 
command of tluj 4'*' Conqiany 3‘* Battalion (now tho 
3fi“‘ Field Battery, lloya.I Artillery) lie was ju'esent at 
the battle of Sobraon (Modal). (.)n tho termination of 
tho canijiaign lie jointid his own comyiany, the .3'* of the 
1’*^* Battalion, and was marching with it to Ludhiana^ 
wIkti. at tho end of March 1846, he Avas ti’ansforrcd to 
tho Company i'*’ Battalion and the command of 
No. 10 Light Fiehl Battery at Agj*jir. Jii tlio following 
Octoher he was removed to fho ‘B** Tj’oop .T* Brigade, 
Horse Ariillcry, which he joined at Meerut, and with 
wliieli, in January 1847, ho mardiod to FtTozepore. In 
command of this troop ho served tlirougliont ilie Punj- 
ab Campaign of 1 818-49, and was present at the first 
siege of Multan, tin; action of Suraj-Klinnd, the second 
siege and (capture of MiiUan, and the battle of (viijorat, 
in whicli last be Avas killed, February 1849. “ No 

olfieei' who fell that day Avas more generally lamented.” 

Anderson, John Gumming, C.S I., Licafruanl- 
Golonrt (1825—1870).- Grave at Simla, So 36q.--.Eii- 
terod the Matkns Army in 1842 as a Seeond*Lieii tenant 
of Kngineors, but <iid not come out to India until 1844. 
He served with vajlons conipjinies of the .Madras Sap- 
pers and jMiners from 1844 to 1847. lathu ly at 4 den, 
wlierc Ihj wa.s subsequently, 1 847-48, employed under 
the Executive Fhigineer. In 1849 lie was placed at the 
disposal of the Supreme Govornmout for eiiqiloymciit in 
the Punjab, in Avliicli Province ho served as an Executive 
Engineer until 1856. In IMay 1856 lie was transferred 
to Oudli, wdiiTelie served as Superintendent of IrriLzation 
Works until tho outbreak of tho Mutiny. He was 
present <at and took part in tho defeiu^e of tlni Residency 
at Jjiicknow, from the 30^** June to tho November 

1857, and hold tlio post of GaiTisoii Engineer from tho 
14 th August (Medal and Clasp). In January 1858 ho 
Avont home on furlough. After his return from Euroj)© 
ill 1860, ho served for many years in the Public Works 
Dept, of his OAvn Presidency, — as Executive Flnginecr, 
Superintending Eiigiiuicr, and Consulting Engineer for 
Railways, — and under tlio Govt, of Bengal, as Chief 
Engineer for Irrigation Works and Joint Secretary to 
Govt, in the Public Wbrks Dept. Finally, in March 
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1869, ho was appointed Officiating Inspector- Cioncral of 
Irrigation Works and Offg. Dopy. Secretary to tho 
Govt, of India in tho Irrigation Branch, Public Works 
Dept., and it was while ho was holding this apjjoiiit- 
mout that he died at Simla on the 12*^* October 1870. 

Anderson, William Andrew, Lieutenant (1820— 
18^8). ‘^Uraiie and in^crij)tiuib at Multan^ AW*. 850 
and 851. — Born on the 15'^ July 1820, — Entered 
tho Bombay Army in 1837. Arrived in Indm in the 
following year, and was posteil to tho D** Bombjiy 
European Regiinont. Fn 1839 ho was sent to join 
a detach nient of tho corps stationed at K^ariiuik, an 
island in tile Persian (rulf, wliicU had been occupied 
,bv the British, in (.•onse<|uonco of the conduct of 
tuo Persian Go vorniucnt in attacking Herat. He was 
afterwards ai»pointed acting b^iold bhiginoor and, later, 
Executive Engineer at Karrack, in which post lie conti* 
nued until the return of the detaehiuoiit lo Hondiay 
in February 1842. In .March 18 1«2 ho was appointed 
acting Dopy. Asst. Quai*ter->Master- General of the 
Koi’therji Division, and ho nMuaiiied in that apjioint- 
iiiont until August 1843, when his services wcjro placed 
at tho disposal, of tho Govt, of India fur civil einpluy 
in Sindh, lii the following DeciuiilKit* ho went honi(5 
on furlongli, and was absent, from India for more 
than three years. Horcjoiiiod tlie l Bond lay Euroj jean 
Regiment (^now styled “Fusiliers’) early in 1S47, 
but did not remain long with the corjis, having in tho 
siirmuor of the same year lieen ap[H)inled an Assistant 
to the Resident at Laiiorc.

A. Vans .Vgnew, to receive the rt ‘signal ion 
of till) Dowan AFiilnij, (lovoriior of the l’rovlnct\ am! 
iiLStal his successor. 'Two days after tlnur arrival these 
officers were attacked by sumo of JMiilr.ij's followt‘rs and 
ilesj?arately wounded, and the day folhjwiug, the 
20'**' April IS 18, the. Idgali. to which they had heen

Andrews, William, Sah-(\aolnrinr ( 1793—1877).— 
Grnoeat Lnfi,,n\ An. G 1 5. —Bern at Plymouth, Devon- 
shire, almut the year 1798, and was by ocmipation. a 
fabourcr. Eulistctl iii March 1813 in the Royal Wag-** 
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gon Train, with which he seiTed during the winter 
campaign of 18KM4 in the Netherlands, and was 
present in •the ojcmtioiis before Antwerp and after- 
wai’ds in the abortive attempt to take Bergen-of-Zoom 
Igr a roup^de-imin, lie subsequently served under the 
Duke of Wellington ill tho campaign of 1815 in Bel- 
gium, but ho was not at the battle of Waterloo. From 
1815 to 1817 ho served with tho Army of Oceu])ation 
in Kmnec\ Having served in tho Uoyal Waggon 
Train for four years and four months, and attained tho 
rank of corporal, ho was discharged on the disbandment 
of that corps in July 1817. On tho 9“‘ Mai'ch 1820 ho 
enlisted, in London, for the Bengal Artillery, and 
arrived at Fort William on the 11^’' Octolicr following ; 
and having l)eon posted to tho 4“' Company 1"* Battalion, 
Foot Artillery (now the 22‘^ Fiiild Batteiy, lioyal Ar- 
tillery), ho served with it, in the rank of In^nibardicr, 
at the siege and caj)ture of Bharatpur in 1825-20, for 
which he afterwards i-cceivc^d tho India War Medal with 
one ehisp. In 1838 39, Injing then a Si a If- Sergeant in 
tlw' 2*^ Baltalion of Ajiillery, ho served with tho Army 
of tho Indus :i.s a hiilloek-sergoant, and was present at 
the capture of Ghazni (^tcdal). He returned to Hin- 
dustan at tho end of 1830, but in 1841 lie again pro- 
ceeded on servieifs to Afghanistan, this tiiia.* as a statt- 
eergeant willi tlio 3^* Company Battalion, ami after 
passing tlui winter of 1841-42 at Quetta, he reaidied 
Kandahar in the spring of 1842. In ]\ray'1842 ho was 
appoint(Ml Sergeant -Mapw of tho Artillery in Lower 
Afghaiiislan, and in that eapaeily, in tho following 
Angust, he ac^eoiupaiiied the force under the command 
of General Nott in its inoveincni to the north, in the 
course of which ho was present at the roeaptiut^ of 
Ghazni and tl\c rc-oecu]*alioii of Kabul (!^^edal), as well 
us in several minor actions. He was ^cigeant-IMajor 
of tho 2‘‘ Battalion of Artillery from 1842 to July 
1845, when lie was a})pointe(l to tlio (Commissariat 
Dcpurtnient as cattle-sergeant at Ambala, and in I hat 
department he seiTcd in tlie latt(?r part of tJio Sutlej 
campaign of 1845-46, inclusive of tlio battle of Sobraon 
(Medal). In March 1850 lic was promoted to the 
itink of Sul)- Conductor, and in that rank he was jicnsioii- 
ed on the 2'' July 1858. In Novein her 1874 he |)eti- 
tioiied for an increase to bis [)eusion, w hich, in consider- 
ation of his j)ast good services and Ills great age, was 
fianctioiied in June 1875. lie latterly resided at Lahore, 
where he died on the 7'^' July 1877, in the eightieth year 
of his age.

Angelo, Raymond Digby, Liwlvnaul (1864 — * 
1894).— G/nrr at .l.h ra Jshiail Klimi, Ku, 1082.— The 
youngest son of Lieutenant- Geiiei'al John Anthony 
Angelo, Royal (Bengal) Artillery. Born at Juhhul- 
|K)ro on tlie 1^^ DeecmlDCr 1804. Entered IT. M/s. 
Service (from the Royal Mily. College) on the 
Februaiy 1884 us a Lieutenant in tho 2‘* Battalion, 
North SiaiTordshire Regiment (the 98*^' Foot). Joined 
the l)altalion at Quetta in the spring, and in Octolxifr 
and Novemlxjr 1884 served witli it in tho Zhob Valley 
Expedition. He aftenvards accomjianied the battalion 
to Mhow, and in 1885-86 he soiled for some months as 
Staff Officer at Indore. On the 19‘*» April 1886 he 
was appointed an Offg. Wing Officer in the H* Bengal 
Infantry, on proliation for the Bengal Staff Corps, into 
which he >vas afteiivards admitted with effect from 
that date. In May 1886 he was appointed a Wing 
Officer in the 5^** Bengal Infantry, which lie joined in 
Burma, and w ilh which he sori ed during tho campaigns 
of 1^6-87 in'^that country (India Medal and Clasp). 
•Ira. April 1887 ho was transfexTed, as Offg. Win^ 
Officer, to tho 2^ Battalion I”^ Gurkha Regimont, 


and in August 1888 the appointment of Wing Officer 
was conferred upon him. In November 1890 he was 
appointed Quarter Master of the battalion, and in Jnlj 
1893 lie w’as appointed Adjutant of the Battalion 
of the regiment. In Octolxjr 1894 be accompained this 
battalion to Wana as part of tho escort of tho Waziri- 
Afghan Boundary Commission, and he was pi'eseiit with 
it when, on tho 3‘* Novemlxu*, tlie camp of the Com- 
mission, near the Inzar Kotal, was suddenly attacked, 
l>cfoio daybreak, by a l)ody of three tliousund Waziris. 
On this occasion lie received a dangerous gun-shot 
wound through the chest, from tlie elleets of whicli ho 
died at Dera Ismail Kliiui on the 30^*' of the same 
month, only one day before the .completion of his 
thirtieth yi'ai*. 

Anson, The Hon'ble George, General (1797— 
1857.) (tnire in hmsal Grefn (Umelery.^ Kensiny^ 
/on. — The second son of tho I**^ Viscount Anson and 
younger brotluT of the 1®' Karl of Liijhficld. Bom 
at Shugborough, ('o. SiaiTord, on tho 13**‘ October 
1797. J'hilorej H. ]\r.\s Service on tlio 8*** January 
181 4 us an Ensign in the 3’^'‘ Foot Guards (now tho 
Scots Guards), and having Ijeeu posted to the 2*“^ Bat- 
talion of that rogimcrii, bo joined it in the Netlicrlanda 
in the 8])ring of 1815. lie w’us present Avith the bat- 
talion at the battle of Waterloo, but was not actually 
engaged in tlie conflict, having Ix^en on guard in 
the village of Waterloo tlironglioiifc the engagement. 
He w as aftorw^ards present at the Kurrendm’ of Paris, 
and returned lioine with the battalion in 1816. On 
tho 20^*‘ January 1820 he was j>ronioted to tliii rank of 
Lieutenant and (^iptain, and on the 1®^ Aj)ril 1824 to 
that of Major in the Dragoon Guards. On the 
19^*' May 18^5 he was promoted to the rank of Lieute- 
nant-Colonel, unattached, and wx*tit on liaJf pay, and 
on tlie 28t‘‘ June 1838 he was advanc'd to the rank of 
Colonel in tJic Army. On tho Duke of Wellington 
Ijecoming Coiiimaiider-in-Chiof of the Army in 1842, 
he w ns selected for the ap])ointnieTit of Aid-do-Cainp 
to His Grace, and to this the appointment of Clerk of 
the Ordnance w'us added in July 1846: the 'former he 
vacated on attaining the rank of Major- fumeval on 
the IH*' November 1851, hnt he continued holding tho 
latter until February 1852. In August 1853 ho w^as 
appointed to the staff of tlio Army in the East Indies, 
and having arrived at (Calcutta towards the mnj of tho 
following Oetoher, ho was posted to tho command of 
tlic ]\locriit Division on the 15^*‘ of tho succeeding 
montJi. On the 20*^* June 1854 he was granted tlio 
local rank of Kiouteuant- General on being nominated 
Commander-in-(3iiiff at Madras: he took up that 
command in SeptemlMU' 1854, and lield until the end of 
the following year. On the November 1855 ho 
was promoted to the local rank of General on being 
selected for tho apj)ointmcnt of Commander- in-Chief 
in India, an office jvhich he entered upon in January 
1850. On the 8th December 1856 he w as ajipointed 
Colonel of the 55^*^ Foot. Ho was at Simla when ’ tho 
Mutiny of the Bengal Army began in May 1857, but 
hurried downi immediately to Ambala to collect and 
organise a force to move on and recover Delhi from the 
mutineers. Ho began liis movement during tho last 
days of the month, but did not got beyond KaiTuil, at 
whicli placo ho succumlx'd to an attack of cholera 
on tlio 27*^ hfay 1857. His remains were removed to 
England in 1860, and rc-inteiTed in Konsal GrceOr 
Cemetex’y. 

(Gcncial Anson had a long pailiamentary carocr : 
he was M. P. for Great Yarmouth from 1811 to 1835, 
for Stoko-on-Trent from February 1836 to some timer 
in the following year, and for South Staffordshire from 
1837 to 1853.) 

Apporley, Henry, First-Lieutenant 
Captain (1811— -1845).— C/rare at Chini^ JJashalir, 
No* 440.— Bom in ^piomfaer 1811. Entered tho 
Bengal Aimj in 1829. ArriTcd in India in February 
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1830, bat baiiig a supjrnuniei'ary he was not posted 
for noarJv throo years, and in the meantime ho did 
general daty with tlie Aitillerv. at first at Dam<Dam 
and afterwards at Allahabad. At the end of Novonilior 
1833 ho was posted to the 4**^ Company 3* liattalion, 
Foot Artillery, at Cawnporo. In Febraary 1835 he 
was appointed acting Adjuhint and Quarter Master of 
the 3^ BattaClioii. In the following August ho was 
removed to the I®* Company Battalion, bat continued 
acting as Adjutiiut and Qiiarhw Master until the end 
of the following ytuir. On promotion to tho rank of 
First-Lieutenant he was ro|X)stcd (July 1838) to the 
1®^ Conipjyriy 3*“^ Battalion, but in the following St^p- 
^ tember ho was n? moved to tho Troop I Brigade, 
Morse Artillery, tht)n at Mhow, witli whieJi the rest ot* 
his sorvieo was passed. He snhsequontly served with 
this troop at Muttra and Karnal, with tho Army of 
Rosorvo at Firozpiir (1842-43). and at Anihila. In 
April 1845 Jio protjoeded on sick loavo to L itidoiir. 
Thonce lie proceoled on an excursion to Chini, in tlu; 
district of Kanawar, Bashahr, whore lio died on tlio 
July 1845. 

Armstrong, Archibald, (1823 — 

18.50). — <lrtiv.c.(it Pr<thaw<it\ .V).932. — -Born in fc^optemboi* 
1823. Entered 11. M. Service on the 20^*‘ November 
1841, as an J^jrisign in tho 4L^ Foot. Tho regiment being 
then on sorvieo in Baliichistn-n and duo to return homo 
on the coiieliision of the Afglian War, lio was retained 
at tho dop«)t, and did not join the corps until it arrivoil 
in England in July .1843. On ho 23*^ July 1814 ho 
exchanged into ilie Fool, which lio joined at Cork, 
and with which lie proeetMled to India in the following 
year. Lauding ;it Calcutta in October 18 to, ho ac^coni- 
panied tho rogimont to Cawiipore. On the 22‘'‘* Decem- 
ber following he was provisionally [)ronioti5(|, by tho 
Commander-in-Chinf ill India, to tho rank of Lioutonaiit 
in the <)2'‘ lAjot, in the room of oik'. of tho oflioers 
killed at tho battle of Firo/.shahr, but ho never joined 
that regiment, the [iromotion not liaving lieon conlirmod 
at Homo and he having btimi advanced to the same 
rank in his 6wn regiment with olToct from tho De- 
cember 1845. 'Fo wards the end of 18 td ho accompanied 
tho rogiment from (Cawnporo to Ambdla, ainl thence, 
early in 1848, to .Inllundiir, and in the autumn of tho 
latter year ho took jiart in some of tho o|»eraiions 
against ^rebels in tho Jnllundur and ad jacout Doahs. 
He Knbso<juently, with his regiment, joined tlu^ Army of 
tho Punjab, and served with it throngliout tho (tam- 
paign of 1848-49, including tho passage of the t^ioirib, 
tho action of Sad Ilia] uir, the battles of Chiliaiiwilla and 
Gujeriit, and the pursuit to the Khaibar Pass (Medal 
and two Clasps). On the termination of the war tho 

was stationed at Peshawar, and this officer died 
thoro on the 24*^‘ Oetolxir 1850. 

Armstrong, David, Coruri (1701— 1815).— t/mre 
at Ladhvina^ No. 500. — Entered the Bengal Army in 
180^ Ai'rived in India in 1809, but lioing a su]Mjr- 
niwnorary he was not posted to a rogimont for more than 
two years, and in the meantime ho did duty with the 
8^^ Native Cavalry at Siiltlnpiir, Banares. In January 
1812 ho was posted to tho 2*^ Nativo Cavalry, which ho 
joinod at Ludhiana, then the fui*iihost station on onr 
north-wostorn frontier. He contitiacd serving at that 
place until his death, which took placo there on tho * 

April, 1815. 

Armstrong, George Andrew, Nnsiyn (1825— 
1845) . — Grave and tablet at Ferozepore, Nos. 442 and 
472.— Entered tho Bengal Army in 1843. Arrived in 
India in July of tho same year, and proceeded forthwitli 
to Agra to join tho 2‘* N. 1. (Grenadiers), te which, 
in anticipation of his arrival, he had bfcen posted on 
the of June. Ho served with this rogimont in tho 
Gwalior Camiiaign of 1843*44, and was present at tho 
battle of MsJiarajpur (Bronzo Star). On tho termi- 
nation of the campaign he returned with the regiment 
to Agrai where ho served with it until October 1845. 


Ho then niarehod with it for Amhala, the corps fona- 
ing part, of tho Guvornor-Gonerars escort to that 
station. Shortly after his arrival at Amhala, in Do- 
eemlrer, the first Sikli War lu’oko out, and ho iKcom* 
panied tho wigiment on service with tho Army of the 
Siitloj. Ho was ])resont with it at tho battle of Mudki, 
and aftm’wards at the sanguinary tmgagemont. of 
Firozshahr, in which lie was "killed,— 2 Docomliet 
1845. 

Arnold. William Delafield, late l/untenant 
( 1828 —1859).— (/met* at (uhraJtar ^ tablet at Dharani'- 
sala, No. 518.— A yoniigei* son of the Uev‘'. Thomas 
Arnold, D.D., Head Master of Rugby Scliool from 
1828 to 1842. Bi)rn at Lalehain, lu'ar Staines, Co. 
Middlesex, on the 7^** April 1828. Kdncated at Rugby 
and Chirist Church, Oxford. En<<?red the Bengal 
Army in 1848. AiTiviul in India in Apiil of the sanio 
year, and was sent up tt> Dinaporc to do duty with tho 

N. 1. Ill the following Deijcmher he was ]K)steil 
to tho 58'^ N. and having joiniitl that reginuMit at 
Feroze]>ore, ho servtul with it in the Reserve Division 
at Jagraon, during lhi> Pnnjah Canijiaign of 1. S’ 1.8-49. 
On tho termination of the war he ;u/eomp:i.nied (ho 
ivgiimmt to Lahore, whence, in March 1850, he ])ro- 
eeod(‘d with it to lIoshiAi'piir. In April 18.51 his 
•servit^os wm*o placed at the tlisp«)sal of tho Foridgn 
Dept, for civil enii)Ioyiuent in tho Punjab, and in tho 
same month he was a]>]»ointod Asst, (knumissionei- 
of Amrit.sar. }\o confirmed in that appoiritnnmt until 
August 1852, whni he [iroceeiled on Kmvi* to lh>mhay, 
and in tln^ following Deemnher he went home on fiir- 
lougli. He nduriuul to India in Noveniher IH^o, juid 
on the 7^^ of the following ni nitli he iH)sign(‘d his com- 
mission in IImj military s irvie *, Marly in 1858 he was 
ap|)oinied Directoi* of Public Instnnaion in i.ln* Ihuijjil)^ 
and ho h(*ld that appointment until he left India early 
ill 1859. He died, on his way home, at Sail JCotpie, 
near Gibraltar, on the 9^*‘ April I85i».

of Lieutenant in the 39“' Moot, which he joined at 
Bangalore, in the Madras Pre.sideney, the same year. 
Ite afterwards served with the reginnmt at Bellary and 
Ka.m]»tee. In February 1842 be was appointed acting 
Quarter Master of the corps, ami Ini hold tlm a]»j)oint- 
ment for nearly two years. Ho aeconijianhid tho 
roglnieiit to Agra in I81'2, and later in the same, yiiai' 
served with it in the Army of Ro.serve at Ferozepore, 
returning with it to Agra in Manjh 1843. Jn thn 
following winter ho siirved with the n*girnefit in the 
Gwalior'^Camjiaigij and was prcReut at the battle of 
Maharajp'b*, in which lie was scviireJy woundiid (Bronze 
Star).

Joremialt AiibiTt, ISongal Iufjiiiitry. Born in 1821.-— 
Filtered tin; Bengal Army in LSl^l) Arrived in 
India in .Inne of tbt! same year, ami was dirttcted to do 
duty witli the 58^*' N^. I. at JlaiTack[ior<}. In tlie follow- 
ing Dccemljer lie was ordered uj) to Benares to do duty 
with the '.d'‘ N 1., and in the saiiiij month he. was 
posted to tin) N. I. He joiiuMl tliis jvgiment at 
Neemiu^h eai'ly in lS4t>. and towartls the end of the 
same year aircomjianied it to FiTOzt']K)re, whence, at the 
end of XovcmlKU’ 1841, he maiched with it for Pesha- 
war.

1857. as an Fnsigri in the 5IP Foot. He caim? out ami 
joined that regiment in Oinlh in the suTriiuer of 1858, 
and M'fvcd wiih it in the final canqiaign against the 
3 cbi.ds ill Oiidh and on the -NTcpal Frontier, including 
the action of 'riilsipur and various minor allaii's (Medal). 
Oil the o0“* Deceiidior 1859 ho was promoted to the 
rank of Lieutenant, and in* the follow ing year ho went 
borne* with the regiment. On the 12^^* July 18tI4 he 
•itiained the rank of (.'aptain. After six yi?ai’,s’ sm-vico 
in the United Kuigdom he luicompanied the i-egiment 
to Canada in Seiitendicr and scrveil there for more 

than three years. From March to May IHfiS ho held 
the apjioiiitmeiit of Town Major at London, Canada 
West, and froui June l8Go to June 18G9 he was Adjut- 
^ant of the School of Instruction for Volunteers at 
Qaebet;. In December 1869 bo proceeded with thu 


regiment to Bai^badoi^s, W. I., whence he wont homo 
to the depot in the following Juno. At the end of 1873, 
he rejoined tlm roginiont at Bermuda, but in April 
1874 he again went homo on being apiwinted Adjutant 
of tho Royal Lancashire Militia, an appointment 
which he held until January 1877, when he rejoined the 
53** in Ireland.

From 
Dec 0 ml>er 1858 to Juno 1859 lie oflioiaitMl as Adjutant 
of tlie regimeutr In Marcdi ISiiO his services wore 
placed at tlio disposal of the Officer Commanding the 
Punjab Irregular Force, for employment in the M.^hsud

Arrived in India in Docomlxir of the same year, and m 
the following month was sent up to Lucknow, to do 
duty with the 44^»* N. 1. In February 1845 lie was 
posted to the 36»‘> N. 1., and joined it on the march 
from Dinapoi-e to Delhi. In Novemlxir ho accr)mpanied 
the regiment to Ambahi, and iii January 1846 ho 
marched with it to Imdhiansi, upon which place the 
Sikhs w’crc then advancing in force. 'Diis movement 
brought him into the held to share in the latter part of 
the Sutlej camjiaign, ainl he was present with the 
l-einment at the hittlc of Aliwal. in which he was wound- 
ed*^(Medal). In the succeiuling years ho accompanied 
the corps to Ambala, llo.shiar]»nr and Lahore, and lie 
Borved with it throughout the Punjab Cam])aign of 
1848-49, including the action of Banniagar, the passage 
of the Clieiiab, the aedion of Sadula])iir, and tlie battles 
of -Chilianwala (in which ho was again wounded ) and 
Gujerat (Mcchil and two Clasps). In ^larch 1849, hav- 
ing* already ottlciated in the aiipoiiitniont for two months, 
he was appointed lntcr|)reti‘i and Quart or- ^Ma-s ter of the 
1 ‘ 0 ‘nmont. In March 1855 he \y(3nt home; on furlough, 
reUnguishing the appointment oF Tntorpretcr and Quarter- 
Master. In Januaiy 1857, shortly alter his return to 
India, he was ap]»ointocl acting Adjutant of the corps, 
which he had vi‘joincd at Cawn])ore, and in the follow- 
iin*- month the iiermanent appoiniiiicnt w^as conferred 
upon him. Tu tlu3 spring of 1857 ho accompanied the 
corps from Cawiiporo to Jullundur, arriving at tho 
latter place at the end of Mar(‘h, and he was present 
with it w'hen it mutinied there on tlio 7th ol Juno. On 
that occasion he re(H5ived a dangcTOUS W(mnd, from th(5 
effects of which he died live days later, — 12tli June 
1857. 


Bagshaw, Robert Morris. < (I76p— 
jg07). — Unrrf of Kanifil, No. 1 68, —Born on the 2"* 
Septemlx.T 1769. — Was appointed a Cadet in India on 
the 22*^ Juno 1781, when he was iimhu- twelve years of 
age, and was attached for duty to the 1 Eiiropcjan 
Begimont in Fort William. He Av:is ])ioriiotod to the 
rank of Ensign on tlic hih July 1782 and to that of 
liieuteiiant on the 3’^ Januaiy 1785, and continued 
Berviug in tlie Eiiroj)ean llegijnent until 1786, 
when, on a reduction and reoT’gani Ration of the Army 
taking place, he was relegated to half ] jay nntil a va- 
cancy should occur and a ])Iac(3 be fonnd for him. lie 
was subsequently brought on full pay as a Ijieutcnant in 
the 11^^' Battalion of »Sepoy.s, with which he served 
for scvenil years. In February 1794, when with his 
battalion at Barrackpore, lie Avas appointtid to do duty 
temporarily w itli the 2^ 8epoy Battalion, Avhich had 
V)cen detailed to fonu part of a force ordtired to piYXieed 
to Chittagong to gnai’d the frontier on that side against 
a tliroatened incursion of the Burmese, lie suhsc- 
quontly lojoined his OAvn cor])S, and in Decemlxjr 1794 
was ordered to Pi ince of Wales Island (t'enang) for duty 
with the troops stationed tlieri*, and while serving at 
that place in July 1795 he Avas tninsf erred from the 
11^*^ Sepoy Battalion to the ncAvly formed Marine 
Battalion. In the following Novemhcir tho appoint- 
ment of Adjutant to the trooj)S at Prince of Wales 
Island Avas confciTod upon him, and on tho icorganisa- 
iion of the Army taking place in June 17‘.'G, ho AA^as iic- 
jjosted to the Marine Battalion, with Avhich lio continued 
• serving until the end of 1798. In November 1798, ou 


the 17^** Regiment being formed, he wa.s ti*ansf erred to 
it fi'om tho Marine Battalion, and in January 1799 ha 
Avas posted to the Battalion of the neiv corps. In 
March 1799 he aa^ub dii-octed to do duty temporarily 
with tho 2d Battalion 12'»» N. 1., at Barrackiioi'o, and in 
tho following May, when a Aving of this Littalion lyaa 
ordered to Midnapore, ho was directed to proceed with 
it as acting Adjutant. Towards the end^of tho year 
ho joined his own corps, the 2^ Battalion 17**^ N. I*, 
at Dina])oi-e, and in December 1799 he accompanied it 
to Berliamporc?. On luomotion to tho rank of Captain 
he Avas re-posted, February 1801, to the 2^ Jlattalion of 
the 17‘*S Avith Avhieh he proceeded tho same year to 
Kishaugauj, and at tho end of 1802 to CaAvnpSro. Dur- 
ing tho earlier months of the suecocdiiig year be was 
omploycjd in command of a dtJiaobnient of the battalion 
in tho latter part of what Avas termed “ the Mud War ” 
(j.f ., the reduction of the mud foHs held by recalci* 
trani zrm:i.u.dars in tho Jumna Doah), and was engaged 
at Kachaiira and Tattia. After tho submission of tho 
latter phu^e, in March 1803, luJ rojoinod his battalion 
at Cawiiporo, Avhenco, on the outbreak of the Mahratta 
War in All gust 1803, ho Avas detached in command 
of four companies of the corps wliich bad been 
detailed to form part of the Army Avith which Ccneral 
Lake was moving n]> towards Delhi. In command of 
tlujsc four comjjaiiics lu^ took part in that notable 
exploit, the storming of tlie foi-i of Aligarh, in Avhicb 
he Avas woiiiid.)d. and in tho decisive balilo of Palpar- 
ganj, usually hut incorrectly, called “ tlio battle of 
Delhi.” 8iibse(jucntly, Avhon Ihe Army moved on 
against Agra, he was left at Delhi Avifh his detachment, 
as part of the garrison, and in October 1804 lie took 
part in the memorable clcfenci^ of that ])laco against 
Jaswaiit Kiio Holkar. In 1805 ho Avas with tlio 2*^ 
Battalion 17“' in the licld in the country iDoyond tho 
Jumna to tho south-west of Dellii, and during tho 
winter of 18054)6 he soiwcd with il, in the main Army 
under Lord baki3, in the ilnn.l eami>aign against llolkar, 
including the pursuit of iliat (3iicf ov(?r the Sutlej and 
into the heart of the Punjab.

Bailey, Arthur Wellesley, Idcuh nanl (1867— 
1897 ). — Tdhlrf n/ Ntorslifi'ii, No. 996. — Born on the .‘lOth 
Augiisl IStiV. — Entered H. Wim’a ice on (he 6“> July 

18'8, as a Lientenniit in the Tiimuii lliMcs, Noav 
Z ealand Local Militaiy Forces. On the 16“' April 
1890 he Avas broLigln into the regular forc(?s as a vSei^ond- 
Lientenant in the. 2^^ Battalion, Middlesex Uegiment 
(the 77“' Foot), which ho joined at J\Ihow, in tho 
Bombay PresideTicy, in the folIoAving October. In 
February 1892 lii‘ ai-<rom]»anied tlui battalion to Quetta, 
and on the 17th of tho same niontli lie was promoted to 
the rank of Jn'eiitenant. On tlic 2^^ June 1892 he Avas 
appointed an Offg. Wing Ollicer in tho 38“‘ (Dogm) 
Jtegt. of Bengal Tiifaiitry, on jjrohatioii for ‘ the 
Indian Staff' (h)r|)s, into which bo Avas .subsequently 
admitted Aviih elTecl from that date. ()n the 1st 
August 1894 hi! Avas appointed a Wing Officer, lie was 
shoi-tly aftcrAvards a])poiiitod OITg. Qna.rter-Mabt<‘r of 
the regiment, and in the Avinter of 1894-95 lie sciwcd 
Avith it ill that capacity in the Waziristaii Jilxpedition 
(India l^ledal and Clasp). The corps iiaviug been 
retained in Waziristan after the coiudiision of tho 
o])cratioiis, he Avas sent in March 1895 to take charge 
af the regimental depot, and this charge he held until 
the following Decemlxjr, Avhen, Aviili the dej>ol, Lo 
rejoined tho regiment at NoAvshera. In the following 
year ho was iqpointed Offg. Adjutant of the regiment, 
and this appomtmeiit he hiM until his (loath. In July 
1897, consequent on the outbreak in EAval and, the 
attack on the Malakand position, bo accompaiiiod Jiis 
regiment on service and took jiait in the relief of 
I Malakand. In the follovting Septemlx'r he proceeded 
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with the regiment on the expedition into Bajnur, and 
after taking part in various Tuovcinents and skirmishes, 
he fell in the night attack on the British camp at 
Markhanai, on the 15-^ September 18^7. 

Bailey, Brook, Captain r 1808 -1840 ). -Grarr and 
tablet at Mnltan^ Nos, 8.>.S an. I 882. —Kntored tlie 
Bombay Afiny in 1820. Arrived in India in February 
1828. and served with various c*oinpjiiiies of the 
Boinlmy Ai’tillery, in various ])arts of that Presidency, 
until 18^19, wh(jri ho was sent to Aden Ho served 
at that place with tlio 4^^ Company 2'^ Battalion 
until noijr the end of 18H . and as Adjutant an i 
Quarter Master of the Artillery flu?re froTii 1841 to the 
tniddlo of 184wj. Tn 184.‘}-4t ho served with the 
Company of Golandaz at Baroda, and fi’oiu Oetol)ci* 
1844 to August 184d with the 4^" Company 1"* Batta- 
lion in .Sindh. On his retuiMi from furlough in 184 H 
he was for sonuj tiim^ in coniinaiid of tlie 2'* Battalion 
of Artillery at Bombay. Ho was afterwards appointed 
to the 4 C\)in|)any 2'^ B.ittalion (now the TnaO' pfold 
Battery Itoyal Artillery) wdiieh (forming ]>art of tho 
Bombay Division of the Ar m3’ of tlie Pun jab) lie com- 
manded at iliesec'ond siege of ^fiiltsin in 1848-49. liithe 
course of tlnat siege, on the 27**^ December 18 tS, ho was 
very severely’' Avouiidtid, his left arm having lioeii tiarried 
away by a cannon-shot ; and ho died in consequence on 
the of the following month.

With tliis corjis, and also as an 
IntolligeiiC(j Officer, ho was employ^od in the na/.M.r.a 
campaign of OctolKU’ and Vov^'inber 1^88, irndusivo of 
the oyKuations on the Bhick Mountain (dasp added 
to his India Medal). In DeconilxM* 1888 he was ayi- 
yKiintod a Wing Officer in the 44**’ Bengal Tnf.antry', 
and he again served in Burma for a short time in 1889. 
In Soyitemlxu* 1889 ho was tiansforml, as Wing Officer, 
to the 24^*1 Bengal Tnf.aiitry at Sialkot, and 
in the following year lie officiated for .sorno time; as 
Adjfttanf. of the n^giment. In August 1890 ho w;i.s

Joined the corps at Chatham, 
and in the following December embarkiMl with it for 
the Crimea, wJiore he land »d at the end of tho month. 
On the 12**’ January 1855 he \vi.s jn’omotiMl to tho 
rank of Lieutenant He S(‘rvtnl w ith the ii^gimeiit at 
the siege .and c:i]»tn]‘e of Sevasto])ol, and on 0110 occasion 
w.as ropoi'ted to have grea'ly distinguished himself 
(Medal and Chisp, and Sardinian and Turkish Medals).

On the 12”' N.ovmnlwn* 1878 he wa.s yiromotod 
to ^Re reginiontal rank of Major, and was yiosted to tho 
1"* Battalion of the 18”* , but eoniitjiiing on ser- 
vice in his staff ayipoint rnent until March 1874, ho served 
throiiLihout the Ashanti camyinign aiid was imisent 
at the action of Essarnan, the reli(?f of Ahi’akramj^a, tho 
Ixittles of Amoaful and Ordahsu, and tho capture of 
Cooinassie (Medal and Clasp ; yiromoted B«? vet- Lieu te. 
non t- Colonel, and ci'cated 1 % Comyianion of the Order o£ 
tho Bath). Ill May 1874, shortly after his return 
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homo from the Gold Coast, ho was appointed Dopy.

Adj‘.-Gen'. in the same country, and lie held tlio latter 
post until Gctolnjr 1881, wlum lie was appoiiited Ad- 
jutant-General in India, with the lo(!al rank of Idajor- 
Gcneral, lie serve ‘d as A<Ijuta.nt-(h*neral (part, of the 
time in llunna during the operations (»f 1880-87) until 
February 1887, when, liaving alta.im‘d the i-ank of 
Major- ( Icineial the SeptimilxM* piiiceding, Jn^ was 
appointed to the Divisional St;Uf of the Army and 
posted to the command of the Allahabad Division. In 
the following year Ihj was I j-aris barred to the Kawal

M/s Soryico on the 2*^ June 1808, as an Ensign in tho 
Foot, with the J**' Battalion of which ho served, in tho 
following year, in the expedition to Walcheren , and at 
the siege of Flushing. On the 4*^** April 1811 he ex- 
changed into the 3^* Ceylon Regiment, as Second-Lieu- 
tenant, and he served in that cor ) is for three years-and-* 
a-half. On tho November 1814 he was yiromoted 
to Lieutenant in the 14**^ Foot, and liaving lieen yiostod 
to the Battalion of that regiment, he served witli 
it in Belgium and France during tho campaign of 
1815, and was present with it at the liattle of Waterloo 
(Medal), tho storm and capture of Cambray, and tho 
snrrender of Paris. At the end of tho year lie returned 
homo with the hattaiion, and on its being disbanded 
at Deal in February 181G, he was trarisfeiTcd to thr3 
2** Battalion of tho regiment, wdth which ho served 
at Malta and in the Ionian Islands until the autumn 
of 1817. On this battalion bring recalled to England 
and disbanded at tho end of that year he was placed on 
half-]>ay, and ho remainod in that ])Osition for nearly 
thi-oo years.

Enniskillen. Born on the 3' Docembi'V 1809. — En- 
tered H. M.’s Service on ilio IV* August 1S29 as an 
Ensign in tlic Vi* Foot (the Albany llighlamlers), 
whi(;h he joined at Capo Town, South Africa. On tlm 
29'*’ ^larch J8.*5.i ho >vas prornotod to the rank of 
Lieutenant, and ho aftei'wards soi'ved tlirougliout tho 
Kaflir War of 18.‘>4..‘»5, at lirst witli (ho rogimont and 
subsofpKMiLly on tho stall of tlio (,) uartor- Master- Cen- 
craTs Depai’tniont ainl as Aich^-de-Canip to C'oloiiol 
(afterwards Sir Harry ) Smith. On (lie May 1839 
ho was promoted to tho rank of Ca].)taiii. Tie I'eturiied 
homo with the rcgimoriL in .In no IS 40, and aftin* serv- 
ing with it in England and Trolaiid foi* moro than four 
years, aocompaiiied it to Cibraltar in NovciiiIhu’ 1814.

In January 1815 
he was appointed Field Surgeon to tlio Division under 
the eommaud of Colonel Oclilcrlony, thou o])orating 
against the Gurkhas in the north- westorii hills, and 
was directed to join with all practicablo expedition :

In (ho following Oetolw 
ho Avas ]iosicd to the 2'* Ibitbilion, MO"' N, I., at Bhopal- 
pur, biu in Si^ptmnber 1823 ho was removed to tlia 
D'- Battalion, 28"' N. I„ at Mhow, and in tho gononvl 
reorganisation of tho following yi‘ar h(^ Nvas ]iostod to 
tho 56"' N. then at Delhi, wlioneo ho aciuimpaniod 
it to Nasirabad, and afterwards to Linhnow, During 
(his ]Mn-iod be twice ollicialed Ji( 1 nterpreter ami (,)uartor- 
Mastor ol* the ri'ginient, and once as Adjutant. In. 
Jmio lS27 be was apiiointml lnt.»‘rprcter and (^nartm*- 
^faster, and he held the appointnnuit until Decemlxir 
18M‘.*. In Oittober 1833 ho wimt homo on furlough and 
was absmit from India until DoiuniilMU’ 183(3. On his iKV 
turn he nijoimul In's regiimuit at Bankiira, and during 
18;>7 hi5 twic(? ollicialiul as ln(orpi’e(er and (^uaHxJr- 
Mastiu*. In Ih'ciunlxn 1837 Ini was a]»p{)inted iM.itiiig 
lnt»‘rpret<u- ami (j)niU’ld'-Mas(-e]' to (ho N. I„ with 
whicli eorps ho servod in this eapain'ty until Juno 1839. 
From April 18 40 to .March 1811 ho oflhuated as Dopy, 
Juilge Ad vocal e-(loiieral of tlie Dinapoic and Bonarotl 
Divisions.* On the formation, in Foliniary 1842, of t»ho 
soconil battalion of voluni,cors for service in China, ho 
Avas apj)ointi‘d to it, ombarkoii for that country in iho 
following montli, and look part in the caplunj of 
Cliin-Kiang-bio in July, ami tho inviisfciuent of Nanking 
in August ( Medal). At the end of Scjitember 1842 
lie was placc.d in cliarge of tho (!o;nniissariai and Pay 
Mepartmerits of tho China Kxpivlitioiiary Foreo a(« 
Hoiig-Kong, and in A|»Til 1843 lie was a])pointfMi Mi- 
litary .Magisiiahi at (Minsu.n, whero lie remained on 
duty until April 1845. He then roiiirned to Bengal and 
rojoinod the 5lith S. I. at Agra, and having attained iho 
rank of Major, he soon aftm* wards sii(M*oo(lcd to tho tem- 
porary command of tlio regiment. In 1847 ho ac<ioiii^ 
paniod the regiment to Ha jipnr ami in 1848 to Liidliiana^ 
and hecommamled itintlui Fun jab Cam]iaign of 1848-49> 
including the ])assage of the Chonab, the action of SimM- 
lapdr, and the battle oT (Miilidnw^la, whie*h l)roiight hifi 
cartHu* to a close ; he foil nioHally Avounded Avhilo ^1- 
lantly loading on liis rogimont to tho attiick of tho Sikh 
position, and having Iwon carried off the field, ho died in 
camj) tlio samo night, 13"* January 1849. 

Banister, Charles Athol Harry, i/ieutenant 
(1845— 1869 ).— at KoJuit ; IfStUt at KoluU^ 
No. 1042. — The eldest «on of Surgeon-Goueral Geor^ 
Banister, Bengal Medical Service. Born in ludia in 
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1845.«^Entered H. M/s Service (from the Royal 
Ifilv. College) on the 9^^ February 1864 as a Comet 
m the 19^ HusBara, joined that regiment at Meerut 
in the cqurse of the aame year, and served with it there 
until 1868. On the 6**^ January 1868 he was appoint- 
ed Offg. ^ond Squadi’on Subaltern in the 4**» Punjab 
Cavalry, on prol»tion for the Bengal StafE Corps, into 
which he was subsequently admitted with effect from 
that date, and ho was, at a later period, made perma- 
nent in the ajqiointment with effect from the lO*"** of 
the same mouth. Tie joined the rcgiinetit at *BannU| 
and for seveml months, in 1868-69, he officiated as 
Third Squarchon Officer. In March 1869 ho a<icom- 
panied tlie regiment from Bannu to Kohat, and in the 
following May he was appointed to officiate as Adjut- 
ant. He died at Kohat on the 14^** Octolwr 1869. 

Bannerman, Charles Bromhead, TAeuicnant 
(1835-1857).— at Delhi, No. 162.— The third 
son of Patrick Wilson Baniiennan, Esqr., of Elmsficld, 
Co. Aberdeen, — descended directly, in the fourth 
ceneration, from Sir Alexander Ilannemian, Bart. 
(I), of Elsick, Co. Kincardine,— and grandson of 
Sir William Johnston, Bart. (VII)* of that ilk. 
Bom in 1835. — Entered the Bombay Army in 1852. 
Arrived in Lidia in Juno of the same year, and was 
appointed to do duty with the* Bombiy N. I. Jit 
Poona. He served with that regiment until November 
1853, when he was ordered to do duty with the 19‘h 
Bomimy N. T., which was on its way to the same station, 
but before it amved he was posted, IS**' November, to 
the 1“^ Bomliay N. I. ( Grenadiers), and joined tliat corps 
at Baroda. lie continued serving with the Grenadiers 
until February 1857, when he was appointed jicting 
Adjutant of the 1®* Baluch Battalion, which ho joined 
at llydoraliad, Sindh, and in the following June ho was 
appointed to offiemto as Quarter-Master of the samo 
corps. In consequence of the mutiny of the Bengal 
Army the Balucli Battalion was moved up into the 
Punjab, and eventually sent down to Delhi, as cscoi:! 
to the siege-train intended for the reduction of that 
place ; this officijr accompanied the corps in these 
movements, and four days after the siege-train had Ixjcn 
brought safely into the caniji of thi^ Ixisieging force, 
be unfortunately fell under the of the enemy, — 8*** 
Soptemhor 1857. 

Barbor, James, Senior Surgeon (1802 — 1859). — 
Orave at LaJiore, No. — Born at T homey, Co. Cam- 

bridge, in April 1802. — This gcntloiuaii, a Surgeon by 
profession, having Cfjiiie out to India on his own 
account, was (after Ixiing cixamined and declared 
qualified by the Medical Board) a])pointed, on the 11**' Feb- 
ruary 1825, to do duty teniporainly as an Assistant- 
Surgeon on the, Bengal Establishment. After a short 
term of service in the General Hospital at the Presidency, 
he was ordered in A]»ril 1825 to ])roceod to Chittagong 
and do duty in the Field Hospital of the South-Eastern 
Division, but the order ivas cancelled a week later, 
and in the following month lie was ordered up to 
Cawnpore, whence ho was sent into Biindelkhand, and in 
July 1825 appointed to the medical charge of the de- 
tachment of troops at Lohargeion. In tlio autumn lie 
was ordered back to Cawn])ore, whence in November 
he proceeded in medical charge of the I’’* Brigade, Horso 
Artillery, to Bharatpur. At that place in December 
ho was appointed to the mi^dical charge of the 1®* Trooj) 
2** Brigade, Horse Artillery, and in January 1826 to 
that of H. M.’s 16**' Lancers, and with these corps ho 
served at the siege and capture of the fortress. The 
day after the fall of Bharat]mr he was appointed to do 
duty with H. M.’s 14*** Foot, with which he remained 
until the end of Juno 1826, when he proceeded on leave 
to Calcutta. In October ho was appointed to the 
medical chaigo of the Station Hosjntal at Barraclq^ore, 
and in the following December ho was appointed to do 
duty with the 6^*** N. 1. at the same station. In January 
1827 ho was regularly appointed to the Bengal Medical 


Service by the Court of Directors, and on advice of this 
beinf^ received in Bengal, in June, he was formally 
admitted, with rank as an Assistant-Surgeon, from tlm 
3** February preceding. At the end of July 1827 
be was sent to the Upper Provinces in medical charge 
of a detachment, and in January 1828 was directed to 
join and do duty with the 1®* Brigade, Horse Artillery, 
at Cawnpore. * In tho following Julv ho was appoints 
to the medical charge of the Bhagalpur Hill Bangers, 
from which he was i*emoved in November 1828 to 
the 7*** N. I. at Mirzapur, but he shortly afterwards 
went on leave, and in January 1829 he went homo on 
furlough. On his I'oturn to India ho was appointed, 
July 1831, to tho medical charge of a portion of the 
Artillery at Dum Dum, from which ho was trans- 
ferred in June 1833 to tho Civil Surgeoncy of Azimgarh. 
Ho iwerted to military duty in February 1834, and in 
tho following month was appointed to the 12*** N. I. at 
Allahabad, but ho did but little duty with that corps, 
having in the samo month lieen appointed to officiate 
as Assistant Garrison Surgeon at Chunar, and in June 
as Civil Surgeon of Shahabad. After a few montha* 
duty in tho latter post he went back to the officiating 
appointment at Chunar, in which ho was confirmed in 
February 1886. In the succeeding year he officiated 
for some months as Garrison Surgeon, and for some 
time in 1888 as Medical Offi(;er in charge of the 8*** 
Light Cavalry at Sultanpnr, Benares. In September 
1889 he was i*omoved to tho 40**' N. I. at Dinaporc, 
which ho subse(|uently acoompaniod to Segowlio and to 
Cawnpore, and with which ho served during tho cam- 
paign of 1842-43 against insurgents in Bundolkhand, go- 
ing cvoiitually into cantonments at Saugor in the latter 
year. On receiving promotion to tho rank of Surgeon 
he was ro-i;K)sted, Octolxsr 1848, to tho 40*** N. T., from 
which (after officiating as Civil Surgeon of Saugor 
for some months in 1844-45) ho was removed, in July 
1845, to the 5P* N. I. at Meerut. At this place tho 
additional medical chu^’ge of tho 68*** N. 1. was imjjos- 
cd upon him in Aug. 1845, and retained by him until 
November. In January 1846, in consiM|uenco of the 
Sikh invasion, the 51®* was moveil up to Aj..hala, and 
this officer accompanied tho corps to that pla<^e, and, 
early in tho following month, ho moved with it to- 
wards the Sutlej, but the Sikhs had been cbiveii across 
tho river befoi*e the corps rc^aohed Bassian. In April 
1846 ho accompanied the regiment to F(?rozo[)oro, at 
which pla(;e in the following Sof)tcmlxir he was removed 
to the 14'** N. T., and then during tlio next three 
months ho was moved in rapid succession back 
to tho 51®* N. 1., to the 4*** N.I.,. and to tho 71®* 
N. I. In February 1847 ho was transferred to the 12^^ 
N. which he accom|)anied in January 1850 to Multdn, 
at which place he also lujld tho additional medical 
charge of the 41®* N. 1. for many months. In Dccom- 
Ixjr 1850 he was removed to tho 4*** Battalion of 
Aiiillery, which ho joined at Pesliawar, at which place 
ho held the additional charge of tho Peshawar Division 
of Artillery from October 1861 to December 1858, 
when ho accompauiod tho head-quarters of tho 4*** 
Battalion to Lahore. In July 1857 ho was appointed 
to officiate as Superintending Surgeon of tho Sialkot 
Circle, but ho held'this appointment nominally only for 
a week. From March to August 1858 he officiated aa 
Suj)erintending Surgeon of tho Lahore Circle, after 
which ho continued attached to tho 4*** Battalion o£ 
Artillery until his death, which occured at Lahore on 
the 15*h September 1859. •

Barker, Edward Oliver, TAeutenant (1824— 
1851). — Grave at Lahore^ No. 609. — Tho fourth son 
of Richard Barker, Esqr., of Croboy and Dunhoyne, 
Co. Meath. Born on tho 30*** December 1824. — En- 
tered H, M.^fl Service on the 31®* December 1842, as^an 
Ensign in tho 58*** Foot. Joined that regiment at 
Chatham, and served with it there until May 1844* 
when ho ombarkod with it *for service in the Anstra* 
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lian colonies. He served with it in the New Zealand 
war of 1846-47, and took part in the capture^ of 
Te Bauparaha and other Maori chiefs, in the actions 
in the Horikiwi Valley and at Wanganni, and in most 
of the operations in the souihern provinces. On the 
18*** August 1848 he was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant^ in the 96’h Foot, then serving in New 
South Wales, with whic“he proceeded to India in the 
following spring, landing at Calcutta in April 1849. 
He shortly afterwards accompanied the regiment to 
Ghazipur, whence he proceeded with it to Cawnporc 
in the winter of 1849-50. Early in 1851 he marched 
with it ta Lahore, and at that place he died on the 
12^** December 1851. 

* Barker, Sir George Robert, Lieutunant- 

Colonel and Brevet-Colonel (1815— 1861).— at 
8Ma^ No. 355. — Bom on the 9*** February 1815. — Entered 
H. M.*8 Service on the 21** June 1834 as a Second-Liouto- 
nant in the Royal Artillery, and was posted to the 6*^ 
Battalion. He was promoted to the rank of First- 
Lieutenant on the 10*** January 1837, and to that of 
Second- Captain on the 21** May 1845, and during 
these years ho served successively in the 1**, 2^* and 
9*** Battalions. In July 1846 he was appointed Adjut- 
ant of the 3** Battalion, and he held this j)ost until lie 
became a full Captain in 1849. From 1849 to 1854 
he held the command of the G*** Company G**' Battalion. 
In the latter year he was transferi’od to a company in 
the 11*** Battalion, and embarked for poiwicie with the 
Eastern Army, With that Army ho served throughout 
tho campaign of 1854-55 in the Crimea, including tlio 
battles of the Alma and Balaklava, th<) expedition to 
Kertch (in command of tho Royal Artillery), and the 
eiogo and capture of Sevastopol, (luring tlio latter 
part of which he was in command of tho batteries of 
the left attack. (Medal and thi*co Clasps ; promoted to the 
rank of Major by brevet ; ci*eated a Companion of tho 
Order of the Bath and a Knight of tho Legion of 
Honour ; and granted tho Fourth Class of the Order of 
tho Modjidieh and tho Turkish IVfedal). On tho 1“* 
June 1855, •while still on service before Sevastopol, ho 
attained the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, and was soon 
afterwards posted to tho 4*** Battalion ; and on the 2’* 
Novomlier following he was advanced to tho rank of Colo- 
nel hy bi'cvet. On tho evacuation of tho (h*imca taking 
place in 1856, ho returned home, and served in the United 
Biugdohi until the summer of 1857, when, in ('on- 
fiequenco of tho mutiny and rebellion, ho was ordered 
out to India ; about tho same time he was transferred 
to tho Horse Artillery, lie landed at Calcutta in 
September, but having been detained there on duty, ho 
was niiablo to join tin? liead-ciuarlers of the Coimiiandor- 
in-Chief, in tho field, until the 21** DcijchiVku*. Immedi- 
ately on joining he was appointed, with the rank of 
Brigadier, to tlie (Command of tho Artillery of the force 
under the personal command of Sir Colin Cam])l)ell, and 
in that position he soon afterwards took part in the.* 
advance towards Farrakhabad, and in tho action of tho 
Blali Naddi. In tho aiTangemcnts for tlio recovery of 
Lucknow from the rebels, ho was appoinhid, February 
1858, Brigadier Commanding thcj Siege Artillery, and 
in that capacity bo sijrved throughout tho siege and 
capture of the place in the following month. On tho 
fall of Lucknow ho was appointed, 21**Mar(;h, Brigadier 
Commanding tho Artillery of tho Lucknow Field Force, 
but on tho 29*** of the month a change was made and 
lie was appointed Brigadier Commanding the Ariillery 
of the Force to bo retained at Lucknow ; ho accordingly 
i^mained at that place, and during tho ni.'xt four months 
he three times succeeded to the command of tho entire 
garrison. During the final operations in Oiidh, in the 
autumn of 1858, he was appointed to tho command of 
a field column, at the head of which ho defeated the 
rebels at Jamo and captured the strong fort of Birwa, 
besifles rendering other important services, for which 
he received the Indian Mutiny Medal with a Clasp 
iox the chapturo of Lucknow, and was created (16*” 


May 1859) a Knight Commander of tho Order of the 
Bath. Early in 1859 ho was appointed to the command 
of all the Royal Artillery in tho Bengal Presidency, and 
with his station at first at Calcutta and^ latterly at tho 
hoad-quai*toi*8 of tho Coraniander-in-Chief in India, ho 
held this ap])ointmont until his death. Ho died at 
Simla on tho 27*** July 1861. 

Barnard, Henry William, X.O.B., Major- 
General (1799 -1857).- Unirc and inscript wn at 
Bella, Nos. 97 and 98.— Son of the Revd. William 
Barnanl, LL.B., of Water Stratford, Bucks, and nephew 
of General Sir Andrew Francis Barnard, K.(^B., and 
of General Sir Mooi*o Disney, K.C.B., who was of 
tho Disnoys of Church Town, Co. Waterford. Bom 
at Westbury, Oxfordshiie, in 1799. Educated at 
Winchester. — Entered 11. M.’s Service on tho 9* Juno 
1814 as an Ensign in tho !•* Foot Guards, now styled 
the Giimadier Guards, and was posted to tho 1** Batta- 
lion, wliich ho joined on its return from tho south of 
France in the following August. In tho following year, 
subsequent to ilie battle of Waterloo, ho was transferred 
to the M Battalion, then in France with the Army of 
Ocenjiatioii, and he was for some time on the stjiff of 
Colonel Sir Andrew Barnard, K.C.B., Commandant of 
Paris. lie afiorwarils served with tho 3'* BattoUon m 
France until tho termirfiitioii of the oecu])ation, ^**7 
1819-20, after his return to England, he served as Aido- 
de-Camp to Major-General Sir Andraw Barnard, Com- 
manding the Northeni District. On the 15**| August 1H2J 
ho was promotiul to the rank of (^aj)taiii in a lino I'cgi- 
ment, and on the 29*h of the same month exchanged back 
to ilio Gximadiev Guards as a Tiieuteuant and ( /aptom. 

Ill 1824 he proceeded to the W esi Indies us Aide-de-Camp 
to Sir John Keane, but was invalided boine in the fol- 
lowing year after an attiu^k of yellow fever. On thii 17 
May 1831 he was promoted io tho rank of Cai>iain and 
Lieutenant- Colonel, r and having siihsoijuonfcly l)Oon 
transferi’od to the 2*^ Battalion, of the ivgiinent, ho ac- 
companied that corps to ('aiuida in 1838 ; ho^ was iboni 
employed in various movonienis in coririoction with tho 
suppression of the n^l)ellhni, and suhsoipiently served 
thei'C until Octolxu’ 1842, when the hattalion raturnod • 
home. Ho was shortly afterwards removed to tho 3*^ 
Battalion of tho legiment, and on the Noveinlx;!* 1846 
he was proinohMl to tho rank oi Coloniil hy hiMivei. lii 
February 1847 ho was ap]>oiTited Asst. Adjutant- General 
in the Northern and Midland Distritri, Manchester, a!id ra- 
remained in that, post for five years, (exchanging to lialf- 
pav on the l^** June 1849. In Fchriiary 1852 he was ap- 
pointed Colonel on ilw Staff Conjmanding tho Monmouth 
and South Wales Disti-ict, Ca(irmarthon, and cont-inuod 
in that ])osition until his ]>romotion to the rank of Major- 
Gciun-al on tho 2()**' Juno 1854. In January 1855 ho was 
sent io tint Crim(?a to command a brigade of tlio Army 
Udorc Sevastopol, and on tho 1** of the following month 
lie was a])])oinied io the command of the 1^ irst Brigado 
of tho Third Division. In May 185.5 he was a])])ointed 
to the temi)orary coniniand of the Fourili Division, but 
bo soon afterwards reverted to the command of tho 
Fir.st Brigade, Third Divismn, and hi\ it rin the unsuc- 
cessful attack of tho 18*'* June. At tho ond of tlio^Iatter 
month ho suc(;(iodocl io tho command of tho Second 
Division, but a few dn-ys later, on the 5*'* July, he wan 
ajipointed hy General Simpson, lioi-d Raglan’s succcsBor, 
to Ixi his Chief of ilio Staff, and at the ond of the samo 
month tho local rank of Lieiitonant- General was confer- 
red upon him. In this ])OBition he continucid until the 
fall of Sevastopol was wjcornplislied (Medal and Clasp; 

C.B. ; Commander of Legion of Honour). On the ap- 
liointmont of Sir William Codrington to tho chief com- 
mand taking place, ho ceased to ho (Jiief of the btaff, 
and waB appointed to tho command of tho Second 
Division, whuk ho held until tlio evaijuation of tho 
Crimea in 185G. On tho 3** May 185G, in recognition 
of his services during the war, ho was advanced to th 
degree of a Knight Commander of tho Order of tho Bath 
On tho withdrawal of tho British Army from tho Crimo 
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lie was appointed to the oonimandof the troops at Corfu, 
but he was sent homo soonafter wards and appointed to tlio 
oonunand of tlie Division at ShornciiHe and Dovot*. In 
November 185(5, ho was appointod to the staJf in Bengal, 
and left for India accordingly in the following February, 
and having on arrival at (.yfihnitta, in March, Ixhjii a])poin!t- 
ed to the coiunumd of the Sirliind Division, he joined it 
at Ambula in the following iiiontb. Within five weeks 
(during which lie had an anxious time on tj<jconnt of the 
disafiection of the native troops at Atnbala) occurred the 
oiltbreaks at Meerut and Delhi, and the necessity of 
moving a force upon the latter place: on the 2D* May 
he was a])j)ointod to the comiuand of the Movoablo 
Column with which the Commandor-in-Chief, Genenil 
Anson, was advancing on Delhi, but tlie death of the latter 
at Karnal on tlie 27*** left entire command with him, 
and that ho exercised it with energy and judgment is 
universally acknowledged. I^foving forwrird, on the 8*** 
June ho routed the mutineers at Hinlii-ki- Serai and seized 
the Ridge ovorlookiug Delhi to the noitn and north-west, 
and there awaiting llio roinforccinents which w'ould 
enable him to siil nine the rchil lions city, he lutiintainod 
Ills position, notwithstanding the many strenuous efforts 
of tli(3 enemy to dislodge him, until tlicj 5**' July, when 
ho succumbed to ;ui att;iek of cholera, ho having tlicu 
Ijoou in India only tliroo ino>it!is-and-a-half. 

Barnett, Oliver, (-.J iJ , ifcpnfij-^^itnjrnn (Iruerid 

('18;]0— 1885).— in Ohrid Churrfi] Simla, Xn. 
‘J93. — Born on the 30*** November 18*10. — Ent<>rod H. M.’s 
Borvice on the 2 t’'‘ Xovembv'r 1854 as an acting St:%li‘ 
Assistant- Surgeon, and w as made p(?nria!iont in that rank 
on the 29*‘* •liino 1^55. Soon after liis a])|>ointnient he 
was ^lotailod for duty with the Eastern Army, but ho 
did not proceed to the Cb’imea, and unlil tbe end of the 
war ho was employed in tlie lu)!\[)itals at ]\lalta and 
Scutari, In O(dober"l85(5 lie was appointod to the (>*•* 
(Inniskilling) Dragoons, witli wliieli lie ])roL*ccded to 
India in October 1858, and with wliicli ho served at 
various statioiis in the Bombay Presidency until (?arly in 
1663, when he wont homo on favloagli. In April 1864 
he was removed to the stalT and ]>osto(l to Neth*y. In the 
following JuiKi ho was appointed to tlio 12'** Ijanccrs, 
iTom which, in Doccml)or 18<)5, ho exchanged to the 11*** 
Hussars : with the latter corps he procc(;dod to India in 
the autumn of 18GG, and s 'rved with it at MIkjw until 
the following summer.

In Fehniary 1 SO: Mie w:is ap- 
pointod Su]*gi3oii to the Viceroy and ( vovernor-deneral, the 
Earl of Mayo, on whose stall’ \u\ rcmain(;d until that 
lamented iiobhmian was as.sassinat<*d at Port Blair, in the 
Andaman Islands, on tlie S'** February 1872. lie was 
then a|jpoint(3d Surgeon to the tw’o acting A^iccroys in 
succession, Sir John Stra(;liey and Eord Napier of 
Morchistoun, and on tlie arrival of Lord Northbrook, iii 
May 1872, he was a[)poinLed lo the same ofiice on the 
staff of His liordsliip and retained it for nearly four years. 
On the 1 * August 1873 lie attained the j*ank of Burgeon- 
Major. In April IS7<) he was appoinkul Ol’fg. Surgeon 
to the succeeding Vicei'O}*, Ijord Lytton, was made per- 
niarient in the office in the following Se])tomber, and 
held it until His Lordship resigned tlm Vicoroyalty in 
June 1880, when he returned home. On the 21’’* July 
1880 he was promoted to the rank of Bi'igadc- Surgeon, 
and having Immmi ]»osted at first to Warley and afterwards 
to Colchestei’, he continued serving at the latter place 
until July 18S2, when he was ordered on service lo 
Egypt. Throughout the campaign in tliat country he 
served as Prirunpal Medical Officer at Ismailia, and re- 
ceived the Medal, the Khedive’s Bronze Star, and the Thii*d 
Class of the Order of tho Medjidioh. He returned homo 
in March 1883 and was posted to the Woolwich District, 
where he remained until the following October, when, 
having been advanced to tho rank of Deputy- Surgeon- 


General on the 1 *** of that month, he was removed to Cork. 
In November 1884 he was transferred to Poi^tsmouth, 
whence he was sent, in February 1885, on service to the 
Eastern Soudan, as Pi'incipal Medical Officer of the force 
under th(5 (ioimnand of Sii* Gerald Graham. Ho served 
throaghoui the operations of that force at and around 
Suakin, and returned homo in the summer, when ho was 
appointed Principal Medical Officer of the Woolwich Dis- 
trict; but his health had Iwen completely shattered by the 
climate of tho Soudan and tho hardships of the campaign, 
and, soon after his return, he died at Eastlwurne, Sussex, 
on tho 24*** duly 1885. 

Barr, Marcus, Major and Brevet lieiUenant- 
Colonel (1801— 184G).-^LVttcc KasauU, hut inscripilon 
[ not found : see note to No* 444.— Entered II. M.\s Service 
on the - 4**' February 1825 as an Ensign in tho 3** Regi- 
ment of Foot (Tho Buffs), and was promoted to tlie rank 
of Ijieiitenant on the 8*** April 1826. He joined the regi- 
ment in Now South Wales, Jicoompa7ii<;d it thonc*o to 
Bengal in 1827, and served with it for several years at 
Blnigalpiir. On the 11*** June 1830 he was promoted to 
the i-ank of Captain. During tho succeeding years ho 
served with the Buffs at Fori William, Berliampoi'C, 
Glia/.i|)ur and ^Icerut, and with th(5 Army of the Indus 
at FerozopoT(5. From January 1841 to April 1842 
he scirved as Offg. Asst. Adjt.-Gcnl., H. Troops, 
at Army Head- (Quarters, and in Novcnil)er 1842, after 
again officiating for a month, the {KU’^naiieiil appoint- 
ment was conhuTod upon him. On the 25*** August 1843 
he was promoted to tho rank of Major, and on the 15*** 
Deeojuhor following lu? exchanged into the 2'J'** Foot. As 
Asst. A<ljt.-G(‘nl., H. M.’s Troojis, he scTvedin the Chvalior 
cam])ai gn of 1843-44, and was preseiit at the battle of 
Mah.iivvj])iii* (Bj*on7.e Star, and promoted to Lieiitenant- 
Colonel by brevet). In Deccjuilxu* 1815, on the outbreak 
of the first Sikh war (the Adjutant- General, Sir Harry 
Smith, having h^on ap|)oint(Hl to tho cominand of a Divi- 
sion of the Army of the Sutlej), he was nomi mated to 
oflieiatci as Adjutant- General, H. For(?os in India, and 
ill that ca]) 5 icity lie scrveil until the coiieliision of tho 
cam])aigii. He was pi‘Ostmt at the battles of Miidki, 
Firozshahr an<l Sobraon, in. the last of vvnich he was 
dangerously wouiuled, his left arm having been shattered 
Ijy a nuisket-ball, and from the conseqmmcc's of this in- 
jury he died at Kasaiili, when on his w.iy to Sijula, on 
thc2G*'* March I8ttf. (For his sta-vices during th(j Sutlej 
«fcrn]>aigu hcj Wtas iiominatod a Coiu|>anion of thepi'dcr of 
the Jlatii, buli his death Look place, lud’ore the nulificatiou 
appeared in tlio G.azette.) 

Barrett, John, l.leulruanl’dent ral (1810 — 1880). — 
Grave a.t Itiiwal l‘iit(li, No. 788.-^Born at Woolwich, Co. 
Kent, in 1810. — ETit(M’ed tli(‘ Bengal Army in 1825. 
Arrivcil in India in March 1827, and was soiit up to 
Beiia-ri's to do duty Avitiv the (52'* N. 1. In tJie follow- 
ing Alay he was posted to the 5 t**‘ N. I., jind he joined 
that regiment at Rangpiir, in Assam, wlicjice in May 
1828 'he accom|»auied it to Jamal]>iir, juid in February 
1830 to Benares. In August 1832 lie was transferred 
to tlio rolls of the 45'** N. 1., but he coiitinuod doing 
duty with tho 54*** until tho following November, :iiid 
did iiot join tlie 45'** , then at Muttra, until January 1833. 
Towards the end of 1830 he aee()Jii|):tnied his I'egiment 
to Sitapur, iti Ondh, and ho eontimuMl serving with it 
there imtil August 1837, Avlieii lie was transferred to the 
25**' N. I. ; lui joinetl this regiment at lyrirza^mr, and in 
January 1838 marched Avith it to Bangor.

ment at Jalalalmd and in tlio operations against the 
Khaibar tribes in November 1839. In January 1840 bo 
returned to Hindnstan, sick, and after spending tbo year 
ftt Simla, bo went homo on furlough in February 1841. 
He rotumod to India in Doccinber 1844, rojoincjd the 
37^*^ at Allahabad, and marclied with it to Nasirabad, at 
which place, in Ai)ril 1847, he succeeded to the command 
of tlio regiment, which ho retained for moro than two 
ycars-and-a-half. At the end of 1847 ho marched with 
the regiment to Jnllundur, whence in May 1848 he pro- 
ceeded with it to Lahore, at which ])laco ho was in 
garrison with it throughout the Punjab Campaign of 
1848*49. In May 1849 he returned with the regiment 
to Julluiulnr, and at the end of the year ho accompanied 
it to Jhelum, whore he served with it for eighteen months.

Gravt^ at Saroki, near Wazlrahuil, s(.r No, 746-A. — Entered 
the Bengal Army in 1842. Arrived in India in January 
1843, and was ordered up to Dinaporo to do duty with 
the 3()‘*^ N. I. In Juno 1843 l‘o was ])osted to the 
S3*' N. T. Ho joined that regiment at Meerut, and 
afterwards served with it at Eta w ah and Jullundur, 
whence ho proceeded with it to IjaUoro in SoptcinljcT 
1848. Having been in garrison at tliat place and after- 
wards for a short time in tho held during the continii- 
nneo of the Punjab camjjaign of 181«8-49, he became 
entitled to tho modal grant(3d for tlioso operations. On 
the termination of the Avar ho proceeded Avitli tho regi- 
ment to Wazirabad, avIhtg ho died on the 13^'‘ July 1849. 

Bartley, Walter Tyler, l.irnhni ini (^-.1821— 1846).— 
Insrrlptuni at Fcntzoimn', Nn, 444. — Tlio youngest son 
of Colonel Sir Robert Bartley, K.C.B., a distinguLslicd 
officer Avlio served in the American War, 1812-13, and 
commanded a brigade in tho Chincf-lc War of 1840-42.— 
Entered 11. M.’s Service on the 20"' July as an 

Ensign in tho 13"' Foot (Somersetshire Light Infantry). 
On tljo 17"* of tho following month he was transferred to 
tho 49"' Foot (then commanded by his fath<n’), which he 
joined at Dinaporo in February 1839, and witli Avliich he 
proeceded to Fort Willium in the spring of ilic folloAving 
year. In April 1840 he embarked for (Jiina on Held 
Scjrvieo and (having attained the luiik of LieutcriaTit on 
tho 30"‘ Septendx)!' followirig) he served thronghout the 
OpcriitioTis in that country, including the storrnijig of tho 
heights and forts aho VO Canton, the <;aj>luro of Amoy, 
Chusan, (hiirjhae, Ning])o, Cha]>oo, Woosung ;tnd Ohing- 
K iaitg-Joo, and the landing l)efore Nn-nking, whicli oTuled 
tho war (Medal). He reiiirned to (^ilcntta witli tho regi- 
menti in February I8t3, and in tlio folloAA*ing month ho 
embarked with it for England. Landiiig toAvards the end 
of August, ho served for some inonths at Deal and Ports- 
moutl). and on tho 3D' May 1844 lie exchang(»d into the 
62*' Foot, Avlijch ho joined at Ferozepore in the folIoAving 
April. Ho Avas present witli tho regiinont in D(?ccml 3 er 
1845 Avhon tho fir.st Sikli Avar broke out, and look part 
with it in tho dofenco of th(3 Ferozeporo cantonment and 
the sjmguinary battles of Fii’ozshahr :ind Sobraoti, in tho 
iho latter of which ho Avas killed, 10"' February 1846. 

Barton, Francis John Herbert, Major (1861— 
1902).— C/rave at Mardan, No. 1016 ; tablet at Mardan^ 


No, 1024. — ^Born on the SO"' May 1861.— Entered 
H. M’s, Service on tho 31®‘ August 1878, as a Second- 
Lieutenant in the Hampshire Ai’tillory Militia, in which 
corps ho was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant on tho 
26"' April ISSO. On tho 23*' April 1 881 ho Avas brought 
into the regular forces and appointed a Second-Lieuten- 
ant in tho 99"' Foot, in which corps on the 1®' July 1881» 
when it became tho 2*^ Battalion of the Wiltshire Ro- 
gimont, ho Avas adA^anced to tho rank of Lieutenant. In 
August 1881 ho joined the battalion at Cajio IWn, 
South Africa, and in January 1882 ho proceeded Avith it 
to Bengal, Avhere ho served with it for more than three 
years, at Rawal Pindi, in the MuiToe Hills, and at 
Ifowshera. On the April 1885 ho Avas appointed an , 
Offg. Wing Officer in tho Corps of Guides, on probation 
for the Bengal Staff Corps, into which ho was afterwards 
admittixi Avitli effect from that date. In October 1 886 
ho Avas appointed a Wing Officer, and ioAvards tho end 
of the succeeding year he Avas appointed to tho Cavaliy 
of th« Gnidos as a S<piadron Officer. From July 1889 to 
Fobiaary 1890 Iio officiated as a S(piadion Commander, 
and uo \\'as Oifg. Adjutant of the Cavalry of the Corps 
frori February to August 1890, when tho permanent 
apf ointment of Adjutant of Cavalry Avas conferred upon 
him. In tlio spring of 1891 ho seiwcd in tho Hazara 
compaign as Orderly Officiu* to Bj-igadier- General 
A. G. Ilammond, Commanding the Right Column, and 
was present in all the o[>orations of that column on tho 
Black Mountain, including the affairs of Darbariai and 
Sarmal, in Avhicli ho temporarily commanded tho 
Khaibar liiflcs (^India Modal and Clasj)). .1 le afterwards 
resumed his appointment of Adjutant, and held it until 
Juno 1892, when ho ^va^ a])pointcd ('oinmaiidant and 
District Superiiitondcjit of Police at Port Blair and the 
Xieobars. TJiis jiost ho continued holding until January 
1895. He then rejoined tho Guides Ca\"alry as Stpiailrou 
Officer, and in tho folloAving April he accompanied tliQ 
corps on tho Chitral Relief EApedition, throughout 
which he served, taking par-t in tho a(4’oiis of iMalakand 
and Khar, tho passage of iho Swat .and Fanjkoiu Rivers, 
and the action of Maimigai (New India Medal and 
Clasp).

Iii March 1897 bo Avas advanced regimcnlally 
to the ])osition of Squadron Commander, Imt bo continu- 
ed in ]K)litical em])loy, and in the following Jul^y be waa 
appointed OJTg. (yummandant of tho Khaibar Jlifles in 
addition to bis utlior duties. ?\s (;\)mmatidaiit of tlio 
Kliailar Rifles and Political Officer Avith tho PcsIiaAvar 
Column of tlio Tirah Expediliuiuary Force, lie Avas active- 
ly onqJoycd during pait of the Frontier cami»aigu of 
! 1807-*J8, including the operations in tho Lower Bara 

Valley and in tho liighlands of Ba'/ar (two clasps added 
j to new India Medal). In 1898 Le Avas appointed Com- 
mandant of tho Khaibar Rifles, and held the post until 
nearly the end of 1900. Early in 1901 ho re joined tho 
Corps of Guides, and from Foln’iiary to December lio 
hold the ap]3oiiitmeut of Commandant of Cavalry. In 
DceemlHu- l*J0l ho Avas a])p(nntod Offg. Oommanilant of 
iho Corps of Guides, and ho retained this position until 
his death, Avhieh, the ri'siilt of an aceidoul at polo, 
oceuiTcd at Mardan on the 28"‘ October l*.)02.

Alban’s t’bnrob, Mardan, the ilate of <b*atli is stated tobavc^ been tfie 

October 1902. but all otiicial records are uiuuiiiiions in naming 
the Ssth as the date of this olTu’er^s death. 

Barwell, Arthur Ross, Captain (1866 — 1898).— 
Griirc at Veakawar, No, 9G1. — Tho only son of Captain 
Wm. Blunt Barwell, Bengal Staff Corps (i-etirijd). Bom 
at Morar, (hvalior, on the 30"' July 1866.— Entered H. 
M.’s Service (from tho Royal Mily. Collego) on tho 25"' 
August 188G as a Tjioutenant in tho 2'' Battalion ^.f the 
Manchester Regiinmit (tho 96"* Foot), whifli ho joined 
at Agre before the end of^tlio year. On the 30"' Janu- 
ary 1888 ho was appointed OfFg. Wing Officer in tha 
Infantry of the Deoli Irregular Force, on probation for 
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iho Bengal Staff Corps, into wliicli Lo was afterwards 
admitted with effect from that date. Ho remained with 
this corps (twica officiating as Adjutant) until March 
1890, when ho was appointed Offg. Adjutant of tho 
Malwa Bliil Corps, with wliich ho served for nine 
months. Early in February 1891 ho reveiied to tho 
Deoli Infantry, of which corps ho W'as Offg. Wing 
Officer and Adjutant from April to' Octolxsr. In Decem- 
ber 1891 he was appointed a Wing Officer in tho 9^*^ 
Bengal Infantry (now tho !•* Battalion, Q**' Gurkha 
Bifles), in which corps ho officiated as Quarter- Master 
from Mai*ch 1892 to October 1893, and as Adjutant 
from July 1895 to May 1896. In tho latter month tho 
appointment of Adjutant was conferred upon liiin, and 
ho hold it untrt August 1897, when ho vacated it on 
promotion to tho rank of Captain. In tlio samo month 
he accompanied tho rogimont to Rawal Pindi, on its be- 
ing dotjiiled, in connection with tho war on tlio North- 
Western Frontier, to form part of tho Third Roservo 
Brigade; and in 0(;tober ho procjocdod with it to 
Peshawar on its lK?iiig detailed for the Peshawar 
Column of the Tirah Expeditionary Force. He served 
with it in the advance into tho Lower Bara Val- 
ley in December 1897, and af ten* wards in the operations 
undertakon for tho ro-o|Kniing of tho Khaibar. Early 
in 1898 lie was teinpoj'arily attacheilto ilio 1"* Battalion, 
3^ Gurkha Riiies, and while with that cor j is at Bar- 
kai, in tho Lower Bara Valley, ho was, on tho morning 
of the 24^*' February, suddenly shot dead by his servant, 
tho weapon turned against him being his own ri'volver. 
The shooting was at iirst siipiiosed to lie duo toaeeident, 
but invostigatiori showed it to be a dollberaU murdur, 
and the ]>ei))0trator of iho rrinio, liaving been duly 
tried and conviotod, was hanged on tlie 28^^‘ of tho samo 
month. 

Barwell, Edward William, Licnlenani (1829 — 
1857). ^rara at JCissar: tahh^l at the same p/are, 
No A , — Son of Charles Richard Barwell, Esqr., ol; tho 
Bengal (hvil Sei vhjo. Born at All pur, Caleulta, on the 
5th February 1829.-»10ntered tho Bengal Army in 
1845. Ai’i^ived in India in L)eccirdH)r of the samcj year, 
and was s(mt up to Dinaporoto do duty with tho 1st N. I. 
In Mar(!li 1816 ho was apjioinhul to do duty with tlio 

N. 1 at Ludhiana, and in April with the 7.‘H N. L, 
but hi iluj same month lie was finally posted to the 
N. I., and joined that regiment at Cawupero. In tlio 
antiinifi of IS4S, on tho outbreak of disiiu*l)anc(\s in tiio 
Punjab, ho ace.) rn yianied the regiment to L:iliore, and 
served with it in tlio I hin jab ram])aign ol’ 1848-49, in- 
cluding the passage of tliu (’lioii.ib and the battle of 
Giijer.'it (Medal and Clasp). On the termination of tho 
war he ac(om])anied the regiment to Rawal Piiiili, and 
marched witli it thence to Delhi early in 1850, and 
during tiio winter of .1851-52 he officiated for a shoi-t 
time as Adjutant. In June 1852 he was appointed to 
do duf;y with tlio Arakan Local Batiiilion ; he joined it 
in Jiily, and for some time held (uunmand of a detach- 
montat Aky.'di. Fri November of tho samo year ho was 
appointed acting Adjutant of the Kam ion Battalion, of 
w'liioh corps lie iHicamo acting Second-in-Chiminand in 
January 1853. In April 18.'»4. ho was appointed Adjut- 
ant of the irjj.riuiia Light Tnfanti’y Battalion, with 
whieh he served until August 1855, when he proceeded 
ami joim.'il his own regiment, hjmporarily, for service 
against iho Santh.als, in J.iciigal. lie siu ved throughout 
tho o])erations against those insurgents, and in tho 
spring of 1856 rejoined tlio llariiina Lt. Infy at llansi. 
He afterwards for many moritlis commandt^d the detach- 
ment of the battalion at Hissar, and ])ori.shed in tho 
mutiny at that place on tho i'9“‘ A! ay 1857.

In 
1817-18 ho S(*rved with tho C entre Divi.sioiiof Iho Grand 
Army in the Mahratla-Pindari war, at tir.st (ChdolKir to 
Deeemhor 1817) as Brigade- Major of the Aj'tillery of 
tho Division, and ;ifte,rwards ( from DecomlHU* 1817 to 
the (^onelnsion of the eanqiaign) with the 6^'‘ Gomjiany, 
3'^ Balhtlion, wliii-h lin-d Imhmi selected to man an ox- 
jiorimenlal tweivo-|K)inid<*i‘ ticlil battery, to the eommaml 
of which he liad Ixien nominated.

Bom 
at Clijipra, in Bihar, on the 29^'* June 1845.— Entered 
II.

Battalion, Foot. In the following Novendter ho

This situation he eontiniied holding until 
his death, whieli took place in the following circum- 
stances. In June 1888 ho ])roeeedod from Abbottabad 
to Ughi for the pur])OSO of inspcjcting a portion of the 
i-egimont stationed there, and on tho 18'*' of that month, 
acrcompanied by Captain H. D. Urmston, of tho 
Punjab Infantry, and a small detachment of his own 
regiment, he ascended the Black Mountain, with the 
object of making a iHHioiinaissanco and of ins])ecting the 
water-supply. Tlmugh they kept well within the 
British lioundary line, he and his dctaijlinient were sud- 
denly attached, somcjwhert) in the vicinity of tho Chitta- 
bat Peak, by a. gathering of some of tlui Bhw.k Moun- 
tain trilTesmc’.i, and in tlie conflict wliich (Jiisued IkiIIi 
he and Captain Urmston were brought to the ground 
and barbarously h:i.<;ked to death. I'liis outrage was 
tho imij^ediate cause of tho ]mnltivc Bla,ck Mountain 
Expedition of 1888. 

Battye, Qu intin Henry ^TAantoifint (1^32 —1857). 

Grave and I ascription at Delhi: Nos. 91. oii / 1G2 : tahlcfs 
at Mardan and Kohat, Nos, 1017 and 1043 — IMio second 
son of George Wynyard Battye, Esqr., uf the Hongal 
Civil Service, and brother to Major Wigrani Battye 
(killed at Fateliabad in 1879), Major Tjogh Iticlimond 
Battye (killed on the Black Mountain, Hazara, 
in 1888), and Limit.- Colonel Frederick Driiimiionci 
Battye (killed in the Chitral Expedition in 189.5). Ho 
was one of ten brotluu’S who all embraced a military lif(», 
and of whom four fell in action. Born at Kishnugarli, 
in Bengal, on the 28**^ April 18.32. — Entered the Bengal 
Army iu 1848. Being almidy in India wdien admitted 
into the service, he was appointed in January 1849 to 
do duty with the 27‘*‘ N. I. at Barrackpore. In the 
following Juno he was posted to the .56^^ N. I., ivhich 
ho joined at Lahore, and with which he proceeded, early 
in 1850, to Ambala. During the winter of 1851-.52 he 
officiated as Adjutant of the left wing of the regiment, on 
escort duty with tho Governor- General. In July 1852 
he was appointed to do duty with the Arakan Battalion 
at Sandoway, but he did not join that corps until near 
the end of the year, and he was subsequently, for a 
riiort period, in civil ^ employ in officiating charge of 
the treasury and district of Sandoway. In May 18.53 
he was appointed Offg. Adjutant of the Arakan Batta- 
]ioii»*bat Vdsigned the office in less than a month. In 
July 1853 he accompanied the battalion to Brngoon, 
and thence to Prome, and towards the end of the year 


he was emplovod in the o]x?raiionB against the insur* 
gent Chief lloung-Goung-Gy(H% tho closing event of 
the second Burmese wax* (India Medal), tn December 
1854 ho was appointed Aide-do-Camp to the Hou'ble 
John Russell Colvin, Lieutenant-Governor of the North- 
Western Provinces, on whose iH*rsonal staff he continu- 
otl until DecemlKu* 1855, when ho was appointed to 
officiate as Adjutant of the Corps of Guides, but with- 
in a few days, on tho IS'** of tho same month, ho was 
appointed Offg. Commaudi\nt of the Cavalry of tho 
Corps. In February 1S5G he was apixoinied Adjutant 
of the Guidos, but was direi‘ted to continue officiating 
as Commandant of Cavalry, and did so until tho 17*" 
May following, when he was made permanent in tho 
ap{)ointment. From Novemljer lS5Gto February 1857 
ho was Offg. Second-in-Commaiid of tho corps. He 
then officiated for a moTith as Commandant, but on 
Captain Daly joining, in March, he i-everted to tho ap* 
pointment of Offg. Second-in-Cominand, and still 
occu[)ied that ix)sit.ioii when Iho mutiny broke out in 
tho following May. He aiH^onipaniod the Guides in 
tlieir wonderful march from Marduii to Delhi, 580 
miles ill twenty* two days during tho hottest season of 
the year, and reaching tho camp of tho licsiogi ng army 
on the morning of the 9*^ June, he gallantly led his 
men into action tlio sanu^ afternoon, anil fell mortally 
wounded (shot througli the alKloineii) in a dis]>orata 
hand-to-hand eoinbii with the mutineers. He diinl in 
earn]) on tho following day, deeply regn^ited by tho 
whole corps. 

Lord lloliorts, in his h\trfy~onr Vrars in fndta, has 
luinarked of him : — ‘‘ lie was the brightest and chceriesti 
of companions, and although only a subaltern of eight 
years’ servi(*e, he was a great loss, * * * Proud 

of his regimoiil and beloved by his men, who, grand 
fellows themselves, wcn‘0 captivated by his many soldier- 
ly (jualities, he had i^very iirospeet him of a 

splendid career, but be was destined to fall in ills 
first fight. He was curiously fond of qiiotaiious, and 
tho last words ho uttered were ‘ Ditlrc. t f doeornni ost 
pro patria inorl ’ ** 

Battye, Richmond Moffat, JArntenaat (18G9— 
1-897). — Grave at l\ira G.Jiluoi\ Kanun Valleif^ No. 1099, — 
The eldest sou of Ma jor begh llichmond llattye, Bengal 
Staff Corps, and grandson of Major-General A. K. Moflat, 
Bengal Infantry. Born on the 2G’t' SeptwiidHU* 

Entered H. M.’s Service (fi-oni tho Royal Mily. (killege) 
on the 27 ^*^ Novembu’ 18S9 as a Second- Lioutiaiant in 
the 2‘* Battelion, liin(!olnshire Rc^giniont (the Foot), 
whu’h ho joined at Cawnpore bdoj c the end of tho year. 
On the 10'*' March 1892 lie was ajmointed an Offg. 
Squadron Officer in tlie G**' Bengal Cavalry, on pro- 
bation for the Indian Staff (’oryis, into which ho was 
afterwards admitted with cfl<‘i;t Ironi that date. Tn Api’il 
1894 he was ajipointed a Sipiatlroii Offieei*. In 189.5 
he officiated for somij tinie ;is a SiiuadroFi (’oiriiuander, and 
from Deeeniher 1895 to August l-Sfib lie was Offg. Ad- 
jutant of the JVgiiniMit. In the early part, of 1-897 ho was 
einjdoyed on famine ndief duty in Rengal In Septom- 
Ixsr 1897 he was appointed to officiate temporarily as a 
Squadron Officer iu Ijo IS**' Rengal Cavalry^ (Lancers), 
with which ho servcsl for a short time in Kunun dur- 
ing tho Frontier War of that year. He i-ejoinod his 
own n.*gimeut on its IxyUiig deteiled to form part of tho 
Kunim Column of tho ’Firah Ex))i3ditionary Force, and 
Bcrved with the dismounted poHiun of the corps form- 
ing part of the Kuram Column engaged, in co-ojxira- 
tiori with the main column of the Tirah Force, in the 
invasion of tlio C h am kaiii “country. In the courso of 
those operations ho took part in tho stoi-ming, on the l«t 
December 1897, of tho Cbamkani villages of Thabal, 
which were captured after a stubborn resistance, but very 
early in tho affair, as ho was loading on his men to 
tho assault, ho fell under the firo of tho enemy. 

Battye. Wigram, Major (1842 — 1879) . — Grave and 
tablel at Marian, Mot. 1009 and 1017.— The eightJi 
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aon of George Wynyard Battye, Eaqr., of the Bengal 
Civil Servioe, and brother to Lieutenant Oolonol Frede* 
rick Drummond Battye, Major Legh Richmond Battye, 
and Lieutenant Quintin Henry Battye. Bom in Lon- 
don on the 13*** May 1842.— Entered the Bengal Army 
in 1859. Arrived in India in February of the same 
year, and in the following month was posted to the 6*^** 
European Infantry.^ In September he proceodod to the 
Upper Provinces on duty with a Ijody of recruits, and 
in the succeeding monthihe joined his I'egiment at Hazari* 
bagh. He seivod with the 6*** until the corps was 
disbanded in 18G1, and he was then appointed, May 
1861, to do duty with the 18^*' (Kam;ion) N. I., which 
corps in the following October liecanic the 3‘* Gurkha 
Regiment. In May 1863 ho was appointed a Doing- 
Duty OflScer in the 3** Gurkhas, but two days later he 
was ti'ansferi'ed, in the same ca])acity, to the (yorps of 
Guides. In the following October lio accomj)anied the 
Guidos on service, and took ^)art with them in all the' 
operations of the Amhola oampaign up to the 6^** 
November, when be was severely wounded and disabled 
(India Medal and Clasp). In May 1864 he was ap- 
j)ointed Junior Wing Officer, and in November 1865 
the appointmoTit of A<i jataiit was (?oni‘oiTod upon him. 
Shortly after this, in January 1866, he was eiujdoycd 
with the Guides in an exi)editioii against certain 
Baizai villages, sevoiiil of which were taken and de- 
stroyed. In the following Sej»tember he was admitted 
into the FJongal ShifC Corps. He vaciated th(i Adfmiincy 
of the Guidos in February 1871, in coiuscqinMK of 
his promotion to the rjitik of (Captain, and lie thcrciiifter 
I'emained on the rolls of the corps as an attached officer, 
until JiiTiQ 1872, when he was appointed to officiate as 
a Wing Officer. In May 1873 he was appointed Offg. 
Commandant of the Cavaliy of the Corps. In the 
following month the pormanant appointment of Wing 
Svilmiltorii was conferred upon him, but be continued 
officiating as Commandant of Cavalry until October, 
fi'om which date to January 1874 ho officiated as a Wing 
Officer. Prom August to Octobc^r 1874 ho officiated as 
Quarter-Master, and in February 1875 ho was appointed 
to officiate as Adjutant of tlio coips. In December 
‘ 1875 and January 1876 be was employed temporarily 
on the staff of the Lioutonant-Govtunor of tho J^nnjab, 
in connection with the visit to India of H. R. H. tho 
Prince of Wales (now King Edward the Seventh). 
In January 1876 ho was again a])point(Ml Adjutant of the 
Corps of Guides, and in the following March lie was 
once iiioi*0 appointed . to officiate, as Coiiiiiiandant of 
Cavalry. Under the luni^anisation of January 1877 ho 
became a Scpiaih’on Office.r in tbo (cavalry of the Corps. 
He vacated tho Ad jutamiy in Novomlior 1877, but con- 
tinued officiating as Coimnaiidant of Cavalry until 
.March 1878, ami in that capacity ho coiumandod the 
troops employed in tho BUJ*pri.se of tlio Utinan Khcl 
village of S:L[n*i in February 1878, and subsequently, in 
tbo following month, took ])aTt in ilie surprise of the 
Ranizai villagcj of Skakoi, and in I lie (Jxpeditioii against 
tho Ui man K I lol village's of B lie ha, N;isii‘, and Itang- 
miani. in March 187S he was a])j)oiiitc(l a Wing 
Offi(Hn* in the Infantry of the (Jnidcs, and in that ])osi- 
tion ho served in tho early j)art offtlie Afgliau War, 
im^liiding the advaiiecj inio the Khaihar region and tho 
reduction of AH Masjid. In l)e(?emlji‘r 1S7S Im was 
a]»poin1iGd an Otfg. Wing (^onnnamler, and at the 
same linic he was onco iium; a.[ij>oIn1ed to officiate as 
Comimindani of Cavalry. In January ami Fi{l>ruary 
187‘J, ie coniniand nf a flctachTiieiit of the (luides 
Cavalry, ho serv' d inthi* seeoml exjiCMlUioTi to t ho Ihizar 
Valley. Ho alt.a w ar»ls eoMnMa.n(le(l a. detticlmient in tho 
ox]»edition into the Luglnnan Valley, and, in command 
of the Guhk^s (a.velry, took [lart in the advatjco to 
Fat.eKaba.d, Uyoiid Jalalalad. at tho end of March. 
This was his la^L serv !(•(», fnr in the hrilHant action of 
Fa.t('habad, on tho 2‘* Ajn il 1S71>, whih* gallantly diarg- 
ing the Mi\ th(J lioad of liis corps, ho w'as shot 
through iho chest, and almost iijst?iutly cxpii’cd. 


Bayly, Alexander Rosa, Oolcnel (1831— 1902).~ 

Grave at Raioal Pindi^ No. 795.— The only son of 
Lieutenant-Colonel William Bayly, of the ^ Foot^ 
a native of Drogheda, in Ireland, who enlisted inte 
that re^mont in 1807, and rocoived a commission 
after thirty-two years* service. Born at Halifax, in 
Nova Scotia, in 1831.— Entered H. M.*s Service on the 
2** April 1847, as an Ensign in the 85**^ Foot, which 
he joined soon afterwards at Biit, in Ireland, On the 
16*=** August 1848 he was transferred to the 8*** Foot 
in which his father then hold the rank of Captain^ 
and, proceeding to India, ho joined that regiment at 
I Karachi towards tho end of the following yeai*. In 
’ D0(»mber 1850 ho accompanied tho regiment ii) Disa, 
andd, uring the following year ho soi-ved for some 
months with tlie 64*** Foot, at Karachi, ia the capacity 
of Intcrpi*ctei\ On tho 6‘** May 1853 ho was promoted 
to the rank of Lieutenant. In the wdiiter of 1853-54 
ho accompanied the regiment to Agra, and he served 
with it there until August 1854, wlion ho w'as ap- 
pointed an Assistant under the Chief Engineer of tho 
Punjab, and was posted to tl\e Civil Engineer’s Dept, 
as an Asst. Civil Engineer on the Lahore and Pesliawar 
road. In the following year he was absorted into tho 
Dopt. of Public Works in tho Punjab, and in October 
1856 ho was appointed a First Class Asst. Engineer in 
that DtipL In Juno .1857, on tlie outbreak of tho 
mutiny, ho rejoined his regiment, Jiccom{)anicd it to 
Delhi, and .se!‘V(;d througliont the siege and capture 
of that place, including tho vcpulso of tho sorties of 
tho 9^**, 14*‘*, 18^** and 23*^** July, the action of tho 12*h 
August, the storming of the city on tho 14*** Heptem- 
ber,— on which occasion he was very prominently engaged 
and greatly distinguished himself,— -and tho six days* 
street fighting which followed. After the fall of Delhi 
he accompanied the regiment in Groaihed’s pursuing 
column, and was prosimt at the action of Hulaudshahi*, 
tho affair of Aligarh, the aefious of Agra and Dil- 
khiisha, the relief of Lucknow under Sir Colin Camp- 
l)cll, tho battle of Cawnporo, and the action of Kliuda* 
ganj (Medal and two Clasps). Ho afterwards re- 
joined his ji]>pointmorit in the DepaHmtmt of Public 
Works, and in that I)(i})ai'tracnt tho rest of liis service 
was passed. On the 14*** May 1S58 ho was promoted 
to tho rank of Captain and ])osted to tho ncwly-raisod 
2"'^ Battalion of tlio 8***, but ho continued serving iii 
the Pnblie Works l)ei)artnient in India, ami on tho 
31"* January 1860 lie cxcliaiigod into the 8S**‘'*Poot 
in order that ho might remain on the Indian Establish- 
ment. In Fchruary 1861 ho Avas admitted into tho 
Bengal Staff Cor[»s, in which ho evimtnally attained 
tlio rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. As Asst. Engineer 
and afterwards as Executive Engineer, lie continued 
serving in tho Publh; Works Dopt. until the pt 
April 1877, wlioii ho retired from the service, with tho 
honorary rank of Colonel. He died at Rawal Pindi 
on the P* Jannary 1902. 

Bealo, Walter Yonge, (1821--1846).-- 

TaUrf at Fvr<i.:(;pnrCy Vo.444.— 'rhe third son ofTlioniaa 
Beale, Es(ir., of Heath Hous(}, Co. Salop. Born on tlio 
19*** DeceiiilKU' 18*21.— -Entenjd H. M.’s Service on tho 
5*** Octolxu* 1S38, as an Ensign in the 68*** Foot, with 
which regimimt ho soiwed for npwai'ds of three/ years 
in .lainaica and Canada.. On tho April 1842 ho 
was promoted to tho rank of fjien tenant in tho lOth 
Foot, vvliiidi ho joined at Fort William, Calcutta, in 
the s])ring of lS k‘5. In the winter of 1844-45,* ho 
accompanied tho regiment to tho Uppci* Proviiiciis, *aiid 
during the latter year was stationed with, it at Moemt. 
In December 1815, on the br(\aking out of the first 
Sikh war, he man^hed with the rcuiment to join tho 
Army of the Sutlej, ami was ])resoTit with it in tho 
great battle of Sobraon, in vvliiiffi ho fell, wliilst 
gallantly moving forward to the assault of tho SikJi 
batteries. 

Noth.— IT ic lO*** wiis lljo Ipaclin;!: r(*t,ninnntof PriMja 

wlikli, mthet«HHhof;DnmM».loiis fiiv, took iho 8ikii Initturias 
opposea to it ttt tlic point of the Itoyouet, without firing a ahot 
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Beany Charles (1834 — 1867). — Grave at Peshawar^ 
}f6i 974. — He was a member of an equestrian oircua 
company performing at Peshawar, and impmdently 
socepted the invitation of one Muhammad Azim Khan 
(who gave himself out as a general in the Afghan 
Army) to accompany hini to Kabul, with a view of 
making ari-augemontfi for taking the whole troupe to 
perform them. Mr. Ilean without disclo.siiig his inten- 
tion to any one started under Muhammad Azini Khan's 
'escort, who, on reaching the border, left the mgular 
path and took the paity up a inviuo to a lonely spot. 
Hem Muhammand Azim Khan drew his pistol, and 
exclaiming; that he had sworn to take the life of an 
Englishman, fired at Mr. iloan, shoittering his left thigh. 

• As ho fell, Azim Khan’s two attendants hacked him 
with their swords and shot at him, and the ]iarty 
then decamped with Mr. Bean’s liorsos and j)roj>erty, 
leaving him for dead. One of his servants gavts word 
to the nearest British village, and Jio was brought in and 
after two months’ sufffjring died of his injuries. Azim 
Khan was by the Amir’s orders placed in irons and all 
his property confiscated, his family connootions saving 
him from a severer punishment. The stolen horses and 
property were restored. 

Bean. Richard, Apolhecary (1816 — 1849).— (/rare 
at Peshtnntr, No, 933. — Admitted into the Bengal 
Subordinate Mtjdhuil Dept, as an Hosjntal Appmntico 
on the 15^** January 1829, when under thiiteon 
years of ago. Having served in the hospital at Cawn- 
pore foi* nearly eight years, ho was attached to II. M.’s 
16'** Lancei’s in Dcccrtilier 1836, and rcunainod witli 
that regiment until >Jovoml)er 1838. Jfo was then, 
as Asst. A]>oihceary, ]»ostcd to tho 3‘' Troo)> 2'^ 
Bngade, Horse Artilleiy, with whi(;h ho proeciodod on 
Borviee to Afghanistan early in 1842. At Jalalabad, 
in May 1842, lio was appointed Acting Steward in 
the hospitjil of IL l\l/s 13'** Light Tnfantry, witJi which 
corps ho S(Jrvcd during tluj roniaindiir of tlio Kabul 
campaign (]\fedal>. IIo continuod with the 13'** until 
tho autumn of 1843, when he was posted to Jl. M.’s 50'** 
Foot as Actyig Apothecary, but while on his way to 
join that rcginieni ho was attached to H. ]M.*s 40'** Foot, 
with which ho was [U’osent at th(', battle oC Ma]iaraj[nir 
(Bronze Star). He served with Iho 40'*‘ until it (mihark- 
cd for lOnglaml in 184,5, and he was then (having 
been promoted to tlio rank of Apothecary in NovemlKU' 
1844) nominated for duty with the (;ani]} of tho 
(Jovcrnor-tieneral • and having accom])aniecl His 
Excel leiK’y’s eainp into tlio field, lie served tliroiighoiit 
the Sutlej campaign, including the battles of Mudki, 
Firozshahr a.nd Sobraon (^IiMlal and two Clasps). In 
February 1846 he was appointed to do duty with 
11, M.’s 62'* Foot, from whhth, in the following jMay, 
ho was transferred to H ]^f.’s 21'’*' Foot. On tho 
depai*tur(i of tho 21'“' for England in K<d)niary 1848 
lio was appointed to do duty in the (leiicral Hospital at 
Calcutia, but towards tluj end of tho ytnir h<; was 
ordered up to the Punjab, and in April IS49 ho wa .3 
attached to H. M.’s 98th Foot at Ijaliore. In ilio fol- 
lowing montli his services were fdaced at tho dis])Osal 
of tlic Foreign DepartriKuil, and he was ap[)oiiiti*d 
Medical Oflieor of tlie I'* Punjab fnfantry, but he bad 
f^(n*ved with this corps for only a few months w lnin ho 
died at Pesliawar on the .5'*‘ October 1849. 

Beatson, Douglas Charles Turing, l.lrntr'.Uiinf. 
(1821 — 184*6). — llritrr at N(, IV?. — The 

fifth son of Major- (leTil, Ali‘.vand(‘r llejitsoii, of Iho 
Madras Army, sornotiino (iovernor of 8t. Helena, and 
grandson of Uobert Beatson, j-iStjr., laird of Kilrie, 
Co Fife. Born in AugJist 1 82i - - It’nhnvd tho Betigal 
Army in 183'*. Arrivtul in Indhi. in S()pteinl>er of iho 
same year, and was sent up to B;ii'r:iek]H)re to do duty 
■with the 58'** N. T. In Januaiy 18' VO )To was ]>o.stod to 
tho jJ'V'*' N. 1., joined it at Fateligarh, and during tho 
same y(*ar Sccompanied it to Agi*a. In tlic winter of 
1840-4I liO niarehed with tho regiment to Nasirabad, 
uud whilo serving there in April 1843 ho was appointed 


Offg. Interpreter and Quarter-Master, a post ^hioh he 
held for nine months. In this capacity Uo served 
with tho regiment in tho Gwalior camiiaigu of 1843- 
44, and was present at the battle of Maharajpup 
(Bmnze Star). On tho termination of the campaigti 
he marched with tho regiment to Forozoporo, arnving 
there in April 1844, and in the following October ho 
was appointed Acting Tntorpi\)ter and Quarter-Master 
to tho 1“' European Light Infantiy, which he joined 
at Subathu. On tlic outhroivk of the first Sikh war, 
in Dooember 1845, ho marched to. the fixnit with this 
regiment, joined tho Army of the Sutlej on the 19**» of 
that month, tho day after tho Uvttlo of Mudki, and on 
tho 21*’* was present with it in tho sanguinary battlo 
of Firozshahr, in wliich ho was sovoixily woumlod 
a musket- shot in the abdomen. On tho S*** February 
1846 ho M'as nominatod Acting Adjutant of tho Nasiri 
Battalion, Imt did not imniodiatoly join that corps, and 
on*tlio 10***, though not quite recovered from liis 
wound, ho again wont into action with tho 1"^ Enrojioan 
Light Infantry at Sobmon, and was again severely 
wounded ; ho was sent into Ferozoporo, and was not 
at first supposed to lH^ in any groat dangen*, but tctanuii 
snporvonod, and ho died in iho hospital ni that jilivco 
six days after tho battlo, the 16*** February 1846. 

Boatson, George Stewart, 3/./).. 0.71.. Surgeon- 
General (1814 — 1874). — Grare at Shnliij No, 377.— 
Born on Bus 6*** JVfay 1814. Entered 11. M.’t; Sorvioo 
on tlui 13*** July 1838, as an Assistant-, Surgeon, llo 
was at first gazetted to tlio 71'**' Foot (Iho High- 
land Llglit Infantry), but this appointment was aftiT- 
wards (nuKudled, and he was re-gazeti<*d (from tho 
origiiL’il date) as a Stall Assi slant- Siirgoou to tlio 
Forces. In 1839 ho was siuit out to Ceylon, where, as 
Staff Assistant- Surgeon and Staff Surgeon of the Second 
(^ass (to which rank he was [iromotcdon tho 28'** August 
IS46) he served for eleven years. On tin? 31«t January 
1851 ho exchanged into tho 51"* Foot, and having 
soon aftiu’wards joined that rogimemt at Fort St. 
(i(K>rgo, Madras, he in this following yeai* aecompauicMi 
it on tho expedition to Burma, He was pitisont, on 
Ijoard the steam-frigate Ferozv^ in the action with 
anil destruetioTi of the Burmese stoekades near Itangooii, 
and in the three days’operations on sliorc at that pioco, 
culminating in tho capture liy storm of the Shwo- 
dagon Pngoda ; and lie afterwards t.ook ])art in tlio 
defence of Promo and in tho repulse of tho night 
attibc'k on that |>laco (Modal and (’lasj)).

Mailras Presidoney, a post 
whi«*h. ho ocen [jii’d niit.d Muiy 1863. On llie I’ i)f t.hat 
month he wa?; advanced to tlio rank of Insjiector- 
(lemo’al of Hoqiit;ils, transferred to Bengal, ami 
apjKiinteil b) ‘‘ 'Die Biiargo of tlie MediesJ l.>e]»,irt,rmmt 
of H, M.’s British Forces in India.” tin tlie 13'*‘ Alarch 
1866 ho was ajipoiiited Honorary Phys’iei{i.u ^ Her 
Majesty Queen Victoria. Having completed his tour 
of service in India ho wont homo in Marcl* 1868, ami 
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iook up the iippointment of Ins{>eotor* General of 
fiospitalB at Notlcy, and in the following year he was 
nominated a Companion of the Order of the Bath. 
He continued at Notlej until January 1872, when, 
having been ag^in appointed Inspector- General of 
Hospitals and Principal Medical Officer of H. M.’s British 
Forces in India, he loturnod 'to Bengal, arriving at 
Calcutta in March. In March 1873, on a reorganisa- 
tion of the Medical Dept, taking place, ho received 
the designation of Surgeon- General of H. M.*s British 
Forces in India, and ho continued in the discharge of 
the duties of this appointment until his death, which 
occurred at liis residence, “ Knolls wood,’* in Ghota 
Simla, on the 7th June 1874. 

Beatty* Alexander, JAcutenant and Brevet Captain 
(p. 1798 -1834.)— (7rarc at Karnal, sec .Vo.lOG. - Entered 
H. M.’s Service on the 27^*^ April 1815, as an Ensign in the^ 
44^*^ Foot, and having l)eeii posted to the 1** BattiUion 
of that regiment, he joined it soon afterwards in Ireland, 
on its return from the disastrous New Orleans expedition. 
On th 25^** March 1816 he was placed on half -pay in 
consequence of the reductions following the termi- 
nation of the wars of the Fi’onch Revolution. On the 
4 Sciptemlier 1823 he exchanged to full pay in the 
15^** Foot, which he joined in Iroltind. On the 26^*^ 
January 1825 he was promoted to the rank of Lieuten- 
ant in the SI**- Foot, with wiiicli he proceeded shortly 
afterwards to India, lauding at Calcutta in Juno. Ho 
Rnbsequontly seiwed with the regiment at llerhampore, 
Fort William, Dinapore, Meerut and Karnal. On the 
27^*^ April 1830, on completing fifteen years* service, 
he was gmntcd brevet rank as Captain in India. In 
1831 he accompanied the regiment to Riipar, on the 
Sutlej, on the occasion of the.* meeting there of tho 
Governor- Genenvl, Lord William Beutinck, and the 
Ruler of the Punjab, Maharaja Ranjlt Singh. He 
afterwards returned with tlie regiment to Karnal, 
where he died ou the 27^*^ May 1834. 

— DilrJ offic<*r's name was luis-spolt “ Ucattie ** in some 
of the non-official Army Lists published in Imlia, and appears 
to have been similarly mis-spelt in the n?^fisttr from wliicli his 
name was taken for tlm purposes of this work. 

Beddy, The Revd. Honry (1792— 1875).— ^/raiv 
at Simla^ No. 335.-— Bom in tlie parish of St. Bride’s, 
Dublin, on the 18‘^ December 1792. A saddler by 
trade, he enlisted into the East India Company’s ser- 
vice, at Dublin, on tho 12^** No vcnilx5r 1810, and ar- 
rived at Fort William, Bengal, in the 11. E. I, C.’s ship 
Castle Eden, on the 26^** August 1811, Having Ixjon 
idlotted to the Foot Artillery, ho served in the 2^ Bat- 
talion for nearly fourteen years, rising first to the jKJsi- 
tion of Quarter-Master- Sergeant, and afterwards to that 
of Sergeant-Major. On the 1*^ July 1825 ho was pro- 
moted from Sergeant-Major of the 2^ Battalion of 
Artillery to the rank of Sub- Conductor in tho Ordnance 
Commissariat Department, and a few days later ho was 
posted to the Ex|)cnso Magazine at Dum-Dum. Tii 
Juno 182G he was posted to tho Arsenal of Fort 
William, but in the following August ho was removed 
thence to the Cuttack Magazine. 'In September 1827 
be WM brought back to the Arsenal of Fort William, 
in which he served for tho remainder of his military 
career, which ho brought to a termination by resigning 
bis Sub-Conductor’s warrant on the 15*** December 
1831. Thereafter he became a Minister of tho Baptist 
Beet, and resided for many years at Patna. He moved 
up to Simla in tho latci “ forties,” and opened a school 
there, which in March 1857 was amalgamated with a 
Bimilar inBtitution maintained Mr. D. O’B. Clarke, 
another gentleman of tho some religpous persuasion, but 
for some years prior to this date he had ceased to take 
any active part in tho management of the business, 
baving become totally blind. He died of cholera at 
Simla ini’ the »» 8^ June 1857,— He was the hither of 
Colond Edwin Beddy, of tho Indian Staff Corps, and 
iho grandfather of the late Hr. P. W. Obrien, of the 


Bengal Civil Service, Asst. Gommissionci* of Labor a 
His second daughter, Eliza, married, in 1855, .loseph 
Lowther Leoson, the oldest son of Major Joseph 
Leeson, 42^ N. I., who would probably have become 
Earl of Milltown, on the death of tho seventh Earl, if 
he had lived long enough. His youngest daughter, 
Eleanor, was the wife of the late Captain Arthur Irwin 
Hes, o! tho Bengal Infantry, to whom she was married 
at Lahore on the 19^^ October 1865.

Beley, Charles Vlarold Hepworth, D.S.O.g 

Captain (1855— 1888 ). — Grave and tablet at Abbott- 
abad, Nos. 915 and 926.— Son of tho Revd. C. A. B. 
Beley, of Chrishall, near Clavering, Co. Essex. Bom at 
Binuinghan on the 27**** July 1855.— Entered H, M.’s 
Seiwico on the 28^*' February 1874 as a Sub- Lieutenant 
in tho 1"* Battalion, 1®* Foot (The Royal Scots), and 
was afterwards promoted to tho rank of Lieutenant 
from the same date. In tlie following December he 
was transfcri*ed to the 2^ Battalion of the regiment, 
which he joined at Mian Mir in March 1875. On the 
l8t Novemlxii* 1876 he was appointed OITg. Wing Subal- 
tern in the 25^** (Punjab) N. 1., on probation for the 
Bengal Staff Corps, into which he was subsequently 
admitted ivith effect from that date. In January 1877, 
under the organisation then introduced, his appointment 
tecaine that of Offg. Wing Ollicer. In December 1877 
he ^vas a])pointod a Wing Officiu* jKjrinaiiently, and in 
that and the succeeding year ho officiated tor some 
months as Adjutant of tho regiment. From April to 
October 1878 he was Offg. Aidc-dc-Cami) to General Sir 
James Briiid, K.C.B., Commanding the Sirhind Divi- 
sion. He then rejoined his regiment and, proceeding 
with it on service to South(*rii Afghanistan, was pi*esont 
with it in the action of Saif-u-din, and at the oeeupation 
of Kandahar. In August 1879, having aliHiady officiat- 
ed in the situation for a moiiili, he was appointed 
Quarter-Master of the regiment. On the renewal of tho 
war in Afghanistan, in the autumn of 1879, fie served 
with his regiment in all Sir Donald Stewart’s opera- 
tions, including the march from Kandahar to Kabul, 
the battle of Alimad Khel, .and tlie action of Arzu ; and 
he afterwards took part in Sir Frederick Rohjrt’s mai’ch 
from Kabul to Kandahar, and in the battle of Mazra, 
near tho latter phwjo, on the 1**^ September 1880 (Medal 
and two Clasps, and Bronze Star) . On tlie termination 
of the war ho roturiiod to India with his regiment, and 
in November 1880 he went home and joined the Staff 
College*, at Sandhurst ; and having passed successfully 
through the usual course, ho returned to India in 
January 1883. He continued in his appointment of 
Quarter-Master until Octol)er 1883, when that of Adjut- 
ant of the regiment was conferriul upon him, but this 
he was able to retain only until February 1885, when he 
was obliged to vacate it on attaining the rank of Cap- 
tain. In June 1885 ho was appointed to officiate as a 
Depy. Asst. Quarter-Master- Genl. in the Intelligonco 
Branch at Army Head- Quarters, and having been made 
jKirmanent in the appointment in October, be, in tho 
following year, accompanied Army Head-Quarters to 
Burma, whei*o he served with it until tho beginning of 

1887. He had previously been nominated i)y. Asst. 
Qr.-Mr.-Gcnl. at Lahoie, but had not taken up tho 
ap|)ointmcut, and he was now, on his retuni from 
Burma, in March 1887, transferred in the same capacity 
to the Punjab Frontier Force. In July 1887 ho waa 
appointed a Companion of tho Distinguished Scrvico 
Order (D. S. 0.1, and during this and tho following 
year he twice officiated as an Asst. Qr.-Mr.-Genl. On 
the formation of the Hazara Field Force, in September 

1888, ho was appointed Depy. Asst. Qr.-Mr.-Genl. of 
the ^ond Brigade, and on the 4^^ October h^ aocoEi- 
paniod the advance of the Fourth (or River) Column. 
In the course of this movf)ment the advance of the 
column Bneouniered a strong gathering of Black Moun* 
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tribesmen and Hindastani fanatics at the hamlet 
of Towara, near the village of Kotkai, and in the action 
which ensued this gallant and accomplished officer fell 
moiially Avomkled in a rush made by a body of ghazis 
an the advancing British lino. He succumbed to his 
injuries some hours later, at Kotkai. 

Bent, Hifgh, J lieutenant’ Colonel and Brevet Culonel 
(c. 1826 — 1875).- (reave at Rau\il ri7idt\ No.7H\. — The 
fourth son of Colonel William Henry Bent, Hoyal Artil- 
lery (who was a cadet of the Bents of Wexham Lodge, 
Co. Bucks) by Charlotte, his wife, daughter of Lieuten- 
ant- Gcuenal Samuel Rimmington, Royal Artillery. 
—Entered H. M.’s Soiwice on the 19*** December 18^|}4 as 
a Second-Lieutenant in the Royal Aitillciy, in which 
oorps ho was promoted to the rank of First -Lieutenant 
on the 1*** April 1846, and to that of Second— Captain on 
the 22** July 1853. During these years he seiwed in 
succession in tins 9**', 10***, 1"*, 3'* , S**» mid 6*** Battalions 
of the Royal Artillery, and was employed in various 
parts of the U nited Kingdom and of the colonics. In 
October 1854 ho was appointed an Adjutant of Artillery, 
with effect from the 24*** March preceding, but ho did 
not hold this position long, having early in 1855 be4su 
transfeii'od to the Supernumerary List and attached to 
the Irregular Cavalry (the Bashi-Bazouks) under 
Major- ( I eneral Beatson, ill Turkey : later in the year 
(Junes 1855) ho was granted the local rank of Major in 
Turkey, while employed on that service. He was 
afterAvards employed as Brigade-Major to the Osiuanli 
Horse Artillery, for services with Avhich ho was subse- 
quently rewarded, by the Sultan of Turkey, with the 
Fourth Class of the Order of the Medjidieh. He at- 
tained the rank of Captiun on tiio 23^' Kebniary 1850, and 
having returned homo on the t(u*mination of the Russian 
war, ho Avas, on the 14*** Juno 185G, i*emoved from the 
Supernumerary List to the offeetivo estiiblishment, and 
appointed to the command of the 4**' Company 7*** Bat- 
talion, Royal Artillery. Fi*om this, in the course of the 
same year, he Avas transfeiTod to the D* Comjiany 3‘* 
Battalion, the command of which ho I’etainod until 
1860, whefl he was again placed on tlio Sujiornumorary 
List. In May 1805 ho was restoi*ed to the effective 
ostablishnumt, and, in the following month, appointed 
to tho command of a battery of the 5*** Brigade. On 
the (5*** September 1865 ho Avas promoted to tho rank 
of Maior by brevet, and on thts 6*** July 1867 ho at- 
tained the rank of Lieutenant- Colonel, in consequence 
of wlihih he Abated his liSittery cornnrind, and was 
posted to tho 8*** Brigade ; and tho he.i ti-quarters of 
that brigade being tlien in the Bengal Presidency, he 
proceeded to India at the end of the year. From 1867 
to the spring of 1869 ho did duty with tho Artillery at 
Moral* ; from that lime to the autumn of 1871 he was 
similarly employed at Lucknow ; and ho was then 
transferi’od to BaAval Pindi. On tho G*** July 1872 he 
was promoto<l to tho rank of Colonel by brevet. Early 
in 1873 he was appointed to the command of tho Artil- 
lery of tho Rawal Pindi Division, but did not retain it 
long, having in tho month of April boon appointed to 
tho command of tho Kasauli Convalescent Depot. ()n 
iho termination of this duty, in October 1873, he was 
iqpipointed to tho command of the Royal Artillery at 
Agra, which ho retained until the summer of 1875. Ho 
wan then transferred to Rawal Pindi, to command tho 
Bqyal Artillery of that Division, and at that place ho 
ffiad on tho 28*" October 1875. 

Berkeleyi Leopold Oliver FItzhardInge ( 
1857).— ilfonF^T/ien^ at Montgomery ^ No. 593.— Ho was 
an Extra Assistant Commissioner in the Montgomery 
^hen the Grugera) District, at the time of the mutiOT. 
There wot a general rising of the Bavi tribes, and 
Berkeley pb^ an- active part in holding them in <dieok 
srhsle rejpftnwnienta were cemkig irom Lahore. On 
19^ he was sent to Saimshah in op^ -to 
tiMipen <cMiiiimiLxiication8 with Mnlian, and to aedst 
Harappa. On the 21*^ witn a body of GO hovgeiie dia- 


parsed a large gathering of the enemy, and op the next 
day, as he was marching along the Kavi, going towards 
Mubammadpur, he was suddenly niiurked in a riyer- 
sido jungle near Kaurishah and cut off, his horse, it is 
said, getting into a quicksand, and was killed after a 
gallant single-handed it)sistance. There is a difference 
of a day in the date given in this account and that men- 
tioned on his monument.

Bernard. William, LieHtenant (e. 1824 ^1845).— 

Grave and tablet at Ferozepore^ Nus, 442 and 479.— « 
Entered H. M.'s Service on the 4*** March 1842, as an 
Ensign in tho 31** Foot. Arrived in India at the end. of 
May 1842, and, after doing duty for some time with a 
detachiiiont of munits at Berhain)H>xe, proc(KHlod with it 
to tho Upfier Provinces, and in the autumn joined tho 
regimental depot at Meerut, the corps itself being at that 
time on sorvico in Afghanistan. On iho roiurn of iho 
regiment from service he joined it at Ambala in January 
1843, and in tho following May ho acxiompaniod it to 
Kliaital, wlim*e clistui'banoes had taken pjaco. On the 
8*** November 1843 he was promoted to tho rank of 
Lieutenant, and towards tho ond of tho same nionih 
he proceeded Aviih tho rogimont to Forozupoi*o, ilio tom- 
poraiy reinfoi j^mont of which i)ost Ixad become nooos- 
sary on account of the luiarchy which then prevailed 
in tlie Punjab. In May 1844 he retiirnod with iha 
corps to Ambala, whera ho continued seiwing with it 
for more than oiglitcen mouths, lu Maxvh 1845 ho 
was appointed acting Interpreter to the regiment, and 
in the rollowing Boptomber the appointment of Adjutant 
was conferred upon him. Oix the outbreak of the first 
iSikh war ho marched with the regiment towards tho 
Sutlej, and was present with it at the battles of Mudki 
and Firozshahr, in tho latter of which ho was killed, 
21** December 1845. 

Bornier, Augustine, Major (1769— 1801).— 7V)m5- 
Mtonc at Hansi^ Nu. 4.— Major Bernier (whoso name 
is found spelt Bunucar and Bernier by contemporary 
writoi's) was a Fi’oach advontiii’er who began his senrico 
under Begum Sauiru, and was ono of tho witnesses 
to her marriiigo Avith Le Vassoult in 1793. Later on, he 
commanded a battation in Perron’s 1'hird Brigade, 
under Louis Bourquieu, and accompanied tho latter 
in his expedition against George Thomas in 1801. 
Skinner’s memoirs doscribo him as a bi'avo and capable 
soldier, and say that ho saved Boui-qulen from defeat 
at Goorgogarh. Tho momoii’s go on to say that he 
wiis killed at the attack on Thomas’ outwork at tho 
Hissar gate ; this is opposed to tho inscription which 
niakes mm killed in the grand assault, but Skinnor’e 
statement is so clix;umstautial as to make it probable 
that the inscription, as so often, is wrong. Q%i0 
tombstone was discovered sotue years ago in a village 
and was recently erected in tho cemetery at Han6i» 

Best, Abel Dottin William. Oaplaiu (c. 1819<— i 
1845).— Tailed at Ferozepore, No. H. M.*a 

Sarvioe (from the Royal Mily. College) on the .21"^ 
April 1837, as an Ensign in the 80**» Foot. He jaii^ 
that vegimexit in New South Wales in the following 
-year and, having been promoted to the .rank' of ' Ineu* 
tenant on the 4*** lOctober 1839^ and to that of Oaptain 
on the 2^ July 1841, he oontinued serving vriih Hin 
the Australian ooIoiubb until the aatnmn r pt 1844^ 
when he embarked with it for Bengal. Tjj^ irojttgn 
was an anfortauato one, for tho Briton^ ilaii Ihim 
in whmhha and a portion of tha 
barked, vwiied^ on the Lesser Andaman id 
lfoOTiito»aQdiaU that esoaped drowning were detained 



there for fifty-oue days, siifEering seyero priyations, 
pntil roBoned and convoyed to Calcutta in the Ayrshir^f 
in January 1845. He then accompanied the regiment 
to Agra, arriving there at the end of March, and in 
the following October he proceeded with it to Ambala, 
at which station ho was serving when the first Sikh 
war broke out. With his regiment ho took part in 
the forward movement towards the Sutlej, and he was 
present ^vith it at the battles of Mudki and Firoz- 
diahr, in the latter of which he fell, December 
1845. 

Birch, George, TAeuienatU (1823 — 1855).— Grave 
Delhi No. 86.— Born at Stanton, Wiltshii-e, on the 
26^ *Juuo 1823.— lEntei-od the Bengal Army in 

1841. Amvod in India in July 1842 and was ordered 
np to Bareilly to join and do duty with the 4^‘' Depot 
Battalion, the N. I., to which ho had, in anticipa- 
tion of his arrival, Ixjen posted in the })receding May, 
being then on service in Afghanistan. In March 1843 
he joined the at Ferozopore, and he subsequently 
accompanied the corps to Karnal, to Benares, and- to 
BarrackpoiH). In April 1846 ho was appointed Inter- 
preter and Quaiier-Master of the i*egimont. At the 
end of 1847 ho proceeded with the regiment to Mirza- 
pi'ir, and thence in the autumn of 1848 to Ferozepore ; 
said he was with it in the Reserve Force assembled 
at Jagraon during the Punjab campaign of 1848-49. 
On the termination of the war he proceeded with 
iho regiment to Foroztjpore, and thence to IVazir- 
abad. At this ])lace ho fell seriously ill and was com- 
pelled to proceed to the hills, but he i-ojoined his 
Jegimont at Banda in December 1850, and served witli 
it thei-e until the beginning of 1852, when ho w'ent on 
leave to the Cape and the Australian colonies. He 
returned from New South Wales in February 1854, 
rejoined his regiment at Banda, and in the autumn of 
the same year marched with it for Ambdla, where it 
arrived at the end of December. On the 15^** January 
1855 he brought his carwr to a close, having, in a 
temporary fit of insanity, committed suicide at 
Delhi. 

Birch, Henry Holwell, Major (1837 — 1878). — 
Grave at Peshawar, No. 977.— Son of Major (Brevet 
Licut.-Col.) Frederick William Birch, 41»*^ Bengal 
N. I. ; nephew of Lieutenant-General Sir Richard James 
Holwell Biixjh, K.C.B., Bengal Army ; and great- 
grandson of John Zephaniah Holwoll, one of the 
wirvivorsof the Black Hole tragedy, and sometime 
Governor of Bengal. Bom at Calcutta on the 2*^ Sep- 
tember 1837.— Was with his father,' then commanding 
the 41"‘ N. I., when that officer was killed in the 
mutiny of his regiment, at Sitapur, on the P* June 
1857. He escaped to Lucknow, an’iving there on the 
4'*^, and during the prej)nration of defensive measures 
against the reljels he was specially employed as an 
acting Commissariat Officer in the garrison of Fort 
Machi-bhawan. Tho disastc5r at Chinhat, however, 
necessitated the abandonment of that post on the night 
of the 1"^ tluly, and thereafter he served as a volunteer 
throughout the defence of the Lucknow Kesidoncy, 
until the place was relieved an«l thcj garrison with- 
drawn by Sir Colin Campbell in Noveml)er 1857. He 
was then attached, as an Asst. Field Engineer, to tho 
Oudli Field Force, loft in occupation of the Alanibagh 
under Sir James Outram, and served throughout the 
defence of that position during tho wiiibrr of 1857-58 j 
and he subsequently took part, in the same capacity, 
in the siege and capture of Lucknow in March 1858 
(Medal and two Clasps). In consideration of his ser- 
vices and of those of his family, ho was, in Api^ 1858, 
presented with a cadetship by the Court of Directors, 
and hev ".} formally admitted into the Bengal Army 
in theufrh-^ ^ing September, with rank as Ensign from 
tho 4^** oi the preceding month. In October 1858 
be was appointed to do duty with the 4^** European 
Regiment at Barrackpore. In tho following December 


he was posted to the cadre of the late 52^ N. I., bat 
this was afterwards cancelled, and in Jannaiy 1859 
he was posted to the cadre of the late 27^^ N. I., with 
effect from the date of his original posting to the 52^ • 
He continued serving with the 4*“ European Rogt. 
until Octolxir 1859, when ho was appointed to act as 
Interprotcr to H. M.’s 53^ Foot, to whi^h cor))s he 
remained attached until February 1860. On the of 
that month he was appointed to do duty with the Id^h 
Punjab Infantry, then proceeding on service to China. 
He accompanied tho regiment on this service and 
served with it throughout the campaign of 1860 in 
North China (Medal),^ returning to India with it early 
in 1861, towards the end of which year the 19^ 
Punjab Infantry became the 27*^ (Punjab) N. t. 
In 1861-62 he three times officiated as Adjutant 
of the regiment, tho last time for ten months, and in 
October 1862 the permanent appointment of Adjutant 
was conferred upon him ; this ho held for moi*e than 
twelve years. In January 1866 he served with the 
regiment in the expedition against the Baizai villages 
on tho Piftshawar border. In August 1866 he was 
admitted into tho Bengal Staff Corps. Prom April 
1870 to February 1871 ho officiated as Wing Officer ; 
from February to April 1871 he was acting Socond-in- 
Command ; and from April to November 1871 ho again 
officiated as Wing OflTKHU’. In 1871-72 he served with 
the regiment in the Lnsluii Expedition, and took part 
in all the operations of the Right (or Chittagong) 
Column (India Moihil and Clasj)). From December 
1872 to December 1874 he again officiated as Wing 
Officer, and afterwards for a bihd period as Second-in- 
Command of tho regiment. At the end of December 
1874 ho was appointed Wing Officer ; in June 1875, 
after officiating in tho appointment for five months, 
ho became Second-in- Command ; and from February to 
July 1877, he officiated as Commandant of tho corps. 
In 1877-78 he served with the regiment (for a short 
time in command) in the expedition against tho 
Jowaki Afridis, taking part in tho capture of the 
heights above Bori and in the cjipture and destruction 
of the fortified posts in the? Bori Valley (Clasp to 
India Modal). In November 1878, on tho outbreak of 
the Afghan War, he was appointed Offg. Commandant 
of tho regiment, the jHirmanent Commandant having 
been api)ointed to the command of a brigade, and when 
the advance into the Khaibar took place on tho 21*^ 
of that month, ho led his regiment forward to tho 
attack of tho fort of Ali Masjid. This, the first en- 
gagement of the war, was to him also the last, for 
having, in tho course of tho attack, exposed himself 
in giving aid to another officer who had been wounded, 
ho fell under tho fire of tho enemy and expired in a 
few minutes. 

Bishopi John Cum\ngt Lieutenant (c. 1825— 1846), 

Grave at Ferozepore : inscription not found, see 
No. 441.— Entered H. M.^s Service on the 30^** Septem- 
ber 1842, as an Ensigii in the 50^** Foot. Joined the 
regiment at Cawnpore in the autumn of tho folloAving 
year and in 1843-44 served vvitli it in the Gwalior cam- 
paign, including iho battle of Paniar (Bronze Star). 
At the end of 1844 he accompanied the* regiment from 
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to join the Army of tho Sutlej, and with it was present 
at the battle of Miidki on the 18 ^^ December 1845 . 
On this occasion he received a severe wound, from the 
effects of which he died at Ferozepore on the 6^ 
February 1846. 

Bishop, St. George Meadows, Lieutenant 
( 1841 — 1863).-— Grave ai Peshawar, No. 946.— Son o£ 
General George William Bishop, Bengal Infantry, and 
grandson of Lieutenant- Colonel Samuel Bidding 
Bishop, Bengal Infantry ( q. v.), and of Lioutenant- 
Colonol John Romor Meadows, H. M.’s 15‘h Foot. Bom 
at Darjeeling on tho 23^ April 1841.— Entered the Ben* 
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Army in 1857. Arrivod in India in December of 
Huv sama yoftTi and in the following month was 
appointed to do duty witix the 19^ Foot in Fort Wil- 
liam. He afterwards aooompamed this regiment to the 
Upper Froyinoes, and towa^ the end of 1858 he was 
fsmployed with it against rebels in Tirlmt and Bihar. 
In October J.858 he was posted to the (Gurkha) 
N. I., which he joined at Hitapur, in Oudh, early in 
the following year. In January 1860 ho was appointed 
to do duty with the S'** Irregular ("avah'y, and joined 
that regiment at Sitapui*. In June 1861 he was 
appointed acting Adjutant of the regiment, which had 
now becoiho the 6^** Bengal Cav^h*y, but a few weeks 
Jator, in July, his sorvicos wore ])1aced at the (lisfiogid 
of the Foreign Dept., and he was apjKjintod acting 
Cantonment Joint Magisti’ate at Sitapur. In this 
position ho remjunod until January 1862, when ho was 
appointed a Doing-Duty Offiexu in the 6*** Bong}i.l 
Cavalry. Ho rejoined the regiment at Peshawar, and 
was again api^ointed Olfg. Adjutant, and in March and 
April 1862 he ofBciatnd as ^cond-in- Command of the 
regiment. During the remaining months of this year 
he twice again officiated as Adjutant. In December 1863 
ho was stiitiouod at Sliabkadar, on the Peshawar 
Frontier, in command of a troop of his regiment, and 
on the 5*-** of that month ho Avas killed in action there 
while gallantly charging a l)ody of five hiiiidred Moh- 
mands, Bajauris, and other tribosmoii, who had raided 
into British teiTitoi*y. 

Bishop. Samuel Ridding, Lieulentanf- Colonel 
(1782—18113). — Grave at llansi^ 9,— Kniorod the 

Bengal .^^my in 1798. Arrived in India iti Novomlier 
1800, and in tlio following month was appointtnl to do 
duty with the 2'* Hathilion 19“* N. I., at Berliampoix). 
On the 15^** April 1801 ho Avas posted to tho 1"^ BatU* 
lion 6^** N. 1., and joined it at Midnapur. In tho 
same year ho was engaged Avitli the battalion in the 
suppression of disturbances on the southern borders 
of the province of Cuttack. Ho afterwards served 
with tho battalion at Borhampore and Bomuxss, and 
again in Cuttack from 1806 to 1808. In tho latter 
year ho aocorax)aniod tho battalion to the Up|X)r Pi’o- 
vinces, whore he served Avith it for several years, at 
Hainpuri, Delhi, Karnal and Meerut. In ^optombor 
1814, lieing then at Meerut, ho proceeded on leave to 
Calcutte for six months, and in consoquouco missed 
sharing in all tho o()eratious against the Gurkhas in 
ihe Dehi*a Dun in 1814-15, except the latter part of tho 
siege of Jaithak. After the Gurkha War ho seivod 
with tho corps at Aligarh and Delhi, and in 1817-18 
ho was employed with it, in tho Iloservo Division of tho 
Grand Army, throughout tho Mahratta-Pindjiri war. 
From April 1818 to December 1819 ho was on leave at 
Delhi, and from the latter date to tho end of April 1820 
he did duty at that place, at first with tho 2* Battalion 
2** , and afterwards with tho 1«‘ Battalion 26‘** N. I., 
until his own corps should arrive at Gurgaou frotu 
Rajputana. In February 1821 he Avas appointed to the 
temporary command of tho Saharanpur Provincial 
Battalion, which lie hold for some months, and in Octo- 
ber of tho same year ho Avas appoiritod to the officiiiting 
comniaud of tho Delhi Palace Guai'ds : this he hold 
until tho following spring. Ho tlum rejoined his batta- 
lion, with which ho served (part of the time in com- 
mand) at Fatohgarh, Nagpur and Benares. On tho 
reorganisation of May 1824 taking i)laco his battalion 
became the 5'* Uetjhnent of Native Tn/antry, and 
he was retained with it in tho rank of Major, which ho 
had attained in the preceding year. Tii May 1825 he 
was appointed to raise and command tho 3‘* Extra 
B*egimont of N. I. (afterwards numbered the 71"*’), and 
on being promoted to tho rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, he 
Was formally posted to it in July 1825 In February 
1828 ho was removed to tho 37^** N. I at Bareilly, but 
in tne follbwing September he was ordered to join and 
take command of the 53** N, I., proceeding from 
Bareilly to Barraokpore, anf on the completion of this 
duty he was posted, December 1828, to tho 68*** N. I., 


at Dinapore. In August 1829 ho was reuiovcd to tho 
27*** N. I. at Benares, and with this corps ho soon after- 
wards urooeeded to Garrawora, in tho Sanger and 
Narbadda Territories. In tho cold season of 1832-33 
ho marched with tho ro^mont to Hansi, and at that 
place ho died on tho 26*" Septombor 1833. 

Bishop, William Louis Moshelm, Captain 
(1828 — 1857). — Grave and tablet at Sialkot^ Nos, 70S 
and 729.— Entered tbo Bengal Army in 1838. Arrived 
in India in Jniio of the saino year, and was sent up to 
Barrackporo to do duty with tho 57*** N. I, On tho 
September following ho was posted to tho 46*** N, I., 
and having joined that regimout at Jubbul}K)ro, he 
accoraftaiiied it to Delhi in the folloAving year, to 
Benares at the end of 1841, and to Barrackporo in 
February 1843. From February to August 1844 ho 
was acting Interpreter and Quarter- Master of tho 71** 
N. T,, and fi*om August to Docomber 1844 of tho 8*** 
N. I., both at Barrackporo. In Docomlwr 1844 he was 
appointed tmtiug Interpreter and Quarter-Master of bis 
own regiment, which ho rejoined at Boi'hamjToro, and 
with which he shortly afterwards maixshed for 
Lucknow. In February 1845 ho was made permanent 
in the appointment of Interpreter and Quarter- Master, 
which ho hold thereafter for nearly five years. In tho 
autumn of 1846 he marched with tho regiment from 
Lucknow to Jullundur, whence in Octolwr 1847 lio 
pi'oceedod with it to Lahoiu. On the outbimk of tho 
second Sikh war ho accompanio<i his regiment into tho 
field, anil served Avith it throughout tho Punjab cam- 
paign of 1848-49, including tho action of liamnagar, 
th(i passage of tho Choiiab, tho action of Sadulapur, ami 
tho l)aUles of ChilianAvala and Oujerat (Miulal and two 
Clasi3s). On the (conclusion of tho campaign ho marched 
with the regiment to Ludhiana, arriving there in April 
1849. In tho following Do(5embor ho proceeded on 
leave to Boinlxiy, and in March 1850 ho wont home on 
furlough, having lu-ovioiisly vacated tho appointment of 
intei-proter and Quarter- Master. IIo returned to India 
ill December 1852, and rejoined his regiment at Meerut, 
at which station, during tho period from December 
1854 to September 1855, ho twice officiated as Drigado- 
Major. lu tho winter of 1855-56 ho moved with tho 
rogimont to Sialkot, where in tlio spring of 1856, ho 
acted for some time as Intorprotor to H. M/s 52<* Foot. 
In May 1857 ho was appointed officiating Brigade- 
Major at Sialkot, and ho was still holding tho apiioint- 
mont Avhen, on tho 9*'* July, the native troops at that 
station broke out in oinm mutiny. He endeavourod to 
escaiK) into the old Sikh fort there, with his wife, but 
was intoroepted by somo mutineers of tho 9*** Light 
Cavalry, and cruelly put to death. 

Black, Charles, Lieutenant (1809—1838). — 
Grave at ljudhiana, No, 573. — Entered the Bengal Army 
in 1825. AiTivod in India in May 1826, and in the same 
month was posted to the 17*** N. I. ; that corps being, 
however, at Bhopalpur, in Malwa, and aliout to^ move 
in course of relief, ho was allowed to defer joining it 
until tho autumn, and in tho moantimo ho was dimetod 
to do duty with tho 4*** l^xtra N. 1. at Mirzapnr. lie 
eventually joined tho 17^'* on its arrival at Delhi iu 
Novoiiibor 182 ), and ho afterwards accomiiariied it to 
Fahdigarh in Novcnihor 1S29, and to Nasiiabad towards 
tlio oii?l of 1832. Ill tlio autumn of 18.35 ho accom- 
panied tho regiment to Jaipur in Hajpiitana, tho' dis- 
orders in that State, caused by flagrant misgovorument, 
having necessitated tho movoiiiont of a British foroo 
on the capital. Mo aft(3r wards prooooded with tho 

re^rimoTit to Ludhiana, arriving there on tho B* Janu- 
ary 1836, and ho continued serving at that station until 
his death, wliich took placo thoro on tho B* Novemljor 
1838. 

Black, Samuel, lAeutenanl-Gencral 

/|>^28— 1893). — Tablet at Lahore^ No, 640.— ^jra at 
Ely, near Shoffiold, Yorkshire, on tho 7*** March 1828. 
— Entored tho Bengal Army in 1845. Arrived in India 
ia May of tho samo year and ppoooodod and joinod tho 
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317*** N. I., at Naairabacl, he hating, m anticipation of 
his arri^ boon posted to that regiment on the 14^° 
Uaroh preceding. At tho end of 1847 he aocom^ed 
regiment to Jnlltuidiiri and thenoe, in May 1848, to 
Lahore, and he was in garrison at the latter place 
throughout tho Punjab o&mjmgn of 1848-49 (Medal). 
In May 1849 he returned with tho regiment to Jullun- 
dur, and at the end of the year he proceeded with it to 
Jhelum. Prom Foljrua^ to November 1851 he served 
temporarily in tho Ablic Works D(^. as Asst, 
to tho Executive Engineer of tho Rawal Pindi 
Division, and having then rejoined his regiment, 
on route to Berhampore, he officiated Adjutant from 
November 1851 to September 185 , and again from 
October 1852 to May 1853. In the latter month he 
was appointed to the temporary charge of the office bf 
the [Executive Engineer, Midnapnr-Kahntjol Division, 
and "in June 1853 ho was appointed Adjutant of his 
regiment, but he never took up this appointment, though 
be was nominally holdi ng it for tho sucoeeding ei^ht^n 
months. In July 185;i lie was appointed Officiating 
Assistant Executive Officer, Midhapur-Kalmijol Divi- 
sion ; ten months later, in May 1854, he wns appointed 
to the tom]X)rary charge of that Division as Offg. 
Executive Officer, and ho continued officiating therein 
until Januaiy 1857, when he was appointed Staff Officer 
of tho Punjab In'egular Force. Being at Lahore in the 
following Septeml^r his services were utilized in the 
suppression of the insurrection in the Gngera distinct, 
and he was frequently engaged with tho rebels, pai4i- 
cularly at tho action of Gishkauri (in which the 
principal leader of tho insurgents was killed), the action 
of Harapm, and the relief of Chichawatni (Medal). 
He held &e appointment of Staff Officer cf the Punjab 
Irregular Force until September 1859, when he was re- 
appointed to the Public Works Dept, as Execu- 
tive Engineer, Lahore Division, in which office he re 
mained for more than two yoars-and-a-half. In Feb- 
ruary 1861 he was admitted into the Bengal Staff 
Corps. In April 1862 he was ap]winted Secretary to 
tho Govenimont of the Punjab in the Military Depart- 
ment, a post which he continued holding for over 
twenty years, until January 1883, when ho vacated it 
on succeeding to tho Colonors allowance. In recognition 
of his services in this jiosition he was, in May 1881, 
appointed a Companion of tho Order of the Star of 
Indb. He went nome towards tho end of 1883, but 
retumod to In^ia in April 1885, and in February 1886 
he was promoted to tho rank of Major-General. In the 
following ye^. he was appointed Governor of the 
Aitchiflon College, for the sons of. Punjab Chiefs, an 
offioo which he retained for upwards of five years. In 
December t'Was transferred to tho Unemploy- 

ed SupernumAi^L^, and on the 17^^ August 1890 
Imattainedthe rank: of Lieutenant-General. He loft 
in the spring of 1893, but did not live to reaeh 
England havmg died at soa, off Gibraltar, on tho 9ih 
May i8i»3. 


Blaffrave, John William Barwell, Captain 
(1824—1857). —Qvave at Sawgor ; tahlet in 8t. James* 
Ohareh, Delhi, No. 158.— A younger son ^ Charles 
. George BUlgrave, Esqr^ o£ the Bengal CiYil Sanrioe, 
irho was a cadet of the BlagravoB of Galoot Pork, Go. 
Berks.— Entered the Bengal Army in 1^1. Arrived 
in In^ in August of tho some year, and in the follow- 
ing month Was posted to the 74^^ N. I. He joined that 
x^giment at Ladhiina, and in the spring of 1843 
marched with it to Nowgong in Bundelkhand. In 
Maroh 1845 he was appointed Interpreter and Que^r- 
HMtsr of the regiment, and he afterwards served with 
ha corps, in that capacity, at Hoshangabad and Mhow, 
nntil November 1847, when he was appointed an Asst. 
Baveuno Surteyor in tho Jullundur Detb, In 
I84^hb wa3 tvaiWferred, in the same position, to the

appointment in iha lte^xiue Suxvty^ On his return to 
India in January 1854 he rejoisra the 74iii N. 1. at 
Gawnpore, but m the following Aulgust, his seirices 
having been placed at the disposal of tho Qovt.- of 
the N. W. Provinces, he reverted to survey dntty, 
and was appointed to the charge of a new party whiw 
had been organized for employment in the districts 
of the Saugor and Narbadda Territories. He continued 
in this employment, with his head-quarters at Saugor, 
until tho outbreak of tho mutinies, when, with other 
Europeans in the district, he retired into the Saugor 
fort : this was held against the mutineers and insur- 
gents until roHoved by 'Sir Hugh Rose in the following 
February, l)ut Captain Blagrave did not live to sea. 
the end, having died in tho fort on tho 6^*^ October 
1857. 

Blair, Arthur Kennedy, Captain (1868— • 
1900 . — Tablet at liaqmL Pindi, Son of General 
Charles Renny Blair, Bombay Infanti'y, grandson of 
Captain Edward Macleod Blair, 5^** Bengal Light 
Cavalry, who fell in thii retreat from Kabul in January 
1842, and great-grandson of Lieutenant' Goneral James 
Kennedy. C.B., lichgal Cavalry, Born on tho March 
1868. — ^Entered H. M.’s Service (from tho Hoyal , 
Mily. College) on tho 24‘^ Ajiril 1SS9 as a Socond- 
Lieu tenant in the 2*^ Battalion, East Lancashiie Regi- 
ment (the Foot), which he joined in Ireland. In 
Fcbi'uary 1890 he was tninsfeiTed to tho Battalion 
of the regiment (the 30^*' Foot), and joined it at Sitapur, 
in Oudh, in the following April. On tho July 1891 
ho was apjiomtod an Offg. Wing Officer in the 4^*^ 
Bengal Infantry, on probation for the Indian Staff 
Corps, into which he was subsequently admitted with 
effect from that date In the following month ho was 
transferred, in the same position, to tho 3G‘^‘ Bengal 
Infantry (Sikhs), in which corps, daring the succeeding 
six years, he twice officiated as Quarter-Master and 
once as Adjutant, In July 1897 ho was appointed a 
Wing Officei', and at the same time became Quarter- 
Master of the regiment. He was with the 30* on the 
Samana Range when the Frontier outbreak of 1897 took 
place, and was actively engaged in tho operations which 
ensued on the Afridis and Urakzais making their com- 
bined attack on tho posts on the range, particularly in 
tho defence of Gulistan, in a rt)ConnaiBBance ncaj which 
place on the 27^** August ho was dangerously wounded 
with a shot through the lungs. Though still suffering 
from his wound he went forward with his regiment on 
the inauguration of tho Tirah Expedition, but his hoalth 
was too seriously impaired to admit of his then entering 
on a fresh campaign, and afttir a few days had elapsed 
he had to turn back and go home on furlough (India 
Medal and three Clasps). He returned to India in 
October 1898, and Imving rejoined his regiment at 
Ra^val Pindi, ho officiated as Adjntant during tho 
greater part of tiie sucoeeding year. Towards the end 
of 1899 he was detached to tho Bombay Presidency on 
&tnine relief duty, and while thus employed ho died 
at Mayni, in the Satara district, on the 29th July 
1900. 


Blair, Charles Devaynes, G.B^ Lieutenant* 
Colonel (.1806—1860). — Onive at Simla^ No, 353.— En- 
tered the Bengal Army in 1821. Arrived in India in May 
16!22, and in following month was posted to tho ^ 
Light Oaval^, which he joined at Nasnahad. . In 1824 
he accompanied the regiment to Muttra, and served 
with it there until May 1825, when he was transfened 
to the 2^ Extra Light Gasralryi a new corps, then being 
formed, which was shortly afterwards dMignaied tha 
Llaht Cavalry, He joined this teppment at Meemti 
and in the winter of 1825-26 asrved wM it at the siego 
tmdeaptuxeoEBharatpoilr (Medal). On theconoltiepaoE 
the operations he tetumed with fte esgiment to Meerut^ 
and he eerved with ft there iltitil August 1828, wliieii 
ho wasatodMedttotfo 'QuarteiSMaster 

tolihe 8^" LighiCtfrtdryi vtUoli be joiaed atKamal^ aid 
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with which, towards the end of tho jear, he marched 
to Nasirabad. In May 1829 he was appointed Inter- 
preter and Quarter- Master of his own regiment, but 
having been detained for a further peric^ with the 
8^^ he did not rejoin the 10^^, then at Mhow, until tho 
following July. In December 1831, having boon 
pxomoted to* the rank of Captain, ho vacated tho ap- 
pointment of Interpreter and Quarter- Master. Plarly 
tn 1832 he marched with his regiment to Kama!, in tlio 
autumn of 1834 to Muttra, and at tho end of JS39 to 
Nasirabad. Towards the end of 1810 ho aocompaniod 
the regiment to Ferozopore, whence in January 181)2 ho 
marched with it on service to Afghanistan He com- 
landed the regiment throughout the campaign of 1842 
under Geneml Pollock, but having boon left at Ganda- 
xnak when tho advance on Kabul was made in August, 
he had but a small share in tho final ojiorations (Medal ; 
and creattid a Companion of tho Order of tlio Hath). 
On the return of tho regiment from Afghanistan lio 
proceeded with it to Mocrut, whence in Noveinl)or 
1843 ho marched with it to join tlic Army of K.v- 
ercise, afterwards styled tlic Army of Gwalior, with 
which he served throughout the Gwalior oamptiigu^ 
including the batthi of Maliarajpur (Hroiize Star). On 
tho tcriuination of tlio eampaigu lie relurneil wit.li the 
regiment to Moeriii, and soon after warils, ^^fay 1814, 
proceeded on leave to the hills. In tlio following March 
he went on leave to New »Suuth Wales and South Africa, 
and was absent from India for more than two yt'ars. 
On his return in May 1817 he rejoined liis regiment 
at Mhow, and having early in 18 t*S a<*com]m.nlod it to 
Kartarpur, in the Jiillundur Doah, he sisrvol with it 
there throngliont the Punjah camiKtign of 18 18 -49. 
On promotion to the rank of ljion1enn,nt-( ailomd he was 
re-posted, May 1849, to the 10'*» Irght C^avah’y, of 
which ho remained in command until Mandi iSfil, 
when ho was removetl to tlie 7'‘‘ Inght Cavalry, at 
Peshawar. In Fehrutiry 1852 he was transferrod to Uie 
8^*^ Light Cavjtilry, wliieh he joined n.!/ Feroz(^])oro. In 
the following Jiltiy lie ]>roceiMl(Ml on leave to Simla and 
Kasanli, and never rejoined, liavitig on the 20' Ocio- 
ber 1852, been triiiisferred to the Invalid Fslahlishmcrit. 
lie themifter rtisided at Sinda, at which j)hice lie died 
on the 27^*^ September 1800. 

Blair, Edward Maclood, Cn-jf/aln (180.3 — 
1842). — ^jlrave unlcnown : Itiblct hi St. fhtiiirs^ (Vntrrh 
Tower^ Karnalj Nom 194. — Son of General Sir llolxu't 
Blair, K.C.B., of the Bengal Infantry. l5oni at Sheko- 
abad on the 13'^ May 1803. — Mntered lln^ Henpil Army 
in 1819. Arrived in India in October 1820, atid at tho 
end of tlie following Tiionth w:is sent n]) to IMuttra to 
do duty with tho Light. Cavalry. In January 1821 
he was posted to the 5"' Light Cavalry at Na.siralwid, 
and in the autumn of the same year In? served Avilh 
that regiment in the Ilar^ldti Field Force ami Avas 
present in the action of Mangrol, ne:i.r Kotali. At tho 
end of tho year ho acc*om[)aniod tlm regiirnmt to ISfutti’ji., 
thcnco ill 1824 to Suit inp'jr, Bciiart's, and in 1825 to 
Kaitha, in 13iiii<ielk1iand. He oflieialed as hitxn’preter 
and Quarter- Master of the regimont for more than a 
month in May and June 1825 : he Avas tlioii appointed 
to officiate as Brigade- Major to tho troops in Biiridel- 
khand, and in July the appointment of Inter jireter and 
Quai’tcr- Master of his regiment Avas eonforred iijion 
him, but ’he continued ofThrijiiting in the former appoint- 
ment until August 1820, in Avliieh month lie also 
resigned tho latter. Towards the end of tho same 
year ho marched Avith the regiment to Necmncli, and 
ho afterwards served Avith it at Muttra, Karn »l and 
Gawnporo, finally aecom]ianying it to Korn; I in De- 
cember 1838.

Gonoral. Towards the imd of 1.840 ho inarnlied Avith 
the regimeflt for Afghanistan, and after soiwing with 
it for some time at Jalalabad and Kabul, Avas employed 
with it during tho summer oP 1841 in suppressing an 
insurrectionary movement in the Ghilziu country, in 


tho neighbourhood of Ghazni, He Avas Aviih tAvo squad* 
rons of the corps at Kabul in No\' 0 iiilior 1841, Avhen 
tho general insurrection broko out, and Avas actively 
engaged in tho severo oonflicts which then took plaoo 
at and around tho Afghan capital. EA^entually 
when a roti*eat to Jalalabad Avas decided on, ho accom- 
panied tho romaiiiB of the tAA’o sipiadrons in a movo- 
nicut wliich Avas never <lo.stiTied to siiccood, and, after 
si^ days of oonfliot amidst snow and ieo and in oiroura- 
Htaneos of liardship almost without a })arallol, ho foil in 
the sanguinary contest in tho Jagdali^k Pass on tho 
12*** January 1842.

Blake, Erroli, Virsf-Lirnh uiinf (1803—1827).-— 
Grtivv, a! Kanifif^ An. J75. — -Tho third sou of Jfnnry 
James Bl \ki?, Ms.jr., Cohmol of tho G;i.lway Militia, 
Avho Avas liimscif tho t.liird sou of Jusoph Blaki?, Ks(|r., 
of Ardfry, (' 0 . Galway, and Aviioso iddo.st son, tJui 
brothor of tliis oiricor, suc(?oodod, in 18 Mi, as the 3 * Lord 
Wallseoiirt. Born on the 8 '* Novi;inlH*r 180.3. — Fil- 
tered tho Bengul Army iri 1820. Arrived in India in 
March 1822, ujid in tho rollowlng month was posted to 
the 8*' (’omjiany o'* Butlu-lion, Foot Artillery (now 
tho 54'** Field Balt(>ry, lioyal Artillery), thou at. Dum- 
Dum. In Fohriiai’y 1823 lie was joniovod to tho !'•*’ 
Company 2‘* Ihittalion, and in Fo'hruary 1824 to tho 
7'** Company 3* Battalion. On pj'onintion to the rank 
of First- Mieutonant lie was jiostoil, Angn.st 1824, to tho 
8'*‘ Comjiany .3* Battalion, the comjiaiiy in whieh 
lie began his s<?rvico in 1822, Tliis cimipauy, whirh 
sliortiy afterwards iMJcarne tin? 4'*‘ id’ the 5lh Battalion, 
Avas th(?n on ii(?]d service in liower iMirma, and, joining 
at iiangoon, lie was present, with it. there during tho 
ofK?rati()Tis of Di?cembor 1821*, and at the eajiluro of 
Kokien in the sanii? month. A few days after tho 
latter OA'ont. ho Avas a])]>ointed to .act as Adjutant and 
QuaHer-Mast(‘r of tin? detachment of Bengal Artillery 
Avith the forces in Bunmi, an ajipointmmit wliieli lio 
lielil until A])ril 1825, Avheii bo Avas appointed to do 
duty Avith tho 1'’* 3’ioop of Horse Artillery; to this 
troop lie AA^as formally jiosted iu tlie fellowiug Juno. 
In the sm-ceeding montli ho Avas jiosti^d to the? 2* Troop 
2'^ Brigade, Horse Artillery (then known as the“ Rocket 
Troo]),” now the 52'* Field Bat tery, Iloyal AHillory), 
a detach ni(*nt of which formed jiarl. o" tlie fi;j‘eo nin.Tor 
Sir Archibald Canqilioll iu Burjiia. With these two 
tioops ho K(?rA^od throughout the remainder of the war, 
AA’as engaged ou many occasiuiis, and waB specially 
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distinguished for good serried in command of the 
rocket detachment at the storm and capture of 
Melloon. He returned to Calcutta with his detiiichment 
in April 1826, and in the following June was despatch- 
, ed to the Upper Provinces to join the head-quarters of 
the 2^ Troop Brigade, at Meerut, acting, during the 
long journey from the Presidency, as Adjutant and 
Quarter- Master of a largo detachment of drafts. Shortly 
after reaching Meerut in DocemlDor he was appointed 
Adjutant to the Sirhiiid Division of Artillery at Karnal, 
and ho was at the same time transferred from the Horso 
Artillery to the Company 1®^ BattaKori, Foot Ar- 
tillery (the present 22** Field Battery, Royal Artil- 
lery). He continued serving in this staff appointment 
until his death, which took place at Karn^l on the 
September 1827. 

Blake, Richard Peter, Ca'ptain (c. 1842—1875).— 

Ornve at SiinJa : iahlrt at Kohat^ No, 1042. — Son of 
P. Blake, Ksqr., of Holly Park, Co. Galway.— Euiored 
H. M.’s Indian Military Forces, Madras, in 1859. 
Arrived in India the same year, and was appointed to 
do duty with the 44’*» Foot. In August 18;)9 ho was 
posted to the 39*^ Madras N. I., but this posting was 
afterwards caneelh'd, and lie w.*is placed on the General 
List of Infantry Gftiei^rs. Ho continued attached to the 
44* ** Foot until the spring of 1860, when he was 
aT)i)ointed to do duty witli the Madras N. I., at 
Mangalore, but he soon afterwards wont home on fur- 
lough, and was ;i.l>soTit from India until the summer of 
1863. From 1863 to 186.J lie did duty with the 2 * 
Madras N. 1. HiJ then did duty for a sliort time with 
the 2H* Madras N. 1. at Vcdlorc?, but in Noveriih('r 1865 
ho was move<l hack to the 2* as OtTg. Quarter- Master, 
in which position he nunained for nearly four months. 
In February lSiJ6 he was appointed Second Doing- Duty 
Of!i<^c*r (afterwards styled Se<;ond Squadron Subaltern) 
iji tlie 4’*' Pun jab Cavalry, and ho continued in that 
appointment (occtisionally ofliciatiiig in higher ones) 
until February 186S, wlien lie liocatne First Squadj’on 
Subaltern. In February 1869 he served, as Oi’d(?rly Oflieor 
to Colonel Keyes, in the expedition against the Bizoti 
Urakzais, resulting in the capture and destruction of 
Gara. From 1S09 to 1871 ho otlleiated as Station Staff 
Officer at Kohat, in addition to the dutie.s of liis regi- 
mental a]){wniitmcnt. In Se})teml)er 187 1 lie ivas advanced 
to the position of 'Iliird Squadron Officer, and (twice 
otheiating as Second- in- Com niatal of the regiment) ho 
continued in that ap]>oi.ntnient until his d<iatli. In 1875 
he ])roceeded to Siiiil ;, on leave, and at tliat plaee, on 
tlie 7^*' July, he fcdl a victim to the cholera which was 
then epidemic in the station. 

Blane, George Rodney, Captain (1791—1821).— 

Oravfi at Ludhiana, No. 568. — The second son of Sir 
Gilbert Blane, Bart., M.D., of Blancdield, Co. Ayr, 
Pliysiciiin in Ordinary to King Goorgo the Third. 
Born in 1791.— Entercsl the Bengal Army in 1806 as a 
Cadet of Artillery or Engineers. Arrived in India in 
^larch 1808, and on the 23 * of that month was admit- 
ted and promoted lu’ovisionally to the rank of Licuttmant- 
Fireworker in the Artillery ; on the 2St»> ho was ap- 
pointed provisionally an Fnsign of Engineers, but his 
exact status being still undetermined, he was directed 
to do duly wdth the ArJIlery in Fort William until 
further orders, and for this purpose ho was posted to 
the 4**^ Company 2* Baltalion. fjater on, however, ho 
was formally admitted into the Corps of Engineers, and 
granted rank as Ensign therein from tlie 15*'* Juno 
1807. Ho continiKid doing duty in tho Chief Engineer’s 
Office at the Presidency until Novciidxir 1809, when he 
was apiKunted Asst.- Surveyor under tho officer nominated 
to make a survey of the ]»i ovinco of Cuttaek. lie was 
employed on this duty uni/il August ISIO, when ho was 
appointed to complete tlie public works then in }n*ogi*ess 
at^iamoftd Harbour and Maya])ur. Early in tho 
following month he w'as appoint jd acting Adjutant of 
Engineers, and he continued officiating in this pos^, at 
tho Presidency, for more than three years, carrying on 


the duties in addition to those of the several samjs 
with which he was from time to time entrusted. Thus, 
in March 1811 ho was appointed to survey Sangor Island 
and to lay down the channels which surround it ; in 
December 1811 he was nominated to survey the country 
forming tho Company’s frontier along the river Cham-* 
bal, but before the end of tho month it wafi found that 
he could not bo spared from the Presidency, and the 
nomination was recalled; in March 1812 ho was ap- 
]'M>iiitod to survey the line of country from tho village 
of Chirakol to Diamond Harbour, through which it had 
been proposed that a new road should bo constructed ; 
and, finally, in Octobey 1813, he was directed to survey 
the shores of the islands situated to the eastward of 
Saugor, On tho completion of this duty, in the spring 
of 1814, he was transferred to the station of Ludhiana. 
In September 1814, on tho breaking oilt of war with 
Nef)al, he was ordered to proceed to Meerut and place 
himself under the orders of Major-General Gillespie, 
Coinmauding the Second Division of the Field Army, 
for service with tho force to Ix) sent, under that officer’s 
command, into the Dehra Ddn, and on the field force 
being formally organised lie was appointed Surveyor 
and Asst. Field Engineer with it. He accompanied the 
force when it moved into tho Dun towards the end of 
Oc toiler 1814, and was prominently engaged in the first 
attack on the fori, of Kalanga, or Nalapani, near Dobra, 
in which General Gillesfiio was killed. On this occasion 
he W'as severely w’oiinded and disabled, and though he 
remained in tho field and w'as present at the eventual 
reduction of Kalanga and in the subsequent operations 
round Nahari, ho was unablo to take any very active 
part in the remainder of tho cam]mign. ()ii the termi- 
niition of tin; first pliase of tho war, in May 1815, ho 
W'as ordensl back to Jmdhhvna, where he continued 
serving until 1817. From 1817 to 1819 he was em- 
jiloyeil as Suporiniimdont of Works at the fort of Hansi. 
He was then sent ba(?k to Ludhian.'i as Executive 
Officer and Suyioriutondent of Buildings, to which 
ii])]K>int?nout that of SufierinteridoTit of Canals in the 
Delhi Territory and ad joining districts was a(fek‘d in May 
1820. In tlio exercise of 1 he varied functions of these 
apiiohitments he continued until his death, which took 
place at Ludhiana on tlio KS*** May 1821. 

Bligh, John Thomas, Oaptahi (e. 1813—1847).— 
Gr ive at Kasauli, Nn, 280. — Entered II. M.’s Service 
on tlio 28*** Scpt(MTil)cr 1830, as an Ensign in tho 94*** 
Foot. He joined that regiinoiit at Gibraltar, and in 

1832 accom])ani(*(l it to Malta. On the 18*** January 

1833 be exchan gtid into the 61**? Foot ; joined it at Co- 
lomlx), in Ceylon, tho same year, and afterwards served 
wdth it at Trincoiiialee and Kandy. On tlio 5^** February 
1836 he was promoted to tho rank of Lieutenant. In 
tho autumn of 1839 he embai’ked with tho regiment 
for England, and having landed with it at Southampton 
in March 1840, ho servisl w ith it in various parts of 
the United Kingdom for five years. On the 2'^ Decem- 
l«r 1842 ho attained the rank of Captain. In July 
1845 ho embarkiid with tho regiment for Bengal, and 
having landed at Calcutta in the following October, he 
remained there until December, afterwards proceeding to 
Cawnporc by w'ater, and there, in March 1840, rejoining 
the regiment, which had moved up by land. In tho 
autumn of the same year ho tuicompaniod the regiment 
to Ainbala. In the following year ho went up to 
Kasauli, where he died on the 21"^ October 1847. 

Bliss. Charles Earnest, Lieutenant (1866— 
180b).— Grave at Drosl), Ghitval, No, 1115.— Son of Sir 
Henry William Bliss, K.C.T.E., of tho Indian Civil Ser- 
vice, sometime Member of Council, Maib'as; aTidgi*andson 
of Reiar- Admiral Sir Thomas Followes, Kt. & C.B., 
Royal Navy. Born on the 21*^ December 1866 — Entered 
11. M.’s Service (from the Royal Mily. College) on tho 
14'*^ Sofiiembor 1887, as a Second- Lieutenant ip the 
2** Battalion of tli.^ West Yorkshire .llegimentr(] 4"* Foot), 
but Ixiing detained by illness ho did not come out and join 
his battiilioTi, then at Afolt/m, until tho summer of tho 
following year. On the 8**^ May 188& he was promoted 
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to the tank of Iiientenant. * On the 17^ October follow* 
ing he was appointed an Offg. Wing Officer in the 20^*^ 
Bengal Infai^l^ on probation for the Bengal StafE Corps, 
into which he was afterwards admitted with effect from 
that date. He joined that regiment at Uawal Pindi 
and.serred with it until the May 1891, when he was 
transferred temporarily to the 4^^' Sikh Infantry, with 
which he served in the Haztra campaign of that year, 
including the operations on the Blaok Mountain (India 
Medal and Clasp). On the conclusion of the campaign 
he rejoined the 20^*^ B. I., from which, in April 
1892, he was transferred, as OlTg. Wing Officer, to the 
2^ Battaliorr, 3'^ Guikha Rifles, ^ Almora. In the 
following July ho was appointed a Wing Officer in the 
l»t*Battalion of the same regiment, as Qmirtor- Master 
of which he officiated for several months in 1893-94 
again in 1895. In April 1895 he was apjmintod, 
temporarily, an Offg. Wing Officer in the 2^^ Battalion 
of the regiment, with which ho served in the Reserve 
Brigade of the Chitiul Relief Force (New India Medal 
and Clasp). On the termination of the operations 
he remained with the battelion in Chitral, and ho died 
at Drosh on the 15‘^ December 1895. 

Blomfleldt Charles Robert, Lieutenant (1825— 
1848).— Grave at I/iidhiana, No. 583.— Iflntered tho 
Bengal Army in 1848. Arrived in India in May 1844, 
and in the following mouth was sent up to Benares to do 
duty with tho 45“* N. I, In August 1844 ho was 
posted to the 56**^ N. I., which ho joiiKMl .at Agra. 
Towards the end of 1846 ho marched with tlio regi- 
ment to Nurpnr, in tlio Jiilluiidiir Doab, whoTioe ho 
proceeded with it to Hajlpnr in April 1847. Early in 
tho following year ho accompanied tlie cor[»s to Eiidhi- 
ana, and at that phkco ho diod on the 15'*'* JNIay ISIS. 

Bolle3.u, Noil Ednrionstono, Majrrr^Gcncnd (1827 
— 1!^95).— (»V(xr6* at jlJurree, No. 832. — Horn at Govoy, 
Co. Galway, on tlio 8^^' April 1S27.— Entered tho 
Bengal Army in 18 13. Arrived in India in Decoinlxir 
of tiie same y^iar, and was sent up to H(?rhamj)oro to do 
duly with the 1**^ N. I. lii March 1814 he was ]»osted 
to llie 27*'*‘ N. I. He joined that regiment at Morad- 
abad, and having aecoinpanied it to Feroze])oro in Novom- 
ber 1845, he served with it in tlio Sutlej campaign of 
1845-46, inclusive of the defence of Ferozepore against 
tho Sikh Medal). With his regiment he aceom[>anied 
tho Army to Lahore after the battle of Hobraon, and ho 
was stationed at that [dace until Decemlxjr IStd, wlien 
ho returned with 1 ho regiment to Ferozepore. In tho 
winter of 1847-48 ho accoiLpaiiied tho regiment to 
Barrackpore, and while serving there in May 1849 lie 
was apj)oint(jd act ing Iiiterpi’eter and Quartm’-]\Iaster ; 
this situation ho held for iiftocn months. Early in 
1850 ho proceeded with tho regiment to HomwoH. In 
April 1851 lie was appointed to do duty with the Amkan 
Battalion; with this cor]>s ho took part in tlio Burmese 
war of 1852-53 (Meclal), and ho continued serving 
with it until April 1853, when ho went home on fur- 
lough. He returned to India in March 1856, and re join- 
ed tho 27*'‘ N. I. at Peshawar, wliero, in the following 
Novombin*, he was a])poiiited to ofliedato temporarily as 
Interpreter and Quarter- Master to the 5^‘‘ Light Cavalry. 
In March 1857 he wa'* appointed Interpreter and (Jiiar- 
toi -Master to his own regiment, .and in the following 
May ho was nominated acting Inter]ireter to II. M.’s 
70tu Foot in addition. A few <lays later he w.as put in 
orders to act as Adjutant and Quarter- iMaslm’ of tho 
Sialkot Mnsketry Depot, but the crisis at Peshawar, 
culminating in tho dLsarming of the disafft*(*t(!d nativci 
troops, including his own regiment, ])revoatcd his 
taking up this appointment, and in tho following month 
he was directed to do duty with the 5 ^ Ruti jab Infantry. 
In Angiist 1857 ho was ap’pointed Second-in -(%immand 
of tho Prwijab Infantry, tlien in course of formation 
at Kohat, and with this corps ho remained until the 
following 0.;tolKjr, officia'ing tho whole time as Com- 
mandant. In June 1858 ho was appointed Offg Depy. 


Judge Advocate* Gkmerftl at Peshawar, and he continued 
in that {losition until December 1859, when he was 
brought on the establishment as a Depy. Judge Advo- 
cate- Gonoral and posted to tho Peshawar Division. In 
February 1861 he was admitted into tho Bengal Staff 
Corps. Ho continued serving as a Deputy Judge Ad- 
vocate-General (Peshawar, J hoi am and Ritwal Pindi 
Divisions) until the 31^* Dociulwr 1874, when being 
then a Lieutenant- Colonel and Brevet-i*olonol in tho 
Staff Corps, he TOtiml from tho service, with tlio hono- 
rary rank of Major- Goiioral. Ho diod at Murroo on the 
22^ Dooomboii 1895. 

Bolton, John Campbell, Ensign (1798— 185 D.— 
Grave at Anibala, No. 224.— Bora in Islay, Argyllshire, 
in February 1798. — Tho earlier Kervicc.s V>f this officer 
wero renderod in the Russian Army. In Marirli 1812 
he was taken from the Cadet Corps *at St. Peiersburg 
and apiK>inted a Cadet Sergeant in the Coui-laud Clias- 
sour Guards, which he joined at Wilna in Mtiy. The 
invasion of Russia by Napolpjn took ])lac.i soon afterwards, 
and ho wiw actively engaged in the operations which 
followed, including tlio battles of Valoutina and Boro- 
dino. In November 1812 ho was promoied to tho rank 
of Cornet in tho D* Regiment of Cossiveks of tho Guard, 
with which ho served during the campaign of 1813 in 
Germany, including tho battles of ljiii/.oii, Bautzen, 
Dresden and Loipzic, in connection with which last ho 
was promoted to tho rank of Lioutim.-int in October 
1813. Witli tho same cor]»s lie was subsoquoiitly [imsont 
with tho lm|>orial Head- Quarters, at the passage of tho 
Rhino, and tliroiigliout tho o]Msrations in North- E.asterii 
Fr.ineo to the eajntulalion of Paris in March 1814 
(reci‘ive<l a Cross for the battle of Eeipzic, and a Modal 
for the eampaign in France). On the return of Napoleon 
from Elba in tlio spring of 1S1.5, ho served with his 
regiment, in tho Russian Army which took jiart in tho 
second invasion of France, aiul on the termination of the 
war ho obtained Iimvvo from the Emperor Ale.vander and 
retiiriKid to England. On tho 4*“ OctolKir 1816, at 
VV'ey mouth, ho enlisted into tho 23‘‘ Light Dragoons, 
ami he served wit.li tlmt regiment until it was disbanded 
in November 1SI7 ; he was then transferred U) tho 
7*'^ Hussars, with wliieli ho served in France until ISIS 
when, on tho breaking up of tho Army of Oiumpation, 
he was disijliargod from tho serviciJ. In 1819 ho ro- 
joiiiod the lliissiari Army in liis former r.iiiik of Lionto- 
naiit, and in 1820-21 ho sfn-v^ed with Miu Army of Ob- 
servation on the Prutli. Ho retiinujd with liis regi- 
ment to St. Petersburg in 1 822, ami in Jiino of that 
year i*etired from the llussiaii sorvi(!e, witli isirniission 
to retain liis rank. On the 3^ October 1822 he oii- 
listeil into the 16*'* Light Dragoons (lianeers), with a 
dotjudiment of wliicli regimont lie arrived at ('alcutta 
in July 1823. In 1825-26 lie wjrvod with the 16 '* at 
the siege and cafiture of Bharatjiiir (Medal). In Nov- 
cmlxu’ 1827 ho was transferred to tho soj-vice of tho 
East India Com])any, aTid appoinhsl Qiiarter-iVf aster 
Sergeant of tho 2' Light Cavalry; in Ajiril 1S31 he 
was appointed Sergeant-Major of the same rcyginKint, 
and on tlm 1 P'* July liS33 he was fiirtlier advancisl to 
warrant rank and made Uiding-Masbrr of tho coi'ps. 
In 1S38 lie accompanied the 2‘* In‘ght Cavalry on tho 
ex])etliliori to Afghanistan, and was present .at the 
capture of Ghazni in July of tho succeeiling year 
(Medal). In the autumn of 18 to In; served with two 
.sfpi'ulrofis of the nigiment in »Sir RolxTt Sale's cam- 
paign in the Kohistari of Kabul, and was present in tho 
actions of Tiitamdarra, Julgirh, H ibu-Khushgarh (ia- 
cludiiig the night attack on the British camji), Kir- 
darra arid Parwindarra In this last affair (in which 
the two squadrons grossly mislxmaved) lie was om- 
ployod.as a staff officer in oonveyingonh?rs to the troopa 
in various parts of tho field, and wlicn tfio rout of tho 
cavalry took phwse he had tlio good fortune te sairo tho 
lif(» of Ca])tain Perisonby, for wliich that officer after- 
wards present id him with a handsome sword.

In the 
following August he was ap])ointed Riding Master to 
the 3** Brigade of Horse Artillery, but he continued 
doing duty with the 8**^ Light Cavalry until January 
1842, when he was appointed to the IP** Light Cavalry, 
a new corps raised at that time to replace the disbanded 
2** . In 1843 ho served with the 1P*» in the Gwalior 
Campaign, and was present at the bittle of Paninr 
(bronze star). On the 4*** June 1847 he was promoted 
to the rank of Ensign on the Veteran Establishment, 
and in 1848-49 ho served with the IP** in the Punjab 
Campaign, including the siege and capture of Multan 
(medal and clasp). Ho continued serving with the 
11*** Light Cavalry (which became the 2‘* in 1850) 
until his death, which took placo at Ambala on the 
8*** December 1852,

Bolton, Samuol, 0.71., TAtiutenant Colonel and 
Colonel {r. 1791— -ISIG). — Crave at h'erozpjmre^ 
^ 0 , 479.— l5ntoro(l H, M ’s Service on tho 5*** Kohniary 
1807, as an Ensign in the 3b* Foot, and having 
been posted to Ihe'J'i Battalion of that n‘giinont lie 
joined it in Guernstjy. J[e aflorwards ])ro(jooded with 
the biittalion to Ireland, and iti the antuinn of ISOS 
ho emlKvrkcd with it for Portugal ; and having landed at 
Lisbon in Novondier, lie took part in various iiiovonieiils 
until tho following Sjiring, On the (V'* A pril, 1809, ho 
was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. Tlu'reafier 
ho served with th(^ battalion tlironghout tho Peninsular 
War, havitiLT been pre.sent and ial<en )*art in tho battles 
of Talavera, Busaeo and Albuhera (in which he was 
wounded), tlie acitioii of Arroyo- dos-lVloli nos (in whicli 
a division of the French Army was surjirised and all 
but annihilated), tho battles (»f Vittoria, tl\o Pyrenees 
and the Nive, tlie combat of Garris, tho battle of Ortln^s, 
the action of Aire, and, llnally, tlie battle of Toulouse, 
in the last seven of wliich he served as Adjutant of tho 
battalion, having Injon ap])ointcd to that situation on 
the 27*** May 1813. On tlie termination of the war ho 
returned homo with tho cor])s, and the battalion liaviiig 
1x3011 disbanded in October 1814, lie was transfeiTod to 
tho 1"* Battalion of tho rogimont, wliich he joined at 
MoBsina, in Sicily, in May 1815, and witli which he 
afterwards proceeded to Na])les, Genoa and Malta. 
Ho returned home with the .31“* in 1818, and on tho 
24*** Octolior 1822 was firomokul to tho rank of Cap- 
tain. In 1825 ho acconijianied the regiment to India. 
On tho 24'** Juno 1833 he was promoted to the rank of 
Major, and on the 24*** Novijmher 1835 ho attained that 
of Lieutenant- Colonel. Early in March 1812, in com- 
mand of tho ixigiment, luj proceodiid on service to 
Afghanistan, and at Jal.il.'ib d on tho 5*** May joined 
tho Army under General Pollock, under whom he eonii- 
nued serving until the end of tho war, in which he liad 
a disthiguislitxi share, having been present in the actions 
of Mazina, Jagdalak (horse shot under him) and Tezin, 
the re-occupation of Kabul, and various actions during 
the retuni march through tlie passes between Kabul 
and PeshSwar. For his services during the campaign 
bp received a modal, was appointed an Aide- do- Camp to 
11. M. tho Queen with tho rank of Colonel in tho Army 
(23'* December 1842), and was further <*roated a Com- 
panion of the Order of tlio Bath. After his return 
from Afghanistan ho commanded tho regiment at 
Ambdla, whence, May 1843, ho proceeded on service 
to Khaital, in the Karual distnet, where grave disturb* 


ances had taken placo and a small British deiaohment 
very severely handled. He was subsequently in com- 
mand of the regiment at Forozepore and Ambilla until 
Docemlior 1845, when, on tho outbreak of tne first Sikh 
War, lie was appointed to command, with the rank of 
Brigadier, tho First Brigade of Infantry of the Army of 
the Sutlej At the head of this brigade he moved, with 
the Army, towards tho Sutlej, to meet the Sikh invasiozii 
but in tho first engagement of the campaign, at Miidki 
on tho 18*** December, he received a mortal wound, from 
the effects of which ho died at Feroze|)oro on the 4^ 
January 1846. 

Bolton, Thomae William, Captain fl604-1846). 
•^Qrave at Ferozepore^ No, 472 — Entered tho Bengal 
Army in 1821. Arrived in India in September 1822, 
and in the following month was onlered up to Dinapore 
to do duty with the 2** Battalion, 23i N. I. ; a few days 
later, however, he was posted to tho 2^ Battalion, 19*^ 
N. I , and ho therefore wont on and joined that corps 
at .faun]*iir. Tn September 1823 ho was removed to the 
2*’ Battalion, 1G**‘ N. T., which lio joined on its arrival 
at Muttra in the following Novoiiiher, and he was in* 
tainod with this (;orps when, in the general I'eorgiuiisa* 
tion of ]\ray 1824, it becuiino the 33'* S. I. In July 1826 
he xvas again moved, tliis time to the 2** E^tra N. L 
at Cawnj)oro, and from this coi*]>h, in tho following Qc- 
tolxT, lie (jxcliangod into tho 2 * N. I. lie joined this 
rogimont at Sultanpur, Oudli, whence, ill 1820, ho ao- 
compainod it to Kaita in Biindelkhaml, In November 
1826 ho wimt homo on furloiigli. On his return in 
November 1829 lie rejoined his regiment at Burrack- 
])()re, whence in November 1830 he i»ro(!ceded with it to 
l)ina])ore. In July 1831 ho was appointed Adjutant of 
tho regiment. Early in 1834 ho accompanied the corps 
to Saugor, at which station, in May 1835, ho relin- 
(piisliod tim Adjiitanity in consoquenco of his promotion 
to the rank of ('a]>taiu, ^J’ownrds tho end of 1836 ho 
marched witli the rc’ginunil to Jmckiiow, and in January 
J838 ho again wont homo on furlough. He returned 
to India in .lauuary 1841, but his regiment being then 
on Bcrvii'o in Afghanistan, he xviis ordiirod, March 1841, 
to do dnty with the 10*** N. I. at Kariial, until an oppor- 
tunity should ofTcr of joining his own corj^s. Tliis did 
not occur until tho spring of 1842, when he went up to 
Kandalitir with the force under tho commaini of Major- 
General England, Jiaving been present tn route in tho 
action of Ilaikalzai. In jMay 1842 he accompanied his 
I’eginicnt to the rolwif of Kalat-i-Ghilzai, and in the fol- 
lowing August ho marched northwards with tho force 
under General Nott, and was prcsciit with it in tho 
action of Goaine, the rc-capturo of Glnizni, the actions 
of Beni Badani and Maidan, tho re-ocf iipatioii of Kabul, 
and several aittions in tho passes l)Cl ween Kabul and 
Peshawar iluring tho rotuni march to Hindustan (med- 
al). On tho breaking up of tho Army at Forozepore 
he marclicd with the regiment to AgJ ii, arriving thcro 
in March 1843. Towards tho end of i he same year ho 
again accompanied his regiment into t he field and served 
wdth it in the Gwalior Campaign, including the battle 
of Maharajpur (bronze star). On the coriclusion of the 
campaign ho returned with tho regiment to Agra, 
whence, in Novomlxir 1845, he accompanied it to Am- 
Irila, on escort duty with tho Governor- General, Sir 
Homy Hardirige. In tho following month, on the out- 
brcak of the first Sikh War, ho iniirehod with his regi- 
mont to tho front, and served with it in the first phase 
of tho Sutloj Campaign ; ho was present with it at the 
battle of Mudki on tho 18*** Decoin her, and was severely 
vvoundod, hut, undeterred by suffering, bo coutiiiaod at 
his duty with his regiment, and again wont into action 
with it at Firozshahr on the 21“*; hero he was again 
severely wounded, and, fi*om the combined effects of 
these injuries, he died at Forc/oporo on the 7*** January 
184G.

Boughey, Anchitel Fenton Fletcher. ATajor 
(1819—1856). — Grave atLaJwe GanUmment, No, 666.— 
Tbe sixtli son of Sir Jolm IVutou BongUcy, Bart, (II), 
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of AqtialatG, Co. Stafford. Bom on tho Doccraber 
1819. Entered H, M.’s Service on tlie 30'*' July 1836 
as an Ensif^ji in tho 81**- B'ool. He joined that i*e|^- 
ment at (Gibraltar, and at tho end of 1839 accomjianied 
it to Barbadoes. On the June 1840 h«5 was pro* 
moled to the rank of Lieutenant. Ho aft(U’wariis served 
with tho regiment .at Trini/lad and Antigua and other 
places in tho* West Indies until Juno 18t3, whon ho 
proceeded with it to Canada, whore luASorvod with it for 
four j^oars. On tlic 5*^ A]>ril 1847 ho was ]ironiotcd to 
the r.ank of Captain. In the aut.unin of the saino year 
he rotumod homo with the regiment, and during tho 
next six yoars ho served with it in various parts of the 
United Kingdom. In July 1853* ho emli:M*ked with 
tho corps for Beng.al, and landing at Calcutta in Octo- 
ber, lie proceeded with it to tho Upper Provinces, aniv- 
ing at Meerut in March 1854. On tho June 1855 
lio was promoted to tho rank of Major, and towards 
the end of tho same year he ac<5ompanied tho regiment 
to Mian Mir, Lahore. Ho continuod scirving with tho 
81®*^ at that place until e.arly in April 185d, when ho 
loft cn fonte to the hills on sick leave ; he did not, how- 
ever, got any further than Amritsar, whei’o lie died on 
the 8<** of that month. His remains W(ire carried hick 
to Mian Mir, and there interred with military honours. 

BOUlnoiSf Arthur, Srrnud-Licniiniant (1828 — 
1852).-t/ rave in Fort Mirh.ni^ No. 1025 ; tuhh^t in St. 
John's Gkurch, Feshdivar, No, 981. — Son of William 
Boulnois, Esq. Born at Sudbury, Co. Suffolk, on tho 
3*^ Octolier 1828. — Euto’ed the Bengal Army in 1848. 
Arrived in India in June 1850, and in the same month 
was sent up to Ludhiana to do duty with tho C'orps of 
Sappers and Pioneers. In November 1850 ho was at- 
tatdied to th() 2J Conqiaiiy of Pioiujers (aftorw.ards tho 
(company of the Sa])|>ers and ^liners), which was 
then “ oti conmiand at Simla, employed on tlio Hin- 
dustan and TJiibet lioad. On the i*eoi*gaiiisatioTi of tho 
corps taking jdace in March 1851 ho w.as ])ost(^d fo the 
command of the 2'^ (\)nipaTiy of Saiqnns and Miners at 
Poshiwar. In tho following May he was a]i])ointed to 
BUperintendJho construcition of a pontooii-bridgtj across 
the Kabul river, and towards tho (md of OctoUn* 1851 
ho was employed, in command of his coraijahy, in tho 
oporatioriH conducted by »Sii’ Colin C^implxJll (aflerw.ards 
Lord Clyde) agsunst tlio Michni Mohmand.s. In Nov- 
emlxn* 1851 iie was appointed to act as an Asst. Exe- 
cutive Engineer in tluJ I’ublic Works Dc]);irtment for 
llio purpose of siif)crinto7i(ling tho construction of a fort 
near the site of the Dabb villages, which had Ixjon do- 
Btroyed on account of tho misconduct of tlnnr ^lohmand 
iuhabitants : this was tho lu’csent Mitdini foit, the con- 
Btruction of wliich was cai’ried out undtir th(7 protection 
of the hold force coinmamled by Sir Colin Camplxdl, in 
tho face of tho opposition of tho ii ighbouring Moh- 
mand Irilx^s. On the comphjtion of tlie fort at the end 
of UecernlTor ho was left in it with liis eompany, as 
part of tho garrison, but ho lost his life a short time 
after, for, liaving ridden out in conqiany with other 
officers of tho garrison, ho was shot dead by some !Moh- 
mands concealed in a tower which ho had incauiion.sly 
approached, — 15^*^ Jai\uary 1852. His Ixidy was recjover- 
cd, and inteaTcd in one of the bastions of Port IVIiclmi.

College) on the 28’** January 189.3 as a Second-Lieut- 
enant on the Unattached List of Candidates for tho In- 
dian Staff Corps. On arrival in India ho was aitaohod, 
13^** April 1803, to tho Battalion, Devonshii^ Hogi- 
mont (tho 11*^' Foot^, at IPawal Pindi, with which ho 
8nrvi?d for one year, on tho expiry of which, 13*^'‘ April 
1894, ho was admitted into the Indian Staff Corps. 
In tho same month he was appointi?d an Offg. Wing 
Officer in tho 2‘^ Punjab Infantry. He joined that ro- 
gimont at Wdwardesabj^, and in the winter of 1894-95 
served with it in the Waziristan Expedition, undor- 
takon for tho purpose of ])iinishing tho Mahsud Waziria 
for their unprovoked aita(?k on the eain]) of the Bound- 
ary Commission in Wana in November 1894 (India 
modal and clas])).

Box, Thomas, (■aptaln f 1H06 — 1845).— yV/A/z'/ at 
/'V /vo yy'i/*r, No. I l^. — Entered the Bengal Army in 
1822. Arrivifd in India in May 1823, and was sent up 
to l)iiia|Mire to tio duty with a <ietaclinient of tho Enro- 
]»eaTi Ibrgiment stationed there. In tlie following Orjo- 
iier he was posted to tlie 2* Hatialion, 18’** N.7., then at 
“Nagpur, but was direeled to continue doing duty with 
the detuchmout of the European Kegimont at Diuaj^oro 
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naUSt fniiher orders. On the reorganisation of the 
Army taking place in May 1824 he was posted to the 
87^*^ IT. L (late 2** Battalion in which corps ho 
Was advanced to the rank of Lieutenant on the 18^*^ 
Ancpist following ; but in the succeeding October he 
excnanged from the 37'^ into the corps with a detach* 
ment of which he had hitherto been doing duty, and 
which now boro the designation of the European 
Begimont. He joined this regiment at Ghazipur early in 
1825, and later in the same year ho marched with it to 
CawnpoTO and thence to Agra. Early in January 
1826 ho proceeded with the regimenfto join the Army 
before Bharatpur, and ho was present with it at the 
siege and storming of that fortress. After the fall of 
Bharatpur ho marched back to Agra with the regiment, 
arriving there on the 15'** March, and ho was still serv- 
ing with it there when in 1829 the corps again b^mo 
the European Regiment, the 2^ European llegiment 
having been absorl^d into it. Ea^ly in 1832 he accom- 
ied the regiment to Dinapore ; towards the end of 
5 he moved back with it to Agra, and he served 
with it there until it marched for Perozopore, in the 
autumn of 1838, to join the Army of tlio Indus. 
Marching from Perozopore in December 1838, ho ac- 
companied the regiment to Afghanistan, where he 
served with it throughout the campaigns of 1839-40, 
including the stonu and capture of Ghazni (medal), the 
occupation of Kabul, the attack on Pashut ( in which he 
commanded the only company of the regiment that was 
onga^d), and the capture of the Kajja Ports, in the 
Waziri Valley, near Jalalabad. He returned from 
Afghanistan with the regiment (which was now styled 
^e 1*^ European Light Infantiy) oarly in 1841, and 
served with it at Karnal until tho autumn of 1842, 
when ho marched with it to join ^he Army of Reserve 
at Perozopore. On the biuaking up of that Army he 
accompanied the corps to Subathu, arriving there at 
the end of March 1843. In the following November ho 
proceeded with it to Ludhisua, %nd afterwards to Fo- 
rozeporo, returning with it to Subathu at the end of 
April 1844. At this station be contitiued serving with 
it until December 1845, when, on tho outbreak of the 
first Sikh War, tho regiment was ordered down in haste 
to join the Awny of tho Sutlej.

1803. Arrived in India on tho last day of Noveial)or 

1804, and on tho 14^** Ai>ril 1806 was jioslod to the 
Battalion 2d N. I. On tlio ^2'* .iuuu ful lowing lie was 
removed to tho Battalion 25‘*‘ N. 1., wh’cli he joined 
at Agfrai and with wMch he served at the siege of (iohad 
in Februaiy 180 3. In the course of tho same year he 
marched with tho battalion to Allahalmd, wlieneo ho 
accompanied it to Dacca and Chittagong in 1808, and 
to Barrackpore ia 1810. In August 1810 he was ap- 
pointed to the Battalion of Ben^l Volunteers, form- 
ed for 'thd*^urposGB of the expedition directed against 
tho French islands in the Indian Ocean, and with it ha 
took part in tho desoent on and conquest of the Isle of 


‘Pranoe (Mauritius) in the November and Dumber fol- 
lowing (medal). On his return to India in 1811 he 
rejoined the !•* Battalion 25^** at Barrackpore, whence 
he marched with it to Midnapore iu 1812, and to Cut- 
tack in 1813.

Ho rejoined his ow »4 battalion 
later in the year, accompanied it to Mainpdri in 1816, 
and sei*ved with it at the siege and ca]>tiiro of Hathrds 
in 1817, and, in the Right Division of the (a’and Army, 
in tho Mahratia-Pindari Campaign of 1817-18, in the 
course of which he officiated W some time as Adjutant * 
to a detached wing of the battalion. On the coiiclasion 
of the 0 [X}rationH he marched with the corps to Meerut, 
and thence towards the end of 1819 to Ludhiana. On 
attaining the mnk of Captain ho was re-posted, January 
1821, to the l«t Battalion of tho 25'^, with which at the 
end of the samo year he proceeded to Nasirabad, and, 
early in 1824, to Agra. On the roorgjmi nation of May 
1824 taking place ho was posted to the 60^^ N. I. (late 
2^ BatUHon of the 25^^'), which he joined at Nasii'abad 
in Noveinlxjr, marching to that ])laco with a wing of the 

N. I„ to which he had boon temporarily attached 
for duty. In January and February 1825 he officiated 
as Brigade-Major to the Raj]>utaua Field Force. In 
18:6 ho mai'clied with his regiment to Allaliabad, at 
which phwjo lie offieiiitod as Foi-t Adjutant from Octo- 
lier 1827 to April 1828. In December 1828, just as the 
regiment was about to march for Gorakhpur, ho obtain- 
ed leave to procjoed to tho hills north of Dobra on 
medical certificate, but his health w'as greatly broken 
and ho got no further than Karndl, at which place he 
died on tlie 12*^ March 1829.

Bracken, John, Captain (1804— 1 850). 
at Simla ^ No, 325. — Entered tlio Bengal Army in 1821. 
Arrived in India in February 1823, aiul in tin* 1^)1 lowing 
month was posted to the 2'* Battalion 22‘>N.L, at 
Nagpur, but there being some difficulty in his getting 
to that place at the time, ho was })crinit1ed to do duty 
temporarily with the P' Battalion of tho 19^’* at 
Benaras. In Hepteinber 1823 lio was tr;i.iisfei'red to the 
2^* Battalion 14*^** N. I., which he joined at Mhow, and 
with which he shortly afterwards inarched to Neemuch, 

111 May 1824, on the general reorganisation of the 
Army taking place, ho was finally ]>OKtc<l to the 
29*’*^ N. 1. Gate 2*^ Battalion 14^** ), In 1826 he pro- 
ceeded with the regiiueiit to ShahjahaTipuv, and towards 
tho end of iho same yoar lie wont home on furlough. 

On his return to India in Soptoraber 1 828 ho was grant- 
oil leave to remain at tho Presidency for six months, and 
while there, in March 1829 ho ‘was appointed Offg. 
Secretary to tho Board of ►T)U[)erint(mdenco for improv- 
ing tho Breed of Cattlo : this apiiointment ho hold until 
tho following August, and having then again gone oo 
leave he did not i-ejoin his ragiment (which was at 
Meerut at the time) until January 1830. In April 
1830 he was appointed acting Ad jutant of the rogimont, 
but in tho following Juno he was compelled by ill-health 
to proceed on leave to th^ hills, and ho was thera until 
tho end of November. From the beginning of Febi'uivry 
to the ond of Soptemlier 1831 ho was on duty at tho 
Landour Convalesciont Depot : he then went on leave 
to Calcutta, and at the ond of Docomber proceoded on 
sick leave to South Africa. Ho came back in Jaruary • 
1833, but was again on loave until April, when ho was 
permitted to join and do duty with tho 74^*» N, L at 
Mirzapur ; eventually he* rejoined his own regiment at 
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Jabbalpore in Jane. He was stilli however, in a bad 
state of health, and in September 1833 he went home 
on farlough. He returned to India in August 1^36, 
and rejoined his regiment at Banda. In May 1838 he 
was again obliged to go home on furlough, but he was 
back again, with his health at last fully restored, in 
November 1839, and having rejoined his regiment at 
Banda, he proceeded with it to Lucknow in the spring 
of 184>0. In October and Nov6ml)er 1840 he officiated 
as Bngado’ Major in Oudh. At the end of 1841 ho 
acoompanied the regiment to Barrackporo. In Novem- 
ber 1842 ho was ap])ointed Brigade- Major at that 
station, and ho held the post until Npvenil)or 1843, 
when he was obliged to vacate it od his 1 ‘Ogiment leaving 
Barrackpoi'e for Jamalpur. While at Bishnath in 
Ifaroh 18 14, in command of two companies detached 
from Jamalpur, he was appointed Commandant of the 
2^ Assam Sebundy Corps, which ho joined at Dibrugarh, 
but that corps having been disbanded in the autumn, 
kis services wore roplaoed at the disposal of the Com- 
mandor-in-Chief in October, and be rejoined his regi- 
ment at Jamalpur in January 1845. From that phu» 
be accompanied the i^egiment to Berhamporo, but left it 
soon after his airival there, in consequence of his having 
been selected for stall employment On the last day 
of Fobruaiy 1846 ho was appointed a Bngiulo-Major on 
the establishment, and in the following month he was 
posted to the Oudh District. In November 1845 
be was transferred in the same position to Bari-ackpore, 
but not having been relieved immediately at Lucknow, 
he did not join bis new appointment until the latter 
end of Decembor, In January 184G be was appointed 
to act as Depy. Asst. Adjutant- General of the Presi- 
dency Division, and in tho JPoI lowing May to officiate 
as Asst. Adjutiint- General ; the latter post ho continued 
bolding until May 1847, when ho reverted to his 
appointment of Brigade-Major at Barrackporo. In 
August 1847 he was a])pointed a Dopy. Asst. Adjutiwit- 
General on tho est!vl)Iishmont, and was posted to tho 
Saugor Division. In January 1848 he was tnvnsferred 
in tho same capacity to the Prosidoni^y Division, and in 
the followflig Octolx)r ho was appointed to officiate as 
Second Assistant Adjutant General of tlio Army, and 
was placed in charge ol tho Adjt.-Gcnorars Oftu;o at 
the Presidency. In February 1849 he was ap[)oiiited 
an Asst. Adjt.-Genl, of Division and posted to tho 
Presidency Command, but he continued, by order, 
to officiate as Second Asst. Adjutant -General of tho 
Army until the following April, wlu?n he was mado 
permanent in that appointment. In May 1850 ho 
was appointed First Asst. Adjt.-Gciil. of the Army 
and was, at the same time, nominated to officiate as 
Dopy. Adjt.-Genl. To enter upon tho duties of 
the latter appointment he proceeded and joined Army 
Hoad- Quarters at Simla, and at that place, after he ha<l 
held the post for little more than six months, he died 
on the 10^*^ Novemljor 1850. 

Bradshaw, James Hill, Uentenani (r, 1837— 
1857).-— Grtti'c at Delhi ; tablets at Delhi and Sialh'ot, 
Nos. 162 and 730. — Lnfered 1£. M.^s Service on the 

Febi-uary D56 as an Ensign in tho 52«> Foot (tho 
Oxford8hiiM3 Light Infanii-y), and was promoted to tho 
rank of Lieutenant on the IP^* July following. He 
came out to India towards tho end of the year, and in 
Pobruary 1857 joined the iT*giraoiit at camp Pipli, 
while it was on tho march from Lucknow to Sialkot, 
at which station it arrived on tho U‘h of tho following 
month. On the outbreak of tho Mutiny in May 1857 
he marched with tho regimont from Sialkot to join tho 
l^njab Movoablo Column under Brigadier- General 
Nicholson, and with that column ho took part in vari- 
ous movements and operations in the Pun jab, including 
the actions at Trimmu Ghat, on the Havi, in which tho 
mutinwrs from Sialkot were routed and pmctically 
annihilated. He afterwards accompanied the Moveable 
Column to Delhi, served at tho siege from tho 14*^ Au- 
gust, and, after taking part in the storming of tho 


Kashmir Gate, was killed inside the city in a gallant 
attempt to rush one of the onomy’s guns, — Septem- 
ber 1857. 

Brasl(=ir Creagh. George Percy, Captain 
(1864 — 1900). — Tablet at liawal Vindi^ No. 807. — The 
eldest son of John Brasier-Creagh, Esqr., formerly of 
the Royal Navy, and grandson of George W. Brasior- 
Creagh, Esqr , of Creagh Castle, Co. Cork, doscondeil 
from ibo Biusiers of Ballyellis and the Creughs of 
Ballyandrew, lx)th in the same county. Born on the 
4*h Septoinlxjr 1864. -Enter jd H. M.’s Service on the 

Octol)or 1881 as a Limittmant in tho 9*** Battalion 
of the King’s Koyal Rifle VorpH (tho North Cork 
Militia), from which bo was apjiointod a Lioutonant in 
the 1“^ Batiialion, East Surrey i regiment (the 31"- Foot) 
on the 14*** May 1884 IIo joined that corps at Gib- 
raltar, and thence ncGom])aniod it to India in January 
1885. On the 30*** March 1886 ho was appointed an 
OlTg. Squadron Officer in tho 3*^ Bengid Cavalry on 
XU'obation for tho Bengal Staff Corjis, into which ho was 
sul)8equontly admitted with effect from that dato In 
Septomlwr 1886 he was transferred, in tho same position, 
to tho 9*** Bengal Cavalry (Lancjers), and in April 18^ 
he was appointed a Squadron Officer in that regiment, 
lie was af tor wards, for five years, on the personal staff 
of tlio Viceroy (Lord Laiisdowno), as extra Aide-de- 
Csinp from Januai^ to December 1899, anf as Aido-do- 
Camp from Decoinror 1889 to January 1894, but dur- 
ing this period be was twice employed on field service,— 
in the second Mimnzai Exfi^ition, 1891, including 
most of tho ongagomonte on the Samana Range (India 
medal and clasp), and in tho Isazai Expedition of 1892, 
on both occasions »h Orderly Officer to tho General 
Commanding, Sir William Lockhart. In February 
1894 he ro joined his regiment at Rawal Pindi, and in 
tho following month ho was ap))ointod Adjutant,— a post 
which he held for fourteen months. In 1895, with 
a dct4wdiod stjuadron of tho regiment, ho served in 
tho Chitrsl Relief FjX|)odition (India modal and 
clasp). In October of tho same year ho attained the 
position of Squadron Commander. On tho outbreak of 
tho Frontier War in 1897 ho was for somo timeattacliod 
to tho Cavalry of tho Cor)}8 of Guidos as an Offg. 
Squadron (Commander, and lio served with that coqjs 
in the Malakand Field Force, including tho action of 
Lundakai, in Upper Swat. Ho rejoined his own regi- 
ment ( then forming part of the Peshawar Column of 
tho Tirah Field Force), early in October, and there- 
after he served in various ofx^rations in connection with 
the Tirah Expedition, including the affair near Mama- 
nai, in tho Bara Valley (in which his squadron bocamo 
entangled in tho hills and sustained some loss), and 
that in the Kajurai plain (clasp added to India 
modal) In 1899 he was employed for somo tUne as an 
yl//ar7w' at the head-quarters of tho Punjab Command. 
Enrly in ibe following year he proceeded to South 
Africji on spetnal service, and was there placed 
in command of an irregular corps styled “Roberts’ 
Light Horse.'* At tho head of this (H)rf)H ho was mor- 
tally wounded on the 23*^ April 1900 in an action 
fought at Leeuw Kop, near Kar(H)fontoin, about fifteen 
miles to tho Bonth-cast of Bloemfontein, in Orangia, 
and he died in consoquonco, at Eirstelaagto, on the 
27*** of the same month. 

Brenchley, John, Licntenant (c. 1825 — 1845).— 

Grave at Ferozepore, No. 479.— Entered H. M.’s Ser- 
vice (from the Royal Militsiry College, Sandhurst) 
on tho 24*** Fcbmary 1843 as an Ensign in tho 31"* 
Foot. AxTived in India in October 184.8, and joined 
tho 31** at Ferozeporo in January 1844. In tho follow- 
iiig Aju'il ho moved with tho corps to Ambala, and on 
the 8*** October 1844 be was promoted to tho rank of 
Lieutenant. On the Sikhs crossing tho Sutlej in Do- 
ceiiilKir 1845, he moved forward with his T^inont to 
meet the invaders, but his first fight was also his last 
for in tho battle of Mudki on tho 18*** of that month bo 
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received a moiial wound, of Avliich ho died in camp tho 
same night. 

Brlckdale, John Fortescue, Lu utvnant ( 1^23 
"IS^G). — Grave al Ambdla, xVo. 211.-The third and 
youngcKt son of John Fortescue Brlikdale, Ksqr., of 
Bii'chanip House, Co. Gloucester. Born in October 
1823. — Kiitorod H. M.’s Service (from the Royal Mili- 
tary College) on the Fehiuary 1841 ns an 

Knsigii in the 61**^ Foot. He joined that regiinont at 
Woolwich, an(i afterwards served with it in various 
parts of England and Iitdand. On tho August 
» 842 ho was promoted to tho rank of Lieutenant, and 
on tho 23** August 1844 he was appointed Adjutant. 

• He arrived in Iiulia with the regiment in Octolxjr 1845, 
and shortly afterwards j)rocoeded with it to Cawnporo, 
whence, in the autumn of the following year, he accom- 
panied it to Amhiila. Ho died at that ])laeo on tho 
13^** Decemtor 1 S4d, in conse<iuonce of injuries received 
in a fall from his horso. 

Brind, Frederick, C. 71 ., Lieutcnani-Calnnel and 
Ihevct-Colunvl ( 1801—1857). — Grave at Sialhtt^ No. 
700. — Born at Putney, Co. Surrey, in 1801. — Entered 
the Bengal Army in 1819 as a Ca<let of Ai*tillery. 
Sailed from England on tluj 20^** Septemlxu* 1820 in the 
H. E. I. C^S. Brilliant^ which vessel was wrecked on 
the 25**1 February following ofF Narsipur, Rajamandri. 
Arrived at Fori William in !March 1821, and was posted 
in tho same month to tlie 0*** C\)m])aM 3 ' 3’* Battalion, 
Foot Artillery, at Duni-Diim, with which he remainod 
until May 1822. lie was then removed to tho 3'* Com- 
pany 3'* Battalion at the same station, with which ho 
continued serving there until the following yinu*. In 
1823-24, during tlie period of the Buriijoso jnenrsions 
into Assam, Cachar and C.Miitlagong, ho was employed 
on the eastern and soiith-oastern frontiers with de- 
tachments of hut the (Jimate of those i^ogions 
ailechid liiiii so injuriously that ho had to return to tho 
Pi’osidency at the <jiid of .fauuary 1 824, and was after- 
wartls obliged, in the following June, to go home on 
furlough. He roturnod to India in Mandi 1828, and 
having in that month, afi(;r various nominal tmnsfei’S 
and removals, Ijoen ])Ost(?d to tho 3‘* Ccmipany 1*"^ Batta- 
lion, he proiroeded to the U]^])er Provinces and joined 
that company at Kjirnal in the auturiin. In Jinie 1830 
ho was removed to the 3‘* (^)mp}iny 2‘* Battalion, whicli 
he joined on its arrival at Karnal in the following Nov- 
onilxsr. In »Se])temher 1831 ho was transferro<l to ilie 
Horse Ai*tilJcry, and after doing duty for two months 
with the 3** Brigade at Meerut, ho was posted in Nov- 
eml)cr 1831 to the ]*** Troop, 2‘1 Bi*igade, at Karnal. 
In August 1832 ho was transferred to the 4*** Troop, 

3** Brigmle, at Meerut, and in January 1833 to tho 4*** 
Troop, S* Brigade, at Ludhiana. With this troop, in 
1836, ho was om])l()yed for some time on servico in the 
Jhind district. In November 1836 he was removed to 
tho Troop, 3'* Brigade, and in the following Feb- 
ruary ho was appointed Adjutant and Quarter Alaster 
of tho 3** Brigade, — an apy)ointiiient which ho held, at 
Karnal and Cawnpoit^, until his ])i*om()tion to the rank 
of Captain in April 1838. After Jiis pixniiotiori ho was 
appointed, May 1838, to the command of tho P* Com- 
pany 4*** Battalion, Foot Artillery, at I)uni-])uju, and 
in tho following year ho oiliciatcd for sonic time oh 
Dopy. Principal Commissary of Ordnance. In Do- 
ccmlxir 1839 ho was removed to the Company 
Battalion at Hum-Dum, and in Aju*il 1840 ho was re- 
appointed to tlie Horse Artillerv and ]»osted to tho 1***^ 
Troop, 3** Brigade (now “L” Battery, Royal Horso 
AHillery), which he joined at Dum-Diim, and tho 
command of which ho held for nearly eight years. In 
tho spring of 1842 ho ju'oceeded with this troop to 
Cawnpoi*e, and at tho close of the following year he 
coipm;^id^}£l it in tho Gwalior (^impaign, including tho 
battlo of Paniar (bronzo star, and jmmioted to the rank 
of Major liy lirovot). On the (jonclusion of tho campaign 
ho returned with tho troop to Cawnjioro, wlieace, in the 


spring of 1845. he proceeded with it to Ambala, On 
the outbreak of tho first Sikh War ho went to the front 
with his troop and commanded it throughout the Siitlej 
Campaign of 1845-46, inclusive of tho Imtilos of Mudki, 
Firozshnhr and Sobraon (modal and two clasps, and 
promoted to Lieutenant-Colonel by brevet^. On the 
termination of tho war ho ix)tumed with the troop to 
Aiiihdla, and remained in command of it there until 
January 1848, wlion ho vacated on promotion to the 
regimental rank of Major. He was then posted to the 
2** Brigade of Horse Artillery, tlio heacl-cyuartcrs of 
which he joined at Ambala, and on tho outbreak of tho 
second Sikh War ho proceeded with it on fervico and 
commanded it throughout tho Punjab Campaign of 
1848-49, iiieluding tho action of Ramnagar, tho passage 
of the Chenal), and the battles of Chilianw/ila and Guj- 
rat (medal and two clasps, and cn;ated a Companion of 
tho Order of the Bath). On tho close of the o])crations 
ho retui-ned to Anilmla with tho 2‘* Bngadc, and soon 
afterwards jiroceeded on leave for six months. In Nov- 
ember 1849 ho was removed to the Battalion of Foot 
Artillery at Agra; in August 1851 to the 6*** Battalion, 
which ho joined on its arrival at Agra in tho following 
Novoml)or ; and in Sejitcmlxu* 1853 back to tho P* Bat- * 
talion, which ho joined at Jiillundur. In Juno 1854 ho 
was promoted to the i-ank of Colonel by brevet, and ho 
afterwards for some time commanded ilio station of 
Julluiidur. On piomotion to tho regimental rank of 
I Jiiciilenant-Colonel, ho was re-posted, .lamiary 1855, to 
tho P* Battalion, and was again for some time in com- 
mand at J nil uudiir. In "March 1856 he was appointed 
a Brigadier on the establish men t, and was jiosied to 
Sialkot. Ho was commaiuliiig at Sialkot wlion the mu- 
tiny of tho Native tr()o])K there took pIa(^o on tho 9**» 
•inly 1857, and lie was one of the first vietims of 
the outln'cak ; ho was erufijav curing to make Ids way to 
the ohl 8ikh foj*t when he was interc(>ptcc1 at bis own 
gate by a party of troo}Kirs of the 9**‘ Ijight Cavalry, 
one of whom innicietl on him a mortal wound, of which 
lie died, in tlie fort, on the following morning. 

Briscoo, Edward VUliers, lAenfenant, (r. 1832— • 
18'>7). — Grave and (ahlei at Ib'lhij No. 162. — Entered H. 

M ’s Servico on the 18t.h Sejdcmber 1819 as an Ensign in 
the 6th Foot, tluj Reserve Battalion of which ho joined at 
Fcniioy. On tho P‘ Fcbruji-rv 1850 he was Iran sfen*ed 
to tlie 75*** Foot, and landing at Calcutta in Octolwr, ho 
joined that r(>giment at A mU'da in tho spring ‘of 1851. 
At the end of the following year lai accoinpauied the 
left wing of the corps to Agra, and tlienc.'o early in 1^54 
to Peshawar, On the 8'** July 1854 he was promoted 
to the rank of Lieutenant. In Octol)er 1855 ho proceed- 
ed wdth tho regiment to Rawal Pindi, and early in 1857 
to Kasauli. He was on leave in Kashmir w Ikui the Mu- 
tiny broke out in May 1857, hut he subsequently rejoined 
the regiment, and Avas ]>resent w itli it at the siege and 
storm of J)(dlii. In the fighting wliich irok place iiisido 
of the city after tho breaches had been .stormed and an 
entrance elTceted, he also had a share, and in this part of 
the ojMU’ations he lost his life, having Ixjon killetl on the 
18‘** Se])tomlx3r in an unavailing altciu])t to captui-e tho 
Lahore Gat«5. He was the last officer who foil at the 
siege and capture of Delhi. 

Broadfoot, George, (7.7#., Captain and Brevet* 
Major (1807 — 18457. — (Hrave and lahlet at FerozeporCy 
Nos. 442 and 466. — The eldest son of the lievd. Wil- 
liam Broadfoot, Born at Kirkwall, in tho Orkney 
Islands, in 1807. — Entered tho Madras Army in 1825, 
Arrived in India early in 1826, and was posted to tho 
34* Madras N. I., wdth which ho continued serving 
until 1833. Ho then went home on furlough and was 
absent from India for five years, during tho last of 
wdiich ho served as Orderly Offi('er at Addiscombo* 

On returning to India he was appointed, February 18t38, 
to the Madras Commissariat Dept., in whit;h ho aprvod 
for neai’ly two years and a Imlf, and into which ho was 
tho moans of introducing many useful and much-neoded 
reforms. In Jane 1840 no was appointed to raise and 
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urganise a coi^ of Sappers and Miners Tto be composed 
HindnstaniSy Grnrkhas, Afghans and Hazaras) for the 
flsrvioe of Shah Shuja-nl-Mulk, whom wo had, in the 
preceding year, plao^ on the throne of Kabul. Hay- 
ing enlisted the necessary number of Hindustanis and 
Gurkhas and partially trained them, he proceeded to- 
wards Kabul in the spring of 1841, escoiiing with his 
pien an immehse leafila composed of the wives and fa- 
milies of Shah Shuja and Shah Zamaii, atid their at- 
tendants, the whole of which, in spite of numcious dif- 
ficulties, he brought safely to Kabul tovrards the end of 
June 1841. On arrival at Kabul he took over a number 
of Afghans and Hazaras who had beon enlisted for the 
Shah’s Sappers by his brother, liioiftenaiit Win. Broad- 
foot, of the Bengal European Begiment, and setting to 
work strenuously to complete, organise, and train the 
corps, ho soon brought it into a state of efficiency. Iti 
the following Octol)er, on the insurrnctioTi in Norilierii 
Afghanistan breaking out, ho w'as detached from Kabul 
with a hundi*ed of liis men, to iicconipaiiy a fomj whicli 
had been detailed to o])eu tlie passes Ixjtweou that place 
and Jalalabad and ho W'as proseiil tlironghont tho 
operations which ensued, iiicluding tho iiig)}t'iittack at 
^ Butkhak, the actions in tho Kli uni Kabul Pass and in 
the Tezin Valley, the forcing of the Jagdalak Pass, and 
the occupation of Jalalabad. As darrison Enginetn* (b> 
which post he was ap]iointed by Sir IJohei't Sale on the 
19^*^ November) and Comniaiidant of the *Sa])i)crH, lie rend- 
ered the most distinguished scrvic(j throughout the defence 
of Jaltlabiid, until severely woutuhul in the surtuj of the 
;March 1842. Still in command of tlio Sa])pers, 
now a considerably aiigincTited corps, he took a pro ini- 
Dent part in tho movement on Kabul, und(?r (leneral 
Pollock, in the autumn of the same year, and was ]»re- 
sent in the actions of Maniu Khol. Jagdalak, Tezin and 
Haft Kotal, the ro-occupation of Kabul, and the capture 
and destruction of Tstalif (medals fot Jal iljlb.id and 
Kabul, brevet of Major, and created a Comj)anion of tlio 
Order of the Bath). Having returned with tho armj" to 
India, ho was, in April 1843, in recognition of his ser- 
yicos, appointed Commissi onor of tho Tonas.serim Pro- 
yinccs, fro A which appointment ho was removed, in 
Novemlxjr 1844, to tho more important ono of Agent 
to tho Governor- Gonor.al for tho North -West Frontier, — a 
post of great responsibility in view of the then distract- 
ed condition of the Punjab and of tho over-iin]iendiT)g 
danger jf an invasion of the British territories by tlie 
Sikhs. When that invasion actually took place in 
December 1S45, and tho British Army advanced to 
meet the Sikhs, ho attended the Goveimor-Gencral (Sir 
Honry Hardinge) in tho and was with him at the 
battle of Mudki. On the day succeeding the engage- 
ment Sir Honry volunteered his services as Second -in- 
Conimaiid of tho Anny, and appointed Major Broadfoot 
an acting Aido-do-Cainp on his personal staff. Tn this 
capacity lio accompanied Sir Henry in tho assault of tho 
Bikh entvcnclimonts at Firozshahr on the 21"^ Decem- 
ber ; at a veiy early stage of the advance he i-eccjivod a 
fihot in the thigh as he rode at Sir Henry’s side, and 
was thrown from his horse, but lio remounted immedi- 
ately and, though, urged by Sir Henry to leave tlie field, 
ho continued bi.s advance, cheering on the troops (flio 
I'ourth and Fifth Brigades of the Second and Third 
Divisions, respectively) at tho head of which Sir Henry 
had placed himself ; thus gallantly moving forward ho 
made his way into ilio ciiirenchments, and there fell 
dead, shot through the arm and licaH. His Ixidy was 
carried into Feiozcpoie on ('Lristiuas-day, and there 
interred with military honours. 

Major Broadfoot was tho last of tlireo brothers who 
all fell in tlio service of their country. Of the careers 
of the other two, — Lieutenant William Broadfoot of the 
l>t Bengal European Ile^^ment, and Becond-Lieutonant 
James Sutherland Broadfoot, of the Bengal Engineers, 
following brief sketches are apj)ended 

William Broadfoot was bom at Kirkwall in 1810, 
and entered tho Bengal Arzny'as a Cadet of Infantry in 


182G. He arrived in India in September 1827, and ia 
the following month proceeded to the Upper Provincea 
to join the Earo|x;an liegiinent (then at Agra), to 
winch, in anticipation of his arrival, he had been posted, 
as an Ensign, on the 19^^ June preceding. Early in 
1832 he accompanied tho regiment to Diuapore, whence, 
in Juno 1838 he went homo on fuidough. He returned 
to India in Decemlier 1S3G and ^joined his regiment 
(which was now styled the Eiiro|jeaii Regiment) at 
Agra, to which station it hud returned at the end of 
1835. In July 1837 ho was appointed Offg, Adjutant 
of the I'eginient, — an appointment in which he was made 
permanent at tho end of the following December. In 
August 1838 he jiroceeded on sicik leave to Mussoorie, 
but ho returned to tlio regiment on its lieing warned for 
service lieyond to North-West Frontier, and with it joined 
the Army of the Indus, at Fcro'/cpor(\ in November. In 
the following inonili he niarcliiMl wiili the regiment for 
Afglianistan, and he scj’ved with it coni i tin ou sly until 
tho 3 May 1839, when, at Kandahar, his services 
were ]>l.*iciid at the disposal of Sir William ^facnaughien 
for omyiloyiiiont in tho military service of Shah Shuja- 
ul Mnlk. ami lie was ap]>oinli*d Serond-in-CV)iniuaTid of 
tiie 4**‘ ((iiirkha) Ivcgiment of Infantry of Shah Shuja’s 
Army. In that position he took ]>ai’t in the advance on 
Ghazni, .and was with tho (lurk has in tho repixLsc of 
the atta('k on tho Shah’s cam]» near that ])Iaco on the 
. niglit of tlie 22‘‘ July. On tho morning of tlio 23‘^ he 
rojoined the Euroju'an Regiment for tho occasion, and 
witii it took part in tlio storm and cajitnrif of Ghazni, in 
which he was woiimletl, and for whicli ho was after- 
wards awanlcd the (ihaznt medal. In tho following 
monl}‘, during the movoment on Kalml, liaving I'ejoined 
tho tiiirkhas, he ]>rocci*di‘d with the ])arty detiichcd 
from 8hoka])ad umhn* the (h;ngo of Capt.’iin Dutram for 
the ymvpose f>f ]>ursuing ami capturing tlio Amir Dost 
Muhammad Khan, and Jio was present throughout that 
ymrsnit, which was ]Hirsev(3red in as far as Bamian, but 
afitu* all ]>rovcd fruitloss in consecpionco of tho treachory 
of the Kakar Chief Haji Khan, wlio liad lieon sont with 
the yiariy hh a guide. On tho ]>ur8uit being abandoTiod 
as lioplolcss, ho l•otnnIC^l with tho party, and on tho 18‘k 
August rejoined the Gurkha llegimont at Kabul. On 
the 9^** of the following month lio marched w'ith the 
Gurkhas from that pJii(?e on an expodiiion to Bamian, 
and ho was presont with tlio eorjis in all tho movoiiionts 
and oywrations that took placo in 1839-40, in tho regions 
of tho Hindu Kiish, against tho Wall of Khnliim and 
other adherents of Dost Muhammad Khan, taking part 
in tho expedition to Saigliun, tho roJiof of Sar-i-Sang, 
and tho oxyieditionB to Jiajgah and tlio Fauladi Valley. 
Tn tho Kummer of 1840 he was eiiijiloyed at Bamian m 
raising a body of Hazara Pioneers, of which class he 
got togetlier about tliii-ty men, whom ho took to Kabul 
in OctolKir and, in tlio following year, made over, with 
some Afghans enlisted for the same jinryioso, to Captain 
George Ili'oadfoot, by whom tlioy wewj iiicoriiorated in 
tho corps of Sapf»crs under his command. Towards tho 
entl of 1840 he was taken into jiolitical employ, and on 
Sir Aloxaridor Burnos becoming Hesidont, ho was ap- 
pointed OlTg. Political Assistant llcHidoiit at Kabul. Ho 
continued serving under Sir Alexander until tho out- 
break of the 2^ Novombsr 1841 took ])laoo at Kabul, when 
ho and Sir Alexander were Ixjili killed, lie is said to have 
Tuade a desperate res i stance when attacked by tho in- 
snrgontH, and to have killed six of his aBsailaiitB beforo 
ho was himself shot down. 

James Sutherland Broadfoot was born at Kirk- 
wall in 181 G. Ho entered tho Bexigal Army in 
LS35, with rank as Second- Lieutenant of Engineers 
from tho 12^^' Juno of that year, the date on which he 
passed his final examination at Addiscomlx) ; he was, 
however, Bupcmiimcrary to tho establishment, and did 
not come on tho effective strength of the Corps of En- 
gineers iiiitil more than four years had He 

arrived in India in December 1836, in company with his 
brother, Lieutenant Wm. Broailloot, of tho European 
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Regiment, who was then reinming from furlough in 
Burope. On the 10^^ of the same month ho was order* 
ed to proceed to Delhi and there do duty with the Sap- 
pers and Miners ; he joined that corps accordingly early 
u 1837, and was attached to the Company. In the 
autumn of 1838 ho was removed to the 2*^ Company, 
which was under orders for service beyond the North. 
West Frontier, and with it he joined the Army of the 
Indus at Forozepore in November. In Deotfmi^r 1838 
he marched with the Army en route to Afghanistan, by 
way of Sindh and Baluchistan, and he served in that 
country with his company of Sappers throughout the 
campaign of 1839, taking part in the capture of 
Cliazai (modal) and the occuj)ation of Kabul. Shortly 
after the occupation of Kabul ho aocomjianied 
Captain Outram in an expedition to the Ghilzai coun- 
try lying between that place and Ghazni, and until 
tho middle of Oc<.obor ho was actively engaged 
under that officer, in conjunction with a force under 
the command of Major McLaren, in the destruction of 
forts, tho dispersal of gangs of robbers and marauders, 
and gouemlly in tho settlement of the whole of the ti’act 
of country referred to, of wliich, taking advantage of the 
opportunity, ho made an extensive survey. In the 
course of tlioso operations he was frequently engaged iu 
skirniisiies with insurgents and others, and particularly 
iu tiio affiiir in a glen iu the Indmn range, near Kiliigu, 
on tho 22*^ Soptombor, iu which ho hold the toraporary 
command of a detachmont of Skinner s Ilorso, and was 
proruinontly concerned in tho aevoro defeat th(»n in- 
flicted on the principal gang of tho banditti that infost- 
ed that region. On tho coneUision of tho operations in 
the Ghilzai country ho undci'iook tho rather hazardous 
advouttd'o of accompanying, in disguise, a party of 
Lohaui traders in a journey from Ghazni to Dera 
Ismail Ivfiau through the (romal, or Gulori, Pass, of 
which ho mado a very closo examination. Jlaviug on 
tho doi».krture of his company of 8a])p<u*3 (which return- 
ed to India with Sir John Koauo in Octobor 183‘J) Ikiou 
appointed a Field Knginoer with tho Britisli ^ troops 
remit: tnng in x\fghanistan, ha continued serving in that 
country, and was emplo 3 ’^od in various ways at Kabul 
and in t.lio vioiuit^’^ of tiiat place. In Soptombor 
bo accompanied Brigadier Donnie to tho Bainian Valley, 
in whicli our aJIairs had arrived at a slate to cause con- 
Bidorable anxiety, consequent on tho approach of l^ost 
Muhammad Khaii, the ex-Amir, who, determined to 
make an effort to recover tho throne of Kabul, was ad- 
vancing at tho head of a ]) 0 \vt*rfal Usl^eg Lushlcar ; and 
he was present, in attendance on the Brigadier, in tho 
decisive action fought near Bamiau on tlio 18*^* of that 
mouth, in which Dost ^luhammad and his Usbeg host 
were completely routed and ilrivon out of tho valloy. Ho 
afUirwai’ds accompauiod Brigadier Donnie’s force in its 
advance to Saighan, and, tin Wali of Kliulum and 
other adhoronts of the ox-Aimi having teiidored their 
submission, he returned with the Brigadier to Kabul in 
OctolDci'. From that i>laco, almost immodiatoly after- 
wards, lie proeended with Dr, Lord (^who had been 
Political Agent at Baniiaii) to Join the force under Sir 
lloljert Sale operating iu tho Koliistan of Kabul against 
Dost Muhammad Khan, who had mado his way 
thither aflior his repulse at Bamian, and bad raisotl tho 
whole district. With that forco ho was present when 
it advaucod on tho 2*^ Novombor 1840 to drive Dost 
Muhammad from his position on tho hoiglits of Par- 
wdiidarra ; happening to bo with the cavalry (two 
■quadroua of tho 2^ Bengal Light Cavalry) when they 
were ordered to attack a body of the onemy who had 
descended into tho plain under Dost Muhammad him- 
self, he rode forward iu tho charge with Dr. Lord and 
tho British officers of tho regiment, and there, with 
Dr. Lord, unhappily fell under the sabros of the enomy ; 
for. with one seditary exception (llavildar- Major Bha- 
wi-ni Ciifc£;h), the Native officers and men hung book, 
leaving the British officers to charge the Afghan host 
alouo and unsupported, with the lamentfd)lo result that 
of the ten (including the Medical Offioori the 


Yetorinary-Surgeon, the Biding Master and a Havildas* 
Major) who thus gallantly plunged amongst the 
enomy, three officers wereUled and two desperately 
wounded. 

Notb.— A s a punishment for the misconduct of these two squad- 
rons the 2** Light Cavalry wore disbanded, tho Native offleors and 
men of the two squadrons being tamed out of the service with every 
mark of ignominy. The excuse these men offered fhr their misbe- 
haviour was that the sabres with which they were armed were of 
bad quality, and that they had no confidence in them. In a general 
way their misconduct had been attributed to cowardice and to 
cowardice alone, though it would appear that the truth of the 
^le^tion is tosorao extent open to.quostion. It is probable that 
imlividuaily these men were as bravo os any in the Bengal Army, 
for in after years consideVablo uumbcTs of them found their way 
back into the service, in various regiments, and an exceptional^ 
largi; proportion of thc^so proved iliomsolves to be soldiers of dis- 
tlnguishod gallantry. Thirteen of them who were in the Guides 
were reckoned amongst the bravest, even in that gallant corps ; 
and it is related that a jemadar who fell before Delhi in 1857, after 
a display of the most daring gallantry, was discovered afterwards 
to have been one of the runaways of Parwandorra.— P. 

Brockman, James, Lieutenant (c. 1818—1845).— 

Grave unknown — See note to No, 441.— Entered H. M.'b 
S ervice on tho 22** November 1836 as an Ensign in tho 49*** 
Foot. Arrived in India in October 1837, and joined the re* 
giiuont at ITazilrfbagh, On the 23** J uly 1839 he was pro- 
moted to the iivnk of Lioutouant. On the 49*** being sent 
on service to China in 1840, ho was retained in India for 
service with tho I'ogimontal depot at Borhampore, and in 
June 1841 ho was transferred to the 50*** Foot, which ha 
joined on its return from Moulinoiii in April 1842. Ho 
Bubsoquontly ])rocoedod with tho regiment to Cawnporo, 
and in 1843 44 served with it in tho Gwalior Campaign, 
including the battle of Panidr (bronze star). On tho 
conclusion of tho campaign ho returned with th© regiment 
to Cawnporo, where ho Avas left with the sick when tho 
corps marched for Ludhiana in October 1844. In Jan* 
uary 1845 ho left Cawnporo in command of tho sick 
and convalescents of the regiment, and in tho follow- 
ing month rojoLiied the corps at Ludhiana, lie was 
at this station with his regiment Avhen the first 8ikh 
War broke out, and on the 14**» Decemler }845 ho 
marched with it en route to Basian, to join the Army of 
tho Sutlej. From Badiwal, however, he was permit- 
ted to return to Ludhiana, to bocuto his baggage, which 
had boon loft behind, and he Avas never again seen by any 
one bolouging to the regiment. Long afterwards it 
was aseortaiiiod that wlion endeavouring to ’^overtake 
tho regiment, then one march aheiid, ho was intercepted 
and kilhxl by a party of tho eneiTiy near tho fort of Wadni, 
on or about the 17*** December 1845. 

Brooke, Arthur Montagu, Sccond-Lieutenant 
(1873—1895), — (h'ave at Cherat . — The second son of 
Arthur Basil Brooke, Esc^r., formerly of the Royal Navy, 
aiul grandson of Sir Arthur Brinsley Brooke, Bart, (II), 
of Colebi’ooko, Co, Fermanagh. Born on tho 4*** October 
1873.— Entered H. M.’s Service (from tho Royal Mily. 
Colhjge) on the !()'*» October 1894 as a Second-Liouton- 
ant ill the King’s Own Scottish Borderers (the 25<*» Foot),, 
and having been posted to the 2 Battalion, he came out 
to India in the spring of 1895 and joined the corps at 
Rawal Pindi. Shortly afterwards ho was B&at up to 
Cherat, whore ho died on the 30*** May 1895. 

Brookes, Robert, Lieutenant-Golonel (c, 1799— 
1849).— Jformwien^ on Ohilidnwala battle-field, No. 752.— 
Entered H. M.’s Service in 1809 as an Ensign in the South 
Gloucester Militia, from which ho was transferred to the 
Regular Forces and appointed an Ensign in tho 9*** Foot on 
tho 16*** May 1811. Having been posted to the !•* Battalion 
of this regiment he joined it in Portugal in tho following 
July, and thereafter served with it in tho Peninsula until 
end of tho war, taking part with it in tho siege of Badajoa,, 
the battle of Salamanca, tho occupation of Madrid, the cover- 
ing of the siege of Burgos, the retreat from that place, the ao- 
tion of Villa Muriel, the retirement into Portdgal, the 
vance thenoe into Spain in the spring of 1813, tto 
of Oama, tha battle of Yittoria (shortly after whioh, 98?* 
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Angoti, 1813, he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant), 
the siege of San Sebastian (as an acting Engineer), includ- 
^iog the capture of the Island of Santa Clara (wounded) and 
the final storm and capture of the fortress, the passage of 
the Bidassoa and the storming of the heights of Croix do 
Bouquets (wounded), the battles oftheNiyelle and the 
Niye (wounded for the third time), and the blockade of 
Bayonne, for all which ho was afterwards awarded the 
War Medal with five clasps. On the termination of the 
Peninsular War ho accompanied his battalion to North 
America, wo being then at war with the Goyornmont and 
people of the United States, and ho served with it in 
Canada until J uno 1815, when, peace having l3Gon conclud- 
ed with the* Amoricans some moutlu^ previously, the 
w%8 recalled to Euro |)0 in conaon nonce of the roturn of 
Buonaparte from Ell.^a and the renewal of thowar. Ho 
was too late for the Waterloo Campaign, but, with his 
regiment, ho joined tiio Army of Oceupation in Franca 
in Soptornbor 1815, aiid served with it tliei-o until April 
1817, when, having been placed on half- pay on tlio 25**^ 
of the preceding montli, ho returnodito England. On the 
2** October following ho was brought back on full pay, 
rejoined the regiment in Franco, and served tliere nntil 
October 1818, when, the Army of Occupation being with- 
drawn, ho rotnrnod home. From 1819 to 1825 ho served 
with tho regiment in the We.st Indies. On the 27^*^ 
August 18 5 ho was promoted to tho rank of Captain, un- 
attached. On the August 1820, ho exchanged back 
to full pay in the 69^*' Foot, then reeoritly returned from 
India, with which ho served in the United Kingdom for 
five years. On tho 3'* .May 1831 ho was promoted to tho 
rank of Major. From ISiJl to 1838 ho served with thc3 
69^** in tho West India islands and in Demerara, and from 
1839 to 1812 in North America (Now Brunswick). Re- 
turning home with tho regiment in September 1812, ho 
served with it in the United Kingdom until the 27“' April 
184G, when ho was gazetted to an unattached Lieutenaut- 
Colonolcy. On the following day ho oxohange<l into tho 
Foot, with which »»n tho 8‘*’ of the succeeding month 
he embarked for Bengal, .and landing at Calcutta at tho 
end of Septemlxjr, lie aceomjianiod the regiment to Agi'.a. 
In tho spring, of 1818 ho went homo on leave for a brief 
period, returned in November, and at once pushed on from 
G||J|)utta to join his njgiriiont, then forming part of tho 
Airmy of tho Punjab. He joined in camp at Hel an, be- 
yond tho Chon.ib, on the IG^^ December, and on tho 13'** 
of the following monili, while gallantly loading on the 
24'** in tlfft sanguinary hattlo of Chilianwala, this grand 
old Peninsular vetorau fell amongst the Sikh guns at tho 
moment that they were carried in tho first rushing 
charge of his regiment. 

Noth. — During his brief run homo Colonrl llrookos was 
married at IIovo, Brighton, on tho 21'*^ Juno 1818, to Mary 
Jane, tho oldest daughtoi* of Arthur Ihirdott, Ks(|., of 
Ballymany, Co. Kihlaro, and Ballywultor, Co. Tippeivn-y. Mrs. 
Brookes accomiianied tier hiisbanl to India, land ret m nod homo 
in 1849, after his death. She died on the 29'** July 1895, 
having survived him more than forty-six years. 

Broome, John Howard, LieiilenayU- Cnhmrl and 
Brevct-GoloncL (1842 — 1887 ). — Gram at Uannu^ No, 
10G5.— 1'ho second son of Major-General Arthur Broome, 
C.S.I., Royal (Bengal) Artillery, and grandson of Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel Rolx)rt Kent, Bengal Infantry v.). 
Bom in Fort William, Calcutta, on tho 30th Octo- 
ber 1842.— Entered II. M.’b. Indian Military Forces, 
Bengal, in 18G0. Arrived in India in Noveinbcir of 
tho same year, and in the following month was di- 
rected to do duty with tho 6'** Foot at Barrackjxjro. 
He oontinned with that regiment until January 18G2, 
when ho was appointed to do duty with tho 43** Foot, 
and he remained attached to this corps, at tho same 
etation, for eight months. In September 1862 ho was 
appointed to do duty with the 25'** (Punjab) N. I., which 
was also at Barraokpore, and in this regiment he obtained 
the appointment of Doing- Duty Ofiicor in May 1863. 
In the following July ho was removed, in tho same 
eapaoity, to the 40'** N. I., and from that corps, in Octo- 
ber 18^, to the 2^ Punjab Cavalry, which he joined at 


Rajanpur. In Jnne 1864 he was appointed Third 
Squadron Officer in this regiment, with which, early in 
18GG, ho marched to Dera Ghazi Khan, and in November 
1868 (having thrice offioiatod in tho appointment) he 
became Second Squadron Officer. In Pebrnaiy 1869 ho ac- 
companied tho regiment to Dera Ismail Khan, from which 
station he wont homo on furlough in March 1871. On 
his return to India in December 1872 he rejoined the 
regiment at Edwardosabad (Bannu), whence in February 
1875 li(! marched with it to Kohat. In the winter of 
1875-76 ho accompanied tho corps to tho Camp of Exor- 
cise at Delhi, returning to Kohat in the spring of 
1876. In June 1876 ho was appointed to officiate as 
Socond-in- Command of tho I'ogiment. Under the changes 
of organisation introduced in January 1877 ho 
becaino a Sciuadron Commander, but he continued 
officiating as Socond-iii-Conuuand until tho end of that 
year. In the auttinin of 1877 ho was omployed in the 
operations against the Jowaki Afridis (Irniia modal and 
clasp). In Docombor 1877 he was apiniiiited to officiate 
fis Commandant of tho regiment, and in January 1 878 
ho marched with tlie cor jis to Rajanpur. Ho continu- 
ed oflhdating as Comiuaiidant until June 1878, when ho 
was di.splacod by the arrival ()f a senior officer : lie was 
then a[i]>eintod to offieiato as ScMrond-in-Conimand, and 
hold that appointment for five niunths. In Oetolx)r 1878 
ho proceeded with the rogiimmt to (Jiiotta, to join the 
foixiOH assembling for sorvico in Sonthorn Afghanistan. 
In tho following month ho mvorted to his ])ormanent ap- 
pointment of Squadi’on (voniinande?*, an<l in that position 
ho servod with tho regiment throughout tlio caiiipaigns 
of 1878 79-80 in Afghanist.ui, ineliiding tho aetion of 
Takat-i-pul or Saif-n*din, the o(;en|iaiioti of Kandahar, 
the expedition to Girishk, the aetion of Shahjiii (severe- 
I}’' wounded and his horso killed uiuler him), the battle 
of Ahmad Khel (again wounded), and tho actions of Arzu 
and Patkao Shaiia (modal and clasp, and promoted to 
Lieutenant- Colonel by brevet). On returning from Af- 
ghanistan (vid tho KUaibar) ho |mK?ooded with tho ro* 
gimont to Dora Ghazi Khan, arriving them in OcIoIot 
1880, and in .lanuaiy 1881 (having again ofHeiated in 
the a]>]K)intniont for four months) ho was a[)])ointod 
Seeond- in- (Command of tho regiment. Tn 1883 lie ao- 
com])auied tho regiment to Dora Ismail Khan, whence 
in March 1884 he went liomo on furlough. Ho rotnrnod 
at the end of 1885, but in February 1886 lie was again 
obliged to go home, and ho was absent until January 
1887, when he rejoined tlie regiment at Edwardnsabau. 
At that place ho died on tho 11'** August following. 

Brougham, Henry, Cornet (1813— 1839).— 
at Karnal, Sm Nn, 196. — Tho eldest son of Jehu 
Waugh Brougliain, Es(|r., and nojiliow of tho I"' Lord 
Brougham and Vaux. Born on tlie 7'*' February 1813.— 
Entered tho Bengal Army in 1831. Arrived in India 
in Dccemlior 1832, butlxjing a sujierniirnorary ho vvas not 
posted to a regiinent for several ye.irs. In January 
j833 ho was orrlored up to Benares to do duty with tho 
3*' Light Cavalry ; at his own reipKJst tliis was altered 
to duty witli tlio lO'** Light Cavalry at Karnal, Imt 
having lx)on |H;rniittod to remain with tho former until 
tho setting-in of tho rainy season, lie oventually did not 
join tlie latter at all. Tn November 1834 ho was ordered 
to join and do duty with tho 8'** Light Cavalry on its 
arrival at Sultanpur, Bonaros, In Docornlior 1835 ho 
was brought on tho offcctivo strength of tho Bongid 
Cavalry, and in Juno 1836 ho was formally posted w 
tho 4th Light Cavalry, which ho joinod at Karnal. In 
tho cold season of 1838-39 ho accompanied tho regiment 
on escort duty with tho Governor- G on eral, Lord Aufjk- 
larid, on tho oecasion of His Lordship procood ing to tho 
camp of the Army of the Indus, at ForozojKiro, for tho pur- 
pose of meeting the Maharaja Ran jit Singh. Hu suh- 
qnontly rotnrned with the regim^mt to Karnal, whore ho 
died on the 10'** October 1839. 

Noti.— In tho register from which thii officer s ziamo hat 
been taken, his rank and tho date of his daalh are both or- 
roneously stated. 
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Brown, James Andrew, Major (1858—1903).— 
Orave at Ahhottahad, No, 917. — Born on the 22^ July 
1R58. — Entered H. M.'s Service (from the Royal Mily. 
College) on the 22^ January 1879 as a Second-I/ieut- 
•nant in the Foot, In the following April ho waa 
tranaferred to the 78**^ Foot (Seaforth HighlanderB), 
which he joined soon afterwsu'ds at Poona, at which 
place he was left when the coi*p8 proceeded to Southern 
Afghanistan towards the end of 1880. In the follow- 
ing year he went homo sick, and on the 1*^ J uly 1881 
he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. He re- 
joined his regiment at Lucknow in the summer of 
1882, and on the 21** February 1883 he was appointed 
an Ollg. Wing Officer in the 4'** Sikh Infantry, on pro- 
bation for the Bengal Staff Corps, into which he was 
subsequently admitted with effect from that date. In 
November 1883 ho was appointed a Wing Officer. At 
the same time he was nominated to officiate as (Quarter 
Master of the regiment, and he continued so officiating 
until January 1885, when the permanent a] » point merit 
was conferred upon him. In November 1880 ho was 
appointed to officiato as a Wing Commander,* and ho 
continued in i hat appoinimont until May 1887, when 
he was transferred to the 37^*^ (Dogra) Bengal Infantry 
as Wing Officer and Adjutant. In A])ril 1889 ho went 
home on leave, on the expiry of wliioli lie visited 
Russia for tho purpose of studying tire language. lie 
returned to India towai’ds the end of 1890, and on 
rejoining tho regiment, then at Sialkot, he was appointed 
to oflieiate as a Wing Commander, but ho hold this 
situation for only a Khoi*t time. In the following year 
he accompanied hin regiment on sorvnio, and was present 
with it throughout tho Hazarji (Blacjk Mountain) Cam- 
paign (India modal and clasp . From Se]3tomber 
1891 to March 1893 he again offieinted as a Wing Com- 
mander, and for a third time from October 1893 to April 
1894, when ho was ap])oiuted Wing Coniinander per- 
manently. From April to Octolxir 1894 )io officnated 
as Second- in-Cominand of tho regiment. In the succeed- 
ing year he again proceeded with tho corps on service 
in the Chitral Relief Expedition, and was presorit 
with it at tho storming of the Malakand Pass and at 
the action of Khar (India modal and clasp). From 
January to December 189(5 ho officiated as Socoiid-in- 
Command of tho 38tH (Dogra) B. I. lie then reverted 
to the 37‘**, of which he was appointed Offg, Socond-in- 
Comraand in March 1897, and in tire same year ho serv- 
ed with it in tho war on tho North-West Frontier, 
taking part in the expedition into the Mohmaiid country 
(clasp added to India modal). He continued offi- 
ciating as Second-in- Command until Marcli 1898, 
when ho went homo on furlough. Returning to India 
in March 1899 he resumed his permanent appointment 
of Wing Commander, but in the following month ho 
was again appointed to officiate as Second-in-Command, 
and he remained in that position until April 1900, when 
ho was made permanent in the appointment. This ]) 08 t 
he itetained uninterruptedly until May 1903, when ho 
was appointed Commandant of the 22*^ Madras Infantry, 
which had then recently been reconstituted a.s a Punjabi 
regiment ; at the same time, in virtue of his ap|X)int- 
ment of Commandant, tho temporary Kink of Lieutenant- 
Colonel was conferred upon liim. Subsequent to his 
appointment he continued in tho Punjab, rocruitiug Sikhs 
and Punjabi Mahomedans for his new regiment, which 
• Bome time after his decciaso received the designation 
of “ tho 82*1 Punjabis, ’’and ho was thus occupied 
when death overtook him. Ho succnmlrod to an attack 
of cholera at Haripur, in Hazara, on the 19^^ July 1903. 

Browne, Birnie, Lieu tenant^ Colonel and Brevet- 
Colonel (1790— 185.5 ).— at Peshawar^ No, 940.— 
The second son of Birnie Browne, Esqr. ; gmndson of John 
Cresswell, Esqr , of CresswelJ, Co. Northiimlfcrland ; and 
cousin to the Right Ilon’blo Sir Cresswell Cresswell, 
•^jFCfe- the eminent Judge. Bom in Scotland in 1796 — 
Entered the Bengal Army in 1815 as a Cadet of Artil- 
lery. Arrived in India in A ugust 1810, but, being 
jiapemamerary to the establishment, ho was sot posted 


to a company for more than two years, and in the mean* 
time, in June 1818, he was sent to Prince of Wales 
Island (Penang), to do duty with tho detaohmont of 
artilley there. In November 1818 he was posted to tho- 
3** Company !■* Battalion, Foot Artillery, and in Jannarj 
1820 be was removed to the 7^^ Company 3*^ Battaliom 
but he continued doing duty at Penang, and never joinoa 
either of those companies. In Juno 1821 be was tranB- 
ferred to the 5th Company 2d Battalion, and on his 
return to Bengal in the autumn of 1822 he joined this 
company at Dum-Dum. Shortly afterwards, however^ 
in November 1822, be was appointed to tho Revonue 
Survey Department, and thereafter did no regimental 
duty for nearly nineteen years. In September 1824 ho 
was taken temponirily from his Revenue Survey work 
and appointed to a special department of surveyors 
organised for tho purposes of the projoijted expedition to 
Arakan, and at the same time he was appointed to do 
duty with the supplemeutary Miigli companies of 
Pioneers In the discharge of tho duties thus devolv- 
ing upon him ho served througliout tlio campaign of 
1825 in Arakan, ending in tlie conquest of that o\ten- 
sivo province (medal). In July 1825 ho Avas transferred 
to tlio Department of tho Surveyor- Cleneral for so long 
as tho war with tho Ruler of Burma should last, and 
in Decjomlier 1826 he was ro-traii.sforred to tho Hevonue 
Survey Depai*tnu)!it, in which lie continiiod serving until 
September 1841, when, having completed the survey on 
whieh ho had botni engaged since 1822 (that of tho 
Moradabad district", his services wore i-oplacod at tho 
disposal of tho Conimander-iii-(3iief, and ho joined, at 
Oawnporo, tho 2'* Company 4‘** Battalion, to whicli, after a 
multitude of chango.s, rouiovals, ])Ostiiigs .and i-o-postings, 
he then belongcjd. In March 1842 he was directed to tako 
temporary command of the 3'^ Company Battalion, at 
tho same stjition, and, .after thi’co more removals, ho was 
re- posted to tho 2'^ Coinpany 4'** Battalion in August 
1843. In tho following Docoinbor lie was a[>pointod ia 
tako charge of tho Company 4'*^ Battalion and No. 17 
Light Field Battery, in command of which ho served in 
tho flwalior Campaign and was present at tho battle of 
Maharajpur (br )nzo slar, and promoted tQ» the rank of 
Major by brovet). In January 1844 ho was formally 
posited to tho Company 4‘^‘> Battalion, with whiq^ ho 
served until (ho following Oetol^er, Avhen he was triuiB- 
forixid (for the third time) to tho 2‘* Company of the 
same battalion. Two months later, however, ho was 
ro-apy3ointod to the I"*- Coragiany 4^^ Jlattalioif^ and the 
command of No. 17 Light Pudd Battery, with which 
he I’omainod until J uly 1845, when, on attaining the 
regimental rank of Major, ho Avas posted to tho 
Battalion, and appointed to tho command of tho Artil- 
lery at vSaugor, On tho AvithdraAval of the Bengal 
Artillery from that place in April 1846 ho joined tho 
head-quarters of tlie S'*’* Battalion at Cawnpore, and in 
tho folloAving August ho was appointed to the command 
of tho Ariillery Division at Ferozopoi'e. This command 
he held until August 1847, when he was relieved and 
assumed command of tho 8*^^ Battalion. On attaining 
tho nvnk of Lieutenant-Colonel, in tho following Decem- 
ber, ho was ro-posted to tho 8^*^ Battalion, tho command 
of Avhich ho held until March 1853, when ho Avas trans- 
ferred to that of tho 4*^*‘ at Peshawar. In the following 
September ho was removod to the 2^ Battalion, the 
command of which ho assumed on the arrival of its 
head-quarters at Peshawar in November. In June 
1855 ho was re-transferred to tho Battalion, but 
before ho could bo relieved by his successor in the 
command of the 2*^ , ho died at Peshawar on the 30^^ 
October 1855. 

Browne, James Frederick, Captain (1865— 
1897 ). — Grave and memorial at Batta Khel, Tochi 
Valley^ Nn$, 1103 and 1108. Born on tho 14^*^ 
May 1865. — Entered H. M.’s Service (from the 
Royal Mily. Academy, Woolwich) on the 9^^, Docem- 
1)01* 1884 as a Lieutenant in the R3yal Artillery, 
and was posted to “ J. ” Battery 1*^ Brigade, Royal Field 
Artillery, then stationed in Dublin. Early in 1887 he 
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-TOB transferrod to No. 9 Battery Brigade, Eastern 
Division, B<^al Garrison Artillery, and proceeding to 
India soon afterwards, he joined that t^ttei'y at Ferozepore. 
In January 1888 he was appointed OfFg. Third Subal- 
tern in No. 1 (Eohat) Mountain Battery, Punjab Fron- 
tier Foi'ce, which he joined at Edwardesabad, and in the 
autumn of the same year, tem})orariIy attached to No. 4 
(Hazara) Mountain Battery, he served in the Hazara 
Campaign, including the operations on the Black 
Mountain (India modal and clasp). Early in 1889 ho 
was made permanent as a Subitem in the Kohat 
Mountain Battery, which he accompanied to Dora 
Ismail Kljan in December, and with which, in the 
following year, ho served in the operations undertaken 
against the Sheranis in connection with the Zhob Valley 
Expedition. In January and February 1891, again 
temporarily attached to the Hazara Mountain Battery, 
ho served in the first Miranzai Ex|Kidition. Rejoining 
his own battery, ho accompanied it the same year to 
Ablxittabad, and in the autumn of 1892 ho solved with 
it in the futile Isaziii expedition. At the end of the 
latter year he was detailed to command a section of the 
battery detached for service in the Liishai Hills, and in 
the autumn of 1893 he was in command of a section 
detached to Chilas. Tn December 1893 ho maivhed 
with his battery to Dera Ismail Khan, and while serv- 
ing there ho was promoted, 1**^ April 1894, to the miik 
of Captain, and in coiise(]ucn(iO vacated his appointment 
as a Subaltern in the Kohat Mountain Battery. Having 
been posted to the 21 Field Battery, Royal Artillery, 
he joined it at Bangalore, at which place he served for 
two years, during the last eight months of which, up 
to May 1896, ho was acting Adjutant of the Royal 
Artillery at that station. In that mouth he was ap])oiut- 
ed Officiating Commandant of No. G (Bombay) Moun- 
tain Battery, and having joined it at Dora Ismail Khan, 
ho early in the following year accompanied it into the 
Tochi Valley. On the 10^*» Juno 1897, with two guns 
of the battery, forming part of tho escoi*t of Mr. (lee. 
Political Officer, ho })roceedod to Mai/ar, in tho Tochi 
Valley : there tho escort was suddenly and treaclior- 
ously attacked by a considerable gathering of Darwesli 
Khel Waziris, and in tho desperate conflict which 
ensued, ho received a shot through tho right ai'in, 
which, severing the artery, speedily ])roved fatal. 
Ho was carried off tho field by some of his men {vs they 
retired befoi’o the overwhelming numbers of the enemy, 
but ho dfed, near the viliago of Shcrani, in less than 
three hours after ho received tho wound. His remains 
were interred at Datta Khel. 

Brown0, John Hugh, Licuta.nant (r. 1R29 — 1857).-— 
Insrripitnn at Delhi, 162. — Entered the Bengal 

Army in 1846. Arnvedin India in February 1847, and 
was sent up to Diiiaporo to do duty with the 48*’^ N. 1. 
In the following October ho was poshnl to the 33'^ N. T. 
Ho joined that corps at Noemucb, and afterwards accom- 
panied it to Benares in 1850, to Barrackpore in 1852, 
to Delhi in 1855, and to Hoshhirymr at the end of 185G. 
Ho was with it at IToshiurpur when the Mutinies broke 
out in May 1857, and marched with it from that 
station when it was detailed to form ]iart of the I^nn jab 
Moveable Column ; General Nicholson, however, dis- 
trusted tho loyalty of tho regiment and disarmed it at 
Phillaur on tlie 25th June, and on tho 2a of the follow- 
ing month this officer was directed to join tlio Kumaon 
Batbdion on its arrival at that plaeO, en route to Delhi, 
and to do duty with it until further orders. He joined 
tho battalion accordingly, xis it passed through Phillaur, 
and marched with it, escorting treasure and heavy guns, 
to Delhi, where he arrived on tlio 1“*^ of August. Five 
days later, on tho 6**' August 1857, ho fell in repelling 
an attack by tho Neemuch and Nasirabad mutineers on 
tho right of our position. «

Browne. Sir SamuelJames. G.o.B., K.C.RJ.^ 
V.C., (Jcncral (1824— 1901).- Oniiv xnEnvflaiul; tablet 
in tho Cathedral^ Lahore, No. 646. — Son of Surgeon John 
Browne, Bengal Medical Senuco, sometime Member of 
tho Medical Board at tho Presidency. Born at Banack- 
pore on tho 3** October 1824.-— Knterod tho Bengal 
Army in 1840. Arrived in India in May 1841, and pro- 
ceeded to Delhi to join the 46‘** N. I., to which, in anticip- 
ation of his arrival, he had been posted on tho 1 of tho 
preceding month. Ht) afterwards accompanied the 
regiment to Benares, to Barrackporo, to Borhamporo, and 
to Lucknow, and in January 1S46 ho was apjiointed 
Adjutiiut of the corps. At the end of 1846 ho proceed- 
ed with tho regiment to JuHundur. and thence to Lahore 
ill Oetolier 1847. As Adjutant ho served with tho 
regiment throughout tho Punjab CampaiLiu of 1848 49, 
and was iiresent at tho action of Rniiniagar, the passage 
of the (^henah, tho action of Sadul ipur, and tho hattlea 
of Chiliinw'.ila and GujiMt (medal and two clasps). 
On tho conclusion of tho cj'.mpaign ho inaroliod with tho 
rc'giment to Liidhi-ina, and in IB ay 1849, on tho forma- 
tion of Iho Punjab Irregular Force, he was appointed 
Secoiid-in-Goinmand of tho 2^ Punjab Cavalry. On tho 
last day of tho month lie was removed, in the same 
capacity, to tho 1 Punjab Chivalry, but this arrange- 
ment was soon afterwards altered, and on the Juno 
ho was ro-a])pointod Second-in - ('0111 niand of tho 2** 
Punjab Cavalry, which corps was nusod by liiiii at 
Laliore, and with it he shortly afterwards i>rocoodo(l 
to Rawal Pindi. In March 1850 ho accompanied tho 
regiment to Ynsafz.ii, wlioro it was ciiiployod for tho 
suececdiiig twelve months ; in the following Soptombi^r 
he was appointed to officiate as Commandant, (vml in 
January 1851 tho appointmord of Commandant wa« 
conferred upon him. In tho K])ringof 1851 ho marched 
with tlio regiment to Bannu, and at tho end of tho 
following year ho was employed witli a part of it in an 
expedition against tho Umarz.ii Waziris. Lithe winter 
of 1853-54 ho accom])aniod tho riigirnent to Dora 
Ghazi Khan ; in March 1857 ho eommandod a strong 
detachment of it in the Bozdar Expedition (India 
medal and clas])) ; at tho end of the same month ho 
marched with tho corps to Kohat, whenoo lie after- 
wards proco(‘ded with it to PeshAwar and Hoti Mardan. 
Ill July and August 1857 ho eommandod iiortionsof tho 
rijgimont in tho ex]HKlitioiis against tlio village of 
Narinji, on the Yusafzai liordor, held by tho Kfiiidu 
Khels, aided by a large gathering of Hindustani fanatics, 
who were severely punishiMl abd their stronghold 
entirely destroyed. Tn January 1858, in command of 
the logiment, ho marched down tlio country and joined 
tho army under the Comniander-in-l hief, with which 
he served at the siege and capture of Lucknow in 
Marclil85S. Snbsociuontly lie took ])art in tho action 
of Kursl, tho attack on the fort of Riiiya, tho imtionof 
Aligan j, and tho battle of Bareiljy ; he commanded a 
small detached force in operations at Shah jaliaripiir, and^ 
later, another in the Pilibhit district, at tho head of 
which ho attacked and routed a strong body of tho 
enemy at Sirpura ; in this last affair ho was <Ies})Oj'ately 
wounded and lost his left arm in a hand-to-hand conflict 
with the i*ol)ol gunner.s, evincing on the occasion such 
heroic gallantly as won for him Iho award of tho 
Victoria Cross. For his S(irvi(!es during these ojMira- 
tions he received, liosidcs tho decoration of the Victoria 
Cross, the Indian Mutiny medal with one clasp, pro- 
motion to Major and afterwards to Lioutenant-Golonol 
by brevet, and tho ('omjianionship of the Order of tho 
Bath. In consocj nonce of tho severity of his wounds ho 
went homo on furlougli in January 1859. Ho returned 
to India at tho end of tho following year, and rejoined 
the 2*^ Punjab ('avalry at Kohat, at which place and at 
Rajanpur ho continued serving with tho corps during 
the next three years. In February 1S6 1 ho was admit- 
ted into tho Bengal Staff Corps, In Dooember 1863 he 
was appointed Offg. Commandant of the^*<^rpB* of 
Quidoa, and having boon confirmed in that appointment 
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in February 18G5, he contiiiuod holding it until Feb- 
ruary 1869, when ho was appointed Offg. ('onimand- 
ant of the Central India Horae and Offg.' Political 
Agent in Westeni Malwa. ITo, however, hold this 
jtositioii only until the following May, when he was 
appointed to tho Jlrigado Staff of the Army and posted 
to tho coniuiand of tho Peshiwar District, with tho i*ank 
of Jlrigadit r-t uOKM'al. In February 1870 ho attained 
tho rank of ^lajor- ( leiuu'ul and would, under rule, have 
vacated his conuiiand, but he ^Yas specially allowed to 
retain it for another year. In April 1871 ho \vcnt 
homo on furlough, and he was absent from India until 
Apnl 1875, when ho returned for the purpose of taking 
up tlie appointmont of President of tho Stud CommiB* 
sioii, to whitdi lie was formally pi'/ettod in the following 
month. During the wiuhu* of 1875-76 he was Jitttwdied, 
on special duty, to the staff of 11. R. If. tho Prince of 
Wah iS (now 1 lis ( Iraoious ^lajesty King Fd ward tho 
Seventh), who was then making a tour of India, and 
for the sovvicoshe Tendered in this position lie was, in 
March 1S76>, raised to ihe degree of a Knight Com- 
mander of the Order of the Star of fiidia. At the end 
of tlio same month ho was ajqiointc'd Diieetor of Army 
Remount Opei’ations, which he lield for two years. In 
Oeioher 1877 he was ])roi!i()iod to the rank of Liont- 
cnant-Genenil. In Ajuil IS7S ho \vas ap|)ointed timi]io- 
rarily to tho Divisional Staff of the ArniY and postcul 
to the eomniiiTHi of tho lijihore Division : this ap])oint- 
luerit ho held until the following August, when ho was 
a]>poinled, tom])oj*arily, to l^e ^filitary ]\fember of tho 
Governor-( hmerars Council. In Novemlxu* 1S78, on 
the outbrpak of Ihe .\fgli:iu War, he was nominated to 
the command of tho First nivisioti of the Peshawar 
Valley Field Force, at the head of which he jmshed 
into tho Khaibiir, ca])tnred Ali Masjid, and advam*od 
to Jalalabad ;nul (landamak, returning to the British 
provinces iii June 1879, after the coiudusiou of tho 
ti*caty of p(!ac(* at tho last mcntionoil place (nieda.1 and 
clas]i and iidvaneijd to I he degree of a Knight C^om- 
mauder of tho Order of the Bath). In Juno 1S70 ho 
was a]ipoi7iied to tho tem])OTary command of the Sirhind 
Division, hut he went homo in tho following Septeinl)07*, 
and never again returned <o Tiidia. lu SeptoniRn* l S81i 
he was reniovod to tliC Unemployed Sii]K?rnumorai*y last ; 
in December 1888 ho was advanced to the rank of 
(leneral ; and Iti May 1891 lie was created a Knight 
Grand Cross of tho Ordijr of tho Bath. lie died at 
Ryde, in the Isle of Wight, on tho 14^’* Marcli 1901. 

Browne, William Seton, lAenUmnnt (1866— 
1893).— at ParwAnua r, Knram. Nf^, 1098 

—Born in Ijoudon on tho Januaiy 1806. — Fntered 
II. M.'s Service (from tho Royal Mily. College' on tho 
30^*' January 1886 as a LieuliOnant in tho 2*^ Battalion 
of tlie lioyal Noi’tli Lancashire Regiment (the SI**** 
Foot'*, but in ihe following iiiontli he was transferred 
to tho Battalion (^he 47^*‘ Foot), which lie joined 
at Quetta, in Baluchistan, in April, He sinved in 
the Quetta District until tho autumn of 1886, when 
he accompani(;d the battalion to Mhow, and in tho 
following year lie served for some time, with a dotacdi- 
ment, in tho fortress of Asirgarh. On the 4*^ July, 1887, 
he was appointed aTi Offg. Wing Officer in tho 6*^^ Punjab 
Infantry on probation for tho Bengal Staff Corps, into 
which ho was afterwards admitted with clTecdi from that 
date, and ho joined the I’egiment at Dora Ismail Khan. 
In August 1^88 ho was appointed a Wing Officer, and 
during that and tho succeeding year he officiated throe 
times as Quarter Master and twice as Adjutant of the 
regiment. In March 1890 he went home on leave for 
a year, on the expiration of which he re joined tho 
regiment at Edwardesalxad. In April 1891 ho was 
attaclied temporarily, as an Offg. Wing Officer, to the 
3^ Sikh Infantry, with w^hich corps he served in tho 
second Miranzai Expedition of that year, including the 
oi>crations on tlie ^mana Range (India medal and 
rejoined his own regiment towards the 
end of May 1891, but in the following July he was 
again taken for soxTice with another regiment and, as 


an Offg. Wing Officer (once acting as Quarter Master 
and twice as Adjutant) ho was attached to the 4^^' Sikh 
Infantry, in HazaiUi, until December 1891. He 
then jojoinod the 6*** P. I., and in the following year 
officiated for some time as Quaitor Mastm*. la 
Novoiulxjr 1892 ho accompanied the corps to Kohat, 
and ill tho same moiitli ho was appoiutod to officiate as 
Adjutant. In A])ril 1893 ho marched witK tho regiment 
to the Kuram Valley, and in tho following ^uly tho 
|)eriiianont appointment of Atl jutaiii w as conferred upon 
him, with (9Ioet from tho 30^^ November preceding, 
lie died iu cam]) at Malaiia, in tho Kuiam Valley, oa 
the 20^»' July 1893. 

Browne-Clayton, William Clayton, Srrond- 
Litnitrnnat (1873 — 18117;. — (trarr at Malakanil^ 
No. 111.3. — Tlui second sou of William Clayton Browne- 
Clayton. Es([r., of Browne’s Hill, Co. Carlow. Born oa 
tho 21h*' July 1873. — Entered Her Majesty’s Servico on 
the ^lay 18.)4 as a IjieukMiiuit in tho 3^ Ihittalion, 
Royal Dublin Fusiliers i tho Kildare Militia), from Avhicli 
ho was .appointed a Second- Lioutonant in tho P^ Batia^ 
lion, Royal West Kent Regiment (the .50'*' Foot), on tho 
29^*' May 1895. He joiruMl the battalion at Mcoriii in the 
course of the same year, and early in 1897 acconipariied 
it to Fosli nvar. In August 1897 he ]n*ocee<led with it 
on .servdeo with the Malakand Field Force, aiul w.as 
present with it at tho action of Lamlakii, in U|)t)ec 
Swat, and during the operations of September in Ihijaur. 
In ihe course of tln^se ojieratioris ho took part in 
several skirniislies, and (iventually fell in storming the 
enemy’s position in tln^ villages of Cat and Agrali on 
tho 30'** Septeinboi* .1897. 

Browning, Arthur Robartson, }faj<)r (1^60 — 
1901 ). — Ttihfrl at KoJmtj zVo. 1051*. — Son of Colia 
Arrott Roliortson Ilrowning, l'js<|r., C.I.E., some tirno 
Director dioneral of lOdin-afion in ih * (5>niiMl Frovin- 
cos. Horn on ilio I2'*‘ February 1860.*- Eritorod II. 
M.’s Serviiro from tho Royal Mily. College) on the 13^^

In November and Docendier 1883 be accoiujiaiiiod a 
wing of the regiment on iIkj reconnoitring expedition to 
,the Taklit-i-Sulinian ; at Ihe end of tlie latter month ho 
proceeded with tho regimont to Dera Gluizi Khan ; and 
on arrival there avhs a})fH)intod Offg. Quarter Master, — a 
])Ost Avhich ho continued holding for thirteem iiioiitlis. 
In October and NoAamiber 1884 he served Aviili the regi- 
mont in the Zliob Valley Ex])editiori and Avas ])reseiit 
in the action of Daulatzai On the conclusion of tho 
o|)cratioiis lie returned to Dora Gha/i Khan, and in 
February 1885 he Avas a])])ointed Quarter Master of tho 
I’egiinent. ]ri the folloAving month he went homo on 
leave. On returning to Imlia in March 1886 ho resum- 
ed his apjiointment of Quarkir Master, whicli be con- 
tinued holiling until he was ai)])ointod Adjutant in the 
following September. In Flihviary 1688 ho accompanied 
the regiment from Dera Ghazi Khan to Kohat, and in 
the autumn of the same yc.ar ho served with it in tho 
Hazai'a Campaign, taking pai-t in all tho operjitions on 
the Black Mountain, including tho action of Kotkai 
(India motlal and clasp). He afterwards proceeded 
with tho regiment to the Rawal Pindi Camp of Exorcise 
and returned with it to Kohat in Doccrubor. In Octo- 
l)er 1889 ho was Avith the corps at the surprise of tba 
Jowaki village of Shi inland. In August 1890 he 
vacated tho Adjutancy and roveried to tho ^sition of 
Wing Officer, but in January 1891 he was appointed 
Offg. Wing Commandor,*and retained the post for two 
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months, in the course of which ho served with the 
regiment in tho first Mirauzal Expedition. On the con- 
dasion of the jo gperations ho marched with the regiment 
to Edwardosabad, Jirriving there on the 18^** March, and 
at that station during tho next two years and nine 
months ho officiated four times as Wing (’onimandor and 
once as Secoiid-iii-Connnand of thc^ i*oginiorit. From 
April to iluly 18il3 ho served witli tho regiment at 
Jandola, and at the end of the year lio marolied with it 
from Edwardosabad to Dora Ismail Khan. From 
January 18^4 to February 18'J5 he liold tlio 2 >/*o 
Bubstantivc appointment of W ing Commander and Se- 
cond- in-Command, and in this ])ositiori lie served with 
tho regiment tlironghoiit tlie Wa/.iinstan lOxpedition of 
18J4-95 (clasp a<klod to India modal). Jn ^Eobi’iiavy 
1{^J5 ho was again appointed to olficdato as St?(!ond-in- 
Command, and, voiurning to Deva Ismail Khan on tlie 
termination of the Waziristm Campaign, he seuwod 
there in that position until the end of Novomhor, when 
ho went home on leave. On his rotnrn to India, in 
Decemher IHlh), ho rejoined the regiment at Wana, in 
Wazi ristan, ami was re-a]>pointed Olfg- 8ecoiid-in-Coui- 
raaml ; this appoiritineut ho held until .laniviry 181)8. 
Til March 18l*8 he accompaTiied tho rogiinont I’rom Wana 
- to Edwardosabad, and thence in the following May to 
Kohat. Erom July to November J8,'S lu? once moiti 
officiated as 8eeorul-iii-(H)mmand. In l)o:cmlKir 18J8 
he went home on leave, atid in September lS.r.b during 
his abseTico, the ])ermaru!nt appoiti.timmt of Seeoml-in- 
CommaJid was eonforreil upon him. ^ On his nUiirii in 
Decemlnji* 18j‘J he rejoined tlu^ j*cgimcnt al. Koleit, to 
wliicli place it had just returned from I^lr.^ellill^.r in the 
Kuram Vnlley, and froin .lanuaiy to September liMjO ho 
officiated as Commandant of the cor]js. In the 
autumn of 1000 ho aiujoiupanied the re.ginnmt on servieo 
to Ohina on tho o.icasion of the Boxer ” iroiibles, and 
onthe‘J0‘‘' April 1901 lie was killed in action with a 
body of (3ilnoso insurgents at 'rai-Tao-Ying, ncai Fun* 
ing, in Northern (jhina.

Bruoe, Louis, l,u uU‘niin/-(^<)l(inel (179*2 — 1845). — 
^rtU'c fiL .No- *408.— —•Entered the Bengal 

Army ill 1807 as a Cadet of Infantry. Arrived in India 
ill NovijihImu* 1808, and was sonv in the usual (’oui'kij to 
tlie Cadet College at Barasat. On the August ISOJ he 
was posteJl to tho Battalion I N. I., aiidin the follow- 
ing November ho was sti'uck olT the rolls of tho t -adot 
C'ollcge and directed to procee<l and join his b ittaliou. 
He joined accordingly at Dinapore, and aceomi)anied 
it to Barraekpore in 1810, and to 'Para Mir/apur in 1813. 
On promotion to tlie rank of Lleubmant he was ro-posi- 
ed, I)e(!oniber 181-4, to the 2 ^ Battalion 12“S with 
wliicli he servnal in tho Held in tlie iirst camjiaign of 
the N(jpal War, 1814-15, in the force under the command 
of Major-dcneral J. Sullivan Wood. On tho comdiisioii 
of tlie cam])algn ho accom|>ani(5d the battalion to 
Benares, but towards the end of the jmar, on the renewal 
of tho war, he again proceeded with it on service in tho 
army under the command of Sir David Ochtcrlony, 
and took jiart in the ascent of tho Chirria-gliati Pass ami 
tho battle of Makwanpiir, in wliicli liis battalion greatly 
distinguished itself and suffered severe loss. On tho 
termination of the war in 1SU> he proceeded with tho 
battalion to Agra, whence he accompanied it, early in 
1817, to tho siege and capture of liathras. On the fall 
of that fortrobs ho roturiiod with the battalion to Agr«», 
and he afterwards served with it, in tho Bight Division 
of tho Grand Army, under Major-General Donkin, 
throughout tlie Mahratta-Pindari Campaign of 1817-

he proeoodiul with it to Nasirabad at tho end of 
1827. Erom Maridi to Septmnber 1830 he officiated aa 
Dopy. Judge Advoeate-tloneral of tlio Bijput.tna Eiold 
Force. At the end of 1830 he marched with t!ie regi- 
ment from Nasirabad to Ijnekiiow, whoiuui he accoia- 
]>anieil it to Allaliahad in Noveinher 1833, and ta 
Barrjickpoix? in the wilder of 18;h)-37. In April 183^ 
he returned home on furlough, afb'V more than thirty 
years’ servieo in liidi.a. On his return to India in Octo- 
ber 1840 he rejoined liis regiment at Benares, and hav- 
ing on the I of that niontli lieen ajipoliiled to tho 
command t)f the Light Infantry Baltalion, the forinu- 
tion of whivdi w:i.s tluni ordered, he went on and joineil 
it at iMoeriii. In Noveinl)«*r IStl he proc^eiMlod with 
this haltalion to Fero/eporo, and Im served with it ihei’O 
in the Army of lloservo in the eold season of 1842-43. 

In January 1843 Ini marclie l wifh the battalion for 
Allali;il)ad, on nrrival at whitdi ])Iaee it was broken up, 
and li(j rejoiiKnl his own reglm(»id at Liu^know at tho 
end of Mandi. On ;dt:iining the i*ank of Lituiienaiit* 
(\)!onel lie was re-posted, August 1841. to tho 12^** 
N.I, and from Noveinlier 1843 to Maridi 1 814 ho 
wa.s, as senior oifilxn’, in temporary (command of all 
the ti*oo]>s in Oudh, In the autumn of 181*1 he pro- 
ceeded with tho Vi^ginnnit from fj\icknow to FerozO|Hn«v 
arriving at thelatb*r yJace in Di‘i!ember, and lu' was still 
serving at that place, in eornmand of the reginieiit, 
whoji the first Sikh War broke out in December 1845. 
On the 2P*^ of that month he, at the head of his ri>>i* 
nient, niarchiMl out with the Division under Sir John 
Littler to join tho Army of Ihn Sutlej, under the <toin- 
mand of Sir Hugh (hjugh, in the attack on Iho en-

1 1. M.\s Service. Born at Bar<elly in 1832. — lilnteiioil 
the Bengal Army in 18 19. Arrived in India in April 
of the same year, and was sent up to Benares to do 
duty with the b5 N. I. In Septeml)or 1849 ho wnrt 
posted to the 49^*' N. T., which he joined at Nakodar. 
lu the following Novtmiber he proceeded with tho re^- 
meiit to Pliilhiur, and in Novoniher 185 4 he aeeompariiod 
it to Mian Mir. In Ayu-il 1851) ho was a])poiritod OlTg. 
(Quarter Master of tlio regiment, and Inj lielJ tluii 
aj)poiniiuent until his death. Hj died at Mian Mir on 
the 10'^* Octolxjr 1850. 

Buckley, John, K. 0., Llfoitf.inmL (1812 — 1870)* 
— Tohlct at J)rt/ol, Nt. 105. Born at Matham, 
Cheshire, in 1812. —Enlisted at Man dio.stcjr, for bho 
East India Company’s Artillery, on ilie 28" January 
1832. Arrived in India on tho Novombjr following, 

and having been y) 0 .stod to the 4"* (>ompany 5''' Battalior?, 

Bengal Foot Artillery (now the 54'*‘ Field Batt^iy^ 
Boyal Artillery), lie served with it for moi’C than seven*. 
year.s, and attained tho rank of Corpoi'al In May 
1840 he waft brought into the Ordnance Dej)t. as & 
laboratory man in the Chiinar Magazine, and wa.s pro- 
moted to the nink of Sergeant. Having acted for Home 
time, in 1842, as Magazine Sergeant, lie was apyiointod 
in July 1844 to lie Park Sergeant in tlie Arsenal of 
Fort William, whence he was Iransfermi to tho^Allg4i- 
abad Magazine in November 1845 in the fj)t|Vaoity of 
Carpenter-Sergeant. In November 1849 he waa ap- 
pointed Armourer- Sergeant in the Arsenal of For6» 
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mrilliam, but remained there less than a year, having m 
October 1850 been transferred in the same capacily to 
the Cawnpore Magazine. In November 1853 he iraa 
appointed to act as a Sub-Conductor of Ordnance; in 
April 1854 he became an extra Offg. Sub-Conduetor, 
and in the following September he was removed to the 
Allaliabod Magazine for duty. In December 1855 ho 
vras promoted to the rank of acting Sub-Conductor, and 
in the following month was re-posted to the Allahabad 
Hagazine. On the 1^^ May 1856 he was promoted to 
full Conductor of Ordnance, and in the following 
August he was appointed a permanent Conductor in the 
Delhi Magazine. He was at Delhi when the Mutiny 
broke out, and was one of “ the devoted nine ” who, 
en the IP** May 1857 defended the Magazine with such 
beroic gallantly against thousands of miitinoers and 
xobels, and eventually blew it up rather than it should 
fall into the hands of the enemy. Though severely 
grounded in the conflict, he succeeded in cflccting his 
escape from the ruins of the Magazine, swam the Jumna, 
and made his w'ay to Meerut For his gallant condnet 
on this occasion ho was afterwards advanced to the rank 
of Depy. Asst. Commissary of Oi'dnanco, and was 
awarded the decoration of the Victoria Cross. Be- 
fore the end of the month ho accompanied the force 
under the command of Brigadier Wilson in its move- 
ment on Delhi, was present with it in the actions of the 
30* ** and 3l*‘ May on the Ilindan, and, after joining 
the main foi*ce under Sir Henry Barnard, ho took part 
in tho action of Badli-ki-Sarai on the 8‘** Juno, and in 
the siege of Delhi up to the month of August, when he 
was sent back to Meerut (medal and cl^p). Towards 
the end of that month he was appointed Provost Marshal 
At Meerut, and continued serving at that place until 
^February 1858, when ho was granted leave to proceed 
to Calcutta. In May 1858 ho went home, and he was 
absent from India for eighteen months, during which 
jwriod ho was advanced to commissioned itink and 
Appointed (IS^** October 1858) a Lieutenant on tho 
Veteran Establishment. On his return to India, Decem- 
ber 1859, he was posted to Lucknow, at which place ho 
continued serving until tho 1"^ October 1861, when ho 
retired on tho pension of his rank, with an additional 
annuity of £50. He subseciuently returned to England, 
and died thei’o on the 14^** July 1876, the la.st survivor 
of the defenders of tho Delhi Magazine. 

Bullor, Henry George, Linitenanl-Colond and 
Srevct'-Colonel (1818— 1867).-' 6? rare at Delhi^ No. 
128. — Entered H. M.’s Service on the 26*** Juno 1835 
as an Ensign in the 94'** Foot. Ho joined that regi- 
ment at Fermoy, and sei’ved with it in Ireland for 
threo years. On the 8*** Juno 1838 lie was ])ronioted 
to the iwnk of fjieutenant, and in tho same year he em- 
barked with tho regiment for seivico in Ceylon ; in the 
Spring of 1839, howevcu-, the corps was tmiisfcrred to 
India, and during tho next five years he served with it 
at Bombay, at Cannanoro, and at Trichinopoly. On the 
June 1844 he was promoted to the mnk of Captain. 
In April 1845 he accoin])anied the left wing of tho regi- 
ment to Moulmcin, and tlionco in January 1846 to 
Calcutta. Ill the spring of 1847 ho retunied with tho 
wing to tho Madras Presidency, and thereafter served 
with the regiment at Fort Si. (icorge, at Cannanoro, and 
again at Foi4 St. George, until early in 1854, when ho 
mturned with it to England. On tho 1«* July 1854 ho 
was advanced to the. rank of Major. After serving with 
the regiment at Chatham and Windsor for more than a 
year, ho proceeded with it to Gibraltar in September 
1855, but on tho withdrawal of tho British troops from 
ihe (Crimea ho accompanied it back to flie United King- 
dom in June 1856, and was stationed with it at the 
Cnrragh. On the 18*** September 1857 ho was promot- 
^ to the rank of Lieutenant- Colonel. In the following 
Doci/^ber he accompanied the 94*** to India, and, landing 
at hai«{M;bi in January 1858, ho proceeded with the corpa 
to Kawifl^fiindi, and tKo7!rr, ihe same year, to Peshawar. 
JSe afterwards served witfx tho corps at Nowahera, 


Mian Mir and Jullnndnr, and on the 18*** September 
1862 ho was promoted to the rank of Colonel by boreveL 
In Noveml^r 1863 ho again proceeded with the ipgi* 
mont toMian Mir, whence ho accompanied it to Kas- 
anli in 1864 and to AmUla in 1865. He was about 
reinm home with the regiment when he died at Delhi on 
the 25*** September 1867. 

Bunny, Arthur Cautley, Lieutenant-Ooltn^ 
(1852 — 1897).— 6yrare and meniorial at Dattii Khel^ 
TocM Valley, Nos. 1102 and 1108 ; tablet at Banna, 
No. 1076. — Tho eldest son of Major- Gencr.d Arthur 
Bunny, C.B., Koyal (Bengal) Artillery, who was 
a cadet of the family of Bunny of Spoon Hilli 
Co. Berks. Born af Hushiarpur on tho 30*** June, 1852.^ 
—Entered H M.’s Service (from tho Royal Mfly. 
College) on tho 30*** December 1871 as a Sub- Lieutenant 
in tho 107*** Foot, and was afterwards promoted to the 
rank of Lieutenant from the same date. He joined the 
regiment at Dum-Dum early in 1872, and at tho end of 
the year accompanied it to Secundeiabad in tho Deccan. 
On the 25*** Sc])temlDer 1874 ho was appointed Offg. 
Second Wing Subaltern in tho 34*** N. 1., on probation 
for the Bengal Staff Corps, into which he was snbae* 
quontly adiuittcd with effect from that date. He joined ^ 
that regiment at Morar, accompanied it to Allahabad in 
the following November, and continued serving with it 
there until May 1875, when he was transferred, in the 
same position, to tho 4*** Punjab Infantry, at Kohat, in 
which regiment, for tioimi time in 1875-76, ho ofiiciated 
as Quarter Master.* In February 1876 he was appoint- 
ed Second Wing Subaltern in tho 1*** Sikh Infantry, 
which was also at Kohat, and during the same year lio 
ofSciated for some time as Adjutant. Under tho amend- 
ed organisation introduced in January lb77 ho l)0oame 
a Wing Officer in tho regiment, and in Novombor of tho 
same year he was appointed Quarter Master. In 1877-78 
he served with tlio regiment in the campaign against 
tho Jowaki Afridis (India medal and clasp). In March 
1878, by an exchange of ajipointments with another offi- 
cer, ho liecamo Adjutant of tlio regiment. In 1878-79 
ho served with the regiment on the Khaibar lino during 
tho first })hase of the Afghan War, and took ])art in !«i 
expedition into the Luglnuan Valley (medal). On tho 
termination of the campaign be returned witli tho regi- 
ment to Kohat, and expu’iencod much harassing service 
on that part of the border during the second phase of 
tho Afghan War. At ilie end of 1S80 ho uceomjianied 
tho regiment to Abboitabad, but in ilio s})riug of tho 
following year ho was again out with it on iield service, 
and served with it throughout the Mahsud Waziri 
Expedition, not returning to Abbottabad until Juno 1881. 
In the autumn of 1883 he proceeded with the regiment 
to Dera Ismail Khan. In January 1881, having attain- 
ed tho rank of Ca])tfain, ho vacated the Aujuiaucy of tho 
regiment, and reverted to tho position of a Wing Officer, 
carrying on, however, during that and tho siurceeding 
year, the duties of Station Staff Officer. In Octolior 
1885 ho was appointed Offg. Wing Commander, and ho 
held tho appointment until February 1886, when ho 
proceeded on leave, eventually going home on furlough 
in the following April. In April 1887, during his ab- 
sence, he was advanced to the appointment of Wing 
Commander permanently. He returned to Iiulia towards 
tho end of 1887, and having rejoine<l Uio regiment at 
Kohat, ho was appointed Offg. Second-in-Command, — an 
appointment which ho held for al)out nino months. At 
tho end of 1889 ho marched with tho regiment to Dera 
Ghazi Khan. In March 1890 ho was again appointed 
to officiate as Sccoud-in-Command of the regiment, and 
he continued officiating until the following October, whon 
tho appointment was conferred upon him permanently. 
During the last months of the same year he served 
with a wing of the regiment in the operations against 
the Kidarzai Sheranis, undertaken in connection with 
tho Zhob Valley Expedition. From June to November 
1891 he officiated as Commandant of tho regiment. Li 
April 1893 he went homo on leave, and was absent from 
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India for a year. On hia return in Apiil 1894 ho re- 
Vnned the regiment at Edwardosalxwl, and m the follow- 
W month he was appointed Commandant of tho coi-jia. 
lotho winter of 1894-95 ho commanded tho regiment 
throughout the Waziristan Expedition (claep added to 
I nilitt modal). In August 1895 lie again went homo 
on leave, and in the following Novomlier tho temporary 
rank of Liooteuant-Colonel was granted to him as a 
Major holding tho appointment of Commandant of a regi- 
ment. He retumod to India in August 1890, and 

reioinod his regiment in tho Tochi Valley, in whimi ho 
continued serving with it until tho occurrence of the 
events which hrought his career to a close. In Juno 
1897 in command of a small osciwt, ho imconipauiod 
tho local Political Officer on a visit to tho Maisar group 
of villages, in the Tochi Valley, twelve ^ 

Datta Khol. Hoi-o, during the altoruoon of tlie 10‘'« of 
that mouth, tho escort was suddenly and troac leronsly 
assailed by an overwhelming horde of MaiUi Klrnl 
Waziris, and ooinpellod to retire. At the very outset 
of the altaek this officer was shot through the abdomen, 
but notwithstanding that ho was mortally wounded and 
was momentarily sinking, ho calmly and heroically eon- 
tiinied giving his onlers and condneting the retirement 
until eon.sciousuoss loft him. lie died at ov neai Slnjiini 
about au hour and-a-half after ho received the tatal 
diot.

Picld Pon^e, iissomblod at A jmor 
for tbo pnrjiose of coercing tic; Baja of Jodhpur ; tlio itaja, 
liaving, however, siibmifbrd a.H soon as tho force was 
assiMiiblod, this appointment c(;;i.sed alrno.st as soon a.s it 
bt‘g;m, ami bo remaine*! on in liis acting a]>i»ointmon4 
of Brjgado-Arsijor to the troops in li.aj])iitana iiiiiil Ajiril 
1835, wbe7i lie j)7’oceeiled to Arain])n7’i aiirl tbero, at tho 
end of the following inoiitli, rejoined bis regimont and 
resiiiiiod tbo ])nst of Adjutant. In .laniiax/' 183*7, 
liaving l)oen ])r()motod to tbo rank of (b.iptain, ho vacated 
ilio Adjutancy of tbo regimont. In tbo autumn of .tlio 
same year ho proceeded to tho Prcbidency on leave, oft 
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iha expifation of which, in Januarjr 183S, he rejoined 
his regiment at Barrackpore. At this station, from May 
to November 1840, ho officiated as Agent for Family 
Money and Pay Master of Native Pousionera. In the 
winter of 1840-41 he accompanied the regiment to 
Mirzapiir. In March 1841 ho was appointed toofficiato 
as a Dopy. Asst. Adjutant- General on the establish- 
ment, and was posted to the Saugor Division. Ho was 
made permanent in the appointment in the following 
June, and continued holding it until Soptombor 1843, 
when he was api>ointed an Asst. Adjt.-Gonl. of Division 
and re-jHisted to Saugor. In tliis situation ho remained 
until Noveml)or 1845, when ho was granted ^wrinission 
to rejoin his regiment, vacating his appointment on the 
Divisional Staff. lie rejojinod the N. I. at Banda, 
and, having about the same time attained the rank of 
Major, ho assumed command of the corps. Early in 
1846 he marched with ti\o rc'gimcnt to Allahabad, 
whence, towiwds the end of tho following year, ho 
accompanied it to M()shiar[>nr, arriving there in Jaunary 
1848. In May 181*8 ho movod with tlio corps to Jiilluu- 
dur. Ho subsequently coiiiinandod tho regiment 
throughout the operations of 184S-4‘j in tlie Jullundur 
Doab and aeross tho Boas, and was present at tho oa])- 
ture of tho forts of Uangal-Nagal and K.ilalwala, and 
he commanded tho main column in the assault and 
forcing of the heights of Dalla (medal ). He afterwards, 
in 1S49, commanded a detachment employed in dis- 
arming tho Sikh po])ulation of the Bari Doab. In 
May 1849 ho returned with the regiment to Hoshiarpur, 
and in the winten* of 1840-50 ho f)roceodo(l witli it to 
Jlielum. On attaining tho rank of Lieut.- Colomd he was 
re-posted, Novoinlxir 1851, to tho 3 ' N. L, and coiiti- 
nued in command. In Docomlier 1852 ho proeecMlod 
with tho regiment on service to Hazara, and having on 
tho 19‘h of that month lx>en ])laced in command of a 
detachment or column, ho served througliout tho opera- 
tions of Colonel Ma< keson against tho llasanzais of tho 
Black Mountain in 1852-53. Ho afterwards returned 
with the regiment to Jlielum, at which station ho was 
for a short tiino in command iu 185 1 Towards the 
end of 1854 he accom])amed tlio regiment to Phil laur, 
and ho was in command of it there wIkjii it mutinied 
and marched off to Dijlhi in Juno 1857. From that 
time to tho end of Noveml^er 1858 ho was on leave in 
Simla, and during this period ho was transfoiTod to the 
4^^ European Regiment in SoptemlK?!’ 1858, and removed 
from that corps to tho cadre of tlie lato IP*' N. I. in 
October. On the expiration of his leave ho was direct- 
ed to do duty at Amhila. In January 1859 he was 
directed to assume command of the Aiiib.ila Brigade, 
but after holding this command for some time ho 
reverted to general duty, and coTitimiod in that position 
until ho attained tho ColoiieVs allowauco in Novomlxir 
i86l. In January J8*)2 he received permission to reside 
in the Sirhiml Division, and lie then liecaiiio a perma- 
nent resident of Simla. In April 1863 he was promoted 
to tho rank of Major- (lonorai, and in Decemlwr 1871 ho 
attained that of Lioutenaut- General. Ho died at Simla 
on the 30^*' April 1872. 

Butson, Strango Gould, C^iptain (r. 1852 — 
1319) .-^Tablet at Lahnro^ Nn. G33. — Son of tho Mery 
Rovd. C. H. Gould Butson, Dean of Kilmacduagh. — 
Entered H. M.’s Service on the 27‘^*» July 1870, as a Cornet 
in tho 9'** Lancers, which he joined at Aldershot. On tho 
28‘*' O^obor 1871 ho was promottul to tlie rank of Lieute- 
nant. After serving with tho regiinimtfor some time at 
York and Colchester, ho embarkeil with it for India in 
January 1875, ami landing at Bombay in February, he 
pTocoeded with the corps to Sialkot, where he arrived on 
the March. On tho 16^*' February 1878 ho attained 
the rank of Captain. On tho outbreak of the war with 
Afghanistan towards tho end of 1878, ho accompanied 
his^regi^nt on service with tho Second Division of 
tho Peshawar Valley Field Force, hut in tho spring of 
1879 ho was dotaclmd to Kohat with a squadron of the 
emrpti which was afterwards movod up into the Kamm 


Valley, and retained there after tho conclasion of peacd 
in May. On the renewal of tho war in September 1879, 
ho accompanied this squadron in the movement on 
Kabul under Sir Frederick Roberts, and as Orderly 
Officer to Brigadier- General Massy, Commanding tho 
Cavalry Brigade, he was present at tho action of 
Charasiah and the occupation of Shorpur^ Cantonment^ 
Kabul. In the subsequent operations at* and around 
Kabul in tho last month of tho yocar ho commanded a 
squadron of tho regiment, and after rendering excellent 
service on several occasions, fell at last, shot through 
tho hroast, while gallantly charging a numerically 
8U]>erior body of the ^ enemy near Siah-Saiig tho 13*® 
Docomlw 1879,

Byrne, John, G.B.y TAcutenant-Oolnnol (1786-* 
1851 ).— at Sfirnla, jVe. 326. — Entered H. M.'a 
Service on the 1st October 1808, having on that date 
Ixion ap])ointed by tho CommatKler-in-Chiof in India to 
bo an Ensign in the 65'*' Feet, then stationed at Surat, 
in the Bombay Presidency. IIo does not ap])ear to have 
ever joined that regiment, and on the I**' A])rll 1809 he 
was iransrerred to tho 22* Foot at Bei-hampoi*o, in 
Bengal. In September 1810 he embarked with his 
rogiinont on tlio oxyiedition against the Mauritius, and ho 
was present at tlio reduction of that island in the follow- 
ing December. He subsoqiKmily sorvo<l there, and in 
the neighbouring island of Bourbon, until July 1819, 
when be embarked with the regiment for England, and 
having landed at Gosport in Docomlior, lie served with 
the corps at North am] )toii and afterwards in Ireland 
for two years. On tho 19'*' April 1821 ho was promoted 
to tho rank of Captain, and in tho following December 
lie was ])lacod on half- pay. On the 29**' January 1824 
ho was brought baiik on full pay as a Ca|)taiu in tho 
20'*‘ Foot, which ho joined at Bombay in tho course of 
tho year, and on the 20'*' January 1825 ho exchanged 
into tho 31*' Foot. Ho joined this cor j)S at Borhampore 
in tho Rummer of tho sariio year, soon after its arrival 
from Euro]) 0 , served with it afterwards in Fort William 
and at Dinanoro, and in tho winter of 182()-27 accom- 
panied it to Meerut. In January 18.30 he was a]>poiiited 
an Aide-de-Camp to the Cornmandor-iii- Chief, l.loneral 
tho Earl of Dalbousie, and be conti?med bolding that 
post until January 1832, when His iKirdsbi]) resigned 
and went homo. TluToafter ho was Ai<It^-cle-Cam]) to. 
thrno Buccessivo Governors- (lOiioral,— -to Lor(||. William 
Bontinok from January 1832 to Marcdi 1S35, to Sir 
Charl(?s "Mch^alfo from March 18.35 to Mandi 1836, and 
to Lord Auckland from March 1836 to August 1837. 
During this last period he was promoted, 26'** Fijhruary 
1830, to tho hrovot rank of ]\rajor, and bo .also offiiu’aied 
for Bovoral months as Asst. Adjt.-Gciil. of H. M.^a 
Troo]>H iji India. In August 1837 ho was apyxiintod 
pormanoTitly to the post of Asst. Adjt.-Gonl. of 11. M.’a 
Troops. In the following year he was detailed to 
aecomjiany Sir Henry Fane on the expedition tq 
Afghanistan, and ho actually joined tho Army of the 
Indus for that purjioso, but tho arrangement was aftor- 
war<l8 caTicellod. In July 1840 ho was appointed Offg. 
Quarter TMastor General of II. M.’s Trooj)H in India, and 
lie continued in that position until March 1842, 
when ho was relieved by tlio return of tho pcrinanont. 
incuiulxmt from Europe, and rovortod to his substantive 
appointment of Asst. Adjt.-Gonl. This appointment he 
resigned in November 1842, but Ixjforo the end of the 
month he was appointed an extra Aide-do-Camp to the 
Governor- General, Lord Ellenborough. In February 
1843 he was appointed an Aide-de-Camp to His Lord- 
ship, and he held the appointment until the end of May, 
when, having been promoted to tho regimental rank of 
Major on the G'*' of that month, ho vacated tho post and 
joined his regiment at Ambala. Towards tho end of the 
year ho accompanied the i*Qgiment to Foroze})oro. Iu 
tho spring of IS 14 ho proceeded on leave Iia«doup, 
and in the following August ho was appointed to tho 
command of the Convalescent DojrH at that place, but 
towards the end of October ho resigned the coiuuiaud 
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and rejoined his regiment^ in which he had now attained 
the rank of Lieutenant- Colonel (8th October 1844). 
He continued serving with the regiment (which had 
returned to Ambala) until December 1845, when, on the 
outbreak of the first Sikh war, he proceeded in com- 
mand of it on service towards the Sutlej, but in the first 
engagement of the campaign, at Mudki on the 18^*^ 
December, he was so severely wounded that ho was 
unable to take any further part in the oiierations 
(Medal, and created a Companion of the Order of the 
Bath). OntheSl** going home after the war, ho ex- 
changed, 15^** April 1846, into the 53*^ Foot, which he 
joined at Ambala in October, and with which he imme- 
diately afterwards proceeded to Ferozepore. In Feb- 
rnhry 1848 ho marched with the regiment to Lahore, 
at which place ho remained with it, in garrison, up to 
the !■* February 1849, when, in command of six coiii- 
panioB of tlie corps, he marched towards Uamnagar, to 
take part in the operations of the Army of the Punjab. 
On the ho was detacdied from Ramiiagar Wa/.ir- 
abad in command of a small force, witli which, crossitig 
the river on the 20^*’, ho held tlio fords of tko t/lionah 
during the oi)erations oF the succeeding day, in(!Uiding 
the battle o:^Tuj(irat (Modal and clasj)). On tlio day 
after the battle ho was ai»pointed, with tlio rank of 
Brigadier, to the command of the Tliird Infantry 
Brigade of the force sent, under the command of Sir 
Walter Gilbert, in pursuit of the Sikhs, hat this 
appointment was cancelled on the 27^^' in C()nse<|aonce 
of an oilicer senior to lii!ns(df joining the forego, and he 
reverted to the (command of his regiment., with which, on 
the termination of the cam]«iign, he was stationed at 
Bawal Pindi. lie shortly aCierwanls proceiMled on leave 
to Simla, and never rejoined, his le.^ve having Ixmiu 
extended uy> to tlie spring of ISoi, when he ipiiited 
the service. Ho rotinid from the S(;rvice by the sale of 
his commission on the 8'^ May 1^51, and dieil at Simla 
on the 21®* July following. 

Bythesea, George Charles Glossop, JAmfe- 
naa^ (1819 — 1S45). — i'abU t at b'vrnzi aVn, 442.— 
The eldest sfjn of the Ilovd, Cleorgci Bythesea, M.A., 
Rector of Freslifoivl, Co. Somerset (of the family now’^ 
known as tho Bytheseas of l^he Hill, Somerset), 
and older brother of the late Rear-Admiral Joliri 
Bythesea, V.C., Royal Navy, sometime ( \>iisnlting 
Naval Officer to the Government of Imlia. Born on the 
29 ^ May 1819. — Fntered H. M ’s Service on tlie 19'*‘ 
February 1841 as an Bn.sign in tho S0-*» Foot, which lie 
joined in Now South Wales in tho following year. On 
tho July ]S4.‘5 ho w'as promoted to tlie rank of 
Lieutenant. In August 1841 ho embaj’ked witli tho 
regiment at Sydney, landed with it at Calcutta on tho 
Novomlxjr, at id proceed big with it to tlio Upper 
Provinces, rc.ached Agra at tho end of March 1845. In 
October 1845 ho accompauied tho corps to Ambala. On 
the outbreak of tho first Sikh war ho accompanied his 
regimoui to tho front, and was present wulh it at tho 
battles of Mudki and Firozslialir. In tho latter 
sanguinary engagemont ho esca[>ed unscathed in tho 
first day’s fighting, but on the nmewal of tho conflict 
on tho following morning, he fell under tho artillery 
firo of the enemy,— 22<^ December 1845. 

Caddell, Walter, Captain (1808 — 1847 ). — Grave 
ai Hoshiarpiirj No, 522. — Knterod the Bengal Army in 
1826. Arrived in India in Juno 1827, and in tho same 
month was posted to the 36*** N. 1., which ho joined at 
SultanpuFi in Oudh, In January 1829 he accompanied 
the rogimoiit to Aligarh, whence in tho winter of 1831-32 
he marched with it to Mhow in Malwa. In tho cold 
season of 1834-35 he was employed with the regiment 
in the field on tho occasion of tho domonetration against 
Jodhpur and of the op(iration8 undertaken for the pur- 
pose of«red]^cing tho district of Shokhawat to order, on 
the conclusion of which he marched with tho regiment 
to Agra, arriving there in April 1835. In December 
J835 hid services were placed at the disposal of tho 


Resident ai Hyderabad, and in the following Januaxy 
he was appointed to the Nizam’s Army, with the 2** 
Regiment of Infantry of which ho served until October 
1843. Ho then went home on furlough, and was absent 
from India until Octolior 1846. On his return he re- 
joined the 36*** N. I. at Hoshiarpur, at which place he 
died on tho 22*^ Juno 1S47. 

Caldwell, George Ross, Lieutenant (1828— 
1859 ). — Grave at Sialkot, No. 718.— Served for several 
years in the ranks of tho !•* Royal Dragoons, in which he 
rose to tho rank of sorgoant. On the 6*** February 1855 
ho was promoted to the rank of Quarter- Master of 
Brigade in tho liaml Transport Corps, then formod for 
service in tho Crimea, and ho was subao(]uently grantiMl 
tho rank of Lieutenant from tlio samo dat<5. Witli ibis 
corps ho sovvimI at the siege of St^vastopal in 1855 
(Modal anil idaspV On the 20*‘* February 1857 lie was 
iransfeiTed to tho l^lilitary 'rrain, ami fnini tlial i*orj>s, 
on the J8*i' Stiptornher following, to the 7'*' Dragoon 
Guards, which he joineil at (’anierbiiry. ami with which, 
in tho snc(‘ecding niontli, he embarhed for India. Land- 
ing at Karachi in January iS5S, he accoinpaiiied the 
regiment (o Sialkol., :i( w!iic!i sfation he continued serv- 
ing with it uni il his death. H) died at Sialkot on tho 
11*** Decomlier 1859. 

Caloy, H mry Francis, ^^IJ<)r-Gr>lrraJ (1792 — 
18lVd). -'G rtiee (DL-l l ihjt'f at Ihuril Pinili^ 781 itUfl 
802. — Born at I>o?ic asler, Co. on the I5f*» May 

1792. —Fnicivxl the Bor>g;i.l Army in I80v». Arrived in 
India in OciolMn* 1807, and in the usual course was .s(*nt 
to the (5ulet (5)llegi» at Barasat, On tho 2(V‘' Deceinber 
1807 he was posted to tho |{.e«rinient of Native In- 
fauiry, but he was retained at Barasat until the 1"*- 
Decemhn* 1808, when ho was striudv olT and sent to join 
the D* Ihatalion of his n'giment at 'I'ara Mir/apur. In 
the following year he accompanied the h* Battalion 1* 
N. I. to Bareilly; in ISlO ho marehml with it to Delhi, 
and in l8l I to Muttra. On bin’ng promoted to the rank 
of Lieutenant he was posted, l<) *» Ajn*il 181t, to the 2'* 
Battaliim of the regiment, but on tlm 2 4*‘ of the follovv- 
ing month he was ro-transferrod to tlr Battalion, 
witli which ho continued s(U*ving at Muttra until l)o- 
(snuber of the same year, wlioii, with the two think 
com])anioB of tho battalion, he ]»roe(*eded to Meerut and 
joined tho b* Gnmadior Battalion, then h(?ing formed 
at that station. With tliis battalion, about the middle 
of April 1815, he jiroeoeded by fon*ed marehes to join 
ilio troops o])erating in thi! Kamaon Mills under ('olonel 
JaB])er Nicolls, and reaeliiiig Almora f)n ilio clay afbn* 
the fall of that place, lie aeeompanied tho corps when 
it was pushod on in pursuit of a Isidy of tho cnomj , 
until tho latter retired across the Kotila at Jliulaghat 
(India Medal with Nepal clasi»). Ho afterwards for a 
short time (Joinmanded (k)loncl Nicoll’s ymrsunal escort 
in Kamaon. In May J815 ho was transferrod to tlio 
2‘* Battalion 1** N. I and apyiointod Adjutant thereof, 
and having joined that corps at Ludhiana, on its rotnrn 
from field service in the Western Himalayas iiiulor Sir 
David Ochterlony, ho mareliod with it, in tho following 
year, to Fatehgarh. In February and March 1817 ho 
served with tho battalion at tho siege arid eajiturc of 
Hathras, on the corielusioii of whiidi lie returned with 
tho corj)H to Fatehgarh, but in tho autumn of the saino 
year ho was again called into the field, on tho occasion of 
tho formation of the Givind Army, and with his battalion 
he thereafter served throughout tho Mahratta-Pindari 
war of 1817 — 19, including the operatious in the Saugor 
District, tho surreiidei’ of IJJiamoni, tho sioge and cap- 
ture of Mandala, and the .siogo and ca[>ture of tho 
celebrated fortress of Asirgarh, In January 1819 ho 
was appointed to act as Intorpoter and Quarter Master 
of tho battalion, in addition to his other duties, and ^ho 
continued aiding in this position for nearly threfi years. 
In the iiioantime, on tho termination of the war, ho had 
accompanied the Imttalion to Partabgarh, in Uudh and 
thence, towards the ond of 1821, to Neomuch. Id May 



7.324, having attainedtlio rank of Captain, ho vacated 
llio Adjutancy of tho battalion, which ho had hold for 
nine years, and, tho roorganisaiion of tho Army taking 
place at tho same time, ho was posted to the N, 1. 
(late Battalion which, during tho same 

year, ho was actively employed in tho held against the 
Bhils. Early in 1825 ho marched with tho regiment to 
liudhiana, wiiciico ho accompanied it to Sultanpur, in 
Oudh, at tho end of 1828 ; and during tho Hucccoding 
years ho served with it, in succossion, at Saugor, Bor- 
hainporo and (iorakhpur. While serving at Gorakhpur 
in October 1831) he was a])poiiitod to tlio command of 
the 1"^ Depr)t Battalion at Jaunpur, but in Octolier 
1840 this corps was broken up and ho revertod to 
his regiment, with which, in tho spring of 1841, ho 
proceeded to Bareilly. From tho spring of 1842 to tho 
sumraor of 1 844 ho w as in command of the riigiment, 
and when in ilio spring of tho later year tho corps 
mutinously refused to proi^od to Sindh, ho incurred the 
censure of tho Goiuiuatidev-in-Cliicf, Sir Hugh Gough, 
for having, without authority, granted discharge to 
nearly two bmulroil imm, including tlio ring-leaders of 
the mutiny, of whom it liad ht*en Sir Hugh’s intention 
to have iua<lo an example (G. (). G. 0., March 
1844). Eventually the roglinent went on to Sukkur 
under his command, arriving therein ^lay 1844, and in 
the following month, on attaining tlui rank of l/ioutenant- 
Colonol, he was re-posted to tluj cor])H. In July 1844, 
however, ho was removed to tho M. 1., wliieli was 

also at Sukkur, a. d of this regiment he held the com- 
mand for more tlmn tim years, accompanying it to Cawn- 
pore in 1845 and tlioiiee, id tho end of the same year, to 
Barrack\)orc, and afterwards to Allahabad in tho spring 
of 1848, to Agra at the end of 1850, to Aleerut in July 
1852, and 1i:..dly to Lahore in tho suceooding Novondx?r. 
For a short time in the (\ar1y ]>art of 1854 ho was eom- 
inanding at the lasl-immlioned station. In Soptemher 
1854 ho was appointed a llrigadior on the estahlislimcnt 
and was posted to tlie ^ind-Sagar District, llawal IMndi, 
the command of which ho held for nearly two yinirs. 
In tho same niontli In^ was transferred from the G to 
tho rolls of the 7 N. I., and from that thorps, in Janu- 
ary 1855, to the 50’ N. 1. On attaining the rank of 
regimontal (>olonol he was posted, February 1855, to tho 
l: European Ihmgal Fusiliers, from which he was re- 
moved, in the following NovemlHU*, to his former eer|>a, 
tho 64^'*' N. I., •'’•Tid he remained Oolonel of this regi' lent 
until, in the (course of the miiiink^s of 1857, it was Motied 
out oUho list (»f the Army of Bengal. In July 1S5G, 
on promotion to tlic rank of Afajoi- General, he i-elin- 
(luishcd tho cemmand of tho Sind-Sagar, District, and 
ho was never after warils re-employed. In August 185G 
he rei-eivod permission to reside at Kaw^al Pindi, and he 
remained IhcTe until his death. -Ho died at llawal Pindi 
on tiic 2P‘ Deceinhor 

Campbell, Arthur Wellington, Captain (C. 181G— 
184G/. “LV/-/re neur Jladlmwnl ^ — see noif on patp' fit nf 

/ i-on of Ijieuienant- General Sir Colin (’am])lx>ll, 

K.O.B., tkwernor and l3ommandcr-in-rhief in Ceylon. 
— Enicml lI.M.’s Service on tho 15'‘' Miiicli 1833 as an 
Ensign in the I4i^‘ Foot, which he joined iii Ireland. 
Ho was promoted to the rank of Ijieutcuant on tho 
25^'' Docenil)cr 1835, and having served with the regi- 
ment in tho West ItuHos and in Canada, and on his 
father s persoir.d staff in Ceylon, ho was promoted to 
tho rank of Captain on the 28‘»' January 1842. He 
was Asst. Military Secretary to Sir Colin Campbell, 
in Coylon, when the first Sikh war broke out, and 
lieing eager to “see service,” he obtained the necos- 
sary T>erniission and proceodod to Calcutta, whence ho 

hurried up oxpross to join tho Army of the Sutlej. At 
.Taemon, on tho night of tho 20-'' Jaimwy, he joined tho 
detoehed force under tho command of Sir Harry Smith, 
and on tho following morning, while acting as Aido-do- 
Cadip to^ir Harry, ho was kilhjd by a cannon shot in tho 
affair with the Sikh Army iiiidor Sirdar Llanjiir Singh 
at Badhowal. ITih body was found two or tlm^e days 
later and ho was buried where ho fell, on the field. 


Campbell, Colin Frederick, Major and Brevet* 
Colonel (1824r— 18G8). — Grave at SinUaj No. 366.-- 
Entered H. M.’s Service on the 1”^ May 1840 as an Ensign 
in tho 46*^** Foot, which (after serving for sometime with 
the depot in Jersey) he joined at Gibraltar in the < 
following year. In February 1842 ho accompanied the 
regiment to Barbadoes, at which place and at others > 
in the West Indies ho served with it until February 
1845. He then accompanied tho corps to Halifax, in 
Nova Scotia, whence, in the following July, he pro- 
ceeded with it to Montreal, at which place, and at 
othei‘8 in Canada, he served for two years and-a-half* * 
In October 1847 he again wont to Nova Scotia with 
the regiment, and in May 1848 he returned home with * 
it. He continued serving with the* corps in tho United 
Kingdom, principally in the north of England and in 
Irolaml, until October 1854, when ho ernlMirkod with 
it to join tho British Army in the Crimea. Arriving 
there in November, a few days after tho l)attlo of In- 
kerman, ho served throughout tho siege of Sevastopol, 
during a part of which ho was employed as an Assist- 
ant Engiur*or, and in tho course of ihoso operations 
ho was w'oundod in tho trendies on tlie 28‘^* J iily 1855 
(Medal and clasp; promoted to the rank of Bieutenant- 
Golouol by brevet ; created a Knight of tho Legion of 
Honour; and granted tlio Fifth Class of the Order of 
the Modjidieh). On tho withdrawal of tho British 
forces from tho Crimea he accom])anied the regiment 
tt> the Ionian Islands, wheroho seiwed with it until tho 
auiiinin of 1858. Tho corps was then ordered to India, 
and in Oelolxu* ho landed with it at Karachi, whence ho 
accompanied it to Multan, and afterwards, in the Sfiring 
of ISGvi, to JulluTidiir. In tlie autumn of 18G1 he 
proceeded with the regiment to (’awnpore, of which 
station ho temporarily held the command in tho early 
part of 18G3. In April 18G3 he went homo on leave. 
Ho returned to India in December 18G 4, rejoined the 
regiment at Sliahjalianpur, and in Mariih 18G5 accom- 
p.anied it to Lmdviiow, In Alarch 18G7 ho was a])point- 
ed to tho command of tho Kasauli Convalcsi!ont Depot, 
and ho was retained in that appointment when his 
j'Ogiment was trails ferriM I to the Bombay I'rijsidemry 
in ISGS. In July 18G8 he was appointed temporarily 
to tho command of the Sirliiiid Division, anil held it 
for two months. He died while on short leave at 
Simla on the 14’ ‘‘ Septemlier I SGS. 

Campbell, John Charles, Captain V1809 — 

] '"’43). — Grace at Snhatliu^ No. 411). — Born on the 
April 1803. — Entered II. M.’s Service on tho 15‘*» May 
182S as an Ensign in the 45’‘‘ Foot. Joined that rc- 
giineni at Moulmein before the end of tho year, and 
served with it Ihoro for more than three years. On 
tho 7*'*' January 1830 he was promoted to tho rank of 
Lieutenant. In 1 S32 ho wont homo on Icavo and was 
absent from India until 1835, when ho rejoined tho 
regiment at Secunderabad, lie returned home with 
the rogi merit towards the end of 1837, and on arrival 
there, in March 183S, proceeded with it to Canterbury. 
On tbe 4th May 1838 ho was promoted to tho rauk 
of Ca]>tain, unattached, and placed on half-pay. On 
the D*' of tho following month ho exchanged back 
into tho 45‘*‘, and on tho June 1833 ho exchanged 
from that rogiinont into tho 3^^ Foot. Ho arrived in 
India at tho end of January 1840, and after doing 
duty at Chinsura for five months, proceeded to tho 
U])i)or Provinces and joined his regiment at Agra in 
tho autumn of tho same year. In November 184(f ho 
procoedod with tho regiment to Meerut, and thence, in 
Dccomlier ]8*iil, to Forozopoi-o. In Januarv 1842 ho 
accom}iaiiicd it on service to Afghanistan, and ho after- 
wards served with it throughout the campaign of 1842 
I in that country, under General Pollock, On tho re- 
turn of the regiment from Afghanistan ho proGeodo<l 
on leave to Mnssoorio for a few months, rejoining the 
regiment in camj) at Mubarakpur (botwocfii Ambala 
and Kalka) in February 18 (3, and accompanying it 
to Snbathii in April. Towards tho end of that month 
he proceeded on sick leave to Simla, but returning to 
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Sabafclm three monthB later, on being detailed to go 
home on daty with invalids, he died there on the ,18^^ 
August 184i3. 

Campbell, John Forbes, Major (1823—1869).— 

Grave at Attack^ — see note after No. 843.— Entered 
the Bengal Army in 1843. Arrived in India in June of 
the same year, and in the following month was sent up 
to Benarfis to do duty with the 47^^ N. I. In Novomlier 
1843 ho was posted to tho 2“^^ European Rof^mont, 
which he joined at Amhala, and with which in tho 
following spring he ])rocnodod to Meerut, and in tho 
winter of 1844-45 to Snkkiir, in Sindh, In tho latter 
year ho served in Sir Charles ^Napier’s campaign 
against tho border lrilx)S of Sindh, an arduous an<l 
trying service, and in the autumn ho accornpaniod tho 
regiment to Karachi. Early in 1846, with the regi- 
ment, he moved up towards tho Punjab with tho Siriclh 
Field Force, but tho dofijat of th<3 Sikhs at Sohraon 
ronderod tho sorvico.s of this forco unnecessary, and on 
tho conclusion of the war ho accompanied the roginiont 
to Sub;ithu, where, with tho exception of a tomnorary 
move into tho Jullundur District at tho end of IS46, lio 
served with if- until the autumn of ISIS. On tho out- 
break o£ tluj second Sikli war ho procoodod with his regi- 
ment oil service, and was present wiili it tliroiigliout tho 
Punjab campaign of IStS- td, inehiding tlie a<‘,ti(Mi of 
Bimnagar, the passage of the (^hojiih, Mim liatUos of 
Chiliuuw da and Gujer it, and tho siihscvplt^nt ]Hirsuifc 
of the Sikhs and /Vfglians (Medal and two claB]is). 
On tho coiiclusioM of the war lie invicoedod with tli<» 
regiment to Ijaliore, ami afterwards ae(^ofnnaTiie»l it 
to A-gra in 1.S.50, ami to Fort Willijiiu h^wards ilio 
end oi\ 1852. Tji the siniini'M’ of lSr>:j h(j protended 
■with throo (jompanies to MoiilnKen, whein^e in N’ov«jm- 
her ho joined the ivst of l.he regini nit at Pronn, in 
Pogu, and took f»art in some of tho (dosing movements 
of tho second Diirriioso war f India Medal and (daso). 
In Marcli 1855 ho acujomj) uiiod the (‘.orps to Moiilmein, 
and in tho spring of JS5t> to Suh.athn. On tho rogr- 
iiient proccccUng to Amhila in November 1856 ho ro- 
mainod at Subatliu in charge of tlio dofiot:, and having 
about lliis time bonu promotod to the rank of Ga]>taiTi, 
ho sucecjedeil to the temporary command (»f tho station, 
and held it until the return of tho regiment in tlio 
spring of 1857. On tho outbreak of tlio Mutiny )io 
procee(lod»witli tho regiimjrit on s('rvme and was ni'<^sont 
at tho aetion of Badli-ki-Sarai (as ordirrl}'^ oirKvw to 
Brigaditiv (Iraves) aiid throughout tlie siege, assault 
(as orderly oHu'er to Drigadier ljong6«dd) and caoture 
of Delhi (Medal and elasj)). Towanls the end of tho 
year ho r(>tiirued to Siihathii for duty, but ho rejoinod 
tho iiigimeiit at D(dlii in the autumn of IS58, and In 
the 8]UMng of 1850 lio ofUeiattMl for six wtieks as 
Bingado-Major at that station. Tn th(^ following year 
ho acconi])anie<l tlio regiment to lloorkeo, at wliieli sta- 
tion he ofHruated as (^antoTimont !\fagisfrate and 
Treasury Oiliecr from August to Novomb.T 1 sr>0. lie 
thou went on leavm to Mussoorie, and nmiairKvl tlioro 
until No vemlKU’ 1802, wlnm Ins was an]ioiriteMl to do 
“ gouoral duty ” at Siiali jahaupiir. lit! was aeting 

Station StalT Officer at that place from February 186:3 
to May 1864, when ho was appoinUMl Station Staff 
Officer at the Naiui Tal Couvaloscijut D(jj)'>t ; tliis post 
he held for two years and-a-half. Tu S<}i)toml)(3r 18G6 
he was admitted into tho Bengal Staff Corps. In De- 
cember 186G ho was directod to do “ general duty ” at 
Dehra, whence he was ordered to proceed to Agra in 
August 1868, but this transfer was canccilled in tho 
following month, and in October ho was a]ipoinincl 
Commandant of Fort Attock. Uo died at that phwo 
on the January 1869. 

Campbell, John Womyss, Lieutenant (1834— 
I860).— Tablet at Lahore, No. G85 : grave at Ami, — see 
note t^NoTSOb . — ^Tho only son of Colonel (Honorary 
Major- General 1 Charles Cam])lMdl, Bengal Infantry, 
formerly of tho 42‘* N. I., find grandson of John 
Campbell,' Kfiq., of Kiuloch, Cd.' Perth, and of James 


Wemyss, Esq., of tho Bengal Civil Service, who was 
himself a grandson, paternally, of tho 5^*^ Earl of 
Werayss, and, maternally, of tho 16^*^ Karl of Suther- 
land. Born at Ilawalbagh, Kamaon, on tho 6**' April 
1834. — Entered tho Bengal Army in 1852. Arrived* 
in India in September of tho same year, and in tho 
following month was ordered up to Rawal Pindi to do 
duty with tho rogiruont of Kalat-i-Ghilzai. In March' 
1853 ho was posted to the 49‘^ N. I., but before tho 
ond of tho month ho was removed, at his owti ronuost, to 
the 5P‘ N. I., and ho joined that rogimont at JuUundur 
soon afterwards. At the end of tho year ho a(H5om])anied 
tho corps to liawal Pindi, and thonco in Ociolier 1855 
to Peshawar. In July 1856 ho was appointed to tho 
cliarge of the 1"^ l-oinpany. of tho Sappers and Miners, 
but retained it for only a few weeks. On tho 16^*‘ 
Octolxn* he was ordered to do duty with the 3'* Punjab 
Infautry, and tliroo days l iter ho was appointed OiTg. 
Adjutant of that corps, with whieli, during the elesiug 
months of the year, hesoj'ved in the expedition to Miraii- 
zii and Kiiram. Tn nocumihor he was appointed to do 
duty witli the 4^** Punjab Cavalry, which also formed 
part of the ox]veditionary fonie, ami he riMiiained with . 
it until tlie end of the mouth. Me then r«» joined tho 
51**^ at P«ishiwar, ami he was with tliat corps wlien 
it was disarmed in May 1857, ami afterwards wlieu it 
mntiniod and was destroyed in tlu^ following August. 
Ifi SepLoMiher 1S,57 was afip«n’nleil to do duty with 
the .51*' PiiTijah Police Battalion in the Jlieliini Division, 
ami ho coutiimed with it until tli(» 15**’^ of tlio following 
month, whmi he was ajipoinliid OITg. ('aptaiiiof p4)Iice 
in tlio same division. Me held this apjiointnnnit until 
July 18.59, wliori he was appointed Acting Ailjntant of 
Cnrolon’s Mult ini llegiruent of Cavalry. Me joined 
that <!orps at P^ishiwar, and (continued oiruhating as 
Ad jutant U!itil D.v eniher, when on a reorganisation of 
tlui regiment taking plain), he was appointed Doing- 
Duty Officer with it. In Mirch I8i>9 he was appoint- 
ed Sivjond-in-Cormnand of the corns, and in the follow- 
ing month ho nianduMl with it for Asni, in tho Derajai.. 
On the. w:iy ihitlier lie was detached in commarj] iff a 
Kipiad'on, at the head of which ho took part in tho 
iM-ihsiid-Waziri cxpi^dition On the termination of 
the o|Mn*ations. in May, lie ])r()ci*c(leil ami joined tho 
head-ijiifirters of the regiment at Asni, and in .luno ho 
w as a])j)oinl.e(I to officiate as (^>nlmanllant of the rogi- 
nifjiit. Me was slill officiating in this appointnient 
when ho died at Asni on the 12*''^ Soptondier 1860. 

Campboll, Konnoth Donald John, [drntenant 
(1S’»1“ 1856)). — (it’tirr at .S'// ///;)-/.»', Y. 8 19 : tablet 
at .1 nil nude r. Mu. 554. — Son of Major Kenneth (^amp- 
lirl', Beiigal N. 1. Born at Noeniueli on the 

27"'* .June 18:11 . — Fnl.ei’ed tho Bengal Army in 1850. 
Arrived in India in November of tho same year, 
and was sent u]> to Benaros to do duty with tho 
07111 jq- I following month Jio was postod 

to the 29*^*' N. 1,, which he joined at Posliawar early 
in 1851. Tn Mandi and April 1852 he served with tho 
29*^‘ in the operations against tho llanizais and tho 
Molimands. I^larly in 1853 ho accmnijianioil tho regi- 
mont to Jullundur, and while serving at that station 
in 18.56 he oflleiated for a short time as Inbirpreter and 
Quiirtcr-Master. In June 18.56 In* was a])f)ointod to 
do duty with tho 5‘** Punjab Infantry at iiantiu, but 
on his way to that placo lio died at Shulipur on tho 
12»** July 185G. 

Campboll, William Fredorick, TAcutenant and 
Lreret- Captain (1808 — M40 ). — Grave at Delhi, No, 
70. -Enterefl the Bfsngal Army in 1823. Arrived in 
India in Oetobor IH24, and at the ond of the same 
month w'ls sent np to Dinapofo to do duty with tho 

KiiroiHJan l^Jgime^t. Tn Marcli 1825 ho was posted 
to thf) 5f)^'‘ N. I., then at Nasinibad, and in ihe.folloSr. 
ing July ho was iransf erred to tho 64*** N. f., at tho 
same station, but being unable to i>rocc!od thither at. 
that season of tho year, ho was i)ormittcd to do duty 
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vith the 21*^ N. I. at Agra until the cold wea- 
ther should have set in. In the following year he 
accompanied the 64^^ to Agra, and at the end of 1828 
he proceeded with the regiment to Dacca. In the 
autumn of 1829 he officiated for a short time as Inter- 
preter and Qnartor-Master to the regiment, and he 
again officiated in that post from December 1829 to the 
end of May 1830. After a year’s leave to the Neil- 
gherries, he wont home on furlough in January 1832, and 
was absent from India until Deccmlier 1834. Ho then 
rejoined his regiment at Saugor, and in December 1835 
he was aj)point6d Interpreter and Quarter- Master. Ho 
accompanied the corps to Aligarh early in 1838, and in 
tbo following Octol^r ho proceeded with it to Delhi. 
He died at Delhi on the 29^^ August 1810. 

Canora, Colonel ( — 18^8).— Mojuiment at Hart- 
pur, No, 928. — Colonel Canora (styled also “ Canara” 
and “ Conora *') was a Commandant of Artillery in the 
Sikh seiwico, in which ho is said to have been employed 
for many years. His origin is wrapped in obscurity. 
Sir James Abbott said, ho was an American, and Sir 
Frederick Currie that he was “aEuroj>oan or .an Ameri- 
can,” -while Sir Ccorge St. l^itrick Lawj’onco liad it 
that he was “ fornicrly a triim]»etcr in our cavalry,” — 
which last, if true, would imlicato that Canora was a 
Kurasian. In Is l-S he was in (H)tumand of a body of 
artillery stationed at Haripur. ’riie governor, Chatlar 
Singh, was well known to be hostile to Hritisli influence 
in the Punjab, and wais suspected of iustigatirig a gene- 
ral revolt of the Sikli army. On the predenco that. 
Canora’s guns wore in danger ho ordered liim io move 
them out of the town and bring them into the foH of 
Harkisbangarh, his envn head -quarters. Canora sns- 
IKJcting treachery, refused to do so w'ithont the sanction 
of Sir Janu'M jAlihott, theti British Commissioner in 
Hazara. What followed is related in a letter of Abl)ott's 
to Colonel Chirdncr, preserved in the latter’s life by 
Major Hugh Pearsc. 

“Canora roydiod that the guns had been posted 
by me, and bogged porinission to refer to me ])rovioii8 
to altering tlieir position ; and immediately despatched 
a letter to me, asking wdiat he was to do. 

“ The iSardar sent a company of infantry to storm 
his guns. Canora ordenul liis men to load them with 
double cliai'ges of gr.ape, and to fire. The men, ovor- 
aw’cd, refus(iil. He seized and a])plicd the port-fire ; 
the guns burnt yiriming— they had not lieen loaded. 
Canora stood at bay, pistol in hand. An armed servant 
of the Sardar ci’opt Ixdiind him and shot him through 
the back ; then, cutting off his head’, carried it to 
Chattar Singh and received from him a reward of 
£ 100 . 

The Resident, Sir Frederick Currie, declared that 
it aervod him right ; but I pronounced it murder, and 
the Governor- General and his Conncil backed my ver- 
dict. 

“ I raised a rude monument to Canora’a memory, 
with an inscription, on the spot w'hero ho foil. A small 
pension was allotted to his family.” 

Carow, Richard Hugh, I).S,0., Colonel, Royal 
Army Medical Corps (1841 — 1902.) — Grave at Srinagar, 
Kashmir, No. 1130. — Bom on the August 1841.— 
Entered H. M.’s Seiwico on the 12^** Sciptemlier ISGo as 
a Staff Assistant- Surgeon, wdth rank from the 3D* 
March preceding. After ^aciwing a short time at Ports- 
mouth, ho was sent out to the Bombay Presidency in 
January 1866, and was employed for some months in 
medical charge of a dottmhment at Khandala. In 
October 1866 ho was attached to the 26* *> Foot at 
Belgaum, and served with that regiment for eight 
months. In May 1867 ho was appointed to the 45^^ 
Fp(^, which he joined at Poona in July, and having 
accompanied it on service to Abyssinia in the autumn, 
|ie was present with it throughout the campaign of 


1867-68 in that country, including the capture ol 
Magdala (Medal). On the termination of the operations 
he accompanied the 45*^ to the Madras Presidency, and 
served with it at Fort St. George and at Thayet-myo in 
Burma. On the reorganisation of the Medical Depart- 
ment taking place in April 1873, ho became a full 
Surgeon and was removed from tiie rolls of .the 45‘*>, but 
he continued attached to the regiment until the autumOj 
when ho went home on leave. In January 1874 ho was 
removed from the establishment of the Madras Presi- 
dency, and served at various places in the United King- 
dom until .luly 1876, when ho was sent out to the Fiji 
Islands. On the 31 March 1877 he was a^dvanced to 
the rank of Surgeon- Major. Ho returned home from Fiji 
in February 1878, and served in the United Kingdom 
until Soy)tombor 1879, when he was sent out to Bengal. 
On an’ival in India in October ho was ordered up to 
Benares, wlujro (in medical charge of B — 3^ Brigade 
and G — 1*** Brigade, Royal Ai*tillci*y, and afterwards of 
the Station Hospital) he served for four years and-a- 
half. In the spring of 1884 he was apjiointod to the 
charge of tlie Station Hosyutal at llarjeeling, from 
Avhieh, a year hater, ho was roinoved to that of the 
Station iio8]utal at Galcuita. Tu November 1885 he 
was ordered lioriie, and lie soiaed in Ti*eland until 
February 1887, whi*n he was again sent out to Bengal, 
and, on arrival in Mareli, ajqioiuted to the charge of the 
Station Hospital at Nnwshera. Tn February 1888 ho 
Was appointed to the Sikkim Field Fonu) as Senior 
Medical Ollu^er, and served tliroiighuut the operations 
against the Tibetan intruders, iin’liiding the decisivo 
action in the Jela]) Pass (liidia Medal and clasp, and 
appointed a (Companion of tlio Oistingiiislied Service 
Order). Ho continued serving in Sikkim until tho 
end of 1889, when lie w.as irarisferrcd to llawal Piiuli. 
On the D* August 1S91 lie was promoted to the rank 
of Brigado-Siirgeon-Licntenant-Golonel, and ho was 
soon afterwards apjiointtMl io the i?harge of tho *'-'tation 
Hospital at Mian ^lir. In February 1893 he went 
liome, ami having been ])Ostod to Colchester, ho served 
there for nearly three years. On tho 7’j^ Deccinlxjr 
1895 he was promoteil to tho iwik of Colonel in tho 
Royal Army Sh'dical (^or]>s, and in tho following month 
luj was removed to Fdinhiirgh as Principal Minlical 
Officer of the Scoltish District. Here he remained until 
Novonilxu’ 1896, when he was ori (!0 more sent to India 
and a]>pointe(l Principal Medical Officer of the Kawai 
Pindi District. On the outbreak of tho frontier war 
ill Juno 1897 lie was a]vpointcd Principal Medical 
Officer of llie ’I’oidii Field Force, and served thronghout 
tho operations in llio Toclii Valley (India Medal and 
clasp). Ho returned to his ajipointmcnt at Rawal 
Pindi early in 1898, and continued serving there until 
he retired from tho service on the 10'^‘ August 1901. 
After his retirenicTit ho Aveiit up to Kashmir, and ho 
died at Srinagar on the 24’*^ September 1902. 

Carey, Octavius, Lieutenant (1820-1845). — Grave 
at Mmlki ; see note on No. 441 . — A son of Major-General 
Sir Octavius Carey, K.C.II., II. hf.’s Service,— a cadet 
of the well known Guernsey family, the Careys of 
Rozel, Born on the 14**^ NovoinlKU* 1820. Educated 
at Rugby in D^ Arnold’s time. —Entered H. M.’s Ser- 
vice on tho 3‘^ March 1843 as an Ensign in the 29**» 
Foot, and having arrived in India in October, ho joined 
his nigimont at Ghazipur in tho following month. In 
the winter of 1844-45 ho accompanied the regiment to 
Meerut, whence (having Ikjoii promoted to tho rank of 
Lioutenant on tho 4th April 1845) ho moved with it to 
Kasauli in tho following Novcmlior. Towards tho end 
of tho year ho sent in his pa]»ors ’* to retire from the 
service, and had oven (4*^ Deirember) been provisionally 
gazetted out in India, when the first Sikh war broke 
out. Hearing that the 29**» had lieon ordered on service, 
he immediately wrote to tho proper authoKtios^with- 
drawing bis application to retire, and hurried up to the 
fpontto rejoin tho regijnent. On joining the Army 
of the Sutleji &en moving forward to meet the onem^, 
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he found that the 29^** had not jei arrived from Ka- 
eauli ; he therefore atta(;hod himself to the 50'^, and 
with the grenadiers of that regiment wont into action at 
Mddki on thel8 December 1845. In the course of the 
engagement he foil severely wounded, and wliilo lying 
helpless on the field was found and hacked to pieces 
by a party of. the enemy. Two days after the battle his 
mutilated remains wore found and i-ocognisod by his 
old Rugby school- fellow, Knsign Hodson of the 2‘* 
N. I. (afterwards the well-known “Hodson of Hodson’s 
Horse**), who had them removed to camp and in- 
terred. 

Carmichael, Andrew Sfiraf^ant 0827 — 

1857). — a/ A’(». 104. — Tlorn in Dublin in 
1827. - Enlisted at Dublin on the 10»*‘ Roptomlxir 1847, 
for the Bengal Sappers and Miners. Airived in India 
on tho 14^*^ Octolw 1849. and join(3d the head- qn art, ers 
of the corps at Ludhiana. In October 1851, having 
then attained the mnk of First Oorpnral, ho was 
selected as a probati<mary student in tluj Second De- 
partment of tho Civil Enfrinoering Colb'go at Uooikoe, 
which he joined in the following January ; and having 
l^assod tho prescribed exainmai.ion, Im was appointed, 
January 18.53, an Asst. Overseer in iluj Dopt. 
of Public Works, and was posted to tbo Anibjda Divi- 
Kion. In D(5cenilx3r 1853 be avjis trans5'ri*e(l flio 
MiVm Mfr Division of Public Works. Tn July lSr» t bo 
was permitted to resign his appoinimoni in the Pnbljc 
Works Dopartnient, and ^vas roinn.Tnled to his corps, 
which, afbT doing duty for some montlis with a do- 
tacdimont employed under the riariMson Ibiginocr at 
Lahore, ho rejoined at Meerut in the ai:f -inin. Ho 
cont.iniKjd serving with the Sappers utkI "Miners until 
1857, when, having .attained the raiik of Sergeant, he, 
on tho outVn’cak of the ^[iitin}', aoeoinpu-nied ih<3 cor])S 
from lloorkoo to ^loorut, and tho fnilhful ronmant 
thonco to Dellii. With I hes(3 remains of the corps ho 
BOrvod throughout tho siego of Delhi, and was ]u*omi- 
nontly engaged in tho storming of tho pl.Mco on tho 
morning of tho I P Soptomber 1S.57. On that nK'nio- 
rablo occasi^n ho was ono of tho throe British non- 
commissioned ollieers scjheled to forfii part of the ev- 
plosiou party on the dosp(3rato enterprise of blowing in 
tho Kashmir Gate, tho partienlar duty allotled to him 
lieing tluit of carrying one of tho bags of powder and 
lodging it against <he. gale. This lie j)(3iTor! 3:'tl 
with tho inost undaunted bravery under a hail of Ibe 
from the enemy wltliiii the gatewny, but ho Imd .S'^-ar* ely 
laced tho powdijr bog in the re(|nired position, wlitm a 
ullcl found him, ami In? foil dead,

tai'it f. it/ KuJi'i/, .N". P)tS.— .JSon of Andrew Morton

1865. In January 1866 uo. w:ts ;ippoiiited Second Do- 
ing- Duty Officer (afterwards : 1 \ led Second Squadron 
Sulialteni) in tho 5‘^ PmH '.b ( \avalrj% and on tho rolls 
of that corps ho remained for t!io rest pf his serFice. 
Ho was Secoufl Squadron Subaltern f twice officiating 
as Squj^roTi Officor) from January 1866 to Sciptembor 
1867 ; Firsi Squadron Subaltern (several times offfi iat- 
ing as Sipiadron Officor and once as Adjutant) from 
September 1867 to March ?b70 ; Adjutant (iwico I 
officiating as Socond-iu- Command) fi'om Alarch 1870 ' 


to Angufit 1875 ,• and Squadron Officer (once officiating 
as Squadron Commander) from August 1875 to Jonu- 
my 1878. In December 1877 and January 1878 ho 
seiwcd in tho cann>aign against tho Jowaki Afridis, at 
first as orderly officer to Brigadier- (loneral Keyes, and 
afterwards in command of a detachment of the 
Pnnjab Cavalry, and was present in tho afifairo of Jamu 
and Gharilia tlndta Modal and cltisp"). In January 
1878 ho was appointed a Sqnadi*on Commander in his 
rogiment. Tn November of tho sarao year ho was ap- 
pointed Dopy. Asst. (Jiiaiicn* Alastor General to 
tho Kurain Valley Column, and with it served tlirougli- 
out the first phase of the Afghan AVar, 1878-79, inolud-* 
ing tho foroing of tho Pei war Kotal and tho ongago- 
incnt at Matiiii, in tho Khost Valley, llo rejoined hifl 
rogiment in tho sumtnor of 1879, and, on tho renewal 
of tho war, in Sopteinlx>r, proceeded W'ith it on sorvioe 
through the Kiiram Valley to Kabul, taking part 
in tho nction of Cliarasia, and in tho sevoro fighting 
round Kabul in Decomber 1879 (promoted to Major 
by brevet, and awarded tho Afghan Medal with throo 
clasps, for tim Pci war Kotal, Vharasia, and Kabul). 
Ho returiH'd wit h his rogimont to India in Maroh 1880« 
and afterwards served with it at various posts and 
stations on tho frontier, iwicte officiating as Seeoud-in- 
Command Tn 1SS4 ho wms in command of a dntaohed 
squadron at Sihf, in Baba'hisi.ni, and with it took part 
in tbo Zliob Vnllt^y ox|H3ditiori of that year. In March 
18S9 h(3 was a]>pointod Sccond-in-Commaml of tho i*ogi- 
ment, and ho held that ])OKiti(m until hi < death, which 
occurred at Uawal Pindi on tho 29^*' March 1890. 

Cartor, Honry, 3ra/<»r (1794 — 1844).— ("iVarr at 
Jhlliif Vo. 76. — Entered tho Bengal Army in 1808. 
Arrivi'd iii India in October 1809, and in tho usual 
con rse was sent to the (kidet ( -ollcgo at Barasat. In May 
1810 ho was ]>osted to tin* 2'^ Battalion N. 1., but ho 
continued at Barasat until the following Octolxu’, when 
ho was sent to tho LI]qK3r Proviiujos to join his battalion 
at Allahaba<f. At tlie end of 1SI2 he aecompaniod tho 
battalion to Luektjow, a’uj in 1814 ho proceeded with 
it to Kavnal ; whonco at the ond of tho yojir ho niarehcd 
with it U> join the fon^e undin* Colonel Oehtorlony 
O’ x'rali rig against tho (iPi’khas in tho North-Western 
Hills; and lio \vas present with it throughout tho ro* 
nn.i rider cJ tlie «*ainj)aign, iiKjbidiiig tho action of Dihil- 
ki bblia and Iho ivdiiction, allor sovtjro fighting, 
o!^ Maliion. On iho conclusion of Iho operations ho ro- 
lurned with the b:i(.laliou to Karnal, at wdiich plrtco 
lie <*ontinned s«frving with it until Sefitomhor 1817, when 
h'* was ;ipj oiubid Jhirrark Master at Muttra. In tho 
f(»]|(iNviTtg yc:ir he oiririated for a short |KU'iod as Bri- 
gad(3.Ma;r>r at that statioTi, in addition to his othor 
clutie.s ;'s Ibirraek Master. In Juno 1819 ho was ap- 
]M)in(od Diir.wk Master of the San go r District, and in 
the following cold season ho lield for some trnio tho 
teniporary cliargo of iho office of tho Do]nity (^r, 
Mr. Cbml. and of the Guide and Infelligcnco De- 
partment of tlm Saugor Division. In Nnvcin!)or 1821 
lie was romoveil, as llarmck Master, from tho Bangor 
to iho Kohilkhand Division, but lieiiig tJien on Joave, 
and having afterwards licen obliged to proceed to tho 
C.ape Colony on account of his healtli, ho iKwer joined 
this a]»])ointment, and in Juno 1S2.3, soon after Lia 
return to India, ho was transferrofl from Bobilkliand 
and ap|)ointed Bamick Master of tlio Tiln'i/.ijrnr Division. 

In May JS24, on iho reorganisation of the army taking 
])1ace, he was posted to the 10'** N. I. (lato 2^' Batta- 
lion of tho 7'‘V), and in iho following August, on th»> 
Dejiai-tmout of Public Works Iwing crcaletl out of tho 
old Bairack and Building Depai-iiiioni, ho was apj»oint- 
ed executive offi«;er of the (ihazipur Division of Public 
Works. In Jidy 1825 ho was removed, as senior 
Lioutoimnt, to the newly formed Extra Rogimont, 
whi(jh afterwards, in 1828, boniiiie tho 73'* N. I. In 
1831 he was i-emovcd from tho Ghaziyair to tho Bundel- 
khand Division of Public Works, and in Kobruiiry of 

the following year ho went home on Inrloagh. On hia 
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reiarn to India in March 1836 he joined the 73^ at 
Barrackpore, but he did not remain long with^ the 
regiment, for in the following October he was appointed 
Offg. Agent for Family Money and Paymaeter of 
Native Pensioners at Bari'ackpore : in this appointment 
be was confirmed in January 1837, and ho continued 
holding it until January 1842, when he proceeded on 
leave to the Capo Colony and New bouth Wales. Re- 
turning to India in November 1843, he rejoined the 
73fd N. I. at Delhi, at which place he died on the 22^** 
Hay 1844. 

Carter, John William, Lxeuienant-Colonel and 
Brevet'Golonel (1815 — 1867 ). — Grave at Murree, 
No, 820.— Bom at Cork, Ireland, on the 24*** July 1815. 
—Entered the Bengal Army in 1835. Arrived in India 
in July of the same year, and in the following month 
was sent up to Barrackpore to do duty with the 43^ 

N I. In September he was posted to the 16^** N. I., 
which he joined at Mhow in Malwa, and with which ho 
proceeded to Delhi early in 1836. In the autumn of 
1838 ho proceeded with the regiment to Ferozopore, and 
accompanying it thence on service to Afghanistan with 
the Army of the Indus, ho was present with it through- 
out tho campaigns in that country from 1839 to 1^2, 
including tho occupation of Kandahar, tho expedition 
to Girishk on the Helmand, the storm and capture of 
Ghazni (Medal), the action in tho Indran Range, near 
Killugu, tho operations around Kandahar in 1842, 
the actions of Kali-Shak, Kanji-Kak, Panjwai, Tillu- 
Khan and Bal)a-Wali, the relief of Kalat-i-Ghilzai, 
tho action of Goaine, tho re-capture of Ghazni, the 
actions of Beni-Badam and Maidan, tho I'e-occupation 
of Kabul, and various engagements in tho passes 
between Kabul and Peshawar during the return march 
to Hindustan (Medal). In Docemlier 1842 ho was 
tranfiforrod to tho 54^^ N. I., on that i^egiment being re- 
formed after its destruction during the disastrous 
retreat from Kalml, and ho joined it at Cawnpore early 
in 1843. In February 1844 he was appointed Adjutant 
of tho 5^** Rogimoiit of I nfantry of tho Gwalior Contin- 
gent, which he joined at G walior before tho end of the 
month. On the outbreak of tho first Sikh war in 
Docoinbor 1845 he was ro-callod to his regiment, tho 
54‘** N. I., and its joined it at Ferozojioit) early in 1846, 
but ho was too lato for the only action in which the 
corps was engaged, and his share in the Sutlej Cam- 
paign was limitecl to doing garrison duty in Ferozepore 
until tho end of the war. On the termination of tho 
operations he retiirnod to his appointment in the 5^*> In- 
fantry, Gwalior Contingent, with which, ait tho end of 
1846, he proceeded from Gwalior* to Mahona. In 
April 1847 lie was appointed Offg. Second- in- Command, 
and he held that ])osLtion until January 1848, when ho 
reverted to tho Adjutancy. In tho spring of 1848 ho 
marched with tlio regiment to Lalitpur. In March 
1849 ho wont on leave to South Africa and New 
Bouth Wales, and was absent from India for twenty 
months. On his retnni in Novemlier 18.50 ho rejoined 
the Infantry at Lalitpur, and in January 1851 ho 
was appointed Second- in- Command of that regiment, 
with which appointment lie combined, for nearly two 
years, that of Astt. Su[)Orintendent of Chandehri. 
In the spring of 1 852 he iirociecdcd with tlie rogimont 
to Gwalior, and at Uiat place from April to Octolier 
1852 ho officiated as Commandant of the (?orps, and 
from February 1854 to A])ril 1855 as Adjutant in 
addition to his duties as Second- in- Command. In May 
1856 ho was appointed Acting Commandant of the 2** 
[nfantry of tho Coutingopt, at Gwalior, and ho served 
with that corps until March 1857, when ho was 
appointed Acting Commandant of the 5^^ Infantry. In 
the following month lie was appointed Commandant of 
tho 5^**, and ho was in command of the cpi-ps at 
Agar when the Mutiny broke out. Jy, June 1857 ho 
advanced with it and some other troops to the relief of 
Neomuch, but a body of cavalry that wore to have 
©ined him having mutinied and threatened Agar, ho 


doubled back and saved that place after a forced 
march of fifty-eight miles in twenty-seven hours, for 
which service he received the thanks of thd Government 
of India and was subsequently promoted to the rank of 
Major by brevet. The 5**> Infantry subsequently muti- 
nied, but he effected his escape and made his way to 
the North-Western Provinces, where, after a brief 
period of leave in MqBsoorie, he soon came into active 
employment against t)ie rebels and mutineers. From 
January to April 1858 be served as District Staff Officer 
to the Saharanpur and Mnzaffamagar Field Force. 
In April 1858 ho was appointed to tho Commissariat 
charge of the Roorkee Field Force under Sir John 
Jones, and served throughout the subsequent campaira 
in Rohilkhand, including the actions of Bhagaula and 
Nagina, the relief of Moradabad, the action of tho 
Dojora, the capture of Bareilly, the actions at Shah- 
jahanpur and tho relief of that place, the action of 
Banai and the destruction of Mohamdi (Medal). In 
Juno 1858 he was appointed Commandant of the Rohil- 
khand Divisional Military Police Battalion, and ho 
continued in that employment until the end of March 
1861. In April 1861 ho was appointed Depy. In- 
spector-General. of Police, Rohilkhand Division, and 
he hold that situation until the end of 1862, when ho 
went home on furlough. In June of this year ho was 
admitted into the Bengal Staff Corps and ])romoted 
to tho rank of Lieatenant-Colonol in it, but in tho 
following year (July 1863 ) both the admission and tho 
promotion were cancelled, and he revei’tod to his 
former position as an officer of the Bengal Infantry, 
He returned to India in March 1866, and was directed 
to do general duty at Meerut, but in the following month 
he was appointed Offg. Compaandant of the* 24*^ 
(Punjab) N. I., and having joined that regiment at 
Peshawar, he continued in command of it until tho 
following December, when, having been displaced by 
the return of the pomianent Commandant, he was ap- 
pointed to do general duty at Peshawar. In tho Bjiring 
of tho following year he went up to Marree on leave, 
and ho died at that place on tho 29^*^ April 1867. 

Carter, William Charles, Captain (1805— 
1845).— [rravc at Ludhiana, No, 576.— Entered tho 
Bengal Army in 1823. Arrived in India in October 
1824, and was sent up to Dinapore to do duty with , 
the 2'* European Hc*gimeiit. In March 1825 ho was 
posted to tho the 34^^ N. I , and he joined tfiat regi- 
ment at Sitapur, in Oudh. In tlie winter of 1827-28 
ho accompanied the corps to Saugor, and in that of 

1830- 31 ho proceeded witli it to Barrackpore. In 

1831- 32 he served with tho regiinoiit in tho campaign 

against the Kols in Chota Nagpur (Ramgarh), and 
in 1832-33 in tho o|X}rations against the insurgent 
Chuars in the Barabhum District. On tho conclusion 
of these affairs ho proceeded with tho regiment to 
Midnapore, arriving thGi\) towards tho end of April 
1833. In February 1834 ho went home on furlough, 
and was absent from India until October 1836. On 
his return he rejoined the 34*^*^ at Fateh garh, whence in 
December 1838 he accompanied the right wing of tho 
regiment to Agra. In the autumn of 1841 he pro- 
ceeded with the corps to Moradabad, and in July 1843 
he marched with it to Delhi. In December 1843 
ho aceompanied the regiment to Ferozepore, to which 
phvco it had been ordered preparatory to j)roceedirig 
to Sind^ but tho corps having mutinied, ho moved 
back wfth it to Meerut, where it was disbanded in 
March 1844. In tho following month ho was appointed 
to do duty with tho 26^^ N. I. at Ludliiana, and at that 
place ho died on tho lO^** January 1845. # 

Case, Charles, Lieutenant-Colonel (1839— 
18S2),^ Grave at Murree, No, 825.— The oldest sou of 
Thomas Case, Esq., of Rodhazels, Co. Lancaster, and 
Shexistone Moss, Co. Stafford, by AlexandriQtv^*V6!i%uica, 
his wife, daughter of Giovanni Mavromati, of Messina, 
Sicily, and grand- daughter of Thomas, Marquis de 
Serpos. Born at Constautinoplo ou the 27 July 1839.— 
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Xnieied tlie Bengal Army in 1856. Arrived in India in 
May, and was direoted to do duty with the 67^^ N. I. at 
Benares. In August 1856 he was posted to the 37^^ 
B. I. at the same station, but in the following December 
he was removed to the 67^** N. I,, with which he 
proceeded to Agra early in 1857. He was at that place 
when the Mutiny bi*oko out, and his own regiment 
having been 'disarmed, ho, on the Neemuch mutineers 
approaching Agra, wont out as a Volunteer with the 
force under Brigadier Polwhelo, and was with it in the 
battle of Sassia, or Shahganj, on the 5^** July (Medal). 
From June 1858 to August 1860 he was attached to 
Meade's Horse, and was engaged in various operations 
against rebels and mutineers in ttie Gwalior District 
and in Bundelkhand. In April 1861 he was appointed 
to do duty with the 1*^ Mahratta Horse, and for some 
time was in command of a squadron at Oral. In the 
following June he was directed to do duty with the 
Bengal Cavalry, and in October with the 
Bengal Cavalry, and he remained attached to this 
regiment until August 1862, previous to which, in 
Februaiy 1862, he had been admitted into the Bengal 
StafE Corps with effect from the 18‘*» Febrtfory 1861. 
From August 1862 to August 1865 ho was in civil 
employ as an Asst. Commissioner in Oiidh. Ho then 
reverted to military duty, and in Septem1)er 1865 
he was directed to do duty with the N. I , with 
which corps ho served in the Bhutan Campaign of 
1865-66 (India Medal and clasp). In May 1866, ho 
was removed to the 29’** N. I. as Second Doing- Duty 
Oflicor (afterwards styled Second Wing Subaltern), and 
he was appointed Quarter-Master of the wigiment in 
March 1867 ; this ai)pointment ho hold until June 1868, 
when he was compelled to relinquish it on being 
promoted to the rank of Captain. From August 1868 
to January 1869 he was Station Staff Officer at Jhansi. 
He was then appointed a Sub- Assistant Commissary.- 
Genl. in the Army Commissariat Dept., and in that 
Dept as ?sub. and Dopy. Asst. Commy.-Gcnl., the 
rest of his service was passed. Asa Sub- Asst- Commy.- 
GenL, he served with the Chittagong Column in the 
Lushai £x}^dition of 1871-72 (Clasp added to India 
Medal), and as an Officiating Dopy. Asst. Comniy.- 
Genl. with the Kandahar Force during the first ])huse 
of the Afghan War, 1878-79 (Medal), In Dccemlxjr 
1879 he went home on sick leave for two years, and 
a few ninths after his roturu to India ho died at 
Murroo, — 16‘*‘ September 1882. 

Cassidy, Christopher Clemons, Surrjenn- 
Captain (IbG*!-— 1897). — (Irave and mvmovial at i)atla 
Khel in thti Torhi Valley^ Nor, 1105 and 1108: 
tablet at Bannn^ No, 1076. — Born on the 23^ Sep- 
tember 1864. — Entered the Indian Medical Service, 
Bengal, in the rank of Surgeon, on tho 31"^ January 
1891. Arrived in India in the spring of the samo 
y«?ar, and in May was ordered uji to Silchar to 
officiate in medical charge of tlio IS’*^ Bengal Infantry, 
He was subsequently sent up to Hawal Pindi, where ho 
was appointed, Novcnnljor 1891, to the offg, medical 
charge of the 19’*** Bengal Infantry. Ho accompanied 
that regiment to Fort Sandeman, and served with it 
there until August 1892, when ho was removed to the 
offg. medical charge of tho 17’** Bengal Cavalry at 
Loralai. lie served with th(5 17’** at that place until 
June 1893, when ho was appointed Offg. Civil Surgeon 
of Nadio^ in Bengal, whemjo he was removed, in 
August, in the same position, to Darbhanga. In June 
1894 ho was appointed to do general duty at the 
Presidency, and later in the same year ho was a])pointed 
Offg. Civil Surgeon of Puruea. Ho remained in that 
situation until March 1896, when he was appointed 
to the offg. medical charge of the I*’ Sikh Infantry, 
then serving in the Tochi Valley, where he joined it. 
In Jttlyof the same yoiir ho was appointed Medic«al 
Officer of {Be regiment, and in that position the rest 
of his service was ])assed. He was with the escort of 
the Political Officer, Tochi Valley, when on the 10th 


June 1897, at the Maizar villages, it was treacheronslv 
attacked by a gathering of Mada Khel Waziris, and 
in tho conflict which ensued he was dangerously wound- 
ed by a shot in the knee, from, tho effects of which he 
died St Datta Ehel on the 22(i 6i tho same month. 

Cathcarti John Edwin. Jf.7)., Assistant-Surgeon 
(1829—1854). — Oravt! and tablet at Kohat, Nos. 1030 
arid 1042.— The youngest son of Elias Cathcart, Esq., 
of Auchondrane, Co. Ayr. Born in 1829. — Entered the 
Bengal Medical Service as an Assistant- Surgeon in 
1850. Arrived in India in November of that year, and, 
after a few days’ duty at tho General Hospital, was 
sent up to Chinsura to do duty with a detachment of 
recruits there. VTith this detachment, in medical 
charge, he started for tho Upper Pi'ovincos in Docombor, 
and having been ordered on to Lahore, ho was, on 
arrival, in April 1851, api^ointed to do duty with the 
Foot Artillery at that phuse. From May to Se))tember 
1851 he held medical charge of the 5’** N. I. Ho was 
then appointed to tho medical charge of tho 65’** N. 1., 
but within a few weeks lie was ordered to rejoin the 
Foot Artillery, with tho medical care of tho 65’** N. I. 
as an additional charge. In October ho was appointed 
to the medical charge of tho 3** Company 2 ‘ Battalion, 
Foot Artillery, at Aniirkalli, and in tho following 
month ho was removed to that of the 9’** N. I. at MiAn 
Mir. In Septcmlwr 1852 ho was removed to the 
5’** N, I., and during tho ensuing twelve months he 
twice held medical charge of the 57’** N. I. in addition. 
Iti November 1853 ho was sent up to Peshawar in 
medical charge of two troops of Horse Artillery. In 
tho same month ho was appointed tf) tho medical charge 
of tho 4’** Punjab Cavalry, and after delivering over 
his charge at Peshawar in Dcw^oinbcu*, he yu'ocoodod and 
joined that regimont at Kohat. On tho 1**’ January 
1854 ho was apiminted Civil Assistant- Surgeon of the 
Kohat District, and ho died at Kohat on tho Ist April 
following. 

Cavagnarl, Sir Plorre Louis Napoleon, 

^f^ljor (1841 — 1879). — MnnorM at Afardan and 
tablet at Kohat, Nos. 1001 and 1046.— Tho eldest son of 
Major Adolph Cavagnari, of tho French service, by Caro- 
line, second daughter of Hugh Lyons- Montgomery, Esq., 
of Bolhavcl, Co. Leitrim, Ireland. Born at Stonay, in 
tho Department of the Mouse, Fraiice, on tho 4th July 
1841. Educated at Christ's Hosjnbil (The Blue Coat 
School). — Entered tho Bengal Army in 1858. An*ivod 
in India in July of that year, and in the following 
month was sent iij> the country to do duty with tho !•» 
European Bengal Fusiliors. Ho joiiKMj this regimont 
at Lucknow, and served with it in tho iiiml campaign 
against the rebels and Tiiutineers in Oiulh, in(;luding the 
mention of Saadatganj and somo minor affairs in the 
Darialwid district (Modal). In Octolxii* 1858 ho was post- 
ed to tho cadre of the late 67’** N. I., hut in tho follow- 
ing Dooeml>er, at liis own rocpiost, ho was transferred to 
tho rogimont with which ho ^v•as thou doing duty, tho 
!•’ Kiiropoau Bengal Fusiliors. On tho termination of 
tho ojioi’ations in Oiidh, in 1859, ho accompanied tho 
regiment to Dagshai, wlierico ho j)roceoded with it to 
Multan in 1860, and to itawal Pindi in J861. lii July 
1861 his 8cn*vi(;os wore placed at tho disjjosal of tho 
Punjab Govornment, an<l on tlio 10'** of that month 
< froiii whioh date ho was afterwards admitted into the 
Bengal *Steff Coiqw) ho was apjioinhid Asst. Conirnis- 
sioner of Gugera, whence, in tho following year, ho was 
tmTisferrod, in tho same cajmoity, to Dora Ismail Klian. 
In Maroh 1866 ho was appointed Asst. CommisHionor 
of Kohat, and later in tho samo year tho officiating 
ay>pointment of Deputy CommissioTif^r at tho samo J)Jsm;o 
was conferred upon him ; ho occupied this post for the 
next four ^oars, and during this period lie took part in

Afoil. In Jannarv 1871 ho wont homo on farlonf^h for 
two yoarB. On liis return to India in January 1873 he 
mumed his former Hp]ioinlmont of -Asst. ComrnisBioner 
of Kohat, Imt ho was soon afterwards re-appointcd OfFg. 
Popy. Commr., and in that positioTi ho aooouipaniod tho 
oxpedition against th<5 Waziri clans on tho Kohat bor- 
der in March and April 1871*. In November 1875 ho 
was confirmed in tho appointment of Dopy. Commr. of 
Kohat, in which he had l>een officiating for bo many 
years, and in .lanuary 1877, in recognition of his ox- 
eellont services on tho Kohat frontier, ho was nominated 
a Companion of the Order of tlie Star oC India. In 
April 1877 ho was appointed Dopy. fVnnmissionor of 
Peshawar. In the following August lie was engaged 
in the expedition against tho Gaddia Khel Afridis, and 
in December 1877 ami January 1S7H ho took part in 
tho oporations against tho Jowaki Afridis. In Fchrnary 
and March 1878 ho was employed, as Political Officer, 
in the operations against tho Utman Kh Is, including 
tho expedition against Sapri, and in tho latter month 
ho also took part, in the same capacity, in tho expedi- 
tion against tho Ranizai village of Skakot. In Angnst 
1878 ho w'as placed on special duty to aecomnany tho 
Mission under Sir Neville Chamlierlain to Kabul, .and 
to him w.as then pavtimilarly entrnstcHl the conduct of 
the intorcoui*se of llm Mission with Kabul and with tho 
Afridi tribes thronuh whose Icrrilory ft must nocossfirily 
pass. On war ivMVig declared. In conscMpionco of tho 
i-epulsc of the Missi«m at Ali M isjldand of tbo rc^fiisal 
of the Amir to render oiiIi‘-*r re]>aratio’i or apology 
for tho insult, ho was ajipoiriicd a Political Officer 
^fith tho TVsbawar Valley Field Force iiridoi Sir S. J. 
Tlrown(j. and accompanying it in its advaiUM; ho was pre- 
sent at the' rodncliiin of Ali Masjid and in the .subsiMpient 
advance to Jalalabad. Afbjr tin? occn])ation of Jalalabad 
lie was entrusted with the conduct of ndations between 
the (lovcrnmcnt of India and tlio Afghan Chiefs and 
trilxis v/ith whom we wore then brought into contact, 
and wdion tho new Amir Miiliainmad Yakub Kbaii, 
made ovortuios for iho ro-establisluiient of ]X5ace, he 
was invested witli full powers to rojires(uit tlw^ Govorn- 
nient of India in tlie negotiations which followed. He 
conducted tliosii iiegotiatioes with signed ability, ami 
the trt^aty of Giindaniak, whiidi resuliod from flicmi, 
was signed by bim on liehalf of the Goviu-iiincnt of India 
May 1S7G). For liis eminent services on this 
occasion, .and throngliont tho campaign, ho w.v; nomi- 
nated a Knight Gomniandor of ibo Ordm* of tbo Rath 
in tho Civil Division. In the following month ho was 
apiiointed Envoy and Resident at Kabul, the rccc])tIori 
of such an officer, v» ith a suit.abic os\wt, having boon 
provided for in I Iio troaiy. After a coafenmee witli 
the Viceroy at Simla, bo procooded, by ^vay of ilio 
Kuram Valley, to tako u]) bis ]iost, and, accom])anicd 
by liis escort P25 cavalry and 50 iriffintry of tlio Corps 
of Guidos), Lieutenant Hamilton, Y.<\ fcommanding 
the escorts, Surgoon Kelly, and Mr. Jonkyns, of tlie 
Civil Service, ho arrived at Kabul on tlio 24’'' July. 
There on the 3* Sojiienibcr following an outbreak 
occurred, and tho Rriiish Rosidem^y w’as atta,cked in 
overwhelming niirnKwa by mutinous Afghan soldiers 
and tho fanatical rabble of tho city. Ap]ical was made 
to tho Amir for proioefion, but made in vain, and 
nothing remainod to tho Envoy and his pai-ty but to 
sell their lives as dearly as possible ; after a prolonged 
and gallant resistaneo they were overpowered by num- 
bers and all killed with tho exception of six men of tho 
Escort.

^li 0 bocarao First GarrlsoTi, Asst.-Surgoon, and he OOUf 
tinned in that post until January 1824, when he wae 
ap{)ointed to perform tho medical duties of the civil 
station of Kumai’khali, in the district of Nadia. At 
the end of tho following May he was ordei^od to Birbhdm 
as Civil Asst. Surgeon, but this arrangement was soon 
afterwards cancelled, and in July ho wa.s ap|K>inted Off^« 
Garrison Asst.- Surgoon in Fort William. In Apnl 

1825 tho appointment of Dopy. Apothecary to tho East 
India ('omiiany was confori*od upon him. In April 

1826 he was apjiointcd to tho medical charge of the 
^'undarband Commission, and ho hold this charge until 
January 1827, wlio/i ho was appointed Surgoon to th© 
Governor- General (Lord Amhorst). He proceeded at 
once to tho Upper Pi’ovincos and joined His Lordship, 
who was then on tour. Subsoquontly he accompanied 
Lord Amherst to Simla and tlio noighliouring hills, 
ami ho died at Sabathu on tho 21** Juno 1827.

Born on the 30''* April 1835. — Knicred the Mengal Army 
in 1851. Arrivial in India in !May of tho same year, 
and was sent np to J.5onaTes to do dnty with the 50*'' N. 
1. In tile following October lie was posted to the 5 H*- 
N. 1., wliich he joined at Hawal Piiidi, and witli which, 
in Octolwr 1855, ho marched to Peshawai’. In OctolHu* 
1856 ho was apj>oint(ul to do duty temporarily with tlio 
3‘* Punjab Infantry, and liaving joincMl that regiment at 
Kohat, ho served with it in iluj expedition to Miranzai 
and Kuram during the hist months of tho year, and was 
present at tho sur[)risc of Torawari, Hie Alsatia of tho 
•miscellaneous S(;oundi’<!lisjn of tho ])art of that frontier. 
In December, before tlie close of the optn-ations, ho w'as 
traiisfciTod to tho I**'' Punjab Infantry for duly, but tho 
arrangoment was only a temporary one, and on the ter- 
mination of tlio expedition ho injoinod the 5P' at Pesha- 
war. Ho was with tho at that ])lace when tho 
mutinies broke out, and the regiment having been 
dojirived of its arms, he w^as appointed on tho 25*'* May 
to do duty with the 3** Punjab Infantry at Kohat.

Chief at Madras. Born on tho II*** October 1826.>-*l!!n» 



teredtho Bomimy Army in 1846. Landed at Bombay in 
Jnne of that year, and was sent to Poona to do duty with 
the 29^^ Bom. N. I. In August 1846 ho was posted to the 
9^ Bom. N. I. at Nasik, but before the end of the year 
he was transferred to the 26^*‘, and joined that regiment 
at Ahmcdabad. In the following year ho proooeded 
with the cor})S to Bombay, and in October 1848 he 
accompanied it to Karachi. In May 1849, on the for- 
mation of the Punjab Irregular Force, he was appoitiied 
Adjutant of the r/*' Punjab Cavaliy, which he joined at 
Multan, and with which he afterwards seiwod on the 
Dera Ismail Khan frontier until March 1851, when, his 
health failing, he wont homo on furlough, vacating his 
appointment.

In February 1857 his sei*viccs wore placed at the dis- 
posal of Sir James Outram for further hjiccijiI employ- 
ment in Persia. Ho returned to Bombay on leave in tlm 
following June, and was a] ‘pointed to the coniniand of 
the regimental dcjiut at Poona, and subserjiKaitly, on the 
return of the i*ogiiuciii from Persia, ho aecom])anied it 
to Dhiiliii. During the early part of 1S5S he was em- 
ployed in operations against insurgent IHiils in the 
boccaii, and was wounded in the action of klandawa. 
In March, 185S he was a] ‘pointed Brigade- !Major to the 
brigade of Sindh Irregular Horse, Init in the following 
May his B(u*vices were placed at the disposal of the Gov- 
ernment of Indiji, by whom, in July, he was appointed 
a Divisional Commandant of Police in Oudh. At the 
head of liis police corps he served tlii’ougliout the final 
cann)aigii of IS58-.59 in Oudh, taking part in the actions 
of Selimpui’, Sandila, Jamo, Piirwa or Morar Mau, 
SijiUM, Bira, and Daundia-Khora or Baksar GluU, l)e- 
y sides many minor aifairs, and repeatedly distinguishing 
ihimself (Medal, and promoted to Brclot- Major immo-

sorived with it, at that pla (!0 ami in the hills in the 
vitMniiy of Simla, until September, when ho was ap- 
poijntod OUg. ('omraaudant of the 15^^' liengal Cavalry. 
W'ith this corps he served at Mi.in Mir and Jhansi until 
Nipvembei' 1863, when he rejoined the 23'^ and ]jrocecdod 
wiHih it on service to i.he Ambela Pass, lie comrnandod 
t|ae regiinent iUrougliout the remainder of the Aml»ela 
..Campaign and took a prominent part in the closing 
Operations on the 15*‘* and December, including tho 
assault and capture of Conical Hill, the pursuit to Lain, 
and tho severe action at the mouth of tho J.binor Pass, in 
which last he was wounded (clasp added to India Medal). 
On the conclusion of the cam]iaign he j»roceeded with 
his regiment to Peshawar, at which place and at Chomt

(1822— 1879 ).— at Anibala^ No, 26S. — Tho sixth 
.son of Sir Henry Chamberlain, Bart. (I), and a 
younger b^ber of Field-Marshal Sir Neville Bowles 
Chamberlain, G.C.B., Q.C.S.I. Born at Bio-de* Janeisp, 
Brazil (whore his father was Gonsul-Genasial 
and Oharge d' Affaires) on the 13^** Sai>tember 1822.— 
Entered the Bengal Army im 1642. Arrived iu India 
in Octolxir of tho same year, and proceeded to Agra, 
whore ho joined tho 9**^ N. I., to which he had boon 
posted a few days befoi*e his arrival in the country. 
Daring tho next three years he accompanied his regi- 
ment in sucoession to Forozeporo, Sukkur, Ludhiana 
and Lucknow. At tho end of Docombor 1845 he 
marched with tho regiment from Lucknow to join tho 
Army of tho Sutlej, but ln) had only got as far us 
Bassirin when the battle of Sobraon brought the war 
to a oonclusion. Ho Hubso((ucritly accom}muied the 
regiment into tho Jullundiir Doab, as part of tho force 
detailed to take possession of that tract of country, 
bat was soon afterwards sent down the country to 
Benares. In Februjiiy 1^48 he was appointed Adjut- 
ant of tho 8^*' Irregular Cavalry, at Gorakhpur, and 
from March 1848 to January 1849 ho was acting Socond- 
in- Command as well. In August 1849 ho exchanged 
appointments with anothor ullicer and became Adjutant 
of tho Oudh Local Infantry, tliou at Sultanpur, but 
l)eing or. leave .at tho time ho did not join this rcjgimcnt 
until December. In November 1850 ho marched with 
the corps to vSftapnr. In April 1851 his services woro 
placed at tho disposal of tho Poroign Department for 
civil employ, and ho was a])pointcd an Assistant to tho 
General Suporintondont of 0|Mirations for the Suppres- 
sion of Thuggee and Dacoity : this appointment he 
took uj) at Mouriit towards tlio end of the following 
month. In Novemliev 1853 ho was transferred to tho 
3'* KnroiX)an llegimoni, on its formation, but he con- 
tinued soiwiiig in tli(3 33inggeo Department until April 
1857, when ho went home on furlough. On liis return 
to India he was ro- appointed, March 1850, to the 3.'hug- 
geo Do])t . and ])OHtc(i to Lucknow. In February 
ISGl ho was jidmitted into the Bengal Stall Corps. He 
contiimod sei'ving in tho Thuggee Dopi.* until Juno 
1863, when lie was ap})ointud City Magistrate of 
Lucknow. In April 1845 ho again went home on fur- 
lough, and was absent from India until December 
1866: he then reverted to his .appointment of City 
M.agistrato of Lucknow, and continued holding it until 
February lt870. In® that luontli the appointment of 
CantonmOTit Magistrate and Judge of the Small (])auBO 
Coui't at Ranikhet was conferred, uxion him, and thi.s 
oflice ho continued holding for seven years and a half. 
In ]Mari;h 1878 lie retired from tho service with tho 
honorary rank of ]Major- General, and soon aferwards 
returned home. He died at Isleworth, near Brentford, 
Middlesex, on the 16^^ October 1879. 

Chancellor, Alexander, Captain (1827 — 
1857), — ^rmrr fU Kasaniiy Kn. 286. — The fourth son of 
Alexander Chancellor, Esq., of Shieldhill, Co. Lanark, 
Bomotimo Ca])tain in the Foot, — an old Peninsular 

wariior who was wounded at Talavera,— by Helen 
Hamilton, his wife, daughter of Hugh Robertson, Esq., 
Clerk to tho Signet. |Born on the 29*** March 1827. — 
Enteix^d H. M.’s Service on tho 20*** October 1846 as 
an Ensign in the 27*** Foot. Joined that regiment in 
South Afrim in the follmving year, and served with it 
on the frontiers of tho Cape Colony until January 1846, 
returning liomo with it in the following April. On 
the 18*** August 1848, he was promoted to the rank 
of Lieutenant. During that and tho succeeding years 
he served with the regiment at Glasgow, Stirling, Bel- 
fast and Dublin, and on tlio 20*** February 1852 ne was 
advanced to tho rank of Captain. On the 12*** Novem- 
ber 1852 he exchangod into tho 10^** Foot, and proceeding 
<o India he joined that regiment at Wazirabac i in the 
summer of 1853. On tho 14*** Novombef’ foDowing 
he exchanged into tho 75*** Foot, but on the exchange 
being confirmed by the War Office effect was given to 
it only frmn the 6^** January 1854, about which time be 
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joined tlio regiment at Peshawar. In October 1855 'he 
aooompanied the 75^^ to Kawal Pindi, and in tho spring 
of 1857 he proaeeded with it to Kasaitli. On the muti- 
nies bi*eaking out in May 1857, he marched down to Am- 
bala with tho regiment, and subsequently accompanied 
it in the movement on Delhi. On the *8*^ Juno ho was 
present with it in the action of Badli-ki* Serai and at 
tiiQ seizure of Iho Dollii Llidge. Thereafter ho served 
with it throughout tho siege of Delhi up to tho 18^^‘ 
September, tho day before the storming of the city, 
when ho fell dangerously wounded. After the fall of 
Delhi he was removed to Kasanli, where he died of 
his wounds bn tho 4^*^ October 1857.^ 


Chapma.n, Henry Howard, Lieutenant andJdjn^ 
ic^it (1838—1808). — Grave and momnrial at Marilan 
2fns, 1005 and 1000: tablet at Ramil Riudi.^ Xo, 801. — 
Tho eldest son of Henry Chapman, Esq., of Walthamstow, 
Co. Essex, descended from tho Chapmans of Whitby, 
Co. York, and the Chapmans of Milton Ernest Hail, 
Co. Bedford. Born oiitiio 25*^ January 1838. - Entered 
the liongal Army in 1S.50. Arrived in India in Xov- 
omlx 5 r of tho saino year, and Avas sent up to Bciiarc's to 
do duty with the 37‘*' N. 1. lii January 1857 he av.is 
posted to tlie N. T., but lie did not joifi tliat corps, 

and in tho following month lio Avas nmiovod. at iiis 
own request, to tho 37*'' N. T. He was with that regi- 
ment at Benares AvIum, 0 !i tho t*'' dune 1857, ai*. at- 
tempt was made to disarm it, and in tlio wild tiring 
that ensued (the attoujpt liaving ivjsultod in a most 
deplorajble jlasco) ho received a dangerc^us wound, 
Avhich sliortly aftorAA^ards (25*'‘ August 1857'! ik^cos* 
.sitated his going home on furlough. Ho njtnriiod to 
India in September 1858, and witluii a few days of his 
arrival aams sent up to lltinigauj to do duty witli cavalry 
recruits ]>roeeoding theiieo to the U]»])er Provimuw. 
In tho (Jourse of tho same moatli ho was transforred 
from the rolls of tho 37*'' to those of tho 67**' N. T., 
Avith olfoet from the .30**' A]U*il ])re(!ediiig. Towards 
tho of Olid of October bo was directed to do duty with a 
rogimeiifc of »?ikh irifautry at Partabgarb, but just about 
tho same time lie was removed Iroiii tho 67**' X. 1. to 
the 6**‘ European Uogimont, and he ])rot%3eded fortli witli 
ami joined the latter corps at Ha/:irih.igli. In August 
lS5d he Avas sent home on duty with discharged 
soldiers. his return, April IS60, lie rejoined the 

Earopoan Regiment, and coiitiiiiied serving with it 
until September 1861, when he was a])p()inted to act 
as Instructor of Musketry to a proA'isional regiment of 
infantry comiioseJ of men from the 6"*‘ lOuropean li.*gi- 
morit, who, on that corps being broken n]», had vohiri- 
teorod for general service. On the 30**‘ July 1862 he 
was transferred to tho 10b* b'oot (Royal Bengal Fusi- 
liers), and having joined that reginivint at ^Multan, lie 
was, on the 23'*'^ August, appointed Adjutant, He sub- 
soquoutly marched Avith. tho regiment to IliAVid Pindi, 
wlionoo, in October 1863, ho aceoni[)anie<l it to Abbott- 
abad, and afterwards to Swabi, for service with tlie 
Yusafzai Field Force, with which ho moved up into 
tho hills by way of tho Anibola Pass and served 
throughout tho oporations Avhich oii^»ued, up to the 18**' 
November. Ou that day, in one of the many dos- 
|)orato attacks made by the tribesman on tlie loft of tho 
British position, ho received a mortal wound ; know- 
ing that ho Avas dying, ho yot liad no thought for liirn- 
self, but knolt down by Captain Smith, of tho 7b* 
Highlanders, who hafl also boon shot, and liogaii dress- 
ing his wounds ; while ho Avas thus oiigagod tho onomy 
made a desperate rush ami for i\ imiment gained pos- 
Bossion of the ground, and both officers falling into 
their hands, those savages hacked them to pieces, 
mutilating thoir bodies in a manner too €*evolting to bo 
doscribod. 


Chavasse, William Boyle, Assistant-fiargeon 
at Delhi, No, 148. —Entered 
the Bengal Army (in tho Medical Dept.) in 1S56 


Arrived in India in August 1856, and, after doing duty 
in tho (ienoitil Ho.spital for threo weoks, was ordoiiw 
to tho Upjicr Provinces to do duty in tho Cawnposo 
Circle; but ho had scarcely reached Cawniioro, in 
Septomlxu*, when ho Avas sent down to Allahabad to 
give medical aid to tho 11*** N. T. at that station. Ho 
remained Avith that regiment until January 1S57, when 
ho was appointoil to do duty Avith tho loft Aviug of tho 
I*"* European Bengal FiiKiliers, proceeding from Cawn- 
pore to Amhila. Ho cvontually accompauiod tin’s regi- 
ment to Dagshai, but ho was later on directed to do 
duty with the 2'’‘^ Euro|X3an Bengal Fusiliers at Sulia- 
thu, and on tlio outbreak of the ^Mutiny ho accom- 
panied that corps ou service with tlio Delhi Field Foroo. 
lie Avas ]ireseut with 2* Fusiliers at tho battlo of 
Badli-ki-Soi*aL and throughout tho siege of Delhi until 
tho cajAtiiro of tho place in Se]>toml)or, but his lioalth 
broke down uiidoi* the hardships of the campaign, and 
ho died at ^Iccriit on tho 2‘‘ Novombor 1857.

C05.— 'I’ho third and youngest son of 
Iiord Adolphus J. S. C. Chiohestcr, anil gnindson of the 
fouxth Marquess of Donegall. Dorn on the 7*'' Sejileniber 

1878. Entered II. M.’s ficrvicc on tho 14th March 1900 

as a Second- Lieutenant in tho Londonderry Militia Ar- 
^Icry. On iho T)'** May following Jio was transferred to 
the regular forces as a Second- Lieutenant in tho Royal 
Horso and Field Artillery, and was shortly afterwards 
posted to the 4C"' Field Battery, with which ho was rc» 
h^ed on licing promoted to the iimlc of Lieutenant on 
the 23rd August 1901. Ho came out to India and joined 
tho battery at Mian Mir in November 1901, and died at 
that place on the ll*b June 1902, when he had been little 
more than six months in tho country,

No. I137.-The fifth son of George Christian, Em., of 
Brighton Wood, Alresford, Hants. Bom on the 15* April 
1807 ,— Entered H. Ms.’ S^ioe on the 30*** July 1887 bm 
a S^nd-Lieutonant in the 3** Battalion of the King a 
Boyal Rifle Corps (the 60^** Foot), but in the following 
September he was transferred to the 2^ Battalion of the 
regiment, which he joined at Shorncliffe. In 1888 he 
proceeded with the battalion to Ireland,* and ho serred 
there for three years. On tho 7*** January 1890 he was 
promote«l to the rank of Lieutenant and was I'o-postod to 
the 2** Battalion. In November 1891 he accompanied tho 
battalion to Gibraltar, and in January 1895 to Malta. 
On tho 9*** January 1895 ho was promoted to the rank of 
Captain, and was transfen’od to the 1** Battalion of the 
corps, which he joined in India in time to take ^rt, 
with it, in the Chitral Relief Expedition (India Medal 
and clasp). On tho Avithdrawal of tho troops employed 
on this service ho accompanied the hattalion to Jullun- 
dur. Tn tho spring of tho following year ho w^t to 
Kashmir on leave, and lie died at Suru Kagal, in Kash- 
mir Territory, on the 21 May 189G. 

Christie, Daniel, J/Icntmanl (1821 — 1849).— T(i5- 
lels at JuUnndnr. Nos. 541 and 547. — Entored the Bengal 
Army in 1841. Arrived in India in July of tho same year, 
and ihree days after lauding was ordered up to Sultan- 
pur, Benan’s, io do duly wdtli the G*** Light Cavalry, but 
his health having broke n down, ho was obliged to return 
homo in the following Becemhor. In January 1842 ho 
was ])ORted io ilio 7'‘' Idglii Cavalry. He vetuined to 
Ijidia, hy way of l>omhay, in January 1845, and Koon 
aftciwnrds joined his regiment at Shikarjmr, in Sind. 
In the early ]>art of 184G lie served with the rcgimeilt 
in tho Sind Field Force, which was to liave moved 
norlli wards to lake ])art in ilui first Sikh Wai*, hut tha 
battle of Sohjuon having brought the conlost io an end, 
it Avas hroken n]>, and he jiioceeded with the regiment 
to A1 ultra, arriving there, in Iklay 1840. On iho 1 of 
tlio sueccofling inonili he was appointed an Offg. Assist- 
ant in the Komouj it De] >5 1 at Muttra, >vith Avhieh be 
moved lo Karnal in October and hcrved there until 
tlio end of llio year, vvlien lie rejoined his j’egiinent at 
Muttra. Ill Kovomker 1847 ho accomi>nuied tho corps 
to Jullundur, and Avhen tho second Sikh War bi’okt) out 
in the folloAving year he served with it in various opera- 
tions in Hk; Jullundur, Bari and Rechna l)oabs. In 
January 1849 he served as a volunleer in IheTinal opera- 
tions against the insurgent Kani Singli, and Avas killed 
in file storming of the heights of Balia on the 1G^‘* of 
that month.

752.-Entei'cd 
Ihc Bengal Army in 1826. Anived in India in 
Juno 1827, ard afler doing duty for n short time 
with tho 4"' Comjiany 5"’ Battabon, Foot Artillery, 
at Dnm-Dum, be was jiosled, in tho following August, 
to tho 3'‘ Trooj) 2'' Brigade, Horso A^illery, at tho same 
Btation. In Deceinku- 1828 ho was removed to the D* 
Ti'oop 2'* Brigade, whiidi ho joined at Karnal in the 
following year. In Mai-cli 1831 ho was removed to the 
Troop S'* Brigade, which ho joined at Mceiiat, and 
with which ho marched to Mhow in 1832. On being 
promoted to tho rank of Fii-st Lieutenant ho was ro-post- 
cd October 1834, to the samo troop, with which, to- 
wards tho end of tho year, ho took jiart in tho demOT- 
Btration against Jodhpur. From M^arch to Do™nil»r

In that month, 
liaving been promoted to the rank of Captain, he was 
removed to tho 1®* Company 5th Battalion, Foot Artillery, 
at Cawnpore, but in tho following September he was 
transferred to the 2^ Company 1*^ Battalion and tho 
command of No. 14 Light Fiohl Battei’y, with which 
ho proceeded from Agra to Nasii*abad. On the 21V*' De- 
cember following ho was removed to tho 4**' Company 
Battalion and the ciommand of No. llle Light Field 
Battery, then witli tho Array of tho Sntloj ; ho hniTiod 
up from Nasirabad, bat bohjre he could join ho was 
appointed, *1®* January 1840, Dopv.

On tho ter- 
mination of th(j campaign he took (command of No. 11) 
Light Field Battery and tho company which matined 
it and proceeded to Jullnndur, wliero ho soiwed for 
moro thaTi a year. Tn August 1847 ho Avas removed to 
tho command of his old troop of Horse Artillery, tlio 
of tlio 2** Brigade, Avhich ho joined at Anib.lla, and 
with Avhich lie served for tho rest of his life. On tho 
outbreak of tlio second Sikh War tho troo[) was detailed 
to form pa.rt of tho Army of tho Punjab, and ho cjoiii- 
manded it at tlio passage of tho Chonab, tho action of 
Sadiiliipur and tho battlo of Chilianw.ila. On tliia last 
occasion his guns wore riddcMi through liy a body of our 
cavalry in retreat and by the Sikh liorHO in ])iirsiiit, and 
ill tho mclcc he was cut ilowii and spoaved and so dis- 
porately ivoiindod that lie survived only two days. Ho 
died in camp at Chilianwala on the 15**' January 1841), 
and, at the earnest rocjuest of his men, liis remains were 
interred with those of his troop who had fallen on tho 
samo occasion. 

Christopher, Wilmot, Li nfruinU (IS14— 1S4S). — 
Gracf* a! Mill tun,: .svc X<t. 'SSd. — 'I’he lit'Ui and youngest 
son of 'riiouias (Miristojilier, of C^amherwoll, Co. 

Surrey, avIio was a cadet of tlio Clirisiophers of 
Norton, Co. Durham. Born on tho 24^*' December 
1S14. — MntcHid tho Indian Navy hi 182S. Arrived at 
Boiuhay on tho .D*' Janutiry IS21), and ivas appointed a 
^^lidshipman. In tlio following Soptciiiber ho was a])- 
pointed to tho H. D. J. C.’s shi[) />(. //wre.s’, and in tlio 
following month ho sailed in that vessel for tho lied 
Sea, on surveying duty. From Oi^tolocr 18211 to A]u*il 
1^31, au9 again from SoptembLU* 1831 to IMay 1831*, 
he was actively ein])Ioyod in the survey of the soutli- 
eim half of the lloil Sea, from Jiddah to tho Straits 
of Babolmandeb, and during tho latter pei’iod, in 
1S33, ho also took [lart in an expedition to Borbera, to 
exact reparation for outrages on British vessels. From 
November lS3 li to June 1835 ho was employed, in tho 
Jjtjtiarcs, on tho survey of tho Maldivo Arehi jielago, 
and on tho do]iartur(5 of that vessel for Bombay lio 
volunteered and riiiuairiod on one of tho islands Cor tho 
purposo of acquiring fiirthor iuforinatioii ; tlio climato, 
however, Avas against liim, and in Soptomber dangerous 
illness eomjiullod him to withdraw to Colombo. From 
tho latter end of IS 35 to Soptomber iS'h) lio Avas 
again employed, in tho samo ve.sso], in the rouowod 
survey of the Maldives, and frojii Septuriiber 1S30 to 
April 183S he Avas engaged in tho siir\my of the (3iagos 
Archipelago and in that of Palk’s Straits and tlie (lulf 
of Maiiaar. On tho D** July 1S.3!) ho Avas promoted 
to tho rank of Lioiitonant. Ho siibscciuontly eora- 
nianded the Constiiwa^ a small schooner, and tho Tlgrltij 
a ton- gun brig, and on the latter ve.ssel ho was em- 
ployed in IS 43 on survey duly and exploration on tho 
north-east coast of Africa. Tn Novemlxu* 1S44 ho 
proceedod on leave to Coylon, and on his return to 
duty, early in 1846, ho was appointed Assistant Siiper- 
intendont of the Indus flotilla, with which tho rost of 
his sorvico was passed. In 1S47 ho made exporimeutal 
voyages'^Tii’ tho Meeanee steam tender, up tho Sutloj to 
Ferozeporo, and up tho Chonab as high as Jalalpur, 
above Wazirabad. In tho fc/lowing year, after the 


rebellion^ of Malm], ho joined tho irregular foroeff^ 
under Lieutenant Edwardcs, operating against Multan, 
and when General Whish arrived and liogan a i*ogular 
siege, ho took part, in tho capacity of guide to ouo of 
tho assaulting columns, in tho attack mado on tho 
ontAvorks of tho fortress on tho 0th Soptembor. On 
this occasion ho received a dangerous wound, ono of 
his ankles having lioon sliattei*ed by a musket shot; 
It bocamo necessary to aiuputate tho limb, Init mortili- 
cation sol. in, and after a mouth’s intonso snfftAring ho 
succuiuImmI to Ids wound on tlio October 1S4S. 

Clark, Charles, Crfp/./m 1S08— 1846).— 

Saint f fill, X'K 421. — Eiitorod tho Bengal Army in 1S25. 
Arrived in India in Juno 1S26, and in tho following 
inontli was onlered ii]i to Dinaporo to d«j duty Avith tho 
Extra N. I. In September 1S26 lie was jiosh^d to 
tho 1"*^ Fxtra N. 1., which ho joined at Notmiueh. In 
IMareli 1827 he oxeiianged into the 1’’** European llegU 
Jiient, and having joined it at Agra, ho proceedoil with 
it to Dina[)oro in ilio spring of JS32. Towards tho 
end of 1S35 ho wont back to Agra Avith tho regimont, 
and at that place, in January [S37, ho Avas appointoil 
Adjutant of ilie corps. In tho folloAving July, lioiiig 
in bad liealtli, he jiroceodisl on leave to (Calcutta, and 
thence, in January 1S38, wont homo on furlougli, vacat- 
ing tlio Adjutancy, lie returned to India in Deeimilior 
1840, and tho regiment Ixiing then on service in Afglian- 
istan, lie joiiusl the depot at l^’awiipero. On tho return 
of the I’ogimcni fmm Afglianisian, lie lojoined it at 
Karnal in Mareli 1^4l. In the autumn of I.S42 lio 
aeooiiipanied the regiment (whu*h was now styled “tho 
European Bight Infantry”) to Foimepore, wlioi'O 
lie sorveil with h in the Army of R»e8ervo, on the break- 
ing U[» of which marched with tho corps to Sahathu, 
arriving tliei'o at the end of March 1S43. In tho 
following Novtnnber he accompanied ilio regiment to 
Ludhiana, and nTterwards, at tho Loginning of lS<1f4, 
to Forozijpore, whence ho returiiod with it. to Sahailiii 
ill April 1S44. On the oiithroak of tho tirsi Sikh War, 
in December IS 15, lie marclieil down to tho plains with 
tlie regiment and joined tlie Army of the Sutlej ; and 
on the 2D^ of that month ho Avont into action with tho 
corps at flio battle of Firo/.shalir. (.)n that oiuiasiou, 
however, he was so severely wounded that ho was 
unable to take any further part in the canijiaign ; and 
liaving afterwards been removed to Sabailui, he died 
then?, from tini cJl'ocl.s of his won mis, on the 13**' Oeto- 
l)or 1846. 

Clark, John Dalrympio, IwaUtumtU ami 
C'lftlani, (1831) — 1870 ). — Gnira at Sunln^ No. 3liS.— 
3'!ie ehlcst son of iM:i.jor-( Jeiieral John (Hark, IC.IL, 
Colonel of tlie 51)'*' Fool, who sin’vod in the Waterloo 
campaign with the 54'** Foot; and grandson of Lioiit- 
enaiit-(.rericiMl Sir .rolin Dalryiiqilc, nii.rf, (V), of North 
Berwick, Co. Haddington. Born in Jersey in Sepfemljor 
1831). —Entered the .Madras Army Jn 1856. Arrivoil 
in India towards the end of that year, and in January 
1857 was directed to do iluty with the 3* Jiight (Javalry 
at Bangalore. On the 30”* of the same month he vv.'W 
posted to tho 5'*' Jiight (Javalry, at ICamptoe, but ho 
never joined that regiment, ami on the 27”* March he 
Avas transferred to tlio 3,* Light (Javalry, the corps to 
whieii he wa.s then attaclied. Tn Apj*il 1857 ho pro- 
ceeded with tho rogiimmt to Arcot, hut roturnod AViUt 
it to Bangalore in Sei>tomber. In February 185S, with 
tho tliird 8([uadrou of the rcgini Jiit, lie took part iu tlio 
supjirossion of tho iiisiirroctioii at Shorapur, and in tho 
following July he imeonipaniod tho right wing to BoJ- 
lary. In Soptoniher 1860 ho was promoted to tlio rank 
of Lioutonant and iraiisforrod to the cadro of tho 8^*^ 
Light Cavalry (disbaiidod in 1857), but ho contiriaod 
doing duty Avitli tho 3^ at BoUary until early ia 
1863, when ho was appointed to do duty under 
orders of tho Officer Commanding the Hyderabad Sub-* 
aidiary Force. Early in 1864 he was again appointed 
to do duty with the 3 * Light Cavalry, and joining 



‘fhat regiment at Kampteo, be officiated as Adjutant 
from Juno 1866 to June 1867* 1^ the autumn of 1867 
lie was appointed to tbe Transport Co^s formed for 
aorvice with ibe expedition to AbysBinia, and with it 
lie served in the campaign of 1868 in that country 
(Medal). During his absence in Abyssinia he was 
nominated to do duty with the 2^ Light Cavalry at 
Bella^, and ear^ in 1869 ho was placed in charge of 
the office of the Director of the Abyssinian Land Trans- 
port Train at Poona. Towards the end of December 
1869 he was appointed Offg. Adjutant of the 1«^ Light 
Cavalry at Kamptoe. On the 27^** May 1870 he was 
appointed an acting Aido-do-Camp to the Commandor- 
in-Chiof ( Lord Napier of Magdjila), with effect from 
the 23^ of the preceding month, but he had scarcely 
entered on the duties of his appointment when he died 
at Simla on the 14^^ June 1870.

Clarke. George Herbert, Captain (r. 1809 — 
1845 ).— at Ferozepnre^ 442. — Entered H. 

M.*b Service on the 8^^ April 1826 as an Ensign in the 
45*** Foot, and in the course of the year joined that 
xegiment at Hangoon, which wo were thou holding, 
pending the caiTying out, by the Government of Ava, 
of the conditions on which peace had been concluded 
with them at Yandahu. In the following year he 
accompanied the regiment to Moulmein, where it re- 
mained for the lofi'g period of five years. On the 7*** 
June 1827 he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. 
In 1832 ho pioceeded with the regiment to Masulipatam, 
and thence in the succeeding year to Secunderabad. 
On the 4*** September 1835 ho attained the rank of Cap- 
tain, and on the 22^ August 1836 ho exchanged into 
the 62^ Foot, then at Moulmein, whore ho joined it. 
On the regiment being tiansferrod to the Bengal Presi- 
dency in 1840, he accompanied it to Calcutta, and 
landing there in October, ho ])rocccdod with it to 
Hazaribagh, whore ho arrived with it in December 1840. 
In November 1841 he accompanied the regiment to Fort 
William, and thence in the autumn of 1842 to Dinapore. 
Trom August 1842 to January 1843 ho officiated as 
aster of the regiment, and at the end] of August 
1843 ho was again appointed to act iu that capacity. lu 
December 1844 ho left Dinapoi'o with the regiment en 
^rotite to Ambala, but an alteration in tho destination of 
ihe corps having afterwards boon made he wont on with 
it to Ferozepoi*e, arriving there towards tho end of March 
1845. He was with the regiment at Forozeporo, and 
still acting as Paymaster, when tlio first Sikli war 
broke out in December 1845, and on tho 21^* of that 
month he marched out with the corps, in tho Division 
under the command of Sir John Littlor, to join tho 
main body of tho Army of tho Sutlej in the assault of 
the Sikh entrenchments at Firozshahr. The attack 
was delivered the same afternoon, and in the sanguinary 
conflict which ensued this officer, then tho senior cap- 
tain ill the regiment, unfortunately fell. 


Noth 1 — Captain Clarke married, at Secunderabad on tlic 15t*» 
July 1835, Winifred Mary, tbo fourth daughter of Licutenant- 
Colonol Bird, Madras Army. 

Note II — At Virozthahr the 62d Regiment ■uRtahieil very heavy 
lost, levcn oificera aud 82 men having i)een killed, and tou oificers 
•ad 161 men wounded, besides 14 men who wero missing, un- 
accounted for, when the roll was called. Some of the wounded 
men afterwards died of their injuries. According to the regi- 
mental records Captain Clarke and the otlier six officers were 
l>uri^ on tho field near the Sikh entrenchments. 


Clarke, JameSi JLD., JP.B.O.S.J., Lieutenant^ 
Colonel (1856 — 1901). — Grave at Sialkot^ No. 724.— 
Boihi on the 29**> Ootober 1856.— Entered H. M.’8 Ser- 
urioe on the 31** March 1880 as a Surgeon in the Indian 


Medical* Dept. Arrived in India at the end of 
September 1880, and, after a period of service in the 
Oeneial HospiW ^ the Presidency, was appoint^ to 
do duty with the 9*** Ni I., then moving down to 
GoraUipur from the Elhaibar. He was soon afterward 
sent off to Kandahar, at which place and in Southern 
Afghanistan generally he did duty until July 1881, 
when he was apjKiinted Offg. Medical Officer of the 
N. I. at Chaman. In the following year he ac- 
companied this regiment from the Quetta District to 
Nbwgong, an^ while seiwing at the latter place in May 
1882 bo was appointed to the additional medical charge 
of tho Biindolkhand Political Agency. In March 18§3 
he was relieved of the offg. medical ch^^rge of the 
3<i N. I., though 2io still continued attached to the 
cor]^s, but ho retained charge of the Political Agei^y 
until tho following August, when he was attached to 
tho 27*** N. T. at Morar, Gwalior. In October 1883 
ho was apj)oiii ted Offg. Medical Officer to tho 12*** N. I. 
at Kachar, and with that corps ho took part in tho Akha 
expedition of 1883-84. He continued serving with the 
12*** until April 1884, when he was appointed Offg. 
Civil Surgeon of Chindwara, hut before the end of the 
year ho was transferred from this post, and appointed 
Besideiit Medical Officer at the Eden Hospital in 
Calcutta. In October 1885 ho was appointed Offg. 
Second Resident Surgeon in the Presidency General 
Hospital, and was confirmed in tho appointment in 
March 1886. In March 1890 he was advanced to the 
fiosition of First Resident Surgeon, and held tho post 
until tho spring of 1892, when he was appointed Civil 
Surgeon of Nudia. In May 1892 he wciii home on 
leave, and was absent from India until May 1894, but 
shortly after resuming his appoininiont at Nadia ho 
was api)ointed Offg. Professor of Sni’gery in the Lahore 
Medicnil College, and moved up to the Punjab. He 
held this appointment until the end of 1895, and after- 
wards, during the next two years, officiated as Civil 
Surgeon, in succession, of Karnal, Dalhousio (twice), 
and Gnrdaspur (twice). Early in 1898 tho appointment 
of Civil Surgeon of Gurdaspur was conferred upon him, 
but in April of that year he again wont home on leave 
and was absent from India for eighteen months. On 
his return in October 1899 he was appointed Civil 
Surgeon of Sialkot, and ho continued serving in that 
position until his death. He died at Sialkot on the 
15*** February 1901.

Clarke, Robert (c. 1849— 1902).— Grcrc at Lahore^ 
No, 620. — Entered tho Bengal Civil Seiwice in 1870. 
Amvod in India in December of tho same year, 
and having been allotted to tho Punjab, he w'as appointed 
Asst. Commr. of Gujrat, subsequently serving as Asst. 
Commr. Judicial Asst, and Depy. Commr. in various 
districts and stations. He was Deputy Commissioner 
of Delhi from October 1887 to November 1891 ; Com- 
missioner of the Delhi Division for four years from 
December 1894; and Commissioner of the Lahore 
Division from March 1900 until his death on of tho 
March 10, 1902. 

Clarke, Robert Nathaniel, Lieutenant (e, 1823— 
1846 ). — Grave at Ferozepore, 474. — Entered H. M.’8 

Service on the 31* Januaiy 1840 as an Ensign in the 
47 th Foot. Joined that regiment at Malta, and early 
in. 1841 accompanied it to the West Indies. On the 
23^ November 1841 he was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutontant. He served with the 47*** at Barbadoes, Dem- 
erara, Berbice and Antigua until December 1843, when 
he returned home with tho regiment, landing at Ports* 
mouth in January 1844. On the 26*** April 1844 he ex- 
changed into the 94*** Foot, then serving in Madras, but 
he never joined this corps, and on the 26*** JulytoUowing 
he was transferred to the 53^ Foot. He joineowis regS" 
ment at Manchester, and in August prooeeded with it to

IdTerpool, and there embarked with it for Bengal. 
Landing at Caleatta at the end of December, he pror 
^ded with the corps to the Upper Provinces, and 
itiiyeA at t/awnppre in March 1845. In November 
l$IS iie accoihpanied the regiment to Agra, but the 
00^8 had scarcely got there when the first Sikh 
broke out and it was moved up to the frontier to join 
the Army of the Sutlej. He served with the regiment in 
the latter part* of the Sutlej campaign, in January and 
Pebruary 1846, and was present with it in the action of 
Badhowal and in the battles of Aliwal and Sobraon. In 
the latter of these bo was very severely wounded, and 
having been removed to Fei*ozejK)re, ho died there of his 
wounds on.thol5^»» Febimary 1846, five days after the 
battle.

Stanley, Captain (JS6S — 1905).— (Jravs at 
Dliaramsala, No. 515. — The second son of Lieutenant- 
Colonel (Hony. Major-General) Charles Henry Clay, 
of the, Bombay Staff Corps. Born at Dooli on the 18^** 

July 1868.— Entered H. ^I.*s Service (from the Royal 
Mily* College) on the 22^ August 188S as a Second- 
Lieutenant in the 1“^ Battalion, Yorkshire Light Infantry 
(the 51 Foot). In the following October he was trans- 
ferred to the Battalion of the same regiment (the 
105**^ Foot), which he joined at (juetta, in Baluchistan, 
before the end of the year. On the 5“^ January 1890 he 
was appointed an Offg. Wing Officer in th<i 43^^ Bengal 
Infantry, on probation for the Bengal ^ Staff Cprpfif^ into 
which ho was subsequently admitted wdth effect from that 
iite. He joined that regiment at Shillong, in Assam, 
moved with it to Kohima in December 1890, and in the 
^ring of 1891 served with it in the expedition to 
Manipur (India Modal and clasp). The regiment hav- 
ing been retained at Manipur on the conclusion of the 
ex^diiion, ho continued serving with it there for nearly 
thrw years. In December 1892 he was appointed a 
Wing Officer, and ho was afterwards apxiointeldjQuarter- 

« >r of the regiment with effect from the ss^e date, 
e end of January 1894 he w ont homo on leave, and 
wte absent from India until January 1S95, when ho 
xejoined the regiment at Kohima. In April 1896 he 
was appointed an Offg. Wing Commander and detailed 
to command three detached companies of tho regiment 
at Manipur, and in the course of the same year ho was em- 
ployed in some minor operations agaipst the Lushais. 
From July 1896 to July 1897 ho offioiat^ as Second-in- 
CominandSf the regiment, and from July 1897 to June 
1898 as a Wing Commander, retaining the command of 
the Manipur detachment during the whple of those 
periods. In the year last mentioned he accompanied two 
companies of the regiment detached^ from Kohima to 
Gilgit, on tho extromo N.-W. Frontier, and ho served 
with them there for more than two years. In August 
1899, having attained iuo rank of ^Captain, ho vacated 
tho appointment of Quai’tor-Mastcr* and in the following 
year ho became a Double- Company Commander. From 
August to December 1900 he served as a Staff Captain 
in the Intelligence Branch of the Quartor-Master- 
GencraVs Dept., at Simla. Ho’then rejoined his regiment 
at Shillong, and served with it there until December 
1901, when he was attached, as a temporary moasuro, to 
tho 1«^ Battalion, 2^ Gurkha liifles, in tho cap^uty of 
Offg. Double-Company Commander, With this corps 
bo served in the l^iahsud-Waziri blockado operations of 
1901-02 (India Medal and clasp). He rejoined tho 
43d Bengal Infantry at Shillong in April 1902, and 
in Juno 1903 ho went homo on leave. Ho rejoined tho 
regiment (which now bore tho designation of “ the 7* 
Gurkha Rifles at Manipur in the summer of 1904, 
and on its being transferred from Assam to the Punjab 
in 1905 he accompanied it to Dharamsala, arriving there 
ou the March. On the 4‘»' of the following month 
occurred the terrible earthquake in which Dharamsala 
was aluipst entirely wrecked, and on that occasion he 
iinlartuxiatel J lost his life. 


Clayton, William Clayton Browne, Second* 
Lieutenant. See Brow n-Clay ton. 

Cleland. Robert Stewart, LieutenanuOolonA 
(1840— 1880).— Gmro at Murree, No. 824; tahtet at 
Lahore t No. 633. — I'ho third son of Samuel Jackson 
ClelsiTid, Esq., of Stormont Castlo, Co. Down, Ireland, 
by Slizabeth, his wife, daughter of James Joyce, 
Esq., of Thornhill. Born on the 17*** June 1840.— 
Entered H. M.’s Servico on tho 7*** July 1857 
as a Comet in tho Dragoon Guanls Joined 
tho regiment at Sheffield, and in October 1857 embarked 
with it for Jndia. Landing’ at Karachi in January 1858, 
he accompanied the regiment to Sialkot, where (having 
attained the rank of Lieutenant on tho 8*** April 1859} 
ho served with it until near the end of the following year. 
Ho was then detached on duty to Karachi, whence in th^ 
autumn of 1860 he went homo on duty with invalids. 
On tho 6*** Novomlx5r 1860 ho oxchangoil into the 9**^ 
Light Dragoons (the Queen’s Royal Laiujors), which he 
joined at Ahlershot, and with which he scrvo«l in various 
pai*is of England and Ireland for sixteen years. On the 
9 th August l86-t he was promoted to tbo rank of Cap- 
tain. On the regiment embarking for India in January 
1875 he was left at home, in command of tho defxH at 
Canterbury, where ho remained until tho end of the 
8uc(^ding year. In December 1876 ho proceeded to 
India and joined tho regiment at Sialkot, whore he 
served with it for nearly two years. On tho Ootobec 
1877 ho was promoted to the rank of Major by brevet, 
and on tho Id'** February 1878 ho attained th-it of re- 
gimental Major. On the outbreak of war with Afghanis- 
tan in tho autumn of 1878 ho accompanied hi.s regiment 
into tho field with the Second Division of tho Peshawar 
Valley Field Force, and ho commanded it tlironghout 
the first phase of tho war, 1878-79, during which ho 
was employed for some time on tho Khaihar lino. On 
tho termination of the campaign he returned to Sialkot 
with tho regiment (except one squadron, detached to 
tho Kuram Valley), and, soon after his arrival at his. 
station, on tho 27*** June 1879, he was promoted to the 
rank of Lieutenant- Colonel. On the renewal of tho war 
in September 1879 he proceeded with tbo remaining two 
squadrons of the regiment to join the foree which had 
]ionotratod to Kabul under tho command of Sir Frederick 
Rol)erts. and he reached that phwjo on ths 4*** Novomber. 
Ill tho following month, when the Afghan up-rising 
took place, he was engaged in tho opmtions at and 
around Kabul, and in the action of Kila Kuzi, ou tho 
11**» December, ho received a dangerous wound, while 
heading a gallant cliargo against overwhelming numbera 
of the enimy . The severity of his wound eventually neces- 
sitated his removal to India, and after lingering for 
nearly eight months, ho died at Murreo on tho 7**^ 
August 1880. 

Clifford, Robert, Lieutenant (c. 1836—1863.)— 
(Jrarc at Pesha^mry No- 943 ; f ablet at Kohaly No. 1043.— 
Entered tho Bengal Army in 1853, Arrived in 
India in February 1854, and, pi-ocooding to Jul- 
lundur, there joined tho 29*** N. I., to which, in 
anticipatiou of his arrival, ho hnd been posted in tho 
preceding month. Tn March 1857 ho accompanied tho 
regiment to Moradabad, and ho was with it tlioro when 
it mutinied in the following June. With the other 
officers of tho corjis ho escaped to Naini Tal, whoro, in 
July, ho was appointed to do duty with tho 1”*^ Extra 
Gurkiia Regiment, then lieing raised and organised at 
Petoragarh. With this corps ho served for fifteen months 
(part of the time, from March to October 1858, as acting 
Second-in-Command), and with it he took part in the 
defence of tho Kamaon Hills against tho Rohilkhand 
rebels in 1857-58.

In October 1858 ho was appointed to do duty with the 
2^ Punjab Oavaliw ; he joined the corps at Pilibhit, an^ 
with it took part in the Rohilkhand campaign of 1858 - 59 ^ 



including the action of SisBia Ghiit, on the Sarda 
(ftfcdal) . On the conclusion of tlio operations ho return- 
ed with the regiment to Pilibhit, and afterwards pro- 
ceeded with it to Paroilly, whence, in the autumn of 

1859, ho accompanied it on its return to tlio Pi^ijab, 
arriving at Kohat on the Novcjnbor. During the 
winter of 1859-00 he served with a portion of the rogi- 
xuont in the expedition against the Kabul Khel Waziris- 
In April 180)0 ho was ap])oiiited acting Adjutant of the 
!•*> Punjab Cavalry, which Im joined at I'cshaw’ar ; he 
hold this i)ositiou for throe months, and was then, July 

1860, a[»pointcd acting Sec^ond-in-Cominsnid, a situation 
which lie retained until tho following October, when 
tho jHjrmanont u])pointment of Adjutant was coirrerred 
upon him. In 1861 ho proceeded with the regiment to 
Rajanpur. In January 1862 ho was adniitted into the 
Bengal Stall Corps, with effect from tlie Fehniary 

1861, and in tho same year he acc^ompaniod tho regiment 
to Dera Chazi Khan, lie conlinued serving with 
tho Punjab Cavalry until the aiitumn of 1863, 
when, on tho Yiisafzai Exjunlitiou hoing undertaken, ho 
volunteered his services with tlui * Punjab Infantry. 
Ho accom])aiiIed that reghnent to the Amhola Pass, and 
fell ill tho severe fighting which took place there on the 
26‘»> October 1863. 

Codd, John Edward, Cuploin (r. 1808—1845). — 
Tablet at Frrozf'porr, Xn. .^42. — Entered 11. M.’s Ser- 
vice on the 2P‘ July 1825 as an Uiiattaehod En.sign on 
half- pay. In 1S27 ho was brought on full pay in tho 
Foot, and, on tho 27^^ Afiril of the samo year, ho 
was proinoled to tho rank of Lientonanf, irnatt/iehad, on 
half pay. On the 12^^' Fehrnaiy 1830 ho was brought 
on full pay in tlni 44*^ Foot, and arriving in India in Juno 
1831 ho, in the course of tho samo y<iar, joined that regi- 
ment at Cawnporo, whence in tho winter of 1833-34 ho 
accompanied it to (ihinsura. On the 28*** March 1834 ho 
was appointed Adjutant of tho regiment, Avith Avhieh in 
January 1835 ho j»roeeedod to Fort William. Early in 
1837 ho accompanied the it*** to ( Uiazipur, and on the 
30^** June of the samo year ho was transferred to the 3'* 
Light Dragoons He joined this ri'giinent early in 
1838, shortly after its arrival in India, and mandied 
with it to Cawiifioro, whence in March 1839 lio accom- 
panied it to Me(n*ut. At tho end of fhn year lie returned 
with the regiment to CaAvn])or(% and in February I8i0 
ho Aveiii home loaA^c. ITo returned lo India in Octo- 
l)er 1843, and proceeding to the Up]>or Provinces ondnty 
with a detachment of recruits (at first as Interpreter, 
and afterwards in command), lie rejoined his rogi merit at 
Ambala in the spring of 1844. On the breaking out of 
tho first Sikli Avar he accorii])jiniod his regiment into tho 
field, and AA’’as present Avith it at the battles of Miidki 
and Fiioz.shahr, in the latter of Avhich he fell, 2P* Decem- 
ber 1845, bavirig attained tho I’ank o£ (.;a])tain only tAvo 
days before in conse(|uouco of tho doatb uf ilajor Horries 
at tho battle of IMudki. 

NoTj;.-''Ca])taiu Codil iiiarrioil, at (Miinsum on tbt* OUi Septem- 
ber 183 1. Coniolisi Afary Amn*, dau^Iitcr of lacutt-nant J). O. 
Holst, liulf-pjiy, u3‘» Foot- 

Codrington, Robert, Ciiptain and Brevet-Lien^ 
tenant- Colonel (c. 1803— 1847).— B/rn'crl at sea, Indian 
Ocean : see note to No. 441. — Entered tho Bengal Army 
in 1820. Arrived in India in Novemher 1821, and Avas 
directed to do duty Avith tho 1** Battalion 20*** N. I., at 
Barraekporo. In April 1822 ho Avas jiostod to the 2‘» 
Battalion 7*** N. I., but a foAV days later ho^ was removed 
to tho 2** Battalian 20***, and'fi'om that, in Soptemto 
1823, to the P* Battalion 25***. On tlic reorganisation 
of the army taking placo in May 1824, ho Avas finally 
posted to the 49*** N. I. Up to this time ho had con- 
tinued serving with tho 2‘* Battalion 20*** (tho lato 
40***) N. I., with throo companies of which ho had boon 
detached into tho province of Chittagong, as part of a 
flbld detachment assembled there for the purpose of 
repelling the meursions of the Burmese, and being with 
this detachment he became involved in tho terrible dis- 
inter at Bimii on tho 17*** May 1824, when the whole 


force was overwhelmed and pi*aclically annihilated by 
a Burmese army under tho command of the celebrated 
Maha Bandiila : he was one of the only three ofiKoers 
who escaped from tho field, and the only one who^ es- 
ca^iod un wounded. Having made his way to Chitta- 
gong, ho Avas there, in August 1824, appointed an 
Assistant Engineer in connection with, the measures 
taken for tho defence of the placo. He continued in 
that cui])loymeiit until February 1825, when ho was 
ap])oiiited Adjutant of a supplementary cor [is of Pio- 
neers then Ixiing organized at Chittagong, and with this 
corps he sm-ved tlirougliout the campaign of 1825 in 
Arakan, ri'.suhing in that extensive province being 
added to the Britisli Empirt' in India. In August 1825 
he Avas sip])ointed Brigado-Mu jor to tho Light Brigjjjdo 
thou serving in Arakan, and at diffoi’ent times in that 
.and the succeeding year lie officiated as Dy. Asst. Qr.- 
Mr.-Cenl. and as Dejiy. Judge AdA'ocato-Gcnl. to tho 
forces umploye<l there, styled “ the South- Eastern Divi- 
sion ” In Felu’uary 1S2() he was appointed Adjutant 
of his rogimout, the -t'd then also in Ai’akan, and ho 
continued holding the appoiiitiueiit until Octolnji* 1829, 
when ho was displacefl on jittainiiig the rank of Captain, 
In April 183'3 lie u .is appointed an Offieiating Depy, 
As.st. Qi*.-Mr.-( lenl. for survey duty in Central India. 
In April 1837 he btJcamo a Depy. Asst. Qr.-AIr.-Genl. 
on the establishment, and during the next five years ho 
wasQmjiloyed in surveying in the Jul)biilj)oi*o and Saugor 
districts; in charge of tho Governor- General’s Camp 
(from Ociolior 1837 to February 1840) ; in tho Sirhind 
Division (February 1840 to November 1841) ; and in 
surveying the cumniry Ixitween Kariidl and Ferozeporo. 
In January 1842 ho was advanced to the position of 
Asst. Qr.-Mr.-Geiil., and in the following month ho was 
ap])ointed Asst. Qr.-l^rr.-Geiil. to the force procrceding 
on service to Afghanistan und(T ATajor-Geuer.al Pollock. 
With that force he s(u*A’ed throughout the (jampaign 
of 1842 in Afghanistan, ami Avas present at the forcing 
of tho Khaihar Pass, in iho actions of Mamu-Khll% 
Jagdalak, 'Pezin and Haft Kotal, and at the ro-occiipation 
of Kabul, for which he rcceiv(‘d a medal a^id Avas pro- 
moted to tho rank of jMajor by brevet. Afbu* his 
return from Afghanistan he was ajipointed, curly in 
1843, Asst. Qr.-Mr.-Gonl. of Ihe Sirhind Division, and 
was employed for a considor.ahle time on siiiwcy duty in 
the hills near Sfihathu. He subse(iucntly returned to 
the head-quarters of tho Division , at Ambulfi, and on 
the formation of the Army of tho Sutkq, in Deceiribor 
1 8 15, he was a})pointed Asst. Qr.-Afr.-Gonl. of tlie S(?cond 
Division of Infantry. Ho accompanied tho Army in its 
foi’Avard movement loAvards tho Sutlej, but was flo 
severely Avoiiuded in the first engagement of tho cam- 
jiaigii (Miidki, 18*** December) that he Avas unable to 
take any further part in tho operations (Medal, and 
promoted to the rank^f Lieu tenant- Colonel by brevet). 
In consequence of liis Avounds ho Avas on leave for the 
greater part of 1S46, and eventually, iu I)ocemlx>r 1846, 
ho proceeded on leave to the Cape Colony, South Africa. 
Ho did not, hoAvever, live to reach liis de.stiiiation, 
having died at sea, on board the ship Wellesley y on the 
22** January 1847. 

Collis, Hector Charles Bartholomew, Ensign 
(r. 1829-— 1840). — Monmnenl on the Chiliamvala battle- 
fieldy No. 752.— Son of Cajitain (Ihwet Lieut.- Colonel) 
Charles Collis, half-pay, 84*** Foot, who, as a Captain 
in tho 2'* Battalion 24* ** Foot, was severely wounded at 
the battle of Talavora and was afterwards taken pri- 
soner by the French in the hospital at that place.— En- 
tered H. M.’s Service on tho 7*** April 1846 as an 
Ensign in his father’s old regiment, the 24*** Foot. 
Joined tho coqjs at Cork, and in tho following May 
embarked Avith it for Bengal. Ho landed at Calcutta 
at the end of Septombor, and proceeded thence with tho 
regiment to Agra, where he arrived in thSTollowing 
March. In October 1848, when, on the outbreak of tho 
second Sikh war, the 24^** marched to join the Army of 
the Punjab, he was left behind with the depot, but 



IiftTing been subBeqaently ordered up to the Punjab ho 
joined the regiment at Helan on the December, % 
few days after the passage of the Gheuab and the action 
of Sadulaj)nr. On the IS'*' of the following month 
he went into action at Chilianwala carrying the regi- 
mentid colour, and was killed in the gallant charge of 
the corps on the enemy’s position, having fallen under 
a shower of grajH^ when within a few yards of the Sikh 
guns. 

Colyostr, Thomas Davidp Major and honorary 
Jjieutenant’Oolonel (1805 — 1875).— Orare at Simla, 
No, 380. — An illegitimate son of the last Earl of Port- 
more. Born at Halliford, Co- Middlesex, in 1805. — En- 
tered the Bengal Army in 1822. Arrived in India in 
October 1823, and in the following month was ordered 
np to Kaita, in Bundolkhand, to do duty with the 6'** 
Light Cavalry. In January 1824 ho was posted to the 
7'** Light Cavalry, then at Noomuch, but having betin 
directed to continue doing duty with the 6'** until the 
termination of tlio rainy reason, he did not join his regi- 
ment until the following October. At the end of tho 
same year ho marched with the regiment to Nasirabad, 
in the spring of 1S26 to Karnal, at the close of 1828 
to Kaita, and in December 1831 to Mhow. In tho 
autumn of 1 834 ho sciwed with the regiment in tho 
force assembled for the coercion of the Raja of Jodhpur, 
part of which was afterwards employed in reducing the 
district of Shekhawat to order. On the coneluHion of 
these operations ho proceeded with the regiment to 
Cawnpor<3, arriving there in Eehruary 1835. Early in 
1839 ho marched with the regiment to ]\rcorut, and in 
March 1842 ho accompanied it to Karnal, whcnct), iii 
ilio autumn of the same year, he proceeded with it to 
Eerozoporo and joined tho Army of Reserve. On tho 
J)roaking up of that Army in January 1843 ho proc(,*ed- 
ed witli the regiment to Ludhiana, and in tho s]>ring 
of the following year ho accomjianujd it to Sind, wliero 
Lo served with it, princi])ally at Sliikarpur, for more 
than eighteen moiitlis. Early in 184G, with the regi- 
ment, ho joined the Sind Eield Eorce, formed for tho 
purpose of co-oj)crating with tlio Army of tho Sutlej in 
tho hrst Sikh war, but the battle of Sobraon having 
brought the war to an end, the force was broken uj), 
:ind ho inarchod with the regiment to Muttra, arriviiig 
there in l^Ijiy 1S4G. In NovomlKjr 1847 ho accompanied 
the regiment to JulhiiidLir, and during the Pun jab cam- 
paign of* 1848-49 he served with it in Brigadier 
Wheeler’s oj)oratioiis against insurgents and others in 
tho .Tullniidur and Bari i)oabs (Medal). On tho termi- 
nation of the war ho returned to Jullundur with tho 
corps, and in Deciemlier 1849 ho accom[)ariied it to 
Peshawar. Ho retirotl from tho service on tho 20'*' 
December 1851, in the rank of Major, but was subse- 
quently granted the honorary rank of Lieutenant- 
Colonel, After his retirement he resided in an<l about 
Simla, where ho was a very extensivo house ])ro[>riotor. 
He died at Dukhaiii, near Simla, on tho 8'*' August 
1875. 

Coney, Philip George, Capiain (r, 1834 — 1 S58). — 
Orave at Lafbore Cantonment^ No. 074. — ’I’he second son 
of John Joano Coney, Esq., of Bray wick Grove, Co. 
Berks. — Entered H. M/s Sorvi(50 (from tho Poyal JMily. 
College) on tho 9'*' July 1852 as an Ensign in the 
2** Battalion 1“' Foot. Joined that corps at Cork, and 
jn February 1853 proceeded with it to Corfu. On tho 
3** March 1854 ho was fu-omoted to tho rank of Lieuten- 
ant in the 7**^ Foot (tho Royal Fusiliers), Went lio?no 
and joined Iho regiment at Manchester, and in tho 
following month proceeded with it on the expeulition to 
Turkey. In September 1854 ho accompanied tho 
Fusiliers to tho Crimea, and was present with tho corps 
at tho battle of iho Alma, in which ho was so severely 
wounded that it became necessary to invalid him to 
Englau-:?, . and eventually precluded his taking any 
further part in tho war (Medal and clasp). On the 
l«t June 1855 ho was promoted to tho rank of Captain. 
On the return home of tho regiment, on the termination 


of the war, he senred with it at Aldershot until Julf 
1857, when, in consequence of the mutiny of tho Bengfi 
Army, he eml)arkod with it for India. Landing with 
the corps at Karachi in November 1857, ho afterwards 
proceeded with it to Mian Mir, whero he died on ths 
30'*' April 1858. 

Congreve, George John, C.B.,’ Major-General 
(ISOS— 1861).— Grace at Simla, ATo. 354.— Tho third 
son of Riohard Congreve, Esq., of Congrevo, Co. Staf- 
ford, and Barton Hall, Co. Chester. Born in 1808.— • 
Entered FT. M.*b Service on the S'** April 1825 as an 
Ensign in tho 29'*' Foot, and was promoted to the rank 
of Lieutenant on tho 12'*' January 182G. In tho latter 
ye.ar he embarked with tlio i^giment for tho Mauri tiufp 
where ho served with it for nearly twelve years. On 
tho 12'** Juno 1828 ho was promoted to tho rank of 
Captain. Ho roturned homo with tho I'cgimozit in 
March 1838, and during tlio next four years ho served 
with it at Plymouth, Weodon, Vyoolwich, Edinburgh^ 
Glasgow and Belfast. Ho was advanced to tho rank of 
Major by brevet on tho 23‘* November 1841, and to 
that of i*egimental Major on tho 8'** April 1842. In tho 
courso of the latter month ho einliarkod with tho regi- 
memt for Bongal, and arriving at Calcutta towards tho 
end of tho following July, ho procoedod, after a short 
halt at Chiusura, to tlio Upjior Provinces, and arrived 
at Gliazipur on tho 22^* Decomlier. hi iho autumn of 
1844 he marched with the regimont to ^loenit, 
arriving at that place in J locMimUn*, and in Novem- 
Iku* 1S45 ho procoodud with it to Kasauli. Scarcely 
had tho regiment reacJicd iliai place, however, whoii 
it was called down again in c!()nse(iuonce of tho 
outbre.ak of tho lirsi Sikli war, and jirocceding in com- 
mand of it (the Lieutenant-Colonel being in command 
of a brigade) he joiiuvl tho Army of tho Sutlej on ilia 
19**' DoccinlKjr, and on tlio 21'*' Jed tlie regiment in tha 
Kanguinary battle of Firozshalir, on wliich occasion ha 
was BO severely wounded that ho was unable to take any 
further pari in tho camjiaign (;^^edaI, and ci*oatod a 
Ckuniianlon of tho Order of tho Bath). On tho IP*' 
February 1S4G ho was promoteil to tho rank of Lieiiton- 
ant-Colonel, in conseqiionco of tho fall of Colonel Taylor 
(7. r.) at tho battle of Sobraon. On tho torminaiion of 
tho war lio returned with tho regiiiiont to IvuKauli, ar-* 
riving therein April 184G. Ho continued with ihecorprt 
at tliai ])laco until So])tombor 1848, wlioii lio accompaiilod 
it to Forozopore, ami the rogiiuont having shortly after- 
wards lioen inclndod in tho Army of tho Punjab, liii 
oomiuanded it throughout tho Punjab campaign of 
1S4S-49, inelinling the jiassago of tho Chenab and tho 
battles of (3iilian\vala arid Giijerat (Medal and twa 
clasps). On tho <lay aftm* the battle of Gujerat ho vvaM 
appointed Brigadier Comiuaiiding the First Brigade of 
the Force sent under tho coniinand of Sir Waltor Gilbert 
in pursuit of tho Sikhs, but the apyrointment, having 
Ijeen made by mistake, was cancijllod live days later, ami 
he resumed comriiaml of his regiment, with wliicli, ou 
the terjii illation of the o’perations, he pror’eeded to 
Wazirabu-d, arriving tliere on the 22'* Ayiril. In Marclz 
1850 ho proceirdeil witli the regiment lo Meerut, and 
in April 1852 he accompanied it to Dinaporc, On tlio 
20'*' Juno 1854 ho was promokMl to I,1 i(j rank of (^'oloiiol 
])y brevet, and on the 28'** Novemlrer following ho wati 
ayrpointod Qiiarter-Masl/er-( leiuual of Her Majoslj’t* 
Forces in India. lie lield this appointment continuously 
until January 1S57, when ho was appointed Acting 
Adjutant-General of Her Majesty \s Forces in India. In 
this capacity, on iho onibi-cjik of tho mutiny, lio accom- 
panied tho Conimandor-in-Chie£ to Anibala, and after- 
wards moved forward with tho Field Force under tha 
command of Sir Henry Barnard, with which he was 
present at the action of Badli-ki- Serai, tho Hoizura of 
tho Delhi Ridge, and tho siego of Dollii up to the end 
of July 1857, when having, after tho death of Sir 
Henry Barnard and tho withdrawal of Major-Gonl. Beocf, 
been pasaed over for tho command of the Delhi Field 
Force, ho left tho forco and returned to Simla ; and 



liaTjng about tbo same time yacated the appointment of 
Acting Adjutant-General, Lo there rcBuiued tlie duties 
of Quartor-Masicr-Goneral of H. M.*s Forces. During 
the winter of lb’57*58 he joined the head-quarters of iho 
Commandor-in-Chief in the iiehl, but his hcjalth failing, 
lio proceeded on leave to Simla. Towards the end of 
1859 ho was placed on half qmy of liis regimental com- 
mission. In iho following year ho again officiated for a 
lirief period as Adjutant- General of H. M/s Forces in 
India, but ho afterwards resumed the a])j)ointment of 
•iJuartor-Mastor- General, which ho continued holding 
Until his death. On the 20*** July 18G0 ho was promot- 
ed to the rank of Major- Gen ciul. He died at Simla on 
the 29‘k April 1801. 

Connell, Thomas John Barlow, Captain (clSSn— 
1859).— Grace at Multan : see No. 88l.^Entored H. M/a 
Service on the 23^** November 1852 as an Ensign in 
the 3** West India liegiinont. Ho joined that cor])S 
in Jamaica, and served with it there for eighteen months. 
On the 24»**> March 1864 ho was jironiotod to tho rank 
of Lieutenant. On tho 8*** September 18.54 ho was trjuis- 
f erred to the 4G*** Foot, which ho joined at AViiidsor. 
In Octoter he embarked with tlio regiment for the 
Crimea, landed there a few days after the battle of Inker- 
man, and served throughout tho siege and capture of 
Sevastopol (Medal and clasp). On the withdrawal of 
tho British troops from the Crimea in tho summer of 
185G he accompanied tho rogimont to Corfu, w'here ho 
«orvod for about two years. On tho 31*^ August 1858 
lie was advanced to tho rank of Cai»tain. In Heptombor 
186)8 ho embarked with tho vegiiueiit for India, and 
landed at Karachi in tho following month. Ho was 
left at that ])laco temporarily when tho rogimont w.as 
moved up into the Punjab, but he su])vSu(|uontly rejoined 
iho cor[)H at Multan, at which place Ixo died on iho 5*** 
Juno IS59. 

Connolly, Christopher, Lirntenaut (1798— 
1857 ). — Grave at Ambala^ No. 238.— Born in tho parish 
of Lusk, Du])liii, on iho 24*** Docoinber 1798. - Enlisted 
in Dublin on ilu) 2‘* January 1810 for the East India 
Company's Artillery, and arrived at Fort William on 
Iho 13*** Supioinber following. Having attaint'd tho 
rank of Sergoant-i^fajor in 11 lo 1"* Brigade of Horse 
Artillery, ho was ai>poiTitcd Acting Hiding- Master of iho 
Brigade oil the 13*** August 1841, and was (amtiriued 
in the j) 0 .st on ilu) 22‘* .lamiary 1842. Early in 1845 
lie accompanied the brigade to Ferozoporo, and with it 
look part ill tho Sutlej campaign of 1845-4G, including 
tho battles of Firozslialir and Sobraon (^ledal and 
clasp), in Marcli 184ti ho was transforred, as liiding- 
Mabter, to tho 2* Brigade of Horse Artillery, which lio 
joined at Ambala, and with it ho afterwards served 
in the Punjab campaign of 1848-49, including the 
passage of the Chenab and the liatiles of Cliilianwala 
and Giijerat (Medal and two clasjis). On tho 11*** Janu- 
ary 1850, “ ill consideration of liis long, meritorious and 
gallant services, ” ho was advanc(*d to commissioiicil 
a'sinlv as a Lieutenant on tho V^etm-aii Establi.slimeiit. 
.Ho continued serving as Kidiiig-]\rastcr of the 3'* Bri- 
gade until February 1S53, wlien, on the recominejula- 
tion of the Oommarider-in-ChicF, ho was relieved of bin 
4 luties and permitted to I’osido ami diaw his allowances 
at Ambala. He continued residing at Ambala until his 
.death, which took place there on tJie 2()‘'>» .May 1857. 

Cook, John, Captain and Drcvcl' Major 

(1843 — 1879). — 'fahlrt at Ahhu/tabad, Ao. 924. — Horn at 
* lOdinbiirgh on the 28*** August 1843. — J'Jntcred H. M.'H 
Indian Military Forces, Bengal, in 1800. Arrived in 
India in April 18GJ, and was a[)])ointed to do duty with 
the 4*** European IiiJFaiitry at Lucknow. This corps was 
Jirokon uj) hi the course of tho same year, and in iVbni- 
ary 18G2 ho was attacked, for duty, to tho 107*** Foot, 
at the aamo station, lu the following Novembeir ho was 


appointed to do duty with the 3*> Sikh Infantry, which 
he joined at Goiida, in Oudh. In January 1863 ho 
marched with tho regiment for tho Punjab, but tho 
corps, having Ixien emiiloyed on escort duty with tho 
c^'.iiip of the Commander-in-Chief, did not reach its des- 
tination, Mian Mir, until tho 1®* May. In tho follow- 
ing September ho proceeded with tho ^ regiment to 
Rawal Pindi, whence ho afterwards moved up with it to 
tho frontier, and joining tho Yusafzai Field Force 
early in December, ho served with tho corps in the con- 
cluding oporations of tho Ambela campaign, inclusive 
of tho actions of Lain and Ambela, in whichr he greatly 
distingiiishod Iiimsolf by his gallant conduct (India 
Medal and clasp). On tho 26*** December he was ap- 
pointed Baggago-Mastor of tho Second Brigade, and 
hold tho appointment until tho Field Force was broken 
up on tlio termination of the camjiaign. Ho accompanied 
liis regiment to Deoband in January 1864, to Haripur 
in February, and to Abbottabad in May, and in tho 
following October ho marched with it to Kohat. In 
Novomber 1804 ho was appointed Adjutant of the regi- 
ment, liaving already officiated in tlio appointment for 
nearly tlireo months. In March J8G7 ho was admitted 
into tho Bengal Staff Corps. In tlio following October 
ho marcliod with the regiment to Peshawar, and in 
August 1SG8 lie accompanied it to Abbottabad, whence 
in Septombor he proijceded with it on service, and was 
present with it throughout tho Hazara campaign, in- 
cluding tho operations on tho Black Mountain (clasp 
addl'd to India Modal). On tho conclusion of tho cam- 
paign ho mai'ched with t.ho regiinont to Dera Ghazt 
Kliaii, whenco early in 1872 ho accompanied it to Dora 
Ismail Khan. Towards the end of 1672 he officiated 
for some time as a Wing Officer, ami in December of 
tlio same yi'ar, on attaining the rank of (.’aptain, ho 
vacated the Adjiitaiicy of tho regiment. In January 
1873 ho was again apjiointed to olliciato as a Wing 
Officer, and duj’ing tho two succeeding months ho offi- 
ciated as Socoud iu-Command. At tlio ond of Mareli 
3873 ho was transforred, as a Wing Officu'i*, to tho 5*** 
Gurkha Regirmuit, and joining that cor[)S atf'Abhottabad, 
ho officiatoil, from November 1873 tt) A]>ril 1874, as 
8ecoiid-in (h)mmancl. lii 1875-7Gbe was ernjiloyed ns a 
Brigade-Major at Iho Camp of iOxt'ririso at Delhi. In 
January 1677, under iho ojgauizatioii tlien introduced, 
lie bci^anio a Wing Cumniaiuler in tho rogi^ient. In 
tlio following A]>ril ho vvent homo on furlough and was 
absent from India until July 1878. On tJio outbreak 
of tho Afghan War in November 1878 ho airconipanicil 
his rogimmit on service to llie Kurain Valhy, took part 
in tlio reconnaissance of the 28**‘ of that month, and was 
])rominently <mgngod in the storming of tlie Pciwiir 
Kotal on tho 2'* December, on wbi(;]i occasion ho 
was slightly wounded, .and having disyilaycd the most; 
distinguished gallantly in charging tho enemy and in 
saving the life of Major (ialbraitli in a haml-to-hand 
encounter wdth a jiarty of Afghans, ho was aw'arded 
the distini'iion of the Victoria Cross. Ho was after- 
wards in tho advanco to tho 81iutargardan and in tho 
action in tlm Sapari or Mangiai* Pas.s, and look part in 
vai’ious movenuuits in tho Kuram Valley. In March 
1879 lio was a])pointcd Offg. Sccoiul-in-Command of tho 
reginn iil, and in tho following May, on tho eonelusion 
of ])cacc, ho proceeded with the regiment to Ali Klicl. 
On the renewal of the wnr in Se])t(;ml'er 1879 ho accom- 
panied tho regiment in Sir Frederick Rolna-t’s foiwanl 
inavoment, and took part in tJio action of Charasiah 
and tho occupation of Kabul. In the subsequent sevoro 
Gghting at and around Kaliul, in December 1879, ho w as 
again prominently engaged ; on the lltJi of that inonilx 
he was slightly wounded in an action at Kila-i-Khafa 
Jan, in the diarricli Valley ; and on the following day 
he fell dangeronsiy wounded in the storming of tho 
Takht-i-Sliah Heights. Hopes wore at first ei^rtaiued 
that ho would recovei*, but he survived his injiirie.s only 
Olio week, dying in tho Shorpur Cantonment, Kabul, ou 
tho 19*** December i

Cookson, GeorfifO James, Lieutenant and Brevet- 

Captain (1836 — 1838 ). — Tablet at Karnal, No. 190.-— 
HJntorod tho Bengal Army in 1S2I. Arrived in India 
in January 1823, and in the same inontli was posted to 
the 8ih Company 2^' Battalion, Foot Artillery, at Dum- 
Dum. lu Sopteml)er 1821! lio was removed to the 4*** 
Company IV Battalion, and in I hjcember to the 3^ Com- 
pany 3"* Battalion at Benares, which ho joined^ in tho 
following March. With this company (which in July 
1825 bocamo tho 3‘^ Company 4**' Battalion, and is now 
the G*** ^Mountain Battery, Royal Artillery) ho seiwod at 
tho siego ,and ca])tiiro of Bharatpur in 1823-26. In 
Tebruary 1826, just after tho captwe of Bharatpur, ho 
v^s removed to tho I'ompany I"* Battalion (not the 
Bame company as that moiitionad above), with which 
lie served at fearnal until ^larch 1S2S, when he was 
transferred to tho 2^* Company l»* Baltidion at Nasirabad. 
In August 1 830 ho was removed to the 4'*' Company 

Battalion, with which lio served at Meerut and 
ICarual, and afterwards in tho demonstration against 
Jodhpur in tho autumn of 1834.

-1857). — (7r(0^^ at ri'fiUa7r,ty^ A',). y7-2. — Born on 
tho2l*‘ Becuinlw 1809.-- Filtered tluj Bengal Army 
in 1825. Arrived in India in .ImK* 1S2C, an<l in tbo 
following month was scut up to Honarcs to do duly witli. 
the 49^^' N 1. In tho f<d lowing So|>i(;inb(M* ho was 
posted to the 3'^ N. 1., at Liickr.ou', bul. ho did not join 
that regiment, and in Octolxu' lio wjis removed, at his 
own rcMpicst, to tlio regiment wiBi which ho was 
then doing duiy, tho 49'*‘ N. 1. Atihe end of tho same 
year ho marched with the 49-’* in ^fir/:4»nr, whence, in 
Deceml’ci 1828, liO io’ocolmIciI with it to Lneknow. At 
the end of M:vr<^h 1831 ho was a])]iointed 03*g. lnb*r- 
jHiter and (Quarter-Blaster oT tho c<vps, and 1 o held Unit 
sippolntineut FiSr a year, in tin; conrso of which, in tho 
ftutumn of 1831, ho accnni]ri.nicd tho V(‘ginient to 
liudhiana.

(Iiiiernt (Medal and two clasps). On the terramation or. 
the campaign ho rejoined his regiment, with which he 
marched, to Nakodar in April 1849, thence te 
Phillaur in tho following November. In April loo t 
ho wont home on furlough. Returning to India m 
October 1853, ho rejoined tho roginient at 1 hillaur, 
whonco, in November 1 854, ho accompanied it to Mian 
Mir. (Bn attaining the rank of Lieutenant- Colonel ho 
was posted, July 1850, to tho 51'^ N. I., and ho sooa 
afterwards took over command of that regimont at 
Peshawar. Ho ivas in coininand of tho 51*^ when, be- 
ing found to 1)0 disaiVooted, it was disarmed nt Peshawar 
in May 1S57, and siibsoquontly, when, Oii tho 28^*^ 
August, it broko out into open mutiny and made for 
tho Khaibar, ho took an active part in tho measuroa 
adopted for tho pursuit and dostriiotion of the mutineers. 
Hia exertions, howovor, proved fatal to himself, for a 
torriiic boat prevailed at tho time, and in tho course 01 
tho day’s operations he was struck down by conp-dc* 
golcil and ex]>irod almost iniinodiatoly. 

Cooper, Lewis Ernost, Lieutenant -Colonel 
/y — 1905). — Tahh't at Knhat, No. 1059.— Born on tha 
21 April 181)1.— Fctcrcii H. BI.’s Service (from the 
Royal Blily. College) on tho August 1879 as a 
Second 'Lieutenant in tho 75'** Foot. In tho iollowing 
month he was transrerred to tho iO'** Foot, and ]>rooeod- 
iiig to Tnilia lio jeiniMl tliat regimont at Dum-Duin. 
early in 1880. Oii the 24’** Soptombor 1882 ho was 

apiiointeil ail Offg. Wing Oflieerih tho 4'** Fun jab In- 
fantry on proluilion for tlio Bengal Staff (kn-ps, into 
which ho was suh.seqiK ntly admilted with effect front 
that date. Ho joiiiod tliis regiment at Hera Ismail 
Khan, and served witli it tliero until January 1883, 
when ho was traiisfervod, in Hie snmo jiosilion, to the 
5’** Punjab fri Tan t7*y, at the samo station. Soon after 
joining ho was ai)])oinied to oirieiato as (Quarter- Master 
of the regi mold , and to wai‘d« tlio end of tho year ho 
accompanied the (;o7*j»s on tlio exl)oditio7i to tho Takht-i- 
Suleiinan, returning to l)';i‘a Ismail Khan on tho C07i- 
eliisiori of the alVair.

On his return ho re- 
joined the regiment at Koliat, and was :i]»poiiitod, May 
ISIK), to ofUeisite as a Wing Coinmaiider, an ayqioint- 
incnt whicli lie retained until the following Sc])temher, 
about ivhieh time, having attaiiaxl tlierank of Cajitain, 
ho vacated tho situation of (Quarter-Blaster, hiarly in 
the following year ht5 accom])anie<l tlie j-(*gimeiit on 
service and was |»resent with it tlu’ongliont the first 
Miraiiziii Fxjiedition, on the cunclmsioii of which ho 
iiiarciiod with the i'(*gimi?nt to Dc-ra Ismail Khan, 
aiTiving there on the 23* .Mni’eh. In 1892 lie ngain 
oniciated for some lime as a Wing (kmimamh*!*, and in 
1^92-93 ho ofUcialiMl foi’ smr'j-nl muntlis as a Wing (Com- 
mander in t.lie IiifaFitry of the (/orps of (juidcs, at Mar- 
dan. In BTaivh 1893 li o went ho7iie on Icavo for eight 
iiiontlis, and on his return in November he n- joined JiiM 
own regiment at Dm-a Ismail Khan, aiid wa.s appoinlcil 
an OITg Wing Commander. In Janmiiy 1894 lie march- 
ed with the regiment to Koliat, and dni'ing this and 
tho sm.’ccoding year (in the course of which ho accom- 
panied tho regimont to tho Samaria Range in A|)ril 
1894, and moved back with it to Kohat in Novcmlxjr 
1895) ho twico more officiated as a Wing Commaiidor 
and onco as Socond-iu-Commaud, lu March 1896 h# 
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Wfts appointed a Wing Commander in the 2d Punjab 
Infantiy, and joining that corps at Edwardesabad, he 
officiated for some time as Second* in- Command. In 
August 1896 he again went home on leaTe, and was 
absent from India until April 1897. Rejoining his 
regiment at Abbottabad, ho proceeded with it to Kohat 
on the outbreak of the frontier disturbances in the 
following summer, and he afterwards served with it 
throughout the Frontier War of 1697-98, in the course 
of which he was present at the action in the Ublan Pass, 
in the operations on the Samana Range, including the 
relief of Oulistan, in the operations in tho Kuram 
Valley, and in the latter part of the Tirah Expedition, 
including the operations in the Bara Valley (India 
Medal and two clasps). After the war he served with 
the regiment in the Kohat-Kuram Force for throe 
years, in the course of which he officiated as Second- 
in-Gommand from May 1898 tO/October 1899, and again 
from February 1900 to February 1901, when, under tho 
organisation introduced in 1900, he fell into the posi- 
tion of a “ Double- Company Commander.** In May 
1901 ho went home on furlough, and in tho following 
July he was appointed Second-in-Command of the 
Punjab Infantry, which, on his return to India in March 
1902, ho joined at Dora Ismail Khan.

Corbyn, Frederick, Senior Surgeon (1792— 1853).** 
Tablet at Simla, No. 390. — Bora in May 1792.— 
Entered tho Bengal Army, in the Medical Deiiartment, 
in 1813. Arrived in India in July 1814, and was 
appointed to do duty in tho General Iio 8 ])ital at the 
Presidency. In Scfiiomber 1814 ho w'as sent up to 
Ban'ackporo to do duty with a wing of tho 1 **^ Battalion 
18^** N. I,, proceeding thouce to Bei’liampore, on arrival 
at which station lie was appointed to do duty with a 
detachment of tho Bengal .^^aropean Reginiont quartered 
there. In October 1814 ho was ajipoiuted to do duty 
with tho 2‘' Battalion 25^** N. 1., then ])Toceeding on 
seiwico against tlio Gurkhas as yiart of tho Division 
under the command of Major-General l^Iarloy. Ho 
joined tho battalion at Di 7 iapore, and moved u]) >vitli it 
to Lautan on tho Nepal frontier, and having been 
temporarily attached, by Gonoral Marley, to tho left 
wing of tho Battalion N. I., stationed at the 
outpost of Samanpur, it was his fortuno to bo ju’osent 
in the disastrous action thoro on tho 1 "^ January 1815, 
when tho Gurkhas attackt^d t)ie post in over whelming 
numlxirs and almost annihilated the detachment holding 
it. Ho continued serving on tho Nepal frontier until 
the termination of the campaign, wlien ho proceeded 
with tho 2*^ Battalion of tho 25*^^ to Bliagwaiipur ; but 
on tho renewal of tlui war, early in 1810, ho again 
moved forward with it in tlie force under the command 
of Sir David Ochterlony, and took part in the jiassago of 
tho Chirriaghati and in the decisive battle of JMakwan- 
pur, or Sikarkhatri, wdiicli brought about tho comjileto 
submission of tho Nepal darhar. On tho conclusion of 
tho war ho proceeded with tho battalion to Ramnagar, 
whence, in Novemlw 1816, ho accompanied it to 
Cawnporc. In Fobniary and March 1817, lieing tempo- 
rarily attached to the 1®* Battalion of tho ho 
served under Sir Dyson Marsliall at tho siege and 
capture of Hathras. On tho formation of tho Grand 
Army in 1817 ho accompanied the 2** Battalion of tho 
25**^ to the rendezvous at Sikandi’a, but early in October 
ho was taken from the battalion, apyiointed Medical 
Stcft*e-koopcr with tho Army in tlic Field, and attached 
to the Centre Division, to tho medical charge of the 
0taS of which he was nominated in tho succeeding 


month. He was present with the Centre Division 
throughout all i^s movements under the Marquess of 
Hastings, until March 1818, when with the medical 
stores under his charge, ho was transferred to the 
Ijeft Division of the Grand Army, under Sir Dyson 
Marshall. Proceeding with a detachment under 
Brigadier- General Watson, ho joined tho Left Division 
in Bundelkhand, and was present with it at tho 
reduction of tho fortress of Dhamoni, and afterw^arda 
with a portion of it, styled tho Saugor Field Force, at 
the reduction of Garrakota and the siege and captuio 
of Asirgarh. He continued serving with tho Saugor 
Field Force until August 1820, when he was posted to 
tho 1®^ Battn. 21®^ N. 1., at Banda ; with this corps ho 
shoi'tly afterwards proceoded and joined the Narl^ddsb 
Field Force at lloshangabad, and in the following year 
he accompanied it to Nagpur* In December 1822 ho 
proceeded to the Presidency in medical charge of threo 
companies of Artillery, and on the completion of this 
duty he was, at the end of February 1823, appointed 
Civil Asst. Surgeon of Allahabad; this post ho 
continued holding until May 1826, when, having been 
promoted to tho rank of Surgeon, he reverted to military 
duty and was posted to tho 50^*‘ N. 1. (late 2** Battn. 
25‘'*‘), Ho joined this regiment at Allahabad and 
served with it until tho following September, when ho 
was appointed to officiate as Garrison Surgeon at tho 
same station. Towards the ond of the same month ho 
was removed to the 69^*^ N. I. at Partabgarh, in Oudh, 
with which corps he shortly afterwards proceeded to 
Barrackpore. In December 1826 he was removed to ^Hl 
C 8 ‘‘' N. 1., which he joined at Sandoway, in Arakan, 
with this corps he served until tho end of October 1827, 
when ho was transferred to tho 05*’^ N. 1. at Barrackj)ore. 
In the autumn of tho follow ieg year ho had tho tempo- 
rary medical charge of tlie 47 N. I., at the samo 
station, in addition to his other dutiem. In October 
1828 ho was transferred to tho 38^^* N. I., wliich he 
joined on iti arrival at Barrackpore in tlio following 
January, and ho thereafter served with it at that 
station for two years and-a-half. In July 1831 ho wa» 
apj)oiuted Offg. ( lari’ison Surgeon of Fort Williauu 
In the following Octolxir he was removed from tho 
38^** to the 53*^ N, but ho continued officiating na 
Garrison Surgeon of Fort William until March 1832, 
when ho was made ])ormancnt in tlio post ; this appoint- 
ment ho continued holding, without a break, tor nearly 
eleven years aiid-a-half. In July 1843 he was ap])oint- 
od to oHujiato as Superintending Surgeon of tho ttirhind 
Division, and he remained in ' that 'position until 
March 1844 : lie then roverteil to the post of Ganisoa 
Surgeon of Fort William, and continued therein until 
April 1845, when he was ap])ointed Offg. Superintend- 
ing Surgeon of tho Western Circle at Neemuch. In 
March 1846 he was appointed Superintending Surgeon 
of tho Punjab Division, and in that position he took part 
in the movement of tho force under the command of 
Sir John Littler towards Jammu, on the occasion of 
the rel;ellion of Shaik Imain-ud-Din, in October IS46. 
In the same position he w'as present at Lahore through- 
out tho Punjab campaign of 1 818-49. On tho Punjab 
Division being divided, in April 1851, into tho Cis- 
Jhelum and Trans- Jhelum Divisions, ho was appointed 
Superintending Surgeon of tho former, with liis head- 
(piartors at Julluiidur, irndcr a further re arrange- 
ment ho became Superintending Surgeon of the Punjab 
Division in March 1852, and on this being again divided 
into tho Lahore and I’osliawar Divisions, in July 1852, 
ho remained Superintcuiding Surgeon of tlie former. 
In this position he continued until his death, which took 
place at Simla on the 7 tb October 1853. 

Cormick, Edwardf Captain and Paymaster 
(1785— 1848 ).— at Ambala, No, 216.— Entered 
H...M ’s Service on tho 4^*1 December 1806 as a Cornet 
in the 20*' ‘Light Dragoons, and was promoted to 
the rank of Lieutenant on the 25^^ September 1807. 
In 1808, with a portion of the regiment, he proceoded 



M ferric^ to Pactogol, m tlie. wpaditionarj fern 
wx^ the oomittiiQd of Sir Arthor ^ WeUeslej ; imm 
pveaent at the^tle o£ RoUca, and prominontly engaf^d 
in that of Vimiera (War Medal and two clasps). Ho 
retnmed honra with the detachnsont in 1809, and sab- 
■oquentl with another detachment of the rogiment, 
^Qceed^ to Sicily, whonco he wont on senrice to the 
eMii coast of *Spain and took part in all the o^ierations 
tjMse from September 1812 to Soptember 1818, inolnd- 
iag the battle of Castalla, He was promoted to the 
raidK of Captain on the 28^ Soptemlior 1S'13, and there- 
after serv^ continuously with the regiment until it 
ifas disbanded in Ireland in Docembor 1818, when he 
was placed on half-pay. In January 1828 ho was 
tanoug^t back on full pay us Paymaster of the 4^’^ Light 
Sragoons, which ho joined at Kirkeo, near Poona, in 
the course of the same year. After more than live years* 
service with the 4^**, h(3 was appointed Payinastei* of 
the 3'* Light Dragoons in August 1833, and, returning 
homo, ho joined that regirnoi\t at luswieh. In Xovom- 
her 1837 ho arrived in Bengal with the 3' Light 
Dragoons, and served with that regiment at Cawnporo, 
Meerut and Karnal until January 18 t2. He tlioii pro- 
ceeded with it on soiwico to Afghanistan, and was pre- 
sent with it tlironghout the campaign of th it year iintlor 
Oeneral Pollock (Medal for Kabul). On roturnifig to 
the British provinoes ho was stationed at Kami I until 
October 1843, when he proceeded with the regiment to 
the iiowly-forrnod cantonment of Ambala. On the 
ouibn^ak of the first Sikh war he again aecompaiiiod 
the regiment on service, and was present with it 
throughout the Sutlej campaign of 1S45-46, including 
the battles of Mudki, Firozshahr and Sobraon (Medal 
and two cjlasps). On the conehision erf the war ho 
returned w^ih the rogiment to A mb i la, arriving Ihoi-e 
in April 1S40, and he continiiod serving with it at that 
station until his death, wliich took place tlioro on the 
May 1848. 

Cosserat, John Poloqufn, LUntniant and Brevet- 
Captain (r. 1825 — 1858). — Tablet at Kohat, No. 1013.— 
Bnterod the Madras Array in 1812. Arrived in liulLa 
in the summer of that year, and was appointed to do 
duty with tho 36^*^ Madras N. I. at Palavi^ram. Tn 
Gotol)er 1842 ho was posted to the 31'’‘ Madias N. f. 
(the Ohicacole Light Infantry) and joined that corps at 
Mercara, Coorg. Ho afterwards served witii the 
regiment at Maugaloro and Vellore, and in November 
1M8 he accompanied it to Bengal, whither it was sent to 
do ^rrison duty daring tho second Sikh war. Hf! was 
Btationed with it at Dacca until the spring of 1850, 
when he proceeded with it to Moulmein. Ho went 
homo on leave in So{>tember 1850, and was absent from 
India until the summer of 185.3, when lie rejoined tho 
regiment at Vizagapatam. In the following year lio 
accom])anied tho corjis to Somiuderabad, and in Juno 
J854 he was appointed Adjutant. He hold this 
appointment until February 185(5, when ho was appoint- 
ed Offg. Sccond-in Command of tho 0^’' Ilegiment of 
Infantry, Hyderabad Contingent, at Lingasugur, and in 
tho following month ho was appointed to act as Adjut- 
ant of tho corps as well, and also to perform tho diitios 
of Station Staff Ofl&cor. Within two months of his 
appointment, however, his sorvicos ivero placed at tho 
disposal of the Government of India, and in April 1 85G 
he was appointed acting Socond-in-Command of tho I ** 
(Grenadier) Rogt. of Infantry, Gwalior Contigont; 
in this appointment he was cjonfirmod in May 1850, 
and he hold it until Juno 1857, when tho regiment 
joined in tho general mutiny wliich tlion took placo at 
Gwalior. With other officers ho succeeded in effecting 
his escape to Agra, and having l)eon attached to tho 
ttoopB there, ho took part in various ^lovcments and 
operations against mutineers and rebels in the vicinity, 
inoluding tho action of Shahganj, or Sassia, on the 5^^ 
July, au4 the decisive engagement with the Mhow and 
mutineers on the Agra parade-ground 


on. the October. Four days later, his serviem itm* 
by an Agra Garrison Order, placed at the dig}X)Bal of 
' Colonel Greathed, commaudiug the Moveable ColujoMi 
from Delhi by which the action of tho lOti^ had mainly 
been fought, and that officer directed him to , do duty 
with a squadron of tho 1"^ Punjab Cavalry, which 
formed a parii of tho £ 01 * 00 . Ho accompanied this 
squadron in tho onward movements of tlio column, and 
was present witli it iu tho action of Kanauj, at tho 
relief of Lucknow by Sir Colin Campbell, and in tho 
subsequent operations at Cawiiporo ending in the total 
defeat of tho mutinied (ivvalior Contingent. On the 30^ 
Novoiiihor a Poroigii Dopartiuont notiiioatioii replaced 
his sorvicos toinporarily nt the iUs]»osal of tho Madras 
Goveriimont for rogimeiital duty, but ho continued 
serving in tho field with tho squadron of tho !•* Punjab 
Cavalry, and in Fobi'iiary IS5S lie was ])resont with 
it at tho capture of Mi inga?ij in Oudli. Shortly after 
this event ho aueeeodod to tho command of the 
B<}uadron, and ho oomiuanded it throughout tho oiiera- 
tions of March 1858, resulting in tho expulsion of the 
relwls and mutineers from Lucknow, earning the 
special conimoridation of Sir James Tro|io Grant, 
commanding tlio (Cavalry, who rnmtioned him as “a 
most exooliont officer.” Tho d.ay after the fall of 
Lucknow he acconqianied a fori?ij wliicli pursued a body 
of rolmls to Kiirsi, on tho Fy/.abad itiad, and in the 
sharp action which took place tlioro on the 23‘* March 
ho fell de.sporately wounded whilst gallantly charging 
tho enemy at tho head of his men. He wa.^ carried back 
to Lucknow, where, after lingering for nearly throe 
weeks, ho died of his wovimls on the Aiiri! 1858. 

Couchor, Frodorick, Lient'^nant (IS'-d — 1850). 
— at MnLtan : No. 881. - ISntore I H. MJs 

Service on tho 22*^ June 1855 as an Mnsign iri tho 46^*^ 
Foot. Joined the depot at Winohostor, and did not 
proceed to the Crimea, where the regiment was then 
serving, until after tho fall of Sevastopol. On the 
termination of tho war he accomjiaiiied tho cur]m to 
Corfu, wliej'o ho served for two years. On tho 222 June 
1858 ho was promoted to tho rank of Lieutenant, lu 
September 1858 ho cmbjirkod with the regiment for 
India, and landed at Karachi in the following month. 
In tho spring of 1851) ho accoinpanioti the regiinont to 
Multan, where he died on the lO*’* August 1859. 

Coulter, John, Snnjn>n (1795—1835 ). — Grave at 
A^(>. H I. — Knterod the Bengal Army, in tho 
Medical I )oi)artmcnt, in 1817. Arrived in India in 
SepternlKU* 1818, and was appointed to da.duty in tho 
General Hospital ah tlie Pn.'siciimcy. In tlio following 
Decemlwr ho was a]>poinlod Offg. Civil Asst. 
Surgeon of Biirdwaii ; htj was conliniuMt in tho appoint- 
ment in May 1819, and held it, without a break, until 
July 1830, when he vacated it «)ri Ids proinolion to tho 
rank of Surgeon Ixjing notiiii?<l. He then went on leave 
for soiiio months, .ami in NovomlKU' 1830 w.as po.sted to 
tho 3** Brigade of Horso Artillery, which ho joined at 
Alcoriit on tho nxjiiry of his h?ave in M.i.r<;h 1831. Ho 
served at Mem'iit, where ho hohl the additional (diargo 
of a company of foot artillery, until the heginning of 
1833, wdieii ho accompanied the iKiad-quMrlers of tho 
3** Brigade to Karnal. In A[)ril 1835 he went on leave 
to Simla and the neighbouring Jjills, a»id wliilo there 
ho was removed, May 1835, to the 42 * N. I., at 
Delhi, but he never joined this regiment, liaving died at 
Subatliu on tho 28^** of the same month. 

Coventry, Frodorick, Oiiptain (1820 — 1846).— 
Grave at KasanUt No. 277.— Tho ctdoHt son of Frederick 
Coventry, Fs(|., grand.son of Sir Henry Halford, Bart., 
and great-grandson of tha sixth Karl of Coventry. 
Bom on tho 6*^ Sepbinalior 1820.— Kntored H. M.’s 
Service on the 1*‘ June 1839 as an Kiisign in the 29 th 
Foot. Joined the rogiment at Woedon, and afterwards 
served with it at Woolwich, Edinburgh, Glasgow and 
Belfast. On tho 26**» October 1841 ho was promerted i/> 



tlM nuik of Limitnani. In April 1842 be embarked 
•with the regiment for Bengali and landing at Gidenita 
toward! the end of the following Jnlj, he aeoompanied 
the eoi^ to Chininrah, and thence to Ghaiipnr, where 
he aniTed with it in December. In the autumn of 
1843 he went home on leave, and was absent from 
India for two years. On his return he rejoined his regi* 
snent in the field daring the Sutlej campaign, and was 
nesent with it at the bafttle of Sobraon on the 10^^ 
jPebruary 1846 (Medal). On the 27*^ of the following 
month he was promoM to the rank of Captain. On 
the termination of the campaim he proceeded with the 
regiment to Kasauli, at which place he died, of liver 
complaint, on the 29^** July 1846. 

Cowan. Thomas. M.D., Surgeon (c, 1817—1858).— 
Tablet at Peshawar^ No. 982.— Entered H. M.’s Service 
on the 17‘** September 1841 as a Staff Assistant Surgeon 
to the Forces, and on the 5*** of the following month 
WM transferied to the Battalion 60^^ Rifles. He 
joined this corps at Bolton, in Lancashire, and after- 
wards served with it at Manchester, Dublin, Newbridge 
and Fermoy. In July 1845 he embarked with it for 
India, landed at Bombay in October, and proceeded with 
it to Karachi in February 1846. Towards the end of 
1847 he went home on furlough, and while there, in 
March 1849, he exchanged into the 17'*^ Foot, with 
which he served for more than three years and-a-half 
at Chatham, Castlebar, Galway and Dublin. On the 
fith November 1852 he was promoted to the rank of 
Staff Surgeon, but he did not remain long in that posi- 
tion, for on the 18*^ February 1853 he was appointed 
Surgeon to his late regpment, the 17^^ Foot, and rejoin- 
ed that corps in Dublin. On the 27*** Mav following he 
exchanged into the Foot, which he joined at Cork, 
and with which at the end of June he embarked for 
India. Ho landed at Calcutta in October 1853, and in 
the succeeding years accompanied the regiment to 
Ambala,^ Subatnu, Meerut, Lucknow (as part of the 
Oudh Field Force on the occasion of the annexation of 
that kingdom\ and Sialkot. In February 1857 he 
went home on leave, and on the 17*** July following 
he exchanged to the 94*** Foot. He joined this regiment 
at the Curragh, and served with it there and in Dublin 
until December 1857, when ho embarked with it for 
India. He landed with the corps at Karachi in January 
1858, and soon afterwards moved up with it to the 
Panjab, reaching Bawal Findi at the end of April. At 
that place he died on the 7*** November 1858. 

Cowpor. Alexander, Lieutenant^Colonel (r. 1826-* 
1868 ). — Orave at Simla, No, 364. — Entered the Bombay 
Army in 1845. Arrived in India in December 1846, and 
did duty at Poena until the end of the following year, 
from which time to November 1848 he served in the 
Department of Public Works as Second Assistant to 
the Superintendent of Roads and Tanks. He was then 
mpointod Executive Engineer at Shikarpur, in Upper 
wnd. and served in that appointment (for some 
montos, in the early part of 1849, under the orders of 
the Officer Commanding the Multan Field Force) until 
July 1850, from which date to May 1855 he was Asst. 
Superintendent of the Revenue Survey in the 
Southern Mahratta country. Daring the next eighteen 
months he was Superintendent of Revenue Surveys in 
Khandesh, and thereafter he held for three months the 
appointment of Snperintending Engineer in the Railway 
Department. ^ From Februarj 1857 to September 1859 
he was Superintendent of Revenue Surveys in Guserat. 
In November 1859 he was appointed Commandant ef 
the Corps of Bombay Sappers and Minors, and he held 
this appointment until April 1862, when he went home 
on furlough. About the same time the amalgamation 
of the Iimian and the Royal Engineers was effected, 
and he became an officer of the Royal Engineers. 
Shortly after his return to India, he was appointed, 
Augi^ 1864, to the Department of Public Works as 
Executive Engineer in charge of the Mhow (Malwa) 
Division of tiie Bombay- Agra Road, and he contiaued in 
that position until the end m 1866, when ho was trans- 


ferred to Oudh and appointed to the Third Oudh Bead 
Division, Partabgarh. Having served in this appomt- 
ment for more .than a year, he proceeded on leave, to 
Simla, and at that plaoe he died on the 16*^ Jnne 1868. 

Cox. Robert. LUutenant (c. 1824— 1849).— Grave 
on the battlefield of Oujerat^ No. 762 ; tahlete at Sidlkoi 
and Oujrdmodla, Noe. 727 and 736.— Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1841. Arrived in India in January 1842, and 
in the following month was sent up to Benares to do duty 
with the 51'* N. I. In March 1842 he was posted to the 
5*^ N. I., and that regiment having, in the preced- 
ing January, boon destroyed in the retreat from EIabal,he 
was direct^ to join and do duty with the 2 ^Infantry 
Levy at Jaunpur. Jk the following month, however, he 
was transferred to the 8*** N. I., and, proceeding 
to Cuttack, he joined the regiment at that plaoe. Early 
in 1844 he proceeded with the regiment to Barrackpore, 
whence in the spring of 1845 he accompanied it to 
Agra, and in the autunin of 1 84G to Phillanr. In 
February 1847 he was appointed to officiate in &o 
Dept, of Public Works as acting Exeentivo 
Officer at Phillaur, and he continued in that employ- 
ment until October 1848, when he was permitted to 
vacate the appointment temporarily for the purpose of 
rejoining his regiment, then on field service at Multan. 
Rejoining his regiment accordingly, he served with it 
at the siege and capture of Multan, and afterwards at 
the battle of Gnjerat, in which he fell, 21** Fabmary 
1849. 

Craigie, Arthur Wellesley. Lieutenant (1833— 
1857 ). — Orave at Delhi, No. 123; tablet at Kohat^ 
No. 1043.— The youngest son of George Clark Craigie, 
Esq., of Dnubamie, Co. Perth. Born at Dunbamie, on 
the 7^^ October 1833. — Entered the Bengal Army in 
1853. Arrived in India in February 1854, End imme- 
diately proceeded to Meerut and joined the 36*** N. I., to 
which corps ho had, in anticipation of his arrival, been 
posted in the previous September. In January 1856 ho 
accompanied the regiment to Cawnpore, whence ho 
marched with it in the following October en route to 
Jullundur, arriving there (having escorted the Com- 
mander-in-Chiof B camp from Meerut) in March 1857* 
Ho was present with the regiment on the 7*** Juno fol- 
lowing when it mutinied and made off to Delhi, and on 
the 21** of the same month he was directed, by a Sta- 
tion Order, to do duty with the 9*** Irregular Cavaby. 
On the 6*** July he was appoint^ by the ]l^vulbial Com- 
manderdn-Chief, to do duty with the Corps of Guides, 
then with the force before Delhi, and joining soon after- 
wards, he served with the Cavalry of the corps throughout 
the remainder of the siege and at the capture of the plaoe, 
besides taking part in various operations in the sur- 
rounding country. At the end of October he was 
appointed to do duty with the 15*** Punjab Infantry 
(rioneers), then being raised and organist at Lahore, 
bat before the order reached him he had TOne on 
service with a column under the command ox Colonel 
Gerrard, despatohed from Delhi to intercept the revolted 
Jodhpur Legion, who were making their way to ths 
north-east from Marwar. The mutineers were met 
at Narnanl on the 16*** November and, after a severe 
conflict, totally routed and almost destroyed, but in the 
course of the engagement this officer fell dangerously 
wounded whilst c^mg the enemy with the Cavaby 
of the Guides, and his career thus came to an untimely 
end. He was carried back to Delhi, where he died A 
his wounds on the 30*^ November 1857. 

Craster. Shaftoe Craster. Captain (1826-- 
1856 ).— TaMei at Jullundur, No. 555.- The third son 
of Thomas Wood Craster, Esq., of (baster Tower, Ca 
l^^prthnmberland.

September, to the 81"^ Foot at Gibraltar. He accom- 
panied the 81*^ from Gibraltar to the West Indies ^rly 
in 1840, and Ber?ed at Barbadoos, Trinidad and Antigua 
until tho autumn of 1842. On tho 31**‘ October 1842 
he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant in the 3^ 
Foot (the BufiEs), then serving in India, but being on 
leave at tho time he did not proceed to join that regi- 
ment, and the 26^** July 1844 ho was transferred to 
the 80^“ Foot.

Ho suhse- 
iqpiently officiated for many months as Interpn^tcr and also 
as Quarter-Master of tlic^ regiment, with which, early 
in 1865, he proceeded to Multan. During that and tho 
succeeding year ho held the appointment of Station 
Staff Officer at Amritsar for twelve months, and 
officiated as Brigade-Major at Mian Mir for two. In 
October 1866 he was ai>]iointod Adjutant of tho Chin- 
sura Depot, and he hold that situation until tho 
January 1867, when he was appointed Second Wing 
Subaltern in tho 9^^ N. I. on probation for the Bengal 
Staff Corps, into wfiich ho was Hubsequontly admitted 
with effect from that date. Ho joined tlie in Fort 
William, and in the following June he was appointed 
Offg. Quarter-Master of the rogimont. Early in July 
ho was transferred, as Second Wing Subaltern, to the 
N. 1., and joining at Alipiir, ho was a])pointod 
before the end of the month to officiate as Qimrter- 
Master. In the autumn of tho same year ho accom- 
panied tho regiment to Mehidjmr, in Malwa, and in 
December ho was appointed to officiate as Adjutant 
smd Wing Officer, in addition to liis other duties. Ho 
continued officiating as Adjutant oF the 26*^ until tho 
following summer, and in October 1868 ho was appoint- 
ed Adjutant of the 32*' N. 1. (Pioneers), which 
regiment ho joined at Dina])oro towards the end of 
January 1869. In the following Novetnlx^r ho accom- 

E iiiied tho regiment to Ramnagar, tliirty miles noHli of 
oradabod, and during the next fifteen months ho was 
employed with tho coiqis on tlio constniction of a road 
from that place to tho new cantonment of Ranikhet. 
In February 1871 ho proceeded on special duty to Simla, 
whei'6 he was em])loycd until near the closo of tho year 
on tho revision of tho Bengal Army Regulations. IIo 
ihen rejoined liis rogimont, with wliich ho proceeded to 
the Camp of Exercise at Delhi, oti tho breaking u]i of 
which, in February 1872, he accompanied the regiment 
“to Ambala. At tho end of Novemlor 1872 he was 


Wppointod Offg. Third Asst. Secretary in tho Miliiai'y 
Department of the (lovornmoni of India, but he retained 
the tappoiutmeui only until May 1878, when he went 
borne 0/1 furlough. On his return to India in May 
1876 he rejoined his appointment of Adjutant of the 
at Ani'bala, and from June 1876 to March 1876 he 
officiated a:s a Wing Officer of tho regiment. In March 
1876 he was appointed Offg. Third Asst. Secretary in 
the Mily. pept., and he was made permanent in the 
appointment on the !•' of tho succeeding month. In 
the following December he was promoted to the position 
of Second Asst. Secretary, and in March 1877 he was 
appointed Offg. First Asst. Secretory and Offg. Dopy. 
Semtary a;t Simla. In the winter of 1877-78, having 
wolunteeredl his services, he took part in the expedition 


against the- Jowtdti Airidis as an extra Orderly* Offioer 
to Brigadier -General Sir 0. C. G. Boss, and was pre s e Bt 
in the action at Bori (India Medal and olasp). Om. 
the termination of the expedition he rejoined the liGlitittW 
Department at Calcutta and officiated as First Assm^ 
ant Secretary until March 1878, when he was a p p C m tefl 
Offg. Dopy. Secretary and Offg. Sooretary at the 
Presidency, holding the latter appointment until the 
following November. He then, as Offg. Depy. Seore* 
tary, proceeded to Lahore and assumed charge of tW 
Camp Office at that place, which charge he held 
near the end of Doceinl^r, when he was appoint^ 
Wg. Second-in- Command of the 32^ N. (Pioneers), 
then on service in Southern Afghanistan, whither he 
proceeded and joined it in January 1879. In this 
position ho took part in tho campaign in Sout&ra^ 
Afghfbnistan, including the advance to Girishk, on the" 
Helmand. During the return march to Hindustan, by 
the Thal-Chotiali route, be succeeded to the command 
of the regiment, in (lonfiequonco of tho death of Colonel 
FellowoH (fj. v; ), and ho brought tho corps 
back to the Punjab, arriving at .Ihelum in May 1879. 
In tho following Si>])toinbor he was appointed Offg. 
Military Secretary to tho Viceroy, Lord Lytton, and ho 
continued in that position until tho end of January 
1880, when ho procoodod and, at Landi Kotal, resumed 
the post of Oifg. Commandant of the 32*' N. I., the 
regiment havitig been moved to that placo in conse** 
quenoo of tho renewal of tho Afghan war. Ho thereafter 
took part in various operations on the Khaibar line, and 
oominaiided the corps in tho action of Mazina (Medal, 
and promoted to Lientenaiit-Colonel by brevet). In 
July he was invalided from Poshbolak, and going home 
on furlough in September, ho was absent from India 
until near the end of Octolxu' 1882. On liis return he 
resumed his ])orinanent appointment of %cond Asst. 
Secretary in the Military Dopaiimont, and in March 
1883 ho was ap]>ointod Offg. First Asst. Secretary and 
Offg. Dopy. Sooretary nt Simla. In tho following 
Novemben* he accompanied, as a volunteer, tho oxplor« 
ing ex|)edition to the summit of tho 1'akht-i Suliman. 
On rejoining his appointment in tho Military De])art- 
ment at Calcutta, in Deceiiilx)!*, he was appointed Offg. 
Dopy. Secretary, and in March 1884 he was appointed 
Offg. D<q)y. Secretary at Simla. In the following 
month ho was a])j)Ointcd First Asst. Secretary perma- 
nently, but he continued officiating as Depy. Secy, at 
Simla until tlio following November.. In the'succcoding 
year ho ng.ain officiated as Depy. Secy, at Simla, and in 
January 1886 he was appointed a Depy. Secretary 
permanently. In May 1887 he was appointed Com- 
mandant of the 34th Bengal Infantry, a new corps of 
Pioneers, the formation of which, at Mian Mir, was than 
ordered, and his connection with the Mily. Dept, 
ceased. In Juno 1887 lio was appointed a Companion 
of tho Onler of the Bath. In March 1888 he proceeded 
with the coiqis to Jheluin. In September 1888, on the 
formation of the Hazara Field Force, he* was appointed 
to tlie command of the Fourth (or River) Column, 
which began its advance from Darband, on the Indusi, 
on tho 2^ October. On the he took jart in the 
action of Kotkai, and on the following day, while 
making a reconnaissance from Kotkai towards Knnhai; 
ho received a severe gun-shot wound in tho left leg, 
which afterwards necessitated tho amputation of the 
limb, and ovoiitually caused his death. He died of hiB 
wound at Haripur, Hazara, on the 24"^ October 1888. 

Crosthwaite, John Graham, Captain (1868~ 
1905). — Grave at Dera Jsmail Khan^ No. 1087.— SoB 
of Sir Charles Haukes Todd Crosihwaito, K.C.SJ,, 
Bengal Civil Service, Lieutenant-Governor of the Nor^ 
West Provinces and Oudh. Born at Lisburn, Comi- 
ty Down, Ireland, on the 15ih October 1868. — Entered 
H, M.’b Service (from the Royal Mily. College) on tbe 
22^ August 1868 as a Second-Lietitenant in thol** 
Battalion of the Royal Welsh Fnailiors (the 23^ Fool)f 
and he joined that corps at Luoknow same year* 



*Oii ihe 13^ Jannavy 1890 he was appointed an OSg, 
Wing Officer in the 35^^ Bengal Infantry (Sikhs), on 
probation for ih#Ben^ Staff Corps, into which he was 
anbsequently admitted with effect from that date. Ho 
joined that regiment at Ferozepore, and in Januaiy 
1^1 his officiating appointment was made pei*manent. 
In the spring of lo91 he accompanied the regiment to 
Kowgong, in Bundelkhand, f^and in the following 
Noyember h*e went home on lehve for one year. From 
November 1892 to January 1893 he was temporarily 
attached to the !•* Battidion of the 3^ Gurkha Regi- 
ment at Almora. Ho was then appointed Aide-do-Camp 
to his father, Sir C. H. T. Crosthwaite, K.C.S.I., 
Lieutenant- Governor of the Noith-West Provinces 
and Oadh, and he remained in that position until the 
fallowing November, when he entered upon civil 
employ in the Punjab as Asst. Commissioner of Feroze- 
pore. In that province, as Asst. Commissioner and 
Depy. Commissioner, the rest of his service was passed. 
In 1899 he was appointed settlement officer at Dera 
Ismail Khan, and was just about completing the 
settlement of that district, when ho died there on the 
9 th May 1905. 

CrONVf William, OfficiaUng Suh-Gondnclor (1821 — 
1057 ), — Tablet at Delhi, No. 165.— Born at Tourden, Co. 
Berwick, Scotland, in the year 1821. — Enlisted at Ber- 
wick on the 2*^ October 1841 for the Bengal AHillcry. 
drived in India on the 13**^ June 1842, and having boon 
posted to the 4*** Com])any 2** Battalion, Foot Ai*tillery 
(now tho 35'** Field Battery, Royal Artillery), ho at- 
tained the rank of Sergeant therein. In June 1849 ho w*is 
appointedto the Ordnance Department ns a lal)oraiory« 
man in tho Expense Magazine at Dum-Dum, and during 
the earlioc months of 1852 ho officiated for some time as 
Magazine ^orgeant. In Juno 1852 ho was appointed 
Magazine Sergeant in the Delhi Magazine, and in Janu- 
aiy 1854 he was appointed to act as a Sub- Conductor. 
He was appointed an Offg. Sub- Conductor in March 1854, 
and he still held this position when tho Mutiny broko out. 
He was one of Tho Devoted Nine who, on the 
May 1857, so gallantly and so resolutely defended the 
Delhi MagaTzine against an overwhelming host of muti- 
neers and rebels, and, when further defence became im- 

g ossible, blew it up, rather than let it fall intact into tho 
ands of tho enemy ; and he was one of the five who 
perished in the explosion. (In recognition of his gallimt 
conduct ^n this occasion ho was, before the fact of his 
death had been ascertained with certainty, promoted to 
the rank of Conductor in tho Ordnance Dept.) 

Crowe, Henry, Lieutenant (1852— 1879).— (7rai7c 
at Lawrenrepur, No. 844. — Entered II. M.’s. Service on 
tho 24*** April 1869 as an Ensign in the 67**' Foot. Ho 
joined that regiment at Portsmouth, and afterwards served 
with it at Aldershot, Dover, and other places. On tho 
31®* October 1871 ho was promoted to tho rank of 
Lieutenant. In November 1872 ho embarked for India, 
landed at Rangoon in tho following month, and after- 
wards served with tho right wing of tho rogiment at 
Tonghoo. Ho went home sick at tho end of 1875, and 
on the expiry of his leavo, early in 1 878, ho joined tho 
regimental depot at Winchester. Ho returned to India 
early in 1879, in consoquonco of tho 67'** having been 
ordered up from Bangalore to tho Punjab to join tho 
Reserve Division of the forces employed in tho Afghan 
War, but he had scarcely rejoined tho regiment when ho 
died at Lawroncopur on tho 27*** February 1879. 

Crozier, VJ\\\\a.mt Lieutenant (c. 1835— 1857).— 
Tablet at Delhi, No. 162. — Entered H. M.'s. Service on 
the 16*** April 1852 as an Ensign in tho 4**> Foot. On 
30*** of the same month bo was transferred to the 
76*** Foot, and having arrived in India in tho following 
Ootober, ho joined that regiment at Ambala early in 
1853. Daring tho whiter of 1853-54 ho accompanied 
the regiment to Peshawar, whence ho proceeded with it 
to Bawal Pindi in October 1855, and to Kasauli early in 
1857. On the outbreak of the Mutiny he marched with 
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the regiment to Ambala, and ihenoo onwards towaiA 
Delhi. On the 2<* June 1857 he attained the rank of 
Lieutenant. On tho 8*** of the same month he was pro* 
sent with the regiment at tho action of Badli-ki-Sarai 
and the seizure of the Ridge at Delhi. Thereafter he 
took part in th^ siege of Delhi until tho 18*** July, on 
which day ho fell in action in repelling an attack, by tho 
mntineers from Jhansi, on the right flank of the Briiisli 
position, near the Sabzi-Mandi. 

CrAkshank, Hugh Alexander, Lieutenant 
(1871 — loy7). — Grave and Memorial at Datta^Khel^ 
Tochi Valley, Nos* 1104 and 1108.— Nephew of 
Alexander Walmosloy Cruicksliank, Esq., C.SJ., of 
the Indian Civil Service, and gmndson of IMbjor 
J. J. Fai^qiiharson Cruicksliank, Bombay Engineers. 
Born on tho 20*** Juno 1871.— Entered H. M.^ Ser- 
vice (from tho Royal Mily. Academy, Woolwich) on 
the 25*** July 1890, as a Second- Lieutenant in the Royal 
Artillery, and having been posted to the 26*** Field Bat* 
tery, ho came out to India and joined it at Ahmadnagar, 
in the Bombay Presidency, in Jiinuai*y 1891. On the 25*** 
July 1893 ho was promoted to tho rank of Lieutenant. At 
tho end of the same year he accompanied the battery 
to Kamptoc, and served with it thero until DoeombCL* 
1895, when ho was appointed an Offg. Subaltern in No. ft 
(Bomlmy) Mountain Battery. Ho joined that battery at 
Dora Ismail Khan in the following month, and in January 
1S97 proceeded with it into the lV)ohi Valley. On tho 
10*** Juno 1897 ho accompanied two guns of the battoiy 
which formed part of tho escort of tho Political Offioec 
on tho occasion of his visit to tho Maizar villages, and in 
tho fight which ensued on tho escort being suddenly and 
ireoehoronsly attacked by a gathering of Madii Khol 
Waziris, ho unfortunately lost his life. Ho was shot 
down at a vei*y early stago of tho affair, but nsing again, 
desperately wounded as ho was, Ho continued fighting 
his guns with tho most heroic gallantry, until a second 
shot laid him dead. 

Cruicksliank, William, M.O., Deputy Inspect 
iof^Qeneral of Hospitals {e, 1804— 1858).— Grave at 
Simla, No. 350.— Entered H. M.'s Soiwioo on tho 22<* 
November 1827 as an Hospital Assistant to tho Forooff^ 
and was promoted to Staff Assistant-Surgeon on the 5**® 
November 1829. On tho 26*** October 1830 he was ap- 
pointed Asst.-Siirgoon to tho 79*** Ilighlandors, which ho 
joined in Canada, and with that corps ho continued serv- 
ing until it returned liomo in October 1836. In tho fol- 
lowing December he was removed to tho Staff, but ho 
remained in that position for less than three months, 
having on tho 3** March 1837 boon appointed Asst.-Sur- 
gcou to the 03^^* Highlanders. Ho joined that corps ai 
Newry, in Ireland, and served with it there and at Bel- 
fast until January 18.38, when, on tho departure of tho 
regiment for Canada, ho was left with tho depot ah 
Arimigh. Ho Kiibsoquently joined tho 93'** in Canada, 
and served with it thero until 1843. On tho 6*** Janu- 
ary 1 843 ho was ])romotod to tho rank of Surgeon ia 
tho 71 ** Foot (tho Highland Light Infantry), with 
which ho served in C.anada for several months. On tho 
12*** May 1843 ho exchanged into tho 52** Foot, and 
joining {hat regiment at Frodoricton, in Now Brana* 
wick, lie served with it there, in Nova Scotia, and in 
Canada, until it returned homo in August 1847. Hio 
continued serving with the 52<* in the north of England, 
and in Ireland, until May 1853, wlioii ho exchanged into 
tho 17*** Foot with Surgeon Thomas Cowan (q. v,), and 
having joined that rogiiiicnt in Dublin, ho served with ift 
there for about ton months. On tho 28*** March 1854 ho 
was appointed a Stall Surgeon of tho first class and de- 
tailed for duty with the foroos proceeding on soivico^ to 
Turkey, and having l)eon appointed to the medical 
charge of tho Second Division ot tho Army, ho served 
with it in Bulgaria in 1854, and throughout tho oam- 
paign of 1854-55 in tho Crimea, inol tiding die battles 
tho Alma, Balaklava and Inkerman, the singe of Sefasto- 

S >1, and tho repulse of tho Russian sortie of the 26^^ 
ctober 1854. On tho 1®* Febroaxy 1855 he wm ad*

to the rank of Depj. Inspector- 6«nml of 
'HoBpitalB, and lie continued serving witk the Eastern 
Armv in that capacity until the termination of the vrar 
{Medal and four clasps ; the Fourth Class of ^ the Order 
of the Medjidieh ; and his scryices mentioned in terms of 
liigh commendation by Lord Raglan).* On the with- 
drawal of the British forces from the East in 185G ho 
returned homo and was posted to the Curragh Gamp^ 
nrhere ho served until the autumn of tho following year, 
‘when, in consequence of the outbi’eak of the jnutiny, ho 
was ordered out to India. He landed at Calflkta on tho 
19^** December 1857, and Avas soon afterwards sent up 
to Cawnpore as Dopy. Inspector- General of H, M.’s 
Hospitals. He was subsequently moved up to Ambala, 
whence, l^eing in bad health, ho proceeded on hjave to 
jSimla. At that place ho died on the 5^** November 1858. 

Cruikshank, Edward George Gerard, JAcn- 
tenant (1829 — 1849).— Grave at Sivila, No, 321. — Son 
of James Cruikshank, Esqv., of Langley Park, Co. 
Angus, by tho Lady Anne Lctitia, his wife, second 
daughter of the soventli Earl of Noithosk. Born in 
1829. — Entered tho Bengal Army in 1845. Arrived in 
India in Deceuilx'.r of the same year, and ^vas sent u]) to 
Hinaporc to do duty with the N. 1. In March 1846 
he was dii’ected to do duty Avith iluj 24^^' N. 1. at Ludhi- 
ana, and in the following month lie Avas posted to the 

N. I., which ho joined ni Aligarh. In the su(;ceo<l- 
ing Octol)or he proceeded on leave to the Presidency, and 
in December he went homo on furlougli on private 
affairs for one year, Avitlmut pay. Returning to India in 
llcccmbcr 1847 he rejoined his regiment at Lahore, at 
which place he Avas in garrison with tho corjis throughout 
the Punjab Campaign of 1848-49. In April 1849 ho 
proceeded to Simla on leave on private affairs, and he 
died at that place on tho 23'^ of the folloAving month. 

Cubitt, Thomas, Liontmani (1824— 1848.— 
cud tablet at MuhaUt Noif, 855 and 883. — Born in March 
1824.— Entered tho Bengal Anny in IS 12. Arrived in 
Tndia towards the end of I^fay 1843, and on tho 2** of 
Iho succeeding month Avas ordered up to Mirzapur to do 
duty with the 58*^ N. 1. Before he could join that re- 
giment, however, he Avas permanently posted, 14^^ Juno, 
to tho N. I., and he joined that corps at Dacca soon 
idH)erAvards. In the Avinter of 1844-45 he proceeded Avith 
the regiment to Benares, and early in 1847 he marched 
with it to Ferozepore. ToAvarda the end of July 1848 
lio accompanied the legimont on service to hlultan, and 
lie took part in tho first siege oix;rations directed against 
that place in tho beginning of Soptoiuber ; his career, 
liowever, came to an end at an early stage of tho affair, 
lie having been killed on the 12*^ of that* month in tho 
assault of one of tho enemy’s posts under tho Avails of 
the fortress. 

Cuming, Walter, TAcuUnanl (1823—1852).— 
(have at Wazirahad, No. 741.— Entered H. ]\[.*s Service 
on the 20^** May 1842 as an Ensign in tho 35*^ Foot, and 
having joined that regiment in the Maurilins, he served 
with it there until the spring of 1846. On the 3‘* Apiil 
1846 ho was promoted fo the rank of Lieutenant in tho 
24 ^h Foot, and proceeding to India ho joined that corps at 
Agra in the following year. Ho wtis absent on sick leave 
in the hills Avhon tho regiment left Agra in October 1848 
j-to join the Army of tho Punjab, and, on account of the 
k»tato of his health, ho continued absent until the 16‘*» 
JFebruary folloAving, Avhon he rejoined the corps in camp 
irear Chiliaiiw ala. Ho then served with it during the 
xeinainder of tho Punjab Campaign, and Avas present at 
the l»ttle of Oujerat (Medal and clasp). On the termi- 
nation of the war he accompanied^ tho regiment to 
Wazin^bad, whence, in October 1850, in the capacity of 
acting Adjutant, he accompanied a wing of tho corps to 
Sitlkot, He shortly afteiwards returned to Wazirahad, 
whi^re he diod on the June 1852,

Cunningham, Joseph Davey. Captain (181S«^ 
1851).— ^ave at Anibalaf No. 222.— &u of Allan Oim- 
ningham, the Scottish poet. Bom eon the Juno 
181 2. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1830 as a Cadet 
of Engineers. Ajrived in India in Juno 1832, and waa 
Bent up to Delhi to do duty with tho Sappers and Miners, 
but ho had scarcely joined, when, December 1832, ho 
Avas appointed to assist;^ a suiwey of the country lying 
between Rii jmahAl, on the Ganges, and *ihe village of 
Mirzapur, on tho Hughly, for tlio purpose of ascertain- 
ing the practicability of excavating a canal along that 
lino. Ho was emjdoyed on this duty until October 1836, 
from Avhich date to the end of October 1837 he was 
engaged in suixjrintending tho building of the Murshid- 
dbiid Palace. On the 1®* November 1837 he was ap- 
pointed Assistant to the Political Agent at Ludhidna, and 
towards the end of the following year he Avas detached 
to PeshaAvar on duty Avith Major (afterwards Colo- 
nel Sir Claude M.) Wade, Avho AA^as in charge of the 
force (mostly iiTogulars) detailed to conduct tho Shdh- 
zada Taimiir to Kabnl by Avay of Jalaldbtld, in connec- 
tion with the Britisli exp«)ditioii despatched to Afghanis- 
tan for tho y)urpose of restoring Shah Shuja-ul-Mulk to 
the throne of that country. He was present, iii atten* 
dance on the Shahzadii, at tho forcing of tho Khdibar 
Pass and tho reduction of AH Mas jid in July 1839, and 
in tho subsequent progress to Kabul ; and returning 
ilienco Avith Major Wado, ho rcisumed his political ap- 
pointment at Ludhiana l)efore the end of tho year. In 
^Iar(!h 1840 ho A\'as a}q)ointed Assistant to the Govemor- 
Generars Agent for tho affairs of tho Punjab and tho 
North-Western Frontier, and ho continued in the per- 
formance of tho dutitis of that appointment for nearly 
three years, in tlie course of whicdi, in January 1842, he 
Avas employed on a mission to Konawar and Bashahar, 
in tho Himalayas. In January 1843 ho was sent to 
Lahore as Private Secretary to tho Envoy to Maha- 
rajah Sher Singh, on tho bccasion of a mission being 
despatched to tho Ruler of tho Pun jab to thank him 
for tho assistance aifordod by him to the Govern- 
mont of India during tho war in Afghanistan. After 
his return he was appointed, September,,! 843, Second 
Assistant to tho Governor- Gonerare Agent for tho 
North-Western Frontier, and in January 1846 he* be- 
came Assistant to tho Governor Geuerars Agent for 
the Foreign Relations of the North- Western Frontier 
and Affai^ coniicotod Avith tho Punjab. In this capa- 
city ho was with tho Army of the Sutlej daring tho 
latter part of tho campaign of 1845-46, and was present 
at tho action of BadhoAval and at tho battles of Aliwil 
and Sobraon (Modal and one clasp).; In March 1846 ha 
Avas appointed Political Agent at Bhopal, where he 
remained for nearly thioo years aud-a-half. During 
this period he published a History of the Sikhs, which 
in the end proved the ruin of his political career, for in ^ 
July 1849 (Foreign Department notification No. 246, 
dated the IP^ of that month) he was publicly removed 
from his appointment and replaced at tho msposal of 
the Commandor-in-Chiof for ** having made, in his late 
work upon Iho Sikhs, unauthorised use of official docu- 
ments entrusted to his charge as a public officer.” He 
was directed to join the corps of Sappers and Pioneers 
at Ludhiana, bat having proceeded on leave when re- 
lieved of his political duties on the 15^^ August, he did 
not actually join the corps until the following Decem- 
ber. In tlanuary 1850 ho was appointed to tho Publio 
Works Dept., and was employ^ in examining and 
reporting on tho dams of tho Gaggar and other streams 
in the Cis- Sutlej States. He died in camp near Ambala 
on the 28^^ Febraary 1851.

Cureton, Augustus Johiv Lieutenant (c. 1829— 
1849). — Monument on the (fhilianwala hattlcMd 
No. 752. — Tho youngest son of Brigadier- General Ghast 
Robt. Cureton, C.B.— Entered H. M.*fl &rvio 0 onthe*^ 
2°^ March 1847, as a Comet in tho 14^^ Light Dragoons. 
ATTived in India in December 1847, and joined his 
regiment at AmbiJa in the spring of the following year; 
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Ob ihe 27^ Jnly 1848 he was promoted to the raok of 
Iiieatenant. On the outbreak of the second Sikh 
War he accom|Kamed his regiment *00 service, • and 
was present with it at the action of Bamnagar (in 
which his father was killed), the passage of the Chenab, 
and the battle of Chilianwala, in the last of which ho 
himself fell, — 13**^ January 1849. 

Cureton^ Charles Robert, 0,Z> , Colonel (1789 — 
1848). — (7ra7*e and inhlrt at Rainnagar, ^os, 749 
and 747.— This officer’s career was an extraordinary 
one, and might in sonio respects be described as 
xomantic. Ho Avas l)orii in 1789 : a gentleman by birth 
and education, he was appointed an Ensign in tho 
Shropshini Militia on the 21-^ April 1800, and shortly 
ajtorwards was promoted to the I'ank of Tjieutenant. 
Being, it is redated, “ of soinowliat prodigal habits,” 
he became embarrassed in his circumstances, and his 
friends being either unable or unwilling to extricate 
him from his difficulties, ho suddenly resigned his 
commission and disappeared- He shortly afterwards 
obtained a commission in another militia regiment, 
which ha]iponed to lio quartered in a sea-port town, 
hut his tinanciid diflicultiea pursuing him thither, ho 
again disappeared and mado his way to Loudon, by 
soa, in tho disguise of a sailor, and from tlio circum- 
Btanco of his having abandoned his uniform on tho 
heach it w^as long supposed that ho had l)een droAvned 
whilst bathinsr. On his arrival in London he chanced 
to meet a recruiting party, and on tho iui]mlso of tho 
moment he enlistod into the 14‘** Light Dragoons under 
tho name of Charles Roborts. In 1809 ho joined 
that regiment in tho Peninsula, and during tho suceed- 
ing four years he Avas present in almost every engage- 
ment in which that disiinguislied old corps took part, 
including the battle of Talavera, the action s of Villa 
do Puerco and of tho Coa, near Almeida, tho battle of 
Busaco, tho reti’cat to Iho lines of Tori'es Vedras 
(severely Avounded in crossing the Mondego, near 
Coimbra), tho second advance into Spain, the actions 
of Reclinha, Casal Nova, Foz d’Aronce, and Sabugal, 
tho battle of Fuentes d’Onor (severely wounded, — 
sabro-cut iJU the head and skull fractured), tho slego 
and capture of Badajos, tho action of the Gnarena, 
the battle of Salamanca, tlio occupation of i^ladrid, 
and tho liattlos of Vittoria, tho Pyi-onees, the Nivellu 
and the Nive. In tho meantime his superior intelli- 
gence and education, his undeviating good conduct, 
and his* distinguished gallantry in aclion had brouglit 
him promotion to the rank of Sergoaiii, and having, 
in that capacity, been sent to tho head -quarters of tho 
Army on a duty of importance, ho was there recognised by 
an officer on Lord Wellington’s staff, who had known 
him as a Lieutenant in tho Shro])Hhire Militia. Hav- 
ing been brought under tho notice of Lord Wellington, 
he was appointed Sergeant of the post at the head- 
quarters of tho Army and was recommended for a 
commission, and this being conceded to him, on the 
24^** February 1814 ^orgeani Charles Roberts, of the 
14^ Light Dragoons, Ixxiamo Ensign Charles Robert 
Cureton, of the 1'*^ ^Battalion Foot. With tho 
latter corps he served during the remainder of tho 
campaign in tho south of Franco, including the battle 
of Orthos, tho action of Tarbes, and tho battle of 
Toulouse, which brought tho Avar to a conclusion. 
Tor his serArices during these campaigns he Avas Fubso- 
quentlj awarded tho war medal Avith eleven clasps, 
^ tho termination of tho Avar he accompanied tho 
corps to Ireland, and when it afterwards proceeded on 
service to North America he was left behind at tho 
^pot. On the 20^^ October 1814 he exchanged into 
Tue 20'** Light Dragoons, which ho joined in Sicily, 
and in that corps, on tho 27*** Juno 1816, he was promot- 
•d to the rank of Lieutenant and appointed Adjutant. 
On the disbandment of the 20*** in 1818 he was placed 
on half-pay, but almost immediately afterwaras, on 
ihe 7^ January 1819, he exchanged to full pay as 
liientenaiit and Adjutant in the 16*** Light Dragoons 
Xlmaom). Be jwiM this reguaeal at Clonme^ and 


during the next three years he served with it in various 
pai^ of Ireland and England. In June 1822 ha 
resigned the appointment of Adjutant, and in the , 
same month he embarked with the regiment for Bengal, 
and having landed at Calcutta in tho aaooooding De- 
cember, he proceeded with the ooiq)s to Cawnporo, arriv- 
ing there in April 1823. On the 12t** November 1825 
ho attained the rank of Captain, and in tho winter 
of 1825-26 he seiwed Avith tho icgiment at the siege 
and captuiu of Rhamtpur. On the termination of 
the operations ho aci^onipanied tho regiment to Meerut, 
AA'honce in the winter of 1831-32 ho marched with it 
to Cawnporo. On tho 6*** Dot'emlx'r 1833 ho was pro- 
moted to tho rank of !Major. Tii January 1837 ho pro- 
ceeded Avith tlie regiment to Aletn-ui, and in tho follow- 
ing Afarch and AjwiI he connnanded tho eBcoi*t of Sir 
Henry Fane, tho Commundor-in-(liiof, on tho occasion 
of His Excellency’s visit to Maharaja Uanjit Singh 
at Lahore. On tlio formation of the Army of tho 
Indus in the autumn of 1838 ho was appointed Asst. 
Adjt.- General of Cavalry, and in that (capacity ho 
proceeded on service to Afghanistan ; he led ilio 
advance tlirongh tho Rolan Pass, Avas afterwards 
juesent at tlio oreupation of Kandahar and at tho 
storm and cajitui*© of Ghazni (Modal, and promoted 
Lieutenant-Colonel hy brevet, 23*'** July 1839), and 
in the following month ho cnmniauded the cavalry 
of the advance, which seized tho whole of Dost Muham- 
ma<l Khan’s guns at Arganili and led the Avay to tho 
occupation of Kabul. On tho 20‘*‘ August ho succoedod 
to the command of tho regiment, Avhich ho retained 
until, on a portion of tho Army of the Indus being 
Aviiluirawn to tho Jlriti.sh jirovinocs, it arrived at 
Feroze])oro in January 1840. Tn tho following month 
ho arrived Avitli tho i*t)gimont at Meerut, and in April 
ho again succcHidod to the (Command of tlio corps, which 
ho retained until he aaus appointed, in October 18*12, 
to command, Avith tho tom})orary rank of Rrigadior, 
the First Rrigado of Cavalry of tho Army of Heserva 
at Ferozepore. On tho breaking up of that Army, in 
January 184-3, ho rosunied (command of tho regiment 
and rcturiiod with it to Meerut. Tn the autumn of. 
tho same year ho Avas again called inta tho field, and 
having been appointed Brigadier Commanding tho 
Third Brigade of Cavalry of the Army of Gwalior, 
lie served with it in tho GAvnlior Campaign and 
was picBont at tho Imttlo of Maharajpur (bronzo 
star, and croated a Companion of tho Oiflor of tho 
Ratli). On the termination of tho campaign he 
Avont homo on loavo for two years, but ho was back 
in India in August 1845, and rejoining tho rogiment 
at Meerut ho shortly aftcrAvards assumed command. 

On tho outbreak of tho first Sikh War ho proceeded 
to tho front with his regiment, and haAring on tho 1*^ 
January 1846 boon appointed Rrigadior Commanding 
the Third Brigade of Cavalry, ho served throughout 
the romnindor of tho Sutlej Campaign, including the 
a(;tion of Radhowal and iho liattles of Aliwal and 
Sobraon, in the two former of which ho c!ommanded the 
whole of the cavalry in tho field (Modal and clasp, 
and appointed Aido-do-Camp to tho Queen with the 
i*ank of Colonel in the Army from the 3^^ April 1846). 

On tho 23** May 1846 ho was appointed Adjutant- 
General of Her Majesty’s Forces in India, and in tho 
following year ho was jdaoed on half- pay of his rogi- 
mcntal coinmission, by whicli nioasuro a connection of 
moio than twonty-oight years Avith tho 16‘^ Lancers was 
severed. Ho continued in the performance of the duties 
of Adjutant- General until Oetolier 18*48, when, on 
the ontbreak of tho second Sikh War, ho was appoint- 
ed to tho command of tho Cavalry Division of ihe 
Army of tho Punjab, with the temporary rank of 
Brigadier- General. Ho joined his command beforo the 
end of the month, and in November moved up to the 
Chenab with tho rest of the Army, but on the22*^^^>i 
of that month, near Bamnagar, to the lasting regJM 
of the whole Army, he fell in the first engagein^ of 
thfi cemprigni hatiog beea riiot dead ia a viia M* 
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deaTonrto stop tbs fatal charge made by Colonel 
HaTolook and the 14^ Light Dragoons on the Sikh 
infantry coni*ealed in a dry channel of the river. 
It was remarked as a cnrions circnmstanoe that Briga- 
dier-GenenJ Cureton terminated his career in a 
soldier’s death in the presence of the very regiment 
in which, more than forty years before, he had enlist- 
ed as a private soldier. 

Kotb.— T liit officer had three aoni in the eervice. One, after 
a career of eome dietinctioDf died in 1892, being then a Lieutenant- 
General and Colonel of the 7th Dragoon Guards. Tlie second* 
who was A. D.-C. to his father at Bamnagar, and greatly dis- 
tingnished himself in the mutiny campaigns as the leader of 
Cnreton’s Multani Horse (now stylod the 16th Lancers), was an 
officer of the Bengal Army, and died a General and a K. C. B., 
ill July 1891. The third, who was a Lieutenant in the 14th Light 
Dragoons, was killed in the battle of Chitianwala, less than two 
months alter the death of his father at Ramnagar. 

Curtls-Haywardf Frederick Thomas, Entign 
(1809 — 1831). — Grave at Karnal : see No, 196.— The 
second son of the Eevd. John Adcy Curtis, Rector of 
Bitton, Co. Gloucester, who, on his marriage with 
* Albinia Frances, the eldest daughter of William Hay- 
ward, Esqr., and eventually heiress of tho Haywards 
of Quedgeloy, Co. Gloucester, took her namo in addi- 
tion to and after his own. Bom on the 28^^ Octo- 
ber 1809. — Entered tho Bengal Army in 1827. Arriv- 
ed India in September 1826, and in the following Nov- 
ember was sent up to Benares to do duty with the 
43'^ N. I. In March 1829 ho was posted to the 73'^ 
N. I. at Jubbulporo, but he never joined this corps, 
and in the following month he was transferred to tho 
37^ N. 1., then stationed at Kamal. He, however, 
continued doing duty with the 43*^^ until the end of 
June, and having siterwards received permission to 
lemain at Fatehgarh for four months, ho did not join 
the 37^** until January 1830. Being a supernumerary 
in this regiment he was, in October 1831, transferred 
to fill a vacancy in the 66^^ N. I., in Arakan, but in 
the following month a change was made, and he was 
removed from the 66*^ to the 29i*> N, I. On this being 
notified he was directed to proceed to Meerut and join, 
bnt before ho could do so he died, while still with the 
37^ at Kamal, on the 20**^ NovcmR*r 1831. 

Notb.— I n the register or other record from whicli this officer’s 
noma has been taken, the name itself is incorrectly rendered as 
'’Hayward” only, and the regiment to which he belonged is 
misnamed. 

Custi George Frederick, Ensign (1825—1847).— 
Tablet at JullunduTy No. 543. — Tho third son of tho 
Hon’blo William Cust and grandson of tho 1*^ Lord 
Brownlow. Bom on the 3^^ August 1825. — Entered 
the Bengal Army in 1845. Arrived in India in August 
of the same year, and was appointod to do duty with 
the 35^^ N. 1. at Allahabad, but in the followiiig Octo- 
ber ho was, at his own request, sent on to Ferozeporo 
to do duty with the 54^^ N. I. He was with this 
regiment when the first Sikh War broke out, and 
accompanying it into the field, he was present with it 
at the battle of Firozshahr (Medal). In February 
1846 he was appointed to do duty with tho 44^^ N. I., 
which was also stationed at Ferozepore, and in tho 
fcdlowing month he was finally posted to the 51*^ N. I., 
which he joined at Ferozepore, on its arrival from 
Meemt, in April 1846. In January 1847 ho marched 
with the 51*^ to Lahore, where ho died on the 8^^ Juno 
following.

Dade, John, Lteufenanf (1809— 1830).— (7ravs at 
Subathu^ No, 407«— Entered tho Bengal Army in 1819. 
Arrived in India in June 1820, and was sent up to Dina- 
pore to do duty with the Bengal European Regiment. In 
the following October ho was directed to do duty with 
the 1*^ Bai^ion 26^^ N. I., at Delhi, but a few days 
later this was altered to duty with flie 2"^ Battalion 
N. 1 , and he joined that corps at Pariabgarh, in 
Oadh. In January 1821 he was posted to the 2"d 
Battalion 28^^ N. 1., which he joined at SitapuTi find 


with it, towards the end of the year, he maichedl 
to Delhi. In March 1824 he proceeded on leave to 
the Cape^ Colony, South Airicai and he was absent 
from India for" two years. On the reorganisation of 
the Army taking place in May 1824 he was posted to 
the 56^** N. 1. (late Battalion 28^»»), and when ho 
returned from South Ahicn in April 1826 he joined 
that regiment at Nasirabad. Towards the end of 
1827 he accompanied the corps to Lucknow. In 
February 1830 he proceeded on leave to Simla, and ho 
resided them and in tho neighbouring hills until hie 
death, which occurred at Subathu on the 30^^ October 
1830. 

Dalgleish. Andrew (1853--1888).— (7rat7eae LeS, 
No. 1138.— Traded for many years in Kashmir and Yar- 
• kand, and took Kashgar service with tho Central 
Asian Trading Company, founded at Palampur in 1867. 
In 1883 he received a free passport from the Chinese to 
enter Chinese Turkistan, and in 1885, as Turkish Inter- 
preter, ho accompanied Mr. Arthur Douglas Carey 
throughout bis travels in Chinese Turkistan and along 
the frontier of Til)et, his map of those rt^gions mceiving 
the special acknowledgments of the Royal ^GeographiesJ 
Society. On the 8‘^ April 1888, while ho wa.s on his 
way to Yarkand, he was trcjicherously murdered by a 
' Kakar Pathan, near the Kara Korum Pass. 

Dalrymple, John, Surgeon (r. 1796—1844)— 
Grave at Ambala^ No, 205. — Entered the Bengal Army 
(Medical Dept.) in 1820. Arrived in India in August 
1821, and in tho following month was sent up to Cawn- 
I)oro for duty in the hospital at that place. In Febru- 
ary 1823 ho was appointed to tho medical charge of 
the left wing of the 2“*^ Battalion 6^*^ N. I., at Delhi, 
with which corps (which became the 18^** N. I. in May 
1824) he served for eighteen months. In August 1824 
ho was appointed to the medical charge of the 1*^ 
Grenadier Battalion, with which ho served on the 
Chittagong frontier and in Arakan during tho Burmese 
War of 1824-26. In August 1826 he was posted to 
tho 52^ N. I., with which ho served, at Nasirabad, 
until October 1827, when he was removed to the 
Morwara Local Battalion. With this cozq^s he served 
until December 1829, when ho went home on furlough. 
On his return to India he was posted, November 1832, 
to the N. I., with which he served at Sitapur and 
Delhi. On being promoted to the ran k of Surgeon, 
he was ro-postod, March 1834, to . the I., with 

which corps he continued serving until August 1835, 
when he was removed to tho 9th Light Cavalry. He 
joined this regiment at Karnal, ahd in the following 
November accompanied it to Nasii'abad, whence it was 
called out in December to foi*m part of a force which 
it was found necessary to despatch to Jaipur, to repress 
threatened disturbances. He returned with the regi- 
ment to Nasirabad in Juno 1836, but in the following 
December ho again proceeded to Jaiptfr in medical 
charge of a portion of the regiment, and at that place 
he also had, for two months, the additional medical 
charge of the Artillery of the force assembled there. 
In September 1839, on tho occasion of tho demonstra- 
tion against Jodhpdr, ho was temporarily appointed 
to tho medical charge of the 7^^ N. I., which he held 
until the termination of that service in tho following 
December, Ho then rejoined the 9th Light Cavalry 
and proceeded with that 0017)8 to Muttra, whence ho 
accompanied it to Kamal in November 1840, and to 
Ferozepore in the spring of 1842. At this place he was 
appointed, in March 1842, to the additional medical 
charge of the 1*^ Light Infantry Battalion, whiol|Ae 
hold for several months. At tho end of 1842 ha aooKn* 
paniod the 9^** Light Cavalry to Sindh, where he served 
(part of the time as acting Superintending Surgeon of 
the Forces) throughout the campaign of 1843 under 
Sir Charles Napier, and was present at the battles of 
Miani and Hyderabad (Medal). After the ierminatios 
of the operations he was stationed with tho regiment 
at Hyderabad until October 1843, when ho wont on 
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leftTO to Simla. On the expimtion of his leave ap- 
proaching, he proceeded to rejoin his regiment, then 
at Ludhiana, but on his way thither he was taken ill at 
AmbalUi and died there on the 27 Koyeniljer I8*li4i. 

Note. —In tlio Inscription on hlf tombstone this officer is in- 
correctlj styled ** M, S, Dairy mple.” 

Daniel, Ludford Harvey, Captain and Brevet- 
Major (182&— 1859).— Grare at Kasanli, Nn. 287.— 
Entered H. M.’s Service on the Juno 1846 ns an 
Ensign in the 38‘** Foot, which ho joined in Jamaica in 
the following year. In May 1848 ho accom])aniod the 
corps to Halifax, Nova Scotia, and on the 27‘‘* April 
1849 ho was promotod to the rank of Lieutenant. In 
August 1851 he returned homo with the regiinont, and 
diiring the succee<iing years ho served with it at 
Manchester, Portsmouth, the Ohobham Camp of 
Exorcise, and Chatham. On the IS^^ Octoln^r 1853 ho 
attained the rank of Captain. When the regiment 
proceeded on scrvico to Turkey in April 1854 ho was 
loft behind at tho depot, but he joined tlio corps in the 
Crimea in tho following year and served with it at tho 
siege andca])turo of Sevastopol, including tho assault of 
tho 18^** Juno, in which ho was sovoroly wounded 
(Medal and clasp, Fifth Class of tlm Ordcjr of the 
Medjidieh, and promoted to tho rank of Major by brevet 
on tho 2“*^ November 1855). On tho return of tlio 
regiment from the Crimea in July 1856 ho accompanied 
it to Aldershot, and afterwards to Dublin and tlio 
Curi’agli. In July 1857 ho embarked with tho corps 
for Bengal, and landing at Calcutta in the following 
October, ho proceeded with it to tho Uiipor Provinces 
and served with it in the campaign of 1857-58 in Oudh, 
including tho capture of Mianganj, tho siege and 
capture of Lucknow, and the affairs of Bari and Nagar 
(Medal and clasp). On tho termination of the cam- 
paign ho was stationed with tho regiment at Lucknow, 
whence in March 1859 ho was sent up to Kasauli, to 
do duty with tho Convalescent Depot there. Ho dioil 
at Kasauli on tho 8^** October following. 

Daniell, Avereil, Major (1S51 — 1893).— f/rarc 
Chilas, No. 1144 ; tablet at ivo/m/, No. 1050. — Born in 
London, on tho 9^*‘ Fcbruai’y 1851. —Entered II, M.’s 
Service (from the Royal Mily. College) on tho 23‘* 
September 1871 as an Ensign in tho 1><* Bataliori 21**^ 
Foot, and was promoted to tlie rank of Lioutonaiit on 
the of tho siicceodi ng month. Ho arrived in India 
and joined tho battalion at Bangalore at tlio end of 
J)ecoml)er 1871, and thence accompanied it to Fort St. 
George in February 1873. In January 1874 ho went 
homo on sick leave, and on his return in iVIaroh 1875 
bo nijoinod tho battalion at Rangoon. In DccomlKu* 
1875 ho accompanied a portion of tlio corps to Port 
Blair, ill tho Andamans, at wliich ])laco ho lield tho 
appointment of Station Staff Oflicer from July 1876 
to July 1877. Ho thou rejoined the battalion at 
Rangoon, whence, at the end of the year, lie proceeded 
with it to Secinidcrabad. On the 28'*' Docemlior 1877 
ho was appointed an OfFg. Wing. Officer in tho 2"^ 
Punjab Infantry on probation for tho Bengal Staff 
Corps, into which ho was afterwards admitted with 
offect from tliat date. Ho joined tliat regiment at 
Doia Ismail Khan in February 1878, and in tlio follow- 
ing month was appointed to officiate as Quarter Master. 
This situation lie hold until nearly tlie cud of tlio 
eucceeding October, when ho was transferred as Olfg. 
Wing Officer to the 4'*^ Punjab Infswitry, and having 
joined that regiment at Edwardesabad in Novomb(jr, ho 
was employed with it from January to April 1879 on 
field service on the Waziri bonier. In April 1879 ho was 
Appointed a Wing Officer permanently. Ho afterwards 
served with tho corps in tho Afghan Campaign of 1879, 
and took part in vaz’ioiis movements ^n the Kiiram 
Valley and in tho Chamkani and Zaimukt exiKjditioiis 
(Modal), on the conclusion of which ho returned with 
the regiment to Kdwardo.sabad. In December 1879 
be was appointed Quarter Master of tho regimont, and 
in November 1880 he became OSg. Adjutant, in which

and was present in tho affair at Shah Alani Raghza* 
He I'otiirned with the regimont to Edwanlosabad in 
May 1881, and in tho following Deconilior (up ta 
which time ho continued officiating as Adjutant) ho 
iTiaivhed with it to Dora Ismail Khan. Reverting to 
tho ap|K)iiitment of Quarter Master, ho served with tho 
rcg'mont until ]liliir(!li 1882, when ho wont home on 
furlough. In January 1 833 ho rejoined tho I'ogiment 
at Dora Ismail Klian, and in tho following Soptombor, 
having attained tho rank of C^iptain, ho vacated tho 
appointment of Quarter ^taster. In Novombor and 
Dccombor 1883 ho served with tho ixigiment in tho 
expedition to tho Taklit-i-8iilinian, in the courso of 
wliich ho loil tho skirniishors at tho forcing of tho 
Paizai Kotal. On tho toriuinatiou of this oxpoditioa 
ho marched with tho rogiiuent to Dora (Uiazi Khan, 
arriving tlioro towards tho end of Docombor. In tho 
autumn of 1884 ho served with the regimont in tho 
Ziiob Valley Expedition, returning to Dora Ghazi Khaa 
in Docomlier. In December 1885, for about four woekSy 
and again from Ajiril to Novenilxir 1886 ho officiatod 
as a Wing Commaiidor, and during tho last throo 
monilis of this year he was in comniaud of a portion 
of the regimont detached to Fort Mnnro. In January 
1887 ho was again appointed OiTg. Wing Coniinandor, 
and continnod in that position until tho ond of tho 
following month, ivlion ho was a[ipoiFitod Offg. Secoml- 
in-Command of tlio 3'* Sikh Infantry at Abboitabad. 
He served there with this regiment until January 1888, 
when lie was appointed a permanent Wing Comniandor 
in the Pun jab Infantry, bnt having at tho samo 
tiiiio boon nominated to officiate as Socjond- in- Command 
of the 6**' Pun jab Infantry, ho joineil the latter roginiout 
at Dora Ismail Khan, and sorvod with it there for 
eight months. Tn September 1888 ho was a}>})ointod 
Brigade- Major to tlio second column of tlio Hazara 
Fiold Force, with which ho served througlioiit tho 
operations of October and Novombor on the Mliiok 
]\Iountain (India JModal ami (daK[)). On tho oonolusioa 
of tho campaign ho joinoil tlio P. I. at Edwardos- 
abad, ami in January 1889 ho went homo on loavo. Ho 
rejoined tho roginumt in March 1890, and was thou 
ap]iointod to officiate as Second iii-Coiuiuand, in which 
capacity ho accompanied it to tlie Gamp of Exercise at 
Attook in November, marched with it to Kohat iii 
Dotrembor, ;iml sorvod with it in tho first Miranzai 
Expedition from January to March 1891. In April 
1891 ho was again apjiointod Olfg. Socond- in- Command, 
and in tliat position lio sorvod with the rogimont 
tliroughoiit tho so joml Miranzai Expodiiion, including 
the o]K)rations on tho Samana Range (clasp to India 
!Medal). lIo i*oturne<l to Kohat with the regimont in 
Juno 1891 and sorvod witli it thoro as a Wing Com* 
ruander, until Soptembor, wlien lie was apjiointod Offg, 
Socond-in Commaml of tho Corjis of Guidos. This 
officiating appointment terminating in Docjomlxir, 
ho was tlioTi ajijiointed a Wing CoinniimlA iu tUo 
corjis, witli which he continued serving at !Mardau 
until December 1892, wlion Im reverted to his jionria- 
iiciit apfiointmont in the p' Punjab Infantry, tlien serv- 
ing with the Kurani Force. Ho was shori.Iy afterwards 
Hont up to (rilgit, having boon sjiocially seicctod for the 
position of Sccond-iii-Comnifiml to (yolonel Durand, 
I'ommandiiig tho Trorijis in that Agency. In March 
1893 lie was in command of tho ])Ost and fort of Chilas^ 
on the (Jilgit frontier, iin<l of tho lino of coruinunicatioa 
to Biin ji, when, on tlie 5'^* cj that month, a laslckar ot 
Chilasis and Kohistariis camo down upon the pJacie, and 
in the sovci-e fighting which ensued ho was uiiforiutiatoly 
killed, Jiaving fallen, .shot through tho head and tho 
hoaz't, in a daring attempt to storm a village from 
wliich tho trilxz.snicii wero keeping up a liot fiixi on tho 
fort.

Danlell, Charles Astell, Lieutenant (1833—. 
1855). — Grave at Lahore Cantonment, No. 658.— •Entorsd 
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ihe Bengal Army in 1849. Arrived in India in Decern* 
ber of the same year, and was sent up to Gawnpore to do 
duty with the 1**^ Light Cavalry, then en route to that 
place from Peshawar ; in February 1850, however, ho 
was directed to go on to Ambala, and there join and do 
duty with the Light Cavalry. In March 1850 ho 
was posted to the 8*** Light Cavalry, and he joined that 
legimcnt at Ferozeporo. In Noveml)er 1853 ho accom- 
panied tho corps to Mian Mir, and he died at that place 
(by his own hand) on the 24^*^ November 1855. 

Darlingf, Patrick, Lieutenant (1829 — 1854).— 
Grave at Srinagar^ Kashmir^ No. 1121.— Born in Scot- 
land, in April 1829.-— Entered the Bengal Army in 
1849. Arrived in India in May 1850, and was sent up 
to Benares to do duty with tho 16^'‘ N. I. (Grenadiers). 
In the following July he was posted to the 24^*‘ N. T., 
which ho joined at Gorakhpur. In February 1854 ho 
marched thence with the regiment en route to Wazir- 
abad, where he amved at tiio end of April. In tho 
following July ho proceeded to Kashmir on leave for 
throe months, but ho had 'not been away from his 
regiment many woeks when he died at Srinagar on tho 
29^^ Angust 1854. 

Dashwoodf Francis, Captain (1804—1845).— 
Grave at MudJei ; tablet at Nerozeporc^ No, 441.— 
The third and youngest son of Vice-Admiral Sir 
Charles Dashwood, K.C,B., Royal Navy, who was 
a cadet of tho Dashwoods of Yellow Wood, Co. 
Somerset, and grandson of the 26^^ Lord Kingsale.— 
Entered tho Bengal Army in 1822. Arrived in 
India in March 1824, and in ihe following month 
was posted to the 7^^ Company 2^ Battalion,^ Foot 
JLrtillery (now the 35^** Field Battery, Royal Artilleiy). 
In January 1825 he was transferred to the Horse 
Artillery and posted to tho 3*^ Troop, from which he 
was removed, in tho following July, to tho 1 Troop 
2*^ Brigade. In December 1825, on the formation of 
the Army detailed for tho reduction of Bharatpur, 
be was appointed Aide-de-Camp to Brigadier Macleod, 
C.B., Commanding tho Artillery, and in that capacity 
was present at tho siege and capture of tho fortress 
in 1826-26. hi May 1826 he was removed to tho 2*^ 
Troop 2^ Brigade, and in March 1827 ho was ap- 
pointed Adjutant and Quarter-Master of the 2^ Bri- 

E ade of Horso Artillery, an appointment which he 
eld for the succeeding eight years. In March 1835 
be was appointed Asst, Secretary to the Military 
Board, having aliuady acted in the appointment for 
more than thirteen months, and he continue<l in this 
miuation until February 1840, when he went home on 
furlough. He returned to India in November 1842, 
and at Dum-Dum joined the 2^ Company !•* Batta- 
lion, Fort Artillery, to which he then stood posted. 
In March 1843 he was removed to the 2‘i Company 
Battalion, and from that, in the following Novem- 
ber, to the 1"^ Troop 1*^ Brigade, Horse Artillery (now 
F ” Bbttery, Royal Hoi'se Artillery), which ho joined 
at Ambala, and with which, in April 1844, he marched 
to Lndhiana. In command of this troop, on tho outbreak 
of tho first Sikh War, he joined tho Army under tho 
command of Sir Hugh Gough, but in the first engage- 
ment of the campaign, at Miidki on tho 18**^ December 
1845, ho received a mortal wound, from tho eiTocts of 
which be died at that place on tho 22<> of the same 
month. 

Note. — CapUin (thsn Lleutonant) Dashwood married, at Cal- 
catta, on tho 14th January tS36, Jane, daughter of Major George 
Skyring, of the Boyal Artillery. 

Davidson, George Henry, Lieutenant (c, 1815— 
1843).- Grave at Simla^ No, 308.— Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1831. Arrived in India in February 1833, 
and was sent up to Dinapore to do duty with tho 2^ 

- u. I. On that regiment leaving the station ho was 
permitted, December 1833, to join and do duty with 
ihe 63* N. I., at Molahi. In February 1834 he was 
posted to the 16^^ N. I. at Mhow, but being on leave 


at the time he did not proceed to join, and in the fol- 
lowing month he was removed, at his own request, to 
the 72* N. I., which he joined forthwith at Berham- 
pore. In the spring of 1S)5 he accompanied tho reri* 
ment to Saugor, and towards the end of 1837 he 
marched with it to Mhow. In the winter of 1838-39^ 
while on the way from Mhow to Allahabad, he served 
with tho regiment at the reduction of the fort of 
Jhansi. In J^anuary 1839 he was appointed Adjutant 
of the regiment, and he retained that situation until his 
death. Ho arrived at Allahabad with tho regiment 
in March 1839, and served with it there until October 
1841, when he marched with it, on escort duty with the 
Commander- in- Chief, vid Agra, to Delhi, whence, on 
being i^lioved of ibis duty, towards the .end of Decem- 
ber, he proceeded with the corps to Meerut. In %ho 
autumn of 1842 he accompanied tho regiment to Forose- 
poro, whcio he served with it in tho Army of Reserve, 
on the breaking up of which he proceeded with the 
corps to Karnal, arriving there towards tho end of 
March 1843. In August J843 ho proceeded on sick 
leave to Simla, and at that place he died on the 17^^ 
October following. 

Davidson, Gordon Hugh, Lieutenant (1826—^ 
1846).-- iSfee Note foNb.444. — Entered the Bengal Army 
in 1843. Arrived in Imha on tho 6^^^ August of the same 
year, and on the 20*^ was ordered up to Dinapoie to do 
duty with tho 36^^ N. I. On the 23‘i January following 
he was posted to the European .Light Infantry, and 
having joined that corps at Lddhiuna, ho moved with 
it to Ferozepore at the epd of March 1844, and to 
Subathu in the course of the succeeding month. On 
the outbreak of the first Sikh War he accompanied tho 
regiment to the front, and with it took part in the bat- 
tles of Ferozshahr and Sobraon, in tho latter of which 
ho fell mortally wounded ; and having boon removed 
from the field, ho died of his wounds, in tho camp of 
tho Army of the Sutlej, on tho following day,— the 
February 1840. 

Davidson, John Paton, Captain (1835—1863).— 
Grave at Mardan^ No. 1004 ; tablets at Ahbottabad^ 
MardaUy and Koliat^ Noe. 919, 1006 and 1043.— 
Entered the Bengal Army in 1851. Arrived in 
India in December of the same year, and was sent 
up to Bairackpore to do duty with the 42* N. I. In 
May 1852 he was i)Osted to the 4^** N. I., which he 
joined at Rawal Pindi, and with it, in Odtober 1853, 
he proceeded to Peshawar. In August 1854, as a 
volunteer with the l*t Sikh Infantry, ho served in the 
exx>cdition against tho Michni Mohmands, and was 
present at the captuiH) and destruction of tho village 
of Shah Mansur Khol. In March 1855 he served with 
his own regiment in tho expedition against the Bass! 
Khel section of tho Aka Khel Afridis. At tho end of 
the same year he accompanied the legiment to Nnrpur,. 
and ho was serving there with the right wing of the 
corps when the mutinies broke out in May 1857. The 
logiment having, as a precautionary measure, been dis- 
armed in July, he was soon afterwards sent down to* 
join tho force before Delhi, and on the 27*** of that 
month he was directed, hy a Field Force Order, to 
join and do duty with the 1*^ Punjab Infantiv* 
With this corps ho served at tho action of Najafgarh, 
and throughout the remainder of tho siege of Delhi, 
including the assault and capture of the place and the 
six days* fighting within the city (Medal and clasp). 
In October 1857 he was appointed Adjutant of the 
regiment, and about tho same time ho accompanied a 
portion of tho corps, forming part of Brigadier Showers’ 
moveable column, on an expedition into the disaffected 
country lying to tho west of Delhi, where he was 
actively engaged against insurgents for several weeks. 
With the detachment, he rejoined the head-quarters 
of tho regiment at Meerut in February 1858, and pro- 
ceeding with the corps shortly afterwards to join the 
Roorkeo Field Force, he served with it throughout the 
oampaigu of 1858 in Rohilkhand, and was present at

the Actions of Bhaganla and Napna, tho occupation of 
H oradabad and the capture of fiareill j. Shortly after 
the last-mentioned event he was placed,* temporarily, in 
command of Shahzada Sultan Jan’s troop of Pat ban 
Horse, with which he subsequently^ Horvod in the 
advance on and occupation of Mahomdi. He afterwards 
rejoined the 1*^ P. T., and towards the end of the year 
he returned td the Punjab with the regiment, of which, 
in December, be was appointed acting Socond-in Com- 
mand. Arriving at Kohat towards the end of January 
1859, he served there with the coiqis until the following 
December, when he again accomjianied it into tlio hold, 
and thereafter served with it throughout tho expedition 
against the Kabul Khel Waziris, returning to Kohat 
ozpthe conclusion of tho operations. In May 1861, he 
was made permanent in the ap^)ointmont of Second- in- 
Command, and in the following October ho was 
admitted into tho Bengal StafE Corps with effect from 
tho IS'*' February preceding. In March 1803 ho 
proceeded with the regiment to Abbottabad, and in tho 
following October ho accompanied it on service to the 
Amhola Pass ; there, on tho 13^^ of the following month, 
he fell in a desperate conflict with tho tribesmen, whilst 
heroically defending tho “ Crag picqiiet *’ position 
against overwhelming numbers. It is recorded /that the 
heroism ho displayed on this occasion “ elicited tho 
admiration of one of tho principal Chiefs of the Buner 
tribe.” 

Davidson, John Stewarts Captain (1809 — 
1848 ). — Grave at Delhi^ No. 60. Bom on tho 27^^* 
August 1809. — ^Entered tho Bengal Army in 1828. 
Arrived in India in November 1829, and at Hio end of 
the following month was sent up to Dinaporo to do 
duty with tho 68^^' N. I. Being a supernumerary, ho 
remained unposted to a regiment for more than three 
years, and in the interval ho continued doing duty witii 
the 68*** until February 1832, with the N. I., at 
Dinaporo, from Fel>ruary to October 1832, and with tho 
48^*» N. I., at Barrackporo, from October 1832 to July 
1833. In March 1833 ho was formally posted to tho 
72^ N. I., w^ch he joined at Berhamporo in tho fol- 
lowing July, and with that corps ho marched to Saugor 
in 1835. From February to September 1835 ho offici- 
ated as Interpreter and Quarter-Master of tho regiment, 
and in October and November of tho same year he 
officiated in a similar capacity with tho 64^^' N. I. In • 
NovembeF 1835 he was appointed Interpreter and 
;Quartor-Master of his own regiment, and this post he 
Ifold for upwards of nine years. At tho end of 1837 
ho accompanied tlio 72*^ to Mhow, and in tho cold 
season of 1838-39 ho served with it in tho feme 
assembled for tho reduction of tho fort of Jhansi. Ho 
subsequently soryed with tho regiment at Allahabjul 
and Meerut, and in tho Army of Xteserve at Ferozeporo 
in the winter of 1842-43. On tho bimking up of this 
Army he accompanied tho regiment to Kamal, and 
afterwards, in October 1843, to Delhi. In Feliruaiy 
1845, in oonsequonco of his promotion to the niiik of 
Captain, ho vacated tlie appointment of Interpreter land 
Quarter-Master, though ho continued carrying on tho 
duties until tho following month. Ho shortly after- 
wards proceeded on leave to Simla, and on the 11^^' 
April 1845 he was transferred to tho invalid establish- 
ment. He continued residing st Simla until February 
1848, when he was appointed to do duty with tlie 
Suropean Invalid and Veteron Companies at Chunar, 
and ho was on hLs vray down to that place when ho died 
in the ddk bungalow at Delhi on the 25^^ March 1848. 

Davidson, John Tierney, Ensign (r. 1839— 
1857 ). — Tablets at Dellii^ Lahore and Kohat ^ Nos. 162, 
682 and 1043. — ^Entered the Bengal Array in 1856. 
Arrived in India in February 1857, and dh the 24^** of 
the month was posted to the 26^*' N. I., which ho 
joined at Misn Mir. Ho was present with his regiment 
on the historic occasion when tho native troops at Mian 
Mir were disarmed May 1857), and also on that 
when (30^^ July) the regiment itself broke out in opon 


mutiny and murdered its commanding officer, Major 
Spencer, — an outburst which terminated in its own 
absolute annihilation. On tho 17^*» August ho was 
ordered to proceed to Delhi and place himself under 
tho orders of Brigadier- General Wilson, comiuandiug 
the besieging force, and on arriving there, on the 27^n 
he was diitx^tod to do duty with tho 2‘* Punjab In- 
fantry, Ho served wdth this regiinoiit throughout the 
remainder of the siege, and eventually fell at the assault 
of the Kashmir breach on tho morning of tho 14^ 
Septx^mber, — little more than seven mgnths frem tho 
date of his first landing in the country. 

Davies, Charles Hugh, Captain (1864— 1899).— 
Grarc at Chilas . — Son of ^lajor-Geiieml Sir William 
George Davies, K.C.S.I., sometime Financial Coniinis- 
sioner in the Punjab. Bom on the 15*** May 1864.—* 
Entered H. M.’s Service (from the Koyal Military 
College) on the 29‘*^ August 1885 as a Lioutenaut 
in the Cheshire Regiment, and having been posted to 
tho 2‘* Battalion of that corps, ho procoedtHl to India 
and joined it at Ambala before tho end of tho year. 
On the 21"^ Juno 1S87 lie was ajqminted an Offg. 
Wing Officer in tho I***- Battalion 5‘*‘ Gurkha Uegi- 
nieiit, on ])robatioii for tho Bengal Staff Corps, into 
which ho was subsoquently admitted with effeoi from 
that date. Ho joined tho battalion at AblYottabad, 
and ill the following year served with it in tho 
Hazara Campaign, including the operetion.s on the 
Bhick Mountain (India Medal and clasp). On tho 
conclusion of tho o^ierations lie retiirniHi with tho 
battalion to Abbottiibad, and in August 1889 ho was 
a})pointed a Wing Officer. In tho following year ho 
officiated for a short time as (Juarter-Mfisior of ilie 
battalion. In Mareh 1891 he wont homo on leave, and 
was absent frem India until DuconilKir 1892. lie then 
rejoined the battalion at Abbottabad, and during the 
next three years he ofiiciatcMl twice as Wing Com- 
mander, twice as Quarter-Master, and four times os 
Adjutant, and while officiating os Adjutant for the 
third time he served with the battalion in the Waziris- 
tan Expedition of 1894-95 (clasp to Indiri Medal). 
In August 1895 ho was selected for special duty in 
Gilgit, and ho continued serving in those parts until 
his death. Hu died at Chilas on tho 15**^ Docombor 
1899. 

Davies, Samuel Hugh James, Lwutenant-Golo^ 
nel and Brevet^ Colonel (1819 — 1869). — Ta! let at 
wal Vindiy No. 838. — The eldest son of Surgeon Samuel 
Davies, Bengal Medical Service, and brother of Major- 
General Sir William George Davies, K.C.S.I. Bom 
at Brompton, Middlesex, in 1819. — Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1836. Airived in India in November of tho 
same year, and was sent up to Dinapore to do duty 
with tho 51®*^ N. 1. Ho was posted to that regiment in 
March 1837, and he accompanied it to Barrackporo in 
the spring of 1839, and thence to Benares towards the 
end of 1841. In October 1842 he mnrehed yvith the 
regirxiout en route to Damoli, and having, in January 
1843, been appointed acting Interpreter and Quarter- 
Masterr (an ap})ointment which ho held for nearly four- 
teen months), he served with tho corps in tliat capacity 
during the suppression of tho insurrection in Biindef- 
khand. Ho afterwards accompanied tlui regiment to 
Nareingpur, Jubbulpore and Jliansi, and during the 
winter of 1843-44 ho served with it in the Gwalior 
Campaign and was present at tho battle of Paniar 
(Bronze Star). On the conclusion of the campaign ho 
marched with tho regiment to Meerut, and at that 
station in March 1844 ho was amKiintcd acting Inter- 
preter and Quarter-Master of tho 53'* N. I. This 
ap]x>intment he held until the following December^ 
when ho rejoined his own regiment, at tho Kamo station. 

In February 1845 ho was appointed Adjutant of his 
regiment, and he held that situation for nearly ei^t^ 
years. Early in 1846, during tho first Sikh War, a© 
moved up towards the Sutlej with tho regiment, but ho 
was not in time to take part in tho operations, and in 
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April 1846 ho accompanied the 51®^ to Forozeporo. In 
January 1847 he proceeded with the rogimont to Lahore, 
and in March 1848 ho returned with it to Forozepore. 
Thenco in the following July ho accompanied tho corps 
on service to Multiin, and thereafter ho served with it 
throughout the Punjab Campaign of l8l!8-49, including 
the first siegci of Multan, ilio second siege and capture 
of the place, and the battle of Gujerat (Medal and two 
clasps). On the conclusion of the campaign ho accom- 
panied tho regiment to Jullundur, arnving there in 
April 1819. In November 1852, having attained tho 
regimental r-ank of Captain, ho vacated tho Adjutancy 
of tho corps. In tho winhii* of 18r)3'54. ho marched 
with the irgiment to llawal Piiuli, at which station lie 
continued serving with it, in tho performance of onli- 
nary regimental duty, until Juno 1854, when ho was 
appointed Officiating Brigade-Major of tho Sind Sagar 
District. He hold this situation until Octolxir 1854, 
when he was appointed to tho I)oj)artim}iit of Public 
Works, ill which tho rest of his service was passed. 
In February 1861 ho was admitted into tho lloiigal 
Staff Corps. From tho date of his appointment to tho 
Dept, of Public Works up to the autumn of 18G7 
he was om])loyed almost entirely at llawal Pindi and 
MuiTce, at first as Assistant Engineer and aftoi*wards 
as Executive Engineer. Ho was then transferred to 
Ambala, and later he served for a brief period as Assist- 
ant to the Cliief Knginecr and Assistant Secretary to 
the Govornment of tho Pun jab, P. W. Department. 
In Novembor 1867 ho was transferred to Bengal as 
Offg. Supdg. Engineer of tho Assam Circle, to which 
was added the post of Offg. Secretary to tho Gliiof 
Commissionor of Assam. In December 1808 he was 
appointed Siipdg. Eiigiiiocr of the Assam Circle and 
Offg. Secretary to tho Chiof Commissionor, and ho con- 
tiniiod in ihoso appointments until his death, which 
took place at Shillong on the 22'“^ Juno 1869. 

Davis, Charles Farquhar, Cftplain (1820 — 
1855). — On/?’C at Wazirnhad, — sec Ko. 74G-A; tablet at 
Hialkot, Nn. 728. — Bom in November 1 820. — Entered tho 
Bengal Army in 1839. Arrived in India in Doconilxir of 
the sarao year, and in tho following month was sent up 
to Barrackporc to do duty with tho N, I. On the 
23'*' January 1840 ho was posted to the 24*'> N. T., 
and ho joined that regiment at Saugor in the fol- 
lowing March. In February 1812 he proceeded with 
tho regiment to Juljbulpore, and jn tho winter of 
1842-43 he served with it in tho suppression of the 
insurrection in Bundclkhand and the Saugor and Nar- 
biidda Territories. He returned to Saugor with tho 
regiment in November 1843, and in tho spring of 1844 
ho proceeded with it to Nasirahad. Early in 1845 
ho marched with tho regiment to Ambala, and on tho 
outbreak of the first Sikh W ur accompanied tho 

corps into the field and served with it in the Sutloj 
Campaign of 1845-46, including the battles of Mudki 
and Firuzshahr, the action of Budhowal, and the battle 
of Aliwal (Medal and two clasps). On the termina- 
tion of tho campaign ho marcheil with the regiment 
to Jullundur. In tlio autumn of 1846 he accompanied 
tho regiment on service towards Kashmir, in conse- 
quence of the rol)ellion of Sbaik liiiam-ud-din, and 
while on this cixpcdition he sei’ved for soiuo time as 
Staff Ofiicor to a detachment under the command of 
Colonel Tliompson, 59^*^ N. I. In Novendx?r 1846 ho 
returned Avith the regiment to Jullundur, Avlienco, early 
in 1847, ht* ac(;ompanied it to liUcknoAV. In March 
1849 ho proceeded with tho regiment to Gorakhpur, 
and in tho following July, ho Avent on leave to Singa- 
pore. Ho re joined tho regiment at Gorakh])ur in Janu- 
ary 1850, and in the spring of 1854 he marched with 
it to Wazirabad. At that place ho died on Iho 1®^ 
Januaiy 1855. 

Davison, Gerald Clement, Lieutenant (1867— 
1^93).— Grare at Astor, Gilfjit, No. 1145.— Tho fifth 
and youngest son of tho Ilev*'* Charles Henry Davison, 
M.A., Rector of Harlington, Co. Middlesex, and nephew 


of the Bight Hon*ble John Robei*t Davison, Q.C., of 
tTnderriver, Co. Kent, and Carlton, Co. Durhaui, Jud^ 
Advocate- General, and M. P. for Durham. Bom m 
London on the January 1867. — Entered H. M.’s 
Service on the 2*' October 1886 as a Lieutenant in the 
S*' Battlion of tho Boyal Irish Fusiliors (tho Armagh 
Militia). Transferred to tho regular forces on the 10**^ 
Novomlxjr 1888 as a Second- liioutenant in, the 2*^^ Bat- 
talion Leinster Rogimont (the 109'-*^ Foot), A^'hich he 
joined at Shorncliffo. On the 23*^ July 1890 he was 
])romoted to the rank of Lieutenant, and having been 
posted to tho 1®*^ Battalion of the regiment (the lOO^'^ 
Foot), he came out to India and joined i^hat corps at 
Agra. On the 12*^ January 1892 ho was appointed 
an Offg. Wing Officer in the 10'*' Bengal Infantry, ^ on 
})robation for the Indian Staff Corps, into which he 
Avas Bubfiorpiently admitted with effect from that date. 
He joined the 10"' at Lucknow, and in December 1892 
lie accompanied the regiment to Barrackporc. In the 
earlier part of the following year ho officiated for a 
short timo as Quai*ter- Master of the corps. In the 
succeeding spring ho uront on leave to Kashmir, and 
within a few weeks, on tho 22*' May 1893, ho died at 
Aster. 

Dawkins, Charles Digby, Lieutenant and Brevet* 
Captain (1800 — 1846 ). — (have at Ambala : see No. 
441. — The fifth |son of Henry DaAvkius, Esqr., M.P. 
for Aldborough (of tho family of Dawkins of Over 
Norton, Co. Oxford), and grandson of General Sir 
Hcny Clinton, K.B., Commander-in- Chief in North 
America dunng the ilovolutionary War (of tho family 
noAv ropresonted by the Duke of Newcastle). Born in 
1800.— Entei*ed the Bengal Army in 1820. Arrived in 
India in November 1821, and in tho same month was 
appointed to do duty Avith the 1®* Light Cavalry at 
Sultiinpiir, Benares. Jn April 1822 he was posted to 
tho 2*' Light Cavalry, Avliich he joined at Kaita, 
in Bundclkhand. In tlie following August he was ap- 
pointed to do duty Avith Baddeley’s Horso (vrliich 
aftowards l)ecam0 the 4"^ Iri'egiilar Cavalry), of which 
corps ho Avas ax>pointecl Adjutant in J^o 1824 ; this 
api)ointmont Avas, hoAvever, cancelled at his own request 
in tho succeeding August, and ho rejoined tho 2** Light 
Cavalry. In SoptemW 1825 ho was appointed Adjut- 
ant of the Governor- General’s Body-Guard, and in the 
following November ho proceeded to Burma and joined 
the x)orti(m of the corps then serving in the field there 
under Sir Archibald Cainj)bell. He served in Burma 
until the conclusion of tho Avar, and returned to Cal- 
cutta ill June re26. In March 1827 ho was apiiointed 
Brigade-Major to the MoAViir Field Forco at Neoniuch, 
and ho hehi tho appointment until February 1834, when 
lie Avas })laced in tom^iorary command of tho Governor- 
General’s Body-Guard, llo Avas appointed |)Ormanent 
Commandant of the Body-Guard in April 1834, and 
served with that (iorps continuously until the autumn 
of 1838, Avhoii ho rejoined his own regiment, temporarily, 
in order that ho might accompany it on field service with 
the Army of the Indus. With the 2** Light Caval^ 
lie Boiwod throughout tho (’ainpaign of 1838-39 in 
Afghanistan, and Avas present at the capture of Ghazni 
(Medal) and the occupation of Kabul. He returned to 
Hindustan at tho end of 1839, and resumed the post of 
Commandant of tho Body-Guard, Avhich ho hold con- 
tinuously for the remaining years of his military 
career. In Januaiy 1842 ho was roinoved to tho rolls 
of the 11"' Light Cavalry, a now corps then formed 
to r6j)laco tho 2*' Light Cavalry, Avhich had lieen dis- 
banded in consequence of the misbehaviour of a poi*tioii 
of it in Afghanistan. This transfer did not, however, 
in any w ay affect his position in tho Body-Guai’d, in 
command of which he, in 1843, accompanied Lord 
Ellenborough into tho field in tho Gwalior Campaign, 
and Avas present at tho battle of Mahdrajpur (Bronze 
Star) . Similarly, in December 1845, he accompanied Sir 
Henry Hardingo into tho field on tho occasion of the 
movement towards the Sutloj to repel the Sikh inva* 
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Bion, and was present, on the 18^^ of that month, at the 
battle of Mddki, in which ho was so soTerolj wounded 
that ho was unable to take any further part in the 
campaign. From the effects of the wounds ho received 
on this occasion he never entirely recovered, and on the 
20^^ June following ho died at Ambiila. 

Dawson, Edward Steer Kennet, Major (r., 1832— 
1868 ). — Gratae at Shnla, No. 365. —Entered the Bom- 
bay Army in 1849. Arrived in India in March 1850, 
and in the following October w'as posted to the 27^^ 
N. I., which he joined at Poona. In April 1854 ho ac- 
companied the regiment to Kolhapur, and at that station, 
from Augifst to Novemlwr 1856, he officiated as Ad jutant 
of the corps. He was with the I'Ogimoiit at Kolhapur 
iiF July and August 1857, when the mutinous ouibi’oak 
occurred which led to the disbandment of t)ie corps in 
the following year. In January 1858 he wont homo on 
furlough, and in the following June, during his absence 
from India, he was transferred to the 31**^ N. I., a now 
corps #hich was then raised to replace the disbanded 
27^“. lie returned to India towards the end of 1860, 
and joined tho 31**^ N. I. at Doesa, and on that corps 
being broken up in tho following year ho was appointed 
to do duty with tho N. 1., at the same station. 

He remained attached to this corps until the end of 
July 1862, when ho was posted as senior Captain to 
H. M.'s 106^^ Foot (Bombay Light Infantry), which 
was then formed out of tho 2'^ Bombay European llegi- 
ment. Having joined this regiment at Neemuch, ho 
.;^uccomj)aniod it to Nasirabad in January 1864, and from 
that station he went homo on sick leave early in 1865. 
Ho returned to India in the summer of 1867, and ro- 

J 'oinod his regiment at Mian Mir, whence in April 1868 
10 accompanied it to Ambala. Ho shortly afterwards 
proceeded on leave to Simla, at which place ho died on 
tho 10*^^ September 1868. 

Daw3on, Reginald Harry, Captain (1862— 
1892).— TaWei at Kohaf, No. 1051.— liorn on tho 21"^ 
January 1862. — Entered H. M.’s Service (from <ho 
Royal Mily, College) on the 22'^ January ISSI as a 
Second- Lioutouant in the 63'^ Foot, and was promoted 
to tho rank of Lieutenant on tlio July following, 
when tho Army was ro-organised and tho G3‘^ became 
tho 1*^ Battalion of the Manchester Regiment. lie 
•amo out to India in tho spring of 1881 and joined tho 
regimentcl deiK>t at Jullundur, the regiment itself being 
then at Kandahar, in Southern Afghanistan. Ho after- 
wards joined tho regiment at Multan, on its return from 
Kandahar, and in August 1SS2 ho accompanied it on 
tho expedition to Egypt, where he soiwed with it during 
tho short campaign of that year (Medal and Khedive’s 
Star). On the conclusion of tho operations ho wont 
. borne with tho battalion, but, having volunteered for tho 
llndian serviiio, he returned to India early In 1883, and 
on tho 8*^ February ho was appointed an Offg. Wing 
Officer in tho 23^ hladras N. I., on ]irol)ation for tho 
Madi’as Staff Corps, into which he was afterwards 
admitted with effect from the 3'* March 1883. Ko 
joined tho regiment at Hoshamigabad, and in the fol- 
lowing June lie was appointed Station Staff Officxjr 
there. In August 1884 ho was traiisferrod, as OfTg, 
Wing OlKcer, to the I**** Pun jab Infantry, and liaving 
joined that regiment at Kohat, he served with it there 
and at Dora Ismail Khan until January 1887, when ho 
was appointod a Wing Officer in the 3‘* Sikh Infaiitry, 
and at tho same time nominated an Asst. Commandant 
in the Burma Mily, Police. Procreeding to Burma, lie 
took pai*t, with the Mily. Police, in various minor 
operations against dacoits and insurgents (India ^fedal 
ftnd two clasps) until Juno 1888, when, his health fail- 
ing, he was obliged to go homo on leave. Jle turning to 
India towai*ds the end of tho following year, he joined 
the 3^ Sikh Infantry at Ablx>ttaliad, and in March 
1890 ho accompanied the corps to Kohat. From March. 
1890 to August 1891 ho officiated as Quarter Master of 
tbe regiment, and during this period he sorv'ed with it 
in both the Miranzai Expeditions of 1891, including 


tho operations on the Samana Range (clasp to India 
Medal). In August 1891 ho was made permanent im 
tho apix)intment of Quarter Master. In January 189ll 
bo was ap])ointod a Wing Officer in tho newly forme2 
Hong- Kong Hogiinent, and in the course of the samd 
month lie proceeiled to China and joinod that corpse 
Ho had not, however, served with it many months whop, 
his career came to an untimely end, ho having Ujon lost 
at sea in the wreck of tho S. S. Bokhara off tho Pesca- 
dores, or Fisher’s Islands, in the Fokiou Channel, on the 
October 1892. 

Day, Edward William, Scrond-Lmitcnant (1830 
—1849). — Grave at (.tujeraf^ No. 759; tablet at 
Sialkot No, 727. — Born on tho 1"* August 1830,— 
Entcivd tho Bengal Army in 1846. Arrived in 
India in July 1847, and in the following Novemixir 
was posted to tho 3*^ Company 2*' Battalion, Foot 
Artillery, which ho joinod at Dum-Dum. In Janu- 
ary 1848 ho was ti'ansferrod to tho 1®*^ Com|)aiiy !•* 
Battalion (now tlio 21®^- Field Battery, Royal Artil- 
lery), and, proceeding to tho U ppiu’ Provinces, ho joined 
it at Lahore. In July 1848 ho was appointed to do 
duty with tho Com))any 7^** Battalion, proceed- 
ing from Lahore to Forozepoi’e, and with that company 
ho wont on scrvico with the force under tho command 
of Major- (icnoi’al Will sh, and was present at tho first 
siege of Multan, and afterwards at tlio second siogo 
and the capture of the ])laeo. After tho fall of Multan 
ho proceeded with the (company to join tho main Army 
under tho command of Lord Gough, and on arrival^ 
on tho 18^*' Fobruavy, bo rojoinod his own company, tho 
1"^ of tho 1®*- Battalion, to which No. 10 Light Field 
Battery was attached. With this battery, attached to 
Brigadier- General Campl)cirs Division, ho wont into 
action at Gujorat on tho 21®^ of tho same month, and 
was killed by a cannon- shot while advancing to the 
attack of tho Sikh position. 

Dayrell, Charles Lionol, Lieutenant (1S36— 
1857). — Grave at Kasanli, No. 288.— Tho second son 
of tho Rov'^ Thomas Dayrell, of Slindy Cam])S Park, 
Co, Caml.)ridge, and Rector of Long Marston, Co. York, 
Born on tho 8‘*^ January 1836, — Entei’od tho BengjJ 
Army in 1854. Arrived in India in April 1855, and 
having, in tho preceding month, Ixjoii ]> 08 tod, in antici- 
(uitiun of Ills arrival, to the CO**' N. 1., ho proceeded to 
Ambala and joined that rogirnont there. Ifo was serv- 
ing with tJio regiment at that [ilaco when tho Mutiny 
broke out in ifay 1857, .ami Mio corp.s having hoea 
detailed to form part of the force moving on Delhi, lie, 
with it, accompanied tliat force as far as Karnal. .From 
Karnal, howuvor, tho courso of tho i*ogiinent was de- 
flected to Rolitak, the continuod pi*eKeiico with tlio 
army of a sorni-mutinoiis and untrustworthy coqxi 
lx)mg coiisidei’od umlusirable, and lio mareheef with it 
to that phicjo accortlingly. lit) was with tho corps 
wlicn it Jiiutinioil at Rulitiik on tho 10^^* Juno, but, with 
tho other officers, ho .suceoodod in effecting his escape to 
tho British cam]) Ijcfore Delhi, wlicro shortly after his 
arrival, ho was directed to do duty with H. M.’s 75‘** 
Foot. With this if)gimont he served at tho siego of 
Delhi until tht) 10’’^ Se])teuilKn*, when, Jiis btjalth having 
broken down, ho was compel Itul to prcKioed to tho hills 
on loavo. On his way to Simla his ill ness dotaiTiod him 
at Kasaiili, and ho dietl at that placo on tlio 9*^** Octol)or 
1857. 

Doane-Freeman, Matthow, Lieutfoiant (1822 
—1846). — Bnrietl at sea. ; srr. No. 442. — Tho fourth son 
of Jo.seph Deano-Fj-eeoniaii, Ewjr., of Castle (.’or, Co. 
(’ork, by Elizabeth, only daughter of Rolxirt M’C’arthy, 
Esqr,, of Carrignsivar, in tho same county. Bom 
in 1822. — Entered II. M.’s Servifjo on tho 6*’* Novomlwr 
1810, as an Ensign in tho 80*^ Foot. Ho joinod that 
regiment in New South Walos, where ho served with 
it for nearly three years. On tho 18^*‘ March 1843 •4ic^ 
was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. In 1844 he 
sailed witli the regiment for Bengal, but the transport in 
which he had embarked, tho Briton^ was wrecked^ 
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ITorember 1844, on the Lesser Andaman, and ^ he, with 
ihe rest of the detachment, remained on that island for 
jtftyvone d^s, Buffering sevoro privations, and he did 
not reach CJaloutta until January 1845. He afterwards 
proceeded with the regiment to Agra, and thence in 
October 1845 to Ambala, and ho was serving at the latter 
place when the first Sikh War broke out. He accom- 
panied the regiment in the forwfird movement of the 
Army of the Sutlej, and was present with it in the 
1)attles of Mudki and Firozshahr, in the latter of which 
he was badly wounded. The severity of his wounds 
necessitated Ids being sent homo, but lie did not live 
to reach Knglaiid, having died at sea on the October 
1846. 

Debrett, John Edward,— Onp/nin (17SD— 
1835).— Simla^ No. 297. — Kntored the Bengal 
Army in 1806 as a Cadet of Artillery. Arrived in 
India in November 1807, and on the 16^** of the follow- 
ing month was posted to the 1**^ Company Battalion, 
Foot Artillery, which ho joined at Dum-llum. In 
January 1809, on his promotion to the rank of Lieu- 
tenant being notified, ho was posted to the 6*^* Company 
V Battalion, at the same station. In the autumn of 
1810 he was sent to Prince of Wales* Island (Penang) 
to command * the detachment of Artillery ihoi*e, and 
he was employed on that duly until 1812, wlien he 
letumed to Dum-Dum. In NovoinlTor 181.3 he was 
transferred to the 5'^ Company Battalion, which 
was also at Dum-Dnm, and in the following year he 
was sent to command the detachment of Ai^illery at 
the post of Kishanganj, in tho district of Purnea. 
On tho outbreak of the war with Nepal, in the autumn 
of 1814, this detachment was included in the force 
omployod in guarding the frontier from the Kosi llivor 
eastward to the Brahmaputra, and he served with 
that force in all its operations uutil December, when 
bo fell ill and it became necessary to send him down 
to Berhampore. On recovering his health, in Pebruary 
1815, he rejoined his company, which was then with tho 
Division under tho command of Major General J. 
B. Wood on tho Gorakhpur frontier, and ho served 
with it there until tho termination of tho campaign. 
On tho renewal of the war ho, with his company, 
joined the force under tho command of Sir David 
Ochterlony, and served with it in the final operations 
resulting in tho complete submission of the Gurkhas. 
On tho cessation of hostilities he proceeded with his 
eompaiiy to Benares; thence in 1816 he marched with 
it and joined the Narbadda Field Force; and in 1817- 
18-19 he served with in the Mahratta-Pindari War, 
taking part in tho siege and capture of Chanda iu ISIS 
and of Asirgarh in 1819, besides various other ox)era- 
iions. Having been re-posted to the 5^^ Company 
2*^ Battalion in the reorganisation of November ISIS, 
be, after the fall of • Asirgarh, proceeded with it to 
Agra, and having been again re-posted to it on his 
promotion to the rank of Captain in May IS20, he 
accompanied it in the summer of the same year to 
Dum-Dum. Tn December 1821 he went home on 
furlough, and was absent from India until tho end of 
October 1824, when he returned and rejoined the com- 
pany at Dum-Dum. On tho ro-organisation of tho 
ArtUlery taking place in July 1825 ho was posted to 
the 4^^* Company 5*-*' Battalion, which, however, he did 
not join until its return from service in Ava in tho 
succeeding year. In tho autumn ol 1826 ho held, for 
a short time, tho charge of the llxponso Magazine and 
laboratory School at Dum-Dum. In July 1827 ho 
was transferred to tho 12^** Company 6*^' Battalion (re- 
named the 4*^ Company 7*^^ Battalion, the same year), 
and joining it at Dam- Dam ho served with it there 
until December 1828, when ho was transferred to tho 

Company 6*'* Battalion at Neemuch ; before he 
could join it, however, ho was removed, January 1829, 
to tho 3^' Coinjiany Battalion, which he joined at 
lAllahabad, and witli it he shortly afterwards marched 
40 Agra. In January 1830 ho was transferred to tho 
Company 1*^ Battalion at Nasirabod, and in the 


following June to the 1*^ Company 2^ Battalion, which 
he joined at Nasirabad, on its arrived from Gawnpore, on 
the 16**^ November. In December 1832 he was ap- 
pointed Offg. Agftnt for Ariuy Clothing at Faiehgarh, 
but he did not take up tho appoin tment until the 

Febmary following. In December 1833 he was 
removed to the rolls of tho 4^^ C ompany 2‘^ Battalion. 
He continued officiating as Agent for Army Clothing 
until February 1835, when he vacated it on the return 
of the permanent incumbent, and in the course of tho 
same month ho was posted to the l**^ Company 
3*' Battalion, at Cawnpore; he, however, never joined 
this company, for, proc€?oding about tho same time to 
Simla on sick leave, he died at that place oii tho 10** 
May 1835, 

Kotk.— C aptain Dolirott inarriod, at Chittagong on tlio SxU 
October 1825, Martha, the yoniigest daughter of .John Uurrup, 
Eitp., of Brighton, {!?ii88cx. 

Decluzoau, William, Captain (r, 1787—1826).-- 
Grave at Karnal, No. 174. — Entered the Benga^ Army 
in 1803. Arrived ill India in December 1804, and ou 
the 14** April 1805 w as posted to tho 2'* Battalion 3^ 
N. I. He subsequently served with this battalion at 
Berhampore, Etawah, Aligarh, and Delhi and i^ewari, 
and in 1812 he aocom^iaiiied it to Kamal. From this 
station tho battalion was called out on the outbreak of 
the Gurkha War in tho autumn of 1814, and he served 
with it throughout the operations of the force under th# 
command of Colonel Ochterlony in the North-Western 
Hills bordering on tho Sutlej, including tho reduction 
of Nalagarh and Taragarh, the action of Dibo-ka-Tiba^^ 
tho reduction of the Raragarh forts, and various other 
affairs, culminating in the capture, after severe fighting, 
of Malaon, and tho surrender of the Gurkha Army of 
tho West. On tho termination of the campaign he 
marched with his battalion to Etawah, where he served 
for throe years. On being promoted to the rank of 
Captain-Lieutenant he was re-posted, September 1818, 
to tho 2^* Battalion 3^* N. 1. In the same month h# 
was appointed to tho 1®* Battalion of Volunteers for 
Ceylon, with which he served during tho suppression 
of tho insurrection in that island in 1818-J9. During 
chis absence on this service the rank of Captain- 
Lieutenant was abolished, and he liecame in con- 
sequence a supernumerary Captain in tho 3** N. I. On 
his return from Ceylon with the Volunteers, and 
tho disbandment of the corps, ho was directed, March 
1820, to proceed to Saugor and join his old '^battalion, 
tho 2** of tho N. I. : ho joined accordingly in 
June 1820, and in the autumn of 1821 ho marched with 
the corps from Saugor to Agra. On tho reorganisation 
of the Army taking place in May 1824 he was posted 
to the 6** N\ T. (late I®* Battalion of tho 3^ ), which 
ho joined at Imcknow at tho end of^ tho year, on 
its return from Asirgai'h, in tho Deccan. In 1826 
accompanied his now regiment to Agra, whence, at thrf>'' 
end of the year, ho proceeded with it on sei-vico with 
the Army under tho command of Lord Condiermerej 
and took part in the siege and storming of Bharatpur, 
1825-26. It is related of him that on tho day of the 
storm (18** January 1826) he was on the sick list 
and so ill that ho was unable to walk; but his spirit 
was such that nothing could keep him from his post, 
and when his regiment advanced tO, the assault, he 
actually had himself carried up the broach by two 
sepoys of his company. Shortly after tho fall of 
Bharatpur he obtained leave to proceed to Subathu and 
tho neighbouring hills for the purpose of recruiting his 
health. On tho expiry of this leave in October ho 
rejoined his regiment at Karnal, at which place ho 
died seven weeks later, on the 21** November 1826.

de Facieu, Vicomte Jean Louis Alexis 
Colonel ( ? — 1843).— Grace at Feroeepore, No. 458.— 
Tho Vicomte Joan Louis Alozis do Facieu was the son of 
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Fiancois Joseph do ^acieu de Pepe^on, OflBoier des 
Qardes da Corps, and of Mario Therese Delattro do 
Jlettvorae, and was a descendant of Jean Jaoquos do 
Faoioa, Ecuyer ot Capitoul of loulouse in 1769. He 
was a* Colonel of a i*egiment of Cuiiassiers in France, 
came out to India with his family about 1830, and took 
service in the Sikh Army as Colonel in the Cavaliy. Ho 
died at Ferozopore on the Dcjoenilx?r 181-3, and was 
eiven a military funeral by the British troops stationed 
^ero. His widow, Adeline Victoiro Tossino do Fticieu, 
We Willay du Fresnel, died at Calcutta many years later. 
The Vicomie’s son, Henri Joseph de Faciou, was em- 
•nloved in the Sikh Army under his father, and on the 
Seatb of tW hitter is said to have promoted by 

General Ventura to his place. Ho loft the Punjab lu 

1844, and was at Allahabad during tbo Mutiny Ho was 

later employed by Kings Mmdoon Mm and I'lukiw as 

T Crfineral of Cavalry, and on tho annexation of Upper 
Burma retired to Rangoon, where be died in 1803, leaving 
Charles do Faciou. Tho doFacious arc mcntioucd 
memoirs of Alcxandei Gardner under the name of 
De Faslioyo. 

Delafosee, Henry, G.D., dfa/or (r. 17;'2 -181-5)— 
Grave at Fcrozeporc, No. 461.— Kntei-od tho Bengal 
Asmj in 1810 as a Cadet of Artillery, and airivod in 
India in October of the same year. On the Feln-uavy 
1812 Uo was posted to the # “' Company l*i Battalion, 
Foot Artillery (now tho 36"> Field Battery, Rojal 
Artallory), whiob ho joined in Java, and with wliieh 
ho served there and in the Eastern Islands geneiiilly 
for the three years, having been present witli detach- 
ments of the company in tho expeditions to Pahnibang, 
in Sumatra, iu 1812, to Samlias, iu Borneo, iti 18l«l, 
and to Boni, in Celebes, in 1814.

Battery attached, wuiun he joined on its arrival at 
Cawu|K)re in Foliniary 4831 and commanded until 
Fehmary 1835, when ho was moved back to the !■* 
Company 6*^ Battalion, at tho same station. In ^Nfarch 
1835 ho pnx^dod with this company io Lucknow, 
at which place he served with it until tho following 
Novoml^er, when he was appointed to tho command of 
tho 3^^ Troop Hrigado, Horse Artillery (now tho 
.58*'* Field Battery, Royal Artillery). Ho joined this 
troop at !Mei?rut. and piwoodod with it to Muttra in 
December ltS:57, and to Kanial in Novemlx>r IS 10. In 
Novemlx*!* IStl ho ])roceedod on six months’ leave to 
Calcutta, Imt the troop having l)oen ordered on servioo 
early in 184-, ho linrried back, rejoined it at Ft)rozi?]>oro, 
and with it on tho l.‘5‘** March crossed tho Sutlej en 
ronie to join tin? forco iiiidor (lonoral Pollock at 
Peshawar. Having joined the (icnora I at Jalalabad in 
May 184‘J, he was a])])oiiitod to tho eommaml of tba 
whole of tho Artillery of tho force, ami moving for- 
ward in August, ho was present in the engagomoiits 
at Mamu-Kliel, Jagdalak, To/in and Haft Kot.il, at 
tho re-oeeupation of Kabul, and afterwards in vari- 
ous affairs during the return march to Peshawar 
(Modal, and created a tom] lanion of the Order of tho 
Jlath). Shortly after his roiiirii from Afghanistan, 
January 184^1, ho wos pi’omotod to tho rank of Major 
and was t)ostod to tho 2“'' Battalion of Foot Artillery, 
the Iioad-(piarters of which ho joined at Karnal and, 
in tho following November, aicconi|>aiiiod to Amlmla. 

In Jjumary 1844 iio was iransfoiTod t^ tho 3'^‘* Baitialioii, 
and joined its licad-(|uartorH at Diim-Duni. In October 
184ll ho was appointed Prineapal Commissary of 
Ordnance, with the additional designation of “ 1ns])OC- 
tor,” tho now regulation then iniroduced msdeing him the 
IiiS|>cctor of all the magazines in the Bengal Presidency, 
with his hcad-quari(jrs at Allahalwl. At tlio enil of tho 
same month ho was transferred to tho rolls of tlio 1®^ 
Brigade of Horso Artillery, and ho was ro-posted to tho 
same brigade when tho general reorganisaiion of July 
18*15 took place. In tho spring of 1845 ho proceeded 
on dopartiuontal duty to Ferozoporo, whence ho after- 
wards wont on to Bahawalpur ; and ho was on his 
return from that ]>laco when ho died in camp near 
Lakki.-ki-l)era, iivo marches from Forozopore, on tho 
3*^' October 1S45. 

XoTK."^^rajor Delafonso was iJio fntlior of lljfi laf-o Major*Qon- 
oral JItMirv I)(.*liifoHrti', C.U., (l)opii at biickiiow, 24Ui April 

18:35 ; ilitnl ill 9th FVliruiirv 1001), wlio, as a binitriiaut 

in tho r>aril N. I., was oin> of tlio four Hurvivoi-M of tho iitrorioui 
m;iM«acro at Sati-Clinnra lUiAt, Cawnpon-, on tho 27*** June 
1857. 

Delamaln. John Woston, Caphun (1827— 
1857). — (irarc. and iuHcripivin iil Jhd/ii^ Nos, 90 atki 
162. — Son of Colonel John Dclamain, C.B., Bengal In- 
fantry. Born at Agra on tho 9**^ July 1827. — Entered tho 
Bengal Army in 18 V5. Arrived in I ndia in J annary 1 846, 
and in the following March was ]X)Ht(Kl to tho 56*'* N. I., 
which ho joined at Agra. Towards tho end of tho 
same year lie a(!<5oiu])aTiiod tho regiment to the I^nnjab, 
and served with it at Xuri»ur, Haji]mr, Urrnar Tanchi, 
and other places in the Jnllnmlnr Doab, and in February 
1848 he proceeded with it to Linlhiana. In iJin aiitiinin 
of 1848 ho accompanied iluj regiment into the field with 
the Army of tho Punjab, and was present wiili it .at tho 
liuBsago of the C/hoiiab, tho action of Saddlapnr and 
the battle of Chilianwahi, in tho last of which lie was 
dangerously wounded and obliged io undergo tho ampu- 
tation of his left arm (Medal and clasp). In cOTiftoqiionco'i^ 
of the severity of liis wonruls he was compel lofl to pro- 
co<id on leave to Simla, where ho remained from Febru- 
ary 1849 to Octoljor 1850. Ho was then appoinbid to 
do duty with tho Regiment of Kalat-i-Uhilziii at 
Fatehgarh, but in January 1851 this an-angcinmit was 
cancelled at his own mpxoBt, and ho rejoined tho 66^^ 
N. I. at Anihida. In July 1851 ho was apjiointed Offg. 
Adjutant of tho regiment, and having Ixam conhrni^^ 
in the appointment at tbo ond of tho same month, ho 
continued holding it for nearly fivo years. In the 



winter of 1854-55 he accompanied the regiment to 
Barrackpore, whence it was called out in the summer 
of 1855 to aid in the suppression of the Santhal insur- 
rection, and ho was present with it throughout the 
harassing operations which ensued, and which did not 
terminate entirely until the spring of the following 
year. In MurcJi 185G he vacated the Adjutancy of 
the regiment in consequence of his promotion to the 
rank of Ca])taiii, but he continued acting in the appoint- 
ment until tlu) mouth of May. Ho served with the 
56^** in the Ssuithal disti’icts until the end of 1856, when 
the corps was ordered up to Cawnporo. at which place 
ho airivcjd with it in February 1857. In the following 
April ho was nominated Offg. Brigade -Major at Cawn- 
pore, but lie was then proceeding on leave, on urgent 
private affairs, to Ambala and Simla, and did not take 
up the appointment. On the outbreak of the Mutiny 
ho cancelled the remainder of his leave and accompanied 
the Delhi Field Force in its forward movement from 
Ambala, but he unfortunately fell in the first engagement 
with the mutineers and rebels, having, while acting as 
Orderly Officer to Brigadier Wilson, boon killed in the 
action at Badli-ki-Sorai on the Juno 1857. 

de Lautour, Gideon Colquhouni Lieutenant 
(c. 1842 — 1867). — Grave at J)era Ismail Khan, 
No. 1079.— Filtered H. M.’s Indian Military Forces, 
Bengal, in 1860, as a Cadet of Infantry. Arrived 
in India in February of the same year, and was 
sent up soon afterwards to Bonarcs, to do duty with the 
77th Foot, with which ho served there, and afterwards 
at Hazaribagh, until the end of 1861, when he was 
appointed to do duty with the 35*^ N. I., at Jhansi. 
At the end of Deceinbor 1862 his services were placed 
at the disposal of the Govt, of Bengal, and in 
tho following month ho was appointed an Extra Assist- 
ant Commissioner iu Manbhum. In May 1863 his 
Borvicos wore rojilacod at the disposal of tho Coinmandor- 
in-Chief I and iu tho following month he was appointed 
to do duty with the Sl"^ N. 1. at Barrackpoi*o. In July 
1863 ho was appointed a paid Doing-Duty Officer in 
the 4^^* Funjab Infantry, and he joined that corps at 
Bannu. At tho end of tho same month he was nomi- 
nated a paid Doing-Duty Officer in tho 43^"^ N. I., but 
this was afterwards canccllod, and he remained with 
the 4^'* P. I., in which corps ho was lu-appointed a 
Doing-Duty Officer 'when tho new organisation, as 
regards officers, was introduced into the Punjab 
Frontier Force in February 1864. In May 1864 ho 
was appointed Quarter Master of tho regiment, and 
in Februaiy 1865 he was apjiointcd Officiating Ad- 
jutant, a position which ho retained for ton 
months. In March 1865 he accompanied the regi- 
ment to Kohat, and while serving there in tho following 
September he was admitted into the Bengal Staff 
Corps with cffoct from Juno 1863. In February 1866 
ho accompanied tlio regiment to Dora Ismail Khan, and 
in the following July he was again appointed to officiate 
as Adjutant, This post ho hold until liis death, which 
occuiTcd at Dcra Ismail Kban on tho 14*** August 
1867. 

Dely, William Alexander, Captain (1810— 
1857). — Grave at Delhi, No, 112. — On the Novem- 
ber 1827 this officer was nominated in India to an 
Ensigney in the Fool, but on the ai)pointniout Ixnng 
confirmed by tho War Office, the date of his conimission 
was altered to tlie 31®* July 1S28. He joined the regi- 
ment at Trichinopoly, and iu the same year ai^companiod 
It to Bcllary. In 1829 ho w'as appointed Aide-de-Camp 
to Brigadier- General Hastings Fraser, and held that 
position until 1831, when he ic joined his regiment and 
afterwards accompanied it to Cannanoro. In 1832 ho 
was again appointed Aide- d(3- Camp to Major- General 
Fraser, and retained tho post until tho following year, 
when (having Iwon promoted to tho rank of Lieutenant 
^ivthe 21** April 1833) ho again rejoined tho 48***, 
with which, in 1834, he sorvod throughout tho arduous 
campaign in Coorg. At the end of that year he went 


home with the regiment and was placed on half-pay. 
On the 8*** May 1835 he w^as brought baok on full pa^ 
as Lieutenant iu the 54*** Foot, and retailing to India 
ho joined that regiment at Trichinopoly, and served with 
it there for three years. On the 28*** December 1838 
he was transferred to the 21®* Foot, which he joined at 
Calcutta on its arrival from Australia in May 1839, and 
with that corps ho served at various stations in the 
Bengal and Madras Presidencies for nearly nine 
years. On the 1®* August 1843 he was granted the 
brevet rank of Captain in India. On tho 22**** October 
1847 ho was promoted to the rank of Captain in the 
61®* Foot, but intimation of this promotion not having 
boon received in time, he accompanied the 21®* from 
Cawnj^ore to Calcutta to embark for Europe, and he did 
not actually join the 61®* until February 1848, when 
it was en route from Ambala to Jullundur. Ho served 
with tho 61** in tho field during the suppression of the 
disturhancGS in tho Jullundur Doab in the autumn of 
1848, and afterwards throughout the Punjab Campaign 
of 1848-49, including tho passage of tho Chenab, the 
action of Sadulapur, the battles of Chilianwala and 
Gujorat, and tho pursuit of the Sikhs and Afghans to 
tho Khaibar Pass (Medal and two clasps). After the 
termination of the war ho was stationed with tho 61"* 
at Poshaw^ar, and in December 1849 bo accompanied 
a detachment of the corps on tho expedition into the 
Yusafzai country, in the course of which ho took part 
in tho capture and destruction of tho insui’gent villages 
of Sagao, Pali, Zurmandai and Sherkhana. In 1852 
he marched with tho regiment to Kasauli, in 1853 to 
Subathu, and towards tho end of 1853 to Wazirabad. 
He was on duly at tho Landour Convalcsront Depot 
throughout tho greater part of 1856, at tho end of which 
ho rejoined his regiment at Fcrpzoporo. He was on 
sick leave at Landour ivhen the mutinies broke out 
in May 1857, but during tho first days of July he 
joined the wing of his regiment then with the force 
before Delhi, and sciwed with it during tho siege and 
capture of that placo and in tho action of Najafgorh, 
On the termination of tho siego he obtained leave 
to return to tho hills, but l^efore ho couldJLeavo Delhi a 
fatal attack of cholera brought his career to a sudden 
end on the 1®* October 1857. 

de Morel, Alphonse Charles, Ensign (1827— 

1849).— G/arc and 'inscriptinn on the battlefield of 
Chilianiuala, Nos. 755 and 752. — Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1846. Arrived in India in DocemScr of tho 
same year, and was sent up to I linaporo to do duty 
with tho 57**’ N. I. In July 1847 he was posted to 
tho 30**’ N. T., and ho joined that regiment at Delhi. 
Ho was on leave at Calcutta from April to October 
1848, but on the regiment being warned for sci*vice 
and moved up to tho Sutlej, he rejoined it, and served 
with it in tho Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, including 
tho passage of tho Chenab and tho Imttlo of Chilianwala, 
in the latter of which ho foil, wliilst in tho acit of spik- 
ing one of tho enemy’s guns, — 13**’ January 1849. 

Notk. — This ollicer's age is mis-stateil iu the inscription on Lis 
grave (No. 755). 

Denniss, George Gladwin, TAeutenanl- Colonel 
(1792 — 1856).— at Kasauli, No. 283,— 
Tho oldest son of Lieutenant-Colonel George Donniss 
of H. M.'s 43’^ Foot. Bom in 1792. — Entered tho 
Bengal Army in 1808 as a Cadet of Ariillery. 
Arrived in India in ]March 1809, and was posted 
shortly afterwards to the 3'* Company 2*^ Battalion, 
Foot Artillery, which ho joined at Dum-Dum. On 
tho 22** July 1810 ho was transferred to tho 6**’ Com- 
pany 3’* Battalion, which he joined at Allahabad, and 
with it ho marched to Agra in 1812. On promo- 
tion to the rank of Lieutenant lie was posted, June 
1814, to tho 3** Company 3‘* Battalion, with which, 
towards the ondof tho same year, ho left Allahabad 
en route to Dum-Dum. The Gurkha War having just 
then broken out, the company was halted at ^Benares, 
whence, in January 1315, ho accompanied it to tho 
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front, and he served with it for some time in the field 
in the Division under the command of Major-Qenei^ 
J. S. Wood ; ho was not, however, actively engaged in 
nay of the operations, and on the termination of the 
campaign he proceeded with the company to Chnnar. 
On the renewal of the war early in the following year 
he again proceeded on service with his company, in 
the force commanded by Sir David Ochtorlony, but, as 
before, the company took no actual part in the oixjrations 
which ensued, and in the spring of 1816 it pi*ocoeded 
to its original destination, Dum-Dum, In November 
1818 ho was transferred to the Company Bat« 
talion, and accompanied it from Dum-Dum to A^a, but 
he had scarcsoly arrived at that place when, in Feb- 
ruary 1819, ho was removed to the Comiiauy 4^'' 
Battalion, and ordered to join it at once at Lucknow. 
With this company, in 1819-20, he served at the 
Ruction of several petty forts in Oudh. He proceeded 
with the company to Bareilly in 1820, and on its being 
ordered to Ludhiana, he was removed, August 1822, to 
the Company 4^** Battalion, which he joined on its 
arrival at Bareilly* In January 1824 ho went home on 
furlough, and during his absence from India he was 
removed, February 1824, to the 2‘* Company 1*^ 
Battalion; August 1824, to the 13*^'' Company 4^^ 
Battalion ; and ' July 1825, to the 2'^ Comj)any 6^*^ 
Battalion. He returned to India in October 1826, and 
joined and took command of the last-mentioned com- 
pany at Dum-Dum; but in January 1827 he was 
transferred to the I®*- Company S**' Battalion, at the 
■amo station. He remained with this company until 
June 1828, when he was sent to the UpiJor Provinces 
in command of a detachment of artillerymen, and in 
Ae following month ho was transferred to the 2*^ Com- 
pany 4^^ Battalion, then at Saugor ; this company ho 
never joined, for on arrival at Cawnporo, with his 
detachment, at the end of September, ho was appointed 
to do duty with tho 2*^ Battalion at that station, and 
at the end of the following month ho was removed to 
the 2^ Company 2*^ Battalion, which ho joined at Cawn- 
pore, and with this, in Novonibor 1830, ho proceeded 
to Meerut. IJo served there with the coin|)any until 
January 1832, when ho was transferred to the 3*' Troop 
ifi Brigade, Horse Artillery. Ho joined tho troop at 
Dum-Dum, and in tho winter of 1832-33 proceeded 
with it to Meerut. From that station ho wont on 
sick leave to Mussoorio in A])ril 1834, and ho was con- 
tinuously sbsont until October 1836 ; he tlion re joined 
the troop at Cawnporo, whence, towards tho end of 
1837, he accompanied it to Meox’ut. In September 
1838 ho was removed to tho 2‘^ Troop 3‘^ Brigade, but 
ho did not join it, anti in Fobruaiy 1839 ho wont homo 
on furlough. In tlio following May ho was transferred 
to the rolls of tho 3'' Company 4^^ Battalion, Foot 
Artillery, and in October to those of tho Troop 3^ 
Brigade, Horso Artillery ; and on his promotion to tho 
rank of Major being notified ho was posted, Fobruaiy 
1840, to the 3‘^ Brigade, from which he was removed 
in February 1811 to the 3‘^ Battalion, and in the follow- 
ing month to the 6^** Battalion. Ho returned to India 
in August 1842, and joined tlio head-quarters 
of tho Battalion at Cawnporo. In Novombtir 1843 
ho was nominated to tho command of tlio Artillery at 
Sukkar, in Sindh, but a fortnight later lie was dirocted 
to remain with the head-quarters of tho 6^*' Battalion 
until further orders, and in DecemlM3r ho accompanied 
tho battalion into the field for tho Gwalior Carn|vaign, 
and was present, in command of it, at tho battlo of 
Maharajpur (Bronze Star). In January 1841 ho was 
transferred to the 2'* Battalion, which, on the Army 
of Gwalior being broken up, ho joined at Ambala. On 
attaining tho rank of Lieutenant- Colonel he was posted, 
August 1811, to tho 2^ Battalion, and ho ro-postod 
to that battalion when tho general re- organisation of the 
Artillery took place in July 1845, but in tho following 
month he was i^aiisforred to tho 4^^ Battalion, and was 
•peoially directed to leinain and take command of 
two oompanias thereof then at Ambala, instead of pro- 


ceeding to join the head-qoartera of the battalion at 
Cawnporo. On tho ontbieak of tho first Sikh War, in 
DeoemW in 1845, the head-qnarters and another ooni* 
pany of the battalion having arrived at Ambala in the 
interval, he proceeded in command to join the Army of 
tho Sutlej, and on joining, on tho 20^^, ho was immodi* 
atoly appointed Brigadier Commanding tho Foot 
Artillery. In that capacity he served throughout tho 
remainder of the campaign and was present and pro- 
minently engaged in tho battles of Fii*ozsUahr and 
Sobmon (Medal and clasp, and created a Companion of 
the Order of tho Bath) . On tho termination of the war, 
in March 1846, he proceeded to Simla and Kasanli on 
sick leave, which was afterwards oxteiidod into tho 
following year, and on tho 3^^ July 1847, being no 
longer capable of carrying on tho active duties of hie 
profession, he was transferred to the Invalid Establish* 
mont. In the following Septemlior ho received per- 
mission to reside at Simla or KasauU. In Deoember 

1853, contemplating a visit to Europe, he proceeded 
to (Tf^lcutta ou pre{>aratory leave, but ho afterwards 
changoii liis mind and roturned to KasauU in June 

1854. At that place, or in tho vicinity, he continued 
residing until liis death. He died at Kalka, at the foot 
of the hills, near KasauU, on tho 13^^ January 1856* 

da Rh4-Phillpa, William, Assistant-Judge^Ai* 
vonate-Getieral (1807 — 1874).— Omye at Simla, 

No. 376. —Tho fifth and youngest son of Thomao 
Philipo, Esqr., titular Seigneur do Rh<S who was the ro- 
prosontativu of an ancient Huguenot family of Auiiio 
and Poitou, which took rofugo in Scotland during the ro» 
Ugious persecutions which followed the Ilevooatiou of the 
Edict of Nantes in^ 1G85, and which, during the succeed- 
ing century, migrated to Devonshire and afterwards to 
Berkshire, and eventually settled in London. Through 
his mother ho was nearly related to the family of Fox 
(tho Lords Holland and the Earls of llchostor) and 
through his grandmother to tho Mordaunts f Earls of 
Peterborough and Monmouth) jtnd to the ducal House 
of Gordon. Born in London on'tho 15*^ October 1807.— 
Having served some? time as a Midshipman in tho Royal 
Navy, ho was induced to abandon the sea and liegiu 
reading for tho bar. Before ho could bo “called,** 
however, a family quarrel led to a complete change in 
his plans ; labouring under a deep sontio of injury, ha 
dotonninod to leave England, and under the impulse of 
tho moment, he drove down to Wcstmiiistor and, on the 
23'^ June 1825, enlisted into tho service of tho East 
India Company. One of a body of throe hundred 
recruits, ho sailed from England on tho 18^*^ January 
1826 in tho 11. E. I. C.’s ship Thtimcs (tho offioor com* 
mandi ng the troops on Ixiard being a son of tho notori* 
ous Benedict Arnold, of malodorous memory in the 
American Revolutionary War), and landed at Fort 
William on the 16^^ May following. Having beoa 
selected for tlio Horse Artillery, ho was sent up to 
Meerut, where, on tho 3'^ Novomlior 182G, he was f)oste<l 
to tho 2'^ Troo}) 3'* Brigade ( now tho 57*^^ Field Battory, 
Royal Artillery), witli wliich lie served for five years* 
In October 1S31 on tlio rocoruiiiondation of Colonol 
(afterwards Piold-Marslial Sir George) Pollock, moved 
thereto by his brother (afterwards Sir David Pollock^ 
Chief Justice of Bombay), who was a friend of tho 
family, ho was appoinhid an Assistafit in tho Ofiio3 of 
Judge- Advocate- General, in which ho soon made histnark^ 
and being a man of sii])orior aliility and education and^ 
to a certain extmit, a trained lawyer, ho speedily won 
advancement, becoming, in DecciulDer 1837, tho head of 
tho office,— a position which he hold for nearly twoiity- 
OTio years. ih'nally, in September 1858, lie woo 
appointed Assi staiit - J udgo* Ad vocato- General of tho 
Bengal Army, the ap[)ointmont having been sjiocially 
created for him as a mark of appreciation of tho eminent 
services rendered by him in tho Department to which ho 
belonged. In these sevoral positions, during a period 
over rorty years, he accompanied the Commandor-in- 
Chief in all his movoxaants up and down and across tho 
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coantry, from Calcutta to tho Khaibar, and from the 
‘wilds of Bundolkhand to the slopes of the Hmalayas ; 
vas frequently, especially in later years, left in charge 
the Department at Army Head-Quarters ; and was 
present witli Army Head-Quarters, and often under 
fire, in four campaigns — in the Gwalior Campaign of 
1843-44, including the battle of IMaharajpur ; in 
the Sutlej Cami)aign of 1815-4(5, including the 
battles of Mudki, Firozshahr and Sobraon ; in tho 
Punjab Gjim])aiga of 1848-49, including the 

operations at Unmnagar, the passage of the C^henab, 
and the l)att]cs of C'hiliauw'ala and Gujerat; and, 
finally, in the campaign in Oudh in 1858, including 
the siege and capture of Lu(;kriow. DuHng this last 
CJampaign ho suiTered so much in IkmiUH that in tho 
Bummor of 1858 ho W'aa obliged to take leave for two 
months and-a-half and make a voyngo to sea, this being 
all tho leave he had, excoyd casual leave for a few days 
at a time, in a long service of more than forty- seven 
years, during which he had worked with unremitting 
energy and, departmental! y, with conH])icuouB ability, 
winning tho unreserved oonimends-t ion of almost every 
Commander-in (jliief fi*om Sir Jas])or Nicolls to Lord 
Naj)ior of Magdala, and of almost every Governor- 
General and Vicjoroy, from Lord Metcalfe to Lord 
Lawi*enco. 1 lo retired from tho service, at tho age of 
Bixty-five, on the 8*^' Octol)er 1872,— the Nestor of tho 
Judgo-Advocate-Gonei’al’B Department :in<l of the Army 
Head-Quarters Stall*,— and ho died at Simla on the 
March 1874. 

He was a lU’olific writer in tho jwiodical press, 
and from 1834 to 1836 ho was tho coadjutor of Joachim 
Hayward Stocqueler (another ox-artilleryman) in tho 
production of tho East India United berricA Journal^ 
in tho pages of which many of hi3 tales and sketches 
appeared, such as tho Tales of an Invalid^ Sketches of 
the Hills, Uamhles in the Imocr Ilimalayas, Barrack 
Sketches, The First Two Years of a Soldier* s lAfe, 
Monuments and Monumental Inscriptions, &c., besides 
‘which ho was a frequent contributor to tho Oriental 
"Magazine, tho Orient Pearl, and many other now for- 
gotten publications, as well as to tho nowHpajHjrs 
of ilio tTpyjer Provinces (under the onco well-known 
pseudonym of “ White Surrey”), 

Oering, Edgar William Wallace, lAeutcnanl- 
Colonel (1848 — 1894). — Grave at Rawalpindi, No, 
791. — The third son of Cholmeley Charles William 
Dering, Esq., of Ayot St. Lawrence, Herts, and gi^and- 
fion of Sir Edward Doring, Bart, (VII), of Surrondon- 
Dering, Kent, and of Sir William Walter Yea, Bart, 
^II), of Pyrland Hall, Co. Somerset. Born on the 
15*^ August 1848. — Entered H. M.’s Service (from the 
Boyal Mily. College) on the January 1868 as an 
Ensign in the 1®^ Battalion 25**^ Foot (now styled Tho 
King's Own Scottish Borderers ”), which ho joined at 
Glasgow, and with which, during the next three years, 
be served at Aldershot, Portsmouth and tho Gospox*t 
Forts. On tho 28*^^ Juno 1871 ho was j)romoted to the 
rank of Lieutemant. In December 1871 he accom- 
paniedj the battalion to Ireland, where ho served with it 
^at Birr, tho Curragh, Kinsalo andButtevant) for near- 
ly four years. On tho 14^*^ April 1875 he was appointed 
Adjutant of the battalion, and in tho following October 
be embarked with the corps for India. Landing at 
Bombay in November he proceeded with tho corps to 

S zabad, where he served with it until the end of 
^7, when, having boon detailed for duty at tho 
regimental depot, he resigned tho Adjutancy and wont 
home. On the 8‘** February 1879 he v/as promoted to 
the rank of Captain, and having then been posted to 
the Battalion of tho 25*^ ho joined it at Plymouth ; 
and daring the next seven years ho served with it at 
Devonport, Fermoy, Kinsalo and Dublin. On tho 
^ 21»^ April 1883 he was appointed Adjutant of the 
bhttidion, and he held that situation until his promo- 
tion to tho rank of Major on the 15^^ Dooember 


1885.^ In February 1886 ho proceeded with {he 
battalion to Gibraltar, but he returned home with it in 
Juno, and served with it at Aldershot until the follow* 
ing September, when ho was appointed Adjutant erf 
the 2'^ Volunteer Battalion of the Royal Fusiliers, 
an appointment which he held until September 1891. 
In November 1891 ho was posted, as Major to tho !■* 
Battalion of tho King’s Own Scottish Borderers, 
and joining that corps at Devonport, ho served with it 
there until August 1892, when ho Avas transferred to 
2‘* Battalion, them in India. Having joined it at 
Mian !Mir at tho end of September, he served Avith this 
battalion thei’o, and at Dalhonsie and Rawal Pindi, 
until March 1804, when ho Avent homo on six months* 
leave. On tho September 1894 ho Avas promoted 
to the raTik of Lieutenant- Colonel, and was re -posted to 
tho 2*^ Battalion of tho regimetii, wln’cli, on the expiry 
of his leave, in tliat month, he rejoined at Kuldana, 
in tho Murrecj Hills ; and ho eoiitinned in eomiuand of 
this corps until his death. Early in November 1894 
ho man^hod ba(;k to Hawal Piiuli with tho battalion, 
and at tliat place he died on the 2 ' of tho following 
month. 

Dick, Jamf^s Abercromby. Captain (r.. 1824 — 
1850). — Grave at Multan, — sec Nn, 881; tablet at SiaU 
hot. No. 730. — Entered H. M.’s Service on the 1®* June 
1841 as an Ensign in tho 5S‘^* Foot, but ho was trans- 
ferred tho same day to tho 43^' Foot (Light Infantry), 
which he joined in Canada heforo the end of tho year. 
In July 1845 ho accompanied tho n?gimont from 
Montreal to Halifax, in Nova Scotia, and on the 24^^ 
October following he was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant. In April 1846 he I’cturnod home with tho 
regiment, with Avhich ho served at Dover, Portsmouth 
and Newport until Manih 1848, and afterwards in 
Ireland (Templomore, Kilkenny, Dublin and Clonmel) 
for thi’eo years-and-a-half. On tho 28^'* Fehruaiy 
1851 ho was promoted to tho rank of Captain, and in tho 
following Ocjtobor ho accompanied tlio regiment to 
South Africa, where ho served Avith it in the Kaffir 
War from December 1851 to June 1852 (Medal). 
On tho 23‘^ November 1852 ho oxchangodt to half -pay 
of the liiilo Brigade, and he remained unemployed until 
March 1854, Avhen lie proceeded to India in tho 
capacity of Aido-do-Camp to Lord Harris, Governor of 
Madras. On tho 7^*' July 1854 ho exchanged to full 
pay in the 77*** Foot, but he did not join that regi- 
ment (then in Turkey), and on the 20^* Octolxjr- 
following ho exchanged from it into the 52<^ Foot 
(Light Infantry). He continued on the personal staff 
of Lord Harris for nearly two years, and did not join the 
52‘' (then at Lucknow) until tho spring of 1856. In 
the winter of 1856-57 he marched with the regiment 
to Sialkot. In April 1857 he proceeded on sick leave 
to the hills, and was unable to i*ejoin tho regiment until 
tho autumn, when tho operations against the mutineerB 
and rebels at Delhi (in which tho corps took part) had 
terminated. In October 1857 ho proceeded with tho 
regiment to Jullundnr, and in March 1858 he returned 
with it to Sialkot. At that station ho continued serv- 
ing with tho regiment until tho summer of tho follow- 
ing year, when, being in a bad state of health, ho was 
granted leave to go home. Ho did not, however, live to 
embark, for, on his way down to Bombay, he died at 
Multan on tho 22^ September 1859. 

Dick, Sir Robert Henry, K.C,B, J{,C,T1, 

General (1786-1846). — Grave and tablet at Ferozepore^ 
Nos, .476 and 444. — Tho eldest son of Surgeon 

William Dick, of the Bengal Medical Service, and 
afterwards of Tullymet, Perthshire. Born at Calcutta 
on the 29**^ July 1 786, and baptised in tho Chapel of the 
Old Fort on the 6*^ August following.— Entered H. M. 
Service on tho 22^ November 1800 as an Ensign in 
tho 75*^ Foot (now the 1®* Battalion, Gordon High- 
landers). Being at the time in the country with his 
father, who was then a l^esidency Surgeon at Calcutta, 
luB appoiutment was at first made directly by, and 
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unTimmced in tho General Orders of, the Commander-in- 
Chief in India, General Sir Alared Clarke, K.B. On 
the 27^^ June 1802 ho was promoted to the rank of 
liieutenant in tho 62^ Foot, then at Home. On tho 
20tii December 1S03 ho was transferi'od to the 9^^ 
Baiitalion of Reserve, and from that on tho 5^^ January 
1804i to tho 42 * Foot (Tho Royal Highlanders). On tho 
17**^ April 1S04 he was y>romoted to the r.‘ink. of Captain 
in tho 2^' Rattalion Foot (Ross-shire Highlanders), 
with which in the following year lio proceeded to 
Gibraltar, and thence, in iMay IBOd, to ^rcssina, in 
Sicily. Towards tiie end of the following month ho 
accompanied tho battalion on Sir John Stuart's 
expedition to tho tnaiiiland of Italy, and was ])resoat 
with it ihronghout. tho campaign in Calabria, including 
the landing at and action near St. Knphomia, tho baitlo 
of Maida (in which ho was wounded), and tho siogo 
and capture of C'otroiic. At the end of August 1806 
ho returned with tho battalion to Sicily, and in ^larch 
1807 he embarked with it on the expedition to Egypt 
under Major- G otiI. A. Mackenzie Fi*aser; landing there 
on tho of that month, he took part in the ca]diiro 
of Alexandria, and in the attack on Rosetta, in whu;h 
last he was so severely wouiuUmI that ho was obliged 
to return to Sicily and cvontually to England. On tho 
24*'^* April 180S ho was promoted to tho rank of Alajor 
on half -pay of Bradshaw’s Levy, a recruiting corps, 
from which on tho 14«*> July following ho oxcihangod 
into tho 42‘* Royal Highlanders. In Juno 1S09 ho 
embarked for tluj Peninsula wdth tho 2*' Battalion of 
the 42‘^ , and landing at Lisbon in J uly, ho served in 
Portugal and Spain for thnja j^ears-and-a-half, in 
the course of tlic first two of which ho commanded a 
battalion of light coinpaTucs at tho battle of Busaco, 
during tho roti*eat to the lines of Toitos Vodi-as, in tho 
subsequent advance into Spain, including the action of 
Poz d’Aronco, in which ho was wounded, and at 
the battle of Fuentos d'Onor. In Januaiy 1812 lio 
commanded the 2^* Battalion of the 42'f at the siege 
and capture of Ciudad Rodrigo, and he also commanded 
it in covering the siege of Badajos in tho following 
March and April. Shortly after tho fall of Badajos 
tho 2^ Battalion of tho 42‘* was ordered homo, but 
having effected a transfer to tho Ist Battalion (just 
arrived in Spain) ho continued on service in the 
Peninsula. Ho commanded a battalion of light 
companies at tho battle of S.alamauca and in tho 
Bubsequeii^ advance on and occupation of Madrid, but 
ne shortly afterwards rejoined his own corps, the I”*- 
Battalion of the 42'^ , and was in command of it in 
the advancjo towards tho north of Spain, the storming of 
Port St. Miclmel, tho abortive siege of Burgos, and tho 
Bubsoquont retreat to tho frontiers of Portugal. On tho 
8^^ October 1812, in recognition of his services during the 
campaign of that year, he was promoted to tho lirevet 
rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. In January 1813 ho went 
home on short leave, intending to rctuni in time for 
tho next campaign, but while at homo ho was trans- 
ferred to the 2*^ Bfittalion of tho 42^ and detained in 
Scotland, and his Peninsular services were thus brought 
to an untimely end. For those seiwiees and as having 
M^omznaiided a battalion in tlio battles of Busaco, 
Puentes d’Onor and Salamanca, ho received the gold war 
meM with two clasps. The 2<i Battalion of The 42*' 
having been disbanded after tho peace of 1814, ho was 
transferred back to the 1 Battalion, which ho joined 
at Cork, in Ireland, and^ with it, in the spring of 
1815, on tho return of hiapoloon from Elba, ho pro- 
ceeded on servico to Belgium. Ho was present with 
the 42d in tho sanguinary Imttlo of Quatre Bras on tho 
Juno, and, on the fall of his Colonel, Sir Robert 
Maoara, succeeded to tho command of the regiment in 
tho heat of tho engagement; but while thg battle was 
yet raging ho was himself so severely wounded that he 
was unabio to take any further part in the campaign, 
and he thus lost tho honour of commanding the 42^ in 
the tremendous conflict at Waterloo two days later. 
Consequent on the death of Sir Rol^rt Ifocara he 
beoame Ideutenant-Colonel of, the regiment, his 


commission being dated tho June 1815, in oom* 
momoration of the great battle ; and in recognition of 
his services during the campaign ho roooivod the 
Waterloo ^lodal, and was create<l a Companion of the 
Order of the Bath. Subsequent to the termination of 
the campaign ho hold command of tho 42 * Tlighlandora 
(in Franco, in the United Kingdom, and at Gibraltar) 
for mo!-o than thirtoori years, and during this period 
he was, on lx>ing ap]H)inted Aiilo-de-Camp to tho King, 
]n*oniotod to tho ratik of (^ilonel in tli(^ .Vriny from tho 
27**' May 1825. Tii November I'' 28 he exehangod from 
tho 42* Highlanders to half-pay nnatfai^hed. Oa tho 
So]>tenil)er 1S31 tho Imnoiir of Knighthood was 
conferred upon him by the King, and in tlio following 
year ho was appointed a Knight i/ompanion of tho 
Royal Hanoverian Guelphie Onln*. He roniaiiiod on 
tho half-pay unattached list until tho 101^* January I S37, 
when ho was promoted to tho rank of ^lajor- General. 
In July 1.S3S lie was appointed a Knight (\)mniandor 
of tho Onlor of tho Bath. In tht> same year ho was 
nominatotl to tho staff of tho Army in M.idras, and 
having arrived in India in the following Dei'omlKn*, Jio 
was apjunnted to the coinmanil of tie? Ceritn) Uivisiou 
of tlio Madras Army. In Janiiary IStl, in consonuoiioo 
of tho dealli of Sir Saiimel Ford Wliittingljaie, he, as 
tho next .senior divisional cojiiinamler, siieeeodod to 
tho chief conimsind in Madras nmler the doNignation of 
Provincial Commander-in (Tiiof, and ho held that posi- 
tion for more than eighteen months. On tlio arrival 
atl^Madras of tho ^ran|U 08 .s of Tvveodtlale, as Governor 
and Commander-in- Chief, ho was traiisf erred, 30**' 
So])tomber 1842, to tho stsiff in Bengal, ami ajipointod 
to tho command of tho Monrnt Division. In October 
1843 ho was B]>ocially ap]>ointeil to tho command of 
tho whole of the troops in tho Sirhiiid and Moorut 
Divisions, with his hoad-fpiarterK at Forozeporo, and ho 
was thus ])lu(5ed in a position of great importance and 
of |M)culiar responsibility, in view of tho anai'chy which 
at that iimo prevailed in tho Pun jab, and of the mutinous, 
sjurit evinced by tho native troops passing tlirough tho 
command under orders for garrison duty in Sindh. 
His measures for dealing with the miscondiict of these 
troops did not, however, moot with the approval of tho 
Governor-General, Lord Ellonborough, who, on tho 
March 1844, summarily removed him to tho command 
of the Pi’osidency Division. I’his coniniand lio never 
joined, ho having proceeded on leave ponding a i*oply to 
an apyieal to tho Horse Guards, involving Ji is losigna- 
tion of his position on tlio staff of the Army in India. 
In October of tho same year (Lord Elltmhomiigh having 
in tho inoaniimo been recalled, and Sir Kobort’s 
resignation not having lx)on aix'optod at tlio llorso 
Guards) ho was a])pointod to the command of tho 
Cawn]ioro Division, On tho 10**' Juno 1845 tho 
Colonelcy of the 73** Foot was conferred upon him. 
Ho continued in command of tho Cawnporo Division 
until December 1845, when, on tl«o outbreak of tho 
first Sikh War, ho was directed to proceed without 
delay and join tho Army of tlio Siitloj. On tho 
January 1846 ho was appointed to tho command of 
Third Division of that Army, vacant in corisoquonco of 
tho fall of Sir John McCaskill at tho battle of Mudki, 
and ho assumed command of it on ariMval in camp a few 
days later. On the 10*** February 1846 ho Jed the 
Thfrd Division in tho assault of tlio Sikh position at 
Sobraon, and towards tho close of the ruigagemont, after 
tho Sikh entronchmonts had Ihhjii for(rcd and most of 
tho batteries carried, whilst heroically cheering on his 
men, ho was struck in tho side liy a gi’apo shot and foil 
mortally wounded. Ho was earned off tho fiobl, and 
expired in his tent at six o’clock iu the evoning of tho 
samo day, seven hours after roceiving his wound. 

Notr I.—Tlie year of this officer*!! birth ii iniH-Hfabd In tbe 
inscription on his tomb. The Uaptismal Jin^inf^^r deposited in 
St. John’s Church, Calcutta, shows tliat ho wan hapti»ed on the 
flth August 1780. 

Notb II.— In the notes on the tablet to this r)iBcer’s memory in 
St. George’s Cathedral, Madras (see Jn»cription» on Tombs or* 
Monwnenti in Madrast pojys 78}| it is stated that ** for his gallaa* 
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try at Waterloo, Dick wu made Lieatenaat-Colonel of the 42^ High* 
landora»aiid hie appointment was ordered to date from the day of 
the battn’’. This is altogetlier incorrect, for he was not present at 
the battle of Waterloo, nor was he niado Lieutenant-Colonel of 
the 42d " for his gallantry having boon badly wounded at the 
battle of Qnatre Bras, lie was carried to the rear, and when 
Waterloo was fought he was lying ill in bod at Brussels ; and he 
meceeded to the Licutonaut-C»donelcy of tlie 42d in quite ordinary 
courso, ill consequence of the fall of his Commanding Officer, 
Colonel Sir Kobort Macara, K.C.B. The error regarding Water- 
loo appears also on the Fero/cporc monument. 

DIcken, William StephenSa Depy, Inspector- 
General of Hospitals (1804—1861),— Grave at SialJcot^ 
2/b. 719.— Entered the Bengal Army, in the Medical 
Sept., in 1828. Arrived in India in November 1829, 
and in the following month was appointed to do duty 
with H. M.’b 16^^ Foot in Fort William. During the 
period from A|gnl to June 1830 ho was twice ordered up 
to Gawnpore, but was unable to go on account of illnofis, 
and eventually in July 1830 ho was obliged to proceed 
to Europe on furlough. During his absence from India, 
in 1833, he was posted in succession to the 54^^ the 35^^ 
and the I N. I., and he stood posted to the last when 
he returned to Bengal in December 1833 ; he did not, 
however, join that corps, then at Fateh garh, and on the 
8** of the following month he was a]ipointed Civil Sur* 
men of Balasore. In August 1834 he was appointed 
Civil Surgeon of Cuttack, but in tbe following month 
this appointment was canoelled at his own request, and 
he remained at Balasore, whore he continued serving for 
the next twelve years. In November 1841 he was a]^- 

S ointed Asst. Salt Agent at Balasore, in addition to his 
uties as Civil Surgeon, and ho continued holding both 
appointments until September 1846, when, having at- 
t^ed the rank of Surgeon in the preceding March, his 
services wore replaced at the disposal of the Gommander- 
in-Chiof, and he was posted to the 51 * N, I. at 
Ferozeporo. Before ho could join, however, he was 
transferred, October 1846, to the 14*^ N. I., and in 
the following month to the 61*^ N. I., which he joined 
on its arrival at Barrackpore in January 1847. He 
continued with this regiment until Juno 1848, when 
he was appointed Offg. Civil Surgeon of Patna. In 
July 1848 ho was transferred to the 23^ N. I., but he 
continued officiating as Civil Surgeon of Patna until 
June 1849, when ho was made permanent in the ap- 
intmont with effect from the 20'*' November preceding, 
this post (to which the appointments of Post Master, 
Registrar of Deeds, and Marriage liegistnkr wore after- 
wards added) ho continued until November 1857, when 
his seiwicos were, at his own request, replaced at the dis- 
posal of the Commander in- Chief. In the following 
month he was appointed to do duty with the Gurkha 
troops lent by the Nopal Darbar to aid in the suppression 
of the mutiny and rebellion, and with them ho was pre- 
sent at the re-capture of Gorakhpur. In February 1858 
he was appointed sonior Field Surgeon with the Gurkha 
Army under the Maharaja Jang Bahadur, and in that 
capacity he took part in the siege and capture of 
Lucknow (Medal and clasp). On the rctarii of the 
Gurkha troops to Nopal ho was appointed, June 1858, 
to the medical charge of the faithful remnant of the 
60**' N. I. at Benares. In July 1858 ho was appointed 
a Superintending Surgeon, and in the following month 
he was posted to tho Sialkot Circle. In this appoint- 
ment (the designation of which was changed in 18® to 
Depy. Inspector- Gonl. of Hospitals”) he continued 
until his death, which occurred at Sialkot on the 14^b 
December 1861. 

Note. — Doctor Dickon was in.arricHl at Plymouth, in May 1833, 
to Cathcriuc Lamb, the .voiingest daughter of Captain Joseph Lamb 
Popbain, B.N., and nioco of Rear-Adinirul Sir Home Riggs 
Popham, K.C B., who wore collets of tho Pophains of Littlccote, 
Co. Wilts. His eldest daughter, Catherine Henrietta, was marri^ 
atBaiikipur, on tbe 25ti'- October 1855, to Lord Honry Ulibk 
Browne, Bengal Civil Service, and became Marchioness'of Sligo in 
^ 1903. 

DIckins, Thomas Eden, First- Lieutenant ('1831— 
1857). — Grave and tablet at JDelhif Nos, 101 and 162.— 
Bom on tho 11th November 1831.— Entered the Bengal 


Army in 1850. Arrived in India in June 1851, andinfliA 
following December was posted to the 4th Company 8^ 
Battalion, Foot Artillery, which he joined at FerozeporO 
in tho spring of 1852. In November 1853 he marched 
with the company to Multan, and in March and April 
1854 he officiated as Adjutant of the Multan Division of 
Artillery. In 1855 he joined the Thomason College at 
Roorkoo, and he continued studying there until the 
autumn of the following year. On being promoted to 
the rank of First- Lieutenant he was re-posted, October 
1856, to the 4*h Company 3<i Battalion, and in the same 
month, his services having previously been placed at 
the disposal of the Government of N.-W, Provinces, 
he was appointed to officiate as Depy. Superintendent 
of the Iloorkee Workshops. He was still in this situa- 
tion when the Matinies broke out, but he was shc^y 
afterwards ordered down to Delhi, whore he served at the 
siege until the 20**^ July : on that date he was dangerous* 
ly wounded in the head whilst serving in the batteries, 
and he died inconsequence a week later, — 27*** July 1857* 
Dickson William, Lieutenant- Colonel (1779—* 
1828). — Grave at Karnal^ No. 176. — Entered the Ben^ 
Army in 1799 as a Cadet of Infantry. Arrived in India 
in January 1801, and in the following April was trans* 
ferred to the Cavalry branch of the service, with rank 
as Cornet from the 12**' of that month. On the 7**^ May 
following he was posted to the 6**' Native Cavalry, wbion 
he joined at Cawnpore in the succeeding October. In 
October 1802 he accompanied the regiment to the 
Cavalry Camp of Exercise at Kanau j, the first ever hdd 
in India, whence he marched with it in the followiw 
December to join the force before the fort of Sasni. 
served with it at the siege and rodnoiion of that plaoe^ 
as well as at that of the fort of Bijaigarh. On the 
fall of Bijaigarh he proceeded with the regiment against 
the fort of Kaohanra, at tho investment of which, 8**^ 
March 1803, he was severely wounded. Ho aftewardsao* 
companied the force to Thettia, on the suiTonder of which 
place ho marched with his regiment to the cantonment 
of Chandausi. On the outbreak of the Mahmtta War in 
the autumn of 1803, he proceeded with his regiment to 

i ’oin the Army under Lord Jjake, but he whs unfortunate* 
y not in time for tho battle of Patparganj and the 
occupation of Delhi ; ho was, however, present with it 
in the Bab60(][uent movement on Agra, at tho siege and 
surrender of that place, and in tho great battle of 
Laswari, in which he commanded the galloper guns at* 
tachod to tho regiment, greatly distinguishM himsdl, 
and was again wounded. He continued in tho field 
with Lord Lake’s Army, taking part in all its movements, 
until it was broken up at Agra in June 1804, when ho 
returned with tho regiment to Chandausi ; but tho corps 
had scarcely reached its destination when it was again 
called into tho field, in consequence of the disaster which 
had befallen Colonel Monson's detachment and the ad- 
vance of Holkar towards the Company’s territories. He 
accompanied tho 6**' N. C. to Agra, and served with it dur- 
ing tho greater part of tho ensuing campaign, including 
the relief of Delhi and of Shamli, tho pursuit of Holkar, 
tho rout of that chieftain at tho battle of Farakhabad and 
his expulsion from the Doab, tho siege and capture of 
Dig, and the siege of Bharatpur up to the 6*** February 
1805, on which date, being greatly broken in health, he 
proceeded on leave to Calcutta. In May 1805 he wmt 
homo on furlough, and ho was absent from India during 
the next throe years and-a-half. He returned in October 
1808, but did not immediately i*ejoin his regiment, then 
at Meerut, and in February 1809 ho was appointed Ai- 
sist&nt to tho Superintendent of the Pusa Stud. He 
continued in this employment until July 1811, when ho 
rejoined his regiment at Partabgarh, in Oudh. He after- 
wards served with the corps at Benares from 1812 to 
1814, and in Bnndelkhond from 1814 to 1816. In 
January 1816 he was appointed Sub-Assistant Superin- 
tendent of the Pusa Stud, a post which he retained until 
November 1819, when ill-hecdth compelled him to pro* 
oeed on leave to sea and to ^the Cape Colony.^ After affi 
absence of two years and-a-half he rejoined his regimoBt 



Ai Uhow in May 1822, from whidi plaoe lie aooompani* 
nd it to Eaita, in Bundelkhand, at we end of 1823. In 
fieptember 1824 he was suspended from the servioe pend- 
ing the orders of the Court of Directors, for having 
flnbmitted two intemperate and insubordinate memorials 
xdative to the supped injurious ofEcct, on himself and 
oilier officers of the Cavalry, of the re-organisation 
carried out in,the preceding May, under which ho had 
become a supernumerary. In the following December ha 
was allowed to go home on furlough, and during his 
absence, though he was still under susiiension, he was 
brought back on the established strength of the Cavalry, 
and on an ii^crease to that branch of the servioe taking 

{ lace in May 1825, ho was promoted to the rank of 
deutenaiit-Colonel, and, in the following July, posted 
to Ihe 7^^ Light Cavalry. Haying expressed regret and 
contrition, and it being judged that ho ** fell into error 
more from want of judgment than from a spirit of insub- 
ordination,’* the Court of Directors authorised the remo- 
val of the suspension under which he had been placed, and 
he was accordingly restored to the service without pra- 
judioe to his raidc in December 1825. lie returned to 
India in October 1826, and on the of the sacceoding 
month he was transferred from tlio 7*^ to the Light 
Cavalry, which he joined at Meerut. In June 1827 ho 
was re- transferred to the 7*** Light Cavalry, and 
joined that regiment at Kui*nal. Ho died at that place 
on the 24^^ July 1828. 

Dilkes, William Charles, Lieutenant (<?. 1825 — 
1849 ). — Grave at Peshawar i see No. 932.— Eiitorod 
H. M *8 Jfei-vico on the 27‘*‘ May 1842 as an Ensign in 
the 3** Foot (Tho Buffs), and in the following July pro- 
ceeded to India for tho purpose of joining that roginiont. 
Before ho arrived, however, ho was transforred, 25*^*^ Octo- 
ber 1842, to the 21*‘ Foot, as a Second- Lioutonaiit, and 
on arriving at Calcutta, in November 1842, ho procoodod 
and joined tho latter ragimont, thon cn route from 
Dinapore to Kamptoe. At the latter shition ho served 
with tho regiment until December 1 S45, when ho march- 
ed with it for Agra. On tho 31*^ of that month ho was 
promoted, in ^/idia, to tho rank of Lieutenant in tho 31*^ 
Foot, then forming part of tho Army of tho Sutlej, but 
ho was unable to join this corps befora tho conclusion of 
the operations, and when his promotion was confirmed 
by the War Office tho date was altered to tho 31*' March 
1846. The 31*' having boon orderad homo immediately 
after the cfnclusion of the Sutlej campaign, ho exchang- 
ed, 10'** June 1846, into tho 53*^ Foot, but this oxcliaiigo 
fell through in consequence of tho War Office having, 
xon tho 8'*^ of tho preceding month, transfeiTod liim back 
^o the 21*' Foot. Ho accompanied tho 21*' from Agra 
o Cawnpore in January 1847, and served with it thero 
for seven months, but this regiment being under orders 
to return homo he, on tho 21*' August, exchanged into 
the 61*^ Foot, which ho joined at Amhila. Ho accom- 
panied the 61*' to Jullundur in February 1848, and in 
the autumn of tho same year was employed with it in 
operations against insurgents in the Jullundur Doab. Ho 
afterwards served with it throughout the Punjab Cam- 
paign of 1848-49, and was present at the x>ftssago of tho 
Chenab, tho action of Sadulapur, tho battles of Chilian- 
wala and Gujorat, and tho pursuit of the enemy to tho 
Ehaibar Pass (Modal and two clasp). On the conclu- 
Bion of tho war ho was stationed with his ragimont at 
Peshawar, at which place ho died on tho 4'*^ Juno 1849. 

Dollards William F.R.G.8., Surgeon (1800— 
1845).— Grave at Belhi^ No. 78, — Entered the Bengal 
Army, in tho Medical Dept., in 1825. Arrived in 
India in October 1826, and in tho following month 
was appointed to do duty with the 5'^^ Battalion of 
Artillory at Dum-Dum. At tho end of July 1827 ho 
was directed to do duty with a detaohmont* of tho 6"^ 
Battalion of Artillery, but within a few days he was 
ordered to rejoin tho 5'^ Battalion, with which ho re- 
mained until the beginning of September, when he was 
ordered up to Cawnpore. On arrival there, towards 
^ end of the some montbi he was appointed to do 


duty with the 1*^ Brigade of Horse Artillery, but ui 
the follow!^ month he was sent to Saugor in mediool 
charge of a' detaohmont of Artillery, and in modioal 
charge of another Artillery detachment he was 
afterwards despatchln from Saugor to Mhow. Im 
Depmbor 1827 no was appointed to the 54^^ N. I., 
which he joined at Rang^ur, in Assam, in tho following 
yoar. In June 1828 ho accompanied the regiment to 
Jamalpur, and hi 1830 to Benares. On the dopartuio 
of the regiment for Nasirabad in Februaxy 1833, ho 
was directed to remain at Benares and take medical 
charge of the loft wing of the 74'*'* N. I., and he held 
this chai'go, os well as that of tho Benares Division of 
Artillery, from the mouth of March until the following 
October. In October 1833 he was transferred from tho 
to the 7'*' N. I., which he joined at Gorakhpur, and 
with it in tho following year he marched to 
Lucknow, and thonoo early in 1835 to Almora. Barljr 
in 1838 ho accompanied the regiment to Cawnpore, at 
which place, from March to May 1839, he held tho 
additional modical ohargo of tho 62'' N. I. In the 
winter of 1840-41 ho acoompanied the 7"^ to Neemhoh, 
and at that station, in Juno 1842, ho was appointed Offg« 
Modical Storo-keopor, in addition. On being promoted 
to the rank of Surgeon ho was ro-posted, February 
1843, to the 7"' N. I., and was placed in modical ohargo 
of tho staff at Noomuoh as well. In 1844 ho aooom*- 
panied tho regiment to Delhi, at which placo ho died 
on tho 4"^ Octolior 1845. 

Dorin, Heny Alexander, Captain (1824— 
18f}8).^Grave at Murree, No. 814.— -Son of Joseph 
Alexander Dorin, Esqr., of the Bengal Civil Service, 
Bomotimo Monilx)!* of tho Supremo Council. Bom at 
Calcutta on tho 26"' Soptoml)or 1824.— Entered tho 
Bengal Army in 1841. Arnvod in India in April of 
tho same yoar, and at Etawah joined tho 11"* N. I., to 
which, in anticipation of his arrival, he had lx)on posted 
on tho 1**' of that month. In tho following Octobor ho 
was transferred, at his own recpiest, to the 17"* N. I., 
and having joined that rogiment at Meerut, ho aoeom* 
panied it to Dinapore at the end of tho yoar, and thenoo 
to Midnapore in Octobor 1842. In tho following Do« 
comber, on tho I’o-forraation of the 27"* N. I., after its 
disasters in Afghanistan, ho was transfon'od to that 
regiment, joined it at Meerut shortly afterwards, and in 
Juno 1843 ])roceodod with it to Moradabad. At tho 
ond of February 1845 ho was appointed to tJio Com* 
missariat Department as a Sul)- Asst. Commissary- 
General, and liaviiig boon posted to Agra, ho served at 
that station until near tho end of Docomlior, when, in 
couHoquonco of tho outbreak of the first Sikh War, bo 
was ordered to injoin his wjgiment, then forming port of 
the garrison of Forozoporo. He joined at that plaoo 
in January 1846, and soiwod there until the termina- 
tion of tho war, pari of tho time Avith his regiment and 
part as a Commissariat Officer with tho Army of tho 
Sutlej. On tho breaking up of the Army ho went back 
to his appointment at Agra, whence ho was transferred 
to Dinaporo at tho ond of 1846, and to Benares in tho 
beginning of 1848. In Soptemlxn* 1850 ho was ap- 
pointed a Dopy. Asst. Coinmy.-Gonl. of tho se- 
cond class, and ho was furihor advanced to tho first 
class in May 1852, continuing at Benares until the 
following August, when ha was ordered down to Cal- 
cutta, and thence despatched to join Uio Burma Ex- 
peditionary Foroo. In May 1853 ho was appointed an 
Asst. Commy.-Genl. of tho second olass, but prior 
to this the failure of his health had oompolled him 
to return to Calcutta, whence in June he prooeodod oa 
six months* leave to the Mauritius, lloturning in De- 
eemhor 1853 he was posted to tho Prosidonoy, whonoe ha 
was transferrod to Ambala in the autumn of 1854, ai»| 
to Kasauli in tho summer of 1855. During the next 
throe years ho was throe times appointed to ofiioiate 
an Asst. Commy.-Genl. of the first class. In 
the spring of 1857 he was transferred to Peehawaft 
where the rest of his Borvioe was passed. On the 
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Iby 1858 he proceeded to Mtirree on eick leave, and he 
died there on the 26^^ of the same month. 

Dougalf Thomas Ballard, Lieutenant (1832— 
1883),— Grave at No^vshera, ^o. >*997.— The younger 
son of John Dougal, Esqr., of Ratho, Mid-Lothian, and 
Glenfemess, Co. Moray. Born on the 25**^ July 1832.— 
Xnteted the Bengal Army in 1852, and arrived in India 
m the 19^** December of the -same year. On the 17‘*^ 
of the preceding month he had, in anticipation of his 
arrival, been posted to iho 47*^^ N. I., then at Jholum ; 
lie, however, never joined this regiment, for, desiring 
a transfer, he obtained leave to I'emain at Calcutta until 
bis application could receive attention, and in Januair 
1853 ho was i*emoved, at his own request, to the 33^ N. 
I.| which, in the following month, ho joined at Bairack- 
poro. In the winter of 1854-55 ho accompanied tho 
regiment to Delhi, whei*e ho served with it until the 
end of tho succeeding Septomlior. Ho then obtained 
leave to proceed to Cyalcutta preparatory to applying 
for furlough to Europe on urgent private affairs, but 
Laving learnt on arrival at tho Presidency that his 
friends had obtained for him a (rommission in tho Royal 
Service and that he had, on tlicj 14th Se])tombor pi-e- 
eeding, been apiwiiied an Ensign in the 7VH^ Foot (tho 
Cameron Highlanders), Im forthwith (8^*' November 
1855) resigned the sei'vice of the East India Company 
and wont homo. On arrival he joined the depot of tlio 
at Alierdc<;u, and served Avith it there until 
■iho return of the regiment from the (.’rlrTiea in tho sum- 
mer of 1856. llo subscnuenily served \v'ith tho coips 
at Canterbury, Shomclino and Dublin, and in August 
1857 ho einlihrkcd Avitli it for Bengal. Landing at 
Calcutta in November, ho soon afterwards accompanied 
the regiment to the Upi)er Ihi'ovinccK, wh(ii*o he served 
with it throughout the campaign of 1858-59 against 
tho i*ol)ols and mutineers, including tho siege and captiii'o 
of Lucknow, tho attack on Iluiya, the action of Aliganj, 
iho battle of Bareilly, tho rcjlief of Sliahjahanjnir, tlio 
capture of Mahomdi, tho storming of Ramjair Kasaia, 
and tho final operations l)eyoTi(l tho Ghagra (Medal and 
clasp). On the conclusion of tho campaign lio aceoni- 
■panied tho regiment to Mian Mil*, and, while serving 
at that station, ho was promoted to tho rank of Lieut- 
enant on the 9^*^ September 1859, In January 1801 ho 
proceeded with the regiment to Foro7.oporo, whence in 
the spring of 1862 lie marched with it to Nowshem, 
And in November of th(3 same year to PeshaAvar. On 
the expedition against the Jlindustani famitios of Siiana 
and thoir allies being undertaken in October 1863, ho 
Tolunteerod his services, and on iho 1*^ Novomher ho 
was attached to the 71***' Foot (the Highland Light In- 
fantry), with which ho served during the operations in 
the Ambola Pass up to tho 6^*^ of that month. On that 
riay he Avas, with a detachment under tho command of 
Ifajor Harding, employed in covering tlio working 
parties engaged in couBtructing a road towards iho 
village of AmlDcla, and here, late in the afternoon after 
V day of coasoless conflict, he fell in resisting a 
foriouB attack made by tho tribesmen on tho working 
parties and the dotachmont. 

DougiaSf Adam, Lieutenant (1788—1812),— 
Grave at Kamaly No. 170. — Entered iho Bengal Army 
in 1803. Arrived in India in December 1804, and was 
' granted rank as Ensign from the 17*'' Soptombor pre- 
ceding, and as Lieutenant from tho 2P* of tho same 
month. On tho 14"' April 1805 he was posted to tho 
2®* Battalion G"' N. I., with which ho served at Cawn- 
pore from 1805 to 1807, at Agra from 1807 to 1809, 
and at Delhi and Rewari fi'om 1809 to 1311. In 1811 
Le proceeded with the battalion to Kama), and ho died 
at that place on tho 7"' August 1812. 

DouglaSt Archibald Philip, Captain (1832—1863). 
fhrave at Kasauli, No. 289. — Entered H. M.'s Service on 
tBe 12*t April 1850 as an Ensign in tho 16*'' Foot* 
Joined that xegment in the Ionian Islands, and served 
'Ifiibit thm until August 1851| when he prooeeded with 


it to Jamaica. On the 14^ September 1852 he was pio* 
looted to the rank of Lieutenant. At the end of 1854* 
he accomi)anied the regiment to Noira Scotia, and whUa 
serving there, oA the 9*^ February 1855, he was appoint- 
ed Adjutant of the corps. In July 1855, he prooreded 
with the regiment to Canada, and there in March 1857 
he resigned the Adjutancy. In the following Jime ha 
returned home with ^ the regiment, with which ha 
served in Dublin until December, and afterwards at 
the Curragh until the spring of the following year. On 
a second battalion being added to tho regiment, he was 
promoted, 26*'* February 1858, to tho rank of Captain 
and posted to it, and ho served Avith this battalion at 
Armagh and afterwards at Newry until tho* end of tho 
year. On tho 17*** December 1568 ho exchanged into 
tho 4"* Light Dragoons, with which he served kt 
Bii*miugham, Manchester and Dublin. On tho 18*** 
December 1860 he exchanged into tho 7*** Diugoon 
Guards, and proceeding to India he joined that regiment 
at Siaikot early in ItiGl. Towards tho end of the fol- 
loAving year he accompanied tho corps to Ambala. In 
the spring of 1863 ho Avent up to Kasauli on leave, and 
ho died at that j)laco on tho 5*'* Septemljer following. 

Douglas, Charles, Major (1800—1847) — Urava 
at AmbiUa^ No. 212. — Tho oldest son of General Sir 
lloAvard Douglas, IJart. (HI), G.C.B., G.C.M.G., 

Colonel of the 15"* Foot, and grandson of Captain Sic 
Charles Douglas, lUirL (1), Iloyai Navy, who waa 
created a baronet for his ominoiit services in foreing 
tho i)assago of tho St. LaAvreiico and rtdioviug (Juebec 
iu 1776, and Avho was afterwards Rodney’s Flag-Captain 
in tho great battle Avith the Count do Grasse, off 
Dominica, in the West Indies, on the 12"* April 1782. 
Bom in 1800. — Jilntorod H. M.\s Service on tho 19"* May 
1814 as an Ensign (afterAvards Ensign and Lieutenant) in 
tlio 1»* Ihittalion 3*“** loot Guards (now tho Scots Guards), 
With this corps he served iu various j)arts of tho 
United Kingdom until September 1623, wlien ho was 
appointed Aide-de-Camy to tho Commaniler of tho 
I’oi’CCB in North America. On tho 16'** Juno 1825 ho 
Avas i)romoted to tlio rank of Jjieu tenant and Captain, 
and posted to the 2“*' Battalion of tho 3'*' Foot Guards, 
but ho Avas afterwards re- transferred to tiio 1«* Batta- 
lion, which lie rejoined in Jioiidon, in May 1831, on his 
retum from North America, Avlicre, during a |)criod of 
nearly eight yeai-s, he had served as Aide-de Camp to 
three successive Commanders of the Forecs,— yic Earl of 
Dalhousie, Sir James Kempt, and Lord Aylmer. On 
tho 12"* July 1831 ho exchanged, as a Captain^ into 
the 0"* Foot, which he joined at Jiinicrick, and Avith 
Avhich ho afiorAvaids served at Fermoy and Cork. In 
January 1833 ho sailed with the regiment for the 
Mauritius ; ho urriA^od there in the following April, and 
continued serving there for nearly two years and-a-half. 
ToAvards tho end of 1835 ho accompanied the regiment 
to Bengal, and landing at Calcutta in Novomlier, ho 
proceeded Avith the corps to Chinsura in January 1836. 
On th 28"* June 1836 he Avas promoted to the rank of 
Major by brevet, and at the end of that year he accom- 
panied tho regiment to Hazaribagh. In August 1839 
ho was appointed Brigade-Major to H. M.'s Troops, 
Fort William, a situation Avhich he retained for more 
than six years, vacating it oidy in consequence of his 
promotion, on the 19*** December 1845, to the regimental 
rank of Major. His regiment Avas then in the field with 
the Army of the Sutlej, but, having been detained at the 
Tresidency to settle his accounts, he Avas unable to reach 
the seenc of operations in time to take any paii in 
the campaign. On tho termination of tho wrar he ac- 
companied the regiment to Meerut, and thenco, at the end 
of 1846, ho proceeded A^ ith it to Dinajioro. The 9**^ 
having been ordered to return home, ho exchanged, on 
the 13"* January 1847, into the 61“* Foot which he 
joined soon afterwards at Ambalai and at that place he 
died on tho cO"* July following. 

KoTX— Major DliTiglafi’ age and the date of hia death axe beth 
mhi-etatcd iu the loeeriptiou en hia tomb (No. US.) 
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D<Higla«» Charles Robart 'Jeorge, Limtmant 
omd Bremt Oaptain (c. 1824i— 1857).— See Nos, 149 and 
157.— Entered the Benml Army in 1841. Arrived in 
India m September of the same year, and in the follow- 
ing month was sent up to Dinapore to do duty with 
the 32^ N. L In November 1S41 he was posted to 
the 25^^ N.< Ly and having joined that moment at 
Barrackpore, .he in May and tiune 1842 officiated as 
Adjutant. In September 1842 he was transferred to 
the 32^ N. I., which ho joined at Dinaporo, and with 
it he proceeded to Jiibbalpore in 1844, and to 
Neemuch in the following year. From Septeml)er 1846 
to March 1^7 ho acted as Interpreter to the 14**^ Light 
Dragoons oi Ambala. Ho then went on leave to Simla, 
and in August 1847 he w'as appointed acting Intei*- 
pr^ter to the 2^ European Kegiment at Subathu. In 
the following October he was ap])ointed Interpreter and 
Quarter Master to his own I'ogimont, which he then 
rejoined at Lahore. In February 1848 he resigned this 
appointment and went homo on furlough, and ho was 
ai^nt from India until December 1850. In January 
1851, his own regiment being then in the Punjab, lie was 
appointed Offg. Interpreter and Quarter Master to tho 
54^** N. I- at BaiTackporo, wliicli appointment ho hold 
until near tho end of tho following month. From 
February 1851 to tho end of tlio following Novemlxir ho 
officiated as Second Asst. Mily. Auditor- General. Ho 
then rejoined his regiment at Wazirabad, but towards 
the end of February 1852 his services were placed at tho 
disposal of tho Govt, of tho N.-W. Provinces, by whom 
in the following month lie was appointed CoiumandaTit 
of tho Delhi Palace Guards and A8.st. Agent to tho 
Iiieutenant- Governor at Delhi. Except tliat ho was 
absent on leave from April to October 185G, lie con- 
tinued in this appoint inont until the outbreak of tho 
Mutiny on the 11^** May 1S57, wlion ho jierished in tho 
niassaciu which took place witliin tlio Palace. 

Koti?,— C rt])taiii (thru Liru tenant) Douglas inarriril, on the 
13th August 1850, Louisa, tlir only tlauglitrr of Sir Ooorge Dc»t 
Bohinson, itarA (/I), of Hatts lloiiso, Co. Soiiiorsot. - This lady 
married, secondly, ou tlic 7^** .laiiutiry 1803, the Revd. John 
Pridoaux Liglitiout, 1). 1)., lloctor of Exeter College, Oxford. 

Douglas, James Mainwaring, Maiot- (1840— 
1881).— Lh’rtft? Kasauli, No. 20.‘L — Dorn at Lankhoaro 
House, Tallaton, near Ottery 8t. Mary, Co. Devon, on 
the 8^** February 1S40. — Entered II. M.’s Service on llio 
22“*^ iluno*1850 as a Lieu tenant in tho Royal Artil- 
lery Having been posted .shortly afterwards to No. 7 
Battery, IP** Brigade, he came out to India and joined 
it at Peshawar in tho spring of 1860. Early in 1 8G2 he 
accompanied tho battery to Amritsar, whence at the end 
of the year ho proceeded with it (ii-s dosignation altered 
to “ D Battery, Brigade) to Bareilly. In Septem- 
ber 1864 ho went home on leave, and on his return to 
India in the autumn of 1S66 ho re joined the battery at 
Agia. In tho following year ho was a])iK)inted Adjutant 
of tho Hoyal Artillery at Agni, and ho held tho appoint- 
ment until he w^ent home with his battery at the end of 
the year. He continued serving with 1) — 11***, — at first 
at Shomcliffe and afterwards at Woolwich,— until Feb- 
ruary 1871, when he was transferred to “ H Battery, 

** B ” Biigado, Royal Horse Artillery, stationed at 
Birmingham. On the 2'"* December 1871 ho was 
promoted to the rank of Captain and posted to No, 4 
Company, 6*** Brigade, at Aden, but on tho 1 " April 
following be was transferred to tho 7*^ Brigade and 
appointed Adjutant thereof. In this situation he served, 
at Portsmouth and afterwards at Halifax, until Ajwil 
1877, when he was transferred to “ B ” Batteiy, S*** ;4 
Brigade, then in India, and immediately afterwards to 
a battery of the 3'^ Brigade serving in Ireland. In 
Angufit 1877 he was removed to tho HorflO Artillery, 
and having been posted to “ I Battery, “A” Brigade, ho 
proceeded to India and joined it at Rawal Pindi in tho 
apring of 187S. In October of tho same year he pro- 
ooeded with the battery to Peshawar, where he remained

On the 15*** Jol^ 18^ he was promoted to the mnk oC. 
Major, and having been posted soon afterwards to No. ll 
Battery, 9*** Brig^e, he ioined it at Landi Rotal in 
September. In command of this, equipped as a 
Mountain Batteir, he served throughout the second 
phase of the Afghan War in 1871^80, at first on tho 
Khaibar line and afterwards in the more Important 
operations neecssiiated by tho disaster at Maiwand, 
including tho celebrated march from Kabul to Kanda- 
har, the I'cconnaissanco of tho 31”*^ August, and tho 
battle of Mazra (Kandahar) on the 1”* September 1880 
(Medal and clasp, and bronze decoration). He subsoquent- 
ly commanded the batteiw in tho puiiittvo expedition 
against the Marris in (Jotobor and November 1880, 
Immediately after the ioriniiiation of these oiieretions 
ho was sent up, with his Uattery, to Jutogli, whore ho 
died two months later, outho 12**** February 1881.

Orave and fahlef at Jiannu^ Nos. 1070 and 1078.— 
Son of the Rovd. Charles .T ohn Down, of Corffo, near 
Barnstaple, Co. Devon. Born at Homington, near 
Fromo, Co. Somerset, on tho 2"** Soptemlwr 1867. •— Kn» 
tcjrcd H. M.’s Service (from the Royal Mily. College) on 
the 22”*^* August 18S8 as a Second- Lieutenant in tho 2”** 
Battalion Wiltshin) Uegimont (tho l)i)‘** Foot), which 
ho joined at Ambala onvly in tho following November, 
and with wliicli Iuj prooood(»(l to Subathu in Mareh 
ami to Mian Mir in tlio succ.wtJing Novomlxii*. On tho 
I***' April 1800 ho was prornoted to the rank of Lioute 
onant, and frotn July to Novomlwi* following ho was on 
duty at Dalhousio. In April 1801, on tho seoonfl 
Miranzsii Expedition l)oing undortakon, ho was ap^xiinted 
to tho staff of the Kxjxjditionary Force as an AssL 
Superintendont of Army Signalling, and in that capacity 
ho served throughout tho campaign, including the 
oiKiratiorm on tho Samana Range (India Modal and 
clasp). Ho rejoined his battalion at Mian Mir in Juno, 
and continued serving with it there for nearly two years. 
On tho 1”* April 1892 ho was appointed an Offg. Wing 
Officer in tlio I”** Punjab Infantry, on prohxtiou for the 
Indian Staff Corps, into which ho was subsoiittontly 
admitted with effect from tliat date. Ho joined the 
regiment at Kolint, and subscxiuently aecompaniod it to 
tho Kurara Valley in October 1892. In May 1893 ho 
was ap])ointod a Wing Officer permanently, and in the 
same month ho ])ro(!ooded with tho rcgiinorit to Abbott- 
almd. In Deceiiilxjr 1893 ho w'ns solooted for civil em- 
ployment and ap])ointed an Asst.

During tliis period ho hod tho 
good .fortune to take part, in a civil caiiocity, in some of 
the minor oporetions of tho Frontier War of 1897-98^, 
he having liccn the Civil Officer with tho force placed 
at RuBiam during tlio operations in Upper Swat in 
August 1897, and tho Asst. Political Officer with tho 
troops employed in the oy>erations in Bupor in .lannary 
1898 (India Medal of 1895, with clasp). In January 
1899 he went homo on furlough. Ou his return to India 
in the summer of 1900 ho was appointed Offg. Dopy. 
Commissioner in Hazara, but later in tho same year 
he was transferred, as Political Officer, to tho l^hf 
Valley. In Novemlxjr 1901 ho was ti’arisforred to tho 
new North-West Frontier Province, and in 1901-02 ho 
wa.s emidoyod as a Civil and Political Officer with tho 
troops engaged in tho Mahsiid Waziri blockade and in 
the operations connected therewith. In the conrso of 
these ofici'ationB ho wan, on tho 6*** January 1902, mort- 
ally wounded at Jalak or Tutia Khol, in tho Shakta 
Valley, Waziristan, and ho died in consoquonco on tho 
following day. 

Dowse, Richard Robert, Surynon (1817—1859)^ 
Orave at Multan^ No. 871. — Entered H. M.’S Service oa 
the 15^** January 1841 as an ABsistanl^Surgeon in tho 
X«t India Begimenti with which ho served at 
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Bemmm. In Jane 1842 lie was transferred to the 
16^^ Foot» wliich he joined at Portsmouth, and with that 
eorj^s he Afterwards served at Manchester and in Ireland 
nnw October 1843, when he was appointed a Staff 
Assistant-Surg^n. He remained on the staff for seven 
yesm and*a-half, daring a considerable portion of which 
fenoA he was employed at Hong- Hong. After his 
letam homo in 1848 ho served at Southsea Castle and 
P<MrtBmouth until promoted to the rank of Surgeon in 
the 13*^ Light Infantry on the 4^*^ April 1851. He 
joined the 13^^ at Winchester, and in May 1851 embarked 
with it for Gibraltar, whore ho served with it for moio 
than two years and-a-half . On the 2“*^ Deceml)er 1853 
he exchanged into the Foot, which was also then at 
Gibraltar, and in the following year ho accompanied the 
corps on service to Turkey and thence to the Crimea, 
where he was jiresent with it at the battles of the Alma 
and Inkerman, and at the siege and capture of Sevastopol 
(Medal and three clasps, and Fifth Class of the Order of 
Medjidieh). On the withdrawal of the British troops 
from the Crimea ho returned with the 30^^ to Gibraltar, 
and on the 1 1 J uly 1866 he exchanged to tho Staff. As 
a Staff Surgeon he served at Birr, in Ireland, until tho 
autumn of 1858, when he was sent out to India.# Sub- 
sequently, on the 18^^ January 1859, ho was appointed 
Surgeon to the 70^^* Foot, and, having landed at Karachi, 
he was on his way to join in the north-western part 
€if the Punjab, when he died, within a day’s journey of 
Ifultan, on tho 14^*^ February 1859. 

Dowson, Ralph, Captain (r. 1818 — 1851).— Tailed 
ml Kohatf Nc» 1042.— Entered tho Bengal Army in 1834. 
Arrived in India in February 1835, and at tho end of 
iho same month was posted to the 5^^ N. I., which he 
joined at Sangor. In December 1835 ho proceeded with 
ihe regiment to Sikrol, Benares, and thence in tho 
autumn of 1838 ho accompanied it to Ferozeporo, whither 
it was moved to form part of tho Army of tho Indus. 
In Docoinbor 1838 ho was placed under the orders of 
Major Wade, who had been selected to proceed to 
Afghanistan, by way of Peshawar and the Khaibar, at 
Ibo head of large irregular force, and conduct tlio 
Shahzada Taimur, tho oldo.st son of Shah Shuja-ul- 
• Mulk, to Kabul, and having Ixjon placed in command 
of a battalion of this force, he led it in tho operations 
cf tho 24^^, 25^*^ and 26^*^ July 1839, and took part in 
the forcing of the Khailiar Pass and the capiuro of Ali 
Masjid* Ho subsequent Jy acoomimnicd tlie force to 
Kabul, arriving there on tho 3”^ Soptemlwr, and on tho 
of tho following montli ho was appointed to Shah 
Shnja’s Forces. Ho was at fii^at employed as Adjutant 
iif Ferris’s Jazolchis, and he was with that corps in 
January 1840, but later in tho year ho was appointed, 
under tho designation of “ Inspector,” to the command 
of a corps of Durani horse styled “ tho 3"* Jan.-baz 
Cavalry,” and at the head of this body ho served 
fhrouguout Sir Robert Sale’s campaign in the Kohistan 
Kabul in tho antumii of 1810, being pai*ticularly 
jBOntioned in connection with tho attacik on Julgarh, and 
for a daring attomjit to capture the ex- Amir, Dost 
Muhammad Khan, in tho Ghorband Pass. After tho 
termination of this canqiaign ho was sent with his 
regiment of Jan-baz to Pcshbolak, and in Februai^ 1841 
Le commanded it in the operations against the Sangu- 
Khel Shinwaris, in the Nazian Valley, He was sub- 
" aequenily moved with his corps to Gandamak, and ho 
•was still at that place in October 1841 when tho force 
under Sir Robert Sale arrived there from Kabul ; and 
when tho general insuriHKJtion look place in Novoinl)or, 
fixe Jan-baz having mutiniod and deserted to tho enemy, 
lio accompanied Sir Robert’s force to Jalalabad, in the 
aubsequent gallant defence of which ho took part 
(Medal) In July 1842 ho was appointed acting Adjut- 
ant of Ferris’s Jazelchi rorps, which had corao up to 
Jalalabad with the relieving forco under General Pollock, 
€.udho served with it in the expedition a^inst the 
Kiinwaris, including both the actions at Mazma, and in 
Oeneral Pollock’s subsequent forward movement^ in the 


oourse of which he was present at the aotions of Teahi 
and Haft Kotal and at the re-oocupation* of Kabul 
IMedal). He UBtumed from Afghanistan, with the 
Army under the command of General Pollook, in 
December 1842, and early in 1843 he rejoined the 5^^ 
N. I., then being reorganised (at Jaunpur) after its 
disasters in tho retreat from Kabul in January 1842. 
lie had, however, served with his rogimentrfor less than . 
a year when, in February 1844, he was appointed Second- 
in-Command of the 4^^ Regiment of Infantry of the 
Gwalior Contingent, then in course of formation. Ho 
served with this corps, at Parsa and afterwards at Si{>ri, 
until February 1840, when he was appointed, Second-ior 
Command of the 10^^ Irregular Cavalry, then being 
raised and organised at Delhi. In tho spring of the 
same year he proceeded with this corps to tho Jullundv 
Doab, and after soi*ving with it tor some time 
Mokorian, he accompanied it to Ferozeporo in November 
1846. Ho shortly afterwards became acting Command- 
ant of the corps, a position which he continued holding 
until January 1848, and daring this period, in Septem- 
ber 1847, the number of the regiment was altei'odt^nd it 
became tho 1 P** Irregular Cavalry. In July 1848 he 
accompanied the regiment on service with the Multan 
Field Force, and thereafter ho served with it throughout 
the Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, including tho first 
siege of Multan, tho action of Siirajkhund, tho second 
sioge of Multan, terminating in the capture of the 
place, tho battle of Gujerat, and the pursuit of tho Sikhs 
to Rawal Pindi (Medal and two clasps). On the con- 
clusion of the campaign ho accompanied the regiment 
to Hansi, but ho had scarcely arrived thoro whon, in 
May 1849, on tho formation of tho Punjab Irregular 
Forco, he was appointed Commandant of the 4^*^ Punjab 
Cavalry. This corps ho raised and organised, and he 
continued in command of it, latterly at Dora Ghazi 
Khan, until August 1850, when he was granted leave to 
proceed to Bombay, preparatory to applying for f urlongh 
to Europe. Ho, however, never got any fui*thor than 
Bombay, where he died on tho 26^*» February 1851. 

Doyno, Charles Armstrong, Lmdenant 
(1826— 1857).— C/mro at Ambala, No. 2.39. -The fifth 
son of tho Rev^ . John Doyno, of Old Loighlin, Co. 
Carlow (who was a cadet of tho Doynos of Wells, Co. 
Wexford), by J511cn, his wife, daughter of Thomas 
Armstrong, Pjsq., of Farnf?y Castle, Co. Tipperary, 
Bom at Old Leighlin, Co. Carlow, on tho 18‘J|^ Febru- 
ary 1826. — Entered tho Bengal Army in 1843. Arrived 
in India in July of the same year, and at once proceeded 
to Ferozeporo and joined the N. I., to which, 

in anticipation of his arrival, ho had Ixion posted on 
the 16^’‘ of tlio preceding month. In 1844 he marched 
with the rogimoiit to Karnal, wlienco ho accompanied 
it to Benares in 18t5, to Barrackj)or 0 in 1846, and to 
Mirzapur in the winter of 1847-4S. On tho outbreak 
of the second Sikh War he moved up with the 
regiment to Ferozopoi*o, and he was with it while it 
formed part of the Reserve Force at Jagraon during 
the Punjab Campaign of 1848-49. In 1849 he accom- 
panied tho regiment to Wazirabad, whence, in the 
following year, ho proceeded ^yitll it to Cawnporo and 
afterwards to Banda. In July 1853 he went home on 
furlough, and he was absent from India until October 
1855. On tho day after his arrival ho was appointed 
to do duty with a body of recruits at Dum-Dum, and 
having boon detained there a mouth and then sent up 
to Allahabad on duty with these recruits, ho was 
unable to rejoin his regiment, at Ambala, until early 
in 1856. Ho w.aB afterwards for some time, in tho 
.winter of 1856-57, attached to the Ambala depot for 
musketry instruction. He was with his rogpment 
when tho mutinies broke out in 1857, but was left 
behind, sick, when tho corps marched from Ambala on 
the 22*1 May. He died at Ambala on the IS^*!^ June 
1857. ^ 

Notb.— The 60^1^ N. 1. marched from Ambala as part of We 
Delhi Field Force, but as tho regiment wasiu a diaaffaotad 
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eoB^tioiii it wis not considered eipedient to keep it witk the 
foice and aooordinglv* on the 27^^ May, it was oetaohed from 
Marnal to Bohtak, where it mutinied on th^ J une. The 

British officers of the corps all fortunately escaped. 

Doyne. Philip Kavanagh, Lieutenant-Colonel 
(1848—1900). — Tahlete at Ainhala and Rawal Pindi^ 
Noi. 272 and 808.— The eldest son of Richard Doyne, 
Esq., of Homnitage, Co. Dublin (who was a cadet 
of the Doynes of Wells, Co. Wexford), by Susanna, 
his wife daughter of Thomas Kayanagh, Esq., of 
Borris, Co. Carlow, Bom on the 11^*^ April 1848.— • 
ljiiterodH.M.’s Service (from the Royal Mily. College) 
on the 14**» March 1868 as an Ensign in the Foot 
which ho joined at Sialkot early in 1869. At the end of 
ihq same year he accompanied the regiment to Peshawar, 
1^ on the 16^^ March 1870 he was promoted to the rank 
of Lieutenant. In January 1871 ho wont homo on 
leave, and the regiment returning home the same year, 
he rejoined it at Dover in January 1872. On the 
Id*-** December 1874 ho exchanged into the Hussars, 

which he joined at Lucknow early in 1875, but in the 
following August he was again obliged to return home on 
account of the state of his health. He joined at Luck- 
now in the succeeding year, and served ihove with hia 
regiment until early in 1880, when ho w^as sent homo for 
a tour of duty at the depot. On the 9^** February 1882 
he was advanced to the i*ankof Captain. In the autumn 
•of the same year he rejoined his regiment at Muttra, and 
ho served with it thei-e until November 1884, when 
he accompanied it to Bombay and embarked with it for 
Natal. Ho lotumed homo with the regiment in 
November 1885, and served with it at Norwich, 
Colchester and Manchester. On the 3*^ August 18S7, 
he was promoted to the rank of Major in the 4*^^' 
Dragoon Guards, which he joined in Dublin. On tho 
7th March 1892 he was promoted to tho rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel, and in Septoml)er 1894 ho embarked 
for India in command of the regiment. Having lauded 
in the following month, ho proceeded with the regiment 
to Rawal Pindi, and ho served with it there until, having 
completed tho prescribed period in command, he was 
placed on half -pay on the 7^** March 1896. On the 17*'** 
June following ho retired* from tho service, and exactly 
four years later, on the 17^** June 1900, ho died at Simla.

Drurfimond, James, Major (1808 — 1852).— 
Orave at Simla, No, 328. — Bom at Earlston, Co. 
Dumfries, in October 1808, — Entered tlio Bengal 
Army in 1825. Arrived in India in May 1826, and was 
sent up to Mirzapur, to do duty with tho 4*** Extra 
N. I. On the 26*** September following ho was posted 
to tho 19*** N. 1., then stationed at Nasirabad, but 
having shortly afterwards proceeded on leave to 
Calcutta, and been subsequently diioetod, on the expiry 
of his leave in March 1827, to join and do duty with 
the 49^** N. 1. at Mirzapur until the middle of tho 
following September, he did not join his own regiment 
at Nasirabad until November 1827. In tho winter of 
1828-29 ho accompanied tho regiment to Bareilly. Ho 
subsequently served with it at Hansi from 1830 to 
1832, and in tho cold season of 1832-33 ho proceeded 
with it to Barrackpore. In February 1834 ho was 
appointed acting adjutant to a wing of the regiment 
detached from Barrackpore to Benares on escort duty, 
and ho held the appointment until tho return of tho wing 
to regimental head-quarters in the summer. In N ovom- 
ber 1835 he proceed^ with the regiment to Cuttack, 
and he served with it there until December 1836, when 
he was appointed to superintend tho drilling of a local 
company of iiTOgulars ; he was subsequently appointed 
to the command of this, the Khurda Paik Company, 
and was in actual command until the end of February 
1838, when he proceeded on sick leave to the Himalayas, 
He was still ob leave in March 1839, when he was 
4ii|>tKnnted Sooond-in-Command of the Elamaon Local 
Battalioii, bat he immediately joined the corps at 


Lohdghtt, and he eontinued serving with it there antiL 
March 1842, when he was ordmd to proceed to Ferose- 
pore and rejoin his own regiment, which was theit 
under orders for Sindh. He accompanied tho 19^** 
Sukknr and served with it there until the following^ 
October, when, his health failing, he was sent back ‘ to 
Ferozopore. In March 1843, as the regiment waa 
returning from Sindh, he was permitted to rejoin the 
Kamaon Battalion, and having done so, he officiated as 
Commandant from April to October following. Lt 
December 1846, ho ai^oompanied the battalion from 
Lohughat to Almora. In November 1847 ho wae 
advanced to the }X)sition of Commandant, which he hold 
for nearly four years. In December 1 850 he pi'ocoedod 
with tho head-quarters and tho right wing of tlie batia* 
lion to Dehra, where he continued serving until Soptem-’ 
ber 1851, when ho resigned the appointment of Command* 
ant and went on leave for three months. Ho rejoined 
the 19^** N. 1. at Budhi-pind in January 1852, and he 
held command of tho regiment until tho 7*** April follow- 
ing, when extreme ill-health comiielled him to x>rocood 
on leave to Simla, at which place ho died on the 26**^ 
of the same month. 

Drummond, John Gavir, (7.17. Lieutenant- 
Colonel (1788 — 1&51 ). — Grave at Jheluni, No, 768,— 
Born in Edinburgh in 178S. — Entered tho Bengal 
Army in 1807, Arrived in India in Noveml)er 18D8» 
and in the usual course was sent to the Cadet College 
at Barasat. Having passed out in July 1809, he wan 
directed on tho 26*** of that month to do duty with 
tho 1»* Bathvlion 8*** N. 1., at Barrackpore. On tho 
of tho following month ho was posted to tho 2‘* Battalioix 
3** N. I., then stationed at Aligarh, but having boon di- 
rected to remain wtth the 1*** Battalion 8*^** until further 
orders, ho continued sowing with that corps for twenty- 
one mouths. In Julv ISIO, on tho I"** Battalion 8*** being 
ordered to Balasoro, he was directed to join his proper 
corps, but this order was afterwards rescinded and ho 
accompanied tho Imitalion to that place, and served with 
it there until the end of April 1811, Ho then prooeoded 
to tlio Up[)er Provinces and joined the 2** Battalion 
3** N. I. at Rowari, from which placo ho marched with • 
it to Delhi in 1812, and thence to Karnal early in 1813. 
On his promotion to tho rank of Lieutenant being 
notified ho was reposted, January 1813, to tho 
2** Battalion 3‘*, with which, 011 tho Gurkha War 
breaking out in the autumn of tho following year, 
ho proceeded on sew ice in tho Division under iho 
command of Colonel (afterwards Sir David) Ochtor- 
lony. Towards tho end of November IS 14 ho wao 
apfKuntod to offioiato as liitorprotor and Quainter -Master 
to tho battalion and, at tlio same time, to act as Staff 
Officer to the Reserve of Ochterlony’s Division, and in 
this {Kisiiion ho served throughout t.ho campaign of 
1814-15 in the Nortli- Western Himalayas, taking part 
in tho capture of Nalagarh and Ramgarh and at tho 
re<luction, after severe fighting, of Malaon, which led 
to tlio BUiTondcr of Amar Sing Thapa and tho whole of 
the Gurkha forces from tho Sulhq to tho Jumna. Oh 
tho conclusion of tho war ho prootjodod with tho liattalion 
to Etawa, and while serving there in Mareh 1816 ho waa 
made ]x$i*manent in tho appointment of Intoi'iireter and 
Quarter- Master, which ho subsequently held for six years 
and-a-half. In 1818 he acconipaniod tho liatialion to 
Banda, whence ho [iroccoded with it to Saugor in 1819, 
and to Agra in 1821. In SoptcmlKir 1 S22 he was appoint- 
ed to officiate in tho Quartor- Master Genorars Depart- 
ment, and he was employed fluririg the next eighteen 
months in the survey and construction of a road from 
Mirzapur to Saugor. In April 1623 ho was apiiointofl a 
Dopy. Asst. Qr. Mr. GcnI. of the third class, and in tho 
spring of tho following year bo lj<K»kino Su|)orintondezit 
of Roads in Central India, In May 1824 ho was ap- 
pointed a Depy. Asst. Qr. Mr. Genl. of the second class, 
and in the same month, on tho re-organisaiion of tlvU 
Army taking placo, he was posted to tho 6^** N. L In. 
tho summer of tho same year, tho first Burmeso Wnrr 
being then in progrosSi he was transferred to tho 
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Chittagong frontier, and in the spring of 1825 ho 
aenrod aa a Deny. Asst. Qnarter-MoBter Gonl, with the 
force (Afterwards styled the Sonth-EoBtem Diyision) 
'Under the eommand of Brigadier- General MorriBon, 
wrhioh defeated the BarmoBo on the Padha Hills, at 
Ifahati, and, finally, on the heights overlooking the town 
ef Arakan, and accomplished the conquest of the 
extensive province of the same name. (For these and 
earlier services he afterwards received the India War 
Hedal with ‘clasps for Nepal and Ava). Towards the 
«nd of 1825 he returned from Arakan on sick leave, on 
the expiration of which he was posted, as Dopy, 
Asst. Qr. Mr. Genl., to Cawnpore; but ho was shortly 
afterwards transferred from that station and appointed 
to Buperintend tho construction of roads in the Jnbbul- 
pore and Saugor districts, and in September 1826 he was 
appointed to the general control and superintondcnco of 
Toads in the Saugor and Narbadda Territories. In 
January 1829 be was advanced to tbo position of a 
Depy. Asst. Qr. Mr. Gcnl. of tho first class and 
appointed Superintendent of Roads in (Central India, 
and he continued in this position until tho end of 1831, 
when he was api)oi:jted Su|joriiitendoiit of Roads in tho 
Jumna Doab, his suj)eriuiend(mco being limited 
fiubsoquontly to the road lietwooii Allahabad and Delhi, 
and extended afterwards, in 1S34, to roads in liotlt 
Central India and in tho Doab. In April 1837 ho was 
promoted to Second Asst. Qr. Mr. Genl., and ho con- 
tinued in that position until Aj)ril 1838, when his 
services were placed at tho disposal of the Governor- 
General and ho was appointed to survey a line of road 
from Agra to Bombay, va<?atiug his apfiointnicnt in the 
Quartci -Master General’s Department. In the suiwey and 
constniction of this road he was employed until Novem- 
ber 1840, when ho i)rocecdod on leave to tho Lower 
Provinces, eventually going homo on furlough in May 
1841. Ho returned to India in Noveniher 1842, and in 
January 1843 ho was appoijitecl Depy. Quarter Master 
General of tho Army and posted to CawTiporo. Thence, 
towards tho end of tho year, ho was called up to tbo 
bead-qnaHers of the Army, with whi(?h ho served in 
tho Gwalior Campaign and was present at tho battle of 
• Mabarajpnr (Bronze Star, promoted to Lieutenant- 
Colonel by brevet, and nominated a Companion of tho 
Order of the Bath). On tho conolnsion of tho cam- 
paign bo was posted as Dopy. Qr. Mr. Genl. to Mcemt, 
and ho proceeded to tliat station in tho s])ring of 1844. 
On bis promotion to tho rank of regimental Licniteiiant- 
Cofonel Ixjing notified, he w as postcid, March 1 844, to 
the Cl*’*' N. 1., but in the following Dcccmlxjr ho was 
wmoved to tho rolls of the 42'* . In Deooiiiber 1845, 
tm the outbreak of the first Sikh War, ho. i)rococde(l to 
the front with tho Meerut force, and, as Depy. Qr. Mr. 
Genl., be served in the latter part of tho Sutlej Cam- 
paign, including tlie battle of Sobraon (M()dai). On 
4he termination of the war ho returned to Mo(u*ut, at 
which place and afterwards in tho North-Western 
Provinces generally, he was employed on various 
departmental duties for upwards of two ycjars. 
During this ]mio(l lie w’as transferred to tho 48'** N. I. 
in March 184G, to tbo 24’*‘ N. I. towards the end of 
the same month, to the 14*** N. I. in January 1847, to 
ilie 73'^ in the following month, and finally to tho 
80^*> N. I. in May 1847, but, continuing in the discharge 
of tho duties of his staff appointmtjnt, ho never joined 
any of these regiments. In July 1848, on tho forma- 
tion of tho Multan Field Force, ho w\as attached to it 
os Depy. Quarter-Master General, and in that capacity , 
lie served throughout tho Punjab Cam]>aign of 1848-41), 
including tho first siege of Multan, tbo second siege and 
capture of tho place, and the battle of Cujerat t Medal 
and two clasps). After tho termination of tho cam- 
paign ho was retained at Army Head- Quarters, and 
continued in the discharge of the ordinary duties of his 
appointment until the 1®^ December 1849, when he was 
xominated to officiate as Qaaiter-Master General of the 
Army. In this appointment ho was made permanent 
9 ZI the 8th Febroaiy 1850, but he held it for lesa than . 


two years. In 1851* he jprooeede^ as nsiial, on tour 
with the Commander*iii«Chief (Sir William 
and he died in JEQs Excellency’s camp at Elhaxian^ in 
the Jhelum district, on the 11» Decenuber following. 

Drysdale, James St. Clair, Ensign (e. 1842 — 
1862). — Grave at Jalozai^ No. 992. — Entered H. M.’s 
Service on the 9^*^ March 1860 as an Ensign in the 93*^ 
Foot (the Sutherland Highlanders), and joined the 
depot of that regiment at Aberdeen. Game out to India 
at the end of 1861, joined the corps at Bawal Hndi, and 
early in 1862 proceeded with it to Peshawar. He 
accompanied tho regiment when, in October 1862, 
moved into camp on account of a severe outbreak of 
cholera, and he died of that disease on the 23^ of the 
same month, between Armur and Jalozai, in the 
Peshawar District. 

Dubigrnon de Talbot, Robert Walter (1809—- 

1867). — Grave at Ludhiana, No. 589. Born in France 
in 1809. — We first hear of this gentleman as Captain 
Commandant of tho Begum Samru’s Body Guard in 
1834-35. From that service ho was introduced 
General Ventura (whoso sister-in-law ho had maiTied) 
into that of the Maharaja Ranjit Singh, but nothing is 
known as to when and under what circumstances ho 
quitted the Siicli service. lie died at Ludhiana in 1867. 

Not re.- M. Dubignon dc Talbot married at Sardhana, on tho 
2d J miliary 1835> Misa Helen Moses, sitter- in-law of General 
Ventura (q. v ). Diis lady died at Ludliiana on tho 4*1' October 
3850, and lies buried there (see No. 585) near her sister, Madame 
Ventura. 

Duff in, Adam, Lieu fenanf -Colonel (1788-1838).— 
Grave at Baluiwalpur, No, 898. — Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1804. Arriv(3d in India in April 1806, and on 
tho 1®** February 1807 was posted to the 7**' Native 
Cavalry, which ho joined at G hazipur. In November 
1807 ho ac(Jonipanied the) regiment to Partabgarh, and 
in the following year he served with it in some minor 
operations against various refractory zamindars and 
IK)tty chiefs in Oudh. At tho end of 1808 ho pro- 
ceeded with tho regiment to Muttra, and thence, almost 
immediately on arrival, in January 1809^ to (lurgaon. 
In the latter year, anti again in 1810, ho was employed 
witli the regiment in the suppression of disturbances 
in llariana, whence, in November 1810, aftei* much 
harassing service, ho accompanied the corps to Ludhi- 
ana. At ilio end of 1812 ho inarched with the regiment 
to Meerut, whence, on tlie outbreak of th^ war with 
Nopal in ilio autumn of 1814, ho accomjianicd a poi*tion 
of the corps which had been detailed to form part of 
the Field Division under tho commancl of Major-General 
Gillespie, and with it he took part iii tho operations in 
tho Dchra Dun, including tho blockade of Kalanga. 
With this detachment ho I’ejoined the I'egiment at Meerut 
early in 1815, and he shortly afterwards accompanied 
tho corps to Muttra. Early in 1817 ho proceeded with 
the regiment on service, and was present with it at tho 
siege and reduction of Ilathras. He returned to Muttra 
with tho colics on the conclusion of these operations, 
but in the autumn of tho same year ho was, on tha 
formation of tho Grand Army, again called out with 
it, and ho thereafter served with it throughout tho 
Mahratta — Pindari War of 1817-18, taking pai*t in many 
arduous 0]X)rationB, including tho eduction of Dhamoni, 
the capture of Mandate, the re-occupation of Multai, 
tho actions of Harda and Burdai, in the Baitul valley, 
and the operations in tho Mahadco Hills against Apa 
Sahib, the ex-Rajah of Nagpur, and his Ooud and 
Arab adherents. On tho tei’mination of these operationa 
ho was stationed with tho regiment at Hoshangabad, 
on tho Narbadda, whence in May 1819 he went on leavo 
to Meerut. Ho rejoined at Kaita in March 1820, and 
early in 1821 he marched with the rogimont to Karnal. 
In the courso of the succeeding ton years, he ac- 
companied the corps to Neemuch at the end of 
1822, to Nasirabad in October 1824, to Karnal in the 
spring of 1826, to Kaita in December 1828, and to Mhow. 
in December 1831. In January 1833 he went on leavr 
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io Boxxil»j, and ihenoe to Singapore and China, and 
WM absent from India for a jw. Dnrinff his absence 
he attained the rank of Lieatenant-CoTone1| and was 
at first, in June 1833, re-posted to the 7^ Light 
Cavalry, bat in the following December he was trana- 
fiened to the 2^ Light Cavalry, and, returning from 
China, ho joined and took command of this corps at 
Neemuch in (ho spring of 1834. In the autumn of the 
name year he commanded the regiment on the occasion 
of the demonstration against Jodhpur, returning after- 
wards to Neemuch, whence, in the winter of 1835-36, 
he marched with the coi*pB to Meerut. In the autumn 
of 1838 he proceeded with the regiment to Ferozepore, 
and thence marched in command of it with tlio Army 
of the Indus, on the expedition to Afghanistan. His 
aUhre in that movement was, however, very small, for 
he died in camp near Bahawalpur, on the Sutlej, on 
the 28*** December 1838, being the first officer who 
died with the Army of the Indus after it marched from 
Ferozepore. 

Note. — liieutenant-Colouel (then Lieutenant) Dnffin wjia married 
at Mnttra, on tlie lOth August 1K15, to Mary Anne, eldest daugliter 
of Colonel (iregory Hioknmii, of the llengal luf&uiry. Several 
of his sons followed liini into the Bengal Army. 

Duffin, Robert, (1S21— 1874).— (7rurc at 

Simla j No, 378.-" Son of Lieu tenant- Colonel Adam 
Duffin, of tho Bengal Cavalry. Born in camp at 
Shikarpur, Bulandshalir District, on tho 19*-** February 
lS21.-:^Entered tho Bengal Army in 1841. Was al- 
ready in tho couTitry when nominated to a Cadetship ; 
was formally admitted into tho service in Tn^a on tho 
2*^ February 1842 ; and on the 14^’‘ of the same month 
was ordered up to Barraekporo to do duty with tho 
66*** N. T. In June 1842 ho was ])ostod to the 58'** N. I., 
which he joined at Mirzapur. In tho autumn of 1843 
ho Tnai*chpd with tho regiment en rouk to Saugor ; 
boforo it could reacrh its destination, how^over, tho corps 
was detailed to form part of the left wing of tlu^ Army 
of Gwalior, and ho was present with it at the battle of 
Paniar \ Bjorizo Star). On tho conclusion of tho cam- 
paign he j)rocecdod with tho regiment to ♦Iubbulj)oi*o, 
arriving thortv in April 1844, and from that stf^tion 
ho marched with it to Mhow in tho spring of 1840. 
On the formation of tho Army of the Pun jab, in tho 
autumn of 1848, tlio rogiment w'as ordered up to 
Ferozepore, and ho accompanied it io that station, 
arriving thoru early in DocomlxT, and throughout the 
campaign of 1848-49 lio served with tho eorp.s in tho 
Reserve Force assembled at Jagraon. In April 1849 
ho aceorapanied the regiment to Lahore, whence ho 
proceeded wdtli it to Iloshiarpur in March 1S50, to 
Jheluni in Novornhor 1853, and to Rawal Pindi in April 
1856. Ho was Avith the corps Avhori it was disarmed, at 
RaAval Pindi in July I S57, and he continued serving with 
it there until May 1859, wliorj, having Injen rearmed, 
tho regiment was moved up to Peshawar. In tho autumn 
of the same year ho w’^ent on leave, and in January ISGO 
ho proceeded to Europe on furlough. He returned to 
India in January ISO I and rejoined bi.s regiment at 
Peshawar, hut tho corps Avas soon afterwards disbanded, 
and on tho P* June following he AViis directed to do 

general duty at that station. In tlio succeeding 
August he Avas appointed to do duty Avith tho 4**‘ (tho 
lato 33*^ ) N. I., Avhich w^as also at Peshawar, and in 
tho winter of 1861-62 ho accompanied that regiment 
to Ambala. Soon afterwards, in May ] SG2, having 
been promoted to tho rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, ho 
was directed to do “ general duty ” at that station. In 
this position, varie<i by leave to Simla during tho 
summer months, ho continued until Januaiy 1874, Avhen 
ho succooded to tho Colonel’s adlowanco. Thereafter he 
was ijermitted to reside at Ambala. Ho died at 
Simla (where ho Avas residing temporarily) ^n tho 7^** 
November 1874, from injuries sustained in a fall from 
his horse.

Dunlopf John, Limiienant^Oolonel (c.l790^l84(^.«* 
Grave ai Simla, No» 301.— •Entered the Bengal Amy 
in 1SD7. Arrived in India in November 18oS. and la 
the usual course Avas sent to the Cadet College at 
Barasat. On the August 1809 he waa posted to 
the I"* Battalion 4*** N. I., then stationed at Etawa. 
Having been discharged from Barasat in October 1809, 
he was, in tho following month, sent to the Upper 
Provinces, and ho eventually joined his battalion at 
Benares early in ISIO. At tho end of 1812 he aooom- 
paniod tho corps to Fatehgarh, and he ‘ served with it 
there until October 1813, when ho was appointed to 
do duty with tho Mirzapur Local Battoliou. He 
continued with this corps until tho end of May 1814^ 
when, being in liad health, ho proceeded to tho Presi- 
dency, and thonce on prolonged leavo to sea, re- 
maining absent from India until tho spring of IS 17. 
Having been re-posted to tho P* Battalion 4*b on pro- 
motion to tho rank of Lieutenant, ho rejoined that 
corps at Alinora, whence, at the end of tho year, 
he occonipauiod it to Bareilly. In Soptombor 1818 he 
Avas appointed to tho !•* Battalion of Volunteers form- 
ed for service in Coylon, Avhero an outbreak liad takes 
]>Iaco, and having omharkod with it in October, he 
soiwod with tho corps in that it»land until January 
1S20, employed on various desultory services against 
the rcliols. Ho returned to Bengal in February 1820, 
and the volunteor battalion having l)eon broken up 
in Mari^h, liii wont on leave for a brief (loriod, pro- 
jiaratory to rejoining tho 1®* Battalion 4*** at Muttra. 
On tho 30*k Mandi, how'ovor, ho Avas transferred 
to the 2** Battalion 4***, and on the expiration of 
liisleaAH^, in June, ho procoodod to tho Up|X>r Prov- 
inces (on duty wdili a l)ody of nowly-ap|H)intod offi- 
cers), and joined tho corps at Allahabad, whonco at 
tho ond of tlio yi'ar ho aiusompanicd it to Siiltanpiir, 
in Oudli. At tho end of January 1S21 ho w^as apj)oinU 
od Adjutant of tho 1®* Battalion 4*** , which ho joined 
Xorilnvith at Miitfcra, and with it in tho following 
year ho marched to Jubbulpore. In tho gonoral 
reorganisation of May 182 1 ho was promoied to the 
rank of Captain and posted to tho 23'^ N. I. (late 2** 
Battalion 4**'), but in tho following Soptombor ho waa 
directed to eontinuo doing duty with tho 7*** N, I. (late I®*- 
Battalion 4‘*‘) until further orders, and alxiut tho same 
time, on tho formalion of tlio 1®* Bathilioiiof Grenadiora, 
ho Avas appointed to it, with tho Grenadier Company 
of the 23'* N. 1. With this corps ho sorvod at Cliitta- 
gotig and in Arakan during tho first Burmoso War, 
oiMJupyirig at one time, from Docembor 1S25 to Maroh 
1S2G, the jiosition of Offg- Port Adjutant at Arakan, In 
April 1S2G ho returned to Bengal with tho 1"^ Grenadier 
B.'ittalion ami accorapauiod it to Dinaporo, where it waa 
broken up. lie then rejoinod his own regiment, tho 23'^ 

N. I., at Alinora, and served with there until Jnno 1828, 
Avheft he proceeded on leave to Calcutta. In August 
1S2S ho wont homo on furlough, and ho wa,s alisont 
from India for nearly four years. On his return 
in Juno 1832 he Avas sent to tho Upper Provinces in 
charge of a doUicliment of reernits, and ho rojoinoil 
his regiment at Karnal in the autumn. In Novomlier 
1834 he accompanied tho corps on service to Uaifuitana^ 
on the oecaHioii of tho demonstration against tliO 
refractory Raja of Jodhpur, ujiou whose submission ha 
proceeded with tho regiment to Nocmiich. In Novom- 
her IS37 he marclicd with the (?orps to Agra, from 
Avliich .station he proceeded on sick leavo to Simla in 
April 1840 ; and ho died at that place on tho July 
following.

Dunlop, Robert, Ensign (a, 1824— 1843).— 
at Suhathu, No, 418. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1840. 
Arrived in India in February 1841, and in the folbw- 
iag aonih waa aeut up to Ghazipor to do duty witk 
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ihe 2* Eoropeaai Regiment, On the !■* April following 
he was posted .'to the 50^^ N. I., then stationed at Sans or. 
but he never j^ed that regiment, and on the of 
May he was transferred to the Earopoan Light 
In|antry. He joined this regiment at Kamal, and in 
» the autumn of 1842 ho accompanied it to Ferozepore, 
at which place it formed part of the Army of Reserve. 
On the breaking up of the Army he proceeded with the 
regiment to Subathu, arriving there at the end of 
March 1843| and at that place he died on the July 
following. 

Dunne, James, Oaplain (c. 1812— 1845).— TofiZet 
at Ferozepore^ No. 442. — ^Entered H. M.’s Service on the 
27**' April 1829 as an Ensign in the 44^^ Foot. Ho 
pxooeedod to bdia before the end of t“e year and 

J 'oined the regiment at Gawnporo, and on the 17*** 
tovember 1832 he was promoted to the rank of Lieut- 
enant. In the winter of 1833-34 ho proceeded with 
the regiment to Cbinsura, whence in January 1835 lie 
accompanied it to Fort William. On the May 1835 
he was transfeiTed to the 9**^ Foot, joined the regiment 
at Calcutta on its arrival from the Mauritius in the 
following November, and proceeded with it to Chinsura 
in Januaiy 1836. In December 1838 he accompanied 
the regime* it to Hazaribagh, whence he proceeded with 
it to Agta in the spring of 1840, and to Meerut in the 
succeeding October. When the regiment loft Meerut for 
Ferozepore in December 1841, en row /e to Afghanistan 
on service,, he was left at Meerut in command of the 
xegimental depot, and ho remained in command until 
the corps returned to the British provinces, when ho 
rejoined it and accompanied it to Subathu in April 
1843. On the 19*** August 1843 he was promoted to 
the rank of Captain. In March 1844 ho moved with 
the regiment to Kasauli, whence in Novcmlior 1845 ho 
inarched with it to Ambala. On the outbreak of the 
first Sikh War he accompanied the regiment into the 
field in the Army of the Sutlej, and was present with 
it in the battles of Mudki and Firozshahr, in the latter 
•f which he fell,— 21»* December 1845. 

Dunning, William, Lieutenant and Adjutant 
(c. 1815.— 1846). - -^rar^! at Kasauli ; monument at 
Ferozepore, No» 474. — Having served many years 
in the ranks of tlio 53‘i Foot and attained the 
rank of Sergeant-Major, he was appointed Adjutant 
of the regiment, with the rank of Ensign, on the 
July 1844. In the following month lie embarked with 
the logimont for Bengal, landed at Calcutta on the 30^*^ 
December, and in January 1845 proceeded with the 
corps to Chinsura. In the spring of the .samo year lie 
marched with the regiment to Cawnpore, whence ho 
proceeded with it to Agra in Octolier, and to Delhi in 
December. In January 1846 ho proceeded with the 
corps to join the Army of the Sutlej, and a junqjiion 
having been efEectod with the force under the command 
of Sir HaiTy Smith, at Jagraon, on tlm 21«S ho was 
present with the corps in the action of Badhowal and 
the battle of Aliwal, and later, after joining the main 
body of the Army, in the battle of Sobraon, in which 
last, 10*** Februai-y 1846, ho was very sovovoly wounded. 
On the 11*** February,' censoquont on a casualty in the 
battle, ho was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant, 
In the following month he was despatched, with other 
wounded officers and men, to the hills, but ho did not 
live to roach his destination, having died of his wounds 
at Kalka on the 6*** April 1846. His remains were 
oanded up to Kasauli and there interred. 

Du and, Sir Henry Marion, K.O.S.L, G.B., 
Major General (1812—1871 ). — Grave at Dera Ismail 
Khan, No. 1090 ; tablet at Tank, No, 1093.— Son of 
Colonel the Hon^ble llonry Percy, C.B., formerly of the 
7 th Foot (the Royal Fusiliers) and the 14*h Light 
dragoons, who was Aide-do-Camn to Sir John Moore at 
Corunna and to the Duke of Wellington at Waterloo, 
and was specially deputed by tho^Duke to carry 
home the Waterloo despatches; grandson of the first 


Earl^ of Beverley, and great-grandson^ of the finl 
(Smithson) Duke of Northumberland. Bom on the 
gth November 1812. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1828 
Soiled for India in October 1829 in the H. B. I. O.^g. 
ghip Lady Holland, but that vessel having been 
wrecked on Dasson Island, near Table Bay, on the 
13*h February following, he proceeded, after a detention 
of three weeks at Capo Town, in the Moira, and even*- 
tually reached Fort William on the 22'* May, On the 
19*h of the following month ho was ordered to pro* 
ceod to the upper country and place himself under 
the orders of the Superintending Enginerr, N.-W. 
Provinces, lindor whom he served, at JS^oerut and 
Laudour, until February 1832. He was then em* 
ployed under Major Colvin, Su])erinteadent of Canals 
in the Delhi Territory, until Juno 1834, when he was 
appointed Assistant Superintendent of Feroze Shakes 
Canal. In June 1837 his services wore placed at 
the disposal of tho Government of the N.-W. Prov- 
inces for tho purpose of reporting on tho dminage 
of tho Najafgarh Jhil, in tho Delhi Ten*itory, and he 
was so employed until September 183S, when ho 
was placed under tho orders of the Commander-in- 
Chief and appointed Asst. Surveyor with the force 
then being organised for service beyond the North- 
Western Frontier,— the Army of the Indus. He wag 
employed with that army throughout tho campaign 
of 1838-39 in Afghanistan, including tho occupation 
cf Kandahar, tho expedition to Girishk, the storm 
and captui*o of Ghazni (Modal), and the occupation 
of Kabul^ At the capture of Ghazni his services 
wore of a specially distinguished character, he having 
headed tho explosion ])arty and fii'ed tho train which 
blow in the Kabul Gate of the fortress, through which 
an entrance was effected by our tuoops. On the 23^ 
August his services were plaised by Sir J ohn Koane^ 
Commanding tho Forces in Aghanistan, at the disposal 
of the Envoy and Minister at tho Court of H. M. 
Shah Shuja-ttl-Mulk, but a strong difference of opinion 
having arisen between tho Envoy and himself as to 
where and how tho British troops to bo retained at 
Kabul should be housed, ho decided on %loclining tho 
employment offered to him, and on the 6**^ Octolxjr ho 
was peniiitted, at his own request, to rosume his dutieg 
08 a surveyor with the Army of tho Indus. Ho ro- 
turnod to Hindustan with Sir John Keane early in 
1840, and after a brief interval s|)ent on leave, ho wag 
appointed in Octolier 1840 to tho charge of “ lixe Survey 
and Executive'* of tho Rohilkhaud Canals. In Febru- 
ary 1841 ho went homo on furlough, and was absent 
from India until tho end of Febmaiy 1842, when he 
came out with Lord Ellenlwrough in tho capacity of 
Aide-de-Camp ; from tho date of landing, however, he 
was appointed Private Secretary to His Lordship. He 
thereafter accompanied Lord Ellenborongh in all his 
movements, was with him in tho Army of Reserve 
at Pcrozepoi’e in 1842-43, and in tho Gwalior Campaign 
of 1843-4'1*, including tho battle of Maliai*ajpur (Bronze 
Star), and ho I'omainod in this position until His Lord- 
ship was recalled and left India in Juno 1844. On 
Lord Ellonborough*sdopai*ture ho was appointed Pri- 
vate Socrotary to His Lordship’s temporary successory 
and remained in the post until the arrival of Sir Henry 
Hardingo towards the end of July. In Septomlxn* 1844 
ho was appointed to succeed Major Broadfoot as Com- 
missioner of the Tonasserim Provinces, and he hold that 
important post until the end of 1846,^^ Avhon, in conse- 
quence of a disagreement with the President in Councily 
he was arbitrarily removed from his appointment and 
recalled to Bengal. In January 1347 ho went home on 
furlough, and was absent from India until early in 
December 1848. Immediately on his return ho roceived 
orders to proceed express to Ferozeporo and join the 
Army of the Punjab. He joined that Army beyond tho 
Chonab on the 3‘* January 1849, and, in attendanoe on 
the Commander-in-Chief, was present at the battle of 
Chilianwala, and afterwards, attached to tho Third 
Division under Brigadier* General Campbell, at that of 
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' Guierat (Modal and two clasps, and promotod to the rank 
of Major by brevet). Towards the end of March 1849 
his florvicos were placed at the disposal ,of the Foreign 
Department, and on the last day of May he was ap- 
pointed Offg. Assistant to the Governor- Goiwral’s 
Agent for the Affairs of Sindhia’s Dominions ; and he con- 
tinued in this situation until the end of the following Oc- 
tober, when ho was appointed Political Agent at Bhoi)al 
in succession* to Captain .1. D. Cunningham (q.v.). In 
September 1851 ho was appointed to officiate tempo- 
rarily as Resident at the Court of the Raja of Nagpur, 
and remained in that post for two months. In Novom- 
Iwr 1851 ho resumed the duties of his a})poiiitinont at 
Bhopal, and ho continued in that situation until Decem- 
ber 1S53, when ho wont home on furlough. lie re* 
tufnod to India in January 185G, and on the April 
following his services wei’o placed at the disposal of the 
Dept, of Public Woi'ks, in which ho was appoint- 
ed, from that date, to bo Sui>enntending Engineer, First 
Circle, N.-W. Provinces, but io officiate for a 
time as Superintending Engineer, First Circle, Lon\>r 
Provinces ; and on certain chaiigcs .and transfers heiiig 
made in the ])e})ai*tincrit in tho following October, ho 
was ro-appointod to officiate in the lattei* appointment. 
In March 1857 his services were placed temporarily at 
tho di 8 ]) 08 al of tho Foreign D(?partmcnt, liy which ho 
was a])poiutod OiTg. Commissioner in Nimar, and 
to lake charge of the Central India Ag(‘ncy at In don?. 
Ho took up the appointment of acting Agent to the 
Governor- General at liidoro on the 5ih April, ainl was 
still holding it when, on tlio 1*’^ Jtily, the wave of disturb- 
ance caused by the revolt of the Bengal Ariify reached 
that place, and resulted in Holksir’s troops breaking out 
in open mutiny and, in conjunction with tluj rablJo of 
tho (uty, attacking the Residency, lie defended the 
Bosidoncy as long as it was tenable and then rctieatcd to 
Sehoro, whence ho proceeded to lloshangabad, and 
afterwards to Asirgarh. At the last-mcntioiiod place 
ho mot and joined a column under tho cotmiiand of 
Brigadier Stuart, which was moving up against tho 
Central India rebels, and with it ho marched to Afhow, 
near Indoi-o. Subsofiuontly, as Political OlTKJer, ho 
accomfiaiiied Brigadier Stuart’s force into tho field, and 
was present with it in various operations against mnti- 
noors and rcl)el.s, including tho siege and ca])turo of 
Dhar and the actions of ^landisor, Gnraria, Ac. (^IcMlal 
and clasp ; [U’omobMl to tlie rank of (’oloncl by brevet ; 
and created .a Companion of tho Order of the Bath). In 
Docomlxjr 1857, on tho return of tlio permanent in- 
cumlxint from Europe, Jiis a|)pointinont as Acting .Agent 
to tho Governor- General for Central India came to an 
end ; ho wont down io Bombay, and tlienco proctieded 
by sea io Calcutta, wlnu’O ho arrived in .Tanuary IS.5S ; 
but ho remained uiicin])loyod until Jie;ir tlie end of 
April, w'hon ho was ordered to join the Governor- 
General at Allahahad. On arrival there ho was placed 
on special duty in connection with tlio vc- organisation 
of the Indian Armies, an important matter whicli at 
that time ocjoiipicd tlio attention of tho Goviu’nmcnt, 
and ho was thus oniiiloyod until tho middle of Septem- 
ber, when ho was ordoi’ed to proceed to tho PrcsidoiKjy 
and thence^ to England, for tho purpose of confon’ing 
with tho Homo authorities on tho <|UC.stion of tlio re-con- 
struction of the Indian Armies, and of giving ovidenco 
before a Commission that was to Ixi assenililed to 
consider that matter, llo went home accordingly to- 
wards tho end of »Scptcmlx)r, and having completed tho 
duty entrusted to him, lie was, in January IS50, 
granted furlough in Euro{)o for three years and appoint- 
ed a Member of the Secretary of State’s (^jiincil. 
This appointment he hold until June, ISdl, when he 
rosigneii it and returned to India. On his arrival, in 
August, ho was appointed Offg. Secretary to tho Govt, 
of India in tho Foreign Dept., and having Ixhiu con- 
firmed in that appointment in March 18G2, ho held it 
for moro than ihreo years. In January 1805 a gooil- 
sorvico pension was conferred upon him. In April 
1865 ho was appointed a temporary ordinary Member 
of the CeuncU of ibe GoYemo]:;Gcneral| ifaa confirmed 


in that appointment (Military Membov of Council) oa 
tho 27^** July following, and held it fornCtavly fivd 
yoar.s, in tho course of which ho >vas created a Knight 
Commander of tho Order of tho Star of India in 
February 1SG7, and promotiHi t(3 tho rank of Major- 
General on tho 1“^ of tho following month. On the 
1*^ Juno 1870 ho wis advanced to tho high office o£ 
Lieu hmant- Governor of the Punjjib, but ho hold it for 
only tho short pcrioil of seven months. On tho 31®^ 
December, while on tour on tho frontier, ho mot with 
a fatal accident while entering, on an elephant, a 
gateway in tlio town of Tank, in tlio Dora Ismail Khan 
district : tho gateway being too low to admit of a 
howdahed elephant passing thnmgli, tlio howdah in 
which Sir Ilonry was seated eollidoil with tho lintel^ 
and ho was thrown lo ilio ground witli groat violoncoj 
and sustaiiiod such severe injuries that ho died on tho 
following day, — tho l**Uamiary 1S71. 

XoTR.—Sir ITeury Durand married, tirst, at Mourat on the 
March 18 lU, Atmo, <liiiiif]itcr of Major-Ucncral Sir .lohii 
Mcl^inkill, K If. M.^s Sorvicc. This laily died at Mhow ta 

September 1857.— He niafrieil, stvondly, in lS5‘i, Kmily Augnsfa^ 
the younj^ist «lan^hti‘r of ('. U. Allnatt, K*|r., of Slinnvahnry, Ihir- 
rister-.at-Law. and widow nf the Hevil. Henry Stediiun I’ololuimp- 
ton, M..\., of the Honi^al KeelesiasiiiMl Estalilislnnent (dieil in tho 
liUeknow Residency duriu'j llie sie^o', .Inly 1857). Lady 
Durand died at Qriinlelwald, in tlie liernese OhiTland, Swit/erland, 
ill Mareli 11>U5. 

Durnford, Herbert, Abiv/z/n (c. 1838-1857).— 

Oravc at Ludhmna^ K*>. .5SS ,* iahlcl at Jnllnndur^ ATo. 
556. — Entered tlio Rengal Army in 1856. Arrived iii 
India on tho 3^ February 1857, and on the 2li“‘ of tho 
same month was ])osteil to tho 61^* N. li, wJiich lie joined 
at Jnllundur. lie was ])veKeni with tho regiment when 
tho native troops at that station luuliuiod on the 7*^^ 
Juno 1S57, and on that occasion, while dofonding tho 
bells of arms of his com])any against tho mutineers, 
Lo received a sovoro >vouiid, from tlio olTocls of which, 
and of fever, lie died at Ludhiana on tho 8^’^ August 
following. 

Dyas, Joseph Henry, Idruf^mut^Oohmcl (1821.-- 
1868 ). — firaiw at Vrlhl.^ No. 121). — Sou of ('a]»taiii 
Jos(^])h Dyas, half-jiay 2i (biylon Regt., and fornifudy 
of tho 5l»»‘ Foot, with wliich ho served in tho Penin- 
sula and at Waterloo. Born on the 7‘*‘ Ajiril 1821'.— 
Educated at Dungannon (bdh'go and at Achliscomlio.— 
Entered the Bengal Army in I8t3, but did not arrivo 
in India until NuvemlHsr 181.5. Shortly after his .arrival 
ho was ordered up to Meerut, to do fluty witii tho 
Sap])ors ami Mimn’s ; tlio cor])S iiail, Jmwevm', Ihjou 
moved up to join tho Army of tho Siitlfij ; ami Jio went 
on and joined it tliero a fmv days liebiro tho conclusion 
of tho campaign, — too lain, however, for tho batthi 
of Sobraon. Shortly after joining lie was nominatod 
to tlio conimaml of tho h’*' (bm]])aMy of tho (!ori)S, with 
which hoproeeodod to Phillaiir and afterwardH to Kot 
Kar^jra, at Ihe rodiictizjii of which Iio was presont. At 
the end of the year ho was posted to tim 10^*’ Coni- 
jiany at Kangra. In January IS 17 ho was appointed 
Offg. First Assistant to the Sii)K‘rintfindent of Canal.4 
W'est of tlie Jumna, and having Ixien niado ])onnaneni 
in lliat appointment in the following Dcceniher, ho 
hold it until Doceridier ISIl). Jn that month his ser- 
vices wei-o placed at tho disposal of the I^’oreign Dept, 
for cin]»loyment under tlio Civil Engineer in the Punjab, 
and ho was appoiiitoil Exocut ivo Engineer of tho Raai 
Doab Canals, with his hcad-fpiai-tors at Malikpur. In 
1853 bo liecamo Superintondent of the Pari Doab 
Canals, with liis hoad-fpiarters at Madliopur, In May 
lS,5-1i ho was appointf'd Director of Canals in tho 
Punjab, ami this aj^pointmnnt ho Imhl (for a short 
time under tho altered designation of Siijierinton- 
dent of Canals) for moro than fivo years. During 
tin's jioriod tho Mutiny took place, ami it was Ida 
fortuno to h} present at Trim mu Ghat, on the 
Riivi, on tho occasion of tho defeat of the Sialkof*. 
mutineers by Nicholson in July 1857 (Modal). In 
July 1859 ho homo on furlough, and ho was 
abs^t from India until January 1801. In the rnonti^ 
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following liis return lie was re-api^intcd Director of 
Canals, and lie held' this post until Sei)tember 1864, 
when ho was appointed Superintendent-General of 
Irrigation in. the N.-W. Provinces, with the depart* 
mental rank of a Chief Engineer of the second Mass : soon 
afterwards, however, the designation of his appointment 
was changed to Chief Engineer for Irrigation Works, 
W.-W. P, In 1865 ho was apjxiinted Under-Secretary 
io the Govt, of tlio N.-W. Provinces, in addition, and he 
held that position until the end of the year. Ho 
continued in his appointment of Chief Engineer for 
Irrigation Works until his death, which took place at 
Delhi on the 4^^ March 1368.

Eagar, Francis Russell, Major (c. 1787—1832).— 
Grave at Karnal^ — see No, 196. — The tliinl son of llobciii 
Bagar, Bsq^* of Lystry, who was a cadet of a once well- 
known Irish family, the Eagars of KeiTy,— Entewd 
H. M.’s Service in February 1804, as an Ensign in the 
Spt Foot. Promoted to the rank of Lieutenant on the 
19th September 1804, and was posted to the 2^ Battalion 
of the 31"^ ou its being formed at Chester. Ho subse- 
quently scrv(*d with th(> battalion at Winchester, 
Oueniscy, Limerick and Dublin, and on the 15‘** Janu- 
ary 1807 be was advanced to the rank of Caphiin. 
Towards Iho end of 1808 lui embarked with the Imtta- 
lion for Poi-tngal, and was j)reseTit with it in most of 
the actions and sieges in whicli it was engaged during 
the Peninsular War, — ^the battle of Talavera, the sieges 
of Olivenza and Badajos, the battle of Albuhera, the 
action of AiToyo-dos-Molinos, the capture of tho 
Almaraz forts, the battles of Vittoria, the Pyrenees, 
the Nivelle, and the Nive, tho action of Garris, tho 
hattlo of Orthes, the action of Aire, and the battle of 
Toulouse. On the conclusion of the war he went home 
^tli the battalion to Ireland, whence it was moved, in 
&ptember 1814, to Portsmouth, and there disbanded in 
the following month. On this measure l)cing carried 
out ho was transferred io the (the only remaining) 
Battalion of the 31®^, which he joined at Messina, in 
Sicily, in May 1815, and with which he served in the 
same month on the expedition to Naples. lu tho 
following year he accompanied the SI®*- to Malta, and 
in July 1818 he returned home with tlie regiment, with 
which he subse(iuently served in vaiious paris of the ^ 
IJiiited Kingdom for seven years. On the 19**> July 
1821 ho was pi’onioted to tlie I’ank of Major by brevet, 
and on the 2‘^ Juiui 1825 he was furiher advanced to 
the rank of regimental Major. In June 1825 he era- 
barked with a poition of tho regiment for Bengal, and 
landing at Fort William in November, he proceeded 
with tho corps shorily .afteiwaids to Dinapore. In tho 
wintT of 1826-27 he marched with the I’egimeirt to 
Meerut, and iu January 1831 ho accompanied it to 
Karnal. In tlie following October he proceeded with 
the rt^giment to Hupar, on the oc(;asioii of the meeting 
between Loixl William Bentinck, the Governor-General, 
and Ranjit Singh, the Ruler of the Punjab. He 
xetumed with the regiment to Kiinial in November 
1831, and having succeeded to the command in the 
wpring of 1832, he continued holding it until his death, 
which occum'd at Kaiml on the 21®^ December 1832. 

Note.— I n the register or other thvnineut from whicli this 
officer’s naroo lius been taken the date of his death is iiicorroctly 
otfited^ and the numc itself is mis-siielt.. 

Eagle, George, Captain and Brevet-Ma jor (1764 — 
l8ll) .—Grav<? at Delhi, No. 46. — Bom in November 
1764. Was admitted into the Bengal Array in 1782 as 
a “ Coimtiy Cadet.” In Pebruai’y 1783 he was appoint- 
ed an Ensign, provisionally, and posted to the 1®* feuro- 
.^pean Regiment, in Fort William, for duty. On tho 7^^ 
Slay 1783 ho was granted innk as Ensign from that 
date, and remain^ posted to the European Ben- 
s&en^ with which he continued serving until 179^ 


when the reorganisation of tho Army reduced him to* 
tho position of a supcfnnmcrary on half pay. On the 
5^*^ Februaiy 1790 ho was brought on to the strength 
of the 2* European Battalion. On the 1®^ June 1790 
ho was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant ; on the 12*h 
of the game month he was posted to the European 
Battalion ; and on the ho was transferred to the 
29^^* Battalion of Sepoys. With this corps he served 
upwards of two years, and he was then transfcixed to 
the European Battalion, from which he was removed, 
on the 16*^ April 1793, to the 35*^ Battalion of Sepoys. 
He served with this battalion, at Benares and after- 
wards at Cawnpore, until June 1796, when, on the 
general reorganisation of the Army taking plaoe, 
it was broken im and he was posted to the 2^ Bat- 
talion 5^^ N. 1. (late 23*^ Battalion of Sepoys) at 
Cawnpore. In February 1798 he accompanied hia 
battalion to Lucknow, to which place it was moved in 
connection witli the deposition of Wazir AJi, the spurious 
Nawab-Wazir of Oudli, aftciwaids so notorious as tho 
conti*iver and instigator of tho Benares massacre of 
1799. In October 1798 he accompanied the battalion 
to Fatchgarh ; in the following January he was trans- 
fen'ed to tho Bathilion 1®*- N. I., from which, 
in Marcli 1799, ho exchanged into the 2^ Batta- 
lion 3‘1 N. I. Witli this battalion he served, during 
the next six years, in various paiiis of the Bengal 
Presidency, ranging fmm Fatehgarh on the north-west 
to Chittagong in the south-east and Cuttack in the 
south-west, and saw much service against reliellious 
zemindars and petty chiefs, but he never had the good 
fortune to take pari in any extensive operations, tho 
most important of which, at this period, Lord Lake’s 
campaigns, he missed in conse(|uenco of his battalion 
being employed at the time in the Lower Pi‘ovincos. In 
1806 ho accoiiipaniful the battalion from Berhampore to 
Etawah, in 1808 from Etavvah to Aligarh, and in 1810 
from Aligarh to Delhi and Rewari. He died at Delhi 
on the 29^ June ISll. 


Eatwell, Augustus Coverdale, lAenlenanl (1822 
* — 1845).— at Ferozepore, No. 442*.’ — Born on the 
lO*^*' October 1822. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1840. 
Aixived in India on the 5**^ January 1841, and on the 
9^^' of the same month ■vvas posted to the 26**^ N. I., 
which he joined at Ferozepore. Early in JaTiuary 18'42, 
he ci’ossed tho Sutlej with the regiment and accom- 
panied it on service to Afghanistan, in wlflcli countiy 
he served throughout the campaign of that year under 
Gcneial Pollock, taking part in the forcing of the 
Khaibar Pass, the advance to Jalalabad, the actions of 
Mamu-Kliel, Jagdalak, Tezin and Haft Kohil, tho ro- 
occupatioii of Kabul, the capture and destruction of 
Istalif, and various actions In tho passes between Kabul 
and Peshawar during Uie withdrawal of the British 
forcc.s to Hindustan (Medal). On returning from 
Afghanistan he proceeded with the regiment to Ludhi- 
ana, aniviiig tliero in January 1843. At tho end 
of Juno 1845 ho was appointed acting Inteipi'etor 
and Quarter Master to tho 6^*^ Light Cavalry, at the 
same station, and he held that appointment until 
tlio middle of the following October, when he rejoined 
his own regiment. On tho outbreak of the first Sikh 
War ho accompanied his regiment, with the Ludhiana 
brigade, to join tlio Army of the Sutlej under Sir Hugh 
Gough, and ho was present with it in tlio battles of 
Mudki and Firozshahr, in tho latter of which, on tho 
21*^ December 1845, he was killed. 


EdwardeSi Henry John, Lieutenant (1818~ 
1848). — Grave at Ferozepore^ No, 485. — The eldest son 
of the Revd. Benjamin Edwardes ; grandson of tlie 
Revd. Sir John Thomas Cholmondoley Edwardes^ Bart, 
(VIII), of Shrewsbury ; and brother to Major-General 
Sir Herberi Benjamin Edwardes, K.C.B., K.C.S.I., of 
the Bengal Army. Bom on the 28^** Au^st 1818.« 
Entered thg Bengal hxuaj in 1837. Amved in India 
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in May 1838, and on the 2 ^ of the following month was 
sent up to Barrackpore to do duty with tho 15^ N. I. 
On the 1*^ September following ho was posted to the 
SO*-** N. I., which ho joined at Mirzapur. In October 
1840 he was tmnsferred, at hLs own mpiest, to tho 15^** 
N. I., which he joined about tlio middle of tho folloAving 
Februaiy, when the corps was en route from Chittagong 
to pinaporo, and he arrived with it at tho lattor station 
early in Apbil 1841. In the succeeding cold season ho 
marched with the regiment foi' Dolhi, but he was taken 
ill on the way and left behind at Fatehpur, and was 
unable to rejoin the regiment, at Dtdhi, until the middle 
of March 1842. In Apiil 1843 ho accompanied the 
regiment to Khaibil, where a serious outbreak had 
taken place, and he remained there with the corps until 
the following Octolwr, when he marched with it for 
Perozepore, aniving thei*o on the 24*^^ November. On 
the regiment being ordered to Sindh in the autumn of 
1845, he was appointed, 17‘*^ October, to the command 
of tho recruit depot of tho coi^ps at Aligarh, and he held 
this command until the regiment returncMl from Siudli 
in tlie spring of 184G, when he rejoined it at Jullundur. 
In November 184G he was ap}M)intod Offg. Fort Adju- 
tant at Chunar, and ho held this ap]iointmont until 
April 1847, when he wis appointed an OG'g. Siib-As.siHt- 
ant in the Stud Dc^partmeut at Biixar, iu which situa- 
tion he remained for eighteen montlis. Tn Octolxu* 
1848, on the formation of the Army of tho Punjab, ho 
was directed h) rejoin his regiment, wliicli was under 
orders for service, and ho rejoined it accordingly, at 
Perozepore, early in the following month. There, how- 
ever, a lamentable accident t(‘rminated a promising 
career : he was riding down to camp tlie night l)efore 
tho regimemt left Forozepore for tlm front, when his 
horse stumbled over the Park Train ropes, came down 
with him, and threw him heavily; he was immediately 
picked up by a sepoy, but never KiK)ke again, his skull 
having been fractured, as was HupjK)S(*(l, by a kick fi*oni 
the struggling horse, and he <?xpiro(l early on the follow- 
ing morning,' — the 15*^* NuvernlJer 1848. 

Notjj. — 'H ie date of this officer’s death is incorrectly given on 
Ills tombstone. It will he obsciTcd that there are other inac- 
curocie* in the inscription. 

Edwards, Benjamin, Sergeant (1825-1857).— 
Tablet at Delhi, No, IG5 — Born at Kamal in 1825, 
As the son of a soldier, he w.as brought up in 
tho Lower Orphan School at Calcutta, from which 
ho was taxen on the P< May 1837 for tho purpose 
of being trained for the Govemor-Gcnerars Band. 
Ho was enlisted into tlie band at Fort William on 
tho 3'^ Fijbruary 1844, and served h\ it until he was 
discharged on the 1®^ December 1848. On tho 4^^» 
January 184G ho re-onlistcd tit Dum-Dum for the 
Bengal Artillery, and having subsoquontly l)oeii posted 
to the 2^ (vompany 4^** Battalion (now tho 4’h Mountain 
Battery, Royal Artillery), he rose therein to the rank of 
Corporal. On tho 24^*' February 1855 ho was appointed 
a Laboratory-man in tho Delhi Magazine, and he was 
Subsequently advanced to the rank of Sergeant in the 
Ordnance Dept. Ho was still serving in tho Delhi 
Magazine when the Mutiny broke out, and he was one 
of The Devoted Nine who, when the Magazine 
was assailed by au ovenvhelming host of i-obcls and 
mutineers, on the IPh May 1857, defended it with 
heroic gallantry for four hours, and eventually blow it 
up rather than let it fall intact into the hands of the 
enemy ; and he was one of the five who perished on that 
memorable occasion. 

Edwards, Ernest Andrew, Lieutenant (1830— 
1857).— GVare at Delhi, Nos. 113 and 114.— The 
eldest son of R-. V. Edwards, Esq^-, of Clifton, near 
Bristol. Bom in 1830.— Entered tlie Bengal Army in 
184G. Arrived in India in June of the same year, and 
was sent up to Benares to do duty with tlie 9*** N. I. 
In the following December ho was post^ to the 54*^ 
If. I., which he joined at liohore in January 1^7, At 


the end of the same year he inarched with the rogim6i.f 
to Agra, whence, in the winter of 1849-50, he piooeeded 
with it to Barrackpore. Early in 1852 he accompanied 
the regiment to Aligarh, whence he maix^hed with it to 
Delhi iu April 185G. Fi*oni December 185G to March 
1857 he oiliciated as Adjutant of tho ixigimeut. He 
w'as ivith the 5 at Delhi when the Mutiny bix^ke out 
on tho Iph of the many 

offiaTs w'ho perished iu the massacre which ensued. 

Not*.— Lieutonaiit Kdwanli* marrud, at Calcutta, on the 4lh 
September 18{>5, Klizabeth, lUughter of .Icwpli Leigl). and 
widow of Mr. U. E. lUanoy, uf the Sulkca Salt Oolab». 

Edwards, Thoma.s, Lieuh nant (c. 1S27— 1855).— 
Grave at Lahore Gantonnient^ No. GoG.— Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1845. Arrived iu India towards th ft 
end of November of tho same year, and iu Januaiy 
1846 was sent up, with all unjxisted comets aud cusigni 
then in the country, to join the Army of tho Sutlej. 
Oil ^rival at Lahow, where tlio Army then was, on tho 
3*^ March, he was directed to do duty ■with tho 43'^ N. I. 
On the 8^’’ of tho .sam^ month, however; ho tob rngu- 
larly posted to the llth N. L, which ho joinml at Jiahoro^ 
and with which he shortly aftiTwanln marched to Jul- 
liinJur, arriving tlioi'o on the 22^ . In the following 
May he accom])auied tho corps on tho ex^HuIitiou against 
Kot Kangra, ami ho was prasent at the siim'niler of 
that place, whoiico ho aftiuwards returned with tho 
regiment to Jullundur. In November 184G ho moved 
with the corps to Ludhiana. In July 1847 he was 
transferred, at his own request, to the 41>‘*‘ N. I., and ho 
joined that regiment at F(‘i*ozcjK)re. In the iol lowing 
Octolier ho was nominatod to do duty \vith tho United 
Malwa ContingiTit, and luiviog joined at Mohidpur, ho 
WJIH, in ilaunary 1848, appointed Adinkint of tho In- 
fantry, and, in tho following Juno, Adjutant of tho 
Cavalry of tho Contingent. In November 18t8 ho was 
directed to rejoin his invn regimmit, the 49‘*‘ N. I,, 
then beforn Multan, and haviug joined it accoiHlingly 
on the last day of tho mouth, he served with it at tho 
siege and capture of the placo (Medal and clasp). In 
March 1849, on the termination of tho Punjab Cam- 
paign, he I'ojoined his appointment in the United Malwa 
Contingent, which ho continued liolding until Juno 
1850, wlieii, his services having been replacoil at tho 
disposal of the Comniander-in-Chief, he retumod to tho 
49*“ at Phillaur. In January 1851 ho was re-ap])ointcd 
to tho United l^Ialwa Contingont as Adjutant of Infan- 
try, joined on tho 27**' of the same month, aud from 
tho 15 *^h February to the 3P^ March ho officiated aa 
Commandant of Infantry. In February 1853 lie pro- 
ceeded on leave to Bomlwiy, wlunico, on tho 1*^ of tho 
following mouth, he went homo on furlough, vacating 
his a])pointmciit iu the Contiugent. Hu miurnud to 
India iu Fcbruaiy 1855, aud in Uie succeeding ruontii 
ho rejoined the 49**' N, T. at Mian Mir, at which placo 
ho died on tho 18**^ J uly following. 

Egerton, John Francis, Gaplain (1810—1840).— 
Grave at Frrozepore, No, 470. — The third son of tho 
Revd. Sir Philip Grey Egerton, Bart. (IX), of Egorton 
and Oulton Park, Co. Chester. Born on the 10*** August 
1810.— Entered the Bengal Army in 1825 as a Cadet 
of Ai»tillery. AiTived iu India in February 1827, and 
in the following April was posted to the 4tb Company 
2^* Battalion, Foot Artillery, which ho joined at Dum- 
Dum, and with which, In tho following Seutemlxir, ho 
procoede4 to Dinapore. In Decombiir 1828 ho waa 
transferred to the P* Tiixip 3'* Brigade, Horse Artillery ; 
joined it at Meerut, and in February 1833 accoi^iniod 
it to Kamal. On promotion to the rank of First-Lieute- 
nant ho was posted, Novemlxir 1833, to the 3^* Ti*oop 
3^ Brigades at Muttra, at which station he served witn 
it until December 1835, when his services were placed 
at the disposal of the Government of Bengal, for survey 
duty, anil ho was appointed liovonuo Surveyor and^ 
Deputy Collector in tho Bhagalpur and Monghyr dis- 
trict and afterwards in the Hijili district. In August 
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1839 he went home on furlough, vacating his appoint- 
ment in the Survey Dept. In October 1811, ho was 
removed to the ixills of tlio 4^^* Company 4‘*'^ Battalion, 
and on his return to India, in August 1812, ho joined 
that company at Cawnpon'. 'rowfirds tlie end of the 
following Deoember, lie was removed to the 4^'* Troop 
3^ Brigade, Horse ArtilKuy, wliich he joined at Moernt, 
afterwards ]>roceeding with it to Ambala in November 
1843, and tliemre to Inidhiana in Marcli 1811. IIo con- 
tinued serving with the troop at the last-mentioned 
place until the end of Fe-bruary 1845, 'when lie was 
appoiiiit'd a l)<-}>y- Asst. Qu aider- Master- (General on 
the Establishment, and posted to tlio North-West 

Frontier, F(‘roy.ejK)re. On the gtuieral augmentation 
and reorganisation of the Ai-tillc'vy biking place* in July 
1815, he was promoted to tin* rank of Captain and jjosted 
io th(^ 1*^* (^unpaiiy 5^** Battalitm, Foot Artillery, which, 
howover, continuing in his stall appointment, he never 
jointid. In December 18 15, on the outbreak of the first 
Sikh War, he -was aj»]K)ii»ted Depy. Asst. Qiiaider- 
Master-Ceneral to the Fourtli Division of the Army 
of the Sutlej, and marching out with it from Ferozepore 
on tins 21*^^^ of that month, In^ was pr(;s(‘nt witli it iii the 
SJtnguinai'y battle of Firozsbahr in the afternoon of the 
same day ; thougli often in f ho thickest of tlie light, 
he escaped unscathed, but he was not so foidunalo when 
the battle was ixuiowchI on the following morning, for 
in tlio course of the second day’s operations, while con- 
veying an ordi^r, he was intercr-yited and cut down by a 
party Sikli horse rru?n, and was afterwards so tcuTilily 
hackl'd wiiile lying helpless on f,he ground, thaf, after 
lingering fi>r a month in groat siifloring, ho succumbed 
to his injuries, at h\‘rozepore, on the 23^^ January 
181G. 

Eklns, Charles, Cap/a/a and llrwet •Major 
(1809 - ’1819 ). — Grace and nioniimrnf nnfhe haUlofield 
of Ohilianwida^ 757 and 752 : tahlvt at JuUundnr^ 
No, 747. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1825. Arrived 
in India in May 1820, ami on the 21^*' of the same 
month was ])osted to the 7^^' Liglit Cavalry, then sf .'itioni'd 
at Karnal. On i caching Cawnjiore, however, on his 
way up to join liis ri^gifnent, ho was directed, 11^*' Sop- 
toinbi r, to halt at that plaoo and do duty willi the 9*^* 
Liglit Cavalry until tlie lo^i* of the succeiHling month, 
and lie consiiipiejitly did not jinn thi^ 7'^' until tlie month 
of November. At the luid of 1828 ho Jiecompanicd the 
regiment to Kaitu, and wlnle seiwing at that sbitioii 
lit) ofliciated as Adjutant of the corps from 8opt(*m- 
ber 1829 to February 18.30. In October 1831 lie was 
gi'anted leave to ju’oceed to Karnal and there do duty 
with the 2'^ Light (Rivalry until November of the 
succeeding year, but this was cancelled a few weeks 
later, at his ow'ii ivijiiesi, consi'^uent on his having 
been a]>])oiuled, on the 30’^^ Octobi'r, to olFiciato as Adju- 
tant of his lAvu regiment.' Tfe slioi tly afterwards march- 
ed witli the regiment to Mhow, arriving there in the 
middle of Deei'iriber, and at tliat slatlon he eontimied 
olRciating as Adjutant of flic coips until November 
1832. In January IS.'lt he proceeded on leave lo 
Calcutta, whence, In tin? following May, he went home 
on furlough. lIo returned to India ifi February 1837, 
and n?joined his regiment tit Cawmpore. In the follow- 
ing August ho was ap])ointed Ofl'g. Adjutant, and 
in March 1838 lio was made j»ermjiiu*nt in that apj)oiiit- 
ment. In Fihruary 1839 he a.ecofn]ianied the regiment 
to Meerut, a] id there in April 18 tO, he resigned the 
Adjutancy, in wdiiidi, liowawer, he again ofliciaUM for 
a brief jK*riod in February and lyrarch 1811. In Decem- 
ber 1811 he acconijiaiiied the regiment in a forced 
nuu'cli to Delhi, where a ilisturbanci ivas anticipated, 
and from tliat place (after going on escort duty with 
the Commandcr-in-Cvhief to Ambala, and returning) 
lie proceeded with the corps to Kaimiil in March 1842. 
In October 1842, on the Army of Reserve l»eing formi'd 
Ferozepore, he was apjiointed Asst. Adjutant- Gen- 
tral of Cavalry with that force, and on its lieing broken 
up iu January 1843 ho rejoined his regiment (which 


hod formed part of the Army) at that place, and march- 
ed with it to Ludhiana. On the 5^^ November follow- 
ing he was ordeived to proceed to Army Head-Quarters 
and rcpoi’t himself to this Adjutant-Gimoral, and on 
tlic 10^^ of the same month ho was appointed Second 
As.st. Adjt.-Genl. of the Ai’my. He join(>d at Agra 
shoHly aft(?rwanls, and accompanying tlio Hcjid-Quar- 
ters of tlie Army into the field in the G^valior Campaign,, 
hii was present at the battle of Maliarajpnr (Bronze 
Star, and promoted to the rank of ^lajor by brevet,). In 
November 1844 he proceeded on leave to Calcutta, 
whence in January 1845 lu* w'ent on leave to the Capo 
Colony, South Africa. Returning to Calcutta in De- 
cember, he assumed charge of the Adjutaht-Geiierars 
Office at the Presidency, and a few days later, on tho 
31^^ of tho montli, lie w'as appointi'd First Asst. Ad- 
jutant-General of the Army. On the 1®^ Mai’ch 184G 
he roeeivcnl further deparlmentaJ advancement, having 
]jiH.*n a])pi>inted Depy. Adjutant-General of tho Army 
in succession to Major (afteiwards Field Marshal Sir 
Patrick) Grant, ai>})ointed Adjutant- General, and ho 
slioilly afterwards joined the Head Qiiai’ter.s of the 
Army in the U])per Provinces. As Depy. Adjt.-Genl, 
he accompanied Army Head Quarters into the field in tho 
Punjab (>anij)aign of 1848-49, and W'as ]>resent at tho 
action of Rarnnagar, the jiassngo of Ihi^ Chenab, and 
the battle of Chiliauw^ala, iu whi(*li last lii^ was unfor- 
tunately killed, Jiavlug first bium disabled by a .shot 
and afterwards hacked to di'ath by the enemy, in spito 
of the strenuous and almost frantic efforts of liis friend 
Major Chester (7. r.) to bring liiiri off in the face of tho 
hostile cavalry. 

— Major (llioii Coniot) Kkliis luarrii'd, ;it Ivalta, on the 
iMarch IHSO, .lulhi, tla.u^lit<‘r of llrij^adit*!* W. G. Maxuvll,

Elderton. Charles Augustus, Snrgron (1815— 
1854). — Grace at Murrrr, AVy. 813.~Kniered the Bengal 
Army, in the l\re(lical Di^pt., in 1840. Aiviveil in Indui 
in Juno of tho same yi'ar, and aftei* doing duty in tho 
General Hospital Cor six weeks, w\‘is si nt uj) to Allali- 
abad in August, and tlienee b» iMeeriit October. In 
November he w'.'is ordered to Dehra, to take medical 
charge of the Sirmoor Battalion, and he continui'd ou 
that duty until July 1811, whim he w’as moved back 
to Meerut ami detailed to do duty iu the husjntal of 
II. M.’s 10’*^ Lancers. In Sejd.einbor lie was sojit to 
Ivarnal to do duty with H. JM s 3*^ Bulls, 4’nd bo re- 
mained tliere until early iu December, wdieii ho wiiH 
ih'tarlied to iMeeriit to ilo duty with the l'^^ Troop 
2*1 Bi'igade, Horse Artllleiy, during its march from 
that place to Kanial. On the completion of this duty 
ho rejoined the Bulls at Karnul, and continued serving 
tliero until tho end of Jannajy 181-2, when ho was 
moved up to Perozt'ptuo. In JMareli 1842 he was de- 
tailed to do duty with H. M’s 31"^ Foot, then jiroceeding 
on servico to Afghanistan, and ho aecompanied that 
regiment as far as IVshawar, but at that plaee, towards 
tho end of A}M‘il, ho waxs left behind in charge of somo 
of tho sick and woiimltsl of General Polloek’s force, 
and did not rejoin the regiment, beyond tho Khaibar, 
until a later y)eriod (Medal ). On the return inareh to 
Hindustan, in tho following Novemlxu*, lio was placed 
m medical charge of the N. I., 'v^'ith which ho 

marched across the Punjab to Ferozi?pore. In Januai'y 
1843 lie was appointed to the medical charge of tho 
Regiment t»f Kalat-i-Ghilzai, which lie joined at Agra 
at (he end of March. In (ho following DeceniW ho 
accompanied the flank companies of the regiment on 
e.scort duty with the Goveriior-Genei’al (Lord Lllen- 
iKirough), and was iliusemjdoyed for nearly four months, 
during which peiiod ho was present at the battle of 
I^faliarajporo (Bronze Star), and freipicntly bold the 
additional medical churge of various details of tho 
o.s(!ort, including at one time tho left wdng of tlie 
N. I., and at another tho left wing of the 39^1^ N. T. 
Ho returned witli the flank companies to Agi*a in March 
1844, and continued serving thcro with the Bcgimcnt 
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of Kalat-i-Oliilsai until Amil 1845, when his Boryiees 
were pla^ at the disposal ot the Lieutenant-Governor 
of the N.-W. Provinces, by whom, in the following 
month, ho was appointed Civil Assisthnt-Surgwn of 
Meerut. On the outbreak of the first Sikh War his 
services were placed temporarily at the disposal of the 
Commander-in-Chief for employment with the Army 
of the Sutlej and he was sent up to Ludhiana, in the 
fort at which* place ho was left in charge of the sick 
and wounded when Sir Hairy Smith moved out to 
attack the Sikhs under Sardar Kanjur Singh (Medal). 
On the termination of tho war he returned to his post 
at Meerut, and he continued serving there until October 
1848, when*, on the outbreak of the second Sikh War, 
bis services were again placed tempoiurily at the dis- 
posal of tho Commander-in-Chief, and he w'as ordered 
up to Forozepore; two days later, however, ho was 
directed to do duty under the Superintending Surgeon 
of the Sirhind Division, and during tho next six mouths 
he was employed at Ambala in a variety of miscellaneous 
duties, such as the medical charge of the staff at that 
station, of tho depots of British TOgiinents in the field 
in ttie Punjab, and of various detachments. In April 
1849 he returned to his civil duties at Meerut, and 
in the following year tho additional duties of Civil Sur- 
geon of Mozafarnagar were imiKised upon him. He 
continued in this position until Pebruai^ 1854, when, 
having been promote to the rank of Surgeon, ho rti- 
verted to military duty, and was posted to the N. I., 
at Peshawar. In tlie following June he was trans- 
ferred to tho IS^h N. I., also at Peshawar, and at the 
same time ho was placed in medical (jharge of tlie 
2^ Company of Sappei*s and Miners. TowaiSs tho end 
of the same month, his health having failed, he pTOCCtnl- 
ed on leave to Murrec, where he died on the Octolx'r 
1854. 

Elgin and Kincardine, James Bruce, Eighth 

Earl of (1811 — 1863). — Grave at Bharmmla^ No, 510. — 
Born in Loudon ontho2()‘^ July 1811 ; cnlucaied at Eton 
and Christ Church, Oxford ; and Iwcamc a Fellow of 
Merton College in 1835. He succcjcded his fatheu* in the 
Scottish peerage in 1841, was Governor of Jamaicui fram 
March 1842 to August 1846, and Govcmor-Geiujral of 
Canada from September 1846 to S(jptember 1854 ; and in 
recognition of his services in tho latter ap]»ointment ho 
was created (NovemlKjr 1849) a peer of the United King- 
dom by tl^ titlo of Baran Elgin. In 1857 'ho was des- 

E .tchod to China as H. !M.’s High Commissioner and 
inistor Plenipotentiary, and on his w%ay thither he, 
at the request of Lord Canning, diverted IIkj troojjs 
intended for service in that country to Bengal, to aid 
in tho supprassion of the Indian Mutiny. In June 
1858 ho negotiated and concluded the Tien-Tsin Ti’eaiy 
with China. He wus Postraaster-Greneral in Loi-d 
Palmerston^s Govemmeut in 1859, and in 1860 ho again 
went to China (in the same capacity as l)eforo) to secuiD 
the ratification of the Tien-Tsiii Treaty. On tho 16*^** 
October, after the surrander of Pekin , he caused tho 
Summer Palaco (Ynen-Minj?-Yuon) to be destroyed, as 
a punishment for tho murder of .several Englishmen 
and Sikhs treacherously taken jirisoiicrs by tho Cliinese. 
Having in January 1862 been aj)pointed Viceroy and 
Governor-General of India, ho an^ivod in tho country 
and took up the Govenimcnt in tho following March. 
In tho autumn of tho succoeding year he proceeded on a 
tour to the Upper Provinces, in tho course of which, 
on the November 1863, he died at Dharmsala of 
a heart affection, brought on by over-exertion. 

Eliott, John, Captain and Brevet- Mo jor (c. 1795 — 
1837). — Grave at SimUty No, 300. — Entered 11. M/s 
Service on tho 25**^ August 1812, as a comet in tho 8 ^** 
Light Dragoons, and being in India at the time, ho 
joined that regiment at Cawnporo, and afterwards, 
towards the end of tho year, proceeded with it to 
Meerut. Early in 1817 ho accompanied tho regiment 
on service against Hathras, and was present at tho 


siege and capture of tho place, returning afterwards 
to Meerut. On the 15^** April 181?, ho was pro- 
moted to tho rank of Lieutenant. In October of the 
same year, on tho formation of tho Grand Army, ha 
was appointed Brigade-Major to tho Second Brigade of 
Cavalry, forming pirt of tho Right Division, under the 
command of Major-General Donkin, and with it he 
served thraiighoiit tho Mahrattn-Pindari Wjir of 
1817-18. On tho conclusion of the campaign he ratuni- 
od with the regiment to Meerut, and he continued 
sciTing with it thoitt until 1820, when ho wont homo 
on leave. On the 8 ^^ J uly 1821) ho was promotcHl to tlie 
rank of Captain on half pay of i\w 21“^ Light Dragoons. 
He raturiied to India in 1822, in a qudsi-staff situation, 
and for sixteen months aft^T his arrival ho was attached 
to tho ofliee of tho Commander-in-Chief. In April 
1824, on Lieutenant-Colonel Tidy jiroeoeding on sorvico 
with the e.xpedition to Hangooii, ho was ap|ioiiited acting 
Asst. Adjt.-Gonl. of H. M.*s Ti*ooj)s in Bengal, ana 
in tho follovidng year he was bi*onght on full pay as 
Captain in tho 4^*^ Jjight Dragesms, with effiTt from 
the July 1824. As acting As.st. Adjt.-Goiil. ho 
accompanied tho Commander-iii-Chiof, Lonl Comlxu’- 
mere, to the Upper Pravinccs, in iln^ autumn of 1825, 
and in this staff situation ho sorvt'd tlmnighout tho 
siege and capture of Bharatjuir in tho winter of 1825-26. 
In 1826 ho was made pt‘rmiuu*nt in tho appointrnont of 
Asst. Adjt.-Genl., and ho cent in nod in that situation for 
eleven yiMirs. In Ftibruarv 1835 In? went on sick leave to 
tho Capo Colony, South Africa. On his return, in Janu- 
ary 1837 (on Iho 10 *’* of wliicli month lio was promoted 
to tho rank of Major by brevtd), ho pmctMuhul h) Simla 
and rejoined his apiiointment ; but bo had not Iwaui there 
long when ho again fell ill, and lie died at that place on 
the 5”* July 1837. 

Elkington, Samuel Bucknall, UaUmiant (1836— 
1857).— Grujv? and tahlcl at Delhi, Nos. 112 and 162. — 
Entered If. M.’s ScTvice oji tlic 30*’* NovoinlxM* 1855 as 
an Ensign in tlu) 61'**' li’ooi, and soon aflorwards joined 
the ragimentsil depot at Ch.atham. Ho came out io Tudiii 
in tho autumn of IS56, but having Uion detained on 
duty at Karachi, ho diil not join iho regiment, then at 
Fen) 7 .cqM)ro, until iho sjjring (»f 1857. I To was at that 
place when the inuliny bi'oko out, and went thraugh 
much harassing service tlierc, ivpressing disturbances and 
disarming disalTei-ted native tr<»)j)s. Ho Kubseijuontly 
praceedod with the I'eginient to Ihdhi, and took part in 
the siege. On tiio 25*'* August ho inandied nut >vith 
a wing of tho regiment, foiTning part of a coin run under 
tho coniTiiaud of Gonoral Xicholsoji, to !itt!i.ek tho Neo- 
much miitinecsi-s at Najafgarh, and in tho sharj) action 
which look placo near I hat village ho was very dan - 
genmsly woiiiulod. He 'wus carried hack to tho British 
camp Ix>foro Delhi on the 26***, and on the billowing 
day he attained tlio r.ink of Ijieulenant in succ’cmsiou to 
Lieutenant Gahbett ( 7 , r.), who had siiccundjcd to a 
wound recoive<l in action on tiie s;inio occasion. His 
own wounds eventually jiiDvcd mortal, for, aftci* linger- 
ing for nearly a foi'tnight, ho died in camp Udoix) Delhi 
on tho 7*’* Hepiember 1-857. 

Elies, Sir William KIdston, K. C. B., Lkutrnant- 
Gcneral (1837 — at Simla, No. 401.— 
Son of Malcolm .Ia.mie.son Elies, Es(g , of Bournemouth, 
Hants. Born on tho 5”* May 1837.— Enteml IT. M.’h 
S ervice (fniin the Royal Military (yVdIege, Sandhurst) 
on the 6 ”* June 1854 as an Ensign in the 38”* Foot, 
Tho rf!gimcTit being then in 'rurkey, he joined ilio depot 
at Walnier, whenj ho sei'vcd with it until tho autumn. 
In November 1851' ho joiniMl the i*ogiment in tho Crimea, 
and thereafter he (having l)Oou promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant on tho 2'’ P'cbruary 1855) served with it 
throughout tho siego and capture of Sovastejpol, includ- 
ing tho assault of iho IS*’* June 1855 (Medal and clasp, 
Turkish Modal, and created a Knight of the Legion of 
Honour by the Emperor of tho Fi-encih). Ho returned 
home with the regiment in July 1850, and daring the 
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succocding twoWe montliB he served with it at Aldershot, 
Dublin and the Cuiragh. In May 1857 he was ap- 
pointed Instructor of Muskctiy to the regiment. In 
the following August ho embarked \vith the corps for 
Bengal, lauded at Calcutta in the following month, and 
soon afterwards proceeded with it to tlie Upper Pro- 
Tinces, where he served with it during tlio campaign 
of 1857-58 against tlio rel)els and mutineers, including 
the defeat of the Gwalior Contingent at Caw’npore, the 
capture of Mianganj, the siego and capture of Luck- 
now, and the idTaii’s of Bari and Nagar (Medal and 
clasp). On the tluly 1858 he was ])romotf5d to the 
rank of Cajdain. On tlie termination of the campaign 
ho was stationed with the nrgiment at Lucknow, whenco 
he accompanied it to Rae-Barcli in 1859. Tu January 
18G0 he vacated the appointment of Instructor of 
Musketry, and in the following A]>ril he ])roccedcd on 
leave to lloorktie, whel'l^ he went tli rough a course of 
instruction^ at the Civil Engineering Collc'ge. In the 
following Novimiber he rejoined his regiment at Rae- 
Bai’eli, whence, in Marcli 1801, ho accompanied it to 
Dinaport\ In the same year ho went Ijotmo and joined 
the Staif Cidlege at Sandhurst, and having completed 
a course of instruction llieiti, and afterwards gono 
through tlic ariilhu-y course at Woolwich, he was, on 
his return to India in January 180*t, aitaclied to tlio 
2*^ Dragoon Guards at Bciiares, and in llie following 
April to the 19'** ITiissai's at Meci ut, for the purpose of 
going througli a course of insliMiction in the duties of 
tho cavalry branch of the Service. In iSc^dember 1SC4 
ho was a j pointed an Offg. Depy. Asst. Adjt. Genl. at 
Army IIi.atl-QunHca’s, and he continned in that position 
until tho 1*’*' IJecomber ISCG, when lie 'was made perma- 
nent ill the apjwuTiiment. On the oiiibr('ak of distur- 
liances in Hazara in tho autumn of 1SG8 he was 
permitted to rejoin liis roglTriciit tcunporarily, tho corps 
having Ix^eii ordered on service, but he was sul)sef|uently 
attached, as Depy. Asst. Adjt. Genl., to the IkmuI- 
quarievs of the force emjdoyed in th(^ fi(dd, ;uv\ in that 
capacity ho sorve<l throughout the opc'rations on the 
Black Mountain in October (India l^bMbil and clasp), 
returning to his aj>p(»inl nienL at Army Head-Qiiariers 
on tho coneliision of ilic campaign. On the 7'*' May 
1870 he was ])roinot(Mi tt> the rank of !Major, and in 
the following July he vacated his appointment at Army 
Head-Quarters and rejoined his roginirnt at I’eshawar, 
whence, in January 1871, he w(mt hoirio on leave?. Tho 
regiment liaving rc'turncd home in i]i(» following winter, 
he, cm the expiration of his leave, i*ejoined it at Dover 
in April 1872, and at that ]>laco, and at Aldershot, ho 
served with it until April 1875, when he was at tacliod 
to the IntelligaiKMj Branch a t the Horse Guards. In 
April LS7G h(? was appointed a Diijy. .Asst. Qr.-Mr. 
Genl. in the Intelligence Brandi at the Horse Guards, 
a situation Avhich lie, I’ctaiiuMl for cighloen months. On 
the 29'*' Se,.tornber 1877 lie was promoted to the rank 
of Lieutenant-Colonel, and, vacating his a.p]U)iniincnt 
at the Horse Guards, h(^ ri'joincd and assumed command 
of his regiment in Duhlin. He continued in command 
until July 1878, when he wus appointed Asst. Ad jt.- 
Gonorjil a.t the Horsi* Guards and placed on ]jalf-pay of 
his regimental commission. This appointmimt lie liold 
fur the usual term of fivt' years, during which jieriod 
ho was ap]K)inted, August 1879, a Conqianion of tho 
Order of the Bath in the Civil Division, and, on the 
22*^ Jiinc 1881, an Aldc-de-Camp to the Queen, with 
tho rank of Colonel in t.lm Army. On conqdetion of 
his term of sorvice at the H(?rse Guards he was nomi- 
nated to the command of a brigade in the Madras Presi- 
dency, and, proceeding to India, he was appointed, in 
Octolior 188^1, to tho command of the Nagpur Force, 
with tho rank of Bvigadicr-Genor.il. With his head- 
quarters at Kamptoe, he ludd this command until 
August 1885, when ho \vas appointed Adjutant-Generjil 
of tho Madras Army, and in this capacity he served in 
Burma for a short time, diu’ing the operations of 1886- 
87 (Clasp to India Medal, and nominated a Companion 
of the Order of tho Bath in the Military Division), On 


the 15^^ February 1887 he was appointed^ A^uiani- 
Gonoral in India, witii tho local rank of Major-Oeneral, 
and having, on the !*»*• April 1890, been promoted to 
the rank of Major-General m the Army, he* was, on tho 
15tb October following, appointed to the command of a 
First Glass District in Bengal, and posted to Bawal 
Pindi. In the spring of 1891 he commanded the Hazara 
Field Force, and conducted tho operations against the 
tribes of the Black Mountain to a successful conclusion 
(Clasp to India Medal, and created a Knight Com* 
maudcT of the Order of the Bath). On the termination 
of tho campaign ho I'esumed the command of tho 
Rawal PiniU Distiict and (except when on leave in 
Eurojie from February to October 1892) ho continued 
in command until tho April 1895, when he was, 
under the now system then introduced, appointed to 
the command of the forces in Bengal, with the lobal 
rank of Lieutenant-General. Tliis command lie con- 
tinued to exercise until the 5**^ August 1896, when ho 
died of cholera at Naini Tal.

Ellis, Henry, Cornet (r. 1825— 1845).— Ta Wee ai 
Ferozepore^ No. 41*2. — Entered H. M.'s Service on tho 
l»t November 1842 as a Cornet in the 3'' Light Dra- 
goons. Arrived in India in tho spring of 1843, and 
joined the reginumt at Karnal, whence he proceeded 
with it to Ambala in November of the same year. On 
f.lu? outbreak of the first Sikh War ho accompanied the 
1 ‘egimeiit into tho field with the Army of the Sutlej, 
and was present with it in tho battles of Muclki and 
Ferozshfilu', in tho latter of whic;h he foil, — 21*^*' Decem- 
ber 1845. 

Elsegood, Frederick James, JAmtenant (1819— 
1844).— nt Anibaln^ No. 202. — Entered tho 
Bengal Army in 1839. Arrivcxl in India in May of tho 
same year, and was sent up to Barrackporo to do duly 
with the 12**' N. F. Later in tlio same year lie accom- 
pani<?d that ri?giment to Bonarcjs, arriving tlicro on 
tho 9**' October, and on the 5"' December Jj)l lowing ho 
was ])osted to tho 25*** N. I., then cii rnutr, from 
Sangor to BaiTackpore, but ho never joined this rogi- 
Tiicnt, and in January 1840, ho was transferred, .at 
liis own request, to the ll***' N. 1. ; and having joined 
that corps at Benares, ho, in the following Novemlxir, 
proceeded wilh it to Gorakhpur. In Ociobei;. 1841, he 
was appointed to do duty with tho 2'* Assam Sebundy 
Coi*})S, and joined it at Ibiaigagora, but ho remaimid 
with this corps only a short tiiiio, his servi(?cs having 
lM:?en replacecl at tho dispo.sal of the Comrnander-in- 
Oliief in April 1842, for employment with his o-wn 
legiment. On rejoining tho 41 at Gorakhpur, in May 
1842, ho was appointed acting Interpreter and Quartor- 
Mastor to the corjis, and in tho following September he 
was made jiermancnt in that appoiiitmimt. Early in 
1844 ho accompanied the regiment to Ambala, arriving 
there on tho li*** March, and at that jfiace he died on 
tho 5**' J Illy following.

Erskine, George Keith, Captain (1809 — 1849). — 
Crave at Multan^ No. 857. — TMio fourth son of David 
Erskine, Esq'^-, of C^ardross, Co. Stirling, andgiundson of 
the ll*h Lord Elph instone. Born on Bio 19**' Fobruaiy, 
1809. — Enttjred the Bombay Army in 1825. Andvod in 
India .in 1826, and -was posU‘d to the 1*** Bombay Light 
Cavalry, in which lie attained tho mnk of Lieutenant 
on tho 30*** December 1832. Ho was subsequently 
appointed Second-in -Command of Bie Poona Auxiliary 
Ilorso, stationed at Sirur, with which corps, in the 
autumn of 1838, he proceeded on service to Afghanis* 
tan. On tho November of that year he was promoted 
to Bie rank of Captain in his own re^men^ the 
Light Cavalry, bathe continued in his appointment 
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in ihe Poona Horso, with wliicli he was present, in 
July 1839, at the siege and capture of Ghazni 
During the subsequent advance on Kabul, he was 
detached, from Shekabad on the 3*^ August, with the 
qpccial force sent, under the command of Captain 
(afterwards Sir James) Outiam, in pursuit of the Amir 
Dost Muhammad Khan, who was chased as far as 
Bamian, whence, the Amir having got clear off, the 
force returned^ and rejoined the head-quarters of the 
Army at Kabul on tho 18***. About tlie same time ho 
was appointed Commanda^H of the Poona Auxiliary 
Horso, and diiniig the inarch back to Sindh of tho 
Bombay Division of tho Army of tho Indus, ho coni- 
manded tho I’egiment throughout Cajdain Outmm’s 
eperatiouH (lOctobcr and November 1839) against the 
Ghilzais and the Kakars, and t(X)k paid in tho captui’e 
and desti'uction of Kila Abtlul Rahimau Khan and 
Maruf. In tho following spinng hii retimiod with tho 
head-quarters of the regiment to Sirur, at whi('h place 
ho commanded the corps for eight years, (excepting only 
the period from November 1842 to Noveriiku* 1843, 
during which he was on sick loav(J in the Ncilghcnnes. 
Towards the end of 1848, on the Liglit (Cavalry 
being detsiiled to fom part of tlu) Bombay Division of 
the Army of the Punjab, ho rejoined the- regiment at 
Deosa, a(!Comj)aniod it in its movement noi’fli wards from 
Sindh, and served w'ilh it at the siege nf Multan, up 
to the 12‘^ January 1819, on whicli date ho died in the 
camp of tho Ijesieging army. 

Evans, Edward, Thishjn (r. 1830— ISoO).— (7mr<wit 
Ambaldf No, 274. — Kniered the Bengal Army in 1817. 
Arrived in India in May of the sarm^ year, and was 
sent np to Din^orc to do duty wiili. tlie 57'*' N. I. 
In December 1817 he was jK).sted to the 45'*' N, 1,, 
which he joined at Arnbala early in 1818. In tho 
autumn of the same year he marclu'd witli tlio 3*('giment 
to Fcrozejiore, and he subsequently servc'd wnili it in 
the Punjab campaign of 1848-49, including tluj passage 
of the Chenab and tho batth's of (liiliarnvjila and 
Gujerat (Medal and two clasps). On llio terruinatioji 
of tho campaign ho returned with the vc'girneut to 
Arnbala, whorr*e he proceeded on sick leavt? h) 8imla. 
Ho rejoined tho 45^*' at Arnbala in Oedobej’ 1849, l)ut 
his fihito of health was such that in December lie was 
obliged to ask for leave to proceed lo tho Presidency 
preparatory to going home ; tlie h’are w'ns granted from 
the 24'** * llecember and tho giunl of furlough W'as 
notificid on tke 2‘* of tlio succeed iiig lunnih, but ho was 
too ill to move from Arnbala, a!id he died at that place 
on tho 4^** January 1850. 

Evans, Ernest Riddle, Mnjnr (1851—1891).— 
Tablet at AUiofUibad . — Born on the 19'*‘ October 
1851.— Entered II. M.’s Service on the 28'*' February 
1874 as a Sub-Lieutenant in tho P* Battalion, 23’* Foot 
(the Royal Welsh Fusiliers), and was aftei’wards ]»ru- 
moted to tho rank of Lieutenant frcjm tlu? siiine date. 
Ho joined the battalion at Aldershot, suid during tlio 
succeeding five years he sta-ved with it at iliui jilaeo 
and at Cork, Dublin, Enniskillen and Woolwich. In 
May 1879 he j)ro(?('eded on special service t<.) South 
Africa, w^hciro ho served as a signalling oflicer in the 
latter pai’t of the Zulu War, and a.s Siipei'Inteiident of 
Bio Military Teleginpli in the operations against tlie 
insurgent chief Sekukuni (^ledal anti clasp). He 
roturned home in tho summer of 18S0, rejoined the 
battalion at Woolwieli, and almost immediately after- 
wards, in August, embarked with it for India. Landing 
at Bombay in September, he accorujianied the Kaltalion 
to Jubbulpoi*e, whence, early in 1881, Jk.* marclied with 
it to Chakrata. On the 24**' Decemlxu' 1881 he ati allied 
tho rank of Captain. In the cold season of 1882-83 Im 
accompanied the coi^ps to Dum-Dum, whence, soon 
after his arrival, in January 1883, he w'cnt home for 
duty at tho wgimental depot in North Wales. On 
^mpletion of lus tour of dutv, in January 1885, ho 
joined the Staff College at Sandhursti where he remained 


for twenty-one months. On the 9*^ December 1885 h» 
was promoted to the rank of Major, and having beat 
TO-posted to the P® Battalion of the Royal Welsh Foai- 
liera, ho ivturned to India in October 1886 and rejoined 
the corps, then on service in Burino^ where ho served 
wiUi it during the latter pai*t of tho campaign of 1S86« 
87, including tho expedition to Wuntho and tho affiiir 
of Mawlu (India Mixlal and clasp). Ho I'etuimod to 
Bengal wdtli tho battalion in March 1887, and accom- 
panitnl it to Lucknow', whence, in the autumn of 1890, 
ho pi*oceeded with it to Peshawar. In tho spring of 
1891 he accompanied tho battalion on service against 
the tril)es of tlio Black Mountain in Hazara, and m tho 
coui*so of tho ojwrations he died at Palosi, on tho right 
bank of the Indus, on tho 5'*' April 1891. 

Evans, Jamos, lAentcmint (1822-1846).— Grauo 
at Delhi^ No. 80. — Entt*red tho Bengal Army in 1840. 
Arrived in India in May 18 tl, and at onco proceedod to 
Benares and joined tho (>7'*' N. I., ti> wliich, in anticipa- 
tion of his arrival, he had Ixam jxisted on the P* April 
preceding. In D(*cember 1841 ho mairhod with hist 
rcgimtml, to Allahabjid, and thouce in the autumn of 
the succeeding year to Baiula, where ho served with it 
for ihreo years. In the autumn of 1845 ho accom- 
panied tho 67'*' to Allaliahad, but tho Sikh invasion 
having then taken plaeo tlio regiment wixs oixleird ii> 
confimu‘ ils movement to Delhi, and lie lu^coinjiaiiied it 
thither, arriving there on the last day of January 1846. 
H(‘ eouliniK il serving with tlu^ regiment at Delhi until 
Ills deiiih. which occnrri'd at that place on tho 8'** Sop- 
temlxT 1840.

Evans, John, Hnsojn (1811— 1850).— (/mrc a£ 
Lahore Cantonmenf, No. 009. — Having sewed for many 
years In tho ranks of the HP* Foot, and attained tbo 
jiosiiioii of Sergtiant-Major iheroin, John Evans was 
reooriimc‘iuUnl for an JOnsigney, to (ill tho vacancy 
caused by the death of Ensign R. W. O’Doll ((]. 

The recommendation was aecuqiled, and on tlio 3pt 
Oelober 1850 ho was gazetted Ensign in the 81”'' , witJi 
elTeet from that date*. Tln^ a])})ointineiit was, however, 
vtnd, 8erge;iut-Maj()v Evans having then Ixm dead for 
nearly six weeks. He died at M ian Mir on tho 
►Sepi ember 1850, — one iL Die victims of tho cholera 
opideinie w'hicli at that lime more than decimated tho 
regimmit.

102. — 3’]io fourth son oJ Major- tJeiieral Christoplior 
Sullivan Fagan, O.B., Ileiigal lirfanliy, who was a cadeyfc 
nf lh(^ Fagans of Feltrirn, (*o. Diililin, and of tlio FagaiiH 
*»f Kilkillagh, Co. Keiry. Born at Fatrhgarh, on the 
I t'*' May 1823. - Fnteri^d tho Bengal Army in 1840, Oft 
a Crnlet of Artillery. Arrived in India in Januaiy 
1841, and in tho folhjwong August w'as jioshxl to tho 
.5'*' Company 7'** Hattalioii, Font, Artiihuy, at Dum- 
Dum, fnim wliieJi he was nnnoved, in Juno 1842, to the 
5'*’ Comjiany 4'*' Battalion at Ca.waijior(.*. In the follow- 
ing month he prore(;ded lo the r Provinces as 
acting Adjutant aiul acting Detach moiit Staff io a largo 
body of draffs and recruits, and on arrival at Cawiqxu'e 
joined the company f/> which he sfood po.sted, and tO 
wliich he wms re-posted in the follow'ing Novomlxir, on 
Ills pitmiotiou to the rank »)f Fir.st-Jjiciitenant being 
notified. In January 1843 In; was truiisfriTod to tha 
2'* Comjiaiiy 7'** Ikittalion, at Alinora, and from that^ 
in October 1841, to the 4'** Company of iJio same 
battalion at Bareilly. In January 1845 Iio was re- 
moved to tho P* Company 6*** Battalion, at Jubbul- 
porc.

In September 1850 he trans- 
ferred to the 3^ Company 4^^ Battalion, which ho joined 
in the following November on its airival at Lahore 
from Ambala. In August 1851 he was removed to the 
iBt Company 2^^ Battalion, which, on the departure of 
the 3<i Company 4^^ Battalion for Peshawar, he joined 
ut Mian Mir in November. In January 1852 ho was 
appointed temporarily to the Department of the Civil 
Engineer in tho Punjab, as Superintendent of Civil 
Buildings at Lahore. On attaining the? lu-nk of Cap- 
tain, he was posted, October 1853, to the 1®* Company 
Battalion, but he continued in tho appointment of 
fiupd»- of Civil Buildings until October 1854, when he 
was appointed OfFg. Kxeentivo Officer at Dalhoiisie, in 
which appointment ho was absorbed into tho Dep^* of 
Public Works in the follov'ing year. In November 
1856 ho was appointed Executive Officer at Julliindur, 
and he was still serving in that appointment vsdien tho 
outbreak of iho mutinies at Meerut and Delhi, in May 
1857, called him into the held. On the 19‘»* of that 
month ho was directed to pi*ocecd immediately to Ambala 
and there place himself under the orders of Major 
Laughton, and on the 23*^ he was appointed an Asst. 
Field Enpneer with the Delhi Field Force. lie joined 
the Force in this capacity, but on the June, in 
Iho course of the advance on Delhi, lio was^ placed 
at the disposal of Major Kayo for service with the 
elege-train, and reverted to his proper position^ as an 
officer of artillery. He was present with tho Force at 
tho action of Badli-ki-Semi and throughout tho greater 
part of the siege of Delhi, and repeatedly distinguished 
'Mmsclf, especially in the repulse of tho attack on tho 
right rear of our position on the 9*** July. On iho 12^** 
September, two days before the termination of the 
siege and tho storming of tho city, he was unfortunately 
killed in No. 4 Breaching Battery whilst gallantly 
directing tho firo of the batery on tho Kashmir Gate 
and bastion, and he fell lamented by the whole Force. 
It was recorded of him that his career durijig tlio whole 
period that tho Force had been before Delhi “was 
marked by unceasing energy and conspicuous devotion 
to his profession,” and that he “ had gained for himself 
the respect of officers and men in every branch of tho 

Force.”

#1331 1857). — Grai'c. at Ambala^ No. 240. — Entei’ed 

H. M.’s Service on the 14^^ Mar(!h 1851 us an Ensign 
in the 56*^' Foot, and the regiment being then at 
Gibraltar, lie joined iho depot in the Isle of Wight. On 
the September following he was transfciTod to the 
y 5 th j^oot, and joined the reginumial depot at Chatliam. 
In the summer of tho following year he embarked for 
India, and having landed at Calcutta in OctolH^r 1852, 
lie joined tho VS*'* at Ambala in Ft'bruaiy 1853. In 
the winter of 1853-54 ho accompanied the regiment to 
Peshawar, and in October 1855 he marched >vith it thonco 
to Bawal Pindi. Early in 1857 he proceeded with iho 
CGips to Kasauli, and on tho 15*^ May following ho 
was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. On tho 
outbreak of the mutiny ho marched with tho regiment 
to Ambala, and thonco accompanied it in the movement 
on Delhi ; was present with it in tho action of Badli-ki- 
fietai|and at the siege and capture of Delhi; and 


was wounded in the action of the 14^1* July before that 
place. He was afterwards invalided to Ambala, where 
he died on tho October 1857. 

Falthfull, Henry Jacob Young, Mrst-Lieutenani 

(1823 — 1846 ). — GrjLve and tablet at Ferozepore^ No. 
444. — Son of Lieutenant-Colonel Bichard Coventiyf 
Faithful I, Bengal Infantry. Born at Cuttack on the 
8^^ October 1823. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1841 
fis a Cadet of Aiiillory. Arrived in India in June 1842, 
and in Hie following December was posted to tho 5**^ 
Company 5^*^ Battalion, Foot Artillery, which ho joined 
at Benares. In January 1845 he was transferred to 
tlio 4^*^ Comjiany 2‘^ Battalion at Dum-Dum, but 
before he could join it ho was removed, February 1845, 
to llie 2*1 Company 4th Battalion at Cawnporo. 'On 
tho Corps of Artilleiy being reorganised in July 1845,. 
he was promoted to the rank of Fii*st-Lieutenant, and 
p}stcd to tlie Troop 2*1 Brigade, Horse Artillery 
(now“K” Battery, Koyal Horse Ai’tillery), which he 
joined at Meerut. On tho outbreak of the first Sikh 
War ho accompanied the troop to tho front and with 
it joined tho Army of tho Sutlej in January 1846. By 
some unexplained accident he was not present with the 
troop at tho kittle of Aliwal, in which it was promi- 
nently engaged, but he was with it in the final engage- 
ment at Sobraon, in which he unfortunately lost his 
life, having fallen by a cannon-shot in the preliminaiy 
bombardment of tho Sikh ©ntixmchments, — 10th Febru- 
ary 1846.

Nots II.-*Lieuienant Faithfull, married, at Calcutta, on tho 1st 
.luly 1844, Louisa Sophia, daughter of Archer Wilson, Esqr., of 
Uumkulla Factory, Chapruh. 

Farquhar, Trevor Graham, Cornet (1826— 
1846), — Grave at Ludhiana : see No. 443. — The third 
and youngest son of Sir ^.'homas Harvio Farquhar, 
Bart. (If), of London and Gronnai*d Lodge, Boehamp- 
ton, Co. SiuToy, and afteiwards of Polosdcu Lacey, 
near Dorking, in tho same county. Born on tho 5^^ 
August 1826. — Eiit(Ti*d tho Bengal Army in 1844. 
Ari’ived in India in May 1844, and in tho following 
August was dirocbnl to proceed to Muttra and do duty 
with the 5^^* Light Cavalry. On •tho 6^k November 
1845 he was posted to the 1®^ Light Cavalry, at Muttra, 
and early in Jan ii ary 1846 he accompanied that rcgi~ 
ment oil servi(?e towards tho Sutlej. He was present 
with it in the battle of Aliwal, 28^^* Jauuaiy 1846, in 
which lie was mortally wounded ; and he died in conse- 
quence at Ijiidhiana on tho 31®h 

Farrington, Henry Wortham, Major (1798— 
1851) — Grave at AinhalaNo. 221. — Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1818. Amved in India in May 1819, and in 
the following July was sent up to Dinaporo to do 
duty with the Bengal European Bcgiment. In the 
succeinling October be was directed to do duty with the 
2*i Battalion 14^*‘ N. I., and having joined that corps at 
Dinapore, ho aceompained it to Cawnporo in January 
1820. In June 1820 he was posted to the 2^ Battalion 
1®* N. I., which he joined at Partabgarh, in Oudh, and 
with that corps, at tho end of 1821, he marched to Nee- 
much. On the Army being rc-organised in May 1824 ho 
was finally posted to the 2*' N.| I. (late 1®^ Battn. lH_ 
N. I.), and having joined this regiment at Sultanpur, in 
Oudh, he afterwawls accompanied it to Kaita, in 
Bundclkhand, in 1826, and to BaiTackporo in the winter 
of 1827-28. From December 1827 to March 1829 
ho officiated as InterpretcT and Quarter-Master of the 
corps. Early in 1830 he proceeded with the regiment to 
Dinapore, whence he marched with it to Saugor early 
in 1834, and to Lucknow at the end of 1836. In tho 
autumn of 1838, the regiment having been detailed to 
form part of the Army of the Indus, ho proceeded with 
it to Kamal, and thence to Ferozepore, aniving at the

flatter place and joining the Aiiny on the 27^^ November; 
* the corps, however, was eventually not required to^ ac- 
company the Ai'my, and having been ordei^d to remain at 
f Ferozepore, he continued serving witli it there until 
. Februaiy 1840, when he marched with it for Kabul, 
proceeding across the Punjab and through the passes, 
lie arrived there in the following May, aiul thereafter ho 
served with tho regiment throughout the campaigns of 
1840-41-42 in Afghanistan. In tho summer of 1840 
he served with the corps in tho ex]iedition into the 
Ohilzai country. In the winter of 1840-41 he com- 
manded a field detachment on service in the district of 
Zamindawar, and on tho 3*^ January he had the good 
fortune to inflict a severe defeat on the insurgents un- 
der Saidar Aktar Khan at Landinawa. After tho 
general outbi’eak of November 1841 he served with the 
regiment throughout the opomtions at and aix>und 
Kandaliar, under General Nott, and aftenvai’ds in the 
movement to tho north, in the couiise of which he was 
present at the action ^f Goaine, the re-capture of 
Ghazni, tho actions of »eni Badam and Maidan, the 
re-occupation of Kabul, and various actions in the passes 
between Kabul and Peshawar during the withdmwal of 
our forces from Afghanistan (Medal). A few days 
after his arrival at Perozepore he proceeded on leave to 
Subathu and the Norih- Western Hills, and he never 
rejoined his regiment, having, a few we eks later, been 
‘ transfen^d to the Invalid Establislimcnt with effect from 
the 1®^ January 1843. In Mareh 1843 he receivcMl per- 
mission to reside at Simla, and at that place, with a 
change to Ambala in the winter months, the remainder 
of his life was passed. lie died at Amhiila on the 
February 1851. 

Notk. — Major (tluMi Captain) Farriiij'toii, luarrietl, first, at 
]Vuiaporc\ on tlio .Iiil.v 1831, Hannab, ilnuglitrr of-- InHliuw, 
and willow of Mr. John .louos, Indigo Plantor, of Mohndi Uhat, 
near Cawnporo. This Indy, who was horn at Halifax, Co. York, 
on the 30th January 1797, dic'd at l)ina]>or(' on tho 23d August 
1831. only five weeks after her second marriage. — Major Farrington 
married, secondly, at Calenttu, on the 2 1st Dcceiiihor 1833, 
Frances, widow of John TunuT, Ksqr., solieitor, of tho ^ui^rcmo 
Court. 81ic died at Subuthu on the IGth Ftdimury 1858.

Fellowes, Halford • Lientevanf-CoUnifl (183.3 — 
1879)* — Tablet at Jlielum, N(t, 774. — Son of Rear- 
Admiral Sir Thomas Fellowe.s, 7v7., C.R., Royal Navy. 
Bom at “ The Leigh ’’near Great Bradford, Co. Wilts, 
on the October 1833. — Entered tlio Bengal Army in 
1851. Amved in India in June of the same year, and 
was sent up to Benares to do duty witli the IG*** N. I. 
On the 2'P" of the succeeding month he was po.sted to tho 
31®* N. I., and having joined tliat regiment at J ullun- 
dur, he served with it there for three yeans, subsequently 
accompanying the corps to Barinekpore in the cold season 
of 1854-55. He was acting Adjutiant of the regiment 
from July 1855 to April 185G, and during tlie whole of 
this period he was actively employed in tlie field against 
the insurgent Santhals. On the conclusion of the oper- 
ations against these people he returned with tho regi- 
ment to Barrackpore, and he continued serving with it 
there until November 1850, when tho corps left for 
Saugor and ho went on leave. He rejoined at Saugor 
in February 1857, and was soon aftenvaids sent with a 
detachment to Nagode, whore he served as Station Staff 
Officer for a short time in March. In May 1857 lie was 
appointed acting Adjutant of tlic regiment, and on tho 
81»‘ July following he was made permanent in the ap- 
pointment, which ho held for nearly six years. As 
Adjutant ho served with the regiment (which was one 
of tho few tliat remained faithful) throughout tho 
Mutiny campaigns of 1857-58-59 in the Saugor 
District and Centml India, and was present at the de- 
fence of the fort of Saugor, the actions of Jalimpur and 
Daulatpur, the capture of the forts of Shahgarh and 
P^tna, and the pursuit of Tantia Topi (Medal and clasp) 
In Februarv 1859 he was appointed to act as Quarter- 
Maater of the regiment, in addition to his duties as Ad- 
jutant. He shortly afterwards accompanied the regiment 


to Kalpi, at which station, from April to July, he serv* 
ed, in addition, as Station Staff Officer. He iipbsequent- 
ly proceeded with the remment to Shahjahanpur, arriv< 
ing there tovrards the end of August 1859, and at that 
station ho continued nctiug as Quaiier-Master, ij* 
addition to his other duties, until November i860, la 
February 18G1 he was admitted into the Bengal Staff 
Corps. In November 1862 he w(^ again appointed to 
offieiati* as Qiiart(*r-Yfnster of the regiment (which liod 
now become the 2'* N. I.), in addition to his duties as 
Adjutant. In the following mouth his services were 
placed at the disposal of the Govonimeut of Bengiil, but 
this was cancelled soon aftenvnids, and oontinuiiig in 
his regimental appointment^, he acoommnied tho corris to 
Multan in the winter of 1862-63. On attaining the 
mnk of Captain in January 1863 he vacated the Ad* 
jutancy of the regiment, but ho continuoil officiating in 
that appointment, as well as in that of Quai’ter-Master 
until the middle of tho following April, when he be^ 
came Offg.

Ferguson, Robert, JAeulvnant (1825—1849). — 
Tablet at JuUiindtir, No. 550. — Born on the 18^^ January 
1825. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1842. Arrived in 
India on the 29*^'* June 18411, and having, in anticipation 
of his arrival, been posted, on the 1 of that month, to 
the N. I., ho })rotHioded to Bareilly and Joincul that 
regiment there. In the spring of 184 1 he accompanied 
the regiment to Sukkur, in Sindh, where he served with 
it for nearly two years. On the formation of the Sindh 
IHeld Force, whicli was organised for the purpose of 
making a diversion in favour of the Army of the Sutlej 
during the first Sikh Wav, he accompanied ther(*gim(mt 
, on that service, but the battle of Sobnion having brought 
the war to an end, tlie force was brokcjii up, and ho 
marched with ilio corps to Delhi, arriving tliero towards 
the end of April 184(>. Tu the autumn of 1848 lie ac- 
companied the I’egiment to Ludhiana, and on the 14^^ 
Novernlior he was appointed to act as Adjutant to the 
left wing, temi)orarily detached to Nako(hir, whence ho 
marched with it in December and rejoined tin; hcad-qnar- 
tors of the regiment at Jullundur. ITc! substHpicntly 
served with the regiment, in the force under tlie com- 
mand of Brigadier WhecdiT, f.liroughout the operations in 
the Jullundur and Bari Doabs, during the Punjab 
Campaign of 1848-49, and toi)k pai’t in a sharp affair 
with the rebels under Hum Singh near the heiglits of 
Dalla. On the bTmination of the campaign he accom- 
panied the regiment to Jullundur, at which station he 
died on the 15^^» September 1849. 

Fergusson, Josias Dupre, Lioatmanl (1815— 
1844 ). — Grave at Suhathuj No, 41d. — Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1S29 as a Caih^t of Tnfuntry. Being 
alrcMKly in the country, he was formally admitted into 
the service in India on the l(hb December 1830, but, 
bciing supcnuinuTary to tlm (‘stablishmeut, \u) remained a 
cadet for two years and-a-half, and continued unposted 
for nearly three. A few days after liis admission into 
the service he was oi*dcred upto Diiiapore to do duty with 
the 2*^ N. I., but early in January 1831 this arraiige- 
xnonf was altered, and lie was directed to do duty instead 
with the 33'* N. T. at Cawnpore. On the leaving 
Cawni)oro in the following Oetober, he was ap])()iiited lo 
do duty with the 10^^' N. I., until the anvival at that 
station of the and that ri'ginieut marching in at 
tlie end of the same month, lie joiiuMl it, and ho continu- 
ed doing duty with it for nearly two yi'ars. lit; was 
granted rank as Ensign on the 2Dt Juno 1833 (subse- 
quently antedated to tlu l9‘^^July 1S30), and in Ihe 
succeeding Octol^jr lio was ])o.sted to the N. I. Ho 
joined that regiment at IMhow, and in the winter of 
1834-85 ho served with it in the field in Uajputana on 
the occasion of the demonstration against Jodhpur and 
of Gio operations subsequently umh'rtuken for ilio re- 
storation of order in tlio district of Slukhawat. On the 
conclusion of this campaign he accompanied the corps to 
Agia, arriving there in April 1835, and in the cold season 
of 1S37-38 he proceeded with the regiment to Jamal- 
pur, in Eastern Bengal. In November l83S ho was nomi- 
nated acting Interpreter and Quartcr-Muister to tlie i-egi- 
ment, but ho had held this post less than a month when, 
m, the of December, ho was appointed an Asst. 
Itovenue Surveyor in the Cawnporo district. Ho conti- 
nued in this employment until October 1840| when ho 
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was appointed Adjutant of the Bhopal Continfimt, 
having joined that body at Sehore, he continue serving 
with it there until February 1843. He was then appoint- 
ed a Depy. Commissioner of the Second Class in tha 
Sail got Division, was posted to Damoh, and appointed 
to tlie command of the 2 ^ Battalion of Military Police 
at that station. In October 1844 he proceeded on sick 
leave to the hills, and he died at Subathu on the 27*k 
Decemljer following. 

Fergusson, William Tierney, Ensign (r. 1820—

Ferris, Joseph, Gaptalu and Brevet-Major (1807— 
1853 ). — Grave at Dharmsala^ A7). 508. —Born at Pen- 
z.aiice, Co. Cornwall, on the 3'* May 1807. — Entered 
tlu‘ Bengal Army in 1823. Arrivoil in India in April 
1825, and was sent up to Bcrliampoiv* to do duty with tho 
28th I. In the following July he was posted to the 
20th N. T., wliich he joined at Barrackporo. In October 
1827 ho proceeded to the Upper Provinces on leave, on 
the expiration of which he rejoined the regiment at 
Kaita in February 182S. In flic winter of 1830-31 he 
marched with the vcgimimt to Sitapnr, Avhence he pro- 
ceedt'd witli it to Delhi iii tho spring of 1834, and to 
Ludhiana in November 183G. U\ May 1838, ho was 
appointed to the command of a dmachment whi(!h had 
bo(‘n detailed to form tho escort of a mission to tho Maha- 
raja Ran jit Singh, and he coniinued on this duty until 
the rctiim of the mission from Lahnre in the following 
July. Ill Noveniher 1838, on the regiment biang (h'tail- 
ed to form pari of tho Army of the Indus, lio marched 
with it to Ferozepore, Imt the force under orders to 
procct'd to Afgliauislan having- been reduced by two 
brigades, in one of which tluj 20^^‘ N. I. was included, 
lie returned to ijudhiaua with tlio corps in Januaiy 
1S39. Ill the following month fie was detached in com- 
mand of two comjianics of the regiment, which had 
been detailed to escort; guns and treasure fo Peshawar, 
and evmitually to form part of thet'seortof Major (after- 
wards Sir Claude) Wade in his movement on Kabul with 
tho Sliahzada, Timur. Whilo the forces (mostly irregu- 
hir levies) destiniMl to advance on Kabul from this jioint 
were assembling at Peshawar, he was (miploycd in 
forming and organizing several other iiTOgular corps 
to aid in the movement through tlie Khaibar, the princi- 
pal one of whicrli was a body of bonh'r i^atliaiis (320 
strong) armed ’intli the jnzail (a long matchlock, 
usually, but improperly, culled a “rifle”). At tho 
he, ad of this corps (wliich in tlie hitter part of the 
Afghan War won high distinction under tlic designation 
of “ Ferris’ Jaraiichis ”) and of th^ detachment of tha 
20^^‘ N. T. he took a distingiiislied port in the forcing of 
tlio Khaibnr Pass and (lie rLduclion of Ali Masjid in 
July 1839. On the conclusion of these operations, when 
tho greater part of tlie force moved (m towards Kabul, 
ho was left at Ali !Masjid in comm.and of tlio garrison, 
which consisted of tho gi’cnadier oimipany of the 20**' and 
the Jazailchi Corps. In this position he remained 
(repulsing sevenil Afriili attacks on his post) until 
October 1839, wJien, liis services having in the preced- 
ing month l)ccn placed at the disposal of the Envoy and 
Minister at the Court of Sliah Shuja-ul-Mulk, he was 
appointed Commandant of the Corps of Jazailchis, the 
strength of which was considerably augmented, and the 
head-quarters of which were removed, in 1840, to Pesh- 
bolak, in the Shinwari country. In February 1841 he 
led the Jazailchis throughout the operations against 
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the Sangii Khel Shinwaris, in the Nazian Valley, in 
whioh'tlie corps was prominently engaged, kighW dis- 
tingnidied itself,* and suffered considerable loss, in tho 
following November, immediately after the outbreak at 
Kabul, he was attacked at Peshbolak by a combination 
of all the neighbouring tribes, and having only 250 of 
his men with him at tho time, the greater part of 
the corps having been detached to Gandamak, he was 
obliged to ia}ce np a position in an old ruined fort in the 
neighbourho^. This ho defended with groat gallantry, 
against unceasing attacks, from tho to the nignt 
of tho ItV** , when, having lost nearly one-fiftli of his 
men, the failure of ammunition left him no alternative 
but to ovacw^^te tho jxist and reach, if possible, a place 
of safety, the difficulties of tho situation being gi'oatly 
aggravated by the circumstance that there were ladies 
^(nis wife and her sister) in the gaaTison. After a 
sharp conflict, and with much loss, ho succeeded, during 
tho darkness of the night, in cutting liis way through 
the enemy with the remains of the giirrison, and newt 
morning he made his way to Girdi Kas, wliero tho 
friendly aid of Torahaz Khan, tho Mohmand Chief of 
Lalpura, was^received, and by tho assistaiioiuif this Chief 
he eventually reached Lalpura with his party, wlieuco 
the whole wore conducted by tho Tartara routo to Pti- 
shawar, arriving there ou the 21“** . During the suc- 
ceeding months he was busily engaged at Peshawar in 
recriiitiug, reforming aJid relitting his gallant litthi 
corps, and when General Pollock advanced to tlu^ relief 
of Jalalaliad in April 1812, he Uiok, witli his Ja/ailchis 
(now 400 strong), a promiueiit part in the forcing of tho 
Khaibar Pass, the General, in his dos])at(^Iies, making 
special mention of “ Captain Ft'rris, Commainling the 
Jaziiilcliis, whoso conduct excited tin) deliglit aiid ad- 
miration of all who belield t.liem.” lie Nubse(|iiontly 
moved forward with General Pollock b) Jalalabail, and 
hero ho was joined by tlio remains of tlie detaebment 
formerly at Gandamak, wliioh had taken a gallant 
part in the defence of th() former place. In July IS 12, 
with tho whole of tho Jazailchi Corps, Ikj took part in 
tho Sliinwari Jilxpoditiou, and was prewmi in l)otli tlio 
actions at Mazina, and when General PoWock movcid 
forward in August, ho and his Jazailcliis accom- 
panied the Army and took part in the actions of Tozin 
and Raft Kotal, and in the re-o(UMipation of Kabul. Ou 
tho conclusion of tho ojxu’ations ho I'cturnod witli G^meral 
Pollock’s foi’ce to Peshawar (at whi(!li place the greater 
part of the Jazailcliis wisre paiil np and discliargcil), and 
thence actgirapauied it to Fei’iizepire, from which place, in 
January 1813, lie proceeded on leave for siv months.

He ri turned with the corps to Dehra 
in Fcbruaij 1843, but in the autumn he w'as detached 
with one wing to Khaital, and in March *1844, with 
the whole of the battalion, to Hai-dwar, whence he 
i-eturned to Delim in April. On the outbreak of Uie 
first Sikh War ho proceeded -with his battalion to Ambala, 
whence he marched with it to Ludhiana in Januaiy 
1846, and took pai*t in the defence of that place against 
the Sikhs ; and having joined the force under the com- 
mand ol Sir Hairy Smith, he commanded the battalion 
at the battle of Aliwal. A foi’tnight later, on the 10^*^ 
Febi-uary 1846, he commanded the corps in the sanguin- 
aiy battl(‘ of Sobraon, and fell under a shower of grape 
whilst gallantly leading on his Gurkhas to the assault 
of the Sikh lulrcnchmints, icsi ectcd and lamented bv 
the whole Anny**

Fisher, Johr, Captain (1802— 1840).— 
at Ferozefore^ Fo, 444. — Son of the Revd. Henry 
Pishcr, M.A., Chaplain on the Bengal KsiaWishment, 
and formerly of Kirk Hammerton, near Knares- 
l)orough, Co. York. Born at Kirk Hammerton on the 
12'^ July 1802.— Arrived in India with his father in 
March 1815. On tho March 1817 lie was appointed 
n Comet in H. M*s 24 ^b Light Dnigoons, then station- 
ed at Cawnpoi-e, but in the following yinr, upon being 
appointed a Cadet of Infantry in the Bengal Army witli 
effect from the date on which he should attain the ago of 
fiixteen years, he resigned his commission in H. M.’s 
Ser-yice. He was formally admitted into the service in 
India on the 17^** December 1818, and four days later 
was directed to do duty with the Battalion 7^*’ N. I., 
at Agra. In July 1819 he was tninsi’en-cd, for duty, 
^ the 1“! Battafioii 25**' N. T., at Meerut, and in the 
following December to the 1»* Battalion 27**', at the same 
station, and he continued serving with this corps until 
March 1820, when he vvas regularly posted to the 
Battalion 4**' N. T., at Muttra. In 1821 he accompanied 
bis battalion to Saugor, and in 1822 to Jubbulpore, and 
be continued sei-ving with it there until Januaiy 1824, 
-when he W7is appointed Adjutant of ihc Sirmoor Bat- 
talion of Gurkhas (now the Battalion of tiio 2<* 
Gurkha Rifle's), which he joined at Dchrn, and witli 
which tlie rest of his service was passed. On the re- 
organisation of the Army taking place in May 1824 he 
was posted to tlie 23''^ N. I. (late 2‘* Battalion 4**'), hut 
being continuously witli the Gurkha battalion, he never 

£ iiied this regiment. He was ordered to join it on its 
detailed to fca-m pai4 of the force nssi mhled for 
the siege of Bharatpnr in November 1825, but the order 
was aftei'wards cancelled, and he was selected to join 
the Army under Loi-d Combe i meio in command of a 
detachment of two hundred men of the Sirmoor Batta- 
lion. At the head of thi.s deiacKment he was- actively 
throughout tlie sie^e of Bharatpur, and took a 
'piuminent part in the stoiming of the fbriress on tho 
I8th Januaiy 1826. On the teimination of the 
•operations he returned to Dehiu with the detachment, 
Md in June 1827 he was appointed Second*in'‘CoiDxnand 


Fisher. William, lieutenant (1822—1845).— Grar# 
at Mndki ; tablet at Ferozeporey No, 441.— Ent.ei<?d the 
Bengal Army in 1837. Airivcd in .India in February 
1838, and in the following month was onlered up to 
Siiltanpui^ Benares, to do duly with the 8**' Light 
Cavaliy. In February 1839 he was posted to the 10 *b 
Light Cavalry, which ho joined at Muttra, and with that 
coips he served in the campaign of 1842 in Afghanis- 
tan, under Major-Gciural Pollock (Medal). In De- 
cember 1843 he was appointed to do duty with that 
Govei’uor-Gciif rars Body-Guard, and he served with that 
corps in the Gwalior Campaign, including tho liattlo of 
Mnhirijpui (Bionzo 8tar). In jAnuaiy* 1844 ho 
was piTinanently attached to the Body-Guard as au 
additional subjilteiii officer, and in March 1845, having 
already tfficiated iu the post for iwo months, ho 
was appointed Adjutant of the corps. He accompanied tho 
Body-Guard into the field with the Army of tho 
Sutlej in December 1845, and on tho 18**' of that month 
he was killed in action at tlie battle of Mudki, whilst 
gallantly charging the Sikh cavalry. 

Fisher. William Pemberton, Captain (r. 1834— 
1865), — Urare. at Mu //n 71 . —Entered the Bengal Army 
in 1851. Arrivcil in India in November of the same 
year, and was ordered up to Benares to join and do duty 
with the 16**' N. I., but on the 26**' of tho same month, 
lieforehe could join the 16»*s ho was posted to tho 
S'* N. 1. He joined that regiment at Jhelum, and in 
tho winter of 1852-53 ho served with it in the operations 
conducted by Colonel Mackeson against the tribes of 
the Black Mountain, Hazara. Towards the end of 1854i 
ho accompanied the regiment to Phillaur, where he 
served with it until the end of December 1855, when 
he was appointed to officiate as Adjutant of the 2** Punj- 
ab Infantiy. He joined that coi’ps at Kohat, and in 
March 1856 he vran made pennanent in the anointment 
of Adjutant, During that year he twice officiated os 
Second-in-Command of the regiment, tho second time 
for several months, and he was holding this position 
when, in O^ber 1856, he accompanied the corps on the 
expedition into Upper Miranzai (during which he wan 
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y a nm t at tlie sai^ricid of Torawari) and in the sabse* 
qiymt movement into the Enrram Valley. Ho retnrned 
io jlAhat with the regiment in December, and there in 
January 1857 ho again officlatod for a short time in the 
■ame position. In Febraary 1857 ho accompanied the 
legimenli to Dera Qhazi Khan, and in the following 
month ho served with it in. the expedition to tho Bozdar 
Hills, greatly distinguish ^ng himself in the forcing of 
the Khan-band*dofilo on the 7^^ March. On tho con*. 
iDlnaion of these operations ho returned with the regi- 
ment to Dera Qhazi Khan, whence, ;^n tho outbreak of 
ihe mutiny in May, he marched with tho regiment to 
Multan, and there, on tho 10^^^ J une, took pai*t in the 
dramatic distCrming of the 62i and 69^*^ N. I. On the 
I2^h Jiily )io marched from Multan with the regimont 
eti imLte to Delhi, and, arriving thereon tho 1 August, 
he thereafter took part in the remaining operations of 
ihe siege, including the action of Naiafgiirh and tho 
ni^ult and capture of the city itsolf. On the fall of 
Delhi he accompanied his regiment in tho pursuing 
eolunm under Colonel Greathod, and was present with 
it at tho actions of Bulandshahr, Aligarh and Agra, 
^d, ^ter joining the main army under the Commander- 
in-Chiof, in the brilliant operations resulting in the final 
relief of Lucknow, in the course of which, on the 16*** 
November, he was appointed acting Second-in-Command 
of. the regiment, consequent on the permanent incum- 
bent, Lieutenant Frankland (q. c.), having fallen at tho 
storming of the Sikandarbagh. He was afterwards pre- 
sent at tho battle of Cawupore, the action of Khodaganj, 
the siege and capture of Lucknow in March 1858, the 
movement into Rohilkhand (in tho course of which, on 
the 13^** April, he was made permanent in the appoint- 
ment of Socond-in-Command), and the battle and capture 
of Bareilly, besides numerous minor affairs (Modal and 
three clasps). After the fall of Bareilly he accom- 
panied the regiment on its return to tho Punjab, and hav- 
ing arrived at Ferozeporo on the 10^** Juno, ho was, in 
the following month, appointed acting Station Interpre- 
ter there, in addition to his other duties. On the 3‘* 
September following, on tho formation of tho 4 Euro- 
pean Regiment, he was transferred to the rolls of that 
corps, which, however, he never joined. On tho 15*** of 
the same month ho was appointed Offg. Commandant of 
the Punjab Infantry, and in tlio following month ha 
marched with the regimont from Forozopore and pro- 
ceeded to Bannu. He remained in ofUciating command 
of the rogiraont until January 1859, when ho reverted 
to tho position of Second-in-CJommand. In May 1859 tho 
appointment of acting Commandant of tho G'** Punjab 
Infantry was conferred upon him, and ho joined that 
regimont at Dera Ismail Khan. In the winter of 
1859-60 he cornmandeil this corps in the expedition 
against the Kabul Khel Waziris, returning to Dera 
Ismail Khan on the termination of tho operations. In 
March 1860, on some changes taking place, he was dis- 
placed from tho appointment of Offg. Commandant of 
the 6^** P. I., but ho was immediately afterwards re- 
appointed to tho post, and in A]nMl and May 1860 he 
commanded the regiment throughout the Mahsud Waziri 
Expedition, including the forcing of tho Bariri Pass, in 
which ho led tho advance of the loft column of assault. 
On the conclusion of tho expedition he returned to Dera 
Ismail Khan with the regiment, tho officiating command 
of which he retained until the following Dccernljor, when 
be reverted to his permanent apjwintment of Second-in- 
Cotnmand of the 2** Punjab Infantry : he did not, how- 
ever, rejoin that regiment, and in March 1861 ho was 
permitted to i*esigii tho appointment. This was in conse- 
quence of his having got into tri>uble through a iieglect 
of duty while Offg. Commandant of the 6*** Punjab In- 
fantry, the affair culminating, eighteen months later, in 
bis being subjected to a rejiriraand by the sedtenco of a 
General Court Martial (O. 0. C. C., dated the 27*** Sep- 
tember 1862). Ho was then relegated to general duty 
at Multan, in which ho continued until August 1863, 
when he was appointed a paid Doing-Duty Officer in tho 
N. I. (Siktui) at Lucknow \ in the following month, 


however, he was transferred, in the same position, to the 
19^^ N. I. at Agra, but he does not appear to have 
joined this regiment, and in February 1864 ho 
again dii'ected to do general duty at Multfin. In tho 
following May bo was appointed Quarter Master of the 
5‘** N. I. at Dacca, but he never joined the regiment, 
and very shortly afterwards he received the appointment 
of Station Interpreter at Multan, in which he continued 
until his death. Ho died at Multan on the 8^** July 
1865. 


Fitzgerald, John, Oorporal (1820— 1849).— GVoos 
on the battle-field of Gujerat^ No. 764. — Born in Dublin 
about November 1820. — A coppersmith by trade.— En* 
listidd at Manchester on the 22'* July 1843, and arrived 
in India, per ship Queen^ on tho 10*** Januaiy 1844. 
Served, as a gunner, with the 2^* Troop 2«* Brigade, 
Bengal Horse Artillery (now the 52^* Field Batteiy, 
Rf3yal Artillery), in the Sutlej Campaign, 1846, and was 
present at tho Ixittlo of Sobraon (Medtil). Also, in the* 
rank of Corporal, in the Punjab Campaign of 18*48-49, ‘ 
including tho passage of the Cheuab, and the battles of 
Chilianwila and Gujorat, in the latter of which he wsi 
killed,— 21** February 1849. 


FitzGerald, John Forster, Captain (a, 1820-^ 
1848). — }fonutnent at Uamnaqar^ No. 747. — The oldest 
son of Field-Marshal Sir John Forster FitzGerald, 
G.O.B., Colonel of the 18*** (Royal Irish) liemmeni^ 
who was of tho FitzGeralds of CaiTigcn-an and Now- 
market-on-Fergus, Co. Clart\ — Entered H. M.’s Ser- 
vice (from tho Royal Mily. College) on tho 24 ** March 
1837 as a Cornet in tho 4*** Light Dragoons, which he 
joined at Kirkeo, in tho Bombay Pi’csiilenoy, early in 
the succeeding year. In Novcmlwr 1838 ho proceeded 
with two squadraus of tho regimont to Sindh and there 
joined tho Army of the Iiidns, with which (having 
attained the rank of liicmtonaiit on tho 3 1st May 1839) 
lio served throughout tho campaign of 1838-39 in 
Afghanistan, including the capture of Ghazni (Medal) 
and tho occupation of Kabul. On tho conclusion of 
the campaign he retnnmd with tlio two S(|uadron8 te 
th«j Bombiy Presidency, n»aching Kirkoo in March 
18 to, shortly after which ho was ap{K)inted Aide-de- 
Camp to his father, IMajor-Ooiil. Sir John P. Fitz- 
Gerald, K.C.B., then Commanding the Poona Division 
of the Army. On the 30th April 1841 ho was trans- 
ferred to tlio 14’*» Light DragiKms, which arrived at 
Kirkec*, fn^m Englarnl, in the following September; 
he did not, howcvt‘r, join tho regimont until near the 
end of tho year, wlicri his staff appointment ceased 
on his fatlier’s departure for Europe. Ho continued 
serving with tho 14*** at Kirkeo until October 1844, 
when ho accompanied two scpiadrons of the regimont 
on service against insurgents in tho Southern Mahrattn 
country ; he was there actively omplovod for several 
months, and at tlie end of November and tho beginning 
of December ho took part in tho capture of the strong 
hill-forts of Panalla and IWangarh. He returned to 
Kirkce with the two squadrons in March 1845, and in 
tho following cold season he accompanied the nygimont 
to tho Bengal Presidoncy, arriving at Ambila in April 
1816. In September 1847 he was apixiintod to officiate 
as Quarter-Master of the regiment, and ho retained, 
that post for more than seven months.^ In February 
1818 ho marched with tho regiment to Fewjzoporo, and 
while serving there, on the 25*** April 1848, he was 
pwmoted to the rank of Captfiiii. Tn August 1848 he 
procc'cded with tho w^giroent tcj Lahore, whence, on the 

outbreak of the second Sikh War, in the autumn, he 
accompanied it into the field. In the first mgagemenft 
of tho campaign, however, at Bamnagar—on the 22*4 
November,-— ho received seTera and dangerous wonnd. 
in charging the Sikh infantry in tho sanda of th. 
Chenab, and he died in oonaeqnonoo four day, latff^ 
tha 26*'* November IMS. 
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. PttzGeratdi John Richard Sherlock, Lieut- 
emnt (c. 1827 — ^1857). — Tablet at Delhi^ No, 162. — 
iljlatered H. M.’b Service on the 29^** March 1844 
as .an Ensign in the 39^^ Foot, and landing at 
Calcutta in the following November, ho joined that 
vegiment at Dinapore in February 1845. On the 11^*^ 
Eelomary 1846 he was promoted to the rank of Lieut* 
enant in the Foot, but on his way up to join at 
Vero^pore, he was detained at Allahabad on duty with 
recruits, and did not join the regitneht until it passed 
through AIlahuKird, en route to Calcutta to embark for 
England, in the spring of 1847. Ho went home with 
the regiment, and soon after his anival there in July 
1847, being supernumerary to the home establishment, 
he was placed on half -pay. On the 11*** Februai'y 1848 
he was brought back on full pay as Lieutenant in the 
78** Foot, and joined the regimental depot at Biir, 
in Ireland, the cori)8 being then in South Africa. On 
the 3‘* April 1849 he was transferred to the 75*** Foot, 
mnd, joining at Cork, ho embarked with it for Bengal 
in tiiie following month. lie arrived at Calcutta in 
August, and soon aftei-wards proceeded with the regi- 
ment to the Upper Provinces, i*eachiug Ambala towai^s 
the end of Docernlxir. While stationed at Ambala ho 
officiated as Quarter-Master of the regiment for about 
nine months in 1850-51, and for a considei'ablc3 time as 
Interpreter in 1852-53. Tn 1853 he was appointed 
Interpreter permanently. Tn the winter of 1853-64 he 
marched with til e regiment to Peshawar, and thence 
to Bawal Pindi in October 1855. Early in 1857 ho 
accompanied the 75*** to Kasauli, and ho was with it 
there when the mutiny broke out. He marclied down 
to Ambala with it in May 1857, and taking part in the 
subsequent advance, he was present at the action of 
Badli -ki-Serai (in which he was wounded) and through- 
out the subsequent siege of Delhi until the moniing 
of the 14*** September, when he was killed whilst gaL 
lautly advancing to the Jissault of the Kashmir breach 
with the column under the comuiand of General Nichol- 
son. 

Fitzgerald, Robert Gerald. Lieutenant (c. 1846 — 
lS72i^ <r^Tablet at Kohat^ No. 1042. — Entered IT. M.*s 
Service (from the Royal Militai-y Academy, Woolwich) 
on the 19*** July 1864 as a Lieutenant in the Royal 
Artillery, and served with a Depit Brigade at Wiwhvich 
until June 1865, wlien he was posted to No. 2 Battery, 
24*** Brigade. Proceeding to India towjirds the end 
of the year, he joined this battery at Mian Mir, and he 
continued serving with it until November 1866, when 
ho was transferred to “ F ’’ Battoiy, 19*** Brigade, at the 
same station. In August 1868 ne was appointed to 
do duty temporarily with the Peshawai’ Mountain 
Battery, and having joined it at Oghi, in tho Agi'or 
Valley, he served with it thi’ouglumt the ensuing 
Hazara Campaign, including tho operfitions on tho 
Black Mountain (India Medal and clasp). On the 
termination of the campaign he rejoined F — 19*** 
Brigade at Mian Mir, and continued serving with it 
there until March 1869, when he was appointed Offg. 
Second Subaltern of the Peshawar Mountain Battery. 
He joined this battery at Kohat, and in the following 
month he accompani^ it on an expedition into Miran- 
soi. In January 1870 he was appointed OfFg. Subal- 
tern of No. 1 Light Field Battery, P. F. F., with 
which he served at Kohat until the following May, 
when he was appunteil OfFg. Sulmltem of No. 3 Light 
Field Battery at Dera Ismail Khan. In October 1870 
was appointed Second Subaltern of the Peshawar 
Mountain Battery, and having joined it at Kohat, he 
was immediately appointed to officiate as First Subal- 
tern. About the same time he wa.s transferred from 
the rolls of the 19 ** to those of the 24*** Brigade, Royal 
Artillery. He continued officiating as First Subaltern 
until June 1871, when he revertm to his permanent 
apnoinjtmfsnt of Second Subaltern, but early in the 
following October the permanent appointment of First 
Subaltern waa apniemd upon wDi aii4 ^ iliortly 


afterwards ac^mpanied the batteiw to Calcutta ni 
thence on service to the Eastern Frontier, where J|Ma 
served with it throughout tlio Lushai Expedition! 
1871-72. On the termination ' of the campaign be 
returned to the Punjab with the battery, arriving at 
Abbottabad in June 1872. He died at Haripur, in 
Hazara, on the 27th November following, when pro* 
ceeding with the battery to join the Camp oi Exorcise at 
Hasan Abdal. 


FitzGerald. Thomas Otho, Lieutenant (1849*-^ 
1878 ). — Grave at Peshaimr^ No, 978. — Tim fifth son 
of Jonn Frauncois !%r© FitzGerald, Esqr. (The Knight 
of Glin), of Glin Castle, Co. Limerick, by Clara Anne» 
his wife, the only daughter of Gerald BlennerhasAt^ 
Esq*., of Biddlestown, in the same county. Bom at 
Glin Castle on the 23^ February 1849. — Entered H« 
M.*s Service (from the Royal Mily. College) on the 
10*** November 1869 as an Ensign in the !•* Battalion 
19*** Foot. Tn tho following month he was transferred 
to the 2** Battalion of the ivgiment, which he joined 
at Fort William, Calcutta., in ITebruary 1870. On the 
28'** October 1871 he was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant, and in tlio following month ho accompanied 
the battalion to Allahabad. On the 21"* July 1874 he 
was appointed OfFg. Second Wing Subaltern in the 
20th (Punjab) N. I. on probation for th© Bengal Si^ 
Corps, into which he was siibsociuently admitted with 
ofFoct from that date. Hr jfuned this regiment at 
Delhi, and in the 8] ring of the succeeding year accom- 
paiiiod it to Peshawar. In J uiio 1875 he was appointed 
Second Wing Subaltern in the '27*** (Punjab) N. I,, 
which he joined at Nowslicra, and during that and the 
succeeding year he ihiico ofllcijited as First Wing 
Subaliiirn. Under the amended organisation introduced 
in January 1877 he b<^cari»e a Wing Officer in the regi- 
ment. In August 1877, having twice that year 
officiated in the appointment, the si^cond time for several 
months, ho was a])poiT\tt*d Quarter- Master of tlio regi- 
ment, and in that capacity lie Borvtjd with it in tho 
campaign of 1877-78 ngsiinst the Jowaki Afridis (India 
Medal and clasp). On the conclusion of the campaign, 
in February 1878, ho returned with the regiment to 
Nowshera, and on the 31*** August following ho was 
apjunuted to officiate as Adjutant. He held this sitna- 
tion for only a very brief period, but on the 31 »* Oc- 
tober he was again apj>ointcd to officiate iiii the same 
post, and as OfFg. Adjutant, on the outbreak of W'ar 
with Afghanistan in the following month, ho accom- 
panied the regiment on service in tbo First Division 
of the Peshawn.r Valley Field Force. On the 21** 
November he was engaged wdtli the regiment in the 
attack on Ali Masjid, in the Kliaibir Pass, and in this, 
the first engagement of the camjiaign, he unfortunately 
lost his life, liaving been shot dead in a gallant attempt 
to bring off, under a deadly fire, his Commanding 
Officei', Major H. II. Birch (j. r.), who had fallen 
mortally wounded. 


FitzGerald, Urmston FItz Otho, Lieutenani 
(1864 — 1886 ). — Grave at Oherat^ No, 994. — ^The second 
son of Desmond John Edmund FitzGerald, Esqr. (The 
Knight of Glin), of Glin Castle, Co. Limerick, and 
nephew to Lieutenant Thomas Otho FitzGerald (g, v.). 
Bom at Glin Castle on the 29th June 1864.— Entered 
H. M.’h Service on the 22^ March 1884 as a Lieutenant 
in the 5*** Battalion of the Royal Munster Fusiliers 
(the Royal Limerick County Militia). On the 
November 1685 he was transferred to regular forces 
and appointed a Lieutenant in tho 2^ Battalion Royal 
Irish Fusiliers (the 89*** Foot). In January 1886 ha 
was transferred to the 1"* Battalion of the regiment 
(fhe 87*** Foot), whi^ ho joined ai Now^era in tha 
course of the spring. In the summer of the same yesi^, 
he proceeded to at which idaoo ha died an tom

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Fogarty. 0‘>orge Taylor Cornelius, Swjton 
(tei4-1854).- Orave at Ambala^ JVb. 228. — Bom 
•t Tipperazy, Ireland, in 1814.— Entered the Bengal 
J^rmy (Medical Department) in 18W. Arrived 
in India in July of the same year, and early in 
the following month was ordered up to Benares for 
duty. In September he was sent on to Ghazipur to 
do Quiy with H. M.’s 31®^ Foot, which corj s he later 
on accompanied^ Agra. At that place, in Decent ber^ 
lie was appointed to the medical charge of Uie 14^^ 
K. I., witn which in the following month he marched 
toNasirabad. In Februaiy 1841 he was ordered to 
KotiJi, where he was placed in acting medical charge 
of the Political Agency and of the Kotah Contingent. 
In Noyember 1842 he was appoint^ to the medical 
charge of the Kotah Contingent, which he held until 
May 1844. when his services were replaced at the 
disposal of the Commander-in-Chief, and in June 1844 
lie iTBS posted to the permanent medical char^ of the 
N. I., with which corps (which ho joined at 
Keemuch) the rest of his service was almost entirely 
passed. In November 1844 he was detached to Khair- 
wara, for the medical duties of that post, and on 
rejoining the 70^** , in February 1815, ho received the 
additional medical charge at first of one company and 
afterwards of the whole of the Ai-tillery at Ncemuch, 
which he held continuously until January 1847, when 
ihe 70*** quitted that station for Armar-Tanda 
in the JuHundur Doab. At Armar-Tanda the iiddi- 
tional medical charge of the Artillery was again im- 
posed upon him in March 1847, and lio lield it until the 
70*** marched for Ludhiana in January 1818. At 
Ludhiana during that year ho sevenil times held him- 
porary additional charges, including tliat of tlio 56*** 
{(. I., twice. On the outbreak of the H(‘Cond Sikh War 
he accompanied the 70*** into the field and held medi- 
cal charge of it tliroughoiit the Punjab Campaign of 
1848-49, including the action of Ibininagar, the passago 
of the Chenab, the battles of Cliiliauwala and Gujerat, 
and the pursuit of the Sikhs and Afghans to the 
Khaibar (Medal and two clasps). After the war he 
served with the 70*** at Rawal Pindi, Posliawar (where 
during some months in 1849-50 he lield tlie mlditional 
medical charge of the 31'"* N. I. and the 13*** Irregular 
Cavalry) and Ambala. From May to November 1850 
he officiated as Medit^al Store-keeper at Ambala. In 
June 1851 be was nominated for the medical charge 
of the Buxar and Kanmtadhi Stud Depots, but he 
never joiner? the appointment, and having formally 
resigned it, he was directed in August 1851 to resume 
the medical charge of the 70*** N. I., his appointment 
to which was a&rwards made permanent from that 
date. In October 1851 he was detached to Peshawar 
in medical charge of the 1"* Comjiany 4th Battalion, 
Toot Artillery, and in September and October 1852 ho 
officiated as Civil Surgeon of Ambala. On promotion 
to the rank of Surgw)n he was repo8t.ed, Januaiy 1854, 
to the 70“** N. I., with which ho continued serving until 
his death. Ho^ed at Ambala on the 3** September 
1854. 


ForbeSf Char1e8« Surgeon (1817 — 1854). 

^Orave at Bawal Pindi^ No. 778. — ^Entered the Bengal 
Army, in the Medical Dept., in 1841. Anaved 
in India in July of the same year, and was appointed 
to do dufy in the General Hospital at tho Presidency. 
In S^tember be was directed to do duty with H. M.’s 
60“** Foot, in Fort William, and in tho following month 
he embarked with that regiment for Moulmein, where 
he served with it for six months. On his return, in 
April 1842, he was appointed to do duty with the 
Artillery at Dum-Dum. In the follow!^ ^onth ho 
wa9 ordered to do dul^ with H. M.’8 62** Foot in Fort 
William, but being ill at the time he was unable to 
jpin, and the appointment was cancelled. In July he 
was sent to we Upper Provinces in medical chaz^ of 
Mmito and dxalts^ mi on arriTing at Kamal in the 


following February, he was appointeil temporarily tO/i 
the medical charge of tlio stan at that station. In 
March 1843 he ms npi'oiiitetl to tho medical charge of 
the P.inipat Jail no.sj>ital, but befoTO tlio end of the 
month he was onlcwni to Femzoj ore in moilioal charge 
of the 1*»* Corii^'any 2'* Batbvlion, Fi.H>t Artillery, with 
which he eventually went on to Sukkur, in Sindh, 
arriving thei*e on ihe 19*** May, and iweiving, two days 
later, the additional charge of the 3** Company 2** Bat- 
talion. At Sukkur his ho:i1th bn)ke down, and in 
October 1813 he was obliged to proceed to Karachi on 
leave ; he afteiwairds proceeded to Simhi, but deriving, 
no benefit fwim the climate, he went home on furlough 
in May 1845 and was aliseiit fn)m India for four years 
and-a-half. On his laiturn, in Dcceml)er 18491, he was 
at first onlerml to prowMHl to tho Upper Provinces in 
medical charge of a detachment of n^cruits, but this 
airangcimcnt was presently cancelled, and he was ordered 
to do duty with tlu^ 3‘* Battalion of Artillery at Dum* ^ 
Dam. In January 1850 he wius again orderfHl to the 
Upper I’rovinces in charge of nTruita, and in tho same 
month ho was formally postc^d to tlie 65*** N. I., then 
about to mai*ch from Benares c?i routt* to Lahore. On 
an’ival at Meerut, in April, ho was ordered to continue ^ 
doing duty with tho Artillery recriiite ; but a few days 
latcT ho wns directed t4> take rueilical charge of tne 
3'* Trooji 3‘* Brigade, Horse Art.illery, with which it 
was intended that lie should retained until the fol* 
lowing October, but in Align. st, his services being 
urgc‘ntly ii(H‘ded with his own regiment, ho >vaH diix)ciea 
to pToci‘od at once and join it, and lie joined tlio 65“^ 
at Lahon? accordingly on the 9*’* Septonilier. Before 
tho end of tho month, however, ho was obliged to pro- 
ceed to Simla on sick leave, and wliilo ho was there, on 
tho 1®* Novomhm*, he was transfeiTod to the 66“4i 
(Gurkha) N. I., tlien undm* tu'ders to march froni 
Jutogh (near Simla) to Peshawar, at which place ho 
arrived with the regiment in February 1851. Towards 
the end of the year ho held for some time tho additional 
medical cliargo of the 3^* Company 1®“ Battalion, Foot 
Artillery. With his own regiment ho served in tho 
operations against tlio Mohmands in 1851-52 ; in tho 
first Uanizni Expedition in March 1852; in the Utinan 
Khel Ex])e(lition in Atay 1852, including tho capturo 
and df '.struct ion of Nawadan and Praugarh ; and in tho 
second Ranizai E.xpedition in May 1852, including the 
capture and destruction of Skakot. In November 1853 
he held for soino weeks Die additional medical charge 
of the 1®* and 2^* Companies of tho 4*** Battalion of 
F(K)t Artillery, to the former of wiiich tho Mountain 
Train Battery was attached, and of tho 2** Company 
of Sappers and Miners, and with theso and tho 66*** he 
served in the expedition against tho Jowaki Afridis of 
Bori. In January 1854 he marched with tho 66*** to 
Rawal Pindi, at which place, in tho following month, 
ho received tho additional chargo of tho Civil Jail 
Hospital. Ho died at Rawal Pindi on tho 21*“ August 
1854. 

Ford, Mathew William (1788— .1841).— Ifonu- 

ment at Simla, No. 303. — Entered H. M.'s Servioe in 
February 1804 as an Ensim in the 8*** West India 
Regiment, and on the 24“** August following was pro- 
moted to tho rank of Lieutenant in the 70*** Foot^ wnich 
ho joined at Antigua in tho West Indies. He af^- 
wards served with the re^ment in others of the West 
India islands, and ho attained the rank of Captain on 
tho 23‘* April 1812. He returned homo with tne regi- 
ment in the spring of 1812, and on the 2** JuW follow- 
ing he exchanged into the 7*** Foot (the Royal Fusiliers), 
with the 2** Battalion of which he served (in the island 
of Jersey, and at Portsmouth and Dover) until it wao 
disband^ on the 24*** December 1815. He was then 
transferred to the !■“ Battalion of the regiment^ which 
he joined at Paris, and with it he served in fh t 
Army of Occupation in France until October 1818. He 
afterwards served with it in Izelaiid and until 



ihe Bpnng of 1822, when he exchanged into the !■* Foot 
(Ae Boyal Soots), with the 1 Battalion of which he 
eenred for a few months in Ireland. On the 
Norember 1822 he exchanged to half-p^y of the late 
24^^ Light Dragoons, and he remained in that position 
until the 15^^ May 1823, when he was appointed Pay- 
master of the Foot. He joined that regiment at 
Kandy, in Ceylon, the same year, and he afterwards 
served with it at Colombo and Point do Oalle until 
December 1828, when he embarked with it for Bengal. 
Landing at Fort William in January 1829, ho served 
there with the corps until March 1831, when he accom- 
panied it to Chinsura, whence, in the winter of 
1633-34, he proceeded with it to Cawnpore. At that 
station he served with the regiment for upwards of two 
years, and there, in August 1836, ho was cashiered by 
the sentence of a General Court Martial (G. O. C. C., 
dated the 18* August 1836). After thus losing his 
commission in the British Service, he made his way 
across the Sutlej to Lahore, and entered the service of 
the Maharaja Ran jit Singh, who, about 1838, gave him 
the command of a regiment of infan tiy, with the rank 
of Colonel, and it is recorded that his regpmont was ono 
of those which lined the streets of Lahon), in Jnne 1839, 
on the occasion of the Maharaja’s funeral obsequies. 
Towards the end of 1840 his regiment appears to have 
been stationed in the nortli-westem part of the 
Punjab, and he there fell a victim to the disorders of 
the time, for, a mutiny having broken out in the corps, 
he was so cruelly ill-treated by the ruffians he com- 
manded that ho survived his injuries but a short time, 
dying at Peshawar on the 17* March 1841. 


Forrest, George, F.O., Oaptain (1800—1859).— 
^(Jrnve at Dehra ; tablet at Delhi. No, 1G5. — Bom in the 
j)^sh of St. Michael’s, Dublin, in the year 1800.-- Kn- 
Bsted in Dublin, for the East India Company’s Service, 
on the 12* August 1818. Arrived at Fort William, 
Bengal, on the 28* Juno 1819, and having been allotted 
to the Artillery branch of the service, he was posiiul to 
4* Company Battalion, which he joined at Agtu in 
the following year. On the 10* December 1822, when 
serving as a gunner in that company at Dum-Dum, he 
was transferred to the Unattached List (then styled tho 
“ Town-Major’s List ”), }}roraoted to tlio i-ank of 
Sergeant, and appointed Quartcr-Master-Sergtiant of tho 
2** Battalion W. L, a corps which bt^came the 20'** 
N. I. in the re-organisation of May 1824. He joined 
the battalion at Sikrora, in Oudh, and served with it for 
two years and-a-half. On the 1*' July 1825 ho was 
appointed a Sub-Conductor of Ordnance?, and posted to 
the Agra Magazine. In April 1834 lie was appointed 
an Acting Conductor, and exchanged from tlie Agra 
zine to the Arsenal in Fort William, On tho 28* 
of me succeeding month he was promoted to the rank of 
Conductor of Ordnance, and towards tho end of June was 
posted to the Expense Magazine at Dum-Dum, but in 
August ho exchanged back to the Fort William Ai-senal, 
and he continued serving there until March 1835, when 
he was removed to the Agra Magazine. In Ftjbruaiy 
1836 he was removed from tho Agia to tlie Ajmir 
Magazine, but in January 1837 he was re-transferred 
to Agra, though, having been, by a subsequent order, 
direct^ to continue doing duty at Ajmir, he did not 
)in the Agra Magazine until the following summer, 
n Feburary 1840 he was again transfer!^ to the Ajmir 
Magazine, and he served there until January 1845, when 
he was appointed a permanent Conductor in the magazine 
at Agra. From December 1848 to Febumry 1850 ho 
officiated as a Dopy. Asst. CommissaTy of Ord- 
nance at Agra. On tho !•* Septemlxjr 1850 ho was 
advanced to the rank of Depy. Asst. Com- 
missary, and in tho following December he was post- 
ed to the Phillaur Magazine, of which for several 
months he held charge ; and he was again appointed to 
the temporary ohar^ of this magazine in November 
1851, On the 22^ Fefaraary 1853 he wfts promotiBd to 


the rank of Asst. Commissary of Ordnance, and, m m 
following April, he was transferred from die Phillan# 
to the Agra Magazine. On the 15* Julv 1853^ in 
^ .sideration of his length of service and of his excellent 
' chanicter, he was advanced to commissioned rank as a 
Lieutenant on the Veteran Establishment. In Novem« 
her 1854 he was transferred from tho Agra to iho 
Ferozepore Magazine, and in July 1866 from thO 
Ferozepore to the Delhi Magazine, but having, ia 
August, been directed to continue doing duty at Feroie^ 

B )re until relieved, he did not join his appointment lit 
elhi until near the end of the year. He was at Delhi 
when the outbreak of the mutiny occurred, and he was 
one of the Devoted Nine who, on tho May 1857 
so gallantly and so resolutely defended tho magazine fd 
four hours against an overwhelming host of rebels hnd 
mutineers, and eventually blew it up rather thg -n 
should fall intact into the hands of the enemy. Though 
severely wounded in the course of the defence, 
succeeded, after tho explosion of tho magazine, in es^^ 
caping to the Kashmir Gate of the city, and afterwards, 
with his wife and throe daughters, in making his wajF 
across country to the village of Arjunpur, whence they 
were brought off, on tho IS*-**, by a rescue party from 
Meerut. In consideration of the eminent gallantry h^ 
had displayed on this occasion, he was promoted to the 
rank of Captain on tho Veteran Establishment with offeCi 
from tho 11* May 1857, and was afterwards granted the 
Indian Mutiny Medal and tlio Victoria Cross. When 
he had to some extent recovei'ed from his wounds ho was 
appointed to do duty in the Meerut Field Magazine, and 
was so employed until September 1858, when he pro- 
ceeded, on sick leave, for a year, to Mussoorio. In 
Novemloor 1858 ho was rc-posted to the Delhi Magazine^ 
but ho never rejoined. His broken’ health necessitated 
further extensions of leave, and ho coti tinned on leav^ 
until his death, which took place at Debra ou the 
November 1859. 

Forsyth, Sir Thomas Douglas, C.B , K.C.S.I, 

(1827— 1886).— Ta/de^/omcr/y at Palampur, No. 620.~ 
Son of Thomas Porsytli, merchant, of Liveroool. 
Bom on tho 7* October 1827, and ediwated at Sher- 
borne, Rugby, and Haileybnry. — Entered tho Beng^ 
Civil Service in 1848. Arrived in India in March of 
tho same year, and was soon aftenvards despatched to 
tho Upper Provinces, whore ho was a}>pointed Assist- 
ant to tho Magistrate and Collector of Saharanpur. 
At tho end of March 1849 be was appointed Asst* 
Commissioner of Pak Pattan, whence, in tho following 
November, ho was removed, as Jo^t Magistiuto and 
Depy Collector, to Simla. lie was soon afterwards 
transferrcMi, as Asst. Commr., to Kangra, whore ha 
continued serving until January 1855, when ho went 
h<»mo on leave. Soon after his return to India, in tha 
following December, he was appointed to officiate as 
Depy. Commr. of Rawal Pindi. At the end of April 
1857 ho was appointed a Dopy. Commr. permanently, 
and was posted to Ambala, whero he rendered very dis- 
tinguished service in tho days following tho first out- 
break of tho Mutiny, not only in preserving order in 
the district, but in collecting carnage and supplies for 
the Delhi Field Force. After the fall of Delhi he 
was sent down to that place, and he was employed 
there for several months as one of the Commissionem 
aj)pointod to enquire into the circumstances of the 
outbreak, and to try and punish persons concerned in 
tho mutiny and reljellion. In April 1858 he waa 
appointed Secretary to the Chief Commissioner of 
Oudh, and in the following Juno ho was nominated a 
Uommissionor to enquire into claims for compensation 
for losses sustained during the mutinies. In February 
1860 he was ap{)ointed Offg. Commr. of the Lahoiw 
Division ; in the following May, in recognition of hia 
services during tho mutinies, he was created a Com- 
panion of tho Order of the Bath ; and towards the 
of the succeeding July, ho was nominated Offg. Commr* 
of Multan. In March 1861 he waa appointed Comayr* 



of ihe Tj%liora Division, in wliich situation he continued 
until February 1863, when ho was nominated Offg. 
Secretary to the Govt, of the Punjab; hpforo the end 
of the year, however, he revertoi to the Coinmissionor- 
ship of tho Lah:»ro Division, and ho continued in that 
post until the cad of April 1864, when ho went homo 
on furlough. In March 1865, during his absoiico in 
Europe, ho was nornin itod Coiamr. of tho Julliiudiir 
Division, a posi? which ho joined on his return to Intlia 
in tho following December; an^l it was daring hia 
tenure of this appointmeut that ho founded a st;i,tioa 
and instituted a fair at Palampur in the Kangra 
Valley. In November 1867 ho was a]ipoint.ed Addi- 
tional Financial Coriirrir. of tlio Punjab, but in tho 
succeeding April ho was ro-appolntod Coninir. of tho 
Jnlkiiidnr Division, a post which ho coiitiiinod holding 
for nearly throe years, though lie w.is in fact absent 
from it from tho summer of 1869, having been deputed 
then on a diplomatic mission to tho Russian Govorniiient 
(from whom ho obtained an acknowlodgrrioiit that 
ccrfciin disputed iorriiorios lajlongod to Afghanistan), 
and afterwards, in the succeeding year, on special 
duty to Varkand. On tho conclnsion of this duty lio 
wont homo on leave. On his return to India in Nov- 
ember 1871 ho was appointed to ofliciato as Commr. 
of the Arnbala Division, and lio was in that position 
whoa tlio Knka outbreak of February 187:2 took 
place ; having, liowovor, not only supported tlio oner- 

f otic if bouiowhat drastic moasiiros adopted by Mr. 

iambort Cowan for tho suppression of tho outbreak, 
but himself soutciicod a niiinbcr of tho insurgents to 
bo blown from guns, he was, in tho following May, 
removed from tho Fiinjab to Ondh, and ap]x>intotl 
Commr. of the Fyzahad Division. This appointinont 
ho, however, never joined, for having gono on leave in 
May 187*2, ho was, early in tho sncoooding year, placed 
on special duty and sent on a mission to Kashgar, on 
employ moil t with which ho continiiod until towards 
the closo of 1S74, whon ho rotiirnod to India and 
was appointed an Additional Moinbor of the Council 
of the Govornor-Oonoral for making laws and regula- 
tions. About,, the samo timo ho was nominated a 
Kniglit Commander of tlio Order of tho Star of India. 
In July 1875 ho was again soloctod for special duty 
and despatched as Envoy to Banna, from tho ruler 
of which country ho secured an agrociiiont relative to 
tho indopondonce of tho Karcrini States. IIo (ioiitinnod 
on this du^ until early in the following year, Avlion 
bo wont homo on furlough, on tho expiration of which, 
on tho January 187«S, ho resigned tho sciwico. Ho 
died at Eastbonrno, Sussex, after a brief illness, on 
tho 17^^‘ December 1SS6.

He arrived wit£ the reginK'nt at Dagsliai on the 25^*^ 
April 1850, and he died there on the 2** June following. 

Fraser, Simon, Captain (<\ 1792 — 1845). — Grave at 
Ferozeporef — see No, 442. — Entered H. M.’s Service on 
the 7*^ March 1810 as an Ensign in the West India 
Begimcnt, in whicli corps be was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant on the 17**^ Jnly 1811. Having scn’ved for 
acarljr six years in the West Indies, ho was placed on 
Lalf-pay on the disbandment of his regiment in 1816, 
but on the 19*^ December of the same year he was 
brought on full pay in the 4**^ West India Regiment, from 
vehich ho exchanged to half-pay of the 16**» Foot on the 
!•* January 1818. He remained on half -pay for the long 
period of nearly twenty-one years, that is, until the 28^** 
August 1838, when he was once more bi-ought on full 
pjiy in the Eot)t. He joined that regiment in New 
iiuuth Wales in 1839, and tive years later accompanied 
it to Bengal, landing at Calcutta in November 1844. 
Towards the end of the following month he w^ns gi’anted 
the local rank of Captain in India, with effect from the 
7*^ March 1825. In January 1845 he was despatched 
to Agra by the river i-oiitt‘, in cbnrge of the sick and 
families of the regiment, and lie rejoined the corps at 
that place at the end of the suc(rcediug April. In 
Kovember 1845 he accompanied the rt^giment to 
Ambala. On the outbi’cak of the first Sikh War in the 
liuccecdiug month he pi-oceeded with it to the front in 
the Army of the Sutlej, and was present with it in the 
battles of Miidki and Eirozshahr, a casualty in the 
hitler giving him the regiiramtal rank of Captain from 
the 22*^ December 1845. He Avas, bowevi'r, himself 
mortally wounded in the same sanguinary cuigagc- 
xnent, and he died in consequence at Eerozepore on the 

Frasor, Simon (1803—1857 ). — Tnhhl at Delhi, 
No, 149.— Son of Lieutenant-Colonel Charles Frasor, 
Bengal Cavaliy\ Burn at Calcutta (whei’e his father 
wvkB then seizing as Aido-do-Camp to the Governor- 
General, the Mai-qucsB Wellesley) on the 15*^ August 
1803.— Entered the Bengal Civil Service in April 1821. 
Arrived in India in the following October, and in Sep- 
tember 1822 was appointed Assistaiit to the Persian 
Seoretaiy to the Government, in addition to which, in 
tho succeeding year he W'as appointed Offg. Secretary 
to the Prosideucy Records Committee, — a post in which 
lio continued officiating for six years. In Maixjh 1S24 
lie was appointed Dcj)y. Secretary to Govomnicnt in the 
Persian Depai’tment, and in 1826-27 ho for some time 
bold charge of the Persian Office, In Octolxn* 1830 ho 
was appointed a Suix)rnumorary Assistant in tho Terri- 
torial Dept., and in tho following year ho becfimo an 
Offg. Asst, to the Resident at Delhi. In May 1832 the 
appointment of Principal Magistrate and Collcelor of 
the Northern Division of the Delhi Temtory was con- 
fenxkl upon him, and ho continued in that post until 
October 1835, when ho was aj)poiTitod Offg. Civil and 
Sessions Judge and Offg. Agent to the Governor- 
General in Bundelkhand, in both of which apjjoint- 
xnents ho was made pcmianent in February 1836. In 
this position he continued until April 184.3, when be 
bccamo Civil and Sessions Judge of Mainpuri. In 
March 1844 he W'enl home on furlough. On his return 
to India in November 1846 he was appointed Offg. Civil 
and SoKsioiis Judge of Bareilly, and having been made 
pOTmanent in that appointment in January 1848, he 
continaod holding it for four years. In January 1852 
he was appointed Offg. Commissioner of tho Meerut 
Division, in which jwsition ho remained until November 
1853, when he w^as appointed Commissioner of the 
Delhi Division and Agent to the Geveinor-General 
there. Ue was still holding that appointment when, on 
the morning of the IP** May 1857, tho Meerut muti- 
neers amv^ at Delhi : hurrying off to the Palace, to 
•ndeavourod to prevent the mntinoera entering tne 
placOi shooting one of them dead witii a musket takeu 


from one of the police guards : the attempt was, how 
over, fruitless, and he was compelled to retire within 
the Palace. Tnero, at tho foot of the stairs leading to 
tho upper apartments, while endeavouring to biing the 
troops back to a sense of their duty, he w'as suddenly 
cut down by one of the hangers-on of tho Palace, a 
lapidary by trade, and falling to the ground was im- 
mediately set upon and hacked to death by the fiunried 

mob. 


Fraser, William, local Major (1784— 1835).— 

Grave and tablet at Delhi, Nos. 139 and 146.— The 
second son of Edvard Satehwell Frasor, Esq'-, of Mo- 
niack and Reolick, Co. Inverness, and a younger brother 
of James Baillio hiuser, auilior of Travels in Khorassan, 
Mesopotamia and Kotirdistan, Military Memoir of 
Colonel James Skinner, The Kazzilbash, The Persian 
Adventurer, ^atid othcT works. Bom on the 6*** Septem- 
Ixn* 1784.— dominated to the Bengal Civil Service in 
1799, and appointed a Writer with rank fiom iho 13^** 
Ociober 1800. Arrived in India in February 1802, and 
in the usual course joined the College of Foi^t William, 
where he mnained until 1805. On the June 1805 
lie wan appointed Assistant to tho Secretary to the 
Resident at Delhi (Colonel Ochlerlony), and in 1808 
ho became Second Assistant to tlie Resident (Mr. A. 
Seton). In October 1808 he w^as appointed Second 
Assistant to tho Envoy to the King of Kabul, the 
Hon’blo Mounl&tiiart Elphinstone, with whom ho pro- 
ceeded, by way of Bikanir, Bahawalpiir, Multan and 
Leia, to Dera Ismail Khan. During a lialt at this 
place ho took advantage of the pjipuriuiiity to ascend 
the Taklit-i-&uliman, and he was probably tho first 
European to make the ascont. Proceeding onwards 
from Dei*a Ismail Khan, and inarc.'hing by way of 
Kohal, ho reached Peshawar with tho Mission on tho 
25**‘ February 1809. At this place the Mission was 
met by Shah Sliuja-nl-MuIk, with w^hom a treaty was 
negotiated. Accompanying the Mission on its i-etum, 
he left Peshaw'ar on the 14^*' June, anil travelling by 
way of At lock, Kawal Pindi and AmiTtsar ho reached 
Ludhiana on tho 29*** August, and Delhi early in Oc- 
tolwr 1809. He then i*esumcd his place on tho Resi- 
dency Staff, and in tho following year he was advanced 
to the position of First Assisbiut to tho Re.sidont. Ho 
remained in that situation until October 1814, when, 
on tho commencement of the war with Nupal, ho was 
deputed on .a jiolitical mission to Hard\var, for the 
purpose of communicating with the. inhabitants of the 
mountainous tmets lying to the north of the valleys of 
Didira and Kiainla, with a in’ew to the inteiTujition of 
tlio communications of the Western Gurkha Army with 
Nepal, and also for tlie collection of information 
required to enable the Governor-General to come to a 
decision regarding the ultimate disposal of Garhwal : 
ho was also required to piocecil with tho troops to be 
employed in tho occupation of iho Debra Dun and of 
the c»ij)ital ot Garhwal, for tho purjxjso of taking up 
tlio settlement and civil administration of any tracts 
tliat might be conquered, and of aiding Major-General 
Gillespie, Commanding the troops, in any communica- 
tions he might hold with the chiefs and inhabitants 
^ the couiitiy which was to be the scene of operations. 

Ho reached Hardw^ar on the 16‘** Octolier, and so ably 
earned out (in less than a week) the instructions he 
had received regai-ding the collection of information 
relating to Garhwal and Kamaon, as to elicit the cordial 
and, indeed, almost enthusiastic acknowledgments of 
Lord Moira. He subsequently joined the force under 
the command of General Gillespie in the Dehni Dun, 
and was present with that omcer in the assault of tho 
fort of Katanga on the .31®^ October, on which occasion 
tho General was killed, and he himself w'as severely 
wounded in the tliroat with an arrow. This wound 
msabled him for a time, but on recovering he joined 
Major-General Martindell, the successor of Oenenl 
wllespie, and served with his Division, as political 
offiter, during tho subsequent operations, including tho 
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oeempation of Nahan and the siem of Jaithak. In May 
1815, prior to the surrender of Jaithak, he entered 
upon the business of the settlement of Ghirhwal, and 
oi the restoration of the hill Kajahs and Chiefs who 
had been dispossessed by tlie Ourkhas, and in the dis- 
charge of the duties entrusted to him in this connection, 
ho visited Garhwal, and aftorwaids, accompanied by his 
brother, made an ^extended tour of the principal places 
in the hills, in the course of which many hitherto un- 
known tracts were explored. It \vas about this time, 
1815, that his close connection with Skinner’s Horse 
began : he had long lieen on terms of ■warm friendship 
with the Commandant of that corps, detachments of 
which had l3ecn in attendance on liim on many occasions, 
in Dehra Hun, Garliwal, an<l elsewhere, and he was 
ndW gratified by the appointment of Second -in- Command 
or Assistant Commandant ; later on, on the 12^** Nov- 
ember 1H17, ho was gi'antod the local rank of Major, 
but owing to the demands of his civil and political 
appointments, ho only occasionally joined and did duty 
with tho Corps. Tllo settlement of Garhwal Indng com- 
pleted, ho ^va-s appointed Depy. Superintendent of the 
Delhi T(‘mtory in October 1820. In July 1821 ho was 
appointed Second Mc'mb('r of the Board of Commis- 
sioners in tho Ceded and Conquered Provinces, the 
designation of liis appointment bedng changed in 1823 
to that of Second Member of tho Board (»f llevtmuo in 
the Westem Pi’ovinees. Tn Hereniber lS2r) bo accom- 
panied Skinner’s Horse on services against Bhaiuipur, 
and in command of a poiiion of tlie (‘orps he was promi- 
nently engaged and slightly wounded in the fi)*st actum 
under tho walls of that place, on the occasion of tho 
Jhil Band being seized (10^^‘ December) : he subscquontly 
nerved tlivongbout the siege, and his services wew acknow- 
ledged in terms of high cornniendation l)y fau'd Com- 
berm('re. In February 1820, sliortly after the cajjturo 
of Bharatpur, bo was removed from llu) Local Horse 
(Skinner’s original corps) to the 8*^* Local Horso 
(Skinner’s junior corps), but on the 8**' being disbanded 
in 1829, be was re-transferred to the Local Htirso, 
on the rolls of which his name remain(*d until his death. 
On tho 1** MrjiTh 1829 ho was appointtjd Commissioner 
of Revenue and Circuit for the Delhi Teiritory, and in 
January 1830 ho was appointcMl to the charge of tho 
Delhi Residency. On tlie April 1832 ho was 
appointed Commissioner in the Delhi Ten-ihuy and 
Aj^nt to tlio Govomor-Ccnenil at Delhi, and ibis ap- 
pointment^ic held until bis uniimely d(*atli. On the 
evening of the 22'* JMarcli 1835, when riding homo 
attended only liy a single orderly, he was firenl at and 
allot deatl at his o^vn gate by a miscreant named Karim 
Khan, who (instigated to this dastardly ouinigo by a 
still greater seoiindrel, Sliamshndin Khan, Nawab of 
Firozpiir, in the Delhi TeiTitory) had been tlogging hi.s 
victim’s f(x>t-steps for many months, seeking for an 
opportunity of committing this abominable crime. 
The murderer at first effected his escape, but was 
eventually aircsted, tried, convicted, and hanged. TIkj 
N awab, too, was arrostod and ti-ied, and his guilt lieing 
clearly proved, ho also was hang(?d as a common male- 
factor, “an act of retinbutive justice,” as Hayman 
Wilson romaiks, “ unprecedented in the annals of Bri- 
tish Indian judicature.” 

Note. — To tho memory of William Fraser his friend Colonel 
Skinner erected a monument of marbl(>, which was almost 
entirely destroyed during the outbreak of 1857 (sfi/f Ao. 1441). 

Free, John, Licutcjiant-Coloncl (1800—1856).— 
Grave and tablet at Ferozepore, Nos. 499 and 447. — 
Born in London in 1800. — Kntered the Bengal Army 
in 1824. Arrived in India in October 1825, and was 
sent up to Meerut to do duly with the 2** p]xtra Liglit 
Cavaliy% a recently formed coi’ps which shortly after- 
wards received tlie de.signation of “ the Liglit 

Cavalry.” With this I'egimcut he proceeded on service 
at the end of tho year, and ho was present with it at 
tbo siege and captui'e of Bharatpur in tho cold season of 
1825-26 (Medal). On the termination of the siege ho 
inarched back to Meerut with the regiment^ to which 


(now styled the 10^*^ Light Cavalry) he was regnlarlj 
posted in March 1826. In the spring of 1829 he march* 
ed with the corps to Mhow, whence, in thq winter of 
1831-32, he proceeded with it to KarnaL For a short 
time during the winter of 1832-33 ho conunaiuled a 
troop of the n'giment on escort duty with tho Com- 
mander-in-Cbief when His Excellency visiteil Gwalior. 
Ho rejoined tho n^ginumt at Kanuil in January 1833, 
and ill October 1834 he {iccompanietl it to ifuttra. 
Fmm that shit ion ho pmceeded on leave to M ussoorio 
in June 1839, ami, without ivjoining the regiment, ho 
eventually went home on furlough in February 1840. 
He reiunied India towarils the end of October 1842, 
and, proceeding to Fcrozejxnv, he there, in December, 
rejoincHl his i*egiment on its ivtuni from s<’rvice in Af- 
ghanistan. . In February 1843 he proi’i'Ciled with tho 
regiment to ^leerut, w' hence, towanls tho end of tlio 
year, he jW(’omj>anied it on service in the Gwalior Caih- 
paign, and was ]>ivseut with it at the Ixittle of Maha- 
i*ajpur (Bronze Star). He returned to Meerut with tho 
regiment in February 1844, and in the autumn of tho 
same year he accoinpinied it to Nowgoiig. Ibi sub- 
setpiently served with tho corps at Mhow fi-om the end 
of 1846 to the Ix'ginning of 1848, and at Ivarhirpur, in 
the Jullundnr Doab, fitmi February 1848 to October 
1852. During this latter period, in Man’ll 1851, he, as 
^lajor, siicceeiliHl to the c’ommand of the n’giment, 
w’bich ho theivaft(T couiiuiied holding until liis death. 
In November 1852 he marched with tlio regiinoiii to 
Peshawar, and while serving there in June 1853 ho 
was, on aibkining the rank of LieubuiaiiL-Cyolonel, ru- 
postisl to the 11 ‘giment. Tii Decern I xu* 1855 ho accom- 
panied the regiimuit to Ferozepor*’, and at that place ho 
died on the 3^** May 1850.

1840 ). — Hee Deane-Freeman, Matthew. 

French, Thomas Valpy />. 1). (1825 — 1891). — 
Tablet at Lahore, No. 039. — 8on of the Rev. Petor 
French. Bom on the 1*^^ January 1825.— Educated 

at Rugby ami at University College, Oxfoi-d, wlioi’o ho 
was elected to a Fellowshij). — On proceeding hi Irniia in 
1851 ho Ix’cnme Principal of St. John’s (kdlego, Agra, 
and in 18t)l ho sUrtoil Roym ll Taylor’s Mission in tho 
Dci-ajat. Aftoraii interval, fiom 1805-09, during which 
ho was Vicar of St. Paurs, (Uielti nham, he retumod 
to India and fonndcil the Divinity School at Lahon>. 
Ho was Vicar of Ei’ith, 1874-75, and Rector of St. 
Ebbo, Oxford, 1875-77, and on the cimtion of tho 
Bishopric of Lahore he w^as nominated by the Crown 
to be the first occupant of that See. He was Bishop 
of Lahore from 1877 to 1887, wlien he rosignod and 
w’cnt as a missionary to Muscat, and at that place ho 
died on the 14* May 1891. 

Frera, Richard Edward, TAentennnl (1817— 
1842). — Grave and tablet at Ranuil t'indi, Nos. 777 
and — Tho sixth son of Kdw'ard Frere, Ksip-, of 

Clydfieh, Co. Brecon (wLo was of tlie Frercs of 
Roydou Hall, Co. Norfolk), and a younger brother 
of Sir Bartle Frca’e, sometirno Govi^rnor of Bombay, 
and of tho CaiKj Colony, South Afrii-a. Bom on 
the 28*** February IHn.—Eiihi-ed H. M.’s Servie>o 
on the 22'* July 1830 as an Ensign in the 13*** 
FiMit (the Somersetshire Light Infantry), and procreed- 
ing to India at the end of the year, he joined that 
rt^giment at Karnal in the spring of 1837. In tho 
autumn of 1838 he marched witli the n’giinont to 
Fei’ozepon^, whence, iu December, he acc^onijwinitxl it on 
service to Afghanistan witti tho Army of tho Indus. 
On tho 14*** J une 1839 ho was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant. He served with tho re^ment throughout 
the campaigns iu Afghatftstan from 1839 to 1842, and 



was present at the occupation of Kandahar, the Rtorm 
capture of Ghazni (Medal), the occupation of 
Kabnl, the capture of Tiitaindarm, the assault of 
Julgarh, *tho night affair at Babuknahgarh, the de- 
struction of Kardarra, tlie action of Parwandarra, the 
forcing of the Kliurd Kabul Pass, the action of Tezin 
(in which he was slightly wounded), the forcing of the 
Jagdalak Pass, tlic reduction of the fort of Marnu Khel, 
the occujiation and ch^fence of Jalalabad, the final action 
^fore that ])1acc (Mculal), the actions of Jagdalak, 
Tezin and Haft Kolal, and the ro-occuj)MtioTi of Kabul 
(Medal). During the return march l.o the British 
provinces, on the termination of tbo war, lie sank under 
the fatigues and hardships of four yesars* campaigning, 
and died at Bawal Pindi on the November 18l!2. 

Frushard. James. UmlhwiUOohnd and Brevet- 
Colonel (1788-^1847).— at Amhala, m. 2\\.^ 
Knterod the Bengal Army in 1804. Amved in Tiidia 
in April 1800, and in the usual course was sent to the 
Cadet College at Barasat. On the P** February 1807 
he was posted to the 10^'‘ Regiment of Native Tnfanti’y, 
but a few days later certain re-adiii.stments of mnk 
made a change in liis position, and he was tiansferred 
to the P*- R(»girrierit on the 10*^' of the same month, and 
posted to tlic Battalion thereof on the 15^^. Ho 
passed out of Barasat in June 1807, and lie .soon after- 
wanlfi procooddd tf) the Upyier Provinces and joined the 
Imtfalioii at Kaibi, in Rundelkhand, in which province, 
during the succeeding years, ho was fi'OfpK'ntly employ- 
«1 a^irist insurgents and injirsiiiders, and, with his 
tiatbilion, took part in the reduction of Hirixpur, tho 
storming of the fortified heights of Rajaoli, and the 
siege and capture of Ajaigarh. On the conclusion of 
tlio last-montionod affair, in the spring of 1809, ho pro- 
ceeded with the battalion to Meerut, wlieiico ho accom- 
panied it to T)(4hl and Rewari at the bogimiiiig of 1811, 
and to Ludhijyia early in 1818. On the oiitliroak of the 
Gurkha War in tho autumn of 1814 lie accompanied tho 
battalion on service in the force und(*r the command of 
Colonel (afbu’wards Major- Geneml Sir David) Oehfer- 
lony, and was prostmt with it in tho earlier opemtions 
of tho campaign, including the capture of Nalagarh, 
Taraprliand Nelir. On the 2(V^ December lie'w^as 
appointed Adjutant of a Grenadier Batbilion formed 
f nun the gi’cnaditir companies of tho several I’Ogiment.s 
romjKMing tho force, and with thi.s corps (subsequently 
dosignaUHl tho Grenadier Battalion) lie served 
througliout tlic n?mainder of the camjiaign, including 
the oyierations against Ramgarh and the reduction, after 
severe lighting, of Malaun. On the termination of tho 
ciimpaign in May 1815, and the coilscquent breaking 
up of the Grenadier Battalion, ho proceeded to Benares 
and joined the Battalion 29*^' N. T., to which, on tho 
formation of that corps, he had been t.ransfeiTod on the 
18*^ Marcli preceding, with effect from the 16*^ Decem- 
ber 1814. At the end of 1815 he proceeded with tho 
balialion to Cawnpon^ and lie afterwards aecoinpjinicd 
it to Meei’ut in 1810, to Aligarh in the autumn of 1817, 
and to lU'W'ari in Juno 1818. SlioHly «after arriving 
at Rewari he accompanied tlic battalion <ui an exjiedi- 
tion, under Colonel Arnold, into Bhattiana and tho 
Bikanir de.scrt, in the eour.se of wliich he was present 
at the reduction of seveml forts and stroiighohls. On 
Bn? termination of these operations ho returned with tho 
bittalion to Rewari, whenc^e he marched wdtli it to 
Ludhiana in 1819, and to Nasirabad at the end of 1821. 
In July 1822 he was appointed an Extra Assistant 
to the Ri‘sidcnt in Malwa and Rjijputana, and ho con- 
tinued in that situation for more than tlirce years, 
excepting only a brief pcruxl (from January to May 
1823) during which ho oHieiated as Asst. Adjt.-Gcncral 
of the Western Division. On promotion to t)ic rank of 
Captain he was rc-])osted, Scpi(>rabor 1 823, to the 2*' 
Batbilion 29^^ N. T., and on tho rc-organisation of the 
Army taking place in May 1824 he was posted to the 
58*^^ N. I. (late 2^ Battalion 29**') ; he, however, con- 
tinued serving in his civil appointmeiii until November 


1825, when he rejoined his regiment at Agra, and wag 
immediately afterwards appointed Depy. Asst. Qr.-Mr. 
Genl. of the C/ivalry Division of the Ai’my assembling 
for the siege of Bharatpiir. He seiTcd in that capacity 
throughout the siege, and on the place lacing captured 
in January 182G he was appointed Foi4 Adjutant. In 
the following month thtj designation of his appointment 
was altered, and ho became Brigade-Major to the troops 
detailed to garrison the fcHrcas, but the ap])ointmcnt 
was abolished a fi’W months later, and he rejoined the 
58**' at Agra. In May 1828 he was aj)pointed Brigade- 
Major to the Rajputana Field Force, and lie held that 
situation until S(!ptember 1831, when, having vacated 
it on promotion to tho rank of Major, he rejoined and as- 
sumed command of the 58*** at Almora. As Major he 
remained in command of the regiment for more than 
four yc'ars, accompanying it to Sultanpiir, in Oudh, 
in the winter of 1831-32, and to Jamalpur, in Eastern 
Bengal, in that of 1834-35, and having, on promotion 
t/O the rank of Lieiitenant-Ooloiiel, been I’e-posted to 
the reglm(*ut in November 1S35, he continued in com- 
mand of it for another pc'riod of more than four years, 
in the course of which, in March 1838, he proceeded 
rith tho I'Ogimfuit io Barraekpore. Tn January 1840 
he was transfeired to the 2* Eiiwpcan llcgimeiit (now 
the 2'* Battalion f>f the Royal Munster Fusiliers), then 
in course of formation at Hazaribagli, wliei'e ho joined 
it and took cfinimand. In the following November ho 
marchcul with tlio regiment to Ghazipur, whence ho 
proecedtul with it to Cawnpore in Marc^h 1812. In tho 
autumn of ihe same year he accompanied tho regiment 
to Ferozepore for tin) Arm y of Resc'rve, in which, in 
October 1812, bo was nominated to tlio command of a 
brigade, but eventually, owing to changes in the consti- 
tution of the force, this appointment did not tako 
(effect, and he remained in command of the ri'giment, 
with which, on ihe br(‘aking up of tlio Army, he pro- 
ceeded to Meerut, arriving thci*e towards the end of 
F(*hruary 1H43. In the following November he inarched 
with the corps to Amhala, wln'ro he sucireeded to tho 
command of the station, but in April 181-1! In* returned 
to Meerut witli the reginuait, sind lie continued in com- 
mand of it there until tlie following October, when ho 
marched with it for Sukkur, in Sindli. Arriving at 
that place in .ranuary 1845, he shortly afterwards jiro- 
ceodc'il with it on service, ami lie thereafter commanded 
the corps througliout Sir (3iavle.s Napier’s campaign 
against the Jakrauis, the Dumkis, the Burdis, and 
others of tlio mountain and desei’t trib& of Upjier 
Sindh. On the termination of the (rarnpaign he return- 
ed with the regiment to Sukkur, wluuice, in the follow- 
ing summer, he proceeded w’^ith it to Karaihi. In 
November 1815 be returned with the regiment to 
Sukkur, and on the forniation of the Sindh Fiehl Force, 
in February I84t), he was appoint'd to the command 
of tho b’irst Infantry Brigade, with the rank of Briga- 
dier. It was intended that this force should move up 
to the runjab, to take a ])ai*t in the first Sikh War, 
then Ix'ing fought out on the banks of the Sutlej, but 
the battle of SoVn-aon and the collapse of the Sikh jiowcr 
rendered the movement unnecessary, and the forco 
liaving been broken np he proceeded with the regiment ^ 
to Sabatliu, arriving there on the 20**' April. In tho 
autumn of the same year he accompanied the regiment 
to Jullnndnr, where, on aiTival in November, he suc- 
ceeded to the command of the station. Towards the end 
of Deceml)cr ho 'was appointed, with the temporary rank 
of Brigadier, to the command of all the troops in tho 
Govmior-Gciierars Camp, and he continiK'd holding 
tliis command until February 1847, when, on account 
of ill-health, he was obliged to leave the camp at Patiala 
and proceed to Sabatliu. Tn the following month ho 
re-sumed command of his regiment on its return to 
Sabathu, and he at the same time succeeded to tho 
command of tho station. He continued in command of J 
the regiment until the following October, when ho was i 
transferred to the 1®^ European Bengal Fusiliers, and 
having assumed command oi that corps at Sabatbci 
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ho, on the 20^^ of the same month, marched thence with 
it on route to Cawnporo. He had, however, scarcely 
reached Ambala, on his way doNvn, when ho was taken 
eeriously ill, and he died at that place on* the Nov- 
ember 1847. 


Fulford, Cecil John Russell Captain (1845— 
1882). — Grave and tablet at Feshawai\ Nas. 954 and 
986. — Tho eldest son of Admiral John Fulfoi\l, Royal 
Navy, who was a cadet of tho Fulfords (Ireat Fulfoi’d, 
Co. Devon, — an ancient family dating back to tho days 
of tho Crusades. Born at St. Leonanl.s-on-Sea, C^>. 
Sussex, on tho 8^*^ A])rLl 1845. — Kntcred H. M.\s Service 
(from tho Royal !Mily. Academy, Woolwich) on ilio 
18^ July 1805, as a Lieutenant in the Th)yal Artillery. 
Having been posted to a l)attery of the Brigade, ho 
ueiwed with it in tho Unih^d Kingdom until January 
1867, when ho was removed k) the 10*^' Brigade. Fa 
the following mouth, however, he was irausf«M*red to 
“G” Battery IG**' Brigade, and ju'oceeding to India in 
the following October, he joined it in Xoveiiilu'r at Jnb- 
bulpore, at which station he continued serving with it 
for nearly three years. On the lo’^‘ Scpt(*mbcr 1870 
ho was a])p()inted Second Wing Subaltern in the 2(1*^ 
(Punjab) N. I. on pv<)bation f(»r the lleugal Stall CV»rps, 
into which he was subsecpiently adniittiHl willi elTe<*t 
from that date. Having joined that n gimeut at Anibala, 
he was advanced, in March 1871, to the posit it»n of 
First Wing Subaltern, and during tlio succeeding live 
years (in the course of which lie accorn])aiiietl the ivgi- 
nient to Pesliawar in November 1871, to ^Fian AFir in 
November 1874, and to the Camj) of Mxereisi.' iit Dellii 
in the winter of 1875-7G) he ofliciated twice as Wing 
Officer, twice as Adjutaiil, and six limes as tjjnarter- 
Master of the regiment. Tii February 187<> he went 
home on furlough. On the April following, during 
his absence from India, he was appointoil ()ua»’ter- 
Mastor of the ri'ginuMit, ainl in January 1877, under 
th(5 new (irganisatiou theji introduced, he bccanuj 
a Wing Officer. Returning to I ndia in Jajiiiary 1878, 
ho rejoined thp ri^gimimt at ]\Fia.ri iMir and took up 
the apjioiiitmont of Quarter-Ma.ster. Fii tlie follow- 
ing November he accompanied the regiment on ser- 
vice with tho Southern Afghanistan Field Fui*ci», and 
for some time in the following month he olliciaied 
as Brigade-JSFajor to tho Seeoiul Bj*ig:ele of Infantry 
at Qiujtta. Having sei-ved with the regiment through- 
out (ho (?ainpai gn of 1878-79 in Soiitheiji /M’ghaaiis- 
tan (Medal), he returned witli it to the I'unjab in 
tho spring of tho latter year, reaching Sialket on tho 
7th Ai)ril, and lie imim*dia.tely afterwarils went home 
(vacating the appointment of Quartei'-^lastei’) and join- 
ed tlie Stall (vollego at Sandhurst. (In j)assiiig tho 
Colleg(! he rt'turiK'd to India eai’l}' in 1881 and I’ejoini'd. 
his regiment at Jlielum, where, on the P' March follow- 
ing, he was aj»puiiitod to officiate as (Jiiarter-Masli.'r of 
tho corps, and furtlier, on the 1B'‘ of the same rnonlh, 
as a Wing Commander in addition. Towards tlie ejid 
of April he Tuarcluid with the corps to Kohat, wlierc it 
was posted during the continuaiiee of the e\peditio7i 
against tho Mahsud Waziris, and lie returned with it 
to Jheliim at the end of May. He cuiitinued officiating 
as Quarti'r -Master and Wing Commainler* until tho 
Iwginning of July ISSl, when he was ajipointed OITg. 
Dopy. Asst. Qiiai‘h?r Master General at IIkj lieail-ipiar- 
teru of the Roliilkliaiid District, and tliere in ( luf following 
September ho was appointed to officiate as Dejiy. Asst. 
Adjt. Geul., in addition. In the spring of 1882 lit; was 
transferred, asOlIg. Dejiy. Asst. Quarter Mas hr (leii cm I, 
to the PesluiW'ar District, and lio was eonlirmecl in tliat 
appointment on the. 20’’‘ April. Tliere, liowe^er, his career 
WAS brought to a sadden and untnuely end. On tho 
20*^** AprU, in the evening, while ho was walking along 
the rood by tho shrine in front of the mission -house, in 
the cantonment of Peshawar, a fanatical Pathan crept 
up behind him and shot him in the back with a pistol 
loaded with a bullet and about a dozen slugs ; he was 


not, at first, supposed to bo mortallv wounded, but aftep 
lingc^ring for a fortnight he succumbed to his injuriw 
on the 4»»‘ May 1882.

1818, and ill tin* fullowdng month w'asdiix*ctcd f-ododuty 
with the Bengal Kuropean Regiment in Fort William. In 
March 1819 he* w'as posted iothol^t* Battalion IG’** N. T., 
which III? joined at Dacca. 'JVnvards tho end of thn 
same year lie aciromjiaiiic'd the battalion h) Dina})o«\ 
whence iii 1820 he iiiMivlied Avith it to Genlml India anil, 
joined the N.arKadila Field Force. Fn 1821. Jio proceodocl 
with the battalion to Nagpur, and bo continued .serv- 
ing w'ith it. tlu‘i*o until July I82.‘l, wlienho was appoiiifod 
i.idoduly with the Rangpnr Light lnfa.ntry Ihiitalion.

JnOctoi 
her 1853 his servicir.s avis-c jilaced at the diK|)osal of thc 
Govt, of the N.-W. Provinces, and iti tho following 
month he was apjvjinkd an Asst. Surveyor iu th» 
Biindelkliaiid and Saiigor Divisions, and having thiiB 
vacated his appuliiiiueut on ibc Artillery fitaff, he waa 
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'HOW brought on the rolls of the !■* Company 8^^ Batta- 
lion. He continued in this employment until March 
1855| when he was impointod an Inspector in the De- 
portment of Public Instruction in the N.-W . l^ovinces 
snd posted to the Agra Circle, and being at Agra at 
the time of the mutiny, in 1857, he served as a volun- 
teer with No. 21 Light Field Battery (2^ Co. Bn., 
V. A.), in the action of Shahganj, or Sassia, on the 
July, and aftei’wards in the action at Agra on the 10^** 
October (Aledal) . Towards the end of October 1857 
lie was transferred from the Agra to the Meerut Circle, 
hnt having been directed to remain at the former place 
'Until his services could be dispensed 'with by the military 
authorities, he did not take up his appointment at 
Meerut until February 1858. On his ]m}motion to 
the rank of Second-Captain taking place he -was postcjd, 
September 1858, to the rolls of the 4^*^ Company 8^*» 
Battalion. He continued in the position of Inspector 
until January 18G0, when he was appointed l)irt^ctor 
of Public Instruction in the Punjab, and in this post th«.' 
remainder of his service was passed. In 18G1, on tho 
Boyal and the Indian Armies being amalgamated, lie 
■was transferred to the Royal Artillery and posted to the 
Brigade, from which he was nnnoved in 18G3, to 
ihe 25^** Brigade. In Juno 18G5 tho local mnk of 
Major was conferred upon him. He lost his life 
through an unfortunate accident, having, on the 20**^ 
August 1867, been swept away and dro'wued in a 
mountain torrent (the Bangaril Nullah) when on his 
■way from Rawal Pindi to Muii’ee. 

Fullertor?, James Alexander, G. B., Lieut- 
enant* 0olo7iel (1800 — 1850.) — Grave at Sriuarjar^ Kash- 
mir ^ No, 1119. — Entered H. M.’s Servic(^ on the 
August 1822 as a Comet in the 9^^ Light Dragoons 
(Lancers), and was promoted to tlie rank of Lieut- 
enant on tho 30'*' December 1824, to Captain on tho 19'*' 
September 182G, to Brevet-Major on the 23‘* Novem- 
ber 1841, and to regimental Major on the 28* ** January 
1842. During these twenty years his service had been 
conAned entirely to the United Kingdom, and had in- 
cluded two tours of duty in Ireland and two in Scotland. 
In May 1842 he embarked with tho n.'girnent for Ben- 
gal, and landing at Calcutta in August and proceeding 
soon aftcrwai*ds to the Upper Provinces, he reached 
Ca'wnporo with it early in the following year. Towards 
ihe end of 1843, in command of two .scpiadrcjus of tho 
regiment, ho joined the left wing of tho Army of Gwa- 
lior, and was present with it at tlio battle of Paniiiar 
(Bronze Star). On tho conclusion of the campaign he 
returned with the two s(piarlrons to (^awTij^oTvi^ and on 
the 25'*' April 1845 Ihj was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant- Colonel by brevet. In November 1845 ho 
moved up to Meerut ■with tho regiment ; in ihe follo'w- 
ing month he accompanied it when it marclied to join 
tho Army of the Sutlej ; and ho commanded it at the 
battle of Sobraou (Ikledal). On tho breaking up of tho 
Army of tho Sutlej he proceeded in command of the 
regiment to Ambala, and thence to Meerut, and ho con- 
tinued in command until the end of 184G, ■when he went 
on leave to Calcutta and Madras, and 1 hence home. He 
returned to India in January 1849, and immediately 
hurried up to join his n^giment, then with the Army of 
tho Punjab beyond tho Chennh, and having joined on tho 
10'** Februaiw, ho commanded the I’cgiment at the battle 
of Gn jerat (Medal and clasp, and created a Companion 
of the Order of tho Bath). On the conclusion of tho 
war ho proceeded with the regiment to Wazirabad, 
whence early in the following year ho went on leave to 
Kashmir. On tho 24'** March 1850 ho attained the 
rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, but did not long survive 
his promotion. Ho died at Rdmu, in Kashmir, on the 
28'** April 1850, of disease of tho heart, nggravated by 
^‘over-erertion in crossing a mountain pass.” 

Furlonge, William James, M.D., Assistaiit-Sur- 
geon (1820 — 1849). — Grave at Saroke^ Wazirabad^ 
No. 745.— Bom in April 1820.— Entered H. M.'s Sor- 
Tiee cm, tho 3** April 1846 as an AssistanV-Surgcoxi in 


the 24'** Foot, which he joined at Cork. In the follow 
ing month he embarked with the regiment *for Bengal^ 
and landing at Fort William in September, he pro- 
ceeded witli tli^ corps to the Upper Provinces, reaching 
Agra in March 1847. Early in Ofctol)er 1848 he march- 
ed with tlio regiment for Ferozepore, where, in the 
following month, it joined tho Army of the Punjab, 
and ho thereafter served with it throughout the Punjab 
Campaign of 1848-49, including the passage of the 
Chenab, ihe action of Sadulapur, and the battles of 
Chilianwahi and Gujemt (Medal and two clasps). After 
the termination of ihe war he accompanied the regiment 
to Wazirabad, and he died at that place on the 12'** 
December 1849. •

Gabbott, Thomas, Lieutenant (1830—1867).— 
Grave and tahlrt at Delhi, Nos, 112 and 162. — The 
eldest son of Joliii Gabbett, Esq**., of Sheppciiion, Co. 
Clare, a cadet of the Gabbetts of Caherline, Co. Lime- 
rick, and sometime Captain in the 88'** Foot. Born in 
1830. — Entered H. M.’s Service on tho 26'** May 1848 
as an Ensign in the 61®' Foot, and for a short time serv- 
ed ■with tlui dej)ot of that regiment at Chatham. 
He arrived in India in December 1848 and immediately 
procecjded to join his rc'giment, then with tho Army of 
the Punjab beyond the Chenab, and having joined on the 
28'*‘ Januai’y 1849, he served with it during tho short re- 
mainder of the Punjab Campaign, including tho battle 
of Gq jerat and the pursuit of tho Sikhs and Afghans to 
the Khaibar (Modal and (dasp). After the tennina- 
nation of the war ho served ■with the regiment at 
Peshawar, and on tho 13'*' October 1849 ho was pro- 
moted to Ihe rank of Litui tenant. Early in 1852 he 
accomj)aniod tlie regiment to Kasauli, and at the end 
of tho followiiig year ho marched with it to Wazirabad. 
At tlie tmd of 1856 lie pro(;ecded with the regiTnent to 
FerozepoiM\ at whiuh place ho was serving when the 
mutinies brokci out in May 1857. In tho following 
month lie a('(H>rnpanLed the right "wiiig of tho regiment 
to Delhi, and, from tho 1®' July, he was actively engag- 
ed in tho operations bc'fon) that place, fttking part in 
the i*epuJse of several sorties from tlie city. On tho 
morning of the 25'*‘ August ho marched out ■with a 
forco under Genei*al Nieliolson to dnvc) off a body of 
rebels who liad niiido their way into tho rear of tho 
Britisli posilioii for the purpose of attacking tho siege 
train on its way down. 14) o enemy wei-o ^count(>red 
near the village of Najafgarh, and in the action which 
ensued thi^j Dllieor^ whilst gallantly leading on his 
company, f(‘ll mortally woiindcid ■with a bayonet thrust 
throLigli his chest. He died next morning, — tho 26'** 
August 1857. 

Gahan, Robert Beresford, Ass istant-Sur geon 
{r, 1833 — 181-5). — Grave and inscription at Ferozepore^ 
Nos, 404 and 1-79. — Entered H. M*s. Service on the 
17**' June 1830 as an Assistant-Surgeon to tho Forcesi 
and, .after si»rving for a short time in the United King- 
dom, wa.s sent to tho ]\Iauritiu8, where ho was employed 
on tlio Staff for four years. Ho returned home at the 
end of 1840, and on tho 8'** Juno 1841 he was posted to 
the 9th l'"oot, then serving in the Bengal Pi'esidoncy, 
Hu landed at Calcutta early in January 1842, but his 
i*egiment Ixiing thou beyond tho Sutlej, en route to 
Afghanistan on service, ho was detained at tho Presiden- 
cy, and on tho 12'*' of that month ho was detailed to do 
duty vnth tho (>2'* Foot in Fort William. To'wards the 
end of tho folhnving ^larch ho was appointed to the 
medical eliargo of a detachment proceeding from Chin- 
Ruiu to B('rl)ampore, and on anaval at the latter place 
ho was rotaiiied there in charge of various detach- 
ments of H. M.’s troops. In the following July ho 
was appointed to the medical chai’ge of detachments 
proceiuling, by river, fi'om Berhamporo to tho Upper 
l^rovincos, and on niTival at Ca'wnpore, in NovemoOri 
ho was apiKiinted to do duty ■with the infantry de« 
pots and detachments of H. M/s Service at that place ; a 
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few days later, however, he was sent on to Meemt, at 
which place, towards the end of the same month, he 
wa^ appointed to the medical charge o{ the depots of 
H. M/s troops located there. In Februaiy 1843 lie was 
appointed to the medical charge of the depot of his o'wn 
regiment on the march to join the hejid-quai’tcra of 
the corps, which had now retuniod from Afghanistan, 
and the junction having been effected at Mubarikpur, 
he accompanied the regiment to Subathii in April. 
Ho continued serving there with his regiment until 
February 1844, when he was appointed to do duty wth 
ihc 3^ Light Dragoons at Ambala, and there in the 
following month he was appointed to the additional 
medical chalgc of the 31»^ F(X)t. He was suhsoquontly 
sent up to Kasauli in medical charge of a detachment of 
tho3^ Light Dragoons, and at that place in September 
1844 ho rcjceived the additional charge of a detach incnit 
of Artillery. Towards the end of tlu? year he rejoined his 
own regiment at Kasauli, at which station, in August 
1845, ho was appointed to the temijorary medical charge 
of the Station Staff, the public ostiiblishments, and ilio 
native hospital. Towards the cmd of September 1845 
ho was appointed to the medical charge of the 31*^* Foot, 
which lie joined at Ambala. On the outbreak of the first 
Sikh War he accompanied the 31**^ into the field, but 
in the very first engagement of the campaign, at 
Mudki on the 18^** December, he fell mortally wound- 
ed whilst gallantly carrying on his professional duties 
under fire, and he died in consequence eleven doys later, 
at Ferozepore, on the 29^^^ DeccmbiT I84r>. 

Gnlo, John Littlodnlo, TAenionant-Cnlonvl (1783— 
1832).— (/rare at Shtila, Ko. 290. — Entered the llengal 
Army in 1803. Airived in India in Decomlx?r 1804, 
and on the 14^^' April 1805 was posted to tlie 2‘* Bat- 
talion 12^^' N. I., which lie was directed to join >\’ithoiit 
delay. Ho joined accordingly at Fatchgarh, whence, in 
September 1805, bo aecoiiijjanicd the battalion to Siia- 
pur, in Oudli. In February 1808 lu* proceeded with 
the battalion to Lucknow, and thouce in the follow- 
ing month to Partabgarli, and in 1808-09 he siTved with 
the battalion at iho reduction of Badri, Sarnanpur, 
Gurah, Pathartfarai, and various other strong forts 
held by refmetory zainindars in tliat part of Oudli. 
In Octolxjr 1809 ho proceeded on l(»ave 1 o the Presiden- 
cy. Ho rejoined his baitalion at Diiiapore in Fi^bruary 
1810, and at that station, in the following Octobci’, ho 
was appointed to the distinct command ” of a. large; 
numljer of> gentlcmcn-cadcts who wen; at that timo 
doing duty -with the corps. In Ajunl 1811 ho pro- 
ceeded with the battalion to Bariuckj)«)re, and in January 
1812 he was appointed to ihc temporary command 
of the Pumeali Provincial Battaliou. He rejoined tho 
2^ Battalion 12**^ at the Pi’i'sidimcy a f('w months later, 
and continued serving ^viih it there until May 1813, 
when he was appointed to the ]u*rmaiu*nt comnuind of 
tho Purneah Provincial BattJilion, whicdi ho thereafter 
held for eleven years. On attaining the nink of Cap- 
tain, in April 1810, he was rc-posti'd to tho 2‘* Battalion 
of the 12i^». On tlie rc-organisation of May 1824 tak- 
ing place he was j)romoted the rank of Majoi’ and 
posted to the 1 »^ N. I. (late 2'' Battalion 12 *''), and his 
promotion having neci'ssitated his rclinquishiug tin; 
command of the Purneah Provincial Batinlion, ho 
shortly afterwards proceeded on leave to the Presidency, 
whence he went homo on furlough in November 1824.

Galloway, Arthur (1822— 1857V— ai 
Simla ^ No, 34fl , — A younger son of Major- Cu uei'ul Sir 
Archibald Galloway, K.C.B., Bengal Infantry, some- 
time Chairman of the Court of Direch>rs Bnru at Isha- 
pur, near Caleutta, on the 15^'' January 1822. --Kutei*ed 
the Bengal Civil Service in Decemlxu* 181.3. Amved 
in India in April 1844, and in July 1845 was appointed 
an Assistant under the Commissionor of the Meerut 
Division. In January 1847 ho was appointed an Assist- 
ant under tlio Commissioner of tho Delhi Division, 
and ho continiiod in that position until January 1850, 
when he wont homo on furlough. He i*etnrmMl to India 
in November 1854, ami on the tV*' January 1855 was 
appoinUHl an Asst, to the ^Magistrate and Collector 
of Delhi. On ilu* P* August following ho was invested 
with tho ]x>wtu*s of a ,)oiut Mngistvate and Depy. Col- 
lector, aiul in this p(»sition lie (continued until his 
death.

William, Calcutta, iowarils tho end of tlicyc'nr, and 
ho continued serving with it. there (for a short time, 
in November and Di'cemhei* 181.3, a.s acting Adjutant) 
until Felu’uary 18 It, when, as acting Adjutant and 
Quarter- Masti' 1 % h(‘ aecoinjianied tin; right wing to 
Ohinsurji. On tlu; 2.5*'' Jnm* 1844 he was j ro muted to 
tho rank of LiontiMuint.

— En- 
tercsl tho Bengal Army in 1851. AitImmI in India 
in Februai’y of tho sarno y^‘ftr, nufl was sent up to 
Berhampfiro to do duty wilh tin* 7*'* N. T. fii the fol- 
low'iug August he >v:ik poshed to tin; 38"' N. 1., wdiich 
lie joined at Cawnpowj. fn JAJjruary 1850 he accom- 
panied the regiment to Lmrknow, in the f)udli Field 
Force, on the occasion of tin; (hponitioii of the King and 
the annexation of Oudli, and in the follovving month 
he proccfxled with tin; c(aps to Gouda, where In* served 
with it until the succeeding autumn.

In November 1880 lie aecomjianic'il his regiment to 
Dera Ismail Khan. In December 1888 ho Avent homo 
on a year’s furlough, on tho expiration of wliicli ho 
proceeded to Kiissia for tho jiurpose of studying the 
hmguage. He returned to India in February 1891 and 
rejoined, his regiment at Kohat, and in the following 
April and May h® served in the second Miranzai Expedi- 
tion of that year as Brigade-Major to tho Third ColamD| 


taking part in all the operations on tho Samana Banga 
(clasp added to India Medal ; promoted to tho rank of 
Major by brevet). Towards the end of 1891 he again, 
went home, andrfrom January 1892 to December 1894 
he served there as a Staff Captain in the Intelligence 
Branch at the Horse Guards. He returned to India ai 
tho end of December 1894, and rejoining the regiment at 
Rajanpur, took up the appointment of Second-in-Coni- 
mand, to which he had teen gazettt^d on tho 28^*' of that 
•month Aviih effect from the IG^*' Ocbjter preceding. 
From April to December 1895 he officiated as Cbm- 
mandaiit of the regira(.*nt, and in the latter month ho 
inarched with the corps to Dera Ghazi Khan. From.

Gamble, John Henry, Cap/am (1844— 1879). — 
Grave at Landi Kotal^ No. 1097. -Son of Charles 
Gamble, Esq., of l^inehurst, Toronto, Canada. — Entered 
IT. M.’s Service (from tlio Royal Mily. College) on 
the 8*^ July 1802 as an Ensign in the I®* Battalion 17*'^ 
Foot, AAdiieh ho joined at Quebec. On tho halialion 
being sent home he Avas transferred, July 1805, to the 
2*' Battalion 17***, AvJiich ho joined at Halifax, Nova 
Scotia, and on t.ho 11*** . Scqitember folloAving he 
v/as promoitid to tho rank of rjieiitenant. In Juno 
18GC ho accompanii'd tlic battalion to Toronto, and ho 
served Avith it there and at othor jilaces in Canada until 
Afay 1808, Avhen Iio returned with it. to the United 
Kingdom. During the next eight yiJars ho served with, 
the liattalion in Ireland, in JiTsey, in various parts of 
England, and again in Ireland. Qii tho corps embark- 
ing for India in October 1870 ho Avas left at the regi- 
irienbil depot, but ho proctieded to India in tho nntuiiiii 
of ilio siKMjeoding year, towards tlio end of Avliieli ho 
joined tho battalion at AlhoAV. About tlio same Mmo 
ho Avas promotcHl io tho rank of Captain Avitli etiect 
from the 21«*** Novenihor 1877, and having them teen 
transfoiTod to tbo 1®* Battalion 17***, he joined that corps 
at RaAval I^indi in January 1878. In tin' following 
April he proceeded Avith ihe battalion to KiiJdana. On 
tho breaking out of tho Afghan War, in the autumn of 

1878, ho accompanied (ho battalion into tho Held in tho 
l\js]iawar Valley Field Force, ajul took in the op- 
erations r(\s lilting in the capture of Ali Masjid, 
in the tAVO expeditions to the Bazar Vall^hy, and in 
the actions of Deli Sanik and Fatehahad.

Garbett, Hubert, Tslcutcnard- Colonel and Brevet- 
Colonel (1804 — 185S). — Grave at Simlay No. 347.— 
Born at llert'ford in 1804. — Entered tho Bengal Army- 
in 1819 as a Cadet of Artillery. ArnA-ed in "India in 
Octoter 1819, and hnvards tho end of tho same month 
was })osted to tho 0^** Company 1®*- Battalion, Foot 
Artillery, which lie jtnned at Dum-Dum. In June 
1820 lie Avas removed to the 7**^ Company 1®** Battalion, 
and, having joined it at Dum-Dum, ho proceeded with 
it, later in tho same year, to Cawiipore, With this 
company (uoav tho 30^** Field Battery, Royal Ai4iilery) 
ho Avas employed in opf?rations against insurgents in 
Bnndolkhaiid in 1821. .At the end c^f August 1822 he - 
was transfeiTt^d to tho 4^** Comjmny 3^ Battalion, which 
ho jliutKl at Ca-wnporo, and on his promotion to tho 
rjink of First- Lieutenant hiking place, lie was removed, 
November 1822, to the 5*** Company Battalion at 
Mhow. In Jauuaiy 1824 ho yvos transferred to tho 
Horse Artilleiy and posted to tho 2*^ Troop, tit the oftme 
station, whence at the end of the year he marched with 
it to Meerut. On the reorganisation of the ArtiUexy 
taking place in the folloAving year, he was posted, July 



1825, to tte 1^ Troop 2*^ Brigade (late 2^ Troop), but 
in the following September lie ^vas removed to the 
Txtx>p 2^ Brigade, .i lie joined at Meerut, and 
'With that troop, in tL^ following December, he proceeded 
on service against Bharjitpur ; fiChd having been appointed 
goon afterwards to officiate as Adjutant of the 
Brigade, he served in that capacity throughout tlie 
giego and capturo of the place (Modal and clasp). 
In February 1826 ho was transferred to the 1*^^ Tnxip 
3^ Brigade, wfiich ho joined at Meerut. From August 
to December 1826 he was acting Adjutant and Quarter- 
Master of the 3^ Brigade, at Meerut, and from January 
to March 1827 he officiahul in the same caj>acity in the 
2** Brigade, the same station. In the spring of 1827 
he proceeded with his trtnip to Karnal, wlnuice in the 
autumn of the same year he marclied with it t/o Nasir- 
abad, and in March 1828 to Meerut. From May to 
’ September 1828 ho officiated as Adjutant to the 3'i 
Brigade and to the Meerut Division of AHillery. lie 
then proceeded on leave to the hills and aft(irwai*ds 
Calcutta, whence he went home on furlough lu January 
1829. He returned to India in D«'cemlM^r 1831, and in 
ilie following montli was despatched to the TJj)per Prov- 
inces in command of a detachmcuit of Artilh'ry drafts ; 
a few <iays later, however, he was relieved of this duty, 
and procticding onwards Iuj rejoined the Troop 3** 
Brigade at Meerut early in March 1832. Tu Fihruary 
1833 he proceeded with the troop to Kai*uab and at 
that station, in September 1835, he was aj^poluhnl 
acting Adjubint and Quarbu’- Master of tlu' 3‘* Briga«le, 
a post in which he was made jxu’maneut on the 
January following. On promotion to ilu! rank of 
Captain ho was posted, June 1836, to the C<mij)any 
6*^^ Batbilion, Foot Artillery, which lie joined at Cawn* 
pore in the following Novemh(u\ having Ixaui detained 
in the interval at Karrial for duty with a detacluniuit «)f 
the 2‘^ Battalion at that station. In NoveTnbm' 1837 
he was transferred to the P*' Comjiany 2‘ Hatifilion, al 
Karnal, but being at that time on sick leave at iSimla, 
ho did not join it until February 18;^8. Tn eoinmand 
of this company he proceciled to Ferozepori’ in Nov* 
ember 1S38 and joined the Army of tlie Indus, and 
accompanying i^*on service to Afghanistan, he served in 
that country during the cam]»:iign of I838*lin ; but 
having been left with his company at Kand:i.har when 
the Army movcid forward from lliat ])lae(^ in June* 1S.31>, 
he hod no share in the irii]>orlant ojicniiions which 
followed. On the 22'^ October following he was ti'ans- 
feri*ed to tfce command of the Ti'ooj) 3* Brigri le, 
Horse Artillery, which also formed part of the Army 
of the Indus, and travelling up alone from Txaiahihar, 
he joined the troop at Bainian, a hundred miles to the 
north-west of Kabul, in March 18K); and being the 
senior officer on the spot lit) .assuTiieil command of Ihe 
whole of the tnx^ps in the BamlaTi Valley, anfl heltl it 
for six months. A few days after liis arrival in the 
valley he attacked and cajitured the fort of Fauladi, 
six miles from Bamian, and nfler tier battle of Bamian, 
in the following Septembc*r, he was employed in the 
pursuit of Dost ^Muhammad Klian over the JTiiulu 
Kush. Tn October 1840 lie retumed vidtli the trfKip 
to Kabul, and thence accompanied it back to the British 
Province.s, arriving at Ferozejiore early in F<?bruary 
1841, and at Meerut on the PJ*^ March. In the fol- 
lowing November he accompanied the tnxjp by Ambala, 
and thence in’ March 1844 to Ludliiana. On tlie w- 
organizAtion <if tho Artillery taking place in July 1845, 
he was re-appointed to the command of the 4^*^ Troop 
3^ Brigade, ajid on tho outbreak of the first Sikh War 
' in the following Deceml^er he accompanied it iiito tho 
field with the Army of tlie Sutlej, and oommamk^d it 
in the battles of Mudki and Ferozshahr (Medal and 
clasp, and promoted to the rank of Majoi'»by brevet). 
On the termination of the ymr he marched with tho 
troop to Meeru^ arri^ng there in April 1846. On 
attaining the regimental rank of Major ho vacated tho 
command of the troop and was posted, October 1846, 
to the 3^ Brigade, the head-quarters of which he 


joined at Moomt. In the following April lie was trans-^ 
ferrc'd to tho 1"* Brigade, and joined the head-quartern 
at Ludhiana, and he continued serving there until 
February 1S4S, when he was apiniint^d to tho command 
of tho Artillery at Lahore, and proceeded to that stivtion. 
On the 4^*^ August folloiviug ho wa.s appointed to tho 
command of the Artillery of the force procoeiiiiig on 
service to Multan, ami he thewafter served throughout 
tlie Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, including the first 
siege of Multan, the second siege and captui*e of the 
place, and the battle of Oujeiat, at which last he 
oominandi'd the Artillery attached to Qoneml Whish’a 
Division (Menial and two clasps, and promoted to Lieut- 
enant- Col on t*l by brevet). On the termination of tho 
war he was ro-a])pointed, Aju'il 1849, to tho command 
of the Artillery at Lahore, and he lield that command 
1111111 ihe end of the succeeding Ockiber, when he jiro- 
ceeded to ^fi'erut and joined the heail -quarters of the 
Brigade, to whicli ho had lieeii removed in tlie 
pivceding August. Towards the end of Novemlier 
1840 he was moved bi^ck to tho 1"^ Brigade, the head- 
qiiart(*rs of which ho joined at Ludhiana, and in Nov- 
ember 1850 he was appointed to tho command of tho 
whole of the Artilh‘ry at that station ; this command, 
however, he held for only a very bri<^f periwl, having, 
towanls the end of the following month, lieeii urder^ 
to rejoin the liead-cpiarters of liis brigade, which had 
in Pm meantime been transferred to Meerut. On pro- 
motifm to tho ri'giinental rauk of Lieuienaiit-Colonol 
lu* was posi(*d, March 1851, to the 7*^ Battalion, Foot 
Artillery, tho eoinmand of which ho assumed at Meerut, 
anil with the head-quarters of that battalion lie pimieeded 
to Si.alkotat the end of 1852. For a short time during 
the suTTimer of 1855 lie was in toniporary command 
of that sfniion. Towards the end of Juno 1855 ho 
was transferivd to tho 6^'’ Battalion, tlu^ commaml of 
which lu* took over at Agra, and while serving ilifia), 
in Jivnuary 1856, he Hueoee(lt‘d tenijiorarily to the edm- 
mand of the Agra ami Muttra District. At ihe end of 
the s'lnu' vi^ar he accompanied the head-ipiarUTS of tho 
butbilion to Ferozepore, and ho was starving at tliiit 
sbatiou wdien the mutiny burst out in May 1857. To- 
wards the end of t)u* follmving month ho was ordered 
to join Pie Delhi Field Force, and liaviiig arrived 
in cjiTiip on the .5'^* July, he was on the 17^** of tho 
same moiiPi appoinU*d Brigadier Commanding tho 
ArPllerv. Tie continued in active employment at tho 
siege of Didhi until tho S**' August, when ho was 
wounded in ji’issiiig from one battery to iiiiother, **aiii] 
PioiigJi the wound ivas little more than a graze, of 
W’hich he took no notice at first, it became afkuavaids a 
most virulent sore, which eornju‘IIed him to take to bin 
bed, and suhKeqnc*Titly t4» leave the camp.*' On the 
30»^ Rcjitember, after the fall of Delhi, ho pmceodod 
on six months’ leave t/) Simla, and frurri tho combinod 
efreeis of liis ivoinid and of a fever whicli supervened, 
he died at that place on the 14'>' January 1858. 

Gardiner, Alexander, Captain (1794—1848). — 
TtMaf at JulJnndnr^ No, 545. — Eijk?red IT. M.’s Servico 
(from tho Royal !Mily. (^dlege) on the 15’*‘ July 1813, 
as an Fnw’gn in tlie 97*^* Foot. Served in America for 
a short time during tlio war with tho United Staten, 
1814-15. Pii)nud4xl to the miik of Lieutenant on tho 
2CV*‘ July 1815, and continued serving with the regi- 
merit (whicli became the 96'** in 18]6j until tho 25^** 
Decemlxfr 1818, wdu*n it \vas disbanded and ho wao 
placed on lialf-pay. On tho 19'** OcUiImt 1826 ho wan 
lirought bark on full pay in tho 32'* Foot, and having 
joined that regiment at Halifax, lio served with it iu 
various parts of tho Uniied Kingdom until Jii^o 1830, 
when he embark od with it for service in Canada. On 
tho 19'** January 1839 he was promoted to the mnk of 
Captain. He returned homo with the rt'giinent from 
Canada in Soptemlier 1841, and served with it in the 
United Kingdom until May 1846, when he embarked 
with it for Bengal. Having landed at Calcuttii in the 
following September, he proceeded with the regiment te.

Gardner, Henry ffarrlngton. Lieutenant (1827 — 
-tin Lie at Jlielurn^ No. 770. — 'J’he fifth and 
youngest sen of Qenei’al the Ilon’ble W. II. Gardner, of 
the Jloyjil Artillery, and grandson of the first Lord 
(riirilner. lloni in Malta on the 15^^ May 1827. — En- 
t(Ted tlie Ihuigal Army in 1844. An-ived in India in 
Juiiunry 18 1 o, and in the following month was .sent np 
to Diiuiporo to do duty with the N. I. In tlie siie- 
<‘mling Mtirch ho was posted to tlie 8**^ N. I., which lie 
joiuetl lit Agra. In the autumn of 1846 he marched 
with the regiment to Pliillaur, wheiwo, in Decemlier 
he })roceeded with it to Lahore. In July 1H18 
he aecomjianicd the regiment on the expedition agaiii.st 
Multan, and thereafter he served with it tlirongliout 
the Punjab (himjialgu of 1848-40, and was pn^sent at 
the first siege of Multan (including the attack on the 
Dharmsala), the atdioii of Siiiujkliiiud, the siege and 
miitui'c of Multan, and the battle of Giijci’at (Medal 
and two clasjis). In February 1841*, immediately after 
the battle of Giijerat, ho was appoint'd temporarily to 
the eominand of the 6**‘ Comjuiny of l’i<.)neers, with 
which, on the terminal ion of the caiupaign, lie ]u*o- 
eeeded to Jlieliiru, and having ])ass(*d a salisJactory 
examination in field engineering, lie was coiitirnud in 
tha^omnuiud in (he following J une. In the summer of 
1S50 he ]m)ceeded with the eoTn])any to Sohawa, two 
marches from Jhelum on tlie ronle to Pawal Piiuli, 
where it was enqiloyed on the construction of the road, 
and lie continued with it (hero as long as he ri'inaincd in 
command. In April 1851 his scivices witc })laced at 
the disposal of the Civil EngiiUHU* of the Punjab Cirede, 
for emjdoyinent on the Peshawar road, and ho was 
then ap})ointed E.vceufive Ollicer in charge of (hcst'Cond 
divi.sioii of that roa.d, with his hcjnl-qnartcrs at Khariaii, 
oue march from JJieliim on (he route to Gujerat. lie 
continued in that enijiloynient until the sununcr of 185 1, 
when, his liealth having failed, h<^ wmit on leave for six 
months. Ho had just retiini(*d to his post when lie died 
at Jhelum on the Jauuai'y 1855. 

Gardner, Herbert Calthorpe, Captain (1822 — 
1857). — Urare at Knsanli, No. 2<S|i. Tlie fourth sun 
of General the Ilon’hle W. if. Gardiun*, of the lloyal 
ArtilltJry, and grandson of the tirst Lord Ganlner. 
liorii oil the Aiiginst 1822. — EntcrtHl the Pcngal 
Army in 1840. Arrived in Imlia in DtHiemher of iho 
same year, and in January 1811 was postcii to the 
38**^ N. I. That regiment being then at Quetta, 
ca route to Afghanistan, ho wa.s, towanls the end 
of the same month, sent up to ljudhiana to tlo duty 
with tlio 74*^ N. T., until an oppuvtiinify should offer 
for joining his own corps. Ih? eventually joined tho 
38^'' at Kandahar in tho siuniig of 1842, and served 
with it in tho campaign i»£ (hat year under General 
Nott, including the action of Goaiiie, the action Ixiforo 
and I’O-capturo of Ghazni, tho act inns of Peni Padam 
and Maidan, tho re-oecupaiion of Kabul, and various 
actions in tho jiasscs betwoon Kabul and Pcsliawar 
during tho n'turn march to tho Pritish jirovinces 
(Medal). On tho return of tho Army from Kabul ho 
accompanied the regiinont to Meerut, arriving there 
early in February 1843, and he continued serving wdth 
it at that place until January 1845, when ho accom- 
panied the corps, on escort duty with the Commandor-in- 
Chiof, to Haixlwar, oveutiially returning mik it to 


Meerut in April. In October 1845 ho proceeded with 
the regiment to Moradabad, whence on the outbreak of 
the first Sikh War, he marched with it to join the 
Aimiy of the Sutlej, but the corps was not in time to 
take any part in tho operations, and on the termination 
of the war he accompanicnl it to Ambala, arriving there 
ill April 1846. In tho cold season of 1846-47 he pro- 
ceeded with the regiment to Ijahore, and in that of 
1847-48 ho marcheii \rith it to Lucknow, at which 
station ho officiatiul as Adjutant of tho corps fi'om Feb- 
ruary to April 1848. In September 1840 ho was again 
appointed acting Adjutant and, liaving accompanied 
tlie regiment to Parmckpore in May 1850, ho continued 
officiating in the ap})oiniiiiciit until the summer of that 
year. At the end of August 1850 he was a third time 
appointed to officiate as Adjutant, but on this occasion 
it was for only a very short time. At the end of the 
succeeding DeeemlKU’, lie proceeded on leave to Calcutta, 
and in January 1851 lie went home on furlough. On 
his return to India in December 1853 ho proceeded 
to Cawnjioro to await tho arrival of his regiment, then 
en route from Sylhet, and there in the folloAving mouth 
ho rcciMved charge of tlio recruit depot of the corps. 
At tlie end of February 1854 he was ap]>ointed Adjut- 
ant of the regiment, but, having attained tho rank of 
Captain, ho vacat(‘d tho post in the following month. 
He rejoined tlio .38^^ on tlie arrival of tho regiment at 
Cawiipore on the 17‘^* April, and on the same day ho 
was apjiomted acting Adjutant of tho corps, and though 
tlie appointment was meant to bci only a tempomry one, 
he aetually continued lioldiiig it for more than two 
years. In February 1856 lu; accompanied tlie regi- 
ment to Ijiickiiow witli llie Oudli Field B\)rce, on the 
occasion of the deposition of (he King and tho anuexa- 
ti<ni of Oudh, and at the end of the following moutli 
he ]u*oceeded with tho corjis to Goiula. In the autumn 
of 185() he movi'd witli (he regiment to Delhi, again 
officiuling as Adjiilarii for almiit three weeks during tho 
march. He was witli the when it mutinied at 
Dellii in May 1857, but he siicci'cded in esc;i])iiig to 
Karual, and thence to Ambala, though not without 
exporleiKung consideinhle hardship. Soon after his 
arrival .at Ambala lie was dda.eh(*d, in coiniMand of 
two coi^})ani(rs of the 5‘^‘ N. T., to Itupaj', to guard that 
jilace and preserve order in tlio distri(!t, and ho tlioi’c 
rendired excel Imit service in circumstances of great 
ditliculiy, tlie deiachmeiii ho commanded being in a 
mutinous condition and i-ipo for an outbreak. He 
remained at Kupar until the dctachincuit was recalled 
to Ambala, and ho siiliscqiuvnlly proceedlsd on sick 
leave to Kasanli, when', on tlie 5'^' June, he wa.s 
appointed Station Staff Officer; but ]iis health was com- 
pletel}' broken by hurdsliips and c'xposure, and ho died 
at Kasauli on the 28^^ Jiino 1857.

Garrett, Jamos Higginson, Fnslgn (c. J811 — 
18.36 ). — a rave at Simla., No. 23 ‘j. -Entered tho Bengal 
Army in 1828. Ari*ivod in India in Septemlier 1829, and 
in the following November was ordercsl to proceed to 
Muttra, and there join and do duty wdth the 69^*^ N. I. 
Being a siiperuumerary, lie remaiiiod attached to the 
69^*‘ at Muttra as an unposted (^idei for more than 
thi’oo years. Gii tho 2D^ Sc^])tember 1832, he waa 
bought on tho effective establishment as an Enmgn, 
and on tho 23^* December following he was posted to 
the 30^^ N. I., which ho joined at Almom in March 
1833, In November 1834 he wois appointed acting 
Adjutant of the Kumaon Battalion at the same station. 
Early in January 1835 he received permission to pro- 
ceed towards Arakan in anticipation of an appointment 
in tho local battalion there, but his destination was soon 
aftei-wards clianged, and on the 16‘** of tho same month 
he was appointed to do duty with the Assam Local 
Battalion, then at Bishnath ; before, however, he cxmld 
join at a station so remote, his destination was agaim 
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altered, and on the February, bis services having 
been placed at the disposal of the Governor of Agra, ho 
was appointed an Assistant to the Goveinior-Geuenirs 
Agent^ in the Sarfgor and Narbadda Temtories. Ho 
however, scarcely taken up tho duties of this post 
when he was, on the May, appointed a Sub-Asst. 
Commissary-General and |)Osit>d to CawniK)re. Hei*o 
he continued serving until July 18iU), wlnui he pro- 
oeeded on sick leave to Simla, and at that place ho died 
on the 4^^ Septcuibor following. 

Garstin, Edward Sutherland, Oitp/um (1828— 
jg 5 g ). — Grave at Siinla, jVi>. 3 VJ.— -Tlio oldest son of 
Captain Honi-y Garstin, Light Cavalry. Born 

at Mhow, ill Malwa, on the 12^^ Septmuber 1828.— 
Entered tho *Bengal Army in 1840. Arriv(Ml in India 
in November of tho same year, and on tho 80‘^ of 
that month was smit up to Ban':ickpovo to do 
duty with tho 18*'» N. I. In January 1841 he was 
ix)8ted to tho N. I., but tliat ngimont btnng 
then en route to Afghanistan, lie was sent up to 
Ludhiana to do duty with tlio 58'i N. I. lie mniinmnl 
nerving with this ivgiinent until November 1811, when 
ho was attaehod to the N. 1., to proci'od wnth that 
corps to Afghanistan and aftenmrds to join his oivn 
regiment at Kabul. Marehing across tlio Punjab with 
the 64^^ ho was ju-iiscait with that corps in tlio advance 
to and occupation id Ali Masjid, in tho Khailiar Pass, 
in January 1812, and in the Hubse.|uent \vithdrawal 
from that place to Jarnriul, a ]UM'iIoiis inovenituii in 
which tho b P*' suslaiiiod heavy loss. Ho snl>sei[iieiil]y 
took pari, with the suino reginnnil, in tln» fnreing (ho 
Khaibar Pass aiul in iho julvaiiei^ tu .lii!al:ibad, al w i(di 
place and on the liiu' of eomTiuiiiiiMtions (part of 
tho time attaehod to a body <1 iri-egiilars in KoH Ali 
Masjid) ho served during tho rernjiin<ler of tho 
opiTations of Geiua-al Pullock’s fonv (Mi^dal). On 
the rotiirn of tlio Army from Afghimisian ho pro- 
ceeded, early in 184:1, to Jauujuir, and tlien^ joined 
the 5*’^ N. 1 then being re-f»)rmod after the disasters 
it had tiAperionci^l in Lho retreat frtnii Kaliul in 
January 1812. In the autumn of LStt ho accom- 
panied tho regiment to Dacca, and there in l\‘hrii- 
ary 1845 ho w;i<s apjiointed acting Ad jut aid of lho 
regiment ; and having, in the folNiwing Ajiril, bemi made 
permanent in tho apjKjiuiunmt, lie eoutiiined holding it 
for nearly nine years. In tin' wint»‘r of 184t)- 17 ho 
proceedoil with tho reginumt to Dinaporc*, wlumee, in the 
spring of 18.50, he accom]»aiiie«l it to Ijahoro, at which 
station, in J)(u.'emhpr 18.52, lie ollieiatiMl for a short 
time as Brfgade-Major. In Doeembcj- 18.58, eon.seqnent 
on liis jirorrioliou to tho I’ank of lie vacahul 

the Adjutancy of (h(^ regiment, but in the following 
month ho was dirertc*d to coidiniie aeliiig in the apiMunt- 
ineiit, and ho continned oflieiating aeeordiiigly until 
June 1854. fii the following Se])teTiilH*r u-ml October 
ho again officiated in the ajipoiiitrmmt for over a month. 
In November 18.51 lie was ap])ointed Staff Officer to tlio 
detachment (including his own regimontj which formed 
the escort of tho (k)mi^andov-ln-(8ii(d, on tour, and in 
this capacity ho aeoompaiiiod tho escort from Lahore to 
Peshawar, and thence to Arnbala. ; at whiidi ])hice, whei*o 
tho ixigiment was ho stationod, ho arrived in February 
1855. Ho was witli the corps at Amh:ila wlnni tlio 
mutinies broke out in May 18.57, and on the 18‘^* of that 
month he 'was dotachoil to Jagadhri in command of two 
companies of tho regiment. With these comjianios ho 
continued serving in the SahamTiinir District and at and 
about Jagadhri until the 12^^^ J*^^y, when tho detach- 
ment, on being ordered to return to Arnbala, mulinied 
and wont ofE to Delhi, and he returned to cantonineiits 
with only twenty loyal soldiers. On tho August 
following ho was apjioinU^d Commandant of the 18^*^ 
Punjab Infantry, which he formed and Qrgaiiised at 
Arnbala, and which he commanded b^r Icm months. In 
the following year ho proceeded on sick leave to Simla, 
where he died on tho IG^^ June 1858. 

Garstinf Henry Murray, Major and Brevet- 
ideutenani’ Colonel (1862 — 1867). — Grave ixt Murree^ 


No, 822. — Son of Captain Henry Garstin, of tho 10**^ 
Bengal Light Cavalry. Born at Meeiul on tho 17'^ 
November 1826.— Entered tlio Bengal Army in 1842* 
AiTiviKi in India at tho end of May 1 843, and on the 
2^ of the following month was sent up to Barraok|K>re 
to do duty with the 68^*' N. 1. 0« the same day, how- 

ever, he was regularly posted to tho 36*** N. I., and ho 
w'ent on and joined that regiment at D.naporo, In tho 
sjiring of 1815 he proceedeil with the regiment to Delhi, 
wliiaieii in the following Novomlx?r ho inarehod with it 
to Arnbala. In January 18 16, in eonsoquonoe cf tho 
Sikh invasion, he moved with tlio regiment to Ludhiana, 
and on the 28*** of that month ho was present with it at 
the hatthi of Aliwal (MedaD. On tho termination of 
tlio Sutlej Camj)aigTi he piMceinled with the regiment to 
Jullundur, wdienoe in the following IMareh lie accom- 
panied it to the fi»oi of the liills on escort *liity with tho 
Governor-Geneml, eventually' returning to Amliala in 
April 1S46. In the follmving NovimhIkt he marched 
with the regiment t(» Iliwhiarpur, and in the succeeding 
month he offici.ateil for a short time as Ailjutant to tho 
right wing, itmijxniirily detached to lleli-ki-15ittan. 
Ill Ftdu-nary 18 IS ho proceeded witli the n»giment to 
Lahore, ami on the oiithroak of the second Sikh War be 
accom]).anitHl it on service, and was present with it 
tliroiighont the Punjab Camjmign of 1848-41*, including 
tho ac'tion of RaTunagar, tho passage of the Clicnal), tho 
arlit»noF Sadiilnjiiir ( in which he was seveiudy wounded), 
till? battle of Chiliaiiwala (on tlio day after whieli ho 
was appointed acting Adjutant), and tlio battle of 
Gujiaiit (Medal and two elas]>s).

of the Meerut Division, aaid iho head-ipiartiTS of tlio 
division being tlien establislied at Dellii, be eoiitinued 
sei'ving at that plreaj niitll ioAvards the end of Febru- 
ary 18.58, Avhen lie Avus appointeil Oornmandant at 
the Arakan Battalion. He joined this corps at Akyal) 
in April 18.58, und contiiiueil in command of it until 
April 1801, Avlieii he Avas apjiointed Cornmaiidant of iho 
P* Assam Light Infantry (stylcMl shortly afterwardH 
ilie 46**', and later in tlie saane year, the 42* Bmigal 
N. I.), Avhieli ho joined at Dibrugarli. Tii the folloAviiig 
August he Avas admitted int.o tlie Bengal StalT Corps, 
wath elTcet from the 18'*' February juijceding. Ho 
lielil eoinmiLTid of the? 42'* N. T. until April 1865, Avhon 
ho went liome on furlough. He returned to India in 
Dee(imber 1866, and in tho following month ho vacated 
the command of tho 42'* , and Avas apjiointed OfTg. Asst. 
Adjl.-Goul. of lho PeshaAvar Division. After a fow 
months’ sorvice at PesliuAvar ho jiroci'oiled to Miirreo on 
luavo, and at that plaeo ho died on the 27*** July 1867.

Geei Herbert Walter, Indian Civil {pervire (r.l867 
—1901). — Grave and tablet at Dcra Ismail Khan^ Nns, 
1085 cinJ 1088. — Entered the Indian Civil Service 1887, 
and from 189 1 onwards was employed as Deputy Commis- 
sioner of Dcra Ismail Klian, with the exception of four 
months on special duty at Wano, and eiglitoen months 
(from April 1890 to Ookiber 1897) during which ho 
officiated ns Political Agent at the same place. In Juno 
1897, while he Wcas inarching np the Tochi Valley, 
his escort, under the command of Lieutenant- Colonel 
Bunny (5. v,) was treachorously attacked at the Maizar 
Tillages, and austained heavy loss, almost all the British 
officers having been shot down at the l)cgiiming of 
the affair; on that occasion, and especially during 
the retirement of the cscoi-t, ho was gi*oatly distin- 
guished for his exertions, and the proscTice of mind 
which he displayml and thcj assistance wdiich ho 
rendered were largely instrumental in saving tho 
iramains of the detachment, lie died at Dei*a Ismail 
Khan on the 4^*^ February 1901. 

Gerard. James Gilbert, Slurfjpnn (1793 — 18.3.^0. — 
Orave at Suhathn^ No. 410. — Son of the Rfwd. Gilbert 
Oerard, D.D., Pi’ofcssor of Divinity in King’s College, 
Aberdeen, and author of The Institutes of Bihlieal Cri- 
ticism, who was of the Ccrardsof Tlnclisolos, Co. Lanark ; 
nephew of Lien tenant-(\donol J(.)hu Gerard, Adjutant- 
General of tho Army in Ijord Lake’s cam])aigns, 1803- 
06 ; and bi*other k) (’apkiiii AlexandcT Gerard, tlie Hima- 
layan explorer, and to Captain J^itrick Gerard (7. r.). 
Bom about Muroh 1793. — Eiiforcd the Bengal Army, in 
tho Medical Dt^partfuent, in 1813. Arrived in India in 
November ISl t, and on tlie of the following mouth 
was onlered to proceed expi-ess to Wt^erut; immediately 
on arrival tlun’u Ik? was ordered to Saharanpur, and on 
tho 3*^ January 1815 ho was direekid to continno Ids 
journey and join tlie force nndi*r the (^oninumd of Colo- 
nel Ochterhmy, then operating against the Giirkha.sin 
the North-Western Hills, above Hnpar. With th.at 
force ho served (part of tho tiino wiih the Light 
Battalion, and afterwards on tlio '"HalT) throughout 
tlio operations of tho spring of 1815, resulting in 
the rediKvtiori of Malaiin. Shortly afk'r that <?venti, 
on tho formatioTi of Gurkha eorjis in our own 
service taking jdace, ho was :ip]ioint(Ml to tho me- 
dical charge of the !•**■ Nasiri Mattalion (now tluj l*’^ 
Battalion, 1“^ Gurkha Uifles), with 'vyhich, at first at 
Malann and afk?rwards at Sahathii, ho continued serving 
for more than eleven years. On prornoti«m to the rajik 
of Surgeon ho was re-aji]H)iTited, May 1826, to the I**** 
Nasiri Battalion, with whicli he continued serving until 
the following Soptomber, when ho was removed to the 
3** N. I. at ljueknow. At tlio end of the succeeding 
December, however, lie was re-transferred to tho 1*^* 
Nasiri Battalion, with which ho served for a space of 
five years, inkuTupted only hy leave from June to De- 
cember 1828 and again from June to Decemlx;r 1829, 
dunng which ])eriods ho accompanied his brother Alex- 
ander on journeys of ex]>lorati(>n in tho Himalayas. In 
December 1831 he was ])ormitknl to accompany Lieut- 
enant (afterwards Sir Ah»xander) Burnes on a journey 
which tho latter was, wnth the sanction of tho Govern- 
ment, about to undertake to Kabul and Turkiskan. 
Starting from Tjiidhiana in January 1832, ho went with 
Bumes to Peshawar; thence by way of Jalalabad to 
Kabul; and afterwards, tlmnigh Baridaii, Khulum and 
Balkh, to lk»khai’a, which place the travellers reached 
on tho 27^*^ June. He aftei*wards accompanied Bumes 
fMUDSS the Oxus to Persia, and eventually, at the end of 
September 1832, ]>arted company with him at Mashad, 
in order to return to India by way of Herat. He was, 
however, long detained by illness both at Mashad and at 
Ipiorat^ and did not rejoin his regiment at Subathu until 


about April 1834. He continued serving with the 
Nasiri Battalion at that place until his death, whidl- 
occurred about a year later, on the 31^^ March 1835.

Gerard. Patrick, Captain (1794i-rl848). — OravB 
at Simla, No. 319. — Son of the Kevd. Gilbert Gerard^ 
D.D., Profo.ssor of Divinity at King’s College, Aber- 
deen, who was of tho Gemrds of Rochsoles, Co. Lanark ; 
nephew to Lieutcnant-Colonol John Gex^ard, Bengal 
Infantry, Adjutant-General of the Army in Lord Lake’s 
campaigns, 1803-06 ; and brother to Captain Alexander 
Oerard, tho Himalayan explorer, and to Surgeon Jamss 
Gill)ert Gerard (7. r,). Born on tho ll^b June 1794.— 
Entered the Bengal Ai’iny in 1809. Amvod in India 
in February 1811, and in the usual course was sent to. 
tho Cadet Coll<?go at Bara.sat, where ho remained until 
near tho end of the follo>ving August, when, having 
passed his examination, and the College having 
been abolished, ho was ordered up to Imdhiana to do 
duty with the !*♦> Battalion N. I., in which coin 
his elder br^otlier Alexander was then serving. Toward 
the end of 1812 he was posted to tlie 2“*^ Battalion 8^** N. 

I. , wliicli he joined at Berliampore, and with that corps, 
at the end of 1813, he proceeded to Benares. On me 
outbreak of the Nepal War in tho autumn of 1814, he 
accompanied a jxirtion of tho battalion into the field in 
the division under the command of Major-General 

J. S. Wood, and served witli it in tho campaign of 
1814-15. In tlie S])ring of 1815, consequent on hi» 
proiiiotion to the rank of LieiitiOiiant with effect from 
the preceding Docemlxu*, he W'as transferred to tho 1** 
Batkilion 8**‘ N. I., which lie joined at Hamnagar, in tho 
Goraklipur district, and with thiscru’ps, on tho renewal of 
tho Nejial War, he served, in the force undei* the com- 
mand of Sir David Ocliterlony, tlirOiiglioiit the cam- 
paign of 1815-16. On the ternii nation of the war he 
prtHJoeded with his battalion to PartabgJirh, in Ondh, 
and while serving with it there in 1817 he was appointed 
to do duty witli tho Nasiri Batkfiion (Gurkhas) ; 
and having joined at Subathu, he continued serving there 
with this corfis for kui years. From October 1820 to 
Aiunl 1821 ho officiated as Adjutant obthe battalion. On 
tho gcniecal reorganisation of tlie Army kiking place in 
May 1821 he was posted to the 9’*' N. I. (Jato 1**^ Batta- 
lion but he continued serving with thb l'*^ Nasiri 
Battalion, aiul from August 1825 to January 1826 he 
again officiated as Adjutant of that corps. About the 
same time lie was cmli?red to rejoin his own i*egimoiit, 
then at Bareilly, but having produced a cortitlcato of 
“ his health Ixnng impaired by rosidiincy on tho plains,” 
he was directed, towards tho end of January 1826, to, 
rejoin tho Nasiri Battalion. In September 1827, how- 
ever, tho Government having decided to reduce the 
number of officers serving with local and irregular 
corjis, ho was ordei*ed to ixijoin tMb 9^'* N. I., and he tlid 
so at Sikrora, in Oiidli, towards the end of tho following 
month. In February 1828 ho was again appointed to 
do duty wdth tho 1**^ Nasiri Battalion, and having re- 
joined it at Subathu, ho coutinued serving with it there, 
and on detachment at KotgiirA (or Giiriikot, commonly 
mis-styled Kotgiwh), until February 1832, when, 
liaving again been directed to rejoin his own regiment^ 
and being unable, on account of the state of his health, 
to reside on the plains of India during the hot season, 
he obtained leave to remain at Simla and Kotgurii until 
the end of September, and in tho interval, on the 6**^ 
August 1832, he was transfeiT(?d to the Invalid Estab- 
lishment, permission being accorded to him afterwards, 
in October, to reside permanently in ” the North-West- 
eiui Hills.” Ho accordingly resided in those hills for 
the rest of his life, much of his time being occupied in 
travels into various parts of tho Himalayas, on the 
meteorology and mineral products of which, as well as 
on the climate of Simla, Kotguru and S&bathu, he

Olbl^ Johnp Bmign (1812— 1833).~0nimalffafi«{, 
JAn 8.-— Bon on the 27th Jipe 1812.— Amred in India 
in September 1828, bat having embarked before he ma 
of the pteecribed age of sizteen years, his formal admis- 
sion into the .senrioe in India was delayed until the 
following December. In Janumy 1829 he was ordered 
up to (S^wnpore to do dntr with the 44^^ N. I., and he 
served with that corps until the following June, when 
he was posted to the 43^ N. I. He joined this regiment 
at Benares, •whence in January 1831 he marched with 
it^ on escort duty with the Commander-in-Chief, 
en jottte to Kamal, arriving there on the 3"^ March. 
In the autumn of the same year he again accompanied 
the regiment on escort duty with the Gommander-in- 
Chief from Kamal to Cawnpore, whence in December 
lie proceeded with the regiment to Sikrora, in Oudh. 
In January 1833 he was transferred to the 27^^ N. I., 
and having joined that regiment at Hansi, ho died at 
that place on the 21*^ August following. 

GlbbeSf Philip Osborne, Lieutenant (1826— 
185^.— Grave at Multan^ No, 865. — The eldest son of 
Bir Samuel Osborne Gibbes, Bart. (ID, of Siuing Head, 
Barbadoes, W. I., and of Faikley, Co. Oxford. Born 
on the 24^^ August 1826. — Entered the Bengal Army 
in 1845. Arrived in India in March 1846, and was 
sent up to Benares to do duty with the 21*^ N. I. On 
the 1*^ May following he was posted to the 41*^ N. 1., 
which he joined at Nurpur, in the Jullundnr Doab. 
In the winter of 1846-47 he proceeded with the regi- 
ment to Nasirabad, and in the autumn of 1848 he 
accompanied it to Delhi. Towards the end of the fol- 
lowing year he marched with the regiment to Multan, 
and he med at that place on the 21*^ August 1850. 




Gibbinga, Arthur, Captain (1823— 1857).— In- 
Mcription at Kasauli^ No. 284. — ^The sixth and youngest 
son of the Bev^* Thomas Oibbings, Treasurer of 
Cloyne, who was a cadet of the family of Oibbings of 
Gibbings Grove, Co. Cork. Bora in Ireland in 1823.— 
Entered the Bengal Army in 1841, and on the April 
of that year he was, in anticipation of his arrival, post- 
ed to 38^*^ N. I. Ho did not, nowever, arrive in India 
until the last day of the succeeding month, and his 
regiment bSing then on service in Afghanistan, ho was, 
on ^e 14^^ Juno, ordered to proceed to Ferozepore and 
there do duty with the 64^^ N. I., until an opportunity 
should offer of joining his own corps. Ho eventually 
joined the 38^^ at Kan£.har in the spring of 1842, and 
he subsequently served with it in the campai^ of 
that year under General Nott, including the action of 
Goaine, the re-capture of Ghazni, the actions of Beni 
Badam and Maidan, the re-occupation of Kabul, and 
various actions in the passes between Kabul and Pesha- 
war during the return march to the British provinces 
(Medal). On the breaking up of the Army at ^ Feroze- 

S re in January 1843 he accompanied the regiment to 
eerut, arriving there in February, and ho continued 
serving with it there until April 1845, when he was 
app^ted Offg. Adjutant of the 3^ Irregular Chvalry. 
He joined repment at Ferozemre, and held the 
appointment until the following Sopt^ber, when he 
was nominated Offg. Adjutant of the 1*^ Oudh Local 
Infontry at Bultanpur, but he did not remain long with 
this corps, having in January 1846 been Mpointed to 
the permanent post of Adjp»tant of the V Irregular 
Gavf^, then serving with ^ Atmy of the Sutlej : he 
immediately hurried to the front to join, but ho wm 
after all unable to ^ up in time to take* any part in 
tiie dosing operations of the first Sikh War. On the 
breaking up cf the Army he accompanied the regiment 
to Ferozeperev axriving there at the end of March 18M. 
From May to November 184^ he officiated sa Seoend-in- 
Ooflunaua of the corps, and in December of the same

action of Sidulapur (in which he was wounded), tiha 
battles of Chilianwala and Gujerot, and the pursuit of 
the Sikhs to the Jhelum (Me^ and two clasps). At 
tho end of March 1849, soon after the termination of 
the war, he was appointed Second-in-Command of tbp 
1*^ Irregular Cavalry, which he joined at Neemuoli« 
and with that corps, daring the winter of 1849-50, ha 
proceeded to Lahore. From June to November 1650 
he officiated as Commandant of tho regiment, and from 
March to November 1851 he officiated as Adjutant in 
addition to his duties as Second-in -Command. In Nov- 
ember 1852 ho accornpaniod tho corps to Peshawar, and 
during tho winter of 1852-53 he was in command of 
a portion of the regiment detached to Shabkadar. 
Early in 1854 he proceeded on sick leave to Simla, but 
having failed to recover his health there, ho went home 
on furlough in April 1855. In the following October, 
during his absence in Europe, ho was remove^ as 
Second-in-Command, to the 15^^ Irregular Cavalry, 
and on returning to India at the end of June 1856, he 
proceeded to Sitauur, in Oudh, and took command of 
the left wing of that regiment there. In the succeeding 
November and Decemwr he officiated for a short time 
as Commandant. In the following spring, with the 
wing under his command, he joined the head-qnartero 
of tho regiment at Sultanpur, and ho perished thezei 
in tho mutiny of the corps, on the 9^^ Juno 1857. 

Gibbons, Thomas Robinson. Xietttenane(c.l831—. 
1857 ).— at Sialkot^ No, 730.— Entered H. M.'s 
Service on tho 5th May 1848 as an Ensign in the 18^ 
Foot (t)!io Royal Irish R^ment), and having arrived in 
India in the succeeding December, he proce<^ed to the 
Upp^r IV>vinooB and joined that corps at Ambala in the 
spring of 1849. In January 1850 he accompanied tho 
regiment to Meerut, and in tho winter of 1850-51 be 
proceeded with it to Fort William. In April 1852 he 
accompanied the regiment on service to Burma, and he 
tliereaftcr served with it throughout the war in that 
country, including tho capture of Bangwu and Pn)me, 
and tho operations rosuiting in tho right bank of the 
Irrawaddy being cleared of tho enemy (India Modal and 
clasp). On the 12^1^ October 1852 he was promoted to 
tho rank of Lieutenant. On the 27^^ May 1853 ho was 
transferred to the 52^ Foot, but he continued serving 
in Burma until the following September, when he pro- 
ceeded to Calcutta, and there, early in October, jomed 
the h2f^ on its arrival from Europe. He shortly after- 
wards accompanied tho regiment to tho Upper Prov- 
inces, arriving at Ambala in February 18o4. In the 
following April he proceeded on leave, but he rejoined 
the regiment at Sabatnu in October, and in March 1655 
he accompanied it to Meerut. From that place, in the 
autumn, he proceeded on leave to Calcutta, whence at 
the end of the year he went home on furlough. On 
the outbreak of the mutiny he returned to India, 
arriving at Calcutta in September 1857, and proceeding 
shortly afterwards to rejoin his regiment in the Upper 
Provinces, he reached Cawnpore towards the ena of 
November. As the attack of the Gwalior rebels on ths# 
place was then impending, he was detained thero and 
attached to tho 64^^ Foot, with which corps he took part 
in the severe fighting which ensued, until the 28^ of 
that month, when, with Colonel Wilson and three other 
officers of the regiment, he fell in a daring charge on 
the enemy’s guns. 

t Gilbert. Francis McDonald. IsMtessiif(1825~ 
149).— Grave at Amhala^ No. 218.— The second son of 
Commander Edmund William Qilberti BJl«| a cals 
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cff the Gfilberbi of the Prioiyt Go. Cornwall, and ni^ew 
of Major-Goneral Sir Walter Raleigh Gilbert, Bart.^ 
O.C'B., Bengal Ar^. (The family are line^W de- 
scended from Sir Hunmhrey Gilb^, the celebrated 
navigator of the time of (^peen Elizabeth, who was the 
half-brother of the still more celebrated Sir Walter 
Bideigh.) Bom in 1825. — ^Entered the Bengal Army 
in 1841. Arrived in India in November of the same 
.^rear, and soon afterwards proceeded to the Upper Prov- 
inces, with a view of ultimately joining, in Afghanis- 
tan, the regiment (the 2^ N. I.) to which, in anticipa- 
tion of his arrival, he ^d been posted in the preceding 
September; the setting-in of the hot weather, however, 
prevented his prosecuting his journey, and in April 
1842 he was directed to remain at Aligarh and do duty 
with the 3*^ Depot Battalion, to which a company of his 
regiment was attached. He eventually joined the 2^ 
N. I. at Agra in March 1843, after the return of the 
corps from ijghauistan. In the following winter ho 
accompanied the regiment on service with the Army of 
Qwalior, and was present with it at the battle of Maha- 
rajpur (Bronze S^). After the conclusion of tho 
campaign ho returned with tho regiment to Agra, 
whence towards the end of 18 15 he proceeded with it, 
on escort duty with tho Govornor-Genorars camp, to 
Ambdla. A few days after reaching that place tlio first 
Sikh War liroko ou^ and he accompanied his WJgimont 
into tho field with the Army of the Sutlej, aud was 
present with it in the battles of Mudki and Firozshahr : 
three days after tho latter engagement ho was appointed 
acting Aide-de-Gamp to his uncle, Major-Gk)noral W. ii. 
Gilbert, Commanding the First Division, and in that 
position hg^ served throughout tho remainder of the 
Satlo] Campaign, including the battle of Sobraon, in 
which ho was slightly wounded (Modal and two clasps). 
In March 1846 ho was appointed Adjutant of tho 1“^ 
Regiment of Cavaliy of the Gwalior Contingent, with 
which he served at Sipri and Gwalior until March 1847, 
when ho was ::-f)poiiited Adjutant of tho 4^*^ Infantry of 
tho Frontier Brigade (afterwards styled tho 4^*' Sikh 
Infantry), at Ludliiana. Ho continno<l in this appoint- 
ment until Juno 1848, when he vacated it and proceeded 
on leave. lie rejoined his own regiment at Ambala in 
tho following October, and continued serving with it 
until his death, which occurred at that j)i:ico on tho 
July 1849 in circumstances of a rather tragic nature, 
he having boon accidently killed while assisting in 
extinguishing a fire in the linos of tho regiment. 

Giles* James Peter* Ensign (1819 — 1848).— 
(have at Lahore^ No. 599. — ^Entered the Bengal Army 
in 1842. Arrived in India in August of tho same year, 
and was sent up to Allahabad to do duty with tho 18tii 
N. I. In the following month he was posted to the 20^^ 
N. I., with which he served at Nasirabad until Novem- 
ber 1843, when he was removed, at his ovni request, to 
the 19^*» N. I. Ho joined this regiment at Bareilly in 
February 1844, but he remained with it for only four 
months, having, in the following J uno, been removed* 
again at his own request, to tho 73‘^ N. I., which he 

J 'oined at Delhi. In September 1844 he proceeded on 
eave to Caloutta* whence, at the ond of the following 
Decomber, he went home on furlough. He returned to 
India in March 1847, and proceeded to the Upper Prov- 
inces to rejoin his regiment, but haying been taken ill 
at AllahalM in June, he was detained there for seven 
,<^onths, and did not join his regiment, then at Lahore, 
until February 1848. In the following summer he took 
part, with his regiment, in some movements against 
Mn^ of insurgents in the neighbourhood of that place. 
He died at Lahore on the 4^^ September 1848. 

Gillespie, John* lAeutenant-Oolonel (1833 — 1877).— • 
Orave at Beta Ohazi Khan^ No. 888 ; tablet at Kohat^ 
No. 1042.— -Bom at Ardachy, near Fort Augustus, C^. 
Inverness, on the 24^^ March 1833. — Entered the Bsa^' 
gal Army in 1851, Arrived in India in March of the 


same yean and mm sent up to Dtnapore to do duW 
with the N. I. In the following July he was j^oeted 
to the 61*^ N. I., and having joined that repment at 
Lucknow, he accompanied it to Jullundur in Maiok 
1855. In the following December he was detailed to do 
duty with the Gonvalscent DepAt at Landour, at which 
place he remained until October 1856, when he was ap- 
pointed acting Adjutant of the 3"^ Punjab Infantiy* 
On arrival at Kohat, to join that regiment, on the 6^ 
November, he found that it was with a Field Force in 
Miranzai, and, proceeding onwards, he was, on arrival 
at the head-quarters of the force ou the 7^^* wpointed 
to do duty, temporarily, with tho 5*^ Puniab In&ntry* 
with which corps be served throughout t^ remainder 
of the Miranzai and Kuram Ezp^itions in November 
and December 1856. On the termination of the opera- 
tions he took up tho appointment of acting Adjutant 
of the 3”^ Punjab Infantry, with which he then marched 
back to Kohat. In March 1857 ho was confirmed in 
tho appointment of Adjutant, which he thereafter held 
for a period of fourteen months. In July 1857 ho took 
part, with his regiment, in the disarming, at Kohat» of 
three companies of the 58^*^ N. I. In May 1858 he was 
appointed Adjutant of the 4^^ Punjab Cavalry, which 
ho joined at Asni in July. In the following month he 
was appointed Offg. Socond-in-Command, and, having 
been re-appointc^d in June 1859, he continued in that 
position until February 1860, when ho was appointed 
acting Socond-in-Command of the 5^*^ Punjab Cfavalry, 
the left wing of which ho joined and took command of at 
Dora Ismail Khan. In tFio succeeding month, on the 
occasion of the Waziri raid on Tank, lie, with a squad- 
ron of his n^giment, made a forced march of fifty miles 
(from Dora Ismail Khan to Tank) in twelve hours, to 
repel tho enemy, but reached his destination only to find 
that the Waziris had already been driven off. He sub- 
sequently remained in command of the whole of the 
troops at Tank until tho assembly there, in April 1860* 
of tlie expeditionary force under the command of Bri- 
gadier-General Chamberlain, shortly after which, on 
the 24**1 of the same inontli, ho was appointed Second- 
in-Commaud of the regiment. Throughout the ensuing 
Bii miner lie commanded the troops employed in tho 
Qomal Valley in connection with the blockade of tho 
Waziris, and during this period ho was repeatedly in 
action against marauders, and on several occasions re- 
took the plunder that raiders were carrying off. In 
Novemlier 1860 he was romovtid to the appointment of 
Second-in-Commaud of the Punjab Cavaliy, and 
having joined that regiment at Peshawar, he accom- 
panied it in the following year to Rajanpur. In Jann- 
ary 1862 he was admitted into the Bengal Staff Corps 
with effect from the 18th February preceding, and about 
tho same time ho proceeded with the regiment to Dera 
Ghazi Khan, at which place he served with it until June 
1863, when ho went home, vacating his appointment. 
He returned to India in January 18G6, and on the 15^^ 
of the same month was appointed to do duty with the 
18**1 Bengal Cavalry, which he joined at Rawal Pindi* 
and with which ho remained until the middle of 
April, when he was appointed Offg. Second ^uadron 
Officer in the 2°^ Punjab Gavaliy at Dera Ghazi Khan. 
Towards the end of May 1866 ho was appointed Third 
Squadron Officer in the Punjab Gavaliy, and having 
joined that regiment at Bannu, he was appointed in the 
following September to officiate as Second Squadron 
Officer, and in April 1867 as Second-in-Command. In 
September 1867 ne was appointed to officiate as Seoond- 
in-Command of the 3”* Punjab Cavalry, at Kohat. In 
January 1868 he was advanoed to the position of Second 
Squadron Officer in his own regiment, but he continued 
serving with the 3"* Punjab Cavaliy, in command of 
which, on ^e ll**i March, he took part in the r^nlse of 
the raid made by the Bizoti Uraks^is on Kohat.

Second-in-Comraand of the 2^^ Punjab with

Gillies, William Adam Beaver, Lieuten'int 
(1839 — 1863). — Grave at Mardan and tablet at Kohat^ 
Nos, 1002, 1006 and 10 13. — The only son of R. M. 
Gillies, Esqr., of Keton, Co. Northampton. Born on the 
6^^ May 1839. — Kntered the Bengal Army in 1857 as 
a Cadet of Artillery. Arrived in India in December 
of the same year, and in June 1858 was posted to the 
3*^ Company 6^^ Battalion, Foot Aiiiller}', which ho 
joined at Peshawar. In the following Novombor he was 
appointed to do duty with a detachment of No. 1 
Light Field Battery, which, with dei-achments from 
the other Light Field Batteries of the Punjab IiTcgular 
Force, was sent on service to Hindustan ; with this de- 
tachment lie proctHuled to Kalpi in February 1859, and 
during that year he was einjiloyed with it on service 
against bodies of insurgents in Bundolkliand. He con- 
tinued with the detachment until the spring of 1860, 
when ho was ordered back to the Punjab and appointed 
to do duty with tho Hazani Mountain Tmin Battery at 
Abbottabad. August 18^)0 ho wtis appointed an 
extra Doing-Duty Officer with No. 1 Light Field Battery, 
Punjab Irregular Force, which ho joined in tho same 
month at Kohat. In 1862 he was for a sliort time in 
temporary command of No. 4 (Garrison) Battery at the 
same station. On the ainalgamation of tho Indian with 
the Royal Artillery taking place, in 1861, ho was at first 
posted to tho 25th Brigade, but ho was shortly after- 
wards transferred to the rolls of “H*’ Battery 16^^ Bri- 
gade, Royal Artillery. Towaids the end of the same 

S ar ho was appointed Doing-Duty Officer with the 
ftzara Mountain Tmin Battoiy at Abliottabad, and 
with this corps tho rest of his service was passed. In 
October 1863 he accompanied the battery on service 
against the Hindustani fanatics and their allies, and 
took part in the movement through the Ambela Pass 
and in the occupation of a position on the further side, 
but at tho very opening of the campaign, in tho very 
first fight that took place, ho unfortunately foil, — 22°^ 
October 1863.

Clllon, William, I/iettfcnan< (1826 — 1849).— TaWel 
at Multan^ No, 882 — Tho second son of William Downe 
Oillon, Ksqr., of Wallhousc, Co. Linlithgow, and Hurst- 
monceaux, Co. Sussex. Bom on tho January 1826.— 
Entered the Bengal Army in 1843. Arrived in India 
at the end of June of tho same year, and early in the 
following month was sent np to Allahabad* to do duty 
with the N. I. In November 1843 ho was TOsted 
to the 72®^ N. I., which he joined at Delhi. In Novem- 
ber 1846 he . accommnied the rcgpmont to Kangfa, 
whence, in April 184®, he proceedeil with it to Feroze- 
pore. Being on sick leave at the tizne^ he did not ac* 
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company his regiment on service to Hnltan in 
1848, but he joined it there on the Ist October, and he 
thereafter served with it at the second siege of the fort- 
ress, np to the 27^ December, when he was dangerously 
wounded in the assanlt of the snbnrbs. His woun^ 
wore not at first supposed to be mortal, but after linger- 
ing for more than mree weeks he snoonmbed to themi 
in camp before Multan, on the 20^^ Januaxy 1849. 

Glanville, George Julius, Lieatennnt (1832— 
1857). — Tablet at Delhi^ No, 148. — The third son of 
Francis Glanville, Esqr., of Caiohfrench, near Liskeard, 
Co. Cornwall, by Amabel, his wife, daughter of ^e 
Bight Hon’ble Reginald Pole-Carew, of East Antony, 
in the same county. Bom in 1832. — Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1852. Arrived in India in April of the same 

I ear, and was sent np to Benares to cio duty with the 
6^^ N. 1. On the departure of that regiment from ]|^- 
nares he was directed, 1“* November, to remain there and 
do duly with the 27^** N. I. On the 17*** of the same 
month he was posted to the 2*'<* Knro])oan Regiment (Fu- 
siliers), which he joined in Fort William. In November 
1853 he embarked with the regiment for Burma, and 
Hcrved for some months at Prome, but his health having 
failed, ho proceeded in February 1854 on leave to Calcutta, 
and thence home on furlough in tho following April. 
Willie ho was on leave at home he was selected, March 
1855, for special service in the Turkish Contingent, with 
tho local mnk of Lieutenant in Turkey, and he continued 
in that employnient until the Contingent was disbanded 
in 1856. His furlough having beiui twice extended, ho 
did not get baek to Calcutta, on Jiis return, until the 
15’** May 1857, and tho upper country bt»ing tlion in 
a state of disorder, consequent on the outtin^aks at 
MeiTut and Delhi, he was placed in a position of much 
diffieulty with regard hi rejoining his regiment in tlio 
Sirhind Division. Within a few da^s of his anaval, 
however, his servioos were utilised 'in connection with 
tho despatch of troops to tho Upper Provinces, and ho 
was sent up in coniniand of a jiarty of (if teen men of 
the P* Madras Fusiliers, travelling by ddic-ghari from 
Raniganj. With this littio dt*iaehment lie reached 
Benares on tho 30*** May, and Cawnpore on tlie night of 
tho 1"* June, and, detained tlicire, ho Is'camo involved 
in all the misfortunes of tho nnliappy garrison of that 
place. Ho served in tho defence of Sir Ilugh Wheelor'a 
entnmehment, hut a few days aftiT tho commoncoment 
of the siege ho fell dangeniusly wounded while in com- 
mand of a post which is d(?Hcril»d as “tho key of the 
position.” Ho survived to go down to tho b^ts after 
tho capitulation, but porislLod in tho atrocious massacre 
which then took place at tho Sati Chaura Ohlit,— 27***' 
Juno 1857. 

Notb.— L ieutenant Glanville had succeedel in getting on board 
one of tlie boats, but within a few iniiiuteH ho wan killed by a 
round eliot fired from thp bIiofc, the same ehet killing Sooond- 
Liouteriant Buniey of the Artillery and mortally wounding Lieut- 
enant Fagou, 66th N. I. 

Goad, Georgre Purchas, TAcutenant (1814—1848). 
•^Qrave at Jullundur^ No. 528. — Enter^ the Bengal 
Army in 1836. Arrivo^l in India at tho ond of May of 
the same year, and in tho following month was sent up 
to Barrackporo to do duty with the 9*** N. I.^ In the 
succeeding Scptombqr ho was posted to tho 66*** N. I, 
(then at Botdl, and under orders for Hoshangabad), but 
he does no^ppear to have ever joined this regimen^ 
and in thewflowing Dcicernlxsr ho was removed, at his 
own request, to tho P* N. I. joined this corps at 
Saugor in March 1837, and in So|)tomber 1838 he was 
apiK)into(l Interpreter and Quarter-Master, but, being 
on leave at the time, he did not take up the npjtointment 
until the beginning of tho following December. To- 
wards the end of 1840 ho marched with the regiment to 
Agra, whence, in the winter of 1841-42, he accompanied 
it to Barrackporo. At tho end of 18 13 he proceeded

it to Jii^nndnr 9 0069 in May I 8489 to Lahore. At this 
place his health broke down, an^ having obtained the 
neoessary leave 9 he started for Simla. He did not live 9 
however 9 to get any farther than Jullnndni^ at which 
place he died on the 14^1* July 1848. 

Kora.— LiMtenent (then Enaign) Qoed, marHed, at 

'Calcutta oa the 18th October ISSS, Francea, the th^ imd 
^rimngeat daughter of Captain Edward Tonataint, of the E. I. 
Company'a Maritime Service. Thia lady died at Berbampore on 
the 13 th March 1844, aged 21 . He married, secondly, at Dinapore 
on the 17 th October following. Cecilia Catherine, the aecond 
danghtcr of the llovd. Benjamin Heath Dmry. 

Goads Samuel Bolleaup ifajor (1806—1876).— 
Ora OS at Simla^ No. 333. — Son by his niarriago with 
Miss Maria Jane Boitean of Samnel Thomas Goad, 
Ssq., Bengal Civil Service, somet*me a Pnisno Judge 
of the Court of Sadr Diwani and Nizamat Adalai 
etCalontta. Bom at Calcntta in 1806. — Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1825. Arrived in India in Febmary 
1826, and was sent np to Snltanpnr, Benares, to do 
dnty with tho 1"^ Light Cavalry, to which corns he was 
regularly posted on the 24*** May following. He accom- 
panied the regiment to Muttra at the end of 1827. and 
in the autumn of 1831 ho marched with it to Nasir- 
abad. At this station, in July 1832, ho was tried by a 
General Oonrt-Martial for having ** fabricated and cir* 
culated malicious and false reports ” concerning his 
Commanding OfiBcer : he was acquitted by the Court, 
bat the Commander-in-Chiof declined to confirm the 
verdict, which was, in His Excellency’s opinion, contrary 
to the weight of tho evidence. In tho winter of 1832-33 
he marched with tho regiment to Meemt. Hero, in 
March and April 1833, ho was again tried before a 
General Court-Martial for “ conduct highly insubordi- 
nate and mutinously disrespectful to His Excellency 
the Commander-in-Chief," and further for “ conduct 
highly insubordinate and wilfully disrespectful to his 
immediate Commanding Officer,” and having been found 
rgailiy of the first charge, he was sentenced to be sus- 
pend^ from rank and pay for one year from the 18*^ 
April 1833. After tho expiration of this period of 
suspension, being at Calcutta on leave, he was, in June 
1834, sent up thence, by river, on duty with a detach- 
ment of Artillery dri^s, and he did not rejoin his regi- 
ment, at Meerut, until the succeeding autumn. In 
'Ooto^r 1835 he proceeded on five months’ leave to the 
Presidency, and there (in Fort William)L, in the follow- 
ing December, he was a third time tried before a 
General Court-Martial, for having ” npon frivolous and 
unjust pretences refused to make adequate reparation ” 
«to another officer with whom he bad b^n concerned in a 
personal dispute, carried on in the columns of a Meerut 
newspaper. « He was acquitted of the charge, and on the 
•expiration of his leave, in March 1836, he rejoined his 
regiment at Ncemuch. Early in the following year he 

g roceoded on leave to Bombay, whence, in March 18879 
e went home on furlough. He returned to India in 
November 1839, and rejoined his 'regiment at Neemuch, 
whence he accompanied it to Muttra in March 1840, and 
to Eamal in the succe^ing November. In June 1841 
be was appointed Adjutant to a detachment (a wing 
•of infant^ and a squadron of cavalzy^L proceeding 
on duty to Ferozeporo, but he subsequentfjfmtumed to 
Kamal, whence, at the end of December, he marched 
with the regiment to Verozeporo, and thenoe, in Febru- 
avy 1842, proccoded with it on service to Afghanistan. 
'Thereafto ho served with it throughout the campaign 
of 1842 in that countiy, under General Pollock, includ- 
ing the operations resulting ^ in tlic forcing of the 
•Ehaihar luss, the advance to Jalalabad, the a^ons of 
Jagdalak, Tesin and Haft Eotal, and the ro-occupation 
of Kabul (Medal). In the action of Tezin (13*i^ 8 ^ 
tember 1842) he specially distinguished himiw in the

July 1844 he resigned his appointment in the 
Stud Dep^ment, and, towards the end pf Angus^ ha 
rejoined nis regiment at Muttra. In December 1845, 
on the outbreak of the first Sikh War, he accoiii p*b^*»iiu| 
his regiment* to the front, and ^ving arrived at 
Ludhiana in Jannaxy 1846, he was present with the 
oorps at the battle of Aliwal (Medal). Oq the termi- 
nation of the war he proceeded with the regiment to 
Nakodar, whence, in June, he went on leave to Simla. 
He rejoined the corps at Ambala in November IH^ 
but in April 1847 he again proceeded on leave to Simla^ 
and he continued absent until September 1848, when^ 
on tho regiment proceeding on service, he rejoined it at 
Ambala, and accompanied it to Ferozepore. Thereafter 
he served with it imroughout the Punjab Campaign of 
1848-49, and was present with it at the passage of the 
Ghenab, the battles of Chilianwala and Gujerat, and tho 
pursuit of the Sikhs and Afghans to Peshawar (Medal 
and two clasps). In April 1819 he proceeded on leave 
to Simla, and there on the 16*** November following he 
retired from the service. In November 1854 the 
Tionorary rank of Major was conferred upon him. 
After his retirement he settled down at Simla, where he 
became a very considerable landed proprietor ; and ^er^ 
on the 13*** December 1876, he terminated a rather 
stormy and tempestuous life by committing suicide. 

Codby. Robert Ffarmerl^, Captain (1831-* 
1862).— Tabled in Lahore Cantonment^ No, 686.— A 
younger son of Lieutenant-General Christopher Godby, 
C.B., Bengal Infantry. Born in Hampshire m 
1831. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1849. Arrived in 
India in April of the same year, and in tho following 
month was sent up to Barrackporo to do duty with the 
35*** N. I. In September 1819 ho was posted to the 
13*** N. I. at Rawal Pindi, but he dul not join that . 
regiment, and in tho succeoding month he was trans* 1 
ferred, at his own request, to the 35*** N. I., with which 
he remained at Barrackporo. In the spring of the 
following year he accomj aaied the regiment to 
Lucknow, and he served with it there until December 
1853, when he was appointed acting AHjutant and 
Second-in-Command of the 1®* Oudh Local Infantiy, 
which he joined at Sitapur. In February 1854 he 
reverted to his own regiment, was appointed acting 
Adjutant, and shortly afterwards accompanied tiie oon>B 
to Sialkot, arriving there at tho end of April, fn 
February 1855 he was appointed acting Quarter-Master 
of tho regiment in addition to his other duties, and he 
continued in that position until the following October, 
when the permanent appointment of Adjutant was 
conferred upon him. He continued serving with ihe 
35*** at Sialkot until the outbreak of the mutinies in 
May 1857, when the corps was detailed to form part of 
the Punjab Moveable Gmumn, and he accompanied it in 
various movements, under Brigadier-General Nicholson, 
until the 25*** June, when the regiment, having been 
found to be disaffected, was disarmed at Phillaur. In 
the following month ho was appointed to a new corps 
formed from the Kangra and Amritsar Police Batta* 
lions, and in command of four companies of it, com- 
prising the Amritsar portion, ho accompanied Nichol- 
son’s ooluxnn to Delhi, arriving there on the 14*^ 
August. On the 20*** of the same month he was 
appointed Second-in-Command of the emp^ whidi was 
now designated the 7*^ Punjab Infantry. A few days 
later he was sent with his four oompanies to Meemt, 
where they were joined by the four companies from 
Kangra, and at the end of we xnaitb he was detaohed, 
with three hundred men, into the Hapar disMet, to 
repress disorders. In Oct(dber he was sent to ja 
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command of a wing of thb regiment, and in tUo follow- 
ing month, the wing having been detailed to form paiii 
of a field force under tho command of Colonel Geia'iiitl, 
ho proceeded with it on service to the A\esi. and south- 
west of that place, and took part in the severe action 
of Namaul in November. With this wing he subse- 
quently joined the column iiiultu* the command of 
Colonel Seaton, and wan present with it in* the action.^ 
of Gangari, Patiali and .Mainpuri, find at llie t»ccupation 
of Fatehgarli. * Tn January 1858 he was ap]>oiuted to

1852. on the breaking out of the second Burmese War, 
he was appointed to the command of the Burma hxpodi- 
tionary Force, and in connection witli this ho was, 
in the following month, transferred, nominally, to the 
command of the Pi-esidency Division. Proceeding with 

the Expeditionary Force, ho was employed for sixteen 
months in Burma, and commanded the forces through- 
out tho operations resulting in the conquest of the 
province of Pegu, in which wore included the capture 
of the fortified towns and cities of Martabin, Uangoon, 
Bosscin, Prome, and Pegu. During this pei-i(Kl, also, 
he was retransf erred, nominally, to the command of tho 
Sirhind Division in July 1852, and, in tlie same way, 
appointed to the command of tho Meerut Division in 
Juno 1863, and again removed to that of the Sirhind 
Division in the following Augu.st. His command in 
Burma terminated in August 18.53, when he returned 
to Calcutta. He shortly afterwanls proceeded to Simla, 
irrievously broken in health, and there, at Barnes Court 
(where ho was the guest of tho Commaudcr-in-Chiof, 
Sir William Gomin), ho died on the 26th October 1853. 
(On tho 9‘»* December following, intelligence of his death 
not havinS then reached lioiidon, he was appointed 
Colonel of the 20H> Foot with effect from the 25‘>t 
October preceding, and he was at the same time, in 
leoognition of his services in Burma, gazottijd a Knight 
Commander of the Order of the Bath.)

Lahore Cantonment, No, 6.59. at Hidrffird, De- 

vonshire, in July 18:32.— Entered Ww JiongMl Ai-iny in 
1850. Arrived in India in Fc luMiaiy 1851, and was sent 
lip to Diiia}K)ro to do duty witli the W^N. L lu 
May J.851 he was posted to the 49**' N. F., whiidi he 
joined at Phillaur, and with which, in November 
1854, he proceeded to Mian Mir. He died at tliat 
place on tho 30^** March 1850. 


Gordon, Charles, Cup/am (’1810—1857 ^. — Tablets 
at Delhi, Nos. 150 and 15S. -A younger sou of Gordon 
of Halmyre, Co. Peebles. Born in 181G.-Enteml tlie 
Bengal Army in 1835. Arrived in India in Maivh 
1836, and was Hont up to Dacca to do duty with the 
N. I., in which his elder brotlu'v was then serving. 
In the following June ho was appointed to do duty with 
the 6 ^^ N. I., at Bnrrackpore, but l^^forc tho oud of the 
month he was regularly ^>ostod to the 74**' N. I., and 
Proceeding to the Upper Provinces, lie joined that 
rogiment at Bareilly. In the winter of 1837-38 lie 
mai-ohed with tho regiment to Nasirabad, and towards 
-the end of the following year he accom])nniod it, in the 
Marwar Field Force, on service against Jodhpur. After 
doing gaiTison duty in that fortress for some time, ho 
proceeded on leave io Bombay in January 1840, and 
thence went homo on furlough in tho following March. 
He returned to India in October 1842, landing at 
Calcutta, and soon aftoiwaixis procoi'diul to tho Upper 
Provinces to rejoin his regiment, mth which lie marched 
into Nowgoiig, Bundelkliaiid, in March 1843. In Uie 
following November lie was appointed Adjutant of the 
cavaliw of the Bundelkhand Legion, and in March 1844 
ho was nominated Adjutant of the Infantry of the same 
corps, but he held this apiK)intment only until the end 


of the following May, when his services were, at his own 
request, replaced at the disposal of tho Commander-in* 
Chief, and bo rejoined fte 74**^ N. I. at Nowgong, 
Tn November 1845, on his regiment marching for 
Hoshaugabad, be went on leave to Mussoorie, whence he 
was recalled at the end of January 1846 to take up the 
apj)ointment of Adjutant of the Depot Battalion at 
Mainpnri. TJiis battalion was, however, broken up in 
the following March, when, his regiment being at Mnow, 
in Malwa, he was accorded permission to do duty witli 
the 50^*' N. 1., at Aligarh, until November. He rejoined 
the 74**' at Mliow in December 1846, and served with it 
there until early in 1850, when he marched with it to 
Dacca, in Easttu'u Bengal. In May 1852 he accompani- 
ed the regiment to Barrackpore, whence in* the spring 
of 1853 he proceeded with it to Cawnpore. In January 
1854 he went home on furlough, and while there, in 
February 1855, his services were placed, by the Court 
of Directors, at the disposal of H. M.^s Government 
for employment on the Bo.sphorus, and until tho end of 
the Russian War he served as a Staff Officer under Lord 
William Paulet, Commandant at Scutari. He returned 
to India in January 1857 and rejoined his regiment at 
Cawnpore, whence he soon afterwai’ds proceeded with it 
to Delhi, amving there on the 25**» March. He was with 
tho regiment at Dcdhi when tho mutiny broke out on 
the ID*' May 1857, and moved into the city with a 
p>i*tion of the coips when the hopeless attempt to repel 
the mutineers from Meerut was made, and ho was one 
of the officers shot down at the Kashmir Gate by the 
mutineers of the 38th N. I., whilst he was vainly en- 
deavouring to keep his own men to their duty. 


Gordon, the Revd. George Maxwell, M.A, 

(1839-— 1880 ). — Grave at Kandahar, No. 1146. — Tho 
younger son of Captain James Ed-ward Gordon, Royal 
Navy, sometime Member of Parliament for Dundalk, 
by Barbara, tho sixth daughter of Samuel Smith, 
Esqr., of Woodhall Park, Co. Herts. Born on the 10**' 
August 1839. Educated, privately, at Pordiiighm, 
near Dorchester, and at Trinity College, Cambridge, 
where lie gi'aduatcd in 1861. Ordained in 1862 by the 
Bishop of Winchester, and became Juhior Curate of 
Beddiiigton, Surrey, where he was associated with the 
Revel. Thomas Valpy .French ( 7 . afteiwards Bishop 
of Lahore. Ho remained at Beddiiigton until 1864, when 
he wont on a tour through Palestine and Egypt, on his 
return from which, in the following year, lie was ap- 
pointed Curate of St. Thomas, Portman Sk][uare. In 
August 1866 he offered his services to the Church 
^Missionary Society, and these being . accepted, lie was 
sent out, in the autumn, to the Madras Presidency, but 
before he hjid been there a year severe illness necessitated 
a voyage to tho Australian colonics. He retunicd to 
Madras at tlie end of 1867, and worked as a missionary 
in various parts of that Presidency until tho autumn of 
1870, and during this period he was offered the Bishop- 
rick of lloekhamptou, in Australia, whicli, however, he 
declined. In the autumn of 1870 he went home, by way 
of Hong-Kong and San Francisco, but his stay there 
wa.s a very brit'f one, and in the autumn of 1871 ho left 
England for the purpose of joining the Revd. T. V. 
French at Lahore. Having taken the route through 
IVrsi.a, - by way of Tabriz, Teheran and Ispahan,— he was 
gieatly delayed by the toiTible famine which then pre- 
vailed, and which he and other missionaries did much to 
alleviate. In the autumn of 1872 he made his way to 
Baghdad, whence, after having visited the ruins of Baby- 
lon and of the Tower of Babel, he proceeded down the 
Tigi*is to Bussora, and thence to Bombay, where he arrived 
ill Novemlier. He shortly afterwards proceeded to 
Lahore and joined the Revd. T. V. French, with whom 
he was associated for some time in the management of 
the Divinity School there / Subsequently, with his head- 
quarters at Find Dadan Khan, he was engaged until 
1878 in missionary work in the Jhelum and adjacent 
districts, sometimes extending his ministrations to 
Multan, and to Dera Ohazi Khan and the country to 



tho west of the Indus acquiring, from these joumey- 
ings to and fro, and from his manner of conducting 
them, always on foot, thu title of the PUtjrim \[i8»ionary of 
tJhe Pun jab, In the autumn of 1878, lieing desirous of ex- 
tending his missionary work into Afghanistan, he offoi*od 
his services as an honorary chaplain to the forces pro- 
ceeding to that country, and the offer having been ac- 
cepted, he accompanied ^Vlajor-Geneml liiddiilpli’s Divi- 
sion from llajanpur, by the Bh\igt.i-Dera i*oute, to Dadar, 
and thence by tjie Bolan and Quetta, to Kandahar. On 
the reduction of the forces in Southern Afghanistan 
taking place in the spring of 187i), he returneil to 
Mulhm with the column under the command of Major- 
General Biddulph, and proceeding thence to Dei*ji Ghazi 
Khan in April, ho resumoil his inis.sionary work amongst 
the Baluchis, and furthei* extended it into tho Khctran 
couytry, lying farther west. In January 1880 he ac- 
companied Bishop French on a journey to Quetta and 
thence to Kandahar, and having remained at the 
latter place when tho Bisht>p i-etumed to the 
Punjab in March, lie was there throughout tJie sub- 
sequent troubles and disturliauces caused by the advance 
of Ayub Khan from Ileiiii and the defeat of Brigfidier- 
Ooneral Burrows at Maiwaud. During the subsequent 
siege of Kandahar he rendered much useful service in 
the hospitals, and on the occasion of tlie soi-tio directed 
against tlie village of Deh Khw'aja, on the morning of tho 
14)‘h August 1880, he went out fearlessly, under a hot 
hre, io help in bringing in the wounded. This brought 
his own career to an end, for wliile thus engaged ho was 
struck by a bullet, which passed through and shatiei*ed 
his wi’ist and thou penetrated his side. He was caiTioil 
back into Kandahar, and there, eight hours laUu*, in the 
afternoon of tho same day, luj succumbed h) his injuries.

Memoir by tho Uovd, Artlmr bowls, but, iu view of tho fact 
that (Tonlou’s elder brother, (Colonel Kdward Smith Gordou, 
of tlu* Koyal Artillery, was born on tho lUh DociMiiber 1838, 
it seems to be of doubtful correctness. 

Gordon, James Gordon Duff, Lieutenant (I82ii — 
at Lahnre, No, 5118.— 'rite fourth sou of 
Adam Gordon, Ks^p'., ol Arrjidoiil Jiiul Cainifttdd, Co. 
Banff, tlie tlien Chief of tlie Gonlons of CairnHeld. 
Bom at Cairnfield, llatlivcii, Co. Ibiiiil, in 1823. Kn- 
tered tho Bengal Army in 1812. Ai'j'lvoil in India in 
November of tho same year, aiul soon afterwu-nls pn»- 
ceeded to the Upper Provinces for tluj jiurpose of joining 
the SOtii N. to wliich, ill anticipation of Ins airival, 
he liad been posted on tin! 18<^' of l.lu! jircj-eding iri<»ntli. 
lie joined tliat regiment at Saugor early in 1813, and in 
the succeeding cold season served with it in the (rwuli»)r 
Camjiaign, taking yiart in the batth! of pjinlar (bronze 
star). On the tn rninatioii of ilie camjiaign he acirorn- 
paniod the corps to Aligarh, arriving there in March l8t4. 
Towards the end of January 18ld lie was api»oiulcd 
Adjutant of tin! 18^*' Depot liathilioii at Ambabi, but thi! 
termination of the Sikh War in iho following month 
caused the formation of the battalion to Ikj discontiniK'd, 
and ho rejoined his reginnnit at Aligarh. In ?!iovemlK*r 
1846 ho accom])aiiied the regiment t<) Jullmulur, wheiict*, 
in October 1847, he inarclnMl with it to Lahore. At that 
place he died on the 22'^ May 1848. 

Gordon, John, Major (r. 1810 — 1848 ). — Grave and 
tablet at Multan, Nos, 856 and 8S2. — Tho eldest son of 
JatQOs Gordon, Ksq., by ^largawjt, bis wife, tho only 
chiughter of Robei’t Haldane, Fs(j., of Airthrey, Co. 
Stirling. — Kntei-ed H. M.’s Service on the 14*’‘ 
Juno 1827 as an Tbisign in the 35^^ Fo^it, with 
which he served for four years in the West Indies. 
On the April 1831 he was promotiMl to IIkj 

nmk of Lieutenant, and in April 1832 he retifi’iied homo 
with his r(!giment from Barbadoes. On the 5^*' April 
1833 ho attained the rank of Captain. He served with 
the regiment in various parts of England ami Indand 
until February 1837, when ho accompanied the' corps 
to the Mauritius, and in that island bo served with it 
for nearly six years. On the December 1840 he was 


promoted to the rank of Major, and on the 24^*> Februaxy 
1843 he exchanged into tlie 17‘b Foot, a detached wing 
. of which ho joineii at Ahnuuluagar, in tho Bombay 
Presiilency, in the eour.so of the same year. In the 
following year he succeeded to the command of this Aving, 
ami he held it until the whole of the regiment was assom- 
bled at Bombay in December 1845. Early in the folhnving 
month ht' acc».>mpaniivl tho regiment to Karachi, wheiico 
he nmvoil up with it to Sukkiir, and thence, in the Sindh 
Field Forae, to Bhawalpur, but the lirst Sikh war hav- 
ing bet*n bixnight to an end by the battle of Sobroou, the 
Field Force was broken up, and in tho autumn ho raturn- 
ed ^vilh the regiment to Karaidii. On tho 17**‘ being 
oniorad home, he exchanged, January 1847, into tho 
1*‘ Battalion Rifles, \?hich lie joliieil soon aftmavanis 
at Kaiuelii.

Ho 
coniinnod in his apjiointinent of Aide-di‘-(^amp. until 
the Duke h‘ft India in DeiutrnlM'r 1880, and then, after 
olHciating for thiiMj w^eeks as Military SecrijLary, lio 
wa.*^, on the 11**‘ ,l!i,miary 1881, appointed an Aido-de- 
Cam]» on the sta,IT of ][is (ir:M!e’s snircessor, the Right 
Hon’ble W. IV Adam. He held this appointment niitif 
Mr. Adam’s ileath in tho following May, when he was 
a.])])oiiib!d Aide-de-Camp (o tho suececMiing Governor, 
the Hon’ble Willliein Hudle.ston, on whose staff he ro- 
iiiained until the following November. He then iNscame 
temjMirary Aide-de-(/aiiip to tho Coininaiwlor-in-()liii!f of 
tho Madras Army, Lienbrnani-Genoral Sir F. S. 
Roberts, Hart., G.G.B., on whoso staff he rornainod 
until .Juni! 1882, whon h(! jiroeeedetl to Bolgaiim, and 
there rejoined his !■egiIlu•nt, whieh, in the preceding 
year, had lK*come tin! 2"‘* Biittalion of tho Royal Irish 
Fu.siliers. He efmtinuod serving with thc! h-aitalion at 
Bolgauin until January 1881, when he left with it for 
the Uiiilfwl Kingdom ; when passing Aden, however, 
the batbiliun leceived oivlers b) pr(M!eed t4» Siiakin, and 
he thereafler .served with it thiDughoiit tin? (umpaign 
of 1884 in the Ea.sb rri Soudan, faking part in thoiu^tioii 
of El Teb, the relief of Tukar, th(! ai^tioji of Tarimi, and 
tho exfxidition to Tamanii b, in which last he corn- 
maudod tho battalion (Medal and clasp, Kbedivii’s 
broii/xi star, and promoted lo the rank of Major by 
brevet from the 2P* M:iy 188t).

Wing 
Officer in the ?>•' Sikli Fjifantry, on probation, as before, 
and from this date lie was subsequently admitted into 
ilio Bengal Staff Cor|)s. ITo joined the 3’’*^ Sikli In- 
fantry at hklwarili?.sab,*id, and continiu'd sm’ving with 
it tl lore until SeplemlH?r 1879, wbeii, on the renewal of 
the Afghan War, ho aecoiuj>anieil it on servioo lo tlio 
Kuram Valley, and thereafter seiweil Avith it llirou gh- 
oul ilio canqiaign of 1879-S(>, including the .actions on 
till' Slnitargardan, the affair on tho Surkb Kotal, tho 
action in the (’harilcli Valley, the opera! i«)ns at and 
around Kabul, the defence of Slier pnr, the nnireli from 
Kabul to Kandaliai*, (Tic ba.(ilo of Alazj’a, near the lalter 
pl.ace, and tlio (?xpedi(ion againsl. tho Alavri elans 
(AFoiljil and two clasiis, and lironze s(.*ir). On tin.? (?on- 
clnsion of the war lie luarebeil Avith the cor]).s (o Dera 
Ghazi Khan, arriving there in NoA'omlx'r IS 8 (.>, and in 
(ho spring of 1881 lio foj* some months commanded 
a detachment of the regiment .at Rajiiupiif. In May 
ISSl he Avas appointed Offg. Quarter Ma.ster of the 
corps, and loAvards the end of the year he Avas 
again dotaehed to command a portion of tho 

ixigiment as liajanpur. Tn July 18S2 he was ap]iointed 
a Wing OHii^cr permanently. ITo (?ontimieil officiating 
as Qnart(?r ^Faster until near tho end of 1882 ; in Ajiril 
18S6 ho Av.as again a]>jH)inted to officiate in the .samo 
)iOBt, and ho continued holding it until the end of 
January 1884. In February 1881 ho accom])anicd tho 
regiment to Kohat. Tn the following Alay he was again 
a})j)()inte(l to offieiato as Quarter ATa.ster, and ho 
continued officiating until the succeeding December, v 
Avhen he was made permanent in the post. In January 
1885 lio went home on sick ](?avo, and Ixiing nnahlo to 
rotnrii Avithin tlie prescribed period, ho Avas jilaced on 
half-pay in Decemlier 1886. Ho did not, hoAvever, 
remain long in that jiosition, for, returning to India 
in tho spring of 1887, ho was, on tho re-formation of the 
306^ Bengal Infantry as a Sikh corps, in Juno of that 
year, appointed Wing Officer and Quarter blaster of tho 
regiment. Ho joined tho 36**^ at Jiillundur, and from 
April to NoA^cniher 1888 and again from April 1889 to 
January 1890 he officiated as a Wing Commander. 

In March 1890 ho Avas appointed an Offg. Wing 
Commander in tho 376^ Bengal Infantry (Dogras), which 
ho joined at Sialkot, and from July 1890 to March 1891 
ho officiated as Seeond-in- Command of that corps, Avith 
Avhich lie served in the Hazara Campaign of the latter 
year (India Medal and clasp). He returned with the 
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S?*** to Siftllfot in Juno 1891, shortly after which ho 
proceeded and joined the dep6t of the 36*^ at Jullundur, 
the corps itself being then, in Assam, In the antnmn 
ho rejoined the 3G‘'' at Shillong, whence ho proceeded 
with it to Delhi at the end of the year. Prom February 
1893 to March 1891 ho four times officiated as Wing 
Commander and twice as Second-in-Comtmmd of the 
regiment. In April 1891 he wont homo on furlough, 
and in the following November, during his absence in 
Enrojjo, ho was advanctsd permanently to the position of 
Wing Commander. Ho returned to India in April 1895, 
and rejoined his regiment at Peshawar, at which 
station, fi-om August to Docemlwr lS9t>, ho agtiin 
officiated as ^ocoud-iu-Command. At the end of that 
year he accompanied the regiment to Kohat, and thoueo 
to the Samana Range, whence ho was simt, in command 
of a detachment, to Parachinar, in the Kuram Valley ;

Gordon, William Fraser Forbes, Limtonanl- 
Colonel (1837 -1880). Grave nt Antbnl ,i , No. 257.— 
Bom on the 30th Juno 1837.— Entered II. M.’s Service 

on the 1st May 1855 as an Ensign in the 20th Foot, 
and joined the depd of that regiment (which was 
then in the Crimea) at Parlchurst, in the Isle of Wight. 
On the 7"' September 1855 ho was premoted to (ho 
rank of Lieutenant. Ho joiiiod the regiment on Its 
return from the Crimea in J uly 1850, and S(!rved with 
it at Poi-tsmouth and Ahhushot until August 1857, 
when he embarked with it for Bengal, whither it was 
sent in consequence of the mutiny of the Bengal 
Native Army. Landing at Calcutta in Novomljor, ho 
accompanied the regiment to the Upiier Provinc<!s, and 
with the selected marksmen of the corjts, attmked to 
the Jaunpur Field Force, was pi-osent in the iictions of 
Chanda Amirpur and Sultanpur, and in the attiick on 
the fort of Dhauraha. On the Field Foreo joining the 
main army under Sir Colin Cam[>lioll, he sorvtid with 
his regiment at the siege and capture of Lucknow, and 
ho afterwards took part in other operations in Oudh, 
including the affairs of iNfianganj and Chavda, and the 
reduction of the fort of Masjidia (Modal and (dasp). 
On the 24^'* Detwinljor 1858 ho was promoted to the 
rank of Captain.

Ho was 
Bubscquontly appointed Sergeant of the “ gallo|wr guns** 
attached to tho 3^* Native Cavalry, with which corps 
ho sorvod ut lln^ siego and capture of llatliras in 1817. 
In March 1817 ho was a})pointod to act as Garrison 
Sergeant-Major at Agra, but ho romained in that 
situation onl}- iiutil the following June, whon ho was 
appoiiitod ScrgoaTit-AFajor of tho 3^^ Native t'avalry.

Onne tit Ainbtilii^ No. 2d2.— |jorii in Ri’ockiiockshire, 
South Wales, in 1821. —Enterod tho Rongal Army in 18*ii2» 
Arrived in Iiulia in April of tho kjmuo year, and was 
sent up to Borhiuu]H)re to do duty with tlio 21*'^ N. 1. 
Ill the following August ho was postal to tho TiG'** N. 
I., which he joined at Lucknow. Towards the oiid of 
1S4.3, ho accoiiijianiod his regimont on sorvico with the 
Army of Gwalior, and was ]>i*osont witli it at tho 
liaitle of Maharajpur (hronzo star). Oil tho conclusion 
of the campaign ho marched with tho i*ogi incut to 
Agra, whonce ho accompanied it to Nurjiar in November 
IS k), to llajipur in April 1847, and to Lu<iUiana in 
February 18 tS, On the outbreak of tho second Sikh 
War lio accom])anieil the regiment into tho iiohl and 
served with it in tho Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, 
iiiclufUng tho passage of (ho Ch(3nab, the action of 
iSailulapur, and tho battle of Chilianwala, in wliich last 
lie was severely wounded (.>todaland clasp).

Worn, Co. Salop, in 1825.— Entered the Bengal Aimy, 
in the Veterinary Department, in 1848. Arrived in 
India on the September 1848, and was granted rank 
as a Veterinary-Surgeon from that date On the 22’'** 
of the same month he was appointed Veterinary -Surgeon 
to the 4**' Light Cavalry (Lancers \ which he joined at 
Cawnpore, and with that regiment he passed all his 
Bervicc, occasionally affording veterinary aid to other 
corps and detachmenis. He accom])anied the r^'giment 
toWazinibad in the spring of 1850, and to Sialkot 
in January 18.51 ; and lie <iiod at the latter i)la(‘0 on 
the ht*' July 1854. 

Cowan, Ross Dunlop, Scrond-TAcutenant (1830 — 
1852 ). — (have at Ferozepore, No. 491. — The foui-tli son 
of Lieutenant-General (1. E. Gowan, C.B., Bengal 
Ai-tillcry. Born at Cawmpoi’O on the 7**’ Doeembor 
1830.- — Entered the Bengal Army in 1851 as a ( "adet of 
Artillery'. Arrived in India in Scptoinljer of the same 
year, and, after doing duty for some time with the 
6th Company 9**' Battaliou, Foot Artillery, at Dum- 
Dum, was posted, 11 Juno 1852, to the Company 
3^** Battalion, lie joined this company at Ferozopore, 
and at that place bo died on the l^’t September follo>v- 
ing. 


Graham, Charles Thomas, Svcond-IArn tenant 
(c. 1827 — 1849 ). — Grave and tahlvt at Malt an, Non. 854 
and 882.' — 'Entered the Bengal Army in 1845 ns a Cadet of 
Artillery. Arrived in India at the end of Decemlierin the 
same year, and in April 1846 was po.stcd to the 3’‘'* Com- 
pany 2"** Battalion, F oot Artillery, which he joined at 
Dnm-Dniii. Tii the following Soptomlier he w^as iwnov- 
ed to the 1®* Company 1*^ Battalion, and having joined 
it at Agra, he accompanied it to Lahore in the spnng 
of 1847. In DecemUir 1847 ho was transferred to the 
3 ni TiDop 3^ Brigade, Horse Artillery, which was also at 
Lahore. In July 1848 he was appointed to do duty 
with the 4**' Troop 1“* Brigade, then proceeding on 


fiervice against Multan, and he was present with it in 
tiie flrst siege of that place, in August and September. 
He subsequently served with it in the action of Suraj- 
khnnd, and at the second siege of Multan, and having 
taken part in the redaction of the suburbs and the 
city, he fell dangerously wounded, on the 17**^ January 
1849, in one of the breaching batteries directed against 
the citadel. He died of his wounds on the 4**' of the 
succeeding month. , 

Graham, James, M.D., Senior Surgeon (e. 1796— 
1857 ). — Chave at Sialkot, Vo. 709. — Entered the Bengal 
Army, in the Medical Dopt., in 1819, and was granted 
rank as Assistant-Surgeon from the O**' January^ 1820, 
the date on which he sailed for India. Arrived at 
Calcutta in the following August, and was directed, to 
do duty in the General Hospital. In October 1820 ho 
was appointed to the medical charge of tho Artillery 
at Karnal, and, having proceeded at once and joined, ho 
continued serving there until May 1821, when he was 
posted to tho corps of Sappers and Miners at Cawnpore* 
With a portion of this corps, employed in the construc- 
tion of roads, ho served the same year on tho South- 
Western Frontier. In July 1822 he was removed to tho 
2^ Battalion 14*i' N. I., with which he served at Mhow 
until March 1824, when he was appointed Civil Asst,- 
Surgeon at Mohidpur. He hold this post until June 
1831, when, having been promoted to tho rank of Sur- 
geon, he reverted to military duty. In the following 
October ho was posted to the 42‘* N* I., with which he 
served at Noomuch and afterwards at Delhi until 
March 1835, when ho was appointed to officiate as Civil 
Surgeon of Delhi. Two months later, in May 1835, he 
was posted to tho 3'* Brigade of Horse Artillery, and 
having joined at Kamal, ho, iq the autumn of 1837, 
accompanied tho head-qnartors of the brigade to Cawu- 
poro. At this station, during tho succoeding six years, 
ho held, at different times, the additional medical charge 
of tho 5**' Battalion of Foot Artillery, of the Cavalry 
Depot; and of the 4**‘ Infantry liovy. In ^November 
1843 lie was appointed to the additional medical charge 
of the Isi Company of Sappers and Minors, and two 
weeks later to that of tlie staff of tho left '\riiig of the 
Army of Gwalior, \\4th which, as Staff and Senior Sur- 
geon, ho served in the Gwalior Campaign and 
sent at tlio hattlo of Paniar (bronzo star). On the 
conclusion of the c.nmpaign he rejoined tho hoad- 
qiiari-ers of tho 3** Brigade of Horse Artillery at 
Cawnpoi’o, at which station he continued serving until 
thos])ring of 1845, whim ho aocompaiiiod tho brigade to 
Ferozeporc. ITero, in tho following. October, he was ap- 
pointed to the additional medical charge of tho 5**' IVwp 
1«* Brigade, TTorse Artillery. On the outbreak of the firat 
Sikh War in December 1845, ho acooiupaniod Sir John 
Littlcr’s Division to join the main army, and with it 
ho was present at the sangiiinary battle of Firoz^hahr. 
On tho 27’*' of the same month he was ap]»oiiited Super- 
iTitendent of tho Depot Hospital established at Icroz^poip 
for the sick and wounded of tho Army of the Sutlej. 
Ho rcmaiiiod continuously in that situation until tho* 
first week of February 1846, when he loft it temporarily 
to jiccompanv the 3'* Brigade of Horse Artillery into 
the field of Sobiuon, and he was present with it in that 
great balMo (Medal and clasp). Ho then resumed 
charge of tln^ Depdt Hospital, and continued serving 
with it until near the end of March, when he rejoined 
the 3'* Brigade and accompanied it to Meerut. In 
August 1817 ho was x*eraoved to the 11’*' N. I., and in 
the following month ho went home on furlough. Dur- 
ing his ahsence in Europe ho was transferred in sue- 
cOiSsien to the 22‘* N, I. and the 5**’ Battalion of Artillery, 
but his ]>osting to the latter was cancelled within a 
month, and in Sopiembor 1850, shortly after his return 
to India, he was 7 iosted to the 1 6’ 1* N. I., which he 
joined at Benares. In January 1851 he was transferred 
to tho 21*^^ N. 1., but a few days later be proceeded on 
leave to Calcutta preparatory to again going home on 
furlough, and ho never joined this regiment, nor yet the 
22** N. I., to which he was removed before tho end of 
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the month. He 'went home on forloogh in March 1851,' 
and was absent from India until March 1853. In the 
preceding month, Febmary 1853, he had boen ttaxi8« 
forred from the 22^ N. I. to the but he did not join 
the latter corps, and a few days after his return he was 
xomoved to the 44**^ N. I., which he joined at Dinapoie. 
On the 27*'^ of the same month, March 1853, he was 
appointed to officiate temporarily as ^ Superintending 
^rgeon of the Dinapore Dirision ; in the following 
May he was appointed to officiate as a Superintending 
Surgeon and was posted to the Dinapore Circle, and he 
continued in thirposition until the 26*** August follow- 
ing, when ho was appointed a Superintending Surgeon 
on the establishment. In January 1854 he ■was trans- 
ferrod from the Dinapore to the Trans-Ravi Circle, 
Sialkot. Ho was still serving at Sialkot when the 
Mutiny took place there on the O*** July 1857, and 
while endeavouring to escape to the fort he was inter- 
cepted and murdered (shot dead) by some troopers of 
the Light Cavalry. 

Graham, John Colin, M.D., Aut. -Surgeon (1819 
—1857 ). — Grave at Sialkot, No. 712. — A younger son 
of Major-General John Graham, Bengal Infantry, ly 
his first wife, Margaret, daughter of Superintending 
Surgeon Adam Freer, M.D. Born at Bhagalpur on 
the 24“' November 1819.— Entered the Bengal Army, 
in the Medical Dept., in 1844. Arrived in India in 
May of the same year, and in the followmg month was 
apiwinted to do duty with the left wing of the 1*“ Bat- 
talion of Foot Artillery at Dum-Dum. Early lu the 
following September ho was ordered up to Ambala, 

whence in December ho was detached to Subathu to do 

duty with the 1"* Eurojioan Light Infantry. Ho ro- 
mamedwith that corps until April 1845, when ho was 
ordered dowu to Ambala to do duty wth the 40“* N. 1. 
In the following month ho was appointed to do duty m 
the hospital of the l-‘ Brigade of Horso Artil cy, but 
within a fortnight ho was ordered to Khaital to take 
medical charge of that post. Ho subs^iuently returned 
to Ambala, and in October 1845 ho was appointed to the 
medical charge, us far as Meerut, of a detachment of 
European invalids proceeding to Calcutta. On arrival 
at Mcei-ut he was directed to do duty in that eonuumid, 
and was apiiointod, November 1845, to the medical 
charge of the 08“' N. I. In the follovymg month, how- 
ever, he was obliged to proceed on Hick leave to Mus- 
Boorie, whore ho remained until Octol»r IblO. Ihivmg 
been postertC, in August 18 4(., to the 4J I. at 
Benares, on the expiry of his leave he prococdwl and 
joined that regiment, with which, early ui 1^17, he 
iiarched to b'erozepore. At this station, in the lollow- 
inir Juno, ilio additional mediciil chargo of t ho Oh N . T.

Sikhs and Afghans to Pc.shawar (Medal iii.d two 
clasps), fie continued with that force (styh ii tho 
Peshawar Field Force) imtil May l.'S4.y, wii.n he 
went on leave to Simla. In tho following Octoo.?r ho 
rcioinod the 4‘Jth N. I. at Nakoda, and in the suci ceding 
month ho accompanied tho regirneiit to I hillaur, s\Jierc, 
on arrival, ho received tho additional medical charge of 
the sick of the N. I. In May 1850 ho was ai^pomt- 
ed Offg. Medical Store-keeper at Ferozejjoiv, and tho 
Medical Depot having been I’omovod from that piaco to 
Sialkot in 185:1, ho went with it, and was appointed 
Medical Stoi-e-koeiier at the latter station in May ol tho 
same year. In that and tho succeeding years he held, 
from time to time, several additioiml mecUcal chaiges of 
a temporaiy nature, including tho Staff in Ibod and 


again in 1854^ the 9^^ Light Cavalry in 1855-56, and 
the 46^^ N. I. in June 1857. He was still holding the 
appointment Qf Medical Storo-koepor at Sialkot whan 
the Mutiny biMke out there on the 9^^* July 1857, and 
on that occasion his career came to an untimely end, ha 
having been intercepted and killed by a party of muti- 
neers whilst endeavouring to escape into tho fort. 

Graham, Stuart Frederick, Lioutenant-Oolonsl 
and lirvvct-Cnlonel (1823 — 1878). — Urave at Mtdtan^ 
No. 873. — Tho fifth son of Sir RolK'rt Graham, BarL 
(VIII), of Esk, Co. Cundierland. JJorn at Newington, 
Surrey, on the Novombor 1823. -Entered tha 
Bengal Army in 1840. Was uhmdy in India when 
admitted into tho service, and was flirootod, December 
1840, to do duty with tho 70**' N. T. at Gomklipur, but 
befoi’e he could join that regiment he was permanently 
posted, .lanuary 1841, to the 6**' N. I., which ho joined 
at Bax^cilly. In January 1812 ho pi'ocoedod with tho 
regiment to Karnal, and in the following mouth to 
Ferozopoi'o, wlience, in March, ho accompanied it on 
service to Afghanistan. Thereafter he served with it, 
on tho line of communication lietwcfui Peshawar and 
Jalalabad, throughout tho camjiaign of 1842 under 
General Pollock (Modal). On tho return of the Army 
from Afghanistan ho pivx'oeded wilh his regiment to 
Ludhiana, airiving there in January 1843, and from 
July to Decemlier of that year he ofijcMiikul as Inter- 
preter and Quarter blaster h) tho 7**' liiglii Cavalry at 
tho samo station. Ho then proceeded on sick leave to 
Simla, and remained ihore until Noveiuln'r 1844, when 
ho was ap])ointe(l acting Tnterprtdyor ami Quarter Master 
to the 3** Light Cavalry, and having joiiunl that n'gi- 
ment at F(?rozopoi’ 0 , ho accom])anii' I it <4) Mo(*rut in 
March 1845. In tho following June ho vacated his 
acting apywintment in llie 3'* Liglit Cavalry, and I'ojoin- 
od tho G**' N. T, at Shahjahanyiur. Towards tho close of 
Decemlwr 1845, eonsotyiiout on the outbreak of iho first 
Sikh War, lio marched with his ivgiment to join tho 
Army of tho Sutlej. At iho end of January 1S4G he 
was appointed Adjutant of the 9’** J)(’jM»i Battalion, to 
Ix) formed at Aligarh, but as tho (»•** was them rapidly 
approaching tho sceno of opi*rations on the Sutlej, ho 
immodiat(?ly resigned iho aj)j)oiniment, and continuing 
witli Ijis regiment lio accomy)anii?d it in th(i movomont 
made on Lahore aft-cjr tlic battle of Sobraon. After the 
termination f)f tho war he eontinuotl MU’ving witli his 
regimmit af- lialioro until Juno IS KI, when he was ap- 
jioiiited acting Interpreter and ( 4 )uai*ter Mjiister to tho 
27**' N. r. at ihe .same station, but liaving in the follow- 
ing Octolior been appointed to (dlieiato in Mio saTrio ap^ 
poiutment in his own regimeni, ho thm rojoinod tin* latter, 
with which, in January 1847, ho pn)cecd<id Ijiidhiana, 
Til Marcdi lSt7 ho was made jierrnanont in the apjHiint- 
mrnit t)f Inter] n (‘h*r ami ().uarler Musler, whl<*h lietlioi'C- 
after Indd for six years a.n<l a-half. I n ilie a uluriin tJio 
same y»;ar lie !iCcoiii]Kiuied tlie regiment Nasirabiwl, 
and tliej-e from No vondier 1848 to A]>ril 18 HI lie offi- 
ciated as an Asst. Geiil. Siiiierlntendenl for the Sup- 
prc.ssioii <ji* Thiiggi in Bajpiitana. Early in lsr»0 ho 
pVoclfedi*d with till! regiment to Agra, ai. wliieli sfatioii 
he was employed fi’om June 1851 lo tli«‘ sjiring of IS52 
as Offg. 8iil>-Asst. tNjinmy. Genl. and OITg. Joint Can- 
tonmoiit ATagistrate*. In the sumrriei* of lS5J Ij(* ac- 
companied his regiment lo Cawnjiore, jiiid a.< Hi.-il sfjitiou 
from tlie following August up to ^ej lemliei* 1853 ho 
ofliciatod a.s Sub- Asst. Corn my. Genl. In Se])i«;ird)cr 
1853 he was ajipointed an As.sf . Cornmissionei' in tho 
Punjab, and in civil employ in lliaf. provinecj tlie re.st of 
his service was passed. In SeptemlKM’ I85S lie was 

transferred from the ndls of IIm? late N. I. to tiioso 
of the 5**' Eurojiean Begiirient, and in Febniary I SGI 
he was admitted into the Bengal HtafT (/orjhs. Having 
served as Asst. Conirnr. ami as Dcj»y. Coinmi\ in 
various parts of tho Punjab during a ]»eriod of nearly 
thii'teen years, he was apj)oint/feil, in J iily 18Gr», te> bo 
Offg. CommissLoner of tho Doiaijat Division, whence ho 
was removed in May 1871, in tho saiiio capacity, te the 



Haltan Division. In .^rU 1872 hf 
Conxinissioner and Superintendent of the Multan 
sion, and ho eontinued in that appointment until M^h 
1873, when he went home on furlough. On his return • 

to India in 1875 he was appointed CommisBioner and 
Bupcrintondeut of the Hissar Division, but before the 
end of the year he was traiisfeiTed back to Ins former 
appointment in the Multan Division, and there ho 

continued serving until his death. Ho died at Multan 

on the September 1878. 

l?oTM.-- Colom‘l (then I/umtcnant) Graham marrioil at Apm, on 
the 22‘1 Fohriiiiry 1811), Franens Elizaluith Ihiiiuatynf, daughter of 
Superintending Surgeon Ihinuaty no William Mocleod, M. 13., Bengal 
MSicttl Service (7. r.). This lady was horn at sea, on board the 
ship Thomas Orenrilh, in 1828, and died in 1881. 

Grant, Alexander, Assistimi-i^nrijenn (1832 — 
185G).— ^ava at Lahore Oemtonment^ 6G8. — Entered 

H. M.’s Service as an acting Assistiint-Surgeoii on the 
Hospital Staff on the March 1855. On the 28^'' 
December following he was apixiintcd Asst. Surgeon to 
the 70^*^ Foot, with rank from tlio date of Ills original 
acting appoiiitUicnt on the Hospital Staff Camo out in 
India in the spring and joined tlie 70^^' at Ferozeporo in 
the summer of 1856. Soon afhn* his arrival ho was 
appointed to do duty with the 81®^ Foot at Mian Mir, 
Lahore, and lie died at that place on tlio 29*^^ August 
1856. 

Grant, Andrew, Captain (e. 1806 — 1817). — Grave 
at Simla, No. .‘H t.— Enh.*ml the Bcugal Army in 1823. 
Arrived in India in Juno 1821 and was ordered up to 
DinajMiro to do duty with tho 2‘* Kuropoau Rogimeut, 
but this was countermanded early in tho following 
month, when he was dirockul to proceed to Barrackpore 
and do duty there with the 26^^' N. I. In August 1824 
he was posted to the 1**** European Regiment, but that 
corps lieing thim in the remote siat.ion of Nagpur, ho 
was dinxited a few days laku* to join and do duty with 
the 2^ European Regiment at Dinjipore, and ho con- 
tinued attached to that cor[)s until iho following Decem- 
ber, when ho proceeded on leave to Calcutta, and thence, 
in January 1825, to tlio Mnuritius. Ho i-oturned to 
Bengal towards the end of January 1826, and in tho 
Bucceetling spring joined the? 1®* Eurojican Regiment at 
Agra. In November 1826 he OAchanged into tho 36^^ 
N. I., but having, thr(H} weeks later, been sent down to 
Chunar and thence to Calcutta in eliargi} of European 
invalids and time-expired men, lie was unable to join 
this regiment, at Sultaiipnr, in Oudli, until the spring 
of 1827. From Octolxu’ 1828 to Janii ary 1829 ho offi- 
ciated as Adjutant of tlie left wing during the move- 
ment of the regiment to Aligarli. In Di'cemlwr 1831 
he was appointed acting Interpriitcr and Quarkn* Master 
to the 4^^ N. I., and proceeded to join that regiment at 
Sultanpur, Oudh, but the arran genua it slioi-tly after- 
wards fell tlirough, and ho i*e joined liis own regiment at 
Mhow in January 1832. In Februaiy 1834 he was 
appointed acting Interpreter and Qn:irt( r Master to tlio 
N. T., at the same station, but he resigned this post 
in tho following October and rejoined liis own regiment 
on tlu.‘ lattiu’ bung ordered on service, and during tho 
6uccee<ling months he aceompanif'd it in the donionatra- 
tion against Jt)dhpur and in the subse(|uont movements 
made with tho object of restoring ordei* in the district of 
Shekhawat. On tho conclusion of these ojMU’ations he 
inarched 'wdth tho I’cgiment to Agra, arriving there in 
- April 1835. In the same month he was appointed 
acting Interpreter and Quarier blaster to tho 10^*' Light 
Cavalry, with which he served at Multan until January 

1836 ; ho then i^ojoined his own regiment at Agra, but 
in tbe following June he was apjiointed acting Intor- 
pi*eler and Quarter Ma.ster to th(' 37 N. I. at tho 
^me station, and he continued serving with that regi- 
ment there until the following NovemlHu*. In March 

1837 ho was appointed acting Inter] in ter and' Quai’ter 
Mast(‘r to his own regiment, and ho held the situation 
until the succeeding November when (licing tlien en 
route ■with tho regiment, to JamaJpur, in Eastern 
Bengal) ho was appointed Adjutant and Quarter Master 


of European Invalids at Chunar. In October 1839, pn 
the formation of the new 2^ European Regiment, ho was 
transferred to that corps, but ho continued in his ap* 
pointment at Chunar, at which place ho twice (in the 
autumn of 1841 and again in the spring of 1842) held 
temponiry charge of the magazine. In the autumn ol 
1842 he joined the European Regiment, temporarily, 
and accompanied it to Ferozeporo, where he served with 
it in the Army of lieservo. On that Ai*my being broken 
up in January 1843 he proceeded on leave to Simla, and 
ho did not rejoin his appointment at Chunar until near 
th€i end of tlie following December. In September 1844 
ho vacated that appointment, consequent on his promo- 
tion to tho rank of Captain, and he then •proceeded to 
Meerut and rejoined tho 2*^ European Regiment, with 
which in the winter of 1844-45 ho marched to Sukkur 
in Sindh. In the spring of 1845 ho served with a pro- 
tion of the rc'gimcnt in Sir Charles Napier’s campaign 
against tho Bhugtis, Jakranis, and others of the Moun- 
tain and Dcsi-Tt Tribes of Sindli, and on tho corjis being 
sent to Karachi in the summer, ho was retained in 
command of a company at Sukkur. He rejoined tho 
rogi merit on its return from Karachi in November 1845, 
and in the following January ho accompanied it into the 
field in tho Sindh Field Force, which was intended to 
move northwards to tho Punjab and take part in the 
first Sikh War. Early in February, however, he was 
sent liack to Sukkur to take command of tho regimental 
depot there, and tho Sindli Field Forr^ having been 
broken up shortly afterwards, he accompanied the coxps 
to Subathn, where ho an*ived witli it in April. In 
Jnno 1846 he proceeded on sick leave to Simla, and he 
continued residing at that place until his death. Ho 
died at Simla on tho 2^ June 1847. 

Grant, Andrew, Captain ami Pay Master (1805— 
1857). — at Ferozepure, No. 505.^Having seiTcd 
for nt;arly twenty years in the ranks of tho 61®^ Foot, 
this officer was promotod from Quai’ter-Master- Sergeant 
to Ensign in the regiment on tho 2‘* J uno 1843. On 
tho 23'* August 1844 ho was advanced to the rank of 
Lieutenant, and in July 1845 ho cmbaiked with tho 
rogiinent for Bengal. Lauding at Fort William in tho 
following October, he soon afterwards accomjianiod tho 
i*ogimcnt to the U])X>or Provinces, and with it arrived at 
Cavvnporo in February 1846. In tho following Novem- 
ber ho accomjianicd tho corps to Ambala, whence ho 
proceeded with it to Jiillundur in February 1848. 
When the regiment took tho field in the autumn of the 
saino year, on tho outbreak of tho second Sikh War, ho 
was left in command of tho depot at Jullundur, and ho 
remained at that place throughout’ the Punjab Cam- 
})aign of 1848-49. Ho rejoined tlie regiment at 
Peshawar towards tho end of 1849, and served with it 
there until early in 1852, when he accompaniod it to 
Kasaiili, and was, immediately on amval theiu in 
March, dotaijhcd with tho left wing to Suhathu. As 
adiing Adjutant to tho loft wing lie served at that place 
until early in 1853, when lie was appointed acting Pay 
Master of the regiment and joined the head-quarters of 
the corps at Kasauli. On tho IS**' March 1853 he was 
promoted to tho rank of Captain, and on the 26*^*' Nov- 
cmbT following ho was madi? permanent in tho appoint- 
ment of Pay Master. Towards tho end of the same year 
ho accompaniod tho regiment to Waziriihad, and in De- 
ccmlxT 1856 ho marched with it to Ferozeporo. Ho 
was present with tho i*egiment at Ferozopore when the 
native troops mutinied there in May 1 857, and at a 
later period h(' aeeonqianied tho corps to Delhi and 
was present with it throughout the siege and capture of 
the place. Shortly after tho fall of Delhi he lutumed, 
much broken in health, to Ferozopore, and ho died at 
that place on tho 28*** November 1857. 

Grant, Arthur James (1869— 1900).— (7mre at 
Bannu, No. 1069. — Joined the Punjab Commission in 
August 1888, and in 1896 became Political Agent at 
Wano. Ho was appointed Deputy Commissioner of 
Bonnu in Januaiy 1900, and he died at that place on 
the 17^** July following. 
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Grant, George, Surgeon (1812— 1855).— Orava at 
Ferotipore^ Ifo. 497.— Born in InTemess-Bhiie earl^in 
l812.«-*Entored the Bengal Army, in the Me£cal 
Dept, in 1840. Arrived in India in*Ootober of the 
same year, and was sent, in the usual course, to do duty 
in the Presidency Qeneral Hospital, but before the end 
of the month he was ordered up to Ghinsura to do duty 
there with a body of recruits of H. M.’s Service. 
On duty witlj these recruits he was despatched to 
the Upper Provinces in the following month, and ho 
continued with them until March 1841, when, on arrival 
at Agra, he was directed to join and do duty with the 
31®* Foot. In the following November lie was ap]K)inted 
to the medical charge of tho Battalion of Ai-tilleiy, 
at the same station, and towards the eiiii of tho year he 
accompanied tho head-quarters and tho 4^^ Company of 
the battalion to Nasirabad. In .luno 1842 ho was de- 
tached temporarily to attend tho Maharana of Udaipur 
on his march towards tho Ganges, but ho aftonvanls 
resumed his charge at Nasirabad, and when tho liead- 
quarters of the Battalion left that place? in the spring 
of 1843, ho continued thei*© in medical cliargo of tho 
4‘^ Company. In May 1843 ho was dcticlied for a 
short time to Ajmer to assume medical cliargo of that 
station, and in tho following Decemlxu* lie was dii'octed 
to tako over the medical charge of tho 20^’* N. I. and of 
a detachment of the McTwara Local Battalion, lx>tli 
then at Nasirabad. In ^larch 1844 ho was directed to 
proceed to Cawnporo in medical charge of the 20*^* N. T., 
and, amving there with that coi-jis on ilio 17 ^^ April* 
he continued serving with it (taking n]) from time to 
time various other temporary additional eliarges to 
which he was appointed) until near the end of Oct-olxn* 
1845, when, liemg thou en route to Banuckporo with 
tho regiment, ho wais appoinhul to the tcnqionuy modi- 
Cfil charge of the 22‘* N. 1. ; with this cor]is he rotuiaied 
to tho Upiier Provinces, ai-riving at Faiehgarli 
early ill March 1S4G.

— The fourth son of James 
Murray Grant, Esej., of Glenni oris ton, C'o. InveriK’ss, and 
Moy, Co. j\Ioray. Bunion the 3’*' IMarcli 1S22. — Entered 
the Bengal Anny in 1813. Anived in Fiidia in Nov- 
ember of the same year, and in the following month 
was sent up to Benar(‘s to do duty with Uie 4.5**' N. T. 
In April 1844 he was posted to the 74**' N. T , which he 
joined at Nowgong, in Bnndelkhnnd. Towards tho end 
of 1845 he marched with the regiment U^ Ho.sliaijgabad, 
on the Narbadda, and in the summer of the siicceixling 

{ ear ho accompanied it to Mhow, in Mahva. Early in 
December 1847 he was appointed acting Intcrproier and 


Quarter Master of ^ihaitglment^^a^ having been oeo* 
firmed in the ' post befoate the end ol the atuontht Iw 
continued holding it for nearly five la tlia 

spring of 1850 he accompanied the roj^ent to Daocsi 
in Eastern Ben^, and his health having failed there, 
he procooded, m the summer of 1851, on six months’ 
leave to hladras and Ceylon. Having rejoined at 
Dacca, he accompanied the regiment to Barraokpore in 
May 1852, and in tho following November ho resigned 
tho appointment of Intoqiretor nnd Quarter Master ; 
he was, however, ro-appoiiited to act in December, and 
he continued officiating in the ^st for more than four 
months. In tho spring of 1853 he accompanied the 
regiment to Cawnporo, where ho served with it until 
tlie summer of the following year, when ho went on 
leave to Calcutta, and thence home on furlough iu 
St>ptc?ml)cr 1854. Ho n^tumed to India at tho login- 
ning of Pobriiai'y 1857, and in the course of the same 
month was sent up to Benai^es, by water, on duty with 
a body of European roernits. Ho eventually rejoined 
his I'egimont at Delhi, nnd was with it there when tho 
Mutiny took place on the ll*** Alay, but had tho good 
fortune to effect his escape to Kniual, and thonco to 
Amlxiln. On tho advance of the Delhi Field Forco ho 
was attached to H. kl.’s 75**' Foot ns acting Tnteii)i*cter, 
and lie was jirosent with that regiment at the action of 
Badli-ki- Serai and at tho siege of Delhi up to the lO**' 
July, when ho was np)u)inted to do duty with tho 4^** 
Sikh Infantry. On the 17*** of the same month ho was 
ajipointod Adjutant of tho Kamaon Battalion, but ho 
coutinuod serving with tlu* 4*'* Sikh Infantry until tho 
1st August, when ho joined tho Kamaon nattalinn oil 
its arrival iu camp, and with this corps ho served 
throughout tho n^mainder of the siege of Dcdhi nnd at 
the storm and cajituio of tho ]daco In 8epteinl)or.

In March 1S71 ho was transferred 
from Morar to Ainbala for general duty, and ho was 
shortly aft(?rwardH granted leave fur six montliH to pro- 
ceed to Almora and Miissoorio on his private affairs 
Ho, howovor, ])ro(jceileil to Simla, when ho died on tho 
5*** Juno following. 

Grant, Robert Innes, Lieutenant (1833—1859).— 
Orave at TuUipnr, Oudh~Nepal Frontier ; tablet at 
Kohatf No. 1043.— The second son of Sir Robert Innos 
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Onmii Bart. (IX), of Dalvey, Co. Elgin, and jotinger 
Imito of .Sir Alexander Orant, BarL (X), rrinoipal 
and Yioe-C^anoellor of the Uniyersily of Edinburgh, 
and Bometime Director of Fublio . Instruction in the 
Bombay Presidency. Bom in 1833. — ^Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1854. Arrived in India in March of 
the aame year, and was sent up to Benares to do duty 
with the 50^^ N. I. In the following August he was 
posted to the 64^^ N. I., which he joined at Lahore, and 
with that corps, toward^ the end of the following year, ho 
marched up to Peshawar. He served with the 64^^ at 
Peshawar until May 1857, when, in consoquecce of its 
disaffected condition, the regiment was deprived of its 
arms. On the 25^^ of the same month he was appointed 
to do duty with the 6^^ Punjab Infantry at Eohat, and 
on the 29^^ he was appointed Offg. Adjutant of that 
regiment. In the following August he was appointed 
Offg. Adjutant of the 1**^ Sikh Infantry at Uera Ghazi 
Khan, and early in September ho became Station Staff 
Officer at that place. In November 1857 ho vacated 
these appointments, but ho continued attached to the 
re^pment, and accompanied it when it marched for 
Hindustan, on service, in January 1858. Joining, with 
the regiment, a held force assembled at Roorkoo, he 
served with it tliroughout the subsequent campaign in 
Rohilkhand, and was present in the skirmish at Najib- 
abad, the action of Nagina, the occupation of Morad- 
abod, the (capture of Bareilly, the action of Baimai, and 
the capture of Mahomdi. In May 1858 he was again 
appointed to officiate as Adjutfmt, and having Ix^en 
made permanent in the appointment in the following 
July, he continued holding it until his death. In Sep- 
tember 1858 ho was transferred from the cadre of the 
64**' to that of the 22* N. I., with effect from the 30*** 
April preceding. As Adjutant of the 1®* Sikh Infantry 
be served in the final campaign in Oudfa, including the 
capture of Amethi and Shankargarh, the passage of 
the Ghagra, the action of Machligaun, and the advance 
to Pipra Ghat on the Rapti, and towards the end of 
December 1858 he was appointed Staff Officer of the 
detached force loft at this place. In tlanuary 1859 he 
was appointed to officiate as Socond-in- Command of the 
regiment^ in addition to his duties as Adjutant, and 
this apj)ointment, too, he retained until the end. On 
the 30th March 1859 ho moved out witli the regiment 
from Tulsipur, on the Oudh-Nopal Frontier, to meet a 
largo force of rebels and mutineers whose aT)proach 
had l)een ropoHod ; the oiioiny wore encountered on the 
following morning near the Jarwa Pass, and a sovoi *0 
action ensued, in the course of which this gallant 
young officer lost his life, ho having fallen under the 
lire of the rebels whilst bravely leading on his men to 
the attack. 

Grant, Robert Joynt Gordon, Surgeon (1804 — 
1856 ). — Grave at Anibala, No. 233. — ^l^iiitered II. M’s. 
Service on the 7*** September 1826 as an lIos])ihil 
Assistant for general service. On the 14**' February 
1828 ho was appointed a Staff Assistant- Sui'geon to 
the Forces, and on tho 18**' December following he was 
posted in that rank to the 22^* Foot. Ho joined that 
regiment in Jamaica, and (except when on leave 
in 1832-33) served with it thei*e until 1837, and 
afterwards in Ireland from April 1837 to December 
"" 1840. On tho 15*** December 1840 he i-ovoited to 
tho Staff, and on tho 2'* July 1841 ho was promoted 
to tho rank of Staff Surgeon. On tho D* April 
1842 he was appointed Surgeon to tho 10*** Foot, 
joined that regiment at Winchester, and in the course 
of tho same month embarked with it for Bengal. 
Having landed at Calcutta in August 1842, ho served 
with the regiment in Fort William until November 
1844, when he proceeded with it to the Upper Prov- 
inces, arriving at Meerut in February 1845. In 
December 1845 ho marched with the regiment to join 
the Army of the Sutlej, and in the following February 
be was present with it at the battle of Sobroop (Medal). 
On the termination of tho campaign ho returned with 


thq xegpmont to Meeru^ and on the 7^ Augurt 1846 
he was transferred to the 16**^ Lancers, from which cm 
the 29**' December following he exchanged into the 
9 th Lancers. He joined this regiment at Meerut in the 
spring of 1847, and served with it there until the 
autumn of the following year, when, on the outbreak 
of the second Sikh War, he proceeded with it on service 
to the Punjab. He was present with, the remment 
thioughout the Punjab Oampaign of 184^9, induding 
the passage of the Ghonab at Bamnagar, and the battles 
of Chilianwala and Gujerat (Medal and two clasps). 

On the conclusion of the campaign he marched with 
the regiment to Wazirabad, whence, early tin 1851, he 
accompanied it to Ambala, at which place he continued 
serving with it until his death. He died at Ambala 
the 15**' February 1856. 

— Surj^oon (then AfiBt.-Surguou) Gnuit marrlod at Bath, in 
July 1832. Mary, rdict of tho Revd. H. Towtou, Reotor of 
Vero, ill tlio islaud of Jamaica. 

Grant, Sweton, Captain (1819—1849).— (Jraro at 
Lahorn^ No. 606. — -The eldest son of Major-General 
Duncan Orant, Royal Artillery. Born at Dover on the 
10**' October 1819. — Entered H. M.’s Service on the 
15**' May 1840 as an Ensign in the 76**' Foot, which he 
joined at Bermuda. Towards the end of tho following 
year lio accoinpanied his regiment to Halifax, in Nova 
Scotia, whence ho returned home with it in October 
1842. Ho subsequently served w-itli tho corps at 
Formoy, Plymouth and Devonport until January 1844, 
when, having on the 19*** of that month been promoted 
to the rank of Lieutenant in the 57**' Foot, he joined 
tho dc])<)t of that regiment at Chatham. In the follow- 
ing summeu' he proceeded to Madras, and landing on 
the 1®* So)>tomber, ho joined the 57**' at Fort St. George, 
whence, in April 1845, he accom[»amed the left wing to 
Arcot, In tho following Deceinl)er he iiroceedod with 
the wing to Poonamalec, and tho regiment tjeing 
concentrated iUere, he was appointed acting Adjutant 
ill February 1S4G. On tho 3'*Ai)ril 1846 he was 
transfiTi’ed lo tho 24**' Foot, on that corps being aug- 
mented for service in India, but bofoiT) intelligence of 
tliis transler (.'Oiild reach him ho had, 16*** Ajiril, sailed 
for England with the 57**'. On arrival in England, at 
the end of Septemher 1846, ho joined tho depot of tho 
24**' at Chatliarn, and he continued serving with it 
there until tho summer of tho following year; when he 
proceeded to India to join the head-(iua?ters of the 
i-egiment. Landing at Calcutta in November 1847 he 
shortly afterwards proceeded to the- Upper Provinces, 
and, early in ISIS, joined the 24**' at Agra. In 
October 1818 ho marched with the regiment to Foroze- 
pore, and tho corps having, in the following month, 

IxJim included in the Army of tho Punjab, he thereafter 
served tliroughout the Punjab Campaign of 1848-49,-— 
with tho 24**' at the passage of the Clienah and tho 
action of Sadulapur ; as Orderly Officer to Brigadier- 
General Campbell (afterwards Lord Clyde) at tho battle 
of Chilianwala; and as a Captain in the 24**' (promoted 
14**' January 1849) at the liattlo of Gujerat. On the 
conclusion of tho campaign ho proceeded with tho 
regiment to Wazirabad, whoneo in the autumn ho 
proceeded on leave. He died at Lahoi'o on tho 19**' 
October 1849. 

Grantham, Francis, Captain (1820—1851).— 
Grave at Feshawar^ No. 938. — Son of Henry Grantham, 

Esq.,, of Scawby, Co. Lincoln. Bom in October 1820.— 
Entei’cd H. M.’s Seiwice on tho 26*** April 1839 as an 
Ensign in the 98*** Foot. He joined that regiment at Hull, 
and in tho summer of tho same year proceeded with it to 
Newcastlc-on-Tyne. On the 16*** April 1841 ho was 
promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. In Juno 1841 he 
accompanied the i*egiment to Ireland and served with % \ 
it at Naas and Dublin until November, when he ^ 

P roceeded with it to Plymouth. At that place, in 
)ecembor 1841, he embarked with tho regiment for 
service in China, and in tho following summer he 



genr^ wiih it in the expedition to the Yang-tse-Kiapg» 
and was present at the storm and capture of Ohin* 
Kiang-Foo and at the landing before Nanking (Medal). 
After the termination of the war he continued seiring 
wi& the regiment in China, at first at Hong-Kong and 
afterwards at Chusan, and on the 10^ July 1846 he 
was promoted to the rank of Captain. About tho same 
time the regiment embarked for Bengal^ and he was 
gent home for a tour of service at the regimental depot. 
On the conclusion of this duty he preceded to India, 
and landing at Calcutta in December 1847, he proceeded 
to the Upper Pi’cvinces and rejoined his ronment, then 
en route from Dinapore to Meerut, at which place he 
arrived vrith it in March 1848. In tho following Juno 
he«accompanied tho corps to Ambala, at which place he 
continued serving with it until February 1849, when 
ho proceeded with a wing of the regiment to Lahore, 
and nay ing crossed the Sutlej prior to tho termination 
of the second Sikh War, he received the medal granted 
for the Punjab Campaign of l&t8*49. In December 
1849 he accompanied tho regiment to Peshawar, at 
which place he continued serving with it until his death, 
which took place there on the 15^*» March 1851, in 
consequence of wounds received in an encounter 'with a 
party of frontier fanatics. He was riding, with a hwly, 
on the Michni road, not far from tho Artillery (juarter- 
guard, when ho and his companion wore attacked by 
a gang of five Pathans. Tho lady was suffered to 
escape, but their horses 'wore carried off, and ho himself 
was loft on the ground so grievously 'W'oundetl that 
he died in thiJ course of a few days. (Tlii.s appears 
have been tho fii^st of tho long roll of aK.sa.s8inations by 
Pathan fanatics in Peshawar.) 

Grays James Coutts Crawford, 1/a/or (1801— 
1852). — Grace at Verozei.nre, No, 489. — Son of Cliaries 
Gray, ii3sq.,of Carso, Co. Forfarj Scotland. Bora at Cai’so 
in 1801. — Entered tlie Bengal Army in 1822. Airived 
in India in August 1823, and at tho end of the following 
month 'was ordered up to Benares to do duty into the 
Isfc Battalion 29^** N. I. ; Ixiforo ho could join tliat 
corps, however, he was posted, 20^^ October, to tho 2”^* 
Battalion N. I., and, proceeding ouwanls, he joined 
it at Giirgaon beiForo tln3 end of the year. On tho 
reorganisation of tho Army fjiking placo in ^fay 1824 
lie was iK)steil the 18^’* N. T. (late Battalion 6tli), 
with which ho (continued serving at Gurgaon until flie 
ouccoecUng^July, wlien, on the foraiaiion (d‘ flank 
battalions fi)r service in the Burmeso War, he was 
api)ointed (with the grenadier company of liis regi- 
:nent) ti> tlio 1 Gr(?nadicr Battalion, organised at 
Ca'wnpore. On the SeptcinlKU' following ho was 
appointed acting Adjutant of this battalion, and having 
been made j)crmanent in this appointment on the 24 ^k 
November, he accompanied the hattilion on service and 
was employed with it at Chittagong and in Arakan 
during the campaign of 1824-25 against the* Burmese 
(India Meilsd and clasp), lie returned witli tin? hatti- 
lion to Bengal in April 1820, and the corps having 
been broken up at Dinapore in ^fay and the succeeding 
mouths, ho, after au interval of leave at Biixar, j’cjoinod 
the IS*-*' N. r. at Bharatpur in NovemVKBr. In January 
1827 be inarched with the regiment to Agra, whence 
in the following July ho proceeded on sick leave to 
Calcutta, and thence, in Noveinlx?r, to New South 
Wales. He raturaed lo India in October 1829, and 
rejoined his i*egiment at Jubbulpore, whence towards 
tho end of 1832 ho marched with it to Bctul. Early 
in 1836 he accompanied the corps to Sikrol, Benares, 
whence he pix)ceeded on leave to the Presidemey in 
April, and thence homo on furlough in 1836. 

Beturning lo Bengal in November 1839 he rejoined his 
regiment at Barraokpore, from which station he pro- 
ceeded with it to Allahalwci in the winter of 1841-42, 
In May 1843 he officiated for some iinio as Fort 
Adjutant at Allahabad, Towai’ds the end of the year 
he accompanied the regiment to Lucknow, for tern- 
|K>rary duty at that place, and in January 1844 he 


xna^od thence with the corps en route to NMirdbodp 
arriving at the latter place in March. At the end at 
January 1846 he waa nominated to the oommand af 
the 7^1^ DcTOt Battitiion, to bo raised at Mainpori, but 
early in the following March the formation ihm 
coxpa was countermanded, and ho rejoined hie regi» 
xnent at Nasirabad. In October 1846 he prooeeded oa 
leave to Calcutta, whence, in Foliruaiy 1847, he agoui 
went home on furlough. Returning to India in May 1§46, 
ho rejoined the 18^*^ N. I. at Ferozepore^ and having 
attained tho rank of Major in the prec^ng year, he 
was in command of tho regiment at that station from 
November 1849 to the time of his death. He died at 
Perozepox'o on tho 13*l> April 1862. 

Note.— M ajor (tlion Capftin) Gray marrioil, at Gaidc»n Renth, 
Calcutta, on the 17^^ March 1841, jesHus tlio youngoit daughter 
of William Smith, Knq., of Ayr, N. B. This lady died at Nailrabad 
onthc22d June 1846. 

Craydon, Alexander. Af.D., Assisfant^Surgeon 
(1817 — 1845 ). — Tablet at Ferozepore, No. 441. — Entered 
H. M.’s Service ou the 15*^ May 1835 as au Assistant- 
Surgeon to tho Forces. On the 27^'* November follow- 
ing ho wt&s transfon'ed to tho 50^^ Foot, which he joinoil 
in New South Wales in 1836. In January 1841, con- 
sequent on the tranhfer of the regiment to tho Indian 
Ksiablislimont, he sailed with it from Sydney, and ho 
landed with it nt Calcutta in the following A[)ri]. Jle 
was soon aftemaiils dosj^aichod to Cliiua for duty with 
tho 26* FiH)t, then on service in that country, and ho 
served there with that corps, hiking part in sumo of 
tho ojKirations in which it was engaged, luilil Novem- 
ber 1841, when ho was sent biclc to India in medical 
charge of invalids. He arrived at Cahmtta at tho 
end of December, and, bis regiment bung thou at 
Motilmoin, he was aj)|K>inted, January 1842, to the 
modioil charge of the dctaclrmonls of H. M.’s troops at 
Chinsiira ; this charge he retained until the following 
April, when ho raioined tho 50*^ on its arrival at that 
place. Ill July 1842 lie embarked with the regiment, at 
Chinsiira, and proceeded willi it, by Iniat, to (yawnpore, 
where lie ari’ived witli it in Novemlx^r, and ho ymn left 
at tliat ])hu;e, in charge of the invalids and siek, when, 
in Novemlior 1843, tlie regiment profreeded cm service 
to Gwalior. In Novomlwr 1844, while in jirogresH 
with tlio regiment from Cawnporo to Ijiidhiana, ho was 
n.pj)oiiiled to tho inedieal charge of tlio .31”*' Foot, and 
having joined that curps at Anihaia, Im coiitiniicMl 
sinwiiig -i^ith it until OetolMU* 1815, when lio was c^oiri- 
]3eIIed t*) proceed on siek leavo <o Simla. On the 23* 
Novcuuher, being still on siek Ie:lv^^ ho resigned th<^ 
TTH*dieal cliarge of tho SP* Foot, and at tho end of the 
month he ri»joined the .50*** at liiidhiana. Ou tho out- 
bmik of the iii*st Sikh War ho acc(mL]ianied liis regimemt 
into the liidd with the Aj-my of the Sutlej, but ho 
uiifoHimately lost his lifcj in the very first on gage- 
nient of the campaign. At ’Miidku on the 18**‘ Duceiii- 
l)Or 1845, ho fell mortally wounch'd while devotedly 
discharging his proftvssional duties on the field of battle*, 
and he snccuinlMjd to liis injuries in the course of tho 
succeeding night, 

Greathed, Hervey Harris (1817—1857 ). — Grace 
at Delhi, No. 120. — The Heeond son of Edward Groat- 
hod, Esq., of Uddims, Co. Dorsef, by Mary Elizalieih, 
his wife, tlio only danghtei* of Sir Richard Carr 
Glyn, Hart. (I), of Gauiits, Co. Dorset, and brother 
of Lieul.-neiicrJil Sir Edwai’d Harris Gntaihod, K.C.B., 
II. M.*h Service, and of IMajor-Gonoral William WjJIsJi - 
force Hairis Gi*cat}ied, (>.B., Jhiyal (Bengal) Engineei-s. 
Born in 1817. -Enlererl the Bengal Clivil Service in 1835. 
An’ived in India in Oetolxjr 1836, and in tlio following 
July was a])poi7if^Kl an Assistant under the Cuui- 
missionor of the Bohilkhand Division, at Bareilly. In 
July 1838 he was apt>ointfjd an As-sisbiiit f/> the Political 
Agent at Ambala. In June 1840 he Isicamo Assistant 
to tho Agent to tho Qoveiiioi’-froneral for tlie Affaira 
of the Punjab, and while holding this appointment lie. 
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in Oetobejp 1848, in the capacity of Seoretaiy of Ima- 
tiop, aeoozDp^ed Sir George Clerk, Enroj to the Maha- 
raja ShOT ^ngb, to Lahore. In April 1843 he proceed- 
ed to Ehaital on political duty, and harixig been 
there, Tirhen the outbreak took place on the 10th of that 
nonth, he became involved in the disaster which befel 
the detachment under the command of Captain 
Whistler, N. I., and was compelled to retreat 
to Kamal. In November 1843, he was appointed 
Political Agent at Jaipur, and in January 1^ 
Political Agent at Jodlipur, and in this appoint- 
ment he continued until March 1848, when he 
went home on furlough. Ho returned to India in 
February 1851, and in the following October he was 
appointed acting Joint Magistrate and Depy. Collector 
of Bijnaur; this post he held until March 1852, when 
he was appointed Magistrate and Collector of Cawnpore. 

In November 1853 he was appointed to officiate as 
Civil and Sessions Judge of Jaunpur, and in July 1854 
ho became Civil and Sessions Judge of Benares. In 
September 1854 he was appointed OfTg. Commissioner 
of the Meerut Division, and in that appointment ho 
was confirmed in May 1855. Ho was still holding the 
appointment when the Mutiny broke out in 1857, and 
on the formation of tho Dellii Field Force he joined it 
•in the capacity of Agent to the Lieutenant- (lovernor 
of the N.-W. Provinces ; and ho, thereafter, sei*ved 
with it throughout the siege of Delhi up to tho 19^'> 
September 1857 (the day before the mutineers and 
rebels were linally expelled from the city), when lio 
unfoHunately died of cholera. 

Note. —Hr* On3atlicd married, in 18*14, Eliza Frances, daughter 
of Thoinaa Jacob Tumor, Esq., of the Bengal Civil Service. 

Greathed, Robert Harris (1823 -1851).- 
and tablet at Simla, Nos. 327 emd 388. — The fourth son 
of Edwainl Greailied, Esq., of Uddens, Dorsetshire, 
and brother of llervey Harris Greailied (q, i\) 
Bom on the 11th NovemlxT 1823. — Entoi*ed the Bengal 
Civil Service in 1845. AiTived in India tin' snme year, 
and in Oedobor was appointed an Assistant iiiuhir the 
Commlssionei’ of tho Meerut Division. Li Dcccnilier 
184(5 he was appointed an Assistant under the De])y. 
Comiiiissioner of tho Cis-Suth'j Ten’itories, and he 
remained in that employment until January 1850, when 
he was appointed a Settlenicnt Oiliccr in the J{e('liiia 
Doab. He died at Simla on the 17**^ August 1851. 

Greaves, Robert Thurstan, JAaibnai^ (1870 — 
1897).' — Crave at MalakanJ, No. 1110. — Boi'ii on the 
June 1870. — ETitered H. ]M,’s Service (from tlu; 
Royal Mily. College) on the 13**^ May 1891 as a Second- 
Lieutenant in the Battalion JjancMshirc Fusiliers 
(the iO Foot), wliicli he joined at Belfast. On tlie 
5*'^ October 1892 he was promoted to the rank of Lient- 
euant, In May 1893 he proccsnled with the l)allalioii to 
the Cnrragh. In February 1894 he was iraiisfeiriMl to 
the 2‘> Battalion of the Lancasliiro FnsilicTs, and pro- 
ceeding to India ho joined that eorj)S at (^uefla in the 
following month. Jii August ] 895 he went lioine on 
leave, and was absent until ^May 18Jt>, when In; returneil 
to India ami i-ojoined the liattalion at (Quetta. Having, 
in August *1897, been permitteil to join the ^lalakand 
Field Forcb iis Sjiccial CoiTcspotidont of tlie 'l imes of 
^ India, he, in that ( aj)acity, aeeompaiiied tho Force on 
the expedition to Upper Swat, and on the 17*^' of that 
month was present in tho action of Ijandakai. In tlie 
pursiiit which followed the action ho, liowover, unfor- 
tunately lost his life, for, having liddoTi forward with 
some officers and men of tho Guides Cavalry, he and 
the party c’ame suddenly under a hot lire from a body 
of the oneiny post oil on tho hills, andhav-ing been struck 
by a bullet in tho body he fell fT*om his hui*se ; tho 
enemy’s swordsmen immediately rushed upon him, 
and would inevitably have hacked him to pieces oti 
the s])ot, had they not been instantly charged, with tho 
greatest gallantry, by Colonel Adams, Lieutenant 
MacLean, Lord i’incastlo (now the Earl of Dunmore) 


and a few men of the Guides, who would probably have 
succeeded in bringing him o£^ had he not been agMn 
Aot through ^e body and killed as Lord Fincastle was 
in the act of raising him and replacing him on his 
horse. Lieutenant MacLean, who was likewise helping 
him, fell mortally wounded almost at the same mo- 
ment. 

Green, Eric Henry Ernest. Lieutenant (1871— 
1900 ). — Grave at Peshawar, No. 965. — The fourth son 
of the Bevd. Alfred John Morgan Green, M.A. Bom 
at St. Davids, Co. Pembroke, on the 5 ‘h March 1871.— 
Entered H. M.’s Service (from the Royal MHy. Academy, 
Woolwich) on the 25**‘ July 1890 as a Second-Lieut- 
enant in the Royal Engineers. After two years’ seriucco 
at Chatham, he came out to India in Sep^mbor 1892« 
and in the following mouth was appointed to do duty 
in the Mily. Works Dept. In the succeeding April 
he was appointed an Asst. Engineer, and on the 22^ 
July 1893 he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. 
In August 1893 he was transfem'd from the Mily. 
Works Dept, to the Bengal Sappers and Miners, the 
head-quarters of which ho joined at Roorkeo, and on 
the 1®* of the following month he was appointed Quarter 
Master of that coi^ps, a post which he continued holding 
until March 1895« Ho subsequently served with the 
depot company of tho corps, and in 1897 he took 
pai*t, with a tolegrajih section, in the opemtions of the 
Toclii V'alley Expedition (India Medal and clasp). In 
So])tember 1898 he was posted to tho I®*- Company of the 
Corj)8, then in the Kliaibar, and he continued with it 
until tho spi*iug of tho following yoar, when he W’as 
i*cmoved to the 6^** Company, whicli had i*elieved the 
1®*^ in tho Khaibar Force. Later, in 1899, he was 
moved back to tho 1®^ Company, then at Peshawar, and 
with this company lie continued serving until Lis death. 
He was assassinated by a Paihau fauiith? at Fort 
Shabkadar, on the Peshawar bordcj*, on the 25^ Mai'ch 
1900. 

Greene, Robert Thomas, Captain (c, 1788— 
1835). — Cvavc at Karnal : see No. 196. — Er.tercd H, 
Al.’s S(?rvice on the CA March ISOO as an Ensign in tho 
53‘1 Foot, and having b(‘en posti'd to I lie 2’^ Battalion 
of that regiment, he joined it in Dublin. In 1808 he 
was liTinsfuiT’ed to tho 1-*^^ Battalion, and pj’occcdiiig to 
India the same year, ho joined it at Cawnpore. On (he 
18*** Octob(>r 1808 lie was ])rumotcd to fhe Veank of 
Jjieatenaut. In the winter of lie was witli tho 

battalion on tield service in BundelJdianil, and in 
January and February 1812 he served with tive com- 
panies of tlio corps at the siege and assault of 
Kalinjar, in the same province. At the end of 1812 
lie marcluHl with the baltalion to IMi^eiTii, wliciice, in 
Ui’tober 181-1, on the outbreak of the (lurkha War, he 
])roeeeded with it uii service to the Dehra Dun, in the 
force under tlie command of Major-General Gillespie. 
He tuck part in both tlie altncks on Kalanga, or Nala- 
pani, and was slightly wounded in the second, on the 
27*** November, and he subsC(|nently served throughout 
tlio remainder of the Dun Caiiqiaign, including the 
attack on Janipia, the oecnpatiou of Nalinn, and the 
siege of Jaithak. On tho conclusion of the campaign 
ho accompanied the battalion to the Lower Provinces, 
at jirst to Berhampore and aftiTwards to (.’alcutta, 
whence, in December 1815, he juoceeJed with it, by 
sea, to Madras, in wliich PresideiiC}', at various statiuiiH 
(at one lime in tlie field against 1 imlari marauders) 
lie served with the battalion for more than seven years. 
On the P* J^larcli 1820 he was promoted to the rank cf 
Captain. In Mui'ch 1823 he wont home with tliO 
53**, landing at Gravesend in the following July. On 
the 7*** OctoUT 1 824 ho exchanged into tho 3i®‘ Foot, 
joined that regiment at Gospoi-t soon afterwaixls, and in 
Januaiy 1825 proceeded with it to Chatham. In 
Febmary, with the right wing of tho i^giment, he 
embarked for Bengal in the H. E. I. C.’s Shi^ Kent, 
and on the 1®^ of the following month became mvolved 



in one of the most deplorable catastrophes of tho time^ 
the Kent having taken fire during a gale in the Bay of 
Biscay and been totiUly lost, with nearly eighty men, 
women and children of tho regiment. With tho 
rescued portion of the regiment he was landed at 
Falmouth by the brig Cambriay and in the course of the 
same month was moved back to Chatham. Later in 
tho year ho ag^in embarked for Bengal with a |H)rtion 
of the regiment, aind ho eventually joined the corps in 
Fort William in November 1825. In the following 
year he proceeded to Dinapore ; in tho Avinter of 1826-27 
he accompanied the I’egimeni to Meernt; and in January 
1831 he mi^rehed with it to Kariuil. In the following 
October he accompanied the corps to lliij'.ar, on tho 
occasion of the meeting between Jjord William Ben- 
tiuck and tho Maharajah Ranjit Singh. Returning to 
Karnal in tho following month, he eontiniu'd serving 
with tho regiment at that place until his death, w'hich 
took place there on tho 21**^ Bueember 1835.

Greenham, Charles John, Lieutenant -Colonel 
(1842 — I88t)). — (h'ave at Veshawar, No, D56. — Born on 
the 13^*^ So[)ti*iub<3r 1842. — Entered II. M.’s Service on 
15^^' Novonilw 1861 as an Ensign in the Foot, 
which ho joined a t llong-Kong, in (’hiua, in the follow 
ing yiiar. On tho 30^*' August 1864 lie was promoted 
to the rank of Ijieu tenant. In JMaivli 1865 lio accom- 
panied tho regiment from Htnig-Kong to tho Cajio 
Colony, South Africa, atid oti tho May 1868 ho 
was appointed Adjutajit of tho corps. lie >vout homo 
with the regiment in Soptemlx'r 186'J, and ho thorcMvftej* 
served >vith it in various parts of tho Uiiit-ed Kiiigdojii 
for more than nine years. On the 30^^^ April 1873 he 
W'as promohxl to tho rank of Captain, and vacutod the 
appointment of Adjutant. When tho regiment was 
sent to Natal, on account of the? Zulu War, in December 
1878, ho w'as left behind with tho dop&t, and having 
boon retained tliere for nearly three years, li<3 lost his 
only cliaiico of service in tho field. Ho was promolotl 
to tho rank of Major on tlio D* July 1881, wlien tho 
99*^'^ Ijocaiiio tho 2'^ ilattalion of tho Wiltslimj Itcgi- 
meiit, and he soon afterwards joined the corps at (y\ipe 
ToAvn, whe^ro it had rooeiitly arrived from Bermutla. 
In January 1882 ho proceeded with tlie battMiIion to 
India, and landing at Bonibay, accorii]ianio(l it in <hc 
folJow'ing month to KaAval l^indi, whence he j rof’eoded 
with it to Nowshera in Novemlxjr 1884. (In the 
28^^ Ootolier 1885 ho w^as pi-omoted lo tho rank of 
Lieutomint-Colonel, and in tho following montJi h(» 
was posted to the D*- Buttalion of tlio Wiltsliiro Regi- 
ment (tho 62'^ Foot), tl)eii at homo. Having, Imwcvcr, 
prefciTod a special request that ht‘ might hr re-posted 
to tho 2'' I'attalion (the 99^'* ), hr remained at Lahore, 
awaiting a rojJy U) his application, w'hich >vas complied 
with in tho ensuing February. lie, however, did not 
live to roooivo iniolligenco of this ro-transfor, liaviiig 
died at jjahon; on tho 2B^ February 1886. 

GreensUl, Thomas Mating, (Aqffain (c 1828 — 
1857 ). — Grave at Delhi; insrription at Delhi, - No, 
162. — Son of John Greensill, Es(|r. by Eliy.a, his wife, 
the third daughter of tho Kevd. John Roberts, Rector 
of Kill St. Nicholas, Co. Waterford : lio was oon- 
Roquently nephew to General Sir Abraham Roberts, 
G.C.B., and cousin to Field-Marshal Earl UoliertH, 
K.P., G.C.B.— Entered H. M.’s Service on the 5‘^» 

April 1846 as an Ensign in tho 24^^ ^’oot, and lowing 
joined that regiment at Cork, he embai-ktid with it 
for Bengal on tho 8^*‘ of tho succeeding month. 
Landing at Calcutta in August, he accompanied tho 
corps to tho Upper Provinces, and with it arrived 
at Agra in March 1847. On Iho 20^^ October 1848 
he was promoted to the rank of Lioutciiant. On tho 
xogimont being called into the field in October 1848, 


on the occasion of the second Sikh War, he was left 
at Agra in command of the depot, and he did not 
rejoin the regiment until neai* the end of the 
following year, when it was statiouoci at Wazirabt^. 
Ho was nctiTig Intorprotor to tho regiment for sovoral 
months in 1850-51, and in tho latter your the {lorma- 
nent appointment, of Tnterprotor was co!?ferrtvl upon 
him. Ill February 1852 ho accompanied tho mgimont 
to Sialkot. On tho 15*^ March 185.3 ho atiaitiml the 
rank of Capiuiii ami vacated the appointnioiit. of In- 
terpreter, hut no otlitfi* qualified officer l)oing available 
to relievo hiiu, lie ciuitiuued acting iii the appointment 
until the spring of J 854. In Juno 1854 ho was again 
appointed acting liitorproter, and ho coiitimiod holding 
the situation for fifteen months, in tlio course of 
which, in Noveuil>er 1854, he accompanied tho regi- 
ment to Pt^shawnr. In StqiUmilier lS,‘i5 his services 
were ])l:iccd at tho disposal of the Govt, of India 
for onqjloyiuoiit in tho Public Works l)e]»t. in the 
Ihinjab, ami in the following tnonfli he was ajipoint- 
ed an Asst. Engineer on the Laliore and Peshaw'ar 
Road, with his head -quarters at Ritwul Piiuli. Ho 
continued in this situation until May 1857, when, on 
tho ontbivak of the Mutiny, ho was appoiniod an 
Asst. Field Engineer with the Delhi Field Foret?, and 
when that force moved forward in tlio following 
month lu) aceoinpaniod it and was presont with it at 
tho action of Radli-ki-Serai and at tho Kiibso(|Uont 
siege of Delhi up to tho 20*** July, when a lameiitublo 
accident brought hi.s career to a close. On tho oven- 
ing of that day, after dark, lx»iiig on duty at the 
Metcalfe ]>ic(pa?t, ho went lK>yond tho lino of soritrioH, 
for iho pui pobO, it w{i.s sup]iosed, of reconnoitring : on 
his return he ap|)roached the post of one of the seniriea 
and was dial longed, liat having oiiiier failtid to reply, 
or his ro]dy not having boon lieard, the si iitry fired, 
and he fell mortally woundod. After several lioum 
of intense suiTcring, ho died in camp ou t!ie following 
morning, the 2P‘ July 1857. 

Gregg, Henry John, Lieufmanl (r. 1826»— 1846).— 
Grave at Ferozt fine ; su'. No. 444. — Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1842. Arrived in India in v.l.ui li 1843, ami 
in Die following moiitli was appoinb'.d lo do duty 
witli tho 1-5^** i\. I. at Benare.s. In Juno 181-3 ho was 
posted to the 42'* Nulive (Iiight) I id unfry, joined that 
ivgirnent fit Mainpiiri, and in November 1845 aceorn. 
paniod it to fjiidhiana. On the outbreak of the first 
Sikh Wa^ la? jnic(*<l fhe Army of the Sutlej with Jiis 
regiment, and was ]>n?sent fit tho li.iftles of Miidki 

ail Firozshahr. He dieil at Firoy.pur on the 2'* Mar(?h 
]84t> of wounds r(‘ceivt?d in action with the Siklis,** 
but no record lia,s bf?en found to show when, and 
wdierc, and under what circumstances, he received tho 
Wound of which he eventually ilied. 

Greig, Aloxandor, M, ])., Snrffrou (J815 — 
18.52h — Grave at Lahitre, No. 652. - Entered tho 
Bengal Army, in tho Medical D(ipartment, in 1838. 
Arriveil in India in August of the same year, aruJ, after 
a she i*i tour of duty in the Presidency (l(mer;d Ifos- 
jiital, was appointed in OctolK?r to the rneilical charge 
of the 2* llegirnent of Infantry of the Oiidh Auxili- 
ary Force (afterwards styltwl tho 2'* Gudh Local 
Infantry). Ho joined this (?orps at Sifapur and Hcrved 
with it there until the end of 1840, wlieii ho pnxsoodoil 
with it to Lucknow. Jn A]jnl 1812 he again went 
to iSita]>iir with llio regiment, ami in Novemljer and 
DocemlKT 1850 ho marclicd with it to Sultanpiir. On 
attaining tlio rank of Surgeon ho reverted to military 
duty under the ( Vmimander-in-Chiof, and in July 1851 
he was posterl to the 70^*' N. I. ; but this airangomont 
wuB afterwards ean(?e)lod, and in tlm following moiiih 
he wa.s ]ioste<l to tlio 5^^ N. 1.

— Tho only son 
of Major (Brevet Liiiutonant-Colonol) William Grierson, 
15^'' Foot; (iprandson of Sir Robert Grierson, Bart. 
(V), of Lag, Co. Dumfries; and great-grandson of 
Alexander, Karl of CarnwiitL. — Kntored IT. M/s Service 
on tho 21**^ May 1847 as an Ensign in tho 28^'* Foot. 
Proceeded to India and joined the regiment at Doeaa in the 
autumn of tho same year, and in Novoinl)or accompanied 
it to Bombay. On the 27' of the following iiiouih ho 
was transroncMl to the 8'^* Foot, tho left wing of whicjh 
ho joined in BojnViay in tlio spring of 1848. In tho 
following Octolxjr ho proceeded with the regiment to 
Karaclii, ami in Di'ceinbcr 1850 ho Mccoinpanicd it to 
DcLsa, wlicre ho seiwed with it for nearly ilinuj years. 
On the 15"* OciolKjr 1852 he was promoted to the 
rank of J lieutenant. In Dccond)er 1853 he went homo 
on si(dc leave, an<i was absemt from Inditi until the 
spring of 1857, wlien lie rejoined tiu; legiiiierit at 
Jallundur. lie was at that station when tho .Mutiny 
broke out tbere in June 1857, and in t)n^ same' nionih 
he aoeompaTiied tho regumnit to Delhi, at the siege 
of wliie’i ]daec lie was iiefively (Migaged for two 
months, taking part in tlie n? pulse of the sorties of tho 
14"‘, KV' and 23'' July. Towards ilie eml of 
August ho was invalided to Andiala, at \\hi<di [daeo 
ho died, of dropsy, on tho 4*'* Sej)tenil>er 1857.

Griffin, John, Gaptaln and Ilrcvcf- }fajor (1797 — 
1845 )* — 'raid ft at K/veepnre, No, 412. — Entered tho 
Bengal Army in 1818. Arrived in India in April 1819, 
and was s(nit up to Barrackjw.>ro to do duty witli the 
1**^ Battalion 11''’ N. 1. In Juno 1819 he was sent 
on to l)ina])ore to do duty with llic> Bengal Euroj)eau 
Reginiont, juul intlie following 0(doher ho was direetiHl 
to join and procood with tlio 2'* Bailalion 14"’ N. T., 
then under orders to march to Cawuporo and l^^ifeh- 
garh, and with a wing (»f this cor])S lie contimusi 
fiorviitg at tho former pljiee for many inoiitlis. To 
June 1820 ]u< was ])osted to llie P' Bathilion 8"' N. I., 
then at lloshangabail, on tin? Xarbaclda, but that 
Btation being remote and iiot easy <»f aoeess, lui was 
porinitteil to continue doing duty with the 2'' Battallun 
14"*, at Cawnpore, iiiilil the termination nf the rainy 
season, and be eventually j<»ined tlui 1”’ Battalion 8"' 
at Kaita, to whieli pJaot^ it had in Iluj moantirne lieen 
movetl, towards the end of tlu^ year. Towards the 
close of 1823 he accompanied the battalion to Bareilly, 
and tho movement having been made by 'half-liatlalions, 
he was apiiointed, November 1823, to oHiciate as 
Adjutant to one half -battalion during the inareh.

In December 1832 he rejoined his 
regiment at Benares, and almost immediately afterwards 
proceeded with*it to tho Junglo Mahals, where during 
the succeeding months ho went through much harassing 
sc‘rvice against rebel Kols and Cliuars. In May 1833, 
on the conclusion of those operations, he proceeded with 
the regiment to Barrackpore. On the corps leaving 
that stiition for Midna})ore in Novembei^ 1835 he went 
on leave for a brief y)ei*iod, l)ut he rejoined it in Feb- 
rmiry 1 836, and continued serving with it, at Midnapore 
until Noveml)t>r 1838, when he Avas tappoinled Aide- 
d(i-(\amp to Major-General E. H. Simpson, Command- 
ing tlm Force raised in India for tho scVvico of Shah 
Shuja-ul-Mulk ; and having accompanied Bint officer 
to Afglianisiau, ho w'as ])rcscntat the cajdure of GhsAmi 
(Medal) and tho occupation of Kabul.

On the Inoaking u]) of the corps being (Minpletod at 
the end of April 1843, lie went on leave to Mussoorie,

Saiigor ill the following Decemlier, In tho spring of 
1844 ho luai-cliod xvith tho vegirrtent to Nasirabad, 
wlieneo bo proceeded with it to Anibala in the spring 
of 1845. On the outbreak of tho first Sikh War ho 
accompanied his regiment to the front, and with it took 
part in tho battles of iMudki and Ferozsliahi', in the 
latter of which he fell, — 21**' Di'cember 1845.

Griffith, Joseph Carncross, Lieutenant-Golonel 
(1825— ]S7l).-Gm/;c Frnccjimr, No, 503.— Son of 
Samuel Young Griffith, E.sq., of Cheltenham. Born 
at Cheltonliam, Co. Gloucester, on the 29"*- August 
1S25. Educated ui Rugby, 1831-42, in Dr. Arnold’s 
lime, and at Addiscombo, 1842-44. — Entei-ed the Bengal 
Army iti 1814 as a Cadet of Artillery. Arrived in 
India in Dc(Jotnber of tho same year, and in July 1845 
Avas posted to tho 3<* Company 6'** Battalion, Foot 
Artillery (now the Gl)"’ Field Battery, Royal Artillery), 
which ho joined at Cawnpore. In tho following 
November he was posted to tho I***- Company 8"* Bat- 
talion, at Ncomuch, but he continued serving with hia 
former company, and having moved up with it to the 
front on the outbreak of the first Sikh War, he com- 
manded it in tho latter part of the Sutlej Campaign, 
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including the battle of Sobraon (Modal) and the reduc- 
tion of Kot Kaiigra. On the tormiiiatioa of these 
operations he proceeded with the company to .1 ullnndur.

M.*S 
Service on tho ^M iivli 18.88 as an Kiisign in tho 
wlii<4i ho joined tlio samo year in New South 
Wales. Ho tiftorw.ards reiurneil homo on leave, and tho 
regiment having, during his absoneo, Ixiofl transftuTod 
to tho Indian Kstablishnient. ho ]»nit’et'ded to Bi'ugal on 
tho e\]>iry ol‘ his li'ave, landed at ilalciitia in Oi^tolior 
18 1*2, ami, marehing t nrauit Ut tho Ujiper Provinces 
at the end of tlm siiceeeding month on duty Avith a 
delaehinent of n> riiits, eviuitnally rejoinial the 5()‘^» at 
(\i\viip\>n5 ill rilu'uarv 1S|:I. From iliat Ntatioii, in tho 
following NovomlxM*, ho proeoi'iliul wit h tho regiment on 
Held service, ami was ]>rosmii wilh it tliroughont tho 
(Iw.ilior Campaign of 18l:b4l*, ineliidiiig the l>att)eof 
Paniar (bronze star).

GrissoU, CharleSf Major (1805— 1855).— Grave 
Jullundur^ No. 531. — Born iu Loudon in 1805. — ^Entered 
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tlie Bengal Army in 1825. Arrived in India on tlio 
May 1 826, and on the 24**^ of the same month was 
posted to the 61®* N. T., which lie joined at Akyah, in 
Arakan. At the end of the year lie rotarned to Bengal 
with the regiment and a(5coinpanie<l it to Benares, whence 
he proceeded with the right wing to Shahjahanpnr in 
the autumn of ] 628. Tn Soptombor and Octolior 1820 
he officiated for a short tiiuo as Interpreter and Quarter 
Master of the regiment, and in the spring of 1830 ho 
officiated us Adjutant of a wing detached from regi- 
mental lioad-qnarhirs on escort duty. In the winter of 
1831-32 ho marched with the regiment to NfM^much, 
whence ho proceeded on leave to the Presidency in 
Docoml>or 1832, and thence home on furlough in April 
1823. Ho returned to India in Oeiolxu* 1835, and re- 
joined his regiment at Karnal. In tin' summer of 183G ho 
acted for a short time as Station Stall Officer at TTansi, and 
from the beginning of April to the end of May 1837 bo offi- 
ciated as Adjutant of the regiment. In tin? winter of 
1837-38 he inarched with the regiment to Almora. In 
March 1840 he proceeded on leave to Mussoorie, and lieing 
in a bad state of health, ho n'mainod there continuously 
until November Sid, when he rejoined the regiment at 
Agra. In Pobruary 1812 ho was ap])ointod Adjutant of 
the Ist Infantry f jevy, with whieh ho served at Fatoh- 
garh until the end of February 1843, wlioii it was used 
to replenish the ranks of tlie 37*^‘ N. T., one of the regi- 
ments destroyed in the retreat from Kabul. Ho rejoined 
his regiment at Jubbulpoiui in May 1843, and during 
that year was engaged in various movements against 
bands of insurgents in Bundelkhand. He subsequently 
iiorvod with* port ions of the (joiqis at Kalinjar, Simiria, 
and other posts in Bundelkhand, until the spring of 
1845, when ho accompanied the regiment to Nagodo. fn 
Docembor 1846 he proceodod to Calcutta on leave, on the 
expiration of wliicli, in February 18 W, he rejoined his, 
rogirnont at BaiTa<5k])ore. In November 1847 ho went 
homo on furlough, and was absent from India until 
January 1851, when ho returned to Bengal, and rejoinod 
tho 61®* at liucknow. Having attained tlio mnk of 
Major in August l^:51, he succeeded in April 1853 <o 
tho coiniuand of the regiment, whic.li lie ilurcarhn* 
retained until tho close of his career, fn tho s[»riTig of 
1855 ho marched with the corjm to Jullundur, and tlHuo, 
on tho 3*“** July of the same year, ho was unfortunately 
killed ))y a fall from his buggy.

592. -Kiitorod the Bengal .Army in 1827. Arrived lu 

India in October 1828, and in tho following montli was 
sent up to Berhainpore to do djity with the 7*^^ Ts I. In 
January 1829, on tho 7^^ marching for Midiiai)orc, lie was 
directed to do duty with the G3^‘' N. I., on the arrival 
of that regiment at Ihuduimporc, and he joined it accord- 
ingly on the Lst February. On tho 4^^ March he was 
posted to tho 46*^ N. f., but Imving been permithMi to 
remain with tho 63^‘' at Berham])()ro until the mitldlo of 
July, he did not join his own regiment, then at .Muttra, 
until Soptonilior. In the autumn of 1832 ho accom- 
pamed the 46^1' to Noerauch, whence, in tho winter of 
1835*30, ho marched with it to (larrawara. In Decem- 
ber 183G ho proceeded on leave to Calcutta, whence he 
wont homo on furlough in February 1837. Ho returned 
to India in Novomber 1832, and, townrds the end of tho 
succeeding month, n^joined his regi»»umt at Delhi. On 
tho 46*^* leaving that t)Iaco for tho Lower Provinces in 
Octo1)Or 1841, he remained behind on loavo^ hut in tho 
succeeding month he followed the regiment, by river, 
on duty with tho sick and couvalesccnts, and eventually 
rejoined it at Benares in Doceiidier. Early in 184^ he 
aoconipanicd tho regiment to Barrack' »ore, whence he 
proceeded with it to i erhaniporo in tho spring of 18*44. 
In December 1844 he wts appointed acting Adjutant 
of tho regiment. He shortly afterwards marched with 


tho corps for Imcknow, and while en route to that place 
in February 1845, he was made permanent in the ap- 
pointment of Adjutant ; ho, however, resigned this post 
in January 1846. Towards tho ead of 1846 he accom- 
panied tho regiment to Jullundur, w’hence, in October 
1847, ho Tiiar(?hed with it to Lahore. On tho outbreak 
of tho second Sikh War he accompanied hi.s regiment 
into the lielfJ and W is present with it tlirougbout the 
Piiiijab Campaign of 1848 4J, including tho Faction at 
Rarnnagar. tlio passage of tluf Chenab, the action of 
Sadiilapur, and tlio battles of Chilian vv.ala aiid Gujorat 
(]\rerlal and two cl isps;. In March 1849, on the termi- 
nation of the war he was nominated for Mluty at tho 
Landour Convalosc^ont Depot, but this was after- 
wards cancelled, and on the 1®* April (ihe reginwnt 
being then rm>fo to Ludhiana) he pro''(;edod to tho 
liills north of Ilelira 0:1 nino months’ sick leave. Ho 
died at LandoFir 0:1 trie 25’ July following. 

Gruebor, Richai'd, Loml /.icu/rw/ut (1780-^1826), 
‘—Grave al Ifan.'ii, .No, G. — A natural son of Colonel 
Richard Grueboi* of tho Bengal Infantry. — On tho aug- 
luontetion, in 1815, of Skinner’s Horse to a strength of 
three regiments, this geTithmian was aiipointed a Cornet 
in tho 3''* Corps, with local rank from tho 3'* January 
ISIG, and joiiiCMl it Jit llansi. On tho 1G‘'' April follow- 
ing ho was appointed Adjutant of that coiqis, with 
effect fi'oni tho 1®^ March preceding, ami in June 1819 
ho was granted tho local r.auk of Lioutouant, with 
procjodenco from tho 30^^ Septemlier 1817. On tho 
disbandment of the 3"* (>orps, towards tho end of 1812, 
ho was transferred to the 2'“' Corps, whi(?h ho joined at 
Nccmuch. In A]>ril 1820 he was af)i)ointed acting 
Ad jutant of this cor[)S, an {ippointnient in which ho was 
siibsequonily mailo f^ermanoiit, and which ho continued 
holding when, in August 1821, tho corps ceased to form 
j)art of Skimu.r’s Horse, and bo(.*amo a separate organi- 
sation under tlie designation of “ Baddoloy’s Frontier 
Horse.” He eontinned in this position until Jijno 1822, 
when, tho Government having doindod to officer local 
and irregular cor]).s more o.^tensivoly from the regiilsir 
forces, and to dispense wiili tho services of local officers 
ns much ns ])ossiMc in t’ui future, he was discharged 
from the (\)m])nny’.s Service. On the 12tli Soptemlicr 
1823, however, ho was brought hack into tho service as 
ji Tiocal Lieutenant, and appointed Ad jutant of Skinner’s 
Horse (tho original 1®^ Coiqis), which lie joined at 
TTansi, jxnd he was shortly afterwards ‘grantffd rank from 
the dale of his former (*onimission, the 30’*^ Soptoraber 
1817. 1’owarls tho end of December 182 1 he was 
.appointed acting Soi/oml-in-(yOmmand, and in February 
1825 ho was made ]>ormanont Soeond-in- Command with 
offeiit from the 1st January preceding In the winter 
of 1825-2G ho served with the regiment (which was 
now designated the 1®^ Local Horso) at tho siego and 
(?.apturo of Bbaratp ir. On the term i nation of those 
operations lie returned with tho regiment to Hansi, 
whore ho diiMl on the 21**^' October 1826. 

Oubbins, Robert Atkins, lAeuUnani (c. 1816 — 
1845).— 7’uh/c/ tif. /'Vro-f'pnre, No. 442. —Tho oldest son 
of the llevd. Henry Gubbins, Rector of Ballycahaue, 
Co. Limeri(^k, and grandson of James Gubbins, Esqr., 
of Kcrimaro Castle, in the samo county, and of Captain 
Roboi*t Atkins, of Fountain Ville, Co. Cork. — Prior to 
entering tho British Service, this gentleman served for 
more than two years as Ensign and Lieiihmant in tho 
10’*> (Irish) Regiment of Infiintry of the Anglo- Spanish 
Legion, and took part in every action in which that corps 
was engaged during tho Carlist-Cliristino War in tho 
north of Spain from 1835 to 1837, including tho opera- 
tions on the heights of Arhaban, tho affair near Vittoria, 
tho storming of the Carl is t lines at St Sebastian, the 
passage of tho U rumea, the capture of Passages, the 
repulse of tho Carlists at St. Seliastian, tho advance on 
Jf uontarabia, tho battlo of * Amotza, the capture of 
Hornani, tho storming of Irun, and many other actions 
and.skiriuiBhoB, for which he received a Cross and two 
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Medals, and was tvnco mentioned in the General Orders 
of the Spanish Army for gallant conduct in action.— 
Having quitted the Legion in the summer of 1837, he 
entered H. M.*s Service on the I September 1838 as 
an Ensign in tho 62"'^ Foot, then serving in tho Madras 
Presidency. He joined tho regiment at Moulmein in the 
following year, and on tlio 2*^^ September 1840 was 

E romoted to the rank of Lieutenant. In October 1840 
e accompanied tho I'ogiiiiont to Calcutta, wi^enco he 
proceeded with it to Hazaribagh, arriving thoro early 
in December. In November 1841 ho proceeded with the 
corps to Fort William, whence in tho autumn of 1842 
he accompanfod it to Dinapore, and in tho winter of 
1844-45 to Ferozopoi'C. Ho was serving with tlio rogi- 
m<tat at Ferozepore when the lirst Sikh War broke out, 
and on the 21®^ December 1845 he marched out with it, 
in the Division under tho command of Sir John Littler, 
to tako pai*t in tho attack on tho entrenched position of 
the Sikhs at Firo/shahr ; and ho foil in tho sanguinary 
engagement which ensued tho same afternoon. 

Gundry. Charles Bowden, IdenUnant (1825— 
1851). — Orave at Multan, No. 867. — Born at Upix)r 
Loders, near Bridport, Co. Dorset, in 1825. — Entered 
the Bengal Army in 1845. Arrived in India in May 
of the same year, and, proceeding to Ferozepore, he 
there joined tho 12^*' N. I., to which, in anticipation 
of bis arrival, ho had l)een posted in tho ^receding 
March. Ho was with bis I'egiment thi'ougnout the 
Sutlej Campaign of 1845-46, bnt having on tho 
sick repoiii on the day on which the battle of Fimz.shalir 
was fought, lie was not pi^sent on tlio only occasion 
on which his regiment was actually engaged. Ho 
accompanied tho regiment to Lahore after the final 
struggle at Sobraon, and remained with it there after 
tho termination of the war. In tho cold season of 
lfttG-47 ho ac(!oinj>aniod tho corps to Aligarh, annving 
there in February 1847, and from October 1848 to March 
1849 ho was employed in tho Dept, of Public Works 
as Bxocntivo Officer of tho Sixth Division of the Grand 
Trunk Road, llo was afterwards on leave at Mussoorio 
until tho middlo of Oc?tobor, when ho rejoined his ro^- 
ment at Aligarh, and ho shortly afterwards ncoonijianied 
it to Multan, arriving thoro in January 1850. Ho died 
at Multan on tho 3I»^ August 1851. 

Guntef^, Austin Herbert (1871 — 1900). — Grave 
at Pesliavm^, No. 964. — ^Entered tho Ihinjab Commission 
in 1891. In 1897 ho servotl as AsHishint Political 
Officer with the Maliikand Field Force, and ho was 
employed subsequently as Deputy Commissioner of 
Bannu and as District Judgo of Peshawar. ITo was 
mni'doi'od by a fanatic at Shabkadar on tho 25^^* Mai’ch 
1900, at the same time as Lieutenant E. R. E. Green 
(?. i^.).

Hailes, Martin Hunter, Captain (1810 — 1850).— 
Tablet at Jullundnr, No. 552. — Entered the Bengal Army 
in 1825. Arrived in India in May 1826, and was sent 
up to Cawnjwro to do duty with tho 9*** Liglit Cavah’y, 
In the following Scptoml^r ho was posted to tho 10^ 
Light Cavalry, which he joined at Mcernt. In tho 
autumn of 1829 ho accompanied tho ii?giment to Mhow ; 
in tho winter of 1831-32 ho j)rococded with it to 
Kama! ; and in tho autumn of lftl4 ho marched with 
it to Muttra. In Docomlxir 1837 ho was nominated 
Adjutant of the Cavalry Regiment of the Oudli Auxili- 
ary Force, but ho resigned this appoinirnent, early in 
January 1838, without having joined it. In December 
1839 he accompanied the 10<*i to Nasirab^d, from which 

? laco, in May 1840, he went on leave to Mussoorio. 

Wc^s tho end of tho following Novomlx>r ho rejoined 
tho regiment, then cn route to Ferozepore, where he 
arrived with it on the l®^of tho succeeding month. In 
January 1842 bo accompanied tho regiment in its march 
ocroBB the Punjab to Peshawar for service in Afghan- 
istan! and heafterwards took part with it in tho operations 


connected with the forcing of tho Khaibar Pass and tha 
advance to Jalalabad, and in various movements on the 
Khaibar line, as high up as Gandamak, during the cam* 
paign of 1842 under General Pollock (Medal). On the 
return of the Army from Afghanistan ho imeompanied tho 
regiment to Meonit, airiving there in February 1843. 
In tho following Noveralwr ho again ncoompanied tlio 
corps on sei-vice, and was prosout with it throughout 
the Gwalior Campaign of 184«3-44, including tho battlo 
of Maharajpur (bronze star). Ho returned with tho re- 
gimont to Meerut in February 1844, and in the autumn 
of tho same year ho accompanied it to Nowgong. Iii 
January 1846 ho was Ap]H)int(Hl Sumrintoiideiit of tho 
Romonnt Depot at Muttra, and ho held the post until 
near tho end of the sncct^ediiig March, when ho proceedod 
on leave to Agra. On tho 3i)‘*^ May following he was 
re-ap[)ointoil Superintendent of tho Remount Dojiot, and 
having moved ^vlth it in October from Muttra to Karnal! 
ho continued holding the appointment for more Uian four 
years. In May 1850 he proceeded on sick leave to 
MuBsoorie, and at tho end of July he was granted ]ior- 
mission to pi-ocood to (^nlcnthi, projiaratory to ajiply- 
ing for lea VO to sea; but ho did not livo to imoh 
that place. Ho died on board tho rivor steamer Sir 
Frederick Currie, off Borhamporo, on tho 9^*' October 
1850.

Haldane, Radcllff, Cupiain (1807—1849).— 
Grave at hilbore, No. C03 ; inscription on the battle- 
field of Chilianieala, No. 752. — Entered the Boiiml 
Army in 1823. Airivod in India in Octolwr 1824! 
and l)ofore tho cud of tho month was sent uji to Dina- 
jK)ro to di> duty wi(.h the 2'* Kurojieaii Regiment. At 
tho ond of March 1825 ho was posietl to the 45<*‘ N. I., 
and having joined that regiment at Dinaiioio, ho accom- 
panied it to Benares in ilio following winter, to Betrtl 
111 tho autumn of 1826, \n(\ to Noomuch early in 
1830. At tliat station in tho succeeding July ho 
officiated for a short time as Interpreter and Quarter 
Master of the logimont. In tho cold season of 1832-33 
ho marched with the reginiont te MnUm, and ho after- 
wanls proceeded witJi it to Agra in Novemlior 1834, 
to Sibipiir, in Oiidli, lowards tho end of 1836, and 
thenco to Sliahjahanpur in Oeh»l)f?r 18.37. In Noroiiibor 

1838 ho was apjiointcd to do duty with the Hariana 
Light Infantry Battalion, wliich ho joiiiod at Hansi. 
From the middlii of May to near tho ^nd of Augmst 

1839 he lioM the teni])orary command of Iho iNittalion, 
after wliich, to tho U‘giiining of D(?c<*,ml)er 1839, ho 
officiated us Seconil-in-Command. From March to Nov- 
eml)cr 1840 he officiated as Adjubint of tho liattalionL 
and as Station SbilT Officer at Hansi. In Novomlior 

1840 ho was appointed Second-in-Uommancl of tho Lt 
Local Ilorso, commando<l by the well-known Coloncd 
Skinner ((/. v.), one of wlioso daughters ho had maxriod 
in tho pitscediiig year, and ho shortly afterwards 
proccedc'd and assuLned cominnnd of a conBiderablo 
dobichmont of tho it)gimeiit (whicdi was designated 
tho “ Irregular Cavalry ” in l)o(?oinUu- 1840), 
which was then on sciwiei^ in 8indh and Baluchistan. 
In command of lliis dotachmemt ho ovoiitiially joined 
the forces under ilm command of Major- (jonoml Nott 
in Soutliern Afghanistan, arid sljiii*ed in all tho 
operations of that force unlil tho final evacuation of 
Afgliani.stan t<K>k placo, iiuiinling tho various ad ions 
in tho vicinity of Kandaliar, thoi'clief of Kalat-i-CdiiJzaf, 
the niai’ch noi’tJ)W’ards fixjm Kandahar, the actions of 
Karez Usman KJjan and (ioaiiie, the action iMfforo 
Gha/ni and tho i-o-capfui*e of that foriress, the artirmii 
of Beni Badarn ;ind Maidan, the re-orx'UfsUion of Kabul, 
and various actions in the passes Ixiiweoii Kabul ami 
Pesliawar during tlio withdiuwal of the British foroeg 
from Afghanistan (Medal). On the breaking up of tho 
Army at Ferozepore, ho proceeded with his detachment 
and rejoined the head-quarters of the regiment at Hans^ 
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^whence lie immediately afterwards accompanied the 
txirps to Neemiich, arriving there towards the end of 
March 1843. At that place he continued serving with 
the regiment until the end of December 1846, when 
he proceeded, by order, and rejoined the 45^^ N. I., then 
serving in the field with the Army of the Sutlej, 
but he was not in time for any of the gi'eat actions 
in which his regiment was engaged. lie afterwards ac- 
companied the 45‘*‘ in the advance on Lahore, but ho 
did not remain there long, and in the spring of ISifi 
he rejoined the In*egular CavaW at Neemuoh. At 
that station, in 1847 and again in 1848, in addition to 
his other duties he officiated for considerable periods in 
the Commissariat Dept., as in charge of the Sadr Bazaar, 
and in the latter year he also acted for some time as 
Adjutant of his regiment. In October 1848 he again re- 
joined the 45^*^ N. I., on that regiment being named 
for service during the impending campaign in the 
Punjab, and taking the field with it ho was present at tlio 
passage of the Ghenab and at the battle of Chilian wala, 
in the latter of which he was very severely wounded. 
In Pebruai-y 1849, a month after the battle, he was 
granted leave toproceod to Delhi (where liis family wore) 
and afterwards to Simla for the recovery of his health, 
but ho did not get any further than Lahore, wheiu 
he died of his wounds on the 22^* of tlio succeeding 
month.

August 183!), Elizabeth, daughter of Colonel James Skinner, C.ll., 
Commandant of the Isi Local Horse (“ Skinner’H Horse **). Hav- 
ing been left a widow, as above shown, in March 1840, the second 
Mrs. Haldane married, at Delhi, on the 9th Kovoniher 1853, Mr, 
llcorge Wagi’Ltreiber, Manager of the Delhi Printing Press. 

Hallam, George, TAeutenant (1833— 1857).— (7mre 
at Jullundur^ No. 539 ; tablet at Sialkot, No, 730.— 
Entered H. M.’s Service on the 12^b December 1851 as 
an Ensign in the 52^^ Foot, which ho joined at Limerick, 
In March 1852 ho accompanied the regiment to Dublin, 
and on the 27‘*' May 1853 he was promoted to the rank 
of Lieutenant. In June 1853 ho accompanied the re- 
giment to Cork and oml3arked with it for India, and 
having landed with it at Calcutta in the following Ocjto- 
ber, ho soon aftenvards pi*oceedcd with it to the Upper 
Provinces, anuving at Ambala in Febniary 1854. 
In the following August he accompanied tho corps to 
Subathu, but ho returned with it to Ambala in Decem- 
lx>r, and served with it there in tho Camp of Exercise 
styled “ the Ambala Chobham,” until March 1855, when 
ho marched with it to Meerut. In the following October 
he was sent up to Subathu to join a company of the regi- 
ment which had been despatched thither from Ambala, 
but ho rejoined head -quarters with this detachment at 
the end of December, and in Januaiy 18.5G he marched 
with tho regiment to C^awnporc. In tho following month 
he proceeded with tho regiment to Lucknow, in tlio field 
force sent thither on tho occasion of tho annexation of 
Oudh. At the end of the year ho marched with the 
regiment e 7 i route to Sialkoi, whore ho arrived with it 
about the middle of March 1857, and on th(} outbreak of 
tho Mutiny, ho served with it, in Nicholson’s Moveable 
Column, in various movements and operations in the 
Punjab, including the actions at Trimmii Gliftt, on the 
Ravi, on the 12^*' and IG^'* July. When the column 
moved towanls Delhi, ho was loft lx)hind at Jullundur 
on tho 20**' July, boing dangerously ill with liver com- 
plaint and unable to proceed further, and he died at that 
place on the G‘'* September following.

Halliday, Thomas Andrew, Lieutenant (1808— 
1838). — Orave at Ludhiana^ No, 572. — Son of Thomas 
HalU^y, Esqr., of Ewell, Co. SuiTcy, and younger 
brother of Sir Frederick James Halliday, K.C.B., the 
first Liouieuant-Govemor of Bengali and afterwards 


Member of the Council of India. Bom in 1808.— Entered 
the Bengal Apmy in 1828. Arrived in India in May 
1829, and in the following month was sent to Midnapore 
to do duty with the 7‘*^ N. I. In September 1829 he 
was posted to tho 45^k N. I., which he joined at Nee- 
much, oil its arrival therefrom Betul, in February 1830. 
In the winter of 1832-33 lie accompanied the regiment 
to Muttra, and in November 1834 he went home on 
furlough. He returned to India in October 1837, and 
rejoined his regiment at Shahjahanpur, and he con- 
tinued serving with it there until August 1838, when, 
having been selected for employment with tho force 
then being formed for the service of Shah Shnja-ul- 
Mnlk, he pi’oceeded to Ludhiana, and took up the duties 
of his appointment. At that place, while tho or^- 
nisation of tlie force was still proceeding, he died on tho 
30tk October 1838. 

Hallifax, Robert Dampier, Lieufenant-Oolonel 
and Brevet- Colonel (1804— 1857).— Gmre at Karnal, 
No, 185. — The eldest son of the Revd. Robert Fitz 
William Hallifax, M.A., Rector of Richaixl’s Castle, near 
Leominster, Co. Hereford, by Eliza Boorke, his wife, 
thii’d daughter of George CiUiwford Ricketts, Esq., of 
Cornlio House, in the same county, and gran^on 
of tho Right Revd. Dr. Samuel Hallifax, Lord Bishop 
of St. Asaph. Bom on the 28^^ July 1804.— Entered 
H. M.^s Service on the 3D* July 1823 as an Ensign in 
tho 10*k Foot : joined that regiment at Fermoy and served 
with it in Ireland for nearly three years. On tho 23** 
June 1825 ho was juximoted to tho rank of Lieutenant, 
and on tho 8*k April 182G he was further ful van C(jd to the 
rank of Captain, unattached, and placed upon half -pay. 
On the 8**^ Jane 1826 ho was brought back on full-pay 
as a Captain in tho 75**^ Foot ; joined the regiment in 
Ireland ; and served with it thcjre until 1830. He then 
accom])aniocl tho cori)S to England, and .in the month of 
May 1830 embarked with it for the Capo Colony, South 
Africa, where ho served with it for thiriccii yeare, and 
saw much harassing service in the Kaflir Wai‘ of 1834- 
35. On the 30**' July 183G ho attained tho rank of Major. 
Ho returned homo with tho regiment in Sejiteiiiber 
1843, and on the 12*** December following was promoted 
to tho Kink of Lieutenant-Colonel, Ho served, in com- 
mand of tho regiment, in England, Wales and Ireland, 
until April 1849, when he embarked with it for Ben- 
gal. Landing at Calcutta in tho following August, he 
accompauhnl tho regiment to the Ujmer Previnces, aud 
reached Amlxila towards the end of DucerabcT ; at this 
place ho was stationed for nearly fouf* years, and he was 
in command there for a short time in February 1851. 
In the winter of 1853-54 he marched with tho regiment 
to Peshawar, and having on the 20**' Juno 1854 been 
promoted to tho rank of Colonel by brevet, he was 
appointed a Brigadier on the establishment on the 29*** 
December following. Tn January 1855 he was posted, 
as Brigadier, to Peshawar, but this was only a tempo- 
rary arrangement, and it was ordered that he was to be 
transfoiTcd to Ambala when the Camj) of Exorcise there 
(styled at tho time “tho Ambala Clioliham”) was broken 
up. He was transfcii-ed accordingly in May 1855, and 
ho continued in rommand of the Ambala Brigade until 
the outbreak of the Mutiny in May 1857. On the 21ui 
of tlittt month he was appointed to the command of tho 
First Brigade of Infantry of the force then Ix^ing 
organised for a movement on Dellii, and ho accompanied 
that force when th(» forward movement was begun. 
At Garsiimda, iiowever, one march beyond Kainal, ho 
was taken seriously ill with congestion of the brain, 
and it liecamo ncccssaiy to send him back to Kairnl, 
at which place he died on the 1®* June 1857.

Note.— (Coloucl then Captain) Hallifax was inarrletlat Wynbeig, 
Cajie Colony, South Africa, on the 10th July 1832, to Uarriot» the 
only Hurvlvlug daughter of Colonel llobert ^omsou. Royal Engl* 
neon. 
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Hamilton, Frederick William Augustus, Lieut- 
enant (1826 — 1846). --^Grave at Akbant}alaf near the 
battlefield of Sohraon ; tablet at Ferozepore, No. 444,— 
Eotered the Bengal Army in 1842, Was already in 
India when nominated to a Cadetship by the ('ourt of 
Dii’ectors, but not having reported himself immediately 
to the proper military authority, he was not formally 
admitted into tlio service in India until the 30* Decem- 
ber. In the meantime, however, ho had l)cen posted, on 
the 18^^ October, to the 12*** X. I., and he joined that 
corps at Lucknow early in 1843. In the following April 
he was removed, at his own request, to the 69*** N. I., and 
joined that regiment at Shahjahanpur, but he I'emained 
with it only until November 1843, when, again at his own 
request, he was transferred to the 1®* European Light 
Infantiy. Joining tliis regiment at Ludhiana, he accom- 
panied it to Perozopore, and afterwards in April 1844 to 
Subathu. Ho was witli the regiment at this place when 
it was called into the field on the outbreak of the first 
Sikh Wai’ in December 1845, but l>eing ill at the time ho 
was not permitted to accompany it. Directly he was suf- 
ficiently recovered he hiuTicd down to the seat of war, 
and travelling at considerable ptu-sonal risk, owing to 
the disturbed condition of the Cis-Sutlc'j Teiritories, Jio 
succeeded in lojoining his regiment at Akbanvala on tho 
9*** February 1840. On the following morning, attached 
to tho riflo company, he wont into action witli it at tho 
battle of Sobraon, and lost his life in the storming of tho 
Sikh enti*eiichmrnt8, for, having been shot down in tho 
fii*st charge, he was riithlesly hacked to death by the 
savage enemy as he lay helpless on the ground. 

Hamilton, George, Lieutenant-Colond (1824 — 
1873). — Grave at Amhala, No, 253.— A son of Captain 
John James Hamilton, 23^* N. I. Horn at Dinaporo 
in 1824.— 'Entered tho Bengal Army in 1843. Arrived 
in India May 1844, and was sent up to Dinaporo to 
do duty with the 23*‘<* N. I., his father’s old regiment. 
In August 1844 ho was posted to the 51®* N. I,, which 
ho joined at Meerut. In January 1846, the first Sikh 
War being then in progress, he moved np towards tho 
Sutloj with his regiment, and Avas employed for some 
time, with detachments of tho corps, at Dharanikot 
and Jagnion. On tho termination of the campaign lio 
roceeded with the regiment to Ferozepore, whence 
o acoompaniod it to Lahoix) in January 1847. Ho 
continued a^ Lahore until July 1848, when he marched 
with the regiment an route to Multan, with tho force 
despatched, under the command of Major-General Whish, 
for the rodiujtion of that place. Thereafter lie served with 
that force throughout the Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, 
and was present at the first siege of Multan, at tho 
second siege and capture of that place, at tho surrender 
of Chiniot, and at tho battle of Gujerat (Medal and two 
clasps) . On tho conclusion of the campaign ho accom- 
panied tho regiment to Jullundur, whore he served 
with it until December 1851, when he was appointed 
to tho Rovenuo Survey Dept, in tho North- 
Western Provinces and became Asst. Surveyor in 
Western Rohilkhand. Ho was transferred to Juljlml- 
poie in tho same capacity in 1854, to Gorakhpur in 
1855, and, as Surveyor, to tho Bharatpur Survey in tho 
spring of 1856. In this appointment ho remained for 
two years, inclusive of the Mutiny period, during which 
he retired to Agra. In February 1858 ho was appointed 
to ofliciato as Assistant to tho Agent to tho Governor- 
General for tho States of Raj])utana, and at tho ond 
of the following July ho was api>ointed a permanent 
Assistant in tho Rajputana Agency, a })o.sitioii which 
he retained for five years. In February 18G1 ho was 
admitted into tho Bengal Staff Corps. In tho summer 
of 1863 ho was appointed Offg. Political Agent at 
Alwar, and tlie permanent appointment was confoiTod 
upon him in February 1864, but in tho following De- 
cember he vacated it and went home on furlough. On 
his return tOr India in December 1866 ho was ordered 
to do general duty at Bareilly, but ho remained un- 
employed until April 1867, when he was appointed Offg. 


Cantonment Magistrate at that place. This appoint* 
ment he held only until the end of tho year, and ho 
thereafter continued doing general duty at. Baieilly 
until tlanuary 1869, when no was appointed to oiBciato 
for a short time as Depy. Asst. Quarter Master Gonoml 
of tho Rohilkhand District. On the I®* Juno following 
ho was appointed Barrack Master at Chakrala, and 
this appointment ho liold until his death. Ho died at 
Ambala on tho 29* *» October 1873.

Ham iltO’i, George Thomas, Lientmant (1814— 
1845). — Tablet at Ferozepore^ No. 441. — Son of J. Ha- 
milton, Esqr., of Dover, Kent. Horn in 1814.— Entered 
tho Bengal Army in 1832. Arrived in India in January 
1834, and was sunt up to Berhamporo to do duty with 
tho 72**‘* N. I. In ilte following May ho was posted 
to tho 24*** N. I., joined that regiment at Barrackjjoro, 
and in February 1835 actcompanicd it to Midnapoi’o, 
where ho starved with it for nearly fivo years. In 
February 1839 ho was nominated to tho Offg. Adjutancy 
of tho Assitm Selmndy Corps, but ho novor took up 
the appointment, and on tho 14*** of tho following 
month ho was apjiointod Intorprotor and Quarter 
Muster of his own reginiont, a post which lie continued 
holding until his death. In tho winter of 1839-40 ho 
marched with tlio regiment from Midnaporo to Haugor, 
wlionce, in Man^li 1842, ho aci‘ompaniod it to .hibbul** 
In 1842 ani^ tlio earlier part of 1843 ho was 
actively omjiloyed in the suppression of tlio inKuri*ooiiou 
in Bundolkhand. Early in 1844, ho nism^iod with 
tho regiment to Nasiralmd, and in tho following year 
ho accompanied it to Ambala. On tlio uutbroak of 
tho first Sikh War ho ])rocoodod with his roginient on 
service towards tho Sutlej, but his <!aroer wa.s brought 
to a tcrininalion at a very early slago of tho campaign, 
ho having fallen in tho very first ongagoinent, — at Mudki 
on tho 18*** Dccoinlier 1845. 

Hamilton, James Charles, Captain (1828 — 
1865). — Oraiui at SiinlUf No, 361. --Son of Ijjeiitenaiit 
Gecrgo Hainilloii, lialf-pay, iinattechod, formerly of tlio 
5**‘ Dragoon Guards and tlie 16*** /iuncers, and sorrietirtio 
Imrrack- master at Gibraltar and tlie Mauritius. Bom at 
Longdon, near Jiitdifiold, Co. Stafford, in 1828. — Entered 
tho Bengal Army in 1847. Was alroaily in India whon 
appointed a Cadet, and having boon formally admitted 
into tho scrvico on tho 12*** August 181*7, ho was, on 
tho 18*** of tho samo month, ordered up to Benares to 
do duty witli the 9*** N. I. At tho ond of May 1848 
ho was (losted to tho 47*** N. f., wliich lio joined at 
Etawah, but on tho 8*** Septemlior following he was 
removed, at his own roquest, to tlio D* Eurojxian Bengal 
Fusiliers at Cawnporo; licing on leave at tfio time, Im 
did not join this corps, and at the end of tlKisiime month 
ho was iransforred, again at his own refjm*.sf, to tho 8**‘ 
N. T., then on service, under Major- GemTal WhiKli, 
at Mill ten. Having joined the regirmMit tlim'o a few 
weeks l.ater, lie thereafter served with it tliroiigliout 
tho Punjab Campaign of 1848- and was present at 
tho si ego and rapturo of Mnltensunl sit tho bailie of 
Gujerat (Medal and two rlasp.w). On the tormination 
of tho wsir lu) proceeded with the reginiont to Tnidliiana, 
whence ho accompanied it to Shahjahanpur in tho 
spring of 1852, and to Barrackpore in the autiinin of 
1855. Prom that phiee ho went on lesivo for fivo 
months, but he rejoined his reginiont at Dinafioro at tho 
end of July 1856, and in tho winter of 1 8.56-. 57 ho 
seiwed with if for sorao timo in the disturlxid Santhal 
districts. Ho sulweijuoiitly returned with tho regimont 
to Dinaporo, and ho was with it tliore when it muti- 
nied in July 1857, on which occasion lio served as a 
volunteer with H. M.'s 10**' Foot in the skirmiBli 
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ending in the expulsion of the zautineers from the 
station ; and ho subsequently served with the same 
regiment in the operations in the Armh district, includ- 
ing the action of Dilawar and the capture of Jagdesh- 
pur. In tho following October he was apix)inted acting 
Interpreter to the Naval Brigade of H. M. S. Pearly 
and, at tlio same time, tomjwrerily, acting Foi*t Adjut- 
ant at Buxar. The latter api)ointment he relinquished 
shox-tly Jiiterwards, on proceeding on service with tho 
Naval Brigade, with which he sorved in the Saran 
district in 1857-58, taking part in tho action of 
Sohanpur and in the advance on and occupation of 
Gortikhpur. vSubscquently, in the spring of 1858, ho 
served, as Interpreter and StafE Officer, under Sii* 
Edward Lugard in tho Shahabad district, and later on 
ho was employed with a detachment of Rattray’s Sikhs 
at Arrah. In Septomlxii* 1858, on tho fomiatloti of 
the 6*^*^ European Regiment, he was transferred to tho 
rolls of that corps. In tho succeeding month he was 
sent express from Benares to Azimgarh to join a field 
detachment under the command of Colonel Kelly, 34*^^ 
Foot, by whom he was, on joining, appointed StafE Officer 
to the force, and in this capacity ho sei-vod during tho 
final campaign in Oiidh in 1858-59 (Modal). On tho 
termination of tho o|)orations ho joined the European 
Regiment at Hazaribagh, and, having accompanied 
that corps to Fort William in tho summer of 18(i0, he 
continued serving with it until it was broken uj) in 
1861. On returning from a year’s leave in November 
1862 he was directed to do duty at Ainbala ; in the 
spring of 1863 hcj was appointed to do duty with tho 
5^** N. I. at Jullundur ; and in the succeeding Novem- 
ber ho become Offg. Station ShilT Officer at that placo. 
On tho 5^'* N. I. leaving Jallunjjur at the end of 
Novomlxer 1863, ho was directed to do general duty at 
that station, and ho continued in that ])osition until 
January 1864, wlion he was appointed OfFg. Second- 
in-Oominand of the 35^^‘ N. I., whii;h he joined at 
Morar, Gwalior. At tho end of tho following May ho 
was nominated OiTg. Second- in- Command of the 17V*' 
N. I. at Bhagal]mr, but before ho could join that 
regiment ho was appointed, 22"^* June, ])crmanent 
Second-in- Command of tho 45*^*» N. I. (Rattray’s Siklis). 
Having joined tliat corps fit Jullundur, he continued 
serving with it there until the spring of tho following 
year, when ho jiroceeded on k'ave to Simla, and at that 
place he died on the 5”* July 1865,

Hamilton, Walter Richard Pollock, V, C., 
liicuienant tl850' — 1879).“ ■l/e/Mor/aZ at Mardan 
No. 1001. — Son of Alexander Hainilton, Escii*., of 
IniBtiogo, Co. Kilkenny, by ICmiiia, his wife, fourth 
daughter of Sir Fredeiiek Pollock, Hart, (I), Lord 
Chief Baron of Uio Court of Exchequer. Born at 
Inistiogo, Co. Kilkenny, on tho 18**> August 1856. — 
Entered H. M.’s Service on Die 28**' Feliruary 1874 as 
a Sub- Lieutenant in tho 70**‘ Foot, and was afterwards 
promoted to tho rank of liietitimant fi'oiu tho same 
date. He came out and joined his rogimoiit at Raw'al 
Pindi in tho following Novemhor, and in January 1875 
he accompanied it to Peshawar. On tho 25^^* August 1 876 
he was appointed OfFj.^ Wing Sul^Uern in the Corps 
of Guidos on probalioii for tlie Bengal Staff Corps, 
into which ho was afterwards admitted frem that 
date, and in tho following February lie was apfiointcd 
a Squadron Officer in the (Cavalry of tho Guides. In 
Febi'uury and March 1878 he was employed with tho 
Guides Cavalry in tho operations against the Utman 
Ehels and Kanizais, and took \n\Yi in the surprise and 
oapiure of Sapri, Skakot and other recalcitrant vil- 
lages. On the outbreak of tho Afghan War towards 


the end of ike same year, ho proceeded on service with 
the Guides Cavalry and took pait in the movements 
resulting in the capture of Ali Masjid, and in the 
8 ub 80 (|uent operations on the Khaibar line, inoluding 
the affair of Maidanak, with the Shinwaris, and the 
action of Fatehabad, against the Khugianis ; in the 
latter he succeeded to the command of the Guides 
Cavalry on the fall of Major Batiye, hnd led on his 
men with such distinguished bravery as to win tho 
award of tho Victoria Gross* On the conclusion of 
the first phase of the war he returned to Mardan, but 
almost immediately left again in congnand of the 
escoi't of Sir P. L. H. •Cavagnari, tho British Envoy 
and Resident at Kabul. With that ofilocr he reached 
Kabul on tho 24^** July 1879, and there on the 3”^ Sep&m- 
her following, on the occasion of tho Residency being 
attacked by mutinous Afghan soldiers and tho rabble 
of the city, ho fell, fighting heroically to the last against 
overwhelming numbers. 

Hamilton, William James, JAeutenant (1815-— 
1841 ). — Grave al Karruily No, 178. — Entered H. M.’s 
Sei’vico on the 6th April 1832^ as an Ensign in the 3*** 
Foot (tho Buffs). Joined tlio regimental depot at 
Chatham, and served there until early in tho following 
yoar, when ho proceeded to join the regiment in Bengal, 
and having arrived at Foi*t William in June 1833, ho 
soon afterwards joined tho regiment at Bcrhampore« 
On tho 0**' Sojjtemlx)!’ 1833 ho was promoted to tho rank 
of Lieutenant, lie accompanied the regiment to Ghazi- 
jmr in 1834, and in tho winter of 1835-36 marched witii 
it to Meerut. In tho autumn of 1838, tho regiment 
liaving Ixjcu detailed to form paH of tho Army of tho 
Indus, he accompanied it to Forozeporo, but a change in 
the arrangcmonls having taken places which excluded 
the Buffs from tho force sent on service to Afghanistan, 
ho marched back to Meomt with the corps in the spring 
of 1839. In Octolxii* 1840 he accompanied the regiment 
to Karnal, and at that place ho died on the 21"*^^ Octo- 
l)or 1841. 

Hammond, Frederick, C, //., TAmtenanUGohmel 
and H revel •Colonel (1840— 1892 ).— at Kohat 
No, 1049.— Born in Guernsey on tho 10'*' May 1840. — 
Entered tho Bengal Army in 1856, Arrived in India 
on the 6'*' January 1857, and having, in anticipation 
of his arrival, been j)Osted on tho precediM day to the 
02«'i N, 1., ho proceeded to tho U pper Provinces and joined 
that regiment at Multan. Ho was with the corps when 
it was disarmed at that place on the IB*' June following^ 
and ho continued serving with it there until tho middle 
of tho succeeding October, when, his services having 
been jdaced at the disjiosal of tho Chief Commissioner 
of tho Punjab, he was appointed to do duty under the 
Captain of Police, Lahore Division, for employment 
with troops in Gugci-a, and until tho middle of 
Novemix?!* ho was jvetively engaged in tho suppres- 
sion t)f the insurrection in that district. On the 
conclusion of this business, his scivices being no 
longer I’oquirod under the Captain of Police, he 
was appointed, 25'** November, to do duty with the 
ll'h Punjab Infantry at Multan, ami for about a month 
in the winter of 1857-58 ho officiated as Adjutant of 
that corps. Ho was again apixointod acting Adjutant 
of the regiment in February 1858, and ho served with 
it in that capacity in tho suppression of tho mutiny 
of tho 62"'* and 69^*' N. I. at Multan, on tho 31"^ August 
following, and in the subsequent pursuit and destruction 
of tlie muliuoers (Medal ). He continued serving with 
the Punjab Infantry until February 1859, when 
ho was removed to tlie 4'*' Punjab Cavalry at Asni, and 
he did duty with that coi-ps, part of tho time as acting 
Adjutant, until tho 20^** May, when he was appointed 
to do duty with the 3^ Punjab Cavalry at Dora Ghazi 
Khan. In the following July, however, he was moved 
back to the 4^*' Punjab Cavalry, as acting Adjutant of 
which corps ho serv^ from October 1859 to January I860. 
In Febru^ 1860 he was again appointed to act as 
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Adjutant, and about tho samo time lie prooeodod with 
regiment from Aeni to Dera GUazi Khan. He 
continued officiating as Adjutant until July 1860, when 
he was made permanent in the appointment. In Nov- 
ember 1861 ho was admitted into the Bengal Staff 
Corps, with effect from tho 18*** February piweding. 
At the end of 1862 he accompanied tho i*egim*?nt to 
Dera Ismail ivhan, whm* ho continued serving with 
it, as Adjutant, until May 1864. Ho was then ap|K>intcd 
second Sciuadron Officer, and he held that ap|>ointment 
until January 1866, when he was lemoved, iii^tho same 
position, m the 2“^* Punjab (Rivalry at Doiii Oliazi 
Khan. In Xpril 1S66, by an yxcluingo of a})poiuituGuis, 
he lxH?ame second Squadron Offic»*i* in tho 5t)i Punjab 
Cavalry, and alx)ut tho samo time ho wont lioiiio on 
furlough. He? returned tx) India in Doceinbor 1867 
and joined tho 5’*' Punjab Cavalry at Rajanpur, and lie 
continued serving with it thei-o until February 1860, 
when lie was apjiointed OlTg. Socond-iii-(\)TiiiiiaTid of tbo 
2"'* Punjab Cavalry at Dera Ismail Klian. Having bold 
this a])pointui(*nt for trn months, ho rojoinod liis own 
^•ogimont at DcTa (rliazi Khan in Den'inlxT IH6P, 
and tbero in .January 1870 bo was appointed OiTg. 
Second- in-Conimanil, an ajipoiniinont which ho conti- 
nued liolding until the end of Mareli 1871: <‘OTieui - 
i^cntly ho also held the appointment of Station Staff 
Offieor at Dera Cha/.i Khan until lie wcail lioim? on 
furloiigli in F«;bru:iry 1872. Ho relumed lo India in 
February 1871 ami r(*j«)inoil liis r(\trinu*ni nt Dei*a. 
Ismail Khan, and on the of llie s:iino niontb bo 
was again ajqiointed t.JtTg.

Knraiu Field 
Force, in tho fonvard movement umJ<*r Sir Frederick 
Koborts, and Avas ])n?senl witli it in tlio pa.ssago of the 
Shiitargardan, at the action of Chanisiab, and In tho 
advaiiee on and oc*ou}»:itlun of Kabul. In Novi-mlx!r 
1879 ho rovoi*ted to the ])OsitLOn of Si?cond-iii- Command, 
and in that capacity ho took part in tho oporations at 
and around Kabul, and in the defcnco of tho Sher]mr 
Cantoiniiciit (Medal and two clas]is, and ]iroTiinted to tho 
rank of Lieutenant-Colonel by brevet).

In April 1888 ho W'ont homo on leave, 
hut ho was out again in Novombor, and in tho following 
month ho couimiLudod tlio Third Brigade of Cavalry at 
tho Delhi Camp of Exoixjise, on tho breaking up of Avhich 
ho ivjoiuod his ix?giinoiit at Dora Isiuail Khan. In tho 
following year he Avas omployod for a shoii. timo in 
the Intelligence Bmucli of the Quarter Master Gotierars 
Dept. Ho Avent homo sick in Novombor 1889 and 
never leiiirnod to India, and in June 1890, on the 
oomph*tion of his tenure, lu' A'aoatod the eoiuiniind of 
the 5*** Punjab Cavalry. He died at Southampton, 
Hants, on tho 3^ February 1892. 

Hammond, Harry Durham. Lu utvmmi (1872-— 

— CfMce and tahlrf at Mardan^ Na^t, 1015 and 
1022. — Son of Colonol Henry Albany Hammond, 
Madras Staff Corps, and noph<3W of Colonol Sir Arthur 
George Hammond. K.C.B., D.S.O., V.C., Indian 
Army, Bengal. Horn on the 18*** May 1872.— EntoroJ 
H. M.’s Service (from tli* Royal Mily. Academy, 
Woolwicli) on tho F’* NcvomlxAr 1891 as a Socoml- 
Liontenant in tlio Royal Artillery, and was posted to 
the 20*** Com]>any, Southern Division. This company 
lie joined at Barrackpore in the spring of 1892, and iu 
NoveiiilHu* of the samo year lio aceoni])aniod it to Bom» 
bay. On the i*** NoauuuImu* 1804 ho Avas promoted to 
tho rank of Lieuhmant, and about tho haiiio tiiiio ho 
went homo Avith tho eonqiany. Having Kurvod in tho 
United Kingdom for a twelve ‘month, ho Avas trans- 
feiTod, Di'ccmlicr 1895, to the 7*** Company, Southern 
Division, and, roturfiiug to India, ho joined it at 
Quetta in tlio following year. In 1897 ho Avas trans- 
ferred to the 18*** Company, Souilicrn Division, which 
ho joitiod at Forozopore, but lu? had sorvod with it only 
a siiori timo wben, on the formation of tbo Tirali Ex- 
peditionary Force, bo was nominated for tbo apt)oint- 
luent of Orderly Offic’or to his iiiiclo, Brigadior-Gonoml 
A. (i. Hammond, (kB.. y.(.\, eomiiianding tho 

l^obhawar (/olunin of that fow. In this ca]>acity ho 
servc'd iu tho ailvani?i; into tlie Bara Valley, and subso- 
quently in thn operations undorlaken for tlio ]>ur{)ONO of 
re-opening tlio Khaibar Pass. In the (‘oiirsi* of those 
opi?ralions, on the I'*' J.amiary In* reeeivetl, within 

the ]iasK, a dangerous gnii-shot wound in tlie Hpiin% 
from tlio cffe.cls of wliieh Im died at Nowshera on tho 
8**' of tho hucceeiiing month.

Ho joirierl tho regiment at Mian Mir, and eoniiniiod at-

Thomas II:in<l, Rector of Clowc?^, Co. Monaghan, 
Ireland. Hoi*n in Octolsir |S;5|. — Entered tho iiougal 
Army in 1853. Arrived in Itidia in Juno of tho 
liamo year, and in the following irtonib was «ent 
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up to Benaros to do duty with tlie N. T. In 
September 1853 ho was posted to the 51“^ N. I., 
which ho joined at Julluiidiir. In the winter of 
1853-54 he marched with tlio rt;gimont to Rawal Pindi, 
whence in October ^^55 ho uocoinpaHied it to Peshawar. 
At that place ho caine to a tragical end : on the 27^*' 
January 1857, when lie was riding l)oyond Janirud, to- 
wards tlio Khaibar Pass, a gang of Kuki Khel Afridis, 
who were out on a marauding expedition, lived u])on 
him and a party of officers who accompanied him, and 
wounded liim so desperately that he died tho same 
night.

Buckingham, in 1805. -Kntercd tho Bengal Army in 
1821. Arrived in India in Sopteml>or IH22, an<l on tho 
3‘' of the succeeding month was oi’dercid np to Bairack- 
poro to do duty with the 2'“' Ihittalion N. T. With- 
in three weeks, however, ho was ])Osted to tho 1**^ 
Battalion 18*^*‘ N. T., and, proceeding to the lTj)per Prov- 
ineoB, he joined this corps at Nasirahad eaj*ly in tho 
following year. In Septcrnlxir 1823 lie was removed to 
tho 1^* Battalion 13'*^ N. T., and, returning to tho Lower 
Provinces, ho joined it at Cuttack . On the reorganisa- 
tion of tho Army taking ])laco in ]\ray lS2'1i he was 
jiostodio tho 27^’* N. T. (late 2"'* Battalion 13<*'), then 
stationed at Chittagong, and ho s(u*v(ul with it there 
until J une 1825, when ho was transfernMl to iluj 20^^' 
N. I. lie joined this corps in Arakan, and soiwod with 
it in that province for several moiilhs dnriiig the closing 
operations of tho first Biirmoso War (India War IModal 
and clasp).

Tn August 1838 ho was 
Boloctod for employment with tlio force (hen iKung 
organised for tho service of Shah Slmja-ul-Mulk, ami 
was ordered to Ludhiana, whej*e he was appointed to 
tho eommand of the Shah's 4*’’ Beginu-iit, a corps of 
Ourkha Light Infantry. Tn command of this corps ho 
accofripanicil tlio Shah ami tho Army of tho Indus to 
Afghanistan at the end of 1838, and llKU’eaftor served 
with it througliont tho campaign of 1838-33 in that 
country, including tlio occupation of Kandahar, tho 
advance on Glia/.iii, the ri.'jnilso of the attack on tho 
Shah’s camp on tho night of tho 22"’* .Inly, tho captnro 
of Ghazni (Medal ), anil tlie occupation of Kabul. On 
tho I***' September 1839 he resigned the ooramand of tho 
Shah’s Iloglmcnt, and ho su]).so<|nently I’otiirncd to 
the British provinces with the troo])s under tli<^ command 
of Sir John Koano; and his services having been ro- 
placed at the disposal of the (■oiumandor-in-Chiqf on 
tho DocotuIh}!’, he rejoined his regiment at Agra in 
January 1840.

ITo was in 
command of the cor]>s, as !Major, from Dccemlior 1844 to 
May 1845, and having again succeeded to tho coin- 
mand in tho following Septomlxjr, ho le<i tho regiment 
throughout tho Sutlej Campaign of 1 S45-4G, including 
tho battles of Mudki, Fivozshahr and Sobraon, and the 
advaiu-o oti liahoro (Medal and two clasps, and pro- 
moted to tho rank of Lieu tenant- Colonel by brevet).. 
On the coTiclusion of tho campaign ho procoodod with 
tho regiment to Bareilly, arriving there in May 1846. 


In tho winter of 1847-48 he accompanied tho regi- 
ment to Barrackpore, whence at tho end of 1849 he 
proceeded with it to' Dinanore, of which station ho was 
for some time in command during the early months of 
1850. On attaining tho regimental rank of Lieutonant- 
Coloncl ho was re-])ostcd, July 1850, to the 26^** N. I., 
and ho continued in command of that regimental until 
the end of Juno 1852, when he was trankforred to tho 
19**‘ N. 1. Having proceeded on leave to Calcutta 
about the same time, he did not join tho 19**^, and in tho 
following August ho w'us removed to tho 40*** N. T., 
then on lield service in Burma, iloining this regiment 
there on tho expiration of his leave in January 1853, 
lie commandeil it during tho closing operations of tho 
second Burmese War (India Medal and clasp), and tor 
some months in tho winter of 1853-54 ho was in 
command Proine. lie bi’onght the 40*** back to 
Calcutta in March 1854, and I’cmaining there on leavo 
when tho rogimimt proceeded to Dma})ore, ho went 
homo on furlough early in May. Tn tho following 
month he was transferred to the 72'"* N. 1. IIo return- 
ed to India in March 185G, and in tho following month 
he was appointed a Brigadier ternpoi’arily and posted to 
Thayet Myo, in Burma, al. which plaice ho assumed 
(Vimmand in May. In the following July ho was ap- 
pointed a Brigadier on the establish mcnf, and on tho 
9**‘ August he was posti‘d to Lucknow, but having 
bcmi directed to stand fast on the Pegu frontier until 
fui’ther orilcrs, ho rt.unainod there until tho following 
October, whim ho was removed from 3’hayet Myo to 
the eommand at Saugor. At iliat place he continued 
ill command until ihi^ middle of January 1S57, when he 
was transferred to the command cf .tho liucknow Brigade, 
and lio took up his ajqioiiitimmt there towards tho end 
of tho same month. Four months later ho wa.s ono of 
tlie first who ])crislicd wlien tlie native troops broko out 
in open mutiny on the evening of the 30**' May : on hear- 
ing tbo sound of tiring ho immediately rode down to the 
cantonments at ]\Iiiriaon, in the hope of allaying tho ox- 
citernent, but ho had scarcely reached tbo lines of tho 
71"* N. T.. when he was tired at by a sepoy of that regi- 
ment, and fell dead from his horse. 

Hannay. William Douglas Spalding, Cornet 
(1811 — 183G). rave ill ijdiidonr; tahlef at Karnaly 
No. 188. — Kntcied the Bengal Army in 1831. Arrived 
in India in June 1832, and in the foirowing^moiith was 
sent uj> to Sulianpur, Benares, to do duty with tlio 3^* 
Light Cavalry. Being a siipernumerary he remained 
ini|iosted to a regiment for four years, a.nil in the mean- 
time he Conti mieil doing duty \vith the 3^'* Light Cavalry, 
with which corps he marched to Kariial in the cold 
season of 1834-35. Tn June 183(5 he was posted to tho 
8*** Light Cavalry at Snltaiipnr, Benaros, but being then 
.at Mussoorie on sick leave, lie was unable to join his 
regiment, and ho continued on leavo until his death, 
which took ]>lace at Landoui* ou the 2"‘* December 1836.

ho luid been ])OHted on the 1G**‘ of tho preceding month. 
In tho winter of 1843-44 ho accompanied tho regiment 
to Mirzapur, whence in the spring of 1845 ho marched 
with it to !Meerut. I'owards the end of the same year he 
proceeded with the regiment and joined tho Army of the 
{Sutlej, and ho wa.s pre.sent with it at the battle of 
Sobi-aon (Modal), and in the sukscijucnt advance on 
liahore. He continued serving with the regiment at 
Lahore until January 1847, when ho marched with it to

Tn April l'>57ho 
proceeded with the regiment to Abbot, tabad, and ho 
was in coTUTnaiid of it at that ]ilace when tlie Alutiny 
of tho Bengal Army broke out in the following montli. 
From July to September 1Sr)7 lie was employed, with 
H VO companies of the rcgiTri(3iit, in hunting ilown the 
fugitive mutineers of tho .55**' N. T , and he had scarcely 
complct(3d this work when he Avas obliged to proceed 
by forced y.irches over the hills to tlio i-clief of 
Mnrrco, wlucli had Uam suddenly athickiMl by some of 
tbo insurgent tribes of tlic vicinity. If«‘ aftorwards 
i.’Ctnrncd to Hazara Avith his dotachrnent, and Iti A])ril 
:ind May IS.58 bo commanded the regiment; in the 
expedition against the Hiudustnni fanatics of Sittana. 
In Juno 1S.5S ho marched witli the regiment to .The! uni, 
whence in tho autumn he Jicconijianied it, to Moradabad, 
in R-ohilkhaud, and at that place lie eorrimauded it 
from November 18.aS to February lS.5i», when lio 
wont homo on furlough. On his i-oturn iu May ISOO 
ho rejoined tho regiment at Moradabad, Avlicmro in tho 
spring of I SO I he marelied with it to Kohat. In 
February 1801 ho was admitted into tlie Bombay Staff 
Corps. Ho continued in command of t!i«i Sikh 
Infantry at Kohat until October I80.'l, when, in tho 
capacity of Orderly Officer, he acourifianiod Sir Neville 
Chaml)orlain on tho expedition against the Hindustani 
fanatics and thoir allies and supporters, and lie tliere-^ 
after took part in all the op';n'atioij.s in the Anibcla l\iss 
and its vieiiiity up to tho 0’*‘ Novomljoi*. On that iLiy 
he was selected by Sir Neville to command a detach- 
ment employed in covering tho Avorking [lartios engaged 
in making a road to the village of vVmbola, and having 
while on this duty l>oen attacked by the trilKismcn in 
great force, it became necessary to withdnxw tho working 
partie.s and the covering detachment ; in carrying out 
this difficult movement ho displayed tho most admir- 
ablo coolness and determination, but at an early stago 
of tho operation he was badly ^ woundo i by a shot in 
the neck, and, while being carried out of action by a 


Gurkha sepoy, ho was killed in a sudden and over- 
whelming rusli of the enemy.

Harlngton, Henry Andrew, l.vutvnunl (IHOO — 
at, MuUktinil, No. J1I2; at 

'Suwshf:ni^ Sn. — Son of Jlcrlxrrt Baring Haringion, 

Esej., of the Bengal UncovtJnaid/cd (Jivil Sinwico. Bom 
ontho27’*‘ February 1869.— Eiitorcd H. M.’h Service 
(from iliO Royal Mily. College) on tho 0^^ Novembor 
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1889 as a Second-Lieutenant in the Battalion 
Manchester Regiment (^3^ Foot), which he joined 
at Tipperary. In Marcli 1890 he was transferred to 
the 2d Battalion (96^*^ Foot), and, proceeding to India, 
he joined it at Sialkt>t in the succeeding month. On 
the lO^h May 1892 ho was appointed an Ollg. Wing 
Officer in the f^cngal Infantry on probation for tho 
Staff Corps, into wliicli ho was subsequently adinittcd 
with cilect from tlnit date. He joined the 26‘^ at 
Peshawar, and in the following December was appointed 
a Wing Oflieor jK'rniauently. About iho same time he 
accofiipiinied the regitnent to Hawal Pindi, wlieiieo ho 
proceeded with it to Jhobim in February 1893. In 
December 1894i he inarclied witli tho (jorps to Dera 
Ismail Klian, whence bo was sunt early iii 1895 to 
conimainl tw'o eoiiq)anie8 detached to Multan. In 
Apiil 1895 he marcluHl with tho i*egiment to Mardaii, 
where it formed part of tho Ileserve Brigade of tho 
Chitral Kelief For(Hi, and hi the following August 
he returned with it to Jliulum. Tu Dec-eml)er 1895 
ho was appointed to officiate as a Wing Officer in tho 
Bengal Infantry, and he joiiu^d that . cor]»s in 
Chitral ; but in the s[»ring of 1890 he rejoined his own 
regiment on its being (mlere<l on service to Suakin, 
in tlie J^jasUn-ri Sondan. Having, howev('i\ been iiomi- 
jiated l<> the c liargo of tho regimental dep6t at Jhelum, 
he did not, after all, accompany the corps on that 
exjjedition, nnd bo remained in command of the 
dop6t until tluj Tuoidh of December, when, on the 
i*eturn of the regiment from the Soudan, he riqoimMl 
it at Julliindiir. For some time in the earlier months 
of 1897 ho held the appointment of Assistant llecnxit- 
ing Officer for Pathaus, at Peshawar. In August 1897 
he was appointed an Offg, Wing Officer in the 38^** 
Bengal Infantry (Dogras), then serving with the Mala- 
kand Field Force, and having joimui it there',* he in 
tho following month accoiiqianhid it on the <)xj)odition 
into Bajaur. In the course of the operations in that 
country, on tho occasion of tho niglit aibi(*k on the 
British camp at Markluiuai, on tho Septem- 

ber, ho received a dangerous guu-sliot wound in the 
head, from the effects of which ho died at Panjkora 
on tho 29*** of the same mouth. 

Harlan, Josiah, Kx-Ariimj As.'^lsfunf-Simiton . — 
Sro i\V). 519.— riiis ]Htrsiin (tbe ail(>]itivu father of tlio 
John Harlan aflas Aglia ,laii, who li(*s buried at 
Niirpur) was the son of a Quaker of Pliiladelpliia, 
in the State of Pennsylvania, U. S. A , and was lu’ought 
up to tho medical jwofessioii. Hetirst came to the 
lllasl as supercargo of an American ship trading 
Canton, but he laflerwards, about the year 182-1, found 
his way to Calcutta, wiiere, ]u-ubiihly desiring to turn 
his medical acquiroinents to account, he apjdied to the 
Goverumeiit for oinployiiient, It chanced that at 
the time there was a .shoitage t>f niedii'al cffiicers, and 
the Oovorument, with (ho Burmese War on their 
hands, being only too |)le;ise(l to supjdy the dotieiciicy 
by any moans tluit might [u’esent tlieni.selvcs, recHUved 
tho application favouraldy ; end tliO Medical Board 
having examined him and rejiorted him (jualifunl, ho 
was, on the P* July 1821, ap}>ointcd to do duty tem- 
porarily on tho Bengal Establish inciit as an acting 
Assistant-Surgoon, In tin? following month he was 
»j)pointod ti» dt» duty with the Artillery at Dum-Dum, 
and in the succeeding Decomher, having boon nominat- 
ed for duty with tho Bengal Division of Artillery at 
Rangoon, ho was direcU^d to proci'iMl thither with all 
pa.ssiblo expedition. He praceeded lo Kaugoon ac- 
cordingly, in the Car run, in January 1825, Colonel 
(aft(*rwards Field-aMiirshal Sir Getprge) Pollock, wdio 
was j>rocecdiiig to assume (U)nimand of the Bengal 
Artillery Division in Burma, Ijoing one of his fellow’- 
passeiigci's. On arrival at Rangoon he was attacheil 
4o tho Artillery Hospital at that place, and never left it 
until iho following August, when, by permission of 
Brigadier Smelt, commanding at Rangoon, lie returned 
io Bengal “ for tho recovery of his health.*’ At the end 


of that month he was ordoi*ed to pi*oceed to Cawnpore 
for duty, but a few days later (3^ September) his desti- 
nation was altered to Diuapore where he wois appointed 
to the medical cliargo oi die 39*** K. !• With that 
I’egiineiit he proceeded to Cawnpoi-e at the end of 1825, 
but he did not remain with it long, having in the 
spring of 1826 been transfenx'd to duty with the 
Artillery at Allahabad, from which phice ho w'as sent 
in the following Septemlxjr to do duty with tlie 14**‘ 
N, T. at Lucknow. He served there with this regi- 
mi'iit until tho spring of 1827, when ho xvas oi'doml 
to do duty at Caxvnpore, whence ho xvas removed, iu 
the following suinnior, to Karual. In July 1827 tho 
services of all the acting Assistant- Surgeons entcr- 
taiiu'd locally were dispensed with, prospoutively, fiom 
the 1*^* October following, and he had to go with the 
mst. On his connection with tho Bengal Army being 
thus severed, ho, being on leave at Ludhiana at the 
tliiie, niaile his way across tho Sutlej aud ciiteix'd tho 
service of Raiijit Singh, who employed him us a secret 
agent iu Afghanistan, wheve, though lie had won his 
way into tho coidulouco of tho Amu* Dost Muhammad 
Khan, he was engaged in various intrigues against 
that Ruler, aud ^an extraordinary instance of Uoublu 
dealing) ho afterwards returned to the Punjab us the 
Amir’s secret age ut the re I Ran jit Singh shorliy uftor- 
warils rnacio him tTovernor of Jasrata and Murpur, and 
subsecpieiitly of Oujerat, but about 1835 he was removed 
from this post aud sent on a mission to Afghanistan, 
ostonsibly as an ambassador to Dost Muhamiuad-Khan, 
but ill nullity ‘‘ to corrupt the Amir’s Chiefs and so>v 
distrust and disloyalty amongst them.” In this very 
sluuly business he seems to have met with luueli 
success, but ho soon afterwards lost Ihu favour of 
Ranjit iSingli, deserted his service, and, about the end 
of 1836, entered that of Dost Muhammad. In tho 
following year lie succeeded in stirring up a >var be- 
tween the Amir and Ranjit Singh, one notable event of 
whicli was the great battle of Jainrud, iu w'hich 
Raujit’s best general, Sariiar ilari Singh NuJwa, was 
slain. In 1839 the Amir sent him in cliaigo of an 
expedition again.st the Khan of Kunduz, but he does 
not ajipear to have met xvitli any very marked success. 
Ill the following year when the British Army, under 
Sir John Keane, appi'oaclied Kabul, he was dcjiuted by 
the Amir to jieguiiati^ with tho invaders, hut his 
inissioii proving of no avail, he promptly^ deserted his 
master on the latter quitting Kabul and retiring to 
the Kohistan. He soon alteiwai'ds nuule his way 
back to lliudiislau, aud returned to his own country, 
where, iu 1812, he piiblislied a JUniair oj India and 
Ajijkanislan, When and when! he died, or what 
event ually became of him, is unknown. 

Harlan’s adopted son, Aglia Jan, >vas, it is said, killed 
by a Rajput, a rival, for ihe favours of a lady of 
pleasure, Tho murderer was flogged to death, so iho 
ti*aditiun goes in Murpur, with iron rods. 

Harling, Thomas John, Sardar Bahadur, ItisaU 
dar- Major (1832 — 1889 ). — Crave at Sialkot, Ao. 721. — « 
Born in IS32.- Enlisted at Bcrhaniporo on tho 25*** 
Novcjiilier 1845 as a drummer in tho 29**‘ N. I., and 
soon afterwards marched with the regiment to Agra, 
arriving there in March 1846. In tho "winter of 1847*48 
lio proceeded Avith tho regiment to Hajipur, and 
during the Punjab C’ampaign of 1848-49 ho served 
with it in tho operations in tho Jullundur and Bari 
Doabs, taking part in tho defeat of the rebel Ram 
Singh on the heights of Ainb and in the occupation 
of tho fort of Una fjRodal). In Fcbi*uary 1849 he 
proceeded Avitb tho iviginient to Nur})ur, and in tho 
follow'ing winter ho accompanied it to Peshawar, arriv- 
ing there in February 1850. During iho sncccoding 
throe years ho Avas several times employed in the hold 
against tho border tribes and took part, with dotach- 
inents of tho regiment, in the expedition against the 
Ranizais in March 1852, and in the defeat of the 
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Mohmands at Panjpao, near Shabkadar, on the 15^^ of 
the following month (India Medal and clasp). Earlj 
in 1853 he proceeded ^vith his to Jullundur, 

nnd in March 1857 ho accompani^ it to Moradabad. 
He was present with the regiment when it mutinied at 
that place on the June 1857, and was on that occa- 
sion tho only one of the Eurasian drummers of the 
corps who threw in his lot with the British officers, help- 
ing them in effecting their escape, with their families, to 
Naini Tal, and rendering them such valuable services 
on the way that they afterwards presented him with a 
handsome gold watch and chain. While at Naini Tal 
he volunteered his services with the Gurkhas, and 
was present with that regiment at tho rout of the 
ll^ihilkhaud rebels at ITaldwani on the September. 
He subsequently served witli tho Kamaon Militia at the 
defence of Naini Tal, and was i)ro.sent in tho affairs at 
Gurklia Gai-hi on tho 4**' and 10^^» NovomW. Later in 
the same month, when proceeding from Naini Tal to 
Meerut for tho purpose of joining the Meerut Light 
Horse, ho had tho goal fortune to itjsciie a European lady 
(Mrs. Williort), who had fallen into the hatids of tw'O 
reliel sepoys ; these ho attacked with great 
gallantry ami, single-handed, put to flight, bni iu 
doing so ho was si^vorely wounded (shot through 
lx)th thighs). Ho afterwards joined the Moornt Light 
Horse, and served with that corps in lloliilkhand during 
tho campaign of 1858. Later in that year he raised 
a troop for a corps styled “ the llenaivs Horse,” in 
which, on the 10' January 1850, ho was ajq^ointed a 
llossaidar, and with this corps he served i?i tho Trans- 
Gaghra o])orations and on tho Ne])al frontier in IRotbGO, 
commanding on one occasion a <let;ichment of tho 
regiment wJn’ch repelled an atttnupt made by a band of 
rebels to cross tho Gaghra into tlio Bottiali district 
(Indian Mutiny Medal). On tlio disbandment of tho 
Benares Horse lie was Iran sf erred, TJ’Ij l) 0 (!ond)(ir 
1SG2, to tlio 14^^* Bengal Cavalry, which ho joined at 
'5rorar, Gwalior. In tho autumn of ISGt lie afcom- 
panied tho regiment (which had now become a lancer 
corps) to Juli^aigiin, and thereafter he serv(‘d with it 
in tho Bhutan (\unpaigii of taking jv.ui in ihc 

affairs at Taindit and llala, and in the oj^rations 
connected with IIkj rocaptiin^ of Dewangiri in A])ril ISG5 
(clasp to India IMedMl). ITo ron'inmid serving with 
the regiment oil tho Bhutan frontier until tin' termina- 
tion of thr» war in tho sjn-ing of ISdri, wlicn he pro- 
ceeded v>ith*it to (.!awn})oie, from wliieli j>l;Tre ho acconi- 
paiiied it to Meerut in DeeenilMJr lS*ii<», to /Vnibalii, 
temporarily, in .March I8d'.), and to Deoli in the Mieci eil- 
ing Dceomber. In the cold sen Jon of lS7;>-7 t lie pro- 
ceeded wiili tlie regiment to K;i\val])iiidi, ^Yh<Mu•c, in 
I-toceinhor 1^7G, ho rnarelied with it In I'l diawar. 
On tho regiment pn.x'OOiling to Kulnit * ,1 r-rff'- to tho 
Kuram Valley, in Janmiry I87i), daring Ihe lii-st pliase 
of the Afghan War, ho was left beln'iul in eharg-* of llie 
regimental depot, and remaineil in charge- for idght 
months. On the May 1S7‘.) lie was promoted to the 
rank of Bisaldar. On the ronowal rd' tho war in tlie fol- 
low’ing Sej»teinbi*r ho proceeded to join the r(*giinei)t, 
'which had beim detailed to form part of the foreo moving 
on Kabul under tho command of Sir Ei’odt riek UolK-rts, 
and in the following month, wIhh on liis way, he look 
part in the i*e]mlse of tlio Gliil/.ais in their a.ttaeks on 
tho posts on tin? Sliiiiargardan. Ho .siihso<piently joined 
the regiment at Kabul j and was actively engaged in 
tho ojiorations at and around that yilace in l)»;eein])er 
1S79, ineluding the defence of Sheipur (^[odal and 
clasp). Jltturning to tho British provinces with tho 
regiment at tho end of January ISSO, ho served wdtii 
it at Mardan until tho following ScptemlM r, ivlicii he 
marched with it en routa to Morjir, Gwalior, at which 
station he served with it for throe years. In Octobcir 1S81 
be was apx>ointed to the Second Class of the Order of 
British India, with the title of “ Bahadur.” In the 
winter of 1883-84 he proceeded with tho regiment to 
Mian Mir, and while serving at this station in Sep- 
tember 1884 he was advanced to the First Class of tho 


Order of British India with the title of Sardar Bahis^ 
dor.'* Towards the end of 1885 hoaooompamed the regi- 
ment to Thal-Chotiali, where he served with it for a 
year, in the course of whioh, on the 1*^ May 1836, ho 
was appointed Risaldar- Major of tlio regiment. Early 
in 1887 he accompanied the regiment ti> Sialkot, and at 
that place ho died on tho 4^** February 1889. 

Harman. Richard, B. iS^. O., Major and Brevet^ 
Lirutenant ■ Colonid (ISGt — 1905). — Grave at Dera Ismail 
Khan : tablet at Kohaf^ No. lOGO.— Son ofthoBevd. 
Edward Harman, Af.A., Uoctor of Piokwoll, near 
Molton-Mowbray, Co. Leicester. Born on tho 22'* 
Septemlior 18G4. — Entered H. M.*8 Servioo (from tho 
Royal Mily. College) on tho August 1S8G as a 
Licatenant in tho H* Battalion Oxfordshire Light 
Infantry (tho 43*'' Foot), then sewing in tho Bombay 
Presidency, but os the battalion was about to roiura 
homo, he was retained at tho depot, anil in tho 
following November ho wan iransfen*ed te tho ^*

Jin 
contiinii d in that silual ion until tbe I"' Kehruary IS9|, 
when ho w.is ap^iointed to olHeialo as Adj.itant, in 
which jMjst he, was aflei-wards ma'Ie jiermanent witli 
cil’ect from the same dale, fn April 1 S9 1 he niai'clied 
with the J'cgiment to Keliat, and in llio Kpi iiig of tfio 
sueceoiling year he accompanied it on sf?rvico in tlin 
Chitral Kelief J'Ix]>i*diLioii, and was sevm»>ly wounded 
ill tho storming of the Mahikand Pass on the .3'* April 
(now India Medal and clasj>, and proi.j'»tei| to Major 
by brevet un attaining the rank of Gaptairi). In 
cuiiHequcrico of Jiis wound he woit Jonrnj on leave 
in Alay 189.5, and )m wa.s ab .ent from India until 
OctolKO* 1^96, wlimi lie reji»ine<l his regiment at Keii.at, 
In the following Beiremher In- a-cirompanicd the eoi’/iS te 
Dera Ismail Khan, and tlo i.* in iMarch 1897 he wan 
ajijicinled to ofliciato as a. Wing CenimrArMler in tlio 
regiment. In August 1^97 lie was ap|>oinled a llegi- 
mont.'iil and ('ominiss;irIat 'ri'ansport (Jtliecr in the .Mala- 
kand Field Force, with which he served for a short timo, 
and was present in tho rACl.ioii of Landakai, in Upiicr 
Bwat (clasp to India Modal). About tho same iimo^ 
coDBoquont on his promotion to the rank of Captain, 
ho vacated the Adjutancy of tho P'* Sikli Infantry, and 
having rejoined that corps at Dera Ismail Khan, he coa* 
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tinned officiating as Wing Commander until near the 'end 
«f the jrear. In the winter of 1897-98 he^ officiated for a 
short timo as Second-in-Command, and in March 1893 
lie inarched with the corps to Wana. In the following 
November he was again appointed to officiate as a 
W^ing Commander, and ho held that post for a year, in 
the course of which, in March 1899, ho returned with 
the regiment to Dora Ismail Khan. In November 1899 
lie was appointed Commandant of the Wana Levies, and 
two yours later, towards the end of 1901, ho bocame 
Commandant of the South Waziristan Militia, in com- 
mand of which he took part in the Mahsud-Waziri 
blockade operations in 1901-02, and rendered dis- 
tinguished service (clasp to India Medal, and promoted 
to the rank of Lieutenant- Colonel by brevet). In 
February 1903 ho was apjioitiied a Double-Company 
Commander in his own regiment, which latter in the 
same year became the Indian Infantry, Imt ho 
continued serving with the South Waziristan Militia, 
and he romainod iu command until his death. This 
took place at Wana on the February when 

ho fell by the hand of a fanatical assassin. The circum- 
CtancoB were as follow : Ho -was sitting at dinner in 
the mess-room at Wana, with three other officers, 
when the room was suddenly entered by a sepoy of the 
South Waziiistan Militia arinod with a loa<led riflo 
and fixed bayonet ; dazzled, possibly, by the light, tlie 
fanatic refrained for a moment from firing, and (Colonel 
Harman, springifig upon him in that moment, was 
instantly transfixed through the heart on the mis- 
creant’s bayonet. 

Harris^ Charles Robison, Captain (1819 — 1849). — 

Grave on Chilianwala battlc»Jield^ No. 752. Son of 
liloutenant-Coloncl John Harris, 24*** Foot. — Entered 
n. M’fli^orvico on the 17*** February 1837 as an Ensign 
in the fttu Foot. Joined that regiment in Canada in 
the following year, and served with it there for about 
three years. On the 8*** January 1841 ho %vas promoted 
to the rank of Lieutenant. Ho returned home with 
the reginiont in July 1841, and served with 
it in England, Scotland and Ireland for nearly fivo 
years. On the 14*** April 184G ho was promo te<l to 
the rank of Cayiiain, ard in f.lie following month 
ho enilnii'ked with tho ixigimont for Bengal. Having 
landed at Calcutta in Septoinber 1810, he aceonrpauied 
tho corps to the Ujiper ProviiKJcs, and in the following 
Marcli arriveil at Agiu, where lie continued sciwing 
with it until tho outbreak of the second Sikh War 
in l.hc auinmii of 1848. Tho regiment having Ih^ou 
detailed fur service in the field, ho marcliod with it for 
tho Puii jub on the 3'* Ociolxu’, and on tho 28*** of tho 
samo month ho wan appoiidx'd Brigade-Major of fho 
Sixth (afterwards numbered tin? Fifth) Brigade, com- 
manded by Brigadit»r PcTiny«!uick. In that })osition 
ho served in the Punjab Campaign of lSVS-49, and 
was ]n'esont :ii tlie passfvge of the Clieiiab, tho action 
of Sadnlapur, and tin? battle of Chilianwala, in wViicIi 
last ho fell in ihe gallant charge of Peunycuick's 
Brigade on the Sikh batteries. 

Harris, Honry William, Major (r, ISOt 1349.) - 
Grave on ihv Chil hunrala haffie-rirld^ No. 752. — Stm 
of Major- (Iciieml John Uanis, Hoval Artillery.— En- 
tered H. M’s. Service (from tlu* Royal I^Iily. fVdlego) 
on the 23'* May 1822 as an Jb.isign in the 54**‘ Foot, 
which he joined at Ihnigalore, in the Aladras Presi- 
dency, early iu 182 1. On t1u‘ 27**' September 1824 
he was ]>r()moted to the rank of Lieutenant. Towards 
the end of the sanu’ year hv accompanied the regiment 
on service to rhittagong, and in the spring of 1825 
ho served with it tlirougliout the campaign resulting 
in tlie coTHiuost of the Province of Arakan, including 
tho scvcrsil actions on tho Padba Hills, at Mahati| 
and on the heights above the town of Arakan, in 
which last he was severely wounded. Being disabled by 
Ihis wounds he zetumed to Madras, and having, on the 
14*^ July 1S25, been transferred to the 24*** Foot, ho 
went homo in the following year and joined that regi- 
joffnt at Limerick. Ho served with tho 24*** in Ireland 


until May 1829 : he then accompanied it to England^ 
and in tuo following August embarked with it for 
Canada, where he served with it, off and on, for nearly 
twelve years. On the 20*** December 1S31 he attained 
the rank of Captain. In 1837-38 he was actively em- 
ployed in the operations necessaiyr for tho suppression 
of the rebellion in Canada. He returned home with the 
regiment in July 1841, and served with it in the 
United Kingdom (at Devonport, Glasgow, Dublin, 
Kilkenny, Limerick and Cork) until the spring of 
1846. On tho 14*** April 1846 he was promoted to 
the rank of Major. In the following month ho em- 
barked with the I'egiment for Bengal, and landing at 
Calcutta in September, he afterwards proceeded with 
it to Agra, arriving thci’e in Mainh 1847. On tbo 
outbreak of tho second Sikh War he marched with the 
regiment, October 1848, to join the Army of tho Punjab, 
and was actively engaged in tho operations of the 
first two months of the camjiaign, including the passage 
of tho Cheiiab, the action of Sadulapur (in which he 
commanded the regiment, and in which his horse was 
killed under him by a cannon-shot), and tho battle 
of Chilianwala, in which, 13*** Januaiy 1849, ho lost 
his life, for having been wounded and his horso 
killed under him in tho charge on tho enemy’s 
batteries, ho was cut down and killed by a Sikh horse- 
man as ho was making his way to tho roar. 

Note.— Major Harriu was married at Montreal, Canada, on the 
3(i So)»toinbor 1832, to Kliza, tho only daughter of Captain Charles 
Walker, Paymaster of the I5th Foot. 

Harris, William, rAmtenant (1840— 187G). —Grarc 
at Itavml Pindi, No. 786. — Son of Major-General Philip 
Harris, Bengal Tnfantiy. Born nt Mus&ooiie on the 
16*** Juno 1849. — Entered H. M.’s Service (from tho 
Royal Mily, College) on tho 1*** Fobi’uiiry 1863 as 
an Ensign in the 18*** Foot, from which ho was trans- 
ferred tho same day to the 37***. Procoeding to India 
he joined this corps at Bareilly in Alay, and ho con- 
tinued serving with it thoi-o until tho following Novem- 
ber, wdion he marchc<l with it to Shahjahanpur. In 
January 1870 ho was appointed Second Wing Subal- 
tern in the 21^* (Punjab) N. I. on jn’obation for the 
Bengal StiilT Corps, into which ho was subsequently 
admitted with effect from ilio 1“* February 1870. 
Having joined tho regiment at Mian Mir, he was, in 
tho following Soptemlx'r, advancjod to the jmsition of 
First Wing SubaUern, and in that a]))M>inVfuerit (fre- 
quently oIJieiatIng as Adjutant and as Quarter Master, 
once in tho latter j)ost for nearly two y(?ars) tho 
reinai ruler of his service was passed. In XovouiIku’ 1870 
ho .acconi]):inicd the reginumt to Peshawar, and in 
March 1874 ho ju-occoded with it to Rawal Pindi. In 
July 1875 lie was for the last time appointed to 
ofliei.ato .as Quaitei* Maslcn*, and he was still ofliciating 
wdien his career was brought to a sudden termination, 
he having shot deacl l)y a Piiihan sepoy of tho 
ix^gimeiit at Rawal Pindi on the 28**' November 1876. 

Harrison, Alfred, lirafniauf (1830— 1857).— f7n/7v; 
and iitidf f nf DeUil, Xn. 102. — Entered IT. M.\s Servioo 
on the 2.5^*' August 18 IS jis an KnsigTi in the 75^** Foot. 
Joined that regiment at Kilkeiuiy, and in !March 1849 
proceeded with it to Fermoy. In Mny 1840 ho erii- 
barkod with tho corps for Bengal, landed at Calcutta 
in August, and, ])roceeding R]iui*lly afterwarils to tho 
Upper Provinces, mavrhed into Amhila with it in 
Ilccember. On the 14*** .Tanuary 1S50 he was promoted 
to the rank of Lieutenant. Towards the end of the year 
ho went on leave to Calcutta, and eventually proceeded 
to Europe on sick leave early in 1851. On the ex- 
piration of liis leave ho was appointed to tlio regimental 
depot at Chatham, and after serving there for alx)ut a 
year, he came out ami rejoined tho regiment at Peshawar 
early in 1855. In Octolnjr of that year ho marched 
with tho corps to Rawal Pindi, whence ho accompanied 
it to^ Kasauli early in 1857. On the outbreak of the 
mutiny he marched with the regiment to Ambala, 
whence he acoompaniod.it in the movement on Delhi at 
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the end of May. He was not, however, destined to 
reach that place alive, for in the first engagement be* 
tween the Delhi Field Force and the* mutineers, at 
Badli-ki«Serai on the Jane 1857, he was killed 
whilst gallantly leading on his men in a charge on the 
enemy’s guns. 

Harrison, Jphn, Lieuienunf (1S52— 1875 ). — Grave 
at Simla , — The elder son of Henry Harrison, Esqr., 
of Holywood House, County Down. Horn on the 
2*1 January 1852. — Entered H. M.’s. Service on the 
271 ** March 1871 as a LicuUmant in the R'yal North 
Down Militia, with which ho served for more than 
thrroo year.*?. On the Jufio 1874» ho was trans- 

fercd to the regular forces and appointed a Lieutenant 
in the Hussars, and proceeding to India, ho joined 
that regiment at Meerut before iho end of the year. 
In the spring foU<)wing he went to Simla on sick 
leave, and he died there on the 14**' Juno 1875, of 
liver complaint. 

Hart, Henry William, Ltenhnani (1822— 1 845). — 
Grave at Ferozeporc, No. 470 ; tablet in St. Andrew* a 
Church at the same, place^ No. 441. — Entered H. M.’s Ser- 
vice on the 7**^ February 1840 as an Ensign in the 31**- 
Foot. Arrived in India in the following November, and 
joined the regiment at Agra in February 1841. On the 
regiment being detailed for service in Afghanistan, ho 
inarched with it from Agi'a in January 1842, crossed 
the Sutlej on iho 10**' March, and on the 5**' May joined 
the force under Major-General Pollo(?k at Jalalabad. 
On the 12**' July 1842 ho wns proinotod to the rank of 
Lieutenant. With the 3D* ho sorvod throughout the 
remainder of* tho campaign of 1842 in Afglmnistan, 
and was present in tlio actions of Mazina, Jagdalak 
and Tezin, tho ro-occupation of Kabul, and in various 
actions in tho passes between Kabul and tho Khaibar 
during tho i*otura iriar(?h to Hindustan (Modal). On 
tho return of tho Army from Afghanistan lie accompanied 
the regiment to Ambala, arriving there in January 
1843. In tho following May lie accompanied tho corps 
to Khaital, to put down tho disturbances there, after- 
wards returning to Ambala, whonce, in Novemlior, ho 
marched with iho regiment to Forozeporo. In April 
1844 ho marched back to Ambala with tlio 31'**, and 
(except when on sick leave .nt Simla during tho 
summer months of 1844 and 184.*>) he roidiniicd stTving 
there until the outhroak of On? first Sikh War. On tho 
ocenrrenco of that event he fw;cnni]>anIod Ins regimont in 
the forward movemnnt to moot iho enemy on tho banks 
of tho Sutlej, hut ho lost his life at a very early stago 
of tho campaign, having lieon killed in tlio battle of 
Miidki, on the 18'** Decemlx?r 1845. 


Harvoy, James Colebrooko, Lirafouiuf (r. 1821 
— 1845 ). — Tnbh f at Ferozcfmn , \u. 442, — Tho third 
son of William Harrison Harvry. Fs<jr. fa cadet of tlio 
Harveys of llargy Castle, Co. Wexford), who, as a 
Lieutenant in tho Royal Artillery, lost an arm .at 
Waterloo; and giMndsoTi of Golonel Pan lift W. Cole- 
brooko, of tho Royal Art i I lory. — Fntuioil II. M’s. Ser- 
vice (from tho Ro 3 'al ^fily. Gollego, Sarulhnrst) on 
tho 25*** January’ 183‘.) as an Erisig?i in tlio 33'** TtHH, 
which ho joined at Rollary, in the Madr.as Presidenex', 
in tho course of tho same y’oar. Early iii the following 
year ho ac’companicd the regiment to Kamptoe, where 
he servod with it for nearly two years. On tlio 15*** 
Decemlxsr 1840 he was promot-ed to the rank of Lieut- 
enant. In the winter of 1841-12 ho marched with f ho 
TOgiment to Agra, whence in the autumn of 1842 he 
accompanied it to Ferozojx)re, whore he scjrved with it 
in the Army of Reserve, reluming to Agra in March 
1843. Early in tho following Octolxjr ho was sent 
down to Allahabad in cliargcj of a lx>dy of invalids, but 
he rejoined tho regiment in time to ac<‘ompany it on 
flervice in the Gwalior Cam]iaign, and he was present 
with it at the battle of Maharajpur (bronze star). On 
the day after tfie battle ho was appointed to officiate 



as Quarter Master of the regimont ; throe weeks latori 
on tho 21*** January 1844, ho was api)oiiitod acting 
Aide-do- Camp to Maior-General Littler, Conunanding 
tho Third Division of the Army of Gwalior ; and on 
the succeeding day he was nominated Aide-do- Camp to 
tho same officer ou his being appointed to iho command 
of tho forct) detailed to remain tom]>orarily in Gwalior 
territory. On this force boing withdrawn a month 
later, he accompanied his regiment to Agra, where ho 
arrived with it early in Maivh 1844, In tho antunin 
of the same year heprocooilcd with tho regiment to Dina- 
l)ore, and in Decoinlwr ho went on leave to Calcutta, 
proparatory to going homo, but ho afterwards altered 
his arrangements and rejoiuod his regimont at nina]K)ro. 
In October 1845, when wai* with tho Sikhs was 
expected to break out, ho procoodod on throe months* 
leave to Forozoporc, in tho hope of lx»iiig ou tho spot 
when hostilities began ; this ho])o was roalisod, and on 
tho formation of tho Ariuy’ of tho Sutlej, in Dot^omlxjr, 
ho was appointed Aido-do-Oamp to Major -Gonoral 
Sir J. H. Littler, K.C.B., Commanding tho Fourth 
Division. In this capacity, on tho morning of tho 
21'** Doconibor, ho marched out of Forozeporo with iho 
Division, to tako part in Iho attack on the entroncheff 
position of tho Sikhs at Fcrozshahr, and in the san- 
guinary ongagemont which ensued the samo afternoon 
he foil whilst gallantly chooring on tho troops to tho 
assault. 

Hastings, Edward George Godolphin, 

^fa}nr and lireret- fjicn/enant’Oolonel (1842 — 1884).— 
Grav*' and tablet at PefthawaCy A^» 1 . 1).5.5 and OSS. — The 
ehloBt son of Captain iho tlon'ble Edward- R U. H. 
Hastings, 32‘* Bengal N. 1., and gramlson of tho 1 1*** 
Earl of Huntingdon. Born at Dinaporo on the 21)**' 
January 1842. — Entorod If. M's. Indian Military Forces, 
Bengal, in IS.VJ. Arrived in India in August of iho 
same year, and having, in anticipation of liis arrival, 
Ixien |H)Ktod, a fow days ])revionsly, to tho 2** Eurojioaa 
Liglit Cavahy, ho proceeded to tho HjijMu* ProvinCCB 
and joined that regimont at Meerut ; tins posting was, 
howovor, cancelled in tho following DoccuiiIhu*, and lio 
was then roinoved to the (ieiieral List of Cavalry 
OHioers. Remaining attaeli(‘d to tluj 2'* F. L. (h, ho 
accompaniod the reginnmt to Muttra in .bnniary I SCO, 
and he continufMl doing iluty with it iinfil Mandi 1802, 
when ho was npjaM'nteil (o do duty with Iho 1.3'*' Ihuigal 
('avalry' at Rawal Piiuii. Willi this ciu'ps In* served for 
hix nionl.hs, during whirh period he twice oHieiatod 
SIS Adjul.int. In Se[)teTn]K‘r I8)>2 lie was plsc'-d at iho 
di.sjMisal of Iho Piinjnb ( Joverniiicnt lor civil employ, 
suhI ill tho following month Jm w.is ;i.|>»»oI?ihMj .VskL 
(’ommirsionev of Shahpnr.

— Son of LieutoTiant-Oenoi'al John 
Colpoys Haughton, (y.S.T., Ihmgal Staff Corps. Bom 
nt Doi’anda, Cliota Nagpur, on the 22'^ August 18.52. — 
Entoml H. M.’s Serviro (from tho Iloyal Mily. Collcgo) 
on tho 28^** October 1871 as an Ensign in tlio 1“^ Batta- 
lion 24^h Foot, and was sul)sequc;ntly pminofod to tho 
rank of Lieutenant from tho sanio date. Ho joined 
the battalion at Alalia in January 1872, .accompanied it 
to Gibraltar in tho following Afarch, and subsoquenily 
served witli it iliert^ for nearly two y^cjars.

Commander, ami, Avith tho exception of a brief period 
of employiuont as a Brigade- Afajor at the Camp of 
Exorcise at Delhi, he cont iuned in that position with 
tho wing at Banda until Juno 1880, when ho wa» 
appointed a Wing Commander in tho 39*^*^ N. I. He 


joined that regiment at Gawnpore, and, having oflEioiated 
for some timo as Second-in-Gominand, he was sent at 
the end of the year to command a detachment of the 
corps at Lucknow. At the end of Aiay 1887, on the 
35^“ Bengal Infantry being reorganised as a Sikh corps, 
lie was transferred to it as a Wing Commander, and 
having joined it at Ferozepore, he continued serving 
with it there until March 1888, wlien ho went home on 
leave. On the expiration of this leave *he passed some 
timo in Bussia, studying the language, and ho was 
aftcrwaixls employed, from January to December 1891, 
as a Staff Captain in tho Intelligence Branch at the 
Horse Guards. He returned to India early in 1892, 
and on rejoining tho 35**, at NoAvgong, was appointed 
to officiate as Second- in-Command, and, having been 
made permanent in that appointment in April 1892, ho 
officiated as Commandant from Api’il 1893 to April 
1894. In Juno 1804 ho again went homo on leave, 
and on the 25**’ of that month, a feAv days after bis 
departure, ho was appointed Commandant of the 36^** 
Bengal Infantry, another Sikh corps. On Lis rotuim 
to India in November he joined this I’egiment at Delhi, 
and in the spring of 1895 ho proceeded Avith it to 
Peshawar, at Avliich place he commanded it until near 
tho end of tho folloAving year. Ho then pi'ocooded in 
command of it to Fort Lockhart, on the Samana Range, 
and ho was there w^hon tho first frontier outbreak of 
1897 look place. Tlirouglioiit tho operations for the 
defence of tho Samana ho was inomincntly engaged, 
and ho gained high distinction at the head of his regi- 
ment during tho succeeding Tirab Campaign, having 
liecri present in almost every (nigagemont from Karappa 
in tlio Khankt Valley to Afamanai in tho LoAver Bara. 
Ifi3 Avas Avith his regiment in tho Bower • Bara Valley 
when the o]Acrations Avero resnmod in January 1898, 
and on the 29'*‘ of that month ho unfortunately fell in 
the action at the Sliiiikamar Kotal. 

Havelock, William, K.H., LicnttnianG Colonel 
(1793 — 1S48). — Grave and tahlo.t al Ramnarjar^ 

Noft, 747 and 748. — The oldest son oF William Have- 
lock, Ks(]r., of Ingress Park, Co. Kent (of a Durham 
family), and lirotlior of iMajov-Gcnoral Sir Henry Have- 
lock, K.C.B., of Indian Alutiiiy fame. Born ut Sunder- 
land, C-lo. Durham, on iho 23* .ianuary 1793. Mducatod 
at tho Charlorlioiiso. — Kniered IT AT. ’s Service on iho 
12'*’ Jn ly 1 ^ 10 MS all Ensign in tho P* Battalion 43 
Foot, and having ])roceoded to tho I’oninsiifti and joined 
the batinlion in anticipation of liis a])poinhriont, he AA'^as 
actually in action with tho Frcncti in Spain Avitliin 
tAvclvo days of li is being gazetted in Jjondon. PaH of 
the time Avitli tlio battalion, ami part on iho staff as 
Aidc-do-Cainp to Alajor-deneral Baron Alton, Com- 
manding the colehrated liiglit Division, ho served 
throughout the remainder of tho Bcninsular War, and 
was ]n’es('nt at the action of iho Coa, near Almeida, tho 
hattlo of -Busaeo, tho .action of Sabugal, the battles of 
Salamanca ami Vittoria, iho ]iassago of tho Bidassoa 
and tho act ion of AVra, .and the battles of the NiA’clIe, 
the Nive, Orthos and I’ou louse (AVar Modal and seven 
clasps). Na])ior, in liis of Utc rmiusnlar War 

(Bmik XXII, Chap. IV), rn.akes special mention of tho 
gallant conduct of this officer in tlio action of Vera 
t7'*‘ October 1813) : in tho assault of the French 
position, a Sjianish Division, coiiimauded by General 
Giron, li.ad boon arrcsteil in its ailvanco by a strong 
lino of ahhiith and Uio lieaA’y tiro of the French in- 
fantry ; “but it liapiiened,*’ says Napier, “that an 
officer of tho 43‘* lieginicnt named Havelock, attached 
to Alton’s staff, bad Ijcon sent to ascertain Giron’s 
progress, and liis fiery temper could not brook tho check. 
Taking off liis hat bo called nixm tho Spaniards to 
folloAV him, and putting spurs to his horse at one 
bound clearad the ahbaiis and Avent headlong amongst 
tho enemy. Then tho soldiers, shouting for El chico 
Woaco,— “the fair boy,” so they called him, for he 
was very young and had light hair, — with one shock 
brok«^ tlirough the Fronoh.” Continuing in his staff 
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•ppoiiiwu®"*-'* proceed with <lic W to 

Ainerioa in 1814, and on the renewal of the war in the 
following year, conaeqnent on the retufn of Napoleon 
from Elba, he again accompanied Baron Alton into the 
field, and as Aide-de-Camp to that officer he served 
throughout the campaign of 1815 in Belgium, and was 
present at the battles of Quatro Bras (in which he was 
slightly woundpd) and Waterloo (Medal). He after- 
wards served with the 43*^ for two years and-a-halt 
in the Army of Occupation in Fiance. On the 19“ 
February 1818 he was promoted to the rank of Captain 
in the 32*^ Foot, and having joined that regiment at 
Corfu, he served with it theiw, and in ot hoi's of the 
Ionian Islands, for tlirei; years* On the July 1821 
he exchanged into tho Liglit Di^agoons, which ho 
joined at Komford, in Essex. In January 1822 lie 
embarked with this regiment for Bombay, and having 
arrived there in tlie following May, he necompaniod ihe 
corps to Kaira, In (riizerat. In the siiceceding year 
he was a])]iointed Aide-de-Cam]» io Jiientenant-Cleiu'ral 
tho Hoirbln Sir Charles Colville, G.C.B., Comniander- 
in-Cbief, Bombay, on whose staff lie served for three 
years. In 1S24 he was nominaiod a Knight of the 
Hanoverian Guelphii* Order. On Sir t'tiarles ( -olvillo 
going home in lS2d he vacated the appointment of 
Aide-dC'Camp, and was shortly aflt'nvards apjiointed to 
the nmiinand of a ri:niln of iiregular horse, wliich lie 
held until 1828. lie then rejoined his regiment at 
Kirkee, and (^onllnued serving with It there for nearly 
seven years, in the eourse of which on the Decein- 
htT he was jn'ornoted to the rank of Major. In 

^fareii 1835 In? was ap{ioiute<l ]^llly. Secretary to the 
Right llon’ble Sir Koheii Grant, G.C.IT., Governor 
of Bombay, *and he hel<l this post until the following 
year, when he went on leave to the (^l.pe (^olony, South 
Africa. Siihserpiontly, after his i-otiirn from South 
Africa, he whs ap])oiiite(l Mily. Secretary to Lord 
Filphinsione, Governor of ^fadiTis, upon whose stuff 
he remained initil Se])temher 1841, when, h.aving on the 
30‘f* April jireeeding bemi promoted to the rank of 
Lientouaut-Colomd in tin* 1 Bight Driigoons, he pro- 
ceeded to I’ooua, and joinoil that n'gimentat. Kirkc’o 
shortly nfter its arrival from Europe. In January 1842 
he w-.nl home on leave, and was absent from India until 
Jlecemher 1844, when he rejoined tlie 14^’' at Kirkoo 
and as.su med eomnuind of tlio eorps. Gn the ti-ansfer 
of tin' regiinent to the Bengal Presid('ney he mareln'd 
with it Irom Ivirkee in DeeerniM’r 1845, and jiroeeeding 
via Mliow, Agra ami Meerut, aiTive(l with it at Amliala 
iu the iriiihlle of A])ril 1S40. In Eebniaiy 1848 he 
proceeded with the regiment from Amhala to Fern/.e- 
porc?, wlifiiee, in the following August, lie niarehed 
with tho hea«l-qufirters and tho right wing to Lahore, 
the left wing having already pr(KT('de«l thither in tin* 
preceding May. On the Army of jlm Punjab taking 
the rield, on the occasion of tho second Sikh Wiir, In; 
commanded the regiment in the advance from Laliore 
to Ramnagar, and tln-iv, on tho 22* November 1818, in 
the first cngageniont of the campaign, ho nnhappily 
fell whilst gallantly charging the Sikh infantry in tho 
sands of the Clnuiab.

Havelock-Allan, Sir Henry Marsh man, Hart., 

O.CJK, K.G., 0830 -IS97). — 

Orav" af Jlav'ttl Ko. 794>.— The eldest son of 

Major-General Sir Henry Havoloek, K.C.B. Ihim nt 
Chin.sni’ah on tho 6*** August 1830. — Entered If. M.'h 
S ervice on tho 3 P* Marrh J84G as an Ensign in the 
39*** Foot. Was attached to the dej»nt at Chatham 
until Juno 1S47, when lie joined the regiment on its 
return from India, and wa.s .stationed w ith it nt Ciinter- 
buiT. On the 23** June 1848 he wa.s promoted to the 
nuiKof Lieutenant in the 8C’*‘ Foot ; came out to India 


before tho end of the year, joined the regiment at Dee^ 
in the Bombay Presidency, and afterwikrds served with 
it at Poona. On the 13 **^ Pebrnary 1852 he exchanged 
into the 10**^ Foot, of which corps ho was appointed 
Adjutant from the same date ; joined the roginioui ot 
Waxiraliad, and in November 1853 pi*oceo<lod with it 
to Mian Mir. In January 1850 ho wont homo on leave, 
but ho was out again iu January 1857 | and having 
then boon ap}H)inted an acting I)ej)y. Asst. Quartoi* 
Master General with tho additional troops detailed for 
service in lV.i*sia, lie ]n*ocee(loil to that country with 
his father, who had Iktii nominated to a Divisional 
command, and served them during tlio remainder of 
the campaign, iiudiiding tlu> bomhardmont and eaptm'O 
of Mohammenih (Modal). In MaiTh 1S57 he vacated 
the Adjutancy of tho 10'** Kegimont. On the termi- 
nation of tho Per.siau Campaign he ixituruod, May 1857 , 
to Bomluiy, and immodiatoly aflerwanls, in consequcnc'O 
of the Mutiny and insurivclion in tho Bengiil Presi- 
dency, embarked for Cjileutta, with his father, in tho 
S. 8. hVin; this vo.ssel was, however, wmked neap 
Ciiltura, on tho const of Ceylon, and .some delay 
ensuing iu eousiM|iienee, lie did not reach CaleiitUi, 
until tho 17'*' June. Havin;^ on the 23'* of that mouth 
Imhmi appointed Aiilo-dc-Camp to his father, to whom tho 
command of the Alhihahnd Moveable (kdii mn had Ix'ofi 
outrusted, ho aceompauied him in his forw'anl movement, 
from kliat pl;u?e, and was ju-osent in tho actions of 
Eatchjmv, Aoung, Pandu Naddi and (Wnfioro, for h'*'* 
conduct in which hist ho was awarded tho decoration of 
<ho Victoria Cross. On the 20'*' July he was jip])oiiil*‘d 
Dipy. Asst. Ailjutant General of tin; i*oliimn, and in 
that <*apaeity he took part in the lirsi. advance into 
Oudh, ineludlng the actitmH of Uniu>, Basiratganj and 
Burhia-ki-Chauki, in the rclirement across llio Ganges 
and the action of Biihnr, ami in the soirond advanco 
into Oiidh, ineluKive of the aclions ef Mangarwar and 
Alambngh, and tho relief ef liucknow (dungeron.s!^ 
wouiulotl and his horso shot under him). In iveognt- 
tioii of his serviecs during these operations ho wan 
]iiMmoled to the rank of Captain in tlie JS‘*» Foot on the 
9'** Oetol>er 1857. Ho s^ihsoijiiontly serveil in 
continnod dofonco of the Besideney at Liieknow, iiml 
was again severely wounded on tho 17'** November, 
while till! operations of Sir Colin Cam}»bell b»r the relief 
ami withiliawal of the garrison wore in piognss. 
Willi the relieving force he wa.s Ijikon down to 
Cawnpore, whonee, jis soon as ho was .siillieiently re- 
etiverid from liis wounds, Iv was ordereil down to 
Benares and, on the 17’*' necemhi r, iij)poiriti*d l)e]>y. 
Asst. AdjI. (IcnI. to a Ibree jissenibling there iiiulor 
the eoiinnaiid of Brlgiidier-I Irnenil Franks. On th«« 
is*'* .laiiuary 18.5S, in re eognition of the eniineni 
services of his fathiT I who had died immedialoly afl.ei* 
the relief of Lneke.ow liy Sir Colin C.-implKdl; ho w.iB 
eiH‘ated a Bamnet of the Unileil Kingdoni. W/Mi 
the force niirler the iromniiMid of Brig:idiei'd loru ral 
Franks (whieli was then styled fho .launpore Field 
Force, and afterwards hecami-. tho Fonrlli Divisimi of 
the .\rmy under the romniand ol Sir (5»)in (‘arnphell) 
betook part, in the advance on liiickiiow iV(»rn I'lo 
Moulli-east, and was preseni at the aetion.s of Nasirat- 
piir, Chanda, Hamirpur ;unl Sult.aiipnr, in th** attack; 
on Dliaiiraha, and at the siege aiid ca.j»l»n‘eof Lueknovv, 
jiu'liiding the storm and eaj»tnr«' of the Irn.imLir.i. 
and the Kaisai hagli. Jmni' diately after the (all of 
Lucknow ho was aj»|-oi tiled J*epy. Asst. Ailjt tbmi. 
to a fon.'c ])hieed iindr r th*- eornmf^nd of Brigadioj- 
(fcneml Lngaiil, with uhieh he was piT|;Senl. at the 
reliVf of A/inigui li and in various skii’mishes uith thu 
Jagdespur n?l)fds, in ora- uf wdiicli, on the P*' .Juno, 
ho was slightly vvoiiiideij. On tho IG*'- June he was 
a]»pomtcd Depy. Asst. Adjt. Genl. to a Field Foii'o 
under the eominand of Brigadier Douglas, eonimanil-* 
irig in the Bihar ami (ihaziymr ^i.striets, nml with it 
ho was present in tho fjjxu'uiifmH in tho latter district 
in July and August, iueJuding the relief of Bfisura, 
and thronghout the cumjtaign in Shahabad in October 
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and Noyamber, in the course of which ho rommandod a 
Bpecial column of cavalry and mounted infantry 
launched in pursuit of the rebels after their expulsion 
from the Jagdespur jungles, whom ho defeated on 
three oocasions, at Pnrnhara, Koat-khas, and Gauri, 
and he afterwards took i)art in tho operations resulting 
in their expulsion from tlio Kaimur Hills, in which 
they had iaken refuge. On the conclusion of these 
Openitions he proceeded to Oiulh and joined the 3'* Re- 
giment of Ilodsoij's Horse, in which tho post of Socond- 
in-Command had been conferred upon him on tho 
Septornljor pmjodiug ; .in comrnaml of a deta<-hmont 
of this corps ho served in the latter part of the campaign 
of 1858 in Oudh, and was jircsent at tho action of 
llarjidia, tlie capture of Masjidia, and tho defeat of tho 
reteis on the banks of tho llapti. On tho Docerii- 
tnu* ho oxchanged ap|K)intnioiits witli tho Soeond-in-

For his services during tho 
Mutiny campaigns ho received tho Mutiny Modal witli 
two clasps and tho Victoria (h'oss, and was ]»roniotod 
by lirovot to the rank of Major on the .l:i.nnary 1858, 
and to tliat of riioiitonant-Colonel on tho Aj)ril 

18511. in March 1851) ho vacated his appointment in 
Hodson’s Horse and wont homo on fiirlougli, tlie cor])s 
to wliich he Ixiloiigoil, tlio H** Bjiitalion of tlio JS*1‘ Foot, 
being tlion in tho Afadras I’rosidency. 'I’owanls tlio 
end of 1800 lie was transforrod to the 2 ‘ Jlatlalion of 
tho which ho joined at »Slioriielinc. Jn Octolier 
I8GI ho was ap]Kiifit(^d l)o])y. Asst Adjt. Gonl. at 
Aldershot, ami ho Iiohl the post until the end of August 
1803, when ho ]>ro(!oodod to join his battalion in Now 
Zealand, wlioro liostilitios were at that time in progress. 
Moon after his arrival tli«;re in Octolxa-, he was ap[M>intod 
Dopy. Asst. Quarior blaster (omiI., and in that capacity 
he served during tho camiiaign of ISGd-fiK taking 
part in the actions of Rangariri ami Ihitorangi, tlio 
ca]>tiiro of Orakan, and tho aedion of Waiari,. in wlii<*li 
last ho commamloa (Modal, and created a OoTn]ianion 
of tho Order of tho Bath), On tho 23'^ Jnno 18f>t he 
was ])romotoil to tho rank of ^lajor, nnattachod, and 
placed on lialf-])ay, ami in January 18(i5 ho vacated his 
appointment on tho slaJT in Now Zealand, and went 
homo. In Mari^h ISG7 ho was appointed Asst. Quarter 
Master Gonoral in (Janada, ami tservoiJ tliere for two 
yeai's. On iJio 1 *111110 ISGS ho wms proiuoled to tho 
rank of (ailonel by brevqji, and at tlio end of Mareh i Sli!) 
ho vacated his ap])oiiiimeiit in Oanada and roturnod 
homo. In tho followMiig August ho was ajipointcd Asst. 
Adjt. Gold, in Ireland and was posted to the Dublin 
district, but in July 1870 lie was removed, in tho .same 
position, to the Head- Qnar tin's Stall’, on which ho 
ooutiuuod Borviiig until tho end of ,So])tond)or 1872. On 
tho 18^*' March 1878 ho was promoted to tlio rank of 
Major- Geiioial. tn March 18?50, in compliance wdtii 
tho will of a rolativo, ho assumed the additional name 
of Allan. In April 1881 ho w'as a]>])oiutcd to the 
command of tho Second Brigade of fiifantry at Aldor- 
nhot, but ho hold this for only a few months, and on 
tho December 1881 he was ]»laccd on tho Retired 
List with tho honorary rank of riioiitonant-General. 

In May 1887 ho was appointed Honorary ( 'olonol of tho 
2'1 llrigado, Northern Division of Garrison Artillery 
(tho Durham Artillery Militia), whicli in 1881) liocainc 
part of the Westom Division. Tn Juno of tho samo 
year ho was croated a Knight Commander of tho Order 
of tho Bath. Tn October ISS8 ho was ap})ointcd to tho 
command of the Tyne and Toes Brigade of Volunteer 
Infantry. On the 27^^ November 189*5 ho was appoint- 
ed Honorary (hdoncl of tho Royal frisli Rcginiont (tho 
18 Foot). Finally ou tho 22^* June 1897 ho was 
advanced to tho degree of a Knight Grand Cross of tho 
Order of the Bath. In tho autumn of 1897 Sir Henry 
came out to India for tho purpose of viewing tho exten- 
sive operations tlien proceeding on tho North- Western 
Frontier. In the course of his inovementB ho visited . 
Landi Kotal daring the last days of Docembor, and when 
returning thence, ou tho 30^^ of thatmonth, having, after 


leaving Ali Masjid for Jamrud, unfortunately quitted 
tho road and the protection of his escort, and wandered 
down the Khaibar Nallah, bo was way-laid in a narrow 
dchlo, a milo below the Lala China villages, and shot dead 
by a lurking band of Afridis. His liody was recovered 
on tlio following day, and afterwards taken down to 
Rawal Pindi and there interi*cd.

— Son of Capbiin IbJx rt Ifay 
(it cadet of the Hay,‘^ of Hojies, East iiothian) of tho 
ir. E. I. C.’k Marino Service, who wjis sovorcly wounded 
ii^command of the Astdl in tho severo engagement 
t^en three of the (Jompany's ships anrJ a Fronch 
squadron under Coiumodot^* Duperre, in the Mu/tirnUque 
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Ohaimol, on tlie 3^ July 1810. Born in 1818. — Entered 
the Bengal Army in 1836, as a Cadet of Artillery. 
Arrived in India in February 1 837, and in the following 
November was posted to the 2^ Company 1*** Battalion, 
Foot Artillery, which he joined at Dum-Dum, at which 
station ho ha^ been doing duty since his anival in tho 
country. At tlie end of December 18:18 he was transfer- 
red to tho 1®*^ Company I*** Battsilion, at the same station, 
and he was sliortly afterwards sent to command tho 
artillery details serving in Arakan ; there, however, his 
hehlth broke down to 8U(di an extfmi that, in June 
1839, ho was obliged to go homo on furlough.

—Having served for about 
twelve years iu tho rank.s of H. Al.’s SO**' Regiment, 
and attained the jiosition of Quarter- Master- Sergdlttit, 
4o was promoted to romTnis.sionod rank as 'Quarter- 
Master of tho corps on the 1 0*** February 1837. In tli& 
folloAving month he embarked with the regiment for 


New South Wales, Avhere he served with it for sevflu 
years. In the summer of 1844 he accompanied the 
rogimont to Bengal, landing at Calcutta in November 
of that year. He soon afterwards proceeded with the 
corps to the Upper Provinces, and at the end of March 
1845 arrived Avith it at Agi*a, whence he Avent on 
Avith it to Anibala iu the autumn of the same year. 
Shortly after tho arrival of tho regiment at Ambala 
tho fir.'it Sikh War bixike out, and accompanying his 
I’egimeni into the hold he served with it throughout tho 
campaign of 18i*5-46 on tho S itlej, including thn 
battles of Miidki, Firozshabr and Sobraon (Medal ami 
two clas])s). liiiTiu'd lately after the liattle of Sobraou 
ho accompanied the rcgiflicnt iu tho advance on Lahoix%

QuarfcT-AIaster-lhnrral, in tlio Presidency 
Office. Tn Juno 1859 he jirocceded to BerhariijioT’c as 
Staff Ofliccr to a form sent to that ukce, undm- the 
command of Colonel K. D. MacktjpPo, C, B., on 
B]x)cial duty, on tho occasion of llio mutiny of iho 
5*^' European Regiment. Ho aftcrw'ards returned to 
Calcutta, and in May 1860 lio w'as ajipoiiited an 
Offg. Dopy. Asst. Quai-ter-^Mastcr-Geneiid, remain- 
ing attached to the Presidency Dffico (with occabional 
tours of duty at Raniganj And Berhampoitj) until 
January 1861, when ho was sent up to Darjeeling for 
employment in connection w'ilh tho expc(liti<.in against 
tho Raja of Sikkim. In February 1861^ ho was 
appointed a Dopy. Asst. Quai’icr-iMaster- General on 
the establishment, and ho served as such, at Cal- 
cutta and Moomt, until February 18G3, when ho went 
home on furlough. On his return tu India, in Mai*ch 
1866, he was appointed. First Doing-Duty Officer with 
the 1^ Bengal Cavalry, but from that time to the 
month of August he was attached, lor duty, to the 
7^^ Dragoon Guards at Benares, and he did not join 
the W. Cavalry, then at Nowgong, until &p- 
tember.

From February 1876 to February 1877 lie ofiioi- 
atexi a.s Dopy. Qr.-Mr.-Genl. at Army Hoad Quartors, and 
during this poriixl he was R|)e?ciany omployod jjis m 
meralHT of tho Exociitivo (yonimiiitH) of tho Imperial^ 
Assonddugo at Delhi, hi.s sorvicos in coiiuoctioii with 
which wore acknowledgoil in tonus of liigh commenda- 
tion by iho roiriman<hu*-in-Chi(‘f, by tho Gov^- oi India, 
and by IT. M.’s Oov^* at homo. From Fcbirafy to 
Novoinbor 1877 ho served as Asst. Qr.-Mr.-Gcnl. at 
Aniiy Heml QuaHer.s. Ho was then appointed Offg* 
Socond-iii-Coirunand of tho 9^** Bengal Cavaliw, whim 
ho joinotlai Deoli, in tho following January. In April

In January IHM) Jio was 
apjx>Iiif4?<l a Road (k)inTn;iTMl;int on tlie Khaibar line, 
and in fluil jioKition he served until Ihc tenninutloTi 
of tho war rMcdal and clasp, and created a (^irrqiauion 
of tho Order of tin? Bath). In StmUoiilKT 1880 he 
rcjoinoil iho 17*'‘ Bengal (.Vivalry at reshaw.ai-, a/ul, in 
the course of that month he officiatcxl for a lirief 
jicriod as Conimand;iiit of the corps.

. Hendersorife Benjamin, G. 7i., Major (1823—1861) 
-ipS tablet at Kohat, Nos, 1031 and 1042.— 
TTlw. second son of David Henderson, Esq^., of 
Stomstor, Co. Caitline.ss. Born on the 29^*^ August 
1823. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1841. Arnvod 
in India in July of the same year, and proceeding 
to Aligarli, ho there joined the 48^^ N. I. to which, 
in anticipation of his arrival, he had been posted 
in the preceding May. In Nf)vomber 1813 he 
accompanied the regiment to Ludliiana. In Novem- 
ber 1844 he was appointed acting Interpreter and 
Quarter-Master of the regiment, and he continued 
officiating until April 1845, when lie was mado 
permanent in the appointment. On the outbreak 
of the first Sikh War he accompanied his regiment 
into the field, and served with it throughout the 
Rutloj Campaign of 1845-40, including the battles of 
Mudki and Aliwal (Medal and clasp). Having after 
the battle of Aliwal been left with his regiment 
at Ludhiana, lie was, on the 2'^ Febiiary 1846, 
appointed Offg. Dej)y. Asst. Qr.-Mv.-Qenl. to the 
Force retained at tliat place under the command of 
Brigadier Wheeler, and ho licld the appointment 
until the bimking up of the Army of the Sutlej 
ia March, when he proceeded on leave to Simla. 
He rejoined his regiment at Jannpur in December 
1846, marched with it soon afteiwards to Benares, 
and continued serving with it tliere, as Interpreter 
and ^ijfnartor^Master, until May 1840, when his 
servioea were placed at the disposal of the Foreign 
Dept., and he was appointed S(icond-in-Command 
of the 3^^ Punjab Infantry.

He 
Bubsoqueiitly returned to Koluit with tin? iletached 
wing of his regiment, and in November 1853 lio 
took paH in the operations resulting in the settle- 
ment of the Koiiat Pass. In ^farch 1855 ho 

was appointed Offg. Asst. Coruiuissioncr of Kohat, 
in addition to his other duties, for so long as 

his i*egitiieni should bo stationed at that ]>lace. 
lu the following month he accoinpaniod his 

regiment on service and commanded it throughout 
tho Miranzai Expedition, and ho again commanded 
it, in the following Sciptember, in the expedition 
against the Rubia Khol Urakzais, in tlio course of 
which ho led tho column which attacked and 
captured the village of Nasin on tho Samaua 

Range, lu December 1855 ho was appointed 


Offg. Depy.^ Commissioner of Eohai^ on terms and 
Conditions similar to those on which he had been 
appointed Offg. Asst. Cominr. In October 1856, 
as Civil and Political Officer, he accompanied the 
expedition into Miranzai, and took a prominent part 
in tho surprise and capture of Torawari, the 
Alsatia of that part of the frontier ; and during 
the two succeeding months ho served, in tho same 
capacity, in tho expedition to tho Kuram Valley, 
and was present at tho surprise of the encampments 
of the Miami section of the Kabul Khcl Wazirig, 
On the conclusion of theso operations ho returned 
to his post at Kohat, and ho was there when the 
Mutiny broke out in Mo^ 1857.^ Being in command 
of the Kohat district at tho time, he, on tho 8*** 
July, disarmed the three companies of the 58**‘ N. f. 
there, and, acting with vigour and determination, 
ho maintained order and tranquillity throughout 
that troublous period. In April 1858 he proceeded 
on leave, and in tho following month he went 
homo on furlough. On his roturu to India in 
November 1859, he was taken into civil employ, 
and having on the 23‘* of that month been 
appointed Depy. Commissioner of Kohat, his 
connection with the 3*1 Punjab Infant^ then 
ceased. In December 1859, as a Civil and Political 
Officer, ho accompanied the expedition against the 
Kabul Khel Waziris, and was prominently engaged 
in bringing that clan to submission. In May 
1800, in recognition of his valuable civil and 
political services on the Punjab Frontier, he was 
appointed a Companion of the Order of tho Bath 
in the Civil Division. In August 1861 ho was 
admitted into tho Bengal Staff Corjis, with effect 
from tho 18**^ February preceding, from which 
date he was also promoted to the rank of Major* 
Ho continued in the ap])ointment of Dejiy. 
Commr. of Kohat until his death, which occuiTod 
at that place on tho 23*^ August 1861. 

Henderson, George St. Julien, T.imtenant 
(1823— 1846 ).— A mhaln, — see No, 274.— Enter- 
ed H. lil.’H Service on tho 29‘*^ Decemlior 1843 as an 
Ensign in the 29^‘' Foot. Arrived in India in 
August 1S44, and joincil the regiment at Meerut 
in the following cold season. In Novernlier 1845 
ho proceeded ivitli the regiment to Kasauli, but the 
corps had scarcely got there wheif it was 
ordered down again in consoipiimce of the outbreak 
of tho first Sikh War. Marching irith tho regiment 
he joined tho Army of tho Sutlej at ]\£udki on 
the iO**' December, and served with it throughout 
the subseiiucnt campaign, including tho battles 
of Firozshahr and Sobraon, in tho latter of which 
ho was slightly ivounded (Medal and clasp). 
On tho 22^ l^cmbcr 1815 ho attained the rank 
of LieulonantJ^to siiccossiou to an officiu* killed in 
the battle of Firozshalir. On the termination of 
tho camjiaign he retiimcd to Kasauli with tho 

regiment, and ho served with it there until tho 

autumn, when he went down to Ambala, at which 

place he died on the 24th Novonilier 1846. 

Hennessey, John Arthur Campbell, lAantenant 
(1879-1900).- Grare at Dcra Ismail Khan, No- 1081.— 
the only son of Mr. John B. N. Hennessey, Deputy 
Siilierintendciit, Great Trigonometrical Sui-vcy of 
India. Bom at Mussoorio on the I7‘h October 
1879.— Entered H. M.’s Service (from the Royal 
Mily. College) on the 27^'* July 1898,^ as a 
Second -Lieutenant oil the unattached list of 
candidates for tho Indian Staff Corps. ^ He pro- 
ceeded to India shortly afterwards, and in Novem- 
ber 1898 was attached to tho Battalion of 
tho Royal West Surrey Regiment (the 2^ Foot). 
With this corps ho served, at Rawal Piudi and 
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Oharial, for a jeari on fho expiration of which 
ho was admitted into the Indian Staff Coroa with 
effect from the 11^** NoTorabor 1899. In the 
course of the same month ho was * appointed an 
Offg. Wing Officer (styled “ Offg. Double-Company 
O^cr ** in the following year) in the 27'*‘ Bengal In- 
fantry, and having joined that corps at Edwaide.sjibiul, he 
served for some months w'itlx a detachment at 
the outpost of Kajuri Kach. In July 1900 ho 
was appointed* a Double- Company Officer in tho 
B. I. (Rattray’s Sikhs), and ho joinml Uiat 
regiment at Dera Ismail Khan. Ho afterwards 
served with a detachment of tho corps at the out- 
post of Jftndola, and was killed (shot dead) in an 
affair with a gang of Mahsud Waziri raiders at 
the Shuza Tangi, thirteen miles north-east of 
Jandola, on the 23’* October 1900. 

Herbert, John Sweeting, Lieutenant (r. 1824— 
1849 ). — Tablet at Multan, No. 882. — Entered II. M.’s 
Service on tho 8^** April 1842 as an Ensign in 
tho 10*'^ Foot, and having joined that rogiinont 
at Winchester, he in tho following moiitli oinbarked 
with it for Bengal. Landing at Foiii William, 
Calcutta,' early in the following Septt;ml)or, ho 
continued serving there vrith tho regiment for 
more than two years, in the course of whiidi, on tho 
10*^ Novemlxjr 1843, ho was pTOiuoted to the rank 
of Lieutenant. In the winter of 1844-45 ho 

* marched -with the regiment to) Meerut,! whence 
in December 1845, on the outbreak of the first Sikh 
War, ho proceeded with it to join tho Army of tho 
Sutlej. Ill Fobriiary 184G ho was present with tho 
corps at the decisive battle of Sobraon (Medal), 
immediately * after which ho marched with tho 
regiment to Lahore. On tho termination of tlio 
war ho returned with the corps to !Meerut, whonco 
he accompanied it to Ferozejxm^ in November 184G, 
and to Lahore in January 1847. In July ISIB 
ho marched with the regiment to Multan, oii service, 
to coerce tho relicllious Covornor of that place, tlio 
Dowaii ^lulraj, and in an atbick on tho enemy’s 
entrenched jiosition under tho walls of the fortress 
on the 12*^' Septemher, ho reetdved a sovero 
wound, from tho effects of which ho died on tho 
21* February 1849.

527.— The third son of (5eorg(j Arthur llerhcrt, 
Esqr., of (jian Hafixin and IJanlhigan, Co. Mont- 
gomery, wdio was descended from a common 
ancestor with the Ivirls of Pernliroko, Carnarvon 
and Powis. Bom in 1811. — Knlorod Iho Bengal 

Army in 1828. Amved in India at tho end of 
June 1829» and in tho following August was 
ordered up to Cawmjx»ro to <lo duty W'itli the 
N. T, In the siicctuxliiig monlli, however, before 
ho could join this regiment, ho was posUxl to the 
4G‘*‘ N. I., and, jiroceeding onw'anls, ho joined that 
corps at ultra. Towards tll(^ eml of 1832 ho nmrehod 
wnlh tho regiment to Netmiiich. In Sephniilx-U* 1831 ho 
was appointed acting Interpreter and Quaiter-^Iaster 
to tho 2“'* Light Cavalry, at the sumo station, and in 
the autumn of the same year lio siuvcd -with that 
corps in the demons tratioii against Jodlipur. Ho re- 
verted to his own regiment in Decern l>er 1834, 
and liaviiig in Novemlier 1835 lieen app(a'nt- 
ed acting Interpreter and Quarter-Master, 
he soon afterwJirds accompanied tluj corps to 
Garraw\ara.

Bird, the acting (rovornor-Gon(*ral, from tho 15^'' Juno 
to the ’ 23'* "Jniy IS tl*, when ho was appointed in tho 
same ^capacity to the staff of Loi\l Ellenborough’s 
euccesKor, facMitenant-Geiieral tho Kight Honont'ablo 
Sir Ilcnry ITardinge, G. C. 13. On tho 25^^^ April 
184*5, in ivcognition of his gallant conduct in tho 
Gwalior Campaign, ho was ])romoted to the rank 
of Major by brt'vet. On tho outbreak of tho fii’st 
Sikli War he accompanied Sir Henry Hardingo into 
the field, but ho fell niiforiunately in the very 
first ongagomoiit of tho campaign, having been 
killed in tho battle of Mudki on tho 18*** l)ecem- 
ber 1845. Of him Sir Henry Haidinge wi’otc — “ H(5 
was daringly brave; and he had a mind so well 
regulated to take a rapid view of all military 
operations that, had he lieen spared, ]H^ would have 
^ made a distinguished officer in oommand.*’ 

Hervey, Andrew Hugh George John, 

Lieutenant — 1876). — Insc.^ipfion at AftoeJe,-^ 

S(m of Lieutenant-Ooneml Andrew Horvoy, C.B., Bengal 
X^ntiT. Bom at Darjiling on tho 2l6t April 1858. — 
Entered H.M’s Service on tho 12**' February 1876 
as a . Sub-Lieutenant in tho 1“^ Battalion, 8*“ Foot. 
Ho joined that corps at Peshawar during tho 
following summer, and died there, of cholera, on the 
25*^ October 1876. 

Hextt Charles Staniforth. Captain (1816— 
1855).— Grave at Attoch^ No, 845.— Tlie fourth and 
youngest son of John llext, Esqr., of Trciian*on, Co. 
Oomwall. Bom on the 5^** February 1816. — Entered 
H. M.’s Service on the 9^** October 1835 as an Ensign 
in the 4^** Foot, which he joined at Sydney, in New 
South Wales, in the following year. In August 1837 
he saDed with the regiment for India, and landing at 
Madias on tho last <hiy of Sej)lemher, was stalionod 
witn the corps at Fort S*- G<u)rgo. On the 6**' Octo]>er 
1837 he was promoted to tho mnk of Lieutenant, In 
1839 he went home on leave, and he wjis absent from 
India until the autumn of 1842, wlicm ho rejoined tho 
regiment at Bellary. Early in 1843 he accompanied 
the corns to Secunderabad, and while servijig there, on 
the 25^^ Fcbmary 1845, he was promoted to ilie rank 
of Cajli^iu. In the ’winter of 1845-46 ho mai’chcd >vith 
the regiment to Kainptce, and early in 1848 ho accom- 
panied it to Fort St. George. In the spring of tho 
same year ho went home with the regimeiit, and landing 
towards the end of September, accompanied the corps 
to Which ester, where ho served with it until the end of 
the follo'sring year. On tho 28**' December JSIU ho 
exchanged into tho 8**^ Foot, and, proceeding to India, 
he joined that corps at Karachi late in Iho spring of 
the succeeding year. At tho end of 1850 lie accom- 
panied tho r<*gimcnt to Deesa, and in the winter of 
1853-54 he marched with it to Agm. In Sepi ember 
1854 ho was appointed, temporarily, an Assistant to the 
Chief Engineer in tho Punjab, and was jiosteil to Attock 
Under the designation of Offg. Asst. Civil Engineer. 
At that place he died on tho 26*** Januaiy 1855. 

Hickey, Charles Edmund, Captain (1820 — 
1852 ). — Grave at Ferozeporc^ No, 492. — The eldest son 
of Lieutenant William Hickey, 2*^ N. T., sometime 
Adjutant of tho Calcutta Native Militia, who on ro- 
flignixig the service in 1829 settled as a Free Mer- 
ehant ” at Calcutta, whore he died in 1841.— Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1837. Arrived in India in Juno of 
the samo year, and was sent up to Banuckpore to do 
duty with 73^ N.I. In tho following Novemberj 
on the 73^ inarching out, in course of rwef , ho ww 
appointed to do duty with the 15^*^ N. 1., at thn same . 
fttation. In DeoemWr 1837 he waa posted to tho 1*^ 



N. I., and, proceeding to the Upper Pro'vinces, he joined 
that corps at Saugor. Towards the end of 1840 he 
accompanied the regiment to Agra, and in the printer 
of 1841-42 ho proceeded with it to Bairackporo, whence 
ho marched ’with it to Bcrliamporo at the end of 1843, 
and onward to Dinapoi’o in tbo spring of 1844. In 
May 1845 ho was ai)pomted Adjutant of the Calcutta 
Native Militia (now the 18*** Indian Infantry), and 
joined that Tvgimcni at Alipur. In Ootober 1848, on 
tho ouibi’ciik of tho second Sikh W^ar, his sc?rvices were 
replaced at the disposal of tho Commander-in-Chief, 
and he rejoined lii.s re^'ment in Fort Geviiidgarh, Am- 
ritsar, where ho remained in ganison throughout tho 
Pimjal) Campaign of J848-4i) (Medal). In March 
18J9, on the Un-mination of tlio war, he was gi'antod 
permission to rejoin his appointment at Calcutta ; lie, 
however, proceeded to Simla on sick leave, which was 
afterwards extended to November 1849, when (though 
the fact was not notified until tho end of March 1850) 
lie resigned tho Adjutancy of the Calcutta Native 
Militia and rejoined tho l«»t N. I. at Jullundur. In 
January 1852 ho was appointed a BrigadtJ-Major on tho 
establishment, and on tho 19^** of the same month ho 
was posted to Ferozepore, at which station he died on 
the 10*** »Sei)temlx?r following. 

Note. — Captain Hickey inarrii-d, at Ikimlly on tlic 29th April 
1851, Sarah KdinouHtoiio, tlio third dnu^hter of Lieutoiiaut-Gcncral 
.Toifepli Nash, C. Ik, Bengal Infantry. Ilis widow married, secondly, 
at N’aini Tal in November 1854, William McChlcry, Esq., of tho 
Bengal Civil Service. 

Hickey, William Alexander George, Lieutenant 
and Brevet- Captain (1824—1(855 ). — Grave at Lahore^ 
No, 61 1 . — The second son of Ificu tenant William Hickoy, 
2‘^ N. T., and a younger brother of Captain Charles 
Edmund Hickey (q. v,). Bom at Alipur, Calcutta, in 
1824. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1840. Being 
already in Ijidia when a})pomtod, ho was formally ad- 
mitted into the service on tho 21®*^ October, and waa 
soon afterwards granted permission to remain in Cal- 
cutta on leave for two months. In January 1841 ho 
was poBt(?d to the 32‘* N. I., and, his leave having been 
extended for the purpose, he joined that regiment at 
BJiagaljnu’ hi April, and went on with it to Dinapore, 
arriving tliei’e on llie 2'* May. Ho served with tho 
regiment at iliat place until November 1842, when he 
proceeded on leave to the Presidency, whence in January 
1843 ho went home on f in*loiigh. Ho returned to India 
in October 18 15, and soon afterwards proertided to tho 
Upp(‘r Provinces for tho jiurposo of rejoining his regi- 
men (, but when passing Benares, io’vVards tho end of 
Dc(!cndior, he ’wa.s detailed for duty with a dotacliuient 
of Enro})eau recruits in })rogress to Cri'wnpovc, and 
having Im’oti detained witli this party he did not rejoin 
his regiment, then at Nccmucli, until February 1840. 
At ilie end oF tho following month he proceeded on 
h'avo to !Mnssoorio, where he ri'niained until October, 
and from that mcmtli until December ho did duty with 
tho 34**^ N. T., at Ludhiana, awaiting tlio arrival there 
of his own regiment, then in progress from NciOmucli. 
Immediately on tho arrival of the 32‘* ho went on with 
tho rcgimmit to Ferozepore, and thence early in January 
18 17 to Lahoixj. In January 1848 lie \va.s appointed 
Adjutant of the 1®*- Irrc'gular Cavalry, and having 
joined that corps soon aftenvaixls at Neemueli, ho offi- 
ciated as Second-in-Command from October 1848 to 
April 1849. In the winter of 1849-50 ho proceeded 
with tho regiment to Lahoi'O and there during tho next 
two years-and-a-half ho twice officiated as Socond-in- 
Comman^ — from Juno to November 1850, and again 
from April to August 1852* In August 1852 he was 
appoinfm Second-in-Command and Offg. Commandant 
of the IS**' Irregular Cavalry, and having joined that 
regiment at Peshawar, he marched with it, early in 
1853, to Lahore, where he held command of it untu tho 
22^ March. From May to November 1853 he again 
officiated as Commandant. In tho spring of 1854 ho 
OQniHuaided a poriioii of tlie renment detached to Gnr- 
daspnr, and axto rqoining head-qnatcera at the end o£ 
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April lie wae appointed to officiate ai Adjutant in addi- 
tion to his duties as Second-in- Command. In this posi- 
tion he continued until his death, which took place at 
Iiahoxe on the 17*^ October 1855. 

Kotb. — On the 4th June 1855, only a few nonthi before his 
death, Captain Hickey was married, at Anarkalli, Lahore, to Emily, 
third daughter of the Revd. T. W. Mercer. 

Hickman, Devereux Walter, Major ri857— 
1898).— Tablet at Ambala, No, 270 ; grave at Jhelum^ 
No, 772. — A cadet of the Hickmans of Chorlton House, 
near Leamington, Co. Warwick. Bom on the August 
1857.— Entered H. M.’s Service on the ll^h February 
1875 as a Sub-Lieutenant on the Unattached Inst. On 
the 28th January 1876 he was posted to the 1*^ Battalion 
4^ Foot, which he joined at Gibraltar. On the 5 ^h May 
1877 he was transferred to the 54 ^h Foot (now the 2^ 
Battalion, Dorsetshire Regiment), and proceeding to 
India he joined that regiment in Fort William, Calcutta, 
towards the end of the year. In April 1878 he was 
promoted to the rank of Lieutenant, with effect from 
the 11*^ February 1876, and in October 1878 he was 
^pointed Interpreter to the regiment. On the 28^** 
I^bruary 1879 he was appointed an Offg. Wing Officer 
'in the N. I., on probation for the Bengal Staff Corps, 
and having joined that regiment at Mian Mir, he pro- 
ceeded with it, in March 1879, to Peshawar. In the 
following May and June he officiated for about a month 
as a Wing Commander, and in the following September 
he was nominated to officiate as Quarter-Master of the 
regiment. To this post ho was re-appointed in the 
succeeding December, and he lield it until April 1880, 
when ho went home on sick leave, vacating his proba- 
tionary appointment for the Sbiff Corps and reverting 
to the position of Lieutenant in tho Foot. lie 
returned to India in the spring of 1881, and having 
joined tho wing of the 54^^‘ at Delhi, he was, in tlie 
following June, appointed acting Paymaster and Quar- 
ter-Master to it. On the 26*** March 1882 lie was again 
appointed an Offg. Wing Officer in the N. T., on 
probation for the Bengal Staff Corps, into which ho 
was subsequently admitted with effect from that date. 
He joined the rc*giment at Nowshera, and in the follow- 
ing September he was made permanent in tho appoint- 
ment of Wing Officer. About the same time ho was 
appointed to officiate as Quartor-Mast(T, and in the 
succeeding December ho accomjianied the corps to 
Rawal Pindi. In tho following year ho was appointed 
Offg. Adjutt.nt of the regiment, and ho continued in 
that appointment until Juno 1883, when tho appoint- 
ment of Quartt'r-Master was conferred iijion him. In 
the spring of 1884 ho was selected for special duty in 
the Military Department at Simla, as Attach^ and Per- 
sonal Assistant to the Mily. Member of Council, and he 
remained there until tho end of August, when he re- 
joined his regiment and shortly afterwards proceeded 
with it on service in the Zhob Valley Expedition. He 
returned to Rawal Pindi with tho regiment in Januaiy 
1885, and during several months of that year he was 
again employed, as before, in the Mily. Dept, at Simla. 
In the spring of 1886 he proceeded with the regiment 
from Rawal Pindi to Fyzabad, and in the succeeding 
October he was appointed Adjutant of the corps, with 
effect from the 20 ^h March preceding. In the autumn 
of the same year he accompanied the regiment on serv- 
ice to Burma, and he was actively employed through- 
out the campaign of 1886-87 in that country, including 
the Wnntho Expedition (India Medal and clasp). In 
February 1887 he vacated the Adjutancy of the regi- 
ment in consequence of his promotion to the rank of 
Captain. In July 1887 he was appointed senior Wing 
Officer of the 34 ^h B. I. (Pioneers), and joined that 
regiment at Mian Mir, where he served with it until the 
mntnmn of the following year. Being on the sick list 
at tho time, ho was unable to accompany the regiment 
on ^e Hazara Expedition in October 1888, and his 
illness continuing, he was compelled, in the succeeding 
December, to go home on furlough. Ho returned to 
India in March 1890, and rejoined his regiment at 


Apozai in the Zhob Valley, and towards the end of the 
year he was appointed to officiate as a Wing Command- 
er. In March 1891 he was appointed Offg. Depy. 
Ass*- Adjt -Gcn* of the Punjab Frontier Force, and in 
that capacity he served throughout tho second Miranzai 
Expedition of that year, including the operations on the 
Bamaua Range (clasp to India Medal). He continued 
in this appointment until October, and in the following 
Dccemlwr lie was appointed Offg. Dy. Ass^* Adj^-Gen 
of the Sirhind District. In January 1892 he was ap- 
pointed a Depy. Ass^* Adj*- -Gen*- on tho establishment! 
and having been posted to tho Sirhind District, he con- 
tinued in that position for five years, in the course of 
which, on the 22^ January 1895, he was advanced, re- 
gimentalTy, to the position of Wing Commander. On 
the completion of his term of staff employment in the 
Sirhind District in January 1897, he was appointed Offg. 
Second -in-Coinmand of the 23*' B. I. (Pioneers), with 
which ho served, at Aml)ala, until tlie end of the sue* 
ceeding July, when ho was appointed })crmanent Second- 
in-Command of his own regiment, the 34*** . Almost 
immediately afterwards, on the 4'** August, ho was ap- 
pointed Offg. Depy Asst. Quarter-Mnfiter-General ai 
the hend-qiiarters of the Punjab Command ; but he did * 
not retain this appointment long, for in the following 
October, on his iTgiment being detailed for field serv- 
ice on the N.-W. Frontier, ho resigned his Offg. Staff 
appointment and rejoined tho corps at Jhelum. During 
the Frontier War of 1897-98 he was engaged with the 
S-P** in the advance into the lower part of the Bara 
Valley, and flubsequently in tho ojicrations undertaken 
for tlie purpose of ro-opeiiing tho Khaibar Pass. In 
tho course of these last he unfortunately fell, having 
been shot thmugh tho heart in a skirmish with the 
enemy (Zakka Khcl Afridis) at Sultankhel, near 
Landi Kotal, on the 3‘* January 1898. 

Hlgginson, Archibald James Macaulay, Lieu^ 
tenant (1809 — 1897). — Tablet at ifannn, No, 1076 ; 
grave at Datla Khelj No, 1106 ; memorial at Datta 
JKhel, No. 1108. — Born on tho 24*^^ April 1869. — Enter- 
ed U, M.’s Service (from the Royal Mily. College) on 
tho 29''^ March 1890, as a Second- liieutenant in the 2* 
Battalion, West Hiding llcgiinent (the 76*'* Foot), which 
he joined at Halifax, in Nova Scotia. In March 1891 
ho accomj^anied the battalion to the West Indies, 
whence (having betm promoted to the rank of Lieuten- 
ant on the 18"* Fehriiary 1892) ho proceeded with it 
to South Africa in June 189.3. Having, in the same 
year, volunteered for the Indian Service, he proceeded 
to Madras, and on the 31®* December was appointed an 
Offg. Wing Officer in the 1.^^** Madras Infantry, on 
probation for the Indian Staff Corps, into which he wae 
nftem^ardfl admitted with effect from that date. He 
joined the 2.5"» at Secunderabad, whence in January 

1895 ho accompanied tlie corjis to Madras. In the follow- 
ing September he was appointed a Wing Officer [ler- 
manently, and in the spring of the succeeding year he 
was appointed Officiating Quarter- Master. In June 

1896 he was attached, as an Offg. Wing Officer, to the 
1®* Sikh Infantry, and having joined that corps in the 
Tochi Valley, on the North-West Frontier, he continued 
serving with it there until the summer of the following 
year. On the 10"* Juno 1897, with a detachment of 
tlie regiment, he was with the escort of the Political 
Officer, Mr. H. W. Geo (q. v.), when it was suddenly 
and treacherously attacked, by a gathering of Mada 
Khel Waziris, at the Maizar villages, in the Tochi 
Valley, and in the conflict which ensued he was twice 
shot through tho arm, — the second time near Sherani, 
during the retirement of the escort before the overwhelm- 
ing numbers of the enemy. For bis gallant ronduot 
on this trying occasion he was recommended for 
the Distinguished Service Order, but ho did not lire 
to receive the decoration, for, while still lying ill of^ia 
wounds at Datta Khcl, in the Tochi Valley, he cem^ 
tracted enteric fever, and from the combined affects of 
his wounds and of the disease, ho died at that place oa 
the 20^ August 1897. 
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Hildebrand. Edward Humfrey, Fint-LieuUnant 
( 1888 — Oraw oni tablet at Delhi, No. 162.-- 
BomatSuby, near Melton Mowbray. Co. Leiweter, 
on the 6“^ January 1828 .-lntered the Bengal ^y 
in 1845, aa a Cadet of Artillery. Arriyed m India in 
December of the eame year and wae to ^ 

duty with the Artillery at Dum-Dum. In April 1846 
he was posted to the V Company 30 Battalion, Foot 
ArtillexT. which he loined at Dum-Dum, and with that 
company he serTed until the end of August 1847, when 
he ^8 transferred to the *6^ Company Battalion, at 
Benares. In October 1848 he was appointed to ofhemte 
M Adjutant and Quarter- Master of the 5^*^ BatUlion 
and of the Benares Diyision of Artillery, and he' c^- 
tinned in that position for about eight months. On 
being promoted to the rank of First-Lieutenant he was 
re-poeted, March 1849, to the Company Battalion, 
la Febtuwy and March 1850 he again offiemtod for 
some weeks as Adjutant and Quarter- Master of the 5‘ 
Battalion. In the following October he proceeded with 
tbe company to Uinapore. In March 1851 bo uns w- 
moyed to tho 4*" Company 5''' Battalion, which he 
ioined at Cawnpore, and with it, at tho end of the year, 
he marched to Ambala. In March 1852 ho was removed 
to the 1“ Company 5»'' Battalion, winch wa.s also at 
Ambala, and with it ho proceeded to Dum-Dum early 
in 1853. In Ajiril 1853 he was removed to the M 
Company 3* Battalion, at Dinapore, and in the follow- 
init September he was transferred to tho 3'> Comi«ii.y 
B^talion, then at Peshawar, hut luiving been 
ordered to remain at Dinapore until rcKoyed, he did not 
TOin this company until it arrived at Mian Mir in Janu- 
ary 1854. At that station in October and November 
1854. he held temporary charge of the 2^ Company 
8 * Battalion and No. 2 Light Field B.attery. In Feb- 
ruary and March 1856 he officiated for several weeks 
as Adjutant and Quarter-Master of the 4‘>> Battalion. 
Towards the end of June 1857 ho was detached from 
Lahore to Delhi for duty with other companies of the 
4,th Battalion employed at the siege of that place, and, 
joining early in July, he rendered excellent service 
during the operations up to the morning of the 8^^ 
September, when, being on duty in the left division of 
No. 1 BreacliiiJg Battery, he was bti-uck by a round 
shot and instantly killed. 

Hlllf Boy lo Travers, TAcntennnf-Colonel (1842— 
\QQ*J)^Qrave at Srinagar , Ko. 1126. — Formerly n 
store- keopor in the Sind, Pan jab and Dclbi Railway. 
Was appointed a Lieutenant in No. 2 or the Railway 
Foot Company of the 1»‘ Punjab Volunteer Rifles on 
tho 4**^ March 1873, and was advanced to the rank of 
Captain on the November 1875. On tbe P* Janu- 
ary 1880 ho was appointed Major in the pt Punjab 
Volunteer Rifles. On the formation of tbe 3* Punjab 
(Sind, Punjab, and Indus Valley Railway) Volnntcer 
Rifles in March 1880 ho was transferred to that corps 
as Major, and on the !•* July 1881 he was ajipointed 

Lieutenant-Colonel-Coramaiidant. Ho resigned this 

position in October 1886, and ho died at Snnagar, Kash- 
mir, on the 19'*^ August 1887. 

Hill, Sir Dudley St. Leger, K. C.R., Major-Gene- 
ral (c, 1787— 1851).— at Ambala, No. 220.— 
Entered H. M.’s Service on the September 1804, 
as an Ensign in the !•* Battalion 82‘» Foot, which 
he joined at the Curragh of Kildare, and with which ho 
afterwards served at Mullingar and in Dublin. On 
the 10^*‘ October 1805 he was promoted to the rank 
of Lieutenant in the Battalion 95^^ Foot (tbe Rifle 
Cort's), with three companies of which he embarked, 
in iune 1806, on the expedition to South America 
tiMv Sir Samuel Auchmuty, and he was present with 
4hii’ detachment in the landing at Maldonado, at the 
^n^of the River La Plata, and in the subsequent 
SSr and capture, by storm, of Monte Videa : on 
ibS last occasion {3rd February 1807) he volun- 
teered to lead the forlorn hope, and he actually headed 
the party which escaladed tho walls at tho southern 
end the fortress. He subsequently took pwri 


in the operations under Oeneral Whiteloeke, ii* 
eluding the action of Colonia and the disastrous atiaok 
on Buenos Ayres, in which he was wounded and taken 
prisoner. He returned homo before the end of the 
year with the remains of the detachment, and in the 
summer of 1808 embarked, with four companies ol 
his battalion, on the expedition to Portugal under the 
command of Sir Artnur Wellesley. Landing in 
Mondego Bay on the 1*^ August, he wks present with 
the advance throughout the short campaign which 
followed, and took part in the ^BEair of Omdos and the 
battles of Roli^a (slightly wounded) and Vimierm. 
With the same companies, and in command of one 
of them, he served in th/9 subsequent campaign, 1808-09, 
under Sir John Moore, including the advance into 
Spain, the action on tho Esla, near Benevente, and 
tho retreat through Leon and Galicia to Vigo, where 
he embarked for England. In June 1809 he returned 
to Portugal with the !•* Battalion of the 95**^ forming 
part of 5ie celebrated Lionx Briqadb under Major- 
General Craufui’d, and moving forward to join the 
main army under. Sir Arthur Wellesley, he took part 
in the famous forced march (sixty-two miles in twenty- 
six hours, in the height of a Sjianish summer) which 
brought the Liglit Brigade to tho field of Talaveraon the 
morning of tho 29*^ July, unfortunately twelve hours 
too late to slmre in the great victory of the preceding 
day. Ho subsequently accompanied his battalion in 
the retirement to Portugal, and in Lord Wellington's 
second advance into Spain in the following year, 
and was present in various minor engagements and 
skirmishes, including tho action of the Coa, near 
Almeida. On the 16^^ August 1810 he was pi-omoted to 
the rank of Captain in tho Royal West India Rangers, 
and i n tho following month he was appointed to the Loyal 
Lusitanian Legion, with the rank of Major in ths 
Portuguese Army. Ho commanded a wing of the 2<* 
Battalion of the Legion at the battle of Busaco (slightly 
wounded), in the retirement to the Lines of Torres 
Vedras, and in the defence of the Lines in the winter 
of 1810-11, during which he also commanded ths 
British light companies of the brigade to which his 
corps was attached in many skirmishes with the enemy. 
He also took part in tbe advance into Spain in the 
spring of ISll, and in command of pari of the Lusi- 
tanian Legion and of the British light companies of the 
brigade he was prominently engaged in the battle of 
Piumtea d'Onor. The Legion having beeik broken up 
later in the year, he was attached temporarily to ths 
95‘^, with which he served at the siege and capture 
of Ciudad Rodrigo in Januaiy 1812. Immediately 
after tho capture of this fortress he was appointed 
to the command of the 8‘** Capadores (Portuguese Light 
Infantry), with which the rest of his service in the 
Peninsula was passed. He commanded this corps at 
the siego and storm of Badajos, and so greatly dis- 
tinguished himself in the attack and capture of Fort 
Pardaleras, on the night of the assault, as to win 
special mention in Lord Wellington’s despatch, in con- 
sequence of which he was promoted to the rank of 
Major by brevet, 27^** April 1812. He also commanded 
it at the battle of Salamanca (in which he was severely 
wounded), at the siege of Burgos, and in the retreat 
from that place, including the action of the Carrion, 
in which he defended the passage of the river for eight 
hours against a whole brigade of French infantiy, but 
was eventually forced to retreat ; on this occasion he was 
wounded and taken prisoner, but he soon afterwards effect- 
ed his escape and rejoined the remnants of his regiment. 
For his serviceB during this campaign he was promoted 
to the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel in the Portuguese 
service. In the following year he commanded the corps 
at the battle of Viitoria (promoted Lieutenant-Colonel 
by brevet, 21*^ June 1813) and at the siege and 
capture of St. Sebastian (twice wounded). Finally 
in 1814 he commanded the regiment at the in- 
vestment of Bayonne and in the repnlso oi the sorHa 
from that place on the 14^t April, which was tho 
last aotiion of the Peninsular War. In xeoog- 
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BitioA of hil forricei during these campatgiis 
he leoeived the Gold Cross with one olasp for ^e 
battle of Fnentes d’Onor, the stormine of Badajos^ 
the battles of Salaxnan^ and Vittoria, and the storming 
of St. Sebastian, and in after years, when the silyer 
War Medal was institnted, he received that decoration 
with four clasps for the tattles of Roli^a, Vimiera and 
Bnsaoo, and the storming of Ciudad Bodrigo ; further, he 
was promoted t 9 the substantive rank of Major, unattach- 
ed| on the 25^^ October 1814, and in Jane 1815 ho was 
appointed a Companion of the Order of the Bath. 
In addition to these distinctions he was promoted to 
the rank of Colonel in the Portuguese service, was ap- 
Minted a Knight of the Portuguese Order of tho 
Tower and the Sword, and refceivod four medals from 
the Portuguese Government, in whose service ho re- 
mained for nearly ton years after the termination of tho 
Peninsular War. On tho 25^*^ November 1816 he re- 
ceived tho honour of Knighthood from the Prince 
Regent, and a month later he was placed on half-pay 
of his British commission. Ho continued in this posi- 
tion until the 1*^* December 1823, when he was brought 
baok on full pay as Major in the new 9^3^^ Regiment 
(the former having become the Rifle Brigade), 
and he serred with this regiment, in the Ionian Islands 
and at Malta, until January 1826, when ho was again 
placed on half -pay, unattached. On the 22<i July 
1830 he was advanced to the rank of Colonel in the 
Army. In 1834 he was appointed Governor of St. 
Lucia, in tho West Indies, and he continued in that 
appointment until 1888. On the 23rd November 1841 
he attained tho rank of Major-General, and in March 
1848 he was (u eated a Knight Commander of the Order 
of the Bath. Early in the latter year he was appointed to 
the Divisional Staff in India, and having arrived at Cal- 
cutta in April, ho was, in the following month, gazetted 
to tho command of the Presidency Division. In Oc- 
tober 1848, on the Army taking the field for the 
I’unjab Campaign, he was ordered up to the frontier, 
and, in the following month, appointed to tlio com- 
mand of the Reserve Force assembled in the Sirhind 
district, with geneml control over the whole of the 
troops in the Sirhind and Meerut Divisions. Ho 
held this command until the termination of the war, 
when, April 1849, he was transferred from the command 
of the Presidency to that of the Sirhind Division. 
On the 28^^ March 1849 he was appointed Colonel of 
the 50^^ Foot. He continued in command of the 
Sirhind Divftion until his death, which occurred at 
Ambala on the 2I«^ February 1851.

Hill, John LewiSsXtcufenafil(1781 — 1813).— 
at jAidhiana, Ac. 565. — Entered the Bengal Army 
in 1800. Arrived in India in January 1801, and on 
the 17^^ April following was posted to the 2^ Battalion 
6*** N. I., which he joined at Midnapore. In the 
following July he accompanied the battalion on field 
service against refractory zamind^n in tho Northern 
Circars, and, having returned to Midnapore, on the 
termination of tho operations, he, in the winter of 
1808-03, inarched with tho corps to Benares. In 
the autumn of 1803 he accompanied the butfalion 
on service into Bagholkhand, where he was actively 
employed with it against marauders ai^d insurgents, 
and took part in the reduction of the fori of Chaukandi, 
in the storming of which, on the 20^*^ November, tho 
corps suffered severely, having sustained a loss of 
nearly one hundred in killed and wounded, the officer 
who commanded the storming party (Captain Graham) 
falling in the breach pierced by no less than nine 
bullets. In the following year he proceeded with 
the battalion to Bundelkhand, then in a very disturbed 
condition, and he served with it there until near tho end 
of 1806, when he inarched with it to Cawnpore. In 
Novemto 1807 he proceeded with the battalion to 
Agza^ whence he accompanied it to Delhi and Bewari 


in October 1809, to Karoal towards the end of 1811. 
and to Ludhiana, thou the most remote station on our 
north-western frontier, at the close of 1812. He 
died at Ludhiana on the 25^^ April 1813. 

Hill, Richard Bartons Lieufenatif-Oofonel (1835-— 
1873 ). — Grave at Simla^ No, S75.<-~Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1853. Arrived in India in November of the 
same year, and was sent up to Benares to do duty 
with the 42<i N. I. In Januai 7 1854 he was posted 
to the 60^^ N. 1., and having joined that regiment 
at Banda, he accompanied it to Ambala at the end 
of the year. In MaiTh 1857 ho was appointed to 
officiate as Adjutant to the left wing of tne regiment 
during its temporary separation from head-quarters 
on treasure escort duty, but lio subsequently returned 
to Ambala with Ihe wing aud wfis with the regiment 
at that place when the Mutiny burst out in the following 
May. Towards the end of that month, the regiment 
having been detailed to form part of the Delhi Field 
Force, he accompanied it in tho advance towards that 
place, but it was found inipossiblo to trust the corps, 
and, accordingly, on amval at Kamal, it was dettiched 
to Rohtnk, where, “in duo course, as one might say, 
it mutinied on the 10'*^ Juno. Though fired upon 
and jiursued for some distance by tho mutineers, he 
and the other Br tish officers of tho rogiment suo- 
ceeded in escaping to tho Britisli camp before Delhi, 
where, on tho 12*'* June, ho was appointed an Asst. 
Field Engineer for emjdoyment with the Sapper Park. 
In this capacity he served at the siogo of Delhi up 
to the ll^*' September, when, in consequence of sevei*o 
illness, he was compelled to proceed to Simla on 
leave (Medal and clasp). At the end of December 
he was appointed Offg. Adjutant of the 5‘h Punjab 
Infantry, but bo bad scarcely joined that regiment, 
then marching down from Mardan to Meerut, when 
iu Janna^ 1858 he was appointed Oflg. Adjutant of 
tho 23* rnnjab Infantry and directed to proceed and 
join at Kanaund. At that place, and at other plaoes 
in tho vicinity, ho served with this corps until J uly 
1858, when the head-quarters and the right wing 
having b.'en moved to Delhi, he was appointed Offg. 
Secoml-in-ComTuand and sent to assume command of 
the left wing at Kauaimd, at which place be co.itinuod 
in command until the middle of December, when bo 
was permit t45d to resign tho Adjutancy and rejoin 
tho besid-quarterB of tlie lat(j 60**' N. I. at Ambala. 
Before the end of tho montli, however, ho was appointed 
to do duly v»ith the Ifi’** Punjab Infantry, and Wving 
joined that regiment at Amhala, ho continued attached 
to it there for nearly four montlis. Early in April 

1859 ho was sent from Ambala to join tho Lahore Light 
Horse in Oiidh, and having done so, ho served with 
that corps in the operations against the last remnants 
of the rebels on the Ne])al Rentier, including the 
action at Tulsipiir in May. On tho 22* of the 
succeeding month he was formally appointed to do 
duty with the corps; in July he was appointed to 
officiato as Adjutant ; and about tho same time he 
p)rocecdod with tho corps to the Presidonoy, and wag 
stationed with it at Dum-Dum. In the spring of 

1860 bo accompanied tbo corps on duty to the Kishna- 
garh district, but ho shortly afterwards returned 
with it to Dum-Dum, and continued serving there 
until 1862, when be marched with it to Barrackjniro. 
There, from the middle of June to the end of August 
1863, and again in April and May 1865, he officiated 
as Commandant of the corps. In June 1865 he wae 
appointed Offg. Second Squadrom Officer in the 8*** 
Bengal Cavalry, and having joined that regiment at 
Sitapur he almost immediately aftorwards proceeded 
on sick leave to Mus^ooiio. He rejoined the rogimeol' 
at Segowlie in January 1866, as an attached officer, 
and was detailed to command a detachment at Gorakh^, 
pur, and he remained in that position until the following 
August, when he was ajqjointod Offg. Third Squadron 
Officer, retaining command of the Gorakhpur detach- 
ment. From April to October 1S67 he officiated as 
Second-in-Commaud. Reverting then to Offg. Third 
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Sqtiftdron Officer, lie eonilniied in that post until Jnne 
1868, If hen he wae appointed Offg. Second ^uadron Offi- 
eer in the 1*^ Bengal Caralrj, which he joined at Morar, 
Gwalior. In the following month he was appointed 
Offg. Second-in-Commund, and he was ro-appointed to 
that post under fresh airangments in the following Oc« 
tober, about which time he marched with the regiment to 
Sipri. He continued officiating as Second-in-Gommand 
until January 18G0, when he reverted to the position 
of. Offg. Second Squadron Officer, but m the 
following month he was again appointed Offg. 
8econd-in-Command, and he continued in that posi- 
tion (except when on sick leave in Simla from April 
to December) until March 1870, when he again pro- 
ceeded on leave, eventually going home on furlough 
in April. He returned to India in December 1871, 
and in the following month was directed to do general 
duty at Agra ; this, however, was altered a few days 
litter, and he was sent to Ambala instead. He con- 
tinued doing general duty at that station until April 
1873, when he went up sick to Simla, and he died 
at that place on the 19^^ of the same month. 

Notb.— L ieutonant-Colonel (tlien Ijieufeimnt) Hill wu married 
at Ambala on the 26th January 18o8 to Annie, fourth daughter of 
Surgeon E. Tritton iq. «.). 

Hilliard, Thomas Holyoake, Lieutenant (1826— 
Grave at Sir«a, No. 14. — Bom at Stock well, 
Middlesex, in 1826. — Entered the Bengal Army in 
1842. Airived in India at the end of May 1843, and 
early in the following month was onlered to Midnapore 
to do duty with the 17^*^ N. I., but a few days later 
he was postod to the 23^^ N. 1,, which he joined soon 
afterwards at Jamalpur, in Eastern Bengal. Early 
in 1844 ho acronq^anied the regiment to Dinapore, 
and ho afterwards marched with it to Lucknow in 
the beginning of 1846, to Phillanr at the end of 1847, 
and to Peshawar in the winter of 1849-60. In February 
1850, a few days after the arrival <^f the regiment 
at Peshawar, ho accompanied it on tho expedition 
against the Afridis of tho Koliat Tnss, aiid was severely 
wounded in an action near (he Koliat Kotal on the 
12^^ of that month. His eonduct on this occasion 
was specially eulogised in General Orders by the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, Sir Charles Naj)ior, who said — “ Tho 
brave Lieutenant Hilliard of the 23*^ Native Infantry 
and his small Imnd equally sustained the honour of 
tho Indian Army, and though this valiant offh’er’s 
wound is severe, there is reason to lioj)e that he?, and 
the rest of the wounded, will in time be restored to 
their dutie.s.” The severity of his wound roTn])cdled 
him to proceed on sick le«ave to Siiula, and sliortly 
afterwards, on the March, in recognition of his 
gallant conduct, the appointment of Adjutant of the 
Hariana Light Infantry Battalion was conferred upon 
him. As soon as he had recovered from liis wound, 
June 1850, ho joined the battalion at Ilnnsi, w'hero 
in the coursrC of tho next four years he four times 
(May to November 1851, July to Octolnr 1852, January 
to May 1853, and Octoler to November 1853,) officiat'd 
as Second-in-Coinmand of tho corps. In Aj'ril 1854 
ho was appointed Second- in- Command permanently, 
and he thereafter hehl command of tho portion of the 
battalion stationed at Sirsa, until May 1857, when tho 
whole corps mutinied and went off to Delhi. He 
was spared by the mutineers at Sirsa, and allowed 
to depart uninolested, but was cruelly and treacherously 
murdered by tlie re^l inhabitants of the village of 
Chhatraiu, — 31®^ May 1857.

Hilliar, Henry Curry, Ensign (1824-1848).— Grave 
at Jtamnagar, No. 750. — Entered the Bengal Army in 
1843. Arrived in India in August of the same year, 
and before the end of the month was sent up to 
Berhampore to do duty with the 21** N. I. In the 
following November he was posted to the 20^** N. -I., 
then at Nasirabad, and proceeded to join : reaching 


Cawnpm, however, in the middle of Deo6ml)er» 
ho received permission to remain there and await th^ 
arrival of his regiment, which had in the meantime 
been ordered to that station, and he joined it there 
accordingly in April 1844. In the autumn of 1845 
he accompanied the regiment to Barrackpore, whence 
in December 1847 he was sent to the Upper Prov- 
inces as Interpreter to a detachment of recruits of 
H. M.’s Service. On the completion of this dnty he 
rejoined his regiment at Allahabad, whence in the 
autumn of 1848 he accompanied it to Ferozepore. 
There the regiment was incorporated in the Army of 
the Punjab, and he accompanied it on service on 
the Army taking the Geld and advancing to the Ghenab 
in November ; but he died shortly aftet the openjpg 
of the campaign, having fallen a victim to 6mall-]W| 
at Ramnagar, on the 18th December 18M. 

Hodgsorii John Anthony, Major-General (1777 — 
1848 ). — Grave at Ambala, No. 215. — Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1798. Arrived in India in March 
1800, and in the following month was appointed to do 
duty with the !■* Battalion 4**' N. I. lie joined this 
isorps at Azimgarh, and at the end of the year proceed- 
ed with it to Dariabad, in Oudh. In ApriL 1801 he 
was posted to the 2^ Battalion 10^*^ N. I., which he 
joined at Cawnpore. Towards the end of 1802 he pro- 
ceeded with the battalion to Lucknow, and in the 
following year, having offered his services for the ex- 
pedition, he accompanied the 2^ Battalion of Bengal 
Volunteers to Ceylon, where much anluous service was 
experienced during the disturbances which followed the 
war with the Adigar of Kandy. He returned from 
fVylon in the summer of 1805, and jiroceeding to the 
Upper Provinces with H. M*s. 17*" Fo6t, airived at 
Cawnpore in November ; and in tho succeeding month 
he rejoined the 2*^ Battalion of tho 10*^ in the Saharan- 

E ur district, where it was on service during Lord 
lake's last campaign Against Holkar. On the termi- 
nation of the Mahratta War, in tho spTing of 1806, he 
accompained tlio battalion to Meerut. .During tho 
four succeeding years he served with the battalion at 
Bewari, Meerut and llansi, and in 1810 lie accompanied 
it ill the expedition against the Bhattis of Hariana. 
From 1811 to 1813 he served with the battalion at 
Sitapur in Ondh, and in tho year last mentioned he 
accompanied it on service against tho Baja of Bewah, 
but was recalled thence in October in consequence of his 
appointment to the Surveyor- GeneraTs Doiiartnient. 
He was employed as a Surveyor (in the Upper Doab, 
Garhwal, Sarnnir and Hindur) until August 1818, 
when ho was appointed to the command of the escort 
of the Besident at the Court of Mallmi* Kao Holkar, 
but he went on leave immediately afterwards, and did 
not join his appointment until December 1819. In 
March 18:- 0 he again went on leave for six months, on 
tho expiry of which (tho escort having been abolished 
and disbanded), he rc'joined his own corps In March 
1S21 he was removed from the 2'^ to the 1®* Battalion 
of tho and in the following May he was appointed 
Surveyor- General of India. In September 1?*23 he 
was removed to the rolls of the 2** Battalion 31®^ N. I., 
a newly raised corps, and in the follovring month, on the 
creation of that office, he was appointed Revenue 
Surveyor- General. In May 1824, on the reorganisation 
of the Army taking place, he was posted to the 61** N. 1. 
In March 1826 he was again appointed Surveyor- 
General of .India, but did not assume' office until the 
foliowng August. In November 1828, consequent on 
his promotion to the rank of Lieutenant- Colonel, he was 
removed from the 61** to tho 42** N. I., and in the 
following January be .went home on furlough, vacating 
the appointment qf Sniveyor- General. On his return to 
India in December 1833 he was removed from the 42^ to 
the 33<* N. I., but before he could join that regiment he 
was removed, January 1834, to th8 49**‘ N. I., at 
Ludhiana, and from that, in May 1834, to the 68*^ N. I., 
at Mainpuri. He soon afterwards proceeded on leave to 
the hills, and it January 1835 again went home cm 
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fnrlongb. During his absence, March 1839, he was 
TemoTed to the 26^^' N. I., but on his return to India 
in January 1840 he obtained leave to, remain at the 
Presidency and did not join that regiment. In 
February 1840, consequent on his promotion to the 
regimental rank of Colonel, he was posted to the 3^^ 
N. I., from which, in the following August, he was 
removed and finally posted to the 14^^ N. I. 
He remained continuously on leave at the I^residency 
until Januaiy 1841, when he once more went home on 
furlough. In November 1841, he was promoted to the 
rank of Major-General. He came back to India in 
November 1844, and in the following month he was 
appointed a Ilrigadier on the establishment. In 
January 1845 he was posted to command at Delhi, and 
itjwined there for nearly a year and a half. Tn Jnno 
1846 ho was Iran^ifeiTcd to command at Ferozeporo, 
but he had been there little moiv than three months 
when he was moved back to Delhi. In January 1847 
he was appointe<l to the command of tlio Rohil- 
khand district, anti held it for more than a year. In 
March 1848 he was, for the second time, apj)ointo(l to 
command at Ftjrozopore, hut this appointment never took 
effect, ho having died at Arnhala on tlio 28^^* March 
1848, when on his way to Simla on sick leave.

Airivctl 
in India in December 1827, and was sent U]) to Cawn- 
porc to do duty with tho 51 ^^^ X. Jn February 1828 
he was jiosted to the Extra N. I. (shoi-tly after- 
wards designated the 73'* N. I.), but having been 
directed to contirno doing duty with the 51*^*' until tlio 
middle of October, ho did not join tho 73‘‘,thoniit 
Jubbuljiore, until the end of that month, [ri January 
1829 he was removod, at his own rcqn(?st, to the 51*" 
N. T., and having rejoined that vegimont at Oawnpon^ 
ho inarclieil with it to Mainpiiri in the following Marcli. 
In January 1831 he was transfciTcd to tlu* .18*^'* N. T., 
and having^oined that I'cgimont af. Barrackpore, ho 
prijceeded thence in the autumn on leave to Chcrajmnji. 
Ho rejoined the regiment at Midna])oroiu January 1832, 
and slioi'tly aftenvards accompanicil it on service against 
ho refractory zemindar of Bamanghati, in tho course of 
which the rtJgimout suffered so severely fimn tho 
extreme nnhealthini?ss of the place that it had to be 
withdrawn and sent back to Midnapnre. In June 1832 
ho was ajipointed acting Interpreter and Quainter-Master 
of tho regiment, and having been made permanent in 
the apiK)intTnont in May 1833, he shortly aftorward.s 
marched with the corps to Benares, arriving there 
towards tho end of August. In the winter of 1835-36 
ho proceeded with the regiment to Delhi. In January 
1838 ho was apjiointed First Sulialtern in tlio 2'* 
Infantry of the Oudh Auxiliary Force, witli effect fi’oiu 
the 18^*^ of the jirccoding month, and vacating his 
appoiiltment of Intcrpwitor and Quarter-Master, lie 
joined that regiment (afterwards styled tho 2^ Oudh 
Local Infantry) at Si tapur. In January 1840 he was 
appointed ^cond-in-Command of the corps. In tho 
following Septeinlier he wa.^ appointed an Assistant to 
the Resident at Lucknow and was employed in the 
Dept, for the Suppression of Thaggi, but without 
severing his connection with the corps, of which he 
oominanded'a detachment of three companies in an un- 
successful attack on a considerable gathering of dacoits 
at Arauliy two marches from Sitapur, on Sio 3** July 
1841. He subsequently resumed civil duty at Lucknow, 
but he served occasionally with the* regiment at Sitapur, 
until September 1842, when, upon being taken 


permanently into the Thaggi Dept, he vacated the 
appointment of Second-in-Command. In tho following 
December he was ap^xiintod an Assistant to the Superii? 
tendent of Operations for the Suppression of Thaggi, 
and ho continued in that position until early in iSSs, 
when, the 36^^ N. I. having been detailed to form part 
of the Army of the Sutlej, ho was directed to rejoin the 
corps. Ho rejoined accordingly and accompanied the re- 
giment, on convoy duty, to the Sutlej, but he was not 
engaged in any of tho operations, and on the termination 
of tho war, he was directed to rejoin his staff ap])oint- 
ment in the Thaggi Dept., to which, in the meaniims^ 
ill February 1846, that of Suxierintendent of the Oudh 
Frontier Police had bi^en added. In these appointments 
he continued until Ax>ril 1849, when he was appointed 
a Depy.

In the folJo^ving November Jio marched 
with the regiment on route, to the ITjiper Proviiices, and 
iowanls the end of February IB'b^ lie arrived with it at 
Meerut, 'I’heuee in tho succeeding J)eet*iida.T he jiro- 
coeded with it to join the Army of the Sutlej, and in 
Febniai’y 1846 ho was j)r(?Neiit with it at the Ixittlo of 
Sobraon (Medal), lie subsoqueiitly accompanied tho 
i^egiment in the luivancc on I inhere, and on the breaking 
up of the Army of tlio Suthsj ho returned witli the 
corps to Meerut, arriving there in April 1846. In tho 
following Novombor he accompaniiul tho I’egimont to 
Ferozoporc, whence he marchefl with it to iiahore early 
in Jaiiuaiy 1847. In July 1848 ho oceempaniod tho 
regiment on servioo against Multan, and in an attack 
on one of the outworks of that fortress, on the 9‘** 
Scptcmlier, he I’cceivod a voi'y severe wound, from tho 
effects of which he died on tho 3** of the succeeding 
month.

Holmes, Griffiths, C. 7k, Lkulenant- Colonel 
(1789 — 1850 ). — Grave at Kasauli, No. 282. — Bom on 
the 26^** December 1789. — Entered tho Bengal Army in 
1808. Arrived in India in July 1809, and in the usual 
course was sent to the Cadet College at Baraset, where, 
however, ho remained less tlian four months. On the 1 1^ 
November following he was posted to tho 2^ Battalion 
4^*' N. I., then at Lucknow, and, having been directed 
to join, he arrived at that place early in April 1810 ; the 
battalion being then, however^ temporarily absent from 
tho station, ho was directed to do duty with the In 
Battalion 21*^ N. I., until hig own corps should retnni* 
la January 1811 he accompanied the 2^ Battalion 4^^ 
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from Lnoknow to Benares, whence early in 1813 he 
proceeded with it to Midnapore. In the following year 
the battalion was ordered to Cuttack in course of relief, 
but the outbreak of the Ourkha War caused a change 
in the destination of the corps, and in the autumn of 
1815 he marched with it to Dinapore, whence at the end 
of the year he accompanied it on service againot the 
Gurkhas in the Fourth Brigade of the Force under the 
oommand of Sir David Ochterlony. With this force 
he served thi’oughout the last campaign of the Gurkha 
War, but the battalion having, when the final advance 
was made in February 1816, been left, ])art to defend 
the dejiot at Etaunda and part to hold the crest of the 
Chiriaghati Pass, he missed being present in the 
decisive action of Makwanpur, On the conclusion of 
the campai^ he returned with the battalion to Dina- 
pore, at which place he continued serving with it until 
the autiiniu of 1817, when, in connection with the 
general scheme of operations foi* the suppression of the 
Findari hordes, hcj atjcompanied it on service into 
Bewah and was afterwards employed with it on the 
Sambhalpiir frontier, where the corps suffered heavily 
from sickness, ilis health having bi’oken down he 
proceeded on leave to Calcutta, whence in February 
1818 he was obliged to make a voyage to sea. On his 
return he proceeded to Dinapore, at which pLacc, in 
August 1818, he was aj>p()intcd to the temporary charge 
of the CommisKariat Office. In May 1819 he was 
appointed acting Adjutant of the battalion, wliich had 
in the meantime returned to Dinapore, and on the 24^^ 
of the same month lie was made peianancnt in the 
appointment. In the autumn of 1819 he mandied with 
the battalion to Allahabad, whence at the end of 1820 
he accompanied it to Sultan]jur, in Oudh. In the 
autumn of 1823 lie accompanied the head- quarters of 
Hie battalion to Aligarh. On tho reorganisation of the 
Army taking ])hice in May 1821} he was ])()sted to tlio 
7^*^ N. I. (late I”*- Battalion 4^^), then statiouful at 
Jubbulporc ; joining that corps, lie was, on the 29*'* of 
the same month, ajipointod acting Adjutant io the left 
wing, temporaiuly detached ; and on the I?*'* June ho 
was appointed Adjutant of tho regiment. About the 
same time he accompanied the corps to the Lower 
Provinces, and having, w’ith it, joined the force a.ssemblod 
for operations on the Sylhet frontier, he .served tlieiti 
with it throiigliout the Bn imio.so War of 1824-25. In 
July 1825, consequent on his promotion to tho rank of 
Captain, ho vacated tho Adjutancy of tlie regiment. In 
tho spring of 1826 he moved with the regiment to 
Berhampore, whence in November 1828 he accompanied 
it to Midnapore. In the autumn of 1830 ho proceeded 
on leave to Calcutta, wlience he wtmt homo on furlough 
in Januaiy 1831. He returned to India at tho end of 
December 1833, and rejoined his regiment at Gorakhpur, 
whence in the cold season of 1834-35 he marched with 
it to Almora, at w'hich place (and with detachiiicnis at 
Lohiighat and Potoiugarh), lie served for nearly three 
years. In December 1837 he was appointed to otficiate 
as Brigade-Major at Cawiipore, and he continued in 
that position until Febru.ary 1838, when lie rejoined his 
regiment, which had aiTived at Cawnpore from Almora 
in tho preceding month. In the winter of 1840-41 he 
march^ with the regiment to Nr'omuch. In March 
1843, liaving attained the regimental miik of Major in 
the preceding June, ho succeeded to the command of 
the regiment, which he retained thereafter for nearly 
six years. In the spring of 1844 he accompanied the 
regiment to Delhi. In the middle of January 1846 he 
marched from Delhi with the right wing of tho regi- 
ment, escoi'ting a large convoy of lieavy guns, 
ordnance stores, <tc., for the use of the Army of the 
Sutlej, but though he arrived within the zone of 
operations some days before the battle of Sobmon, he 
was not engaged in that or any other action with the 
Sikhs. On conclusion of the campaign he was 
stationed with tho regiment at Ferozepore, whence he 
accompanied it to Lahore early in January 1847, to 
Ludhiana in the following Decembor, and to Jullundur 


in May 1848. On attaining the rank of Lieutenant- 
Colonel, he was post^ 23^ January 1849, to the 56^^ 
N« I., and havii^g join^ that regiment in the camp of 
the Army of the Punjab on the 13*** of February, he 
commanded it in the decisive battle of Gu jerat on the 21** 
and in the subsequent pursuit of the Sikhs and Afghans 
io Peshawar (Medal and clasp, and abated a Companion 
of the Order of the Bath). On the termination of the 
Punjab Campaign he accompanied the regiment to 
Lahore, arriving there in May 1849. At the end of 
January 1850 he marched from Lahore in command of 
the escort (which included the 56*** N. I.) of the 
Governor- General’s camp, proceeding from that place 
to Kalka, by way of Jullundur and Ludliiana. He was 
at the time in bad health^ and had applied for leave for 
six months to proceed to the Presidency, preparatory ib 
applying for leave to go to sea ; but he was not destined 
to profit by the grant, for he had scarcely reached 
Kalka with the escort when ho died there, suddenly, on 
the 1®* March 1850. His remains were removed to 
Kasauli and there interred.

Holmes, William Burvill, Gaptain (1805 — 
1846 ). — Grave at Ferozepore^ No. 471. — Entered tho 
Bengal Army in 1824. Arrived in India early i% July 
1825, and on the 23‘' of tho same month was posted to 
the 12*'* N. I., which he joined at Ludhiana in the autumn. 
Towards the cud of 1827 ho marched with the lOgiment 
to Xasirabad, and at tliat station, from the beginning 
of A})ril to tlio end of August 1829, he officiated as 
Adjutant of the (jorps. Towards tjio close of 1830 ho 
accompainctl tlie regiment to Lucknow, and frem 
Ociolw to Def oml)er 1831 ho was acting Adjutant to a 
%ving detacluMl ioinporarily to Sikroi’a. From March 
to May 1832 lii‘ oiliciatcd as Adjutant of the regiment 
at Lncknow, and in Novemlier 1833 Lc M(?companie(l 
tho cor])s from that station to Allahabad. In Novem- 
Ixir 1836 ho ])roccoded on leave io the Presidency, re- 
joined the I’frginicnt at Barrackporo in January 1837, 
and in the following July went homo on furlough. Ho 
returned to Truliji in July 1840, and having within a 
few days of his arrival been sent to tlio Upper Provinces 
in command of a detachment of 31 M.’s tn)Op.s, ho re- 
joined his regiment at Sikrol, Benares. In tho follow- 
ing November he accompanied the ‘regiment to Se- 
gowlie, wliere a force was as.seml)lcd in consequtmeo of 
anticipated difficulties with Nepal, and on the 11^** De- 
cember he Avas apjiointed to officiate as Adjutant of the 
corj)s, an Mppoiutiuont which ho continued holding 
until the force wa.s broken up in March 1842, when ho 
marclicd with the regiment for Lucknow, arriving 
there early in Aju'il. fu July and August 1842 ho 
again officiated as Adjutant of the regiment. In Feb- 
ruary 1844 he proceeded to Mus.soorio and Ijandoiir on 
sick leave, which was afteiavards extended to near the 
©nd of November 1845, when he rejoincjd the regiment 
at Ferozepore. On the 21** December he in arched out 
of Ferozepore with the regiment in the force (Founih 
Division of tho Army of the Sutlej) under the com- 
mand of Sir John Jiittler, which, having effected a 
junction with the main army under the eomniand of ■ 
Sir Hugh Gough, took j^iirt, the .same afternoon, imihe . 
assault of the Sikh entreiielunents at Firoz.shahr. In. 
the sanguinary conflict wliich then took place he re- 
ceived a severe wound, from the effects of which he 
died at Fciozepore on tlio 23^ February 1846. 

Home, Duncan Charles, First-Lieutenaut 
(1828—1857). — Gi^ave at ACaLofffir^*, ia the BnlandsJiahr 
district ; tiihlet at Delhi, No. 16 t.—Tho third son of 
Major-General Flichaixl Home, Bengal Infantry. Born 
at Jubbulporc on the 10*'* Juno 1828. — Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1846, but having, in the usual course, 
lieen sent to Chatliam to go through a course of instmo- 
tion, he did not ariuve in ludm until the middle of 
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October 1848. Within a few days of his orriml he was 
despatched to the Upper IVovinces to join and do duty 
witn the head-qna^rs of the Corps ^of Sappers and 
Honeerst then with the force under Qenenij YHiish 
before Multan ; he joined in time to take part in the 
siege and capture of the place, and he was afterwards 
present with the corps at the battle of Gujerat (Medal 
and two clasps.) Ho was subsequently posted to the 
3^ Company erf Sappers, which he joined at Lahore. 
In October 1849 ho was appointed to the Dept, 
of Public Works, and l)ocamo Asst. Executive Officer 
in the Third Division of the Ganges Canal, a position 
which he retained until April 1852, when he was placed 
at the (fisjiosal of the Superintending Engineer, Punjab 
Circle, for cmiployinent in the Civil Enginc?ors Dept., 
and appointed Assistant to tho Executive Engineer 
of tho Bari Doab Canals, at Miilikp»ir. In A]u*il IS5.3 
he was appointed Executive Engineer of tho First 
Division of tho Bari Doab Canal. He was in this 
appointment, at Madhopur, when the Mutiny bix)ko 
out in May 1857, but tho outbreak did not, at fiz’st, 
disturb him in his duties. Later on, however, the 
demand for Engineer oflicers at tho siege of Delhi 
caused him to Ix) simt down there ; ho joined tho 
besieging^orco in August, and on the 22« of that 
month was placed in orders as a Field Engineer. After 
taking part in various opemtions of the siege he was 
prominfliitly Engaged in tho final assault, having been 
one of tho two Engineer officers selected to head the 
explosion party detailed for the dcs|)erate duty of blow- 
ing in the Kashmir Gate ; he took tho load in that 
daring operation, but escaped unscathed, and tlie de- 
voted gallantry he displayed on the occasion was marked 
by tho grant the Victoria Cross. After tho ex- 
pulsion of tho rolzels from Delhi he accompanied tho 
pursuing column under Colonel Greathod, Aviili which 
ho was present at tho action of Bulandslialir on the 
28^^* Septomlwr. On tho following day ho proceoiled 
with tho force to Malagarli, with the object of blowing 
up ami dosteoying tlic fort at that place, but while ho 
was engaged in this opczution one of the mines ex- 
ploded prematurely, a-nd ho was killed upon the spot,^ - 
29^ September 1857. 

Homo, George Row, Ensign (1837 — 1856). — 
Ornve at Lahore Cantonment^ No, 671.— A younger son 
of Major- Goneml Jlicliard Home, Bengal Infantry. 
Born at Ba#rackporo on the May 1837. — Entered 
the Bengal Army in 1856, Arrived in India at tho 
end of April in tho same year, and in tho following 
month was stmt up to Ban^ackport} to do duty with llie 
43'J N. f. In August 1856 he was posted te tho 
49^*' N. I., which he joimul at Mian Mir, and ho died 
at that place on tho 21'**' October following. 

Homfray, Robert Popkin, Licnlenant (1835— 
1857). — Gravp/at Delhi f No. \08 ; tablets at Delhi and 
Kohat, Noti. 162 and 10 J«.3. — 8on of Robert Sheddem 
Hoirlfray, Est^,, Superiiitondent of Salt Chankis at 
Midnapore, and grandson of Sir Jeremiah Homfray, 
Kt.y of Llandaff House, Co. Glamorgan. Bom at Cal- 
cutta ou tho April 1835. — Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1852. Was already in India when fonnally 
admitted on the 25^^ June of that year, and in the 
f oUowiwg month was ordered to proceed to Benares to 
do duty with the 33^* N. I. ; lie, how'ever, pi’occeded 
on leave for three months to Puri, and never joined that 
regiment.* In October 1852 he was directed to do duty 
with the N. I., also at Benares, but lie had searcely 
joined that corps when, on the 17*** November, he was 
posted to the 28*** N. I., then under orders to proceed from. 
Peshawar to Ainbala. Oh arrival at Ambala, at the 
&nd of December, he was ordei*ed to do duty with the 
70*** N. i. until his own regiment should reach that 
station, and he eventually joined the 28*** there in 
February 1853. In the following April ho was removed, 
at his own request, from the 28*** to the 17*** N. I. ; he 
join^ ihe latter at Delhi, apd in 4ho spring of 1855 , 


inarched with it to Imoknow. In November 1856 
was appointed to do duty with the 4*** Punjab Infantry, 
which he joined at Bannu in January 1857. In tho 
following March he served with the regiment in (Bio 
Bozdar Expedition, and was present at the forcing ot 
the Khan Band defile. On the termination of these 
operations he returned with the re^ment to Bannu, 
and on the 7*** April ho was appointed acting Adjutant 
of the corps. Towards tho end of May he proceedc<t 
with the regiment on its being oidered to Lahore, but 
after many marches had liecn made its courso wan 
diveri^ to Nowshera, where, on tho 26*** Juno, lie took 
part in the disarming of tho 10*** Irn^gular Cavalry. 
In the following mouth he was present with tlio rogi^ 
ment at the capture and destruction of tho village of 
Narinji, on the Yusafzai bonier. On tho 31®* July ho 
marched with the regiment for Delhi, and joining tho 
force there on the 5*** September, took piyt in tho short 
remainder of tlic siege. At the sioimiing of city 
liis regiment wiui with the Reserve Brigade, wliich 
followed tho assaulting columns in support, and watt 
soon itself, in tho thick of tlie fighting ; in tho midsi 
of tills desperate struggle ho i*ecoived a mortal wound, 
from the effects of which ho died two days later, on tho 
16*** September 1857. 

Hope, Samuel, Assislant-Surgcon (c. 1S37-— 
1862 ). — Grave at Jalozaif Peshawar district^ No. 992.- • 
Entered H. M.’s Service on the 19*** March 1861 as a 
Staff Assi.-Siirgeon, with rank fi*om tin; 1®* Ooto- 
l)er 1860. On the 28*** January 1862 ho was traiisf ori'od 
to the 93”* Highlanders, which ho joined at l^eshawar. 
lie was with the ixigiinent when Uio teii'ihlo outbreak 
of cholem occurred in the autumn of 1862, and ho 
himself fell a victim to the disease, <lying iKitwocn 
Arinur and Jalozai on the 23'** October 18(52, when tho 
regiment (which had lH?on move* I out into tlie district 
in the ho])e that it would ilius sliake off the inflection) 
was on tho march from the former to tho latter plan;. 

Hopper, Edward Keene, lAenienant and DrvveU 
Captain (1809 — 1843).— (Vrawi at Velhi^ No. 75. — * 
Entered the Bengal Army in 1824». Annvod in Tiidhi 
in November 1825, and in tho followiug|^auuary wao 
sent up to Dinapore to do duty with Bie oy*** N. I. In 
March 1826 he was posted to the 5*** Extiu Regt. 
at Benares, and with this regiment (which became the 
73'* N. I. two years later) ho marched to Jubbulporn 
in tho following Novembei*. In Scjitenilier 1821) ho 
went homo on furlough, and was absent from India no • 
til tlie end of Dc'Comlx^r 1832. J'jarly in 18.33 he ri^joirnMl 
tlio 73** N. J. at Benares, and after serving thmo lor 
two years accompanied tin? it»giinont tf> BaiTackporo 
in March 1835. Tii Decemljcr 1837 he proceeded with 
tho corps to Sylhet, and, after serving there, for thren 
years, again went homo on furlougli in January 18 tl. 
Ho M turned to India in April 1843, and rejoinetl his 
regiment at Delhi, at wliieh place he died on tin; 
17**‘ Octolxn* following.

Hore, William, lAeatenant and JJm ct-Cd'/Uavn 
(1809 — -1845 ). — Grave and tablets at hWnzpore, Nos. 
442, 445 and 465. — 33ie only son of Major Willi.arri 
Hore, of H. M.’s 67*** Foot, and grandson of Will tain 
Hore, Esq., of Harperston, Co. Wexford. Born at 
Dinajiore on tho 6*** May 1809,— Entered tho Bengal 
Ai’iny in 1826. Arrived in India in June 1827, and on 
tin*. 23** of the same montli was ordered up io l)inaj)OT^> 
to do duty with the 67*** N. I. On the 1®* October 
following he was pfisted to tho 18*** N. T., and having 
joined tliat corps at Agra, he, towards the cud of 1829, 
accompanied it to Jnbbulpore. In November 1830 ho 
ofiiciated for a short time . as Interpi'cter ami QiiarbMr-* 
Master of the regiment. In January 1832 lie pro- 
ccixled on leave to me Prosidency, whence in the follow « 
ing June ho went homo on furlough. He rctumovl to 
India in January 1835 and rejoined his regiment ai 
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jBciul, whenoe in the cold season of 1835-36 he marched 
'with it to Benares. In March 1837 he was appointed 
stcting Interpreter and Quarter-Master to the 8*" Light 
Cavalry, and joining that regiment at Snltanpur, 
Benares, he served with it there until January 1839, 
when he rejoined his own regiment, still at Benares. 
In February 1839 he was appointed acting Interpreter 
and Quarter-Master to the 47*“ N. I. at Agra, but be- 
fore he could proceed to join, lie was, on the 21«* of 
the same month, appointed in a similar capacity to the 
7**^ Light Cavalry, then at Meerut ; but he did not join 
this corps either, for on the 27**^ of the month he 
was appointed, with cfEect from the 13**' idem, a junior 
Assistant under the Commissioner of the 8augor Divi- 
nioii, and having been posted to Hoshangabad, he served 
thoi*e for nearly three years and a half. He was tem- 
porarily in charge of tJiu Jubbul})oro district frtmi 
June to September 1842, and having then gone on leave, 
lie ucfver rejoined his civil appointment. In Dccem- 
licr 1842 ho rejoined his regiment at Allahabad, and in 
May 1843 he was appointed Interpreter and Quartcjr- 
Master to the corps. In the following Octolier lui was 
appointed acting Adjutant to the left wing of the 
Tcgimimt, which had becui detailed for escoi*i duty 
"with the Commandcr-in-Chief, but ho was not long on 
this duty, and, having rosuiiied his permanent ajipoint- 
ment, lie ac(iompanii.*d the regiment to Lucknow in 
DccemlK*r 1843, and to Nasiral)ad in the spring of 1841. 
In Deceiiilxir 1844 he proceeded on sick leaver to Mns- 
fioorie, but he had been there only a f(3w months when 
on the 1”* March 1845, he was appointed OfPg. Second 
Asst. Secretary to the Covt. of India in the 
Mily. Dept. In tlui following October he was appointed 
Offg. De})y. Sccrcbiry, Mily. Dept., with tho Governor- 
General, and iu that (capacity lie accompanied the 
Oovornor-Gcneral (Sir Henry Hardin ge) to the Upper 
Provinces. On tho outbreak of the first Sikh War ho 
accompanied tlio Governor- General b\to the held and 
was present at the battle of Mudki ; and two days later, 
on Sir Henry volunteering his services as Second-in- 
Comraaud of the Army of the SutU^j, he was appointeil 
an Aide-de-Camp on His Excellency’s Staff. In this 
capacity he iktteuded Sir Henry in tho battle of Firoz- 
ahahr, and fell in the assault of the Sikh entrcnch- 
iiients, 21*** December 1845. 

Notjs,— Captain (tlian Lieutenant) Horo niarriod, in Ireland, in 
1834, Kllcsn, daughtor of Thomas Oxloy, Esqr., of Killiney. 

• Horne, Alexander, Lieutenant (1808—1834).— 
Orave at Sahalhn, No, 409. — Entered the Bengal Army 
in 1824. Arrived in India in May 1825, and on tho 
21®* of the same montli was appointed' to d<i duty with 
tho 62^ N. T., to which regiment he was regularly 
posted in tho following July. Having been unable to 
proceed at once to Arakan, where tho 62^* was then 
on service, he was, in August, directed to do duty with 
the 61®* N. I. Jit BaiTackjKiro until October, on the 
19*** of wliich month he was ordered to join and do 
duty with the 68*** N. I. and proceed with that corps 
to Arakan. Accompanying the 08**', accordingly, he 
■joined the 62** in Arakan in November 1825, but tli© 
regiment having about the same time been ordered back 
to Bengal, and he himself having fallen ill, he -was 
granted leave in January 1826 to proceed to Chitta- 
gong in • advance of tho coips, and from tliat place, in 
the Bucceeding month, he went on sick leave to Calcutta. 
On the 1®* March following he was transfeiTed to the 40*** 
N. I., but this transfer was canccilled before the end of 
the month, and his health being very bod, from the efEects 
of the Airaikau fever, ho, early in May 1826, went 
home on furlough. He rctnm^ to India at the end 
of September 1828, and rejoined his regiment at Sita- 
pur, whence, early in 1831, he accompanied it to Delhi, 
acting as Adjutant to the left wing, temporarily 
separated from head-(|uartcrs during the movement. 
In the autumn of tbb same year he officiated for a 
short time as Interpreter and Quarter Master to ihe 
xegimont. In Febmaiy 1833 he proceeded on sick leave 
to the hills, but in following May, before the 


expiry of his leave, he was appointed to do duty at the 
Landour Convalescent Depot. In October 1833 he 
rejoined his regiment "at Delhi, and was again appointed 
acting Interpreter and Quarter-Master, and in the 
succeeding month he marched with the corps to 
Ludhiana, where he continued acting as Interpreter 
and Quarter-Master until the end of March 1834. 
Being again very ill, he obtained leave hi proceed to 
the hills, and on the 21®* May he loft Ludhiana for 
Simla : he was not, however, destined to reach that 
place, and two days later, on the 23** , he expired at 
Barh, at the foot of the hills. 

Hoste, William Dashwood, JAeutenant-fiolonel 
(1826— 1872).— Gmve At Dera Ismail Khan, No, 1080; 
tahlet at Kohat, No. 1042.— Tho younger son of tJie 
llev**. James Hoste, Rector of Ingoidisthorpe, Co. 
Norfolk, and nephew to Cajitain Sir William Hoste, 
Bart,, K.C.B., Royal Navy, the distinguished victor of 
Lissa (1811), and to Colonel Sir George C. Hoste, 
KL, C.B., of the Royjil Engineers. Born at Litcham, 
Co. Norfolk, on tho 17*** Marcb 1826. — Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1843. Arrived in India iu August of 
the same year, and was sent up to Berluimpore to do 
duty witli tho 21®* N. I. In the folloAving ^ovember 
he was posted to the 55**' N. 1., which ho joined at 
Meerut, on its return from Sind, in May 1844. In 
December 1846, on the outbreak of tho first Sikh War, 
ho accompanied tho regiment to the front, ajid served 
with it in the (dosing operations of tho Suth'j Campaign, 
but ho had not the? good fortuno to bo engsgoil in any 
of the great battles, and on tlio termiiuition of the 
war lie returned with tho corps to Meerut, arriving 
there in April 1846. Early in 1847 he accompanied the 
rcgim(mt to Lalioro, whoiuje in the foi^^^v^ng winter 
ho proceeded witli it to Nowgong, arriving there in 
January 1848. In the following July and August 
he officiated for a short time as Adjutant of tlio regi- 
ment. In Oct. 1848 ho was jipijointed acting 
Adjutant to the right wing of tlie^ regiment detimhcMl 
to Nagodo, at which place he was, on arrival, Jippointed 
Station Staff Officer; Jind ho (ioni Inn ed serving there 
'with the lying until Marcli 1850, when ho returned 
with it to Nowgong. Two days al'ti'r his arrival there 
he was appointed acting Adjutant to the li'ft wing, 
detached to Jhansi, at which place ho continued serving 
with it until July 1853, when he proceeded on leave 
to Calcutta, whence he went homo on furlough in the 
follo'wing Octol)cr. Having during his fuAiugh volun- 
teered for service in tho Crimea, he was, in January 

1855, appointed a Captain of Division in the l^and 
Ti’Jinsporf Corps, with whicli he s(?rved at tho siege 
and capture of Sevastopol, his duties often taking 
him into the advanced trenches (litedal and clasp, and 
Turkish medal). He. returned to India in October 

1856, and rejoined his regiment at Nowshcra. Thence 
in May 1857 he accompanied the corps to Hoti-Mardan, 
and he was with it when, on the 24*** of that month, it 
mutinied and made off to Swat. On the following day 
he was appointed to do duty with the 5*** Punjab In- 
fantry, wliich he there and then joined at Mardan, and- 
ho was subsequently present witli that corps in several 
petty affairs on the Yusafzai bolder. In July 1857 
ho was appointed Offg. Second- in-Comm and of the regi- 
ment, and he continued holding that post for more 
tlian two years, in tho course of which he several times . 
officiated as Adjutant in addition to his other duties. 
In August 1857 ho was employed with a portion of 
the regiment in an expedition against 1*61)01 Yusafzais 
and Hindustani fanatics, and he on that occasion led 
one of the columns of attack against the village of 
Narinji, which was taken and destroyed after sharp 
contest. Returning to Mardan after the termination of 
these operations, he marched thence with the regiment 
in JannaiT 1858 en route to Hindustan on field service, 
and he forwards served with it in tho campaignv of 
1858. in Opdh, taking port in the actions of Bari, 
Simri, Nawabganj, Sidtanpnr and Daudpur, as well 
fls in ^rnahy minpr engagements. In August 1858 he 
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nominated to the charge of the treaflnre-chcst 
of a field force under the command of Brigadier- 
General Horaford. In the following .Kovemlwr he 
was appointed Brigade Quarter-Master to the same 
field force, the duties of wliich post ho caiTied on in 
addition to those of his regimental appointment, and in 
this position he served during the remainder . of the 
campaign of 1858-59 (including the actions of Tulsipur 
and Sitkaghat^, until the last remnants of the rebels 
had been driven over tho Rapti or defeated and dis- 
persed on tho Nepal frontier (Medal). In September 
1859 he went to Calcutta on leave, on the expimtion of 
which (having resigned tho appointment of Oflg. Second- 
in-Command of the 5^^' Punjab Infantry) ho did duty 
wjth tho Barrackpoi*© Recruit ll .'pot from ^larch to 
August 1860. In August 1860 lie was appointed 
Second-in-Comniaiid of tho 1**^ Gwalior Infantr}^ which 
ho joined at !Monir, and lio held that post until tho 
end of January 1861, when ho was a]^pointed Com- 
mandant of tho 6^'' Punjab Infantry. Ho joine<l that 
regiment at Dora Ismail Khan, and while serving 
with it there in the following year he was admitted intt> 
the Bengal Stall Corps with effect from the Feb- 
ruj^i’y 1861. At the end of 186:^ he niarcliod with tho 
regimenlfto Banim, whence in the autnnni of 1863 he 
accoTn]mined it on servico to Yu safzai, and thereafter 
couiiuanded it throughout th(j Ainlxda caiupaign of 
1863-64, greatly distinguishing liiinsolf in the action 
of tho 26*^ October (India Medal and clasp). On tho 
termination of tho camiiaigu ho riKiinied to Baniiii 
with tlio regiinoTit, ami ho soon afterwards went homo 
on furlough, lleturniTJg to India in Oelober 1865 ho 
rojoiried tlio regiiuont at B:\iimi, whence ho marched 
with it to Kohatin January 1866, and ho was still 
serving at that station, wlien, in March 1868, tin) 
Bizoti Urakzai raid took place; ho ^Yas prominently 
engaged on that occasion in driving back tho enemy, 
and was wounded in th/» engagoimmt in tho Ublan 
Pass. In January 1SG9 ho accompanied tho regiment 
to Dora Ghazi Khan, and in tho following summer ho 
again went homo on furlough. On his return in 1S71 
he rejoined the rogiinent at D(*ra Ghazi Khan, from 
which place, in February 1872, he marched with it to 
Dora Ismail Khan, tho comm.and of which station then 
devolved upon him. lie died suddenly at Dera Ismail 
Khan on the 2S»I» Octohor 1872. 

Housdon, Alexander Prost, Licnfmant (186 i — 

1890). Taiilf t afi Murrnf^.— Worn at :MuiTeo on tlio 

24‘»‘ Soptomhor ISGk— Enterml II. M.’s Servico (from 
the Royal Mily. College) on the 29^*' August 1885, as 
a Lieutenant in tho Battalion, Royal Irish Fusiliers 
(the 87^*' Foot), and iiroeceding to India ho joined 
that corps at Rawal Piildi on tlio 21^ Octolier. Tii tho 
following Uoceinber lio aecorajianiod tho battalion to 
Nowshoiu, w^hero he served with it for nearly two 
years. On the October 1887 ho was appointed an 
Offg. Squadron Offuier in tho Bengal Cavalry on 
probation for the Bengal Staff Cwps, into which ho 
was Bubsequontly admitted with eflcct from that date. 
Ho joined that regiment at Mian Mir, and in tho 
succeeding month took ]>ai*t with it in tho Lawrenco- 
pore CaI^p of Fixerciso. In Noyomber 1888 ho accom- 
panied tho roginioiit to tho Delhi Camp of Pjxeroise, and 
afterwards marchod with it to Lucknow, aiTiving tlieii^ 
at tho end of January 1889. In June 1889 ho was 
transferred, in tho same capacity, to tho 18^^ Bengal 
Cavalry, and joined that corps at Jlioluin. In tho 
following November be was appointed to officiate as 
a Squadron Commander, and about tho saino time he 
march ed with tho regiment for Baluchistan, On 
arrival there he was sent with a detachment to the 
outpost of Morgha, where ho arrived on the 28*** De- 
cember, the head-quarters of the regiment going on to 
Loralai. Ho continued serving at Morgha until his 
death, which took place there on the 11^*» April 1890. 

Houston, Alexander Crulkshank, Lieutenant 
( 1830 — 1855 ).— Orare at Fort Ahazai, No. 102G.— 
Born at Grantowu, Cromdalo, Co. InvemesB, in Dec- 



ember 1830. — Bnterod tho Bengal Army in I860 
Arrived in India in March of tho same year, aV.d was 
directed to do duty with the N. I., which he joined 
at Benai'cs, on its arrival fi*om Neomuch, towai-ds the 
end of April. In August 1850 ho was posted to the 
62*1 N. I., which he joined at Etawah. In tho winter 
of 1853-54 ho marched with the regiment to Nowshera. 
In the spring of 1855 he was detached to Fort Abazai 
with a company of tho n^giment, for garrison duty, and 
at that place ho died on tho 29‘'' !May from the effects 
of a ivonml in the chest caused by bis pistol accidentally 
going off. 

Notk — In tho inscTiption on Iuh prnvo the npo of this officer 5* 
erroni'oiiHlj Hfiittd to liave hmi 21 ,ve:irs ami 5 mouths: his age, 
correctly t>t»tcd. was 24 years and 5 uiouthH. 

Howard, James John Eardley, Lientennni 

(c. 1829 — 1854). — (imve at SanfLr, vmr Wnzinihadf 
A'r). 746-/1. — Entered tho Bengal Army in lSk». Was 
alirndy in India when noiiiiiiab'd a Cadet, and having 
been formally adiuiitcd into the servico ho was ordered 
to Benares at tho end of January 1817, to do duly 
thoro with tho 9‘*^ N. 1. In the following Se])temlH?r ho 
wa.s posted to tho 21*^^ N. I., and having joined that I’ogi- 
meni nt iiueknow, ho in ^lareli 1S49 aci?ompanied it to 
(loniklipur. lu Deeoiiibev 185.3 ho was a]>pointcii Offg. 
Intorprebu* and Quarter- .Ms vstor of the reginiont, with 
whieli in tho following Febnmry ho miirelied rn mute 
to Wazirabad. The dny nfter his arrival there, in 
A]U'illS5l-, he was a])poinled, by a Station Order, to 
ollieiato as (^nifonrnent Joint Miigistrate, a nomination 
Avhioh was coniirme(l in a Foreign l)e|)artmont Noti- 
licjition in June, but in the meantitno, on the May, 
he had boon ap]>ointed Ad jutant of the 2'* Sikh Local 
Infantry. Befoi’e, however, he eould proceed and join 
this regiment, he died at Wazirabad on tlio Juno 
1854. 

Hudson, William Jnmes, Capfain (182.5— 
18.57).-* (/mre (d SinilOy No, 310. — Ent<Ted 11. M,*s 
Service on tbo 20’*' August 1812 as an Ensign 
in the OD’- Foot, wliieh bo joimui at NeAveaKlle-on-Tyno. 
In the s}>rii)g of 1813 In* necompaniwl tjie rt'giment to 
Ireland, where ho servtMl with it (at Dublin, Limerick, 
Cork and Biittevant) for more than two years. On the 
26’** July 1814 bo w.as prernottMl to tin? rank of Lieiito- 
naui. Tn July 1845 ho embarked with the regiment 
for Bengal, and landing ;it C, * 1.1011 tta, with tlio 
<Ie(nchrnont, in Novemboi*, ho soon afterwards 
aceompanie<l the corp.s to the Upper Provinces, reaoli- 
ing Camijioro in February 181-6. In the following 
Novembru’ lie proeeedird with the regiment <.0 Arnbala, 
whence he marolicd with it to Jnliiinflnr iu February 
18-18. In the autumn of the same yesir lu? wa.s em])loy- 
ed with the corps against insurgents in the Jullundiir 
Doab, and, suli.sijqucntly joining the Army of tho 
Punjab, lie served with it tlirouglmut the Ihinjab 
C.ampaign of 1818-49, including the passage of tho 
Chenab, the action of S.adulapur, the batt les of Chilian- 
wala and (lujerat, and the jiuranit of the Sikhs and 
Afghans to tho mouth of the Khaibar Pass (Medal and 
two clasps). On tho conclusion of the carnjMiign ho 
accompanied tho regiment to Ilawal i5’iidl, whence ho 
returned with it to Peshawnr in A]))*il 18-49. Tn 
the following Deccmlx?r he accompanied a detach- 
ment of the regiment on the Baizai Expedition, 
and ^vas present at tin? capture! and destruction of 
the insurgent villages of Sangliao, Pali, Zurrnandai 
and Sherkhana ; and in February 1850 he 8erv(?d with 
the flank companic»s of tho corjia in the expedition 
through tho Kohat P.ass. Early in 1851 he proceeded 
on sick leave to Ennipo, and having afterwards been 
appointed to do duty at tho regimental depot, he 
was absent from India for nearly three years. On the 
28*** February 18.51 ho was advanced to the rank of 
Captain. He returned to India towards the end of 
1853 and rejoined tho regiment at Wazirabad, whence 
ho accompanied it to Ferozeporo in December 
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In the spring of the following year he proceeded on 
sick leave to Simla^ where he died on the May J857.

Hughes, Edward Cumberland Thoma<a 
Bostock, Captain (1803 — 1837). — Grave and tablet 
at Karnal, 189. — ^Entered the Bengal Army in 

1820 as a Cadet of Artillery. Arrived in India in March 
1821, and in the Ramo month was posted to the 4^^ 
Company 2‘* Battalion, Foot Artillcw, at Dum-Dum. 

In May 1822 ho was removed to the 1®* Company 2‘i Bat- 
talion, which he joined at Dum-Dum on its andval from 
the Upper Provinces. In March 1823 he was detach- 
ed to Cuttack to command the artillery at that place. 
In the following month he was tmnsfeiTcd to the 3'* 
Company 2^ Battalion, but he continued in command of 
the artillery at Cuttack until the summcT of 1824, 
when he returned to Dum-Dum and joined his com- 
pany there. In Juno 1825 he was sent to tho Upper 
jEVovinccs as Adjutant of a detachment of recruits and 
drafts for the Horse Artillery, hut ho subsequently re- 
turned to tho Presidency, and on tlie ^'organisation of the 
Aidillery taking plaeo iu tl lily 1825, his own company 
having been ix'diieed, ho was posti'd to the Company 
2^ Battalion at Dum-Dum. In 1(S27 h<^ proceeded with 
this company to Cawpore, am viug there in Novem- 
ber, and towarils the end of 1830 ho accompanied it to 
Meerut, at which station ((except for a brief period, 
in 1835, during which ho was di'tached to command 
tho ailillery at Bareilly) ho servi'd for moro than six 
years. On being promoted to the rank of Captain bo 
was posted to the 2*^ Company 4' Battalion at Dum- 
Dum, but he did not join that company, and in June 
he was transferred to the 4<’^ Company 2*' Battalion at 
Kaiiial, at which phuu.*, in 8e])tcmher, he received tho 
odditional cliarge of the Conqiany 2'^ Battalion and 
No. 5 Light Field Battery, atlaclmd to it. He died 
at Kariial on ilio IGth Octohm* 1837, of a wound 
received tho provious evening in a duel with Lieute- 
nant James Keating of H. ]M.’» 13*^‘ Tiight Infantry. 

■Noth. -I/u?u1etiaiit Koatiiig (who wan tlie ajr^rcKSt.r in tlie quarrel 
uliich W to lliirt iliu'l) ainl lu» second were tried liid'orr a (lenrral 
Court-Martin) for tbeir part in the affair, and were both sentenced 
to t)0 dismissed tlio service. Some extenuating e ire uni stances 
a/»penring ill the case of Idtailenant Keating’s socuiid, and tiic 
court having interceded for him, he was pardoned by the Ciunniaiid- 
er- in -Chief, and ho altenvards rose to bean olliccr of some distinc- 
tion. 

Hughes, Thomas Elliott, Major-General (1830 — 
1886). — Grave and tablet at Simla-j Nos, 38G a?i(/39G. — 
Born in Cornwall on thf3 G^h Jj|,umxry • 1830. — Entered 
tho Bengal Army in 1849, as a Cadet of Artillery. 
Arrived in India in January 1850, and on the 26^*^ 
March following was posted to the Company 3*^ 
Battalion, Foot Artillery, then at Fi'rozcjiore. llefore 
he could join, however, ho was appointed, 22‘^ Apnl, 
to ofliidate as Adjutant and Quarter-Master of tho 
3d Baita-lion at Dum-Dum. With the head-quarters 
of this battalion he proceeded t-o Benares in lleeeiiiher, 
and on amval there was ajipointod acting Adjutant to 
the Bcnai'cs Division of Artillery in addition, and ho 
continued acting in both these apjxnntinents until Juno 
1851. He was then removed to the 2d Company 3d 
Battalion, which ho joined at Benares, and wdih this com- 
pany he served at that place for four month s. Towaixls the 
end of the following October lie was transf erred to tho 
I"* Company 4^*' Battalion (now the 2d Mountain 
Battery', Royal Artillery), which he joined at Peshawar, 
and in May 1852, with a detachineni of that battalioh, 
he served in the Utrnan Khel and Rauizai Ex])editionR, 
taking paiii in the capture and deptniction of the 
fortified villages of Nawadan, Prangarh and Skakot 
(India Medal and clasp). In August 18S2 he ^as 
appointed to the Public Works Dept, as an acting 
Asst. Executive Engineer, and was employed in 
superintending the repairs of Foii Bara, holding In 
addition, for a short time in the winter of 1JB52-53, the 
charge of the 2*^ Company of Sappers and Minors. 


In September 1853 he was transferred to the 5**“ 
Troop Iflt Brigade, Horse Artillery, and in the follow- 
i^ month he resigned his appointment in the Publio 
l^rks Doparthient and joined his troop at Bawal Pindi. 
Early in 1856 he accompanied tjhe troop to Hoshi^ur, 
and he continued serving with it there until the 
following December, when he was appointed to do duty 
with No. 3 Punjab Light Field Battery (now tho 22® 
Mountain Battery), which he joined {it Kohat, and 
with which, in February 1857, he proceeded to Bannu. 
In March 1857 ho was removed from the Horse Artillery 
to the rolls of tho S'! Company Battalion, Foot 
Artillery ; in tho same month ho accompanied No. 3 
Punjab Light Field Battery, on the Bozdar Expedition, 
and took part in the forcing of the Khan bnni defile' 
On tho conclusion of the expedition he returned 
the battery to Bannu, where he continued serving witr 
it for nearly three years. In March 1858 he wa* 
appointcMl Offg. Commandant of the battery, and he 
continued officiating until August 1859, when he was 
displaced by tho return to duty of the '|ierm«anent Com- 
mandant, daptaiu Mocham (q. v,). In the folloAving 
December ho was appointed Commandant permanently, 
and ho held the jiost ftr more than three years. Early 
in 1860 ho movoil with the battery tt> Dora Ismail Khaii, 
and in tho spring of that year ho coininaudod it in the 
field in the Mahsud Waziri Expedition, taking part 
in tho repulse of tho dospemfo attack on tho camp at 
Palosin, and afterwards in the forcing of the Bannu 
Pass. On tho comdusion of theso opijrations he return- 
ed vvith tho baitiu’y to Dora Ismail Khan, whence he 
proceeded on leave to Bombay in Sejifoinber, and 
thonee homcj on furlough in November J.8G0. While 
ho was at borne In 1861 “tho amalgamation*’ took 
placo, and he was ti’ansferved to tho Royal* Artillery and 
posted to tlio 25th Bj'igailo. In November 1861 ha 
joined the Royal Artillery Depot at Woolwich, and solved 
there until the autumn of the following year. Ho 
returned to India in November 1862, Jiiul soon after- 
wards rejoined No. 3 Punjab Lt. Fd. Battery at 
Kohat, and towards the end of tlio year ho was removed 
from the 2r)*)> Brigade' and jiostoil to “ D ” Batti^ty 22^ 
Brigade (afterwards styled No. 4 Battery 22‘^ Brigade). 
In .January 18()3 lio was apjiointed to the cornmarid of 
the Peshawar Mountain ’Prain (subsequently styled tbo 
“ Peshawar Mountain B.itterv,” now the Mountaip 
Battery), which he joined at Kohat, and with which ho 
shortly aftoi’wards proceeded to Abbottabad. In tho 
autumn of 1863 ho accompanied tho ti-ain on service, 
and commanded it with groat distinction throughout 
tho Ainbtda Campaign (Clasp to India Modal, and T>ro- 
motod to tho rank of Major by Irevet). On the closo 
of tho campaign be proceeded with the train to Kohat, 
at which place and at Abbottabad ho comiiuinded it 
for four years, in tho course of wliiidi, in the spring of 
1867, ho was transferred to the rells of No. 8 Battery 
22*' Brigade. At the end of January 1868 he proceeded 
with the Posha^var Mountain Battery from Abbottabad 
to Ughi, ia tho Agror Valley, where disturbances had 
broken out, and commanding it in the earlier part of 
tho (Hazara) campaign which then ensued, he was 
slightly wounded in the affair of tho 12''* August ; at the 
end of that month, however, ho vacat-ed the command of 
the battery, and during the subsequent operations on the 
Black Mountain ho served as oi*derly officer to Colonel 
Atlay, Comiiianding the Artillery. Shoi*tly after tho con- 
clusion of tho Hazaiu. Campaign ho was appointed to the 
command of No. 5 Battei*y 25')* Brigade, which he joined 
at Ravral Pindi in January 1869, and with this battery he 
served there and in tho Murree Hills until March 1870, 
when ho went home on leave. There, in February 1871^ 
ho was transferred to No. 6 Battery 13"* Brigade, with 
which ho returned to India in January 1872 ; but 
before the end of the month ho returned to England, 
aud^in February he was posted to “ D ** Battery, 
C ’’ Brigade, Royal Horse Ariillery, which he join^ 
at Exeter. Early in 1873 he accompanied, this battery 
to India, and he served with it at Ahxnednagar and Kirkep 
until January 1875, when he vacate the command on 



attaining the rank of regimental Lieatenant*CoIoneh 
Bemaining sapemnmerary in tbe Bombay^ Presidency, 
he was appointe<i Commandant of the Purandhar Sani- 
tarium in May 1876. In May 1876 hd was posted to 
the 9^^ Brigade, Royal Artillery, and in the following 
Jnly he went home on sick leave. In March 1877 ho 
ytm removed to the rolls of the Brigade, and in the 
following October he was posted to tlio 2^ Brigade, the 
head-quarters of which he joined at Sheffield, at which 
place he served until October 1878. Prom October 1878 
to September 1882 he served as Asst. Adjutant- 
General, Royal Artillery, at the Horse Guards ; from 
October 1882 to the end of December 1883 as Depy. 
Adjutant-General, Royal Artillery in India ; from tlio 
1«* January to the 31»‘ MjirCh 1884 as Inspector* 
General of Oi*dnanco ; and from the 1**^ April 1884 to 
the 28*^ February 1886 as Director* General of Ordnance 
in India. On the 1®^ March 1S86 he was appointed 
Military Member of the Council of the V"icei*oy and 
Governor- General, but ho lield that appointment for 
less tlian three months, having died at Simla on the 
24^*1 May following. 

Hughes, William Grant Carnac, Captain fl810 
— 1849). — Grave at Multan, Ao. 863.— The youngest 
son of Captain Ceorge Fenner Hughes, of the Bombay 
Infantry. Born in India in 1819, aft(?r lus father’s 
rotirefnent from the soiwice. — Kutered the Bombay Army 
in 1836. Arrived in India in the following year, and 
was posted to the 4^'* Bombay 1. (Bifle Corps). 
Having served witli that regiment Jit Barorla for three 
years, he went homo on furlough in November 1848. 
Ho returned to India in January 1847 and rejoined his 
X'egiment at Kamchi, whence, in the aiitunin of 1848, 
on its being detailed to form part of the Bombay Divi- 
sion of the Army of the Punjab, he ac(!ompanied it in 
its iiiovemciit to the noii;h, and s(;rved with it through- 
out the siege and capture) of Multan in December 181*8 
and January 1S49, On the ndiictioii of the fortress 
being accom})lished, he was left with his regiment in 
garrison, and ho continued serving there until his death. 
Ho died at Multan on the 1”^ July 1819. 

Hull, Lawrence Nilson, ^fajnr (1708— 1845). - 
Tablet at Ferozepore, No. 442. -Hutered the Bengal 
Army in 1814. Arrived in India in Se})teml)er 1815, 
and ill the following montli was posted to tlio l^**- Batta- 
lion 12*'‘ N. t., then stationed at Nathpnr, in the 
Purnea district. About the same time, however, he 
was directed do duty with the t^^‘ Grenadier Battalion 
at Cawnpore, and having joined that cor [is theix?, he, 
in the cold season of 1815-16, served with it, in the 
Division under tlic command Colonel Jasper Nicolls, 
in the tinal campaign of the Nepal War, subsequently, 
on the termination of the war, procev')ding with it to 
Bareilly. On the 1st March 1816 ho was transfei-red, 
at his own request, to the 2^ Battalion N. I., 

but he continued serving with the Grenadier 

Battalion until the following June, when ho joined his 
own corps at Fatohgarh. Towards the end of the 
same year he accomjianicd tho 2*^ Battalion lO^** to 
Nagpur, and he afterwards served with tho corps 
throughout tho Mahratta-Pindari War of 1817-18, 
taking part in much arduous seiwico and in many 
sharp engagements in tho Nagpur and Narbadda tem- 
tories, and in tho Betiil valley. On promotion to tlie 
rank of Lieutenant he was re-posted, Septemlier 1818, 
to the 2^1 Battiilion In December 1818, his health 
having broken down, he proceeded on leave for five 
months, and having on his recovety, rejoined tho 
battalion at Benares in May 1819, ho continued serving 
with it there until January 1820, when he was ap oint- 
ed Adjutant of the Port Marlborough (BcncOf)lon) 
Local Coi*ps, With this corps he served in Sumatra 
until January 1824, when ho was obliged to go homo 
on sick leave. Ou the rcorgtinisation f>f May 1824 
taking place ho was posted to the N. I. (late 
2** Battalion 10^*^ ). He returned to India i. Mny 
1827, but having remained at Calcutta, on leave, until 
the middle of November, he did not rejoin his regiment^ 


then at Gorakhpur, until near the end of tlieyear« 
Towards the end of December 1828 ho was appointed a 
Sub- Asst. Corny. Genl., and was post^ to Cawnpoxe^ 
whence he was removed to Meerut in the spring of 
1829, and to Dinapore at tho end of 1830. In March 
1831 he was appointed a Brigade-Major on the establish- 
ment, and having been posted to tho Kasteru Frontier, 
he joined his appointment at Dacca. In the following 
August he was ti’ansfcri'ed in the same capacity to 
Cawnpore, and he continued serving at that place until 
June 1832, whim lie was apiniinted a Depy. Asst. 
Adjutant- General and posted to the Meerut Division. 
In December 1834 ho was ti*ansferrcd from the Meerut 
to the Cawnpore Division, to which he was re-posted 
on being advanced to the grade of Asst. Adjutaut- 
Geneml in July 1836. In Sopiemlier 1837 he proceeded 
to Mussoorie on sick leave, which was af terwai'ils extend- 
ed up to NovoiiiIku* 1838. In Seiitember 1838 ho was 
nominahHl Asst. Adjutant- General of the Second 
Division of the Army of the Indus, and on tho Army 
assembling at Ferozejiore, in November, ho joined and 
took u}> his a])poiiitmeiit. It having l)i*eii decided, 
liowever, that the Second Division was not to go foi‘waid, 
lie resigned liis apiioinl.mciit, and having, on tlie 6^** 
l-)<*ei‘mlHM*, n^ceived jx'rmission to rejoin liis regiment, 
which formed part of the Fir.st Division, Im accompanied 
it on s(*rvice, anil was with it throughout tho campaign 
of 1838-39 in Afghanisfiin, taking part in all tho 
operations, inijliuling the storm and capture of Ghazni, 
in whicli he commamlod thi) grenadier company of 
the ifgirneiit (]\rodal). llis regiment Inivlng Ix'flu 
left in garrison at Ghazni, and his liejilili having failed, 
ho returned to llinilnstan early in 1840, and liaviiig, 
alsmt the same time, on attaining the regimental niuk 
of ^lajov, vacated the aj)]M)iuiruent of Asst. Ailjt.-Cieid. 
at Cawnpoi*e, he proi^eeded to Mussourie on sick Iou.vo, 
which was afterwards extcndetl u]» to November 1841. 
At tho end of Si^plemlwr lS4l, liowever, being still iii 
bad health, ho ])rooee(led to BoinViay, and thence, in tho 
following December ho went home on furlough. Ha 
11 ‘turued to India, in Juno 1845, and rejoined liis 
regiment atFtawah, whenci* in the following November, 
ho accompanied it h) Ambala. On the breaking out 
of the first Sikh War, in Docemlier 1845, he jomu«l tho 
Army of tho Sutlej with his regiment, winch ho com- 
inandod in tho battles of Mud ki and Firozshahr, in tho 
latk'i* of which, in tlie fitful though at times severo 
fighting which took place within tho Sikh enti’ench- 
juents (luring the hours of darkness, he, early on the 
iiiorning of (he 22'* D.ccemljer, received a mortal 
wound, of which he died, at Fei*ozcporo ou tho following 
day. 

Hu mf rays Alexander, Captain (1806-1846).— 
Grave at Delhi, No. 79. — The youngest son of Captain 
(brevet JiiontimaTit-Colonol) Richard Ilumfrays, of tho 
Bengal Engi>ioers. Born at Allahabad in 1S06. — 
Kutcred the Bengal Army in 1825 as a (?adct 
of Artillery, Arrived in India in March 1826, 
and in tlie following May was posted to tho 
Troop .3"* Brigade, Horse Artillery, then stationed at 
Meerut, to join which lie pi-ooeedod by water immediately 
after tho commoTicomeni of tho rainy season, doing duty 
with drafts for tho Horse Artillery during the long 
voyage up tho Ganges. In Octolx)r 1827 he was trans- 
ferred to tho D* Troop Brigade at Saiigor, with 
which ho marched to Cawnpore in 1828, and tlienco 
to ^luttiu eiwly in 1829. On promotion to tho 
rank of First- fiieutenaiit ho was posted, Soptom- 
ber 1832, to tho 2“‘* Troop 3"i Brigade at Meorui, but 
he continued, by order, doing duty with the I***- Troop 
jBt ]3rigado until November, when he joined the 2"'* IVoop 
3rd Brigade, and early in 1833 accompanied it to Mliow. 
In Deeombor 1833 he proceeded on leave to Cliina, but 
he oventiially wimt to the Capo Colony, and thence 
home, and was absent from India for two years 
and a half. During his absouco he was trans- 
ferred in October 1834 to the 3^^'* Trof)p 2'“* Brigade, and 
from that in February 1836 to the 4^*^ Company 
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BAtialion, Foot Artillery, lie returned to India in July 
and in tlio follow’ing^ month was transferred to the 
1®* Troop Brigade, Horse Artillery, which he joined 
at Dam-Duin. In Pobniary 1837 he was removed to 
the 1®^ Troop Brigade?, then at Karnal, but he con- 
tinued, by order, doing duty with the 1®‘ of the , aTi4 
eventually, in Novonibor, ho proceodod]|in command of it 
to the Upyier l*mvinces; on his way up he mot, by 
arrangement, his own troop proceeding to the Presi- 
dency, and, joining it, arrived with it at Dum-Dum in 
January 183S. He continued serving with the 1®^ Troop 
3^ Brigiwlo at Dum-Dum until January 1841, when ho 
went lionio on leave. During his absence he was trans- 
foiTOil, .bwiuary 18 tl, to the Oomyiany 1**^ Battalion, 
Foot Artillery, arnl, in the following Octolxir, to the 
Compaiiy 5*'* Battalion. Soon after his return to 
India be was posted, January 1842, to the? 3'*'* Troop 
3"‘* Briga<]o, Horse Artillery, which lie joined at Cawn- 
pore. While serving at that station he was a])]iointctl, 
November ISt^J, to the charge of the Cawnipore Division 
of the Dopartmont of Public Works, wliicli ho conti- 
nued liolding for several mouths In Di'cemhor 1^43 
he accompanied llie troop on service in fho Gwalior 
Canipaign, and was present with it at tlio battle of 
1 aniar (hroii/c? star). On the tc?rrnination of the cam- 
paign he accompanied the troop to Meerut, and having 
about this time been pnimoted to the rjuik of Oapiain, 
ho was jiosied, IVlarch IStt, to the 1®*^ Company 3*^^ 
Batt'ili«)n, Foot Artillery, and tlio command of No. 3 
Jjiglit Field Battery, attached thereto, at Dum-Dum ; 
being on leave, howevei*, he never joined this company, 
and in the following August he was transferred to the 
Comyiariy Battalion and the comrnanil of No. 13 
Light Field Battery. IL? joined this company (which 
ill th(' following year became the 5*^' of the 7^'* Battalion) 
at Ferozepore, and in November 1845 yirocoeded with it 
to 8ukknr, in Sindh, w’herc ho si^rved with it until the 
BTUung of 184G. 'rewards the (dose of the first Sikh 
War ho moved up towards the Punjab wiili the com- 
pany and liattery under his command, which 'were 
attached to the Sindh Field Force undor Sir Charl(?s 
Napier, but the battle of Sobraon brought the camyiaign 
to ail cud before this force could come on the scone of 
0 ]»or.itions, and upon its being broken u]) ho procecdetl 
witli the ccirri])any to Delhi, arriving there towards tho 
end of April IS to. Ho died at that place on the 19^*^ 
August following. 

N’cvpk.— C apt.'iiii Ifnmfrftys (then a widower) inarried, secondly, nt 
CaliUitti, on tiie 8tli Kehruarv 1812, Louisa, (laiiijhter of .I:imo.s 
Sutlierlan 1, Ksyr , Moinetime Principal of tlic linghli C^dlego. (They 
hadhoen i'lVlow-pm.mMigors hi tin? ship Did'e of Argytn, which 
Bri*iv<?(l at Calcutta in tlic ppecovling Docemher). 

Humphrys, Mervyn Archdall, Lienfpnant (1831— 
1857). -LV.irc and tablet tit . Dp! ki, Noft 115aaiir)2. — 
Tho third son of William TTiirnydirys, FjS|., of Bally- 
liaiae House, Co. Cavan, by Anna Maria, his first wife, 
tho eldest daiiglitor of John Fratt Wiiit«?r, Fsq., of 
Aghcr, Co. Meath; and first cousin to Captain John 
P^tt Winter, 17'^ Ijancers, who fell in the charge of 
the Light Brigade at Balaklava. Bom on tho 18*** 
March 1831.— wintered tlio Bengal Army in 1850.^ Ar- 
rived in India in July 1851, and proceeded <and joined 
at Nuryiur the 20*** N.I., to which, in anticipation of his 
arrival, he had boon posted on the 5**' March yirecoding. 
Early in 1853 ho accomyianied tho regimouttoPo.shawar, 
and in Novoraber of tlie same year he was with tho regi- 
ment in tho oxyxjdition against tho Joivaki Afridis of 
the Bori Valley. In March 1855 he proce^lcd to 
Roorkoo for tho pnryioso of studying in the Civil Engi- 
neering College, and there he remained until Novomlwr, 
whoa ho went on leave to Moerut, eventually rejoining 
liis regiment on its arrival at that place in January 
1856. In March 1857 he obtained leave to proceed to 
the hills for six months, but in tho following month this 
leave was cancelled at his own request, and ho was with 
his regiment when it mutinied on tho lO**** May. On 
that oc(!asion he had a marvollous escape, his hoTOO 
having boon “ shot down and riddled with balls/* while 


he himself, as he lay upon the ground, became the 
mark for a dozen muskets ; ’* nevertheless, he escaped 
unscathed. A fortnight later he was appointed to do 
duty with the Battalion of the 60th Rifles, and 
accompanying that corps in tho Field Force under tho 
command of Brigadier Wilson, he was present with it in 
both the actions on the Hindan River, at Ghazi-ud-din- 
nagar, on the 30^** and 31®‘ May. With tho same batta- 
lion ho afterwards joined the Delhi Fifeld Force under 
Sir Henry Barnard, and was present at tho action of 
Badli-ki-Sorai, at the seizure of the heights before 
Delhi, and at the siege of that place up to the 19^* June. 
On that day, while engaged in repelling one of the 
nnmeroua attacks of the enemy, ho received a mortal 
woutkI, from tho effects of which ho died on tho follcvv- 
ing morning, 

Notk. — T he slntrmeiit in flio inaf’riy)fion on Lientenant 
IIuinplirvH' toniV, tlmt ho was “killed in action on the lUth June 
18r»7." is incorrect. 

Hunt Rob3rt, naplain (182t-lS57 ).-— at 
No. 2S5. — Entered IT. M *h Service on tho 4**^ 
Soydemhei* 1840 a.s an Ensign in the 57*^** Foot, and 
pmceeding to India towards tho end of that year ho 
joined the right wing of the regiment at Triphinoyioly, 
ill tho Madr;is Presidency, whence early in 1842 ho 
marched with it to Fort Si. George. On the 12*** Feb- 
ruary 1842 h(? was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. 
In Ayiril 1815 he yimceoded with the right wing of tho 
corps from Fort St. George? to Arni, and thence in tho 
following ne(?einher to Poon«amalIee, where tho regiment 
was assembled yireparatory to (?mharkation for Europe. 
Ho eriiharkod witli tlio corps in April 1846, landed with 
it at Gravesend in the following September, and there- 
after served with it in various places in England and 
Tniland for nearly five years. On tho 24*** January 
1851 ho was promoted lo the rank of Captain. On tho 
G-** June 1851 ho oxehanged into tho Foot, and 
going out to India at the close of tlie year ho joined a 
ddadiTnont of the regiment at Rawal Piudi at tho end 
of January 1852, Huhsequently going on and joining tho 
hoad>qLru’t(u\s of the corps at Pesliawar. On tho 3^^ 
June 1^53 he exchanged into tho Ceylon lUflo Regi- 
iTumt, and from that corps, on tho 25*** November 
following, into the GP* Foot, wdiich ho joined at 
Wazirahad in tho spring of 1S54. In December 185G 
he marclied witli the n^girnent to Ferozepore, and he was 
serving with it there when the mutiny broke out 
in May 1S57. lu tho following Tnoritl/ho proceeded 
with the head-quarters and right wing of tho regi- 
ment and joined tho force before Delhi on tho 
1®* July. Ho (?ontinue(l serving at tho siege of that 
]>laco for about six weeks, wlion severe illness neces- 
sitated liis removal to Die hills; and ho died at Kasauli 
on the August 1857. 

Hunter, Oswald, M.D., (r. 1782 — 1820).— 

Grave lit Karnal^ No. 172. — Entered tho Bengal Army 
in July 180.5 as an Assistant- Surgeon. Arrived in India 
in March 180G, and on the last day of the same mouth 
was appointisd Offg. Surgeon to tho Cadet Company at 
Barasat, In this appointment he was Confirmed in the 
following Juno, with effect from tho original date, and 
he continued holding it until the Barasat Institution 
was abolished on tho 1®* S(?pt0nilx3r 1811, his services 
during his incumbency being recognised both by the 
Government in India and by tho Court of Directors at 
home by spwial exprc?ssion3 of approbation. On tho 6*** 
of tho same month ho was appoitited Civil Surgeon of 
Tippera, an appointment which ho held until September 
1813, when he was transferred from tho civil to the 
military branch of tho ^Icdical Service, and posted to 
the 2**** Battalion 15*** N. I. Ho joined this corps at 
Dinapore, but he was with it for less than three months, 
having on the December following been appointed 
Garrison Assistant- burgeon at Buxar. In this post he 
remained until December 1818, when ho was obliged 
to vacate it on being gazetted to the rank of Surgeon. 
On the 4*** January 1819 he was appointed Surgeon to 
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ike 6^^ LigU Cayalry, and haying joined that regiment 
at Nagpur, he accompanied it in the same year to 
B[amai. At this place he died on the 14cii January 1820. 

Huntor, Robert Mackellari Captain (1807- 
1845 ). — Tablet at Ferozepore^ No. 442 . — The third son 
of (General Sir Ifartin Hunter, G. C. M. G., G. C. H. 
(representatiye of the Hunters of Medomsley, Go. Dur* 
ham, and of Anton’s Hill, Go. Berwick),— a distinguished 
old officer who had seired in the American War (at 
Bunker’s Hill, Brooklyn, Brandywine, Fort Washing- 
ton, etc.) and throughout the Mysore War of 1790-92. 
Bom in 1807. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1822. 
Arriyed in India in October 181^3, and in the following 
month was sent up to Dinapore to do duty with a 
detachment of the Bengal European Regiment then at 
that station. In January 1824 ne was posted to the 
2*^ Battalion 7^^ N. I., which he joined at Sitapur, and 
on the reorganisation of the Army taking place in the . 
following May he was posted to the 10^^ M. I. (late 2^ 
Battalion 7^^). On the formation, in J^ 1824, of 
flank battalions for seryice in the Burmese War, he was, 
with the light company of his regiment, posted to 
the 2°^ Light Infantry Battalion, and with this 
oorps hd seryed throughout the campaign of 1825 in 
Arakan, including the skirmish on the Padha Hills, the 
action of Mahati, the storming of the heights above the 
town of Arakan, and the further operations resulting 
in the conquest of that extensive province. In July 
1825 he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant, with 
effect from the 13^*^ May preceding, and removed to the 
6'^ Extra N. I. (afterwards designated the 73^^ N. I.), 
and returning from Arakan he, on the expiry of three 
months’ leave at Galcutta, joined his new regiment at 
Benares in I^ovembor 1825. Ill tho autumn of 1826 he 
inarched with the re^ment to Jubbiilpore, at which 
station ho served with it until July 1829, when he pro- 
ceeded on leave to the Presidency. In March 1630 he 
rejoined the regiment at Banda, whence in the autumn 
of 1832 he proceeded with it to Benares. In October 
1833 ho was appointed to the Bengal Pioneers, but the 
disbandment of that corps having been ordered in tho 
succeeding December, ho rejoined his regiment at 
Benares, whence he marched with it to Barrackpore in 
tho spring of 1835. In May 1835 he was appointed 
to do duty with the Assam Sebundy Corps, and having 
joined that corps at Qauhati, ho served with it there 
until the middle of September 1836. He then proceeded 
on leave to Galcutta, whence he went home on furlough 
early in January 1837. Returning to India in January 
1840, he rejoined his regiment at Sylhet, and in the 
following September and October he held for a short 
time the charge of tho 6‘*» Company of Sappers and 
Miners at SLlchar. In tho spring of 1841 he proceeded 
with the regiment to Allahabad, whence he marched 
with it to Delhi early in 1842. In tho autumn of 1844 
he proceeded with the corps to Ludhiana, and he was 
serving with it there when the first Sikh War broke 
out. Accompanying his regiment into the field with 
the Army of the Sutlej, he was present with it in the 
battles of Mudki and Firozshahr, in the latter of which 
he fell,— 21** December 1845. 

Hutchinson, Benjamin Martin, Second^TAeuten^ 
ant (c. 1830-1849 ). — Grave on the battlefield of Gujerat, 
No. 763 ; tablet at Sialkot, No. 727.— Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1846. Arrived in India in August 
1848, and was granted rank as Second-Lieutenant from 
the 11**^ December 1846, the date on which he passed 
his examination at Addiscombe. On the Srd September 
he was directed to proceed and join the Corps of Sappers 
and Pioneers, and having joined in camp at Shu jabad, 
near Multan, on tbo November, he was posted to 
the 1»* Company of Sappers. With this company he 

served throughout the second siege of Multan, ending 

in the capture of the place in January 1849. ^bw- 
qnently, when the force under Major-General Whish 
maroh^ northwards to join the Army under the com- 
mand of Lord Gough, he accompanied it as acting 
Aide-do-Camp to Brigadier Cheape, Chief Engineer of 


the Army of the Punjab, and in that capacity he was 
imsent at the decisive battle of Gujerat. On that ooca» 
sion he received a very severe wound, necessitating the 
amputation of a leg, and he died in con8equou(;e nineteen 
days later, — in camp at Gujerat on the 12*^ March 1849. 

Hutchinson, John "Ross (1822-18b7).— Tablet at 
Delhi^ No. 156.— The eldest son of John Ross Hutchin- 
son, Esquire, Bengal Civil Service. Bom at Burdwan 
on the 12*** September 1822. Educated at Rugby (en- 
tered in 1837) in Dr. Amol4*s time. — Entered the 
Bengal Civil Service in April 1841. Arrived in India 
in December 1842, and in July 18'43 was appointed 
Assistant to the Magistrate and Collector of Aligarh. 
In that position he served continuously until December 
1846, when he was appointed officiating Magistrate 
and Collector at the same ])lace. In February 1847 he 
was appointed Joint Magistrate and Deputy Collector 
at Agra, at which station he continued serving until 
July 1850, when he was transfeived, in the same posi- 
tion, to Aligarh. In that ap 2 )ointment ho remained 
until Deoember 1853, when he proceeded on leave to 
Bombay, whence he went home on furlough in February 
1854. He returned to India in January 1857, anci, 
having soon afterwards been appointed Magistrate and 
Collector of Delhi, ho had just taken over charge from 
Sir Theophilus Metcalfe when the Mutiny broke out. 
On the first intimation of the approach of the revolted 
regiments from Meerut ho gallo})LMl down to canton- 
ments for tho purpose of bringing v:p troops to oppose 
the entrance of the mutineers into the city. He aiter- 
wards returned to the city, and in a scufile with some 
of the mutineers at the Calcutta Gate he was shot 
through the arm. In this coiidit on he was taken to 
tho quarters of tho Commandant of the Palace 
Guards, and he ))eriRhed there in tlie general massacre 
which took place wlien tho mob burst in, — May 1857. 

Hutchinson, Robert Colvlr, Lieuienant-Oolonel 
(1842-1886)- — Grave at Mardan^ Ao, 1011.-— A younger 
son of Colonel Georgtt|||ntchin8on, of the Bengal Engi- 
neers; grandson of tn^Revd. Thomas Truebody Thoma- 
son, M. A., Bengal Chaplain ; and nephew to the Hou’ble 
James Thomason, sometime LiontonMit-Oovernor of tho 
N.-W. Provinces, and Governor designate of Madras 
when ho died in 1853. Born at Putney, Co Surrey, on 
the 4th March 1842. — Entered IT. ^I.’s Indian Military 
Forces, Madras, in 1859, with rank jis Ensign from tho 
December of that year. Arrivcil in India in tho 
spring of 1860, and was sent to Bangalore to do duty 
with tho 1st Madras Fusiliers. liatn* in tlio same year 
he was transferred to do duty with tlio 50*** Madras 
N. I., at tho same station, and ho served there with 
that corps until April 1801, when ho was appointed a 
doing-duty officer in tho I**- Punjab Cavalry. Having 
joined this regiment at Rajanpur, he accrimpanied it 
thence to Dera Gliazi Khan at the end 'of 1862, and in 
Februarv 1864 he was advanced to Uie position of Third 
Squadron Officer. In March 1804 he wont homo on 
f urlough, and he was absent from India until Novem- 
ber 1865. On his return ho rejijined tho regiment at 
Dera Ghazi Khan, whence he marched with it to Dera 
Ismail Khan in February 1866, From August to 
December 1867 he officiated as Second in -Command of 
the regiment, and from December 1867 to April 
1869 as Adjutant. In April 1860 )m was appointed to 
officiate as Second Squadron Officer, and in the follow- 
ing month he marched with the regiment to Edwardes- 
abad. He continued officiating as Second Squadron 
Officer until July 1869, when he was nominated Adju- 
tant of the regiment, and at tho same time appointed 
to officiate as Second-in-Command, and he continued 
in this position until March 1870, when ho reverted to 
his former appointment of Third Squadron Officer. In 
the following June he exchanged into the Corps of 
Guides in the position of Second Squadron Officer, and 
having joined at Mardan, he passed llie rest of his 
service with this corps. Prom February 1871 to Janu- 
ary 1873 ho officiated as Commandant of the Cavalry 
of the Coi^ps; and ho again officiated in the oams 



mppointment from March to May 1873 and from October 
1873 to .lunuary 1875. Under the rc-organi nation of 
Jannarj 1877 he became a Squadron Commandor. In 
February 1878 ho took part and particularly distin- 
guished himself in the surprise of the Utuian Ehel 
Tillage of Sapri, and, in the following month he was 
prcBent at the surprise of the Haiiizai yillago of Skakot, 
and in the espodition against the Utman Khel Village 
of Bucha. On the outbreak of the Afghan War in 
Norember 1878 he pj^ceeded on service with the Corps 
of Guides, and took part iu the operations resulting in 
the capture of Ali Masjid, as well as in various move- 
ments on the Khaibar lino up to the conclusion of the 
campaign. On the renewal of the war in September 
1879 be (ofHciating as Commandant of Cavalry in 
that and the, succeeding month) RcrvcU in the advance 
on Kabul from the Khaibar line, in the operations 
at and around Kabul in December (including the 
defence of Sherpur), and in the action of Chihddukh- 
teran (Medal and two. claspsV lletnrning with the 
corps from Afghanistcan in August 1880, ho was in 
that month appointed OfTg. Commandant of Cav- 
alry, and ho continued acting in that j)ost until February 
1882 ; and lie again ofliciaied in the same appointment 
from April 1883 to February 1884, wh< ii the permanent 
appointment of Commandant of Cavalry was conferred 
upon him. Tn October 1885 ho was appointed offg. 
Second- in-Command of the corps. On the night 
of the 8th January 1886 he accompanied the Corps of 
Guides on an exp diiion into the Malindri Valley, to 
disperse a body of Bunerwals who had assembled there 
for the purpose of making a raid : l)eforo daybreak on 
the following morning, riding with the advance, he 
chanced, near the village of Sun, to encounter, in the 
dark, a party of the enemy ; some firing ensued, in the 
course of whicli he received a mortal wound, from the 
effects of which ho died at Bustam a few hours later,— 
January 1886. 

Hutchinson, William flbald well, Lieuienani 
(1824 — 1848). -“(7rave at ATo. 318.— The 

second son of John Boss Hutcliinson, Esq., of the 
Bengal Civil Service, Bom at Burdwan, Bengal, on 
the 12*^ May 1824. Educated at Rugby (entered in 
1837) in the time of Dr Arnold, — Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1841 as a Cadet of Artillery. Arrived in 
India in January 1842, and in the following Juno was 
posted to the Company 5^^ Battalion, Foot Artillery, 
stationed at Saugor. Towards the end of the following 
month ho was sent to tho Upper Provinces, by river, 
on duty with a detachment of recruitsj but liaving on 
arrival at Benares, about the middle of October, been 
obliged to remain there on account of illness, he did 
not reach Cawnporo until tho middle of November, 
lie eventually johied a Field Force under tho command 
of Brigadier Young, in Biindclkhand, and on the 
25'^ November w^as directed to do duty with the 3^ 
Company 4**^ Battalion until an opportunity should 
offer of joining his own company at Saugor. With 
this compjiny, and afterwards with his own, ho served 
in some of tho operations against the Bundelkhand 
insurgents in 1842-43. On promotion to the rank of 
First-Lieutenant, he was posted, at the end of 'January 
1844, to tho 2"^ Company 2"^ Battalion, at Ambala ; 
on the March following he was removed to the 2^ 
Troop 2"* Brigade, Horse Artillery, but before he could 
join it he was transferred, on the 28^*^ of tho same 
month, to the 1®* Troop 1“* Brigade (now “ F ” Battery 
Royal Horse Artillery), which ho joined at Ludhiana, 
and to which he was reposted in the reorganisation of 
July 1845. On the outbreak of the first Sikh War he 
accompanied his troop into tho field and served with it 
throughout the Sutlej campaign of 1845-46, including 
tho battles of Mudki, Firozshidir and Aliwal (Medal and 
two clasps). After the battle of Aliwal his troop was 
left at Ludhiana with the force under Brigadier 
Wheeler, and in February 1846 he was appointed to 
the charge of the heavy train with that force; this 


charge he retained tnitil the Army of the Suil^ was 
brnken up in March 1846, when he rejoined his troop' at 
Ludhiana, and* he 'shortly afterwards proceeded on 
leave to the hills. At the end of July 1846 he was 
appointed to the Suxreyor-Oeneral’s Department, as an 
Assistant- Surveyor in the North-West Frontier Sur* 
ycy, Trans- Sutlej, and in this appointment (having 
intermediately been removed to the 1*^ Troop 3^ Bri- 
gade in August 1847, and to the 2^* Company 3^ 
Battalion in December 1847) he continued serving 
until his deatii. He died at Simla on the 3^ Septem- 
ber 1848. 

Hutchison, George, Lteutenani-Oolonel and 
Brevet Colonel (1796—1859). Grave at Rawal Pindl^ 
No. 800.— Entered H. M.’s Service on the 14*’» Jnly 
1814 as a Lieutenant in the 7*^ Foot (the Royal 
. Fusiliers), from which on the 29^^ September following 
ho was transferred to tho 14^*' Light Dragoons.^ He 
joined this regiment at Weymouth, and served with it 
for about eighteen months. On the 6^^ March 1816 
he was transferred to the Staff Corps of CavaW, on the 
rolls of which he remained until tho 25^** February 
1819, when, on tho corps being disbandedi he was 
placed on half-pay. On the 5^*^ May 1824 he was 
brought on full pay in the 16^*> Foot, and proceeding to 
Ceylon ho joined that regiment at Colombo, at which 
place and at Point de Galle he served with it for nearly 
three yeai*s. On the 26^** J une 1827 he was promoted 
to tho rank of Captain on half -pay, unattached, and 
he remained in that position until the 16^^ April 1829, 
when ho exchanged to full pay as Captain in the 97*' 
Foot. He joined that regiment in Ceylon, and he con- 
tinued with it there until tho suntmer of 1836, when 
he returned with it to Europe, and he thereafter served 
with it in various parts of England and Ireland for 
more than four years. In January 1841 he accom- 
panied tho regiment to Corfu, and on the 23*^ November 
following ho was promoted to the rank of Major by 
brevet. Tn January 1842 he proceeded with the regi- 
ment to Zanto, and while serving there on the 27*' 
September 1842 ho attaincKl tho rank of regimental 
Major. He continued serving in tho Ionian Islands 
until March 1847, when he proceeded with tho re^- 
ment to Malta, whence he accompanied it to Jamaica 
in February 1848. In tho following October he pro- 
ceeded with the regiment to Halifax, in Nova Scotia, 
whence in May 1850 ho accompanied it to St. John’s. 
On the 7th June 1850 he was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel, and he subso^iiiently continued 
serving with tho regiment in Nova Scotia for nearly 
two voars. On the 2** April 1852 ho exchanged into 
the 80*' Foot, and having arrived at Calcutta in the 
following August, he in tho succeeding month p^eed- 
ed and joined the regiment in Burma, where it was 
then on active service, and ho thereafter commanded 
it during the remainder of tho campaign of 1852-53, 
taking part in tho capture of Promo (India Medal with 
olasp for Pegu). In November 1853 he returned^ with 
the regiment to Bengal, and after serving with it for 
some time at Dum-Dum, he sailed With it for Europe 
in February 1854. Arriving in England in the follow- 
ing June, and having been promoted to the rank of 
Colonel by brevet on the succeeding 28*' of November, 
ho served with the corps at Canterbniy, Fort George, 
Portsmouth, Aldershot and Bury until August 1856, 
when he embarked with it for the Cape Colon;^, South 
Africa, whence, on tho outbreak of the mutinies, he 
accompanied it to Bengal, landing at Calcntta in Janu- 
ary 1858. He afterwards accompanied the regiment 
to the Upper Provinces, where he served with it in 
some of the operations against the rebels and muti- 
neers,— including the affair of Harra, in Oudh,-^ until 
August 1858, when he was appointed a Brigadier 0n> 
tho establishment and was posted to the Sindh-Sag^ 
District, Rawal Pindi. He exercised the command of this 
district until his death, which occurred at Rawal Pindi 
on the 3<* May 1859, 
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Hutton, George Davis, L{euiendni(lS20^mi)-^ 
Otav$ at Amhala^ No, 274. — Entered H. M.*s Serrioe 
on ike 15^ NoTember 1839 as an Ensi^ in the 41*^ 
Foot, wliioh he joined at Belgatim, in the Madras 
PresidenoT, in the spring of the following year. In 
October lo41 he accompanied the regiment to Karachi, 
in Sindh ; and he anerwards, on the oocnrrence 
of the outbreak in Afghanistan, moved up with 
it into Baluchistan. On the December 1841 
he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. He 
served with the 41®* throughout the campaign of 1842 
in Baluchistan and Afghanistan, including the actions 
of the 28*^ Mhrch and the 28^^ April at Haikalzai in 
the Pishin Valley, the movement on Kandahar, the 
actions near that place, the subsequent movement to 
the north, the action of Goaine, the re-capture and 
destruction of Ghazni, the actions of Beni S^am and 
Maidan, the re-occupation of Kabul, the expedition into 
Kohistan and the storm and capture of Istalif, and 
various actions in the passes between Kabul and the 
Khaibar during the return march to Hindustan 
(Medal). On the breaking up of the Army at Foroze- 
pore in January 1843, ho accompanied the regiment 
to Bombay, whore ho embarked with it for England. 
Soon after his arrival, while with the regiment at 
Cant(?rbury, ho was placed upon half-pay, and ho re- 
mained in that position until the 17**^ November follow- 
ing, when ho was again brought on full pay as Lieut- 
enant in the 18^** Foot (the Iloyal Irish), the depot of 
which (the regiment being then in China) ho joined at 
Chatham. On the 26^^ July 1844 he was transferred 
to the 61®* Foot, which ho joined at Cork. In July 
1845 he embarked with the regiment for Bengal, and 
landing at Calcutta in November, ho accompanied it to 
Cawnporc early in 1846. In the autumn of the same 
year he marched with the regiment to Ambala, at 
which place he died on the 2^ May 1847.

Huxham, George Corham, Lieutenant- Colonel^ 
(1826 — 1874). — (irave at Veshawar^ No, 053. — Born at 
Teignmouth, DevoTishire, on the 23^ April 1826. — 
Entered the Bengal Army in 1846. Arrived in India 
in December of tho same year, and was sent up 
to Benares to do duty with the 9^^ N. I. In March 
1847 he was j’ostcd to the 48^^ N. I., which he joined I 
at the same station. In October 1849 he ^vas appointed 
Offg. AdjuA,ut of the regiment, and in tho succeeding 
month ho accompanied the corps to Banda. Ho con- 
tinued ofiioiating as Adjutant until near the end of 
June 1850, when ho lost tho appointment on l)eing 
placed in arrest for fighting a duel with Lieutenant 
Litchford of the same regiment. For this breach of 
discipline ho was subsequently (August 1850) tried 
before a General Court-Martial and sentenced to be 
cashiered, but, on tho strong recommendation of the 
court, he was 'pardoned by the Commander-in-ChioL 
Sir Charles Napier, who placed his reasons on record 
in the following terms “ At tho very strong recom- 
mendation of the Court-Martial, I pardon Ensign 
Huxham ; and I do so because — I will use tho words 
of tho Court — it was natural and excusable for a 
young and untried soldier to resent as he did the 
gross and unprovoked provocation of a much older 
one.*' The Banda duel had a rather curious result 
for this officer, for his opponent and the t|vo seconds 
having been tried and cashierod at the same time, 
and two of tho trio being His seniors, tho outcome 
of tho affair was that he gained two steps in the 
regiment, and was promoted to tho rank of Lieutenant. 

In November 1850 ho marched with the regiment to 
Cawnpore, and in the early part of 1852 he officiated 
for somo time as Adjutant to the left wing, at that 
station, on the head-quarters and right wing being de« 
tacked on escort duty with the Governor-General. In 
September 1852 ho was appointed to do dnty with the 
Regiment of Ludhiana (now styled “ the 15‘fi Sikhs ’*), 
which had been detailed for field service in Burma, 

Imt after all never went thither,' and having joined 


that regiment at Berhampore, he aooompanied it to 
Midxmpore in April 1853; In Septembeir 1853 he was 
appointed to officiate as Second-in-Command of the regi* 
ment, and he eontinued holding this appoinment until 
January 1855, when he was transfeiiod, intliesams 
position, to the Sirmoor Battalion (now the 2^^ Gurkha 
Rifles). He joined that oorps at Almora, and was 
sent immediately to command the detachment at 
Potoragarh ; and ho eontinued in this appointment until 
March 1856, when ho was displaced by the return 
to duty of the permanent Socolld-in-Gommand, and 
rejoined the 48*^* N. I. at Lucknow, He was serving 
with the 48*^ at that place when the mutinies broke 
out, and in the coui'so of the arrangements made there 
to meei^ the crisis he was, in May 1857, appointed 
Port Adjutant of Fort Machi-bhawan ; this appoint- 
ment he held until the first days of July, when the post 
was abandoned in consequenoe of the disaster at Chin- 
hat. Ho subsequently served throughout the defence 
of the Residency at Lucknow from July to November 
1857, in tho course of which ho was twice wounded, 
once severely (Medal and clasp; and allowed to count 
one year’s extra service). On tho withdrawal of the 
garrison after tho roliof of the place by Sir Colin 
Campbell in November 1857, be was sent down to Allah- 
a1)ad, where lie rernainod until January 1858 ; he wae 
then appointed Offg. Dopy. Judge Advocate- General 
of tho Benares Division, but ho retained this appoint- 
ment only until the succeeding April, when he was 
obliged to go homo on sick loavo. Ho returned to India 
in October 1850, and at the ond of the succeeding month 
he was appointed Offg. Sccond-in-Commnnd of the 12*^ 
Punjab Infantry, which ho joined at Jhansi, and of 
which — in tho following year, after officiating for a 
short timo as Commauclant --he for some months com- 
manded a detachment at Laliipnr, In August 1860 
he was appointed Adjutant of tho rogimont, but ho 
continued offi dating as Second-in-Command until tko 
following October, when ho was appointed Offg. So- 
cond-in-Command of the 22”‘* Punjab Infantry, the 
loft wing of which corps ho joined soon afterwaids at 
Nowgong. In February 1861, when in command of 
this wing, ho had tho good fortune to render a very 
important service in tracking down, attacking, and, 
after a sharp conflict, completely dastroyiug a band 
of rebels headed by the notorious Makhiind Singh, 
whom be personally slew in the oncouutor. In March 
1861 he was made permanent in the appointment o£ 
Socond-in-Comraand, which ho retained for the rest 
of his Borvice, In April 1862 he went on sick leava 
to MuBsoorie, and the regiment, — ^which had now be- 
come the 30**' (Punjab) N. I., — having in the meantime 
boefi moved to Benares, ho rejoined it at that place 
in April 1863, In the reorganifiatiuii of January 1864 
he was designated Second- in- Command and Wing Offi- 
cer, and from April to Juno of that year he officiated 
as Commandant of the regiment. In the following 
October he accompanied the corps on service, and he 
thereafter served with it throughout the Bhutan Cam- 
paign of 1864-65, taking part in tho capture of Mina- 
guri, Dalimkot and Chamiirchi, the storming of the 
Bala stockades, and tho two affairs at Nogu (India 
Medal and clasp). On the regiment being withdrawn 
from tho Bhutan Dnars in May 1865 ho accompanied 
it to Cawnpore, soon after his arrival at which .station, 
in June, he was appointed Offg. Commandant of : the 
corps : this appointment he continued bolding uxjitjil Jan- 
uary 1866- In April 1866 he wont home on fpriough, 
and during his absence, in the following Soptembor, he 
was admitted into the Bengal Staff Corps. He returned 
to India in December 1867, ana rejoined the 
regiment at Cawnpore, and in J ane 1868 he was again 
appointed to officiate as Commandant. In the following 
August he marched with the regiment en route to 
Hazara, on service, but falling ill on the way he 
resigned the command on the 12^*' September and pro- 
ceeded toMnrree on leave; but he shortly afterwards 
rejoined at Rawal Pindi, and in December ho marched 
with the regiment to Jhelnm. In April 1869 ho was 
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oao9 more appointed Offg. Commandant, and He continued 
holding the command until January 1871, when he 
proceeded to Bombay on leave. In March 1871 he 
went home on furlough, being in a bad state of health. 
On his return to India in December 1873 he rejoined 
his regiment at Nowshera, whence in the following 
March he Accompanied it to ]?cshawar; and at that place 
he died on the 14^** November 1874. 

Note. — Lieuttnant-Colonel (then Licatonant) Hnxham, married, 
at Mufiaoerio, on the 12th Juno 1855, Ann Ellon, daughter of 
Captain W. Bockett, 9th X, L, aud widow of Captain ThomaB

Hyslop, Henry Frith Morlson, Lieutenant 
(1829— 1867).— TahZe^ at Delhi, No. 158. — The eldest 
son of Archibald Geddes Hyslop, Esq., of Lotus, Co. 
Kircudbright, Lieutenant-Colonel, in the Madras Artil- 
lery, Born on the Slat December 1829. — ^Entoi'od the 
Bengal Army in 1849. Arrived in India in October of 
the same year, and was sent up to Benares to do duty with 
the 65t*» N. I. Towards tho end of the month ho was 
posted to the 7.4th N. I., then proceeding from Mhow 
to Dacca, bnt having been ordered to continue doing 
duty with tho 66*** N. I. until tho 74th should arrive 
in the vicinity of Benares, ho did not join the latter until 
March 1850. Ho reached Dacca with the regiment early 
in tho following month, bnt his health having failed he 
was obliged to leave tho place and go home on furlough 
in March 1851. On his return in September 1852 he 
rejoined the regiment at Ban*ackpore, whence he pro- 
ceeded with it to Cawnporo in tho spring of 1853. In 
March 1857 ho accompanied the 74*^ to Delhi, and 
he was with the regiment there when it mutinied on 
tho 11^^ May 1857 : he succeeded in making his escape 
on that occasion, but two days later, whilst endeavour- 
ing to make his way to Meerut, he was attacked in a 
Gujar village near the Hindan and cruelly put to death.

IngllSf John, Captain (1806 — 1849).— Grave at Mul- 
tan, No, 860.— Entered tho Bengal Army in 1821. 
Arrived in India in Juno 1822, and in the following 
month was sent up to Sultanpnr, Benares, to do duty 
with tho 1®^ Light Cavalry. In October 1822 ho was 
regularly posted to that regiment, but in the following 
month, on a readjustment taking place, he was trans- 
ferred to the 2^^ Light Cavalry, which ho joined at 
Kaita, in Bundelkhand. Towards tho end of 1823 he 
accompanied this regiment to Mhow, whence he 
proceeded with it to Neerauch at the end of 1824. In 
Juno 1826 he went on leave to Calcutta, and during his 
absence his regiment moved to Muttra, at which place 
he rejoined it in February 1827. In November 1828 he 
accompanied the regiment to Kamal, whence ho marched 
with it to Neemuch in December 1832. In the autumn 
of 1834 he accompanied the regiment on service on the 
occasion of the demonstration against Jodhpur, but he 
returned with it shortly afterwards to Neemuch, whence 
he marched with it to Meerut early in 1836.^ In the 
autumn of 1838 he marched with the regiment to 
Ferozopore and, joining the Army of the Indus, accom- 
panied the corps on service to Afghanistan, where ho 
served with it throughout the campaign of 1838-39, in- 
cluding the capture of Ghazni (Medal) and the occupa- 
tion of Kabul. He subsequently served with tho corps 
at Jalalabad and at Kabul, and at the end of 1840 
he returned with it to Hindustan, where it was disbanded 
in the spring of 1841, on account of the misbehaviour of 
two squadrons in the action of Parwandarra in Novem- 
ber 1840. In April 1841 ho proceeded on leave to 
Simla, and while he was there, on the 6th May, he was 
nominated Secoud-in-Command of tho 7th Irregular 
Cavalry, then being formed at Bareilly ; he, however, 
relinquished the appointment at the end of the same 
month, and continued on leave, which was afterwards 
extended to tho middle of January 1842. In that 
month he was transferred, with the other officers of the 
disbanded to the newly formed 11**^ Light Caralxy, 


aud having 'joined this regiment at Meerut, he toon 
afterwards proceeded to the Presidency, whence he went 
home on furlough at the end of Februaiy. He letumed 
to India in December 1843, and rejoined the Light 
Cavalry at Cawnpore, whence he accompanied the regi- 
ment to Nasirabad in November 1844. In November 
1845 he was appointed Offg. Adjutant of the regiment, 
and ho held tho post for two months, in tho course of 
which he accompaniffd the corps on its march to join the 
Army of the Sutlej ; it was not, however, in time for any 
of the fighting, and on the Army being broken up to- 
wards the end of March 1846, he moved wi& the regi- 
ment to Ludhiana, whence in the following November 
he marched with it to Nakodar. In September 1847 he 
was appointed Aide-de-Oamp to Major-General H. T. Tapp, 
(g- V.), who had been nominated to the command of 
the Dinapore Division of the Army, but ho rejoined his 
regiment at Ferozepore early in March 1848, consequent 
on Major-General Tapp having been unable, from con- 
tinous ill-health, to take up his command. In July 
1848, in command of the regiment, ho proceeded on 
service against Multan, and took part in both sieges of 
the place, as well as in the action of Surajkhdnd, which 
came between. After the fall of tho fortress in Januai^ 
1849 he, being in a bod state of health, obtai'A/bd leave to 
proceed to Mussoorio, but he was unable oven to 
begin tho journey, and ho died at Multati on the 16^^ 
February 1849. 

Note. — Captain Inglis married, at Neemuch, on the 3*d Novem- 
ber 1835, LouiBa Maria, the second daughter of Lieutenant-General 
Lambert Loveday, of tlio Bonf^al Infantry. His widow afpirwards, 
nt Calcutta, on the 7^h February 1855, married the Uevd. John 
Pourie, tho well known MinUfer of tho Free Church of {Scotland in 
lliat city. 

Innes, Peter, Lieutenant-General (1806—1871).— 
Grave at Simla, No^ 870. — Bom at Wick, Co. Caithness, 
on the 20^^ Mfiy 1806. — Entered tho Bengal Army in 
1823. Arrived in India in May 1824, and at the end 
of that month was sent up to Barrackporo to do duty 
with the 61®^ N. I. In tho following August he was 
posted to tho 14^^' N. I., and having joined that regiment 
at Sylhet, he served with it throughout tho latter part 
of the operations of 1824-25 against tho Burmeso on 
the Sylhet-Cncliar frontier. In tho summer of 1826 ho 
accomxjanied the regiment to Allahabad, whence in the 
following October ho proceeded with it to Lucknow, at 
which station, during the early part of 1826, ho for 
some months oillciated as Adjutant of tho corps. At 
the end of Ociolxjr 1828 he was appointed Adjutant of 
tho regiment, and he retained that . post for the long 
period of thirteen years and a half. Early in 1829 ho 
accompanied tho regiment to Delhi, whence, in tho 
autumn of 1830 he marched with it to Ludhiana, and 
in October and November 1831 he was with it in tho 
camp of tho Govemor- General at Rupar, on the occa* 
sion of tho historic meeting of Lord William Bentinck 
and Maharaja Ranjit Singh. In December 1838 he 
accompanied tho head- quarters and right wing to 
Moradabad. In the winter of 1836-37 he marched 
with tho regiment to Agra, whence he proceeded with 
it to Fatehgarh in November 1838, and to Nasirabad 
early in 1841. In May 1842, having attained the rank 
of Captain, he vacated the Adjutancy of tho regiment. 
Early in the following year he for some time hold charge 
of the Commisaariat Ilopt. at Nasirabad. In Noveml^r 
1843, on the formation of the Army of Exercise (after- 
wards styled the “ Army of Gwalior '*), he was ap- 
pointed Brigade-Major to the Fourth Brigade, and m 
that capacity ho served during the Gwalior campaign 
and was present at the battle of Maharajpur (bronze 
star, and promoted to the rank of Major by brevet). On 
the termination of the campaign he accompani^ hie 
regiment to Ferozepore, arriving there in April 1844. 
On the outbreak of the first Sikh war he was appointed, 
by Sir John Littler, Brigade-Major to one of the brigades 
of the Ferozepore force, but on the same day 
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December), in the General Orders of the Commander- 
in-Cbief, be was appointed Dopy. Asst. Adjt.-Goneral 
io that fcrt^e (wbioh tt&s ndW aesig^ted the Ftarth 
DiTision of the Armjr (if the Shtl^), atid in that cepi^ 
ifty he serred thronghont the Snilej oatnptdgn of IraS- 
44, inclnding the battle of Firozshate (ifedal, and prO- 
laoted to the tank Of Lienteiient-doldnel by bi^eft). Zh 
March 1846, on the terminatioh of the war, he wM 
dominated Dy^ Asst; Adjt.-Gent. 4o the forces left in 
garrison at Lahore under Sir John Littlor^ but brfd^ 
tbe end of the month he proceeded on leare to Siinla, 
and he eventually went home on furlough in February 
1847. He returned to India in February 1849 ahd re- 
loined his regiment at Berhamtpre, whence in the fol- 
l^ing December he proceeded With it on service^ in 
connection with the Sikkim Bxpedition, accdmpatiying 
the head-quarters to Darjeeling in January lo5G. In 
the following April he proceeded With tho regiment to 
Dinapore, and thero fi*om Augnst 1850 to Felimary 
1651 he ofBlciatod as Asst. Adjt.-Geiil. of the Dinapore 
Division. In January 1852, as senior captain, he sno- 
cooded to tho .command of the regiinent, and in that 
rank and afterwards in the regimental rank of Major, 
he was continuously in command for upwards of four 
years. Iiwthe winter of 1853-54 he proceeded with the 
regiment to Multan. I'hore in July 1865 as senior 
officer, he succeeded to tho additional command of tho 
garrison and station, atid ho continued in that positipn 
until March 1856, when he was appointed a Brigadier 
tm the establishment and Was posted io tho CoTtimand cf 
the Multan brigade. Towards the end of Api-il 1857 ho 
f^ras transferred to tho command at Ferozepore, at 
which place ho amved on tho May. The day after 
his assumption of tho command (the 13*^ May) there was 
a partial mutiny of tho native troops, large numbers of 
whom deserted and wont ofE to Delhi, and this event 
proved tho ruin of his military career, for tho Supremo 
Govemmeut, dissatisfied with his conduct of affairs on 
the occasionj removed him from his command, and ho 
Was never ^ afterwards re-erajiloyed. Thereafter ho 
resided at Simla for many years, and there in Noveml)or 
1865 he was appointed Coinmandant of tho local Volun- 
teer Corps, the Punjab Volunteer Rifles, a ix)st 
which he retained for tlic re.st of his life. In S< 3 ptera- 
bor 1866 he was admitted into tho Bengal Staff Corps ; 
in May 1808 ho succeeded to tho Colonel’s allowance ; 
and in March 1870 lio’aiiaincd tho rank of Lioutonant- 
Oeneral. He died at Simla on tho 10*^ May 1871, from 
injuries sustained in an accidental fall.

Irby, Augustus Henry, Licutcnani-Colonel fl8l8— 
1861). — Grave at Lahore Gantonmentj No, 676. — Tho 
third and youngest Bon of the Hon’blo and Rovd. Paul 
Anthony Irby, M. A., Rector of Cottosbrooke, Co. 
Northampton ; and grandson of tho 2“^ Lord Boston 
and of Sir William Champion do (yrospigny, 
Hart, (IT). Born on the 12^’' May 1818. — Entered 
n. M.’s Service on the 15 July 1837 as an Ensign in 
the 51®* Foot, which ho joined soon afterwards at 
Chatham. In the summer of 1838 ho embarked with 
the regiment for Tasmania, whore, and at tho Swan 
River settl(?ment, in Western Australia, ho continued 
serving with it for more than eight years. On tho 5**» 
October 1841 ho was promoted to the rank of Lieute- 
iiant. In March 1847 he embarked at the Swan River 
settlement for India, and in the fallowing Juno ho 
joined tho head-quarters of tho regiment at Bangalore, 
whence, in tho winter of 1849-5‘0, ho accompanied tho 
corps to Fort St. George. On the 9**> August 1850 he 
attained the rank of Captain. At the end of March 
1852 ho accompanied the regiment on Service to Burma, 
and he afterwards served with it throughout the canl- 
pai^ of 1852-53 in thai^countty, including tho naval 
action and destruction of tho enemy’s stookades on the 
banks of the Irrawaddy (daring which he was on board 
the steam-sloop Semtris)^ ihtoo subsequent days* 


operations on shore, resultinff in the expulsion of the 
Bdfmese from Rangoon, tae Btahn and capture 
Ba^in (tthero he Tiras left in ^irrii^ after the fall of 
the pla6e), ana fin Command of a ae^hment of forttr

J nno 1856 he roturhed home with tho regiment^ 
proceeding, almost immediately after landing, to Ireland. 
'On the 6*" June 1856 ho was promoted to tho rank cf 
Major by brevet, and olithe 19*^ September follcwiCgho 
Was advanced to the same rank regimental ly. In that 
and tho Biicceeding year ho served with tho tegimont at 
Butievant, Dublin, tho Oun-agh, and other places in 
Ireland. On tho IS*'* Soptombor 1857 ho atteined the 
rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, and in tho following monlii 
ho embarked with the regiment for India, tho cCri^ 
having voluntCtjrod its services for the suppresisioti (if tfao 
mutiny and rci)ellion in Bengal. Landing at Bombay at 
tho end of December, he nrocoeded With flio rtgimeitt 
to Karachi in February 1858, alid thonco io Mian Mhr 
towards tho end of tlio year; and at that place he 
coiitinuc^d serving with it (in command from March 
1861) until his death. Ho died at Mian Mir, of 
cholera, on tho 23^*' August 1861. 


Irwin. Lyndon Bolton, j5icutenan^-Oo?ortcl (1845— 
1892). — Grave at Lahore Cantonment, No, 681. —Born at 
Ballymoi*o, near Boylo, Co. Roscommon, Ireland, on tho 
16"* December 1846. — Entered H. M.*fl Service cm 
tho 16*'* May 1865 as an Ensign in tho 2®** Battalion 
3*^ Foot (‘^Tlio Buffs**). Ho joined that corps at 
Barbadocs, W. I., in tho following August, and re- 
turned homo with it in June 1860. Thoroafter ho 
served with it at Dublin, Londonderry and Belfast until 
S(iptenibcr 1867, wlicn bo was transferred to tho 1®* 
Battalion of the regiment, the depot of which he joined at 
Shorncl ilTo. In Iho following Docemlx^r he sailed for 
India, and landing at Bcimljay in January, ho ovontuaUy 
joined bis battalion at Meerut in Marcli 1868. On the 
2nd Docember following bo was promoted to tho rank of 
Tjicnicnant. In Aju’II 1869 bo proceeded with tho batta- 
lion to Dagsbai, and in the autumn of 1870 bo acoompn- 
niud tho left wung te Bonarcs, and during those years ho 
several times ofliciaiod as Adjutant, and onco, for a 
month, as Paymaster of tho batbilion. On the 8** 
Septemljcr 1871 ho w\as appointed Second Wing Sub- 
altern in the 20"* (Punjab) Native Infantry, on probation 
for the Bengal Staff Corps, into which bo WiTS subso- 
quontly admitted with (jfToct from that date. Ho joined 
that n*giineiit in tbo followdiig Tnontii, and tborcaftor 
served witli it as a Wing Subaltern (at Talagaon, at 
Delhi, — incln.sivo of tbo Camp of Exorcise of 1871-72— 
and at Pesliawar) lor more tban five years, in the courfiO 
of which lie thi’ce iirncs officiated as Adjutant, once as 
Quartox'-Master, and once as a Wing Officer. In April 
1876, as Offg. Wing Officer, iio v/as present with tha 
r(;giment in the affair with ilicj Afridis at Aimal 
Chabutra, Under tlio organisation introduced in 
January 1877 ho hocamo a Wing Officer, and in the 
course of that year bo again officiated onco as Adjutant 
and onco as Quarter-Master, besides acting for one montih 
as Depy. Asst. Adjt.-Geiil. of the Peshawar Distriijt. In 
tho winter of 1877-78 ho served with tho regiment 
tliroiighout tho expedition against the Jawaki Afridil^ 
taking part in the a^ons at Shergasha, Bori, PastOonly 
Gul-tangi, and Naru-khulla (India Medal and claap)* 
On tho conclusion of the campaign ho returned wi& 
the regiment to Peshawar, and there from MoreH 
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to Juno 1878 lio again officiated^ as Depy. AsBt« 
Adit. Genl. of the Peshawar district. On the out- 
lireak of the Afghan War in the autumn of 1878 
lie proceeded on service with his regiment in the First 
Division of the Peshawar Valley Field Force, and took 
part in the operations resulting in tlio expulsion of the 
Afghans from Ali Masjid, and in the rabsequont advance 
to Jalalabad (Medal and clasp). With the exception of 
S brief interval of three months (during which he went 
Aomo on leave, and was married) ho continued serving 
on the line until June 1879, when, on the 

termination of the campaign, he marched with the 
xegiment to Rawal Pindi. When, on the renewal of the 
near in the autumn, the regiment again proceeded on 
field service, ho was loft in command of the depot at 
^wal Pindi, and in charge of this, and of the dep&ts of 
two other regiments, ho remained until the end of 
March 1880. From April to November 1880 ho officiat- 
ed as Brigado-Mapr at Rawal Piiidi. He then resumed 
cdiarge of tho regimental depot and proceeded with it 
to Jullundur, at which place, in command of this 
depot and of the depot of the 10^^ N. I,, and at 
times in command of tho staiion, he continued 
Berving until April 1881, when, having been appointed 
Provost Marshal to tho second column of the Waziris- 
&ji Expeditionary Force, ho proceeded and joined, and 
to theinafler, in that capacity, served^ throughout the 
operations against tho Malisud Waziris, returning to 
Jullundur and rejoining his regiment there in tho 
following Juno. On rejoining ho was appointed to 
officiate as Quarter-Master of the regiment, a post in 
'which he continued until the end of the year. In 
January 1882 ho was appointed Adjutant of the 
Ghazipur Volunteer Rifle Corps, but be reverted to his 
xcgimcmt at tbe^nd of March, and again officiated as 
Quarter-Master from that time to tho last clay of tho 
Buccceding July. lu August 1882 ho proceeded on service 
to EgyP^ ■with his regiment, and he subsequently served 
throughout tho campaign in that counii 7 (part of tho 
time as Provost Marshal to the Indian Contingent) 
including tho battle of Tel-el-Kebir and tho forced 
march on Zagazig (Medal and clasp, and Khedivc^s 
etai). Ho returned to India with tho regiment in 
October 1882, proceeding with it to Jullundur, whence 
he was soon afterwards sent to command a detachment 
of tho coi-ps at Ludhiana. Ho rejoined ihc head- 
quarters of the regiment in August 1888, nnd continued 
Borving with tho regiment until tho following Octol)er, 
from which time to the end of the year ho was employed 
an the Quarter-Master Cenerars Dept., on rceonnais- 
Bance duty in tho Kapnrihalla State. He then rejoined 
his regiment at Jullundur, and from tho end of 
January to near the end of March 1884 ho was again 
detached to Imdliiana to command a poiiion of the 
xegiment stationed there. In March 1884 he was ad- 
vanced to tho i) 08 ition of Wing Commander, and fi*om tho 
same date up to the succeeding July he also officiated as 
Second-in-Command. Towards the end of the same 
year ho accompanied the regiment to Allahabad, and, 
^th the exception of two brief intervals,— during which 
he officiated as Brigade-Major (two months), and as 
Asst. Adjfc. Genl. (one month), — ho continued serv- 
ing with it there until Octolxir 1885, when ho was ap- 
pointed Brigade-Major at Multan. In January 1887 he 
was transfeiTod in tho same position to Sialkot, and in 
the autumn of 1888 he served in the Hazara Campaign 
SB Brigade-Major to the Third Column of the Expedi- 
tionary Force (clasp to India Modal). He afterwards 
served as District Staff Officer, Rawal Pindi, from 
November 1888 to April 1889, and as Offg. District Staff 
Officer and Offg. Asst. Adjt. Genl., Presidency 
District, from April 1889 to tho end of December 
1890, when he went home on leave. On his return to 
India in April 1892 he rejoined his regiment (of which 
he had been appointed Second-in-Command in Janu^ 
1869) at Mian Mir, and there he continued, serving 
with it until his death. Ho died at Mian Mir on the 
SOih August 1892, 


Jackeoiif, Hungerford Doedes, Major and 
honorary JAeutenant^Oolonel (1883 — 1878),— Grave at 
Srinagar, Kashmir, No. 1125. — Tho second son ^ o£ 
Welby Brown Jackson, Esq., of tho Bengal Civil 
Service, sometime Judge of the Sudder Court, Calcutta; 
and grandson of Sir John Jackson, Bart. (I). Bom at 
Allahabad on the 4^^^ ,May 1833.— Bntewid the Bengd 
Army in 1852 as a Cadet of Artillery. Arrived in India 
in April 1853, and was appointed to do duty with the 
^illeiy at Dum-Dum. In the following September 
he was posted to tho 4**^ Company 5^*^ Battalion, Foot 
Artillery, at tlmt station, and served with it there until 
July 1854, when, being* in bad health, lie went home 
on furlough : in the following month ho was transfer- 
red to tho rolls of the 3^ Company 4th Battalion. While 
on furlough ho volunteered for service with the 
Turkish Contingent, to which ho was appointed m 
March 1855 with tho local rank of Lieutenant in 
Turkey, and ho was employed with that force, i)art of 
the time in tho Crimea, until it was broken up in the 
following year. Ho returned to India in May 1856, 
and proceeded and joined tho 3d Company 4*^' Battalion 
at Mian Mir, with which he served until OetMjer, when 
ho was transferred to the 2^^ Company 4^’^ Battalion, at 
the same station. He was serving there when iha 
Mutiny broke out, but he subsequently i)r()Coedcd with 
his company to Delhi, and was present at the siege and 
capture of that place (Medal), Shortly after the fall 
of Delhi he went on leave to Bombay and thonce home, 
and was absent from India until April 1859. On tho voy- 
age out ho did duty with a body of recruits, and after bia 
arrival he was directed to continue doing duty with them 
at Dum-Dum, but his health again broke down, and in 
Juno, before he had been two months in India, ho again 
had to leave for Europe, where he remained for upwards 
of five years. During his absence, October 1861, the 
I amalgamation of the Bengal Artillery w'ith tho Royal 
ArtiliiTy took place, and his company became ho. 2 
Battery 24th Brigade, but he did not rejoin it, and on 
tho ex]>iry of his furlough ho was appoiiitc^d, March 
18G2, to do duty at tho Royal Artilloiy Deput, Woolwich. 
Later in Iho same year he was traiisftTred to the 25th 
Br5gad(% Royal Artillery, but he continued doing duty 
at Woolwicli until the autumn of 18G4, when ho 
rotumod to India and joined No. « Battery 25tii Brigade, 
at Benares. Shortly afteiwards he • accoi^panicd tho 
batteiy on service to the Bhutan Duars, where he was 
employed during the operations of 1864-05. In March 
1865 he was appointed Asst. Field Engineer to the 
Left Brigade of the Duar Field Force, and served with 
it in that position until the tenuination of the war 
(India Medal and clasp). In tho spring of 1866 ho was 
appointed to do duty with N o. 2 Batteiy 25^^ Brigade; 
he joined that battery at Delhi, and having, shortly 
aftemards, been formally posted to it, he continued 
serving with it until April 1869, when, having attained 
the rank of Captain and Ixjcomo supcinumerary, ho was 
transfeiTcd to tho rolls of “ H Battery 16th Brigade, and 
W'as directed to do duty with the Aitillciy at Barrack- 
pore. He continued in this employment until tho summer 
of 1 873, when (having been advanced to tho rank of Major 
on the 5th July 1872) he was appoinU'd to the command 
of No. 4 Battery 23<* Brigade at Gwalior. Ho served 
there with this battery until early in 1876, when it 
went home and ho was transferred to No. 2 Battery 21®* 
Brigade, which had just then arrived at Gwalior. In 
tho following October ho proceeded on leave to Mnrreo, 
and a few days later, on the 2lBt October 1876, ha 
retired from the service with tho honorary rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel. He remained in India after his 
retirement, and died at Srinagar, Kashmir, on tho 9th 

June 1878. 

Jackson, Stewart Hare, First JAeutenant, (c. 1838 
—1857) j^Qrave at Delhi, No, 96 : tablets at Delhi^ 

Nos. 148 and 162.— Entered the Bengal Army in 1855. 
Arrived in India in November of the «*me yw,and 
wafisentup to Allahabad to do duly with tho40^ 
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N. I. In December 1855 he was posted to the 2^ 
European Bengal Fusiliers, then moving up the country 
from Burma, and having joined that regiment as it 
passed through Allahabad, he accompanied it to Subatliu, 
arriving there in April 1856. On the outbreak of the 
Mutiny in May 1857, ho marched with the regiment to 
Ambaia, whence he accompanied it in the forward 
znovement on Delhi, and was present witli it at the 
action of Badli-ki-&rai, at the seisure of the Ridge, 
and at the siege of Delhi up to the 23(i Juno. On that 
date he fell in the des^ierate fighting which ended in 
the final expulsion of the mutmeors and rebels from 
the Sabzi Mandl. 

Jacob, George Ogle, j/ajor (1810—1857).— 
(fravc and tablet at DellUj Nos, 107 and 102. — Son of 
Surgeon George Ogle Jacob, Bengal Medical Service. 
Born on tho 23d April 1819. — Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1837. Arrived in India in August 1838, and 
was sent up to Barrackporo to do duty witli tho 58th 
N. I. On tho Ist of tho following month ho was posiod 
to the Bengal Euroj)can Regiment, 'and that corps 
being then under oniers for service with tho Army of 
tho Indus, ho was directed to travel express and join 
it at Kai^SiI as quickly as possible. Ho accompanied 
tho corj)s on the cxiioditlon to Afghanistan, and sei’vod 
there thiwghout the campaigns of I833-.39-40, includ- 
ing the storm and capture of Ghazni (slightly woundoil, 
—Medal), tho occupation of Kabul, and the captiiro of 
tho Kajja foi-ts in the Wazii*a Valley. Ho retuimod 
from Afghanistan with tho regiment (which was now 
Billed tho “ Ibt European Light Infantry”) early in 

1841, and was with it at Karnal until tho autiiinn of 

1842, when lip accompanied it to Ferozeporo to foimi 
part of the Army of Reserve. On the breaking up of 
that Army he marched with tho regiment to Subatliu, 
whence ho proceeded with it to Ludhiana and Forozoporo 
in tho winter of 1843-44, returning to Subaihu in tho 
^ring of the latter year. On the outbreak of tho first 
Sikh war he accompanied his regiment into the field 
and joined the Army of tho Sutlej tlio day after tho 
battle of Miidki : two days Ixiforo this, however, his 
services had boon placed at the disposal of the Commis- 
sariat Dept., and (though he appears to havo gone into 
action with his njgiment at the battles of Firozshahr 
and Sobraon) in that Dept, ho served throughout tho 
campaign of 1815-4® (Medal and clasp). On the 
termination fif tho campaign ho returned with tho 
regiment to Subathu, and ho served ^vitli it there until 
early in August 1846, when, on tho formation of tho 
Regiment of Ferozopore, ho w'as appointed Adjutant 
of that coips, and joinijd it forthwith. Towards the 
end of the following month lie marched with tliis 
regiment to Ambaia, and served with it there (from 
February to November 1847 as Offg. Sec<nid-in- 
Command) until July 1848, when ho vacated tho 
Adjutancy on attaining tho rank of Ca])tain, and 
rejoined his own regiment at Cawnpore. During tho 
month of April 1849 ho officiated temporarily as Second- 
in-Command of the Regiment of Ludhiana at the same 
station. On tho formation of tho Punjab Irregular 
Force ho was appointed, ISth May 1849, Socond-in- 
Command of the 5th Punjab Cavalry ; on tho Slat he 
tvas transferred, in the same position, to the 2<i Punjab 
Cavalry ; and on tho 25th June he was appointed Second- 
in-Command of the 4*1* Punjab Cavalry ; mth this 
regiment he served on tho Dera Ghazi Khan border for 
more than four years. In October 1850, having 
already officiated in the ap^ntment for two months, 
he was appointed Commandant of tho regiment, and in 
April 1853 he commanded it in tho expedition against 
the Khasranis. At the end of 1853 he marched with 
the regiment to Kohat. In April 1855 he commanded 
the corps in tho Miranzai expedition, and was present 
in the affair of Darsamand; in tho following September 
ha oommanded it in the expedition against the Babia 
Khel Orakzais ; and again, m the autumn of 1856| in 
tha ei^iedition to Mirsuizai and Euxazui including the 


capture by surprise of Torawori, tho Alsatia of that 
parii of tho border. Id January 1857 he rosignod tho 
appointment of Commandant of tho 4th Punjab Cavalry 
and proceeded on six months’ leave to Kashmir and 
Simla. Ho was at Simla when tho Mutiny broke out in 
May 1857, and on tho 13th of that month ho TOjoinod 
his own regiment (which now boro tho designation of 
tho European Bengal Fusiliers) at Dagshai, with 
orders fit)m the Commander-in-Cliiof to march to 
Ambaia with all pi’acticable oxpoditioii. As Major 
and senior officer present ho assumed command of t&e 
regiment, marched it down to Amliala, and thence to 
Kamal, where ho was supersedi d in tho command by 
the anival of a senior officer. On a forwaiil movemont 
taking place ho served with tho vogiTnent at the action 
of Badli-ki-Sci*ai and tho seizure of the Ridg<', and 
aftenvanls throughout the siogo of Delhi, taking part in 
all tho o])crations in which the regiment was engaged. 
On the 23d Juno he again succoedod to the command of 
tho TOgimcnfc, tand ho licid it until tho cjid, givaily dis- 
tinguishing himself by tho manner in which ho led it 
at the action of Najafgarh on the 25*'* August. In 
tho final assault on the 14^** 8ept(!ml)er he led tho 
poiiion of the rogiment which formed partof Nicliolson’s 
Column, and was })ronniiontIy engageil iii the storming 
of tho Kashmir broach ; in tho des[ierato lighting which 
then took place, though ever to the front, lie esca|)6d 
unscathed, but lator in tlio day, while advancing to tho 
attack of the Lahore Gate, ho fell mortally wounded, 
shot through tho thigh. Ho was removoil h) camp, 
W’here ho died at ten o’clock the same night. 

J3.cob, John Julius Evans, Assistant^Surfjeon (c. 
1827 — •1852). — Grave at It^azlrahady-^seeNi), 74t)-A.— 
Entered 11. Service on the 4‘U April 1851, as an 
Assistant- Surgeon in the 10th Foot. Ai^vived in India 
in August of tho saino year, and soon afterwarils pr- 
eceded to tho Upper Provinces, and joiiKul his regirnoufc 
at Wazirabad, at which station lie s(‘rved with it until 
his death. He died at Wazirabad on tho 5th Ajiril 
1852. 

James, Hugh Rees, 0. J7., Major (1824—1864) — 
Grave and tablet at Abhottalnid, Nos. 911 and 918.— Tho 
oldest suiwiving Honof the Hoirblo Hugo James, AtLorney- 
Ooneral of Jamaica.— Entoi-od the Mengal Ai-rny in 
1840. Ari-ived in India in January 1841, aiul having, 
in antici])ation of his amval, Ixieii postcil, on tho of 
that month, to tho 44th N. L, ho ]>roeecded to the Upjier 
Piwinccs and joined that rgi merit at Almora in the 
following March. In April 18t2 ho was appointed 
Offg. Adjutant of tho Kamaon Battalion, and hav- 
ing joined that corps at Lohiighat, ho continued serving 
with it there until March 1843, when he i-o joined his 
own rgiment at Almora. In the following July ho 
was appointed acting IntorpriJter and (Quarter- Master 
to the 4^'^ N. I., which ho joined at llareilly, and with that 
regiment, in tho spring of 1844, ho proceeded to Sukkar, 
in Sindh. At tho end of August 184 1. lie was select* 
©d for civil employ by Sir Charles Najiior, then Govern- 
or of Sindh, and appointed Depy. Collector of Sukkar, 
an appointment which ho rotaimal for four years and a 
half, in the course of which period ho tlireo limes serv- 
ed with troops in tho field — ^first, in 1844-45, as poli- 
tical officer with a force employed against tlio Gadhx 
tribe, on tho Sindh frontier ; secondly, in 1815, in Sir 
Charles Napier’s campaign against tho Bhugtia and 
other mountain and desert tribes of Ujijicr Sindh ; and, 
thirdly, in 1848-49, with the irregular forces under 
Lieutenant (afterwards Sir HcrlDort) Edwardos at the 
siege and capture of Multan, at which he commanded a 
Sikh regiment of infantry and a troop of cavalry 
(Modal and clasp). In March 1849 his services wew 
placed at the disposal of the Resident at Lahore, and in 
tho following month ho was appointed an Asst* 
Commissioner in the Painab. In this position ho re* 
midned until Jannaxy 1851, when he was advanced to 
ihegiadeof Depy* Commissioner, and posted to Pesha* 
war* He continued serving at that pla^ for more that

BIhcl ; and in March 1855 in the pnnitive operations 
dheoted against the Bassi Khel Afrldis. During this 
period^ too, as Depy. Commissioner of Peshawar, he 
effeoted a settlement of the district which was, except in 
Ynsafsai, a regular settlement in all but the name. In 
September IShG ho was appointed Offg* Secretaxy^ 
io the Chief Commissioner of the Punjab, and^ having 
aesumod office on the 12*^^ of that months he canied 
CKa the duties of the appointment for about nine 
months ; in June 1857, however, consequent on Nichol- 
Bon having been placed in command of the Punjab Move- 
able Column, hq was sent back to his former post at 
Peshawar, and it was his great influence there that 
diainly contriliutod to the satisfactory attitude of the 
district during those troublous tinncH. In July and 
again in August 1857, as Civil and Political Officer, he 
took part in tho operations against the rebel Yiiaafzais 
and the Hindustani fanatics who had taken up a posi- 
tion in the fortified village of Narinji, at the capture 
and destruction of which place, in the latter month, ho 
Was proseut. In March 1859 ho was appoinh^d Offg. 
Commissioner of Peshawar, and in the following May 
^e appointment of Commissioner and Superinten- 
dent of the PefthlbWar Division was conferred upon him. 
In the winter of 1859-GO he served, as a Political 
Officer, in tho expedition against tho Kabul Khel 
Waziris. In !May 18G0, in recognition of his eminent 
political Bcrvieos on tho Korth-West Frontier, ho was 
appointed a Companion of tho Order of tho Bath in tho 
Cinil Division. In February 1861 he was admitted 
into the Bengsl Staff Corps and promoted to the rank of 
Mi^or in it, Tn Marcli 18G2 he went homo on furlough, 
and ho was absent from India until November 1863, 
Immediately on Iiis return ho hun-ied np h) the frontier, 
and having on the IJl^h of the same month joined tho 
Yusafzai Field Foi'co and taken over charge of tho 
political duties connected with tho operations then 
being carried 6n in the Ambola Pass, he served ^vitli it 
to tho end of tlio (lainpaign and took a prominent part in 
tho subsequent S('tt lenient with tlio Yusafzai and 
Gadun tribes, resulting in the destruction of the strong- 
holds of the Ilindiislani fanatics at Malka and Mandi. 
At a subsequent p(‘riod the Secretaiy of State for India 
remarked that “ tbe c^xeellent judgment disjdayed by 
Major James in his negotiations with tliotrilies, and es- 
pecially tho manner in whicli he converted the Bnner- 
wals into serviceabJo allicis, and employed then in the 
destruction of the stronghold of the? fanatics at Malka, 
indicated in a still higher degree those qualities which 
had already earned for him the confidenco of the Gov- 
ernment of India. ” On the termination of tho war in 
January 1864 he rosum<'d his place as Commissioner and 
Superintendent of tho Peshawar Division, and he conti- 
nued holding tliat appointment until his death. Ho 
died at Abbottabad on tho 10th October 1864. 


James, Hugo, Lieutenant (1827—1858). Grave 
at Amhala^ No, 243. — Son of the Hon'ble Hugo James, 
Attorney-Gonc^ral of Jamaica, and a younger brother 
of Major Hugh K(*(!s James, C, B., of tho Bengal Army. 
Bom in 1827. — Being in India with his brother, at that 
time Deputy Collector at Sukkar, he, early in July 1348, 
joinml the irregular forces under Lieutenant Edwaidos 
then in the field against Mulraj, the rebel Dowan of 
Multan, and thereafter, at first as a simple volunteer and 


afterwards iA tammaad of stadl bodies of DeiUdM 
Paihans^ lie served throughout the operatitms of iBii* 
49 in that pert of ^ Punjab, including the aotfog 
. near Mbsam Kban-ki-Eua^ tbe first siege, of MulttaL 
the action of Surajkhdnd, the second siege, and 
storming of the ci^ on the 2°^ Jaliuaty 1849 (Meddi 
and clasp)* On setoifd of these oooasions he gteatik 
distinffuished himself^ and his oonduet hating beta 
hroaght to tlm notice of the Court of Dirtotors, he 
on the 21«‘ Pebruaiy 1849, appointed a Cadet of InfiS 

2 ^ on the Bengal establishment. He was fonndllk 
mitted into the serviee in India on the ll*h Augtti^ 
following, with rank as Ensign from the 24^^ FebrUaSV 
and on the 25^^ Soptem]ber ho was posted to the 44m 
N. I. (his brotlier’s regiment), which he joined at Alja- 
habad. At the end of tho year he accompani^ tiie 
i*egiment to Barraokpoie, whence in the winter of 
1851-52 ho proceeded with it to Dinapore. Prom Mav 
to NovGmbcjr 1852 he did duty at the Darjeeling Conval- 
escent Depot. In January 1853 he was again nominat- 
ed for that duty, but the arrangement was cancelled at 
his request, and in April 1853 ho went home on furlough. 
He returned to India in January 1856 and rejoined his 
regiment at Dinapore, whence, in tho spring of 1866 he 
accomimnied it to Agra. Ho was up in tho"1Punjab at 
the time of the mutiiiies, but remained unemployed 
untiHhe 27 th October, when tho Punjab Government 
appointed him Adjutant of Baja Jowahir Singh's Con- 
tingent, then with the in-egu’lar force under General 
Van Cortlaudt in Hariana. Ho served with this fordb 
until March 1858, and then, being in bod health, he pt(h 
cecded on six months* leave to Simla. His leave wtm 
afteiwards extended to the middle of December, to en- 
able him to visit Calcutta., preparatory to applying for 
leave to sea or to Europe, but he was unable to get any 
further than Ambala on his way down, and he died at 
tliat jdaco on the November 1858. 


Jenkins, Frederick, Lieutenant (1815—1840).— 

Grave anti tablet at Karnal, Nos, 177 awd 193, — Entoied 
H. M.'s Service on tho 26t*> June 1835 as an Ensign in 
tho 44 th Foot. Anived in India in July 1836, and 
joined the regiment in Fort William. Early in 1837 he 
accompanied the 44^^* to Gliazipur, and in tlio winter of 
1838-39 he marched with tho corps to Kamal.

Jennlngs-Bramly, Richard Dyneley. Major 
(1859 — 1897).— Grave at Kohatf No. 1036 : tablet at 
MurreCf No, 840. — ^Bom on tho 14*'^ February 1859.— 
Entered H. M.*s Service on the 24^*» February 1877 as a 
Sub-Lieutenant in the Royal Glamorgan Militia, in which 
corps, in March 1878, he was advanced to the rank of . 
Lientenant, with effect from tho date of his commission 
as Sub- Lieutenant. On tho 2^' January 1879 ho was 
transferred to tho regular forces and appointed a 
Second-Lieutenant in the 75*'' Foot, and having joined 
that regiment at Aldershot, ho accompanied it to 
Chatham in October 1880. On the 1®^ December 1880 
he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant in the 39*'' 
Foot, but on tho 18*'' of the same month he was re- 
transferred to tho 76*'' with which, in March 1881, he 
proceeded to Malta, and there, on the 1“* July following, 
the 75*'' became the 1®* Battalion of the Gordon High- 
landers. Ho did not accompany tho battalion on its 
proceeding to Egypt on service in 1882. In August 
1883 he joined the regimental depot at Al)erdeen, at 
which place he continued serving with it until August 
1885, when ho rejoined the head-quarters of the battalion 
in Malta. On tho !»* September 1886 ho was promot- 
ed to tho rank of Captain. In December 1888 he 
accompanied tho battalion from Malta to Ceylon, 
whence in January 1892 he proceeded with it to Bengal. 
Landing at Calcutta, ho proceeded with tho battalion 
to Subathu, at which place and at Amhala (during the 
winter months) he served witli it until tho cold season 
of 1893-94, when he accompanied it to llawal Pindi. 

In January 1895 he went home on leave, but he return- 
ed to India on the battalion Ixiing warned for service 
in connection with the disturbances in Chitral, and he 
got back in time to hike a part in the operations of tbo 
Chitinl Relief Force (India Medal and clasp). On 
the 1®* July 1895 he was advanced to the rank of 
Majoi*. He ^turned to Rawal Pindi with tho battalion 
towards the end of September, and at that place and 
(during the summer months) at Gharial and Kuldana 
in the Murreo hills, he continued serving with the 
corps for tw’o years. On tho outbreak of the Frontier 
War, he, in the autumn of 1897, accompanied the Imtta- 
lion to the front, and in October he went with it on the 
Tirah Expedition. He saw, however, only the opening 
of that campaign, having fallen in the first action on 
tbo Dargai Heights, on iho 18'** Octoljer 1897. 

Jephson, William Holmes, M, D., Vepy. In- 
Bpectnr^Genfral of TTospitnls (1821 — 1870). — Grave at 
Jmhorey No. 077. — Entered H M *•'* Service on tlie 12*'* 
July 1844 as an Asst. -Surgeon Iti the 61®* Foot. He 
joined that regiment at Cork, and in .fiily 1845 em- 
barked with it for Bengal. Having hiuded at Calcutta 
in the following Octolx?r, ho accompanied the regiment 
to tho Upper I'rovinces, aiTiving at Cawiiporo in Feb- 
ruary 1846. Towards the end of the same year he 
proceeded with tho regiment to Anibala, whonco he 
marched with it to JnlTundiir in Febniary 1848. In 
the antunin of 1848 ho served with tho regiment in 
operations against insurgents in the .Tiillnndur Doab, 
and in 1848-49 ho was with it throughout tho <!am]>aign 
in the Punjab, including the passage of tho Chonab, 
the action of Sadnlapnr, the battles of Chilianwula, 


and Oujeiut, and the pursuit of the routed Sikhs ahA

medical charge of detaohments of the 60*'' Rifles and of 
his own regiment, he proceeded on service against the 
Baizai village^ in Yusafzai; in the course of this 
service he was sJso .placed in medical •charge of the 
Corps of Guides, and in tho exercise of these combined 
charges he served throughout the operations conducted 
by Colonel Bradshaw, including the capture and d5^ 
struction of tho villages of Sanghao, Palli, Zurmanddi 
and Sherkliana (India ^^dal and clasp). In April 186Q 
he proceeded on leave to Europe, and on the 15*** Novemij 
her following he was transferred to the 9*** Lancers^ 
He returned to India towards the end of 1851 and 
joined the 9*'' Lancers at Ambala, at which station hd 
served with tho corps until August 1853, when he was 
appointed to the medical charge of tho Murree Con- 
valescent Depf)t. On the 28"* November 1853 ha 
exchanged into the 96*'' Foot, but the War Office sub- 
sequently altered tbo date of the arrangement to tha 
27*** January 1854. He continued in charge of the 
Murree Depot until the end of October 1854irwhen he 
proceeded and joined the 96*'' , with which corps he soori 
afterwards went home. On the 12*** January 1855 ha 
was promoted to the rank of Staff Surgeon and detailed 
iov duty with tho Eastom Army, which, immediately 
on his arrival in England in March 1855, ho ac- 
cordingly proceeded to join. On the 29*'' Juno 1865 
he was appointed Surgeon to tho 1®*. Dragoon 
Guards, with which corjis ho completed the Crimean 
service begun on the Staff, taking part in tho siege 
and fall of Sevastopol (Medal and clasp, Turkish 
Medal, and fifth Class of tbo Order of the Modjidieh). 
Ho returned home in July 1850, and served with his 
regiment at Exeter and Aldershot until July 1857| 
when ho embarked with it for India, and having 
landed at Madras in tho following November, he ac- 
companied the regiment to Bangalore. On tho 12*'' July 
1864 ho was advanced to tho mnk of Surgeon-Major. 
In Decernbe^r 1864 ho proceeded' with the regiment to 
Sociinderabad, where he sfuwod with it until it returned 
home in tho spring of 1866. On landing in England 
in July 1866 he accompanied his regiment to Colchester, 
where he served with it until the spring of the follow- 
ing year. On the 9**' Mareh 1SG7 ho was promoted to 
the rank of Deny. Inspector- Geneml of Hospitals, and 
having been detailed for duty in Bengal, he proceeded 
to Tndin, ivhcre, on arrival, he was posted, June 1867, 
to tho Lahore Cirede. In that Circle he continued 
serving until his death, which took place at Mian JMir 
on the 7*'' April 1870. 

Johnson, James Richard, Surgeon-Major (1838— 
1878 ). — Gnire at Abbot fabad^ No. 922. — -Entered H. 
M.’s Indian Military Forces, Bengal, as an Assistant- 
Surgeon, in 1859. Arrived in India in November of 
the same yciar, and Avas ordered up to Peshawar soon 
afh'nvards for duty at that station. On arrival there, 
towards tho end of DecemlxT, he was appointed to do 
duty with tho Artillery Division. In tho spring of , 
1860, on duty with the Peshawar Mountain Train and 
detachments of Nos. 2 and 3 Punjab Light Field 
Ihitteries, he proceeded on service with the Mahsud 
Waziri Expeiliiion, and took part in most of the oper- 
ations .of tho campaign wliieh ensued, including the 
forcing of the Barara Pass on the 4*'' May (India 
!Medal and clasp). On tho return of the oxped ition, 
he resnniod duty with tho Artillery Division at Pesha- 
war in Juno 1860, and in tho following September he 
received tho additional jnedical charge of the I?*** 
Ii*:ognlar Cavalry at tho same station. Later on, in 
November and December, ho was placed in medical 
charge of two batteries of Artillery and of detacliments 
of tho 7**' and 98"' Foot in camp at Chainkani, In 
February 1861 his services wore placed at tho disposal 
of the Punjab Government, and on the 13**' of that 
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mbnth he was appc&ted to tho offg. medioarbharge of 
the 1*^ Sikh Enniitryi at Bazmn. He mta ntode peiv 
a^ent in the ftppoiiittotnt in May 1862, add in tiie 
iblloyring Novemlm he accompai^d the re^^ent to 
Dera Ohazi Khan, at which station, in the summer hf 
1863, he also held medical charge ol the !■* Punjab 
Oayalry; In March 1865 he pToraedctd with the regii* 
inent to Mulihn. la the lollowing month he Was 
removed to the medical charge of tho 5^^ Ourkha 
Be^meut at Abbottabad, and for sonic time in tho 
spring of 1866 he held the civil surgeoncy of that 
station in addition. In April 1866 he was tnmsferred 
Bb the medicfid oharue of tne Corps of Guides and the 
civil surgeoncy of Mardan, which he held for nearly 'six 
years, but duxmg this period he was twice temporarily 
detached, — first, as Medical Officer in Kashmir in the 
summer of 1867, and again as Civil Surgeon of 
Srinagar, Kashmir, in tho summer and autumn of 
1871. In January 1872 he was appointed Medical 
Officer of the 5^^ Gurkha Regiment, which he joined at 
Abbottabad, and in the summor of 1873 he was apix)int- 
ed Staff Surgoon at that station, in addition. He 
oontinuc4 jn this position until April 1876, when ho 
proceeded on leave, eventually going homo on fiirlongh 
in the following month. He returned to India in 
November 1876 and resumed medical charge of the 5^*^ 
Gurkha Regiment at Abbottabad, and in the winter 
of 1877-78 he served with that corps in the campaign 
against tho Jowaki Afridia (clasp added to India 
Medal). On tho conclusion of tho operations ho return- 
ed with the regiment to Abbottabad, and be died at 
that place on tho 20^ May 1878, of typhus-fever, con- 
tracted “ whilst attending tho famine -stricken poor in 
Hazarii.” 

Notk. — Siirgpon- Major (then Assiataut* Surgeon) Johnaon mar- 
Tied, at Mian Mir on tho 12th December 1807, Charlotte Frances,

This lady died on tho 18th Sopteinbor 1872. 

Johnson, Thomas Shaw, Captain ( 1 8 6 4— 
1900 ). — Grave at, Gilqity No, 1143.— Born on the 7^*^ 
April 1864.— 'Entered H.M.’s Service (from tho Royal 
Mily. College) on th February 1884, as a Lieutenant 
in the Battalion Bedfordshire Regiment (the 16*^ 
Foot), then serving in tho Madras Pi’esidcncy, Joined 
the hattalioif at Thayet Myo, in Lower Burma, in May 
1884, and in the cold season of 1884-8.5 accompanied 
it to Bellary. On the April 1880 he was appointed 
an Offg. Wing OlTieer in tho .31“^ Madras Infantry, on 
probation for the Staff Cori)s, into which ho was after- 
wards admitted with effect from that (Late. He joiimd 
the regiment at Mangalore, and served >vith it thore 
until the following August, when he was attached tem- 
porarily to tho Madras Infantry, for service in 
Burma, where war was then going on. He served with 
this corps in Lower Burma until January 1887, when lio 
proceeded with it to Moulineiii. In February 1887 he 
was appointed a Wing Officer in his own regimont, the 
31**, but he continued serving with tho 30^*' at Moulmein 
until the following July, when ho w'as attached to the 
10<-b Madras Infantry, forming part of thci Burma Ficdd 
Force, and with this <jorps he served during tho oper- 
ations of 1887-88 (India Medal and two clasps). Ho 
rcTT/^ined with the until April 1888, when he j>ro- 
cceded on six months* leave, on tlie expiry of wiiioli, 
in October, he rejoined his own ingiinent at Mangaloiv. 

In the following year he officiated for some time? as 
Quarter Master of the regimont. In February 1890 ho 
accompanied the regiment to Tounghoo, in Lower 
Burma, whence, in the following April, he pi’oceedcd 
with it to Moulmein. In May 1890, on the reorganis- 
atiou of the 33*' Madras Infantry as a Burma battalion 
taking place, ho was transfeiTed to that corps as a 
Wing Officer ; he joined it at Tounghoo, and in Janu- 
ary 1891 proceeded wdth it to Fort Stedmau. In Feb- 
ruary 1891 he was appointed Offg. Adjutant of the 
regiment, and in the following October he accompanied

Johnson. William Byrne, Faj-Xim/enan/ (1836— 
lb76).— Grave at Simla, No 55/.— Son of Mr. William 
Johnson, sometime clerk in tho Office of the Sudder 
Board of Riivenuc at Allahabad, by Mary, his wife, 
daughter of Ijieutenant-Colonel John Byrne, 0. B. 
by a native woman. Born at Allahabocl on the 19th July 
1836.— EntciHjd H. M's. Service (fi-om tho Royal 
Mily. College, Sandhurst) on tho 6*^ June 1854 as an 
Ensign in tho 55*^ Foot. The regiment Ixjiiig tlien 
with the Eastern Army in Turkey, he was sent to tho 
deiH)t at Templomore, where ho served for three months, 
and on the 2l*t September 1854, consequent on casual* 
tics in the battle of the Alma, ho was promoted to tho rank 
of Lieutenant. In the following December ho joined his 
regiintmt in the Crimea, and ho thereafter served with 
it at the siege and capture of Sevastopol, being severely 
wounded at the storming of the Redan on tho 8*^ Sop- 
temlH'r 1855 (Medal and clasp). On the termination 
of the war and the evacuation of tho Crimeji, in June 
1856, he accompanied tho regiment to Gibraltar, and 
there on tho 7^^ August 1857, h(^ was permitted to retire 
from the service by the sale of liis commission. Whero 
and how ho was emjJoyed during tljo next ten years is 
unknown, hut from about 1867 onwards ho waS in 
Simla, unemployed, residing with his grandmother,

Johnston, Christopher, Ensign (1821—1863).— 

Grave at Suhatliu, No 428. — Served for mahy years in 
the mnks of tlu? 2‘i Battalion of the Rifle Brigade, with 
which he proceeded to India on tlio outlweak of the 
mutinies. Landing at Calcutta in NovemlxT 16*57, lie 
accornjiaiiied tho battalion to tho Upper Provinces and 
afterwards served with it throughout tho canij)aigriH of 
1858-59, including tlio siege and capture of Lucknow, 
and numerous afliiirs in various prts of Oudh (Modal 
and clasp). In recognition of his seiwices ho was pro- 
moted from Sergeant-Major to Ensign on Iho April 
18.59. On the termination of the operations ho accom- 
panied tlui Ijjit.Lalion to Lucknow, am* ving there towanls 
the end of June 1859. Tn the following c(jld season ho 
marched with the corps to Suhaihii, wiiere (excluding a 
chaiig(J to Ambabt during the ,viriti;r of 186(J»61) ho 
served with it until Noveriiher 1862; lie then again 
proceeded with it to Arnhala, from wliicli station ho 
moved on with it to Delhi in February 1863.

Commandant of the 1^ Sikh Irregular C&valry, 
and having joined that regiment at Nawabganj, he 
served at the head of it throughout the campaigns of 
1858-59 in Ondh, and was present at tho actions of 
Hksanganj, Mionganj, Porwa, Morar Man, Simri, B(ra

kera^ the oaptnre of Umeria, the a&ir of Machligaon, 
thsaotionB of Kokla-ki-naddi, near Gouda (wounded

OaTalry) and Ibmgaon, and in tiie final operationa on 
the Nepal frontier (Me^, and promoted to the rank 
of Major by brevet). On the oonolnsion of the cam- 
paign he aobompanied flie regiment to Lucknow, arriv- 
ing there early in Jnne 1859, and he continued serving 
with it at that station until the snooeeding November^ 
when he was appointed Commandant of the 3^ Pnnjab 
Cavalry, the corps with which he had served from IMl 
to 1850| and which he now rejoined at Dera Ohari 
Ehan. In March 1860 he marched with the regiment 
to Dera Ismail Khan, and in the succeeding month, iu 
command of a portion of the corps, he proceeded on 
service on the Mahsnd-Waziri Ezpe^tion, throughout 
which he was actively employed, taking part iu the 
repulse of the night attack on the camp at Palosin 
and in the forcing of tho Barara Tangi. On the 
termination of these operations he was placed in oohi- 
mand of the force detailed to maintain tno blockade of 
tiie Wariris on the Tank border, and he continued on 
that duty until the spring of the following year, when, 
April 1861, ho went home on furlough. In August 
1861 he was admitted into tho Bengal Staff Corp^ 
with effect from the 18^^ Febraary preceding. He 
returned to India at the end of October 1862, and re- 
joined tho 3*^ P. 0. at Tank, whence he soon afterwards 
marched with it to Bannu. In March 1866 he moved 
with tho n'girnent to Kohat ; ho vras commanding at 
that station in 1868 when the Umkzais threatened the 
place, and, leading the force which repelled the raid of 
the Bizoti Urakzaia on tho IB^ March, he was engaged 
with them in the Ublan Pass. In January 1869 he 
accompmhd Die regiment to Rajanpur, and in the 
following MsiTCh ho wont home on furlough. He re- 
turned at t lie end of February 1871 and rejoined the 
regiment at llajanpur, whence in the cold season of 
1871-72 h(' inarched with it to Dera Ghazi Khan. In

furlough. Rotiiming to India in March 1877, he re- 
joined tho i*ogimeut at Dera Ismail Khan, whence, in 
the succeeding DocemW, being in a bad state of hoalDi, 
he again went home.

Jones, Nathaniel, Jifajoy General (1800 — 1869).-—

Amved in India in September 1817, and was sent np 
to'Barrackpoi'e to do duty with the 1”^ Battalion 20^^ 
N. 1. In September 1818 ho was posted to the 1*^ Bat- 
talion 29^^ N. I., but ho continued doing duty with 
the 1»^ Battalion 20^^^ until the en4 of July 1819, 
when ho was ordered to proceed and join his own corps, 
then forming part of the Narbadda Field jforce, and 
he joined it accordingly at Betdl. In October 1820 he 
went on sick leave, but be rejoined the battalion at 
Puri, in Orissa, in April 1821, and early in 1822 ho 
marched with tho corps to Benares. In September

in October he became offg. Interpreter and Quarter 
Master as well ; and he held both offices until near the 
end of the latter month.

H. M.’s Service on the 8^^ May 1^6 as a Lieutenant 
in the 6^^ Battalion, Connaught Bangers (the North 
Mayo Militia), which corps was inoorporated in the 
3<i Battalion, Connaught Rangers, in March 1889. On 
the 17^^ July 1889 he was appointed to the regnlar 
forces as a Second-Lieutenant in thd 4*h Dragoon 
Guards, and having joined that regiment at Newbrid^p 
he accompanied it to Dublin in September 1890. On 
the 8^^ October 1890 he was promo^ to the rank of 
Lieutenant. In June 1891 ho proceeded with the regi- 
ment to Aldershot, wlience he marched with it to 
Shomcliffe in June 1894, and in the following Sep- 
tember he embarked with it for India.

In November 1834, with 
this wing, he marched to Benares and there rejoined 
the head-quarters of the regiment, with which he 
proceeded to Barrackpore, arriving there towards tbo 
end of December. In December 1836 he accompanied 
the regiment to the Cuttack District, where disturb- 
ances had occurred, and he afterwaids served with 
it at Cuttack until November 1838, wben he marched 
with it en route to Dinaporo. On arrival there tho 
regiment was ordered to continue its march to Bareilly, 
and he arrived with it at that place in April 1839. In 
the spring of 1841 ho officiated for a mouth as Brigade- 
Major in Bohilkhand, and he again acted in the same 
post from September to November 1841, when ho 
marched with tho regiment to Karnal. Thence he 
proceeded with it to I^erozopore in February 1842, and 
in the following month he accompanied it on service 
to Afghanistan as part of the force under the command 
of General Pollock, but tho corps having been retainofi 
on the line of communications, he had not tho good 
fortune to be engaged in any of the actions fought 
during that campaign (Medal). On the return of the 
army from Afghanistan he accompanied the regiment 
to Ludhiana, whence he proceeded with it to Shah- 
jahanpnr in December 1843. In October 1845 he 
aooompanied the left wing to Fatehgarh, at which 
station, at the end of the same month, he was appointed 
to the charge of the recruit depot of the 4*** N. I. On 
the outbreak of the first Sikh War in tho following 
December, he accompanied the 6*** N. I. to the front 
and served with it in the latter part of tho Sutlej 
campaign, but tho corps having been employed on 
escort duties only he had no part in any of the gre«at 
actions of the war. In tho advance after the battle 
of Sofaraon he accompanied the regiment to Lahore, 
and there in March 1846 he was appointed Brigade- 
Major to the force retained at that place ; and he was 
re-appointed to that situation when final arrangments 
for the Army of Occupation were made in January 
1847. On the formation of tho Army of the Panjab 
in November 1848 ho was appointed Brigade-Major 
to the Eighth Infantry Brigade, which formed part 
of the Fonrth Division ;*on the 21st of the same month 
he was appointed Depy. Asst, Adjutant-General to tlie 
Vonrtti Division, but two days later this Division was 
broken np, and he reverted to the appointment of 
Brigade-Major to the Eighth Brigade (afterwards 
numbered the Seventh), which was now transferred to 
tho Third Division. With this brigade he served 
thronghoui the campaign of 1848-49 in the Punjab, 
and was present at the passage o£ the Ohenab, the 


action of Sadulapur, and the battles of Chilianwala and 
Gujerat (Medal and two clasps, and promoted to the 
rank of Major brevet). In March 1849, on the 
termination of the war, he was permitted to rejoin hie 
appointment of Brigade-Major at Lahore, but two 
months later, in May 1849, on the formation of the 
Punjab Irregular Force, his services tirere placed at tho 
disposal of the Foreign Department, and he was ^ 
|x>mt6d Commandant of the 2^ Punjab Cavaliy. He 
joined this regiment ‘at Gnjerat, and ih July 1849 he 
marched with it to Bawal Pindi, whence in March 1650 
he accompanied it to Ynsafzai, In the following 
September, being in bad health, he proceeded on tern- 
porary leave to Peshawar, but at that place he became 
.80 ill that he was unable to rejoin his regiment, and he 
eventually died there on the 17*** November 1850. 

Kelly, Edward, Captain (1790 — 1888). — Grave anA 
tablet at Karnal^ No, 192. — ^Entered H. M*8 Service 
on the 15*** April 1813 as an Ensign in the 13*** Foot* 
He joined that regiment in Canada a few months later, 
and served with it there during the last year of tho 
war with the United States. In the summer of 1815 
he returned home with the regiment, with which, 
during the next seven years and a half, he served 
in Jersey and Guernsey, and in varionf*) parts of 
the United Kingdom. On tho 2^ September 1819 he 
was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. In January 
1823, when the regiment embarked for Bengal he was 
left l^hind with the depot at Chatham, and he remained 
attached to it for nearly three years. In 1826 he 
proceeded to India and joined the regiment at Berham- 
poTO on its return from service in Ava. At the end of 
the same year he accompanied it to Dinapore, at which 
station he served with it until September ,1828, when, 
after trial before a General Court Martial, he was 
ordered to proceed to England and there await the 
decision of the King on his case. He was attached to 
the regimental depot until 1831, when he returned to 
India and rejoined the 13*** at Dinapore. Towards 
the end of the same year ho inarched with the regiment 
to Agra, whence ho accompanied it to Kamal in the 
winter of 1835-36. On tho 22<* July 1836 he was 
promoted to tho rank of Captain, and in that rank he 
contiuned serving with his regiment until his death. 
Ho died at Kamal on the 1”* September 1838. 

Notb. — In tho inscription on the tablet in St. James* Church 
Tower, Karoal, this officer is mis-styled ** R. E. Kelly **. The 
writer of the inscription evidently followed a lofhlly published 
Army List, in which the mistake first appeared ; in tlio War OfBon 
Army hist and in official documouts tho^^^offleer was never siylel 
anything but " Sdward Kelly.’* 

Kelthf David, M.A., M. D., AssistanUSnrgeon^ 
(1829 — 1853). — Grave at Ahbottabad, No, 909. — Son 
of Dr. Alexander Keith, of Edinburgh. Bom on 
tho 7*** May 1829. — Entered the Bengal Armj in 
1851 as an Assistant- Surgeon. Arrived in India in 
December of the same year, and on the 1>* of the fol- 
lowing month was sent to Dum-Dum to do duty with 
the Artillery there. At the end of Janua^ 1852 he 
was ordered up to Cawnpore, and on arrival there, 
in February, was directed to proceed to Allahabad and 
assume medical charge of a body of European reemite 
proceeding from that station to Meemt. On reaching 
Meerut in April he was appointed to do duty with the 
division of Artillery at that place, and he remained 
there until the middle of June, when he was ordered to 
Delhi to take temporal medical charge of the 13*** N. I. 
Tow^ds the end of September he was removed in the 
same position to the 15*** N. L at Ambala, but wrlj 
in the following month he was relieved of tiiis dharge 
and ordered to do duty under the Snperintending 
Surgeon of the Sirhind Circle. Towards the end of 
October he was appointed to the temporary medical 
charge of the 4*** Troop 1** Brigade, Horse ArtiUet^, 
prooeeding from Ambala to Muttra, and on the termi- 
ration of this duly, in tho middle of the succeeding 
month, he was sent from Meerut to Sialkot in medkm 
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charge of (she head-qoairters and the 6^^ Company of 
ibe Battalion of Artillery. On this duty being 
completed he was ordered, December 1852, to asenme 
medical charge of the 3^ Sikh Local Tnfdntry, proceed- 
ing from Hoshiarpnr tq||bzara on service against the 
TTi^iUkTigiiiia of the Bladt Mountain, but he was unable 
to join immediately, and the operations had terminated 
bexore the regiment could reach the scone of action. 
He eventually joined the regiment at Abbottabad, 
where a cantonment was then bein^ formed, in January 
1853, and he continued serving with it there until his 
death. He died in camp at Abbottabad on the 14^^ 
July 1853. 

Kelly, Ambrose Hamlltoi], Surgeon, (e. 1845 — 
-Memorial at Mardan, No, 1001. — ^Entered 
M.’s Indian Medical Service on the 1®* October 
1869, as an Assistant-Surgeon on the Bengal Plstab- 
lishment. Arrived in India in May 1870, and after 
doing duty in the Presidency General Hospital for 
nearly two months, was ordered up to Lucknow in July, 
and, on arrival there in August, was attached to the 
13**^ Bengal Cavalry for duty. In the following No- 
vember he was ordered to proceed to Goona and assume 
medical charge of the 2^ Central India Horse, and he 
continued iA)rving with this regiment and afterwards 
(on its departure to Agar) with a detachment of it left 
at Goona until April 1871. Ho was then ordered to 
Agra, at which place, in the same month he was 
' appointed to do duty with the N. I. Towards the 
end of May 1871 he was ordered to Meerut, and thence 
immediately afterwards detached to Roorkee, to take 
medical charge of the depot of the Bengal Sappers and 
Miners. In the following month he was sent up to 
Chakrata to ^ take medical charge of the detachment 
of Sappers and Miners at that station, but towards the 
end of July he was ordered back to Meerut, and, on 
arrival there in August, appointed to the medical 
charge of the N. I. In the following Octolier he 
was ordered down to the Presidency, and there ap- 
pointed to the medical charge of a wing of the 22<^ 
K. I., at Banuckpore ; with this wing he afterwards 
joined the other wing at Dacca, and with the regiment 
he served in the Kachar Column throughout the Lushai 
Expedition of 1871-72 (India Medal and clasp). On 
the termination of the operations he accompanied the 
22^ to Jhelum in April 1872, and at that station in the 
same month h3 held for a short time the additional medi- 
cal charge of the Peshawar Mounteiu Battery. In May 

1872 he was appointed to the offg. medical charge of 
the 1®^ Punjab Infantry at Edwardesab id, at which 
station he also had the temporary additional charge of 
the 1®* Sikh Infantry for a brief period. In March 

1873 ho was transferred from the 1®* Punjab Infantry 
to the ofFg. medical charge of the Corps of Guidos, to 
which appointment that of OfFg. Civil Surgeon of 
Mardan was at the same time added ; he held the latter 
only to the spring of 1874, but ho continued in the 
former until March 1875, when ho was displaced by 
the return from furlough of the permanent incumbent. 
He, however, continued doing duty with the Guidos, 
and in the following month he was again appointed t ) 
the offg. medical charge of the corps, in which position 
he remained until June 1876, when the permanent 
appointment of Medical Officer of the Corps of Guides 
was conferred upon him. As Medical Officer of the 
eorps ha served with it in flle Jowaki Expedition of 
1877-78 (clasp to India Medal). In the summer of 
1S7S he was again appointed Civil Surgeon' of Mardan. 
In November of the same year, on the breaking out 
ef war with Afghanistan, he aocomfianied the Corps of 
Guides on service with the First Division of the Pesha- 
war Valley Field Force, and served throughout the 
aampaigu of 1878-79, including the operations resulting 
in the reduction of AU Masjid, the advance to Jalalabad 
and other afEairs and movements on the Kliaibar line 
lutil the conclusion of the treaty of Oandamak, after 
which he returned with the corps to Mardan* In July 
1879 he was appointed Surgeon to the Embassy at 


Kabul, and accompanied Sir P. L. N. CtvagiiiiiM 
that place. He was there when the ontbreu of ili4 
3^ September following took plaoe and the British 
Embassy was attacked by the mntinons Afghan soldiery 
and the rabble of the oitjr, and, with the other British 
officers of the mission and the greater part of the 
escort^ he fell in the desperate oonfliot which enaned. 


Kelly, Michael, lieutenant ( ?— 1845)* — Tat- 
at Ferotepnre, No. 44S. — Served for several years 
the ranks of H. M.'s Foot (the Somerestshire Light 

Infantry), and was with that « corps thronghont the 
Campaigns of 1838-42 in Afghanistan, including the 
storm and capture of Ghazni (slightly wounded) and 
the occupation of Kabul, in 1839; the capture of 
Tutamdarra, the attack on Julgarh, the action of 
Kai*daiTa, and various other affairs in the Eohislaa 
of Kabul, in 1840 ; the forcing of the Khurd Kabul 
and Jagdalak passes, the action at Tezin, the defence 
of Jalalabad, and the defeat of the enemy before 
the place, in 1841-42 ; and, finally, the actions of 
Jagdalak and Tezin, and the ro-ocoupatiou of Kabul, 
under General Pollock, in 1842 (Medals for Ghazni, 
Jalalabad, and Kabul). On the 26^*^ December 1842 
ho was promoted from Colour- Sergeant in the 13*'** to 
Ensign in the 62<i Foot, and npon this being announced 
in India in March 1843, he left the 13^^ at Mubarak- 
pur (where it was then encamped, en rttute to Kasaulil, 
and joined his new regiment at Dinaporo. On iiie 11“ 
May 1844 he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. 
At tho end of that year he accompanied the 62^ ^ to 
Ambala, whence it was sent on to Ferozopore, arriving 
there towards the end of March 1845. In the Nov- 
emhor and December following he offioiaiod for a 
month as Interpreter to tho regiment. Still serving 
at Ferozeporo when the first Sikh War broke out, 
he on tho 21®^ December 1845 marched out with 
tho regiment, forming part of the Fourth Division of 
tho Army of the Sutlej, to join the main army, 
under tho Commander-in-Chiei in tho attack on tho 
Sikh position at Firozshahr ; and in tho sanguinarv 
action which ensued during tho afternoon of the same 
day, he unfortunately fell, having, as ho advanced 
to the assault, been cut down and killed upon tho spot 
by a Sikh who had been lying in ambush. 


Kemp, Edward Thomas, Lieutenant (e. 
1836— 18.59 ).— at Jullundur, No. 556.— Entered 
tho Bengal Army in 1853. Arrived in India in May 
1854, and was sent up to Benares to do duty with tho 
42* N. I. In tho following August ho was posted 
to the 61®^ N. I., and having joined that regiment at 
Lucknow, he accompanied it to Jullundur in tho 
spring of 1855. He was with the corps at that station 
when it mutinied in June 1857. On the 15^** of tho 
same month he was appointed to officiate as Adjutanfi 
with tho faithful remains of the regiment, but ho 
remained in this position for little moro than a fort- 
night, having on tho 1®^ July been ordered down to 
Delhi, to join tho force before that place. There on 
the 24*^, ho was attached to the 1®‘ Punjab Infantiy, 
and with that corps ho served throughout the remainder 
of tho siego, taking part in the storm and capturo 
of tho place. Ho su^eqnently retumod to Jullundur, 
and ho remained there, att^hed to the ronuuns of the 
61®* N. I., until April 18.58, when he was appointed 
to do duty with tho 21®* Punjab Infantry. Ho joined 
this regiment at Mian Mir, and served with it there 
until the following September, when he was appointed 
to do duty with tho I?*** Punjab Infautiy. In the 
following Novomber ho joined the 17**^ in Ilohilkhand, 
but he was shortly afterwards attached, as a temporary 
arrangement, to the Kamaon Levy, then forming part 
of a field force employed, under the command of Briga- 
dier«Genoral Walpole, in guarding the fords of the Sarda^ 
and with this corps ho took part in the severe aottOB ' 
atSassia Ghat on the 15^ January 1859. On that 
occasion, while resisting, with distinguished gallanay 
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llie passage of the river by the enemy, he fall mortally 
'woimded, and he died in camp at Mela Ohat on the 
foUow&igday. 

Kendalli Bernard, Captain (1811 — 18461.— 
Otav0 at FwozBpoTtj^^^'^ not6 to No. 442.— Entered 
the Bengal Army in 1828. Arrived in India in June 
1829, and in the following month was sent up to 
Cawnpore to do duty with the 33* N. I. In the 
sacoeeding September he wae posted, as a snpernnmeraiy, 
to the 2"* Europnan Regiment, which he joined at 
Agra. This corps, at the end of October, became the 
feft wing of the Beifgal European Regiment, and 
with it, early in 1832, he proceed^ to Dinapore, where, 
in the May following, he was first brought on the 
effective strength of the corps. He continued serving 
with the regiment at Dinapore until October 1835, 
when he proceeded on leave to Calcutta, whence in 
‘Ae following December he went home on furlough. 
He returned to India in February 1839, and his regi- 
ment being then on service in Afghanistan, ho proceed- 
ed to Agra and there joined the depot, of which he was 

{ laced in temporary charge in the following December, 
n February 1840 he was sent to Meerut to do duty 
with a detachment of drafts sent from the regiment in 
Afghanistan for incorporation in the new 2* European 
Regiment, then being formed, and, on joining, was 
appointed Staff Officer to the detachment ; but within 
a few days ho was appointed to the command, and 
in command, towards the end of the month, he took 
the detachment to Agra, whence, in March, he was 
sent in charge of it to Dinapore.^ Ho subsequently 
rejoined the depot at Cawnpore, and in December 1840 
he was appointed acting Adjutant to it. In January 
1841 he was appointed to the command of a consider- 
able detachment comprising the sick of the regiment 
and the wives and families of the men, and with it 
he proceeded to Kamal, at which place, in the ^follow- 
ing March, ho rejoined the regiment (which ^ was now 
etyled the 1*^ European Light Infantry) on its return 
from Afghanistan. In October 1842 he proceeded 
on sick leave to Mussoorie, where he remained for more 
than a year. He rejoined the regiment at Subathu 
in November 1843, and immediately afterwards accom- 
panied it to Ludhiana and Ferozepore, but he 
x^med with it to Subathu in April 1 844, ' and 
continued serving with it there until December 1845, 
when, on the outbreak of the first Sikh War, he 
marched with it to join the Army of the Sutlej. 
Joining the Army the day after the battle of Mudki, 
ho, two days later went into action with the regiment 
at Firozshahr,* and in that sanguinary .engagement he 
fell dangerously wounded. Towards the end of the 
succeeding month he was directed to return to Subathu 
and take charge of the regimental depot at that place, 
but ho was too ill to make the journey, and he even- 
tually died of his wounds, at Ferozepore, on the 
February 1846. 

Kentf Robert, Lieutenant- Colonel (o. 1792 — 
1848).— Grave at Lahore^ No. 600. — Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1808. Arrived in India in July 1809, and 
in the usual course was sent to join the Cailet Company 
at Barasat. On the SO^*' December 1809 he was posted 
to the Battalion 6^** N. I. He continued at Barasat 
until November 1810, when, having been struck off the 
^ strength of the Cadet Company, he pi^eeded to the 
Upper Provinces, and joined his battalion at Delhi. 
Early in 1813 he accompanied the corps to Kamal, 
whence, on the outbreak of the Gurkha War in October 
1814^ be marched with it to Meerut and immediately 
proceeded with it on service to the Dehrs Dun, in the 
ibree under the command of Major-General Gillespie. 
He thereafter served with the battalion throughout 
the campaign of 1814-15, and took part in the move- 
ment into the Dehra Dun, the attacks on and eventuid 
reduction of the fort of Ealanga, the action of Dubiri, 
the occupation of Nahan, the attack on Jaithak, and the 
cubeequent siege and blockade of that place until it' 


surrendeied in May 1815. On the termination of the 
war he proceeded with the battalion to Meerut^ arriving 
there in June 1815, but he afterwards, in the same 
year, marched with it to Aligarh, whence he accom- 
panied it to Delhi and Bewswin 1816. On the form- 
ation of the Grand Army m S^tember 1817, he 
accompanied the co^s on service in the Reswe 
Divisi^, and served with it throughout the Maharatfa- 
Pindari Campaign of 1817-18, proceeding with it to 
Neemuch on the conclusion of the operations.

Wing 
Officer in the 1*^ Battalion 5^^ Ourkha Rifle Regiment, 
on probation for the Indian Staff Corps, into which 
he was subseqaentlj admitted as a Lieutenant with 
offect from that date. He joined the battalion at 
Ahbottahad, and in the autumn uf 1892 served with 
it in the Isazai Expedition. In 1893-94 he officiated 
fora shoit time as Quarter- Master of the battalion, 
and also as Adjutant in the latter year. In the 
winter of 1894-95 he accompanied the battalion on 
service, and was present with it thioughout the 
Waziristan Expedition (clasp added to India Mmlal). 
fie returned to Abbottabad with the battalion in April 
1895, and continued with it there until the spring 
of 1897, when he accompanied a wing of the corps to 
the Euram Valley. In June 1897, after officiating 
for nearly five years and a lialf, he was appointed a 
Wing Offi<;^r permanently, and on the 25*^ August 
following he l^camo Quarter-Master of the liattalion. 
With the wing of his battalion he served in the Kuram 
Valley during the Frontier War of 1897, and towards 
the end of that year he was appointed Adjutant of the 
Kuram Militia. In 2900 he was appointed Second-in- 
Gommand of the Battalion oi the Kuram Militia, 
and in the following year he was appointed to officiate 
as Commandant this position he held at thc^ time of 
his death. He was accidentally shot in the Malana 
Tangi on the *9^** December 1901, when hunting in the 
hills north of Parachinar. 


Kewney, Henry, TAeutpnant (1809—1838). — 
Qrave at Karnal^ — Sep No, 190. — Entei^d the Bengal 
Army in 1827. Amved in India in October 1828, and 
in the following month was sent up to Allahabad to do 
duty with the 48**^ N. I. In March 1829 he was 

r ted to the 50*^ N. T., which he joined at Gorakhpur. 

December 1831 he marched with the regiment 
en route to Barrackjwe, but on the way down, in 
January 1882^ the regiment was diverted from its 
course in consequence of an insurrection amongst 
the Kols of^ Chota Nagpur, and until the setting in 
of the rainy season he was engaged in a senes of 
harassing operations against these people. In 1832-33 
he took part in another series of operations, equally 
harassing, against the Chuars of Barabhilm and 
Manbhfim, and it was not until near the end of March 
1833 that he reached Barrackporo with his regiment. 
Towards the end of 1834 he accompanied the regi- 
ment to Dacca, and while serving there in March 1835, 
he was appointed to officiate as a Depy. Asst. Qr. 
Master General, and was posted to the Presidency 
Office for duty. For several months he was employed 
on survey duty at Barrackpore and Dum-Dum, but 
towards the end of the year he was detached to Mhow, 
in Malwa, and having, in April 1836, been appointed 
a Depy. Asst. Quarter Master Genl. on the establish- 
ment^ he was formally posted to the Malwa Field Force. 
From this time to the summer of 1838 he was princi- 
pally employed on survey duty, the valley of ^ the 
Harbadda l^ing generally the scene of his operations. 
In September 1838 he was appointed Depy. Asst. 
Quart^Maater Genl. of the First Division of the Army 
the Indns ; proceeding to Earnal he there took np 
the duties of ms appointment, and for six weeks was 
inoeasaqily engaged in the preparations for an advance 
to Ferozepore, and for the movement thence towards 
Afghanistan. Unfortunately the strain proved too 
mnoh for him, for he suddenly became deronged, and 
oominitted soioido in camp at Earnal on the 4^^ No- 
Toniber 1 888. 


Keyes, Charles Valentine, JAeutenant (1876— 
IMl ). — Tablet at Ifardan^ No. 1023. -Son of mneral 
Sir Charles Patton Keyes, O.G.B., Indian Staff 
Corps^ (Madras), sometime (^mmanding the Punjab 
Frontier Force, with which most of his service ifom 
nassed. Born at Abbottabad on the 14^^ Febro^ 
i876.— Entered H. M.’s Service (from the Royal Mily. 
College) on the 16^^ January 1895 as a Seoond-Lieu« 
tenant on the Unattached List for the Indian Staff 
Corps. Arrived in India in March of the same year 
and was attached to the 1*^ Battalion, Ro^ West 
Surrey Regiment, which ho joined at Ambala on the 
29*^ of that month. In April he was attached to the 
Battalion, Royal Scots Fusiliers, and joined that 
corps at Sialkot. On the 29^^ Mai*ch 1896 be 
was admitted into the Indian Staff Corps, and in- 
the sncceodiiig month he vm.8 appointed an Offg«; 
Wing Officer in the 34th Bengal Infantry (Pioneers),, 
which he joined at Malakaud, and with which, at 
the end of May, he proeoedtHl to Jhelum. In July 
1897 jhe was transfeiTed, in the same position, to 
the Corps of Guides, and he had scaroely joined, 
when, in rosponse to a call for aid, the corps marched 
for Malakaud, onr position at which place had been 
suddenly assailed by a gathering of several thousands 
of the neighbouring triliosmen, led on by a fanatical 
and partially insane mullah. He took part in the 
defence of the Malakaud position until the final repulse 
of the enemy, and was slightly wounded on the, 
1st August in the first attempt to relieve Chakdarra ; 
he was also present at the relief of Chakdarra on the 
following day, and ho afterwards served in the ex- 
pedition to tipper Swat, including the action of 
Jiandakai on tlie 17^^ August, and in the campaign in 
Bajaur and the Mamand country in the following Sep- 
tember and October (India Medal and two obsps). 
On the termination of the Frontier War he returned 


to Mardan with the Guides, and there from .^ril 
1898 to June 1899 ho officiated as a Squadron Officer, 
in the Cavalry of the Corps. In July 1899 he went 
home on sick leave, and in April 1900, dnrii^ his 
absence, ho was appointed a Double-Company Officer . 
in the Guides Infantry* In June 1900, when his 
leave was al)out to expire, he was appointed to the , 
West African Frontier Force, with which he con- 
tinued serving until his death. This event (deplorable 
in the circumstances attending it) occurred at Arganm 
in the extreme north-west of Northern Nigeria, on we 
21*^ June 1901, when ho was brutally murder^ by a 
gang of French cattle-stealers, whom he was endeavour- 
ing to arrest. 


King, John Wallace, lAeutenani-Oolovyel (1802— 
1850)— Grare at Lahore^ No. 607. — Entered H. M.'s ‘ 
Service on tlio 24^^ March 1825 as a Comet in the 
6^^^ Dragoon Guards, and having joined that regiment 
at Glasgow, he moved with it to York in the spring 
of 1826, and afterwards served with it in various 
parts of England for five years. On the 14^^ February 
1828 he was promoted to the rank of Identenant. In 
April 1831 he accompanied the regiment to Ireland, 
where he served with it for three years, in the coarse 
of which, on the 28^** December 1832, he was ad- 
vanced to the rank of Captain. In April 1834 ha 
returned with the regiment to England and was 
stationed with it at Manchester, and daring the next 
twelve years he served with it at various stations in 
England, Ireland and Scotland. On the 14^^ Ibmh 
1845 he was promoted to the rank of Major, and on 
the 8^*^ September 1846 ho exchanged into the 14*^ 
Light Dragoons, and, arriving in Indm in the following 
December, he joined that regiment at' Ambala early 
in 1847. In February 1848 he accompanied the 
corps to Ferozepore, whence (having been promoted 
to the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel on the 25^^ April 
1848) he proceeded to Lahore^ in command of the 
left wing, m the snoceeding May. On the outhoBSok . 
of the second Sikh War he proceeded on servioe with 
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kil ragilooziL »nd mred with it thronghont the Punjab 
Ceuipajgn of 1848-49, inclnding the action of Ramnagar 
in which, on the faU of Lieut.-Colonel Havelock, « q,v,) 
he Bucoeejtod to the command of the corps], the passage 
of the Chenab, the battles of Chilianwala and Gnjerat 
ehorse killed under him), and the subsequent pur- 
suit of the Sikhs to Rawal Pindi and of the Afglmns 
to the mouth of the Khaibar Pass (Medal and 
two clasps). On the termination of the war he 
proceeded with the regiment to Lahore, and there on 
the 6*^ July 1850 he died by his own l^nd, in.ciroum- 
stances of an especially deplorable ohara^r, which 
made the affair the talk of the whole military world. 
It appears that some months prior to this lamentable 
occurrence, the Commander-in-Chief, Sir Charles 
Napier, in addressing the regiment after an inspection, 
made cer^n observations which Colonel King took 
as reflecting upon himself and, indirectly, upon his 
conduct at the battle of Chilianwala, and which, he 
averred in a letter which ho wrote immediately before 
his death, had created a mntinous spirit in the regi- 
ment. This spirit, it would appear, particularly mani- 
fested itself in the conduct of one soldier, who crowned 
a series of offences against discipline by grossly abusing 
and threatening the Colonel on parade. For tliis crime 
the man was tried by a General Court Martial and 
sentenced to be transported as a felon for seven years. 
Sir Charles, however, after censuring the Colonel, the 
Adjutant and the Assistant- Surgeon of the regiment, for 
alleged neglect of dnty, sent back tho proceedings of tho 
Court for revision of the sentence, which he considered 
to be, in the circumstances, too severe ; and subsequent- 
ly, on the Court declining to modify the sentence, he 
ps^oned the prisoner and reslprea him to the ranks. 
The decision of the Commander-in-Chief and thecensure 
recorded against himself produced such an effect upon 
Colonel King that, immediately on receiving intimation 
of the fact, he retired to his quarters, wrote the letter 
above alluded to, and destroyed himself. The justice 
of the censure passed upon Colonel King, individually, 
was much discussed at the time, and when all the 
surrounding ciroumstanccs of the case are considered, 
it certainly does appear to he very much open to 
question ; but there never could be any question 
of tho impolicy of restoring to the ranks, unpunished^ 
a hardened and reckless criminal who had threatened the 
life of his commanding officer. 


Kirby, Walter, Captain (1820 — 1847 ). — Grave at 
Kaeauli, No, 279. — Entered 11. M.’s Service on the 
June 1838 as an Ensign in the 51*^ Foot, which 
he joined at Chatham, and with a detachment of which 
he proceeded, in the following year, to Van Diemen’s 
Land, whither the greater portion of the regiment 
had already gone, and he served there with the corps 
for nearly time years. On tho 8th April 1842, while 
at home cm sick leave, he was promoted to the rank 
of Lieutenant in tho 29^^ Foot, and, remaining at 
home when that regiment emheurked for India, he 
afterwards joined the Royal Military College at Sand- 
hurst, where he studied for upwards of two ^ears, 
eventually passing out, in May 1845, with a certificate 
of the highest class. He arrived in India, in Sep- 
tember 1845, and in the following month joined the 
regiment at Meerut, whence in November he accom- 
panied the corps to Kasauli. The regiment had, 
however, scarcely there when, cm we outbreak 
of the first Sikh War, it was ordered down again to 
join the Army of the Sutlej, and, proceeding by a 
•eries of foroed inarches, it effected a junction with the 
Army at Mudki on the 19^^ December. Thereafter he 
served with it throughout the remainder of the Sutlej 
Campaign, and was present (in cominand of No. I 
Company) at the battles of Firozeshahr and Sobraon, 
in the latter of which he was very severely wounded, 
having been shot through the right leg as he moved 
forward.to theassanltof the entrraohment, and after- 
wards, as he lay helpless on the ground, Kw attacked 


by some of the enemy and irounded despeiutely on fhjg 
neck and shoullm with talwdr outs (Meul and ohm)y 
On the conclusion of the campaign he returned 
the regiment to Kasauli, and on the Deoember 
1846 he was promoted to the rank of Captain. Bo 
died at Kasauli on the 4^ August 1847. 

Kirk, John, M. D., Aseistant^Surgeon (c. 1831— 
1857).— Grace at Attack^ No. 846.— Entered the Beng^ 
Army in 1855 as an Assistant- Surgeon. Arrived in India 
in March 1856, and after doing duty for two mouths in 
the Presidency General Hospital was, in May 1856, 
ordered up to the Punjab, to do duty in the PeAawar 
Circle. On arrival at Peshawar on the 19^^ June he 
was ordered to join aqd do duty temporarily with 
H. M.’s Foot. He served with that corps unti].. 
the following November, when he was ordered to pro- 
ceed to Attock in medical charge of the left wing ok 
the 7**^ Irregular Cavalry, and, on arrival there, te 
assume medical charge of the garrison, retaining that 
of the wing of the 7^^ and taking in addition that 
of the 17^^ Irregular Cavalry at Shamshabad. A 
few weeks later the medical charge of a detachment 
of the 18^^ Irregular Cavalry at Shamshabad was- 
added to his duties, but on the 1*^ of December ha 
was relieved of all these extra charges, andT fell hack 
into his position of Garrison Assistant- Surgeon of Fort 
Attock. In the following Februaiy, however, he was, 
again placed in temporary medical charge of the 17^^ Ir- 
regular Cavalry, and in May 1857 the charge cl m 
detachment of the same corps at Shamshabad was im- 
posed upon him. These appointments were, as beforer 
in addition to that of Garrison Assistant-Surgeon, 
and ho retained the latter until the 21st July 1857,. 
when he died suddenly in Forii Attock. , 

Knight-Bruce, George Hamilton Wyndham, 

Cornet (c, 1826 — 1845 ). — Tablet at Ferozepore^ 

No, 442. — The third and youngest son of tho Right 
Hon’ble Stt James Lewis Knight-Bruce, P. C., of 
RoBhamptou Priory, Co. Surr^, sometime Vice-Clum- 
cellor England and First Lord Chief Justice of the 
Court of Appeal in Chancery.— Entered H. M.'s seirioe 
on the 26^** January 1844 as a Comet in the 8*^ Light- 
Dragoons. Arrived in India in the following October, 
and at the ond of that month proceeded to the 
Upper Provinces on duty with a detachment of re- 
crnits. He joined his regiment at Ambala in March 
1845, and in tho following month procegled on sick 
leave to Simla, where he remained until the middle of 
October. On the 3l*‘ October 184$ he exchanged into 
tho 16^^ Lancers, and immediately afterwards agoitt 
went on leave, preparatory to joining his new regiment 
at Meerut. On the outbreak of the first Sikh War, 
being tiien still on leave, he rejoined hhi old regimen^ 
the 3*^ Light Dragoons, at Amtela, and accompanying 
it to the front, served with it in the earlier part of thSr 
Sutlej campaign, including the battles of Mudki and 
Firozshahr in tho latter of which he fell,— 21*^ De* 
comber 1845. 

Kotx.— T his officer’s name WAi never rendered eorreetly in any 
of the Army Lists ; not only was his second Christian name IgnoieA^ 
but, by the omission of the hyphen^ his somame was made to 
appear as "Bmce** and **Bruee” only, whereas itwaaretlly 
Anij^ht-JBrue$, 

Knowles. Benjamin, A»0t.‘8urgeon, (e. 1841— 
IS66).— Grave and tablet at Kohat, No. 1042.— Entered 
H. M’s. Service on the 31*^ Mturoh 1863 as an Ao' 
sistant- Surgeon in the Bengal Medical Denartment^ 
Arriv^ in India on the 17*)^ Jannaiy 1866, ana on the- 
23d of the same month was ordered np to the ^njalv 
to do dnty in the Peshawar Gircla. On arrival at- 
Peshawar in Febmary 1866 he was appointed to tb» 
offg. charge the N. I., but he remained 

with that regiment for only a very short time, bavinir 
on the of tihe sneoeeding month been appwnted to 
the eharge of the 6^ FonjAb laziuitix. He. 
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ioined this corps at Kohat, and continued serving 
it until his death. Ho died at Kohat on the 29^*^ 
Jnne 1866. 

jjotR.— I n tlie inBcrlption on the tablet in St. Augnstino’g 
Church, Kohat, this officer is incorrectly styled “ W. Knowles.** 

Knowles. Frederickf Lieutenant (1801 — 1843). — 
Grave at Karnal, No. 183.— Born in October 1801.— 
Enlisted into the IB^ Light Dragoons in 1818, and pro- 
ceeded to IndiU with the i-egiment-in the following year, 
landing at Calcutta in July 1819. Ho accompanied 
the regiment to the Upper I^ovmcos the same year, 
and served with it at Meerut until In the winter 

of 1825-20 he accompanied tho corps on service with 
the Army under Lord Combcrmoix', and was present 
-with it at tho siege and capture of Bharatpur. Ho 
afterwards served >vith tho regiment at Cawnpmu fi-oiu 
1826 to 1832, and at Meerut from 1832 to 1838, and m 
*T.a latter roar ho accompanied it on its retui-n to 
Bngland, lauding thore in Juno 1838, after iiinc^n 
service in India. Having attained the position 
li Sergeant-Major, ho ms promoted on the Nov- 

omber 1838 to tho rank of Lnsignintho 7b"* High- 
landers, then at Glasgow, but ho never joined tliiit 
leitiment, and on tho 4.‘h January 18.39 he was tiwis- 
fowdtohis former coriis, tho U"* Light Dragoons, 
as a Comet, the appointment of Adjutant being con- 
ferred upon him on the following day. On tho 
Qth January 1840 ho was promoted to tho rank of 
Lieutenant, ami on the 2-> April 1841 ho exchanged 
into tho 3*1 Light Dragoons, then in India. Ho em- 
barked for India in tho autumn, and landing at Calcutta 
in November 1841, bo was soon afterwai-ds sent to tbo 
Upper Proviuces with a detachment of H. M.’s troops, 
at* first in tho capacity of Intoriirctor, aftemvards us 
ftctimf Adiiitant, and from Cawnporo onwards as oflicor 
in emnmaud. He joined tho depot of tho 3'> Light 
Dragoons at Karnal in April 1842, tho regiment being 
then absent on the field service in Afghanistan. With 
tho exception of ono visit to Meerut, on duty, in 
Soptomhor 181'2, ho remained with tho doisit until tho 
return of 3*' Light Dragoons from Afghanistan in 
Januai-y 1843. ivhen ho joined tho regiment at Karnal. 
On tho 17‘’* March following he was appointed acting 
Adjutant of tho i-ogimont, and in that x’ositiou he 
oontinnod serving with it at Karnal until his death, 
wS took place there on tho 12"* Juno 1843.

WroSorii-ic Kufrtvlos of tho a>l Hoiifial Cavalry.— Hin wi.low, Isalwlla,

Knox Edward William John, Captain (1820— 
1857).— Grace at Delhi; Tablet at Delhi, No. 162^ 
The fourth son of John Knox, Esqr., of Castleroa, Co. 
Mayo, by Maria Anne, his cousin and wife, tho eldest 
daughter of John Knox, Esq^-. of Mount lalcoibm 
the same county. Born in If 20.— Entered H. M. s 
Service on the 18‘>* October 1839 as an Ensign in tho 
17‘b Foot, tho depot of which ho pined at Chatham. 
On the 29‘h May 1840 he exchanged into Giu 75 /?<>*» 
which he joined in the Cape Colony, South Afrma. 
Ho returned home with tho regiment m September 
1843 and during tbe succeeding twelve montta wryod 
with’ it at Plymouth and at Newport, South Wales. 
On tho 24 August 1844 he was promoted to the ra^ 
of Lieuteuaut: In September 1845 he pr^eed^ mth 
the regiment to Ireland, and he served with it ttere 
(at b£ Athlono, DnUin, Kilkenny, Formoy and Cork) 


until May 1849, when it embarked for Bengal and ho 
accompanied tho regimental depdt to Chatham. In tho 
following year he proceeded to India himself, and, early, 
in 1851, joined tho regiment at Ambala. From July to 
tho end of October 1851 he was OfFg. Adjutant of tho 
regiment. In November 1852 ho accompanied tho loft 
wing of tho 75tb to Agm, as acting Adjiibint, and ho 
served with it there in that capacity until Ajiril 1853, 
when ho vacated tho appointment in oonsequonco of 
his having been promoted to tho rank of Captivin on tho 
15^b of Gio preceding month. In tho following Xovem- 
bor, on the wing inarching for Peshawar, ho proceeded 
to Calcutta in charge of invalids, on duty with Avhom 
ho went homo in tlio spring of 1 S54. Ho i*eturued to 
India early in 1850 and i-ojoiiiod tho leginumt at 
RikW'al Piudi, whenco in tho following winter he pix)- 
cooded with it to Kasaiili, arriving thoi*e towards tha 
end of February 1857. On the outbreak of tho ^Mutiny 
in ^lay 1857 ho marchod down to Ambala with tho 
rogimont, and accom])anying it aftorwanls in tho 
movement on Delhi, lie was pi* 080 ut with it iu tho 
action of Badli-ki-Serai, and at iho soi/iiro of iho 
Kidgo boforo Delhi. Four days later, on tho morning 
of tho Juno, wh(?n in command of tho pio(iiiet at 
tho Flag-Staff Tower, ho was sliot dead wliilst gallautly 
repelling a furious attack made by tho rebels on his 
])Ositioii.

Noth II.- - Captain Ku.>x married, in 185 1, C-harlolto Kmily, 
daughter of Major Gardiner, of Farm Hill, Co. Mayo. 

Kyle, Hallam D’Arcy, luvulcnant-CoUinel (1815— 
1857 ).. — Oraveat rvshivirat\ Nt). 973. — Tho fourth son 
of tho Bight llevd. Samuel Kylo, D. D., Ijord Bishop 
of Cork, Clo.yno and Boss, who was a cadet of iho Kyloa 
of I^aiirel Hill, near Coleraine, Co. Derry. Born in 
] 3 f 5 . — Entered If. M.’s Sorvico on tho 12*'* July 1833 
as an Ensign on tho Foot. Joined that regimont 
at Limerick, and in January 1834 aceom])anioil it to 
England, where (at J^IanchcBtor and (3i:ithiim) ho 
served with it for more iliau a year. In 1835 ho 
accomjianiod tho regiment to Now South Wales, wlioro 
ho servod with it for three years, in the oourso of 
which, on tho 23'^ Juiu) 1837, ho was iiromolcd to tho 
rank of Lieutenant. On the 24^k May 183‘J ho attainod 
the rank of Cajitain, and on tho 28*^ of tho succeeding 
inonih ho exchanged into tho 45^'‘ Foot ; and having 
joined that r(»giment at Winchester, ho afterwards 
served with it in South Wali»8 and Trela-iui until 
February 1843, when ho om])arked witli it for tho 
Capo Colony, South Africa. Landing in Simon’s Bay 
on tho 3'i May, he maiTdicd with tho regiment to Capo 
Town, whence ho was dohiehed to Natal in July in 
command of ono of two comjianios then sent thither to 
aid in the soltlmnent of the country and tho establish- 
ment of the Queen’s authority. In August 1843 ho 
marched with this detochment from Port Natal to 
Pietermaritzburg, wIhuico on tho airival of tho hoad- 
quartors of iho regimejit in May 1845, ho proceodod 
with his company to Durban. On tho 7‘^‘ April 1848 
ho was promoted to the rank of Major. He continued 
serving in Natal until January 1849, when ho 
succeeded to tho temporary command of tho Itosorvo 
Battalion of tho regiment, then stationed at Fort 
Haro, on tho borders of Capo Colony, wliero ho 
joined it ; in this command ho remained until tho end 
of tho succeeding March. Ho subsequently served 
with tha 45^^ throughout tho Kaffir War of 1851-52, 
in the coarse of which he on ono occasion commanded a 
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field column employed against the enemy (Medal, and 
promoted, 28^** May 1853, to the rank of Lieutenant- 
Colonel by brevet). On the October 1853 he was 
promoted to the regimental rank of Lieutenant-Colonel 
and placed on half-pay, but on the Foot (the 

Inniskilliiigs, being augmented for service in India, 
he was brouglit back on full pay and ap|)omted 
Iiieutenant-Colonol of that regiment, — 24^** March 1854. 
He did not, liowever, accompany the regiment to India, 
and it was not until tlio oml of November 1 855 that he 
joined the cot*j)s at Sialkot. In December 1856 he 
proceeded with the n*giment to Nowshera, and he wtis 
serving wiOi it there when the IMiitiiiy broke out in 
May 1857. He was actively employed throughout tho 
troubles of the time, sliaring in all tlie movements of 
tho regirnont in tho Rawal Piudi and PcishaTvar dis- 
tricts, but his health broke down under tho hardships 
and exposure that ho was compelled to undergo, and 
he died at Peshawar on the 10*^ Octoljor 1857, of 
dysentery and fever.

Lamb, John, Ma^or ami Temporary Idetitenant’- 
CoZoneZ (1854 — 1897). — Oravc at Malakandf No. 1111. 
— Son of Major (jcjiieral Charles Francis Grant Lamb, 
Bengal StaiT Corps, and grandson of Assistant-Surgeon 
John Lamb, lleugal Medical Service, many years Civil 
Surgeon at ^lalda, and of Lieutenant-Colonel Stoj)hen 
Nation, C, B., Bengal Infantry, who led the last decisive 
charge at tho battle of Makwanpur in 1816. Born at 
Darieeling on the 13*-^ September 1854. — Entered H. 
M/s Sorvico on the 12^^ June 1872 as a Lieutenant in 
the I**** Royal Ijanark [Militia, from Avhich, in August 
1874, ho was transferred, in the same i*ank, to tho 
Hertford Militia. On the 2‘i Docemlx?r 1874 he was 
appointed a Lion tenant in the 2'^ Battalion 16^^^ Foot, 
which hc^ joined at Chatham. In February 1876 ho 
embarked wdih the battalion for India, and, landing at 
Madras, accompanied it to S(?cuiKlerabad in tho following 
month. From Deccunliev 1876 to January 1878 ho was 
attached to tiio Convalosront Depot at Wellington. 
His services having been placed at tho disposal of tho 
l^oreign Department in April 1879, ho was a]»pointed to 
iuie chavgo (jf tho depot of the Meiavara Battalion, at 
Ajmer, w'iih ciTcct from tho 22‘^ of tlie])roccding month, 
from w’hl<'h date? ho was afterward.s admitted into the 
Bengal Sl:ilT (.'orps. In July 1879, oii tho roturn of tho 
Mcrwai’a Uiittailou fi-om Held sorvico in Afghanistan, 
his services were re])laced at tho disposal of the; Coiii- 
maiuh‘r-iii-Chicj', and on the 28<*^ of that month ho was 
aj>poinled an OITg. Wing Officer in the 12^^^ N. I. On 
tho following day he was nominated 'to officiate as 
Quarter-MivsUv, aiul having joined the rcginuait at 
Agivi, ho cOMtinued serving with it there until early in 
tho succec<liiig October, when ho w’as ap])ointetl an 
Offg. Wing Officer in tlie 24^'* (Punjab) N. I., then 
oil SfTvicc on the Kljaibar lino. Having joined that 
regiment at Jalalabad, ho wais a|)]iointed Offg. Adjutant 
in Deceud'cr, and during that month ho served with tho 
COi*jis in tho o] orations in the passes Ixyoiid Jalalabad, 
including the action of Jagdalak (Medal). He conti- 
nued official i Mg a.s Adjutant until March 1880, when 
ho moved uj) wdtli tho regiment to Kabul, at which 
laco lio roniijmed serving with it until tin* following 
August, when, having fallen .si(*k, lie was obliged to 
leave Afghanistan and proc(?od on leave to frJiiula, thus 
missing tiie honour of serving with his regiment iii tho 
celebratotl march to Kandahar under Sir Frederick 
Rolxirts. In Novcnd)Or 1880 he was ajipointcd a Wing 
Officer in tho 22"'^ (Punjab) N. I., and on the expiry of 
his sick leave at tho end of the month ho joined that 
regiment at Mian Mir. On the Decendu r he was 
appointed Offg. Ailjutant of tho regiment, and ho con- 
tinued officiating until the end of April 1881, when ho 
was made iKu-manont in the appoinimont. Early in 
1881 he aLCumpanied tho regiment to Delhi, and in 
December of that year he went home on leave. Return- 
ing to India in September 1885 he rejoined the regi- 


ment at Delhi, and in the Dooembev following, on attain- 
ing the rank of Captain, he vacated tho Adjutancy of 
tho corgs. In January 1886 he again went home on 
leave, and was absent from India until the following 
Octo^r. In Februarv 1887 he was appointed to officiate 
as a Wing Commanoor, and i^ the autumn of that 
year he was appoinhui Station Staff Officer at Delhi, 
in addition to his other duties : the Latter ap])ointment 
he held until the rogimant loft Delhi for jPerozepore at 
the end of the year, Imt he continued officiating in the 
former until March 1888. In July 1888 ho was again 
appointed Offg. Wing Commander, and he continued 
serving in that capacity, at Forozopore, until February 
1889, when he was appointed Depy. Asst. Adjt. Genl. 
and Qr.-Mr.-Gonl. wdth tho Sikkim Field Force: 
this ap])ointmont ho held for eleven months. 
the cud of January 1890 ho was appointed a District 
Staff Offloor of the Second Class (D. A. A.-G.), and 
having in tho following March l)ceu posted to the 
Quottii District, he, in that capacity, took part in tho 
Zhob Valley Expoilition tho same year. At tho end of 
March 1891 he wus appointed a Wing Commamler in 
his regiment, but lie continued in his staff aproiritment 
in tho Quetta District until April 1892, when ho wont 
homo on leave. During his abi’once, ijj July 1892, ho 
was transferred, as Dopy. Asst. Adjfc. Gcnl. to tho 
Oudh District, but he never joined tho appointment, 
having, on his I’eturn to India in December, vacated hia 
situation on the staff and rejoined his I’eginiont, then 
with tho Kajuri Kacli Force. On rejoining be was 
appointed Offg. Sccoml-in-Command, and in the succeed- 
ing month, January 1893, he was made perraancrit in 
that appointment with effect from the 14^^' November 
preceding. In [May 1893 ho proceeded with tho rogi- 
inent to Multan, and having thoii been a])j>oiiited to 
officiate as Commanilant, ho continued in that position 
until tho end of tlie following month. In October 1893 
ho was again appointed to officiate as Commandant, and 
in tho succeiHling mouth he maridiod with tho 3’cgimcnt 
to .Fort Sandeman, in Balmdiistan, where he continued 
officiating as Commandant until tho return of ilio per- 
manent incumlunit in [May 1894. In March 1895 ho 
accompanied tlu5 regiment to Dora Ismail Khan, whence 
in the sncceodiiig Decoiiduu* he ])roceedod with it to tho 
p^sts on Iho Sanmna Range. There he continued serv- 
iug with tho 22'^ until i)c(:emlx?r 189<', wlicii lie was 
up])ointed Commandant of his former regirnont, tho 
24*^* Bengal Infantry, with effect from tlio Novom- 
l)cr preceding, anil was, 5i.t the same time, gi’antcd tho 
bimporary ra!ik of Lieu tenant- Col oivel. lie joined the 
24* at Malakanid, and lie was in command of the regi- 
ment there wdieii Iho fanatical outbreak of July 1897, 
and tlio resullant alt ick on tho Brilisli position took 
place. In the des])erato lighting of the 27*** of that 
month he received u dangerous wound, from the effects 
of w'hich (necessitating, as it did, the amiiiitation of 
liis riglit leg) ho died at Malakaiid on Iho 23‘* August 
following.

— The second son of James 
I^mont, Esq. (now Sir James Lamont, Bart.), of 
Knockdow, Co. Argyll, and grand-son of Sir 
Gwrge William Denys, Bart. (IT), of Draycott, Co. 
York. Born on the 24^** August 1872. — Entered 
H. M.'s Service on the 4*^^ February 1891 as a Second- 
Lion tenant in the Argyll and Bute Artillery Militia, in 
which he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant on 
the 16*'* July 1892. On the 2<' Juno 1 894 he was 
brought into the regular forces and appointed a Second- 
Lieutenant in the Battalion Ooi’don Highlanders 
(the 92*1 Foot), which he joini.'d at Glas- 
gow. In Juno 1896 he was transfeiTcd to the 
Battalion (the 75*'* Foot), and proceeding to India, ho 
Joined that corps at Gharial, in the Miirree Hills, in the 
following October. In the course of the same month 
lie accompanied the corps to Rawal Pindi, and on the 
17 th Fcbmary 1897 he was promoted to the rank of 
Identenant. In the succeeding April ho marched with 
the battalion to Kuldana, and on the ontbri'ak of the 
^Frontier War in the following summer lie moved with 
it to the front. Tn October he accomi)aiiicd the corps on 
service in the Tirah expedition, and after taking part in 
the first action of Dargai on the 18*'*, he fell in tlie 
storming of the Dargai Heights on the 50*'* October 
1897. 

Lane, William Moore, Lieutenant-Colonel and 
Srevet- Colonel (1832-1888).— at Murree, No. 
839. — Bom on the O"* December 18.32. — Entered the 
Madras Army in 1851. Arrived in India in March of 
the same year, and was appointed to do duty with the 9^** 
Madras If. I. at Madras. In Docemlier 1851 ho was post- 
ed to the 40*'* Madxus N. I., but ho continued doing duty 


with the 9th until February 1852, ^«nd then proceeded 
and joined his regiment at Jalna. Early in 1854 he 
accompanied the corps to Xamptee, and while he was 
serving there, *m thb following year, ho was taken for 
civil employment under the Commissioner of Nagpur, 
remaining in that position until 1856. In that year his 
services were placed at the disposal of the Government 
of India for civil employment in the Punjab, and ho 
was appointed Asst. CornmissionGr of Jhang. In the 
autumn of the folloMng year, in command of a Baluch 
Levy, ho was actively engage^ with the column under 
the command of Major C. T. Chamberlain, in the 
suppression of the lubollion in the Gugera district 
(Medal). In July 1859 he went home on sick leave 
and was absent from Lidia until July 1860. On his 
return lie wijiit back to civil employment in the Punjabr* 
and in August 1860 he ivas appointed Asst. Commissioner 
of Multan. In February 1861 bo was admitted into 
the Madras StafE Corps. In April 1862 he wus appoint- 
ed Asst. Commissioner of Dora Ghazi Khan, and in 
the folloiving Novoniher ho became Offg. Dopy. Com- 
missionor of the Jhang district. He remained in that 
position until April 1866, when he was ajipointed OfPg. 
Post Master- General of the Punjab, He was confirmed 
in that .ap])ointTiient in Ajiril 1867, and lie h<jld it conti- 
nuously until February 1869, ivlien ho became Post 
Master- General of the Punjab and Sindh. In Api’il 
1873 ho went homo on furloiijrh for two years. On 
his return to India in April 1875, he resumed his 
appointment, the designation of which was altered in 
ifovemhor 1877 to that of Post Master- General of the 
Punjab Postal Cmdo. From November 1879 to the 
end of 1881 he officiated as Director-General of Post 
Offices in India. Ho then reverted to liis appointment 
of Post Mas ter- General of the Punjab, and continued 
in it until February 1888, when he went homo on 
leave for a year. Ho did not, howcvei*, survive to 
return to India, Jiaving died at Castletown, in the 
Isle of Man, on the G*'* September 1888. 

Laughton, John, Colonel (1811— 1861).— ffmre 
at Simla, No. 3.^7. — Ent(?red the Bengal Army in 1821 
as a Cadet of Engineers, and was afterwards granted 
rank as Second- Lien tenant from the 12"* June of that 
year. Aft(»r going through the usual course of instruc- 
tion at Chatham, he was sent out to India, and 
arrived at Calcutta in February 1830. In the following 
month he was appointed Adjutant of the Corps of En- 
gineers and Visiting Offici^r of Works in Ftrt William ; 
the latter appointment he held until the following 
August, but he continued in the- former until April 
1S31, when ho was nominated for employment in the 
De})t. of Puhlio Works under the Superintending 
Engineer in the N.-W. Provinces. He was shortly 
afterwards appointed Assistant to the Civil Architect 
at the Presidency, and he continued in that employ- 
ment until the end of .Inly 1832, when he was ap- 
pointed to act as Adjutant of the Corps of Engineers, a 
post in whiidi lie was confirmed on 25*'* of tho succeed- 
ing montli. In Septemhor he wras aj)pointed to officiate 
as Executive Engineer in tho Borhampore Division of 
Public Works, and he remained in that situation until 
March 1833, when ho returned to the Presidency and 
resumed the appointment of Adjutant. In the following 
July he was nominated for service with the disciplined 
troops of the Shah of Persia, and proceeding to that 
country, he served there for more than four years, in 
the course of which ho is said to have lieen frequently 
in action with tho Russians ; and at a later period he 
was, in connection with these services, granted the 
local rank of Major in Persia from the 2** June 1837. 
He returned to Bengal early in 1838, but remained 
unemployed until near the end of June, when he was 
appointed to siiiwey and improve the road from Mani- 
pur to Cachar, and received, in connection writh that 
duty, the command of the 5*'* Company of Sappers and 
Minoi's, then at Lakhipur. He had, however, scarcely 
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entered on this emplojmrnt, when, on tho 23*^ August, 
he was oi’dered to ' proceed to Kamal, on arrival at 
which place ho was in the following mouth, appointed 
Field Engineer with tlie First Division of the Army of 
tho Indus. He subsequently moved up to Feixjzcpore 
with the Division, and in December ho marched with it 
eth route to Afghanistsin, but he eventually ho got no 
further than Fort Bakkar, on the Indus, whei*e, in 
January 1839, he was left as GaiTison Engineer. At 
that place ho* remained until November 1839, when ho 
was ordei’ed to do duty with the Corps of Sappers and 
Miners, and having joined at Delhi he was placed in 
charge of the 1**^ and (V*' Companies. Towards tho 
end of January 18-tO lie was appointiMl Executive 
Engineer of the Midnapuv Dwision of Public Works, 
hut being then employed on special duty in Hariana, he 
did not join the appoiiitraent, and at the end of April 
his services were replaced at the disposal of the Com- 
mander-in- Chief, who directed him to rejoin the Sappers 
and Miners at Delhi. Before he could do so, however, 
he was, on the ^fay, re-appointed Executive Engi- 
neer of tilio Midnapore Division, and taking up that 
j)Ost, ho continued holding it until Novemlior 1844, 
when he was transferred in the same cajiacity to the 
Allahabad Division of Public Works. From Afay to 
October 1^15 ho held charge of ilio office of Su- 
perintending Engineer, Central Provinces. Hesiiming 
then his appointment of Executive Engiiu'er at A llahalxwi, 
ho continued serving there until December 1848, when 
ho proceeded on leave to Calcutta, ovtmtiially going 
home on furlough in March 1849. He ri'innied to 
India in November 1851, and on the of the follow- 
ing mouth was sent up to Allahabad and appijinted 
ofPg. Suiieriutoiident of the Cirand Trunk Road, an 
apjiointiiient . in which, in the summer of 1852, be was 
made permanent with effect from the date on which 
he was appointed to officiate. In May 1S54 bo was 
appointed a Superintending Engineer, and was jiosted 
to the Second Oircio in the Punjab, with bis liead- 
quarter.s at J jaliore, and h(3 was still serving in that 
appointment wluui the Mutiny broke out in May 1S57. 
On that, event oceinTing bo was orelered to Ambala, 
and on the 23'^ May ho was appointed Chief Engineer 
of the Delhi Fiidd Force. With that Force he took 
part in tlui Tnovement on Delhi, and was with it in tho 
action of Badli-ki-*Serai, on tho 8^'* June, and siibso- 
qiiently, for about three wec'ks, at tlio siege' of Delhi. 
On the June lui was directed, on redief by fneut.- 
Colonel R. ^Bail'd Siinib, to rotii rn to Amiiala and 
resume bis duties as Superintend Lug Kjigiueer, jnnl on 
the 28*^' (Baird Smith not liaving tbcui jirrivcd ) he was 
directed to make ovm- the cliargo of tln^ Engineer 
Dc'pt. in camj) lo Captain I’aylor and proceeil to 
Ambala as before ordered. Ho prociMnlinl to Ambala 
accoi’dingly early in July, aaid returning afterwards to 
Lahore, he continutKl serving tliorc ns a Sii]joiiiitendiiig 
Engineer until tho end of April 1859, wlien he pro- 
ceeded on six inontlis’ leave to Simla.. Tn June 1859 
Ills R(U’vic(?H weie i*eplaccd at the disposal of the Com- 
mander-in- Chief, and his loavo having been extended, 
he remained at Simla until the end of Oetobor 1800, 
IIo was llioii appoinkid to do duty at Ambala, but at tho 
end of May 1801 he again went to Simla on leave, and 
he died there on the 18^*» December following.

Law, William George, Captain (1823—1857). — 
Grave at Delhi, No 99 ; tablets at Delhi and Kohat, 
JNos. 162 and 1043.— «The thiid sod of William John 


Law, Esqr., BarrIster-at-Law and Chief Commiasionar 
of the Insolvent Coart ; and grandson of E\vaii Law, 
Esqr., who was an elder bi*othor of tho Loixl Ellon- 
boit)ugh. Born on tho 30**' October 1823. — ^Entered 
tho Bengsil Army in 1841. Arrived in India in May 
of tho same year. In auficipatioii of his arrival ho had, 
on tho April pi*ecoding, boon posted to tho 47^*^ N. I., 
then at Barmckpow, but on i*oacliing India ho askod 
that he might bo ti*ansferred to tho 10**' N. L, and he 
was i*oiiioved to that rogimout accordingly on tho 5**' 
Juno. He joined tho UV*‘ at Delhi, piDceoded with it 
to Karnal in April 1842, and with it, in tho autumn of 
tho same yonr, maivliod to Ferozoporo, where it formed 
part of tho Army of Rosorvo. On tho broaking up of 
that Army in January 1843, ho marched with the 
regimont to Ambala, whence ho soon aftorwaiTls accom- 
panied it to Siikknr, in Sind, arriving thoro towards 
the end of May. In tho following Decomber he marched 
with tho corps to Shikar]>iir, wlioi-o ho served with it 
for some months. In tho spriiiur of 1844 ho mai*ohcd 
back with tho rogimoiit to Eerozepore, arriving thoro 
early in Juno, and in tlio following month ho proooedod 
on sick leave to jMiissoorio. Ho n^joined his regiment 
at Cawnpiu’o in February 1845, and served with it 
thoro until July 18lt». when ho was selected for duty 
with tho infantry of tho Nizam’s Army. In tho 
following Novcmhi^r ho was ap|H)iiit(Ml to tho 1*** Infan- 
try of tho Nizam’s Army, with wliiiih coiqis ho borvod 
at fjingsagur until the su minor of 1847, when ho wna 
transferred to tho 3^* Infantry at Warangal. In August 
1848 ho was trn.nsferi'eil to the 4**' Infantry at Ellich- 
pur, and ajipointnd Adjutant of that cor])s, with which, 
in tho months of !M:u*ch, April and May 1849, ho was 
crnployod on lield sorvico against insurgent Roliillas, 
and was present at the defeat of a body of six hnndml 
of those relwls at Kalam, on the Wartbi Rivor, on tho 
.30**' A])ril. In July 18 1*9 ho went home on furlough, 
resigning bis appointment in the Nizam’s Army, and 
was absent from India for more than three years. Ho 
TOtuniod to India at the end of September 1852, rejoined 
tlio 10’** N. I. at Calcutta, and in October accompanied 
the corps on field servii^o to Burma, whore he served 
with it during the campaigns of 1852-53 (Medal). At 
the end of 1854 bo returned with the regiimmt to 
Bengal and aeimrnpanied it to Fj.,teligarli, arriving thcro 
in April 18.55, Eai'ly in 1857 lie was atta(?lied for somo

Mntiny broke out. In Juno 1857 Iio joined tlio forco 
before Delhi, and on llie 28'** of th.-it month lio was 
aitaebed to the 1*'' Punjab Infantry for duty. Ho 
eontimiod serving with that regiment until the 23^* 
July, w lien bo was killed while engaged with the coiqm 
in driving back a strong fonre of tho ridicls who weif> 
aitneking the left; of the Hrltish position in Uic neigh- 
bourhood of IjudloAV (’astle and Metcalfe House. 

Lawrence, Sir Alexander Hutchinson, Bart. 
(1838 —1804). — (Jrave at Simla, AV .358 ; tahlrta al 
Sana war. No. 4.33, and at iMhorc, No. 020. -TIic ekJor 
son of Colonel (Brigadier-General) Sir Ibniry Mont- 
gorncM-y I^awrence, K. (h B., of tlio Bengal Arlillory, 
Born at Albilialwd on the 0'*‘ SepOmiUn* 18.38, and 
created a baronet, 10’** August 18.58, iu mcognition of 
the eminent F.orvires of bis father (7. v.). — Entered tho 
Bengal Civil Service in August 1857. Airived in 
India in February 18.58. In March 1859 ho was ap- 
pointed a Thinl Class Asst. Coiiiniissiorn'i* in the Jhnijab, 
and w'fis posted to K.*i.ngr;i, whorioe ho W'as transfiTrod 
to Sinlkot iu Octolxu* 1802, and to liiihore in NovcinEwr 
1803. Ill DeceinlTcr 1803 ho was udvancisi to the 
position of Asst, f’ommisshjnor of tho Second (^ass, and 
in February 1804 ho was tornponirily appointed Asst. 
Secretary to tho Governniont of tho Punjab. In April 
1801 ho pi’iM^eoded to Simla on six inonlljH’ leave on 
meilical ceriiticato. Ho subsequently wont on an

Lawrence, Sir Henry Montgomery, K. C, 2?., 

Jlrifjadifir-O^'neral (1800 — 1857 ). — Tahlefs in the Law- 
renre Military Asylum^ Sanaviar, near Kasnuli^ 
'Nos, 4*29 and 4'30. — Tlie fourth son of Tiieutenant- 
Colonol Alexaiidcr liawreiice, of IT. Service, for- 
merly of tlio 77^'^ Foot. Horn at ^Nfatuiu, in Coy Ion, on 
the Juno, 1800. — Knterod the Bengal Army in 
1821 as a Cadet of Artillery. Arrived in Imlia in 
February 182H, and in the following month was posted 
to the Company 2”‘nhittiilion, IVd. Ai*till(;ry (now 
tho 9^'' klountain Battery, Royal Artillery), which lio 
joined at Bum- Bum. At that station he coutinned 
Borving with tho company until June 1824, when h© 
was despateh(Ml by soa to Chittagong in command of a 
detachment of Artillery (0^'^ Company 2"'^ Battalion) 
which had been suddenly ordered thither in consC(pience 
of the disast(.*r at Ramu. 'I’ho remainder of the 6*^*‘ 
Company having been moved to Chittagong, luj served 
with it there until January 1825, when ho acicompamcd 
it in the foiward movernont of the force under the com- 
mand of Brigadier- General MoitIsou, and ho then^after 
served with it throughout the operations njsnlting in the 
conquest of Arakaii, including the engagement on tho 
Pf^ha Hills, tho action of Mahati, and the stoi*ming of 
the heights above the town of Araksiu (India Me(lal). 
In July 1825 he was transferred to the 3*^ Company 2«^ 
Battalion (late 0^*' Company 2»“i Battalion) with which 
he was then serving, and on the 23‘i August ho was 
appointed to act as Adjutant to tho Artillery of tho 
force in Arakau, which now bore the designation of the 
“ South-Eastern Division.*’ On promotion to the i*ank 
of First- Lieutcmaiii, he was re-posttal, November 1825, 
to the 3*1 Company 2*1 Battalion. In the same month 
ho left Arakau on sick leave and proceeded to Calcutta, 
where he remained until Alarcli 182(3. He ihen pro- 
ceeded to Akyab, wIktc, on aiTival, he was appointed 
to officiate as Bc]iy. Asst, (\miniissary of Oi’dnance, but 
having again falhm very seriously ill, lie returned to 
Calcutta ill April. On tlie 22‘* May lie was transferred 
to the 2*1 Company 4*^' Battalion, then at Benares, and 
on tho following day he -was detailed to piocecd to tho 
Upper Ihoviiiccjs with a det;iclinient of drafts, hut ho 
was too ill to go, and he was soon afterwards again 
obligcal to go oil leave ; eventually, in August 1820 
he went on a voyage to China, and tlioiiee homo on 
furlough. Ife remained at home until September 1829, 
ami during this ])eriod he joined and for many months 
stsrved with the Trigonoinetriral Survey in tlio North 
of Ireland. In 8e]> tern her 1829, wliile lie was on the 
voyage out, ho was transferred to the 4*^* Company

Towards tho end of October he was transferred to iha 
Troop Brigade, then at Meerut, but having been 
retained on duty with tho 3*^ Trooji 1*^* Brigade at 
Dum-Dum, the transfer was afterwards cancelled, and 
in January 1833 he was appointed Interpreter and 
Quartei-JMaster to tho 7**^ Battalion, Foot Artillery, tho 
1®^ Company of which he was directed to join at 
Cawnpoi*e ; a fortnight later, liowevcr, ho w’as permitted 
to resign this appointment and join tho.l®*- Troop 3d 
brigade, to which he* was formally re-appointed on tho

During this period ho was 
transfcTrod in Hucccssioii to the 1®*- Company 4^k 
Battalion, in Alarch 1S33, to the 3'* Company 5^*^ Bat- 
talion, ill Novemher 1833, and to the 3'* Troop 2"*i 
Brigade, Horse Aitillery, in August 1837, and he wa.s 
still on the rolls of this troop in September 1838, when 
his servi(;es were iMjplaceil at the disposal of the Oom- 
mandor-in-Chief for emx>loymciit in tho held, tin? troop, 
which ho Avaa ordered to rejoin, having bec?mdctailed tij 
form yiart of tho Army of tho Indus.

Punjab and tho North-Western Frontier, with his 
station at Perozejioro : with this ajqioiiit.ment his con- 
nection with the Survey Dept, was linally severed. 
With the exception of a period of six months* leave to 
Simla, Le ooiitinned serviug in his a])])ointment at 
Ferozejiore until tho end of November 1841, when, on 
news being recieived of tlie on tin-oak at Kabul, ho was 
ordered up to Peshawar, to assist Cayitaiu Alackeson, 
tlie Political Officer at that yilaco, and ho arrived thei'O 
on the 28^^ December, ^rhei’eaftcr he was^i-ctively en- 
gaged in fonvarding llu? arrangements for an advance 
on Jalalabad; was out and under tire with the troopa 
despatche<l to aid and cover Colonel Moseley’s retreat 
from All Alusjid on tlio 23*' and 24' January 1842 ; 
aud took X)art in the op(?r:i, lions for th(? forcing of tho 
Khaihar Pass on the 5"* April. Returning then to 
I’esliawar ho was afterwards frcquciitl}" on duty iu tho 
pass np to Dakka, and on in Jalalabad, at Avliicli jilace, 
in July, ho was jilaceil by (b?ncral J’ollock in cliargo of 
the Sikh Contingent tliere. When the advance was 
begun in August ho wi?nt on in charge of a Sikh 
detachment attiwrhod to .Major- Genera I AfcCaskiirs 
column, and >vith it was pres(?nt in the actions of Jag- 
dalak, Tezin, and Haft-Kotal. and at the occupation of 
Kabul, whon(?c, on the conclusion of the war he retui-n» 
ed to the British provinces with the Army under the 
command of General J^)llock, arriving at Ferozeporo 
in December 1842 (Afedal, and promoted to the rank 
of Alajor by brev(?t). On his return he ^vas placed, 
28'^ December, at the disposal of the Lieuteniint- 
Govel-nor of the N.-W. Provinces for employment as 
Offg. Superintendent of Dolira Dun and Mussoone, 
hut ho had scarcely taken up this aj)pointmout when it 
was found necessary to cancel it, and in January 1843 
he was appointed instead to bo an Assistant to the 
Envoy at Lahore. In this appointment, afterwards 
styled Assistant to the Govenior- General’s Agent for 
tho N.'W. Frontier, he seiwed at Ambala, and after- 
wards at Kaithal, until Seytemlier 1843, when the 
important appointment of Resident in Nepal was con* 
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ferred npon him : this post he took up on the 1»* De- 
cember fdlowing, and ho held it for moro than two 
years. In Jnly 18 t5, as a Captain of Horse Artillery, 
ho was transferred to the rolls of the ’Troop Bri- 
irade. It wivs during this period, while he was Resident 
in Nepal, that ho planned and m:itui*ed the scheme 
for the formation, in the North-Western Hills, of an 
institution for the education and training of the 
children of British soldiers in India, — a Rchemo which 
culminated in the foundation, in 1817, of tho now 
famous Jjawronco lililitary Asylum, at Sanawar,— an 
institution which, in tho incalculable good it has done, 
is perhaps, tho noblest monument to his memory . ^ Ho 
continued in tho appointment of Resident in Nepal 
until early in January 1846, tirhon, in succession to 
Major Broadfoot (9.?’.), killed at Firozshahr, ho was ap- 
pointed Agent to the Governor- General for the Foreign 
Relations of tho N.-W. Frontier and A flairs connected 
with the Punjab, and having, in obedience to an urgent 
summons, imniodiatcily proceeded to tho front, and joined 
the Governor- General, he was present at the battle of 
Sobnion (Medal) and in tho subsecpiont advance on 
Lahore, and he was prominently engaged in tlio events 
which followed, — the negotiations for and eonelusion 
of the trcjity of Lahore, and tho sottloiiieut of tho 
Punjab on the basis of that ti*caty (profiiotod to 
* Lieutenant-Colonel by brevet, ami created a Companion 
of tho Order of the Bath). On the Marcli 1846 
ho was appointed Agent to the Governor-General for tho 
N.-W. Frontier. In May 18 IG ho proceeded to Kangra 
to* secure the surrender of tho fort there, and in the 
following September he went to Kashmir, in (?ominand 
of a body of Sikh troops, scut thither in connection with 
the suppression of tho revolt of Shaik Iinain-ud-diii. 
On tho 26^^ December ho was appointed Resident at 
Lahore, and ho (jontinued in that a])pointment until 
Docembor 18 17, when ho proceeded on leave^ to tho 
Presidency, whence he went homo on furlough in Janu- 
ary 18 1<8. On tho 27^^ April 1848, in recognition of 
his eminent services, ho was created a Knight Com- 
mander of tho Order of tho Bath, in tho Civil Division. 
In cousoquenco of tho outbreak in tho Punjab, ho 
returued to India in December 1848, landing at Bomliay 
and proceeding to tho Punjab by way of Kanichi and 
the Indus. This brought him to Multan during the 
last days of the siege of tho city, and ho remained 
there for a short time observing tho progress of tho 
operations, ile sulisecpiently proceeded and joini^l tlio 
hcad-(iuarters of the Army of tlio Punjab at Tlclaii, 
and, in attendance on the Comm;uidor-in-Chief, lie 
was* present at the battle of Chiliaiiwala (l^ledal and 
clasp). On tho 27<’' January 1810 hri was ai)poiuted 
Resident at Lahoi-o and Chief ComTuissioner of tho 
Ois-Sutloj and Trans-Sutlej States, tho appointTuent to 
have elTecb from tho pt of the succeeding montli, and 
quitting tho Army ho proceculed to liahoro and took 
U]) the duties of his i)ost. On tho conclusion of tho 
war and tho initiation of measures for thc^ government 
-of tho comiuered province he was appointed, 12>‘’ April, 

■ President of the Board of Administration for tho Affairs 
of the Punjab and Agent to tho Governor- General, and 
this important position ho hold for nearly four years. 
During this period ho was, as a Captain in the Artillery, 
removed, November 1849, to tlio Company 
. talion. On promotion to tho regimental rank of Major 
he was posted, December 1850, to tho 9‘^ BatlAlion, 
fi’om which be was transfeired in September IHo*- to 
the I*''' Brigade of Horse Ai’tillcry, in the following 
Decenibor to the I***" Battalion of hoot Artillery, and 
three months later to the .3^ Brigade of Horse Artillery. 

In Febrnary 1S53 ho was ap|iomto(l Agent to the 
Governor-General for tho States of Rajputana, to 
which aripointment was added, in tho following Do- 
liombcr, that of Commissioner for tho SupcrinteiidoTice 
of the Jawad-Neomnoh districts. On tho 20^^* Juno 
1854 ho was promoted to tho rank of Colonel by hro^t 
and appointed an Aide-do-Camp to the Qneen. Qn 
attaining the regimental rank of Lieutenant-Colonel ho 


was posted, October 1856, to the Battalion of Foofc 
Artillery, but this was afterwards altered, and in De- 
cember ho was posted to the 9^** Battalion instead. In 
February 1857 ho was granted leave to Bombay, 
preparatory to going home on fnrlougli on niedioal 
OGititicato, but having, on tho 14*'*' of tho siieei'oding 
month, ]>een appointed Chief Commissioner and Agent 
to tho Govenioi- General in Oudh, ho gave up his 
intention of going home, and proceedoil instead to 
liucknow. Arriving there on tho 20**’ Alnrcli, ho took 
up tho duties of his iinjuirtant position at a very critical 
time, for ovou then the iirst movements of tho Groat 
Mutiny had begun, and tlisaffet'tioii was rifo in tho 
Native Army from Ciiittugong to Peshaivar. Thoerwia 
actually arrived in .the following May, and tho enorgy, 
forethought and wisdi>m with whieli lie met the ovonta 
of tho time won for him tlio highost adiniral.ion. To 
enable him to exercise military command during this 
time of trouble he was, on the llfl.h May, sjieeially 
ajipointod a Brigadicr-Geiicral, and at a later period ho 
avas gazeibul to tho rank of Major-( bmniiil for special 
Hold service, hut lK>fore that advaiicomont was anuouucoil 
tho end had already come. On tho 30*’*’ May, w'hon 
tho mutiny burst forth at. Lucknow, or rather at the 
(cantonment of Mariaoii, on tlio otlier siile of tho Gumti, 
ho took offi>ctivo moasuros to jirovout tlio mutinoeru 
from crossing and onteriiig th(» city, and on tho follow- 
ing day he movod out iigaiinst thorn and drove Rioiu 
away, with some loss, fiwm tho vicinity of tho caiitou- 
mont. On tho 30 **‘ Jiim^, intelligrmco liaving boon 
rcooived of ilio a])pri>ach of a body of mutineors ami 
leliels from Nawabganj, Ik' moved ont with \i jiortioii 
of hi.s force, .am! at Chinhat on tho Nawahganj road, 
cncouiitei’od the rohol host advancing (311 Jjiicknow; ho 
was, however, ovt'rwholmod by tho numbers of tho 
enemy, nnd conqiolled to retire, dofeatoil, within tho 
grounds of tlio Rriiish Ri'sidem^y (which, in antioijii^ 
lion of a slogo, had alrcvuly, by his fowdliuiight, boon 
cfl‘oetiv(dy entrenched, fovtiiied, and stocked with ])ro- 
visions find ammunitiou), and tho ouomy, following up 
the rotr(*ating force, immodiaioly invi'stiul the place. 
During tho two sui^coeding days the rolxds poured upon 
the British ])ositioii a porfoi'.t ha-ilstorm of tiro, in tho 
midst of which, on Thiirstlay, tlio 2* July, Sir Tfoniy 
was mortally wounded, in tho upper part of thi3 left 
tliigh, by a fiMgrrieiit of a shell, whicli o\jdodod in tho 
room in which ho was nijiosiiig. After forty-oight 
hours of infonso suffei’ing died (3f his wounds on tluj 
HiKx^oodiiig Saturday, —the 4**' .Iiily 18.57.

18‘.)b ). — III Ij^ihon (*^iint(niinf'nf^ A'e, tifj 1?. -Born 
on tho O '* Oeconilx’r 1 Ml.- — Ijiitered II. M.’s Servico 
on tin? 18*’* December I8<il a.s a Lieutenant in tho 
Royal Artillery. Ho was j)0.st(3d to the 2'* Brigado^ 
and during tho succeeding Ion years lie served 
various batteries of that firigade in tho Unitod Kingdom, 
in tlio Mauritius, and in Ceylon. In October IS7J. he 
was removed to “ 1) ” Battery, “ (> ” Brigadij, .Royal 
Horso Aidillery, and having joined it at lOxotor, lie 
served with it there until 1873, when Iio was transfon’od 
to *• F” Battery, “ D ” Brigade, with wlu’eh ho sorved 
at AldcJishot and Birmingham until 1875. On tho 
16^*' January 1875 ho was prornotod (aj tho lank of 
Ca])tain, ami was, shortly afterwards, posted to tho 18^ 
Brigade, from which lio was tifinsforred U) tho 2** 
Brigade in March 1S77. In Juno 1879 ho was traiifi« 
ferred U) ‘‘ K” Battery, 4*>‘ Brigade, and, ])roceeding to 
India, bo joined it at Jnllundur in tho autumn of thd 
samo year, accorrqianyiiig it to Mian Mir in tho succeed- 
ing DecemlKu*. On the 18**' D('C(mjlx*i* 1881 Iio wa0 
promoiod to tlio rank of Major by bi-ovct. On tho lltfc 
January 1882 he bocamo a rogimcmtal Major, and was 
appointed to the coiuinand o£ *• D Battery, 4*** Brigads^ 



irith which ho Eorvod at Lucknow and Agra until Sep- 
texnlbor 1887, when he was tiansferrod to the command 
of “ H ” Battery, Brigade. With this battery he 
aervod at Meerut until Janiiaiy 1889, when he was pro- 
jflioted to the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel on half-pay, 
and went home. In January 1890 ho was brought back 
on full pay, and was soon afterwards sent back to 
India, .and having on anival been posted to Mian Mir, 
ho died at that place on the 4^*^ April following. 

Lee, Charles, Oaptoin (r, 1808 — 1849 ). — Grave 
And Memorial on the Ghiliamvala hattlc-field^ No. 752. — 
Stored H. M.^s Service on the 8^^ April 1825 as an 
Bnsign in tlio 77^'* Foot. Joined the regiment in Ja- 
maica, and served -with it there for soveml years. On 
the 30*^ December 1828 he was promoted to the mnk of 
Lieutenant. In 1831-32 he served against the insur- 
gent nep*o slaves, wlio had thrown a great part of the 
island into disorder and eommitted many excesses. 
Ho returned home with tho regiment in June 1834, 
fund during the next thi’oo years served with it in Scot- 
land and Ireland. Towards the end of 1837 he accom* 
panied the regiment to Malta, whence he inocecded 
with it to Corfu in the spring of 1842, and again to 
Jamaica in January 1843. On tho 12^*' April 1844 he 
was promoted to tlio rank of Captain, Unattached, 
and placed on half-pay. On the 7*^' February 1845 he 
exchanged to full-pay in the Foot, and on tho 2*^ 
May following he exchanged fron the 59‘^‘ to the 24*** 
Foot. Ho joined the 24^^ at Limerick, accompanied it 
io Cork in the following January, and in IMay 1840 
€ml}arkod with it for Bengal, IIo landed with the 
regiment at Calcutta in tho following Septemlier, and 
after a short detention at Dum-Dum, marched with it 
for the Upper Provinces, reaching Agra in March 1847. 
In October 1848, on tbo outbreak of the second Sikh 
War, ho marchod with the regiment from Agra, 
en route to Ferozeporo, to join tbo Army of the Punjab, 
and ho served with it during the oaidier part of the 
campaign which ensued, including the passage of tho 
Chenab, the action of Sadulapur and the battle of 
Chilianwala, in which last ho fell as ho led on his 
company to tho attack of tho Sikh guns, — 13^^* January 
1849. 

Leech, Robert, 0. 17,, fAcnianant and local Major 
%n AJijlianistan (1813 — 1845). — Grave at Ambala^ 
No, 207. — ^Boni on tho 7^'* Decoiribt*r 1813. — Entered tho 
Boml)ay Army in 1832 as a Carh't of Engincons. He 
arrived in India in 1834, and, having been granted nink 
as Second-Lieutenant from the 17^^' April of that year, 
lie was attached for some time to tho Bombay Sappers 
and Miners. Ho was subsequently employed as Jin 
Assistant to the Superintendent of Roads and I'anks until 
November 1836, when, in cou^nenc(} of the ])roficiency 
he had attained in the oriental languages, ho was 
selected for political <jm})loyni<;nt under tho Covt. of 
India and appointed an Assistant io ('aptain (after- 
Wai'ds Sir Alexander) Bnrnes, then proceeding on a 
Special mission to the Amir Dost Muhammad Khan, 
tho Ruler of Afghani.staTi. IIo accompaniod Captain 
Bumos to Kabul in 1837, arriving there (by way of the 
Khaibar) on tho 20*^^' Sej)tcml)er, and tlicnce, in the suc- 
ceeding Docemlxjr, he w'as dcsjjatchcd on a mission to 
Kandahar. Tii tho following year ho was sent to Kalat 
on political duty in connection with the then impending 
invasion of Afghanistan, undertaken for tho purpose of 
Testoring Shall Shuja-iiI-Mulk to tho tlirone of Kabul, 
and on tho 7^*' August 1838, tieing then a Lieutenant in 
ihc Bombay Engineers, ho was gi’anted tho local rank of 
Major in Afghanistan. For somo moriths Bubscciuent 
io that date ho was actively erap]f>ycd on the route 
between Shikarpnr, in Sind, and Dadar, in Baluchis- 
an, in collecting supplies for tlie Army of the Indus. 
Ho joined that Army at Janidera in February 1839, 
and accomjmnied it in the long and aniuous march to 
Kandahar, at which place, at the end of June, when 
tho Army moved forward on G hazni, he was left os a 
Political Agents to act, on tho part of Shah Shuja, . 


under our Envoy and Minister at the Court of Kabul. 
At Kandahar he continued serving as a Political Agent 
until November 1841, rendering during that long and 
stormy period tho most distinguished public service. 
He was then sent to Kalat- i-Ohilzai with Captain 
CmigieV detachment, to serve there as Political Agent 
duidng the occupation of tho fori at that place, and ho 
thereafter took part in the defence of that post against 
the pei^sisient efforts of the Afghans to captui*e it, and in 
the lupiilsc of tho determined assault delivered by them 
on the 21**^ May 1842. On the relief of Kalat-i-Ghilzai 
and the withdrawal of tho garrison taking place, he 
returned early in J une, to Kandahar, and when, in the 
succeeding August, (General Nott finally quitted that 
place and moved northwards, he accompanied tho force 
as a Political Officer and took part in all the subsequent 
opemtions, including tho action of Goaine, tho re-capturo 
of Ghazni, tho actions of Beni Badam and Maidan, the 
1 ' 0 -occupation of Kabul, and various actions in tho passes 
during the withdrawal from Kabul to Peshawar. For 
his eminent political seiwices in Afghanistan ho was, 
in December 1842, nominated a Companion of the Order 
of the Bath, and in the usual course ho received the 
Kandahar- Ghazni -Kabul Medal of 1842. On his 
return to tho British provinces ho was nominated, 
January 1843, to accompany, as Political Officer, the 
detachment detailed to escort to Giizeiut the (supposed) 
gales of tho Temple of Somnath, which had been 
bi'ought away, as a trophy, from the tomb of Sultan 
Mahmnd at Ghazni, and on tho abandonment of that 
silly and theatrical project, after the gates had been 
laboriously carted down as far as Agra, he was ap- 
pointed First Assistant to tho Governor-General's Agent 
on the North-Western Frontier, a situation of great 
importance in tho then condition of Sikh politics. In 
this appointment ho continued until his death, which 
(a grievous loss to tho public service) took place at 
Ambala on the 2‘^ September 1845. 

Leeds, Sir Edwardf (III), Colonel (1825 — 

1876).- -Grru/’C at Kasa,ulif No, 292. — Tho eldest son of 
Sir Jose])h Edward Leeds, Bart, (II), of Crostoii Park, 
Co. Cambridge. Bom at Olney, Co. Somerset, on tho 
3'^ May 1825. — Entered tho Bengal Army in 1844. 
Arrivetl in India in December of the same year, and iu 
the following month was ordei*ed up to Benai'os to do 
duty with the N. 1. Iu February 184.5 he was 
poshnl to tho 47^*' N.I., whieli he joiued on its way uj) to 
Ambala from Benares, and with this .corps Jin arrived 
jit tlie former station in April, On tlio I’Cgimeut taking 
ihcj field on the outbreak of tho first Sikh War lio was 
left liohind at Ambala, but ho joined tho corps on the 
Sutlej in January 1846, and served with it during the 
remainder of the campaign, taking part in tho action 
of Badhowal and the battles of Atiwal and Sobraou 
(Medal and one clasj>). After tho battle of iSobraon he 
proceeded with tho regiment to Lahore, and ho after- 
wards accompaniod it to Ferozeporo in February 1847, 
to Etawah at the end of the samo year, and to Cawnpore 
in April J849. In Deceinlxir 1850 ho went liome on 
furlough, and ho was absent from India for moi'e than 
throe years. On his return in January 1854 he rejoined 
the 47**' at Calcutta, and soon afterwards euibarkod 
W'ith it for Burma, landing at Rangoon in Februaiy, 
and proceeding witli it thence towards Prome. In 
March he was nominated for duty with tho Sikh 
Infantry, but before ho could join that regiment, which 
was then at Paungde, on tho Siam frontier, his servicea 
were placed (10*'^ April) at tlio dispi>sal of the Executive 
Engineer as an offg. Asst. Executive Officer iu tho 
Rangoon Division of the Dept, of Public Works. Ho 
was confirmed in the appointment of Asst. Executive 
Officer Jn Sejitemlier 1854, and (having officiated as 
Executive Officer, Rangoon Division, from May 1855 to 
Juno 1856) he was appointed an Executive P7ngineer 
on the 1***^ November 1856. In this position he conti- 
nued serving in Burma (at Rangoon, Dalla, Basseln, 
Rangoon again, and Moulmein) for nearly seven years. 



in the course of which, in February 1861, ho joined the 
Bengal Staff Corps, and, in May 1§62, on the death of 
his father he succceeded to the baronetcy. In August 
1863 he was transferred, as an Exociitixe Engineer, from 
the Burma to the Gwtalior division of Public Works, 
and from that in succession, to the Meerut Division in 
the following November, to the Third Division of the 
Orand Trouk Road in 1861, and to Agra 1865. At 
this place ho served (excluding a period of a year’s 
furlough in*Euro|)0 in 1806-67) jintil the end of 1870. 
Prom January 1871 to November 1872 ho officiated as 
Superintending Engineer of the Jubhulpore Circle. Ho 
was then appointed an Executive Engineer of the first 
Grade, and was posted to the Fourth Circle of Military 
Works, with his head -quarters at Kasauli, and in this 
appointment he i*emained until his death, which occurred 
at Kalka on the lO**' Fobiniary 1876, when ho w’as on 
his way home on furlough on medical certificate. His 
wmains were carried back to Kasauli and there in- 
terred. 

Note. — Sir KilwarJ Leeds marrit?(l, first, at Mainpuri on the 
15th .Tunc IS tS, Kmily Anne, tho only daiii'litiir of Major Charles 
ITonltou, 47*1* N. 1. : this lady (wlio was horn at Akyab, in 
Arakun, on the 2d .lunuary 1830) died at Cawiiixiro on the 11th 
October 1849. — He married, secondly, at Cah'iitta on the 2lst 
January 1854, Fanny (born at Almora, 12th Marah 18;U»). the 
only daughter of Major-tieneral Henry TVinph'r, of tho Hengnl 
Iiifaiitry. (They hiul been fcllow-passongers. from Portsmonth 
to Calcutta, in tiio ship Blenheim^ which arrived at the Utter 
port on the 1 st January 1854). 

Leeson, Joseph, Caplalnand Bvcvd-MiVfor (1796— 
184!8), — Grave at Hoshiarpnr^ No, 523.- -Tho eldest 
son of the Hon* bio John Leeson, and grandson of tho 
3d Earf of Milltown, Born on tho 25^'^ March 1706. — 
Entered II. M.’s Service on the 28^^' Noveinlier 1811 
as a Cornet in tho 2D^ Light Dragoons, which ho 
joined in Cape Colony, South Africa. On tlie 6*'* Octo- 
ber 1812 ho wa.s proniotod to the rank of Lieutenant. 
In 1817 he accom})}inied the regiment to India, and wa.s 
at first emx)loyod with a squadron detached to Cuttack 
for the purpf)se of guarding tho frontier in that direction 
during tho operations against the Pindaris and tho 
Mahrattas. He was afterwards with tliis squadron 
at Midnapiir, and towards the end of 1818 ho accom- 
panied it to the Upper Provinces, to join the head- 
quarters of the regiment at Cawnpore. His regiment 
toing at this time under orders to return homo for 
•disbiiiudment, and he being desirous of remaining in 
India, he used tho influence of his friends to obtain for 
him an appointment in the service of tho Bast India 
Company, and ^vith such success that lie was aj)poiiitecl 
an Infantry Cadet for Bengal in jHay 1819, and was 
formally admitted into the Bengal Army on the 16^** 
October following, with rank as Ensign from the 11**» 
May. On the 25^*’ October 1819 he was placed on 
half-pay of his commission in tho 21®* Light Dragoons, 
and he remained in that position until the 3P*' August 
1832, when he Gnally retired from tho British servicjc, 
i*eceiviTig “a commuted allowance ’* for his commysion. 
Upon being admitted into tho Bengal Army, he was 
appointed, October 1819, to do duty with the 2*' Batta- 
lion N. I., at Allahabad, and he served with that 
corps until October 1820, when ho went on leave to tho 
Presidency. In January 1821 he was posted to tho 
.2* Battalion 21“*^ N. T., then at Lucknow, but Ixuiig in 
Calcutta on leave at tho time, he was granted permis- 
sion to defer joining until tho commencement of t\w 
rainy season. In the meantime, however, ho wa.s 
appointed. May 1821, a Sub- Assistant in the Stud 
Department in Hariana, and he did not, after all, join 
his regiment until mauy years had claps(^d. On being 
promoted to the rank of Lieutenant he was posted, 
13*-^ May 1822, to tho 1®* Battalion 21®^ N. I., and on 
the reorganisation of tho Army taking yJoce in May 
1824 he was finally posted to tho 42*^ N. I. ITo con- 
tinued serving in the Stud Department as a Sub- 
Assistant (at first in Hariana, and afterwartl.s, from 
1825, at Karaiitadi, and, for a short time, in 1S2C-27, 
in ch^go at Ghazipur) until August 1828, when ho 
proceeded on leave to the Cape, and being still absent 


in tho spring of 1832, he vacated his appointment, 
Ho returned to India in January 1833, and soon after- 
wards, for the first time, joined his raglmont, the 42^ 
N. T., at Delhi. Prom April to Septemlwr 18.35 ha 
officiated as Brigade-Major at Delhi, and in tlioi follow- 
ing December ho wa.s sent u]^ to Landour, for duty at 
the Convalescent Depot during the winter months ; and 
having been retained th(*i'e dui’ing tho following year, 
and having afterwards remaiiiod in tho hills on loave^ 
he did not rejoin his rogimeut, then at Bareilly, \iutil 
December 18.37. In ^farch 1S3S ho again wont on 
leave to Mussoorie and Landour, remaining there until 
Decemlxjr 1839, and his rogimeut having, in the inter- 
val, gone to Afgliani.stan on service, ho was directed, 
on tlio expiration of his h*,avt*, to proceed itO Aligarh 
and do duty with the portion of the 42‘* attached to tho 
recvult dojwt at that place. Tii Ki'hmary 1840, Tvith 
tho depot company under hi.s eoniniand, ho accorrqHiiuod 
a convoy to Kabul, and, after serving with a forco in 
tlio fiela in the Ghilzjii country, he evtjutually, with tho 
company, joined his reginumt at Kandahar in July. 
Tn August 1840 he was a]q»oiuted the (omporary 
charge of the CoTinnissariat dutii's at Kaiidaliai*, fwuii 
which h(3 was transferred in ilic following month to tlio 
charge of the I®* Regiment of (Cavalry of Shah Shiija’rt 
Forces; tho command of this corps (known during tho 
period of his incumlx3ncy as “ Leesoirs Horse”) he re- 
tained for about oigliteon months, and during thiM 
piiriod he frequently c«)niinainhMl it on actual sorvico 
in the field, including the action of flini, in May 1841, 
tlio affair on the biinks of tlie Argaiulab, in January 
18 12, and vaiious operations in the vieiiiity of 
Kandahar. In eonsideration of tlieso servico.s ho wiuf, 
on the 1®* April 181*2, ap])oiniiMl an honorary Aido-do- 
Camp to tlie Goverii<u’-(lenoraI. In April 1842 ho re- 
joined his own regimont, and with it served until tho 
cciiclus ion of tho campaign, iinfiiid Log tho hi.st opera- 
tions at Kandahar, tho ino\ omeni to tho north, tho 
action of Goaino, the re-ca])turo of Gliazni, tho aotiono 
of Beni Badam and MaiJan, the re-occupation of Kabul, 
the capture and destruction of Istalif, and tho action® 
in tho passes during the withdrawal of tho Array front 
Kabul to Peshawar (Medal). In Sojitembcr 1842, 
while still on field service in Afghanistan, ho wtwi 
nominated Commandant of tho 2* Irregular Cavalry, 
and on his return to the British provinces, in Decem- 
ber, lie priTcoodcd to Saugor, and there joined anil 
assumed (command of that regiiueut. Early in April 
1843, however, he was obligt.'d to proceed on sick loavo 
to Mussoorie, and his leave having been twice oxtondod 
on account of tho state of his health, ho did not rejoin 
tlie regiment, still at Saugor, until March 1845, To- 
wards tho end of the following Octolxjr ho marched 
with tho regiment from Saugor, m mute to Ambala; 
on ai’rival at tho laltcr ]>la<je in December ho moved on 
and joined the Army of the Sutlej, ami in command of 
tho right wing of tho regimont Ik; was present at tho 
battle of Sobrarm ami in the subse(|uont advanco on 
Lahore (Modid, and promoted to the rsink of Major by 
brevet). On tlie hirmination of tho war ho romaiiiud 
with tho wing of tho regiment et Lahore, whence early 
in 1847, ho ]>rocecded with it to Talwaiuli ; and uniting 
there with the lf3ft wing. In; marched witii tlie whole 
to Makhii, at which jiiaco In; arrived on the 8*’* Febru- 
ary. Tn Novomher 18 17 ho procoedeil with the I'ogi- 
mont to Iloshiarpiir, ami at that jilacu he died on tho 
February 1848.

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Lo Marchant, Edward Henry, Lieutenant-Colonel 
(18r>3-1899).— Grave (U Veshawar, No. 963.— Born on 
the 31«^ Docembox’ 1853.— Entereil H. M.’s Service 
on tlio April 1871 as a Lieixtenant in Iho Royal 
South GlouceBter Militia. Oiitlio28ii» February 1874 
he was transfeiTed to tho regular forces as a Lieutenant 
in the 41^^^ Foot, from which ho was reinove<l to tho 
67^^ Foot on tho 18*^'^ of the following month. Proceed- 
ing to India, ho joined tho G7^^' at Thayet Myo, in ^ 
Btirinay to\vai*ds tho end of the year. In March 1876 
he accompanied tho regiment to Fort St. George, 
Madras, whence in February 1878 ho proceeded with it 
to bangalore. Tn the summer of tho same year he wa.s 
appointed acting Interpreter to the regimoiit, and ho 
hold tho appointment for about six months.

Early in 1853 he proceeded with the company from 
Rangoon to P(?gu. Towards the end of March 1853 he 
was posted to the Company 3*^ Battalion, then at 
Benares, but having boon directed to continue doing 
duty xvith the 3‘^ Company 5*^ Battalion, he %ccompanied 
tho latter to Prome in the following summer. In 
January 1854 he was removed to the 2*' Company 
Battalion, which was also at that time aif Promo, where 
he j’oincd it. At the end of August 1854 he was 
transferred to tho Company 8*^' Battalion, but he 
continued serving with the 2*^ Company 5‘*‘ Battalion 
xnitil it returned from Burma to Dum-Dum at tho end 
of the Buccooding Octoljer ; ho then proceeded lo the 
Upper Provinces and joined the 6*** Company 8*^* Batta- 
lion at Delhi, whence ho accompanied it to llarcilly in 
the spring of 1855. At the cmd of December 1855 he 
was appointed acting Adjutant to the Artillery Recruit 
Depot at Meerut, and he continued holding this appoint- 
ment until^ May 1856, when he was transferred to tho 
1®^ Ti’oop 3'^ Brigade, Horse Artillery, and joined it at 
Peshawar.

H. M.’s Service on the 27^^ July 1841? as an 
Ensign in the Foot. Joined that regiment at Cork, 
served with it afterwards at Buttevant, and in July 
1845 onibark(‘d with it for Bengal, Landing at Calcutta 
in the following Ootobt'r, ho proceedij-i with the corps to- 
the Upper Provinces, and arrived with it at Cawnpore 
in Fc'bruary 1840, whoiute in the following November 
he aooonipanicd it to Ambahi. On tlio December 

1 8 1-0 ho AVUH promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. In 
February 1848 ho ])roeced('d with tho regiment to Jul- 
lunder, and in the aiit’inin of tho same year he was 
employc'd with ilio corps in suppressing disturbances in 
the Julluiidur Doab. ITo afterwards joined tho Array 
of tho Punjab, and served with tin? regibioiit at the 
pas.sage of the Chenal), tho action . of Sadulapur, the 
battles of Chilian wala and Gujerat, and ilie pursuit of 
the Sikhs and Afghans to Peshawar. On the termination 
of the campaign the Gl®‘ was retained at Peshawar, 
and, serving with it, ho died at that place on the 25^*^ 
April 1849. 

Lewis, Charles Lambert. Nnsign (1827 — 1845). — 
Grave at Luilhiann, No,^ 577. —Entered the Bengal 
Army in IS-tS. Arrived in India on tho 17^^‘ June, the 
wiTnc' year, and proceeding soon afterwards to tho Upper 
Provinces, he at Ludhiana joined tho 48*^' N. I., to 
which, in anticipation of his aiTival, he had been pofitod 
on the 7‘1' idem. Ho had, however, scarcely amved at 
Ludhiana when he died there on the 2j September 
1845, l)eing then under eighteen years of ago and only 
tdeven 'weeks in the conntiy. 

Limond, Alexander, Lieutenant (1867 — 1895).— 
Grave at Lannif, No, 106S ; tablet at Koliat^ Isio. 1052. — 
The eldest son of Major-General David Limond, C.B., 
Royal (Bengal) Engineei’s. Born at Allaliabad on tho 
January 1867.— Entered H. M .’s Service (from the , 
Royal Mily. College) on the February 1888 as a 
Second-Lieutenant in the 2‘i Battalion, West Yorkshire 
Regt. (the 14^'^ Foot), which ho joined at Multan iu 
tho following month. In November 1888 he accoiTi* 
panied tho battalion to Mian Mir, whence, towards^ the 
end of the following year, he proceeded with it to 
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Ambala. On the 2^ Decemljer 1889 ho was promoted | 
to tlie rank of Lieutenant. In the ppring pf the follow- 
ing year he nccompanieil the corps to Da^hai, and a few 
days later, on the 28^** Alarch 1890, he was appointed an 
Offg. Wing Officer in the Punjab Ii^fantry, on pro- 
bation for the Bengal Staff Corps, into which he was 
afterwards admitted with effect fi’oin that date. He 
joined the regimeiit at Edwanlesahiul, and aecomjmny- 
ing it on stTvice in the second IMiraii/ni Expedition, in 
the spring of 1891, he wa.s pieseiit with it tlii’oiighout 
the opei-ations on the Samnna Kango (India Medtil and 
clasp).

nt Edwardesabad, and in this regiment, in October 1892, 
he was a])] join ted a Wing Officer permanently. In Xov- 
ember 1892 he marched with the regiment to Kohat, 
whence, in April J693, he accompanied it to Kumm, 
and from that place in the succeeding Juno ho went 
home on leave. On his i*eturn to India in June 1894 
he rejoined the regimeiit at Kohat, and was ajijiointed 
Offg. Quarter-Master, an appointment which ho con- 
tinued holding until the following Novcmbc'r, when he 
was appoii!t('d OlTg. Adjutant. In tliis capacity lie serv- 
ed with the rc'glmont tliroughoui the Wazirisian Ex- 
pedition of 1894-95 (clasp to India Modal). On the 
termination of thos(* operations he served with liis regi- 
ment on escort duty with th(‘ Tochi Delimitation Com- 
mission, and wdiilc thus iinjdoyed his earetr was 
Itt’ought to an abrujit and untimely end, ho liaving, 
while on the line of inarch with his n'gimenf, been sud- 
denly assailod l)y a gang of fanatical ^jlmzis wdio 
wounded him so desjierately that lio scarce siimved 
twenty-four' hours.

Linton, Henry James, Surfjp^(m‘ FAcn/tnut n-f-Coh- 
nd (]844--1892).----7a/>/e/ n//wAoVe,iV(), 0;l7.-Boru on 
the 18d‘ January 1844. — Eiitt'red tiie Indisin IMedical 
Dept., Bengal, on tlie A]>iil LStlOassin Assist'int-Sur- 
geon. Arrived in liulia early in 1870, and after doing duty 
for some time in the Presidency (lem?ral Hosjutal, w'^as 
appointed to the medical charge of the 40*^‘ N. 1. in April 
1870. JIc5 joined the reginuMit at Agra and liold charge 
until Septeniljcr 1871, >vhi*ii he W’sis displaced ; lie, how'- 
ever, remsiined attaclied to ihe regiment (carrying on, 
at the .sa.niei,tiine, tlie medical duties of Fort Agra), and 
on the 2 of the succeeding month he w^as re-appoiut(.Hi 
to the medical charge*, wdiicli ho held tlKU’eafter for thn’C 
months, aceoinjianying the c»)q)s to the Camp of Exer- 
cise at Uellii ill the wdntcr of 1871-72. Tu Jauimry 1872 
he was appointed, temporarily. Surgeon h) the Lortl 
Bishop of Calcutta, wdiom he accompanied to the Pi’esi- 
dimcy, and there, fur about a mouth in ^larch and 
April 1872, he hold medical charge of the N. I. and 
of a detachment of the 10^'‘.

it to Lahore in the following December. Towards the 
end of July 1848 ho accompanied the regiment on 
service against Multan, the Governor of which placo, 
the Dewan Mulraj, had rolxjllod, and ho afterwards 
todk part in the siege of that fortress up tho 
Septembor. On that day his brief career came to an 
end, he having fallen then in the assault of one of the 
enemy’s posts under the walls. 

Lloyd, Edward Salusbury. Major and BreveU 
LicuttHi’fiiU- Colonel fl80G — 1851 ). — Grave at Phillaur^ 
No, 560.- -I’ho third son of liichard Hughes Lloyd, 
Esfp-, of Plymog, Co. Denbigh, Gwei-clas, Co. Merioneth, 
and Dashall, Co. York. Born on tlie 26*^' March 1806. — 
Entei*ed the Bengal Army in 1823. Amvod in India in 
May 1824, and at the end of tho month was sent up to 
Barrackporo to do duty with the 26'^' N. T. In tho follow- 
ing August he was posted to the 25*^* N. I., but as 
that regiment was thou at Pouang, ho was direct- 
ed, in September, to do duty with the 16^*^ N. I., 
at Barrackpcie, until he should bo rc?quir(jd for em- 
barkation. Ho joined his roginunit at Penang in 
December 1824, and he subsec |ueutly served with it 
there, and with detachments of it at Singapoie and 
Malacca, until August 1826, when, having been pro- 
moted to the rank of Lieutenant auh traiisftsri’ed to 
the 49^^ N. I. on tho 11**' February preceding, he 
returned to Bengal, and soon* afterwards joined his 
new regiment at ilirzapnr. In tho autumn of 1827 
he proceeded on sick leave to the Presidency, whence, 
towards the end of January 1828, ho went homo on 
furlough. Returning to India in May 1831, he rejoined 
his wgiment at Lucknow, whence, towards the end of 
the year, he iiiai*chod with it to Ludhiana, and ho conti- 
nued serving with it at that placo until February 1834, 
when he was ap]>ointed acting Adjutant of tho Nasiri 
Battalion, stationed at Subathii. In August 1835 
he was appointed Offg. Sccond-in-Command of tho 
battalion and acting Assistjint to the Political Agent 
at Subathu, and he continued serving in these ap- 
pointments until April 1836, when he proceeded on 
leave to Simla.

Towards tho end of 1892 
heprocoeded to India to take up tho appointment of 
Aiae-d(?-Camp to his uncle. Major- Gcneinl Sir W. S. A. 
Lockhart, K.C.B., Commanding the Punjab Frontier 
Force, to whicli he was gazetted on tho 29^** December, 
with effect from the 24‘*‘ of the preceding month. He 
accompanied Sir William on the expedition of 1894-95 
against the Mahsiid Waziris, and in tlio course* of the 
campaign ho lost his life by a lamentable accident, ho 
having, at Camp Janjal on tho 5**' January 1895, been 
shot dead by tho chance discharge of a |?evolvor in the 
hands of a servant. 

LoftuSi Henry, Major (1823 — 1862 ), — Grave at 
Murrcp^ No, 818. — Entered H, M.’s Service on tho 
26*^** Octob(?r 1841 as an Ensign in tho 71***^ Foot (the 
Highland Light Infantry), which he joined in Canada, 
On the 4*** August 1843 he was promoted to the rank of 
Licubmant. In tho autumn of 1843 he accompanied 
tho i-egiiiicnt fo the West Indies, and after serving with 
it at Grenada, Antigua and Barbadoos, ho went home 
with it in Januaiy 1847, proceeding with it to Scotland 
shi^rtly after landing at Portsmouth. In April 1848^ ho 
accompanied tlie regiment to Ireland, and on the 22“‘* 
December following ho was promoted to the rank of 
Captain. Ho continued serving with tho regiment in 
Ireland until Marcli 1853, when he proceeded with it to 
Corfu. In February 1855 he accompanied the I'egiment 
to the Crimea, where ho served with it until the spring 
of 1856, and was presont at the siege of Sevastopol, in 
the expedition to Kcrtch, and in the affairs at and 
destruction of Taman (Medql «'ind clasp, and fifth class 
of the Order of the Medjidieh). On tho withdrawal 
of the British troops from tho Crimea, he proceeded 
with his regiment to Malta, and un the 26**' December 
1856 he was promoted to the i*ank of Major by brevet- 
In January 1858, in consequence of tlio mutiny of tho 
Bengal Army, he proceeded with the regiment to India, 
and landing with it at Bombay on the 6‘** February, 
he soon afterwainls accompanied it into the field as port

1850).— ^cwe at Wazirabadf No^ 74^- d.— Entered the 
Ben^Armyin 1840. Arriyea in India in Jannaxy 
1841, and soon afterwards proceeded to the Upper 
Proyinces and joined, at Patehgarh, the 63”* N. I., 
to which, in antioimtion of his arriyal, he had been 
posM on the of the same month. In the 
aatnmn of 1842 he marched with the regiment to join 
the Army of Reserve at Ferozepore, bat on ite arrival 
at Kamal the corps was halted there, and afterwards 
ordered to Delhi, where it arrived early in April 1843. 
In the following November he accompanied the regiment 
to Ambala! Towards the end of October 1845 he 
proceeded to Massoorie on sick leave for a year, but the 
regiment having, in consequence of the threatening 
aspect of affairs in the Punjab, been halted at Feroze- 
pore on its way to Sindh, he rejoined it in January 
1846, and was present with it at the battle of Sobraon 
(Me^l). On the conclusion of the campaign he re« 
turned to Mussoorie, and on the expiration of his leave 
ho rejoined the regiment at Phillanr, whence he accom* 
panied it to Ijeemuch, arriving there in January 1847. 
A few days later he proceeded on leave to Bombay, and 
in April 1847 he went home on furlough. He returned 
to Indn in January 1850, rejoined the regiment at 
Agra, and marched with it to Sialkot, whore he arrived

Loudon, William Charles, Lieutenant (1861— 
1884). — Grave at Noioshera, — Son of W. Loadon, 
Esqr., sometime Administrator-General at Bombay, and 
afterward of Queen Street, Edinburgh. Bora at 
Bombay on the 23'^* October 1861.— Entered H. 
M.’s Service (from' the Royal Mily. College) on the 
22°^ Januaiw 1881 as a Second Lieutenant in the 2“^ 
Battalion 14'*^ Foot and, proceeding to India, he joined 
(hat (Corps at Nowshera in the following April, In May 

1881 he accompanied the battalion to Cherat, and on the 
l8t July following he was promoted to the rank of 
liieutenaht, the 14'*> Foot becoming the West Yorkshire 
Regiment from the same date. He returned to Now- 
shera with the battalion in October, but be again pro- 
ceeded with it to Cherat in May 1882, and remained 
with it ihei« a'htil the autumn. On the 17**^ Novemf jr 

1882 he was appointed an Offg. Wing Officer in the 
26**> (Paxi^b) I., on probation for the Bengal Staff 
Corps, into which he was subsequently admitted with 
efieot from that date. He ioined this regiment at 
Peshawar, and daring the following year he officiated, 
for brief periods, both as Quarter-hmster and as Adjut- 
anti tot to career soon afterwards came to an un- 
timely close, he having been dxowned in the Kabnl 
Biver on the 20^*^ January 1884.

No. 88^ — ^The youngest son of General Sir John Low, 
G.O.B., G.G.S.1, Madras Army, of Clatto, Co. Fife, 
scmietime Resideiit at Lneknow and afterwards Military 
Member of to Cgnnoil of to Governor-General. Bora 
at Oalontta on to 27^^ December 1841. — Entered H. M/s 
Indian Military Forces, Bengal, in 1859. Arrived in 
India in Febrnary of to same year, and in to following 
month was ordeored no tb Meernt to do duty with to 

S* Bnxopean Light Cavalxy. Before he oonid join tot 
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ho joined that corps at Mian Mir. At to end of 
tember 1860 he was amraiinted to do duty with tol» 
Central India Horsey wmoh ho joined at Q«xma. In to 
following ffovemher he was transferred to the rolls of 
to 5^^ Biltpean Light Cavalry, but ho oontiflMi 
serving with the 1*^ Central India Horse (at Goona, 
Agar and Meliidpnr) for nearly fonr years, without a 
break except when he was temporanly employed, for a 
short time, in the spring of 1863, on speoial duty with 
to Begnm of Bhopi^ In January 1864 he was ap- 
pointed Junior Squa^n Officer of the 1*^ Central Inma 
Horse, and, about to same time, was nominated to

Lowther, William, Ideufenant (1815— 184^-.-«« 
Grave at Ambala^ No. 204. — Entered the Bengal Army 
in 1836. Arrived in India on the 1 July of the same 
yesb)*, and a few days later was sent up to Allahabad to 
do duty with the 65*^*^ N. I. In the following Septendiev 
he was posted to tho 40^*^ N. I., but that regiment bjpig 
then in Arakan, he was permitted to remain with to 
65^** at Allahabad until his own corps should arrive at 
Dinapore, to which station it had boon ordered. He 
joined the 40^** accordingly at Dinapore in April 1837, 
and he continued solving with it there until April 
1839, when he was transferred, at his own reqaest, to 
the 41** N. I., and joined the latter at Sikrol, mnares. 
In November 1840 he marched with the 41** to Gurakh* 
pur, whence bo accom])aniod the corps to Ambala in to 
spring of 1844.

Lucas, Davis, Aest.-Snrgeon (1816— 1850).— 0^ 
at Penhawar : see No. 932. — Born in February 1816.-— 
Entered H.M.’s Service on the 20**^ December 1839 as an 
Aflsistant-Sargeon on the Hospital Staff, and was posted 
to Chatham. On the 27**> August 1841 he exchanged to 
tho 68^*1 Foot ; joined the regiment in Canada soon after- 
wards, and returned home with it in June 1844. On to 
12**> July 1844 ho was transferred to the 61* Foot, and 
joined it at Cork. He afterwards served with it for several 
months at Buttevant, and in July 1845 he embarked with 
it for Bengal. Landing at Calcutta in to following Oc^ 
ber, he soon afterwards proceeded with the regiment to to 
Upper Provinces, and in February 1846 he arrived with 
it at Cawnpore. In the autumn he marched with to 
regiment for Ambala, arriving there towards to end cf 
November. In to following month he was appointed 
to do duty with to 14*5 Light Dragoons, at to sam e 
siatioxi, and he continued attached to that regiment until 
February 1848, when he rejoined the 61** and with it 
marched to Jnllnndnr.

LyoMf John Ouren. Captain (1814 — 1845 ). — Tablet 
at Fvoeepore^ No, 442 — The second fl*>n of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Robert Lucas, of Raconnel, Go. Monaghan, 
formerly of the 6^^ West India Regiment and the York 
Bangers, who was a cadet of the family of Lucas (now 
Lucas-Scudamore) of Castle Shane, in the same county. 
Bom in 1814. — Entered H. M.’s Service on the 15th 
tfnne 1830 as an Ensign in the 29^^ Foot. The regiment 
being then in the Mauritius, he joined the depot at 
Plymouth, whence he accompanied it to Ireland in the 
following November. In Juno 1832 he embarked for 
the Mauritius, and in the succeeding November joined 
the head-quaiiors of the regiment at Mahebourg in that 
idand* On the 27^^ June 1834 he was promoted to tho 
rank of Lieutenant. He continued serving in the 
Mauritius until December 1837, when ho embarked 
with the regiment for England, and landing with it at 
Flymiilth in March 1838, ho afterwards served with it 
at Devonport and Bristol. On the Jnly 1839 he was 
appointed Adjutant of tho regiment, and he served with 
the corps in that capacity at Weedon and Woolwich until 
March 1840, when he resigned the appointment, upon 
being nominated Superintending Officer of Recruiting at 
Kendal, and while serving at that place, on the 19^1^ 
March 1841, he was promoted to the rank of Captain. 
In the spring of 1842 he rejoined tho regiment at 
Weedon on. its arrival there from Ireland, and in 
April of the same year he embarked with it for 
Bengal. Landing at Calcutta in August, he moved 
with the regiment to Ghazipur before the end of the 
year, and towai*ds the end of ] 844 he marched with 
it toMeerut. In November 1845 . he accompanied the 
regiment to Kasauli, but tho corps had scarcely taken 
up its quarters there when, in consequence of the out- 
meek of the first Sikh War, it was ordered down again 
to join the Army of tho Sutlej. Marching with the re- 

S 'ment he joined the Army at Mudki on the 19^** 
ecember, and having on the 13‘** of that month been 
Mpointed Brigade-Major of the Tliird (Taylor’s) Brigade, 
Second Division, he forthwith took np the duties of the 
appointment. In this capacity, two days later, he ac- 
companied the brigade into action at Firozshahr, and in 
that sanguinaiy engagement he fell — 21>^ December 1845. 

Lumley, Sir James Rutherford, K,C,B,, Mahf 
Oeneral (c,1778 — 1846).-- Grave at Ferozepore^ No. 480.— 
Entered the Bengal Aray in 1794. Airiybd in India in 
February 1790, and was posted to the 2^ European 
Regiment, in Fort WiUiam. In the following October 
he was removed to the 1”^ Battalion N. I., then 
stationed at Berliampore, and he continued serving with 
that corps until September 1798, when he was trans- 
ferred to the 1 Battalion 15**> N. I., then in course of 
formaition at Buxar. On a further re-arrangemeut of 
postings taking place in the following November, he was 
transferred permanently to the 8*** Regiment of Native 
Infantry, and on the 20^*' January 179‘J ho was posted 
to the !■* Battalion of that corps. In the course of the 
same year he accom{)anied the battalion to Cawnporo, 
^whence in 1801 he proceeded with it to Chandansi. 
Towards the end of 1802 he accompanied the battalion 
on service in tho Jumna Doab, in what was known at 
the time as tho Mnd War,*’ and was present at tho 
siege and capture of Sasni. On the fall of that place 
he was left there in garrison with tho battalion, and he 
xemained there until September 1803, when on the 
outbreak of the Mahratta War, the corps was called 
into the field, and as part of the Array under the com- 
mand of General (afterwards Lord) Lake, he then took 
parkin the operations carried on in the country to the 
south-west of Delhi, and was present at the capture of 
Nomaul, at the storming of Kanfind, and in various other 
l^irs resulting in the expulsion of Sindhia*! fproefl 


from those regions. In 1804^ on the advance of 
towards Jaipur, he served with his hattaUou in tho 
separate force under the command of Colonel Ball on 
the Shekhawat fmntier, and after the termixuUipn'Tif tho 
campaign he remained with tho battalion on the Bewaii 
frontier, where he continued with it until the advance 
of Holk^, following np the disastrous retreat of Ccdonel 
Monson’s detachment, necessitate^ its. following back on 
Muttra. With the force got together there for tho 
purpose of opposing the further progress joi Bolkor ho 
afterwards moved to Agra, whence he subsequently no* 
companied the battalion in Lake’s movement to the north 
and was present at the relief of Delhi, the siege of which 
Holkar was compelled to raise. On the Army being 
divided after the relief of Delhi, he accompanied tho 
battalion in the wesfvrard movement under Major* 
Oeneral Fraser and was present with it in the battle of 
Dig on the 13^^ November 1804, and subsequently, on: 
Lake rejoining, after chasing Holkar out of the Doab, ha 
took part in the siege and storming of Dig, on which last 
occasion, 23<i December, he succeeded to the command 
of tho battalion on Colonel Ball falling severely wounded. 
He subsequently Oommandedthe battalion throughout tho 
siege of Bharatpur, leading it into action in two of tho 
desperate assaults on the fortress (9^^ Januaiy and 20^ 
February 1805), in the second of which the oommn which 
included the battalion carried, after a severe contest, ono 
of the hostile redoubts, followed tho enemy up to tho 
very gates of Bharatpur, and captured and brought off 
eleven pieces of cannon. After tho siege ho accompanied 
tho Army in the movement to the Chambal, and on tho 
termination of the campaign, he piweeded with it to 
Fatohpur Sikri, where tlie corps was stationed until the 
end of the rainy season. On a renewal of the operations 
in tho autumn of 1805, he accompanied the battalion 
info the field in a subsidiary force employed* on the Delhi 
and Rewari frontier, while Lake was chasing Holkar into 
the Punjab, and on the termination of the war, in the 
early months of 1806, he proceeded with the battalion to 
Rewari, at which place and at Delhi, alternately, h© con« . 
tinuod serving with it until the close of the sneoeoding 
year. Tn December 1807, in command of the battalion, 
he marched with it to Mainpiiri, arriving there on the 
January 1808. At the end of that year he proceeded with 
the battalion to Barrackpore, and he was serving with it 
there when, in August, 1810, he was appointed to tho 
command of the 2^ Battalion of Bengal Volunteers, 
formed for service against the Franch poBBessions in the 
Indian Ocean. Embarking at Barrackport on the 2^ 
Septemlxir, he accompanied the expedition to the Isla 
of France (Mauritius), and was present at the landing 
in the bay of Mapon,on the November, and in all tha 
subsequent operations until tbc complete conquest of tha 
island was efFected in tbe succeeding month. He con- 
tinued serving in the island, with his battalion, until tha 
summer of the following year, when the corps was sent 
back to Bengal, and ho eventually landed with it at Bap* 
rackpore in October 1811. At that station he continued 
serving with it for more than nine months, and he com- 
manded the two battalions of Volunteers in brigade on 
the occasion of tho review and inspection by tha 
Oommn nder in-Chief (Sir George Nugent) on the 18*^ 
May 1812. On the Volunteer battalions being dis- 
banded at tho end of the following July he was £p?anted 
leave for eight months, and his promotion to tha rank 
of Major having been notified during this period, he was 
posted, in February 1813, to the 2"** Battalion 8*** N. I., 
which, on the expiration of his leayp in March, ^ ha 
joined *at Berhampore. On tho l^^ 'May following 
however, ho was rc-transferred to the !•* Battalion 8®, 
and having joined that corps at Dinapore in July, hs^ 
towards the end of tho year, marched with it to Benarei. 
At that station he continued serving with the battalion 
nntil tbe autumn of 1814, when, on the ^ outbreak of {ha 
Nepal War, he accompanied it on service in the foroa 
nnder the command of Major-General Marley, and ha ^ 
thereafter commanded it throughout the campaign of 
1814-15 on the Saran frontier. On the termination of tha 



mign he wst potM with ih« oom at Banmagar, 
in tbs Smn disiriot^ but tbs war with the OnrUias 
haying been renewed towards the end of l8lS, he was 
again oidledinto the field with his battalion, and in the 
Seoond (Nioors) Brigade of the Army under the com- 
mand of Sir Dayid Oohterlony, he served, 1815-16, 
thronghout the final campaign of the war, though, 
nnfortiinately, his brigade never came into actual 
ooniliot with the enemy, and he himself, when the 
general advjance took place, in February 1816, was left 
m command of his own and another battalion, at the 
post of Ekor, for the purpose of mainttaining the com- 
munications. On the termination of the war he ro- 
tumed with the battalion to Bamnagar, whence, shortly 
afterwards, he moved with it to Po^abgarh, in Oudh, 
of which station ho was in conpnand while the corps 
lemained there. On his promotion to the rank of 
Lientenant-Colonel being notified, he was ro-posted, 
March 1817 to the 1*‘ Battalion 8‘^ N. I., in com- 
mand of which, in the following October, ho joined tho 
Orand Army under Lord Moira, and thereafter, in tho 
Seoond Brigade, Centro Division, served throughout 
the Mahratta-Pindari Campaign of 1817-18. On the 
oonclusion of Lord Moira’s campaign and the breaking 
up of the Centre Division, February 1818, he accom- 
panied the battalion to Cawnpore, and he served with 
it there nntif the following November, when he nro- 
oeeded on leave ^to the Presidency. In January lolO, 
while still on leave, he was transferred from the 
Battalion 8^^ N. I., to the Bengal European Regiment, 
and in the following June, on the expiration of his 
leave, he was appointed OfTg. Town and Foi*t Major, 
Fort William, a post which he retained for rather more 
than two months. At the end of August 1819 ho was 
nominated Commandant of the foilress of Astrgarh, 
with effect from the 3*^ July preceding, but having been 
allowed to remain at Calcutta on leave until the end of 
the sncceeding November, he did not join his ap|Kjirit- 
ment until January 1820. In that month he was 
transferred from the Bengal European Regiment to the 
gnd Battalion 16**^ N. I., which was then garrisoning 
the fortress, and on that corps being relieved by tho 
Battalion 28‘*> N. I., ho was transferred to tho latter 
in June 1821. He continued in command of the for- 
tress of Asirgarh until October 1821, when he was 
appointed to the command of the Noemuch Field Force, 
amrwards styled tho Meywar Field Force, which he 
held for more than eleven years. On the reorganisation 
of the Army taking plaoe in May 1824 ho was promoted 
to the rank Lieutenant-Colonel Commandant, and on 
the 1 of the succeeding mouth he was posted to tho 
62n^ N. I. In June 1826 he was granted the rank of 
Brigadier for so long as he should remain in command 
of the Meywar Field Force. On attaining the rank of 
Colonel in June 1829 he remained posted to the 62°^ N. 
L He continued in command of tho Meywar Field 
Force until the end of December 1832, when ho was 
^pointed Commissary- General, and proceeding t^ 
Cblcntta. he assumed the duties of that appointment in 
January 1833. But he did not remain long in that 
position, for on the 28^^ November following ho was 
appointed Adjutant-General of the Army, a post which 
he continued holding, with great benefit to the service, 
to the very end of his career, a |)eriod of upwards of 
twelve years. On the 10^^ January 1837 he was pro- 
moted to the rank of Major-General, and on the July 
following he was transferred from the Colonelcy of the 
62^ to that of the N. I., the corps (late !■* Battalion 

N. I.) with which he had served with so much dis- 
tinction in the early part o^f his career. In March 
1841, in view of possible exigencies arising out of the 
uneettled state of affairs at Lahore, he, having been 
speoially selected for the duty, was ordered to proceed to 
KjmuA and organise for immediate service, if neoessaiy, 
a considerable force which had been made available on 
the North-West Frontier, and to assume command of 
that foroe should it be m^ed into the fi^H be was 

ioxOm empowered to draw up towards the frontier 


snob troops as he mig^i require from any caBtomnenti 
within ouo month’s maron of Eamal, an extensive 
oommission which piaotioally placed him in 
of troops stationed as far off as Ag^ Cawnpore and 
Lucknow. In this position, the antioipated trouble with 
the Sikhs not having ocoaned, he remained until Nov- 
ember 1841, when, on the occasion of the outbreak at 
Eabnl, he was nominated to the command of the re- 
lieving force to he despatched to Afghanistan, but being 
in bad health at the time, he was obliged to forego the 
opportunity, and Major-General Pollock wae then ap- 
pointed to the command instead. Ho shortly after- 
wards resumed the duties of his appointment as Adjutant- 
General, and in that capacity was present with Army 
Head-Quarters in the Army of Reserve at S^erocepore 
in the winter of 1842-43, and in the Gwalior Campaign 
in 1843-44, including the battle of Maharajpnr, for 
which he I'eceived tho bronze star and was created a 
Knighfc Commander of the Oixlor of the Bath. On the 
outbreak of the first Sikh War ho accompanied the 
Array of the Sutlej into tho field, but failing health 
prevented his taking any active share in the operations 
of the carajiaign, and an unfortunate blunder perpetrat- 
ed by a near relation (an officer on the Staff) vk tho 
battle of Firozeshalir, — a blunder which might have in- 
volved the defeat of the British Army, — aggravated his 
illness to such a degree that he was oompelled to resign 
his high appoiutment. His resignation was accepted on 
the 28^^ February 1846, and on the same day the Gom- 
mandor-in-Chief published in General Orders a high 
eiilo^ium on his distinguished services, expressing hio 
deep regret that failing health and strength had de- 
nied to him, whose military fame and reputation wexa 
won at Doig, Bliurtpore and the Mauritius, the parting 
gratification of sharing the dangers and exertions of 
Moodkee, Ferozeshah and Bobraon.’’ The day after 
this General Order was pnimulgatod at Lahore, and 
before he had even seen it, he expired at Ferozopore,— 
1»‘ March 1846.

Lumsden, Sir Harry Burnett, K.O.S.I., 0,B,^ 
Iiientenant- General (1821 — 1896 ). — Tablet at Marian^ 
No 1019. — The eldest son of Colonel Thomas Lumsden, 
C.B., Bengal Artillery, a cadet of the Lumsdens of 
Pitcaplo and Bel hoi vie, Co. Alxjrdoon, by Hay, danghtar 
of John Burnett, Esqr., of Elrick, in tho same county. 
Born on board the H. E. I. C’.s Ship Uoee in the Bay 
of Bengal on the November 1821. — ^Entered tho 
Bengal Army in 1838. Arrived in India in July of 
tho same year, and was sent up to Fatehgarh (whero 
his father was then serving as Agent for Gnn-Carriages) 
to do duty with tho N. I. At the end of tho 
following September he was posted to the 18ft N. I., then 
stationed at Henaros, but before he could join thio 
corps, he was remov^, 23^*^ October, to tho 19*’*^ N» I., 
then en route from Cuttack to Dinaporo ; this corps, 
too, ho never joined, and early in December 1838 ho 
was transferred, at bis own request, to tho 69^** N. !• 
Having joined this regiment at Moradabad, be marched 
with it, at tho end of 1839, to Ludhiana, whero ho 
served with it for nearly two years. In December 1841 
ho was appointed acting Interpreter^ and Quarter- 
Master to the 33*^ N. I., and having joined that regi- 
ment at Ferozepore, he shortly afterwards accompanied 
it on service to Afghanistan in the force under tbo 
command of Major-General Pollock, with which ho 
took part in the forcing of tho Khaibar Pass, tho 
advance to Jalalabad, the operations^ against the Shin- 
waris at Mazina, the actions of Tezin and Haft Kotal, 
the re-occupation of Kabul, and, finally, the action at 
Jagdalak during the withdrawal of tho Army from KAbal 
to Peshawar (Medal). On returning from Af^iiaiiistaii 
he Boeompaniod the 33*^ N. L to Bar^y, arrivuig there 
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Hastn^ N. I., and haviing joined that vegi* 

ment fib Imdhhma, he oontinned aemng with it thm 
nn^ theTlonowing September, when he wae apj^ied 
hoting InteiTNwter and Qoarter-Maiiter to the 4^ N. L, 
whiott ha joined at Mainpari, ai^ there in the following 
Koranher.he wae appointed noting Station Stal! Officer 
in addition to h» ouot duties. In July 1844 he vaoated 
liii doting appointment in the 42^^ N. I., and hiring 
in the following month rejoined his own regimen^ 
the 59^^ at Neemuoh, he was appointed, in December, to 
officiate as Interpreter and Quarter-Master to it. In 
the spring of 1845 he accompanied the regiment to 
Meemi^ and soon after his arriral there, in March, he 
was ma^ permanent in appointment of Interpreter 
and Quarter-Master. Olifllie outbreak of the first Sikh 
War in December 1845 ho accompanied the regiment 
to the front, and having joined the Aimy of the Sntlej 
in Jannairy 1846, he was present in the battle of Sob- 
non on the 10*'‘ February, in which great action his 
regimen^ eminently distinguished itself, and he was 
hiiOfMdf^erely wounded in the foot (Medal). On the 
termination of the war he accompanied the regiment 
to Hoshiarpur, where he arrived with it towards the 
of March 1846, and on the 15^^ of the sncceeding 
month he was appointed, temporarily, an Extra As- 
sisiant to the Qovornor-Generarg Agent on the North- 
West Frontier. In this appointment the first dnty on 
which he was empl(^ed was the collection of supplies 
and the construction of a road for the advance of the 
force sent, ogainstKot Kangro, and he was present at 
the surrender of that place in May 1846. He was after- 
‘wa^ employed at Ludhiana, at Jullnndnr and at 
Lahore, and in the autumn of 1846 he accompanied Sir 
.Benry Lawrence to Kashmir on the occasion of the 
suppression of the revolt of the Governor of that 
I^ovince, Shaikh Imam-u-din. Beturning thence in 
November, he was seut in command of a Sikh brigade ' f 
8,500 men on what was expected to be a quiet prome- 
nade through the district of Hazara, but which eventu- 
ally de^lopcd into a three months* campaign against 
the Kaghan and other tribesmeu, in the course of which 
he twice defeated the enemy, first, on the Ddbh range 
of hills in December 1846, and afterwards at Balakot 
in Janua^ 1847. In the meantime, on the 14*** De- 
cember 1846, on the raising and formation of the Corps 
of Guides being ordered, he had been nominated to the 
post of Commandant, to which on the 26*** of the same 
month was added the appointment of Assistant to the 
Resident at Lahore, in political charge of the district of 
Yusafzai. Accordingly, on his return* from the settle- 
ment of affairs in Hazara, in February 1847, he proceed- 
ed to Peshawar, and there immediately put in hand 
the business of raising and organising this now 
celebrated corps, but it had not yet been completed 
up to the required strength (one Htala of cavalry 
two companies of infantiy) when, in conse- 
quence of outbreaks on the Yusafzai border, he was 
called into the field, and before the end of the year 
he. was, in command of detaohroents of the Corps, 
twice in action with bodies of recalcitrant tribes- 
men, — first, in July 1847, in the surprise of the 
. Khudu-Khel village of Moghdarra, and again, in 
the following October, in the capture and de^zuotion 
. of the Swati villages of Babuzai and Palli. In the 
spring of 1848 he moved with the Guides to 
Lahore, where he was employed on smcial dnty in 
. oonnedaon with the unravelling of the conspiracy 
of Sardar Eanh Singh and the Maharani Jhanda 
. Eaur for the seduction of the native troops of the 
■ Army of Occupation, pre^ratory to on effort 
being made to overtuni British authority, and it 
was hy him personally that the heads of the 
oonspiraoy were arrested and brought to punishment, 
Kanh Singh being hanged and the Maharani deported 
from the Fnnjhk'yln July 1848, with the C^Vahy 
of the Oorpsi M proceeded on servioo:. to MnRan,

ahd, attached to the imgdW f<Mm qnder Utotaiilr 
(afterwardp Sir Herbert) Bdwardes, he« TCnforo4 
much nsetul service during the short lime he wia 
with the Anqy employed m the first siege of the 
fortress. In* October 1848,-^e si^ge of Moltoa 
having been raised in the preceding month, -4e 
was recalled to Lahore with his troop of |hiidei 
Oavalry, and he was for some time empl<q^ on 
varions desultory services in the oonntry around 
that place, including the rednotion of the fort of 
Jabba and the pnisuit and dispersar of bands of 
insnrgents. Towards the end of December he 
was ordered to join the head-qnarters of the Army 
in the field, and was on. his way to Bamnagar 
when he received intelligmioe of the advance of a 
body of insargents nn&r one Ganda Singh, who 
was endeavouring to make his way into the Jullundiir 
Doab, and having been joined by the Guides 
Infantry, ho immediately moved against these 
rebels, attacked them at Katora on the 3^ January 
1840, and annihilated the entire band. He shortjy 
afterwards joined the field force under the command 
of Brigadier Wheeler, and on the 16*** January 
took part with the * corps in the defeat of the 
reM Itom Singh on the heights of Dalla. He 
then proceeded and, after frustrating attempt 
made by a part of the main Sikh Army to cross 
the Chonab at Wazirabad and so work found Lord* 
Gough’s right flank, he joined the head-quarters of 
the Army and was present with the Guides in the 
decisive battle of Gujerai and in the subsequent 
pursuit of the routed enemy to Peshawdr (Medal 
and two clasps). On the termination of the war 
he was retained at Peshawar with the corps. 
About this time, March 1849,. the office of Resident 
at Lahore having cea.sed to exist in consequence 
of the annexation of the Punjab, his appointment 
as Assistant to that functionary terminated likewise ; 
but under tbe new arrangements then mode he 
appears (the matter is somewhat obsouro, no direct 
or definite order on the subject being traceable) to 
have l^en appointed an Asst. Commissioner and 
Political Assistant in Yusafzai, his functions as such 
being exercised concurrently with the command of 
the Corps of Guides. In December 1849, in com- 
mand of the Guides (the strength of which had 
now been raised to three troops of cavaliy and 
six companies of infantry), he served in the 
operations against the recalcitrant* villages of indepen- 
dent Baizai, and was present at the 'capture and 
destruction of Sanghao, Pali, Zumtandai and Sherkhana 
(India Medal and clasp), and in February 1850, 
in command of a detachment of the corps, be 
took part in the expedition through the Kohat .Pass 
under Sir tfliarles Napier. From May 1850 to the 
end of the succeeding year he officiate, in addition 
to his othor duties, as Depy. Commissioner in 
charge of the Peshawar District, and during this 
period he was engaged in the operations of Ootobenr, 
November and December 1851 against the Mohmands 
in the vicinity of Matta, taking port in numerous 
skirmishes with the enemy, and in the destruction 
of the Dabh villages, the people of which had 
been prominent in predatory raids into British territozy* 
For his services in these and previous operatioDSi 
and as Offg, Depy. Commissioner of Peshawar, he 
at this time received an expression of the thanks 
of the Govt, of India, couched in terms of the 
highest euloginm, the Governor-General, Lord 
Dalhousie, recording his opinion that a braver or 
a ^tter soldier never drew a sword.” In March 
1852 he was emp%ed, in his civil capadtyi^ of 
Amt. Commr. and rolitioal Assistant, with a fonss 
operating amnnst the Ranizais, and in the f oUowiiig 
April and May he oommandsd the Guides in tbs 
expedition against the Utman Khali, taking pert^ is 
the capture and destriiction of Nawato and Pnngasih 
Tlds expedition had scarcely ended when it becanu 
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yf«oe8flar7 to x^ow operations against the Ranizais, 
and in May 1852, in command of the Waldos, he 
serred in the second expedition against that clan, 
including the sharp action at Skalcot and the de- 
struction of that and other strongholds. * Ho continued 
in command until October 1852, when lio proccedeil 
on leave to Calcutta, whence he went homo ou 
furlough in January 1853, vacating the appointment 
of Commandant of the Corps of Gnidos. Daring 
his absenco from India ho attained the regimental 
rank of Captain, an^^was, on tiio day following, 
the February 1854, promoted to the rank of 
Major by brevet, in 8|^cial recognition of his services 
in the field during the Punjab Campaign and on 
the N.-W. Frontier. Ho i*etu 3 *ned to India in 
November 1855, and on tho«3‘^ January 1856 ho 
was ro -appointed Coinmandaiifc of tho Guides. He 
rejoined tho corps at Mardan, and continued in 
command until the end of January 1857, when 
lus services were placed at tho disposal of tho Foreign 
Dept. On tho 4^*^ of tho siicceccUng month tiio 
Foreign Uept. placed his services at tho disjiosal 
of tho Clilcf Commissioner of tho Piiiijjiib, and ho 
was then placed ,^on .special duty to prooood to 
Kandahar as Chief of a Mission, tho object of wliicli 
was t(> se(\ that the provisions of tlio treaty ivcently 
entered into witli tho Amir Dost Muhammad Khan 
were duly carried out. lie set out on this mission 
on tho March, and, prorccdiiig by way of tho 

Kurain Valley, tho Shutarganlari, Giiazni and 
Kalat-i-Ohilzai, arrived at Kandahar on the 25’'» 
April. He romainod thoro for iiioro tlnin a year, a 
period of great anxiety and tension, owing to the 
mutiny of the llongal Army and to the faTiatical 
Afghan priesthood urging tlio Amir to take advantage 
of tho revolt to invade Fndia on his own acooutit. 
Leaving Kandaliar in May IS58, he rejoined tho 
Guides at Mardan towanls the end of tho siKa'nodmg 
month, and resumed tho command of tho corps. 
Far his sorvices in charge of llio Mission ho was 
advanced to the rank of Limitenont-Colonol by brevet 
and was iioiuiiiated a Companion of the tinier of 
the Baih in tho Civil Division. Coatlnuing in 
oimmaud of tho Gn ides, lie aocompinied a dolaol orient 
of the corps on the Kahul-Khol Waziri Expedition 
of 1859-60, on return fiom which, in March 1860, 
ho was nominated to fhc temporary command of 
tho Punjii.]) IrTCgnlar Forc»i, but tho arrange men t 
afteiwards fell throiigli, ami ho remained in command 
of tho Guided, witli whom ho again wont on scrviiro 
ifi April and iMay lS<iO, on the occasion of the 
Mahsnd-AVaziri Expedition. In this short campaign 
h3 again greatly distinguisliod himself, having beoii 
ill command of tho force which so signally ro[)ulsefl 
the Wa/iris at Palosiii on tho 23' April, and of 
tho left coluinu of attack in tlio firrci ng of tlio 
Barara Pass on tho 4''' May. Ho roturiiod with 
the Guides to Mardan in Jiitio i860, and Khortl| 
afterwards, in August, he was sovorcly wounded by 
a fanatic, a Hindustani, who attempted to cut him 
down when he was utteniliug tho target jrractico 
of the corjrs. In Fidrruary 1861 ho was admitted 
into the Bengal StalT Corps. Ho continued in 
command of tho Guides until March 1862, when 
he finally sevei’ed his coiinoction with tho corps 
upon being ajipointed Commandant of the ITydeiubail 
Contingent, with the temporary rank of llrip^lier. 
In October 1863 ho was granted the rink of Brigjidier- 
General while in command of the Hyderabad 
Continent, and from January 1865 he was awarded 
a good-sendee pension. In May 1865 ho wont 
home on furlough, and was absent from India for 
eighteen months. On his return to India in NovonilKT 
1866 ho resumed the command of tho Ilyderabail 
Cuatingent, which he thereafter retained until the 
end of December 1868. Ho w-as, shortly aflei^ards, 
about to go home on leave, when he was invited 
by Lord ]^yo to' attend the Darbar about to bo 


I hold at Ambila, March 18G9, for tho receptibii df' 
I the Amir Sher AIK of Kabul: ho attoudod accord- 
ingly, and on the. breaking up of tho asseipblage 
in April 1869, he wont homo ou furlonghl Ho 
never aftorwiirls returned to Iiulia. On the 24"» May 
1873 lie was nominated a Kniglit Comniandor of 
the Exalted Orlor of tho Star of India, and on the 
15^'i Septariibur 1875 ho retired fmm the service, 
tho honorary rank of Lieutonant-General being 
conftrred upon him on the 1**^ Deceml)or following.

Lumsion, Esep*., of Belhelvio and Pitcaple, Co* 
Aberdeen, ami younger hrotlier of Lleutonant- 
General Sir Harry Burnett Lumsden, K.C.S.!., C.B. 

( Liimsilon of the Guidos ** ), and of General Sir 
Peter Stark Liims«|en, G.C.B., C.S.I., lioth of tho 
B jugal Infaidry. Born at Muitr.i on the 20^** Novam* 
Imu- ^^hlhn^i(l thn Bongil Ar/ny in ISfclt. 

Arrived in India in Mandi 1S5<), and was ordoml 
up to Bonares to ilo duty with the 27^*‘ I,, but 

having on t!i!> I B'* of tho same month boon posted 
to tlm (iS-'* X. T., hn wen>‘. on and joined that regiment 
at ^loerut. 'PoNV.inls the ond of tho following year 
ho marclit^ I witli tho n'‘':imi‘ut to C.*,wnpore, and- 
in i!r‘ summer of 1852 ho proceeded with it to 
Csilcuita, ainl there e.nharkecl with it for K^’onk 
Phyoo in Arakan, arriving nt tint ])l:».co ou tlia

following DoornUjr ho was a[>pointcd to do duty

r<?joined the corps accoi-ilingly at Kyouk Phy(K>> 
hffore iho end of the month. In February 1855 
lie jiroccetled to f^ilcutti i;)i duty, and was g^ntod 
leave to rornaiii there until the arnval of his regirnont- 
from Arak.an in Mandi, hut on the 28'** of that* 
immth he was apjioinfoil acting Adjutjint of tho 
P*' Punjab Infantry, and j>i-occoiUng to tho Upper 
Provinces soon afterwai-ds, ho joined tluit regiment at 
Kohat in July. In August and Sejitornlior 1855 
ho served with tho corjis in tho expedition against 
tho Jluhia Khel Orak/iais, and was prorniuonily 
engaged in tho surprise and capture of tho village 
of Sanjjar. Jn Jaunai-y 1856 he was appointod to 
officiate as Second-iii-f kirn maud of tlio rogime/d, 
and in tho following March ho was coniirmod in tho 
np])ointrnnut of Adjutant, but ho continued ofllcjiat- 
ing as Second" hi-Commai id until April, ami in Alay 
and June he again ofUcialcd in tho s;Mrio ap[H.iintiiiOiit,. 

Tri October 18.56 ho actrompaniod tlio regiment on 
the exjiodition to ]\Iiraii/ai, and took part in tho 
Hurpriso and capture of Torawari, and during tha 
two Huccoeding moutlis ho seiTod witli tho corps 
in tho expedition to the Kiinirn Valley. In January 
1857 ho prucoodod with the regiment from Kohat 
to Bannu, and in tlio following March he Horved 
with it in tho Boz<hir Expidition, taking part in 
tho forcing of tho Khan Band defile. On tha.' 
conclusion of thc.so oyicnitions ho rotumod with iho 
corps to Barimi, whonco ou the outbreak of tho-- 
Mutiny, in May, he marched with it for Jholum ;♦ 
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on the way down, howev^er, the destination of the 
regiment was altered to Lahore. From that place, 
after a halt of a few days, it marched on the 
10^^ June for Jullandur, where it joined the Moyoabie 
Column under Brigaclier- General Chamberlain. At 
Jullundur, however, orders were received for the 
regiment to proceed to Delhi, and ho arrived there 
with it on the July, escorting ammunition from 
Fhillaur, treasure from Imdhiana, and a convoy 
of stores from Amhala. From that date ho* was 
actively engaged in the operations at and in the 
vicinity of Delhi, including the defeat of a Ixidy 
of rebels on the Grand Trunk Road near Badli-ki- 
Serai on the 4^*^ '^nly, the repulse of the sorties 
of the and 23^ of the same month, and the engage- 
ments of the 1“^ and 2^ August. On the August, 
consequent on the death of Lieutenant Ti'avers ( 9 . e.) 
on the preceding day, he was ap]H)inted Second-in-Com- 
mand of the regiment. On the 12^'' he took part 
in the expulsion of the enemy, after sc were lighting, 
from their positions near Ludlow Castle and Met^^alfe 
House, and his commanding officer, Major Coke, 
having been severely woumled and disabled on this 
occasion, ho was appointed mating Commandant of 
ihe regiment the same day. On the 25**'^ August, 
in command of tlio roginiciit, lie accompaniod a 
column undcir General Niclmlson, which was sent 
out for the jmrpose of driving off a strong forcjo 
of reljcls who had moved out from Dellii to intercept 
the siege-train coming down from Phillaur ; the 
enemy were enconnhTed at Kajafgarh, to the west 
of Delhi, and afier a sharp engageniont totally 
routed and dis|>er.sed, but in tluj midst of the 
conllict Lieutenant Lunisdeii’s career was brought to 
an untimely end, ho having been sliot dead while 
leading on his icginnuit against a liody of the rebels 
who had taken up a position in the village of Jiagli, 
Of him his commanding officer, the late fciir John 
Coke, has recorded that lie was “ a young and most, 
promising officer, who united in himself the rare 
qualities of tlio most undaunted courage and perft'ct 
coolness,’* and that ho was “the highest oruuineni 
of tho regiment.” 

Lyl 6 , Samuel JamGS, Lientrnnnt (1928 — 1851) 
— Grave at Ferozepw^ Ao. 41)5.* — Entered IT. JI.’s 
Sondco on the January 1851 us an Ensign in 
the Foot. Amved in India in tlie summer of that 
vear, and joined tho regiment at Caw'ii]»oi-o. On the 
13^*^ January 1854 he was ]u*omoted to tho r.ank of 
Lientepint. Early in 1854 lic^ aecom pained the regi- 
ment to Ferozepore, arriving thereon tlu^ 22^ February, 
and he died at that place on the 7'^ September 
following. 

Lyons-Montf^omery, Lambert Stewart, Paym 

master (1820 — 187(5 ). — Grave at Amhala^ No, 2»^)4. — 
Tho second sou of ITugh Lyons-Montgomcry, Esqr., 
of Belhavel, (hn Leitrim, and uncle to Sir rieiTO 
Louis Napoleon Cavagnan’, K.C.B. Bern in 1820. — ■ 
Entered H. M.’s Serviee on the 22‘^ June 18.38 as an 
Ensign in the 8 I)‘^* Foot, He joined that regiment 
in New South Wales in tho following year, and W'as 
promoted to th^ rank of Lieutenant o!i the 17‘** January 
1840, and to that of (’aplain on the 28‘*‘ July 1813. 
He served with the regiment in tho Australian colonies 
until the autumn of 1841, wlien lie embarked with 
it for Bengal in tho transport Brifoyi ; that vessel 
was, however, wrecked on the Lesser Andaman in 
November, and ho and others wlio e.scaped drowning were 
detained there for fifty-one days, suflciring severe hard- 
ships and privations, until rescued and conveyed to 
Calcutta in the ship FAizahtth Aindey in January 
1845. He soon afierwaids proceeded f.o tho Upper 
Provinces and, with tho regiment, reached Agra in 
March ; and in the following November lie accompanied 
the corps to Ambala. On the outbreak of the first 
jgikh War in Deceiaber 1845 he accompanied bis 


regiment to the front and served wit|| it throughout 
the Sutlej Canipaign, including the b^tlos of Mudki, 
Firozshahr and Sobraon (Medal and two clasps). After 
the rout of the Sikhs at Sobraon he accompanied the 
regiment to Lsdiuro, at which place it was stationed on 
the conclusion of peace. In the autumn of 1846 he 
went home on leave, and was absent from India until 
December 1848, when ho returned in command of a 
large Inidy of recruits ; with these bo was detained in 
Fort William until tho spring of the following year, 
and he did not rejoin his roginyzit, then at Dinapore, 
until April 1849. In November 1861 he was appointed 
Aide-de-Camp to Brigadier- General P. Young, com, 
manding the Dinaporo Division, but he rejoined hig 
regiment in the following February on its boim; 
ordered to Fort Willian* to embark for Burma on fieif 
service. In March 1852 ho accompanied tho regiment 
on the ex|)odition to Burma, and served with it there 
throughout the campaigns of 1852-53, including the 
capture of Martaban (slightly wounded), tho opera- 
tions at Rangoon, the capture of the Sliwedagou Pagoda 
(with the storming i)ai‘ty), and the capture of Promo 
(India Medal witli clasp for Pegu). On the 17ih Octo- 
ber 1852 he was promoted to the rank of Major. He 
continued serving with tho regiment in Burma (latterly 
at Proine and Shwedaung) until Novowilwr 1853 
when ho returned with it to Calcutta, and \n March 
1854 he embarked with it for England, arriving there 
in the following June, On the 15**^ July 1854 ho was 
promoted to the rank of Captain and Lieutenant-Colonel 
in the 8 (!ots Fusilier Guards, and having been posted 
to the 2 ^( Battalion ho served with it (in London at 
Aldershot, aiul at Windsor) until tho 13 th August

Macaulay, Percy John Frederick, JAeutenant 
(]g(;7 — 1894 ). — Grave atPera Ismail Khan, No. 1081. — 
’Fhc eldest son of Colonel Charles Edward Macaulay, 
of the Bengal Staff (>rops. Born at Ambala on the 
January 1867. — Entered 11, M.’s Service (from the 
Koval Mily. Academy, Woolwich) on tho 2P*' July 
1886 as a Lieutenant in the Royal Engineers. Served 
at Chatham until Septemlx^r 1888, when ho was posted 
to the Indian Establishment. He arrived in India 
towards the end of October 1888, and was attached ta 
the Military Works Dept until June 1889, when ho was 
aiqKjinted an Asst. Engineer therein. He remained in 
this position until nearly the close of the year, when 
lie was appointed an Asst. Engineer in the Publio 
Works. Dept, with retrospective effect from tho 14*^ 
April preceding, and during the next five years he wa» 
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©mployed sncceiplvely on the Mogal Serai Railway 
Survey, the Zhdh Valley Survey, the Mughkaf-Bolan 
State Railway, and the Delhi-Minchinabad Railway 
Survey. In March 1894 he was appointed to the Survey 
Department as an Asst. Snperiutendcrff, and during 
the succeeding seven months he was attached to the 
party at Quetta. In October 1894 ho was appointed 
to the Waziristan- Afghan Boundary Comrai88ion^ with 
which, towards the end of the monih, ho proceeded to 
Wana, and there on the morning of the 3^^ November 
he fell in the *attack nuMle by the Waziris on the camp 
of the Commission, near the Inzar Kotal. 

McBarnet, George Gordon, Captain (1823— 
18t57). — Grave and tablet at Pclhi, Nos. 1H> aiid lt>2. 
Bom in Scotland in 1823.— Rnipred the Bengal Army 
in 1840. AiTived in India in March 1841, and on the 
l»t of the succeeding month was posted to tho 
N. I. He joined that regiment at Nasirabad, and 
early in 1842 marched with it to Ferozepore, where 
at tho end of tho same year ho served with it in tho 
Army of Reserve. In the spring of 181*3 ho accom- 
panied tho regiment to Sukkur Iti Sindh, where his 
health broke down and he w’aa obliged, in Noveinl)er, to 
proceed on leave to Miissoorio and Simla. On the expiry 
of his leave in Novomlwr 1844 he rejoined his ix^girnmt 
at Meerut, and ho served with it there until tho iiiid<llo 
of December lftV5, when lie marched with it from that 
place to join tho Army of tho Sutlej At tho cud of 
tho same month ho was appoinhul Interpreter and 
Quartor-Mastor of the regiment. ITo served with tho 
regiment in the Sutlej Cain]iaign in Janiiarv, Kc^brnary 
and part of ^fai'ch 1S4(), hut had not Ihcj good iortmie 
to bo engaged in any of tho great battles, nnd on tho 
conclusion of tlie war he marcluMl back to Meerut with 
the corps, arriving there in April 184G. Tn tho follow- 
ing Se]»t ember lie proceeded to Simla on sick leave, and 
thereafter ho was continually on leiivo until Februjuy 
18*18, when he was obliged to go homo on fnrlongli, 
vacating tho appointment of TntorpvcU'v and Quaiter- 
Master. Ho returned to India in January 1851, and 
rejoined his regiment at Nowgong, in Bnndelkhand. 
lu Noveiiihor lSr>3 ho was appointed acting Tntorprotcr 
and Quarter Master of the iiigimciit, and in the winter 
of 1854*55 ho marehcMl with tho corps to ISfiilt in. Tn 
Septciidicr 1854 his services were placed at the disposal 
of the iii(mtenant-Goveriior of tho N -W. Ih'ovincosj by 
whom ho was appointed an Extra Assistsint Cominis- 
sionei in tho Saugor and Narbadda Terri toidiis, hut in 
tho following month this ajipointnnnit was cancelled 
•at his own rcc|noKt, and he remained with Ids regi- 
ment, with which in the autumn of 1850 ho marched 
to Nowshcra. Ho xvas on IcaviJ in Kasliniir wlnni tho

In tho gonoral asB«anlt on the 14’*^ 
of that month he was attached to tho port ion of the regi- 
ment detailed to form paH of the column under Major 
Reid, wldch was destined to attack tlio fortitiod posi- 
tion of Kishangaiij, and lieix) lie fell, sliot dead whilst 
leading on his men with tho most distinguished 
gallantry. 

McCaskill, Sir John, Ji.G.R, K.TT., Colonel, laeal 
Major-General in India (1780 — 1845). — Tablet at 
Ferozepore, No. 4*41. — Entered H. ^M.’s Service on the 
IQth March 1797, as an Ensign in tho 53'^ Foot. IIo 
joined that regiment at once in tho West Indies, and 
served with it in Sir Ralph Abei-cromhy’s expedition 
against tho Island of Porto Rico, which, however, was 
abandoned after the failure of an attempt on the Castlo 
of San Juan, in April 1797. On the May 1801 
•he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. He ‘wont 
home with the 53^ in 1 802, and served for three years 
ixi the United Kingdom. In April 1805, with tho 


Battalion of the regiment, ho sailed for Bengal in the 
ship Devonshire, one of tho East India fleet, and on the 
6*^ August following took part in an action at sea, in 
the Indian Ocean, when tho French Admiral Linois, 
with the Marengo, of seventy-four guns, and two other 
vessels of war, attacked tho fleet and was repulsed.

Macdonald, Honry, Major (1881 — 1873). — O-rare 
anti tablet at Tosbawar^ Nos, 976 and 985.

&on of Doiudd Macdonald, Esqr., of Sandside, Co... 


Caithness, soTnetlino Captain in the Royal Enjpueers* 
grandson of the I"* Lord Panmnre ; and younger brother 
of Lioutenant- Colonel William Donald Macdonald, (q.vj) 
9lD Foot (The Sutherland Highlanders). Born at 
Sandsido, Thurso, Co. Caithn 0 .ss, on the 3*^ December 
1831. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1819. Arrived in 
India in Febrmiry 1850, and in tho same month was 
sent up to Benares to do duty with the 27^^ N. I. In 
tho following J une he was po.sted to tho 19^** N. I., 
which ho joined at Budhi Find, in the Jujlundur Doab, 
in SepLeinbor. In tlio winter of 1852-53 he accom- 
panied tho regiment to Cawnpore, whence he marched 
with it to Lucknow in April 1853. In tho spring of 
1856 he proceeded with the rogimont to Berhampore, at 
which place it mutiniod in February 1857, in coosc* 
quouco of wliich it was^ marched down to Barrackpore 
and there disbanded at tho oad of tho following month. 
At tho cud of August 1857 he was attached, as Inter- 
preter, to a detachment of tho 5tii Foot, pTOceeding to 
the Upper Provinces, and having, at Allahabad, in Sop- 
iomber, been diro( ted to continue acting in that capacity 
he scrvtd with it at tho action of Maraiganj and at the 
njlief oF Lucknow in tho following November. Iin- 
luediately on tlio completion of this operation, lie was ap- 
pointed rntcrj)ret(‘r to the 9ID Highlanders, with which 
cor])s he sorvc.l tliroughout tlio remuiiidcr of tho cam- 
jiaign of 1857 58, including tlie relief ol^Cawnporo, the 
battle of Ca\vnpo:*e, the pursuit of tlio (iwalior Coutin- 
gont to Saraigliat, tho re-occu])ation of Bitliiir, tho 
ac1iou3 of Kali Xaddi :iiid Nlnidagarij, tho ro-ocenpation 
or F.it^hgarh, tho actions of Shamshabid and Alan, the 
siege and (japtiiro of Lucknow, the attack on the fort of 
Ruiya, tho action of Aliganj, tho capture of Shahjahan- 
pur, and tlie battle and capture of Bareilly (Medal and 
two clas]>s). Immediately after the event last men- 
tioned (‘May 1858) lie proceeded on leave 'to Simla and 
Alussoorio, resigning tho appointment of Iiitorjireter to 
the 93'* . In tiie fol [owing July his services were jdaced 
at tlie disposil of the Government of the Pixi- 

vInct?H for employment in the Alilitiry Police, and ho 
was tlien n.pj)(jinte<l Adjutant of Police in the Dehra 
]lun rlislrict. In July 1859 ho was appointed District 
Commfinda’st f>f J’oli (!0 at Moradabad, but he held this 
apjiolntmont Fof hsss than a year, and from Alay 1860 
to January 1862 he 'was doing orily “ general duty ** at 
that station. From January to November 18G2 ho was 
attatdiiid to tho 10 i*'* Fool, and from November 1862 to 
May 18G3 to the 90*^'* Foot, both at Meerut ; and ho then 
went home on furlough and was absent fropi India for 
five years. In September 18(50 ho was admitted into , 
tlio Jlcng.il Staff (Jorps. On liis return to India he was 
attached, Juno 18(58, to the 31**^ (Punjab) N. L at Am- 
bala, wlicuce in the autumn of the same year lie marched 
up with that corps to Hazara, and was jiosted with it 
at Darband during the operations on tlio Black Moun- 
tain. On tho conclusion of tho Hazara Campaign ho 
accompanied the regiment to Nowsliera, where he con- 
tinued serving -wntli it until January 1870, whem, having 
attained tlio rank of Major, he was transferred to Pesh- 
awar for general duty. In March 1870 he "wns ap- 
pointed Offg. Commandant of Fort Miclini, on the 
Peshawar border, and ho was made permanent in that 
post on tho 1®*= July following. Ho held this appoint- 
ment until tho 2*3^* Afai-ch 1873, when ho fell a victim 
to Pathan fanaticism. On that day, when Btrolling 
with another officer on the bank.s of tho Kabul River, 
about a mile above Port Miclini, he was fired upon by a 
gang of Mohniands, who hiul been lying in ambush : 
having lieen shot through tlio thigh, he unfortunately 
fell, when tho gang of miscreants swooped down on him 
and hacked liim to death with their swords. It was 
not until 1879 that the perpetrators of this dastardly 
murder were captured and hanged. 

Macdonaldi Norman Alexander, TAeutenant 
(1867— 1897).— TaWei at Ferozevare, No. 450. — A 
younger son of Surgeon James Macdonald, M.D., of 
the Madras Medical Service. Bom on tho 29*^ Decem- 
ber 1SC7. — Entered IL M.’s Service on the 22^ August. 
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1S8S as a Seeond-Lifotenant in iha 2^ Battalion, Royal 
Warwiokshira Be^. (the 6^^ Foot). Prooeeded to India 
in the spring of 1§89 and joined the battalion at Mal- 
ian. On the 19*^ July 1890 he was appointed an Offg. 
Wing Officer in the 15^^ (The Ludhiana Sikh) Regt. of 
Bengal Infantry, on probation for the Bengal Staff 
Corps, into which he was afterwards admitted with 
effect from that date. Ho joined the regiment at Fe- 
losepore, and served with it there until April 1891, 
when he accompanied it on serrice to the North-West 
Frontier, and thereafter served with it throughout the 
eecond Miranzai Expedition, including the operations 
on the Samana Ban^ (India Medal and clasp). On 
the conclusion of the operations, the regiment having 
been retained on the «poi to garrison the Samana posts, 
he continued serving with it &eA until the end of Oc- 
tober 1891, when he was appointed a Wing Officer in 
^e 14**‘ (The Ferozepore Sikh) Regt. of Bengal Infantry, 
and joined that corps at Peshawar. In September 1892 
he was appointed an Offg. Wing Officer in the 5^^ 
Punjab Infantry, as a temporary measure, and having 
joined that regiment at Dora Ismail Kha^ he pro- 
ceeded with it soon afterwards to join the Kajuri Kach 
Force. Ho rejoined the 14‘** B. I. at Peshawar in June 
1893, and in January 1894 accompanied the regiment 
to FerozepoTO, whence in the following April he went 
home on leave.^ He returned to India in April 1895 and 
rejoined his regiment in Waziristan, where it had been 
retained after the expedition of the preceding winter, 
and he was soon afterwards api^inied Offg. Quarter- 
Master, but he retained this appointment only until the 
following November, when the head-quarters of the 
re gimA Tit returned to Ferozepore and he was left in 
'\l^ziristan with two companies of the corps, retained 
temporarily at Sarwokai. With this detachment^ to the 
command of which he afterwards succeodod, he remained 
in Waziristan until the summer of 1896, when ho re- 
joined the head-quarters of the regiment at Ferozepore. 
In December 1896 be was again appointed Offg. Quarter- 
Master of the regiment, and he continnod officiating 
until the spring of 1897, when he proceeded to British 
East Africa for special service with an expedition which 
had been sent, under the command of his brother, Major 
^now Major-Qeneral Sir J. R. L.) Macdonald, Royal 
Engineers, to explore the northern and eastern frontiers 
of the East Amoa and Uganda Protectorates. He 
joined Major Macdonald in East Africa, but the business 
of the expedition was, at a very early stage, hampered 
and impeded 4>y the mutiny of a l^y of Soudanese 
troops attached to it, and by the necessity which then 
arose of disposing of these rebels before any forward 
movement could be made. He fell in action while oper- 
ating against a portion of the mutineers who were 
holding out in Port Labwa, in Usoga,—- 10^** December 
1897. 

Macdonald, Ranald Dugald Harcourt, Major 
(c. 1800 — 1848), — Grave at Lahore, No, 601.— Entered 
the Bengal Army in 1817. Arrived in India in Janu- 
ary 1819| and in the same month was ordered up to 
Muttra to do du^' with the 4^*» Native Cavalry. lu 
February 1819 he was regularly posted to that regi- 
ment, vriih which, towards the end of the year, he pro- 
ceeded to Neemnch. In February 1820 he was pro- 
moted to the rank of Lieutenant in the 8^^ Light Ca- 
valry, and having joined that regiment at Partabgarh, 
in Oudh, he, towards the end of 1821, accompanied it 
to Nagpur. In March 1824 he was appoint^ to the 
command of the escort of the Envoy to tho Court of 
Persia and proceeded to Bombay for the purpose of 
assuming cnarge, but the Mission to Persia having been 
countermanded in the following July, his services were 
rqilaood at the disposal of the Commander-in-Chief in 
August^ and in the succeeding month he rejoined his 
le^ment at Nagpur. In January 1825 he was ap- 
pomted Adjutant of the regiment, with which shortly 
afterwards he marched to Kaita, in Bundelkhand. To- 
wards ibo znd of the year he accompanied the renmont 
eniemoe in the Army under the command of Lord Com- 


bermere, and was present with it at the siege and capture 
of Bharatpnr in toe winter ef 1825-26. In February 
1826, shoi^y after the fall of Bharatpnr, on tho question 
of the despatch of a Mission to Persia being again taken 
into oonsiaeration, he was ordered to Boml^y to assume 
command of the escort of the British Envoy, and proceed- 
ing then to Persia he oontinued attached to the British 
Embassy in that country for ten years. He returned to 
India in October 1836, and after an interval of three 
months* leave, he rejoined the regiment at Snltanpur, 
Benares, at tho end of January 1837. In the spring of 
1839 ho marched with the reriment to Cawnpore, 
whence towards the end of 1842 no accompanied it to 
Bundelkhand, and in the winter of 1842-43 he served with 
the corps (part of the time in command) in the snppres- 
sion of tho insurrectionary disturbances in that province ; 
in tho course of tho operations then undertaken he 
commanded the head quarters and two squadrons of 
the regiment in the action of Baganra, on the 7th 
Deceml^r 1842. Ho subsequently proceeded with the 
regiment to Nowgong, but towards the end of 1843 
he again accompanied the corps into the field, in the 
left wing of the Army of Gwalior, and was present 
with it at the battle of Paniar (bronze star). On the con- 
clusion of tho Gwalior Campaign he returned with the 
regiment to Nowgong, whence in the winter of 1844-45 
he marched with it to Ferozepore. In September 1845 
he was appointed Superintendent of the Remonnt Depdt 
at Muttra, and having been detained there until January 
1846, he was unable to rejoin his rsgiment in time to take 
part with it in the Sntlej Campaign. Having rejoined at 
Ferozepoxo in that month, ho remained with the regiment, 
and on tho termination of the campaign he acoonipauied 
it to Kartarpur, arriving there in April 1846. in the 
following November ho marched with tho regiment to 
Ludhiana, whence in July 1848 he moved with it to 
Ferozepore, and in tho succeeding October to Lahore. 
On tho outbreak of the second Sikh war ho aooompaniod 
his regiment into the field, but at the very opening of 
the campaign his health broke down, and on the 17^^ 
November he left for Calcutta, preparatory to applying 
for leave to proceed to sea. He, however, did not live to 
get very far on his journey, and only four days later, — 
on the 2lBt November 1848, — he died at Anarkalli, 
Lahore.

Macdonald, Wliliam Donald, Major and Brevet* 
JAeutenant-Colonel (1827 — 1862).— Umre at Jalozai^ 
No, 991; tablet at Peshawar, No. 983.— Tho eldest son 
of Donald Macdonald, Esqr., of Sandsido, Co. Caithness, 
sometime Captain in the Hoyal Engineers ; grandson of 
tho Lord Panmure, and elder brother of Major Henry 
Macdonald {q, o.), Bengal Staff Corps. Bom at Sand- 
side, near Thurso, Co. Caithness, on the 15‘h September 
1827. — Entered H. M.*s Service on the 4^** 1847 as 

an Plnsign in tho 93'1 Foot (Tho Sutherland Highlanders), 
and soon afterwards joined the depot of that regiment 
at Aberdeen. From August to October 1843 he was on 
duty with a guard of honour at Mar Castle, Braemar, 
daring tho residenoe there of II, M. Qnoen Victoria. 
In October 1848 ho joined the rogiment (reoently re- 
turned from Canada) at Stirling Castlo, whence he ao- 
compaiiiod it to Edinburgh in April 1850. On tho 1*^ 
October 1850 ho was promoted to the rank of liieaienani. 
He afterwards accompanied the rogiment to Glasgow, 
to Weedon, and to Portsmouth, ^ and ho was with it in 
the Chobham Camp of Exercise in June 1853, proceed- 
ing with it to Devonport in tho following month. In 
February 1854 he accompanied the regiment on tho 
expedition to Turkey, and in the following Septomber 
he proceeded with it from Varna to the Crimea, where, as 
Provost Marshal, he served ihroughont tho campaign of 
1854, taking part in the 'battles of Alma, Balaklava and 
Inkerman, and in the early part of the siege of Sevas- 
topol (Medal and four clasps, Turkish Medal, and Fifth 
Class of Uxe Order of the Medjidieh). On the 10^^ October 
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1854 he 'was promoted to the rank of Captaia, In 
January 1855 he was appointed Depy. Asst. Adjt.-Genl. 
and Depy. Asst. Qr- Mr. Genl. at Soutari, where ho 
continued serving until August 1856, when, the British 
forces having been witlidrawn from the Crimea, ho went 
home and rejoined his logiment at Dover. On th 
December 1856 ho w»8 promoted to the rank of Major 
by brevet. In March 1S57 he was appointed Depy. 
Asst. Adjt.-Gcnl. to the forces in China, and, proceeding 
thither, he served in that country until the following 
Novemlwr, when ho proceeded to India, and, about the 
middle of Docemlx)r, rejoined the 93^^ at Bitliur. He 
thereafter sorvCMl with the regiment throughout the re- 
Tiiainder of the mutiny campaigns, and was present with 
it at the action of Kali Naddi, the occupation of Far- 
rakhabad, the siege and capture of Lucknow (including 
the storming of the Begum Kothi), the attack on Riiiya, 
the action of Aliganj, the battle and capture of Bareilly, 
the actions of Pasgaon and Rasulpur, and the capture 
of Mitauli (Medal and clasp). In January 1869, im- 
mediately after the conclusion of the o|jerationH in which 
the 93** wew engaged, ho was appointed OiTg. Depy. 
Asst. Qr. Mr.-Gonl. at Allahabad, and he held that post 
until the end of January 1800, when ho wont homo on 
leave. Ontholltli Soptornber 1860 ho was promoted 
to the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel by bn3vet, and on the 
12**^ December following ho attained the regimental 
rank of Major. He returned to India and rejoined the 
regiment at Peshawar at the end of December 1861, and 
was soon afterwards ap])ointcd acting Paymaster of the 
corps. In October 1862 ht5 accompanied tho regiment 
into camp on tlie occasion of a severe outbreak of 
cholera, and on the 21“^ of that month ho succeeded to 
the command iu consoquonco of tho death of Major 
Middleton (</. v.), who succumbed that day to the pit)- 
vailing epidemic. Eight days later, while oucampod 
with Ae itjginient at Jfilozai (about twenty miles from 
Peshawar), ho himself foil a victim to tho disease, dying 
at that place, — “ after a long period of seveit) suffering 
borno with a wonderful spirit,’* — on the 29**‘ October 
1862.

MacDonnell, Frederick James, Lieutenant 
1858 ).— at Kohat, No, 1043.— Born in 
Dublin in February 1833. — -Entered the Bengal Army in 
1S53. Amved in India in April of the same year, and 
on the 1“*^ of tho following month was ordoml up to 
Dinapore to do duty with tho 14*** N. T. In September 
ho was posted to the 41"* N. I., at Multan, but in tho 
following month he was trausferi^.d, at his own rtjquost, j 
to the 14**', with which he had b(?en doing duty, and re- 
maining with that corps, ho accorapanicMl it to Multan 
in the winter of 1853-54. In February 1857 he marched 
with tho i*oglmeut for Jhelnm, arriving there on tho 
7**' of the Bucceoding month, and ho was with it when 
it mutinied at that station on the 7*** July follomng, and 
was, after a severe conflict, almost to^lly destroyed. 

On tho 23** of the s.am(' montli ho was directed to do 
duty with the Punjab Battalion at Rawal Pindi, and on 
tho 1"* of August he was appointed Adjutant of the 12*** 
Punjab Infantry, the raising and formation of which 
had just then be-: n ordeml. lie was subsequently sent 
flown to Delhi, and by a Fiohl Force Order of the 22** 
September ho wjv;> directed to do duty Avith a squadron 
of the 2'* Pmijal) Cavalry, which formed part of the 
Delhi Field Fmce. The same day ho marched with tho 
squadron for the Lower l^'ovinces as part of Colonel 
Groathed’s column, and ho was present with it in all 
the operations which followed, including the actions of 
Bulan dshahi’, Jhajjar, Aligarh and Akiubadj tho battle 
of Agra (in which he ^vas wounded), tho action of 
Kananj, the relief of Lucknow under Sir Colin Camp- 
bell, and the battle of Cawnpore. On tho December 
he was appointed ofiiciatiug Adjutant of the regimenti 


which he join^ on the head^quarlers and remain in 
squadrons ooming into the field of operations in Febm* 
ary 1858. In the following month he served with the 
regiment at the siege and capture of Luoknow, and on 
the day succeeding the fall of the place he accompanied 
the corps in a column sent in pursuit of a body of the 
rebels. Those rebels were overtaken on the 23** March 
at Kursi, fifteen miles to tho north-east of Lucknow, 
and in tho conflict which ensued this bravo young 
officer fell, whilst gallantly charging the enemy at the 
head of his men. 

McDowell, Charles Theophilus Metcalfe, 

TAeutenant (c. 1829 — 1858 ). — Tablet at Delhi, No, 148. 

Son of Lieutenant-Colonel George James Muat M’Dow- 
ell, C.B., formerly of tho H. M.’s 16**^ Light Dra- 
goons. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1846. Arrived in 
India in Jane of tho same year, and was appointed to 
do duty with the Regiment of Kalat-i-Ghilzai, which 
he joined at Midnapore early in tho following August. 
At the end of December 1 846 ho was posted to the 2** 
Bengal European Regiment, which he joined at Su- 
bathu, on its arrival from Julliindur, in March 1847. 
In October 1848 ho accompanied the regiment to Fe- 
rozeporo, and with it in tho following month he joined 
tho Army of tho Punjab, and ho siil^oquently served 
with it throughout tho Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, 
including the action of Ramnagar, the passage of tho 
Chenab, and tho battles of Chilianwala and Gujerat 
(Medal and two clasps). In march 1849 he proceeded 
on leave to tho Presidency and in the following June he 
went home on furlough. On his return to India in 
April 1852 ho proceeded to the Upper Provinces and 
rejoined his regiment at Agra, whence, towards the end 
of the year, ho accompanied it to Port William. In 
Octolier 1853 ho proceeded with tiio r(‘giment to Burma, 
and was at first stationed with it at Prome, but he was 
subsequently employed with a portion of it against 
bands of insurgents who were moving about the country 
and creating disturbances. In March 1855 ho acoom- 
panied tho regiment to Moulracin, and in the spring of 
tho following 3'^ear he returned with it to Bengal and 
proceeded with it to Rul>athii. On the outbreak of tho 
mutiny in May 1857 ho marched down to Ambala with 
the regiment and subsequently accompanied it in tho 
movoinent on Delhi ; and he was with it in tho 
action of Badli-ki-Sorai, at tho seizure of tho Ridge 
before Delhi, aud in the earlier part of the siege of that 
place. Early in July 1857 he was appointed, at tho re- 
qnest of (Captain Ilodson himself , to do duty^with Hod- 
son’s Horse,” then in course of organization, and on the 
16*** of tho same month he was appointed Adjutant of 
that c?orps. With “ Hodson’s Horse ” ho served during 
tho remainder of tho siege, excepting only an interval in 
August, when ho accompanied tho corps in Hodson’s dash 
into Hariana, in tho course of which he was present in the 
actions of Kharkauda and Rohtak. He was present 
and under fire during tho operations connected with the 
Htorrniiig of Delhi on the 14**» September, and on tho 
22*"* of the samo month he accompanied Captain 
Hodson, with a detachment of the regiment, on the 
occasion of tho capture and execution of tho miscreant 
Shahzadas concerned in the massacres and other atro- 
cious outrages of tho ll**‘ of May. He aftcirwards served 
with tho regiment in the opeiutions of Brigadier 
Showers’ column in the country to the south and south- 
west of Delhi, a month after his return from which ho 
was appointed, 1«* December, to officiate as Sccond-in- 
Command of tho corps. H(j subsequently took part,' 
with the regiment, in the operations of Colonel Seatun’^i 
coin ran in its rnovornent down the Doab, including tho 
actions of Gangari, Patiali aud Mainpuri, and he ac- 
companied Captain Hodson in his daring ride from 
Mainpuri to Mirau-ki- Serai, to open communication 
with tho Commander-in-Chief, Sir Colin Campbell, and 
in his equally adventurous ride back to Bewar. With 
the regiment he joined the Commander- in-Ghief’s 
camp at Fatehgarh on tho 4*** of January 1858, and c>n 
the 27*** of the same month ho was present with it in tho 
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action at Shaxnskabad, in wkich a largo body of rebels 
was routed and dispersed. On this occasion 4ie received 
a mortal wound, of which he died at Fatehgarh on the 
following day. 

McIntosh. Robert, Surgeon (1799—1847).— 
Orave at Delhi, No, 83. — Born on the 23^ December 
1799.— Entered the Bengal Army, in its Medical De- 
partment, in 1824. Arrived in India in November 
1825, and was granted rank as an Assistant- Surgeon 
from the J one preceding. Soon, after his arrival ho 

wsw sent up to Meerut and appointed to do duty with 
the Artillery at that station, with which he remained 
until June 1826. He was then sent to Kamal to hike 
medical charge, temporarily, of the N. I., and ho 
remained with that corps until tl^o following November, 
when he "was appointed OfPg. Assistant Garrison Surgeon 
of Delhi. He was afterwaids confirmed in that appoint- 
ment, and in September 1S33 ho was appointed Civil 
Surgeon of Delhi in addition. In August 183S his 
services were replaced, temporarily, at tho disposal of 
the Command er-in-Chief for employment with the 
Array in the field, anil at the end of the sam(j month he 
was appointed to the medical charge of tho 2*' Company 
Battalion, Foot Artillery. With this company 
(to whicli Pe'w’s “ Camel Battery ’* was attached) he 
marched to ^ero/ejiore ; tlieiico accompanied the Army 
of the Indus onVho expc'ilition to AfghanistHTii ; and 
served with it throughout tiie camjiaign of 1838-.39 in 
that country, including tho cajitiii’e of Ghazni (Medal) 
and the occupation of Kabul- In December 1839 ho 
was promoted to the rank of Surgeon, and vacated his 
civil and garrison jipi'oiiiifiients at Delhi. Ho soon 
afteiwaids n'turued to Hindustan, ami in iMay IHK> was 
posted to tho G4^** N. I, at Delhi, with whicli corps, in 
the following ^^^ovemb(;r, he proceeded to Ferozepore. 
On arrival at that station tho additional medical charge 
of a detachment of the .5^*^ Light Cavalry was imposc'd 
upon him. In January 18 VI he was transferred to tho 
48*** N. I. ; joined Ihnt n'girnent o:i its crossing the 
Sutlej on its return from Afghanistan ; and marched 
with it to Aligarh. At that station in A])ril 1SV2 ho 
rccidved the additional medical (jliargo of tho IV** Dejn"»t 
Battalion, which ho contimicd holding until the corps 
was broken up in tlie s])ri ng of 18 V3. ToAvards llio 
cud of 1843 ho acconi])aiiitHl the 48“* N. I. to Ludhiana, 
at which station ho also held the medical charge; t>f the 
staff from the beginning of February 1814. In April 
1845 lie proeecdcal on sick leave to tho hills for a year. 

In the followilig December, while still on h;ave, ho was 
transfeiT’od to the 42‘* N. I., and that regiment Ixfing 
then with tho Army of the Sutlej, ho proeeuded and 
joined it, and was ]n*esont with it at tho batth; of So- 
braon (Medal). He afterwards a-ccompanied tin; Army 
to Lalion;, at which place, at dilTiTcnt times during the 
year, ho h.4(l the additional medical charge of tho 
and of tho 27*** N. I. With tin; 42'* , and in medical 
charge, in addition, of dctachmciits of art.ilhiiy and 
irregular cavalry, he was on escc)rt Avitli the Govimior- 
Geiieral dialing tho siiceeoding winter, on the termina- 
tion of whi(;h duty he arrived with the corps at Delhi in 
-February 13V7. In the following autumn, Inniig in liad 
hoaltli, ho obtaim;d six months’ leave to tlio J Residency, 
preparatory to applying for furlough to Euj*oj>e, but 
bofoii) the leave had even begun lio died at Delhi cm the 
3 l«t October 1847. 

Maclvor, James Robertson, Jf.D, A/s.^isUnt^ 
Surf/con (1843— 18G9).—Gmrc; Slalhof, Ntt. 720; tablet 
at Kohat, No, 10 V2. — Tho eldest son of Kvander 
MacTver, Esqr., of Scowrio Houso, Co. Sutherland. — 
Entered IT. M.’s Service on the SD* Mandi 1S65 as an 
Assistant- Surgeon in the Indian Medical Dept., Bengal. 
Arrived in India on the 4*** January 18GG, and on tho 
18*** of the same month was appointed to tho medical 
charge of the 4*** .Punjab Infantry, which coi*j)8 ho 
joined at Dora Ismail Khan. From August to Novem- 
ber 1867 he hold the temporary medical charge of tho 
I>t Panjab Cavalry, officiating concurrently as Civil 


Surgeon of Dora Ismail Khan. Ho then rejoined the 
4**» Punjab Infantry, with which, in January 1869, ho 
marched to Kohat, and towards tho end of tho suooeed- 
ing month ho served with tho corps at the surprise and 
destruction of the Bizoti Urakzai village of Gara. In 
tho summer and autumn of 1869 he held tho temporary 
medical charge of No. 1 Light Field Battei’y, P. F. p., 
in addition to his other duties. He died at Koliat on 
the IP** December 1869. 

Notr. — This officor in huriod at Sialkot, and in tho inscription 
on hig tonibstuiio it is alle^nl that h« ditnl at that station. On tlm 
nthor hand, in thuotficial report of his death addrossod to Army 
llt^ad. Quarters and in tho notiliciition issiiod hy tho Govornineut 
of India in the Military Dopartinont iiudur the Uegiinental Debtf 
Act, it is slated that he died at Kohat. 

MacKenzle, Harry Murray. Cupfain (1850— 
WS9). -^Drave at Nowshera . — Son of Captain (Bre vot- 
Lhnitenant-Colouel) Murray Mackenzie {g. r.), Bengal 
Artillery. Born at Hoshiarpur, Punjab, on the 2** 
1850. — Entered H. M.*s Service (from tho lioynl 
I^lily. College) on tho 8*** February 1870 as a Cornet in 
the 21 Hussars, and having arrived in India in tho 
following June, lie joined that regiment at Lucknow. 
On tho 8*** Octol)cr 1871 ho was premoted to tho rank 
of Lieutenant. On tlic 8*** August 1873 he was ap- 
jiointed tenqiorary Second S(|nadron Subaltern in tho 
9*** Bengal C’avalry, on probation for tho Bengal Staff 
Corps, into Avliich he was afterwaiils admitted with 
effect fivmi that date. Ho joiiuHl tho regiment at 
Jlawal Piiuii, and in the following Octolwr was appoint- 
ed Offg. Thinl Squadron Oflicor, a post whiini he 
retnino'l for about four months. In the winter of 
1873-74 he acajompanlod tho regiment to Deoli, and in 
1875-76 ho .servoil for some months with a squadron de« 
taehoil to Jhansi. In Soiitemher 1876 he was made por- 
mafioni in thoap|)oiiitmontof Second Squadren Sulialteni 
and during that year ho twice officiated as Adjutant, 
once as First S(piadron Subqltorn, and omro as Third 
Squad ro!\ Officer. Tinder Uio new orgaTiisatiou intro- 
duced in tlanuary 1877 he ht'came a S<juadnm Officer, 
and during that year he again officiateci twice as Ad- 
jutant and several times as a Squa<lreii Comyiiandor. In 
the spring of 1878 he procoedocl with the regiment to 
Meerut, wlieiico ho shortly aft€u*wards accompaniod it 
on .service on tho exjiedition to the Medit(*rranean. In 
August 1S78 ho was again a])pointiMl OITg. Ailjuiant. 
Ketnrning from ilie ModiteiTaiiean ho procoeduij with 
tho regiment to Moerut in O(;tohor 1878, and there in 
tho following January ho was mado pi rmaiiont in th» 
appointment of Adjutant : this situation he hold until 
Octulxjr 1880, and during that and the two succeeding 
year.s he officiated many ti mesas a Squadron Command* 
or. At the oiul of IS81 ho proeoodeil with tho regiment 
tf) Ik*.sh.Twar, whence in March 1883 ho went home on 
leave. TTo retnimod to India in October 1884, rejuinod 
his rcgiriKuit at Peshawar in the following Deemnbor, 
and was again appointed to officiate as a Squadron 
(k)mTnand(?r. In that capacity, early in 1885, ho ac- 
c<nnp:inio<l tho rt'gimont (imw co ustituted a corps of 
liaruxu's) on service to tlie Eastern Soudan, thereafter 
taking part Avith it in the operations around Suakin, iri- 
<?l;iding tlie action «)f Hashet;!! (Medal and clasp and tho 
Khedive’s Star). After the conclusiou of tho campaign he 
was retained ;it Snakin for m;iny montlis in command 
of a s(|uadron of the rogirnont, ami during this pcrioil, 
in Scq)teml)cr 1885, ho was appointiai ’I’liird Squadron 
Commander perrnancmtly. Itetiirm’ng from Suakin with 
tho hquiwlron, he nqoLncd the regiment at Ainbala in 
Deoemlier 188.5, hut he almost immediately afhinvards 
accoTTipanicd the corps to the (kiinp of Exercise ai 
Dellii, wlu;ro lie served as Brigade-Major of a Cavalry 
Brigade until tho cam]i was broken up. Ho returned 
to ATnl>ala witli his regiment towards the end of Janu- 
ary 1886, and in tlie following month ho was advanc- 
ed to the position of Second Squadron Commander. 

In Novcml>er 1887 ho served as Dopy. Asst. Adjt. and“ 
Qr. Mr.-Genl. of the Cavalry Division at tho Lawrence- 
pore Camp of Exercise, and from the 1*** of tho follow ing 
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month to tho end of May 1886 lie wm employed ae 
Brig^e^Major to the Ingpeotor- General of Gayalry. He 
then rejoined the 9^ Bengal Lancera at Ambala, and 
lirai appointed Offg. Second-in-Command of tiie reffi- 
ment, with which in the autnmn of the game year ne 
marched to Nowshera. Towards the end of December 
1888 he wag appointed to officiate ag Commandant of 
the regiment^ and he held that position nntil his death. 
He died at Nowshera on the 20th January 1889.

Before he could reach that 
place, however, he was posted to the 8‘>> Light Cavalry, 
ud haying jomed that regiment at Partabgarh, in 
Oudh, he marched with it to Nagpur at the end of the 
same year. At the close of 1824 he accompanied tho 
Mghnent to Kaita. In June 1825 he was appointed 
Offge Quarter- Master, and on the 14^** of the succeeding 
month he became Interpreter and Quarter-Master to the 
regiment. Towards tho end of the year he accompanied 
the corps on service, and in the winter of 1825-26 he 


served with it at the siege and capture of Bharatpur 
(Medal)* On the February 1826 he was dii*ected to 
officiate as Adjutant of the regiment, and on the 14‘'> of 
the same month he was made permanent in that ap- 
pointment. On the fall of Bharatpur the regiment was 
retained for some time at that place, but in March 1826 
he accompanied it to Karnal, acting during the move- 
ment as Staff Officer to a detachment composed of his 
own and another regiment of cavalry. In April 1828 
he proceeded on sick leave to tho hills west of the 
J umna, and ho was absent from his regiment until De- 
cember 1829, when he rejoined it at ^sirabad. In the 
winter of 1831*32 he moved with the regiment to 
Cawnpore. In August 1834 ho was again obliged to go 
away on sick leave, but it was only for a few months, 
and the regiment having in the meantime marched to 
Sultanpur, Benares, ho rejoined it there in tho follow- 
ing December. In August 1835 he proceeded on leave 
to the Presidency, whence he went home on furlough in 
the succeeding December. He returned to India in 
January 1839, and, after visiting Dhulia and Baroda on 
leave, he rejoined his regiment at Cawnpore in tho fol- 
lowing June. In December 1839 he was ordered to 
take charge of the 1*^ Regiment of Cavalry of the Ondh 
Anziliary Force, and, having joined that regiment at 
Snltanpnr, in Oudh, ho was appointed Commandant of 
the corps in August 1840, ana he waS retained in that 
appointment when, in the following December, the 
status of the Oudh Auxiliary Force was altered and the 
regiment became tho 6th Irregular Cavalry. In 
May 1841 ho accompanied the regiment to Bareilly, 
and in April 1842 to Ambala ; and ho afterwards servM 
with it in the Army of Reserve at Ferozepore in tho 
cold season of 1842-43. On tho breaking up of this 
Army in January 1843 ho accompanied the regiment to 
Hansi whence he moved with it to Ludhiana in the 
autumn of the same year. In the spring of 1844 he 
proceeded with tho regiment to Sindh, and served with 
it at Shikarpur and Khangarh, and in several affairs with 
the mountain and desert tribes,— the Dumkis, Bhugtis, 
Jakranis, and others,— and he commanded (23«» August) 
in a brilliant action near Mubarikpur, for his conduct of 
which he received the special commendations of Sir 
Charles Napier. In September 1844, bis health having 
broken down, ho wont on sick leave to Bombay, and he 
was away until the middle of November 1845, when he re- 
loiued the regiment on the route from Ambala to Saugor. 
At the end of the succeeding month ho was ordered to 
reioin tho Light Cavalry, then forming part of tho 
Army of the Sutlej : ho rejoined accordingly in Janu- 
ary 1846, but he was not engaged in any of the groat 
engagements of the campaign. In April 1846 he returned 
to ' ^gor and resumed oommaud of tho 6'^ Irregular 


Caval^i and ho oontinuod serving with it at that statioii 
until (October 1848, when, on the 8th Light Cavalry be- 
ing detailed for service in the second Sikh war, he pro- 
ceeded to rejoip it. He rejoined the re^pment beyond 
the Chenab on the 7^^ December, and having suooeeded to 
the command on the 1*^ January following, he led tho 
corps throughout the ensuing campaign, including tho 
battles of Chilianwala and Oujerat (Medal and two 
clasps, and promoted to the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel 
by brevet)* He rejoined the 6*^ Irregular CavaW at 
Saugor in April 1849, and in tho spring of 1850 he 
acoompanied the corps to Sialkot. In January 1853 he 
proceeded on sick leave to Simla, and while there, at 
the end of the succeeding month, he resigned the ap- 
pointment of Commandant. On tho expiration of his 
leave in November 1854 he rejoined the 8‘h Light 
Cavalry at Mian Mir and assumed command, and 
having, on promotion to tho regimental rank of Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel, been re-posted, April 1855, to that corps, he 
remained oontinuously in command nntil January 1856, 
when he proceeded on sick leave to Simla. He resumed 
command at the end of October, but in April 1857 he 
again went to Simla on sick leave, and while ho was 
there the mutiny burst forth and his ro^ment was dis- 
armed and dismounted at Mian Mir. On the expiration 
of his leave in October 1857 he was appointed to com- 
mand the troops at Ferozepore with tl^ rank of Bri* 
gadier, vice Brigadier P. Innes (g. e.), who was remov- 
He continued in command at Ferozepore until 
April 1859, when he proceeded on leave to Simla, at 
which place he died on the August following. 

Notb. — Colonel (then Lieutenant) Mackenzie married, at Naiir- 
abad, on the 6th September 1B30. Napier liouiia, the youngest 
daughter of Major Genl. F. J. T. Johnstone, C.B., Bengal Caval- 
ry. He was the father of Lieutenant Napier K. J. Mackenzie 
(?. V.). 

Mackenzie, John, Lieutenant-Colonel and Brevet* 
Colonel (1790— 1866).— -Oral;® at Simla, No. 337.— 
Prior to entering the service of the East India Com- 
i>any this officer hold for some time a commission in a 
fancible or a militia regiment in Scotland, but no 
details regarding this portion of his career are now 
obtainable. — Ho entered the Bengal Army in 1805 as 
a Cadet of Cavalry, and having arrived in India in 
September 1806, ho was sent in the usual course to the 
Cadet College at Barasat. Having already held a 
commission in the Royal Service he was not detained 
there long, and having been passed out on the 1”^ Feb- 
ruary 1807, he was, on tho same date, poB&d to the 3^ 
Native Cavalry, then stationed at muttra ; he was at 
the same time ordered to proceed to Ohazipur and do 
duty with the cavalry there, until the setting in of the 
rainy season should enable him to go on and join his 
regiment. He joined the regiment at Muttra aooord- 
ingly in the autumn, and in January 1808 aooom- 
paniod it to Bundelkhand, where he served with it for 
nearly two years, during which period he was frequ- 
ently engaged in active operations against Oofttl 
Singh and other insurgents and marauders. At tho 
end of 1809 he marched with the regiment to Partab- 
garh, in Oudh, whence, in April 1810, he proceeded 
on leave to the Pre.sidency, and thence to sea, for the 
recovery of his health ; not having, however, derived 
sufficient beneiit from the voyage, he went home on 
furlough in February 1811, and was absent from Jndia 
for nearlv two years and-a-half. He returned to India 
in June 1813, and rejoined bis regiment at Gurgaon, 
whence he proceeded with it on service in Novemberp 
and took p^ in the demonstration against the Rao 
Rajah of Macheri (Alwar). On the Rao Rajah 
making his submission, he returned with the regiment 
to Gnrgaon, where he oontinned serving with it until 
the end of 1814. He then mwhed with the oorps to 
Meerut, where he served with it (in a brigade of oavalxy 
specially formed there under the command of Sir 
William Eeir) until the termination of tho Gurkha 
War in May 1815. Returning then to Gurgaon, ha 
served there until the end el 1816, when be m a r c h ed 
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^th tlio regiment to Mnttra. In Octolier 1S17 he 
accompanied the regiment into the Beld m the t.entro 
Division of the Gi-and Army, and thvreafter servetl 
•with it throughout the Mahratta-Pinilari Campaign 
of 1817-18) including the affair of Ihirapur and 
the brilliant action of Jawad. Being in bad health 
he proceeded on leave to the Presidency in Ajuil 181S, 
and there on the expiration of his leave, in August, 
he was directed to join and do duty with the (.lovcruor- 
General’s Body Guani ; and he coutiinnMl attached to 
that corps until May 181D, when ho was appointed a 
Bub-Assistant Superintendent in the Stud Department, 
and was posted to Buxar. In the autumn of 1821 he 
officiated for a short time as Fort Adjutant at Buxar, 
in addition to his other duties. At the end of 182o 
be became Second Assistant to the Suiiormtendeiit of 
the Stud, and remained poKte<l to Buxar, at which 
station ho continued serving until May 182y,_ when ho 
was appointed Superiutcudeut of the Stud m the 
W Provinces, •with his stition at llapar. In January 
1834 ho was transferred t) the appointment «)f Super- 
intendent of the Stud in the ('entral Provinces, with 
his station at Karautadhi, ami he continued iu that 
situation until Juno 1843, when, having been in had 
health and much on leave during the two years preced- 
ing, he vachted it, and his services were replaced at 
the' disposal of tjje Gommauder-iu Chief. lie had then 
been on leave at Mussoorie since the 15"' Fohniary, 
and this leave was, from time to time, extended up to 
Koveraber 1845, when ho proecodml on leave to the 
Cape, lieturning to India iu Doceniber 1847 ho re- 
joined the 3"^ 1 light Cavalry at Muttra, and continued 
serving with it there for alxuit a year. On liis promo- 
tion to” the rank of liiouteiiant-Coloncl Iwiug notilied, 
he was posh’d, 1”* January 184'.), to the Light 
Cavalry, then ‘stationed at Mhow, bnt on the 14'h of 
the same rnonlh he was again obliged to go on sicik 
leave, and he eventually wont home on furlough in 
February 1850, without having ever joined his new 
regiment. On h is rctulTi to Iiulia in Ajiril 1852 ho 
was tranflfen’cd fr*om the 1)»1‘ to Uio Cavalry, 

and proceeding to Peshawar, lio joined the Jailer tliei-o 
on the 2 May, sueeoeding^ at tJio same lime to the 
tem]iorary cominand of the station, whicli lie continued 
holding until the following Tnonih. In Die winler of 
1852-53 ho proceeded, in cominand of the regiment, to 
Kartarpur, whouco iu December 1853 he m a relied with 
it to Jullnudnr, In May 1855 he proceeded on leave 
to Simla, and# while lie was there, in tlio following 
October, he was transferred to Jbe Liglit Cavalry. 
Put he never joined tliis regimenl, for, liis leave having 
lieen extended for a year, he died at Simla on the 5^^ 
May 185G.

Mackenzie, Murray, Captaui and Brevet- fdmt~ 
enanl-Colonel (1813—1857). — Grave at Simla, A7;.343. — 
Born at Finchley, Middlesex, in 1813. — Kntered tlio 
Bengal Army in *1828 as a Cadet of Ai*iillery. AiTivod 
in India in May 1829, bat being a supernumerary ho 
remained unposted for nearly four years. In the 
meaulimo ho did duty with the Artillery at Dum-Dum 
until January 1832, when he was ordered up to Meerut 
to do duty w'ith the Horso Artillery there. On his way 
up in the following September ho was ordered to join 
the 1®^ 13rigado, Horse Artillery, at Cawnpore, and 
accompany the head-quartcTS of that brigade to Meerut, 
and ho arrived at that station accordingly in tlie suc- 
ceeding November. In Fobrnary 1833 he was brought 
on the effective strength of the Army, and in the 
following month he was posted to the 3^ Company 2** 
Battalion, Foot Artillery, which ho joined at Kama!. 
In the following September he was transferred to the 
2<i Troop Brigade, Horso Artillery, with which he 


served at Meerut until June 1835, when he was removeil 
to the Troop 1®* Brigade at the sauio station, lu 
February 183t) ho was transferred to the ph 
3‘' Brigade, and Iiaviiig joined it at Neemuoh, ho 
accompanied it to Ludhiana in the winter of 18 :k>- 37. 
On promotion to the rank of First- Liiuitenant, ho was 
re-posietl, Deeimilier 1S37, to the 4*** Trooji 3'* Brigade, 
witli which he continued serving at liudhiana until 
Scpti'iiiber 1838, when he was ]H)sted to the Troop 
2*' Brigade ; and having joini'il tliat troop at Meerut, 
he soon afterwai’ds marchotl with it to Ferozeporo, aiul 
joined the Army of tho Tuilus.

— Tlio 
eldest son of Colonel JaniOs ]\[aclvenzio, llengal C^ivuliy, 
by Napier Louisa, his wife, th(3 youngest daughter of 
Major-General Francis J. T. Johnston, (ML, llongal C:i- 
valry. Bom at Nasirabad on the 1 J uly 1831 . — -Fidcrod 
tho Bengal Army in 1848 as a Cadet of Cavali'y. Arriv- 
ed in India in Ft^hruary 1811), and was sent up to 
Cawnpore to do duty with tho 4*^ Light Cavalry. In 
the following month ho was ])osted tp tho Light 
Cavalry, which ho joined at ^leerut in *May. 'fowards 
the cud of 1853 ho acoompaniod tlie rogiment to Now- 
gong, in Bundcdkhaiid, where he seivod with it fr)r 
moro than two years. In March 1S56 lio proceeded to 
Simla on sick leavo, and at that place he died on tho 
26**^ of tho succeeding month.

Mackenzie, William Leycoster, Ensign (r. 
1829 — 1848). -(7niiv ai Multan: No, 881 -Entered 

tho Bengal Army ill JStG. Arrived in India on tlie 
1**^ December of tlio sariui yoar, and on tlio 22'* idem 
was ordered up to Benriro i to do duty with Lie 49^** N. 1. 
That rogiment having, hoAvevm’, loft for Feroznjioro 
prior to his arrival, lio was, on rearliing Ilonarcs, in 
February 1847, a])])ointcd to do duty willi tho N. I. 
instead. In tho following Juno ho was posted to tho 
51“^ N. I., which he joined at Lalioro in t.'io autumn, 
and he contiuiiod serving tliero witli this ri'giment 
until July 1818, when ho accompaiiiod tho cjiv])*; on 
service to Multan. He served with it througleriit tho 
first siego of that place in August and SiqitominT, anti 
he was afterwards, on tho si(?go iioing raised, cncain]Kf I 
with it in the vicinity for more than two months. lie 
died in cam]) near Multan on tin; D* Domubor LSIS, 
which, by a curious coiTir.idcnce, w as tho second anniver-

Mackeson, Frederick, n.B., (liptain and Brcret- 
I/ieutenant^ Colonel (1807 — 185.3). — Moniunent at i*csha- 
war^ 9.31 — Son of William Mackeson, Esqr., of 
Woodbridgo, Co. Kent. Born at Woodbridge on tho 
2*^ September 1807. — J5ntered the Bengal Army in 1S2.5. 
Arrived in India in August 1826, and having, in anti- 
cipation of hi.s arrival, been posti.nl, in the jirocoding 
May, to tho 14^^ N. I., ho procooileil to Lucknow and 
joined that regiment there towards tho end of tlie year. 
In January 1829 ho aceoiripauiod tho 14^*' to Delhi, and 
at that station from tho middle of May to tho end of 
November 18.30 he officiated as ruterpreter and Quarter- 
Master to the corps. In the autiiniTi of tho4 yoar ho 
marched with the niglmeut to Ludhiana ; in October . 


1831 ho arcompaniod it to Ru|)ar, and ho was pre.sent in 
tho assemblafto^there on the oertasion of tho mooting of 
the (iovernor- General, Lord William Bentinck, and tho 
Ruler of tho P,urijah, ^laharaja Raujit Singh. On tlia 
termination of tliLs alT.air ho returned with the rogi* 
iriont to Ludhiana, wdionco, in December 1834, ho 
aecoTn]»a7iind tho left wing to Shahjahaiipiir. In Feb- 
ruary 1835 lio was appointod, in tho Political Dept., 
to bo a British Agont for the Navigation of tho 
Iridu.s, and in tlio (ixecutioii of thodutie.s oitliis aopoint- 
mont ho was statiouod at J\Iithank()t until tlio spruig of 
1837, when ho proeoodod to Peshawar with Captain 
(afterwards Sir Alexander) Burnes, who was then 
en rnnfe to Kabul on tho Mission 'ivhich, unhappily, led 
up to tho first Afghan War ; and ho remained at that 
place until March 1838, when he joined the ciimp of 
Raujit Singh, and travelled with the Maharaja through 
various j>arts of the Sikh dominions, eventually pro- 
ceoding to Linlliiana in tho following M.ay. Ho waa 
then nominatod for employment in connection with the 
projected expedition to Afghanistan for the restoration 
of Shah Shuja-ul-Mulk to tho throne of Kabul, and 
during Pm months of Juno and July 1838 he was 
actively employed, under Mr. (aftorwarrls Sir William 
Hay) Alacnaghten and Major (afterwards Sir Claude 
Martino) Wade, in the negotiations (with Ranjit 
Singh at Adiiianagar and Laliore, and wijjh Shah Shuja 
.at Luibiirina) which led up to the conclusion of the 
3’ripjiri Ito M’reaiy. Later on lio was om})loyed in im- 
proving the road from Ferozoporo to Bahawalpur and 
in collecting supplies at tho latter jdace for tho Army 
of tho Indus, and for a briiif space ho w-as with that 
Army during tho earlier part of its march towards 
Rindii ; but he jiftei’wards proceeded to l*eshaw.ar and 
joined tho force (composiid almost entirely of irregulare) 
under Major Wade, which had been detailed to rriovo 
Ihrough tbo Kliaibar Pass and, escorting the Shahzada 
Taimur, advance on Kabul from the east. Though his 
functions with this forco avcj’o entirely of a political 
nature, ho received tho command of one of tho irregular 
levies of which it was comyxised, and at tho head of it ho 
took a prominent part in tlio forcing of tho Khaibar 
Pass and the capture of Ali Masjid in July 1839, as 
•well as in tho subsequont advance on Kabul, where ho 
arrived with Wado and the Shahzada on the Sep- 
tember, nearly a mouth after Sir John Keane and the 
main body of the Ai-iny of tlio led us liad reached that 
place through Sindh and Baliiohi.staii. In Uctviber and 
Novombor 1839 ho neconrfnnied Sir John gKoane and 
tho returning portion of the Army of tlie Indus on tho 
march to Peshaw'ar, to wliicli pl;n30 he had been posted, 
as Political Agent, on tho P*- Siqitombnr preceding, ai d 
he had scircoly arrived tliero wdieu, ahoiit the 22'^ 
November, it fell to him to accom|)auy a di^achmeut 
sent to escort a convoy of ju’ovisious to Ali Masjid, 
the Tjiovoinciit resiilthig in a sli.arp coufllct with the 
Afridi tribesmen. In the important situation of Polit- 
ical Agont at Pcsh.av/ar ho con tinned for three years, 
until the lerrninailon of the Afgiian War, and it was 
during this period thui, being temjKU-arily attached for 
the occasion to tho force under the command of Bri- 
gadier Shelt«)n, ho took part in tho operatioTiH of Feb- 
nniry 1811 against the Sangii Kliel Sliinwaria, in ilio 
Nazi an Valley. Peshawar being then tlie point through 
which we maintained our military com mnnicat ions 
with Nfirtliern Afghanistan, in tlio circumstanceB of tlie 
time tho position of Political Agent there was a peculi- 
arly trying one : tho hostility of the Kliaibar tribes on 
the one hand, and on t)ic other tlie disturbed, not to say 
anarchic, condition of the Punjab after tho deiith of Ranjit 
Singli, tlio weakness of tho ‘‘ Government ” (such as it 
was) of his successors, and tho liu’bulent and mutinous 
conduct of tho Sikh soldiery, all tended to make the 
position of a British polilical officer one of great diffi- 
culty ; and tho difficulties of the sitaation were not 
lessened by tho tale of our disasters at Kabul and by 
tho defeat of the earlier attempts made to relievo the 
beleaguered garrison of Jalalabad : it was only by 
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exewiBC of the atraost patience, tact and discretion that 
he was able to maintain his position and forward the 
important interostfl oniruated to his char^, and the 
talent, indgmont, and sagacity which .ho displayed 
throuchout that dark period won him tho admiration 
of all. When, after the Kabul disasters, the first rein- 
forcements reached Peshawar, ho accoinpanicd the detach- 
ment of two battalions which, in January seized 

the fort of Ali Mas]id, preparatory to an advance on 
Jalalabad, and. he was with it wjien, from failiiro of 
-applies, it was compelled to abandon the position and 
rotxoat to Jamrud. Tho arrival of further reinforce- 
ments under a capable Commander brought alxnit a 
more favourable condition of affairs, and when a fonvard 
movement was at last made in April 1842, he^ served 
with General Pollock at the forcing of tho Kliaibar 
Pass, and afterwards accompanied him to Jalalabad. 
He shortly afterwards rotiimed, for a brief period, to 
Peshawar, whence lie proceeded to Dakka, and until the 
final conclusion of tho war he was employe<l on political 
duties at that place, and genei’ally in the Khaibar Pass, 
and up to Peshawar. In recognition of his eminent 
services during this eventful period he received a medal, 
was granted tho local rank of Major in Afghanistan, 
and was created a Companion of tlie Order of the Bath. 
On returning to tho British ]irovinccs in January 1S43, 
be immediately pi;(j)Ce(*dod on leave to Ihe liills, without 
rejoining his regiment, the 14*^' N. T., in which, in the 
following March, tho a])poititincnt of Interpreter and 
Quarter- Master was conferred upon him. This appoint- 
mc-it he never took u]», and his Kervi'*es having, in 
OctolK^r 1843, been placed at Iho diH])o»»l of the Govern- 
ment of the N.-W. IVovincoa, ho was, in the fol- 
lowing month, ap])oinled OlTg. SupcrintoTuhnit of 
Bhatiana and Asst, to tho Agent to the (lovr.-Oeiil. 
for Hiiijputana* In this position he continued until 
early in January 1846, when he was apoointed Supr'rin- 
tendentof tho Sikh States south of tho Sulloj and (^om- 
missioncr for the territory sequcstraiol from Tjihoro. 
This appointment carried him into tho zone of operations 
during the campaign on l.lie Snihq, and ho was in 
close attendance on Sir Harry Sinitli at the battle of 
Aliwal (Meilal, and promoted to the rank of Major by 
brevet). In March IHtGhowas a]ipointe l CoTiiiniHsioner 
and Superiiitendont of tho Cis-Sntlej 'rerritories, 
and lie was foi-fually re-appointed to this ]io8t when 
fresh adrnini;drativo aiTaTigOTnenls were made in tlio 
following December. In 184S-49 ho koi'vcmI in tho 
campaign in tk© Punjab as Political Officer and Gover- 
nar-GeneraVs Agent at tlio b 0 ad-f|iiarters of the Comman- 
der-in-Obiof, ami was present at the battles of Chilian- 
wala and Oujerat, and afterwards, under Sir Walter 
Raleigh Gilbert, in the ])nrsnii of tho Sikhs and Afghans 
to Peshawar (Modal and two clasps, and promoted to the 
rank of Lioutenaut- Colonel by brevet). His services 
throughout tho campaign were of a most distinguished 
character and elicited the “marked api>robatlon ” of 
the Govcinnor- General, Lord Dalhousio, who remarked 
that “in tho important pJitical matlorii in which he 
had been engaged, ^lajor Mackeson’s proceedings had 
been dlRtingiiishod by ability, judgment, discret ion, and 
firmness.” lie suhsoquontly rejoined his appointment 
of CommisBioiior and Suporiiitondent of tho Cis-Siitlej 
Territories, and he continued in that employment until 
April 18.50, when ho went home on furlough, taking 
with him tho famous Koh-i-mir diamond, for prosori- 
taiion to the Queen. On his return to India he was 
appointed, December 1851, to tho important post of 
Commissioner and Superintendent of Peshawar. The 
N,-W. Frontier was at this period in a greatly disturbed 
condition, and during the next thirteen months he was 
no less than four times employed with troops in the 
field : — in March 1852, as Political Office^, ho accom- 
panied the expedition against ilie Ilanizais, and was 
present at tho capture and destruction of Rkakot; in 
May 1852 he served, as Civil and Political Officpr, with 
the expedition against tho Utman Khels, and took part 
in Uio capturo aud destruction of Prangarh ; in Decem- 


ber 1852 and Jnnuaiy 1858 he commanded a .successful 
oxiwdition against tho Hnaanzais of tlio Black Mountain, 
in Hazara ; and, finally, in January 1853, ho Ciimmandad 
an expedition against the Hindustani fanatics, whom 
he expelled from Kotla, on tho right bank of the Indus. 

In the appointment of Commissioner aud Superintend- 
ent of Peshawar he continued until his death, which 
occurred at that place on the 14*'^ September 1853, from 
the effects of a wounil inflicted by an Afghan fanatio 
four days before. Towards ovoiiiiig on the 10^** Sop- 
tember, when seated in the verandah of his house, ho 
was approached by an unknown individual, who, after 
a profound siilnaniy presented him with a paper : on tho 
•uppositioii that it was a petition, ho stretched out hia 
han«l to reccivo it, and was, on tho instant, fatally 
Biabbod by the miscreant. Outside of religious fanati- 
cism there was no motive for tho crime ; tho murderer 
hoped to secure paradise by slaying a Christian, and Blew 
one accordingly ; to deter others, tiicreforo, from imitat- 
ing his crime, the bcxly of tho murdoror was, after his 
execution, coiiimittod to tho flames, aud tho remedy 
worked efficiently for many years. 

A monument to tho memory of Colonel Mackoson 
was raised by ])ublic subscription, and the inscription 
thereon w:vh writieii by Lord Dalhousio liimself. The 
estimation in which this valuable ofllcor was held by 
tho Govornor-Gonoral will ho.*;! be judged by tin! Noti- 
fication (dated Fort William, tho 3‘* October 1S53) 
announcing his death. It runs as follows : — 

“ The Most Noble tho Governor- General in Council, 
h.aviiig discharged the duty of announcing tho 

dcalh of His Honour tho Lieulonant-Ooveruor of the 
North-Western Provinces, is impelled by a sense of the 
double lo’.s which tho Slate lias at this time sustained 
to depart from tho ordinary course, in order that ha 
tnnv further Ixiar a public testimony to tho merits and 
character of the gallant soldier who has lately falldn > 
b}- an assas.siuts hand. 

“ The reputation of I.inito’iant-l^dontd Mackeson ill 
known to and honoured by all. His value ns a political 
servant of the is known to none better than to the 

Governor- General liimself, who in a difficnilt aud event- 
ful tiino had cause to mark his great ability, and tha 
admirable prudence, disorei.itui an»l temper which added 
ton-f*ild value to the high soldierly *|iialitic.s of Lis 
public character. 

“ The lo.ss of Colonel Macko.son’s life would have 
diiniiKsl a victory. M'o l»>so him thus by the hand of a 
fo.il assassin is a misfortune of the heavie.st gdooin for 
tho Gnvornmcnt wliicli counted him among its bravest 
and its best.” 

Notr. Tlioro is a momiinont in iiiomory of Colonel Maekonon 
in ('anterbury Cttlhcdral. {Illustrated London Newij July 
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IVIackinnon, Charles Kenneth, Llmfcnanunnlo* 
net (1810— 1H87). — at Uannn, Nn. 106 1. — Son of 
Senior Surgeon Kenneth Mackinnon, M.I)., Bengal 
Medical Service. Horn at Mu/.:i liar pur, Tirliiit, on tlio 
]5*b December 18t0. — Entered tho Bengal Army in 
1858. Arrived in India in August of the .same year, 
and on tho D*- October following was api)oin tod to do 
duty with U. M.’a 73'^ Foot, whicli ho joined shortly 
afterwards :ii Azimgarh. In December he was posted 
to the 21’’^ N. I., but tliis was cancelled in tho following 
month, and he was posted tlie 63^'* N. I. instead. 
Ho, however, nnnained attached to tho 7.3'^ Foot, with 
wldcli he .served on the Gorakhpnr-Nepal frontier dur- 
ing tho closing operations of the Mutiny Campaign of 
18?>8-59 (Medal). In April 1859 he wan apjioinbsl to 
do duty with H. M.’s 52'* * Foot, aud joined that corji.s at 
Sialkot, hut towards tho end of the year ho was sent 
down to join tho 63* N. I, at Borham|)ore, from whick 
station ho moved with tho corps to Diliri Ghat in 
February 1H60, and thence t/O Sikrol, Benares, in the 
auccceding Novombor. lie continued Horviiig with tloo 
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63^ N, I. (which had now become tbo 9^^) until De- 
cember 18G1, when he was appointed to do duty with 
the 3^ Punjab Infantry, and having joined that regi- 
ment at Dera Ghazi Khan, he officiated as Adjul^ant of 
the corps from March 18G2 to March 18G3. In the 
latter month ho w'as appointed OfTg. Adjutant of the G’'» 
Punjab Infantry, and joined it at Dannu, whence in the 
autumn of the same year lie accompanicMl it on service 
and with it seiwod throughout the Ambcla Campaign, 
in the course of whicli, on the 20^*^ November, ho greatly 
distinguished himself at the re-capturo of the Crag 
Picquet position (India Medal and clasp). Ho ro- 
turnod with the regimont to Bannu in January 1864, 
and served with it there until near the end of the follow- 
ing month, when he was appoint(‘d Ad jubrnt of the 3^ 
Punjab Infantry, which corjia lie rejoined soon after- 
wards at Dera Ismail Khan. In Pebniary 18G5 he 
was admitted into the Bengal Staff Corps, with effect 
from the date of his original appointment to do duty 
with the 3^^ P. I., the G'^ December 18G1. Prom the 
middle of IMarcb to the iniddlo of May 1 8G5 he officiated 
as a Wing Officer, and early in the following Jannary 
he moved wdth the regiment to Bannu. In April 18GG 
he was again appointed to officiate as a Wing Officer, 
and he oontiniicd officiating until Dccomher 18G7, when 
ho reverted to his permanent appointment of Adjuhint, 
previous to which, in Novoinbor 1S(>7, bo had moved 
with th(3 regiment to Koliat. In ^fareh 1868 ho was 
engaged in tho repulse of the IJrakzai raid on Kohat, 
ami was severely woundt)d in tho ensuing action in the 
TJblan Pass. In tho succeeding Decembor bo accom- 
panied tlm regiment to AViboltabad, whence in January 
1869 ho went home on furlough. Huring his absemco 
ill Knrojie, at tho cud of Marcli 1869, he was appointed 
a Wing Officer in the Punjab Infantry, and joining 
that regiment at Kohat on his return to India in Janu- 
ary 1871, ho offi('iat('d as Sooond-in-Command from tho 
fuiddle of the following month to tho middle of tho 
succeeding December. In December 1871 lio was moved 
back to th() IV' P. T. as a Wing Officer, and ho served 
with that regimont at Kohat until A])ril 1872, when he 
was again ap])ointed to tho 4''' P. T., which, as 

OUg. Wing Officer ami (from November 1873 1o March 
1874) as OiTg. hsecond-in-Command, ho served at Abbott- 
aliad until A})ril lS7 1. lie then rovorb'd, as Wing Officer, 
to his own regiment, the 14' P. f,, and having rejoined 
it at Kohat, ho marclicd wiih it to Kdwardosr.bad in 
January 1875. From April to Deccralier 1875 ho offici- 
ated as Second-in- Command of tho 2*' Sikh rnfantry 
at Dera Ismail Khan. In December 1S75 bo was 
appointed Second- in- Command and Whig Officer of tho 
3^ P, I., and rejoined that corj)H at Fdwardo.sabnd. In 
tho roorgani sat ion of January 1877 tho designation of 
his appointment was altered to Wing Commander and 
Secoiid-in-C«'iiimaud. In the R]iring of 1878 he accom- 
panied the regiment to Dera Ismail Khan, and in tho 
following Octobei' to Dera Ghazi Khan, but ho returned 
with it to Dera Ismail Khun in the sju-ing of 1870 and 
continued serving with it tln^re until Docondx?r 1 8S0, 
when ho wont home on furlough. During his absenee 
in Kngland the 3'* Punjab Infantry fell under tho 
reductions of 1882 and was disbanded, and on tliat 
measure being earned out ho was appointed, July 1882, 
to officiate as Second- in-Command and Wing Com- 
mander in the 5^'* Punjab Infantry, In the following 
January, how^over, ho was appointed OfFg. Socond-in- 
Coinmand of tho Sikh Infantry, and on his return 
to India lator in tho same month, he proceoded and 
joined that regiment at Abbott aba d. Ho continued 
serving in that appointment until May 1SS3, wlien he 
was appointed OfFg. Commandant of the 5"^ P. I., and 
he joined this corps at Dera Ismail Khan before the end 
of tho month. In July 1883 he "was appointed Wing 
Commander and Second- in- Command of tho 2"‘' Punjab 
Infantry with clTcct from tho 1"^ April preceding, but 
be continued officiating as Commanclant of tbo 5^*' P, I., 
and he commanded that corps in the Takht-i-Snleiman 
Exploring Expedition of November and Decembor 1883. 


In April 1884 he was appointed to officiate as Second- 
in-CommanA ‘of tho Sikh Infantry, and having 
joifiod this corps at Dera Ismail Khau, he was made 
permanent in the appointment in May 1885. In the 
following October he was again appointed Offg. Com- 
mandant of tho 5*^'^ Punjab Infantry, which be joined 
at Edwardesaba<l (Bannu), and ho was still occupying 
that position when he died at Naurang, near Bannu, on 
the 8'h March 1887.

McLaren, James, C.B. Lieutenant-Colonel 
(178*1 — 1846 ). — Qrave at Ferozepore : see note to 
No, 444.— Entered the Bengal Array in 1808 as a 
Cadet of Infantry. Arrived in India in October 1809, 
and in the usual course was sent to join the Cadet 
College At Bamsat. Here he remained until July 1810, 
when, having been regularly passed out, he was 
ordered up to Dinapore to do duty with the Bengal 
European Kegiment. He was BubsO(|uently grauM 
rank as Ensign from the 25"* August 1810, and 
on the 2pt October following ho was posted to 
the 2"*' Battalion lO^h N. I. He joined the battalion 
at Hansi, and towards tho end of 1811 accompanied 
it from that place to Sitapnr yi Oudh. In 
Octol)er 1813 ho accompanied the battalion on service 
to the south of tho Ganges, and was present 
tbrouglioni tho campaign of 1813-14 in liewali, 
including tho storm and capture of Entanri. On 
tho conclusion of the opcnitioiiB ho marched with 
tlie battalion to Banda. On being promoted 
to tbo rink of hicMitcnant in December 1814, ho 
was ro- posted to the Batlalioii of t}ie l()‘h ^ 
early in tho following year, with tho gronailier 
coTupanios of ihe battalion, ho joined tho Cronadior 
Batt:ili()n at Cawnporo, and w^Jis, later on, appointed 
acting Adjutant of that corps, with whi('li in 
1815-10 ho seiwod in tho Division under Colonel 
Jispoi* Nicolls in the fmnl campaign against the 
Gurkhas. On the icrrniualion of the war, tlie 
4"» Grenadier Battalion having boon broken up at 
Barcillv, he rejoined tho 2*’^' Battalion 10"> at 

Fateligarh, anil towards tho end of the sarno year 
ho accompanied it to Nngpnr. In 1817-18 he w:ib 
actively orrqdoved with )i is battalion in the Mahratta- 
rindai’i war, was repeatedly engaged with tho enemy, 
and took ])nrt in the sic'ge and storm rof Chanda. 
In October 181 S he was appointed acting Adjutant 
of the battalion and, at tlio saWe time, Staff Officer 
of ihn Field Detachment with whicli ho was serving. 
Til the following month ho WMR transferred to and 
appointed Adjutant of tho I®*- Battalion of the 10* 
with wdnch lio served until tho following January, 
when, his liealili having failed, ho went on leave 
for five months. In tlje meantime tho 1®* of the 
lO'h had marched to Benares, at which ])lace he 
rejoined it, and r(‘suincd tho appointment of Adjut- 
ant, in June 1819. In July 1820 he was appointed 
to officiate, in addition, as Tiiterprcjtcr and Quaiter- 
Mastor, which ho continued doing until the end of 
tho year, when ho ac(’om])aniod the battalion to 
Bnrrnckporn. From December 1822 to September 
1823 ho again officiated as liiterj)retcr and Qnarter- 
Mastor in addition to liis duties as Adjutant. lu 
October 1823 Ini accompanied the battalion to Dacca, 
whence in February 1824 bo proceeded with the 
head-qnarters and right wing on soiwice against the 
Burmese, who liad invaded Cachor, and, as Staff 
Officer of tho t'iold Detachment under tho coiimiand 
of Colonel Bowen, ho took paii in all the operations 
undertaken at^ that time against tlio invadcjrs, includ- 
ing the action near tho Jlhartika Pass and th» 
attack on the stockade at Dndhpatli. In May 1824 
ho was obliged to proceed on sick leave to Calcutta, 
and the re-organisation of the Army taking place 
about ihe same time, he was posted to the 16^1* N. L 
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(late 2d Battalion of which corps ho was 

appointed Adjutant on the Juno ; anS having joined 
it at Barrackporo, he served with it there for 
more than two years. In April 1825. in consequence 
of his promotion to the rank of Captain, he vaca- 
ted the Adjutancy of the , and towards the 
end of he accompanied the regiment to 

Gorakhpur. Thence early in 1829 ho proceoded 
with it to Saugor, in Decembiu* 1832 to Mhow, and 
in the spring of lSo6 to Delhi, Tn Novomher 1S88, 
the regiment having lieeii selected for service, ho 
proceeded in command of it to Ferozepore, and in 
the following month marched with the Army of 
the Indus cn route to Afghanistan, in which country 
ho served continuously during the next four years. 

He was present in 1839 at the occupation of 
Kandahar and at the storm and ca] dure of Ghazni, 
for which ho received a medal and was promoted 
to the niiik of Lieutenant- Colonel by brevet. On 
the advance of the Army on Kabul ho was left 
in command at Gbazni, his regiment occupying and 
holding the fortress, but in September ho mov«i 
out with a wing of the coq)s to take part in 
the operations in the Gliilzai country, between 
Ghazni and Kabul, and he was in command of the 
detachment which overtook, and after a sharp action 
in the Indra?)^ Hills, near Killugu, routed and 
destroyed a stnmg body of Ghilzai marauders, who 
had committed many depredations jiiid 'were keeping the 
whole of that part of tlu> country in a state of ferment 
and unrest. In the course of the following nuuith he 
returned to Ghazni, where ho continued serving with 
his I’Cgiment, and in command of the fortrc'ss, for 
nearly two years. On attaining the rank of reglinontal 
Lieutenant-Colonel, he was ro-posted to the lth*» N. 1. 
in February 1840. In June 1841, having Iwen 
relieved at Ghazni, ho marched with the regiment 
to Kamlahar, and there joined tho forces under 
tho comtnand of Major-General Nott, but in tho 
fcjllowing moiiih ho was again sent out on service 
against bodies of insurgents, and was present in tlio 
aft’air near Karutii on tho 5*^’ August. Towards 
tljo end of tho yoar ho was aVont to return to 
India in command of a brigade of Xative Infantry, 
and bad irnkjod commenced liis inandi, when tho 
outbreak of the insurrection in Northern Afghanistan 
noetjssitated his recall, and lie ret :rmvl to Kamlahar, 
whence, soon afterwards, ho was despatched north- 
wards with tho brigade for tlie purpose of, if 
|)OBHible, affording aid to tlio Kabul gai’i’ison, but 
the roads wero found to bo so blocked with snow 
that it became impracticable to proceed, and be 
returned accordingly to Kamlah ir. Th(*reafh^r lie 
served with the Kamlahar Foihuj, under Gcmctral 
Nott, until tlic conclusion of the war, taking part 
in the operations at and around Katidaliar, the 
expedition to tlio Kojak Pass, tin* reli<*f of Kala 
i-Ghilzai, tho advance to tin* north, tho action of 
Goainc, tho ro-capturo of Gluizni, tho actions of 
Beni Badain and Mai<ian, the r(!-nceupation of Kabul, 
and various actions in tlie pas-^es lx*tweeii Kabul 
and Peshawar during the return march to Hindustan 
(Medal, and crcatcjA a Corupauion of tlie Order of 
tho Bath). On the breaking up of tho Army at 
Ferozepore he marched with the rcgirnoiit io Ebawah, 
annving there in March 1S43. In the fallowing 
cold season ho joined the Army of Gwalior with 
his regiment, and was jironiinontly engagod in 
command of the corps at the bittlo of Malrirajpiir, 
in which he was slightly wounded (bronzo star). On 
the day after the battle ho w>is appointed a Brigadier 
and placed in command of tho Idiird Brigade, and 
this command ho held until the Army was brokrm 
up in January 1844. On tho conclusion of tho 
Gwalior Campaign ho returned with the regiment 
to Etawah, and he continued serving with it there 
until the autumn of the following year, when it 
was ordered upto Ambala, on account of the threatening 


aspect of affairs in tho Punjab. Prior to thii, 
however, in August 1845, he had been granted leave 
to proceed to Calcutta in tho following October, 
preparatory to applying for furlough to Europe, but 
on tho regiment being ordeml to Ambala ho cancelled 
his leave and accompanied it^ arriving at that place 
on the 25* November. On the outbreak of the 
first Sikh war and tho formation of the Army of 
tho Sutlej in DocemlKu* 1845, he was appointed a 
Brigadier and posted to Ihe command the Fourth 
Brigade, which he led tlinnighout the oarnpaigii 
whiidi ensued, including tho battles of Miidki, 
Firozshahr and Sobraoii, in the last of which he 
was dangerously wounded by a shot in tho knee and 
obliged t(3 suffer ampu tali ou of a leg. Four days 
aftcT the Little he was transftuT(*d to tho command 
of the Third Brigade, but he was too biully wounded 
to be able to tsiko up the appointment, and twelve 
da3’H lurtei*, having been removed to Ferozepore, ho 
died there of his wounds, — 20^'* February 1840.

MacLean, Hector Lachlan Stewart, Lieut- 
enant (1870 — 1897). — (rnive and tablet at Mardan^ 
Non. 1014 and 1021. — Son of Major-General Charles 
Smith Maclean, G B., C.T.E., of the Indian Staff 
(!orpH, sometime Consul -General in Kliorasan and 
Seistiin, and gi*andson of Lachlan Macloan, of Burn, 

Co. Argyll. Born on the September 1870. — En- 
lei*ed ii. M.’s Service (from tho Hoyail Mily. C^ollogo) 
on the 24*^ April 1879 as a Second -Lieu tenant in 
tho 2*' Battalion, North umlxjrlaml Fusiliers (thoS^** 
Foot), which he joined shortly afterwards at 
Rawal Pindi. On tho 17‘^' February 1891 bo wag 
appointed an Offg. Wing Officer in tho Corps of 
Gnith's, on ]>vol)ailoii f(»r ihe [nilian Staff Corps, 
into which ht^ was siibsiMpiently admitted with effect 
from that date. Tie jeiued the Guides, ilicii on 
service in the fudd, im the 20‘‘‘ March, and served 
with the corps in tho Hazara Cjuiipaign (»f 1891. 

(India Medal and clasp). On th(» termination of 
the operations ho ac(5omj>anied lln^ Guidos to Mardan, 
and in the following Dciumiber ho was apjxnnted a 
Wing Officer permanently. . Tu August 18;)2 lie 
was 'iipjKiinied to tln^ C\i.v:ilry of the Guidos, and 
bei^ime a Sciuadrou Oflicer. In .lamiury J'‘94 Im 
went home on leave, and w'as absent until .January 
189o, when ho reiuriied to Imlia and i-ojoinod tlio 
Guides Cavalry, with wlileli, in the spring of the 
same year, lio served in the Cliitral Belief Ex}icdi- 
tion (India M<*dal and elji.s]>). In .lanuary 1897 
he was a]»]K)in1ed to offnnal^e as Adjutant of tho 
Guides, and in the following July he aeeompan i(5fl 
the corps to the Malakaiul position, whither it had 
lieen urgently called U]) in conse(pu‘iieo of a semi- 
insane ninUah having suddenly swooped down on the 
place at the hesid of several thousands of fanatical 
tril*esmen. Ho shared in the latter jiart of llit: 
defence of the Malaknnd, and was severely wounded 
on the 28**1 July while lemporMrlly atUidied (o the 

Bengal Infantry. fn tho following month he 
aecomjianiod tlio Gnides (JaVi'ilry on tin* ox])editioTi 
to lJpi>er Swat, and ftdl morlally wounded in tho 
action of Landakai (17*** August 1897) while un- 
deavouHng, with devoted gallantry, to bring off 
Lieutenant Greaves (7. v.), who had fallen in eharging 
the i^nemy. Ho w^ould liavo lieen docuratod with tho 
Victoria Cross had ho survived. 

McLean, Lauchlean Alexander, Lieuienan 
(1 82 1 — IS 16 ) . — ( irare a t If* Uii^ No, 8 1 . — Bom on the 
25*h Septomlxr 1821. — Enterofl the Bengal Army iji 
1837. Arrived in India in Juno of the same year, 
and at tho end of tlio month was sent up to Ihirnickpore 
to do duty with tho 15“*» N. I. In tho following 
December he was jiosted to tho 3”* N. I., whirh 
regiment he joined at Barrackporo on the 29'^ of ihe 
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same month, on its arrival from Mainpnri. In August 
l8*^8 ho was transferred to the 07^’* N, T., and having 
joined that regiment on its arrival from Arakan, ho pro- 
ceeded with it to Benares, arriving there in March 
1839. In December 18A1 ho accompanied tho regi- 
ment to Allahabad, and towards tlie end of 1842 
he proceeded with it to Banda. During the early 
months of 1843 he was employed in tho field against 
bands of Bundcla insargents, who had been giving 
much troubl^dnring the two X)recodiiig years. Towards 
the end of 1845 he marched with the regiment for 
Allahabad, but the first Sikh war having broken 
out just at that time, tho regifiieiit was oniored 
to continue its march to D«*lhi, which had in a 
great m«jasuro betm denuded of troops to rojiol tho 
Sikh invasion. He reached Delhi with the I'egiment 
on the last day of January 184G, and at that place 
ho died on the December following.

McLeod* Alexander, 6\/?., Lieutenant- Or I nnel 
(c. 1792— 1819;. — (have at Peshawar i see No, 032. — 
Entered H. M.’s Service on tho August 1809 as 
an Ensign in th<? 61**^ F(M3t, and, having been posted 
to tho 2^ Battalion of that rc*giinent, he joined it 
in GucmB(?y. Early in tho following year ho was 
transferred to the 1*’*' Battalion, which ho joined in 
Portugal in February 1810. In Scptomk'r 1810 ho 
was ])resent witli the battalion at tho battle of Busaco, 
and he 8ubso<;ucutly served with it in tho retire riioni 
to tho Lines of 'I'orros Vedras and in tho advance 
into Spain in th(^ spring of 1811. lie was in posi- 
tion with the battalion (luring tho battle of Fiicmtos 
d’Onor in May 1811, but was not actively engaged. 
On tho 12^*^ December 1811 ho was promoted to the 
rank of Lionteniiiii. In January 1812 he was employed 
with his battalion hi covering tho siogo of Ciudad Rodrigo, 
and ho subsccjumitly moved with it into Estraniadura, 
whence he went home in June 1812, on transfer 
to tho 2‘^ Battalion in Ireland. In tho spring of 
1814, having boon re- transferred to tho Battalion, 
he rejoined it in the south of Fnincc, but was not 
60 fortunate as to arrive in time for tho final engage- 
monts of the Ftniiisular AVar, liaving beem unable 
to get up to tho corjis until some days after the 
battle of Toulouso. On tho conclusion of tbe war 
he returned hoiiie with tho corps, lauding at Cork 
in July 1814. For his Peninsular services ho 
afterwards I'ocoived the War Medal with a clasp 
for the battle of Busiaco. Ho served with the regi- 
ment in the north of Ireland until June 18115, when ho 
pi*oceoded with it to Portsmouth, and embarked with 
it for Jamaica. He returned homo with tho regi- 
ment in May 1822, and served with it at Plymouth 
until the 8]»riug of 1824, and afterwards for three 
years and-a-half in Ireland. Ou the Deceml>er 
1825 he attiiiued the rank of Captain. In Octolxjr 
1827 ho a(5Coni]r'inied the regiment from Ireland to 
England, and in June 1828 ho embarked with it 
for Ceylon, 'whero ho served with tho corps (at 
Ci^lombo, Triucomalee, Kandy, and again at Colombo) 
for eleven years. On tho 28^^ Juno 1838 he was 
promoted to the rank of Major by brevet. In 
October 1839 ho embarked with the regiment for 
England, landing witli it at Southampton in March 
1840. For the next five years ho seiwed with the 
regiment in the west of England and in Ireland, 
and during this period he was promoted to the rank 
of regimental Major on the 7^^^ January 1812, and to 
that of Lieutenant-Colonel on tho 26**^ July 1844. 

In July 1845 he embarked with the regiment for 
Bengal, and having landed at Calcutta in the follow- 
ing October, ho proceeded with it to the Upper 
Provinces, and arrived at Cawniwn’e in February 1846. ! 

In tho following November he marched with the | 


regiment to Ambala, whence, in February 1848, he 
proceeded with it to Jullundur. In the autumn of 
1848 he was employed with the regiment in opera- 
tions against insurgents in the Jullundur Doab, and 
he subs(!quently commanded it in the Punjab Campaign 
of 1848-49, including thc\ passage of tho Chenab, 
the action of Sadulapur, and tho battle of Chilianwala. 
On the day after tho engagement last mentioned he was 
appointed to the command of the Fifth Brigade of 
Infantry of the Army of the Punjab, with tho rank 
of Brigadier, but three days later, on the 17^** January, 
ho was displaced by the arrival of a senior officer 
and reverted to tho command of tln3 GD* Regiment. 
On the 4^^ February, another vacancy having occuiTcd, 
he was again granted the rank of Brigadier and 
appointed to tho S(3venth BrigJido of Infantry, which 
h(j conimaiided at the battle of Gujerat. Six days 
later, on the 27^^ Fiibruary, he was a])poiiited Brigadier 
Commanding tho First Brigade of tho Force under 
the command of Sir Walter Raleigh Gilbert, employed 
in tlie pursuit of the routed Sikhs and Afghans, 
ami ho continued with this force until the Sikhs 
liad Kuri’Oiidored and tho Afghans had l)oen chased 
into tho Khailiar, which were the closing events of 
the war (Medal and two clasps, and created a Compa- 
nion of the Order of the Bath). On the termina- 
tion of iho war and tho breaking up. of the Army 
of tho Punjab he resumed tho comn iand of tho 61®* , 
wliicli was (juarteriid at Peshawar, ami at that station 
ho died live months later, on tho 18**^ August 1849.

Macleod, Bannatyne William, Af.D., 

Super iniendinff Snrcieon (1794 -1856 ). — Grave at 
Simliiy No. 339. — liorn in Sc^otland in 1794. — 
Entered tho Bengal Army on the September 

1815 as an Assistant- Surgeon. Airived in India 
in April 1816, and, after doing duty for some 
time in tho General Hospital at tho Presidency, 
was appointed oh tlio 30*'‘ August to the medical 
charge of tho Residomjy at Lucknow. In this 
appointment ho remained oontinii silly (except for a 
bnef period in tho winter of 1821-22, when he was 
temporarily attacliod to the suite of the Raja of 
Tanjoro) until May 1823. Ilis services were then 
placed at tho disposal of tho Coin mji.nder-in- Chief, 
and, after doing garrison duty in Fol't William for 
a short time, ho was posted, in the following month, 
to the 2<* B.attalion 20**' N. I., at Bsirrackj^re. In 
October 1823 he was removed to the 3^* Battalion 
of Artillery at Dum-Dum, at which station, in 
January 1824, other details of Artillery were also 
placed under his charge. At the end of March 
1824 he was placed under orders to proceed on 
service to Burma with the Artillery detailed for 
tho expediiiou to Rangoon, but ho was ill at the 
time and tho ari’angcmeut was canc(?Jled two days 
after it was made. In the month of May follow- 
ing ho was directed to join tho troops at Chittagong, 
but, for tho same reason, this arrangement also 
fell through, and he continued doing duty with the 
Artillery at Dum-Dum, generally, n.-jlil May 1826, 
when ho was posted to the 5**' Battalion. In October 
1827 ho was transfeiTcd to tlie 67**' N. I., and in 
the following month to the 8<*' N. I , but being then 
on leave preparatory to furlough, he did not join 
either of these regiments, and going homo on furlough, 
in March 1828, ho was absent from India until 
Soptembor 1830.- On his return ho remained on 
leave at tho Presidency until the middle of October, 
and was then appointed to - do duty with tho 4**' 
Battalion of Artillery at Dum-Dum, with which he 
continuoi until Noveml)or 1831, when he again went 
ou leave for several months. In March 1832 he was 
removed from the 8*** N. I. (on the rolls of which he 
had hitherto remained) to the 72^ N. I. at 
Berhampore, and in the following May he was 
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transferred to the 71*^ N. L at Meertit,^bnt having 
at the same time been ordered to joih and do duty 
temporarily with the N. I. at Mirzapnr, he never 
joined the 71"*, and on the September following 
he was posted to the 3^ Light Cavalry. Ho joined 
this regiment at Sultanpur, Benares, and early in 
1835 accompanied it to Karnal, at which station, 
towards the end of 1837, i;ho 27^^ N. I. was also 
for a short time placed under his charge. For a 
brief period in July and August 1838 ho officiated 
as Superintending Surgeon of tho Sirhind Division. 
In November 1838 ho proceeded with the 3"' Light 
Cavalry to Ferozepore, and accompanying it in the 
following month on service to Afghanistan, he served 
with it thiwghout the campaiRu of 1838-30 in that 
country, and was present at Iho captui*o of Ghazni 
(Mecfal) and the occupation of Kal)ul. Returning 
to Etindustan with tho portion of the Army of tho 
Indus brought back by Sir John Keane, he reached 
Kamal with his regiment at tho end of January IStO, 
and he served with it there (except during a brief 
period towards tho end of LSiO, when he officiated 
as Superintending Surgeon of tho Sivliind Division) 
until October 1842, when, having been detailed to 
form part of the Army of Reserve, tlie corps was 
moved up *to Forozeporo, and he was appointo<l 
Superintending^ Surgeon of that Force. On tho 
breaking up of the Army of Reserve, in January 1843, 
he rejoined the regiment at F( rozcipore, at which 
place it was retained for two years. From August 
to Octoljer 18 ho again offitnahxl as Suporinbmding 
Surgeon of the Sirhind Division. In tin? spring of 
1845 ho marched with the regimemt to !^fee^^t, but 
on the bi^aking out of tlio first Sikh war, in the 
December following, the corps wa.s again ordered 
up to tho front, and on tho 29^^ oE tliai month the 
appointment of Superintending Surgeon of the Army 
of tho Sutlej was conferred upon him. In this capacity 
he served throughout the'* remainder of tho Snth3j 
Campaign, and was present at tho battle of Sobraon 
(Modal). On the conelusioii of the war ho rejoined 
tho 3‘* Light Cavalry, and returned with the corps to 
Meerut, At tho end of October 1846 he was trans- 
ferred to tho N. I., with which lie served at Meerut 
until April 181 j 7, when ho was appointed a Superin- 
tending Surgeon on tho establish mtmt. Tn tho follow- 
ing month he was postisl to tho Dacca Circle, but 
ho did not join his appointment there until August, 
and at the# end of July IS 18 Ikj wuh transferred 
to tho Agra Circle. On the 16’*' August 1850 he 
was appointed a Companion of tho Order of tho 
Bath “ for nujritorious servietjs.” In F<d>raary 1853 
he was transferred to th(» Sirhind Circle of Medical 
SupcTintcndence, and he contiiiiied in that position 
until his death, which took place at Simla on tho 
3^* October 1856.

McLeod, Sir Donald Friell, K.G.S.I., C.B. 
(1810 — 1872). — Monument at Lahore, No. 624. — Son of 
Lieutenant-General Duncan ^fcTiOod, of tho Bengal 
Engineers. Born in Fort William on tho 6*** May 
1810. — Entered the Bengal Civil Service in 1828, and 
arrived in India in December of the same year. After 
going through tho usual course at tho College of Fort 
William, be was appointed Assistant to tho Joint 
Magistrate of Monghyr in December 1829, from which 
post he was removed, in March 1831, to that of Assist- 
ant to tho Ag«3nt to the Govr.-Gonl. for the 
Sangor and Narl»dda Territories. Tn April 1835 he 
was apf^inted Personal Assistant, and in the following 
year First Junior Assistant to the same official. In 
May 185M he became OJTg. Principal Assistant at 
Saugor, and in Juno 1840 he was appointed Pi*incipal 
Asst, at Jubbulpore, in which sitnation he remained 
until February 1843, when ho was appointed Magis- 


trate and Collector of Benares. In November 1845 ha 
proceeded on sick leave to the Cape, and he was absent 
irom India until January 1847, when ho I'eturnod and 
resumed his appointment at Bonai\)s. On tho annexa- 
tion of tho Punjab taking place he was transferi'od to 
that Province and appointed, April 18 19, Commissioner 
of the Trans-Sutlej States, Jullundur, in which post 
he remained until April 1854, when he was appointed 
Financial Commissioner in tho Punjab, In January 
1865 bo was appointed Lieutenant-Governor of tho 
Punjab, and he held tho appointment for more than five 
years, during which time he ostahlished tho Punjab 
University. Ho resigned the appointment and retii*ed 
from tho sorvico in June 1870, and ho died in London 
on the 28‘** Novemljer 1872, from tho efCeots of an 
accident on tho undorground railway. 

McMahon, Arthur Henry Townsend, Lieut- 
enant (1819 — 1844). — (rravc at Fernzepnr<\ No. 459.-.,- 
Tho eldest son of Captain Alexander McMahon, 67*** 
N. I., formerly of tho 1*^ Battalion 24**». Born at Agra 
on tho 5*^ Novomlxir 1819, — Entered the Bengal Army 
in 1840. Ho arrived in India towards tho end of 
February IStl, and, proceeding to Benares, ho there 
joined tho 9^** N. 1., to whiesh, in antioipation of his 
arrival, ho had l)cen posted in tho pn'coding January. 
Tn the winter of 18tl-42 ho marched with tho regi- 
ment to Agra, whence in tho autumn of 1842 he 
accompanieti it to Ferozepore, whore lit* served with it 
in tho Army of lloserve. On tlu3 breaking up of that 
Army in January 181*3, ho remained with tho regiment 
at Fero’/.eporo until tho following March, whon ho* 
iiiovtul with it to Snkkur, in Sindh. At that placo ho 
servctl with tho corps from April to Novenilxjr 1843, 
whon, l>»ing much broken in hoaltli from repeated 
attacks of tho pTcvailing fever, lie ]>rocoedo(l on leave. 
Ho did not, however, live to micli Ferozepor(», having 
died in camp at Madajidu, Kr^von marches front 
Bahawalpur, on the 3'^ January 1841?. 

McMaster, Andrew Cooke, Lieutenant-Colonel 
and Brovet‘ Colonel, — Ihltjadler-Ceneral (c, 1824— 

1879). — Crare at Mnltauy No. 875.— Entoi«ed tlio Madras 
Army in 1841. Arrived in India in April of the samo 
yojir, and in tho following montli was posted to tho 
36i^‘ Madras N. T. For a short tirno in 1846-47 ho 
commanded tho Residemt’s Escjort at Hyderabad, and in 
tho latter year ho was employed with his rf»giinont iu 
tho suppression of tho rebellion in tlio Goleoridali and 
Darcondiih distrieds. Fn February 1848 Jio was ap- 
pointed mding Adjubuit of his I'egirnont. In the 
following August he was apj»ointed Adjutant perma- 
nently, and he held tln» sKuaiion until PVbriiapy 1852. 
For a lirief ])onod in 1854-5.5 ho w'as acting Fniwpretor 
and Quarter-Master to the regiment. tVom Juno 
1855 to OctolH3r 1858 he was acting Brigade-Major at 
Tonghoo, in Burma. Tn November 1858 ho was ap- 
pointed Asst. Adjutant- General of tho Saugor Field 
Division, andh(3 8erv(3d witli it in tho closing operations 
of tho Mutiny campaigns, 1858-59, including the relief 
of Kirwi (Medal). From January 1860 to F(3hruary 
1861 ho was acting Asst. Adjt.-Gonl. of the Pegu 
Division. Tn March 1861 ho was admitted into 
the Madras Staff Corps in tho rank of Major. From 
SoptenilKsr 1861 to Mareli 1S63 ho served as Probation- 
ary Siiperinlendont of f’olico in the Bollary District. 
In Juno 1863 he was appointed acting Dopy, Judgo 
Advocato-Gonl, of the NoT thorn Division, from which 
in the following December ho was removed to the Pegu. 
Division ; in this ho H(*rvod, in tho samo capacity, until 
August 1866. From this date until February 1869 he 
did general duty in tho Centre Division of tho Army. 
From February 1869 to April 1872 he again officiated 
as a Dopy. Judge Advocate Gen I,, with the Nagpuv 
Force for two years, and for the remainder of the tim# 
in the Ceded and Northern Districts. In April 1872 
ho was appointed Asst. Adjt.-Gcnl. of the Hyder- 
abad Subsidiary Force, and he held the appointment 
for fire years. In July 1877 he was appointed Com.- 
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niandant of tlie 40^^ Madras N. !• In February 1878 
he was awarded a good-sorvicc pension as a reward for 
meritorious service. Towards the end of the same 
year, on the occasion of a body of Madras troops being 
sent to Northern India, in connection with the Afghan 
war, he was sent up in command of them with the rank 
of Brigadier- General. In March 1879 he succeeded to 
the Colonel’s allowance, and in consequence vficattul tlio 
appointment of Goraraandant of the N. I. As 
Brigadier-General with the Madras troops in the 
Punjab and on the North-West Frontier, he was 
stationed at Multan, where ho was for a time in tem- 
porary command, and he died there on the 22”'^ J une 
1879. 

McMorine, Charles, Captain (1801— ISIS).— 
Grave at Dclhi^ No, 72. — Born on the July 1801. — 
Entered the Bengal Army in 1^19 as a Cadet of 
Artillery. Arrived in India in September of the same 
year, and in the following month was ])osLc(i, as a 
Second- Lieutenant, to the 4*-'' Company 3*' Battalion, 
Foot Artillery, at Dum-Dum. In May 1820 ho was 
transferred to the 2‘l Company Battalion, and pro- 
ceeding in the following month to the Dpper Trovinces, 
on duty witli drafts for the Artillery in the North- 
.Westbrn Provinces and Rajputana, he joined this com- 
pany at Mhow, in Malwa, on the 2*^ l^Iarch 1821. In 
Juno 1821 ho was removed to the 1®^ Company Batta- 
lion, which he joined at Saugor in the following Decem- 
ber. On promotion to the rank of First- Lieutoiiarit, ho 
was removed, January 1822, to the 2‘i Company Bat- 
talion, which was also at Saugor, but he ha<l scarcely 
joined it when, in the following month, ho was trans- 
ferred to the 5^*^ Troop of Horse Artillery at Nagpur. 
He joineil the troop at that place in March, and served 
with it there for nearly three years. In January 1825 
ke marched with it en route to Meerut, where ho 
arrived in the following May. On the reorganisation 
of the Artillery taking place in July 1825, he was 
posted to tlie 2‘* Troop 3‘' Brigade, Horse Ai’tillcry 
now the 57*^*^ Field Battery, lloyal Artillery), which ho 
joined at Meerut on the pt of August, anil with it, 
in tho winter of 1825-2G, he served at the siege ami 
capture of I’hui'atpur. In May 182o lie 'vva.s 
UuusfeiTod to t le 3'^ Troop 3'^ Brigade, and joined it 
at Meerut, but ia the followiug Augii.st this tr.insfer wa.s 
cancelled, and lie rojoiiKid the 2'^ Troop 3‘i Brigade, 
with which he i ontinued serving at Meerut for nearly 
six years, duni.g wliicli period he once, from May to 
October 1830, oiliciatcd as A<ljiitant of the Brigades 
aud of the Meerut Division of Horse ArtiHery. At the 
cud of August i832 he was transferred to’ the 3'^ Troop 

Brigade, aud joiniug it immediately at Meerut, ho 
accompanied it to Muttra in November. Towai'ds the 
end of the following montli, with a portion of the troop, 
ho proceeded on escort duty with tho Cotninander- 
in-Chief (Sir I'Mward Barnes) to Gwalior, and was 
thanked by His Excellency in General Orders for the 
manner lu which his share of tlie duties had b<*on 
carried out. He returned to Muttra in January 1833 
and served there until the autumn of 1831, when he 
accompanied the troop on service into Hajputana, on 
tho occasion oi the demonstration against Jodhpur aud 
of tho moveiin nts mode for the pur]Jose of reducing 
.the district of Shekliawat to order. He returned with 
the troop to Muttra in the spring of 1835, and conti- 
nued serving with it there until March 1830, when he 
proceeded to Cawnpore and, in the following month, 
assumed com maud of tho 1“^ Company Battalion, 
Foot Artillery, to which he had (on promotion to tho 
rank of Captiiin) been posted on the February 
preceding, in Octol)er 183G he was appointed Aide- 
de-Camp Brigadier-General (afterwards Major- 
General) Clements Bi'own, C.B., Commanding tho 
Benares Division, on whoso personal staff ho continued 
serving until January 1838, when he vacated the 
ap{>oiutincnt on l)oing nominated to the command of his 
old troop, tho 2^ of tho 3^ Brigade. Ho joined the 


troop at Caivitpore in Febraai 7 1838, and in January 
18 i2 accompanied it to Muttra. In the following 
October he proceeded with tho troop to Ferozepore, 
where it form^ part of the Army of Reserve. On the 
breaking np of that Army he inarched with the troop 
on its return to Muttra, but did not live to reach hijs 
destination, having died on tho way, at Delhi, on the 
20**^ February 1843. • 

Macmullen, Frederick Summery, TAeutenant 
(1816—1842 ). — Grave atKarnal, No, 180. — Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1835. Arrived in India in July of 
the same year, and in the following month was ordered 
np to Agr-a to do duty with the 51**^ N. I. Towards 
tho Qiid of Soptombor he was posted to tho Bengal 
European Regiment, and he joined that corps on its 
arrival at Agra during the last days of Dec^ber. 
In Octobfjr 18.38 he accompanied the regiment to l^mal, 
and thence in tho followifig month to Ferozepore, 
where it joined tho Army of the Indus, and in Decem- 
ber proceeded on service to Afghanistan, Ho served 
with it throughout tho campaign of 1838-39 in that 
country, and was present with it at the storm and 
capture of Ghazni (Medal) and tho .occupation of 
Kabul. ITis health having failed ho returned to India 
in March 1810, and until tho middle of 1841 he was on 
sick leave at Landour and Mussoorie.^ In J une 184 I 
he was appointed Fort Adjutant of Fort William and 
Superintendent of Gentleman Cadets, an appointment 
which betook up in August 1841 and held until July 
1842, when he wa.s rocalhid to his regiment on its being 
warned for the Army of Reserve. Ho rejoined tho 
eoqis (wliich was now styled the 1** European Light 
Infantry) at Kamal early in October, and he died at that 
place a few weeks later, on tho November 1842.

McMuUin, Charles Noble, Major (1832—1870. — 
Grave at AAmhaUiy No. 260. — Son of (^iptriin Rolnirt 
McMullin, 44^1* Bengal N. I., and youn ger brother of 
(reueral John Robert McMullin, Bengal Infantry. Born 
in Iho Mauritius in 1832. — Entered the Bengal Army in 
1818. Was already in India when iioininatod a Cadet, 
and was formally admitol into the service on the 21st 
Octol)or 1818. In the following month ho was ordered 
to proceed to Benares anl there do duty with tho 48*^1* 
N. I, In March 1849 he was posted to thy 73^* N. I., 
then at Lahore, but in the following month, while on 
his way up to join tho regiment, ho was halted at 
Meerut and directed to do duty with tho 68‘^* N. I. 
there until his o’svn regiment should arrive, and he 
joined the 73d at Meerut, accordingly, in May 1849. 
In July 1852 he aceompauiod the regiment to Agra, and 
thence in October and November 1854 he marched with 
it to Banda. In February 18.56, with his regiment, he 
inarched to ljueknow with a Field Force, on tho occa- 
sion of tho annexation of Oudh. Ho was afterwards 
d(‘taclioil to Bahraicli with tho left wing of tho iH>gi- 
meut, of which lie was ayipointed acting Adjutant on 
the 19^*' March. Towards tho end of the year ho 
accompanied tho regiriumt to Jarnalpur, in Eastern 
Bengal. In February 1857 ho was ap])olntod to ofiiciato 
temjioi’arily as Adjutant of tho regiment, and towards 
the end of the same month ho marched with the corps 
to Jalpaiguri. In May 1857 he was sent to Dacca to 
tixko command of two companies of the regiment 
detaohod to that jdace, and he was with this dotach- 
moiit when it mutinied on the 22‘' November following. 

In May 1858 he went liome on sick leave, and was 
absent from India until Octoljer 1860. On his return 
ho rejoined the 73‘* N. I. at Jalpiiiguri, and served 
with it until it was disbanded in 1861. In July 1861 
ho was attaclied for duty to the 22’^ N. I. (shortly 
afterwards numbered tho 18^*> ), which he joined at 
Barrackpore. Ho shortly afterwards accompanied the 
regiment to JalpaigtAri, and he continued doing duty 
with it until March 1862, when ho was appointed to do 
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general duty at Meerut. In October 1865 he was 
appointed to do duty with the 28^^* N. I.*at* IMeerut, and 
having joined that regiment in the following mouth, lio 
was appointeil to the conimiina of a dotachnn'nt of it at 
Dehra, In Fehriiary ISdd lie was appointed iSocoiid 
Doing- D uty OfTicc'r (afterwards styled Si'Coiid Wing- 
Subaltern) w’ith tho r(‘girnent, and ron tinned in eoni- 
inand of the detachment at Dchra. In tho following 
September In^ -was adniittod into the Bengal Staff Corps. 
In January 1867 ho wont home ^n furlougli, vacating 
his ap])oiiitinent in tln^ 28^** N. T. On his return in 
October 1869 ho was j)osted to ATnl)ala for general 
duty, and in tho following month, his .sta-vitres having 
been placed at tlio disj)osal of the Btiiijal) (loverumont 
for the pnri)OS(‘, ho was ai^j^jolutod to cdiiciato as Can- 
tonment ^.lagistrate at that station. JTe shi»vtly after- 
waitls rcvorlotl to geuoral duly at Ainbala, aiul (except 
that li(^ oHlciat(‘d a.s ^rigadc-!^^ajor for a sliort time in 
March 1870) ho coiitinued in that ]j(vxition unlil his 
death. He died at Bassi, between Ainbala and Ivalka, 
on iho 24)^** j\[arch 1871.

Entered JI. ^M.’s Service on the Octidnu* 1S91 as a 
Second- Lieutenant in tho Lancers, and iiroceotling 
to India he joined tbal, regiment at Inicknow before Ibe 
end of ihi) y«nu\ Cii Iho ]Ma.rch 1897) bo was j>r(»- 
jnoted to tho I’jiulc of Lieuieuaut, and towards tho imd 
ol; 1896 he acoompaniisl tho coip.s to Ambala, fn 
July 1^97,* oil tho oiilbroak of the war on tbo X.-W. 
Frontier, ho was appointad a Transport Oflicor for duty

Born at Belfast, Co. Antrim, 
on tho 27‘h December 1843.— Entered H. M. » Indian 
Milv. I’orce.s, Bengal, in 18G1, as an Ensign of Infan- 
try. Arrived in India in October of the same year, 
and was directed to do duty with the 77 •> Foot, which 
he ioined at HararilKigh early m the following month.

■ni.ecml)cr'’l881' ho proceeded with tho regiment to 
LiXlw, and at that place in Septemher 1885 ho was 
annointed Seeond-in-Coiumaud jicrmanently. In the 
following DeoenilH-r ho went home or. fe>-longh, and he 
was absent from India until Februnry 1887, when be 
rejoined the regiment at Jmekinw. Tn the following 
Senleiiibcr ho was appointed t o officiate as Commandant 
of tho regimout, and ho coutmned officiating until 
Soptomber lSHS, when the jiermaueni, appointment ot 
Commai.daut was confeiTod npou him. In 
1889 ho precooded with the regiment to Eowgong, ot 
which station ho wa-s in eominand for soveiul months in 
189-2-93. Tu January 189;! ho marched with tho rep- 
ment to Allahabad, whence in the following April be 


went homo on Ipave. He returned and reJ5ined in Maroh. 
1894, and continued serving with the regiment until 
Septomhor 1885, whon, having completed his term of 
command, ho Vacated tho appointment of Commandant 
of the 8*^ Bengal Cavalry. Thereafter ho continued 
residing in India until his doath- In December 1898 
ho was transferred to the Unemployed Supernumerary 
List. Ho died at G ulmarg, in Kashmir, on the 13*h 
August 1901. 

McPherson, Alexander Grant, Ensign (1827— 
1852).— Cfrarc at Ferozeporcj No, 490.' — ^Born in Scot- 
land in the early part of 1827. — Entered the Bengal 
Aimy in 1845. Amved in India in Jdno 1846, and 
was sont up to Benares to do duty with tho 48^^ N. I. 
In September 1846 ho was posted to tho 18^*^ N. I., 
then under orders to proceed from Nasirabad to the 
Jullnndnr Doab ; joined the corps m retire, and with 
it arrived at Hoshiarpur in January 1847. In tho 
following October ho accompanied the regiment to 
Lahore, and was in garrison with it there during tho 
Punjab Campai^ of 1848-49 (Modal). In April 1849 
ho niarclied with the regiment to Ferozeporc, and at 
that place ho died on tho 29^*' April 1852. 

Maepherson, Georgo Ewen, Captain (1843— 
1870).— Grave at Karnal, No, 186. — The second son of 
Major-General Sir James Duncan Macjluorson, K.C.B., 
Bengal Infantry, and grandson of Lieutenant-General 
James Kennedy, C.B., of tho Bengal Cavalry. Bom 
at Mcernt on tho 8“' Febniary 1843.— Entered 11. M.’s 
Indian Military Forces, Bengal, in 1860. Arrived in 
India in July of tho same year, and was appointed to 
do duty with tho C“* European Regimont, which ho 
joined in Fort William, and to which he remained at- 
taclied for nearly a year. In July 1801 he' was dii-ected 
to do duty with tho 17“' N. I. (the Sirmur Hi lies), and 
ho shortly afterwards joined that corps at Dchi-a. In 
July 1863 he was appointed a Doing-Duty Officer in tho 
4“' G urkha Kogiment, which ho joined .at Peshawar. 
In tho following month ho was transfi^rred in tho same 
position to tho 2“'* Sikh Infantry, but this arraiigeinenfc 
was oaiicnllcd in Si'iiteniber, and ho remained with tho 
4“' Gurkha Regiment. On tho 11“' October he was 
appointed to do duty with the Yiisafzai Field Force ; 
on tho 18“‘, just Ijefore the advance into the hills was 
begun, ho was attached to tho 5“' Punjab Infantry ; 
and with this corps, a.s a volunteer with the 3"' Punjab 
Infantry, and afterwards with his Oivn ^gimont, tho 
4“' Gnrklias, when it joined the force at the end of 
Oclolier he served throughout tlio Amlxila Caiujiaign 
of Oetolxjv, Novomher and Docomher 1863 (India IMcdal 
and clasp). In January 1864 ho was appointed a 
Doiiig-Diity Officer in the P*' Gurkha Itegimcnt, but 
this was oauei'lled in tho following mouth and lie was 
ro-appoiiitcd in the same position to tho 4“', with which 
he lu-oceeih'd to Almora. Dining that and the succeed- 
ing year he twice ollieiatcd as Quarter-Master of the 
re^iiiieid. In May 1805 be was admitted into the 
Brn-'al Staff Corps, and in the following September 
he was aiipoliiled Aide-ile-Camp to Major-Geueral Colin 
Troiiji, C.B., Commaiidmg the Benares and afterwards 
tho Allaiiabad and :Mceriil Divisions, on wheso personal 
staff he remainod about eighteen manths. In February 
1867 ho entered civil employ in the Punjab, and 
diiriii"- the ne.vt eight years he served as Assistant 
Cominissioner at Delhi, Amritsar, Peshawar Holi- 



sionl-r, and afierwards as Offg. Dcpnty-tommissioiicr 
at Ludhiana ; and in 1877-78-79 as Assist.ant-Coinmis- 
sioiier and as OlTg. Jiidieial Assistant at Jnllniidur. In 
Iho siiiriiner of 1879 he was appointed Offg. pejiu^- 
Comiiiissioiier of Gnrgaon, and on his way thither no 
died at Kanial on the 17“' Septcmlior. 

McPherson, Hamish McGregor, Captain 
( p 1848).— ’Griu-f at Ahmadpnr, No. 901 ; tablet at 
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Multan, No. ^82.;*-Notliiiig is known .rogarding the 
ori^nn of this officer,— as to wlio he Mras, and under 
wlmt circumstances ho came, to India, Ho was for 
some years in Ban jit Singh's Army,* and after the 
death of that Buler he entered the service of the 
Nawab of Bahawalpur, who gave him tho command 
of ono of liis regiments of regular infantry. This 
regiment formed part of the force sent by the Nawab 
to assist Lieiitonaut (aftenvards Sir Herbert) Edwardcs 
in his operations against the rebel Diwan Mulmj of 
Multan, and he commanded it at tho battles of Kinehri, 
on the 18*'' June, and Sadusam, on the 1st July 1848, 
ic tho latter of which ho was killed. 

MacQueen, John Archib|Lld, Lieutenant (18*21 — 
1852 ). — Grave at MuHan; tablet at Jullundui\ 
No, 553. — Entered H. M.'s Service on tho 30"' August 

1839 as an Ensign in thp 7(3"' Foot, which he joined 
at Barbadoos in the West Indies. On the 15*'*' May 

1840 he was trnsferred to tho 74"> Foot, which corp.s 
ho joined at Barbadoes on its arrival from Trinidad in 
Juno. In May 1841 ho accompanied the 74 tii to Cana- 
da, and ho served with it at Monti’cal and Quebec until 
September 1844, when ho i>rocoodod with it to Halifax 
in Nova Scotia, He returned home with the regiment 
in March 1^45, and on tho 6 "* June following ho was 
promoted to tlip^rank of Liciitonant in tlic 1*'*- Battalion, 
(50"' Riflos. He joined tho battalion at Fermoy, and 
having in the succeeding month embarked with it for 
India, ho landed at Bombay in October 1845. In 
February 184(3 ho proceeded with tlio battfilion to 
Kaiuchi, where ho served w’ith it until tho autumn of 
1848. Ho then riccompanied it in its niovemoiit to tho 
north, with tho Bombay Division of tho Ai*my of tho 
Punjab, and served with it at the siege and capture 
of Multan, tho battle of Giijorat, tho pursuit of tho 
Sikh Army until it surroudorod at Hawal .Pin<li, and 
of tho Afghans until they wore driven thn^ugh the 
Khaibar (Medal and two clasps). Ou tho termination 
of tho war ho remained with tho battalion at 'Peshawar, 
and in February 1850 ho served with a dotaclnmuit of 
it in tlu 5 expedition against the AfridLs and tho forcing 
of tho Koliat Pass. In tho spring of the same year 
he accompanied tho battalion to Kasauli, from which 
place, in tho autumn, he went homo on leave. Ho 
returned to India in tho autumn of 1852 and, landing 
at Bombay, proceeded by way of Kai’achi and ilio Indus 
to re join his corps at Julluiulur. He did not, liowcvci*, 
live to reaclf his d(\sti nation, having died on the way 
at Multan, on tho 20 th October 1852. 

McQuoen, Malcolm Stewart, Limfenant 
(1877 — 1902). — Tablet at Lahore fjantnnononf ^ No. (39". 
— Born on tho 11 "' November 1S7 7. - -Entered IT. M.’.s 
Service (from the Iloyal ^lily. College) on the 4"» 
August 1897 as a Second- Lieutenant on tlio Unattached 
List for appointment to tho Indian Stall Corps, 
Arrivoil in India in October of tho same year and was 
attached for duty to the Battalion, Somor.sot.sliiro 
Light Infantry, Avhicli he joined at Peshawar on tho 
8 "* of tho succeeding month, one ycai' from whi(di date 
he was admitted into the Staff Corps. In Doeember 
1807 ho accomj)anicd the battalion to llawal Pindi, 
whence lie proceeded with it to Kuldana in Ajiril 1S98. 
In November 1S98 ho was posted, as a Biipormimfir.^ry, 
to tho 23'^ Bengal Infantry (Pioneers), which lie joined 
at Ambala, and in tliis corps ho wa.s appointed an OlTg, 
Wing Officer on the 2'( March 189‘J. A fortnight 
later ho w'as transferred, in the same position, to tho 
20"' Bengal Infanliy, at Delhi, and on the 29"' July 
following he was removed, as a temporary moasni’o, 
from that corps to tlio Battalion, 4"' Gurkha BiHos, 
at Bakloh. In January 1900 ho I'eveJ’tod to tlic 20''* 
B. I,, and having rejoined that corps at Delhi, ]\n was 
on tho April following ajipointed a Wing Officer in 
it, and about the same time the designation of his 
appointment tvas altered to “ Double-Company Officer.” 
In tho summer of tho same yc.ar he accompanied the 
regiment on the expedition to China, in which country 


he served with it, during tho operations against tho 

Boxers,” until Jiily 1901 (Medal). Ho roturned 
with tho Irogiment to Bengal in August 1901, and 
proceeded with it to Mian Mir, where ho coniinuod serv- 
ing with it until nearly tho end of tho year. In 
December 1901 ho pi*occodod on licld sorvico to South 
Africa, whore, on tho 20"' of that month, ho wart 
appointed a Special Service Officer, and ho coniinuod 
serving as sncli until the 3'* l^farch 1902, when, whilo 
gallantly endeavouring to save tho lifo of a comrades 
ho was killed in action with tho Boors at Begcnsel, in, 
the Orange River Colony. 

Mactior, Anstruther, Captain (1821 — 1857).—

Esqr., First Commissionor of tlie Court of Requests 
at Calcutta. — Born at Calcutta ou tho C"' ^lay 1821. — 
Entered tho Bengal Army in 1839. Arrived in India 
in !May of the same yo.ar, and was sent up to Sultanpur, 
Bonari's, to do duty with tho G"' Light Cavalry, to 
which regiment ho was formally posted on tho 27"* 
August following. In October 1842 ho was appointed 
acting Adjutant to the Cavalry Depot alCawnpoi'e, and 
ho contmuoil serving in that situation until March 
1843, when the depot was drafted into tho 5*'' Light 
Cavalry to loplaco tho two squadrons which liad Ix^on 
destroyed in the retreat from Kahn I in tho pa*oood- 
iug year. Ho tlicn ro joined liis owm i-oginiont at 
Benares, and soon afterwards inarched wiili it to 
Ncemuch, arriving thoro towards tho end of A}>ril 1843. 
In [March 1844 ho moved with tho regiment to Nasir-* 
al>ad, whenrjo in tlio winter of 18 t4-45 lio mandiod with 
it to Ludhiana. Towards tlio end of 1845 ho accom- 
paniod the regiment to Shikarpur, in Sindh, ivhero ho 
served wiili it iniiil February J 8 tG, when tho corps was 
included in tho Sindh Field Force.

In January and J’Vbi'iiaiy 
1850 he officiated a.s Adjutant of tlm right wing, whieh 
was onij Joyed at tli;i.t time on escort duty willi tlio 
rvr-Maliaraja Dhalip Singh. In .Inly 18,^2 he pro(*»*efhKl 
on leave to Calcutta, w’lienco in Ihc following Uticember 
ho went home on fevleiigli. On fiis return i.» Indi i, in 
NovinnKu’ 1855 In^ rejoiinMl liis ivgirnent at X(r.v;i^'Kig, 
in Bundolkliand, whence in the spring of 1857 ho nieVi'tl 
with it to Jnlluudiir. I To was with the regiment wiien.

1845 lie AvaS .sent io K.ibnjar in Bundrlkhainl on sjiocial. 
iliiiy under ibe orders of tlio Coviuaiment of llie N.-W. 
provinces, to cxainlne and rcjiort npnn Ibo ruins jind 
anli 4 niti(‘S of tlm -[ilace, and w.is so eTn|doy(*d niitil May 
IS 10, when lie rejolni’d his regiment at Dellii. Li tho 
following November lio Avas ag.'iiii dqriited to Kalinjar, 
to continue bis investigations, and he aw«# relaiued on 
tliat duly until May I S 1-7, Avlieu he ivjoiiied bis regi- 
ment at Jiabore. For tbe report ami ilraAvings Avliieh 
he submitted in conneet-ion Avitb this Avork he r(?ceived 
the thanks of the Govt, of India and of the Court of 
Directors, and the re])ort, Avith illusiratioiis, Avas aftcr- 
Avards published by tbe Asiatic Society of Bengal in 
their journal. Tii August IS 1-7 his w'rvices Avere ]>laced 
at the disposal of the Foreign Dept., and from the 
NovcmbiT following lie Avas employed on spta'ial duty in 
reporting on and illustrating tho ruins ami antiquitieB 
of llanod and Anrioiis oilier jilaces in (nvalior, Bundol- 
khand, amj Central India. On ibis duty he was occniued 
(in the summer months at Simla) until Feliruary 1851, 
Avheii ho Avas suddenly remanded io regimi*iital duty in 
consoipience of his not having passed tho ju-eserihed 
examinations in tho native languages ; but liaving, ou 
the 15”' July, duly passed at Simla (Avliithcr he had pro- 
ceeded oil h'ave), he Avns, ou thi' P* September, placed, 
Avitli eJTcct from the date of passing, at the disposal ot 
tho Homo Dept., for the purpose of eontiuuiiig hiS 
antiquarian Avork, Avhieh ho resumed aceordingly, and 
on which lie ri*Tiiaini*d employed until the outbmik 
of the second Burmese War in IMarch 1852. IBs 
Bervio.es were then replaced at the disposal ot tho Com- 
mander-in- Chief, ami he Avas directed to rejoin hw 
regiment, the corps, then at Kyonk Pliyoo, being under 
orders to form part of tho Expeditionary I orcc pixjeeeding 
to Rangoon.

He afterwards joined his own regiment, the on its 
arrival at Rangoon, and in Fohrnury IS53 he was em- 
ployed with a detachment of it in tlie (expedition nnder 
Major Miuchih, G7^^*, and Ca})t:iin« Loch, Royal Navy, 
against tlie dacoit Chief Nga-Myat-toon in the jungles 
to the west of Donaliyo: in this afTair, which resulted 
in a disastrous repulso, lie greatly distinguished him- 
self, having, in command of (he roar guard, covered tho 
retreat through tho jungle in* cir(Mimstaiic(?s of groat 
difficulty and danger. In the following month, as act- 
ing Adjutant to thc) left wing of tho lie served in 
the second expedition against thesamo Chief, and again 
greatly distinguished himself in tho twelve days’ arduous 
operations in tho jungle, ending with tlio storming of 
Myat-toon’s strongliold, at Nayoung-goun-lya, on tho 
19*^*^ March. In August 1853, with four companies of 
hifl rcgimcmt (of which dcdacliment h(^ was, o^ving to 
tho illness of his commanding officer, practically in 
<!Oinmand), lie was actively eniployod against insurgents 
at and near Kyangjiin, and once more distingiiislied 
himself; in tho course of those operations lie was severely 
wounded in repelling a desjicrato night-attack on tho 
post, and for his services on this occasion and in tho 
preceding February he was afterwards p<;rsonally thank- 
ed by the (Tovcim or- General, Lord Dalhousie (India 
Modal with Pcgii clasp). At th(i end of August 1853 
he was appointed acting Adjutant of tluj regiment, but 
h(^ held this ])Ost for only a brief })ori()iU On tho 
termination erf tho ojiorations ho accompanied the re- 
giment to Prorne, and ho continued serving with it 
there until March 1854, when ho loft with it for lleiigal.

Foreign Dept., under which lie was appoiute(l an Asst. 
Commissioiier in the Punjab, and jiosted to Anibala ; 
and having taken u|) the apiiointment in the fol- 
lowing month, ho continued in that tnnploymoui until 
tli(j mid of August 185G, when his servie^es w’^ere r(»- 
placed at tho disposal of tho Commarnhji'-in-l.Miief. hi 
the succeeding month ho ^vas appointed a Dfqiy. Jndg(; 
Advocate-Genl. on tiio establisiniioiit and was postotl 
to tho Sirhind Division, and he was still liolding tliat 
apjioiiitTnent when tho Alutiny broki? out in tho follow- 
As Depy. Judgo Advocatc-Gonl. ho accom- 
panied the Delhi Field Forc(» on sorvic(j at the en<l of 
May 1857, and was present with it at tho battle of 
Badli-ki- Serai (horse killed iindur him) and at 
the Hoiznro of tho Ridgo ; ami lio afterwards, as 
Provost Marshal and on tho staff of tiu; sevinul 
offi(jors successively in command of tli.o Force, served 
throughout the siege .and capture 'ot Delhi (Mtnlal 
and Clasp, and prornote»l to tho rank of Major by 
brevet). He subsequently returned to. his appoint men t 
of Depy. Judgo Advocate-Gcnl. at Ambala, and ho 
continued serving there until tho end of May 18G2, 
when ho was appointed Depy. .Indgo Advocato-Gonl. 
at Army Hoad-Qiiai*tcn\s. In April 18G5 lie w'cnt home on 
furlough, for the first time in twonty-thms years’ S(3r- 
vioe, and ho was absent from India for nearly a year.

Genl., ho diiiftotl ihi^ new Indian Articles of War, 
which afterwards Ixjcaiuo law as Act V of 18G9, In 
November 18t»7, on the rt'turn of tlie permanent in- 
cuinbont from furlmigli in Furojie, ho vacated In’s otliciat- 
ing ap])ointiiiont and revi'rteil to the position of Depy.

At the end of the 
same month lie ordered to proceed and join tho 
Trans-Ravi Circle, and in Jaiiiiary 1851 he was sent 
on his way with a detachment of recruits of H. 

M. ’s SeiTico proceeding to tho Punjab. With this 
detachment lie proceeded to Wazirabad, whence iii the 
following April ho was detached to Kawal Piiidi in 
medical charge of a body of recruits for that station. 
On the of tho same month he was directed to 
pi*occed tf) Jhelnm and alTord medical aid to the 37*^'* 

N. L, and at ihat station, on the !»*• July following, 
he receiveui the additional medical charge of the 3*' 
N. I. and the 5*^^ Company 7*^'' Battalion, Foot Artillery 
(No. 13 liight Field Battei7). In tliis position he 
oontinnod serving until his death, which took place 
at Jhelum on tho 2‘^ August 1851. 

Mechanris Clifford Henry, Captain fl832 — 18G5). 
Grave at Avibala, No. 218— Born at Loughborough, 
Co. Leicester, in 1832.— Kntcred tho Madras Ai-my in 
1849. AiTivcd in India in April of the same year, 
and was api)ointcd to do duty with the 52'* M. N. I. 
at Vellore. In tho following December ho was posted 
to the 27*** M. N. I., and joined that 0017)8 at Trichino- 
poly. At the end of 1851 he accompanied the regiment 
to Mangalore, and in Dccc?mb(n* 1854 In? ])roceeded vnih. 
it to Mercarn, in Coorg. In February 1850 he was 
appointed Adjutant of tho 7*** Ondli liTegnlar Infantry, 
and joined that regiment at Lucknow. In July of 
the same year he was ap]V)inted to olhciato as Second- 
in-Ooiumaud of tho corps in addition io his duties as 
Adjutant, and ho continued in that position until tho 
following November. Ho was still serving with tho 
7th Oudli Infantry when it mutinied and went over to 
the enemy in Juno 1857. He thereafter solved through- 
out tho defence of tho Residency at Lucknow from 
the end of Juno to tho middle of November, accom- 
panied several sorl.ies from the entrench men is, and 
repeatedly distinguisbed himself. On the garrison 
being relieved and withdrawn by Sir Colin Campbell 
in November, he was att:iehed to the 1^* l^fndras 
Fusiliers, and scivcd with that ixjgimeiit ihroughout 
tho occupation and defmico of tho Alambagli posillon 
during tho winter of 1857-58, taking part in most of 
tho actions fought at and around that place. Early 
in Mar(*h 1858 he was appointed to do duty with 
Hodson’s Horse, and he served with that corps at the 
sic'go of Lucknow. On the 15*** March, while tho 
Lucknow operations wero still in progress, he was 
appointed acting Second-iii-Command of tho 0017)8, 
and in tha.t capacity he served to the end of the siege, 
and in the pursuit of the eueniy after their ey])ulsion 
from the place. Ho aflt‘rwards served with the corps 
throughout tho hot-weatlicr campaign in Oiulh, and 
was engaged with the rebels on several occasions, 
including the severe action of Na'wubganj (13*’* Juno 
1858), in which ho gieally distinguished himsedf, 
was severely wounded, and had his horse shot under 
him (Medal and two clasps). On TTodson’s Horse Wang 
re-organised in three regiments in August 18.58, he 
was appointed to do duty with and officiate as Adjutant 
' of the 2'* Rc'gimorit, and for some time in SoptomWv 
and Octolier he also acted as Sc'cond-in-Command of 
tho corps. On the 12*** October lie was appointed 
offg. Sccond-in-Command of the 3'* Regiment of 
Hodson’s Horse, with which he continued serving until 
the middle of January 1859, whf^n ho was appnnted 
Second-in Command of tho 1”* Mahratia Horse. In 
March 1859, however, he was rc-appoinfed to Hodson's 
Horse as Second-in-Commiind of the 2'* Ki‘gimeut, and 
in the following May ho was appointed Commandant 
of the 3'* Regiment. lie soon afterwards proceeded on 
leave, and at the end of June he wont home on furlough. 
In February 1861 be was admitted into the Madras 
Staff Corps. Ho returned to India in March 1861, 


and in the following May he proceeded to Lucknow axiS 
joined tho Rohilkhand Horse as offg. Socond-in-Com- 
inand; this appoinirnent (which, however, was not 
formally announced until tho 24* *» December following, 
by which time tbe Rohilkhand Horse bad become the 
16*** Bengal Cavalry) he retained for nearly two years, 
during which period he, in 1862, proceeded with tho . 
regiment to Jhansi. In April 1863 ho was appointed 
Commandant bf tho 9*** Bengal Cavalry (Jate H* Regi- 
ment of ITodsoii’s IlOrse), wliieh ho joined at Cawnj)ore, 
and with which, in tlio winter of 1863-64, he marched 
to Peshawar. On the 20*** September following ho was 
removed from his command, and he ix)mainod unem- 
j)loyed until April 1805, when ho was directed to do 
general duty at Aml)ala. In the following July ho 
w'as appointed to do duty with the 10*** Bengal Cavalry 
(late 2‘* Regiment of Ilodson’s Horse) at Ambala, but 
only two montlis later bis career came to an end. Ho 
died at Kalka, at the foot of the hills, botl^eou Ambala 
and Kasauli, on the 15*** Se2:)tembcr 1865.' ^ 

Mecham, Richard, Captain (1826— 1859).— G^rarc 
at Bannu, No. 1062; monument near Latamnr, No, 
1061; tablet at Kohat^ No. 1042. — Born at Lough- 
lK)rougIi, Co. Leicester, in 1826. — Entered tho Bengal 
Army in 1842 as a Cadet of Artillery. Arrived in 
India in December of tho same year, affd at tho end of 
June 1843 was posted to the 4*** Company 3** Battalion, 
Foot Artillery, which he joined at Dum-Dum. From 
January to April 1844 ho officiated as Adjutant to tho 
left wing of tho .3‘* Battalion. Towards tho end of 
tho following September ho was transferred to the 
2'* Company 6*** Ilattalion (No. G Light Field Battery 
attached), but having in January. 1845, when on his 
way to Delhi to join, Ixjen halted at Ca-vviTporo to do 
duty with the Foot Artillery at that station, ho did 
not join this company until the spring of that year. 
In July 1845, on promotion to the* mnk of First- 
Lioutcnnnt, lie was posted to tho 2‘* Troop 1®* Brigade, 
Horse Artill(‘ry, but liaving, on tho 3'* August, hceu 
ordered to remain at Delhi and continue doing duty 
with No. (J liight Field Bailery, he unforiunately fell 
ill there, and having, early in Sopiombor, been obliged 
to proceed to Mussoorio on sick leave, ho was unable 
to join his troop or acom2)any it into tho field, and ho 
thus missed sharing in tlio honours and glories of the 
Sutlej Campaign, in wliic'h the 2‘* Troof) 1®* Brigade 
took a prominent and distinguished parit- At tho end 
of December 1815 ho was traiisfeiTed to the 4*** Troop 
3‘* Brigade, and having joined that' troo|) at Lahore in 
March 1816, ho accompanied it to Meerut in tho follow- 
ing mouth, and to Ferozepom in .January 1847. In 
July 1848 lie accomtianiod tho troop tm servioo and 
thereafter seived with it tlirougliout tliO Punjab Cam- 
paign of 1818-49, including tlio hrst (abortive) siege 
of iMultan, the action of Surajkliund, tho second siege 
of Multan, ending in tho ca])turo of the plac(^, and the 
battle of Clujorat (iVledal and two clas])s)‘ On the con- 
clusion of the campaign lie accompanied the tiv>op to 
Wazirabad, whoiico at tho end of tho year ho procotaled 
with it to Muttra. At that station he seived with tho 
troop until December 1852, when he marched with it 
en route to Multan; but in ^January 1853, liofore 
rea(;liing that jilace, he wal transferred to* the 3*^ 
Battalion of Foot Artillery, at Benares, and appointed 
Adjutant io it and to the Benares Division of Artillery, 
and ho continued serving in this situation until the 
succeeding July, when lie was appointed an Aide-de- 
Camj> to the Governor- Geneml, Lord Dalhoiisio. In 
Novomlicr 1853 he was transferred to the r6\U of the 
6*** Company 7*** Battalion, and in June 1854 ho was 
nominated Commandant of No. 2 Light Field Battery, 
Punjab In-egular Force, but he continued serving on 
Tiord Dalhoiisio’s personal staff until the latter went 
home in “the spring of 1856. He then proceeded to join 
his appointment in the Punjab Irregular Force, but on 
the 3** April, while he yet on his way, ho. 
transferred from the command of No. 2 to that ot 
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•Vo. 3 Battery, and in iter course of ijiat month he 
joined the latter at Kohat. During the last three 
months of the same year he •commanded the battery 
in the expedition to the Miranzai and Khram Talleys, 
and early in 1857 he moved with it to Banna. In 
March 1857 he commanded the battery in the Bosdar 
Expedition, and took part in the forcing of the Oan-^ 
band defile. On the oonclnsion of these operations he 
returned with &e battery to Bannu, whence he proceeded 
on leave to Bombay in February 1^58, and afterwards, 
in April, went home*^ on furlough. In June 1858, on 
attaining the rank of Captain, ho was transferred to the 
1*^ Company 2*^ Battalion. Towards the end of J uly 
1859 ho returned to India, and ho soon .afterwards rejoin- 
ed No. 3 Light Field Battery ait Bannu. At the close 
of the following October his services were placed at 
the disposal of the Government of the N.-W. Provinces; 
he did not, however, live to take up any employment 
under that Government, for on the night of the 5^^ 

» November 1889, when travelling from Bannu to Kohat 
in a dull (being very ill at the time) , ho was waylaid 
and murdered near Latamar by a gang of Daiwosh 
Ehel Waziri marauders. 

Noti. — ^T he murder of Captam Mecham led to the Kabul KbeT 
Waxiri Expedition of 1869-CO, the murderers, who wero of fht 
Hati Khel xection, havinfi^ boon sheltcrod by the Kabul Khei 
MCtion of the DarwSsh Khol Waziris. Eventually ono Mnhabbat, 
who was very conspicuous in the mnrdor, was <lo1ivor<Hl up, and 
hanged on the sccuo of his crime. Zangi, the loader, and the 
test of the gang were never brought to Justice. 

Medley, Julius George, Lieutenant-General 
(1829-1884 ). — Tablet at Simla^ No, 39.5. — Born on tho 
19**^ July 1829. — Entered tho Bengal Army in 18 17 
with rank as Second- Lieutonnnt of Engineers from the 
lltb June of that year, tho date on which ho passed his 
examination at Addiscombe. After going through tho 
usual course of instruction at Chatham, lie proceeded to 
Calcutta, where ho landed oavly in iMandi 1 S49. In tho 
course of the same month he was ordered to do duty 
with the corj)s of Sappers and Pioneers, which ho joined 
accordingly at Ludhiana. On joining ho was posted 
to tho Company of Sappers, but this was soon after- 
wards altered to duty with tho 2*'^ Company of Pionec^rs, 
and he remained attached to that company until Dec- 
ember 1849, when ho was placed at tho disposal of tho 
Superintending Engineer of the Punjab Circle and 
ordered to Lahore, at which jdace ho was appointed As- 
sistant to th^Garrison Engineer, and afterwards to the 
Executive Engineer. At the end of Octolxsr 1851 he 
was appointed an Assistant Exeentivo Engineer and 
placed in temporary charge of tho Gamson Engineer's 
dntiea at Anarkali : this charge ho continued holding 
until tho spring of 1852. In April 18.53 his sorvlces wei’e 
placed at tho disposal of tho Foreign Department, and he 
was then appointed to the charge of the Dora Ghazi 
Eban Canals, under the Civil Engineer of tho Punjab, 
and this appointment, under tho varying designations of 
" Superintendent of the Indus Canals," " Executive En- 
gineer, Indus Canals," and " Superintendent of Inun- 
dation Canals,’* ho continued holding for more than five 
years, without any breaks except when ho was onlorod 
on field service. The first of these breaks occnived in 
February 1857, when ^having been appointed a Field 
Engineer temporarily, he proceeded on service, and, in 
that capacity, in the succeming month, look part in all 
the operations of tho Bozddr Expedition, including the 
foiciz^ of the Khan band defile (India Medal and clasp). 

On the termination of the operations ho returned to his 
post at Dera Ghazi Khan, and continued serving there 
until July 1857, when the second break took place upon 
hifl being ordered off to Delhi to joiif the Force then 
employed in tho siege of that place. He arrivod before 
Delhi on the 7^J» August^ aud hnifrmg been appointed a 
Field Engineer on the fbllowing day, hf thereafter 
•erred throughout the remainder of the siege jind was 
pixmiinently engaged in the assaiil^ in whichlast he 
was severely woundeC ||^ile «aidiz« Nicholsonli 
aolomn to the attack eC tfi brea^ in the 


bastion. On the fall of Delhi he proceeded to Mnaioorie 
on sick leave, but in the following December ho, aa a^* 
Field En^neer, joined the column under the command of 
Colonel (afterwards Sir Thomas) Seaton, and acoom** 
panied it in its movement down the Jumna Doab, in' 
the course of which he was present in the actions of 
Gangari, Patiali and Mainpnri ; and he subsequently,' 
in March 1858, took part, in the same capacity, in the 
siego and capture of Lucknow ^edal and clasps, 
and promote to a brevet-majority on attaining &e 
rank of Captain). In April 1858 he was appointed 
Garrison Engineer of Lucknow, with the position and 
powers of an Executive Engineer of the First Glass, 
but he held this appointment only until the end of the 
succeeding October, when he was appointed a Deputy' 
Consulting Engineer in the Railway Dept, and 
ordered to Lahore ; and in this situation he remained 
until he wont homo on furlough in April 1860. 
returned to India in March 1862, and his servicea 
having, early in the following month, been placed at 
the disposal of the Public 'Works Dept., he war, 
sewn afterwards, appointed Offg. Principal of tha 
Civil Engineering College at Calcutta, and here he re- 
mained until January 1863, when he was appointed 
Principal of the Thomason College atRoorkee. He con- 
tinued in this appointment until March 1871, when ho 
again went home on furlough for two years. He re- 
turned in March 1873, and in tho following month was 
appointed a Superintending Engineer in the Punjab and 
was posted to the first Circle, Rawal Pindi. In February 
1877 ho was appointed Consulting Engineer to (lov- 
ernment for Guaranteod Railways, lialiore, and he con- 
tinued in this appointment until his retirement from 
the service on tho 20*^*^ July 1884. Ho diod on hoard 
the S. S. Ravenna, at Port Said, on tho August 
1884, when reluming home on rotiroment.

Motfif©, Henry Torrens, Lieutenant (c.'182.'S-I84d) 
Monument on the battle-field of Ohilianwala, No. 75 > Jl 
Entered H. M.'a Service on toe 28th Jannaiy 1842 as aa 
Bn^in toe 75“ Foot rtheninaouto Africa), the 
de^ of which he joined at Chatham. On the 13»fc 
Octobwfollois^g ho exchanged into too 29tt Foot, and 
tho d^t of the regiment, whidi . 
also mat Chatham. Inj^ Allowing year he embarked 
for Bengal, landed at Calcutta in November 1843 and 
after six weeks* deteutuxu at the Chinsurah depfit^ 
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joined tlie regiment at Ghazfpnr in ITarcIi 1844. On 
the 24^^ September 1844 be was promoted to the rank 
of Lieutenant. Towards the end of the same year he 
accompanied the regiment to Meerut, whence in Novem- 
ber 1845 he proceeded with it to Kasauli. When, on 
the outbreak of the first Sikh War, in December 
1845, the 29^** marched to join the Army of 4he Sutlej, 
be was loft behind at Kasauli, but he subsequently

On the termination of the campaign he returned willi 
the corps to Kasauli, arx^iving there iu April 1846. ^ 
In September 1848 he proceeded with the regiment 
to Ferozepore, and ho subsequently served with it in 
the Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, including the passage 
of the Chenab and the battle of Ghilianwala, in which 
last ho was so desperately wounded as to survive his 
injuries only five days. Ho died iu camp at Chilian- 
wala on the 18^^^ January 1849. 

Middleton, Wiliiam Gustavus Alexander. 
Major (1 828-1 8G2.) — Grax'e at Urmnr : vionximent at 
Jalozaif No. 992. — Son of Lieiitena/nt-Colonel William 
Middleton, of the 42<i Royal Highlanders, — an old 
Foninsnlar officer who served under Sir John Moore 
and was wounded at the battle of Corunna. — Pom at 
Gibraltar iu 1828. — Entered IT. M.^s Scirvicjo on the 24**^ 
July 1846 as an Ensign iu the 93*^ Foot (tho Sutherland 
Highlanders), which he joined at Quebec, in Canada. 
Ho returned homo with the regiment in August 1848, 
landing at Leith, and proceorllng thcnco to Stirling 
Castle. On tho 3‘' August 1819 ho was pnniioted to 
the rank of Tueutenant. IIo continued serving with 
the regiment in Scotland (at Stirling, Edinburgh, and 
Glasgow) until February 18.52, when lio accotnpauiod 
it to Weedon, whence, in tho following August, ho 
proceeded with it to Portsmouth. In June and July 
1863 ho was with tho regiment in tho Chobham Camp 
pf Exercise, whence ho proceeded with it to Dovonport. 

In February 1854 ho embarked with the regiratmt on 
the expedition to Turkey, but his health having failed, 
ho was invalided and sent home, and ho was after- 
wards appointed to serve with the regimental depot. 

On tho 6^]* J uno 1854 ho was promoted to the rank 
pf Captain. Ho continued serving with tho depot 
until tho return of tho regiment to England on tho 
termination of tho Russian War, when, at the end of 
August 1856, he rejoined it at Dover. In May 1857 
ho accompanied the regiment to Portsmouth, and in 
♦ho following month ho embarked with it on tho expedi- 
tion to China, but the outbreak of tho Mutiny causing 
tho diversion of tho corps to Bengal, * ho arrived with 
it at Calcutta in tho following September. On tho 
28**» of the same month he lefk for the Upper Provinces 
with hia company (the Grenadiers), and ho thereafter 
served with tho regiment throughout the campaigns 
of 1857-58, taking part (generally in command of tho 
Grenadier Company) in the action of Banni, tho relief 
of Lucknow, tho battle of Cawnpore, tho pursuit of 
tho routed Gwalior Contingent to Seraighnt, tho 
action of Khudnganj, the siege and capture of Luck- 
now (including the storming of tho Begum Koti), the 
attack on tho fort of Iluiya, the action of Aliganj (in 
which ho commanded tho regiment,) and the battle and 
capture of Bareilly. In June 1858, after the expulsion 
of tho rebels from Bareilly, he was detailed to do duty 
with the Convalescent Depot at Naini Tal, and he was 
afterwards, for some timo, in command at that station. 

In the autumn ho rejoined the 93^ at Bareilly and he 
subsequently served with the corps during tho campaign 
of 1858-59 in Oudh, including the actions of Pasgaon and 
Basulpnr, and the capture of Mitauli (Medal and two 
clasps, and promoted, 20^^ J uly 1858, to the rank of Major 
1^ brevet). On the termination of the operations in 
Oudh he accomx)anied the regiment to Subathn. where 
he airived with it in April 1859. Attheewbftha 
yetpr he moved with the regiment to Ambala, whence, 
early in I860, lie accompanied it tq Lahore, eeeorting 
ihm Qovemor-Qeneral, Lord CanniDg. From Lsdiore he 


proceeded ^h the regiment towards Bawal Pindi, bnl 
on tho way thither, eorl^ in March 1860, he was loft 
at Jhelum in command of two companies. On the 18th 
September 1860 he was promoted to the regimental 
rank of Major. In October 1861, with hig two com- 
mnies, he rejoined the hoad-ouartors of the regiment at 
Bawal Pindi, and in the following month ha accoxor 
pauied the corps to Peshawar. In the autumn of the 
succeeding year, being then in command of the regi- 
ment, he moved into camp with it, in consequence of a 
severo outheak of cholei'a. While encamped at Cham- 
kanni, seven miles from Peshawar, he was himself 
attacked by the disease, and, after some hours of severe 
suffering, he expired, 21** October 1862, between 
Chamkauni and Urmul*, to which place the regiment 
had begun moving that morning. His remains woie inters 
red at IJrmur on the morning of tho 22^^ • 


Millar, FranciS Jeffrey, TAeutenanUOolonel and 
Brevet- Colonel (1831-1881).— Grave at Oujranwala^ > 
No. 734. — Entered the Madras Army in 1848. Arrived 
in India in February 1849, and was appointed to do 
duty with tho 31®^ Madras N. 1. at Bangaloi’O. Towards 
the end of the following August he was postcid to the 
33*^ Madras N. I., which ho joined af Jdlna. In 
December 181*9 he ficcom])aniod the regiment to Mhow, 
in Malwa, and at that jilace in tho tfpring of 1853 ha 
was appointed Shition St'iff Officer. Towards tho end 
of 1853 ho accompanied the regiment to Nagode, and 
at that station from tl 10 beginning of January to the 
end of July 185 1 ho officiated as Adjutant of tho corps. 
In the spring of 1855 ho was again appointed Offg. 
Adjutant, and he continued in tliafc position until the 
following August, when he was- made^^ permanent in 
tho appointment. In that post ho continued serving 
with his regiment at Nagode until the close of June 
1856, when, having been selected for civil employ, ha 
was appointed an Asst. Commissioner in tho Punjab, 
and posted to Multan. In tho autumn of the following 
year he was employed in tho suppression of the in- 
BUTTcction in the (5ugera district, for W'hich ho was 
afterwards granted tho Indian Alutiny Medal. He con- 
tinued serving in his appointment at Multan until 
September 18.59, when ho went home on furlough. In 
February 1861 he was admitted into the Madras Staff 
Corps. On his return from Europe in the spring of 
1861 he was appointed Asst. Commissioner of Ludhiana, 
whence, towards the end of 1862, ho was c transferred to 
Kasauli ; and ho aftenvards served at various other 
stations in the same capacity until December 1873, 
when he again went home on furlough. In January 
1875, during his absence in Europe, he was promoted 
to tho rank of Depy. Commissioner, and on his return 
to India, in tho following summer, he was posted, as 
Deny. Coramr., to Karnal, whence he was transferred 
to Gurdaspur in April 1876. Towards the end of 1878 
ho was appointed Offg. Additional Commissioner of tho 
Lahore and Amritsar Divisions. In 1880 he became 
Additional Sessions Judge in the Lahore and Rawal 
Pindi Divisions, and towards tho end of the same year 
he was appointed Offg. Additional Commissioner of tho 
Lahore Division. In the spring of 1881 he reverted 
to tho position of Depy. Commr., Gurdaspur district, 
and he continued in that position until his death, which 
took place at Gujranwala, on tho 11^** September 1881.

Millett, Montague, MajofOeneral (1839-1901).-»- 
Grave at MuUan^ No. 880.— The third son of Chorlap 
Millett^ Esq., of the Bast India Company’s Servicepr— 
Bom at DroxforJ, Hants, on the 4*^ December 1839.-^ 
Entered the Bengal Army in 1857. Arrived in India 
in October of the same year, and on the 3^ of the suc- 
ceeding month was ordered to do duty with H. M.’s 
42d Foot (the Royal Highlanders), which had just 
tiben landed in Bengid. ]£ving joined that rogiment^ 
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Iia aoeompaaied it to Che iTpper ProTineeB, and there- 
after Berred with it throughout jbhe Mutiny Campaigns 
of 1857-58-59, taking part in the action of Ehudaganj, 
the affair at Shamshabad, the siege and capture of 
Lucknow, the attack on the fort of Buiyo, the action 
of Aliganj, the battle and capture of Bareilly, and 
(with a detachment) the action of Sissiaghat (Medal 
and clasp)* In November 1868, while lie was thus 
employed in thb field, he was posted to the N. I., 
with effect from the 18^^ May preceding, but ho con« 
tinned attached to the Boyal Highlanders (at Bareilly) 
until the end of July 1859, when he was appointed to 
do duty with the Kamaon Levy. He joined this corps 
at Bareilly early in the following month, moved with 
it to Gonda, in Oudh, early in 18G1, and continued 
irerVing with it there until August 1801, wh<'n, the 
Jjcvy having been disbanded, ho was directed to do duty 
with the 41®‘ (afterwards numbered tlio 37^^*) N. I.

In February 1SG2 ho was confirmed in 
the appointment of Barrack ^Master at Gonda, with cilect 
from the 14^*^ August preceding, and ho held the post 
until the following Se}‘»toniber, when he was ti'ansfen-ed, 
as offg. Barrack Ahister, to Lucknow ; in this Bitiiation 
he remained until I^Iarch 18G3, wlicn, finding the em- 
ployment unsuitable, he resig^ied the appointment. 
Ill August 1863 ho wns appointed to do duty Avith the 
East Indian Regiment, and ivj served with tliat corps at 
Dacca until April 1864, when ho was aj)pointed a 
Doing-Duty Officer in the 6‘^* (late 48* ) N. I. Ho 
joined tho right wing of this regiment at Jnllundur, 
and scjrved with it there, and with a detachment at 
Amritsar, until September 186 1, when ho was a}>pointed 
io tho Punjab Police as an Asst. District Superintend- 
ent, and posted to Delhi. Having officiated three times 
(in 1865, 1866 and 1867) as a District Superintoiident 
of Police, ho was mado permanent in that grade in 
September 1867, cud po.stcd to Rohtak, and he subso- g 
quontly served in that position in various parts of tho 
Punjab until tho end of October 1887, when (being 
then a District Superintendent of Police of tho First 
Grade, in the Montgomery district) ho vacated his 
Mipointnicnt on succeeding to the Coloners allowance. 
He was in Phirope on furlough from November 1883 
to October 1891, and ho thereafter resided in India, 
attaining the rank of Major-General on the January 
1893, and beAg transferred from tho samo dato to tho 
Unemployed Supernumerary List. Ho died at Multan 
on tho 27‘^ February 190L 

Mills, Arthur Samuel, Major (1810-1858).— 
Grave Murrec, No, 815. — Born at Harrow-on-tho- 

Hill, Co. Middlesex, in 1816 Entered tho Bengal 

Army in 1838. Arrived in India in May of tho samo 
year, and at tho end of tho month was sent up to 
Berhamppre to dp duty with tho N. I. On tho 
September following ho was posted to tho N. T., 
and ho joined that regiment at Barrackpore shortly 
afterwards. In the autumn of 1840 ho moved up 
with the corps to Sikrol, Benares, whence ho marched 
with it to Mirzapnr in January 1842. In the following 
month ho was sent up to Meerut to tako command of 
tho light company of the regiment, which then formed 
part of the 3^ Light Infantry Battalion. With this * 
battalion ho moved to Delhi at the end of May 1842, 
and he continued serving with it there until the follow- 
ing October, when, having been appointed Adjutant of 
his own regiment, and orders having been issued to 
break np the 3*^ Light Infantry Battalion, ho rejoined 
the 58'*^ N. 1. at Mirzapnr. Towards the end of 1843 
ho accompanied the regiment to Bundelkhand, where 
the corps was incorporated in tho left wing of tho Army 
of Gwalior, and, as Adjutant, ho was present witlx it in 
the battle of Paniar (bronze star). After tho termina- 
tion of tho war he served with the regimont, for some 
time, at Gwalior, and in the spring of 1844 ho marched 
with it from that plaoo to Jabbulpore, wheroi in January 


*1845, having attained the rank of Captain, he vacated 
the Adjutancy. From December 1845 to tho spring of 
1846 he held charge of the office of the Executive En- 
gineer at the samo station. In Apnl 1846 ho occomr 
panied the regiment to Mhow. In April 1848 he 
roceeded on leave to Bombay, whence in the following 
uly he wftnt home on furlough. On his return to 
India in December 1850 ho rejoined his regiment at 
Hoshiarpur, whence in tho autumn of 1853 he proceeded 
with it to Jhelnm. In October 1855 ho proceeded to 
Bawal Pindi in command of tho left wing of the regi- 
ment, and he held this command until the head-quartere 
of the corps moved to the same ])ljice in April 1856. 
In July 1857, tho regiment having been found to be 
disaffected, it became necessary to disarm it, hut he 
remained on duty with tho men until tlio end of 
August Ifi'jg, when, being in very bad he.nlfh, ho 
prtjceeded on sick leave to Murree. ITo had seairoly 
reached that ifijvee, however, when ho died tUore on the

Arrived in India in October I32(i. and in 
the following J)t*eoinbcr was posted to tlie 12’‘» (\>inpaiiy 
Battalion, Foot Artillery, with which company 
(which beeaino tho 4*1' of tbn 7‘b Batbilion in 1827) bo 
served at Dum-Dum for nearly two ye.irs and a half. 
In December 1828 ho was transferrcil to the 2'* Tnuip

ISIQ. Wducated at Westminister School and at Exoter 

Colloce, Oxford, where ho graduated B. A. in 1838. 
He was ordained in 1839, and in tho following year 
was appoiiitod Vicar of Chaddlewoiiih, Berks, whence 
he was moved to tho vicarage- of Lambome, in the 
same county in 1851, and to that of Great Marlow, 
Bucks, in 1863. On tlio death of Bishop Cotton in Oc- 
tober 1866 lie was chosen to succeed that lamented 
prelate, and having been consecrated at Canterbury in 
f-ebruary 1867, bo was, on the 30^'* of the succeeding 
month, lippointod Lord Bishop of Calcutta and Metoo- 
politan in India and the Island of Ceylon. During 
the nine years he held this exalted office he was indo- 
fatieablo in his visitations as Metropolitan and in tonr- 
ine round his onormons diocese, -wliioh then extended 
IrZm Eangoon to tho Khaibar ; and he was thr^ghout 
nrirent for tho increase of tho number of Bishops m 
India, and especially for the creation of a bishopric at 
Lahore, which last was evout^lly founded in Jfeb^rjr 
1878 as a memorial to him. He died at Ra^l Pindi, 
on the 151“ March 1876, a fatal illness having ^n wear 
tionodbya chill contracted when visiting the battle- 
field of Chilianwala, and by ovor-exertion in tho por- 
formanoe of his duties on the sncceeding day, irhen 
still suffering from groat fatigue.

Til November 185(3 l\o was sent up to 
Meerut in charge of a body of recruits. During his 
absence in tlio IJpjier Provinces, in 1S57, lie was 

appointed to command No. 20 fiiglit Ficlil Patiory, 
whhdi bad bnm atta«‘lu;d to ilie 3‘^ Comjiany 5^^‘ bat- 
talion : he accordingly rejoined the company at 
Barrackporo, but be subscpnontly, after tho out- 
break of th(^ ^fuiiny, pr()ceedc<l Avitli it to 
Allahabad, leaving tlio battery at BanM.ckpore, 
and, on tho 25^*’ October, witli tU(^ groabn* ])art 
of the (M)mpiiny, he joined thf' small force Avhhdi 
had been left by Sir James On (ram to bold tho Alam- 
bagli. After the relief of tho liuckiiow llcsithmcy and 
tho AvitluIraAval of the garrison, ho Avas d(‘tailcd, Avilli liis 
company, tr» form fiart of the force; holding the Alarri- 
bagh position iirider Sir James Oiitram, and lu^ sorv'od 
in the defence of tliat ])ositlo!i until March lS.*iS, and 
aftei'Avards tj^rongli out tho siege and (;M.pliim of Fnick- 
now (Mcilal and two cl;i.sy)s, jn*ornoted to Major hy 
brevet, and creafctl a Companion of the Order ijf the 
Bath). In Alarch 1858, while tlio Tjiicknow operations 
were sUll in ]»rngress, lie was transferred to the 
Troop pt Prigade, Horse Ar(ilh‘ry, AvIiiiJi lie j«)in<;d at 
Delhi in Api’il, and with this troop, duringthe succeeding 
lliree years, lie served at tliafc ]»lace and at Meerut, 
ijucknoAV, and Gouda. On attaining the rank of Lieute- 
nant-Colonel ho Avas appiinted, May 18(31, to (hi duty, 
with the hoad-(|uarter.s of the 3* Brigailo sit Amhnla, 
and he (Continued in that position until the amalgama- 
tion of tho Bengal Avith the Royal Artilhuy Avas carried 
out, Avhori lie Avas posted to tho 5^’‘ Brigade, Royal 
Horse Artillery. In NovemlKir 1S(i2 he was ajipointod 
Depy. Adjutant General to the Royal Artidcry in 
India, but ho hold this post for only a short time, hav- 
ing been compelled, in March 18(33, to resign it on 
account of ill-health. Having then l>eon posted to tho 
22^ Brigade, ho served Avilh it until the autumn, when 
he was transferred to the Brigade, Boyal Horse 
Artillery, and he Avas soon aftorAvards appointed to com- 
mand that Brigade and the Royal Artillery of the 
Meerut Division.

the close of i,ho year ho again ofrioiatod once as Seivmd 
Squadron Commander, on(!e as Second- in -Command 
of tho regiment, and oueo again as Third Squadron 
Commander. In December 1879 he moved up witli 
tho regiment to Peshawar, and there ho continued 
officiating as Squadron Commander until February 
1880, when he was made permanent in the appoint- 
imint. From September to Decoml)er 1881) ho offi- 
ciated as Depy. Asst. Adjt.-Genl. for Musketry, in

Peshawar, iuickno'w, Morar and Amliala) until Alaj 
1884, when ho was ajipohited a Depy. As.sl.. Qr. 
Mr. Cjoiil. on tho I'stablishinent. In this appiuntmeni 
ho served at Ambala until Ootolier 1884, and at llawal 
Pindi fimn October 1884 to February 1887, when he 
went homo on fiii*lough. IIo returned to India and 
took up the api ointiiu’ut of Dopy. Asst. Qr. Mr. 
Gold, at Amljala at the end of Ft'brnary 18S8, but 
ill the following month bo was apjuiintod Ollg. 
Asst. Qr. Mr. Gonl. at, Army Hoad- Quarters, and 
moveil up accordingly t‘> Simla., hi llio aiitninu of 
the same year lie served tbrongliout the J[a./.ara (Black 
Monntiiiu) Campaign as Dopy. Asst. Qr. Air. Gonl. 
of tho First Brjgiido (India Modal ami cla.s]>). On tho 
olos<* of the oix*rations, in Novoinbi*r 1888, ho resnriuKi 
his ap])ointmeiit at Simla, wlu'iv ho cnnliuued serving 
until imar the end of Janiiary 1889, when h«‘ was 
a])])ointt‘d Sccouil-in-Comniand of the 9”* ll'ngal 
Ij.inoi'rs. 11 . 1 * joined tliat Ti'girm'iit at Nt>wshi*ra. in tho 
following iinnith, ami in January 1890 was apjioinh'd 
f-llTg.

1813 lio went home' on furlough. On hn< retuiai to 
India in OcIoIht 1815 he w.as appointed Offg. JMagis- 
trate and Colloetor of Cawnpore, a sitnaticni in wImcIi 
he w.as mndc permanent at the emd of March lh4.(>. 
In the winter of 181S-19, while the operations of tho 
Rrcoml Sikh War wri\^ iirocei'diiig in ilu' PiUHab, ho 
was em])l(»yeil as OITg. SuporiiitemloTit of Sniiplics and 
Police on tho Grand Trank Road. Gii tho minoxaiion 
of the PuiijaV) iakin< 2 f jdaco ho was iransferi'cd to that 
Province luid, at iho end of ^larrdi 1840, appointed 
Coniriiissioncr and Superintendent of tin' Lahore Divi- 
sion. In this situation he reniaiiKMl imlll the end of 
October ISol, wlnni he was aiipolntod a IMomher of Dio 
Board of Adininistralion for tho AlTairs of the Punjah, 
and on the Roanl heini^ aholishod in Kchruary 18o3 
lie was appointed Jiulieial ComiuiKsionor of I he Pun jab. 
In this jiosilion he was tlu' senior incinher of the 
Provincial Govemnn'iit present at Lahore when tho 
Mutiny broke out in ^lay 1857, and as* snch he took 
npon himself the resjumsiliility of disarmini' the native 
brigade at Mian IMir, a hold and provident iiK'asui'e 
which, admirably earrled out by Ilrigadier roidiett, 
probably saved the Punjab from anarchy, and inn do it 
possible to ntiliso tliat province as ibe bnsc of the 
operations for the rccovci’y of Delhi and tho nltininte 
Rupprcsslon of the great reholllon. In April IS58, 
after the expulsion of tlic reliels from Lucknow, he 
was appointed Chief Commissioner of Ondh, and until 
the spring of the sncccoding yenr he was activf'ly 
employtid in the pacitication of ih(> province. For liis 
eminent services during the ^leriod of the ^fniinicLs ho 
xeceived the thanks of both llonscs of Parliamcmt, and 
was created a Knight Commander of the Order of tho 
Bath, in the Civil Division. On tho P* May 1859 he 
was appointed Lien tenant- Governor of the Punjab, and 
Lo continued in ibat high position until Janmiiy 1805, 
when ho retired from tho service and went Home. (It 
is noteworthy that it wsia during his Lieiifounnt- 
Governorship that the first railway was constructed 
in tho Punjab, aud that tlio towm and district of Mont- 
gomery wore named after him.) In February 18(»d 
lie was created .a Knight Grand Cross of the Oixior of 
the Star of India. In September 1868 ho was appointed 
a Member of the Council of India, and he continued 
in that position until his death. He died on the 28tli • 
Dceemt^r 1887.

g82' — ^Born al Montmal, in Canada, in 1814. — Entered 
H. M.’s Service on tbe 11*'' April 18.31 as an Ensign iu 
the il”* Foot, and proceeding to India he joined that 
ivo’imcTil at Trichinopoly, in tho Madras Pr^idency, in 
tho autnnin of tlio same year. In FebAary 1832 ho 
nccompanic'd tlio corps to Moulmein, and there and in 
tho Tonassoi-iin provinces gonoi-ally he served for two 
Tears. On tlio 11"' January 1833 he was promoted to 
tbe laiik of Lieutenant. In tho spring of 18.34 he ac- 
oomp.aiiieil the liead-quarters of the regiment to_ Poona^^ 
tnalleo. wheuee lie moved with tho corps to Arni in tho 
following Noveinher, to Bellary in Octolxn- 1835, and 
to Belgnnm at. tho end of 1838. In tbo following year 
lie went borne on leave. Retni’niiig to India in 1841, 
lie joined a wing of the 41"* then stationed at Kai’achi, 
nufl on the 3'* Deeemher of the samo year he was 
appointed Adiut.anl of the corps. On. the wing lining 
moveil lip tii Quetta, to join tho i-est of tho regiment 
there, in the spring of 1842, ho ajuiears to have Ixicn 
left hehind, and eventually ho did not rejoin the 
n'gimeiit, then at Kandahar, until tho succeeding 
snnimer. Tn eonneetlon with this event it is iworded 
of him that “during the night prior to his airival (at 
Kandahiir) he rode a distance of eighty miles on one 
horse through the passes, a teat roipiiring no little skill 
a.iid eonrage.” lie thereafter served, as Adjutant of 
the re<nnieiil, thionghoiit (he remainder of the camjiaign 
under'' (h'r.oral Nott. iiieludiug the niovonient from 
Kandiihfir (owawls Kabul, the action of Goaine, tlic 
action hefori- Ghazni aud the capture and deslriiction 
of th ^ 1 ydaee, the aid.ions of Beiti*Badani and ^laidan, 
the re-oeenpalion of Kiibnl, the e.vpedilion into tho 
Kohislaii and ih(> rapture and ileslriiction of Lshtalif, 
and various affairs in the pas.ses between Kabul and 
Veslunvnr during the witlidrawal of the Army towards 
the British provinces (Medal). While these operations 
wi‘re ill |>rogr('.ss he, on the ...ttli Sejitemhcr 1S42, 
nKained the'rank of Gaptain. On the Army being 
hi-oken np at Ferozepore in January 1813 he accoin- 
Tianied the regiment down the Sutlej and tho Indus to 
Karachi, whero ho emitarked with it for England, 
cveiitnally landing at Gravesend in the following July, 
and (hiring the ni’vt three years he served with the 
roriis at Ciinteihnry, in South Wales, and in Iroland, 
On ibn 23'^ 8c}itoTnb(*r 1845 lie wa.s promoted to tho 
rank of Major, and on the 8^’' ^Iny 184G he exeliaiif^^ed 
into tlu' 02* Foot, to join Nvliicli he returned io India 
at the end of the snccerdinm^ October. The G2‘M)cing 
then, howc'ver, under orders to retum homo, and he 
lieing dt'sirous of remaining in India, he made aiTaiigc- 
mmis for jinotlior exchange*, and eventually, on tho 
lGt*» February. 1847, he exchanged into the Foot. 

He foini'd this regiment at Lahore in tho auiumn, and 
he continiH.'d serving with it there until July 1848, 
when ho proceeded with it on st'rvico against Multan. 
Tho siege of that plnce had, however, Bcarcely begun 
wdien his carei'r w%as brought to an end, he having been 
killed on the 12th Septcmtier 1848, in an attack on tho 
enemy’s ontrenchod position under the walls of tho 
fortress. 

Noth.— M ajor Montlzambert \vji.s married, at Lismore Cathedra!, 
Irelanci, in the IIH* duly 1846, to Jane Vaughan, daughter of the 
Very Kevd. Henry Cotton, LL. D., Deau of Lismorc. Tins lady 
married, nocondly, in November 1854, Major (afterwards Lieute- 
nant-Colonel) John William Gaisford, of the 72d Highlandoff, 
by whom she waa the mother of liieutenaut Cecil Henry Gaieford* 
72d Highlanders, killed in action on tho Aamai HcightB, near Kabuij 
on the 14th December 1879. and also of Helen Kate, tho ^ona 
wife of the late Colonel Sir Bobei't Orovee Sandeman« K.C.S.I.-* 
Hn. Gaieford died in 1889. 



MOOrOf Stuarti Auutant^Surgeox^ (c. Id28— > 
1857)- — Tahht at Delhif No. 162.-*-Entered H. M/b 
Bexrice in 1851 as an acting Assistant-Surgeon, and 
cm the December of that year was formally ap- 
pointed a StafiE Assistant-Surgeon to the Forces. On 
the 30^^ Janua^ 1852 he was transferred from the 
Staff to the 6^ Dragoon Guards, and joining that ragi* 
xnent at Dublin, he serrM with it, during the next 
two years, at that pla6e, at Canterbury, at Chobham 
Camp, and alb Ipswich, On the* outbreak ef tho war 
with Russia in the spring of 1854, ho ^vas detached 
fxom his regiment to serre with the expedition to the 
East, and landing in the Crimea, with tho Army, in 
the following September, he was present in the affair 
of Bulganak, the battles of •the Alma and Balaklava 
and the siege of Sevastopol (Medal and throe clasps). 
On the arrival of his own regiment in the Crimea, in 
August 1855, he rejoined it and served with it there 
until the end of the war. Ho returned home with 
» ihe regiment in June 1856, and in the following month 
embarked with it for India. Landing at Calcutta 
in November ho soon afterwards pr<x»eded 'with the 
corps to the Upper Provinces, and with it arrived at 
Meerut in March 1857. He was 'with tho regiment at 
that jdace when the Mutiny burst out in May 1857, 
and towards tho end of the month he accompaniocl 
a portion of it Tfhich had been detailed to form part 
of the field force moving towards Delhi under the com- 
mand of Brigadier Wilson. With that force he was 
present in both the actions at Ghaziuddinnaigar, on 
the Hindan River, on tho 30*^ and 31«* May, in tho 
latter of which he received a severe wound, from the 
effects of which he died on tho 2*^ of the succeeding 
month. 

Moorsom, William Robert, Captain (18.34— 
ISbS). -^Tablet at Sialkoty No, 730. — Tho eldest son of 
William Scarth Moorsom, Esqr., sometime Captain 
in the 62*^ Foot (tho Oxfordshire Light Infantry), 
and author of tho Historical Record of that distinguish- 
ed regiment. Bom in 1834. — Bnter(*d H. M.'s Service 
on the 17^** August 1852 as an Ensign in the 52'^ Foot, 
which ho joined in Dublin ilif3 same year. On tho 
10^*^ Juno 1853 ho was pramoted to the rank of Lieute- 
nant, and in the course of the same month he moved 
with the regiment to Cork, and there iJmbarked with 
it for Bengal. Landing at Calcutta in tho following 
October, he accompanied tho regiment to Cliiiisnra, 
whence he jyi’oceoded with it, by water, to Allahaliad, and 
afterwards, by land, to Ambala, where he arrived in 
February 1854. In August 1854 h<j accompanied tlio 
regiment hi Subaihu, and at this period he oflieiated 
as Adjutant for about a fortnight. In the following 
December ho rciturucd with the regiment to Amliala, 
whence in March 1855 (on the breaking up of tho 
Camp of Exercise known as “ tho Ambala Chobham ”) 
ho marched with it to Meerut. In January 185(i ho \ 
proceeded ‘with tho regiment to Cawiiiiore, whence in 
the following mouth, on tho occasion of the Annexation 
of Oudh, he accomjianied it tc) Lucknow. In April 
1856 he was apix)intcd to execute a milihiry survey 
of Lucknow and its environs, a work of great import- 
ance, which was admirably camiod out and proved of 
almost priceless value in the operations of the following 
year. On the completion of this work, early in 1857, 
he proceeded on leave to Ceylon, and while there ho 
was employed upon a Govern nient survey. On i-eceipt, 
however, of intelligence of tho ^Mutiny and rebellion 
in tho Bengal Pi’esidency, he rotiimed immediately' to 
Calcutta, and was forthwith despatched to tho Uppr?r 
Provinces on tho duty of repairing ihe ielegrai)h be- 
tween Benares and Allahabad, which had liceii destroyed 
by the insurgents. He was carrying this work beyond 
Allahaliad when, on the advance of the Cawnpore 
mutineers to meet the moveable column iiiuler tho 
command of General Havelock, that officer apjiointefl 
him an extra Aidc-de-Camp on his own staff, nnd in 
that capacity ho took part in the^ forward move- 
ment, and was present in the actions of Fateh pur, 


Aotuig, Pindii Naddi and Ahirwa, and at the iB*ocoii* 
pation of Cawnpore. On tho July Havelock ap- 
pointed him to officiate as Deny. Asst. Quarter Master- 
General of the Force (officially styled “ tho Allahabad 
Moveable Column •’). When Havelock made his first 
^vauco into Oudli, he was left at Cawnpore to supers 
intend the construction of a temporary bridge over 
the Ganges, but after tho force retired across iko 
river he acoompaniod it in tho movement on Bithur, 
and took ])art in the raut of tho Saugor and Fyzabad 
mutinoors at that place on tho 16**' August. Whm 
Havelock made his second advance into Oudh, ho 
accompanied tho force, niid was present in the actions 
of Mangarwiir and Alanibiigh, and at the entry into and 
first relief of tho Residency at Lucknow, which was 
accomplished, after dosporato lighting, on tho 25^** Sop- 
tombor ; on this occasion ho was sjiocially detailed to 
act as guide to Sir James Outium, and led tho advanoo 
tlirough ihe city to tho Ilesideiicy (slightly wounded). 
He thoroaftor took part in ihe continued defence of 
the Residency until tlio place was finally relioved by 
Sir Colin Camplx‘ll, and the gan*ison withdm'wn, in 
Novomber 1857. After tho withdrawal ho was left, 
as Depy. Asst. Qr,-Mr. Gonl., with tho force 
detailed, under Sir James On tram, to hold tho Alam- 
biigh, and ho took part in all tho actions fought thero 
during tlio winter, in ono of whicli, on tho 25*** February 
1858, he was again slightly wounded. In recogni- 
tion of tho eminent services randorod by him Bmoo 
the preceding June, ho was spocially jiromotod, on tho 
5**' March 1858, to tho rank of Captain in tlio 
Light Infantry, but unfortunately ho did not live even 
to hoar of his advancement. In the operations under- 
taken by tho Commandor-in -Chief, in March 1858f 
for tho final reduction of Lucknow, ho was employed 
as Depy. Asst. (Quarter Master General of Sir James 
Outram’s Division, which operated on the loft bank 
of the Gumti, and there, in a light near tho Iron 
Bridge, ho fell in action on the 11**' March 1858, Cap- 
tain Moorsom was an officer of Huperior merit and 
attainments and, had he survived, wouhl without doubt 
have risen to high distinction. His early doatli was a 
griesvous loss to tho British Army.

;in 182d.- -Knteied thi' Bengal Army on the 20*’' Novem- 
Jjer 1SV8 as an Asst.-Sargeou. Arrived in India I 
in Jajuiavy 1840, and was apjjointod to do duty with 
Ihu left wing of the 8U’*‘ Pool iji Fort William, fn the 
following mouth he was directed to do duty w'itli the 
left wing of the 25*’' Foot, wliieli had bei'ii temporarily 
brought up to Falcutia fivmi Madras, and lie remained 
with it ujitil it returned to Madras in ]\lay 184'9. He 
was then orderid to do duty with the Artiliory at Dum- 
Dum, l»ut before the end of tin* luontli he -was sent u]) 
to Benares, on arrival at which place, in June, he was 
:ip]U)inted to do duty with the 4-8*’' N. T. Within a 
'vveek, however, he was (U’dered to Jaunpur, to assume 
medical charge, temporarily, of tho civil and uiilitniy 
duties of that station, hut lie liad not bi’en tlicTe alxwc 
a fortnight, when, in July 1849, he was diitJcted to 
pr()C(*ed to tho Punjab, for duty in the Tr«ans-Bavi 
Circli?.

Mountain, Armine Simcoe Henry, C. 11, Lieu- 
tenant •Colonel and Hrecel-ColouL (1797 — 1854), — 
Tablet at Simla, No. 392. — The iiftli and youngest son 
of the Right Reverend Jacob Mountain, D, D., Lord 
Bishop of Quebec, a cadet of the ]\tountaiiis of Tho 
Heath, Co. Herts, •win.) were the descendants of an 
ancient Huguenot family ('the Seigneurs do Montaigno), 
a member of which, on the revocation- of the Edict of 
Nantes in 1685, took refuge in England and settled in 
Norfolk, Born at Quebec on the 4”? February 1797.— 
Entered H.M's Service on tho 20th July 1815 as an En- 
sign in tho 97”' Foot, which corjis was (cjiiite unneces- 
sarily) renumbered tho 96”' in ISKJ. On the 3*’ Decem- 
ber 1818 ho was promoted to the rank of Lieateuant, and 
on the 25”' of the same month liis i*egiment was dis- 
banded and he was placed on half-pay. On tho 24”^ 
April 1823 he exchanged to full pay in the 52"*' Foot, 
and in the following Juno he embarked with that regi- 
ment for North America, where he served with it ^n 
Now Brunswick and Nova Scotia) for two years. On 
tho 26* '' May 1825 he was promoted to the rank of 
Captain, unattached, on half-pay, and on the 30”* De- 
cember 1820 he was further advanced to the lank of 
!Major, uuattachod. On the 25th Deceralxjr 1828 ho 
exchanged to full pay in the 26th Foot, and, proceeding 
to India, ho joined that regiment at Fort St. George, 
Madras, in tho spring of 1829. In Octolier 1830 he 
accompanied the regiment to Calcutta, whence ho pro- 
ceeded with it to Chinsura in November, and to Meerut 
in tho succeeding cold season, arriving at that place 
towards the end of March 1831.

wounded at Waterloo, and afterwards served for many 
7 ws as Paymaster of the 79^^ Highlanders.-— Entered 


H. M.’s Service on tlie 15th June 1855 as an Ensign in 
the 14**'- Foot, and joined the depHof that wgiinent at 
Waliiior. Chi the Augttst following he was trans- 
feiTial to the Foot, and after serving for some time 
at the <le])ot ni Chatham, Jio pmceeded to India and 
joined the regiment at J ullundnr earlj* in iStVi. He

Born in 1825. -- Enlertal tho Bom- 
bay Army in 18 L t. Arrived in India in Peliruary of 
the same year, and within a few days was stmt to 
Poona to" do duty with tho 23f'‘ Bom. X. 1. In Si*]i- 
temh.T 1811 he was posk^d to tlm l'^^ Bombay Eurojican 
Tl(*giment (Piisiliers), whidi ho joined at Jleosa. In 
December 1815 be aceomjianiod tho r(^gimeIlfc to 
Karaelii, Jiml lu? served with it there until October 
ISIS, when, the corps liaving been dekiiiod to Joriii

Mulock. Edmonds Henry. Lieutenant (1861— 
1884).— Grate at Murree, — The eldest son of Colonel 
Thomas Edmonds Mnlock, C.B., late of the 70^^ Foot,— 
a cadet of the Mulocks of Kilnagjama, King’s County, 
Ireland, — ^by Julia Florcntia, his wife, only child of 
Lieutenant John Leigh Doyle Sturt, Bengal Engineers 
(who perished in the retreat from Kabul in January 
1842), and grand-daughter of Major-General Sir 
Bobert H. Sale, G. C. B. Born on the 14^*^ Dooember 
Ijggl, — Entered H. M.’s Service (from the Royal Mily. 
College) on the 10^** May 1882 as a Lieutenant in tho 
Battalion Royal Irish Fusiliers (the 87^^ Foot), 
which he joined at Aldershot. In the following August 
he accompanied the battalion on the cx|)odition to 
Egypt, and he served with it throughout the campaign 
in that country, including tho battle of Tel-el-Kebir 
(Medal and clasp, and the Khedival bronze star). He 
returned home with the corps in November 1882, and 
was stationed with it at Aldershot ^ntil the autumn 
of 1883, when he embarked with it for India, landing 
at Bombay in Novemljer, and proceeding thence to 
Rawal Pindi. In tho following year ho went up to 
Khaii'agalli, in the Murroo hills, at wliich place his 
death occurred on the 3 1®*^ August 1884. 

IVlunro, John, Lieutenant (1820 — 1845). — Inscrip- 
tion and tablet at Ferozepore^ Nos. 441 and 445. — The 
second son of General John Munro, of tho Madras 
Army, who was tho representative of the anciont family 
of tho Iklunros of Teaninich, Co. Ross. Bom on the 
Igth April 1820. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1837. 
Arrived in India in December of the samo year and 
was sent up to Cawnpore to do duty with the 5^*^ Light 
Cavahy. Being a supernumerary, he I’omainod un- 
posted for nearly a year, and in the moantimo he 
continued doing duty with the 5**\ with which in 
November 1838 he moved towards Karnal ; but having 
them been brought upon tho effective strength of tho 
Army, he was, on the 3rd Decemlxjr, posted to tho 10^^ 
Ligiit Cavalry, which he soon afterwards joined at 
Muttra. Ill l^cembi^r 1839 he accompanied the 10‘** 
to Nasirabad, whence, in the autumn of 1840, ho 
marched with it to Ferozepore. In December 1841 ho 
was appointed Interpreter and Quarter-Master to tho 
corps, and proceotling with it soon afterwards to Pesha- 
war, ho served with it, under Major-General Pollock, 
throughout tho campaign of 1842 in Afghanistan, 
taking part in tho forcing of tlio Khaibar Pass and in 
tho advance to Jalalabad ; but when tho final advance 
on Kabul was made in September, ho was left at 
Gandamak as Staff Officer to the detaclimcmt detailed 
to bold that })lace, and be continued in that position 
until the return of the array from Kabul (Medal). 
He returned to tho British provinces w’^ith the regiment 
in Decomlxjr 1842, and from Ferozepore accompanied 
tho regiment to ^Meerut, arriving there early in Febru- 
ary 1843, but in the autumn of the same year ho again 
accompanied Ins regiment into the field, and served 
with it lhr*>ughout the Gwalior Campaign, including 
tho battle of Maharajjiur (bronze star). In February 
1844, wliile iiinrcliing back to IVlcorut with his i*egi- 
ment, be was appointed ou(3 of the Subalterns of the 
Governor- Gonei’al’s Body Guard, and joining that 
corps ho served with it at Siiltanpur, Benares, until 
tho following July, wdum ho wjis appointed an Aide-de- 
Camp to the newly-arrived ({ over nor- GenerM.l, Lieute- 
nant- General tlie Right IIonM)le Sir Henry Hardin go, 
G.C.B. He joined this appointment at CaJcjiitta, and 
served Ihei'e until the autumn of tlio following year, 
when he proceeded with the Gov<*rnor- General to tho 
Province's. On the outbreak of the first Sikh 
War he areomjianied Sir Henry into the field, and 
fell mortally Avounded in the battle of Mudki, — 18^** 
Docember 1815, — the first engagenumt of the campaign. 
He died of his wounds, in the field liospital at Mudki, 
on tlie 21^^ of the same memth.

Munt, Oeorge McIntosh. Lieutenant (c. VIV/^ 
1814). — Grave at Nahian^ Birmur^ No. 907. — ^Enteisd 
the Bengal Army in 1803. Arrived in India in De. 
cember 1804, *and on the 14^ April 1805 was posted 
to tbe 2“*^ Battalion 1*® N. I. He joined tiiat corps 
at Lucknow, and in March 1806 accompanied it to 
Bahraich on escort duty with the Nawab Wazir of 
Oudh. He returned with the battalion to Lucknow 
shortly afterwards, and in November 1806 accompanied 
it to Bnndelkhand, to be stationed at K&noh. During 
the winter of 1806-07 he was on field service with the 
battalion in the Kiinch district, and took part in the. 
brilliant storm and capture of Ghamfr. In 1807 he 
proceeded with tho battalion to Kaita, and in November 
of that year was present at the capture of the fort of 
Salehuganj. In October 1808 he was sent from Kaita 
to Banda, to take charge of the escort of the Governor- 
General’s Agent, but he was soon afterwards relieved of 
this duty, and rejoining the battalion, ho was present, 
in January and February 1809, with tho four con^ 
panies detached under the command of Captain Mid- 
winter, in the storming of the heights of Bajaoli and 
in the siege and reduction of the rock-fortress of Ajai- 
garh. He shortly afterwards proceeded with the corps 
to Meerut, and having during the summer been tempo- 
rarily detached with a part of the battalhm to Delhi, 
he was actively engaged there on thof* 24^** July in the 
suppression of the outbreak occasioned by the outrageous 
conduct of Prince Jahangir, including the blowing open 
and storming of tbe Palace gates, and the capture of 
the Solimgarh fort. Early in 1810 he accompanied 
tho battalion to Delhi, at which place, and at Rewari, 
ho served with it until 1812, when he proceeded with 
it to Ludhiana. In 1813 ho was .transferred to the 
Battalion of the regiment, and joined it at Muttra. lu 
October 1814 he was detached, in command of the light 
company of tho battalion, to join the Tiight Battalion 
then formed for service against the Gurkhas, and with 
this battalion, in tho division under the command of 
Major-General Gillespie, he took part in the advance into 
the Dchm Dun, and in the first attack on the fort of 
Kalanga, in which General Gillespie was killed. Ho 
aftenvards served in the renewed operations against 
Kalanga, but was not engaged in tho second unsuccess- 
ful assault. After the fall of Kalanga ho was em- 
ployed, in command of a detachment of tho Light 
Battalion, in the pursuit of the late garrison of the 
place, Avitli whom, however, he failed’ to ^om© np. Ho 
subsequently inarched towards Naliaii with tho force 
under tho command of Major- General Martindell, 
Gcm'ral Gillespie’s succc^ssor, and was engaged, with 
the? column nnder the command of Major Ludlow, in 
the attempt to dislodge tho Gurkhas from their position 
f)n Jaithak Hill, to the north of that place. Tho 
attempt, however, ended in a disastrous repulse near 
tho village of Jarajda, and in the conflict and retreat 
whicjh ensued he unfortunately lost his life, — 27^*> 
Deceml)er 1814. 

Murphy, Robert Barnaby, Assista^ii-Apothecary 
(1827 — 1849). — Inscription at Wazirahad, — Entered 
the Bengal Subordinate Medical Service, as an Hos- 
pital Apprentice, on the August 1839. Served in 
the Presidency General Hospital and in tho Garrison 
Hospital, Foit William, for three years, and was pro- 
moted to the rank of Asst. -Apothecary on the 30^^ 
December 1842. Did duty in tho hospital of the 29^** 
Foot in 1843-44, and in tho latter year was formally 
posted to that x’cgiiiieni, Avith which he served in tho 
Sutlej Campaign of 1845-4G and in tho Punjab Cam- 
paign of 1848-49. On tho conclusion of tho Punjab 
Campaign ho acjcompanied tho regiment to Wazirahad, 
whero ho died on the 15*k May 1849. 

Murray, Alexander William, Lieutenant (1836— 
1857). — Grave at Delhi , No. 115 : tablets at Delhi and 
Kohfitj Nos. 162 and 1043. — Tho third son of the Revd. 
David Rodney Murray, Rector of Brampton Brian, Co. 
Hereford, who was himself a great-grandson of the 4*** 
Lord Elibank. Born on the 29^^ January 1836.— -Bn- 
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ieied the Bengal Army in lS53. Arrived yi India in 
April of the same sent to Benares 

to do duty with the 42“*^ N. I.^ to which rogimont ho 
was regularly posted in the following Septenilier. In 
the summer of 1855 he accompanied the 42”^' into tho 
field against tho Santhal insurgents, and cx]ierienced 
much, harassing seiwioe until the spring of tho follow- 
ing year. After tho lorrnination of tho operations ho 
was stationed with the i-egimoiit at Sangvampur, in the 
Santhal distriM, until nearly tho eyd of tho year, and 
ho then acconipaulod tlie corps to Sangor, arj*iviiig 
thoro towards tho end of January 1857. In the follow- 
ing March ho was detached to the Ainhajn l)op<'t of 
Instruction iti Kino Musketry, and ho was serving at 
that placo when the Mutiny lirojco ont in May. ITav- 
iiig baen attached to tho lleiigal Fusilu^rs, lie a<*“ 
OOTfipaniod that regiment in the niovenuait on Dc^llii, 
and he was presi iit with it at tho aciion of the Ihuili-ki- 
Serai and at tho sei/.nre of tlio Ridge. On tho 12*^ 
^Jnne ho was a])pointed to do duty with t.h(» Corps of 
Guidos, witli which ho conlinuod sowing at the siege 
of Delhi until ilie 27**' July, when, liaving l)C(iii slightly 
, wounded in the action of tlio 23’'* Juno and M^vcTcly 
in that of the 1.)*** July, ho proceeded to Simla on sick 
leave for IJirce mouths. On the 1^* of August ho 
was appointed Adjutant of the 0*** Ihinjah Infantry, 
theji being fornu^tl at Kohat, lu:l he never joiiir-d this 
rogimont. Long btd'nrii (lu> o\|nration of his si‘*k leave 
he rejoined the (liiides Dellii, and with llioiu he 

rontinned sewing there until the end. In tlio gei\er.al 
assault of the I t**’ Seph inh(‘r he accomj'a.nied Iho 
(Tuides Infantry in the allack on the Ki‘dia]iganj 
position, and Iheie, wliihj leading ofi his men wilh hi.s 
accustomed gallanlry, h.e uiifovliinately foil under ilio 
fire of the en«iny. 

Murray, Archibald Ross, t.lni.h'unnt (1S5.5 - 
l}^7i }).— (If Umr.fl r!,iih\ .\r.. S03. - Th(‘ <*ldest 
sou of (loneral Sir John Irvim* ^^l^•ra^^ K. (\ Ik, 
Bengal Stall (/orps. Horn a.I (IwaliiU* on ilie fJ'- .March 
1855. — Mntered 11. ISf.’s Sow lee mi (lie ]5‘*’ Ajiril ISTt 
as a Sul)- lii(Mi(ena.nt in t'le t Tooi, and he was afti'r- 
wards ]»roim)ied to Ihi* i*ank of 1 iientcarmt fnnn tin? 
same date. He joiueil tin? dopol of the l l**' at Waricy 
:iiid served with it until the follov/ing Si‘]Jemher, Avhen 
lie was transferred lo tlie 2'* nallalion P'**' Kunt, witli 
wliich corps he soon afterwards went (o India, landings 
at Bombay towards the <*iid r)f Nnvemiu-i’, and proceed- 
ing tlnnico t« Rawal LMndi, wliere In) arrivi'd with the 
battalion early in January l^To. On the 25'*' Ajirii 
IS77 ho was aj)pf>inted an OfTg, Squadron Olllrer in the 
I3*** Bengal (’avalry (Lancers), on pmbatimi for the 
Bejigal Stall Corps, into which lie wjis sid»se<puMif ly 
admitted with olTect from that date. lie joineil this 
regiment at Rawal I’indi, and served witli it there 
until tho autumn of tlu^ suc(?ceding year, when, mi 
the outbr<*alv of tin* Afghan War, ho proi’ceded with it 
to join tho Socond Division of the Peshawar Valley 
Field Force, for which it had l)ei n deta-ih'd ; and while 
halted at Nowshcra iii Novernbrn' 1S78 lio was a.])- 
poiuted to oliiciato as Station StatT OlTicer thci*<\ TTo 
afterwards served with the 13*** in the first phase of 
the Afghan War, 1878-70, and w.as engaged in various 
operations on the Khsiibar Lino, including the second 
expedition to tho Bazar Valley, in the course, of which, 
in a reconnaissanco iowanls tho Sisobi Pass, he be- 
haved with great gallantry in going to the assistance 
of on© of his men, wlioso horse had been shot. In 
April 1871) he was tninsforred to tho Corps of Guides 
as Doiug-Dnty Oliicer at the depot, and lie remained 
ill that situation until tho following July, 'when he 
was appointed an Offg, Squadron Officer in the lltt» 
Bengal Cavahy (Lancers). He did not, however, live 
to join that regiment, having died, of cholera, at Tret, 
near Murrcc, on the IS^** July 1871). 

Murray, Charles Balfour, Ensign {c. 1810— 
1863).— Orarc at Nowshera^ No. 998. — Enter^ H. M.^s 
Service on the March 1859 as an Ensign in tho 


71*** Fi^nt (the Highland Light Infantry). He joined 
tho depot of tlmt regiment at Stilling, and si'wed witii 
it there and at Perth until tho autumn of tlm following 
year, when ho proceeded to India and joined the 
7P* at Morar, Gwalior. Ho shortly afterwards nccom- 
panied the regiment to Sialkot, arriving there in 
February 1861. On the regiment moving to Nowshera, 
in November 1862, he was loft at Sinlkitt with a de- 
tav'hment detailed to remain thoro lompomrily, hut lie 
rejoined n?gi mental head-quarters at Nowshera early 
in iht' folhaving year, and from A]»ril to October 1SG3 
he officiated as Adjutant of the regiment. In the 
int)nih last mentioned he accompanied the 71**^ on the 
evpedifitm against tho Hindustani fanatics of Sittann 
and Malkri and their Pathim allies, ami li(> thereafter 
served Mh roll ghoiit tlii' operations in and about the 
Anibtda Pass until the NovemlM^r 1863. when lio 
was killed in the eonrst' of tlu) seven) lighting brenght 
on by the ih spSTate attacks of the ivllx'snieu on our 
working parties. 

Murray, Georgo, Ur^ r- 

(18118 — 18.56). — iivot’t' ti‘ Litfiorr. A**. 661.— ^ 

Tho lifth son of John .M array, Ks«|r., a I'adct of the 
Murrays «)r Muri‘.ayjhwait.c, (^». I) rim fries, and » 
younger hroijna* of .loliTi Dahymple Murray, who, in 
1823, siKH’eeiled to tin* .M n rrayt liw.ait** estates and 
bi'canie licnl of the Miirr.axs of .^I u rraytliwa.ilt'. Born 
in Sc'oilaud in 18(18. Midereil tin* Beiig.al Army in 
1825. Arrived in fntiia. in MVinJi ISJiJ, and in the 
following rnontl) was sent up ioCawnpoi’o to do duty 
witli the *>'•' Liirht (kivalry. In May J^2(i he was 
posted to the 8i*' laghl. (Rivalry, but lie was allowed 
to eoiitinne doing duty with the 9*’' until (Ik; following 
Oetiiher, wlieii ]iroeeeded anil joined his own regi- 
ment at l\arn:il. Towards tlie close of 1828 he ileeoju- 
])anied Pie i*egl merit to Xasirahad. iind in tlie winter 
of l8:U-3>2 he marehed with it to (!a\vnpore.

In Mareli 18 pi he movi d wit h tho 
regiment from IA)roze])ore to KartarpiU’, and there in 
the follinving snrnnier he officiated fora short I iino as 
Adjubint and (Juarfer Master of the eor])S. fu Nov- 
omber 1SI6 he acconqianiod the regiment, to Inidhiaiia, 
whence in July 1818 he ])rocee<li*d with it to I'Afio/eporo. 
Tji tho succoeding’ OctolMs he marched with the regi- 
miait to Lahore, and thereafter In* .sfu-vefl with it 
tliroughont tlie Jhinjab Carnpaign of IS IS- 19, taking 
part ill tlie action of RaTniiagai*, the j»assage ot tlie 
Chenab, the action of Sadulapiir, and (hr- battles of 
Chilianwala and Gujerat (Medal and two claNjrs). On 
the termination of the war he retnnK'd with tho 
regiment to Feroze])ore, amving there, in April 1849, 
and he continued serving with it at that slatifni until 
November 1853, when he accompanied if tf) Mian Mir, 
Lahore, lie died at Mian Mir on the 12th •Sey>tembt'r 
1856, 

Note. — Major (thru Comet) Murray marriHl in 18.H4, whilo on 
furlough in England, llarrictto, duagliler of (he Hrvrl. 8. Good* 
enough. Sho ])re-docea 0 od him by only tlx dayn, andtbe^ are 
buried in one grave. 
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Murray, William, Captain (1792— 1831).— GVave 
at (:inbathu, No, 408. — The third and youngest son of 
Sir William Murray, Bart, (V), ci Oclitertyro, Co. 
Perth, gi’audson of the tliird Earl of Cromartie, and 
younger brother of tliat distinguished officer, General 
Sir George Munny, ( 1. G. B. Bom in 1792. — Entered 
the Bengal Army u\ 1809. AiTived in Iiuiiii in October 
1810, and was sent in tlie usual course to the Cadet 
College at Barasat. He passed his exaiiimatious at 
the end of May 1811,“* but was, atlas own rcque.st, 
permitted to remain at Barasut until tlio 22nd July 
following, when ho was discharged from the college 
and ordeiH'd up to Dacca to do duty with the 2^ Battji- 
lion N. I. On the I B^ April 1812 he was posted 
to tlu) 2*' Battalion D* N. 1., and liaving joined that 
cor})s at Delhi, lie accompanied it, towards the close 
of the sairuj year, to Ludhiana. In August 1814, 
having heen grant(?d four months’ leave for the purpose, 
ho ])roceriled to Calcutta to join the •ollege of Fort 
William, and having pass(‘d tlui prescribed examination, 
he was, ill the following Octoljer, admitted into the 
college as a studc'iii. In tho meantime, however, tlie 
Gui’khsi War had broken out, and his battalion having 
beiai orderc'd on service with tlio force' under the com- 
mand of Major-General (afterwards Sir David) Ochter- 
lony, lu» Avas, at his own rcciuest, pi'rmittcd, on tho 
12*" Dect'inbc r, to proceed and rejoin it. He rejoined 
the corps accordingly in January 1815, and served with 
it in tlie <.)piTatlons resulting in the reduction of 
liiimgarh, but be was subsequently ap|iointod to the 
command of a body of tho Hindur Baja’s tiY»ops, and in 
this position he took a prominent part in the arduous 
operations and severe lighting ending with the capture 
of Malaun and the surrender of Ainar Sing TIia|)a and 
the Gurkha Army of tho West ; in tlu'so ojicrations ho 
distinguished himself iu an eminent de gree by his zeal, 
judgiiu:nl and iijUdligcnc(% and i’ee(‘ivod the s|iccial 
commendations of Gimeval Ochterlony and of the 
Governor- General, Lord Moira. In .May 1815, iinmedi- 
atoly after the termination of ihi) campaign, lie was 
ir.'iii.sfei*n.*d to tho D* Batialiiiu of his ri'giment and 
apjiointed Inter pioii r and Qiiai*ter Master to it, and 
having j<^iicd lluit corps at Muttra, ho amnnpanied it 
to Lucknow in the course of tho ensuing cold season. 
He Avas, lioAve\"t i’, soon aftciavards taken for political 
einployiuent, and lia.ving, Avilliont vacating his regi- 
mental stall situation, b('('n, some time in 181 d, ap- 
pointed Third Assistant to the Suporintendorii of 
Political AJTaivs and Agent to (lie Governc»r-General in 
the TeiTitories of the I’roiecled Sikli and Hill Chiefs 
iKtAveeii the .Turiina and the Sutlej, lu^ hecame Asst. 
Political Agent at Liidliiarui. About tho same time 
ho Avas transferml, as Inter} )reier and (Quarter Master, 
to the 2'* Battalion of his regiment, but in Febriiai"y 
1819, by an exeliango of :ip])ointTiients, be again became 
Interpreter ami Quarter Ma.ster to tlio Battalion, 
and he continued holding this }iost until June 1822, 
Avheu ho Ihuilly I'esigned il. Those ivgiinental transfers 
and re-trausfui’s aviuo, hoA\eYer, purely iiomimil in 
chanictor, as, daring the aa'IioIo pcTind covered by them, 
be continued in the political aiqiointmcnt above named. 
In l^farch 1823 he Avas advanced to tlie a,j)y»oinlment of 
Dopy. Sujierintendciit of Sikh and Hill Allairs. When 
the reorganisation of ibc Army took jilaco in May 
1824 he Avas posted to the 2 * N. I., but he cout innod 
in his political appointTiieiit until !May 1827, when he 
was further advanced to the situation of Political Agent 
at AmU'ilii. Tin's last appointment lie continued 
holding until his death, which took })iace at Subathn 
on the 28*^^ June 1831. 

Muscroft, James, Captain (1870— 1905).— GVave 
at jyiiurmsala^ No, 514. — Btu'ii on the 20**' November 
1870. — -Entered U. ^f.’s Service on the 5*** Dcrcmlicr 
1888 as a Second-Lieutiuiant in the 3‘* Battalion of tho 
Yorkshire Light Infantry (Tho P* West York Militia), 
and Avas promoted to the rank of Lieutenant in that 
corps on the 21®* February 1891. On the 19*1^ October 


1892 he wa^ transferred tp the regular forces as a 
Sccond-Lioutodant in the 2^1 Battalion, Yorkshire Light 
Infantry (the 105**' Foot^ ; joined that corps at Poona 
in tho spring ot 1893 ; and was promoted to the rank 
of Lieutenant on tho 18**' May 1894. On the 23<* Oc- 
tober following he Avas appointed an Offg. Wing Officer 
in tho 6**' Infantry, Hyderabad Contingimt, on probation 
for tho Indian Stoff Corps, into which he was after- 
Avards admitted with effect from that date. He joined 
the ri'giment at Jalnsi, and served with there until 
February 1896, when lie Avas transferred, iu the same 
position to the 2** Battalion, 1®* Gurkha Rifles, at 
Dhiirmsala. In the folloAving autumn he was attached 
tomyKArarily to the 1®* Battalion of the regiment, at the 
same station, and he continued serving with it there 
until Juno 1897, Avheii*he aa’us appointed a Commis- 
sariat and Tranyiort Officer Avdth the First Brigade of 
the Tochi Field Force ; and in that capacity he served 
throughout the Toebi Expedition from June to N ovem- 
l)cr 1897 (India Medal and clasp). In January 1898 
he Aveiit iiomo on sick leave, and was absent from^ 
India until January 1899, Avlien he rejoined tlie 2'* Bat- 
talion, 1»^* Gurkha Rifles, at Dliarmsala, and, there 
Ixn'ng no A'aeancy for him, aaos placed in tho position of 
an attacliid oflicer. In that jiosition lie remained for 
ilftecm iiiontlis, but during tliis period he tAvice officiated 
as Quarter Master of the liattalion, and once as Station 
Staff Officer at Dliarmsala. On the 1*®* April 1900 ho 
was appointed permanently to the battalion' ns a Double- 
Comjiany Officer and Quarter Master. In the sjiring 
of tlie folloAving year he was (attached to the Jubalanil 
Field Force, and solved Avith it iu the o])erations 
against tho Ogaden Somalis, in East Africa, returning 
and rejoining liis corjis at Dliarmsala in tho succeeding 
August. In NovemhiT 1901 lir was ^apiioiritiul to 
officiate as a Double-Conqiany Commander, and in the 
folloAving moTiili he aee(>m])aTiied Bio corps to Kohat. 
In Ayani 1902, he Avas n])y.>ointed Offg. Adjutant. In 
the folloAving J uly ho i‘cturned Avith the battalion to 
Dliarmsala, a.nd there, later in the same month, he Avas 
a})})ointi^(l a Doul)h‘-('omi)any (Commander pro lorn., but 
he continneil officiating as Adjutant until tin* succeeding 
December, when ho Avej it on leave for a year. During 
Jiis absenco ho Avas again, Soptemher 1903, yiluced in 
the jiosition of Donbli'-Comyviny (.’ummandcr pro 
and, after the expiry of his leave, for tho greater yiart 
of tlie follewing year lie Avas crnyAloycd with the Sikkim- 
Tibet Missioji. On bis ritiii-n to battalion liead- 
qiuirti'rs, towards tli(‘ eiul of 1904, lie avis again ap- 
yiointed an Offg. Double-Comyiany CoTnmandcr, and in 
January 1905 he was made permani'lit in that ayijxnnt- 
inont. On the 4* April 1905 (having just returned 
from Jnlbindur, after yiassing the examination for 
jiromotioTi to the rank of Major) lie yierished in tln^ 
terrilde eartli([uake in Avhich Dhai'camsala Avas almost 
desti-oyed. 

Musgrave, Walter, Tjuntcnani-Coluncl and Brevet- 
Coloncl (1830— 1883). --Gvwe at Simla, No. 384.— 
Born at Exeter, Devonshire, on the 8**' Januai’y 1830. — 
Began his career in tho Colonial Service, South Africa, 
on tho 25*** January 1851, as a Lieutenant iu the local 
forces, and having Iaccii advanced to tho rank of Cap- 
tain on tho 21®* of the succiieding month, lie Avas placed 
in command of an irregular corps, at tlio head of Avhich 
ho served throughout the Kaffir War of 1851-52, in- 
cluding tho passage of the Kei, tho operations in the 
Waterkloof, and many other affairs of imyiortance. In 
recognition of his services ho Avas admitted into tho 
regular forces on the 11**' June 1852 ns an Ensign in 
the Cape Mounted Rifles, and having joined that corps 
in the following December, ho served with it in the 
field until tho termination of tlie war (Medal). On 
tlie 19**' January 1855 he Avas promoted to tho rank 
of Lieutenant in tho 81®* Foot, and proceeding to India 
in the autumn, he joined that regiment at Mian Miry 
Lahore, in the following December. In March 1857, 
he Avas appointed Adjutant of tho regiment^ and in 



that capacity he was prosclit at the momentous dis- 
arming of the native troops It Mian Mir m ‘the follow- 
ing May (Medal). In March 1858 ho accompanied 
the regiment to Nowshera, on •arrival at which placo 
he was appointed Station Staff Officer, and in the 
following April and May ho served witli the right 
wing in the expedition against tlie Hindustani fanatics 
of Mangal Thana and Sittana (India Modal and clasp). 
On the conclusion of this campaign ho returned with 
the wing to Kowshera, whence in the following July 
ho moved with it to Peshawar.* In the succeeding 
Octol)or his services were placed at the disposal of the 
Chief Commissioner of the Punjab, by whom bo was 
appointed, ou the 10*^ November, to raise and command 
a risala of irregular horse : this corps, which was 
styled the “ Hazara Horse,** wa# raised and organised 
by him for service in Hindu fltan, and he continued in 
command of it until the summer of 1800, when, under 
orders issued in the i)recoding Dccemlxjr, it was broken 
up, a portion being absorVuul into Ouroton’s Regiment 
Miiltani Horse. Ho liinisolf joincil that rogimoiii 
at Asni in Juno 18G0, when, on Colonel Cnrctou pro- 
cocdiiig on Icavo, he was appointed OiTg. Commandant, 
and ho continued in command (officiating also, from 
Soptoniber, as Socoiid-in- Command and as Adjutant!) 
until tho October. In November 18G0 lio was ap- 
pointed Second-in -Command of tin* regiment, and 
about the samo timo ho accompanied tlio corps to l^fian 
Mir. In December 18G1 ho was admitted into the 
Rciigal Staff Corj)s with olTccit from tho 18^^' February 
preceding. In July 1S02 ho olficiated for about tbro(5 
weeks as Commandant of the rogirnont ("which had 
become the llengal Cavalry in tho preceding year), 
and in the following cold season ho march(*d with tho 
cor})S to Jhan^i, taking part in tho Agra Darhar vn 
rotitc. Towards the close of 18G!1 lio again officiated 
for a short time as Commandant. Tii I ho roorgiinisa- 
tion of January 18(M ho was a[»poiuted Second Sipiad- 
ron Oflieor of the regiment, hut ho continued olllciating 
as Socond-iu-Conimand until the following Mandi, 
when ho [irocoedod on leave to Calciitt.i, whence ho 
went lioijui on furlough. 11(5 rc^turnod to India at tho 
end of October I8G5, re jointed his rogimciit at Jliansi, 
iuid ill tho course of tlio winter of ISGo-GG ho accom- 
panied tho corps to Multan. In July 1807 ho was 
a])poinicd Scctmd iii-Coiuiiiand of tho rogiment, willi 
which at tho end of 18G‘..» ho marched to l*eshaNvar. In 
January 1871 lie again wont home on furlough, and ho 
continued aljicut from India until December 1872, 
when lie rejoined the r(^giiiioul, which was still at 
Peshawar. In ^farch lS7t3 lie was apiiointod OlTg. 
Commandant of the reginuMit, which, in the saiiio 
month, iio accoiiipaiiied ti> Amhala, nlh ri^ In* continued 
In coriiinaiid of tho corps until March 1875. Tii Uio 
cold seasoji of 1S75-7G lu^ accompanied tli/) regiinorit 
10 the Camp of Exercise at Delhi, on tli(3 breaking up 
of which ho proceeded ^Yjth a iletach incut, to Jai])nr, 
on escort duty with II. R. IT. the Prince of Wales 
(Ills ^laji'sty tho late King Edward t,he Sovenih), 
On tho coiudusioii of this duty, February 1S70, ho 
marched with the regiinimt to (!:iwn])oro, whence in 
the autumn of 1878 he acconijianicd it to Mian jVfir. 
In Fehniary 1879, conscrpicnt on the outhr(5ak of the 
Afghan War, ho proceeded with tlie regimont to 
Multan, whonco ho accompanied it on sorviia) witli tho 
Dera (Ihazi Khau Column of the *rhal Chotiali Field 
Force, and afterwards with the Vitakri Field Forco 
(Modal). Tu the following April he returned to Dem 
Ghazi Khan, wlioro he was in command of a troop 
(which had bocu left there) until the rest of tin* rogi- 
mont returned to that placo in October. In Docembor 
1879 ho was appointed Offg. Commandant of tho regi- 
mont, with which he proccodod to llajaupiir in October 

1880, and tlioiicu to Multan in tho succeeding month. 
Ho continued officiating as Commandant until Jnno 

1881, when ho was appointed Commandant of tho 5^*^ 
Bengal Cavalry, and having joined that rc?giment at 
Sitapur in tho course of tho samo month, he acoom- 


poniod it to Bnroilly in Juno 1882. Early in Soptem- 
ber 1883 he proceeded to Simla on six weeks’ leave on 
private affairs, and ho died suddenly at that placo on 
tho 2l»* of tlio samo month. 

Myers, William James Kempt, Limtvnane 
(1839 — 18G0 ). — Grave at Shnla^ No. 362. — Entered 
H. M.*s Seiwice on tho 25th January' 1S5G us an Ensigu 
in tho Rifle Brigade, and having been posted to tho 
2^ Battalion, ho j(»inod tlio doput at Aldershot. Ho 
joined tho buttidioii at the samo jilaco ou its arrival 
from tho Criinoa in July 185G, and in Juno 1857 
accom}mniod it to Dublin. On tho Imttalion proceed- 
ing to India in August 18 .j 7 ho was loft at tho de]x'>t, 
at Winchester, but ho followed tho corps to tho East 
in the autumn of iho following year, and joining it in 
Oudh, served with it in thn closing operations of tlio 
Sepoy War, 18o8-5y, — the Transit iagiu Cam|)aign, 
including tho affair of Diirii-ki-kna, and the opomtions 
on tlio frontier Nepal ( j\Icdal). (In tho conclusion 
of tho campaign he ai'eompaniud the hattalioii to Luck- 
now, and on the 12”* Doeemher 1859 he was ]>romoiod 
to tho rank of Lioiiteiiant. In tho sjiring of tho follow- 
ing year ho jiroceiidod with the corjis to Suhatlui, 
whonco in May lSi'»0 he went ou an cveursion into tho 
interior, towards tho Snowy Raugi>, and there, on tho 
G”* of tlio Kuceetuling montli, he iinfortunatoly lost his 
life, having boon killcil in an accidental fall over a 
procipico. His remains wore hrouglit into Simla, and 
there intenod with military honours.

Newbdry, Edward, jA/or (1842— 1884).— (Jrar^ 
at Simla, No, 885. — The Ijroungest son of Edward 
Newbeiy, Esqr., of the Madras Civil Service. Born 
at Pisa, Tuscany, on the 17^** April 1842. — Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1858. Arrived in India in January 
1869, and towards the end of the same month was 
appointed to do duty with H. M.’s 87*^ Foi>t, at Jullim- 
dur. On the 29*** March following he was regularly 
posted to the Bengal European Regiment, which 
he joined at* Hazaribagh. In the autumn of 1860, he 
accompanied this regiment to Fort William, whei*e ho 
continued serving with it until it was disbanded in July 
1561. He was subsequently attached to H. M.’s 101®^ 
Foot at Multan, until August 1862, when be was 
appointiul a Doing-Duty OfIicei;in the 29th (Punjab) 
N.I., at the same station. On the 21*^ of the succeed* 
ing month he was appointctl acting Adjutant of th<^ 
regiment, and on the 26^** he was directed to officiate 
as Socond-in-Comniand as well, but he held the latter 
^appointment for only a few weeks, while he robiined 
the former until the middle of the following Decemlnu*. 
In the spring of 1868 he accompanied the regiment to 
Hamirpur, and in the following June and July lie again 
officiated as Adjutant for about a month. On the last 
day of July J863 Ids services were placed at <hc disposal 
of the Punjab Govt, for eiiqdoyment in the Police, and 
from tho succeeding day he wa.s afterwai*<ls admitted 
into tho Bengal Sta(T Corps. Tu August 1868 ho was 
a])pointcd an Asst. District Siipei-intendent of Police 
in th(» Delhi Division, and he starved in that position 
until July 1864, when be was appointed Offg. l*t‘i’sonal 
Assistant to the Insj)oetor-Gciieral of Police. Tn tho 
following December lie was advanced to the grade of 
District Snpdt. of l\)lice. IIo continued officiating as 
Personal Assi. to the Inspr.-Gi'nl. of JVdico until Febru- 
ary 1867, whcui ho was made jK'VTnaiicnt iji the ajipcunt- 
ment. From Octol)or 1871 to May 1872 ho was on 
Bpecial duty in the Legishitivo l)o])t. of the Govt, of 
India. At tho imd of Alareh 1873 ho went home on 
furlough, and was absent, from India for two years. 
On liis return in Mareli 1875 lie resunKMl his appoint- 
mont of Personal Assistant, jind (except when on 
F.pecial duty at the Tmperial Assejrd>lago at Delhi in 
1870-77, and when olliciating a-s Depy. Inspr.-Gcnl. of 
Police, Rawal Piiidi Circh*, from !^iay 1880 to the 
spring of IS&l) he continiHul in th«> performance of 
tho duties of that appointnumf. until November 1881, 
when ho again went Jiome on furlough. He ix*tiirne(l 
to India in Ifoveiiilxu* 1882, and early in tlio following 
month I’esiiraed his dutie.s as Pi'rsoiial Assistnant to tlio 
Inspr.-Genl. of Police, and in tlie discdiargo of those 
duties ho continued until his d(?ath. He died at Simla 
on tho 2nd June 1884. 

Newport, William Henry, ^fajor and Brevot-Lieu- 
tenant-Oolonal (c, 1837—1880). — Grave at Kandahar^ 
No. 1146. — Knteied the Bombay Army in 1855, 
Arrived in India in April 1856, and on the 16^’* of tlio 
same month was posted to the 3*^ Bomlwiy Euroysian 
Regiment, which he joined at Poona. In July 1857 
he accompanied a portion of the regiment detached to 
form part of a Field Force under tho command of 
Colonel Stenart, 14th liight Dragoons, and witJi this 
Force, wliicli was subsequently merged in tlio Contr.il 
India Field Force, ho served throughout tho Central 
Indian Campaign of 1857-58, including the siege and 
capture of Rahatgarh, tho action of BarcSia, the relief 
of Saugor, the capture of Garakota., the forcing of the 
Madanpur Pass, the siege of Jhansi, tho battle of the 
Betwa, the storming of Jhansi and of Lohari (severely 
wounded), the actions of Kunch, Jlfottra and Gulaiili, 
the capture of Kalpi, and the battle and capture of 
Gwalior (Medal and clasp, and promoted to the rank 
of MajOT by brevet directly he attained that of Captain). 
Immediately on tho fall of Gwalior he proceeded on sick 
leave to Bombay, whence in Augpist 1^8 he went home 
on furlough. On bis return to India in the autumn 
of 1860 he rejoined his regiment at Karachi, at which 



place he served with it until it was reorganised in 1862 
as the 109**^ Regiment of Foot. Towards the end of 
that year he was apminted to di> duty >vith tho 18'^ 
Bomljey N. T. at Bomlwy. In Dei'enilxu* 1863 he ac- 
companied this i*egiment to Bhuj, and in January 1864^ 
on the corps bcung reorganised on tho iri*ogular system, 
he was appointed a Doing-Duty Officer (subscquoutly 
styled “Wing Sulialterii **). In Scptomlier 1866 ha 
was admitted into the Bombay Staft Corps, and in tho 
following month ho }nH)COCHled with the regiment to 
Rajkot. Towards tho eiul of 1S67 ho oiu harked with 
tho regiment for service in Abyssinia : about the same 
time, lie having atbiinod the iiink of Captain, his 
xt'ginicntal appointment eon .soil, but very shortly after- 
wards, 2‘' January l'^68, he was appointed OJffg. Wing 
SulKiltcrn and OfTg. Qnarier-Master of tho corps, ana 
in this |xisition he served uith it in the AbyssiDiaxi 
Campaign of lSr»S (MedaP. On the termination of 
the war lie retifbiied with the it'giiiuuit to India and 
was statioui'd at Baroda, hut shortly afterwards, in 
August 1S()8, h<^ went Jiome on furlougli on account of 
his health. On his return to India in August 1870 ha 
was ajipointod an Oflg. Wing Officer in the 25^’* Bombay 
N. T. at Dhniia., but In* retained this post only until 
the following Noviuiiher* when lie was sent to do 
general duty at ShoIa])iir. Tn January 1871 ho was 
ap]ioiiited an Offg. Wing Officer in the 2S‘>' Bom. N. I., 
at that station, but lu^ was displaced in the following 
December and again reverfod to genera! duty. In 
Fobruary 1872 ho was a])poiiite»l OITg. Wing Officer iu 
the 16**’ llomhay N. I ., at Mhow, and in ilio following 
A])ril he was nominated Offg. Si!coiul-Iii-CominiiLul of 
that regiment, bnt in Mareli 1871* ho was again dis- 
placed. He was th('n ajijiointed OITg. Fort Adjutant at 
Asirgarh, and hehl tlio post imtil J\Iai'cli 1876, when 
he vacatiM it on the rt turn to duty of tho permanent 
ineiimbonf, Tn A]>ril I87*i ht» was again appointed 
Ofl’g. Wing Ollleor in llio 2S‘*' Bombay N. I., at Rajkot. 
Tn January 3877 tliis a]q)nin1m«nt was designated OfTg. 
Wing CoTMinandcv, and about the satiu^ time he Ijocamo 
OfTg* Socoud-in-Coininand «»!* the* regiinenl. Tii May 
187S he went lioTiK* eii sick leave for two years, and 
on ilie D* of fhe sncceeiling mouth tho pmauanent 
appoiutnieiit of ♦S(‘c•om^-in-C^>mmalld of tho rcgiiiioiit 
was confcrriul upon him. 'I'lio ri'giment having Ihjcii 
detailed for service iu f lie field, he retunu'd to India 
and rejoined it at Surat in DeceiniMT 187!*, and early 
in tho following year ho aceomjianh'd tlio corps to 
Soufhern Afglianistan, where it liecamo part of tho First 
Division of the Kandahai’ Fiehl Force*. Ho was with 
his regimont at Charnan in the early days of July 1880, 
when Ayiib Klian advanced from llerjit, but tlio corps 
was shoi'tly aftenvar<ls moved iij) to Kaudaliar, and 
with it, after tho occurrence of tho Maiwand disastor, 
ho iixok i>art in tin; defence of tho place up to the 16th 
August. On that day ho moved out with his regiment 
on the occasion of tho sortie directetl against the village 
of Dell Khwaja, and he foil iu tho sove.ro conflict wliiell 
then ensued. 

Newton, George, Limionant and local Captain 
(r. 1811 184.5). —Tahlof at Fcrozcport\ No. 441.—— 

Ent/cred H. M.’s Service on the May 1828 as an 
Ensign in the Foot, and having joincsl that regi- 
ment at St. Lucia, lio served with it thei-e, at Barliadoea, 
and at various other places in tho West Indies, until 
tho spring of 1832, when he retui’iiod homo with tli4 
corps and landed at Gosjiorl. Hi? subse(|uont]y nccom- 
pnniod tho regiment to Northampton, whence, iu July 
1832, ho moved with it to W^eodon. On tho 17'*» August 
1832 he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant in 
the 1.3^** Foot (tho Somoi'setshii’c Light Infantiy), and 
proceeding to Iiidiii in the following year ho joined that 
regiment at Agra, whence ho accomjianied it to Kama! 
in January 1836. On the 30‘*’ June 1837 he was trans? 
feiTed to the 3** Light Dragoons, and, on the arrifU 
of that regiment fi*om England, ho joined it at Gawnpors 
in April 1838. He shortly aftenvttrds went homo OB 



sfck leaye, and he ms thereafter absent from his rcei- 
xneiit for more than four years. He returned to India 
in July 1842, and having, towards the end of the follow- 
ing month, been sent to the Upper Provinces on duty 
with detachments of II. M.’s troops, he in November 
joined the depot of the 3<* Light Dragoons at Cawnpore, 
the regiment itself being then in the Punjab, marching 
back from field b( n ioe in Afghanistan. In the succeed- 
ing month he was sent up to Kamal (by water to Gur- 
mukhtesar Ghat) in charge of the women and children 
of the 3^' Light Dragoons and of tho 13*'» Foot, and at 
that station towards the end of Januaiy 1843 he ra joined 
his rcgimc'nt on its axTival from Afghanistan. On tho 
May 1843 he was granted the local rank of Captain 
in India, and from June to October of the same year 
he officiated as Adjutant of the regiment. In November 
1843 ho moved with the regiment to Ambala, where he 
continued serving with it for two years. On tho out- 
break of the first Sikh War he accompanj^id his I’ogiment 
to the front, but he unfortunately fell in the veiy firat 
engagement of the campaign, having been killed in the 
heroic charge of the 3*' Light Dragoons on the enemy’s 
cavalry and guns at Mudki, on the 18th December 1845. 

Note.— L icutontnt Newton was marriod, in Dublin on tbo 7^b 
July 1840, to Deborah, daughter of T. Lloyd, Esqr. 

Nicholson, Charl68 Johnson, Captain and Bre^ 
ret- Major (1829 — 18C2). — Tablet at Bannu^ No. 1074. 
The fifth and youngest son of Dr. Alexander Nicholson 
of Dublin (who was a cadet of tho Nicholsons of Stra- 
more, Co. Dovm, and of the Nicholsons of Crannagael, 
Co. Armagh) ; nephew to the Right Hon’ble Sir James 
Weir Hogg, Bart. (I) ; and brother to John Nicholson. 
Bom in Dublbi in 1829. — Entered the Bengal Army in 
1845. AiTivod in India in Febmaiy 1840 and, under 
an c'xisting order, was sent off at once to join the Army 
of tho Sutlej : on arrival at Delhi, however, about the 
22*^ April, the war cm the Sutlej being over, lie was 
ordered to remain Ihei'O and do duty with the 72^' N.I. 
Towards the end of the following July he was posted 
to the 1*^^ European Bengal Fusiliers, at Subathu, but 
in the succeeding September he was transfeiTod, at liis 
CTNvn reipu'st, to the 3D* N. I., wliieli ho joined at 
Almora. In tho cold season of 1846-47 he moved with 
this regiment to Lahore, wliencc ho j)rocceded with it 
to Ferozepore in January 1848, and lie subsequently 
eerved with it throughout the Tun jab Campaign of 
1848-49, including the jwissage of the ( -lumab, tlio Jiction 
of Sadulapur, ilie battles of Chilianwul.a and Gujemi, 
and the pursuit of the Siklis and Afghans to Peshawm 
(Medal and two clasps). After the conclusion of the 
war ho continued serving with the regiment at IVsha- 
war until May 1849, wiien, his services having lieen 
placed at the disjmsal of the Foreign Dept., he w^as 
ajipointed Adjutant of the 2*' Punjab Cavalry, and 
having joined that regiment at Lahore, he was immedi- 
ately api'oinled to otlieiate as Second -in -Com maud. He 
afterw'ards accompanied the regiment to Raw’al Pindi, 
and thence to Ynsnfzai, and in Septernlier 1S,^)0 he was 
again appointed to ofliciate as Sceond-in-CoiumJind, a 
post in which he was inadc^ j)ermanent in JjiniiMiy 1851. 
In the following month he aeconqianied the I’cgirncnt 
to Bannu, and during the remainder of that jenr he 
wras activciy t*inj)loyeil on the border in rcqielling the 
raids of \ a ri( ms clans ot‘ Waziris. In December 1852, 
in command of a trooj» of the regiment, he served in 
an expedition against the Umnrzai SVaziris. From 
August to the end of 0(iob(T 1853, ho officiated as 
Adjutant in addition to liis own duties, and alumt thcj 
BiiTiio time ho moved with the regiment to Dcra Ghazi 
Khun. Ill April 1855 he was appointed OiTg. Captain 
of Police in the Derajat Division, and lu' continued in 
that employment until the autumn of 1856, when be 
rejoined the 2’* I’linjab Cavalry at Dora Glmzi Khan ; 
and hiring tho last tlirce months of that year he served 
as Orderly Officer to Hj igadicr Chamberlain in the ex- 
pedition to Miraiizai and Kuram. In April 1857 he 
accompanied the ivgiment to Koliat, and in the follow- 
ing month he was detached from that place in command 


ofasqnadron which had teen detailed to form part 
of the PnnjaD If oveable C(|amn : in command of this 
sqnadron he arrived at Ji^llnndur on the 8^^ June, and 
joined in the belated pursuit of the mutineers from 
station. He subsequently went on to Delhi with his 
squadron, and, arriving there on the 23*^ June, he served 
with it at the siege of that place until the 27^^ August, 
taking pai't in numei'ous affairs, including the ai^on 
of Najafgarh. On the date last mentionod he was 
appointed, by a Field Force Order, to act as Second-in- 
Command of the 1»* Punjab Infantry, and by a Regi- 
mental Order of the same date he was directed to assume 
command of the coips, the Commandant, Major Coke, 
having been disabled by w'oiinds. He commanded this 
corps during the remainder of the siege of Delhi, and 
led it in the assault of the place on the 14th September, 
on which occasion he was dangerously wounded and 
was obliged to undergo amputation of his right arm 
(Medal and clasp). The severity of his wound necessi- 
tating his going home, he left India, vid Bombay, in^ 
January 1858, and having been granted repeatc*d exten- 
sions Ox leave on account of the stata of his health, he 
was absent from the country for nearly five years. 
During this period he did duty for a time, vrith the 
temporary rank of Ijieutonant in the? BritisK Army, at 
the East India Company’s Recruit Depot at Warley in 
Essex ; and he also visited the United ^ates of America, 
Algiers, and Egypt, In tho meantime, in India, 
he had boon transferred (with effect fi*om the 30th April 
1858) from the rolls of the 31®^ to those of tho defunct 
54**' N. I., and had l)ccn nominated (May 1858) Com- 
mandant of the 25^** Punjab Infantiy (the Hazara 
Gurkha Battalion), and later (January 1859, --when 
his early return to India was expected) Offg. Command- 
ant of the Punjab Cavalry; but his* inability to 
return to duty prevented his taking up either of these 
appointments, and in September 1859, having exceeded 
fifteen months’ leave to Europe, ho was declared to have 
vacated tho command of the 25*** Punjab Infantry. In 
November I860, on account of the loss of his arm, and 
in recognition of his distinguished services at Delhi, ho 
was granted a special jiension of £ 100 per annum, in 
addition to the wound j)onsion to which he was entitled 
under the regulations. In October 1801 lie w^as admit- 
ted into iho Bengal Staff Corps witli effect from tho 
18*** Februaiy preceding, and having been promoted 
to th(? rank of Captain from tliat date, he was, in further 
racognition of his services, promoted on tho day follow- 
ing to tho rsink of Major by brevet. In I?62, having 
been offered tho command of the 3** Gurkha Regi- 
ment, at Almora, lie returned to India, landing at Cal- 
cutta on tho 30*** November. I to shorily afterwards 
left for the Upper Provinces, but a few days later his 
journey came to an abruj>t termination in the ddJb 
hunf/alota at Dumri, in the? Hazaribagli district, whoro 
he died suddenly, in consequence of th(? rupture of a 
blood -vessed, on the 17*** December 1862. Ilis remains 
wen? caiTied back to Raiiiganj, and there intoiTed. 

Note. — Major Nioholson inarrlrrl, at Staten Island, State of 
New York, in Octt»l)or isr>t), MIbs Elizabeth (Hllilan, who is stated 
to buvo boon “ a dist.aiit cousin.” This lady died about six niontha 
after lirr liiisl>aiid, and, sin|<nla,rly enough, tiic rupture of a blood- 
vesBol was tlu* cause of her death, too. 

Nicholson, John, Brigadier-General (1822 — 

1857. — Grave at I)< Ihi^ No. 121 ; inscriptions at Delhi, 
Nos, 162 and 163; monument at Afargalla Pass 
No. 842 ; tablet at Bannn^ No. 1073. — The eldest son 
of Dr. Alexander Nicholson, of Dublin (who was a 
eadet of the Nicliolsons of Stiumore, Co. Do^wn, and 
of tlie Nicholsons of Crannagacd, Co. Annagh), by 
Clara, bis wife, daughter of William Hogg, Esq., of 
Lisburn, Cos. Down and Antrim, and 8i.ster to the 
Riglit Hon’ble Sir James Weir Hogg, Bart. (I). Borji 
at Lisbuin, on the 11**‘ December 1822. Educated at 
Delgany, Co. Wicklow, and at the Royal School at 
Dungannon, Co. Tyrone. — Entered the Bengal Army 
in 1889. Arrived in India on the 20-** July of the same 
year, and on the 25*** was ordered up to Berhampore 
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io do duty with iho 69*^ N. ^ two days lai^, howevcri 
an alteration was made, and M was sent up to Benares 
to do duty with the 4»1»* If. J. at Siknil. On the 
6tb December following he was posted to the 27^^ N. I., 
and in March 1840 he joined that regiment at Feroze- 
pore. In the following November he marched with 
the regiment en route to Afghanistan, and having 
arrived at Jalalabad in Jannary 1841, he in the follow- 
ing month accompanied the corps on service against 
Sanghn Khol Shinwaris, thereafter taking part 
ivith it in all Brigadier Shelton’s operations in the 
Nazian Valley until the return of the field force to 
Jalalabad in March. In May 1841 he accompanied tlie 
regiment in a movement towards Peshawar, for the 
purpose of giving aid to a convoy under the command 
of Captain George Broadfoot, which had been blocked 
near that place by a body of mutinous Sikh troops, 
and that duty having been accomplished, he marched 
back with the corps and, without halting at Jalalabad, 
Proceeded with it to Kabul, whence he moved on with 
it to Ghazni, arriving there on thei 19th June. While 
he was in garriBon.^. there the general insuiTOction of 
November 1841 took place, and^ Ghazni having been 
invested by large bodies of the insurgents lie served 
throughout •the defence of that place until March 
1842, when, tlie garrison having been obliged to capi- 
tulate in conBeciuencc of the total failure of ammunition, 
fiupplies and water, he became a prisoner of war, and 
he thereafter remained in the hands of the Afghans 
for six months, suffering great hardships and privations 
and experiencing some ill-tiTatraent. In the following 
August he was sent noi*th wards with other captive 
officers, and in a fort near Kabul joined the prisoners 
taken at that place and in the retreat from it in the 
preceding January ; but two days later the whole of 
the captives were hurried off to Bamian, where he 
remained with them until the following month, when 
they effected their release, by bribing the Afghan 
officer in charge of them, and made their way back 
to Kabul, now re-occupied by Generals Pollock and 
Nott. Soon after his aiTival at Kabul ho was appoint- 
ed to do duly W'ith H, M.’s 40*^^^ Foot, forming ])ari of 
the Division under the command of General Nott, and 
having joined that regiment on the September, he 
accompanied it on the return march to the Binlisli 
Provinces, taking part witli it in various affairs with 
the enemy iu the passes between Kabul and Pesliawar. 
On the broking up of General Pollock’s Army at 
Fei*ozeporo, in January 1848, he proceeded to ]\r()orut, 
where his rogiment, the 27'^' N. I., which had Ixjcn 
practically annihilated at Ghazni, was rc-fonned ])y iho 
8^1 Infantry Levy being drafted bodily into its ranks, 
and on the May following ho was appointed Ad- 
jutant of the resuscitated cor])s, with which in iho suc- 
ceeding month he uiarcliod to Moradabad. Tn Novem- 
ber 1845 ho accompanied the regiment to Feioze- 
|K)ro, and ho served with it then* throughout the <‘iisii- 
ing Sutlej Campaign, taking ])ari in the defence of (ho 
cantonment during the first days of the Sikh invasion. 
Having l)cen left at Ferozeporo wiih liis regiment 
when, on the 21®^ Dc’Cember, the Fourth Division, 
under the command of Sir John Litilcr, marched out 
for the purpose of taking (xirt in the altack on the 
Sikh position at Firozshahr, he was not actually lu-e- 
sent in that sanguinary engagement ; in common, how- 
ever, with tho other officers and men left on duty at 
Ferozeporo, he was held to have boon constructively 
present, and In^ was accordingly granted the medal 
struck for the occasion. On the 0^^ February 1 84(> 
he was appointed to the Army Ck.)mTniss!iriat Doj)t. 
as a Sub- Asst, Commy.-Gcnl., vacating the Adjutancy 
of his regiment, and having lx*ou posted to the Army 
in the Field, he accompanied it to Lahore .after (he 
overthrow of tho Siklis at Sobraon. He did not,, how- 
ever, remain long in this situation, for tho newly ap- 
iwinted ruler of Kashmir, Giilab Singh, having asked 
for the services of a few British officers to drill and 
organise his Dogra troops, he was, in March 1846, 


sent on special duty io Jammu ; here and in ITnalimiV 
he was employed for period of nearly nine 
in the course of which occurred tho curious episode 
of the sudden rise and the still more sudden collapse 
of the rebellion of of Shaikh Imim-iidfn. On tho 
December 1846 he was appointed an Assistant to the 
Resident at Lahore (Sir Henry Lawrence), but thie 
produced no change in his immediate duties, and he 
continued in Kashmir until February 1847. Ho then 
visited Multan, Dera Ghazi Khan, Lahore and Amrit- 
sar on duty, on the conclusion of which in tho following 
June^ ho w'as posted to the Sindh- Sagar Doab as 
Political Officer. Ho had, however, scwcely entered 
on his duties there wdien, iu July 1847, he received a 
call for help from Hazara, where an outbreak had taken 
place, and promptly moving up into that province, at 
the head of a body of Sikh tiwps, he auickly com- 
pelled the rebels to evacuate their stronghmd of SimaN 
khand and seek iifoty iu flight. Ho was suljsequently 
employed in tho pacification of tho oxtonaivo district 
unaer his own charge, and so Nuccessful was ho tliat 
before the end of the year ho was able to re]x}rt 
tliat tho whole of tho tract was in a state of perfect 
imnquillity. Ho continiiod in tho p«tivo pcrformanco 
of tho duties of his post until the outbreak in iho 
Punjab in tho folloAving year ushered in tho second 
Sikh war, in tho conrso of which, 1848-49, he waa 
actively employed in many capacities — civil, jKilitical 
.and military— and on sover.al occasions rendered dis- 
f.inguisheti good service, notably in surjirising and 
,se(5uring the fort of Attock at tho beginning of tha 
crisis, .and afterwards in opera! ing io pn?vent a junction 
of ibe armies of ilio Sanlars Chattar Singh and Ator 
Singh, these ojicrations Ic.ading to fre(]ucnt conflicts 
and skirmishes, in one of whicli, in the Margalla Pass, 
ho was slightly wounded in tho face. On the opening 
of (he regular campaign he was atta(‘lu‘(l as a PolitleiJ 
Officer to the forces in the field, and again, at tho voiy 
lH‘ginning of the operations, was (*nabl(‘il by his t'uorgy 
and unfailing resource to render a very important 
sorvioo to tho Army, in securing tho fords of tho 
Chcn.ab, near Wazir.ibad, and in ci)llccting Ismts, 
wher(d>y Sir Joseph Tliackwell was able (o make tho 
passage of tho rivia* and fight tho action of Sadulapur, 
in wliich he was ]u*csent in attend.ance cm Sir 
Joseph. Suhseqmmtiy as a I’olitical Officer and acting 
Aide-ile-Caiii]) to (li(! Commander-in-Cliief, liord (iougli^ 
he was present at the battles of (.liilianwahi. .and (injerjit 
and in the persuit of llio route<l Siklis to Jbiw.al Bind/ 
(Modal and two ehisps, and promotfMl to llm rank of 
l^^ajol• by bi’cvet). (in tho aTinexatioii taking jil.an) and 
(he Punjab Cnminission being inslitnied, lio w;ih, Aju'il 
1849, .n])pointed a Depy. (Commissioner and jiosted to 
the 8ind-Sagar Doab, with bis 1 lead -(pi aiders at RawaF 
Pludi, and in ibis jiosition ho iTunainod until tlie follow- 
ing December, wlam he ]n‘ 0 (! 0 (Mled on leave to Bernbay 
ami thenci% in January iSoO, went borne cn furlough, 
vacating his a]»pointinent in tlie Punjab PoniniiKsion. 
Taking Constantinojile, Athens, Trieste,*, Vl(*niia and 
Berlin on his way, he rcach(Ml KTigland lowanJs 
tho end of April, and having subscjpionily visited 
Russia ami otlna’ ]»ar(s of tlu^ Contimuii, ho reiurmal 
to India e.arly in Novciribor 18r>l. [n Jami ary 1.S52 
lie was ro-ap])oinl<‘d a Dojiy. C-oinnir. in the, Punjab 
and was posted to th(‘ Dera Tsniail Khan district, 
wdih his li(*ad-(piarters at naniiii, and dui’ing the year 
that he reinaimMl in charg(! ho icdiicrd tliat turbulent 
and (Tinm-stained liuct. to a dcgr(?(? of order and 
tranfjuillii.y unknown throughout its previous liihfory. 
In Decern])(*r 1S52 he condiieiiMl a surre.s.sful expedi- 
tion against tlie Umarzai Waziris, who ever hiiarc tho 
annexation of the i’unjah had heea giving infinite 
trouble i>y tlioir raids and incursioiiH, lait wei-e now 
dealt with so vigorously .and severely that they re- 
mained (piiesc(*nt for twmity years. Li Ajiril 1853, 
as Political Officer, he took jiai’t, in the oxjicditicm 
against the Shiranis and Kasranis on the Diuu (jhazi 
Khan border. In the following November he wasr 



In addition to his other dutici, to the com- 
mand o£ ihe 2*1 or Sher-Dil Battalion of Punjab Police, 
at Bannu. Prom May to November 1855, dunng the 
absence of M[ajor David Ross (q* v.), he officiated as 
Commissioner of the Leia Bivision. He then reverted 
to Bannn and the command of the Sher-Dils, and in 
the spring of 1856 ho was sent up to Kashmir on 
special duty as British representative there during the 
summer months. He continued in Kashmir until the 
autumn, and having during this period been appointed 
Depy. Commissioner of the Peshawar district, ho t(X)k 
up the apix)intmL*nt on his return in Novcimber. Prom 
Pehruary to May 1857 he ofliciat(Hl as Commissioner of 
tlie Peshawar Division, and ho had .scarcely been reliev- 
ed by the arrival of Coloncd (afterwards Sir Herbei-t) 
Edwaixles, when the great Mutiny burst foiiJi. As Dopy. 
Commissioner of Peshawar ho took an important paii in 
the inea.sures then adopted to chock the progress of the 
mutiny and to preserve the district ©from disorder, 
and lie was prominently engaged in the disarming 
of several native regiments (one of them, the 27^^*, his 
own) on the 22‘^ May. in the pursuit of the mutineers 
of the 55‘^ N. I. from Mai dan to the foot of the Swat 
hills (in tlio course of wliiclj lie was twenty hours in 
the saddle, covered seventy miles of rough ground, 
and slew many of the rebels with his own hand), and 
in the subsequent disanniug of the 64*** N. T. at the 
Doaba outposts. On the 14^^' June he was selected to 
succeed Brigfidier Chamberlain in the commaud of 
the Punjab Moveable Column, and was granted tho 
rank of Brigadier-General. Ho left Peshawar tho samt5 
day, and having taken over the command of the 
column at Jullundur on the 22*, bo marcluMl for 
Phillaur on , and there on tho 25* ‘‘ disarmed the 
33‘* and 35**‘ N, 1,, forming parli of the column and 
known to he disaJTected. Tlircij days later ho marched 
for Amritsar, and ilu'ro On the 9**' ho disarmed 50**' 
N. I. On the following day, on receipt of intelligence 
of tho mutiny at Sialkol, ho disarmed a wing of tho 
S*** hi gilt Cavalry furniing part of tlio column, and 
marched to intercept the mutineers, who woro making 
for Gurdaspur ; after a march of forty- four miles in 
eighteen hours, under the teiTilie heat of a July sun, 
ho reached that ])lace on ilie llth, niid on Hie following 
day he attacked llie mutin<’ers (the 46* '» N, T. and a 
wing of the 9*** Jjight (Cavalry) at Trim mu Ghat, on 
the Ravi, wlii(ii they had just crossed ; and having 
driven them on to an island in tlie river ho there 
attacked and annihilated them on tho 10**'. Tie then 
moved back to Amritsar, whence on the 23^* ho mai’cli- 
ed with the colnmn cn roiiio to Dellji. Crossing tho 
Sutlej on tho 30**', ho reached Delhi, ahead of tho 
column, on the 7*** Angust, but lie subsa^uently rejoined 
the column on its arrival at .R4i on the 12^*', and on 
tho 14^*' he marched wiili it into tho British camp 
before Delhi. On the 25^** ho was detached in com- 
mand of a column (2,500 strong) foi’ tho purposo of 
protocting the siego-train, then approaching from 
Forozepore, to intercept which a rebel force of about 
five thousand men, with thirteen guns, had moved out 
from Delhi the day before : making his way with 
great difficulty through torrents of rain, and over 
ground which the rain had converted into a swamp, 
he came ujxrn the riibels the same evening at Najaf- 
garh, alxiut fifteen miles to tho south-west of Delhi, 
and attacking immediately, he, after a shaiTi conflict 
routed them with terrible slaughter and captured all 
their guns. With tho column ho returned on the 
following day to tho camp before Delhi, and the siege- 
train having come in on the 4^*' Scptemlier, he was 
during the next ten days actively engaged in the pre- 
parations for tho reduction of the reliollious city. In 
the final operation of the assault of Delhi on tho 14th 
SeptemlxT ho led the first colnmn, to which was 
assigned tho duty of escalading the face of the Kashmir 
bastion and of storming the breach in tho curtain to 
tho left of it ; both operations were successf ally carried 
out, and the ramparts as far westward as the !^bul Gate 


wore cleared but in endeavouring to penetrate further 
west to the Biim Bastion yd on to the Lahore Gate, 
he fell mortally woundeif by a shot fired from the 
foi*mor, which passed Ihrough his lungs. He was 
removed to camp and there, after lingering in great 
agony for nine days, he expired on tlie 23^^ September 
1857, — an irreparable loss to the service and to the 
nation. — Multo tile flebilia occidit. 

Note. — After bis deaili it was notified (London Gazette, 17tb 
Kowmber 1857) that “ Lbutonaht-Coloiiel John Nicholson, of the 
27th Ue^iment of Bengal Native Infantry, would have been re- 
commended for the dignity of Knight Commander of the Order 
of tho Bath, had ho survived.”— A few days before his death the 
Government of tho I’unjab had nominated him Commissioner of 
the Leia Division, iii succession to Lieutenant-Colonel David 
Ross (q. V ). • 

Nicolls. Richard Orpin Townsend, Major 
(1823 — 1862). — Grave and tablet at SlMtk Buditt, 
No. 1092. — Eutc^red the Madra.s Army in 1841. Arriv- 
ed in India in May 1842, and on -the 24“* of tho same 
month was jrasted to the 6‘'‘ Madras N. I., toen on 
seiwicc in China. Ho px-oceeded thither and joined it 
and served with it there until the end of the war 
(Medal). Ho i’cturne<l to India with the regiment 
early in 1843, and proceoiled witli it to ^Pulavorom. 
At tho end of tho year he maixihed with tho corps to 
Madias, whence he accompanied it |(0 Bollary in tho 
rold sea.son of 1845-46, and to Dharwar »!arly in 1849, 
In June 1849 lie was appointed Interpreter and Quartor- 
Master of the regiment, and he h<!ld that appointment 
until the end of July 1851, wlien he vacated it on 
going homo on furlough. On his return to India at 
tlw! end of 1854 hi; rejoined his i-cgiment at Socuudar- 
iilmd, Avhenco lie proceeded with it to Bangalore in March 
185!). Towanls tho end of that yhar he w/is api)ointed 
to tlio Piinjal) Commission and liecami; Asst,-Commi8- 
sionev of Ludhiana. Ho w-as at that shitiou when tho 
mutiny broke out in May 18.')7, and in tho sncceceding 
month ho was appointed to raise (hero a regiment 
of Punjab Infantry, whicJi was afterwaixls numlierod 
tho 22''- and of w’hieh, in the following Angust, ho 
was apiiointed OJTg. Commandant. He, liowever, hold 
tho command only until the end of O(?tolxir, when lio 
reverted to his civil apjxiintmont. In October 1860 ho 
went homo on furlough, and during his absence in 
Febvnary 1861 bo was admitted into the Madras Staff 
Corp.s. On his retain to India in October 1861 he 
went back to civil employ in the. Punjab, and was 
posted to Shaik Budin, whero he died 1»n tho 
Angust 1862. 

Nicolson, Peter, Lieute>%ant and Brevet-Gaptain 

(1808 1845). — Grave and [nseriplvjn at Forozepore, 

Nos. 467 aiul 442. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1825. 
Arrived in India in July 1826, and in the following 
month was sont up to BnrrackiKire to do duty with tho 
28'*' N- 1., to which corps ho was i-egnlarly posted in 
tho succeeding September. In the winter of 1828-29 
he accompanied the head-quarters and right wing of 
the i-egiinent to Allahabad. Towarde the end of 
Jannaiy 1832 he was apiwiuted to do duty with tho 
Bamgarh Battalion, and having joined that corps at 
Hazaribagh, ho was, in tho following month, appointed 
Offg. Adjutant ; this apjwintmcnt, howovei*, ho, held 
for only a short timo. During tho same year ho was 
employed with the battalion in Sambalpnr, and lio 
served with it throughout the campaign of 1832-33 
against the insurgent Kols. He continuod doing duto 
with' tho Bamgarh Battalion until December 1833, 
when he was appointed Piincipal Assistant to tho 
Governor- General’s Agent for the South-'Westom Fron- 
tier. Stationed at Manbhum (Pumlia), he continued 
in this appointment until May 1835, when, his health 
having failed, he proceeded on leave to tho Presidency 
and thence, in the following July, to tho Cape Colony, 
South Afi’ica. Boturning to Bengal^ in Angnrt 1837, 
he resumed his appointment of Principal Assistant at 
Manbhum, but ho continuod in that post for only two 
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monfbfl, baring in iho ^noceediog November been 
appointed an * Aido-do-Camjj td tho Governor-General, 
Lord Auckland. He reinaigi*d on Lord Auckland’s 
personal staff until August 1838, when he was selected 
for employment with tho force then being raised for 
the service of Shah Shuja-ul-Mulk, and was a])iK)iuted 
Adjutant of the 1®^ Regiment of Cavalry of that force 
(Christie’s Horse). At the end of the year ho accom- 
panied this corps on service to Afghanistan, whoi-e he 
served with it^hroughout the canv|)aign of 1838-39, and 
was present with it at tho repulse of the attack on the 
Shah’s camp befoiH} Ghazni on the night of the 
July 1839, at the capture of Ghazni on tho following 
morning (Modal), and at tho subsoijucnt occupation of 
Kabul. In tho succeeding {JepUmiber and Octobor, 
in command of two risaltts of Christie’s Horse, lie took 
part in tho o|3erationB conducted by Captain Outmm 
and Major ^McLaren against a liordo of banditti infost- 
ing tho country between Kabul and Ghazni, and was 
^present (and wounded) in the action on tho Indran range, 
near Killugii, on tho 22'^ Seplenilior, in wliicli those ma- 
rauders woro surprised, routed, and almost annihilated. 
He Biibsequently rc'turnod to Kabul with his two rimhi!>\ 
and contiiiu(?d serving there with Christie’s Iba'sc until 
the spring* of 1810, when, having l)oen noniinatod a 
Political Assistant to tho Envoy and ^linistor at tho 
Court of Shah •Shuja, lie was a]i)iointod Eolifical 
Agent in tho Ghilzai country. In NovemiKir of tho 
same year ho was sent back to India in cliargo of tho 
ex-Amir Dost Muliainmad Klian, wlio liad Hiirnmdorod 
himsolf to Sir Will lain Macnagliton, tho Envoy and 
Minister above alluded to, ‘and was now di^ioifod from 
Afghanistan. Ho thereafter had charge of tho ex- 
Amir tlivongliout tho juried of his doteutioii in 
India, — at Calcutta, Saharanjnir and Miissoorio, — and 
whoii, on tho tt*rininaliou of hostilities, at tlio end of 
1842, Dost IMahainiiuul Kban was released and jw- 
mitted to return to bis own country, bo was (h’jmtod 
to conduct tho Amir liark to tlio frontiers of Afghan- 
istan. Having (umij)leted this im]U)rtaiil duty, and 
his services having biam replaced at tlio disjiosal of 
tho Coinmander-in-Cliief, ho j»r(.)ceeded, towjirds tln^ 
cud of Eobruary 1813 , on loavo to Calcutta, on tho 
expiration of whicli, in tho following So])temlK:*r, ho 
rejoined the 28^'* X. I. at Sylhot. Tii March 1841 ho 
was again noTninaletl for civil miiploy and a.j)]ioiuted 
a Depy. Commissioner in tho Saugor and Narbudda 
Territories, but ho novor took up this situation, having, 
in tho folltSving month, before ho could j»»in, boon 
appointed an Extra Assistant to the Govcrnor-Geiierars 
Agent on tho North-Western Frontier, then mark<Ml 
by the River Sutloj, and there tho rest of his servico 
was passed. Early in Xovemljcr 184.5 ho was nomi- 
nated Superintendent of tho ^Mysore Princos, iho 
descendants of Tippu Sahib, but he inwor joined this 
appointment, for tho state of affairs in the Punjab did 
not admit of his getting away, and tho first Sikh wat 
brojiking out in tho following month, ho was iletained 
on active employment in the Cis-Sutlej disiriets. Rcfing 
at Foi’ozopore wliou tho Siklis crossed the Sutlej, ho 
accompanied Sir John liittler’s Division when it marcli- 
od from that place on the 2P» Decomlier to effect a 
junction with the main army under Sir Hugh Gough, 
nroparatory to an attack on the Sikli jiosiiioii at Firoz- 
Shahr, and he was with that Division when, in the 
afternoon of the same dixy, the attack on^ tho Sikli 
entrenchments was delivei'od. In the sanguinary con- 
flict which then ensued he fell mortally wounded, and 
he expired as ho xvas lioing carried from the field.

Bom on tho 8*’* March 1S55. — Kntoml H. M.’s Ser- 
vico (fiMm tlio Royal Mily. Academy, Woolwich) on 
tho 2S‘*' July 1875, as a Lieutenant in tho Royal Artil- 
lery with lomjiorary rank, and was jiusteil to n battery 
of the 22‘^ Brigade, serving in Jersey. In MritIi 1876 
ho xvas transfiMTod to “ E ” Battery 4*** Prigade, and 
piHXieeding to India lie joined it at Xeeinnrh. On tho

Nugent, William Sidney, Captain (r. 1841 — 
1871).— Tablet at Kohat, No. 1042.— Entered H. M.’s 
Service on the 12^*‘ February 1853 as an Ensign in the 
p,l»t Foot, Proceeding to India, he joined his regi- 
ment at llelhi in the 8])i*ing of the same yejir, and on 
the December following ho was appointed Instructor 
of Musketry. In the spi-ing of 1859 ha accompanied 
the reginiejit to the Mauritius, whcuice he went homo 
with it in September 1800, subsec^uently serving with 
it at Plymouth and Aldershot. On the 17*^ Apnl 
1802 he was ]iromotcd to the rank of Lieutenant, and 
on the 13^** February 1863 ho exchanged into the 103<* 
Foot, wliich C 0171 S he joined at Bombay in the following 
April, moving with it to Neemuch in the autumn of 
the same year. From ^May to October 1 864 he offi- 
ciated as Quarter-Blaster of the regiment, with which, 
in tlie autumn of that year, ho moved to Mhow. In 
December 18(J4 ho Avas appointed Tnstriictor of BEiis- 
ketry, an appointment wdiich be continued liolding as 
long as ho remained in the 103<^ . On the 4^^* Atigust 
1865 he w'as appointed First Doing-Duty O nicer (after- 
wards styled “ First Wing Salmltern ”) in the 2‘^ 
Punjab Infantry, on probation for the Bengal Staff 
Corjis, into "whieh ho Avas subsequently admitted 'with 
effect (after several changes) from that date. He 
joined this iH'giment at Dera Ismail Khan, whoneo in 
November 1865 be accom]ia.niiMl it to Abbottabad. In 
July 1866 lie 'was ap})ointed to act as Adjutant of iho 
regimout, and he continued otTiciating until near the 
end of Sc])ternb<*r 1867, when he was made permanent 
in the a.j)])()intmciit. In the antnnin of 1868 he served 
with the regiment in the Ilazai’a Campaign, taking 
part in the ojierations ])oth in the Agror Valley and 
on the Black Mountain (India Bledal and elas])). On 
the termination of the campaign h(* returned with the 
regiment to Aldiotlabtid, wdioiice ho accompanied it 
to Kohat, ttiTiving Ihi'i'e in Noveiiihci', and in February

Urakzai village of (lam. He w’as specially periiiittcd 
to retain the Adjutancy of the I’Cgimont after attaining 
the rank of Captain, ami from Api’il 1870 to January

the 23^ Madras N. I. (the^allajabad Light Infantry), 
With this regiment he served at Mangalore and Banga- 
lore until June ^841, when, his health having failed, 
he went home on furlough. He retumed to India at 
the end of 1845, and rejoined his regiment at Dharwar, 
whence in the spring of 1846 he accompanied it to 
Kampti. He served with tho corps at that place until 
January 1849, when he proceeded to Bengal on eight 
months' leave, long » before the expiry of which, in 
Blay 1849, his services were placed at the disposal of 
the Punjab Administration, and he was appointed 
Second-in- Command of the 4**^ Punjab Cavalry. On 
the 25^^ of the succeeding montli his appointment was 
altered to that of Sccond-in- Command of tho Punjab 
Cavalry, and having joined that corps at Peshawar in 
the following July, he served with it in the operations 
against the Afridis in the Kohat Pass, in February 
1850. Returning subsequently to Peshawar, he derved 
there with the i*ogimont until tho following Novem-^ 
bor, when he was re-transfen*ed, as Socond-in-Com- 
mand, to the 4*** Punjab Cavalry, then stationed at 
Dom Ghazi Khan ; he, however, never joined this 
corps, for liaving fallen into a bad state of health, ho 
was obliged on the 2.3*' of tho same moniih, "to set out 
for Bombiy, preparatory to applying for leave to make 
a voyage to soa. He died at Blultan, 'on his way to 
Bombay, on the 8"* December 1850.

Oakes, Percy Herbert, Second-L icu tenant 
(1871— '1894). — Grave at Rawal Pindi. — 'Born on the 7*** 
January 1871. — Entered H. BI.'s Service on the 28'^^ 
May 1890 as a Second- Lieu tenant in the 3^^' Battalion, 
West Riding Regiment (the 6''* West York Militia), 
and was promoted to tht.* rank of liioutenant in that 
cor])s on the 6'^* February 1892. On the 26''‘ April 
1883 lie was tmnsferred to the regular forces as a 
Second-Lieutenant in tho 2*' Battalion of the King's 
Own Scottish Borderers (tho 25'*‘ Foot), which ho joined 
at Rawal Pindi early in the following year. Ho died at 
that place soon afterwards, on the 14'^‘ Blarch 1894. 

O'Bryen, James Joseph, Lieut (mant-Cohmel and 
Prevel-Coloncl (1822 — 1S80). — Grave at Peshawar^ 

No. 979. — Born in County Clare, Ireland, on tho 
August 1822. — Entered the Bengal Ai-my in 1843. 
Arrived in India on the 10'^* May 1844, aiid^on tlic 25''* 
of the same* month was j)osted to the 31'^* N. I., but 
that cor])S having been disbanded for mutiny, ho was, 
on the 30''^ idem, directed to do duty with the N. I. 
at I)ina})ore. ()n the 7*’* Juno ho was directed by a 
Ih-csidcmcy Division Ordi'i* to join and do duty with 
tho 1*' N. I., wliich -was also at Dinapoi*o, but this 
order was ovi*r-ridden by the previous one, and joining 
the 36*'', ho continued doing duty with it until the 
following Novi'inbcr, when lie was transfen*ed, at his 
own request, from the 34* to tho 16"’ N. I. (Gituiadiers), 
and joined tho 1 at ti*r corps at Etawah. In the autumn 
of 1845 lie accompanied the 10"’ to Ambala, and during 
tho 'winter of j 845-46 lie served with it in tho Sutlej 
Campaign, including the battles of Bludki, Firozshahr 
(.slightly 'wounded) and Sobraou (Bledal and two 
clasps). On iho conclusion of tho campaign ho ao- 
coiupaniod the nigiment to Dinaporc, arriving thei’e in 
fhino 1846, and :it tlio end of the following year he 
]im;eedod with it to Barrackporo. In the winter of 
1 S4Q-50 ho served with the i*egiment in tho small force 
assembled at Titalyah in consequence of tho recalcitrant 
(*ondiict of the Rajalx of Sikkim, In Blareh 1850, 
while eu route from Titalyah to Benares with the regi- 
ment, he was appointed to do duty with the Bhagalpur 
Hill Rangers at Darjcoling, and he continued with that 
corps until March 1851, when, having been remanded 
in consequence of bis not having passed the necessary 
examination in the native languages, he rejoined the 
16*'‘ at Benares# From Blarch to the end of December 
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1852 he officiated as Adjutant of the regiment, and 
during this period he moved with the cor^rf to Delhi, 
whence in toe spring of 1865 he accompanied it to 
Mian Mir. At the end of September JL855 he was 
appointed Adjutant of the regiment, and he was still 
holdbg that appointment when, on the outbimk of the 
Mutinies in May 1857, the corps was disarmed at Mian 
Mir. He continued performing the duties of Adjutant 
until the disarmed corps was finally broken up and 
dispersed at ijio end of 1858, and, having boon ^ so 
appointed in Februaiy 1858, he for feomo months during 
this period officiated as Quarter-Master in addition. 
From March to July 1859 ho was employed in the 
Public Works Dept., holding at first the temporaiy 
charge of the Lahore Division, and afterwards, from 
the 5^*' April, the officiating char|^ of the Amritsar and 
Govindgarh Division. In December 1859 ho ^vas 
directed to do duty at Ambalo, where he remained for 
four months, and in Juno 1860 ho was appointed 
acting BaiTack-lilastor at Moradabad and Naini Tal, 
imi having resigned this post at the end of August 
1861, he was directed, in Octolwr, to do duty at 
Bareilly, and in the following December at Moradsibad. 
In February 1862 ho was admitted into the Bengal 
StofE Corps, with effect from the 18^^' February ISdl. 
He continued doing general duty at Moradabad until 
April 1862, when bo was appointed to do duty with tho 

N. I. at Shahjaiianpur, and at the end of the follow- 
ing Deccmlxjr he was apjM)iTited Offg. Second- in- Com- 
mand of the 16*^' N. I. He joined this regiment at Dina- 
and having in Januai*y 1S64 l)cen appointed a Wing 
Officer in it, ho continued serving with it until the end 
of the following September, when ho was a])jK>intcHl 
Offg. Second-in-Command of tho 22‘^ (Punjab) N. I., 
and joined that corps at Ambala. In A])ril 1865 he 
was made permanent in the appointment of Socond-iu- 
Commaiul. Tn tho spring of thc^ following year ho 
moved with the regiment to Sforar, Gwalior, whence 
towards the end of 1869 ho accompanied it to Foi’t 
William. From Sopternbor 1870 to October 1871 ho 
officiated as Commandant of tlio regiment, and during 
the penod, in the sjn’ing of tin; latter year, lie proceedecl 
with the head-cpiiarlcTS and left 'wing to Dacca. In tho 
winter of 1871-72 he cominauded the left wing in tho 
Caehar Column of the Lushai KxjM'dif ionary Force 
(India Medal and clasp). On the termination of the 
Lushai Campaign he niovc’d wiOi tlie regiTriont to 
.Thelum, arriving there in the middle of April 1872. 
Tn the succeeding Seph'mlicr lie was again appointed 
to officiate as Commandant, and during the eohl season 
of 1872-78 he (Mmimainh'd the C()rj)s at tlie liassaii 
Abdal Camp-of-FiXercise. Tn April 1874 lu* was made 
permanent in the appoint mem t of Commandant, which 
he thercMifter held for the rest of his life. In the 
following August he Avent honus on furlough, and ho 
Avas absent from India until June 187<», Avhcii he re- 
joined the regiment at Jhelinn. In January 1877 he 
accompanied the reginu'nt to PeshaAvar, and in the 
cold season of 1877-78 he commaiuhnl th(> corps thi’ongh- 
out tln^ expedition against tin* JoAA'aki Afi’idis (elas]i to 
India Medal). On ithe termination of tin? expedition 
he retiirncMl Avith the regiment to Pt’shaAvar, and he av:is 
still serving Avith it at that placo Avhen, in the aiitnmii 
of 1879, tho AA\‘ii* Avith Afghanistan Avas renewed and tluj 
corps Avas called upon to take [)artin tlie operations. Fn 
th(‘ month of Deoembor hemoA'cd forAvard, in command 
of tho regiment, to Jalalabad, and aftenvards to Ganda- 
niak and Safed Sang, and at the last-mentioned place ho 
died on tho 21*^ January 1S>>0, of ague, fever, and debility.

Lieut (jnant‘Colonf’l (1854—1897 ). — (iravo and 
ifihlct at reshawar^ Nos, 979 and 990. — The eldest son 
of Colonel James Josc»ph O’Bryen, Indian Staff Corps 
((Z* Bom at Delhi on the 8^^» January 1854. — 


Entered H. M.’s Service on tho 28^** February 1874 aa 
a Sub- Lieutenant in the 1®^ Battalion 11 *^ Foot, and 
was afterwanls promoted to tho rank of Lieutenant 
from the same date. After serving for a fo^Y months 
at tho regimciihil depot at Devonport, ho pioceeded to 
India in the autumn of tlie same your, and Avjks attached 
for some timo to tho 2^ Battalion 25*^ Foot, at Jiihhul* 
pore, until his own co^is should amvo hi that placo, 
Avliich it did toAvaiAla tho end of January 1875. From 
the Iwginiimg of August to tho niiddlo of Octol^er 1875 
he officiated a.s Interjiroter to tho hitialion. On tlio 
28‘** August 1876 ho Avas appointed Offg. Second Wing 
Siibaltoni in the (Punjab) N. I., on probation for 
tho Bengal Stiiff Corps, into which ho was subsotpienily 
atimitted Avith effect from that date. IIo joined this 
regiment at CaAvniiore, and on the 1“*^ Decomhor follow- 
ing ho Avas appointed to offieiato as Adjutant. Ta 
January 1877, under tho noAv organisation then in- 
troduced, ho l)CCi»io an Offg. Wing Officer on probation.

l)C‘en directed to remain with the Gurklias until 
further orders, ho accompanied tlu» latter regiment on 
sorvico to Southern Afghanistan in November IS78, 
and was present Avith it at tho octuipation of Kandahar 
and in tho advance to Kalat-i-Ghilzai. Jn Afay 1S79 
ho Avas transferred as a }»ermanont Wing Ofiicor, from 
the N. r. to the Gurkhas, and from Sejdombor 
to XoveinlHjr following he officiated as Quartpr-Mastor 
of iho corps, llo AVJLS then, Novemljor 1879, trans- 
ferred, as a Wing Officer, to his former reginient, ilio 
(Punjab) N. I., then on held service on tho 
Khaibar lino, where lie joined if, and in January 1880 
he Avas appointed to ofllciato as Adjutant of tlio regi- 
ment, an api)<)intment in which he was snhsoipiuntly 
made permanent with tdfuct from llio h.'Muo date. Jfo 
servcil Avilh fin? on the Kliaihar lino throughout 
fhe reniaindor of 1 he Afghan War, and with it took 
part in both the expeditions into flio Ijiigliman Valley 
(Medal). Towards the end of August lS80 ho njiiirnod 
with tho regiment to Pi-shawar, :ui(l there, tin ring tho 
ensuing twelve months, he, for brief periods, t)fru;i}tto(l 
three times as a Wing (^)mmsinder ami unco as Secj)nd- 
in-Coinmand of tho rcgiintint. In jMareh 1884 lio 
accompanied tho regiment to Sialkot, and at tho oml 
of tho fitllowing (Jctolxir he wont home on fiirloindi. 
Tn February 188.“), having attained the rank of (Japtaiii, 
he A'acated tlio Adjutancy of the regiment. (Jn 
turn to Indui in the succeeding Octcjbor, Im rejoinod tlio 
regiment at Sialkot as .-i AVing (JIlieor; and ho continii- 
etl serving with it in that j)osition until near (Jn) eml of 
Dereinl.)er iSSiI, winm ho was selretrd sj)Ooi!i.I 
service with the for^-es iji the lifjid in Ibiiana. J*i'oee< 3 d- 
ing thither, he served throughout the eaMij>;iigri of 1887 
in that country, including tin; Mj)erations in tho Fifth 
Bngiide area (as Brigade 'rr;ins|>pit (Jfficoij and Hm 
Wuntho Kxpedition (India Medal and rlas|)). Ho 
rejoinod his regiment i]i Xovemher 1S87 and Ava.s ap- 
])()iiited tf) olliciato as a Wijig Commander, and, having 
in tho following month accompanied the regiment to 
Delhi, lie rontiniied ..flieiating in 11,.^^ appointmoiifc 
until tlio cml of July 1888, Avhen Ji,. went Imrmj on 
fuiJough. He relumed to Lidia in Fnliriiary Is'jfj ami, 
having rejoincil liis rogirmmt jit iMeernt, was ajipointod 
OiTg. Second-in-Commaml, an appointment Avliich ho 
hedd until tho folIoAving October; and ho thoroafter 
officiated as Wing Commander until August 1891 
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i^Ken he waa^ appointed a permanent Wing Commander 
in the 30^*^ Bengal Infantry (Punjabis). Joining this 
corps at Multan, ho 'w^as immediately appointed to 
officiate as Second-in Coimuand, and having moved 
with it to Bawal I’indi in the spring of 1892, ho sei*ved 
with it, in that capacity, in the Isazai Expedition of 
he succeeding Outoto. Having returned with the 
regiment to Kawal Findi, he reverted in Novemlwr 1892 
to his peiTiiJincnt appointment of Wing Commander, 
and in the follo-Nving March he went homo on leave. 
In December 1893, while still on leave, he was ap- 
pointed Second* iii-Command of the regiment. On his 
return to India in March 1894 he rejoined tlio i^gimont 
at Kawnl Pindi, and he fiftenvards, from August to 
De(*ember, officiated as Comnuiudant for four months. 
In the spring of 1895 he servetl with tlie coips on the 
line of coinmuiiicationH of tho Chitral Belief Force 
(clasp to India M(‘dal). In November 1895, on with- 
drawal from the Chitral Force, hti ftscompanied tho 
regiiiKuii to Peshawar, and there in December 1S9G bo 
was again appointed OiTg. Comiuandaut of the corjis. 
He continued in this position until Julj’* 1897, when ho 
was appointed Commandant (with the tom])orary rank 
of Lieutenant-Coloiiel) of his foiuner regiment, tlio 
31®^ Bengal Infantry, thou forming part of tho I^lala- 
kand Field Force. He joined tho corps at tho Malakand 
position early in August, and commanded it in tlio 
expedition into Uj>por Swat, where lie took part in tho 
affair of Landakai. Tii thtj following month ho com- 
manded the regiment in tho expculition itiio Jlajaur, 
and thoro, after tJiking part in various operations, ho 
foil wliilst gallantly li.'ading it in the storming of the 
heights on w’hieh the villages of Cat and Agrah are 
situated, — September 1897. 

O’Dell, Robert Wolseloy, (LSIIS— ISrdO-™ 

Oravc at Lahore Canlonvicnf, No. <I(i7. — Entered H. 
M.’s Service <»n tho 1^^ Seidcmlm- 185 1 as an Ensign 
in tho 58^^ Foot, and that regiment l)eing thcji in New 
Zealand, ho remainoil attaclicd to tho (l(5[)dt of the 
corps (in Jersey, and afterwards at. Weymoiitli) for 
about throe months. On the 12^ January 1855 ho w'as 
transfoiTful to the 81*^* Foot, wuth tlio dojiot of w^hicli 
ho served at Chalhain luitil the following autumn, llo 
arrived in India in ])eceml)or 1855; joined tho rogi- 
iiiont at Mian Mir in Aju'il 1S5G ; and died in tho 
Cibidcl at Lahore on tlio J 8‘*' August following, — oiio of 
the victims of a terrible oiithryak of cholera, in which 
the regiment lost, in tho course of six w^ooks, ono ollicor 
(himsi-lf), th(^ Sirg(*aut- Major (John Evans, — q. r.), 
nine sergeants, tw\) drumiiuu s and 110 privates, besides 
a large nninber of women and children. 

O’Donel, Connel, lAeulenani-CoJoncl (1837— 
1884). — Grave and tablet at Lahore Caniunment^ 
Nos. 079 and tiSS. — ‘Tho yoniigcst son of liiiMitenant- 
Coloncl Hugh O’Doru'l, 13^'* Ihuigal N. I. Bora at 
Nasimbad on tlio 1G‘^' June 1837. — Entered tho Bengal 
Army in 1S5G. Arrived in India in February 1857, 
and in the course of the same montli was posted to tho 
67^** N. I., which he joiuod at Agra towards tlie end of 
the following month, llo was there Avheii the Mutinies 
broke oat, and liis iTgiment having disjippoai-ocl after 
being disarmed, he was attached to the small Iwdy of 
Volunteer Cavalry formed at tho time, and with it 
took part in the action of Sassia, or Shahgaiij, on tho 
5^^ July. On tho 24^^^ of the succeeding month, as 
Stoff Officer to the troojis engaged, ho was ])rescnt in 
the action in !Man Singh’s garden at Aligarh ; and on 
tho 10*^' October, as a volunteer, ho was engaged in 
the action at Agra, in which tho MIkav mutineers wcitJ 
routed and <lis|Ku*sed (Modal). In Sejitemhcu* 1858 he 
was transferred to tho cadre of the late 48th N. I., 
with effect from tho 30*^ April preceding. In Febniaxy 
1859 he was ajipointed to do duty with the European 
Bocruit Dep6t at Barrackpore, but he was subsequently 
ordered to Lucknow, whence, in July, ho was sent to 
Allahabad to toko chorgo of and conduct to tho Presi- 


dency abodjr of time-expired men. On giving over 
charge of this detaohmenL at the Presidency, in the 
succeeding month, he ^as sent to Dum-Dum to do 
duty witli a detachment of artillery recruits there, and 
at the end of the month, as acting Adjutant to this 
detachment, he was despatched with it to the Upper 
Provinces, m route to Meerut. On arrival at that 
station, early in November, he was directed to do 
general duty there, but a few days later, on the 14^ •» 
of the same month, .he was appointed tevdo duty with 
tho Meerut Levy, and he remained attached to this 
corps until February 1860, w’hon ho was selected for 
duty with the 8*'* Punjab Infantry, on that coi'ps being 
detailed to form jiart of the China Expeditionary Force. 
Joining this regiment Calcutta, he embarked with it 
in March, and thereafter served with it^thruugliout the 
campaign in North China, taking part in the actions of 
Sinho and Taugku, and in tho storm and capture of 
the Taku Forts. On the fall of those forts ho was, on 
the August, a])pointod Tinvn-Major there, but 1^ 
afterwards got away to the front on duty, and was 
]n*csent at tho sniTciidor of Pekin (Medal and two 
clasjis). He held the appointment of Town-Major 
at tho Taku Forts until the 22‘^ December, and then 
embarking for IIong-Kong, be rojoiiiod t^ie regiment 
at that place and accompanied it back to India, arriving 
at Calcutta with it on the P* Febru/iry 1801. From 
that date until the middle of June ho was on h'ave in 
Calcutta : ho was thci'e appointed to do duty with the 
37‘*‘ (afterwards 33‘^ ) N. I., at Brirmckpore, and ho 
I'emained with that corps until near the end of August, 
when ho was appointed AdjutaJit of tho 45^’‘ (afterwards 
41»it) N. then at Morar (Gwalior), where he joined 
it.

He 
continued officiating as 8t‘Cond-in-Coiiiman(l until 
February 1864, from which time up to the middle ot 
Aj)ril he officiated as a Wing OMieer : he then took up 
th(' duties of Jiis permanent appointment of Adjutant, 
ill whieh ho continued (officiating a second time, for a 
fortnight, as Wing OfliecT, in additiofi) until the 
1®** September following, when hu was appointed to the 
Commissariat Dejit. as an OlTg. Sub- Asst. Comray.- 
Gonl. In tins capacity ho served at Barrackpore and 
Allahabad and again at the I’resideucy until Septembei 
1805, when he jiroccedcd on service, and tliereuftei 
served throughout the final Bhutan Campaign of 
1S65-G6 (India AFodal and clasp). On the conclusion 
of tho war in March 1866 ho l■(;turlled to the Presi- 
dency, and he afterwards served, in the Commissariat 
Dept., at various stations in diffei'eiit jiarts of the 
country. In October 1867 he was appointed a jierma- 
nent 8nb-Asst. Commy.-GenL, from which he was 
advanced to the grade of Depy. Asst. Commy.-Genl. in 
August 1879, and to that of Asst. Commy.-Genl. in 
April 1882. Ho was Asst. Commy.-Genl. at !Miau Mir 
when ho died there on the 22^^ January 1S84. 

Oldfield, Christopher Edward Thomas, G.B., 

Majtyr and Brevet^Lieiitenant^Goloncl (1804—1850).-— 
(have at Nakodar, No. 502. — Son of Cliristopher Old- 
fiehl. Esq., Bengal Civil Service. Born at Mursliidabad 
on the 17^** November 1804. — Entered the Bengal Army 
in 1820. An'ived in India in May 1821, and in the 
following month was s(*nt up to Partabgarli, in Oudh, 
to do duly with the 8^** Light Cavalry. In July 1821 
he was posted to the 5^*' Light Cavalry, and having 
joined that regiment at Nasimbad, ho accompanied it 
to Muttra towards the end of the 3 ’ear. Towards the 
end of 1824 he marched with tlie regiment to Sultan, 
pur, Benares, and in the following year he accompanj^ 
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it to Kaita. In July 1825 he was appointed Offg. 
Interpreter and Quarter-Master to the regiment, and 
in August 1826 he was madd permanent in that situa- 
tion. In the winter of 1826-27* ho proceeded with the 
regiment to Neemuch, and in September 1827 he 
resigned the appointment of Interpreter and Quarter- 
Master. In January 1829 lie accompanied the regiment 
to Muttra, and in tho following March he proceeded 
with it to Kamal, whore ho served with it for two 
ears and a half, returning to Muttra in October 1831. 
n January 1833 he went homo on furlough, and was 
absent from India for nearly three years. Returning 
in December 1835, he rejoined tlie r(?gimeiit at Cawn- 
pore, when CO at the end of 1838 ho accompauiod 
it to Karual. In October and November 1839 he 
accompanied tho regiment on Escort duty with the 
Goveruor-Genoral, returning afterwards to Karual. 
Tho i* 0 gimont having been selected to proceed to Al‘- 
ghanishin, in course of relief, he marcliod vnih it from 
Karnal in October 1840, and with it reached Jalalabad 
January 1841. lie subsequently moved up to Kal)ul 
with the n^giment, and in the siiiiiiiier of 1841 he 
accompanied it on service against insurgents in tlie 
Ghilzai country, in tho course of which In? was prcs(*nt 
in the affair at KanUu on the August, lie after- 
wards rcturn*ed to Kabul with the rijgiineiii ainl served 
with it there until October, wlien he was (Ii?taelied in 
command of the ifrst a([uadron of tho corj)s, to accom- 
pany the force detailed, under the command of Sir 
Robert Sale, to o])en tho passes towjinls Jalalabad, 
which had been closeil by insurgents. Tn tlie opei’at Ions 
wliich eiisuoil In' (joininanded the n?ar -guard in tho 
passage of th(‘ deiiles of iho Haft Koial, jiinl was after- 
wards [iresent in tho actions of Toziii and Jagdalak, at 
tho soiznie and occupation of Jalalaljad, and througli- 
out tho defence of tliat place against the Afghans, iiji 
to the 7^*' April 1842, when tlu; garrison moved out, 
routed the besiegers, and <lrove them from the noigli- 
bourhood of the place (Medal, proTnut(?d t(^ the rank 
of ^Iaj(.)r l)y brevet, and evicted n Com]nnion of the. 
Order of ilio Math). About tlie same time (AtuuI 
1842), h(' was apjjointed an Honorary Aide-de-Camp 
to the Cloven lor’-Goner.iI, and was nominated C^unmand- 
ant of tho 8*’“ fiTeguhir Cavalry. When, in tho follow- 
ing August, the Army under (K'lieral Pollock huuio a 
movemont b)wards Kabul, ho acconipaiiied it in c'orn- 
inand of his sqiuulron, and wa.s present at tlio at?tioii <»f 
Maiini Klu;l ; siibseipieiitly, howevcT, he and liis 
Kipiadroii wer| left iKsliiiid at (landamak, whence I hey 
were withdrawn on the return from Kabul of (ieneral 
Pollock’s force, with whie.h they returned to Hindustan 
(^ledal). A few days after his arrival at Ferozepore, 
in December, lie was appoinhid C<miman(bint of the 
4**‘ Tnx?gular Cavalry, and having joined tlie corps at 
that place, ho sliortly aftorwarcis marched with it for 
Bareilly, arriving there early in March 1813. To 
ward.s the mid of that year, with the 4^*^ , In? joined 
the Army of Gwalior and commanded tho regiment at 
tho battle of Maharajpiir (hronzo suir, and ju'omoted to 
tho rank of Lieutenant- Colonel by brevet). Sliortly 
after his I'oturn from this sei-viijc he proceeded on sick 
leave to Landour and Mussoorie, and in February 18-15 
he went homo on furlough, vacating the command of 
tho 4‘^ I, G. Returning to India in Novomlicr 1849 he 
rejoined his own regiment (the 5‘^* Bight Cavalry) at 
Wazirabad, and early in 1850 he accompanied the 
corps to Nakodar. He died at that place on the 
16th April 1850. 

Oldfield, Frederick Folliot, Lieutenant (1838-— 
1857 ). — Tablet at Kohat^ No. 104.3. — A younger sou of 
Henry Swan Oldfield Esq., Bengal Civil Service. Bom 
at Mozaffarpur, Tirhdt, on the 30**^ October 1838. — En- 
tered the Bengal Army in 1855. In December of that 
year, in anticipation of his arrival, ho was posted to the 
Mth N. I., from which he was removed to the 9th N. I, 
la Januaiy 1856. He arrived at Fort William on the 
9th Fehruaiy and, proceeding to the Upper FrovinceSi 


joined tho 9th N. I. at Mocmt, from which place ho 
marched with it to Aligarh in tho following April. Ho 
was with the regiment when it mutinied at that place 
on tlio 20 ^h 1857^ but succeetiod in making his 

oscapn to Agra. On the 5*^ J uly, when the Agm troops 
moved out to moet tho mutineers from liajputana, ho 
accompanied the force as a volunteer with tho 3*^ 
European Rogiuiout, and was presont with that corps 
in the action of Sassiah. He subaequontly continucnl 
serving at Agi*a until the October, when, afti?r tho 
an’ival of the Movi*ahlc Column under Colonel Groathod 
and the defeat of the Mhow mutineers on tlio 10^*' of 
that inoutli, in wliieh lie took part, he was ap|H)intod to 
do duty with tho 4*^' Punjal) Tufa-ntry. With that 
corps he accompaiiieil Goloiiol Givsit bed's* column in its 
movement down to Cawnpore and ovi?r the (bingos, and 
was pivsent in the action of Mavaiginj on tho 1“*^ Nov- 
omb(*r, and in that near the Alamhagh on <ho 5th. On 
the day after t% latter aetieu In? was detacheil with 
the regiment to Cawniioro as es«M)rt. to a. ]>:irty coii- 
stniciing a tolegraj>h lino from that phu*(' t») tlio Alani- 
l>agh. On the 1 Ith lie returned with tin* |•l‘giI^eIlt to 
the Alambagh, and thereafter ho was engaged in tho 
operations eouneefod with till* relief of Liielviiow, includ- 
ing the action of Dilkusha and the stormingof the Sikan- 
d:ii*l»jigh, in which last he fi*!! uiortally wounded, whilst 
gallantly leading on liis nu*n to the assault. Ho died 
in camp on tho following day, — tlu? 17'^* November 
1807 .

101*3. — -The «'l{h?sl. son of ltob(a‘t Oliphant, Ksq., of 
Rossii*, Co. IVi’tli. Morn in 1838. — Enb rnl flie Mengal 
Army in 1857. Airived in riulia in February of tln^ 
sanu) year, aiul a few tlays ;i,fti‘r\va.rds was .s»Mit iij> to 
Ih'naris to do duty with I ho 37"' X. I . At iho i?nd ol 
the following A|>ril ho was posted to tlio 31"‘ N 1., then 
jii Manuokpore, but befoi'c, he eoiilii j»)iii that corps il 
was disbanilod Tor disaihsition. Hi* eonlinued doing 
duty at MaiT.iek^io.'e until October 18.^S, when lie was 
transferred, at his own reepu'st, to tin* newly-formod 
.5^** Eiirojiean Reginn'iit, and, going; up iii elmrgi' of a 
detachnn'ut of recruits for tlia.t corps, he joined it at 
Borhamjiore about the niiddlo of Novomber, AVitb 
this corjis ho continued st'rving until Oetobor 1859, 
when lie was siait homo on duty wit h a. ImmI)- of dis- 
cliarged soldiers. Having been simf. back in ehargo of 
a dotachmoiit of recruit i for Madras, he i*ctnrnod to 
India in tho autiinin of I8i50, ;i,nd was ilireeled (his own. 
regiment having been disbanded) to do duty with tho 
Enro])Oan Rc*giniont at Liirknow ; In; was, however, 
afterwards appointed to do duty with tin; 2)i'‘ Foot (tiu) 
Royal Welsh Fusiliers), id tho saane .station, and to 
this regiment ho remaiiu’d aUn.(;lied until Juno 1862. 
lie was then a]»poiiite<l a. Doing- Duty Oirntei- iii the 40^** 
N. I., and having been jio.sted to tlio wing of tliat regi- 
ment at Oral, ho was appointed Station »Sl.aff* Officer 
tliero on the P* August following. Jti Docemljer 1862 
he ammipanii'd the rogimmit to Alipur, C.'iJciithi. fn 
January 1803 ho was traiisforred, as a Doing- Duty 
Officer, to the 5"’ Gurkha Ilegimcnt, and joined at 
Abliottttbad. Tn April 1863 ho was apiioint.ed Adjubuit 
of tho 3‘i Sikh Infantry, hut ho never joined tliat regi- 
moni, and in the following Novornlior the appointment 
was cancelled. Remaining cm with tho .5"^ Gurkhas, 
ho accompanied tliat corps into tlie lield in tho autumn 
of tho same year, and served with it thiYuighoiit iho 
operations in the Ambela Pass up to the 6^^’ Novorrdjor, 
when ho fell sevoroly woundc?d and was conqiolled to 
withdraw. In Ft'bruaiy 1864, on tlio Punjab Inxigu* 
lar Force being brought under tlic now organisation, 
he was appointed Adjutant of tho 5th Gurklias. Suffor^ 
ing much from his wound ho was obliged, towards the 
end of tho year, to take leave and prcx'.oed homewards, 
but he did not live to roach his destination, for embark* 
ing at Bombay on the 10^**, ho died on Ixiard the S, S« 
Simla, in the Red Sea, on tho 24^^ November 1864. 



Oliver. James. Captain (1796— 1843 ) at 
Velhi^ No» 73. — ^Entered the Bengal Aimy in 1811. 
Arrived in India in October 1812, and was appointed 
Bbortly afterwards to do dnty with the 2*^ Battalion 
21"* iJ. I. at Barrackpore. In December 1813 ho was 
direoted to do duty with the Rangpur Local Battalion 
at Kishanganj, and ho continued attached to that corjis 
nntil Septemlx3r 1814, when he .was removed, at his 
own request, to the 1®* Battalion 9^'* N. I., at the same 
station. In the following November ho was promoted 
from Cadet to Ensign with effect from the 25th Septem- 
ber preceding, and posted to the 1®* Battalion 23<' N. I., 
then lit Kiinch, in Bundelkhand. He, however, re- 
mained on the rolls of this corps for only a brief ])oriod, 
for in April 1815 he was transferred totho Battalion 
1*^ N. I., which he joined at Muttra. In the following 
year he ])roceeded with the l)attalion to Lucknow, and 
in 1817-18 he served with it, in the Loft Division of 
the Grand Army, in tho Mahratta-Pmdari Campaign, 
including tho action of Jawad. Ho cSitinnod serving 
with the battalion in Kajpulana until 1819, when he 
accompanied it to Moradahad, wlicnco, in tho following 
year, he proceeded with it to Cawnporo. In October 
1828, having already officiated in tho post for a nionth, 
htJ was appointed Adjutant of the battalion, and towards 
the end of tlic^ same? joar ho marched with the corps to 
Sultanpur, in Oiidh. On tho reorganisation of the 
Army taking jilaco in May 1824 he was posted to tho 
N. I. (lato 1®^ Battalion 1®^^), rctniniiig Iho Adju- 
tancy. In July 1825 ho was transforred to the 5th 
Extra Regiment of Native Infantry (afterwanls designat- 
ed tho 78*' N. I.), and having joined it at Benares, lie 
was, in the same month, ap])ointod Adjutant.^ In the 
autumn of 1820 he accompanied tho regiment to 
Jnbbulporo, and at that station in July 1829 he resigned 
tho Adjutancy. At the end of tho same year he 
marched with the regiment to Banda, an<l, in tho suc- 
ceeding years, ho accompanied it to Benares in the 
autumn of 1832, to Dairackpore in tho spring of 1835, 
and to Sylhet in Dc?c(5iiib(T 1837. In the spring of 
1841 he proceeded with tho 73'* from Sylhet to Allali- 
aliad, and early in 1842 ho inarcborl witli it to Dcllii. 
Ho died at Delhi on tho 30’*’ June 1843. 

Ommanney, Arthur Manaton, Lieutenant 
(1842—1805). Grave at Mardan, table f at 

Kohaty No. 1042. — TIio fourth son of Major- Goiioral 
Edward Lacon Ommanney, Royal (Bengal) Enginoens. 
Born at Calcutta on tho 21®’ Novembe^r 1812. — ^Entered 
H. M.’s Indian Military Forces, Bengal, in 1859. 
Arrived in India at tho end of Februaiy of the saino 
year, and in ^farch was directed to do- dnty with tho 7**’ 
Foot (the Royal Fusiliers) at Mian ^lir. Toward.s the 
end of the samcj month lie Tvas posted to tho cadi’e of 
the late 17’** N. I. In April, on tho 7’** leaving Mian 
Mir, ho was apj)ointed to do duty with the 51®’ Foot, at 
the same station, and ho continued attached to tliat 
regiment until early in April 1860, wlion ho was 
appointed to do duty with the 4’'** Sikh Infantry ; and 
having joined that i*egiment at Abbottabad, ho sorvod 
with it in tho expedition against the Mahsud Waziris, 
taking part wdth it in the I’epulso of tho Mnhsud 
attack on tho camp at Falosin (23*^ Apnl), in tho 
forcing of the Barara Pass (4’** May), and in the sub- 
eequent opemtions, on tho conclusion of which he re- 
turned with the regiment to Abbottabad. During tho 
ensuing summor he officiated for some months as 
Adjutant of tho regiment. In August 1861 his services 
having been I’eplacod at the disposal of tho Commander- 
in-Chief, ho proceeded on leave to Calcutta to study 
tho native languages, and having passed the presci-ibed 
examination, he was appointed, in October, to do duty 
with the reserve guards in Fort William, and after- 
wards, in March 1862, with the 51®’’ Foot at Rawal 
Pindi, to which station he had proceeded on privilege 
leave ; and he continued serving with that regiment 
until the succeeding J uno, when, having been appointed 
a Doing- Duty Officer in the 4’’*^ Sikh Infantry, he ro* 


joined that corps at Abbottabad. In December 1862 
he was appointed OSg. .^jutant of the regment* 
Early in February 1863 he was appointed a Doing- 
Duty Officer jn the Corps of Guides, but having been 
retained temporarily with tho 4’’** Sikh Infantry, he was 
appointed acting &eoond-in Command of the regpment 
at tho end of the month, and accompanied it to Eohat 
in March. Towards tho end of April 1863 ho joined 
tho Corps of Guides at Mardan, and accompanying it 
into the field in the following October, he served with 
it throughout the Ambela Campaign. ^ On tho termi- 
nation of the operations he returned with tho Guides to 
Mai-dan, and in May 1864 ho was appointed Second 
Squadron Officer of tho Cavalry of the corps. In 
Soptomloer 1865 ho was admitted into the Bengal Staff 
Corps with antecedent effect from the 28*^** Juno 1862. 
Ho continued in tho position of Second Squadron Officer 
of the Guidos Cavalry until the S***’ October 1865, on 
which date ho (one of tho many vicjtims of Pathan 
fanaticism) perished under tho kniio of an assassin at 
Mardan. • 

Orchard, Joseph, C.B,, Lieutenant^Goloncl and 
Brevet-Colonel (1787 — 1847). — Grave at SnhatliUy No. 
422. — Entered tlio Bengal Army in 1805, his name 
Iwing then Joseph While Jeffery, Arrived fn India in 
July 1806, and in the asual course was sent to tho 
Cadet (yollegc, or Tnstilntion, at Barasfat. On the 1st 
February 1807 ho was posted to the Bengal European 
Rogimont. He w».s discliai'ged fi’oiii Bamsat at the 
end of March 1808, and having jruned his regiment at 
Diuaport?, he continued sm'vijig with it there for two 
years and a half. In SeptemlK>r 1810 hi^ was permitted 
to assunu* the nanu» of Orchard i’l of that of 
JefftTy, ainl, drojq»ing liis second Cliristian name at the 
same time, ho was known thereafter in tho Aiiiiy as 
Joseph Orchard. Abou l. the same time hn accompanied 
th(^ regiin(‘ut to the Pri'skloncy, and in the following 
November ho proeced(*d, with four coirij)anieB of the 
corj>s, on foreign scj’vic'O to Aiiiboyna, wliitlujr the rest 
of the regiment foilowcnl I'arly in 1812 : there and at 
other places iu the Easi.i rn Islands lie continued serving 
until iii'ar the oml of 181G, when lie returned to Bengal 
with tho regiment, and acconipanicid it to Berliainpore. 
HiJ Hiibseqnontly joined tluj European Flank Battalion, 
of wdiieh the light and gronadicu* oompanios of his^ 
regiment formed part, and ^vith this corjjs he served, 
in the Oeiitrti Division of tho Grand Army, throughout 
the Maliratia-Pindari Cainj)aigu of 1817jJ8; and on 
tho Flank Battalion bt'ing brokmi up at Allahabad in 
(he spring of 1818 Ik; rejoined tlie Bengal European 
Reginu'iit at Berliarnpur, moving with it thcnco to 
Diiuiixu’O tov\Tirds tlie (dost; of the year, to Ghazipur 
.at tlie end of 1820, and to Nagpur in the cold season of 
1822-23. In December 1823 lie proceeded ou leave to 
the Presidency, and, being there in July 1824, ho was 
directed to do duty with the 16’** N. 1. at BaiTackpore. 
Ill the following l?(>vember ho Avas directed to proceed 
aud join his own coips which had now become the ** 
European Regiment,” but he was afterwai*ds permitted 
to remain with tho 16’** N. I. until the middle of Decem- 
ber, when, by order, lie proceeded to Dinapore and there 
joined tho 2‘* European Regiment, for tompoiuiy duty : 
ho eventually rejoini;d his own rogimont at Ghazipur 
at the en(l of February 1825. Early in Bic following 
December he marchixl with the regiment to Cawnj^ore, 
but tho services of tho corps \mng required in tho held, 
it was pushed on to Agra, and &ence to Bharatpur. 
before which fortress he arrived with it on the 9’** Janu- 
ary 1826 : ho was thereafter employed with it during 
iJio remainder of the siege of that place, and, in 
command of two companies, forming port of on© of the 
attacking columns, was prominently engaged in the 
assault. After tho fall of Bharatpur he proceeded on 
leave to Ghazipur, but he rejoined at Agra in May, and 
ho continued serving there with the re^ment (now 
again become the ‘‘Bengal European Belmont”) until 
early in 1882, when he moved with it to Dinaporo 





arri^ng there on the March. In the^ following 
December he prooeeded on leave to Gherrafinnji^ where 
he remained nntil the end of llie sncceeding year ; and 
he then proceeded to the Prewdoncy, whence he went 
home on furlough in hiarch 1834. During his absence 
in Europe he attained the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, 
and was posted, November 1836, to the left wing of the 
European Kegiment. He returned to India at the end 
of December ^836, and in January 1837 was transferred 
to the 31®*^ N. i.,then on duty in the Singbhum district, 
and taking command of the corps, ho moved with it 
to Allahabad in the succeeding March. In the autumn 
of 1838, the regiment having been selected to form 
part of the Army of the Indus, he marched with it 
en route to Karnal : while still on the way, on the lO*^ 
October, ho was re- transferred *to Ids old corps, the 
Bengal European Bogiment, and ho joined and look 
command of it at Kamal, in the following month, on 
arriving there with the 318*^. Ho soon afterwards 
xnarched with the European Itc^giracnt to Forozci)ore, 
alW proceeding with it thence on service •with the Army 
of the Indus, he served with it throughout the cam- 
paign of 1838-39 in Afghanistan, including the storm 
and capture of Ghazni, in which ho was slightly 
wounded, and the occupation of Kabul (Menial for 
Ghazni, and created a Companion of the Order of tho 
Bath). Ho was afterwards stationed with his regi- 
ment at Jalalabad*; in January 1840 lu) coniinandod 
the field force whicli unsuccossfully attempted tho re- 
duction of tho fort of Pash lit, near that jilaee ; and in 
the following siiniiner ho (?omiiia.nded tho regiiiient 
during tho reduction of Kjijja and other forts in the 
Waziri Valley. During tho ensuing winter he miivchod 
back to Hindustan with the n'gimeni (now Ixjcomo the 
« 1st European Light Infantry”), which formed part of 
a brigade which was escorting the ex- Amir, Dost 
Mnhammad Khan, a. State prisoner, to tho British 
provinces, and with it ho arrived at Karnal in March 
1841. In tho following June ho was for a short tiino 
ill command of the station. In Juno 1812 ho was 
nominated to tlio command of a brigade in tho Army 
of Reserve, and lio commanded this brigade from the 
time when tho Army assembled in Novornher 1842 
until it was broken up in January 1843, when he 
marched ^vith tho regiment cn route to Suliathu, arriv- 
ing there in !March. In the following Novianber ho 
marched with the regiment to Ijiidhiana, whenco lie 
afterwards proceeded with it to Eei‘u/.o])orc ; but tho 
corps was sniweiiiiently withdrawn from this place, and 
returned to Subathii in Ajiril 1844. Towards tho oud 
of OctolKii* 1845 he jiroceeded on six months’ leave to 
the Prosidoncy, but though, on tho outbroak of llio first 
Sikh war, he hun-iod back to take his jilaco at tho 
head of his rogiment, he was not able to join tho Army 
of tho Sutlej until a few days before the battle of 
Sobraon. On joining, on tho February 1846, ho 
was appointed to tho command of a brigade, but as in ^ 
tho arrangements for tho assault of the Sikh entrench- 
inents tho only regiment of his command then present 
(H. M.*s 53«i) had lieon attached to the brigade of Bn- 
gadier Stacy, he, on tho groat (hiy of Sobraoii, went into 
action with the latter, “ and shared all its dangers, glo- 
ries, and success ** (Medal). On the 14th, four days after 
the battle, ho was appointed to the command of the Fourth 
Brigade, in succession to Brigadier McLaren ((/.«^.), 
who had been mortally wounded, and with it lie tcK)k 
part in tho advance on Lahore. On the Army of the 
Sutlej being broken u]> he accompanied his regiment 
back to Subathu (Ax^ril 1846), and there in the autumn 
of the same year, ho met with a lamentable accident, 
having boon thrown by his horse on parade and so 

severely injured that, after lingering for some months, 

he finally succumbed on the February 1847. 

Notb.— Colonel (then Lieutenant) Orchard married, first, at 
Calcntte in June 1819, Sarah, the second daughter of Franew 
Kirwboffer, Esq., of Dublin.

Osbora* Henry Roche. Lieutenant-Oolonel 
(e. 1802— 1849).— Oraw Ferozepbre, No. 486.— En- 
tered the .Bengal Army in 1818. Arrived in India in 
October 1819, and in the 'following month was sent up 
to Dinaporo to do duty with the Bengal European Kcgi- 
mcnl. In May 1820 he •was moved on to Ludliiaua to 
do duty •with tho 1®^ Battalion 25^** N. I., and he r«- 
maiued attached to that ooims until January 1821, 
•when he was posted to the 1®^ &tttaliou 27*** N. 1., and 
joined it at Meerut, marching with it to Saugor in tlii^ 
follmviiig autumn. At the end of December 1821, on 
atUiningthc nink of LieuUmaiit, lie was I’C-posted to. tho 
l8t Battalion 27*** N. I. In January 1822 ho \si\h apixiint- 
ed to do duty with tho 1®* Nashi Battalion, at Sublithii, 
and ho remaintHl with tliat corps until llio snoctvding 
Novemlx'r, when ho was appointed to t.lio elmvge of tho 
8*** Comjvany of Pioneers at tlic» same station. Ho bold 
this charge until ^liu’ch 1823, and then reverting b) tlni 
l®*Nasiri Battalion he con timieil doing duty with it until 
tlio following Octol)er, whim ho proeooiKnl to Saugor 
and rt‘jnined tlio 1®* Battalion 27*** N. 1. On the ro- 
orgixnisation of tho Army taking ])Iaco in May 1824 ho 
was |xisb‘d to 1110 54*** N. 1. (lale 2’"* Battalion 27'*'), 
and liaving joined a •wing of that ivgimont :il. Benares, 
ho was appointed aeting Adjubi.nt to it in the folJowiiig 
Soptoinher. At tho close of tho saino yi*ar ho aeeoiii- 
paniod tho reginumt to Ivishanganj. At tho end of 
Seplemln'r 1S25 ho was appointed to tin* (/orninissariiit 
Dept, as a Supernumerary Siih-Asst. Coiiiniy.-Geiil*, 
and ill that, cajiaeity he sia-ved at the siege .iml capluro 
of Bharatjnir in the winter of IS25-26. Ho remained a 
Hiiperniimeiiiry iinlil March 1826, when he was npjioint- 
od a Sub'Asst. lk)mmy.-(leul. and jiosted to Agra, and 
during the next tivi» years he served in tlia(. jiositloji at 
Agra, Allahaliad, llareilly and again at Agra, lu 
August 1831 lie was promoted <o ho a Bepy. Asst. 
Commy.-Geiil., and ho served as such at Agra, Mhow 
and Meerut until August 1837, when Im was further 
advanced to tho position of an Asst. (^nnmy.-(^eMl. Ho 
conlinuod serving at Moeriil. until Septemher 1831 :?^ 
'when he was appointed Asst. Coinmy.-( lenl. to (lio 
First Division of [ufsintry of tho Army of tin* Indus, 
wliicli ho joined at KiM*ozi^])ore in Nevemhi r, Imt it was 
not his fortune to proceed on the i-xpi'dition to Afghan- 
istan, and early in 1839 he ivtiinied to his former 
post at Meerut. After spending ii tw(?lvi» month at 
Tilussoorio on sick leave, he pj'oceedi'd to the Presi- 
dency in DccemlxT 1810, aod thenei? wenl, in Kehniary 
1841, on leav(5 to tlie Gape and to Diemen’s Imml; 
and havijig, during his absence, been prnmoled to tho 
regiimmhil rank of Major, lii*, in Disvmhei- 1842, vacated 
liis ap|>ointmimt iu the Commissariiit Dc^jif. He re- 
turned to India at- the end of that month, aiul priMX'od- 
iiig to Cawnporo he there rejoined the .Vt**' N. T., which 
was then being re-formed a.fter its lossi's ami disasbrs 
in the retreat from Kiilml. In May 1843 ho HiicijoediMl 
to the ci»inmanii of tho regiment, and ho lliereafU?r 
commanded it for threi> years, accompanying it to Delhi 
in November 1844, and tlieueu to Ferozeiioro in March 
1845. On the c>utbr(»ak of the tirst SikJi War ho 
accompanied lire regiment into tho fudd, and eorninajid- 
ed it in tho liattJii of Pii-ozslialir, immediately afb?r 
which ho retunicdwitli it to Kerozirporo, where lie served 
with it during tho rest of the Suthrj Campaign ( Medal, 
and promoted to the rank of Lieu tenant- Colonel by 
brevet). In March 1846 ho jirocceiled on leave to tho 
Prcskioncy, whence, iu tho following May, ho wont 
home on furlough. Having, during his abKence, Imjou 
promoted to tho rogimental iiink of Lieiitenant-Colonel, 
ho was posted, in August 1848, to tlio 12*»* N. I., from 
which ho was removed to tin? 61®^ N. T. on the lO**' 
Octol^er, and to tho 18*** N. I on the 24**» of tho sarno 
month. On big return to India, ho landed at Calcutta 
on tho 9^** NovemlKT, and having on the 19**' Ixion 
transferredto tho 13*** N. L, then on sorvico in the 
Punjab, he (travelling express, by oi'der) joined it at 
Bamnagar, on tlio Chenab, in tho succeeding month. 
On the 10^** January 1849 ho was apjiointed, as senior 
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officer on the spot, to the command of Iho post of Bam- 
nagar, but l)efore the end of the month he fell so ill 
that he was obliged to proceed to Lahore to appear 
before a Medical Committee ; by this Committee he was 
inralided to the hills, and he left accordingly for 
Mussoorie in February, but he was too ill to get any 
further than Forozeporo, and, after lingering for some 
weeks, he died there on the 10*'* March 1849,

do Orammont. iiorn on the Docomber 1850.— 
Entered H. M.’s Service* on the 2^1^*' Noveiiilier 1870 as 
an Ensign and liieutenaiit in tlio Coldstream Guards, 
and having been jiosted to the 2^' llatl^alion, he joined 
it at Chelsea. Ho aftenvards serv('d with it at. vjinous 
places in England and Ireland until tlio 29*'* OclolM*r 
1873, when he was tninsfeiTe.d to tlie Rifle Brigade, 
and having been posh'd to the 4*h Battalion of that 
corps, he accoinpanit^d it to India, Innding at Bombay 
in November, atid jiroeetMling with it tlieneo to Anibala 
in the following inontli. During the summer of 187t5 
he was employed on duty at tlio Kasauli Convalescent 
Dejiot. Early in 1877 lio accompanied tin? hattalioii 
lo Peshawsr, and at the end of Uio same year ho pre^- 
ceeded with it to Nowshera. When, on tlio outhrc'ak of 
the Afghan War in the aiiiiimn of 1878, tln^ hattaliou 
roec'oded on service, ho was h ft behind at Nowshera, 
lit )i(* joined the corps in January 1879, ami with it 
took part in vaihnis minor affairs and movements on the 
Khai liar line of operations lip to tho end of May 1879. 
On tho conclusion of peace, at. Ganilamak, lu^ leturned 
with tlu? liattaliou to India, but his health was gi*(‘atly 
broken, and he died in camj) at Dhurnton, near Abbott- 
abacl, on tho 29*'* June 1879. 

Ouseley, Gore (1827-' 1879 ). — Grave of AmrUsar^ 
097. — Son of Colonel J, W. J. Ouseley, Bengal 
Infantry, somotime iSiiperintendmit of the ^lysore 
Piinccs, and nephew of Sir Gore Ousel<*y, Bort (f). 
Bom at Siiliaii])iir, Benares, on the 3B‘ March 1827. - 
Entered the Bi'iigjil Civil Service in 1840. An-ivc'd in 
India in Ajiril l8 1.7, and, having been allotted to tbo 
North-Western Provinces, was ajijKiinled Assistant to 
Bie Comniissioner of tho Delhi Division in SopUunlior 
1848. In April 1850 he was apjiuinted OtTg. Joint 
MagistiTile and Dejiy. Collector of ranijiat, and he 
remained in this situation until Aaigust 1851, when 
ho was apiiointed an Asst. Commissioner in the Punjab 
and posted to Rawal Piiidi. In January 3852 ho was 
ti’ansfeiTod to Slialipiir in the same position, and in 
April 1855 lie was appointed Settlement Officer at that 
place. Having been j)romot(*d to Depy. Comnir. in 
September 1850, he was I’c-jiosted to Shahpnr, and he 
continued serving tliiTC until April 18G0, when he went 
home on furlongli. On his return to India he I’everted 
to the N.-W. Provinces, and was appointed OiTg. Magis- 
trate and Collector of Gorakhpur in May 1802, and 
having been made permanent in that apjiointmont ou 
the 1*^' August following, he continued in it nnlil July 
1865, when he wtis appointed 0%. Civil and Sessions 
Judge at the same place. In February 1866 ho was 
appointed Commissioner of the Rao-BaiT*li Division, 
and towards the end of 1868 he wns transferred in the 
same eapacity to the Lucknow Division. In March 
1869 he wont home on furlough, and was absent from 
India for twenty montlis. On his return, he resumed 
the appointment of Commissioner of tho Lucknow 
Division in January 1871, and he continued in it until 
June 1872, when he was retransferred to the Punjab 
and appointi*d Commissioner of the Ambala Division. 
From March 1875 to January 1876 he was a^in on 
furlough in Enropc. He continued in tho Commis- 
sioncrshipof tho Ambala Division until April 1877, 


when he was appointed Financial Commusioner of the n 
Punjab, a poet which he retained until his death. Be 
died at Amritsar on tho Januaiy 1879.

Paley, Charles Thomas, Lieutenant (c, 1837-- 

1859). — Grave at MurreCj No. 817 ; tablet at Pesha* 
war^ No. 982. — The oldest son of Thomas Paley, Bsqr., 
Barristor-at-Law, who was a cadet of tho Paloys of 
Langcliffe, Co. York, and Ampton, Co. •Suffolk. — En- 
tered H. M.’s Service on the 4*^* May 1855 as an Ensign 
ill the 46*'* Foot, but on the 11"* of the same month 
he was transfen’od to tho 94"* Foot, which he joined 
soon afterwards at Windsor. In September of the same 
year he embarked with tho regiment for Gibraltar, and 
ho served with it there until Juno 1856, when, tho 
rt^gimont having been i^olievod by a coips from tho 
Crimea, he returned home with it, and ho was subse- 
quently oiiqiloyod with it in Ireland (at Nenagh, 
iho Curragli and Dublin) until near the close of 
the following year. In December 1857 he ombark^ff 
with iho regiment for India, and, landing at Karachi in 
January 1858, ho proceeded -with it to tho Punjab, 
subsequently serving with it, or with detacliments of 
it, .at Mian Mir, Rawal Pindi and Peshawar. In the 
spring of the snec('eding year he jiroceeded on leave to 
Murree, where he died on the 12th Ju]y 1859. 

Palmer, John, Quartcr-Masier (r. 1812 — 1847).— 
Grave at Amhnla : see No. 274. — Served for many 
yc*!irs in the ranks of the 14"* Light Dmgoons, in which 
he attained the rank of Sergojint-Major. He amved 
in India with the regiment in Oetolxn* 1841, and served 
until it at Kirke(*, near Poona, until Octolier 1844, when, 
with two 8(piadrons, lie jirocccded on service te the 
Southei’n Mahratta Country. Returning ’io Kirkec in 
March 1845, he lujcompa-nied t.ln^ regiment to tho Bengal 
Presidency at; tho end of the year, arriving at Ambala 
in April 1846. On the 7"‘ July following ho was pro- 
moted to the rank of (^uarter-i\fast(*r of tho regim('nt, 
and he eont innod serving with it in that capacity until 
his death, which took place at Ambala on tho 12th 
September 1847. 

Palmer, John, Liatfruanl (r. 1824—1849). — Tah^ 
let of Knhal, No. 1042. — Kiiterod the llongal Army in 
1841. Arrived ill India in May 1842, and before tho 
end of the month was ])osiod to the 45*'* N. I., which ho 
(having obtained leave to remain at tho Presidimcy for 
four months) joined at Benares in the following Sep- 
tenibcT. Early in 1845 In* accompanied the regiment 
to Amhahi, at which j Jace he was loft behind in the 
following Docemher, when, on tho outbreak of the first 
Sikh War, tho 45*'* marched towards tho Sutlej on 
field service. lie, however, subsequently joined the 
ixigiment at Lahore, from which place he returned with 
it to Ambala in January 1847. On the outbreak of 
the second Sikh War lie marched with tho i*e^ment 
to Forozeporo, and afterwards served witli it in the 
Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, including the passage 
of the Chenab and the battle of Chiliauwala, in which 
last he was so sevei’oly woundcxl as to bo unable to 
tako any further part in the campaign. On the termina- 
tion of the war ho roturaed witli the regiment to 
Anibala, and soon aftenvards, April 1849, proceeded on 
six months’ leave to Simla. In tho following month 
his services were placed at the disposal of the Foreign 
Dept., and ho was appointed Adjutant of the t3‘' Regi- 
ment of Punjab Irregular Infantry, the raising and 
organisation of which was then ordered. He immedi- 
ately relinquished the remainder of his leave, and 
joined tlie nucleus of his new regiment at Hasan Abdal ; 
and, being tho first officer to join, he was for about a 
fortnight in command of the corps, and afterwards 
for some time officiated as Socond-in-Gommand. His 
career in the Frontier Force was, however, a very brief 
one, for in little more than five months after joining 
tho 3^ Punjab Infantry, he died at Hasan Ab!^ on 
the 23rd October 1849. 
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Parker. Charles, Colonel (1783— 1837).— (Jraw 
mnd cenotaph at Simian No. 304.— Edaoated for the 
B. I. Company's Serrioe tat the Bojral Military 
Aoadmy, Woolwich.— Entered* the Benml Army in 
1800. Arrived in India in Pebroary 1802, and on 
the 2* Jnne following was posted to the 4^*“ Com- 
pany 3^ Battalion, Foot Artillery, which he joined 
at lium-Duiu. In the following year he accompanied 
a portion of this company on service to Orissa, where 
he appears to, have been employed in the operations, 
under Colonel Harcourt, resulting 'in the conquest of 
that province. In August 1804 he was conliriiiod in 
iJhe appointment of Offg. Adjutant of a detachment 
stationed at Padambati, to which he had bcou nominated 
by Colonel Harcourt. lie Continued serving in Or^sa 
with the dotitclimeut of the 4**^ C?oriipaiiy Battalion, 
until fl une 1806, when it was recalled to Dum- Dam on 
the company Ix^ing ordered up to Allahabad, and on 
the 9^** of the succeeding month he was removed to the 
2^* Company 2** Battalion, tUoii in the Upper l^v- 
Aces. Before ho could join this com any, however, 
he was, transferred, 22** September, to the 7ih Com- 
pany !•* Battalion,. and liaviug joined it at Dum-Dum, 
he was, in January % 180 7, appointed Adjutant of the 
1*^ Battalion of Artillery. In August 1807 he was 
transferred lo the 3^ Company 1"^ Battalion, and in the 
follow Liig December to the 7^** Compiiuy 3** Battalion, 
but ho never joined eitlior, and he remained continu- 
ously in the ap[)uintineut of Adjutant of the 1“* Bat- 
talion until October 1809, when he was appointed 
Adjutant and Quarter-Master of the 2** Battallou : this 
appointment he joined at Durn-Dum and (having inter- 
mediately, in January 181 1, been romovod to the 
Company 1*>^ Batttilion) he continued holding it until 
his promotion to the rank of Captain was uotihed in 
January 1812, at which time also ho was sent to com- 
mand tlio Artillery at Bencoolen, in Sumatra. At that 
place ho continued serving for nearly thi'ec years, in 
the course of which ho was transforrod to the 5*^** Com- 
pany 2** Battalion in February 1812, to the 3‘* Com- 
pany 3** Battiilion in March 1812, and to the 4*-*' Com- 
pany 1"^ Battalion in the succeeding June. Ho re- 
mained in command of the Artillery at Bencoolen until 
the autumn of 1814, when, having been relieved, he 
returned to Bengal, and, proceeding to Agra, he there 
took command of the Company 1*^ Battalion : this 
he retained for a period of about oightoon months. In 
June 181G ho was selectod for duty in the Ordnance 
Commissariat Dept, and appointed Commissary of 
Ordnance at Agra, a post in which he was conlirmed 
on the Dept being reorganised in October 1818, and 
on tile Regiment of Artillery being reorganised about 
the same time he was posted, November 1818, to the 
13^*^ Company 4^*^ (Golaudaz) Battalion. On attaining 
tlie regimental rank of Major ho was posted, March 
1819, to the 2** Battalion, and, vacating his appoint- 
ment in the Ordnance Dept., he was appointed^ 
at the end of the same mouth, to command th6 
Artillery at Karnal. In October 1819 he was re- 
moved to the 1*^ Battalion, and having in the following 
month been ordered to Mhow in command of various 
artillery drafts and dotai Is, he was thereafter retained 
at that place in command of the Malwa Division of 
Artillery. Ho remained in that employment until 
September 1821, when ho was appointed to the charge 
of the 4'*^ (or Golandaz) Battalion of Artillery at 
Oawnpore, and having joined it there, he was, in the 
following month, formally transferred to it. In Nov- 
ember 1822 ho proceeded to the Presidency on leave, 
on the expiration of which, in May 1823, he was 
ordered to Dum-Dum ; thence he was sent, later on, to 
Cawuporo, by water, in command of a body of drafts 
for the A^llery in the Upper Provinces, and towards 
the end of December 1823 he was appointed to the 
oommand of the Cawnpore Division of Artillery. On 
attaining the rank of Lieutenant- Colonel ho was re- 
posted. August 1824, to the 4^*^ Battalion, and on the 
zeorganisation of the Artilleiy taking place in 1825 


he was again re-posted, 12th July, to the Golandas 
Battalion, which was now numberjd the 6&. In the 
following cold season he accompanied a part of this 
battalion into the field, and 8ul)8eqaontly, in command 
of the field aitillory of the Second Division, ho sorv^ 
throughout the siege and capture of Bharaipur. On 
the fail of Bharatpur he returned to Cawn)^>ore, and 
continued tliore in command of the 6^^ Battalion until 
February 1829, when he was appointed to the command 
of the Convalescent Depot at Landoui* for that year. 
He returned to Gawn] ore in the autumn, and he con- 
tinued Nerving there until pecember 1830, when he 
proceeded ou leave to the Pnkidency. In April 1831 
he was transferred to the 5'*^ Battalion, and towaids the 
end of the same month lie procc^oded ou leave to New 
South Wales and Van Diemen’s Laud. Returning to 
Bengal at the end of January 1833, he was sent to the 
Upper Provinces in the follmring May in command of 
a detachment ^ Artillery drafts, and praceodiiig to 
Agra, he them joined and took command of the 5**^ Bat- 
tiilion of Artillery. On liis ]>roniotion to the rank of 
Colonel l)eing iiotilied he was re-i)osU?d, NovembcT 1833. 
to the 5**' Battalion, and remained in command of it 
at Agra. In Soptemlun- 1834 he was appointed, with 
tlio rank of Brigadier, to command the Artillery of the 
force oixicrad to assemblo at AjiiUT for the coercion of 
the Raja of Jotlhpnr, but the force not being requirwl 
oveiilually for this purpose, he was appointed, in 
November 1834, in the same position, to tlio raducud 
force iletailod f'»r the nHluctiun of the district of 
Shekhawat to order, and lie was employed thereafter 
witli that force throughout its operations. On the 
bmiking up of the force, early in 1835, ho returned to 
Agiu and resumed his commaiid, and ho continued 
serving at Unit place until February 1836, when, on 
the head -quarters the 5^** Battalion inarching for 
CawujKjre, he })rocoeded on ten months’ sick leave to 
Simla. His leave wa.s afterwards extended for another 
twelve months, but he did not live to complete it, having 
dioil at Simla ou the 27*** April 1837, tlie immediatii 
cause of death l)eing a fever contracted during a shoot- 
ing expedition in the neighbouring hills.

Noth II. - Colonel Parke.* loft two daughtem : the elder of tbeie 
married, at Simla on the 17th AuguBt 1837, AN«t. -Surgeon John 
F. Pat;rin, of the Hen gal Mivlieal Service; the younger, Lucy, wm 
the wife of Major George Short, 4&ih N. I. ( 7 . r.). 

Parker, Sir George, Bar/., Captain and Brevet^ 
Ma/or (1813 — 1857 ), — Tabltt at Delhiy No. 158. — The 
second son of Sir William George Parker, Bart. (IT), of 
Harburn, Co. Warwick, Captain in the Royal Navy; and 
younger brothcT of Lieutenant and Brevet -Captain Wil- 
liam James Parker, 1“* Bengal Eiiro])eau Light Infantry 
(7. r.). Born on the 3** February 1813. —Kiitorad the 
Bengal Array in 1831. Arrived in India in July 1833, 
and was sent up to Dinapure to do duty with the Bengal 
Earo{)ean Regiment. Being a supernumerary at the timo 
he was not iinmediatrdy posted to a regiment, but con- 
tinued doing duty with the Eurojieaii Regiment until 
February 1834, when, having come on the effective 
strength of the Army in the ])X‘i}coding November, he 
was (X)8U{d to the 18*** N. I. He joined this regiment 
at Betul in June 1834, and continued serving with it 
there until September 1835, when he was transferred 
to the 74**> N. I.; and having joined that corps at 
Baxidlly in the following Noveiiibi!r, he proc**eded with 
it to Nasirabad in th j winli'r of 18.37 38. In the 
autumn of J839 he accompanied the rcgijnciit 0x1 Nervice 
against Jodhpur, and was with it in occupation of that 
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fortress during tlio winter of 1839-40, after which he 
returned with the corps to Nasirabad. In the spring 
of 1841 he marched with the I’cgimont to Ludhiana, 
whence, early in 1843, he proceeded with it to Nowgong, 
in Bnndelkhand. Fti the following September he was 
appointed Second-in- Command of the 1**^ and 2'* Bat- 
talions of Bnndelkhand Military Police at Banda, with 
which he continued serving until January 1846, when 
he was appointed to the temporary command of the 
Ambala Police Battalion. In the September succeeding 
he w'as appointed Commandant of the Meerut Police 
Battalion, and in the following December lie became 
acting Cantonment Joint-Magistnito of Meerut in 
addition. He remained in command of this battalion 
until it w^as disbanded in May 1847, and he was then 
taken into civil employ and, in the following month, 
a])pointed Joint Gautonmont Magistrate of Meerut. 
In Man'h 1848, on the death of his father, he succeeded 
to the Baronetcy, his elder brother 4iaving died at 
Simla in November 1843. In tho summer of 18.50 he 
went on leave, which was extended up to February 
1852, when he wont homo on furlough, vacating his 
civil appointment. Ho returned to India at the end 
of January 1855, and having rejoined the 74**' N. I. 
at Cawiipore, he was appointed, in tho following August, 
to officiate as Cantonment Joint- Mjigistrato at that place; 
this appointment was, however, cancelled in the suc- 
ceeding month. At the end of February 1856 his 
services were placed at the disposal of tho Lieutenant- 
Governor of the N.-W. Provinces, and in tho following 
month he was appointed Cantonment Magistrate at 
Cawupore for so long as his regiment might remain at 
that pla(H) : in the following May, however, his position 
was moditied, and he was appointed Cantonment J oint- 
Magistratc witliout reference to the movements of his 
regiment. Ho w’as still holding this a])p')intment when 
the Mutiny broke out at Cawnpove, and ho, with tho 
other British inhabitants, took refuge in Sir Hugb 
Wheeler’s entrenchment. His share in tho dofoTKJO 
of the entrenchment against tho rnutboers was, how- 
ever, a very small one, for on the third day of tho 
s'ege, the 8**' June 1857, a stroke of the sun brought 
his life to a torraination.

Parker, WUliam James, lAcuUnant and r»revef- 
Captain (1811 — 18RL . — Grave at Siimla, No, 309. — 
eldest son of Sir William George Parker, Bart, (IT), 
of Hnrbum, Co. Warwick, an<l brother to Captain Sir 
George Parker, Bart, (in)i of fho N. f. (</. r.). 
Born in 1811. — -Entered the Bengal Army in 1827. 
Arrived in India in Soptemt)er 1828, aTid early in tho 
folloiving November was ordered np to Cawnpore to do 
duty with the 51*^ N. T., and on that regiment leaving 
tlie station he was, in February 1829, directed to do 
duty with the 2-1*** N. T. In March 1829 he was posted 
to tho 1*** European Regiment, which he joined at Agra. 
Early in 1832 he moved with the ivgimont to Dina- 
])oro, whence he accompanied it back to Agra in De- 
cember 1835. In the autumn f>f 3838, on the coi*p8 
being detailed for service in the field, ho accompanied 
it to Kama), wlienco he marched witli it to Fero/e- 
jKU'c, and, joining tlie Army of the Indus, ho procet3ded 
with it thence to Afghanistan, thereafter serving with 
it throiighouw the campaign of 1838-39 in that (Jountry, 
including the storm and capture of Ghazni (Medal) 
and tVie occupation of K-vbiil. He subsetjttently acfvim- 
l>aiLlod the regiment to Jalalabad, and in August 1840 


ho served wjth the corps in the operations in the Waziri 
Valley, inclu(Kng the capture of the Kajjah forts, in 
which he was severely woAnded. On account of the 
severity of his ^ound he was obliged to return to India 
on leave, and having afterwards proceeded on sick 
leave to Calcutta, he was detained there for more than 
a year, and did not rejoin his regiment (which had in 
the moantimo returned from Afghanistan, apd was 
then at Karnal ) until near the end of January 1842. 
In the autumn of 18,t2 he moved with 'his regiment 
(which had now become the “ I*** European Light In- 
fantry ”) to Ferozepore, whore ho sorvod with it^ in the 
Army of Reserve until January 1813, and on that 
Aripy being broken np he accompanied the corps to 
Sttbathu, arriving there.with it at the end of the follow- 
ing March. In April he proceeded on six months* 
leave to Simla, and he died at that place on the 4ih 
November 1843. 

Noth.- -Captain (thou Etmign^ Parker marriod, firit, at Dinapora 
on the 18tb January 1831, F^lioBbo, dan^htor of Superintendinf^^ 
burgeon John Marshall, Tkngal Medical Service ; and this lady dying 
at Agra on tho 30th June 1836, aged 25, he married, seoondly, at 
Sonunpore on the 29tn July 18-tl, Mnrgartt Kllen, the eldest 
danglitcr of William Grcave.s, K^qr, — There being no issue 
of either marriage, his younger brother succeeded to the barouetcj 
when his father died in March 1848. * 

Parks, James Henry Haffey, msiqn (c, 1829— 

1819 ). — *Grave at Peshawa^i Bee No. 932. — *Entered 
II. M.’s Sorvico (frt>m the Royal Mily. College) on the 
1 Ith JufiO 1817 as an Ensign in the 36**^ Foot, the 
depot of whi(rli ho joined in the Isle of Wight, the 
rogiinont itself beinr^ then in tho Ionian Island.^. On 
the 25th Fobruiiy 1848 ho was transferred to the 
6 1"*- Foot, and proceeding to India in the folio win|J 
summi r, ho joined tliat regiment in the Julfundur Doab 
in Oetolier. Ho snbseqnrntly Borvod with it in the 
Punjab CMTiipaigu of 1848-49, and was present at tho 
passage of the (’honab (at Ramnii.gar on tho 4*-*^ Do- 
ceudior, vr'th the baggago-guard), the battles of Chilian- 
wala and Gujerat, and tho pursuit of the enemy to 
Po'-hawar (Medal and two clasps). On the conclusion 
of tho war he was stationed with the regiment at 
Poshawar, and he died at that place on tho 20**» J uly 
1849. 

Parry, Sidney, ^^ajor and Breve t-fAeutenant- Colo ^ 
f»el (1840 —1883 '. — Grave at Murree^ No. 826. — Son of 
Frederick John Sidney Parry, Ewir., of Onslow Square,. 
Lonilon. Bora on the 26**^ January 1840. — Entered 
H M.’8 Service on the 15**‘ Ma^ 1857, as a Lieutenant 
in the Royal Artillery. He was at first posted to the 
12*** Battalion, in which he served until the end of tho 
succeeding year, when be was transferred to the 9***. 
On the reorganisation of the Royal ArLillery taking 
place in April 1859 ho was jiosted to the 8*** Brigade, 
in which he served until the eml of 1861, when he was 
transferred to the 6**'. In this brigade he served for 
nearly seven years, during tho last three of which he 
was stationed with the 7*** Battery at Portsmouth. On 
his promotion to the rank of Captain taking place (30**> 
September 1S68), be was transferred from the 7**i 
Battery, 6*** Brigade, to the 6*** Battery, 7*** Brigade, 
at Gosport ; in the following November he was removed 
to the 7*** Battery, 12**' Brigade, at Jersey, and in June 
1869 to the 2*^ Battery, 12**^ Brigside, at Alderaey. In 
August 1870, he moved with this battery to Ports- 
mouth, and he continued serving with it there until 
January 1871, when he was transferred to ‘lA ” Battery, 
9*** Brigade. Proceeding to India in the succeeding 
spring, he joined this battery at St. Thomas’ Mount, 
Madras, whence he accom})anied it to Secunderabad 
in February 1873. About the same time ho was de- 
tailed for duty at the Wellington Convalescent DopAt, 
an l he continued serving there until the spring of 1874, 
when, having been transferred to “ C ” Battery, 9*^ 
B"’V:ado, he proceeded to Bangalore and joined it thoie* 
From October 1876 to April 1877 ho officiated as Aide- 
de-Camp to Major- General Elmhirst, commanding the 
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Mysore Dmeion. On the 26‘** Jane 1877^ ho was »d- | 

vanced to the regimental rank of Major, and going home 
Boon afterwards he joined “ I#” Battery, Brigade, to 
^hioh he had been posted on promotion.* In command 
of this battery he returned to India towards the end of 
the same year, and having accompanied it to Sitapur, 

}jc served with it there until the outbreak of the Afghan 
War in the autumn of 1878, when he was appointed to 
do duty with Q ” Battery, Brigade. In command 
of this battery Jie served Aroughout the campaign of 
1878-79 in the Kuram Valley, and took part in the 
forcing of the Pei war Kotal. On the termination of 
the first phase of the war he remained with G-3*^ in 
the Kuram Valley, and was stationed at Shalozan. ^In 
August 1879 he was transferred to D ” Batteiy, “ A” 
Brigade, Royal Horse Arty , iJut before intelligence of 
the transfer could reach India the war had broken out 
afresh, and, in command of , he had again gone 
to the front, accompanying ihe force moving on Kabul 
under the command of Sir Frederick Roberts, with 
which he was present at the action of Charasiah and 
the ocenpatiou of Kabul. Ho subse(}netitly joined and 
assumed command of D-A., Royal Horse Artillery, at 
l^eshawar, and in Deoomlier he accompanied that 
battery on service on the Khaibar line, where he took 
])art in various movements and operations, including an 
affair with the Mohraands nt AU Boghun ; and ho con- 
tinued on that service until April 1880, when the battery 
was TO(5ailed, and ho moved with it to Rawal Piudi. 
For his services during the Afghan War he n^ceived a 
modal with two clasps, and was promoted to the rank of 
liieutenant-Colonol by brevet. In October 1880 he 
went home on sick leave, and was absent from India 
until October 1881, when he rejoined his battery at 
Rawal Pindi. In the spring of 1883 he went on sick 
leave to Murree, and at that place lie died on the 11th 
July following. 

Parsons, William Cunliffe, Ensign (1828 — 
1851). — Grave at Ludhiana^ No» 586. — Son of Liciitcm- 
aut-Genoral Jame.s Ducket Parsons, C.B., Bengal 
Infantry. Born at Ilissar, 24th Juno 1828. — Entered 
tile Bengal Army in 1845. Arrived in India in April 
J84C, and wa.s sent up to Barrackpore to do duty with 
the 20tli N. I. ; in the following month, however, this 
ariiingemont was altered, and ho was ordered up to 
Diuapore to do duty there with the 1®^ N. I. In Juno 
1846 he was posted to the 56'*^ N. I. at Agra, but he novor 
joined tliis jogiinont, and in July he was removed, at 
his own rocpiest, to the 5^*» N. I., then at Dacca. Being 
oil leave at the time he did not join this regiment imme- 
diately, and in September he received permission to do 
duty with the 16'** N. I. at Diuapore until his own 
regiment should arrive at that station. Ho jointnl the 
5*** accordingly on its arrival at Diuapore in January 
1847. In the spring of 1850 ho accompanied his 
regiment to Lahore, and ho was with it there until the 
end of the year. In December 1850 he was g**auted 
leave on medical certificate for a year, to proceed to 
Gwalior (where his father was then Brigadier Com- 
manding the Gwalior Contingent) and afterwards to 
Mussoorie and Landour, but ho had scarcely begun his 
journey to Gwalior when he died at Ludhiana on the 
4^** January 1851. 

Passy, Harry Everard, Lieutenant- Colonel (1854 - 
1904). — Grave and tablet at Rawal Pindi^ Nos, 796 
and 811. — -Bom on the 28th August 1854. — Entered 
H. M.’s Service on the 9th August 1873 as a Sub- 
Lieutenant in the 41®* Foot, and was afterwards pro- 
moted to the rank of Lieutenant from the same date. 
Proceeding to India, he joined the regiment at Multan 
before the end of the year, and having accompanied it 
to Aden in February 1874, he wont home with it from 
that station in March 1875. He subsequently served 
with the 41®* at Shorncliffe and Pembroke until September 
1876, when, having been transferred to the 2^ Battalion 
17*** Foot, on the 13*** of that month, he proceeded to 
Ireland and joined his new corps at Templernore. In the 


following month he embarked with it for India, Mid 
landing at Bombay an the 7**» November, he accom^nied 
the battalion to Mhow, where he served with it for ihjei 
months. On the 28*** Februaiy 1877 ho "was appointed 
an Offg. Wing Officer in the 26*** Bombay N. I., on pro- 
bation for the I^mbay Staff Corps, into which ho was 
subsequently admitted with effect fiom that date, and 
in the following month ho joined the regiment at Poena, 

In April 1878 he was appointed a Wing Officer, and 
in the follo^ving August the post of Adjutant was opn- 
ferred upon him : this appointment he held for nearly 
four years, in the course of which bo served with the regi- 
ment at Deesa, Ahmedabad and Baroda, twice officiated as 
a Wing Commander, and, in addition to bis other duties, 
hold for nearly t wo yeara the (command of the depftts 
of seveml corps which wore then on service in Afglianis- 
tan. In July 1882 he was appointed tt) the Military 
Accounts Dept, on jirobation, and in tliat department, 
in its Roveml grAles and classes, the rest of his service 
(which extended to the three Pi'esidcncies) was passed. 

In March 1899 he was appointed Offg. Dopy. Acot - 
Genl , Military Dept., Gavt. of India, and he was ma^o 
pormanont in that appointment in May 1900. In the 
following Augmst, as Field (controller of Accounts, he 
aC(*OTnpauiod the Expeditionary Forco sent on servioe 
to China, where he v as omployed- for more than a year. 
He returned to Calcutbi in Novemlier 1901, and was 
there eng.aged on the a(^c»iunts of thi? China Force until 
March 1902, when he wjis a]i]K)intetl Offg. Controller 
of Mily. Accounts, Bombay Command, a situation iu 
which he remainiHl until the spring of the succeeding 
year. From April 1903 to April 1904 ho officiate 
as Controller of Mily. Accounts, Bengal Command. He 
was then appointed Offg. Control leu* of Mily. Accounts 
Punjab (yoriimarul, and having been made permanent 
in tied, ap])ointm<'nt on the Id*** Scqifornber following, 
he conliTiiiod holding it until his death. Ho died at 
Rawal Pindi on the 22^ Decemlxir 1904. 

Paterson, Francis Stuart, Major (1818 — 

1860). — LVfzre at Delhi, No, 126. — Eiiterod the Bengal 
Army in 1834. Arrived in India in J uly 1835, and in 
the following month was sent up to Benares to do duty 
with the 66*** N. I. In Septeml^r 1835 ho was posted 
to tho 55*** N. I., at Chittagong, but he never joined 
this regiment, and in the following November he was 
removed, at his own request, to tho 54*** N. f., which he 
joined at Meerut early in J836. Towards the end of 
18,38 ho marched with tho regiment to Dslhi, and 
thence to Karnal in March 1839. In tho following 
Royitembor be went on leave to Simla, and thence, in 
Noveiulwr, to Mussoorie, on medical certificate, for a 
year, and during his alisonce his regiment proceeded to 
Afghanistan. On the expiration of his leave in Novem- 
ber 1841 he proceedc^d to Ferozepore to await an oppor- 
tunity of joining his regiment, and in the meantime the 
outbreak at Kabul took place. The first opportunity 
of proceeding to Afghanistan occurred when Colonel 
Wild’s brigade was moved up to Peshawar : ho joined it, 
and on the 2** January 1842 Colonel Wild directed 
him to do duty with tho 30*** N. I., and with this regi- 
ment (his own having been destroyed in the retreat 
from Kabul) ho served throughout tho subsequent 
campaign in Afghanistan, including tho actions in the 
Khailwir Pass on the 23** and 24*** January, tho forcing 
of tho pass on tho 5*** April, the subsequent advance to 
Jalalabad, and various skirmishes in tho passes daring 
the return march to Hindustan (Modal). On tho return 
of the Array he proceeded for a short time on leave,, 
and then joined tho resuscitatod 64*** at Cawupore, 
whence ho accompanied the corps to Delhi in November 
181.4, and to Perozopore in March 1845. He was serv- 
ing at that place when the first Sikh War broke out 
in December 1845, anti marching out with his regimene 
on tho 21®* of that month, in the Division under the 
command of Sir John Ijittler, he was present at the 
battle of Firozshahr (Medal). Returning with the 
regiment to Ferozepore on tho 25*** he continued senring 
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ii there nniil the end of the war. In January 
kM7 ha marched with the 54^^ to Lahore, and thence at 
the end of the year to Agra. In the winter of 1849*50 
he accompanied the regiment to Barrackpore and in 
the epring of 1852 he proceeded with it to Aligarh, of 
whicm station he was in command for some time after 
his arrival there in March. In the following year 
he was for some months in command of the left wing 
cf the regiment, detached to Moradabad. In April 
1856 he accompanied the regiment to Delhi. Ho was 
with it when it mutinied there on the 11th May 
1857, but though in groat peril, when in command 
of a detachment at the Kashmir Gnte, he succe^edcd 
in escapintir to Meerut. Ho afterwards proceeded on 
leave to Simla, where he remaiTied until the end of 
October. Ho subsequently returned to Delhi, but after 
the mutiny he was never again employed, and he con- 
tinued doing general duty at that place until his death. 
He died at Delhi, of small-pox, on the Sfldth May 18G0. 

Paton, Charles Stawarti Lieutenant (1826 — 
1852).— ffrare at Simla, Ao. 329. — Son of Captain 
John Forbes Paton, Bengal Engineers, and grandson 
of liieutenant-Genoral Hugh Stafford, Bengal Infantry. 
Born at Calcutta on tho li^*| January 1826. — Entered 
the Bengal Army in 1843, with rank as Second-Licut- 
jsnant of Engineers from the 8^*^ December of that 
year, the date on which he passed his examination. 
After going through tho usual course at Chatham, he 
proceeded to India, arriving at Fort William in 
August 1845. lu the following month he was sent up 
^ Meerut to do duty with tQ Sappers and Miners, 
to which corps he was appointed in October, and having 
peen posted to tho 7^^* Company, ho accompanied it 
mto the field on the outbreak of the first Sikh War, and 
was present with it at the battle of Sobraon (Medal). 
Pn tne close of the Sutlej Campaign he proceeded with 
the company to Ferozepore, whence he accompanied it 
to Lahore at the end of 1846. He continued serving 
with the corps (which became the Corps of Sappera 
and Pioneers in the following September) uiitil near 
^e end of December 1847, when ho was appointed to 
ihe Dept, of Public Works, to mark out and superin- 
tend the cons^ction of a road from Kamal direct to 
Iferozepore. In this employment he continued until 
the summer of 1848, when, in consequence of the out- 
break in the Punjab, he was ordered to join the field force 
Under the command of Major-General Whish, and 
having done so, he served with it at both sieges of 
iMultan, the i^cond one resulting in the capture of tlio 
place in January 1849. After the fall of Multan he 
accompanied tho field force in its movement to join 
the main army under the Commander-jn-Chief, and 
was specially employed in conducting a fleet of boats 
up the^ Chenab to Bainnagar, a duty which he carried 
out so efiectively that the force on the left bank was 
enabled to cross the river and co-operate in the decisive 
battle of Gu jerat, in which he was present ( Medal and 
two clasps). He was subsequently employed in 
superintending crossing of the captured and sur- 
rendered Sikh guns over the Chenab by the bridge-of- 
boats near ^T’uzirabad, and this business being com- 
in April, he went back to his work on the 
•Ferozepore road. In this employment he con- 
tinued until December 1849, when, his services having 
been placed at the disposal of the Foreign Dept., he 
Wa appointed an Asst. Executive Engineer in the 
Department of the Civil Engineer in tho Punjab. 
From June to November 1851 he officiated as Executive 
Engineer of the Bari Doab Canal. In the spring of 
the succeeding year he proceeded to Simla on sick leave» 
juid at that pkoe be di^ on the 14^^ May 1852. 

Patteneon. Henry Thomas Tylden-, Lieutenant 
1824 — 1848 ). — Grave at Ludhiana^ No. 582.^Sm 
Tyiden-Pattenspn. 

Pattoun, Richard Tyrrell Robert, HeuUnani^ 
Ophnel (1798—1848 ). — Tablete at Jullundur and. 
ifttlton, Not. 546 and 882. — Entered H M/s Service 


on the 11*^ January 1816 as an Ensign in the JEloyal 
African Corps, which he joined the same year on the 
West Coast of Africa. In 1817 he served with a port 
of the corps at the storming of Fort bangalung and 
at the capture of the town of Lightbum, on the Kio 
Pongas, and in 1818 betook part in the capture of 
Barsa To^, on, the Gambia. On tho Iloyal African 
Corps being disbanded in the following year, he was 
laced on half-pay from the 31** October 1819, and 
e remained in that position for one year. On tho 
5^*^ Octolier 1820 ho exchanged to fnU pay in the 54^*» 
Foot, and having joined that regiment in the Cape 
Colony, South Africa, he accompanied it to India in 
1822, landing at MadraH, and proceeding thence to 
Bangalore. In the following year he went homo on 
leave, and he was absent from India lor three years 
in the course of which, on the 10^^ August 1823, he 
was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. Returning 
to India in 1826 ho rejoined the 54**^ at Madras, 
and in the same year he accompanied tho corps to 
Cannanorc, whence, in 1832, he proceeded with it ‘ to 
Trichinopoly. On the 6‘*» July 1833, he was appointed 
Ad ju tint of tho regiment, hut he hold this situation 
for little more than a year, having had to vacate it on 
X>roriiotion to the rank of Captain on the 2*^ September 
1834. He went home with the regiment in the spring 
of 1840, and landing at Gravesend In tho following 
August, he subsequently served with it at Canterbury 
Dover and Weedon. On the 8^** February 1842, ho 
was promoted to the rank of Major, and in the succeed- 
ing month ho accompanied tho regiment to Ireland 
and was stationed with it at Belfast. On the 8^** April 
1842, ho exchanged into the 2P‘ Foot, and embarking 
for BengJil in the summer, he landed* at Calcutta in 
November ; and having marched to Benares in com- 
mand of a body of drafts for regiments in the Upper 
Provinces, he proceeded thence to Kampti in tho 
Madras Presidency, and there joined his regiment in 
March 1843. On the 6^*^ Decemlxjr 1843, ho was 
promoted to the rank of Lieutenant- Colonel. In tho 
winter of 1845-46 he moved with the regiment to the 
Bengal Presidency, and was stationed with it at Agra, 
whence, early in 1847, he accompanied it to Cawiipore • 
and on the corps being ordered home that year, he 
exchanged, 24^*^ September 1847, into the 32^ Foot. 
Joining that regiment at Meerut at tho end of the 
following month, he moved with it to Ambala in 
February 1848, and thence to Ferozepore in the 
follpwing May ; and in August 1848 he proceeded with 
it on service to Multan, the Governor of which place, 
the Dewan Mulraj, had rebelled. There on the 9« and 
September he commanded columns of attack on 
tho posts occupied by the troops of Mulraj under the 
walls of the fortress, and on the latter occasion he lost 
his life, having l)een killed just as the assaulting force 
had, after a sanguinary conflict, succeeded Jn carrying 
the enemy’s position. 

Paul, William, Lieutenant (1828— 1857).— 
at Kohat, No. 1043. — Boni at Elgin, Co. Moray, N. B 
in 1828.— Entered the Bengal Army in 1847. ’ Arriv- 
ed in India in May of tho same year, and was 
sent up to Benares to do duty ^vith the 48^*> N. I. 

In February 1848 ho was posted to the 7«h N. L 
and having joined that regiment at Ludhiana, he 
accompanied it, in the following May, to Jullundur, 
where he served with it throughout the duration rf 
the. second Sikh War. In April 1849 he marched 
back to Ludhiana with the regiment, and in the 
winter of 1852*53 he accompanied it to Berhampore. 
At ^ the end of September 1854, he was appointed 
Adjutant of thp 4^ Punjab Infantry, which he joined

On tho aiTival of the head-quarters of the 
regiment at Amritsar on the 20^** August ho rejoined 
the corps with his detachment, and accom^ianiod it to 
Delhi, arriving there on the 5**^ September, and there- 
after taking part in the siege and storming of the place. 
da the ooptomber, tlie Commandant having l>?en 
wounded in the course of the fighting inside of Delhi, 
he assumed command of tho i^egiment, and accompany- 
ing it in the pursuing column under Colonel (Jreatlied, 
he commanded tho corps in tho actions of liiilandshahr 
and Aligarh, tho affair of Akrabad, the battio of Agi*a, 
the affair of Mai^aiganj, and tlio operations for tho 
relief of Lucknow. In the coui’se of these last he was 
mortally wounded in the storming of the Sikandarbagh, 
«on the IG** November 18o7, and ho died in consequence 
on the succeeding day. 

Payne, Orlebar BIctstow, Lieutenant (c. 1829— 
1849). — Monument on tho. GhlUanwala haitlefkeld^ 
No. 752. — Entered II. M.’s Service on th(i 3^^* April 
184G as an "Ensign in tho 24*^* Foot. Joined tho 
regiment at Cork, and in tho following month embarked 
with it for Bengal. Arriving at Cahnitta in Septomlwr, 
ho soon afterwards proceeded with tli<^ corps to tho 
Upper Provinces, and reached Agra in starch 1847. 
On the 7‘*' April 1848 ho was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant. In tho following 0<?tober he marched 
with the regiment to join tlie Array of the Punjab at 
Ferozepore, and taking tlie field in the following month, 
he served with the regiment in tho Punjab Campaign 
of 18‘l?8-49, including the passage of the Chenab, tTio 
action of Sadulapiir and tlio l^attle of Chilianwala, in 
which last, whilst gallantly rushing on to tho assault 
of the Sikh position, h<3 fell in tho midst of the enemy’s 
guns, — 13**' January 1849. 

Paynter, Howell, LieiUnuint-Colonel (1804 — . 
1851). — See the notes on the Ckiliantvala Monument^ 
No. *1^2 , — Entered H. M.’s Service on the 2G*'' April 
1828 as an Ensign in the 9**' Foot. Joined that 
regiment at Manchestci’, and shortly afterwards pro- 
ceeded with it to Trchiiid. On the 21^* Novettiber 1828 
he was ti'ansf erred to the .’)*)**' Foot, which he Joined 
-Qit Newry, and with that regiment lie continued serving 
in Ireland until December 1831, when bo embarked with 
it for Jamaica. In that island he served with the 5G**' 
for more than a year. On the G**' January 1833, he 
was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant, and on tlio 5**» 
April following, ho was transferi’ed to the 24**' Foot, 
which ho joined at Quebec, and with this corps he served 
in Canada for eight years, including the period of tho 
rebellion. He returned homo with the regiment in 
July 1841, and was stationed with it at Devonport. 
On tho May 1842 he was advanced to the rank 
of Captain. In the spring of 1843 he proceeded with 
ihe regiment to Scotland, and thence in tho autumn 
of tho same year ho accompanied it to Ireland. On 
ihi^’28*** April 1846 he was promoted to tho rank of 
Major. He continue4r^i'riug ivith tho 24*** in Ireland 
until May 1846, whetClbe embarked with tho regiment 
for Bbilgal. Landing ii| Calcutta in September 1846 
ho adteipwied the I'ogiment to the Upjier Provinces, 
at ^t ORiazipur, but oflttwards to Agra, where he 
axifved With it 6arly iu March 1847. In October 1848 
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he marched with the regiment for Feroaepore, to joiil 
the Army of the Punjab, and arriving at that etatioB 
early in November, ho thereafter sorvoil with it in tha 
Pun jab Campaign of 1848-49, including tho passage of 
tho Chenab, tho action of Sadulapur, and tho battio o& 
Ghilianwala, in which last he was dangerously wounded 
having been shot thraiigh tho lungs in the advance 
through tho junglo (Medal and clasp). In consequenco 
of casualties in tho rogiinont at Ghilianwala, ho was 
promoted to the nmk of Jiicutouant-Colonol on the 14*** 
January 1849. On jwcount of the severity of his 
wotind ho was absemi from the rogimon^ on leave, until 
Fobniaiy 1850. He then I'o joined the corps 4t Wazii> 
ahad, but, still suffering from his wound, ho was 
obliged soon afterwards to procood on leave to South 
Africa, and ihenco to England. In August 1850 ho 
was nominated a Com]>anion of tho Order of tho Bath. 
His health being completidy shattoml, ho retired firom 
the seiwico, by the sale of his commission, on tho 7*** 
August 1851, and on tho 13**' Noveml)op following, ho 
died at Baih^ his doatli having Isjon duo entirely to tho 
terrible wound he had rocoivoil two years and ton months 
before.

iu tliat corps on tho 5**' May 1888. On tho 10***

— After sumo yeara^ 
soi-vico in tbc3 ranks of tlio Tiiglit Dragoons (with 
wliich ho was presimt at tho siogo and capture of 
Bharatpur in 1825-2G), ho was, oil tlio 1** January 1828^ 
transferred to tlio service of the Eaet India Company 
and promotfil to t)i(3 rank of Sergeant. On the 5*** of 
tho Hn(H»oeding montli ho was appointed Quarter- Mas toPr 
Sergeant of tho !()*•* LiglR Cfivalry, and liaving joined 
tliat corps at Meerut, li»s iu March 1829, pi-oceodod with 
it to ^riiow. In May 1829 ho wjis appointed Sergeant- 
Major of tho rogimout. J^Iarly in 1832 lio marc^hod 
with the regiment to Kai nal, whonco, in tho juitnmn of 
1834, ho proceeded with it to j^futtra. From July 1839 
to near tho end of 1841, during tlio absence on leave of 
his brother, Riding-Master ’riiomas Foako, Iu; was 
acting Riding-MasUn- of tho rogimout, find during ihiti 
yKirioj] he acjcomjianicd tho cror|)8 to Njisirabfwl iu 
DccciulHir 1839, sitkI thence to Forozfj/)oro towfirds thcr 
end of the following year. On tho return of his brother 
ho reverted to tho position of Scrgeant-Mfijor, and iu 
that capacity Ikj accompfinifnl tho n^girrieut on sorvioo 
to Afghanistan, whore ho sc7*vod throughout tho 
campaign of lSt2 imd(*r CioncM*al Pollock (Mo<laI). 
On i-ctuniing from Afghani.stau ho proccfslcd with tho 
regiment to Meerut, arriving thero in Fc^bniary 1813, 
but in the autumn of the same year ho again proeeedod 
on service with tho regimoiit, iu tho right wing of the 
Army of Gwalior, and wan present with it at the battle 
of Maliarajpuf (bronze s^r). He returned with the 
regiment to Meerut in Match 1844, and in the following 
autumn he marched with it to Nowgong, in Bundei* 
khand. Qn the 6**» December 1844, he was appointed & 
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wuiuff-Master on the establishment, with effect from 
the of the preoedinB month, and having been posted 
to the 7^^ Light Oavaiiy, he joined that reg^ent at 
ffliikarpnr, in Sindh. Early in 1846 he moved towards 
the Punjab with the re^mont, in the Sindh Field Forde, 
but the termination of &o first Sikh War rendered the 
mrvioes of this fom) unnecessary, and he proceeded 
with the regiment to Muttra, arriving there in May. 
In the autumn of 1847 he accompanied the ragiment 
ib Jullundur, and during the Punjab Campaign of 
1848-49 he was employed with it within the Jullnndur 
Doab. Towards- the end of 1849 ho accompanied the 
regiment tb Peshawar. In July 1850, on the death of 
his brother, he was transferred, as Riding-Master, to 
the 10^^ Light Cavalry, but was directed, at the same 
time, to continue doing duty with the at Peshawar, 
until the following October. Ho was on his way to 
join the 10**^, at Kartarpur, when he died at Lahore on 
the 0^^ November 1850. O 

Peake. Thomas, Riding-Master (1796—1850).-- 
Tablet at JullundWy No. 551.— Served for several years 
in the ranks of the 11^^ Light Dragoons, and attained 
the rank of Sergeant in that regiment. On the 9^’* 
August 1825 he was tiansfeired to the service of the 
Hast India Company, promoted to the mnk of Sergeant 
therein, and appointed Asst. Riding-Master to the 
Extra Regiment of Light Cavalry (afterwards 
designated the lO^'* Light Cavalry), In the following 
October he was appointed Riding-Master to the regi- 
ment, with effect from the 10*** of the preceding month. 
He served with the corps at Meerut until the bogiiming 
of December, when ho accompanied it on service, and, 
in the winter of 1825-26, ho was present with it at the 
siege and capture of Bharatpur. On the teimiination 
of the siege he returned with the regiment to Meerut, 
whence he proceeded with it to Mhow in th(i spring of 
1829, to Karnal early in 1832, and to Muttra in the 
autumn of 1834. In January 1839 he wont on leave, 
and subsequently obtained permission to proceed to New 
South Wales, but this was cancelled at his own request 
in May. In the following July this leave was re-granted, 
and he was absent in the Australian colonies until near 
ibo end of 1841. On his return he rejoined the regiment 
at FerozepoTO, and early in the following year, ho 
accompanied it to Afglumistan, where he served with it 
throughout tlio campaign of 1842 under General 
Pollock (Medal). On tho withdiawal of our forces 
from Afghanistan he proceeded with tho I'egiment to 
Meerut, arriving there early in Fel)ruary 1843, but 
towards the end of the year he again accompanied it 
into tho field, served witn it in the Gwalior Campaign, 
and was pi'Gsent at the battle of Mahanijpur (bronze 
star). He returned with the regiment to Meerut in 
the spring of 1844, and towards the end of the year 
marched with it to Nowgoug, in Bundolkhand. In the 
spring of 1846 he accompanied the regiment to Mhow, 
and in the cold season of 1847-48 ho proceeded with it 
to Kartarpur, where he servetl with it threughout tho 
period of the second Sikh War. He continued serving 
with the 10**» Light Cavalry at KartaTOur until his 
death, which took place there on the 31®* May 1850. 

Pearson, Henry Brand reth. Lieutenant (1827— 
1849).— Grave at Simian No. 323. — ^Born on the 5*** May 
1827. — ^Entered the Bengal Army in 1845. Arrived in 
India in April 1846, and was sent up to Benares to do 
duty with the ^9*** N. I. On the 1®* May following ho 
was posted to* tho 56*** N. I., and proceeding onwards 
to Agra, he joined that regiment there. In the autumn 
of same year he ticcompanied the regiment to 
Nurpur, in the Jullundur Duab, whence ho moved with 
it to Hajipur in the spring of 1^7. In Februaiy 1848 
hi^ accompanied the corps to Ludhiana, and thence, in 
the autumn, ho marched with it to Ferozeporo, the 
regiment having been detailed to form part of the Army 
of the Punjab. Ho thereafter served with it throughout 
the Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, and was presmit with 
it at the jgassage of . the Ohenab, the action of Sadulapnr, 

<!)• liattleB of Chilianwala ami Xiujerat, and the pursuit 


of the SiUif and AfgihuiB to Peshawar (Medal and tmw 
clasps). On oonclosion of the campaign he aocomr , 
panied the regiment to Lahbte, whence, in July . 184». . 
he proceeded on siok leave to Simla. & died at that 
plaoe on tho 15*** October following. 

Peebles, Allan Laing, OaptcUn (1863— 1896). 

Orave at Mardan^ No. 1019. — ^Bom on the 30th July 
1863. — Entered H. M.’s Seiwioe (from the Royal Mily. 
College) on the 10*** Maroh 1883 as a Lieutenant in the 
1®* Battalion, Devonshire Regiment (the 11*** Foot), 
which he joined shortly afterwards in Dublin. He sub* 
aequently served with the battalion at Newry, Cork and 
Aldershot, and on the 12*** August 1890 he was appoint- 
ed Adjutant. In January 1891 he accompanied the 
cor|iB to Bgypt^ and ^hile serving there, on the 1«* 
April following, he was promoted to the rank of 
Captain. In January 1893 he proceeded with the 
bat^ion to India, aniving at Rawal Piudi, the station 
assigned to the corps, in tho following month, and in 
August 1894, on completing his tour of service in the 
appointment, he vacated the Adjutancy. In tlie suc- 
ceeding December he accompanied the battalion to 
Nowshera. In the winter of 1894-95, in command of a 
detachment of his battalion, with a Maxi/n gun, ' he 
served throughout tho Waziristan expedition (Izulia 
Medal and clasp). In April 1895, in command of tho 
same Maxim detachment, he semnl in the Chiirali 
Relief Expedition and took part in the forcing of tho 
Malakand Pass, tho ^tion of Khar, and tho passage of 
tho Symt and Panjkora rivers. In the last-mentioned 
operation he got his Maxim across the river during the 

evening of the 13*** April on a A; raft, and was in 

action with the enemy, on the right bank, early on the 
folhnving inomiiig, but he had not been long engaged 
when he received a mortal wound, from the ^^ta 
of which ho died, at Sado, on the following dav.— tho 
15th April 1895. 

Peel, Joseph, Tjieutenanl (1824—1849). — Tablet at 
JullunduTy No. 540. — Tho third son of Edmond Peel 
Bsqr. (who was first cousin to Sir Robert Peel the 
eminoui statesman), and nephew to the Right Hon’blo 
Sir Lawrence Peel, KL, P. C., Chief Justice of Bengal 
from 1842 to 1855. Bom in September 1824.-"Enteref} 
the Bengal Army in 1841. Arrived in India in October 
of the same year, and in the following month was sent 
up to Benares to do duty with the 9**» N. I. Jn Januarv 
1842 he was posted to tho 37*** N. I., and that regiment 
being then on service in Afghanistan, he was ducted 
to pi|ooeed to Forozepore, and there await an opportunity 
of joining it ; tho 37**» having, however, been destreyed 
in the retreat from Kabul, ho was directed in the 
following month to proceed to Delhi, and there do duly 
with the 3*^ Infantry Levy. To this corps ho remained 
attached until June 1842, when having fallen ill hs 
was obliged to proceed on sick leave to Landoup and 
Mussoorio, and at those places he was detained by ill- 
health until nearly the end of November 1843. He then 
joined the re-formed 37*** at Allahabad, and at that place 
he continued serving with it until December 1844, 
when he proceeded on leave to Calcutta, on the expira- 
tion of which, in April 1845, he rejoined liis regiment 
at Nasirabad. In Noveml)er 1845 he proceeded on two 
months’ leave to visit tho camp of the Governor- 
General (Lieutenant-General the Right Hon’ble Sir 
Henry Hardinge, G.C.B.,— afterwards Viscount Har- 
dinge), and ho accompanied tho camp when, on tho 
outbreak of the first Sikh War, His Wellency took 
the field with the Army of the Sutlej. As acting Aide- 
de-Camp he served on His Excellency's Staff at tho 
battles of Mudki and Firozshahr, in the latter of whieff 
he was wounded : ho was then, with effect from the 
21®* December, appointed an Aide-de-Gamp to 
Excellency, and in that capaoitv he served untrllae 
conclusion of the campaign, * inmuding the bat^ of 
Sobraon (Medal and two claB|ls). He oontinubek^ iho 
; personid staff of ‘ the Governor-General Until nllkr ftV 
the end of December 1847, ^hen, on , LordT fiarding^E;. 
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going home; he tras appointed Second-in-Commaoid of 
the Sildi lK»c«d Infa^ He joined •thie regiment 
at Hoehiarpnr, and daring the earlier part of the 
Punjab Campaign of 1848-49 *he was eiqployed with it 
in various operations against insurgents in the Julian- 
dur, Bari and Bechna Doal)S, including the surprise and 
capture of the fort of Aki*ot on the December. In 
January 1849 he was detached in command of two 
companies to join a force under Brigadier Wheeler 
operating ageinst the insurgent Bam Singh, and gal- 
Iwtlj leading these companies in the storming of the 
heights of Dalla, on the left bank of tlio Bavi» on the 
16^“ of that month, he received a dangerous wound, 
from the efEeots of which he died, in camp near Dallaj 
on the following day. 

Pemberton, Duncan Scott, Lieuteminf- Colonel 
and Brevet-Colonel (1837 — 1888). — Grave at Srinagar^ 
Ho. 11527 : tablet at Lalutre, No, 689. —One of the 
younger sons of Captain Robert Boileau Femliertoii, 
Bengal N. T. Born at Calcutta on the 25^*' Febru- 
ary 1837. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1856, with 
rank as Second- Lieutenant of Artillery from the 13^*' 
June of tliat year. Amnved in India in October 1856, 
and was soon afterwards sent up to Meerut to do duty 
with the Artillery thoi’O, and he was still serving attliat 
place when the Mutiny broke out in the following May. 
In August 1857 ho was sent to join the force lx)fore 
Delhi, and having l)een attached to the 3‘* Company 1®* 
Battalion (No. 17 Light Field Battery), he .served with 
it during the reiiuiinder of the siege (Medal and clasp). 
After the fall of Delhi he was appointed to do duty with 
the 3<* Company 3‘' Bathilion, at Ideerut, but Ijeiiig in 
bad health he was obliged to procecid to Mussoorio on 
leave, and he "was .still there when, at. the end of 
Decern l)er, he* was regularly posted to the Com])aiiy 
1®^ Battalion ; lie does not appear, however, to have ever 
joined this < omiMiny, which was then at Lucknow, and 
in this spring of 1858 ho was again obliged to go to the 
hills '(^imla) on sick leave. On the 27‘^ April 1868 ho 
was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. In tlie 
autumn of the same year he proceeded on leave to 
Calcutta, whence, in November, he went home on fur- 
lough. In December 1858 ho was remov(?d to the 2^ 
Company 2^ Battalion, Fort Aiijillery. He retuimed to 
India at the end of November 1860, and, aft(?r doing 
duty for some time at the Recruit Depot at Dum-Dum, 
he was sent to the Upper Provinces, iii January 1861, on 
duty, as Adjuljnt and Quarter Master, with a detach- 
ment of recruits. On tlio 21®^ of the same month he 
was re- transferred to the 3*1 Comi>any 1®^ Battalion, 
but before he could join it he was i*emoved, 4^*' March, to 
the 4th Tixiop 3*^ Brigade, Horse Artillery, which iu the 
course of the spring he joined at Ambala. In 0(5toljer 
1861 he was tiansf erred to the Royal Artillery, his troop 
then becoming “ F ” Battery, 5*** Brigade, Royal Horse 
Artillery, and in February 1863 ho accompanied the 
battery to Sialkot. With tliis battery (whicli was 
designated “ F ” Battery, “ F ” Brigade, in April 1864) 
he continued serving until May 1865, when, having 
been promoted to the rank of Second- Captain with 
effect irum the 24^*^ March preceding, he was posted 
to No. 4 Battery, 24**^ Brigade. He joined this lottery 
at .^lahahad in October, and continued serving with it 
until Februaiy 1867, when he was appointed Aide-de- 
Gamp to the Lieutenant- Oovemor of the Punjab ; and 
he remained in this employment until May 1868, when 
he went home on sick leave. In the following Septom- 
her he was removed to “ B ” Battery, “ C ” Brigade*, 
Royal Horse Ai'tillery, then stationed at Norwich, but, 
liouig on leave, he did not join, and in the Hucceeding 
month he was re-transferred to No. 4 Battery, 524^" 
Brigigle. He returned to India in Noveml)er 1 to 9 and 
(having previously vacated the post of Aide-de-Canip to 
Lieutenant-Governor of the Punjab) he rejoined 
No. 4 Battery, 24 ^^ Brigade, at Darjeeling, at which 
place, in February 1871, hVBidfm appointed Station Staff 
Offio^, Ei^ly in 1872 he aoopmpanied the battery to 
Horar, ^whence, in t]^e spring of the same year, he was 


detached on duty to Ehaira-gali, in the Murroe 
and while he was serving there in August 18^2 he was 
removed to the rolls of No. 8 Battery, 23* Brigade* 
Ho romained on duty at Elhaira-gali until the autunm 
of 1872, when he was appointed to do duty wiili No. S 
Battery, 23** Brigade, at Peshawar, ana he continued 
attach(*d to that battery until May 1873, when, having 
been prcmoted to the rank of Major with effect fprni 
the 23** November 1872, he was appointed to the com-’ 
mand of “ F Battery, 16^*^ Brigade, at Moral*. In 
November 1873 he was rcmoved to “ F” Battery, 8^ 
Brigade, then at Ban*ackporo, but after doin^ duty for 
some time at Saugor, he wont home on leave in March 
1874, and did not join this liattory (which had in the 
meantime moved to Meerut) until his retuini to India 
ill the following NoveinlaT. He commanded the battexy" 
at the Camp of Exorcise at Delhi in 1875-76 and at the 
Imperial Assemblage at the same place in 1876-77, and 
at the end of 18 tf, he accompanied it (under the changed 
designation of “F” Battery, 3** Brigade) to Dinapore. 
Ho continued serving tlierc with the bittory until early 
in 1881, whim he was oi*dered to South Africa for duty 
in the Tmnsjxirt Dept., in connection witli the opera- 
tions there going on against the Boei*s of the Transvaal, 
and he continued iu tluit employment until the termina- 
tion of the wav. On the I®*- July 1881 he was pronuitod 
to the rank of Licutonant-Colonel by brevet. Hia 
battery having jiroceeded to England in course of relief, 
he went home from South Africa at tlio In^gimiing of 
1882, and rejoined it at Woolwich. In March of th^’ 
saine he was transferml to “ X Battery, l4 

Brigade, at the same place, but he did not remain with 
it long, for liaving towai*ds the end of the following 
month lH*en promotiMl to the regiineiiial rank of Jiieuton- 
ant-Coloiiel, with I'fTert from the 16*’* Fel)ruiu*y pi*6- 
(Huliiig, hc^ was iransferred to the 1"* Brigade, Kasleru 
Division, Garrison Ai*ty., and ordeviid out to Bt9lbg|J« 
On arrival in India, iu the autumn, ho wiw postedto 
Lucknow, whenci*, iu April 1884, he was sent to 
command the Royal Artillery at Campbidlpore, tempor- 
arily. In May 1885 he was ap|K)inte(I to command the 
Royal Artillery of the Mliow Division, temponvrily, and 
in the following month he was made permanent in tho 
post. On the 1®*’ July 1885 ho was advanced to the 
rank of Colonel by brevet. He continued in oommahd 
of the Artillery of the Mhow Division until February 
1887, when having Ix^en transferred to the Supernu- 
merary Unemployed List, he proceeded to Kashmir, and 
tlierc took up his residence. He continued rcsidiiig iu 
Kashmir until his death, which occuiTcd at Gulrnarg oa . 
the 23'> AuguBt 1888. ^ " 

I»j’oTE. — Colonel (then bieuteniinl) Pembertou married, fifiit, at 
Kui Bareli, Oudh, on the 3rd Augunt 1H61. Cntheriua} daughter .. 
of W. H. Shortt, Kfiqr., of luvcrnoHii. Thin lady having dledi . lio 
married, Hoiondly, at Simla on tho 5th Septeinbor 1877, Lilley, 
daughter of tho late Kdwiii Sandys, B^r., B^ngs* Civil Servica. 

Pemberton, Sholto Edmonstone, JAcutvnant^ 
Colonel (1840 — 1889). — Grave and tablet at Lahore 
Cantonment, Nob. 663 and 689.— -The youngest son of 
Captain Roltort Boileau Pemberton, 44*** Bengal N. f. 
Bom at Berhampore, Bengal, on tho 17*’* April 1840.-— 
Entercd the Bengal Army in 1859, with rank as Lieut- 
enant of Artillery from the 9*** Decemlxjr of that year* 
Arrived in India in April 1860, and did duty with the 
Ariil lory at Meerut until March 1861, when he was 
posted to the 1®* Company 6*** Battalion, Foot Artillery, ' 
at Lucknow. In October 1861 he was transferred to 
the Royal Artillery, his company then becoming No. 5 
Battery, 16*** Brigade, Royal Artillery. For some time 
daring the succeeding year he did duty with No. 2 
Batteiy, 25*** Brigade, at Cawnpore, and in October 
1862 he was jested to “ P Battery, 16*** Brig^, 
which he joined at Barrackporo. In the followiiig 
December he was appointed Doing-Duty Officer in 
the Peshawar Mountain Train Battery, which he joinoe 
at Abbottabad in April 1863. About the same time he 
was transferred to No. 7 Battery, 25**» Brigade, but 
continuing the Peshawar Battery, he proceeded 
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with it on serTioe in the antnmn of the same yeari and 
was present with it throughout the Ambela Campaign, 
taking pWM» in the incoveiy of tho Crag Picquet posi- 
tion (in which he was highly distinguished), the 
capture ef: L41u, the advance on Ambela, and the 
cxpulsiow^of the enemy from thoii' position near the 
Bonsi^ Pass (India Modal and clasp). He continued 
serving with the l*eshawar M. T. Battery until January 
1865, when he was appointed Aido-de-Camp to tho 
Lieutenant-Governor of the Punjal), a post which he 
retained for more than two years, only vacating it on 
going liome on leave in February loG7. In February 
18(>8, before tins expiration of Ids Icjave, he was trans- 
feired to N#. 5 Battery, 13*^^ Brigade, and with that, 
and with batteries of the 17*'', 21*^*^ and 22*' Brigades, 
he served in various parts of the United Kingdom and 
in tho West Indies for nearly seven years, in tho course 
of which, oil Ae 11*'* Deccmilw lS7‘i, he was promoted 
to tho rank q|£ Captain. In July 1874 te was posted to 
“ P ” Battery, 8"* Brigade, which ho joined at Meerut 
before tho end of tho year, and with this battery (which 
became “F” Battery, Jl*' Brigade, in 1877) he served 
continuously (at Meerut until Decoml)er 1877, and 
afterwards at llinapore) until August 1878, when he 
was appointed OiTg. Superintendent of the Foundry and 
Sheii Factory at Cossiporo (Kasipiir). In January 
1871' ho rejoined his battery at Diiiajioni, and he <?t)n- 
tiiiuod 'with it until the follownug May, when he was 
appointed a temporary Commissary of Orduanco to do 
duty with tho Ordnance Field Park of the Kiirara 
Field Force, In October 1879, on the renewal of 
hostilities in Afghanistan, lie Avas appointed to the 
charge of tiie Ordnance Field Park of the Kuram 
Division of tho Kabul Field Force, with which he 
served in tlie Kuram Valley until tho end of tho war 
(MeeW). On the 26*^ May 1880 ho Avas i)roniotcd to 
th# rank of Major. For some months during that 
year he did duty with No. 1 Battery, 9^'* Brigade, at

pointed to the command of tho latter, and he com- 
manded it continuously (accoiiipaiiying it to Morar in 
November 1882, and to Bain'illy in iMarcdi 1880) until 
the end of 1886, when, tho bathu’y being orde^d liome, 
he was tmmsfeiTed to “ Q Battery, 3*' Brigade, at 
Jnbbulpore. In command of this battery ho served 
at that place until Februaiy 1888, when he wemt hornet 
on leave for tAvelve months. In August 1888, during 
his absence from India, ho was promoted to Lieutenant- 
Colonel on half-pjw, with retrospoctiA C effect from the 
26^^ May 1887. On 1*** January 1889 ho became a 
regimental Lieutoaaut-Colonel on full pay, was trans- 
leiTed imlnodintoly to tlie Indian Establish rnemt, and 
appoEbted to |fce command of the 1 loyal Artillery at 
Mfr. Proceeding India, he took up this com- 
Tnand on tho 26*** March, but ho liad not held it for 
many months whoil he camo to tho end nf his career. 
He (lied at Mian Mir on the 25*'» September 1889.

AiriAxd in India at the 
iud of Ootbtor 1E17, and in tho following month was 
sei|t up to Dinapore to do duty Avith the 40^^ N. I. In 
January 1828 W Kras pbsittd to tlm 67'’* N. t, which ho 
ioined at Dinapore. In the following August he ex- 
cheeged to the 22*' N.I., then fit Midnapoi*c, but that 
reg^Enent lieiiig under orders for Kaita, in Bundel- 
khand, ho received permission, in OctolAor, to continue 
doing duty with the 67*'* until tho 22*' , en route to its 
destination, should arrive in the Aucinity of Benares. 
Before this camo to pass, however, he was transferred, 
4th November, to the 62^ N.T., which he joined «oon 
afterwards at Sitapur, in Oudh. Ho continued oerving

Pengree, Oeorge, Lieutenant (1807—1875).— 
Grave at Siwlat No. 332. — Entered the Bengal Army 
in 1827. Arrived in India in July 1828, and at the 
end of the same month was sent up to Dinapore to do 
duty with tho 46^'' N- I* Early in the following 
November he was posted to tho 89*'* N. I., and having 
joined that regiment at Garawara, in tho Central Pro- 
vinces, ho accompanied it to Agra in January 1830. In 
September 1831 ho was appointed acting Adjutant of 
the ri'giment, and in tjjo succeeding December he was 
made permanent in the post. In October 1832 he 
moved with the I’Cgimont to Delhi, and his health hav- 
ing bc^come impaiind at that station, ho, in March 1835, 
proceeded on sick leave to Simla, Avhere he was detained 
by ill-health for nearly two years. In February 183J^ 
he rejoined the regiment at Necmuch, but soon after- 
wards his health again broke down, and in November 
he was compelled once more to proceed to Simla. 
Finding himself noAv unequal to tho performance of 
the n(!tive duties of his profo.ssion, ho askeda to ho in- 
valided, and he was accordingly transferred to the 
Invalid Establishment on the 13*'* November 1837. In 
March 1838 he was granted permission to reside in the 
North-Weslorn Hills (Simla). In. February 1841 ha 
was directed to proceed to Chunar and do duty Avith 
tho invalid and veteran companies thei*e, but his hoalth 
not admitting of his taking up this duty at the time, 
ho was granted leave to remain at Simla until the cncl 
of the year : this leave Avas afterwards extended to tho 
middle of NoA’^ember 1842, when ho was eppointod by 
Lord Ellcnborough to tho duty of snj)orintendiiig tho 
making and repairing of roads at Simla and iii the 
neighbouring hills. Ife Avas relieved of this duty in 
October 1846, and in the following December ho re- 
ceived permission to re.sido at Simla. Counting from 
the dale of his transfer to the invalids, ho was for 
nearly thirty-eiglit yoai’s a perinanont resident of Simla, 
where he possessed much house proj)erty, was Avell 
knovni, and universally resjiocted, until his death, which 
took place at his residence, Tho Boundary,” Chota 
Simla, on tho 9"* Octolx)r 1875. 

Note, liujutenant Pimgroe in.arriod, at Simla, on the 29th Sop- 
lember 1841, Kmily Sitluey, tho only dauffhter oflhe late Lieut- 
enant* General \V. H. Hewitt, llcugal Infantry (^nnnanding the 
Meerut lliviaion iu 1857). This lady ditMl at Simla in 1851. 

Penny, Nicholas, Major-General (1789— 

1858 . — Tablet at Delhi, No> 148.~Son of Robert 
Penny, Es(ir., of Weymouth, Co. Dorset, and brother 
of Major-General (jabriel R. Penny of the Bengal In- 
fantry. Born at Weymouth in 1789. — Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1806. An-ived in India in July 1807, and in tho 
usual course was sent to the Cadet College at Barasat. 
At tho end of November he was posted to the I4*'» 
N. I., and on \mng discharged from Barasat^ in July 
1808, he was appointed to th(j !»* Battalion of that 
regiment, and joined it fortlnvith at Midnaporo. In 
1809 he accoTnp.*inied tlie battalion to Balasore, in 1810 
U) Cuttack, and at tlie end of 1812 to Allahabad. On 
Iiis promotion to tho mnk of Lieutenant being gazetted 
in April 1813 he was re-poshid to tho 1»* Battalion 14*'*. 
On the 19*'* Octolxir 1813 he Avas appointed Adjutant 
of the iMiitalion, but, some changes taking place in the 
’ aiiungement of I’egimontal staff, he vacated the ap- 
pointment on the 24*^* March folloAving. In July 18M 
he was nominated to officiate as Adjutant of the battik 
Ikm, and on the left Aving being detached in October 
to form part of Major-General J. S. Wood’s force ‘in 
the operations against the Gurkhas, he accompanied it 
in that capacity. On the 9*'» December following ha 
was appointed Adjutant of the battalion, but * was 
directed to remain, as Adj4tet, with the left wing, 
and, doing so, he was present with it thnnighaul ^he Mipal 
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Campaign of 1814-15, including the action of Jit^h, 
near Biktwal, on the 3^ January 1815 (Bidia Medal 
and clasp). On the concli^sion of the campaign he 
proceeded with the wine to •Gorakhpu^, whence he 
returned with it to Alliuabad and rejoined battalion 
hcxul-quarters early in 1816. Ihiring the same year 
he proceeded with the battalion to Banda, whence, on 
the outbreak of the Mahratta-Pindari War, he accom- 
panied it on service in the Left Division cd the Qrand 
Army, and besides taking part in all the movements, 
of the Division, he was present wHh the battalion at 
the siege and capture of Mandala and at the reduction 
of Garakota. He continued serving with the battalion 
in the Saugor Field Force until November 1818, when 
he went on leave to the Presidency. After a stay 
of more than a year he rmoined his battalion at Hansi 
early in 1820, and in February of that year he was 
appointed Station Staff Officer at that placo. In 
October 1821 he was granted leave to the Preddoncy 
preparatory to going home on furlough, but this was 
I0DU afterwards cancelled at his own request, and in 
the winter of 1821-22 he accompanied the battalim to 
Partabgarh in Oudh. In September 1822 he resigned 
the Adjutan^ and went on leave to the Presidency, 
whence in January 1823 he went home on furlough. 
In September 1823 he was transferred to the 2*^ Batta- 
lion 34*^^ N. I., on its formation, and on the reorganisa- 
tion of the Army taking place in May 1824 he was 
jxistcd as a Captain to the 68***' N. I. (late 2^ Battalion 
34^*'). In July 1825 he was removed to the !■* liixtra 
Kogiment of Native Infantry (afterwards numbered the 
69^“). He returned to India in October 1825, and 
having been appointed Offg. Depy. Asst. Qr.-Mr.-Oonl., 
ho was orderetl, 2‘* November, to accompany the Cora- 
mandor-in-Chief to the Upper Provinces. On the 18^** 
of the same month he was nominated to act as Depy. 
Asst. Qr.-Mr. Genl. with the force then assembling at 
AgrU} and on the December he was appointed Depy. 
Ajwt Qr.-Mr. Genl. of the Second Division of tho 
Amy proceeding against Bharatpur. In this capacity 
he served throughout tho siege and capture of tho 
foriroBs, for which ho received a medal and was, nine 
yaars later, promoted to tho rank of Major by brevet, 
with effect from the 19^*' January 1826. On tho break- 
ing up of tho army emjdoyed at Bharatpur he proceed- 
ed to Fatehgarh and joined his regiment, the 1®^ Extra 
N. I., with which he continued serving until tho follow- 
ing September, when ho was appointed a Brigade- 
Major on t])^ establishment. Having been posted in 
tho following month to tho brigade on the Agra and 
Muttra frontier, he served there until May 1828, when 
ho was appointed a Dopy. Asst. Adjt.-Goul. on the 
establishment and posted to the Dinapore Division, 
and whilst holding this apprnntment he officiated, in 
addition, from September 1830 to November 1831, as 
Aide-de-Camp to Brigadier- General Knox, command- 
ing the Division. In June 1832 he was advanced to 
the position of Asst. Adjt.-Gen6ral of Division, and was 
posted, in the following month, to tho Pi*e8idoncy 
Division. In this situation he continued serving for 
nine years, during which period he once, in November 
and December 1837, held temporary charge of tho Adju- 
tant-General’s Office at the Presidency. In June 1841 
he was appointed Commandant of the Nasiri Battalion 
(Gurkhas), but ho continued acting^ as Asst. Adjt.- 
Cteneral at Barrackporo for some time longer until 
relieved by the arrival of his successor. He joined the 
Nasiri Battalion at Sabathn in tho antnmn, and in 
March 1843 moved with it to Jutogh, whore he re- 
mained in command of it until January 1846, when 
he was nominatod Brigadier Commanding the Twelfth 
Brigade of Infantry of the Army of the Sutlej. In 
tho oonrse of the same month he marched down^ to 
Ludhiana with his battalion, which he (not havmg 
had an opportunity of taking up his brigade appoint- 
ment) commanded at the battle of Aliwal. On the 2^ 
February ho was placed* temporarily in command of a 
brigade composed of the 50^*^ Foot and the Nasiri 


Battalion, and on the tlio Twelfth Brigade having 
been broken up, bo was appointed to tho command of 
the Second Brigodo (H. M’s 50^*^ Foot, the 42* N. I , and 
tiie Nasiri Battalion), which ho led with groat distinction 
in the decisive battio of Sobraon, in which it was 
prominently engaged and sustained a loss of 56 killed 
and 336 wounded, ho himself being wounded and his 
Brigade-Major (Robort Hay) killed. He subsc- 
qnontly commandcxl tho brigade in tho advance on 
Lahore and until the conclusion of tho war, fur his 
services during which ho received tho Aliwal Medal 
with a clasp for Sobraon, and was created a Companion 
of the Order of the Bath. On tho breaking up of tlio 
. Army of tho Sutlej ho reverted to the command of tlio 
Nasiri Battalion, and I'otuniod with it to 'Jutogh in 
April 1846. Ho continued in (H)nimand of tho battalion 
until SoptombiT 1848, when, having attained tho 
regimental rank of Lieutenant- Colonel, he vacated 
under rule, and was posted to tho 69*** N. I., which he 
joined at FeroiSporo on the 15^** October. 'On the 
formation of the Army of the Punjab in ilio samo 
month ho was nominated a Brigadier and 4)>pointed 
to the command of the Sovouih (subsequently liumborod 
the Sixth) Brigade, in the command of which ho was 
retained on the Army being reorganised on tbo 26*** 
November, and which ho led at the passage of tho 
Chenab in the following month. In January 1849 be 
was tranKfcrred fmm tho 69**» to tho 70*** N. I. 
On tho 13*** of that month ho roiniuamled tho Sixth 
Brigade at tho battio of Chilianwala, on whiol\. 
occasion it was at first in reserve, but was afterwards 
pushed into tho tliick of tho engagement, in conso-.. 
qiionco of the repulno of Poimyoiiick’s brigade. On the 
4*** of the following month ho was tninsforrod to tho 
command of tho Thii*d lirigade, which he led uU tho 
21®* at tho battle of Gujorat, on which occasion it \V;;b 
very prominently engaged and earned groat distinction 
in the stoinniug of the village of Khalra. After tho 
battio he was ap)>ointed to the command of tho Second 
Brigade of tho Force sunt in pursuit of the flying 
enemy, which compelled tho Sikhs to surrender and 
chased the Afghans to Peshawar and into tho Khaibar 
P;is8, thus bringing tho war to a conclusion (Medal 
and two clasps, and appointed an Aido-do-Camp to tho 
Queen with tho rank of Colonel in the Army). At the 
end of March 1849 ho was transferred from the 70*** 
N. I., to tho 2’* European Regiment. On the breaking 
up of the force at I’eshawar lie marcliod for Lahore, 
4*** April, in command of a brigiulo, and on arrival at 
that place on tbo 8*** May, ho joined and assumed 
command of the 2* European Regiment. In June 
1849 he was appointed temporarily to tho command at 
Lahore, which he liold until Ills regiment marched for 
Agra at the end of tlio year. Ho arrived at Agra ia 
March 1850 and commanded tho 2** European Regibient 
there until tho middle of Ueoombor, when ho w%fi 
removed to tho 40*** N. I., and joining that corps at 
Allahabad on tho 18***, ho immediately Haccoeded to the 
command of tho station. In July 1851 ho was 
appointed a Brigadier on tho establish moot and posted 
to tho command of the Rohilkhand Districti which he 
took up on tho 9*** of the following month. In tho 
succeeding November ho exohan^^ to tho command 
of tho station of Ambala, from which ho was transferi^ 
in February 1852 to that of the Jullundur Field Force, 
which, shortly afterwords, was absorhod into and be- 
come part of tho Sirhind Division. In July 1852 he 
was appointed to tho temporary the Sirhind 

Division, which ho held for about xhteo months. In 
tho following August ho was removed from tho 40*** to 
the 19*** N. 1., and towards tho end of September he WM 
transferred to the 61®* N. I. In September and October 
1853 he was again in tomporaiy command of the Sir- 
bind Division. In November of the same year he was 
removed from the command of J nllandur Station to 
that of tho Sind Sagar Diltriot, and from this ho was 
again transferred in January 1854 to the command of 
the Sialkot Brigade. Having boon promoted to the 
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rank of Major-General by breret in November 185‘i, 
on tho fact being notified in India, towards the end of 
March 1855, he nominally vacated his apj^intment 
on the Brigade Staff, but ho continued exercising the 
functions of his command at Sialkot until the following 
May, when he was apjwinted temporarily to the Divi- 
sional Staff and posted to the command of the Cawnpore 
Division, which he assumed on the 1?^** June, and con- 
tinued holding until he i^as relieved by Sir Hugh 
Wheeler in August 1856. Having previously, in July, 
received permission to reside at Simla, he proceed^ 
thither, and being in residence at that place when the 
mutiny broke out, he took command of the armed 
residents on the occui*rence of the alarm occasioned by 
tho mutinous miscondnet of the Nasiri Battalion at 
Jiitogh on the 15*^ May 1857, and he remained in com- 
mand until the battalion returned to its duty and the 
residents dispersed* On the 30^'' of the following 
month he was appointed to tho Divisional Staff of the 
Army and posted to the Meerut Division in place of 
Major- Geneml W. H. Ilowitt, removed from his com- 
mand, and he took up the post early in the following 
month. On the 30*^ September following bo was ap- 
pointed to the command of the Delhi Field Force, 
which he was to exercise in conjunction with that of 
the Meerut Division, and in this position he remained 
nntil tho spring of the following year In December 
1857, having attained the rank of regimental Colonel, 
he was posted to tho G5**> N. I., and on the 22*^ January 
1868 he was appointed Colonel of the 2*^ Eiiro} ean 
Bengal Fusiliers. In the following April, in connection 
' with Sir Colin Campbell’s plan of operations for the 
reconquest of Hohilkhand, he was appointed to the 
command of a column which was to move down from 
Bulandshahr, unite at Miranpur Katra with one ad- 
vancing from Lucknow, and with it take pai*t in the 
general movement on Bareilly. Having ridden down 
to Patohgarh and met and conferred with the C^orn- 
mauder-in-Chici there on the April, he soon after- 
wards crossed the Ganges at Nadauli and occupied 
Ust%at. Before dtay-breiik on tlic 30-^, while making a 
night march from tho latttT place to Badann, ho, 
while riding in advance with some other officers, was 
suddenly fired upon in the darkness by a body of rebels 
in ambush near Kaki*ala, and w^as struck by a grajx*- 
shot ; at the same moment his horse, frightened by the 
sudden discharge, bolted witli him into tlio midst of tho 
enemy, who, before they could Ix) driven off by the 
advance of the main body of th(? column, cut him down 
and hacked him to death. A sorry ending to a distin- 
guished career !

Pennyculck, Aloxader, Ensiqn (1831 — 
1849). — Grave on the Ghilianwala I attlejield^ No. 754: 
inscription on the Ohiliammla monument^ No. 752 : 
tablet at Sialkot^ No. 726. — A younger son of Lieut- 
enant-Colonel John Ponnycuick, C.B., K.IT., 24*’* Foot, 
Brigadier Commanding the Fifth Brigade of Infantry, 
Army of tho Punjab. — Entered H. M *8 Service (from 
tho Royal Mily. College) on the 18*’* July 1848 as an 
Ensign in the 24*** Foot. Proceeded to India and joined 
the regiment at Agra in the autumn of the same 
year, and early in October marched with it from that 
place en route to Perozopore, to join the Army of the 
Punjab. Moving forward with tho corps in Novem- 
ber, he served with it in the earlier part of tho Punjab 
Campa'g^ of 1848-49, and was present with it at the 
paBS^e of the Chenab, the action of Sadulapur, and 
^ battle of Chilianwala, in which last (being then only 
seventeen years of age) he was elain in a devoted 
attempt to bring off the body of his father (tho Briga- 
dier Commanding the Brigade in which the 24*’» was 
serving), ifho bad fallan in tho attack on the Sikh 
poBitioB. 


I Pennyculck, John, C.B., KIT., Lieutenant- 
Oolonel (/?. 1^91^—1849). — Grave on the Ohiliantoala 
battlefield^ No, 754 : inscription on the Chilianwala 
monument^ No. 752 : iaSlet at Sialkot, No. 726.— 
Entered H Service on the 3D* August 1807 as an 
Ensign in the Battalion of the 78**^ Highlanders. 
Proceeding to India, he joined that corps at Goa, iu 
Portuguese territory, in 1898, and ho continued serving 
with it there until the spring of 1811, when the 
battalion embarked for Madras, whence, without dis- 
emliarking, it was despatched to the eastward as part 
of the expedition detailed for the expulsion of the 
French and Dutch from the island of Java. He was 
present with it at the landing at ( hillingching, the 
capture of Batavia, tho action of Weltervreden, and the 
siege and storming of the fortified lines of Comelis, on 
which occasion (26*** August 1811) he was severely 
wounded. On the 15*’* January 1812 he was promoted 
to the rank of Lieutenant, and in the following June 
he served with the expedition aeainst the rebellious 
Sultan of Mataraui, in the interior of Java, and W 4 ^ 
present at the storming of his forti’oss of Djocjocarta, 
which was captured after a desperate conflict. In 
Juno 1813 bo served with a detachment which, after 
a march of sixty -four miles in eighteen hours, defcatod 
and dispersed several thousand insurgents at Piobo- 
lingo, near Sourabaya, at the eastern end of Java, and 
in the following year, as Adjut4iiit of a liight Battalion, 
he was on the expedition which reduced tho island of 
1 ali to obedience, and, after a sharp engagement, cap- 
tured Mac-assar, the principal stronghold of the Sulton 
of iloni, in the island of Celebes. In September 1816, 
on tbo restoration of Java to Holland, he sailed from 
I atavia with the 78*’^ and, after suffering shipwreck 
on the way, on tho occasion of the loss of tho Frances 
Charlotte, transport, on Preparis Rock, he arrived in 
Docernber at Calouitii, whence ho went liome with his 
regiment in March 1817. Landing at Portsmouth in 
the following June, he accompanied the regiment to 
Aberdeen, soon afterwards proceeding with it to Ireland, 
where ho served with it for sovoral years. On tho 
14*’* June 1821 he was promoted to tho rank of Captain, 
and in the following October he was placed on half- 
pay. On tho 13*’* January 1825 ho exchanged to full 
pay in the 47*’* Fix)t, and proceeding to Ijidia, he 
arrived at Calcutta in tho following October. His 
regiment being then on servic^o in Ava he proceeded 
thither in December, and, joining the corps at Promo, 
bo served with it there until the treaty of Yandal)oh 
brought the first BurmeBo War to a ternrSnation. He 
I’eiurued to Bengal with the regiment in May 1826, and 
proceeded with it to Berbampore, where ho served with 
it until early in 1821). Ho then embarked with it for 
England, and arriving there in July, ho served with it 
in various parts of the United Kingdom for nearly fivo 
years. On the 2r)th April 1834 he was promoted to an 
unattacjhed majority and again plftced on half -pay, but 
bo remained in that position W little more than a 
year, and on the 8*’* May 1835 ho was brought bock 
on full pay as Major in the 17*** Foot. In the follow- 
ing year he proccedod to India and joined the regimoni 
at Ptx>nn, and while serving there in 1837 he was no- 
minated a- Knight of tho Hanoverian Guelphic Order. 
In November 1838 he accompanied tho regiment on ser- 
vice to Sindh, and he thereafter served with it through- 
out the campaign of 1838-39 in Afghanistan and 
Baluchistan, including the storm and captures of Ghazni 
(Medal), the occupation of Kabul, and the storm and 
capture of Kalat, on which last occasion he led the ad- 
vance (promoted to the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel by 
brevet, and nominated a Companion of tho Order of tho 
Bath). Returning to Bombay with the regiment in 
March 1840, he pr cooded with it to Poona in April, and 
on the 12*’» Juno following ho was promoted to the regi- 
mental rank of Lieutenant- Colonel. In June 1841 ne 
moved back to Bombay with the corps, and in tho sao- 
ceeding September ho embarked for Aden with a detach- 
ment of four companies. Having landed there on the 
October, he, two days later, proceeded in oommand 
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ot h punitiTe expedition against certain 4reb tribes of 
ihe Tioinity, whiob had been giving much trouble to the 
garrison ot the post, and in the oonrse of twantj-foar 
hours* operations he gave these plunderers a serere 
lesson, defeating them in several skirmishes and taking 
and destroying their strongholds of Shaikh Medi and 
Shaikh Othman. He continued serving with the head- 
quarters detachment at Aden until April 1845, when he 
burned with jt to Bombay, and the whole regiment 
having been assembled there in Deeember, he, in Janu- 
ary 1^6, proceeded in command of it to Sindh. On 
ihe formation at Sukkur, in the following month, of 
the Sindh Field Force (designed to aid the main army, 
under Sir Hugh Oough, in the operations against 4he 
Sikhs) he was appointed Brigadier Commanding the 
Second Brigade of Infantry, but the victory of Sobraon 
thaving brought the war to an end, this force was no 
longer required, and was broken up in March. In ihe 
following August he proceeded from Sukkur to 
Karachi in command of the regiment, and early in 
the following year he sailed with it to Bombay, whence 
in March 1847 he went home in command of it, landing 
at Gravesend in the following August, and proceeding 
with it thence to Canterbury and afterwards, in Novem- 
ber, to Dovet. On the 7^^ April 1848 he exchanged 
into the 24**^ Foot, and returning to India ho joined 
that regiment at Agra at the end of Sentemlior. On 
the formation of the Army of the Punjab in October 
1848, he was appointed Brigadier Commanding the 
Sixth (afterwards numbered the Fifth') Brigade of 
Infantzy, and this brigade he led at the passage of the 
Chenab, the action of Sadulapnr, and the battle of 
Ghilianwala, in which last he fell in the first gallant 
but unsuccessful attempt to carry the Rikh position, 
his son, a yotlng Ensign in the 24-^ , falling a few 
minutes later under the talwdra of the Sikhs, in a 
devoted attempt to defend and bring off his body. 

Penrice, George, Tdeutenant ani Brevet* Captain , — 
(r. 1815— 1848 ).— Phillanrt No,. 558. — -Entered 
Bengal Army in 1832 as a Cadet of Artillery- His 
departure from England having been delayed in conso- 

J uenoe of severe illness, he did not arrive in India until 
une 1834, and lieing supernumerary to the establish- 
ment he remained unposted for two years and a half, 
during which time he did duty with the Artillery at 
Dum-Dum. He was brought on the strength of the 
Artillery in C|ptober 1836, and on the 22 December 
following was posted to *he 4**^ Comiiany 1 Battalion, 
which he joined at Dum-Dum. In Jnuo 1837 he was 
transferred to the 2' Company 5^** Battalion, at Cawn- 
pur, but he continued, by order, to do duty with the 
4^** Company Battalion until the following October, 
when he was despatched to the U p])er Provinces on 
du^ with drafts and recruits. He joined his company 
at Oawnpore early in the following year, and contimieri 
serving with it there until the end of December 1838, 
when he was removed to the 6^^ Company 6^** Batta- 
lion, and having joined that company at Almora, ho 
was subsequently detached with a detail to Lohi'ighat. 

In March 1840 ho was removed to the 1'^^ Comy>any 
6^*1 Battalion, then at Cawnpore, but before ho could 
join it he was ordered to Bareilly, 13^** April, and direct- 
ed to assume command of the Artillery at that station ; 
this arrangement was altered in the following month, 
and he continued attached to the Artillery at Lohughat 
until the succeeding December, when he proceeded to 
Cawnpore and joined the comymny to which ho had 
been transfexTed. In March 1811 he was appointed 
acting Adjutant of the 3*^ Battalion, the head-quarters 
of which he joined at Kamal, and ho held that situation 
until the following August, when he proceeded on sick 
leave to Simla, eventually reverting to the 1®^ Company 
6^^ Battalion, at Cawnpore, in the spring of the succood- 
ing year. In SeptemW 1842 he was transferred to 
the 4*** Company 7**^ Battalion, which he joined at 
Meerut, and in the following month he was appointed 
to the command of the whole of the Artillery depdts 


left at Kamal when the several troops and compauiea 
proceeded to Ferozepore to join the Army of Reserve. 
On the breaking up of that Army in January 1843, he 
rejoined his own company at Bareilly, and in the 
following October he was appointed to the charge, of 
No. 15 Light Field Battery, attached to it. At the 
end of January 1844 he was transferred to the 
Company 7*^ Battalion, at Lucknow, and on the 15^^ 
February following he was appointed, temporarily, to 
the command of No. 18 Light Field Battery, attached to< 
it ; this command he retained until the end of January 

1845. On the reorganisation of the Artillery taking 
place in July l‘>45, he was posted to the 4^>» Company 

Battalion, at Dum Diim, but having been permitted 
to remain at Lucknow on leave until the following 
October, and been then directed to assume oharge of 
the 5^^ Company 9^^ Battalion, and proceed iii oom- 
mand of it to the Presidency, he did not join his own 
company ait DuA-Dum until the middle of February 

1846. In Septemlxer 1846 he was appointed to act as 
Adjutant to the battalion, at Dum-Dnm. At the 
end of the following month he was transferred to the 
6*** Company 8^** Battalion (with No. 15 Light Field 
Battery attached), an<l having in the following Decem- 
ber been sent to the Upper Provinces as acting Adjutant 
to a detachment of drafts, ho joined his new company 
at Bareilly in the spring of 1847. In the following 
cold season he accompanied it to Budhi Find, in the 
Jnllundnr Doab, and while serving there, towards the 
end of March 1 848, ho was appointed to officiate as 
Depy. Commissary of Onliiaiico in charge of thO' 
Ludhiana and Phillatir Magazines. Tn that employ*' 
ment he continued until his death, which took place at 
PhilJaur on the 30^*' Jane 1848.

Perkins, Henry George, Fir^ft-Lieutenemt (1830 — 
1857). — Tn,;eripfinn at Defhi, No, 162 — Born on the- 8^*^ 
March 1830. — Entered tho Bengal Army in 1847 as a 
Cadet of Artillery. Arrived in India in Octolior of the 
same year, and towards the end of June 1848 was posted 
to tho 3'^ Company 2 Battalion, Foot Artillery, at 
Dum-Dum. A month later, on th© 25^^ Jaly, he was 
removed to tho 4*^^ Company 4'h Battalion, then at 
Riibiithu, and early in the following September he was 
despatched to the Upjier Provjn«*s (doing duty with a 
dehicliment of recruits) to join it. ViOiile ho was in 
progress up tho country, liowtjver, tho company had' 
!)een detailed for service in the field in the Punjab, and' 
having followed it tliither and joined it in camp at 
Chilianwala on the 4^** February 18i9, he was present 
with it, on the 21 of tliat month, in the aecnsive 
battle of Gnjerat, and afU'rwnrds in the pursuit of the 
routed enemy to Rawal Pindi (Medal and’ clasp). On 
the ierniinanon of tho war he marched with tho com- 
pany to Peshawar, and at that place, for sorno months 
during the spring and summer of 18M, he was attached 
to tho 2^ Company 2^ Battalion. In Octolxer of tho 
same year he was appointed Offg. Adjutant and Quarter- 
Master to the 4th Battalion and to tho Peshawar Division 
of Artillery, bul^ he held these appoi'^ tmonts only until 
the following December. On promotion to tho rank of 
First- Jjieutenant ho was posted, April 1853, to the 2* 
7’roop Brigade, Horso Artillery (now the 56*^** Field 
Batt( ry, Boyal Artillery), and having joined it at Pesh- 
awar, he accompanied it to Jullundur in January 1854, 
and to Me( rut early in 1857. ITo yrns at Moerut when 
the Mutiny broke out in May 1857, and towards the 
end of that month he moved towards the Hindan with 
Lis troop, forming of tho Field Force under the 

command of Brigadier Wilson. Ho was prosent 
with it in both the actions on that river, at Ghazi- 
uddin-nagar, and in the second of them he fell, having 
been killed by a cannon shot as he was in the act cS 
laying a gun, — 31 May 1857. 
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PhilllppSf Everard Aloysius Lisle, Emign 
1836— 1857) .—GFrava and tablet at Delhi^^ Nob. 109 
and 162»— The segond son of Ambrose Lisle March 
(hillipps-DeLislo, Esqr., of Garendon Park and Grace 
Dien Manor, Co. Loicester, and great-grandson of the 
fifth Lord Clifford of Chudloigh. fiom on the 28^^ May 
1836. — Entered the Bengal £cmj in 1854. Arrived in 
India in December of the same year, and was sent np 
to Allahabad to do dnty with tho ID^ N. I. In Marcn 
1855 ho was posted to the 29^^ N. I., at Jullnndnr, but 
was transferred during the same month, at his own 
request, to the IP** N. L, tho regiment to which he was 
then attached. In the sprinjg of 1857 he accompanied 
this regiment to Meerut, aiTiving there on tho 1“‘ May, 
and ho was with it there when, nine d^s later, the 
general Mutiny at the station took place. In the capa- 
city of Orderly Officer he accompanied Brigadier Wilson 
in his movement towards Delhi in the last days of the 
month, and was present in the actioA at Ghazi-nddin- 
nagar, on tho Hindan, on the 30^^ and 31*^ , and after- 
warns, when the Brigadier joined the main force under 
Sir Henry Barnard, at the action of Badli-ki- Serai and 
at the advance on and seizure of the Delhi Ridge. He 
was subsequently appointod to do duty with the 60^^ 
Bifles, with which he served throughout the siege and 
capture of Delhi, taking part in almost every operation 
in which the corps was engaged, and being twice 
wounded, — on the 12^** June and again on tho of the 
same month ; and ho so highly distinguished himself 
on several ocoasions that it was notified in tho London 
Qazette that he would have been awarded the decoration 
of the Victoria Cross had he survived. He was also 
recommended for a commission in tho 60*^** Rifles, and 
was gazetted an Ensign in that distinguished corps 
with effect from tho 5^^ Juno 1857, but the notifloation 
did not reach India until long after his death. At the 
storming of Delhi, on the 14^^ September 1857, he was 
prominently engaged, nnd took part in tho capturo of 
tte Water Bastion. Three days later, on the 17‘^ Sep- 
tember, daring tho fighting which took place within 
Delhi, after the storming of the broaches, ho unfor- 
tunately fell,— shot dead while exerting himself with 
the zeal and gallantry which had marked the whole 
'coursd of his service. 

Phillips* George, Lieutenant (c. 1823—1819).— 
Monument on the Chilianioala battle-field^ No, 752. — 
Entered H; M.'s Sciwico ( from tho Royal ilily. College) 
on tho December 1841 as an Ensign in the 47*^^ Foot, 
which he joined in tho West Indies. After serving with 
the regiment at Berbice and Antigua, ho rotumod homo 
with it in January 1844, and during the next two years 
he served with it at Gosport, WooJon, Chester and 
Dublin. On the 3*^ April 1846 he was promoted to the 
rank of Lieutenant in the 24‘** Foot, which ho joined 
forthwith at Cork, and with it, in tho following 
month, he embarked for Bengal. Landing at Calcutta 
at the end of August, he shortly afterwards proceeded 
with the regiment to tho Upper ProvinceB, at first to 
Ghazipor and afterwards to Agra, at which station ho 
arrived' in March 1847, Early in October 1848 ho 
marched from Agra with tho regiment to join the Army 
ef tho Punjab, then forming at h^rozopore, and on tho 
Army taking the field ho served with the corps in the 
Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, including tho passage of 
the Ghenab, the action of Sadnlapur and tho battle of 
Chilianwala, in tho last of which he foil whilst gallantly 
charging into the Sikh Itiatterios with tho light company 
of the regiment, — 13**^ Januaiy 1849.

Phillips, William, Lieutenant (e, 1829 — 1849h-i- 
Jlonument on the battlefield of Chilianwala^ No, 752. — 
Entered H. M.’s Service on the April 1846 as an 
Ensign in the 24^^ Foot. He joined that regiment at 
Cork, and in the following month embarked with it for 
Bengal, Having landed with the corps at CiJcutta in 


September, he shortly afterwards accompanied it to the 
Upper Provinces, at fost tq Ghazipnr, but afterwards to 
Agn^ whore he arrived in March 1847. On the 3^ Oo 
tober 1848, he marched with the regiment en route to 
Ferozeporo, and on the 20*^ of tho same month he was 
advanced to tho rank of Lientonant. Arriving at 
Forozepore on tho 4^*^ November, he shortly afterwards 
accompanied the regiment into the field, and was pm. 
sent Tnth it throuMont the earlier part of the Punjab 
Campaign of 1848<^9, including the passage of tho 
Chonabi the action of Sadula^nr, and the battle of 
Chilianwala. On the last- mentioned occasion he went 
in^ action carrying tho Queen’s Colour, and fell in tho 
first gallant ^ charge of tho regiment on the Sikh 
batteries, having been struck down by grapo within 
a few yards of tho muzzles of tho guns.”

Phlllpotts, Thomas Charles, Seeond-Lieutenqnt 
(r. 1822— 1843).— Grarc at Delhi, No, 74.— Son of 
Colonel George Phillpotts, Royal Engineers, who was a 
cadet of the family of Phillpotts of Forth gwidden, Co. 
Cornwall. — Entered tho Bengal Army in 1840, with 
rank as Second- Lieutenant of Engineers from the Ipi* 
December of that year, that being the date on which ho 
passed his examination at Addiscombo. After going 
through a course of instruction at Chatham, he was 
sent out to India with the cadets of 1842, and arrived 
at Fort William, Calcutta, on the October. In tho 
courso of tho same month ho was sent up to Delhi to do 
duty with tho Sappera and Minors, and ho continued 
serving with that corps until his death. He died at 
Delhi on the 7‘-'* September 1843. 

Pile, William, M.B, Assistant-Surgeon {c, 1839— 
1863'. — Gratae at Mardan, No, lOOG. — Entered H. M.’s 
Sorvico on tho 2lBt November 186 as a Staff Assistant- 
Surgeon, with rank from tho 31®^ March jireccding, and 
was soon afterwards sent out to Bengal. Ho anivod in 
India in April 1863, and was at first appointed to do 
duty in the Preaidoncy Otnoral llospitfil, but a few days 
lator ho was ordered to proceed to Hawal Pindi, and 
thoro do duty with tho lOlst Foot. Having joinod the 
regimont at that station, he served with it there until 
tho following October, when he accompaniod it on field 
Bcrvico with tho Yusafzai Expeditionary Force. Ho 
was present with tho regimont throughout the opera- 
tions of the Aml)ola Campaign up to tho 20^^ November 
1863, on which date ho was killed whilst gallantly 
rallying somo of tho men of the regiment who had been 
driven, by ovorwholrning numbers of tho tribosmou, 
from tho Crag Picquot position. 

Pitcher, Henry William, r,G., Oiptain flSll — 
IS?*’*). — Grovi and tablet at Dera Ghazi K/*an, Nos. 8^7 
and 893 : tablet at Kohat, No. 1042.— Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1857. AiTived in India on tho 25^** 
November of tho same year, and on the 30^*^ of that month 
was directed to do duty with the 79**' Foot (the Gamerou 
Highlanders), which had just landed at Calcutta. Early 
in December he accompanied this regimont to the 
Upper Provinces, and he thereafter served with it 
throughout the Mutiny Campaign of 1858-59, includ- 
ing the affair of Mansiata, the siego and capture of 
Lucknow, the attack on the fort of Ruiya, tho affair 
of ^Aliganj, the battle and capture of Bareilly, the 
relief of Shahjahanpnr, the subsequent affair at the 
same pl^e, and the capture of Mohamdi. In October 
1858 ho was postcfl to tho cadre of the late IS**' N. I., 
with effect from tho IS*** May preceding, but he con- 
tinued attached to tho 79**' Highlanders, and on the 
renewal of operations in the ontumn he served with 
that regiment at the storm and capture of Bampnr 
Kasia, the passage of the Gha^, and the Bubsequent 
campaign in north-eastern Oudh, ending in tho rebels 
being driven over the Rapti into Nof«l (Medal and clasp).

Arrived in India in Odober of tho same 
year, and having in the preceding month Ikjoii posted, in 
anticii>ati(m of liis airival, to the N. T., he procoodoil 
to Dacca and joined that regiment there. Early in 1845 
ho accompan’od tho regiment to Benares, whence in the 
spring of 1847 ho moved with it to Ferozepore. lu 
J^ptomber 1847 he was apjjointod Interpreter and Quar- 
ter-Master of the corps. In July 1848 he accompanied 
the regiment on service against Multan, and ho after- 
wards took pari in the first abortive siege of that place, 
and in tho action of Snrajkhund. l^ile the Armj 
was waiting the arrival of reinforooments to enable it 
to resume mo siege, he fell ill, and he died in camp near 
Multan on the December 1848. 
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Pogson John Frederick, Lientenanl n823— 
1890). — G-rave at Kotgarh, Simla Plsfrinf^ No. 40 t. — A 
younger Bon of Lien tenant- Colonel Robert Wrodenhall 
Pogson, of tlio N. I., by Ann Cordelia, his wife, 
daughter of Mr. Joseph Queiros, of Lucknow. Bora 
at Muttra on the January ]823. — Entered the 
Bengal Ai’my in 1839. Was in India, with his father, 
when admitted into the service on the 20'^* Decemljor 
of that year. On the 23‘^ January 1810 he was ])osted 
to the 4*'* N. I., then at Gorakhpur, but on tlie .30^*' of 
the same month he was rt'moved, at his own rer[aest, 
to the 47*** N. I., and he forthwith joined that regi- 
ment, tlion commanded by his father, at BaTiackporo. 
In NovemlKi* 1841 ho aocompanied the regiment to 
Kyouk Phyoo, in Arakan, but in !Mjiy lSk2 ho returned 
with it to Barrackpore, 'wliciico in tluj winter of 
1842-43 he moved wnth it to Sikrol, Benares. In 
-February 1S45, when inarching up Ambala witli 
his regiinoiit, he was appointed, at Cawiiporo, to act as 
Interpreter to a detachniout of H. ^I.’s troops proceeding 
to the upper stations.

Dept., at Anibala, from the 14’** December, “ for the 
purpose of suporin tending the coustructiou of a build- 
ing to t.csl a neAvly-iiiA'ontcd cement.” In this employ- 
ment he remained until May 1849, Avlieii, the cement ” 
having, apparently, proved a failure, and tho P. W. Dept, 
having no fui*thcr occasion for his services, ho aa’us 
replaced at the disposal of ihe Commander-in* Chief, and 
rejoined his regiment at CaAvnpore. fn Novemher 1849, 
while on leavo at Simla, ho Avas appointed acting Tntei*- 
preter to the 18^** Foot (the Royal Tnsh), and having 
joined that regiment at Ambala, be accompanied it to 
Meerut in January 1850. In the folloAving autumn lie 
inai*ched with the 18’*‘ en route to the Presidency, but 
having, on tho 19*** October, been permitted to resign 
his appointment with it from dato of arrival at 
Allahabad, ho rejoined his own regiment at Cawn])ore, 
and on the 31»^ July 1851, having been declared to 1 hi 
incapable of performing tho active duties of his pro- 
feBsion, ho was transferred to tho Invalid Establish- 
ment, with permission to reside at Simla. From 
November 1853 to July 1854 he was employed under 
tho Foreign Dept., as an Assistant to the Su^^erintendent 
of the Hindustan and Tibet Road, He thereafter 
resided at Simla, Allahabad, Debra Dun and Mussoorie, 
eventually proceeding to Kotgarh (properly Kotguru 
or GurAkot), in the Simla district, where he died on 
the 2l*t October 1890.

1832. 

Pogson, William Waldegrave, Lieutenant (1827 
— 1857 ). — Grave and tablet at J)elhi^ Nos. 118 and 
102. — Entered H. M.’s Service on tho 27*** March 1846 
ns an Ensign in the 64*** Foot, from w’hich, on tho 
3'* of the snccucding lyiouth, he was transferred to tho 
8’** Foot. With this corps, in the course of tho same 
month, he embarked for fiidia, and landing at Bombay in 
the siKJceecling August, he proceeded with it to Poona. In 
January 1848 he marched Avith tho left wing to Bombay, 
and thence, in the folloA^ing Octol)er, ho accompaiiied 
the regiment to Karachi. On the 9*** February 1849 bo 
was promoted to tluj rank of Lioutenaut. In November 
1850 he proceeded with the regiment to Deesa, and in 
tho folloAA'ing Alarch In? went homo on furlough. Ho 
re joinorl the regiment at Deesa in the sj)ring of 1851^ 
and served Avitli it there until the foIloAving Dcccmbe!^ 
when he marched Aviih it for Agra, iit which j)laco he 
arrived Aviili t})e corps towards tho end of January 
1854. At the tJiid of the folloAving year he juocceded 
AAuth tin? corp.s to Jullmidur, and at that stsxtion, in the 
spring of 1857, he ofliciabid for some time as Adjutant 
of the regiment. He Ava.s present at Julliiiidur when 
the native troops mutinied there on the 7**’ Juno, aud 
on the I t”* of the s.amc month he marched from 
Jiilliindiir witli a ])ortion of tlie regiment en route to 
Dellii, to take part in the sit'go of tlnat jdace. Arriving 
before Dellii on the 2S’*‘ , lie thereafter served tlii’oiigh- 
out the sii'ge, iakiiig ])art in the repulse of the sortio.s 
t»f tlio I*’** , 11’**, 18”* o.u(l “23'* July (avouui led), and 
at the assault, of the (Ity on tho 11*”* Sejitomber, On 
this Iasi occasion, Avhllo ga,llaiitly advancing AAuth tlio 
stfirming ])arty to the assault of tlio breach in the 
Water Bastion, he fill desperately Avoinided Avitb a 
grape-shot in the leg. It Avas found necessary to 
ampLilaUi the limb, but he survived only three days. 
He died of his Avonud, in camp, on tho 17*** Sei»tL*mber 
1857. 

Pollard, Benjamin Horatio, J.leniemnt -Colonel 
{}S%0~\H0S).--(iraro at Kohaf, No. 1041.— Tlie only 
son of Biaijaniin Pollard, Esip*., of tho Sjia., Co. 
Gloucester, of tlie family noAv represented liy tho 
Pollaj'ds of Ilaynford Hall, Co. Norfolk. Born at 
GJoucosler on the 19*** October 1849. — Eiiti^yed H. !M.’s 
Sei-vice on tho 25*** December 1867 as an Ensign in the 
96*** Foot, the depot of Avliich he joined at Golcliester. 
Proceeding iifiorAvards to India, ho joined the regiment 
at Poona in January 18G9, and accornpauietl it to Uum- 
Dum in the followiiig inontli. On the l8*‘* January 
1870 he Avas promoted to the rank of Licnfenaiit, and 
in tlui folloAviug November ho accompanied the regi- 
ment to Diiiapoi (?. On the 23'* December 1871 he AA’as 
appointed Second Wing Subaltern in the 45”* N. I. 
(Rattray’s Sikhs) on probation for the Bengal Staff 
Corps, into Avhich ho Avas subsequently admitted Avitli 
effect from that date. He joined the regiment in 
January 1872 at the Dcdlii Camp of Exorcise, on tho 
bre«aking up of Avhich in the following month he 
marched Avitli tho corjis to Moradabad, and at that 
station from Aju'il to October 1873 he officiated aa 
Quarter- Master of the regiment. lu Juno 1874 he 
Avent homo ou furlough, and ho Avas absent from India 
for nearly tAvo years. On his return, toAvards the end 
of April 1876, he rejoined the 46*** at Alipur, Calcuttai 
and in the folloAving month he was advanced to the 
position of First Wing Subaltern. In SoptemVor 1876 
he exchanged into tho Madras Staff Corps, and in the 
snccecjding month ho Avafl appointed Second Wing 
Subaltern (afterwards styled “Wing Officer”) in tho 
19^** ^ladras N. I., Avhieh ho joined at Trichinopoly. 
With this regiment he served at that place and after- 
Avai'ds at Calcutta, Thayet Myo, Palaveraiu, Caimanore, 
Secunderabad and Mandalay until September 1890, and 
during this ?ioriod ho once officiated as Quarter-Master, 
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four times as Wing Commandor, and twicer ft,s Second- 
in -Command, and twice w^put home on leave, the 
f^econd time for two years. In Soptoml)er J890 he was 
appointed OfFg. Secoud-in-Gommand of the 2^ Madras 
Infantry, and having joined that regiment at Pakoko, 
in Upper Burma, he moved with it to ]\landalay in the 
follo\ving December. In starch 1891 he was appointed 
Second-in^Command of tlic 20^^ Madras Infantry, tmd 
having accompanied the 2*' to Tounghoo in that month, 
he joined the 20^** at Wuutho in Aj)ril. Towards the end 
of the same yeai* he went liome on leave. Returning to 
India in November 1892, he rejoined the 20^^ at 
Secunderabad, and six months later, in May ltS9Jl, he 
was appointed Commandant of the regiment. In S8p- 
teml)er 1895 he again wimt homePon leave, and having 
rejoined the corps at Vizianagram at the (md of March 
1897, he, in the following Soptember, accomi)anied it 
to Meerut, for garrison duty during tho continuance of 
the war then in progress on the North-Western Vrontier, 
In*the spring of tho following year he ])roci‘edcd, in 
<'OTiimand oF the regiment, to the Tochi Valley, and 
was statifmed 'with it at Miranshah, but falling ill tht‘ro 
he was stmt into Kohat, at which place lie ilied on 
the 18^^ May^l898. 

Pollard. John Lucas Romulus, LieiUmant 
(c. 1823 — 1815).«--(i/*(irc and ialdet at Ftrazt-porc, 

tT9 n7Hl 4 t2. — The sixth son of William Dutton 
Ptdlard, Ksqr., of Casilo Pollsird, Co. Wt*stm<iath : 
grandson of vVdiniral the Hon’ble Sir Thomas 
Fakenham, G.C.B., Royal Navy ; greafc-grand.sou of 
the Ift Lortl Longford ; and an elder brother of Lieiit- 
(*!iaiit- General Charles Pollard, Royal ( Bengal) Rngi- 
neers. Born at Castle Pollard about 1823.-- -Kntcrt^d 
H. M.’s Service (from the Royal ^lily. Colleg<‘) on the 17^^‘ 
January 1810 as an Ensign in tin? 31^^ Toot. Arriv- 
ing in fiidia in the folloudng Xovoinbev, be joined tho 
regiment at Agra (*arly in Marcli 18 1*1, and Im (vmti- 
lUied seiwiiig with it then* iiiuil January 1812, when 
be marched with it oji ronla to Peshawar, for servujo 
in Afghanistan. Proceeding onwards Ln) in that place 
with tlie TCgiiiient, he joiuetl tho Army undtu* Ma.jor- 
Gcncral Pollock at Jjilalal)atl in ^Tay 1812, and he theio* 
after served with the regiment ihroiighout, tlie remain- 
der of the campaign in Afglisuiistan, including tho 
ex[>edition against the Sliinwai’is find tho .affair of 
Mazina, the suhsecpient advance from Jalalabad, tho 
actions of Jagdalak and Ttv.in (in which lie was wounded 
in an attempt to capturt^ a standard), the re-o(^cupation 
of Kabul, and various jictions in tlie passes during the 
withdrawal of Ihii Army from Kabul to Peshawar 
(Medal). On the breaking u]) of the Army at Perozo- 
pore in January 1 8 13 he marched with tlie regiment 
to Aiubala, whence in the following May In- accompanied 
it to Khaitjil, on service. Returning to Amhala S(K)n 
afterwards, he proceedc^d with tlie regiment to Fiu’oze- 
poro in November, hut the services of the corps not 
being required there* he returiiod with it to Amhala 
in jMay 1841, and soon afterwards went on sick leave 
to Simla. On tho outbreak of the lirst Sikh War ho 
.nccompaniod his regiment into the field, and was 
wounded in the lirst engagement of tho campaign, at 
Mudki ; disdaining, however, to go into hospital, ho 
accompaniod tho corps in its advance, and going into 
action with it, three days later, at Firozsliahr, he there 
fell mortally wounded in tho storming of the Sikh en- 
trenchment. He was removed to Feroze]iore, and at 
that place he died of his wounds on t be 2 December 
184.5. 

Pollock, Robort Henry, First -Lienlniani (1S22— 
1845 ). — Tablet at Ferozepctrc^ No 111. — The third son 
of Field-Marshal Sir George Pollock, Fart,, G.C.H., 
Koyal (late Bengal) Artillery, Born at Dum-Dum on 
the 2"‘^ March 1822. — Entered the Bengal Army in 
1639 as a Cadet of Artillery. Arrived in India in July 
1840, and was appointed to do duty with tho Artilleiy 
at Agra, at which station his father, then Major-General 
Pollock, was at that time commanding, in January 


1841 he was posted to the Company 5*^^ Battalion, 
Foot Artillery, then at Agra, but in the following May 
be was dii-ectcnl to do duty with tho 2 , Company 2‘* 
Battalion, which he joined at Meerut, an^‘ to which ho 
was fonnally posted in the succeeding August. In 
tempo i*ary command of this company he pixxjecded to 
Ferozeporo in Noveml)er 1841, and ho was i*o -posted to 
it when, in the following year, lio was promoted to the 
i*ank of Fiist-Lioutonant. In January 1842, he was 
aj)pointcd Aide-de-Canip to his fatlior, proceeding to 
Afghanistan in command of a Field Force, and in this 
ca])acily he served throughout the campaign of J842 in 
that coiintr}-, including the forcing of tho Khaibnr Pass, 
tho advance to Jalalabad, the actions of Mamu-Khol, 
Jagdalak, Tezin and llaft-Kotal, the rc -occupation of 
Kabul, the captiii ‘0 and destruction of Tstilif, and 
various actions in the jiasses hotwoeii Kabul ami Pesha- 
war during the march to Hindustan (Medal). 

After his return ho continued as Aide-ile-Camp to 
Sir Georgo Pollock while tho lattiT was in commaml 
of tho Dinapove and Cawiipore Divisions of tho Army, 
but on Sir George being appointed J^filitary ^Member of 
tin* Supreme Council, in (Ictolwr 1841*, ho joinctl, at 
Mcornt, the Troop 2*^ Rrigadu, Iforsc? Artillery, 
to wiiicdi li(* had boon posted in tho ju'ecoding Jiino. 
In March 1815 ho w^is transferred to tho .3'i Trooji 
2‘^ Brigade, also al Aloerut, and in the following July to 
tho Troop 1®^ Brigado (now tlie 58* F’udd 

Battery, Royal Artillery), at AmI)a.Ia. With this troop, 
on tho outbreak of tho lirst Sikh War, lie aecom pained 
tho Army of tho Sutlej under Sir JTiigh Gough, hut ni, 
the very outset of tlio canqiaign, in tho lirst engagement 
of tho war, his career wa,.s brought to a siulden and 
nntimely tto’minatinu. At the halt lo of Mudki, on tlm 
18''* December 181*5, he fell mortally woimdotl, his leg 
having hoeu carried off by a (-auiioii-shot, ami he died, 
in the fort at that place on tlui following day.

1851). —Grur>'(U A’a/iW'ir, No. 5<v{. — Ilomiit Loicoslor 
on tii<! March 17!>7. — Servotl for scvwiil ^oars in 
the iMnks of tho 11*'“ Ijight Uriigoon.i Oaino <)ut, to 
India with the regiment in 1819, and Hcrved with it at tho 
siego and capture of Biiamtpur in lS:i5-:iO. On tho 
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27^^\rebraary 1826 he was transfeiTod to the service 
of the East India Company and j>romoted to the mnk 
of Sergeant from that date, and on the 6^** September 
following he was appointed Q a ai*tor-Master- Sergeant of 
the *M Light Cavalry, which ho joined at Muttra, and 
with it, towards ilio end of the year, ho marched 
to Kaita, in Biindolkhand. At the end of 1828 ho pro-

Returiiiiig from Afghanistan in 
January IBM) he marcliod with the I'ogiment to KarnaJ, 
where he Borved with it until April 18 <2, wlion he was 
appointed to act as Bidirig-Mastor to tlie Cavalry Depot 
at CawiJ])ore, and on tliat doijot being incorporated in 
the 5tli bight Cavalry in the succeeding Dcceiidier, he 
was (litocted to cojitiniio acting as Riding-Master in 
that regiment. On the 27^ January 1843 he was ap- 
]ioiiile(l a Riding-Master on the establislimont, with 
rank from the 30*^* DeeeinbiT preceiling, imd rcrnaini'd 
posted to the 5<^' liiglit Cavalry. With this rogiiin‘iil 
iio proceeded in March 1S43 to Siiltaiipur, Benares, 
<.»arly in 1S44 to Muttra, and in the autumn of 1845 
to Ludhiana. On the outbreak of tlii^ lirst Sikh War, 
ho accompanied his regiment iuto the (ield and serviMl 
wdth it tlirouglanit tlio campaign of I8l<5- 1-G on tho 
Sutlej, including the battles of Mudki, Firozshahr, 
Allwal and Sobraon (Medal and three cl as [is). On tlie 
lermination of the war, in Marcli 1840, In^ procoed4'<l 
witli the regiment to Jiilliindur, whence, in the following 
Nuvemher, he marche<l with it to ^feerul. On tin# 
oiilbrcfik of tho second Sikh War lie again accompanied 
the i’<‘giraent into the lield and serv(Ml with it through- 
out tlie Punjab campaign of 1848-49, including tho 
action of Raninagar, the passjige of the Chenab, the 
action of Sadulajuir, aiul the battles of Chilianwala and 
(ruVrat (Medal and two clasps). On the conclusion 
of thii war he was stationed with the regiment at 
Wazirjihad, from which })lace ho proceeded in Dec(*mber 
181-9 on six moiitlis* h'ave. He rejoiiu'd the regiment 
at Nakodar in June 1850, and died at that ]dace on the 
28'*^ August 1851. 

Pope, Alexander, C,B., Lientomnl •Colonel 
( 1790 — IS49 ). — Crave at Kasanlij No, 281 ; tablet at 
JnUundnr, No, 548 ; insn'iiylion on ilie Chllianivala 
•fuanumenl, No, 752 . — Entered the Hcngal Army in 1805 
as a Cadet of Cavalry. Arrived in India in January 
1807 , and on the t>f tht* succeeding month was posted 
to the 8*^' Native Cavalry, nhich, later in tho same 
year, ho joined at Ghazipur. In the spring of 1808 
he moved with tho regiment tolMuttra, and in tho eai*ly 
jiart of the following year, he served with it in the field, 
in the force under the command of Major-General 
St. Legcr, on the occasion of the demonstration then 
made against Ranjit Singh and the Sikhs, in tho neigh- 
boorhood of Ludhiana. On tlie breaking up of the 
force ill April 1809 , ho returned with the i*egimont to 
Muttra, wdnaico in the following Novomlier he march- 
ed with it to Cawnpore. In tho spring of 1810 , and 
again in 1811 , he served with detachments of tho regi- 
ment against insurgents and marauders in Bundel- 
khand. In OctobcT 1811 he moved with the regiment 
from Cawnpore to Partabgarh, in Oudh, and having, 
in the autumn of 1814, accompanied tho corps to Sul- 
tanpnr, Benares^ he served >vith a portion of it, attached 
to the_^vi8ion under tho command of Mwor-Goneral 
J . S. Wood, in the first campaign of the Nopal War. 
On the termination of that campaign in the spring of 


1815 ho retnrnod to Benares, , and in 1810 he was 
actively employed with the regiment in guarding the 
Mii’zapur frontier against ^he incursions of the Pin- 
daris. In Octt)bcr 1817 ho accompanied his regiment 
into the field, in tho force under tho command of 
Brigadier* General Hardyman, and he thereafter served 
with it throughout the Mahiatta-Piudari campaign 
of 1817-18, specially distin^isliing himself in the 
action of Jubbnlpore, in whicli he was wounded. As 
General Hardyman r^aid in his despatch — “ It foil to 
the lot of one individual to bo mon? conspicuously dis- 
tinguished than tho rest, and that fortunatfi officer is 
Lieufenant Popo of the Cavalry. He charged 
stf^ftdily under a heavy fire from the heights, penetra- 
ted to the enemy’s gunij, leooived a spear into his body, 
and coriti Hill'd tlio pursuit with vigour.^’ He subse- 
quently took part in various affairs with the Mahrattas 
and Pindari.s, until May 1818, when lie proceeded on 
leave to the Presidency, fn March IS 19 ho rejoined 
his regiment at Jubbiiliiore, and ho continued serv^g 
wuth it there until tho end of the follo'wiiig June, when 
he was apjiointed Adjutant of Nativi* Invalids and Pay- 
nmster of Native Pensioners at Allahabad. In 8cptem- 
bi'i- 1819 ho prooeod(?d on leave to Caleiilta, and in Si'ph'm- 
bi'v 1 820, wh ile still ahstuit fi'oni liis ajipoiiiUnent, he was 
nominated Executive Officer in the Puriieah Division 
of the Barrack Di'pt. He joined tliia apjioiTitrneiit on 
tlio expiration of his leave in the succeeding November, 

( ■ and lio continind liolding it until July 1822, when 
having bei'ii found inisuitiMl to the Barrack JJi'pt., he 
was removed from it. He soon afterwards proceeded 
to the Presidency, whence in January 1S23 he went on 
leavi' to New South Wales. Roturniiig thence about 
Januaiy 1825, lie was sent to Purneali to si'ttle his 
accounts in connection with his a]>pointmeiit in the 
Parrai^k Dept., and on this duty he was em]>l(>yed until 
tho end of tlie year. In tlio Tnoantinie, in Jinu' 1825, 
lie had hi'Cn transbuTed, wdth effeid from tlu^ 13^'‘ May, 
to the 2'> E.-^tra Ilogt. of Light Cavalry, tin' formation 
of which wns then ordered Having Jinished his ac- 
counts lu' was direct i?d, January 1823, to join his new 
regiment (which had now become the 19^^' Light Caval- 
ry) with all possible expedition, the corps being tlieii 
in the field with llii’ Army under tlie command (»i Lord 
Coniliermere, but, though he travelled e.xpress, ho was 
iinahle to join in time to fiiko any part in the siege and 
capture of Bharatjiiir. On the bri'aking up of tho 
Army employed in the r«*ductioii of that place, he pro- 
ceeded with his regiment to Meerut, ^\^i('nce, in the 
succeeding year, he aceonipanied it to Karnal in Deeeiii* 
lier 1828, to J^Thow in IMareh 1S29, to Karnal again in 
March 1832, to Muttra in November 1S34, and to 
Nasirabad in Deciuiilier 1839. On attaLning the rank 
of Lieu tenant-Colonel he was re -posted, January 1840, 
to the 10^’' Liglit Cavalry, and towards the cud of that 
year lie iiiarchcd with the nigirneut to Ferozepore. In 
April 1841 ho proeeodod on sick leave to Simla, and 
having been detained there by ill-health until the close 
of the following year, he missed sharing in the dangers 
and glories of tho last campiign in Afghanistan under 
General Pollock. Having, at Ferozepore? on the 18^*^ 
Dccomber 1842, rejoined his regiment on its return 
from Borvico, ho was ilirected two days later to assume 
command of the whole of tho Cavalry of General Pollock’s 
force, and this command he continued holding until 
the Army at Forozoporo was broken up in tho folloiving 
month. He then inarched with the regimimt to Meerut, 
whence, in the autumn of 1843, hi? was calltul out with 
it for the Army of Gwalior, and he thereafter com- 
manded it throughout the Gwalior Campaign, including 
tho battle of Maharajpore (bronze star, and created a 
Companion of the Order of the Bath). In February 
1844 ho returned with the regiment to Moorut, whenca 
in the autumn of the same year he moved with it to 
Nowgong, in Bundelkhand. On the regiment marching 
for Mhow in April 1846 ho wont on sick leave to tho 
Presidoncy, whence he afterwards proceeded to Mus- 
Boorie, and ^ ho was still on leave when towards tho 
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end of July 1847, he was transferred to the Light 
Cavalry. On the expiration of his leave in* the follow- 
ing December he joined thiscegiment at Nakodar, and 
he continued in command of it* there until October 1848, 
when, on the formation of the Ai*my of the Punjab, he 
nominated to the command of the Second Brigade 
of Cavalry. Towaids the end of the same month he 
was transferred to his old regiment, the Light 
Cavalry, but early in the following DecemlKJr he w’as 
re-transferred*to the 6^*^ : he did not, however, now join 
either of those regiments, and continuing in command 
of the Second Brigade, he served at the head of it in the 
earlier part of the Punjab Campaign of 1848*49, in- 
cluding the passage of tho Chenab and the battle of 
Cbilianwala, in the latter of whicli he was scvA’ely 
wounded (sabre-cut on the heacf), having iK'on out down 
by a Sikh sowar as lie >vas endeavouring to remedy the 
confusion in his brigade (sco Part I, page 116). Suffering 
severely from his wound, he pi-oceeded towards Simla, 
cm leave, in the sucoooding spring, but he did not live 
to reach that place, having expired on tho w'liy at Ka- 
sauli on the 20*^* April 1849.

Potter John, Sergeant- Major (l!"’22 — 1857) — Tablet 
at Lahore Cantonment^ No. 682. — Born in India in 
1822, and about 1838 enlisted in the Bor. gal Artilieiy 
as a bugler. In 1848-49 during tho Punjali Campaign 
he was in garrison at Fort Covindgarh, Amritsar, wdth 
a portion of the 3‘* Company 6^h Batt.'ilioii, Foot Artil- 
lery (Medal). His period of service having expired he 
re-eulisted at Jiillnndur on the 25*^* June 1850, and 
was subscipiently appointed a Bugle-Major in the 6*h 
Battalion. Ou the 27^^' May 1854 lu' was ])rom(dod to 
tho rank of Sergeant, and appointed Quartor-Master- 
Serginiiit of tho 26^^‘ X. T., and having joined that 
regiment at Delhi, he moved >>4111 it to Mian Mir in 
November of tho same year. Ho w'as with the regi- 
ment when it was disarmed at M ian Mir in May 1857, 
and he (jontinued serving with the corp.s as Quarter- 
Master-Sergeant until the 2*' July following, when ho 
was nominated to act as Sergeant-!Major, an ap|M)iiit- 
nicnt in which lie was subsequently confirmed. On 
the of tho same mouth the regiment broke out in 
open mutiny, and on that uocasioii ho iiuforfuiintely 
lierished, having been cut down and hacked ileatli 
in a gallant 4 mdeavour to save the life of his command- 
ing officer. Major Spencer (q.v.). 

Powell, Charles Polliott, Captain (1844- 
1878).' at Abbottabad, No. 923.— The third son 
of Scott Powell, Ksqr., sometime Captain in tho 23^ Foot 
(the Royal Welsh Fusiliers), and a younger brother of 
Sir Richard Douglas IWclJ, Bart, (T), thi‘ eminent 
physician who was for many years Pliysician Extinordi- 
nary and afterwards Physician in Ordiiiaiy to H. M. 
Queen Victoria. Born at Wtdwyn, Co. Herts, on tho 
8*** April 1844. — Entered H. M.’s Scrvico on tho 9^*1 De- 
cember 1862 as an Ensign in the 96^** Foot, which ho 
joined at Shomcliff, and witli which lie a.ftcrward.s, in 
February 1863, proceeded to the Cape Colony, South 
Africa. On the 22‘^ March 1864 he was jiromoted to tho 
rank of Lieutenant. Towards tho end of tho following 
year he accompanied the regiment to India, and landing 
at Bombay on the 30th Decemlxjr, he proceeded wdth it 
thence to Poona, but in July 1866 he was sent back to 
England for duty at the regimental depot, and 
having joined at Colchester, ho served there 

for more than two years. At tho end of De- 
cember 1868 he rejoined the regiment at 

Poona, whence be accompanied it to Dum-Dum in Fob- 
rua^ 1869. On tho 18^*^ January J870 he was appoint- 
ed Second Wing Subaltern in tho 20^^ (Punjab) N. I., 
on probation for the Bengal Staff Corps, but this ap- 
pointment was cancelled on the 2DS and on the 26^^ he 
was appointed OSg. Second Wing Subaltern in the 1*^ 
Punjab In&ntry, on probation, as before, for the Bengal ” 


SUfE Corps, into which he was subsequently admitted 
with effect from that date. He joined the regiment at 
Kohat, and for several months in 1870-71 he officiated 
as Fii'st Wing Subaltern. In June 1871 bo was appoint- 
ed Second Wing Subaltern in the 2*^ Punjab Infantry, at 
tho same station, and with that corps, in January 1878, 
ho marched to Dora Ghazi Khan. In the succeeding 
Anril he was appointed Offg. Quarter-MasW of the 
Punjab Infantry, and having joined the regimont 
at Abliottabad, he continued holding that appointment 
until the end of February 1873, when he went home on 
furlough. In Juno 1874, during his absence in Europe, 
he was advanced to tho position of First Wing Subal- 
tern in bis own rc»giment, the 2** P. I., and having 
on his return to India in the following Docombor, 
rejoined tho corps at Dera Gha/i Khan, ho ivas appoint- 
ed, on the 26*^ of that month, to otficinte ns Qnartor- 
Mastcr ; he, however, held this jiAst for only a short 
time. In Janiiavy 1875 ho moveil with tho w^gunent 
to Doi*a Ismail^hau, and ho sewed with it tlu>ro until 
the end of the siiccooding May, when he was trana- 
feiTod temporarily to tlio 5*** Gurkha Regimont, to 
officiate as Second Wing Subaltern, and having joined 
at Al)l)ottabad, ho w'aa, in the following July, ap- 
pointed officiate a‘s Quarter -Master of the cor]is. On 
attaining the rank of Captain, 12*** Novemlier 1875, ho 
was Kjiecially allowc'd to retain, with effect from that 
date, liis appointment of First Wing Subaltern in tho 
2*' P. I., but he continued attached to the Gurkhas, 
find in A])ril 1876 he was appointed Offg. First Wing 
Sn bfiltern in that corps. Tt>w’ards the ond of tho 
following Novemlior he was appointed Offg. Wing 
Officer in tho 5‘*' Punjab Infantiy, but this appoint- 
ment was afterw'ards cancelled, and he reverted to his 
former jiositiou in the 5‘*‘ Gurkhas. Under tho now 
organisation introduced in January 1877 lie becanio a 
Wing Officer in his own regiment, the 2‘* P. 1 ,, and 
Offg. Wing Officer in the 5'*‘ (Jurklias, and continuing 
fittaehcd to the latter regiment, he was, in April 1877, 

I apiwintod Offg. Quarter- Master to it. In November 
1878, on the outbroalc of the Afghan War, he aocom- 
paniod tho 5*’* Gurkhas on service to tho Kurara Valley 
where ho was present with it in the n*connaissanco of 
the 2S‘^*> of that month, at tin; forcing of the Pciwar 
Kotal on the 2'^ Doeombm*, in tho BubscMpient advance 
to llio Shiitfirgfirdan, and in tho a(4.ion of ihv. 13*** in 
the* Sapari or Mangijir Pass. On this last occasion he 
fell dangerously wouiulod, and he sui-vivocl only five 
day.s, dying at Kiiram Fort on the, 18^’* Decomher 1878. 

Powys, Edward Shawa, Captain (1826-1855).— 
(have at Srinagar, Kashmir, No. 1122. — Tho second Son 
of Henry Philip Powys, Esfjr., of Hardwick, Co. Oxford, 
and Bromfiold, Co. Middlesex, doscondod fwnii a com- 
mon ancestor witli Lord Lilford. Born in Marcli 1826. 
Fidncafed at Et4)n. — Entoi-od H. M.’s Sorvi(;o (from the 
Royal Mily. College) on the 26‘*‘ July 1844 as an En- 
sign in tho 61«* Foot. Joined that regimont at Cork, 
and in .Fuly 1845 embarked witli it for Bon^l. Land- 
ing with the corps at Calcutbi in tho following October 
he pmceeded with it to tho Up|)or Provinces, and 
arrived with it at Cawnpore in February 1846. On 
the 3*’ October 1846 be was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant, and in tho following montli ho ncmmjmnied 
the regiment to Ambala, whence ho proceeded with it 
to Jullundurin February 1848. In th(» autumn of that 
year be was employed with tho regiment in oporations 
against insurgouis in tho Jullundur and Bari Doabs,and 
subsequently joining tho Army of the Punjab, he served 
with the re^’mout thi*oughout the Punjab Cani|>aiini 
of 1848-49, including the passage of the Chenab, the 
action of Sadulapur, the liattle of Cbilianwala (as Order- 
ly Officer to Brigadier-General Campbell, oommand- 
ingthe Third Division) and Ghijerat, and tho puremi 
of the enemy to the mouth of the Khaibar Pass (Medal 
and two clasps). On the conclusion of the campaign 
he was stationed with the regiment Peshawar. In 
the spring of 1860 he went home on Icnre, vi4 Sombf^i 
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and in tlio following year lie joined the Senior Depart- 
ment of the Royal Mily. College at Sandhurst. On the 
concluBionof the College course?, in the spring of 1853, 
he was appointed to do duty at the regimental depot, 
with which he remained until the autumn. He return- 
ed to India at tlio end of 1S53, and rejoined the regi- 
ment at Wazirabitti early in 1854, In tho lollowing 
year he proceeded to Kashmir on leave, and he died at 
Srinagar, in that ten-itory, on tho 23‘1 September 18o5. 

Powys, John, TAeuUnani (1828 — 1857). — Tablet at 
Jnllnnilifr, No. 556. — Tho second son of Captain tho 
Hon’hle Rol)ert Vernon Powj’s, 12*^'* Bengal N. 1„ and 
grandson of the 2‘* Ijord Lilford. Born at Nasii^abad 
on the 26^*' !March 1828. — Entered the Bengal Army 
in 1846. An’ivod in India on tin? Juno of the same 
year, and on tho 17^*^ was ordered u]) to Bcnai*es to do 
duty with the N. I. In the following December 
he was j)Osted to the 6D^ N. I., then on tho march from 
Nftgode to Bar rackpore, and joining it rovJp^ ho ar- 

rived with it at the latter station in January IS 17. 
In October 1818 he marched with tlio I’cgiinoiit rn mute 
to Benai\;s, but the coi’jjs liaving subse(|nenily l)een 
detailed to form part of the Reserve Division, to l)o 
assembled In Siihind during tho campaign in the Punj* 
ab, he accompanied it to Arabala, and with it cventu- 
ally joined tlie Division in Camp at Bialik pur, ru'ar 
Ludhiana, at the end of Fehniary 1840. On the Re- 
serve Division being broken np in Match, he procecd^ul 
to Alinora on sick leave, on return from w'liich re- 
joined tho regiment at (ioviiidgarh, AToritsar, in No- 
vember 1849. In the following montli lie was ap]H>iut- 
ed acting Adjutant of tho regiment, but he held this 
post for only a short tinn?. In the sju'ing of 1850 he 
accoraj)anied the regiment to Lucknow, arriving there 
on the 18^*' ^landi, and ^?oon afterwards, on tin? 28^“ of 
the same month, he was a])])ointetl to the Canjvl Branch 
of the Dept, of Public Works as an Asst. Executive 
Officer of tlie Western Jumna C^'anals, ti post whicli lie 
continued holding for four years. At the end of March 
1854, having then been acting in tho appointment for 
some time, ho was nominated »Su] eianUuident of tlie 
Dehra Dun Canals, and after serving in this post for two 
years, ho was, in January 1856, ajipointed Supcrinttai- 
dciit of Irrigation Works in BuTidclkhand. Ho was still 
liolding this appointment wlien the Mutiny broke out, 
and he was killed in the fort of Jhansi, during the brief 
defence of tlie place against tlie mutineers and rebels, 

on tho June 1857.

This lady and tlieiroidy child (Caroliin? .lane, ap:ed eight numtlw) 
perished in the atrcjcious uiassaeTc* whieli (on the direct iiiKtign- 
tiont)f the infamous Itaiii of .lhaiisi) Ldlowed iinmodiatcly on tlie 
capitnlatiou of the fort. 

Price, James, QuarUr-Moatci' (1805 — 1849). — Gravr. 
at Saroka, nair Wazlnt,bad, No. 743. — Having served 
in tho ranks of the 24*^' Foot fur about eiglitoc?i years, 
and atitiined the position of Quarter-Master- Sergeant, 
he was apiiointed Quarter- Master of the regiment (theri 
stationed at Devoupovt] on tho 16*’' August 1812. He 
afterwards served ^vith the corps in Scotland and Ire- 
land until May 1846, when he cmliarkcd witli it for 
Bengal. Landing at Calcutta in tho following August, 
he soon afteiwards accompanied the regiment to tho 
Upper Provinces, and with it arrived at Agra early in 
March 1847. In the autumn of 1818 he marched with 
tho regiment to Forozojwro, and ho thereafter served 
with it throughout tho Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, 
including the pa.ssago of th(j Chenab, the action of 
Sadulapur, and the battles of Chilian wal a and Oujerat 
(Modal and two clasps). On the termination of the 
war ho accompanied the rcgimt?nt to Wazirabad, where 
ho died on the 4^HiJuly 1849.

Uarhor, 83d X. T, — Ifts youngest daughter, Sabiua Pal- 
wer was married at Simla, on the 5th August 1858, to Maior 
Ldwm Greain Daniell. H. M.'s 8th Foot. ^ 

Prior, Charles, Lieutenant-General (1807 — 1881) 
■^arnve. at Jullnndur, Ao. 534. -Bom at Plymouth* 
Co. Devon, on the 17‘i> Juno 1807.— Kntored the Ben- 
gal Army in 1823. Arrived in India on the 3d Sep- 
tember LS24, and on the 9*’* Avas ordered up to Dinaporo 
to do duty with tho 2d Kurojiean Regiment. Towards 
tim ebso of tho succeeding month he was posted to the 
04t »^N. 1., and having joined that i-egimoiitat Neemuch 
Jio accompanied it to Nasirabad (jarly in 1825, and to 
Agra in the spring of 1826. In November 1828 ho 
Avas appointed to officiate as Adjutant of the regiment 
and having about the same tirno moved with the corps 
towards Kastern Bengal, he arrived Avith it at Dacca 
in tho middle of January 1829. In the following March 
he was mado ixn-manont in the aiipoiutineut of Adju- 
tant, Avliich ho continued thereafter to hold for moi*e 
than olevon years. From October to December 1829 
ho ofliciatoil, in addition, as Interpreter and Qua.rter- 
Aliistor of th(i regiment. In the si>ring of .1832 he ac- 
companied the regiment to Diiiapore, Avhence ho pro- 
ceeded With it to Sangor at tho end of 1834. At that 
place from OocemlKu- 1837 to February 1838 ho offici- 
atod as Station Staff Dfficcr, in addition to his other 
(inties. In Afarcli 18.38 ho moved Avith the regiment to 
Angarli, and in tlie following 0(!t()ber Iio a(;(;oiiipaniod 
ittoDoihi. From that slaiion in April 1840 he pro- 
ceeded on sick lo;i,ve to Miissoorio, and while there in

Lritissh pro vince.s in June 1812, and having proceeded 
on sick lea AC to tho Hilts North of Dehra, he remained 
there (latterly on duty Avith tho Landoiii* Convalescent 
Depot) until tho middle of October 1844. In tho fol. 
loAving Decemb(?r he rejoined lii.s regiiuont at Sukkur, 
in Sindh, and proceeding immediately afterwards on 
.service Avitli a jiart of tho corps, he took part in Sir 
Charles Napier’s campaign against tho mouQtain and 
desert tribes on the frontiers of that province, officiating 
for a portion of tlie time, from the middle of February 
1 8 1-5, a.s A.sst. Commy-General to tho force in tho 
held. Returning from Sindh, ho accompanied the regi- 
Tuent to Cawiqioro, Avhere he arrived with it at the end 
181*5, and toAvards tin* end of the year he moved 
Avith it to Barrackjiore, at Avhich station, from Decem- 
ter 1845 to the end of April 1846, he officiated in iiio 
Commissariat Dept, in addition to his ordinary regi- 
mental dutio.s. From April to August 1846 he officiated 
P^’py* Judge Advocate General of the Presidency 
DiAusion, and reverting then to hi.s duties in the Com- 
niis.sariat Dept., ho continued in this situation until 
October 1847, when ho wa.s appointed Aido-de-Camp to 
Major-General C. W. Hamilton, commanding tho Saugor 
Division : in this appointment (twice officiating, in ad-

General of the Lahore Division, and h(^ continued offi- 
ciating until March 1854, when he was ap|X)inted a 
Depy. Asst. Adjt. Gonl. on tho Establishment and was 
re-posted to tile Lahore Division. ^ He remained in this 
position (officiating, in addition, for a short time, at the 
beginning of 1850, as Aidc-tle-Camp to !Major- General 
Gowan, commanding tlic Division^ until near tho end 
of June 1856, when ho was appointed an Asst. .^djt. 
Genl. on the Establishment, f^nd was again i*e-|)ostcd 
to tho Lahore Division. In May 1857, as Asst Adjt. 
Genl., he took part in the historic disjirming of tho 
disaffected native troojis at Mian Mir, and shortly 
afterwards, consequent on communication with ilie 
l^wer Provinces l)eing cut off, and oii Genei'al Gowan 
succeeding to the command as senior officer, he canio 
into tho position of A. A. G. to all the forces in U])pcr 
India, a condition of affairs which continued until 
coniin unication was restored after the fall of Dt^Ilii in 
the autumn* In August 1857, consequent on liis j»vo- 
inoticm to the regimental rank of Major, In? vacated tho 
appointment of A. Chml., hut some difficulty Ixjhig 
experienced in relieving him at the time, ho continued 
officiating in the ap])oijitm('nt until January 1859, when 
he proceeded on leave to llomhay, whence in the follow- 
ing March he went home on furlongh. On his return 
to India at the end of llecemher 1860, he was j.ermiited 
10 procetid to the Punjali, and tiun'e at the end of .lanii- 
ary 1801 he was directed to do g(5nei*al duty in the I^ahorc 
Division. At the end of the snc(!eodIng March ho was 
directed to proceed to .lullundur and <lo general duty at 
that station, and he continneil serving there until No- 
vember 18(il, when Ijo was apjolnh'd to tlio command of 
the 1**' Gurkha Light Infantry, wliich corps lit? forlh- 
wiih joined at Dharaius/ila ( Jlh.igs’i). lii November 
1803 he marched witli the reginunit to llawal Pindi, 
whither it was moved witli tin* pnrjiose of c?mploying 
it, eventually, in tho Ainbola Cauipa-ign, but while it 
was halted there the campaign came to nii end, and 
with the liead-qnarti rs tiie cor[)s lie returned to 
Dharamsahi in January 180 k To tJic rcurgan isation of 
tho officering of regiments wliich took place in that 
month ho was ap] oiuted Guminandant of the eorjis. 
In October If?C5, ii? command <.)f tlu? regiment, In? ])ro- 
ceeded on service to llliutuii, :md with it joined the Lcift 
Column of tho Diiar Field Force, with which ho was 
employed until the termination of the >var (India Medal 
and clasp). In ^liirch 1800 he left the regiment at 
Raksa and I’ctunieil, on sick leave, to Dharamsaha, whero 
he remained until tlu? ciiid of the year, rejoining tho 
regiment at Dcilhi, on its I’cturn from Phutan, in Janu- 
ary 1807, and marching with it thenco to Dharamsala 
in the en.su ing .spring. Fow.-irds the end of August 
1808, in anticipation ol the notitication of his promotion 
to the rank of Major-General, ho r(?signod the a])point- 
ment of Commandant of the Gurkhas, and he was 
not afteiavards omployi?d. On tlio 8^’' February 1877 
he attained the rank of ijioulenant-General, and on tho 
October following he retlr(?d from the service. After 
giving up tho command of the Gurkhas ho r(?.sided 
continuously in India, jiassing his time geuei*ally at 
Dharamsala and Jullundur. lie died at tlio latter place 
on the 21"* April 1881.

Quini Richard Owen, hientenant (^1829 — 1857J— 
Inscription at SimUh No, 345.— The elder son of Cap- 
tain and Brevet Lieut.-Colonel Thomas Quin (q, v,) of 


the 4*** Light Cavali’y (Lancers). Bom at Meerut on 
the 21®* l£krcb 1829. — Entered the Bengal Army in 
1846. Arrived in India on tho 4**» September of the 
same year, and on tho 15*** was ordered up to Cawnpore, 
to do duty with tho O**' Light Cavalry. In August 
1847 lie was appointed to do duty with tho 4*h Light 
Cavalry at Karturjuir, and Iio was on tho march with

On tho 
tormiuation of tho l^iinjah Camjiaign ho accompanied 
tho regiment to Atnhala, arriving then? towards the end 
of April 18 to, and ho served there with tlu? coiqis until 
tho antiinin of 485 1, when ho moved with it Uy Cawn- 
pore. In Juno 185(> ho w.as appointi*d acting Quarter- 
Master of the rcginuait. Ho wais present with tlio corps 
when it inuiiniod at Oawnporo, and lie afterwards took 
jiart in tho defonco of Sir Hugh Wliooler’s ontrouch- 
nieiif, hut ho did not livo to sec the disastrous teriuiiia- 
tion of tho heroic c?fforts of Wheeler’s gallant band, 
having liiod in the cnfiviichmont, cf fever, snuio time in 
Juno 1857, before tho cajiitulation and massaero took 
place.

(1805 -1857) - at Simla, No. :U5.- - 
Jlorii on tho 30th SoptornlM?!* 1805. — Kniorod tho Bengal 
Army in 1825. Arrived in India on tho 16th May 1826, 
and on Ihc 2k^* of tho samo iriontli was posted t«) tho 
Light Cavalry, then at Nasirabad, but a.s ho could 
not at that season of tho year travel to a station so 
romofo, ho was dirocled to do duty with the? P* Light 
Cavalry at Siilhuipiir, Ilonaius, until the end of October, 
and ho ov(?ntualIy did not join tlic? F** until tho (dtiso 
of the year. In DeciJiidxjr 1828 ho accompanied tho 
regimont lo Moorut, at whi(?h .station lie olllciatod as 
Brigado-AInjor from the end of Juno fo tho irihMIo of 
November 1830. Towards I ho close of I8.*i2 ho moved 
hack to Nasinihad with tJio regiment. In Jainiary 1833 
lie was d(?laih?d for duty at the Jjandoiir (’onvalosctnit 
Depot, .and ho sorvod thoro from tho hegiimirig of A}>ril 
to tho close of Novoinlxir, and having tln.-n hecai dirofjted 
to ilo tlnty with the 10*^' Jjiglit Cavalry at Kariial, lie 
did not )ej(»in his own regiment, at Nasirabad, until 
March 1831*. In tho autumn of that year, on tho octa- 
sioii of tho doTiionstratioii against .lodhjnir, ho accooi- 
jinniod his rogiment into tho field in tho Uajwara Field 
Foret*, and he was afterwards (?m])loyed with tho cm ps 
in tho ojierations iindortakoii for tlio ro.storaf ion of order 
in tlio district of Sliekhawa t. Ho rotiirned to N.isiralrail 
wnth tho regimtJiit in tho sjiring of 183.5, and irnnifidi- 
atcly afterwards proceeded toLandour, for a .second tour 
of duty at the Convalescent Depot, In the .sncceesllng 
jNovcmbt'r he rojoinotl the regiment ineanij» near Jaipur, 
Avhence in J)t?ceml>or ho marched with it t u routr to 
Karnal, arriving at that station in J.iiuiaiy 1836. '15*- 

wards tho end of October 1838 he was iletacluid fi cuii 
Karnal, in command of a Hf|iiadron of tlie ivigirnent, for 
e.scoi*t duty with tho Commaudor-iri-C3iief, and having 
joined His Excellency’s camp at Manimajra on tin? 7’** 
November, he wa.s then appointed to the command of 
tho whole of tho escort ; in this capacity hr* attended His 
Excellency to tho (?ainp of tho Army of tho Indus at 
Forozopore, and tlicnco to Karnal, whei’O, with the squad- 
ron, lio rejoined his i-ogiment early in January 1839 
On tho 7*^* of that month he was apjiomted »Sccoiid-ijj 
Command of the Jaloun (afterwards styled the Bondel- 
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kb and) Legion, the formation of which was then orcJered, 
and having joined at Jhansi, ho assisted in organising 
that corps, but in the following September he resigned 
the appointment and rejoined his own regiment at 
Karnal. In the winter of 1839-40 he accomjianied the 
regiment on esoort duty with the Governor-General, and 
ho afterwards proceeded with it to Neemuch. In January 
1842 he was appointed acting Interpreter and Quarter* 
kKaster to the regiment, and ho held the post for three 
months, in the course of which, in Mai*ch, ho moved 
with the cor|)8 to Nasirabad. In August 1842 ho was 
again appointed to officiate os Interprett.T and Quarter- 
iMaster, and in the following month lie was made per- 
mjinent in the situation. In tho autumn of 1843 he 
accompanied the logiment on service with the Army of 
Gwalior, and was pitjsent with it at the battle of Ma- 
]iai*ajpur (bronze star)* On tho conclusion of that 
campaign hii marched with the regiment to Ambala, 
arriving there at the end of February 1B44, and at that 
station ho continued serving until tho outbreak of the 
first Sikh War towards tho close of 1845. On the oc- 
nonce of that event, and on the consequent formation 
of the Army of the Sutlej, he was, on tho 13*^* Decem- 
ber, appointed Dcjpy. Asst. Qr. Mr. Genl. of the Cavalry 
Division, and in that capacity he was ju-esent at tho 
battle of JMtidki. On tho day succeeding the battle, 
19*** December, in consequence of Cajitain Dawkins 
{q, r.) liaving been very severely wounded, he was ap- 
pointed acting Commandant of the Govern or- General’s 
Body Guard, and he commanded that corps during tho 
remainder of the campaign, including the battles of Fi- 
rozshahr, Aliwal and Sobraon (Medal and throe? clasps). 
In the meantime, on t)io Srd January 184G, he had been 
nominated Commandant of the 12^** Iiregular Cavalry, 
the raising of which had then l)een ord(*red, and as soon 
as the war was over ho proceeded to FerozejM^ro and 
assumed comnuind of his new coi’jis, with which, in 
March 184G, ho moved to Ambala. In the following 
Novemlier he accompanied tho regiment (which had 
now become the 13^** Irregular Cavalry) to Hoshiarpur, 
whence he moved with it to Makhd in November 1847, 
and to Ferozepore in the antumn of 1848. At the end 
of November 1848 he accompanied the regiment to 
Lahore. He subsecjuently (February 1849) commanded 
tho corps in the field during the latter part of the 
Punjab Campaign, and was with the force which 
held Wazii’abad and tlie fords of tho Chenab while 
tho main boily of the Army was engaged in tho 
battle of Gujerat (Medal and clasp). A week after the 
battle he was sent with his regiment to join the pursu- 
ing force under the command of Sir Walter Gilbert, 
and with this force he eventually proceeded to Pesha- 
war, arriving there on tho 21**^ March, and taking up 
quarters thei'e at tho end of the suciiecMling month. In 
the following Deccmlxjr he commanded the regiment in 
tho expedition against the insurgent clans of Baizai, 
and was present at tho capture and destruction, after 
some sharp fighting, of the villages of Sanghao, Pali, 
Zurinaudai and Sherkhana. In January 1850 he ac- 
companied the regiment to Julluiidiir, whence, in the 
following April, he went on sick leave to Simla, but 
not having recovt*r(?d his health tliere, ho proceeded to 
Calcutta, whence, in Maj’ch 1851, lie went on leave to 
the Capo Colony, South Africa, for two years. Return- 
ing to India early in 1853, ho rejoined the IS*-** Irregular 
Cavalry at Gurdd8])ur, whence in the following Novem- 
ber he accompanied the regiment to Bareilly. At the 
end of April 1855 he was again obliged to go away to 
the hills on sick leave, and in the following July, find- 
ing himself too broken in health for efficient work, 
he I'esigucd the command of the 13^*' Irregular Cavalzy. 
Tlioreafter he was continuously on sick leave, at Mus- 
Hoorie, Naini Tal and Simla, until his death, which took 
place at Simla on tho 7^'* November 1857.

Ralkes, Edward Augustus, Lieutenant (1840- 
1866.— ffrcire at Lahore^ No^G]4 : tablets at Lahore and 
Oujranwala^ Nos. 627 and 737. — The second son of 
Charles Baikes, Esq' * C.S.I., of the Bengal Civil Ser- 
vice, who was of the family of Baikes of Troberfydd, 

Co. Brecon. Bom at Ghazipur, on the July 1840 

Entered H.M.’s Service on the June 1859 as 

an Ensign in the 93^ Foot (the Sutherland High- 
landers), tho depot of which ho joined .at Aberdeen. 
In the autumn of i860 he proceeded to India and 
joined the regiment at Rawal Pindi, and there in 
January 1861 he was appointed Instructor of Mus- 
ketry to tho corjis. In the following Novombor he 
accompanied the regiment to Peshawar, and he served 
with it there until Jdnuaiy 1862, when ho was 
appointed Aido de-Camp to the Lieutenant-Governor 
of the Punjab. At the end of 1863 he rejoined his 
regiment on its being detailed to reinforce the Ynsaf- 
zai Field Force, but he did not aoeompany the 
])ortion of tho corps which actually went up to the 
Ambela Pass. On the 1®^ February 18G4 ho exchanged 
into the 107‘'*‘ Foot. On tho 8^^ of tho same month his 
services were placed at the disposal of the Government 
of tile Punjab, as a candidate for the Bengal Staff 
Corps, and on the same day he was appointed an Asst. 
Commissioner in the Gujranwala District. In Decem- 
ber 18G4 ho was admitted into tho Bengal Staff Corps 
with effect from the l^farcdi preceding, from which 
date he was also promoted to the rank of Lieutenant, 
lie did not long survive his admi.s8ion to tho Staff 
Corps, for on the 22^' .January 1865 h(» met ^vith an 
unfoi*tiinate accident, having on that day boon killed 
by a fall from his horse at some place in the (lujran- 
wala district tlie name of which has not been record- 
ed.

Raikes, Frank Stewart Whittington, Mii/or 
ri854--1897;.-— (rVa?,-p a/ Batta Khel, No. 1107; tabled 
at Rawal Vindi, No, 804. — 1!'he third son of Major 
Richard William Baikes, of the Madras Army, who 
was a cadet of the family of Raiko.s of Llwynegrin, (Jo. 
Flint. Bom on tho .31"*^ Deceinbor 1854. — Entered 
H. M.’s Service on the 28^*^ February 1874 as a Sub- 
Lieutenant in the Battalion 12^** Foot, and from 
tho same date he wjib afterwards promoted tb the rank of 
Lieutenant. IIc joined tho 1**^ Battalion 12^^ at the 
Curragh, and served ■with it there for several months. 
On the 29*^** July following he was tmnsfori’ed to the 
Rifle Brigade, and having been posted to the 3rd 
Battalion of that corps, li© joined it at Aldershot. 
During the next seven years he served with this 
battalion at Chatham, Shorncliffe, Woolwich, Aldershot, 
Dublin, and tho Curragh. On the 20^** June 1881 he 
was promoted to the rank of Captain, and was posted 
soon afterwards (in August) to the 2'* Battalion, which 
he joined at Cork. In the following October ho was 
transferred to the Battalion, and proceeding to 
Bombay early in 1882, he joined a detachment of the 
battalion at Poona. Towa^s tlie end of the year ho 
joined the head-quarters of the battalion at Ahmad- 
nagar, whence, in tho winter of 1883-84 he accompanied 
the corps to Belgaura. When tho battalion was 
to Burma in 1886 he was left in command of the depot 
at Belgaum, but ho joined the corps at Pagan towards 
the end of tho following year, and in 1888 he accom- 
panied it to Myingyan. In December 1888 ho proceed- 
ed with the battalion to Bareilly, and while serving 
with it at that place in February 1890 he was appoint- 
ed Station Staff Officer at Rauikhet, a post which he 
retained for nearly two years. On tho 16^^ December 
1891 he was promoted to the rank of Major, and having 
been posted to the 3*^ Battalion, he joined it at JuUun- 
dur, and in October 1892 proceeded with it toPestowar* 
la Decembq^ 1892 he was transferred to the 4*^ Batta- 
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Kon, but In the follo^Kng month he waH mc^ed bock to 
the 3^ Battalion, with which he continued serving 
until October 1894, when he went homo on leave. He 
returned to India and rejoined the battalion* at Bawal 
Find! in October 1895, and in April 1896 he proceeded 
with it to Kuldana. On the June 1896 ho was 
appointed Second-in-Command of the battalion, and 
in the following October he marched back with it to 
Bawal Pindi. ^ On the outbreak of Uie frontier war in 
June 1897, he accompanied the •battalion on service 
with the Tochi Field Force, and after taking part in 
most of the movements and operations of that force, h«; 
died at Sherani, in the Tochi Valley, on the 4^** Septem- 
ber 1897. •

Ralfe, Henry, Ensign(l^lO — 1837). — Grave at DdhP 
07. — ^Filtered the Bengal Army in 1826. Arrived 
in India at the end of Januai’y 1828, and in the follow- 
ing month was sent up to Bairackpore, to do duty with 
the 66^*’ N. I. On the 1**^ July following he was iK)ated 
to the 3^ N, I., ^hich ho joined, in the autumn, at 
Ludhiana. • Towards the end of 1830 ho marched with 
the regiment to Nasirabad. In July 1832 ho was 
transfeiTod to tho 38^*^ N. I., but that regiment being 
then at Midnapore, lie was j)ermitted to remain and 
do duty with the 3”* N. I. until the following October. 
Subsequently, in December, the 38^*‘ Ixung under order.s 
to proceed to Benai’os, ho was allowed to remain at that 
station and do duty with tlic 51*’' N. I. until the former 
should arrive there, and on the .54**' leaving Benares in 
February 1833, he w’as permitted similarly to do duty 
with th(^ 66*1? N. T. He eventually joined the 
on its arrival at Benares towards the end of August 
1833, and he continued .serving with it there until 
December 1835, when he marched with it ch route to 
Delhi. He arrived at Delhi with the regiment in 
February 1836, and at that place ho died on tho 9th 
March 1837.

Ramsay, Alexander, UcHtenant (1821 — 1855),— 
Grave at Lahore Cantonment, No^ 657. -The eldest 
son of Colonel Michael Hamsay, Bengal Infantry. 
Bom at Calcutta aljout the end of March 1821.— 
Entei-ed tlief Bengal Army in 1840, and arrived in 
India in May 1841. He )iad, in tin? preceding month 
bticn posted, in antidpaiion of his arrival, to the 
42* N. I. but on the 22* ]May, shortly after reaching 
Calcutta, he was transferred, at his own request, to tho 
57*** N. I., then commanded by his father, and he soon 
afterwards joined that regiment at Lucknow. In the 
following December he moved with tho regiment to 
Cawnporc, whimce in the spring of 1843 he prowjeded 
with the corps to Hoshaugabad, and in the succeeding 
summer to Saugor. In June 1845 he was appointed 
acting Interpreter and Quarter-Master of the 39*“ N. I., 
at Nowgong, and he held that appointment until the 
following November, when he rejoined his own regiment 
at Saugor. At the end of January 1846 ho was nomi- 
nated Adjutant of the 8*** Depot Battalion, to be formed 
at Etawa, but early in the following March, on the 
teimination of the first Sikh War, the orders for tho 
formation of this and other depdt battalions wore can- 
celled, and rejoining his regiment at Saugor, he moved 
with it soon afterwards to Dinapore. At the end of 
July 1846 he was appointed Adjutant of the regiment, 
and he held this appointment until Jannaiy 1850, when 
be was permitted to resign it. In tho spring of the 
same year he accompanied the regiment to Mian Mir, 
and there in August 1851 he was appointed Interpreter 
and Quarter-Master to tho regiment, but he had held 
this situation for little more than eighteen months 
when, at the end of February 1853, he was obliged io 
give it np, and having been found incapable of porf^m- 
Sig ilto aetive duties of his profession, Jhe waii^ in 


February 1854, transferred to the Invalid Establish- 
ment, with effect from the 1 of tho preceding month* 
He continued ix;siding 5vitliin tho limits of tlic Lahore 
Division until his death, which (caused by injuries 
sustained in a fall from his hrso) occurred at Mian 
Mir on the 22* November 1855.

Inrorrectly statiul in the inscription on liis tomb. 

Rawson, John Simpson, Lieutenant (1820—1846) 
Tablet at Ferozepore, No. 444. -Entered tho Bengal 
Army in 1839.— Arrived in India in May of tho same 
year, and in the following month was sent np to 
Barrackporo to do duty witli th«^ 57*** N. I. In the 
following August he was poshed to tho 63** N. I., and 
having joined that regiment at Lucknow, lie proceeded 
with it to Fatohgarh in January 1841. In September 
1842 he marched wtli the regiment en route to Forozepore 
to join tho Arn^ of Reserve, but tho corps was, under 
later orders, halted at Karnal, and, after being detained 
them for some mouths, was directed to proceed to Delhi, 
where he arrived with it early in April 1843. Early in 
the following month ho was apjiointed acting Adjutant 
of tho i^giment, and ho coti tinned officiating in the 
appointment until the end of tho succeeding November. 
In tho latter month lie accompanied tho corps to 
Am Lila, at whicli station from the bc^ginning of May 
to the end of July 1845 ho officiated os Depy. Pay 
Master of the Sirhind Division. On tlie 18*** of August 
following he \va3 again a])|>oinied to officiate in that 
appointment, and ho continued acting in it until tho 
14’** November, when lie resigned it iii ortlor to rojoin 
}ii.s i*eginient, which had left Ambala in tho preceding 
month, en route t) Sindh, but had l) 0 cn halted at Perozo- 
pore on account of tho tliimioning aspect of affairs in 
the Punjab. From a variety of causes ho was unable to 
go on to Ferozopore at once, but on the first Sikh 
War breaking out in December, ho went to tho fioni 
with the Army of tho Sutlej, and was present, with it, 
at tho battle of MiidUi. On tho 19*“ Docember, the 
day after the battle of Mudki, he was appointed acting 
Depy. Asst. Quarter-Master General to the Second 
Division of Infantry of the Army of the Sutlej, and in 
that capacity lie was jiresent with it at the liattio of 
Firoz.shalir. In tho following mouth, while on duty 
with tlie force under tho coinniand of Sir Harry Smith, 
he wis pnisont at the battle of Aliwal. Finally, as 
Offg. Dejiy. A.sst. Quarter- Mas ter General, ho was 
piosent with tho Second llivisiou at the battle of 
Sobraon, and there fell, whilst gallantly eliooringon the 
men to the assault of tho Sikh outi-encliments, — 10*** 
Fcbruaiy 1846. 

Raynor, William, V. P., Captain (1796 — 1860).— 
Inscription at Delhiy No. 165 ; grave at Ferozeprre, 
No. 502. Born in Nottinghamshire in July 17i^6. — 
Enlisted into tho East India Company's Seiwice 1812. 
Arrived in India, in tlie H. E. I. C.’s ship H<^gh Inglisy 
in February 1813, and having been alMted to tho 
Bengal Eurojxian Regiment (now the 1*^ Battalion of 
the Royal Munster Fu.siliers), he so’^cd in tho ranks of 
that regiment for nearly eight years. As a Corporal 
and acting Sergeant ho serv*'* with a detachment of 
tho corps (forming part of force under tho command 
of Major- Qeneial Marlw) the first campaign of the 
war with Nojial in 1814-15 (India War Medal and 
clasp). Having attained tho position of Sergeant- 
Major in the njgiraont, bo was, on the 6*** November 
1820, app^t®d ^ Sub- Conductor in the Ordnance 
Commh»»Ariat Dept., and was, soon afterwards, posted 
to tb^ Arsenal in Port William. On the 14*** January. 
IPhS he was promoted to the rank of Oonductor and 
jiosted to the Magazine at Cawnporc, at which station 
he served uninton’uptedly for more than twenty years. 

On the 6*** October 1843 he was promoted to the rank4)f 
Depy. Asst. Commissary of Oranance and posted to 
the Delhi Magazine, in which he served for nearly 
fourteen years. On the 17*** April 1845 he was promoi* 
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ed to the rank of Asst. Commissary of Ordnanco, 
and on the 17*^ Angusi 1852 he was farther advanced 
to oommissioned rank and appointed a Lieutenant on 
tiic Veteran Establishment. On the July 1855 ho 
was promoted to Dopy. Commissary of Ordnance, In 
the Mlowing year he was posted to the Magazino^ at 
!Ferozeporc, but having been directed to continue doing 
duty, as a temporary arrangement, at Delhi, the outbreak 
bf the Mutiny found him still at that place. He was 
one of The Devoted Nine who, on the 11^*^ May 1857, 
so gallantly defended the Delhi Magazine against an 
OTcrwhelming host of rebels and mutineers, and 
eventually blow it up rather than allow it to 
&U intact into the hands of the enemy ; and he, though 
severely wounded, was one of only three who, af^r 
the explosion, succeeded in escaping to Meerut. In 
recognition of his services and of the gallantry dis- 
jplayed by him on this memorable oTOasion, he was 
awarded the Victorift CrOBB and was promoted to the 
rank of Captain on the Veteran Kstablishment, and in 
tho ordinaiy course lie was also grauted the Indian 
Hatiny Medal. He subsoquently, when ho had pirtially 
recovered from his wound .s, joined his appointment in tho 
Ferozepore Magazine, and he continuod serving there 
until his death. He died at Ferozepore on the 13^*^ 
Decumbor 1800. 

Reade, Frederic, Ensign (1834—1855 ). — Grave 
at Ferozepore, No. 498 — Son of the Tlevd. Fi-cderic 
Beade, of Brighton. Born in 1834. — Entered tho 
Bengal Army in 1853, Ai*rived in India on the 30th 
September or the same year, and procooding to Forozo- 
poro he there joined the N. I., to wliifjh, in anticipa- 
tion of his arrival, he had Ixniii posted on tho 6^^^ idem. 
In the following Docomlior, however, conse(iuent on the 
discovery of an error that liad occuiTod in determining 
his exact standing, this jK)ating was cancelled, but he 
was directed to continue with the 18^*' N. T. until an 
adjustment could be effected. Tliis having bocui accom- 
plished he was, in January 1854, posb'd to the N.I., 
which he joined soon afterwards whilst it was on the 
march from Wazirabad to Lucknow, and ho arrived 
with it at the. latter station towards the end of tho 
following month. In April 1854 he was transferred, at 
his own request, to tho 57‘^' N. I., and he joined that 
corps at Mian Mir in July. In tlio following October 
ho marched with tho regiment to Ferozepore, at which 
station ho continued serving wdth it until his death. 
He died at Ferozepore on the 4^** December 1855# 

Reos, Crawford Mltford, Oapfain (1814— 1850). — 
Grave at Amhala, No. 219, — Entered the Bengal Army 
in 1833. Arrived in India in August 1834, and before 
tho end of the month was sent up to Barrackpore to do 
duty with the 50^** N. I. In the following Noveml)er he 
was p^ted to the 65^*' N. I,, which ho joined at Allahaliad 
on its asriyal there from Mhow in February 1835. To- 
wards tlie end of 1837 he accompanied tho regiment to 
Berhampore, whence, in March 1838, he moved with it 
to Barrackpore. lu April 1838 he was appointed Second 
Subaltern of the 1®** l^guncnt of Infantry of tho Ondli 
Auxiliary Force, — afie^ards styled the 1®^ Oudh Local 
Infantry,— which he joined at Sultanpnr, In January 
1840 he was appointed Adjut^t of this corps, and in 
the following October he was A4rccted to officiate as 
Station Staff Officer at Sultanpm, in addition to his 
otiher duties. In March lfi41 he was Adju- 

tant of his own regiment, the 65^** N. 1., bnt this was 
cancelled in tho following Ajpril, and be reclamed on 
with the 1"^ Oudh Local In&n^, as Adjutam, until 
August 1845, when he was obliged to vacate tba^ ap- 
pointment in oonsequence of his promotion to the rakk 
of Captain. At the end of the following month he 
rejoined the 65^^ at Allahabad, whence he accompanied 
it to Nowgong, in Bondelkhand, arriving there earlv 
in November 1845. In Februaxr 1848 he moved wilh 
the regiment to Benares, and he served with it there 
until Fobmai^ 1849, when he was appointed Offg. Fort 
Adjutant of Chunar. Here he served for more than 
nine moiiih% in tho oourao of which he onee (June 1M9) 


officiated, in addition, as Adjutant of Invalids. I& 
Augiist 1849 he succeeded to the command of the 
garrison, and this he continned holding until the end of 
the succeeding November, when he was directed to rejoin 
and take command of his regiment. Rejoining the 
G5'^*‘ accordingly, at Benares, he held command for two 
mouths, and in tho spring of the following year he ac- 
companied the regiment to Lahore, where ho again hold 
command of the corps from June to September 1850, 
Towards tbo end of the following November he obtained 
leave to proceed to the Presidency, preparatory to ap- 
plying for furlough to Europe on medical certificate, 
butdio did not live to reach his destination, having died 
at Ambala, on his way down to Calcutta, on the 
December 1850.

Rennie, David Field, M. I?., ^Surgeon (1825 — 
18GS). — Grave at OampMdpiir^ No. 843. — Entorc?(l 
n. M.’s Service on tho 19*^' September 1818 as an 
Assistant- Surgeon in the Ordnance Mldical Dept., and 
be served with various unit.s of the Royal Artillery 
at vanoiis stations, home and foivign, until the 
autumn of 1857. On tho 2*^ October 1857 he was 
promoted to the rank of StafE Surgeon, and having 
been sent shortly afterwards to Western Australia, ho 
contiuued soiwing there until the end of 1859, when he 
was transferred to Cliina. In the Biimmcr of ISGO he 
proctioded on service with the exjiedition 'to i.he north 
of China, and, in medical charge of tluj Artillery of tin' 
First Division, h(? served there throughout tlie cam- 
paign of that year, including the action of Sinlio, the 
captui'o of Tang-ku, tlie affair with tlio batteries on 
the Peiho river on the IS‘^' August, tho storm and 
captui-o of the Taku Forts on the *aiul the subse- 
quent suiTender of Tientsin (Medal and clasp). On tho 
4**^ Juno 1861 he was appointed Surgeon to the 31»<^ 
Foot, then ill Noiih China, :ind he served with that re- 
giment diinng the occupation of Tientsin, and after- 
wards in the ojierations of April and May 18G2 against 
tho Taiping ridiels in the jirovince of Kiangsii, including 
the captui’c of Nan-Hsiaiig, KaJiding, Tsitigpu, Tsoling 
and Najow, and the subsequent affair at Nau-Hsiang. 
As Senior Medical Officer in NoHli China (which Iposi- 
tion he hold from Juno 18C2 to August 18G3) ho waa 
present at the repulse of tho Taiping rebels from 
Shanghai, and at the cajdure of Kahding. In the year 
last mentioned he served for some time in Japan during 
the continuance of hostilities in that country. In May 
18G3 ho was again apjioiuted a Staff Surgeon and 
transfeiTod to India^ and having arrived at Calcutta in 
the succeeding October, he was employ cd there for mor<5 
than a year on special duty under the Ins|)ector- General 
of Hospitals, Bengal Medical Service. In December 
1864 bis services wore placed at the disposal of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, and towards tho end of January 1865 
he was appointed to tlie medical charge of the 54*^* Foot, 
then stationed in Fort William. At the close of tho 
succeeding month, in connection with the operations 
then being carried cm in the Bhutan Dfiars, he was 
ordered to take medical charge of the head-quartera 
detachment of the 80^** Foot at Dum-Dum, and with it 
proceed immediately to Darjeeling and join the five 
(X>mpanie8 of the regiment then stationed at that place. 
He aocordin^y accompanied the head-quarters of the 
regiment to Darjeelingi and he continned serving there 
with the corps until the beginning of May, when he was 
ordered down to Calcutta to assume charge of the Kid* 
derpore Dep6t Hc^tal and of No. 3 Batterv, 25^^ 
^gade, Bojal Artillezy; but he had scarcely taken up 
these duties when, in the anooeedin^ month, ha was mt 
home in medical cdiiarge of invalids time-expireA 
men. On aoaohing Enipandin the antumn he learnt that 
he had been appointed Surgeon of the 20^ Humub, 
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with offoct from the 20**^ June preceding and returning 
to India iu the spring of 1866, he joined tliat regiment 
at Campbellpur, in the Punjab. At that station he eon* 
tinaed serving with the corps until his death, which 
took place there on the April 1868.

Renny, Thomas John O’Dwyer, Lieufmaut and 
Adjutant (1846— 1879).— (7rarc at Kohat, No. 103^.— 
Son of Colonel llobort Roiiny, C.B., llcngal Staff 
Corp.s, and grandson of liioutonant- Colonel Hercules 
llenny, of H. M.'s Service, Inspecting Field Officer 
of Militia in Nova Scotia, who was <i cadet of the 
family now known as th‘.j Uetiny-Tailyoiirs of Barrow- 
field, Co. Foi^far Born at Mussoorie on the 15^*‘ 
ioigust 1846. — Entered H. M.’s Service on the 1B*‘ 
April 1868 as an J^sign in the Foot, but was 

traii.sferrod on the saiTw day to the and being in 

India when he was gazetted, he joiiud the latter regi- 
ment at Poiihawar in the .succeeding .hnic. In Novem- 
ber 1809 ho acconipanied the regiment t6 Rawal Piedi, 
and on the (jetoher 1S7L lie was promoted to iho 
rank of Lieutenant. On the January 1872 he was 
appointed Second Wing Subaltern in the 4’'» Punjab 
Infantry, on probation for the Bengal Staff Corps, into 
whicli ho was subsequently ailinitUHl with effect fi*oni 
that date. He joined this n‘gimoiit at Abbottiibad, and 
at that .station from February 1873 to A]ual 1874 ho 
officiated as Qiiaiier-Mastcr of the eorjis, acting also as 
Adjutant, in«addition, from tlio month of January. In 
April 1874 ho was appointed First Wing Subaltern, and 
still officiating as Adjutant, he, in December of that 
year, inarched with the regiment to Kohof, at which 
station he continued officiating as Adjutant of the corps 
until February 1876. From SepiernlKU* 1876 to May 
1877 he again officiated as QuartiT-Mastcr, and during 
this period a reorganisation of r(*gi mental appoint- 
ments having taken place, liis [lermanent appointment 
i*eceivcd the designation of “ Wing Officer.*’ In August 
1877 ho look part with the rogimoiit in a raid into tlu^ 
country of the Jowaki Afn’dis, carried out in rcjirisal 
of Jowaki inoursions into Britisli buTitory, and in tht^ 
following winter, a.s Adjutant of the regiment (to whieh 
post ho was permanently ajipointed in November 1877 *, 
he served with the corps throughout the arduous 
operations against that tnmblesoiiie rlaii (IndiM MetLal 
and ciasp). On tho termination of this campaign ho 
aocompanied the regiment to Edwardesabad, an-iving 
there in April 1878, and during the cold soa.son of 
1878-79 ho was actively employed with tho corps in 
protecting the Tank border against the Mahsud 
Waziris, who had at that time been making a series of 
unusually daring raids into British territory. In the 
autumn of 1879, on tho renewal of the Afglian War, he* 
accompanied the regiment to the Kura in Valley, and in 
December of the same year he took part with it in tho 
expedition against tho Zaimukhts, a tribe wbicli bad 
been conspicuously troublesome in its plundering and 
murdering incursions on the lino of commnnications. 
In the operations which followed he unfortunately lost 
his life, having, on tho 14^ December, fallen mortally 
wounded (shot through t% head) in the assault of 
Zawa, the Zaimukht stronghold. Ho died of his 
wound on tho following day, in camp at Chinarak, 
whence his remains were afterwards removed to Kohat, 
and there interred. 

Repton. William Wheatley, Captain (1822— 
1853 ). — Orave at Ahbottabad, No. 910. — Born at Ealing, 
Hiddlesex, in 1822.— Entered the Bengal Army in 
1840. Arrived in India in Jane 1841, and having, in 
anticipation of his arrival, been posted, on the 1*^ April 
pieoe^gs to the 56^^ N. I., he joined that regiment at 
M idahiy in the Saiiin district^ in the foilormg Decem- 
ber. In April 1842 he aocompanied the corps to Luck- 


now, whence in tho autumn o^ 1843 ho proceeded Wiili 
it on service in the Gwalior Campaign, and was ptOMi 
with it in the l)attle of Maharajpur (bronze starL On 
the conclusion of tlio operations he marched wiih the 
regiment to Agra, arriving at that place in Fbbruaxy 
1844. In Mnrcli 1845 he was appoint^ acting Adjutant 
of the regiment, and in that appointment he was mate 
permanent in the following July. In November 1846 
ho accompatiiod tho regiment to Nurpur, in the Jullun* 
dur Doab. In tho following month he was nominated 
to officiate as Adjutant of tho Nasiri Battalion, which 
he joined at Jutogh, near Simla, and having been con- 
firmed ill that appointment in March 1847 (vacating 
tho Adjutancy of his o^vll n'gimont) he held it until 
near the close of tin? succeeding October, when ho was 
ap])oiiiiod Socoiid-in -Command of tho 3*' Sikh Local 
Infantry^ then stationed at Amhila, where ho joined it. 
In September 4651 ho was appointed to officiate as 
Commaudaiit, and, having in tho following November 
accompanied tho regiment to HoBhiarpur, ho was, in 
tho sncccH'ding month, appointed Commandant perma- 
nonfly. In November 1852, in command of the rogi* 
ment, ho marchod from Hoshiarpur touairds Hazara, 
to take part iu an expedition against tho Hasanzais 
of the Black Mountain, but, uii fortunately for him, 
tho operations had f.(‘rminated lioforo he could roach 
Iho .scone of action. In January 1853 ho proceeded 
with tlio regiment to Abhottahad, where a cniitoinnent 
wa.s then fir.st osf.ahlishod, and at l.liat place he died on 
tlie Septemlx'r following. 

Reveley, Matthew Hugh, Liputninnf (1829— 
1857 ), — Tablet at Dellii\ Nn, 1,58, — -Son of Algernon 
Ui^veley, Esip*., soinoiinio of tlio Bengal Civil Service, 
who was a cadet of ih(5 Revoloys of Bryn-y-Gwyn, 
Co. Merionoth. Born at Boulognc-snr-Mer, in France, 
iu 1829. — Enterial tho Bengal Army in 1847. Arrivod 
in India on the IG^t „{ 

28*’‘ was ordered up f.o Benares to do duty with tho 9^** 
N. T. At the end of January 1848 he was posted to 
tho 74^*‘ N. I., and having joined that regiment at 
Mhow, in Malwa, he acia)m])a,nied it to Dac(;a, in East- 
eni Bengal, in the spring of 1850, to Barrackpoiti in 
May 1S52, to Cavviqioro in the spring of 1853, and to 
Delhi in Marcli 1S57. He was with tho rogimoiit at 
Delhi when tlio general Mutiny took place thoro on 
tfio 11*** May J857, and ho jierished in tho airocioua 
massacre wliich ensued, liavirig, with other officers of 
the regiment, Ikm’ji shot down at the Kashmir Gato by 
tho mutineers of the 38”* N. I. 

Ricardo, Williaiu Percy, Sroond’IdonUinant (c. 
1858— 1879). -V’ahZe/ at Uhnrv^ No. 633.— Son of Fro- 
dcrick Ricardo, E.sqr., of Paris and London. — Entered 
H. M.’s Service on the 9”* January 1875 as a Sub- 
Lieu tenant in tho Wiltshiro Militia, in which corps ho 
was afterwards promoted to tho rank of Lieutenant 
with offoct fiTim tho same date. On tho March 
1878 ho was transferred to the regular forces as a 
Second- Lieutenant in the 9”* Lancers, the dejidt troop 
of whicli ho joined soon afterwards at Canhirbiiry. 
coeding to India towards the close of tho yoar he 
joined tho regimental depot at Sialkot, the corps itself 
being then on service with the ScKiond ^Division of the 
Peshawar Valley Field Force. In the spring of 1879 
he was sent to join a detached 8qua<lron of the regiment 
at Kohat, and having subsequently moved up into the 
Kuram Valley with tlie si]uudron, he, on tho renewal 
of the Afghan War in the following ^ptember, aooooi- 
paniod it into the field as port of tho force under the 
command of Sir Frederick Roberts, and with it took 
part in the action of Charasiah and in tho advanoo on 
and occupation of Kabul. The rest of the regiment 
having joined soon afterwards, he served with it in tho 
operations of December 1879 at and around KaboL 
until the 11^^ of that month, when he fell in aottsii 
while galltnil V oharging the Afghan host at KBa Kas^ 
in the Chazden Valley. 
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Richardson, Tristram Squire, Lieutenant 
(1830— 1856).— Grave at Ambala^ No» 235.— The eldest 

Bcm of Lieutenant Charles Welstoad Richardson, of the 

5th Bengal Light Cavahy, and grandson of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Tristram Chamley Squire, of the 13**^ T*Oot 
(Somersetshire Light Infantry). Born at Chin sura, in 
Mngal, on the 9‘h August 1830.— Entered H. M.’s 
Ser^ce on the 18th January 1850 as a Second-Lieut- 
nant in the 1"* Battalion 60th Rifles, Proceeded to 
India and joined the battalion at Kasauli in the follow- 
ing October, and in November 1851 accompanied it to 
JiSlundur. On the 6th 1854 he was promoted 

to the rank of Lieutenant. In Dcceml^r 1855 ho pro- 
oeeded with the corps to Meerut, and, his health failing 
while serving there, in the summer of 1856 he went on 
leave to the hijls. He was still on leave when he died 
at Ambala on the 15th November 1856. 

Richmond, George Mitchell, lAeuicnant (1839— 
1863).— Grave at Peshawar, No. 944. — Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1858. Amved in India in June of 
the same year, and in the following month was sent up 
to Delhi to do duty with the 2^ European Bengal Fusil- 
iers. In October 1858 he was posted to the cadre of 
the 54 th N. I., with effect fi*om the 24th Aug\ist pro- 
ceeding, but he continued attached to the 2*t Bengal 
Fusiliers at Delhi until February 1859, when ho was 
directed to do duty with the 23^ Punjab Infantry, at 
the same station. With this corps ho served there 
until February 1860, when, on the 8th Punjab Infantry 
being angmontod for service in China, he was nominat- 
ed to do duty with that corps, and, in tho following 
montli, he embarked with it for Hong-Kong. He there- 
after served with it throughout tho campaign of 1860 
in Northern China, taking part with it in the action of 
Sinho, the capture of Tang-ku, the storm and capture 
of the Taku Forts, and tho advance cm and occupation 
of Pekin (Medal and two clasps). He retiimcd to 
India with tho regiment cai*ly in 1861, landing at Cal- 
cutta on the February, and proceeding thence to 
Ambala, where he arrived with the corps early in the 
following April. In the succeeding cold season he 
marched with tho regiment, - -which had now become 
the 20^** (Punjab) N. I., — to Fcjshawar, at which station, 
from July 1862 to February 1863, ho olEciated as Ad- 
jutant of the corps. In October 1863 ho accoTU pan ied 
the regiment on soiwice with the Yusafzai Field Force, 
and he was thereafkT present with it throughout tho 
operations in and about the Ambela Pass, up to the 
26^^ of that month, when, after a display of tho most 
heroic gallantry, he fell mortally wounded in the defence 
of the Eagle’s Nest ” position. Ho died of his wounds 
in camp, on the following morning, — >the 27^^ October 
1863. 

Riddell, Henry Vansittart, Lieulenant-CoLonel 
and Brevet- Colonel (1841 — 1888). — Grave at Multan, 
No. 876. — The second son of Robert Riddell, Esqr., of 
Grange, Co. Roxburgh, — descended in the fifth gene- 
ration from Sir Walter Riddell, Bart. (IT), of Riddell, 
in tho same county, — and gi*andson of Vice* Admiral 
Hen^ Vansittart, Royal Navy. Born at Woodstock, 
in (Janada, on tho October 1841. — Entered the 
Ben^l Army in 1858. Arrived in India in November 
of same year, and was ordered to do duty with 
H. M.’s 19^** Foot at Barrackporo, whence he shortly 
afterwards moved with that regiment to Dinapore. In 
March 1859 ho was posted to the cadre of the late 68 ^^* 
N. 1.9 but he continued doing duty with the 19^^ Foot, 
with which, in tho spring of 1860, ho proceeded to 
Benares. In May 1860 he was appointed to do duty 
with the 22^ Punjab Infantry, the loft wing of which 
be joined at Nowgong ; but in the following July ho 
was removed from the cadre of the 68 ^^ N. I., and 
posted to the 2^ European Bengal Fusiliers, and, pro- 
ceeding to Roorkee, he joined that corps there in the 
•nooeeung Sepiem^r. In April 1861 he was appointed 
Asst. Ins^uctor of Musketry to the iegiment 9 and in the 
following numih he was appointed Offg. Instruotori 


but ho held *bbis situation only until the end of October 
1861, when he was appointed an Asst. District Superin- 
tendent of Police in the Ru^ab. In this appointment 
ho continued until July 1862, when he went home on 
furlough. On his return to India in tho following 
year, he was appointed, October 1863, to do duty with 
the 30*'’ (Punjab) N. I., and he continued serving with 
that corps, at Benares, until Jauuarv 1864, when he 
was appointed Quarter-Master to the 31®‘ (Punjab) 
N. I., at Barrackporo. In September 1864 he was ap- 
pointed to officiate as Adjutant and Wing Officer of 
this regiment, hut in tho same month, after officiating 
for a week as Second-in-Command, in addition, he was 
appointed Quarter-Master of the 21®* (Punjab) N. I. 
with effect from tho 9*^ idem ; having, however, been 
detained with the 31®* as Offg. Adjutant, he did not 
join the 21®* , then at Allahabad, until the end of the 
following December. In the sjuung of 1865 he accom- 
panied the 21®* to Mian Mir, at which place he continued 
serving with the corps until the succeeding July, when 
his services having been placed at the disposal of the 
Foreign Dept., he was a})pointed an Asst; Commissioner 
in the Punjab, and in civil employ in that province 
the rest of his seiwice was passed. In November 1887, 
being then Offg. Divisional Judge at Mullian, ho was 
granted furlough to Europe on medical certificate, but 
before he could begin his homeward jbuniey he died at 
that place on the 14*'' January 1888. 

Rideout, Henry Fortescue, Lieutenant (1822 — 
1846). —Sec note “ Badhoieal" nffer No, 442.— Entered 
the Bengal Army in 1 840. Arrived in India on tho 
24 th January 1841, and was sent up to Banuckpore to 
join the 47*'' N. I., to which,- in anticipation of his arrival, 
he had been posted on the 0*'* of tho same month. In 
the following November ho accompanied the regiment 
to Kyook Phyoo, in Arakan, where he served with it 
until May i842. He then returned with the regiment 
to Barrackporo, whence in tho 'vvinter of 1842-43 ho 
marched with it to Benares. In tho spring of 1845 he 
proceeded with tlie regiment to Ambala, from which 
station, on the outbreak of the first Sikh War in the 
following December, ho accompanied it on service to- 
wards tho Sutlej. He was present with it in tho battles 
of Madki and Firozshahr, and was killed by a cannon 
shot in tho affair at Badhowal, on the 21"* January 
1846, when marching to the relief of Ludhiana with the 
force under the command of Sir Harry Smith. 

Righy Henry, Ensign {1832 — 1857). — Grave at 
Delhi, Ni\ 111. — The eldest son of General Henry Righy, 
Royal ( late Bengal ) Engineers. — Appointed to tho Depart- 
ment of Public Works, Bengal, on the ll*** January 1856, 
aud nominated Assistant Superintendent of the Western 
Jumna Canal. He joined the Army before Dellii, as a 
Volunteer, in August 1857, and on the 26*** of that 
month was appointed (by Brigadier-General Wilson) to 
the corps of Delhi Pioneers, with tho temporary rank 
of Ensign. With that corps he served at the seige and 
capture of Delhi. On the termination of the siege he 
was retained at Dellii with the Pioneers, and he died 
there, of fever, on tho 27*** September 1867-

Ripley, John Peter, Lieutenant-Colonel (1801— 
1857}. — See No. 113. — Bom at Kelvedon, Co. Essex, 
early in 1801. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1819. 
Arrived in India in March 1820, and on the 29*** of the 
same mouth was ordered up to Dinapore to do duty with 
the Bengal European Regiment ; three days later, how- 
ever, this was altered to duty with the 2 d Battalion 18*^ 
N.I., and he joined that corps accordingly at Berhampoxo* 
In January 1821 he was posted to tho Bengal Enn^pean 
Regiment, which he join^ soon afterwards at GhazipniC* 
In August 1822 he proccede;d on leave to Nagpur, to 
which station his regiment had been ordered in conrsie 
ot relief, and he rejoined the corps on its arrival there 
in March 1823» On tho European Regiment being 
formed into \wo distinct corps, in the reorganisation ot 



May 1824, he iw poi^ to the 2^ Europeao Beffimenf* 

but before the division actually took he was 

appointed, June 1824, to act* as Quarter- j^ter to the 
1st. In &e course of the sam6 month heVas appointed 
Interpreter and Quarter-Master to the 2*^ Eui'opean Re- 
giment, but having been retained with the I**- during its 
movement up to Ghazipur at the end of the year, he did 
not join the head-ciuaiters of the 2^ , then at Dinapore, 
until the spring of 1825. In the following S^tomber 
he moved with* the 2‘* European R(;giment to Berham- 
pore, whence, in Novcmbei*, he accompanied it to tho 
island of Cheduba, on the coast of Arakan, which liad 
been taken fi-om the Burmese in tho course of war tlieu 
going on. On an’ival there, early in December, he^vas 
appointed Staff Officer to the troops forming tho garri- 
fion of tho island, and tliis appointment ho continued 
holding until tho autumn of 182b, when his i^egiment 
was withdrawn to Bengal and ordered up to Agra, at 
which place ho an*ived with it in Febiniary 1827. On 
tlm 2^* European Regiment being amalgamated with the 
1®* at the end of 1829 he became Interpreter and Quar- 
ter-Master totlia united corps, which was now designat- 
ed “ Tho Bengal European Regiment. ” Early in 
1832 he accompanied the European Regiment to Dina- 
poro, and therein June 1832, having attained the rank 
of Captain, ho vacated tho office of Ilitoipi*etor and 
Quarter-Master. .In tho following October ho proceeded 
on leave to the Presidency, .and while there, at tlie end 
of Docoml)or, lie was appointed to officiate as Socrebiry 
to the Clothing Board : in this omph»yni(;nt lie continu- 
ed until the end of Octolior 1833, when ho went borne 
on furlough. Ho returned to India in Deccmlxjr 183G 
and rejoined tho European Regiment at Agra, at wliich 
place he continued serving with it until Febru.ary 1838, 
when ho proceeded on a ycjar’s sick leave to l^Iussoorie. 
Ilis rogimoiit having licen ordered on service, ho rejoin- 
ed it at Kama! at the end of October 1838, and proceed- 
ing with it afterwards to Ferozopore, ho, at tho eml of 
the year, accompanied it on service to Afghanistan. 
He arrived at Kandahar with tho regiment in April 
1839, and having been appointnl Fort Adjutant and 
Postmaster itt tliat place when the Army movcHl forward 
at the end of tlie following June, li<' continiKMl serving 
there for upwards of tlireo years, in tho course of whicli 
he took part ill tho defence of Kandahar wlien, in March 
1812, the Afglians made adesperato but fruith'ssattomyit 
to caiTy the place by ii coup do main, Wlu.’n tho m(»ve» 
ment to tho north wai’d was begun, under iMajor-GeneiuI 
Nott, he was Appointed, 3P*' July 1842, to tluj ch.arg(» of 
tho militai’y treasure-chest and jxisi office with the force 
under the command of that officer, and in l.luit (jayiactiy 
ho was present in the .actions of (loaine and Ghazni, at 
the re-capture of tho latter place, in Mio actions of lloni- 
Badam and Maidan, at the; re-oc(;upation of Kabul, and 
in various actions in llie passes lietwi'en Kabul and 
Peshawar during tlie return march to tlm British pro- 
vinces in Hindustan (Modal, and promoted to tlie rank 
of Major by brevet). On the Ai-iiiy being broken uj> at 
Ferozeporo, in Jaiinary 1843, lie was loft at that place 
fertile purpose of making up his treasurc-chcst accounts, 
whicli duty having been accomplished, liis services w(;re, 
on the 14th March, replaced at the disposal of the Com- 
mander-in -Chief, and proceeding to Siiliatliii, he there, at 
the end of the mont.h, rejoined his reginuuit, whicli now 
bore tho designation of tho 1*^* Beng.al European Light 
Infantry.” In the following Novemlxa* he proceeded on 
leave to Calcutta, whence, in J.anuary 1844, he went 
home on furlough. He returned to India towards tlie 
close of October 1847, and having in tin' following 
month been despatched to the Upper Provinces in corn- 
niand of a large liody of European recruits (nearly 700 
men), he rejoined the head-quarters of his regiment 
(now styled “ the P* Eui'opean Bengal Fusiliers ”) at 
Cawnporo early in 1848. In the following October ho 
was appointed Offg. Asst. Adji.-Genl. of the Cawn- 
pore Division, and he continued in that situation until 
Febmaiy 1850, when he rejoined his regimont at Lahore. 
In March 1851 ho moved, m command of tho regiment, 


Meerut, and he oontinned in command of it thew 
nntU Juno 1852, when hc^roceeded on sick leave to Nomi 
Tal, and afterwards to Calcutta, from which placo he 
went home on furlough in January 1853. Returning tii 
India in Januaiy 1S5G, he rojoinM and took oonimand 
of his regiment at Dinapore, whence he shortly after- 
wards marched with it for Dagshai. In tho following 
March, while still cn rontc^hm promotion to tho rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel was notitied, and having, on tho 18'^ 
of that moTitli, been posteil to the 54**' N. I., lie joined 
suid assumed command of that regimont at Aligarh. In 
tho succeeding month ho marehod with tho corps to 
Delhi, and ho was still serving with it at that placo 
when the gi'oat Mutiny burst forth on tho IP^ May 
1857. When, during the foivnixm of that day, tho lirst 
alarm was given of tlie disturba-noo caused by tho arri- 
val of the revolted regiments from .Moerui, ho marehod 
down to the city with, eight coinpanii's of his regimont 
for the purjK)so •f reyiclling tlu' mutineers, but having 
soon after passing through tho .Kashmir Gato Iwcn 
met by tho mutinous troopers of the 3'* liight Cavali'y, 
and his own mmi fraternising with those miscreants, ho 
and most of his officers won.* in an instant shot down or 
sabred, scai*e(‘ly any escaping miscathed ; lie himself, 
liaving been cut down by one trooper, cruelly hacked by 
several others, and bayoiielted repeatedly by men of his 
own regiment, tvas left for dead Avitli no less than seven- 
teen wounds, but having reeovenxl slightly, and tho 
miitiiioers Iniving w'ithdrinvn teiiqiorarily from tho spot, 
ho contrived to crawl within tin? muin-guard, whoro ho 
was found by the garrison surgeon and removed to tho 
Flag 8tatT Tower, on tho Ridge, at which jilaco other 
refugees fi’om tho city and tho cantonment were assem- 
bled. On the Tower being abandoned and a gc'neral re- 
tirement 1v?gnn, late in tlio evening, Jie, l^oing then 
in a moribund condition, was placed in a dnli and des- 
patched towards Ka.nial, but of his iilliTnate fate notliing 
is known, foi’, frofii tho moment when Ou; dull disapjiear- 
ed from view in t he gathering darkness, h(» was never 
again seen or heard i>f l)y any of his British comrades. 

Roberts, Arthur Austin, CJ]., V.SJ, (1818— 
18G8). — Tithlef, at Laknrc^ No. ri28. — Sou of Captain 
Bro'Nvn Roberts, Battalion 25»*‘ Bengal hi, I,, 

Sub- Asst. Commy.-Genl., hy ^fargaret Mary, his 
wife, youngest d.augliter of ^fajor .lohn Anderson, 
Bongnl European Regiment. Ihu’ii ;U. Benares on tho 
!.*»»*' May 1818. Educated a t Hailey bury. — Entered tlio 
Bengal Civil Servici^ in May 1837. An-iyod in Indhi 
in October of the same ye.ar, a.nd in .funo 1838 was 
placed under the Commissioner of the Benares IliviHioii, 
who, in tho following month, phiei*(l him under tho 
Magistrate and (Collector (d Beuari s. In this jiositioii 
ho j-emaiTJod until October 1839, when ho was :ipj)ointoil 
Offg. Joint Magistrato ami Deputy Collretor of Allah- 
abad. In June 18 tO ho wjim diitached on special duty to 
Kalpi, and ho remained there until the following 3a>ar, 
when ho went on leave, Ruhse<|uently revtuling to duty 
und(*r tho Magistrate of Benares. Fri Novornlier J8t2 
ho -was .appointed Offg. Magistr.alo .'i.ml (killccdor ol! 
Allahabad, .and In; continued ihero until April 1813, 
will'll lio was .ajipoiiiteil Joint Afagistiub; and Ih'jniiy 
Cullector of Delhi, John Lawrence then liohliiig tho 
appointment of Magistrate and Collectfu* at that jilace. 
In this situation ho remained until January 1849, 
whoii’l ho went homo on furlough, lie roturiiod t.3 
India in Novornhor 185J, and iti March 1852 he waff 
ajipoiiited Jdagistrato .and CoJh'ctnr of Delhi ; hut 
ho retained this appointment for littl(3 more than fifteen 
months, having at the end of Juno J85.3 been appm'ntotl 
Magistrate and (collector of Moradabad. fn Septefrdxjr 
1.S.54 ho was appointed Offg. Civil and Hossions .Jiidgo • 
of Saugor, .and liaving been (lontirmod in that a])point- 
ment at the end of January 1855, he continued holding 
it for a period of twonfy-ono months, in tho course of 
which ho is said to have compiled a new (Joclo of Laws 
for the Saugor and Narbadda Territories, At tho cad 
of October 1856 he was appointed Offg. Commissioxiir

of the Lahore DiTision, an appointment in which he> 
WM confirmed on the May 1857. A few days after 
this the Mutiny broke out, and during the eventful 
period which followed he (conspicuous for his -^gouf 
and activity, his firmness, and his prudence) rendered 
very eminent sciwicc in frustrating the designs of the 
mutineers and i*obels and in preserving ordor^ through- 
out his extensive division ; and this was especially 
the case in connection with tho disarming of the native 
troops at Mian Mil*, tho securing of Fort Govindgarh 
and Amritsar, and tho assistance rendered to General 
Nicholson in intercepting tho Sialkot mutineers, at 
whose defeat and annihilation at I’rimTnu Ghat he 
was present (!Moilal, and afteiwards created a Com- 
panion of the Order of the Bath in the Civil Division). 
In Api*il 1858 lie was appointed Commissioner and 
Superintendeut of the Jhcliim Division, and ho held 
tliat appointment for three years. On the 1**^ Ajiril 
1861, on the formation of the Pv^jali Volunteer 
Kiilcs, ho was appointed Commandant of the corps, 
a jM}st which ho retained as long as his connection 
with tho Punjab lasted. A few days latei* he proceeded 
on leave to Bombay, wheneo in May 1861 he ’vvent 
borne on fnrlougli. In January 1862, during Ins 
abscnco in Biirojjo, he was nominated Judic^ial Com- 
missioner of the Punjab. Keturniiig to India at the 
cud of October 1862, h(' was, on the 12^^‘ of the succeed- 
ing month, ajipoiuted an Additional Member of tho 
Council of the Goven)or-Gonei*al for making Laws 
and Regul.ations ; in the spring of the following year 
he was appointed an Ofi’g. Judge of the High Court 
of Judicature at Fort William; and in December 1868 
be Avaa appointed a Commissioner to c'xamine into tho 
claims of tluj nativo government of Oudh. In the 
ftpring of 186 1 lu^ was again appointed an Additional 
Member of tbo Council of the Govemor-th'neral for 
making Laws and Begulations, and ho held this })osition 
until tho end of the year, when he proceeded to ha bore 
ond took up the ajipointment of Judicial CommissiomT 
of tho Ihinjab. in February 1866 he was ap]X)inted 
u Judge of the Chief Court of the Punjab, and in the 
1‘ollowing !May bo was noininated a Com]i:iiiion of tho 
Order of tlu' t^tnr of India. He eoiitinucd serving as 
ft Judge of the Child' Court until Marcli 1868, when 
lie was ap]>oiiitid Resident at Hyderabad, Di'ccan, and 
Ids connection with the J ’unjab ceased, lie died at 
Hydembad on the lO'J* May 1868, only a few weeks 
after he had taken up Ids ajipointmcut there. 

Roberts, Stephen William Thornhill, Lwnt- 
anant (1854—1870 ). — Tablet at Lahore^ No. 6.32. — 
Son of Ai'thnr Austin Roberts, Esc]., C.B., C.8.I,, of 
the Bengal Civil Hervice.—Entered H. jVI.’s Service on 
tho 12^^‘ April 1873 as a first Lieutenant in tho Royal 
Lancashire Aitilhry Militia. On tlie 13*^ February j 
1875 hi' Avas iransiVircd to the regular forces as a | 
liieutenant In tlie 31)“' Foot, and ju*(3cecdiug at onco | 
to India, ho joined that regiment at Dagshai l)eforr Hie | 
end of tho siicci eding month. In tho winter of J87r»-7<» i 
he served w ith the regimi'nt in the Cam]) of Exercise 
at Delhi, returning afterwards to Ilagshai, and in the 
succeeding cold season ho accompanied it to the Imperial 
Assemblage at tluj sumo place, whence he proceeded 
with the corps to Jliansi, aniving thero in February 
1877, and afterwards acc()m])anying a detachment to 
Gwalior. On tho 25“* Ajiril 1877 he was appointed an 
Offg. Wing Oflieer in the 4“' N. T., on probation for 
the Bengal SlxilT! Corps, into which ho was aftonvarils 
provisionally adirdttecl with effect from that date. Ho 
joined tliat legiraent at Lucknow^, but in tho following 
August lie was transferred, in the same position, to tho 
27th (Pnnjal)) N. I., and having joined that regiment 
ftt Now’shera he, in tho winter of 1877-78, served with 
it in the arduous campaign against tlio Jowaki Afriilis 
(India Medal and elas])) . On tho conclusion of these 
operations he returned with the regiment to Nowshera, 
and ho continued Berving there until the following 
December, when on tho occasion of hostilities with tho 
ruler of Afghanistan, he joined the coxps (then in 


tho field in the First Division of the Peshawar Field 
Force) at Candi Kotal ; thereafter (having in the same 
month been appointed Offg. Quarter-Master of the 
coi-ps) he was present with it throughout the first 
campaign of the Afghan War, 1878-79, and with it took 
part in various operations on the KhaiW line. During 
the return march to Peshawar, after the termination of 
tho campaign, ho fell a victim to cholera, dying at 
Landi Kotal on tho 16^)^ June 1879.

Robertson, Henry Archibald, Lieutenant 
(1B!£.5 — 1855). — Grave at Amhala, No, 2.31. — Entered 
II. M.’s Service on the 8'^ April 1842 as an Ensign in 
tho 82'^ Foot, and having joined that I’egiment in 
Jamaica, he, in May 184.3, accompanied it to Canada, 
whore he served with it for nearly throe years. On the 
8“' August 1845 ho was promoted to the i*auk of 
Lieutenant. On the 14“' A])ril 1846 he exchanged into 
the .33'^ Foot, and proceeding to India he joined that 
regiment at Ferozepore at the end of the your. lu 
February 1848 ho accompanied the regiment to Lahore, 
where he remained with it, in gamson, until nearly 
tlio end of the second Sikh War. Early In Fobruaiy 
1849 he jiroceeded on service with six companies of 
the corps, and with these, forming pah of the detached 
force under tho command of Colonel Byrne, (7.^.), he took 
part in the closing oiMjraiious of the Punjab Campaign, 
including the holding of tho fords of the Cheiuib, near 
Wazirabad, during the battle of Gujerat,and tbo pursuit 
of tho Sikhs to Rawal Pindi after that victory (Medal 
and clas])). On the termination of the campaign ho 
was stationed with the regiment at Rawal Pindi, whence 
in December 18.51, on tlio occasion of Ifoliiuand in- 
cursions into British territory, ho marcheJ with a 
]iortion of the corps, to Peshawar, and thoiiec on to 
tho Mohmand bordc'r, where ho >vas employed with 
it until Folu'uary 1852. Ho thereafter served with 
the regiment at Peshawar until tho spring of 1854, 
■when he marched with it to Dagshai, In ^0 autunm 
of the following yeor lie was nominated for duty witli 
invaliils going homo rid Karachi ai]d Bombay, but ho 
did not iivi^ to cany out that .service, for, having 
aecompanied Jiis regiment (rn route from Dagshai to 
Fort William') as far ns Anibala, he died at that place 
on the 30“* Octoljor 1855.

Robinson, Francis Wrightson, /J/myn (1827— 
1849). — Monument on the hattle^Jkld of Ohilianwala, 
No. 752. — Entered the Bimgal Army in 1846, Arrived 
in India in June of tho same year, and was sent u]> 
to Dinapore to do duty with the 66“' N. I. In the 
following October lie was posted to the N. T., then 
under orders to pioci'cd from Dacca to Dinapore, hut 
he iievi'i* joincMl this ri'giment, and on the 27“' of the 
following month ho w^as I'cinoved, at his own request, 
to the .56“' N. I. Ho join€>d this regiraoiil at Nnrpnr, 
aiul preeeoiled with it to Hajipur in i^ril 1847, to 
Ludhio.na in February 1818, and to Ferozeporo in 
Septemlicr 1848. On the formation of tho Army of tho 
Punjab ho joined it with his regiment, and serv(?ii 
with the corps in tho Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, 
including tho ])as.sage of the Chenab, the action of 
8aduhipur, and the liattlc of Chilianwala, in which 
last ho fell, — 13“' January 1849. 

Robinson, John Graham, Captain (1861— 
— Orare at Kohat, No. 1040. — Bom on tho 
22‘^ January 1861. — Entered H. M.’s Service (from tho 
Royal Mily. College) on tho 14^^ January 1880 as a 
Second-Lioutenant in the 2^ Battalion l®^ Foot (the 
Royal Scots), which corps he joined at Jubbuliiore 
in the spring of tho same year. On the 22*^ January 
1881 he was transferred to the 2^^ Battalion 6^** Foot, 
and joined at Cawnpoia. On the !•* July 1881 h» 
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wfts promoted to the renk of Lieatena^ and on the 
1*^ July 1882 he was appointed an 0%. ^ing Officer 
in the 33<^ N. I., on pro1)ation for the Bengal Staff 
Corps, into which he was subacxjueutly admitted with 
effect from that date. Having joined the hoad-quartera 
of that regiment at Baksa, ho continued serving there 
until May 1883, when ho was transferred in the same 
position to the 2^ Gurkha Regiment at Delira Dnn, 
and in the following Soptemfer ho was appointed a 
Wing Officer in that corps permanently. In September 
1886 ho was appointed Quartc^V-Master of the 1*^ 
Battalion 2‘^ Gnrkha Regiment, and ho continued 
holding that post for two years and fonr months, in tho 
course of which period ho twice officiated as Adjutant. 
At the end of January 3889 ho was appointed Adjufant 
of the battalion, and in March 1890 he went homo on 
leave. Having in January 1891, while still on leave 
in Europe, attained tho rank of Captain, he vacated 
the Adjutancy, and on returning to India and inijoining, 
in March 1891, ho was appointed Offg. Socond-in- 
Command of the battalion. In tho following month 
he accompanied tho corps on services on the exficdition 
to Manipur, where he served with it until the closo 
of the operations (India Medal and clasp). Ho soon 
afterwards .vacated tho appointment of Offg. Second- 
in-Comrnand, and in Noveinl)or 1891 lie rctnrnod with 
the battalion to .Debra Dun. From April 1802 to 
February 1893 bo officiated as a Wing Commander, 
and lici afterwards served witli tho 2‘‘ Battalion of tlio 
regiment, which was also at Dehra, as OlTg. Wing 
Comnaandcr from Juno to October 1804*, and as OlTg. 
Wing Officer from Octolxjr 1891 to March 1895. In 
April 1895 ho wont homo on leave, and was alisent 
from India for a year. On his return in April 1S96 
ho rojoined the Battalion 2* Gurkhas at Dehra, 
and resumed his permanent appointment of Wing 
Officer, and during tlio ensuing eighteen months lio 
twice olliciated for considerablo periods as Socond-in- 
Command and twice as Wing Commander. On the 
outbreak of the Frontier War in June 1S97 ho aeoom- 
panied the liatialion on service, and was promimmtly 
cfi'gagfed ih tho operations for tho relief of tlio posts 
on the Samana Range, in the eoiirso of wliieli lio was 
wounded in the rear-guard action near Gogra on tho 
11‘^ September, In ilif3 following month ho proceeded 
witli the battsilion on tho Tirah Expedition, and fell 
mortally wounded in tho storming of tho heights of 
Dargai. He died three days later in tho base hospital 
at Shinaori,-*-23'* October 1897.

ROgOrS, John, Srcond-Linifriifnit (n. 1814« — >

Arrived in 
India in Juno 1833, but being a suj)ernuiiierary he 
remained unposted for neaiiy three yeava. In tho 
interval ho did duty with the Artillery at Dimi- 
Dnm until August 183-4, wlieu, liaving fallen into 
a bad stale of liealtli, ho went liomo on sick leave. 
In May 1836, while .still on leave in Europe, he was 
brought on tho efCcctivo .strength of the Artillery, and 
in the following month lie was posted to the 3'^ TVoop 
2** Brigade, Horse Ai*tillery. He retin iumI to India in 
July 1837, and early in tho following month was tran.s- 
feiTod to the 3*^ Company 5’^* Ihittalion, Foot Artillery, 
which he joined at Cawnjioro. In A})ril 1838 ho pro- 
ceeded on six months’ siek leave to Simla, on tho expiry 
of which he was giuntod leave for a year to remain at 
Suhithu. He died at the latter place on the 23*' May 1839. 

Ross, Clayo Ross, Captain (ISGl— 1895).— CrVare 
dt Oilgit, No, 11-42; tablet at Ferozepore^ No, 449. — 
Son of General Sir Campbell Claye Grant Ross, K.C.B., 
Bengal Staff Corps, Bom at Peshawar on the 21**^ 
December 1861. — Entered H. M.^s Service (from the 
Bpyal Mily. College) on the 23^ October 1881 as a 
lieutenant in the 2^ Battalion Gloucesterahiro Beiri- 


ment (tho 61®* Foot), which ho joined at Quetta before 
tho end of tho year. In March 1883 ho moved with the 
battalion to Karachi, whence he was afteiwards sent 
with a^detachment to Hyderabad. On tho 27^^* Decem- 
ber 1883 ho was appointed an Offg. Wing Ofli^'er in the 
(Sikh) Bengal N. I., on probation for tho Bengal 
Staff CoriM, into which he was subsequently admitted 
with cffi‘ct from tluit date. He joined that ivgimoui at 
Agi-a, whence in February 1885 ho accompanied it to 
Jhohim, and in the samo month ho was appointini u 
Wing Officer permanonily. In April 18S6 ho was ap- 
pointed Offg. Quai-tor-Mat^tor of iho i-ogimont, and in 
the following Octolier ho was made permanent in that 
appointment. In February 18S7 ho was apiKiinted 
Offg. Wing Commander, and Offg. Adjutant in addi- 
tion, and he continued liold ing the former appointment 
until tin* following Juno and tho latter until January 
1888, when he went homo on furlough. ITo i*(jturnod 
to TmlLi in .lau^iry 1889, and having re joimnl tho regi- 
ment at .riielum, he was ap])ointt*d to oHielalo as Adju- 
tant of the corps. In February 1890 ho moved with the 
regiment to Peshawar, and towards tho i*nd of that year 
he VRcatod the ap^wintinont of Quarter-Master, Front 
Novemlier 1890 to May 1891 ho officiated as a Wing 
Commando!* ; he then again In'camo Offg. Adjutant, 
and Vie eontinuod in that ]>osition until NovemlMH* IS91, 
when h(‘ again went borne on leave. Returning to 
India in November 1892 ho rejoined iho regimont at 
T’cshaw'ar, at wliieli stution ho ooutinued serving with 
it as a Wing Oiriem* until Si»]>t.eml)(‘r 1893, when he was 
again a])poin led an Offg. Wing Commander. In .laiiu- 
ary 1^9 1 ho ae(H)ni]>anied tho regiment hi Ferozeporo, 
wlieiu'O lu tlie sunimor of the Samo year ho was sent to 
Cilgii in eommand of a dotachmoiit of two oompanies 
of the corps. He was still siTving Ihoro when tho 
Chitral dist nrbuneos hi’oko on t in iMari'lr 189.5, and ou 
the 7*'‘ <^f that month ho marched fi’orn Mast iij, with a 
party of nhoiit ninety men, for the purjiose of giving aid 
to a detachment wlijeh was in (hniger of Ireing cut off 
liy the insurgents at Roshaii. On tho following day, 
however, he was attaokevji by the onoiny In ov’erwJielni-

del acli incut ivero C!Oiu|K}lled to retreat, having lost three- 
fourths of their nundiors, and lie himself having fallen

Grave at iV7). 884. — The eldost son of David Ross, 

Esq., a merchant of Caleiitlu. ( hy Arariun, his wife, 
daughter of .Major liawrmce ({all, Binigal Army, motho- 
tinic a inernhei* of tho ]>or.sonal stnfl’ of VVji.rj’en Thist- 
ings, — which l;i,dy married, secondly, M.'i.jor iho ITon’blo 
Ai(‘X!inder Mu-ckay, who eventually, in 111-7, bceamo 
the 8'-' liord Reuy), and gr.uidson of David Ross, Jiord 
Ankervilie, a I.ord of Se.ssion in Scollninl. liorii 
in Calcutta on the 8th duly 180K— Ihitered. the 
Bengal Army in 1821. Arrived in India in August 
1822, and ivas sent up to llaiTackpore to do duly 
with the l!’*' Batlulion 23‘* N. T., Init in tho follow- 
ing month ln‘ was ordei*(‘d to jiroceed to (Jivnlioi’ 
to do duly ivitli Sindhia’s Contingent.

With Sind Ilia’s Contingent (to 
which Jio romained attacln.'d for iu?ar)y eleven yt^ars) ho 
liad considerablo experience of service in the field. From 
.Tune to Ocbihor 182-4 ho was actively ornployod against 
Man Singh Rao I’atankar, tho i*ebel]ious governor of 
Powagarh, on the Ixirders of Guzerat, and was present 
sLt tho action of Goda. the occaiMktion of ChamnaniE. 
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ud the blockade and surrender of Powagarh. In 
1824-25 lie was employed in tlie pursuit of the notori- 
ous Pindari Shaildi Dulla, and in the defeat and dis- 

E jrsal of his horde of banditti. From October to 
ccember 1828, he was again employed against Man 
Singh Rao Patankar, who, having once more rebelled, 
had seized Ujjain, :ind he served throughout the oper- 
ations I’osulting in the robers expulsion from that place. 
In Juno he avuh appointed Assistant to the Resid- 
ent at Gwalior, and in that post he was successfully 
employ(?d, in 18J15-36, in settling affairs on the Gwalior 
and Bnndelkhand frontiers, wheiH) serious disorder 
(raiding and counter- raiding) ha(l long prevailed. 
Early in 1838 he was removed from Gwalior and 
appointed Offg. Superintendent of the Bhatti Territory. 
In January 1839 he was appointed Superintendent of 
the Jhansi Territory, an important charge, which he held 
until the close of 1845. He was then appointed Su- 
perintendent of Jaloun, where ho serve# for nearly two 
years and a half, after which he officiated for ten 
months (!May 1848 to March 1849) as Assistant to the 
Govemor-Gonerara Agent for the Affairs of Sindhians 
Dominions. Finally, in April 1849, ho was appointed 
a Commissioner in the Punjab, and having l>eon posted 
to the Leiah Division, he continued in that employment 
for the remainder of his service, without any break ex- 
cept when ho went home on six months* leave from 
Jlay to November 1855. Having attained tho rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel on the Juno 1857, he was, on 
the 2^^ September following, posted to the 1P*‘ N. I., but 
he never knew of this transfer, for, on tho 3*^ September 
1857, tll(^ day after it was gazetted, lio died at Leiah 
after a brief illness. 

Ross, Hugh Rose, Lieufninnt (1854—1879).— 
Gratae at Kandahar, No. 1140.— The sc?cond son of 
George William Holmes Ross, Esq., of Cromarty House, 
Co. Cromarty, Honorary Colonel of the Highland Rifle 
Militia, and sometime Lieutenant in the 92‘^ Higliland- 
crs. Born on the 3P^ May 1854. — Entered H. M.*s 
Service (from the Royal Mily. Academy, Woolwich) 
on the 29^^* October 1 873 as a Lieutenant in the Koyal 
Artillery with temporary rank. In the following 
month he was posted to No. 3 Battery 23'^ Brigade*, 
then at Peshawar, and in June 1874, he? was removed 
to “ F *’ Battery Brigach*, tlion at Cawnpore, but 
ho did not join either. Later in the same year ho was 
transferred to “ E ** Battei*y 19*^‘ Brigade, at Situpur. 
On the 24*^' November 1874 his temporary eommission 
was made ])erinanent and autc-dated to tho 29*^^' Ajuil 
1873, and ho then proceeded to India, and at Sitapur 
joined his battery, which, in starch 1877, w^as re- 
named “ 13 ** Battery Brigade. Ho continued serv- 
ing with this battery at Sitapur until it went borne 
towards the end of 1877, when he was ti*an.sfeiTed to 
“ I ** Battery 5^^ Brigade : this he joined on its arinval 
at Sitapur in Deceinlx)r 1877. In Novemher 1878 ho 
was appointed to do duty with “ G ’* Battery 4^^' Bri- 
gade, which, on the outbreak of war with AfghaiiLstan, 
had been detailed to form jnirt of tho First Division, 
Multan Fi(‘ld Force. He joined tlii.s l)attery at Mian 
Mir, and witli it nK)V('d foi’ward into Southern Afghan- 
istan, but his career came to an end at a very (*arly 
stage of the campaign. He died at Gulistan Karez on 
tho 12tli January 1879. 

Ross, WniiBm Henry Drummond, Lic-ntPMant 
(1824 — 18.54). — (Irave at Avdmln, No. 230.— Son of 
Surgeon AndiW Ross, of the Bengal Medical Service. 
Bom at Nagpur, in January 1824. — Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1842. Ho was already in India wiien he was 
admitted into tho st'rvice, and in April 1842 ho was 
appointed, at his own recpiest., to do duty with tho 15^^ 
N. I. at Delhi, at which station bis father then hidd tho 
post of Civil Surgeon. In Juno 1842 he was posted to 
tho 28^^ N. I., and having joined tluxt regiment at Bar- 
rackpore, ho accompanied it to Sylhet in the following 
December, and to Lucknow in the spring of 1846. In 
December 1846 (after having officiated in the post for a 


diort time) he was appointed Interpreter and Quarter- 
Master of the regiment. In the spring of 1848 he 
moved with the regiment to^Hoshiaxpur, at which place 
in April of that year, he was appomted Offg. Stetioii 
Staff Officer. During tho Punjab Campaign of 1848-49 
he served with the regiment within the limits of the 
Jullundur Doab. In the spring of 1850 he proceeded 
with the regiment to Peshawar, and in August of tho 
same year he was appointed Offg. Cantonment Joint 
Magistrate at that plqce : this appointment ho continu- 
ed holding until the regiment left Peshawar in Decem- 
ber 1852, when (having already, on the 19^^ November, 
resumed his position as Interpreter and Quarter-Master) 
ho n^arched with tho corps for Ambala. Ho arrived at 
that place in Februtvry 1^53, and (with tho exception of 
a brief period in the winter of 1853-54, during which tho 
ragiment was on escort duty with the Commander-in- 
()hief, and during which ho held tho additional office of 
Superintendent of tho bazaar attached to His Excellen- 
cy’s camp) he continued with it there until tho end gf 
his service. In November 1854 he was granted four 
months* leave to the Presidency, preparatory to applying 
for furlough to Pluropo, but he was too ill even to begin 
the journey, and he died at Ambala on tho 20‘^' of tho 
succeeding month. •

Ross, William Hercules, Captain (1811-1849).— 

Momiment on the hatilc- field of Ghiliamuala, No, 752. — 
Entered tho Bengal Army in 1827. Arrived in India 
in August 1828, and in the following month was sent 
up to Cawnpore to do duty with the 51 »t ju 

November 1828 ho was posted to the 31®* N. I., then 
under orders for Sikrorji, in Oudli. Proceeding to 
that station, he was directed to do duty there, with a 
detacdiiiieiit of ilie 56*^' N. I., until his own ragimont 
should arrive, which it did in February 1829. In 
July 1830 he was iransftTrod to the 30*'^ N. 1., and 
joining that regiment at Mirzapiir, ho ijroccodod >vith 
it to Almora at tho end of 1831. In November 1833 
ho was appointed acting Adjutant of tho Kamaon Local 
Battalion, and ho hold that appointment until tho end 
of April 1834. In IVIarcli 1835 hc5 proceeded 'vvith hia 
reginumt to Meerut, whence ho marched with it to 
Noennieh at tho end of 1837. Towards the close of 
tho following year he marched with tho regiment to 
Mhow, for duty there, temporarily, and ho returned 
with it to Neemnch in Februtuy 1839. In tho follow- 
ing August ho aecompanietl the regiment into tho 
field on tho occasion of a demonstration against tho 
Kaja of Jodhpur, and in th(^ succeeding month, having 
been solcctcd to laise an additional (or 9**0 company for 
the corps, lio procoeded to Delhi, and join<)d tho 
34 Deyint Battalion there, for that purpose. In 
Februmy 1840 he proceeded with this battalion to 
Aligarh, and in tho following October ho was appointed 
acting Adjutant to the battalion and Station Staff 
Officer at that jdaco. Tn this ]>osition he continued 
until November, when tho battalion was broken up, 
and ho marched for Forozepore as Adjutant of a 
detachment which included the ninth comi)any of his 
own regiment. He rojcniicd the 30**' at Ferozeporo in 
December, and he continued solving with it there until 
near the end of Novciiilxjr 1841, when he marched with 
it en route to Peshawar on service. Reaching that 
pla(H> on tho last day of the year, he served with the 
regiment in the ojwrations undoi*takon for the relief of 
J.alalabad, and was pi*cs(mt in the actions of the 19***, 
23’* and 24*** January 1842 at tho enti*ance to the 
Khaibar Pass. Subsequently, in April 1842, he was 
present with the regiment at the forcing of the pass, 
and ill the advance on Jalalabad. On a forward 
movement towards Kabul being planned in the follow- 
ing August^ he proceeded with the regiment to Dakka, 
from which place, in September, he, as acting Adjutant, 
accompainod a wing of the regiment detached on eswrfc 
duty with ^troaenro and stores for the force moving 
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on Kabul. He afterwards returned with ithe wing to 
Dakka, and remained there with the regiment until the 
tetnrn of the troops from Kabul in October. During 
the withdrawal of the Army towards* Peshawar he 
was present in the action near Garhi Lai Beg on the 
^ November, on which occasion ho was wounded. 
For his services during the campaign he afterwards 
received the Kabul Medal. During the niait5h back 
to Hindustan he was appointed, December 1842, to 
officiate as Adjutant of the regiment. On the Army 
being broken up at Ferozopore, in January 1843, he 
proceeded with the regiment to Lucknow, amviug 
there in March. On atttaining tho rank of Captain, 
in Februaiy 1844, ho would, under rule, have esased 
to act as Adjutant, but ho .was specially directed 
to continue officiating, and did so until tho end of April 
1844. In Novemlier 1845 ho accom})auicd the regi- 
ment to Delhi, from which ])laco, in tho following 
month, on the outbreak of the first Sikh War, tho 
C(jfp8 was ordoi-ed to join the Army of tho Sutlej, but 
having been detached, in command of two companies, 
on treasure cs(!oi*t duty, and detained at first at Kariial 
and afterwards at Ambala, he was cut off from taking 
any part in the cam 2 )aign. Ho afterwards n^joined the re- 
giment at lAidhiana, and in March 1840 he accompanied 
it to Julhindur, whore ho oificiated for a short time as 
Brigade- Major, in Dcciunlxjr 1840 ho proceeded with 
the regiment to Delhi, from which place, in ^lay 1847, 
he went on leave to the Malabar const and Bombay. 
He rejoined tho regiinent at Delhi in April ISIS, and 
in the following October marched with it to Ferf>zeporo 
and joiiuid the Army of the Puiijab. 'J' hereafter lie 
served with tho oorjis in tho Piinjab Campaign of 
1848-49, and Avas present at the passage of the Cheimb 
and tho battle of Chiliauwala, in tlio latter of Avhieh, ho 
fell, llh*' January 1849, Avhilst gallantly leading on 
liis men to tho assault of the Sikh position. 

Rothnoy, Jamos Hay, Asslshinf^Sni^geon (r. 
1816 — 1843).— t/mre at Karnal : sre No, 196. — Fntored 
the Medical Department of tho Bengal Army in 1839, 
with rank as Assistant- Surgeon from tlio 4'*‘ Sc'ptomljer 
of that year. Arrived in India in Februai’y 1840, and 
in tho .same month Avas aj)pointo.l to tho medical 
charge of a dotaciimont of recruits of JT. M.’.s 
Service under orders to proceed from Cli ins lira to the 
Upper I’rovinces. Ho a(?comjjaiiieil the detachment 
when it aat out on its voyage up the riAcr in .Tune, and 
on reaching ®aAvnpui‘() ho Avas appointed, 17**‘ Novemhor, 
to the medical ciiavge of tlie 3'^ Ligiit Infantry 
Battalion. On tlie 1 2**^ of tho folloNving month ho AvaS 
appointed to tl.o medical charge of the Batlalion of 
Artillery, hut threo days later he Avas directed to 
resume charge of tho 3'i Ijight Infantry Battalion, 
with Avliii’h in the folloAving April ho marched to 
Meerut. In October 181«l his services Avoro jdaeed 
at the disposal of the Officer Commanding at Delhi, 
by whom lie Avas appointed to the medical cliargo of 
tho 22'^ N. I., but in February 1842 ho returned to 
Meerut and resiiriied charge of tlie VA Light Infantry 
Batialion. At tin* end of May ho accompanied tho 
battalion tti Delhi, and lie serAXul Avith it thoro until 
it Avas broken up in tho following NoAxrnber. Ho was 
then ordered to Knmal for duty under tho ordcivs of 
the Superintending Surgeon of the Sirliiiul Divi.sion, 
and on tho 7‘^ Novomher ho was ajipointcd to the 
medical charge of tho Panipat Jail, to AvhicJi the charge 
of tho Station Staff of Karnal Avas added on tlio 
10^'*. In February 1843 ho Avas appointed further 
to the temporary medical (diarge of the 63** N. I. at 
Karnal. He died at Karnal on the 3^* March 1843.

Russell, Claud William, Capfam (c. 1823— 
1857). — Grave and tablet at Belhi^ Nos. 89 and 162, — 
^ilntered the Bengal Army in 1840. Arrived in India 
on the last day of June the same year, and a few weeks 


later proceeded on leaA'e to Rangpur. Towards the 
end of the following August bo Avas posted to the 
23*1 N. I., then at Agra, but lieing on leave nt the 
tin^e he ilid not join the regiment until it arrived at 
Jamalpur in Mai*ch 1841. Ho served there Avith tho 
corps until December 1842, when he avixs transferred 
to the 54**» N. I., which A\’as thou being re-foriuod after 
the disaslei*s it had experienced in tho retreat fi*oiu 
Kabul. Ho joined this i-ogiment at CaAvn])oro iu 
January IS 1-3, proceeded Avitli it to Dellii in Nowmlior 
1S4*4, and accompanioil it to Ferozi»poi*o iu March 
1845. He Avas serving tlieiv Aviili the corps, in tho 
folloAV'ing Drcernher, Avlieu tho lirst Sikh War broke 
out, and accompanying it into tho field, witli the 
Division umler tho commiind of Sir Joliu Liltlor, ho 
Avas present with it at tho battle of Firozshahr (Medal). 
Ho returned to FeiDzopoi’e Avith the regiment on tlio 
25**» Decemlxnv and served Avith it ihoie until the 
middle of Feovuary 18 V6, when, as acting Adjutant, 
ho accompanied tho riglit Aving on escort duty to 
Lahore with the Governor-General, lie returned to 
Ferozi‘poi '0 with tho Aviiig in April, and soon afterwarda 
went on leaA O to Simla. In January 18 17 ho accom- 
panied the regiment to Lahore, AvJiei*o ho served with 
it until near tlie t*ud of tho year, and tlion mai'Chod 
Avith it to Agra. In Novonilxu* 1847 lio Avas apjiointod 
acting Adjutant of tho regiment, and having henn con- 
iirmod in th(‘ appointment in January 1848, ho hold 
it for lu'arly seven years. Karly in 1850 lie proceeded 
Avith tlio regiment to Barrack} )or(», whence, in tho 
wint(»r of 185l-.'>2, he n(T*oni})aniod it to Aligarh, and 
was a])]>ointod Station Staff Ofiieor there on arrival in 
March 1852. fn Dccemlicr IS, >t he vacated tho Adjut- 
.aucy of flic regiment in (‘onscM|uonce of his jiromotion 
to tliC rank of Caj>tain. In A])ril 1856 he loft tho 
regiment at AligarJi nrul procoedod on loa.vo to Calcutta, 
on return from A\'hich he rojoiiied tho (»or})K at Delhi 
iu October. Ho Avas with tlio regiment at that j)laco 
Avhen it mutinitd on the II**' May IS57, but Kuccooilod 
ill (‘ffeciing his escajio to IMccruf . From that place, 
towanls th(‘ end ol tlio saiin^ month, in the capacity 
cf Orderly OiriciT to Brigadier Wilson, ht' acoomiiauied 
the force uiider that oflicor in its movement on Delhi, 
and AA'as juosont Avidi it in both the aidions on tho 
lliiidan, near Ghazinddin-nagar. Sii bsoijiienf ly Avhen 
Brigadier Wilson joined tlio I )el hi Kiehl Force under 
Sir J-fenry Barnard, In* arrornpanied Jiim in the samo 
capacity, and Avas jn’csmjt Avitli liiiii at the action of 
Badli-ki-Scrai on tin* S**' .linie 1857. On f.liat occasion, 
hoAAXivcr, at the very o])ening of tJio aeiion, he fell 
mortally woimdcil iiy the sanie shot lliai killed llio 
Adjnfanl-Genoral, Colonel t'liesbi* (v-c.). Jto Avnn 
cai ried along wiili tin? field force as it advanced toAvards 
Delhi, and ex])ired by the way just liefore reaching 
tho faulonmcnl.

l()43e//(Z ]041‘. — Born in [ml and on tho 17’*' May 1832. 
— Entc'LiMl the Bongal Ai’my in 1849. Being already in 
the country, ho was formally admitted into the sin vico 
ill January 1850, anil in tJio following month waw 
direeted to d(» diiD^ Avitli tlu^ 1.5^*^ N. [. at Aniliala. In 
tlie .succeeding A])ril he Avas orderiMl to do duty with 
the 66’*‘ (Gurkha) N, I., and joining that rogirneiit an 
it, coming from Amritsar, jiassed tliroiigli Ainlmla, ho 
accomiianied it to Jutogh. In May 1850 he avuh posted 
to the 7D* X. I., then at ]^*.shawar, but being on Joavo 
in Simla at tho time, lie did not join this corps, and iu 
tho foIloAving Sepf^miiber lie was transferred, at his own 
roijuest, to the 66**', Avliich, on tho exjiiration of hifi 
leaA'O, in October, he rejoined at Jutogh.

M.’b Service^ />n the 10^^ October 1805 as an En- 
sign in the Now Brunswick Fencible Infantiy, and 
Avith that (whic^ ^subsequently became the 

old 104*h Foot) he served in North America for two 
years. On the 28^*^ April 1808 he was promoted 
to the rank of Lieutenant in the 50^^ Foot, and, 
returning home, he joined the 2^ Battalion of that 
regiment at Brabourne Lees, in Kent. In February 
1809 he was transferred to tho I®* Battalion, on its 
return from Spain after the Corunna campaign, and in 
the following July he accompanied the corps on 
service on tho expedition to Walchoren. Returning 
thence in Decemhor, he sorvod Avith the battalion at 
Hastings and liOAves until September 1810, when he 
proceeded with it on service to Poi4uga), and having 
landed at Lisbon at the end of tho month, he afterwards 
served Avith it in the Lines of Torres Vedras, and was 
present at tho affair of Sohral.

HuAdng been rumoAX'd to France, ho Avas detain- 
ed there as a prisoner-of-war until Aprfl 1814, and 
having shortly afterwards rejoined the 50*^*^ at Cork, 
he continued serving with tho regimfint in Ireland (at 
Emiiskillcn, at Londonderry, and in Dublin) until 
January 1S19, when bo embarked with it for Jamaica. 
On the 30**1 Septemlx;r 1819 he was promoted to tho 
rank of Captain. lie T'ctnrnecl homo Avith tho regiment 
in March 1827, and after serving Avith it in various 
places in England, ho eccoinpaiiioil it to Irolanil in 
July 1830. On the 13**1 August 1830 ho Avas promoted 
to till; rank of ^lajor, and four years later ho was ap- 
jHiintod a Knight of tho H.anoverian Guelphic Order. 
At the end of 1834 ho embarkod Aviih the regiment 
for New South Wales, and he thereafter continued 
serving Avith it in the Australian colonics for nearly six 
years. In Januaiy 18 11 he embarked with the corps 
for Bongal, and lauding at Calcutta in tlio following 
April lie servod Avith it for some time in Fort William 
and at Cliinsura. In the suminor of tho same year 
he proceeded on leave lo Singajioro, but lb o regiment 
having Ixien ordered on service, lio rejoined it in Novem- 
ber at ^[oulineiii, whither it hail been sent in autici- 
]iation of hostilities Avith the So\u;reign of Burma. 
T'ho Avar-cloud having p.asseci, he rcturnoij: to Calcutta 
in April 1842, in command of the left AAdng of the 
regiment, and luiving served Avilli ihe corps for some 
months at Cliinsura, bo afterwards accompanied it to 
CaAvn])i)ri*, ari’iving there in NoA’cmbijr. In January 
1813 he was noTninated to the I’ommand of the Con- 
valescent Depot at Taindonr, and ho continued there 
uiiiil the folloAving December, wlieri, bis regiment 
liaving lx;on detailed for service Avith the Army of 
OAvalior, he obtnined leave to proceed to Agra for tho 
purpose of rejoining it ; not being able, however, to 
effect his object, the 50**' being Avith the Left Wing of 
tho Army, whicli Avas moving through Biiudelkhand^ 
lie was permitti'd to join tlio 'Pliird Division, with tho 
Right Wing, and (leneval Idttler, commanding that 
Division, having atlacliod him to tho 39‘*‘ Foot, he 
served with that regiinimt at tho battli* of Mabarajpnr, 
in AAdiicli he Avas jirominently engaged .and had his 
horse shot under him (bronze star, and promoted to 
Ihe rank of Inenienant-Coloncl by bi'evet). Early iu 
January 1841 bo rejoined bis oavu regiment, on its 
arrival Jit OAvalior, anil lie continued Avitli it until the 
Army Avas broken up at the end of the month, Avhen 
lie returned lo Ijandour. TTis aiipointnient at that 
placH# ceased soon afterAvards, but be remained thexx) on 
leaffe until the end of Oetobm*, when he rejoined tho 
50**', then en route lo Ludhiana, Avhero lie .amved with 
it ill December 1844. On the outbreak of the first 
Sikh War, in December 1845, ho, being then in com* 
mand of tho 50^**, accompanied tho corps into the field m 
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the Second Brigade of Infantry of the Amy of the 
Sutlej, and he thereafter took a prominent part in all 
the oMrations of the campaign, including the battle 
of Mudki (in the course or which he succeeded to the 
command of the Second Brigade, and had his horse 
shot under him), the battle of Pirozshahr (throughout 
which ho commanded the Second Brigade), and the 
battles of Aliwal and Sobroon (in both of which ho 
commanded the rogiraont). In the decisive battle last 
mentioned ho received a dangerous wound, from the 
effects of which he died at Kasq.uli on the 9th April 
184G. 

Note. — In rocogtiition of liis services in the Sutlej XJumpaign, 
Lieutenant-Colonel Kynn was. on the 3^1 April IS^. nominated a 
Companion of the Order of the Bath, hut the notificulioii did not 
reach India until after his death. g

St- John, Charles, M, B., Inspector-Geupral of 
Hospitals (1791—185:1) .—Oravc at Anihala, A'o.227.— 
Bntered H. M.’s Service on the 8^'' August 1811 as an 
Hospital Mato for general service, and was immediately 
aftoi-wards sent out to join tho British forceps on the 
East Coast of Spain. On the 3'^ S()pteniber 1812 he 
was appoint'd an Asst.-Snrgeon in tho Battalion 
5 gtii Eoot, \Vhich formed a part of Ihe forces to which 
iie was attached, and with this corps hosiTvod through- 
out the remainder of tho ojicratunis in that pai*t of tho 
Peninsula, inclusive of tho l)atllo of Cast alia and tho 
siege of Tarragona. Soon after the conclusion of 
police in Europe, in tho spring of 181 1, ho einharkcd 
wHli Ilia battalion for Canada, and scrvotl with it tlu‘ro 
during the closing operations of ilio American War, 
inclutling the passage of the Saranac and tlio battle 
of Plattsburg. in the spring of 1815 ho accom])aniod 
tbo battalion to Europe, whither it had Iwon recalled on 
thondurn of Napoleon from Ellia, landed witli it at 
Ghent, and inarched with it to Paris, where ho sorvod 
with it in tho Army of Occupation until the end of the 
year. Eroiii 1810 to 1822 ho sorvod with tho 58<^‘ in 
Jamaica. On tho Eobruary 1822 ho was ]n*oniot(Hl 
to the rank of Surgeon in the Foot, also in .laniaioa, 
with whicli corps he returned homii iu tlie following 
May. Ho wjrvod with the at Plymouth until the 
sprim'' of 1824, and moving with it then to Indand, lie 
served thore (atl^ork, Limeviok, Atlilono, Birr and 
Dublin) until October 1827, wben lie ridiirnod with it 
to England, and was stationed at Chatham. At tho 
mul of JunciflS28 ho embarkt'd with tlio roglment for 
Ceylon, and landing tlieio in tbo following Novi unbor, 
ho continued serving with it in that island until 
December 18:1C, wbeii ho was appointed a Staff Sur- 
geon. On the 4^^' January 1839 bo was promoted to 
tboiiinkof Asst. Inspoclor-Goneral of lT()s]iitaI.s, and 
be served in that capacity at the Mauritius for sevmul 
years. On the 20^’’ October 181*3 ho was advanced to 
the rank of Deputy Inspector-Gouoral of Ilospituls, and 
was Tiostod to Ceylon, where ke served until the spring 
of 181b.

tor 1815, serving with it in the Army of Occupation 
in France, On the disbandment of the battalion in 
January 1818 lu^ was placed on half- pay, and eo 
remained until the 28*** Juno 1821, when he exchanged 
to full pay ill the 13‘*‘ Foot.

In that country he 
ser'ved with it throughput the campi^gn of 1824-25, 
taking a distinguished part in a long series of arduous 
oiiorations, including the ca]itni*o of Rangoon, the 
expulsion of the Burmese? from the immediate vicinity 
of that place, the cajil'iire by storm of the stockades of 
Kemendinc, Kamarriot and Pagoda Point, tlio defeat 
of the enemy lief ore Rangoon on the 1*** and 5**' De- 
cember, on both of which occasions ho led columns 
of attack, the action in rear of tho Slnvo-Dagon Pagoda, 
llio stonii and capture of Kokien, in which ho w^as 
very severely \vminded, and (in command of tho foi’ce 
employed) the reduction of Basse] n. On tho 2‘^June 
1825 ho was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant- 
Colonel. On the rcneiyal of hostilities after the termi- 
nation of the rainy season, ho was appointed by Sir 
Ai'cbibald Carapliell, 30*** November 1825, to tho 
command of the First Brigade of tlio First Division 
i)f the Army, and he led it in all the subsequent 
oj)erations, including tho actions of Simbike and 
Napadi, near Promo, and the stonuiug of Melloon, in 
which he headed the assaulting column and was again 
ueveroly wounded. For his distinguished seiwices dui'ing 
the war he w*a.s created, Dt'cembor 1820, a Companioii 
of the Order of the Bath. On the conclusion of ])eace, 
he returned with tho regiment to Bengal (April 182C), 
and w'as stationed with it at Berhamporc? until the 
following wdnter, when lio aceompaniod it to Dinapore. 
In the cold season of 1831-32 lie ])roccoded with tho 
regiment to Agra, when? ho held eommaiid of tho foi*t 
and station as Jong as tho 13*** remained them. In 
December 1635 he marched willi tho regiment for 
Karnal, arriving at tliat station in the following month. 
On the 28**’- Juno 1838 he was ju’omoied to the rank 
of Colonel hy brevet. On the formation of the Army 
of the Indus, ill September 1838, ho was appointed a 
Brigadier anti jiosted to tho conimand of tho First 
Bengal Brig.ado, which foimed the Advance during tho 
Bubs(*quent movement into Afghanistiiu, In !May 183*J, 
after the airival of the Army at Kandaliai’, ho was 
detached in command of a force of 1,700 men, with 
nine guns, to reduce tho fort of Cliiishk, on tlio 
Helmand rivir; tho place was, liowever, found to 
have been abandoned by the Afghans, and ho returned 
to Kandahar before the end of tho month. In tho 
subsequent movement on Ghazni lie again led the 
Advance, and at tho capturo of that fortress, on the 
23‘* July 1830, ho commanded the storming party and 
was W'ounded in a hand-to-hand combat in the assault 
(Medal). Ho was subsequently present at tlio occu- 
pation of Kabul, and for his eminent services during 
the campaign lie was advanced, on tlio 20*** December 
1839, to the dignity of a Knight Commander of tho 
Order of the Bath. On tho withdrawal to Hindustan, 
towanls tho end of 1839, of the greater part of the 
troops which had formed tho Army of tho Indus, ho 
was left at Kabul with his brigade, as part of tho 
Army of Occupation, and in September 1840 ho was 
sent into tho Koliistan of ICabul, in command of a 
field force, for the purpose of suppreBsing disturbances 
which had broken oat there, insti^ted by tho deposed 


Amir, Dost Muhammad Khan. In the course <rf his- 
operations in *that part of the conntiy he captuied 
the to>vns and forts of Tutamdarrah, Julgarh, Babu- 
khushgarh and Kardarrah, and, notwithstanding the* 
misconduct of his cavalry, defeated Dost Muham- 
mad Klian at Parwandarrah and drove him from the 
place in headlong flight, an event which led to tho almost 
immediate surrender of the ox-Amir, and tho conse- 
quent return of tho field force to Kabul. On tho 23«* 
November 1841 ho was granted the h)cal rank of 
Major-General in Ifidia. Previous to this, however, 
in Octoj^r 1841, in consciiuence of the rising of the 
Eastern tlhilzais, he had lieen despatched from Kabul, 
with a brigade, to open the pisses to Jalalabad, which 
the insurgents liad closed ; ho moved forward on this 
mission on tho 12**', and on tho same day foraed tho 
Kliiird Kabul Pass after a severe conflict, in tho courso 
of which ho was himself shot through the leg ; but 
notwithstanding the severity of his wound and that he 
was unablo to ride, ho still retained the command of 
tho force, and pushing forward on the 22**» ho dro^e 
the enemy from the heights of Tezin ; a week later ho 
forced tho Jagdalak Pass, and on tho 12*** November 
he took possession of Jalalabad, which he resolutely hold 
against all tho efforts of tho Afghans, jintil tho 7**‘ 
April 1842, when he sallied forth and inflicted a crush- 
ing defeat upon tho enemy, and p^t an end to the 
siego (Medal). In tho meantimo, on the reorganisa- 
tion of tho forces in Afghanistan taking place in 
February 1842, he had boon appointed to tlm command 
of tho First Brigade of tho Army serving to the ivcst 
of tho Indus, under General Pollock, and in the sub- 
sequent advance of tho Force in August, ho led this 
bngado and w^as prominently engaged in stoniiing the 
heights of Jagdalak (slightly ivounded), in the general 
action of Tezin, and at the ro-occupation of Kabul, 
and he commanded the forco which was immediately 
aftenvards despa iclu'd towards Bamian to cover the 
rc'scui‘ of tho numerous captives tlum in the hands of tho 
Afghans (Medal). For his eminent services during tho 
war, and espocially for his gallant defeiu'O of Jalalabad, 
ho was, on tho 16*** Juno 1842, advanced to tho dignity 
of a Knight Grand Ooss of the Order of the Bath. 
On tho breaking up of the Army at Ferozopore, iu 
Januaiy 1843, ho rejoined tho 13*** and aecompaniod 
it to Kasaiili, amving there in March, On tho 15*** 
December 184.3 Jio was appointed Colonol of the 13*** 
Light Infantry, and early in tlio following year ho 
went home on h'ave, rid Bombay. Having on tho 
29*** March 1844 Ixjon af)j)ointed Qiiartcr-Master- 
Gonoral of Her Majesty’s Forces in India, ho raturned 
to Bengal in January 1S45, and liaviiig joined Army 
Head-()narlers at Sikaiidaipur, near Salniranimr, on 
tho 27*** Febinary, ho in the usual course, proceeded 
to Simla in April. On the outbreak of tho tirst Sikh 
War, ho, as Quarter-Master-Genoral, aocoinpanied the 
Cominander-iii-Chief into the field, but in tho very 
first engagement of the campaign, — at Mudki on tho 
18*** Decombor 1845, — ho fell dangerously wounded, his 
loft tliigli having been sliattered by a giape-shot. 
Ho lingered for tliroe days, but the case was a 
Jiopeless one from tlio first, and on tho 21st, in tho 
little fort at Mudki, lio succumbed to his wound.

Sd-lkold, Philip, Lieutenant (1830— 1857).— * 
Tablets at Ddhiy Nos^ 162 and 164. — Son of tho Revd. 
Robert ' Salkcld, M.A., Rector of Fontmell-Magna, near 
Shaftesbury, Co. Dorset. Born at Fontmell-Magna 
on tho 13*** October 1830. — ^Entered the Bengal Army 
on the 9th June 1848 as a Second-Lieutenant in the 
Corps of En^neers. After going through the usual 
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eoane at he waa sent out to India with the 

cadete ot 1850. arriTod at Fort Williain in June 

of *^»<.* year. In the same month he was sent to the 
Upper Provinces to do duty with the Oorps of Sappers 
and Pioneers, joined the head-quarters of that body 
at Ludhiana, and was posted soon afterwards to the 
2<i Company of Pioneers, which ho joined at Simla. On 
the Sappers and Pionccra being reorganiswi in April 
1851 and becoming the Corps of Sappers and Minors, 
bo was posted ^ tlio Company, which ho joined at 
Ludhiana on tho‘ 23‘* Au gust. Later in the aamo year he 
transferred to tlio 1« Company at Attock, but ho 
■was soon aftonvards removed to the 7ti. Company at 
Murroe, and wth this company, in December 1853 
and January 1853, ho served in tho expedition nilder 
Colonel Mackeson (q. v.) against tlio Hassauzais of tho 
Black Mounlidn, Hazara. On tho termination of tho 
operations he returned with the comi>any to tho Murreo 
hills and he continued serving with it there until June 
1853 when ho was appointed to ofliemte as Executive 
EBcineerof the Meerut Division. In tho following 

November ho was transfemxl, as Bxeentive Engineer, 

to tho Eighth Division of tho Grand Trunk Road, and 
in Febrnai’y 1854 ho was removed, in the aome posi- 
tion, to the Fifth Division, Avitli liis head-quarters at 
Ali^i'h. riere he i-emained until December 185(>, 
when ho was apwinted Exeentivo Engineer of the 
Delhi Division, a po^^’tion which ho wis still holding 
when tho Mutiny broke out in May 1857. Ho Avas at 
Delhi at the time, but, Avith other officers of tho 
.mrrison, ho escaped to tho village of Harchandpur, 
whence tho imi-ty Avoro taken into Meerut by a re.scno 
detachment from tliat place. On tho formation of tlio 
Delhi Field Force, ho was appointed (7'^'* Juno) 
Superintondent of tho Enginocr and Sapper Parks, 
and in this capacity Avas present at the action of Uadli- 
ki-Sorai and the soizuro of tho Delhi llidgo. On tho 
lOtii ho Avas apiKjiiitod a Field Engineer, atul as such 
was prosont throughout the siege of Delhi and Avas 
prinnincntly engaged at tho storming of the jilace on 
the lit'' Septenibtir. On that momoralilo <K;casion ho 
■was one of the two engineer officers detailwl to load 
tlni explosion party to Avhoni had Iwon entrusted the 
desperate duty of bloAving in tho Kashmir Gate in 
oTicn day in tho face of the enomy, a duty Avhich Avas 
carried out Avith admiinble jirecision and with a display 
of heroic gallantry which has never liceu surpassed. 
Hut in tho performance of this duty, Avhil.st endeavour- 
ing to fire the charge of poAvder laid against tho gate, 
ho fell desperately wounded, shot through the arm :ind 
the leg.

Thomas Saiwey, H.D., Vicar of Oswestry, Co. Salop, 
and Hector of St. Kloronce, Co. Pornbroke, avIio was a 
cadet of the aiioieiit family of the Sahveys of I be 
Lodge, in tho former county. Horn on tho 33' .January

of Artillery. Arrived in India at the end of .Sejitembi r 
in the same year, and in June 1853 Avas posted to the 
■pii Company I”' Battalion, Foot Artillery, which 1"' 
joined at Fort Goviiidgarh, Amritsar. In the folloAV- 
ing September ho was transferred to the 2 ' Compmiy 
1»” Battalion, Avhich he joined on its arrival at Fort 
Goviiidgarh, in October. In Decenilier 1851. be Avas 
removed to the D'’ Company 3' Battalion (No. 7 flight 
Field Battery attached), and having ioineil if. .if Pesha- 
Avar, he eontimied serving Avitli it there iinf.il March 
1857, when ho was traiisferred to 4"' Troop •'> ' Brigade, 
Horso Artillery, at Multan. At tliat place in thofolloAv- 
in" Juno he Avas jiresont at the tlisarming of the fi2'' 
and Cl)"' N. I., tho mutiny of which was imminent. 
Ho Avas subsequently sent to join tho force before Delhi, 
where ho was attached to tho S'* Troop 3'i Brigadi;, and 
took part in tho siege and rapture of tho place, being 
emp%ed in No. I Broaching Battery Lu tho final 


bombardment. On the &11 of Delhi, boin^' greatl/ 
broken in health in oonsoquenoe of privations ana 
exposure, ho proceeded on sick leavo to Simhi, and he 
diod at that placo six wooks later, on tho Ootoboir 
1857.

(1813 — 1830 ). — Gnive at liawal PindL — Son o£ Kd- 
ward Aloxandor Samuolls, Esqr., Bengal Civil Service. 
Born at Muzaiiarpur, Tirliut, on tho 8^^* Augasi lS t3. 
— -Entered II. M.’s Indian ^lilitary Forco.s, Bengal, iix 
1S()0. Arrived in India at tho end of Docombor of tho 
Raino 3’car, and early ill dan nary ISd I •\vas sont np to 
Lucknow to do duly witli tho ^ 1 , Eiiropoau Hogimont, 
with which corps ho coiitinuod Hcrviug until it wart 
dLsbanded in tho following Novonibor. was thou 

sent to ]\leci*ut on duty with voluiittiers for .tlio 
101“^ Foot (lato ‘31 European J^uigal Fn&iliers), 
and having arrnuul there in danuaiy ho waa 

diroclod to do ^uty with that rogimoni until fur- 
ther orders. In tho tollowiiig May, however, ho 
proceoded to ^rus-soorio on sick lo;ivo, on the expiry of 
which, in November, lio wa.s permittiHl to join ami do 
duty with tho Foot (tho Hojal Fiisiliors) at Ferozo- 
jioit?. Towards tho oiid of November ho wart 

;i.pjK)inteil to do duty with tho Ihinjab Infantry, 
thou with tho Ynsafzai Field Force in tho Amboia 
Bass, and was directihi to jiroi^eod o.\])r»‘.ss to Now.shoni

Wing Suhaltern, on ]»rohation for (Ire Jlengal Stall 
Corps. JniMay ISd8 li(! was ajijbiinted acting Adjut- 
ant of the regiment and, at ihe same time, Olfg, 
Station Stair Oilii/or at Bak.sa, and ho eoiitif 7 ii(.i(I ifi Mio 
Jaffer ai*]»ointment until iho following l.)*;eemher, 
when the it'gimeiit left tiui pla.cn for Din.ipoj-e. Arriv- 
ing at Dinajiore towards iho end of Jannaiy iHt'A) ho 
there, in the following montl), vacat(‘d the acting 
Adjutancy, and in the following June, iiaviug failed bi 
cpiaJify foi* the Staff Corps hy pa,.s.sing in the nativo 
laiiguiige.s, he lost liis pi’ohahonary ' appointment of 
Second Wing Suha,li(;rn, and invei tcd to the p*).sition 
of an attached oHiccr. Tuwai d.s the end of I Still ho 
accompanied tho rcgiiiauit to Itamnagar, in the Morad- 
ahad district, and li*- wa.s tlieii‘af1;or employed W'itli 
it for nearly two yeaj.s on the c*)nstruetioi) of tho 
Itani.kluit road, in tlie troiirse of whieh period, in .May 
1871 (having cpialilied in tho native languages in iho 
precciling Octoher), ho was a|»pointed Oifg. (^uartcr- 
Mast/orof the I’cgirncnt. In tho winter of 1871-72 
ho accompauied the rogimont to tho Camp of Ezoroise 
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at Delhi, whence in Febrnary 1872 he marched with 
the corps to Ambala, and haying in May 1872 be^ 
confirmed in the appointment of Quarter-Master, he in 
the following month went homo on leave. Beturning 
to India in June 1874, he rejoined the regiment in 
camp at Baridpiir, whore it was then employed on 
the construction of the Darbangha railway, and at the 
end of the following October ho was appointed to 
officiate as Adjutant. About the some time ho re- 
turned with the regiment to Ambala. In May 1875 
he vacated the ap}x)intment of Offg. Adjutant, but at 
the end of the following month lie was again appointed 
to officiate in the same post, and he c(>ntinued holding 
it for nearly nine months, in the course of which, in 
the following winter, he accom])anied the corps to the 
Delhi mana>uvres, subsequently returning with it to 
Ambala in February 1870. In March 1876 ho was 
appointed an Offg. Wing Officer, and in the following 
June he was appointed to officiate as ^ocond-in-Com- 
mand, but this was only for a short time, and ho soon 
afterwards rewortod to the situation of Offg. Wing 
Officer, in which ho continued until the end of tho 
year, moving with tho regiment in the meantime to 
Jhelum. In January 1877, in tho reorganisation that 
then took place, ho became Wing Officer and Quarter- 
Mastor, and a few days later be was appointed to offi- 
ciate as a Wing Commander. In tho following Api*il 
he was advanced to the substantive appointment of 
Wing Commander, and he tlion for a short time offi- 
ciated ns Sccond-in-Command. In tho cold season of 
1877-78 ho marched with tho regiment to Quetta. 
On the outbreak of tho Afghan War he accompanied 
the corps into tho Held, .and served with it during tho 
cam))aign of 1878-79 in Southoim Afghanistan, includ- 
ing the occupation of Kandahar and the advance to 
the Helmand. During the rctuni inarch to India, by 
the Thal-Chotiali route, he was, on the death of Colonel 
Fellowes {g. r.) in April 1879, appointed Offg. Second- 
in-Command of the regiment, with which he arrived 
at Jhelum towards tho end of the following mouth. 
Early in September 1879 he was appointed Offg. 
Commandant, but. at the end of the month he reverted 
to the post of Offg. Sccond-in-Command, and in that 
capacity he, in January 18S0, proceeded on service 
with the regiment, thereafter serving w'ith it on the 
Kliaibar Line duiing the second phase of the Afghan 
War, and taking part with it in tho action of Mazina 
and in the CApocIition into the Kama distnet. Shortly 
after these events, being in bid bealth, he was invalided 
to India, and he died at liawal I’indi on the 7^^* July 
1880.

This lady burvivt?d her 
busbaud nineteen years, dying on the 2d August 1809. 

Sanctuary, Philip James, Captain (r. 182G — 
1S57 ). — Talh t at IMU, No. I tS.— Entered tho Bengal 
Army in 1842. Arrived in India in May 18U5, and in 
the following month was ordered up to Benares to do 
duty with the 22‘* N. I. A few days later, however, 
he was posted to tho 5^^' N. T., and, passing on, he 
joined tliat regiment at Jaunpur. In Novemljor 1844 
ho accompanied the corps to Dacca. His health failing, 
he })roceedcd on It'ave to tho Pi’esidcncy in June 1845, 
and thence, in August, to tho Cape Colony aud New 
South Wales. He returned to India in August 1847 
aud rejoined his rogimout at Dinaporc, but his health 
being still in a bad sbite, he, in tlic following month, 
proceeded to tho Presidency, and thence, in October, 
went homo on furlough. Ho returned to India, rid 
Bombay, in IMarijh 1851, and rejoining his regiment at 
Mian Mir (Lahore), ho served mth it there for nearly 
four years. In January 1854 he was nominated 
to the tompoiTiry charge of No. 3 Company of the 
Sappers and Miners, proceeding to Simla, but within 
throe days, on the of tho same month, this nomina- 
tion was canceUedi md ho was appointed Adjutant of 


his own regiment : this appointment was also cancelled; 
however, on* the 34 March following. In February 
1865 he marched with the Regiment to Ambala. In 
April 1857 ho proceeded* on leave to Kashmir, but 
tho outbreak of the Mutiny brought him back, and 
ho was oventually sent down to join the force tofore 
Delhi, where, on the 10**' September, ho was appointed 
by Brigadier-General Wilson to do duty with the I®** 
Balnch Battalion (now the 127*** Indian Infantry). 
Witli this corps he served during tho short remainder 
of the siege, at tho storming of the plaje on tho 14**' 
September, and in tho six days fighting which ensued 
within the city. He, however, survived tho capture of 
Delhi little more than a fortnight, dying thoro on 
tho 5**' October 1857. 

Note.^ — F rom tho circumstaiico that Ca])tain Sanctuary’s name 
appears in tlie Memorial tablet of tho 2'1 European Bengal Fusi- 
liers, it may be assumed that ho served with that regiment during 
some i)Brt or another of the siege of Delhi, but no official record 
of the fact can be found. — It is to be noted that the initial letter 
of his first Christian name is incorrectly entered on the tablet. • 

Sanderson, Algernon Robert, Ensign (c. 
1844— 18G.8). — Grave at Mardan, No. 1006. — Entered 
H. M.’s Indian Military Forces, Madras, in 1861, with 
rank as Ensign fi^om the 8**' Juno. Arrived in India 
towards the end of that year, and was sent to Banga- 
lore to do duty with the !**• Madras Fusiliers. In 
January 1863 ho accompanied that regiment to Canna- 
nore. Having volunteered for general service ho was 
placed at tho disposal of the Commander-in-Chief in 
India for appointment to the lOl^*- Foot (Royal Bengal 
Fusiliers), and, accordingly, on tho 18**' April 1863, he 
was appointed an Ensign in that corps, which he joined 
Boon afterwards at Rawal Pindi. In October 1863 he 
accompanied the regiment (forming part of tho Yiisaf- 
zai Field Force) on senico against the Hindustani 
fanatics and their allies, and was present with it 
throughout the operations in the Amliela Pass up to 
the 20**‘ November, on which day he fell whilst 
gallantly rallying his men to ro-take tho Crag Piequet 
position, which had lieen carried by a sudden and 
overwhelming rush of the tribesmen. 

Note.— ' riiis officer is mis-uamed Saunderson ” in the in- 
scription on his grave. 

Sandford, Daniel Augustus, Ensign (1829 

1849 ). — Grave at Lahore^ No. ,604. — The tliird son of 
tho Vcn’blo John Sandford, B.D., Ar^ideacon of 
Coventey, Honorary Canon of Worcester, and Rector 
of Alvecluirch, Worcestei-shire, a cad(*t of the Sandfords 
of Sandford, Co. Worcester. Born on tho 12**' August 
1829. Educated at Rugby, which lie entered in 1842, 
shortly before Ur. Arnold’s death. — Enierc'd tho Bengal 
Army in 1846. Arrived in India in Mai’ch 1847, and 
before tho cmd of the month wa.s sent uj) to Benares 
to do duty with th(3 9**' N. I. At the cnid of the follow- 
ing September ho was posted to the 2^ European 
Rogiment (now ilio 2‘* Battalion of the Royal Munster 
Fusiliers), and ho joineil that regiment at Subatliu 
early in tho succeeding November. On the outbreak 
of the second Sikh War h(3 aeeompanicd his regiment 
into the field, and served with it throughout the Pun- 
jab Campaign of 1848-49, including the affair of 
Ramnagar, the })assago of tho Chenab, the battles of 
Cliilianwala and Gujerat (slightly wounded), and tho 
pursuit of the Sikhs to Peshawar, at which place he 
served with the eorjis for some time after tho close 
of tlio campaign. Jfte subsequently marched with the 
I'Ogiment to Lahore, aiTiving there in May 1S49, and 
at that place, on tho 20**' of tho following month, ho 
died of a fever resulting from the hardships and priva- 
tions of the campaign. 

Note. — Ensign Sandford was the author of Leaves from the 
Journal of a Suhaltern during the Campaign in (he Punjab. 

Sandford, Harry Coddington, Captain (1869-— 
1899),— at Kohat^ No, 1053.— -The third and 
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jotingest son of Colonel Biohard M, F. Sandford, 
itoy^ Engineers, a cadet of the ancient* family of 
the Sandfords of Sandfor^ Co. Salop, and nephew 
to Ensign Daniel Augustus Sandford, 2^ Bengal Euro- 
pean !l&gt. (q. r,). Bom on the March 1869. — 
Entered H. M.’s &rvice (fi*om the Royal Mily. Aca- 
demy, Woolwich) on the 27**' July 1888 as a Sccond- 
Licuienant in the Royal Artillery, and having been 
TOsted to the 2** Battery 1®* Brigade, North Irish 
Division (aftex;wardB styled tho 3** Battery, Westem 
Division), ho s^ed with it for some time in Bermuda. 
Having volunteered for tho Indian service and been 
allotted, in Novenil)er 1889, to tho Madras Pi*osidency, 
he proceeded thithei* in the following spring, and on 
tbe^ 17**' March 1890 was appointed an Offg. Wng 
Officer in tho 10**' Madras Inffiftilry, on probation for 
the Staff Corps, into which ho was subsequently ad- 
mitted with effect from that date. That regiment, 
however, having just then been luconstituted as a 
Burma battalion, he was, in tho following month, 
transferred in tho same position to tho 24'*' Madras 
Infantry, and having joined tho corps at Thayct Myo, 
in Lower Burma, he, in tho following July, accom- 
panied it to Minbu, whence lie was sent with a 
detachment to Pagan. In January 1801 he returned 
With the regiment to Thayet Myo, and in tho succeed- 
ing March ho moved with it to llaiigooii. In August 
1891 ho was transferred, still in tlie same position, to 
tho 33i* Madras Infantry (tluj 3«i Burma Battalion), and 
having joined that corps at Fort Stedman, ho accom- 
panied it to Bhamo iii thcj following October. In tho 
winter of 1891-92 ho served, in command of a detach- 
ment of tho rogimont, in tlio operations carried ont in 
the country to tho north-east of Bhamo, and took 
part in the relief of Sadon (India Medal and clasp). 
In the spring of 1892 ho proceeded to India on sick 
leave, and in tho following July ho was transferrad, 
as an Offg. Wing Ollicer, to the 1*'** Punjab Infantry, 
at Kohat, at whicli place he was loft, in command of 
tho depot, when, in tho succooding Octol)er, tho regi- 
ment was sent to join tho force in the Kiiram Valley. 
Ho rejoined the regiment on its i*eturii to Kohat in 
May 1893, and marched with it to Abboitahatl ; and in 
the same month ho was appointed a Wing Officer in 
the corps pcrnuiiicntJy. In October 1894, having in 
the interval officiaiod twice as A<ljutant and three times 
ns Quarter- Master, ho w'as made jxu’nianeiit in tJie 
latter appointment, and from March (o ^lay 1895 lie 
oiliciateil as # Wing Commander. Ho w’as thou ap- 
pointed to olllciato toin])oi’ai ily as a Wing Officer in 
tho Infantry of the Coi-ps of Guides, attached at tho 
time to tho ChitraJ Itclief Force, hut ho was not in 
time to take any part in tho operations of that force, 
and on the rctnrnof the Guides to Mardan ho rejoined 
the 1®* P. I. at Abbottabad. At the end of August 
1890, having in the mcanlimo ofiic’itited for brief pen’ods 
both as Wing Coiiiiiiamlor and as Adjutant, he w^as 
contirmed in tho latter apjiointment. In January 1897 
lie proceeded with his i-egimeiit to tho Toehi Valley. 
On the outbreak of tho Frontier War, in the following 
BUinmer, ho accompanied the corps into tho lield, thero- 
aftor serving with it throughout tho Tochi Cainpaigu 
of 1897-98 tiudia Ahidal and das]) )- On the termina- 
tion of tho war he moved with tho ragiimuit to Fd- 
wardesabad, whciico in the following Juno ho ])roceodcd 
on leave, eventually going homo in tho succeeding 
August. On the outbreak of the Bo(.'r War in tho 
following year ho proceeded to South Africa for service 
with the Mounted Infantry ; on arrival there, howuver, 
be was attaclied to the Bechuanaland Protectorato 
Regiment, with which he served in tho earlier part 
of tho defonco of Mafeking ; and in a sortio h'om that 
place, to assail a Boer post styled tho Gu in -tree Fort, 
he unfortunately fell, — 26tli December 1899. 

Sanford, Charles Ayshford, Captain and 
Brevet-Major (1829 — 1858 ).-— at Kohat ^ 
Se. 1048. — The iifth and youngest son of Edward 


Ayshford Sanford, Esqr., of Nynehoad Court, Co. 
Somerset, by Henrietta, his wife, tho older daughter 
of Sir William Langham, Bart. (VIII), of Cottes- 
brooke, Co. Northampton. Bom at Nyiiohead Court 
in 1829. — Enteiud tho Bengal Army in 1850. Arrived 
in India on tho 1 6**' September of tho same year, and 
having, on the 2^* of that month, in anticipation of 
his anival, been posted to the 3^* Light Cavalry, ho 
proceeded to tho Upper Pravinces and joined that 
i*egiment at Nowgong, in Bundelkhand. On the 3l»t 
May 1853 ho w'as apjx>intod acting Adjutant of tho 
I’cgimcnt. On the 1** July follo^ving liis services woro 
placed at the disposal of the Foreign Department, 
by wdiirh, on the 5**' of tho same month, ho was ap^ioint* 
ed to officiate as Adjutant of tJie 2‘* Cavalr}^ Gwalior 
Contingent, hut ten days later this appointment was 
cancelled, at his own ivquost, and he continued officiat- 
ing as Adjutant of the 3^* Jjight Cavalry. In January 
1854 he acconqianicd the regiment to Meerut, and in 
the following month the pormanont appointment of 
Adjutant of llic ragiincnt was conferivd upon him. 
Ho iwsigned the Adjutancy of tlie regiment in January 
1857, and in tlu' course of tho same month ho was 
ap})ointod Interpi-eter and Qiiaiter-MaHter, but ho liad 
to vacate the aj)j)ointmeni within a few days, in conse- 
q\ienco of his promotion to the rank of Captain. Ho, 
however, continued officiating in tho ap})ointmont for 
some month.s. Ho wras with tlio regiment when, on tlio 
10**' May, it mutinied at Meerut ami, after pcnsitrating 
many atrocities, marched off to Di‘lhi, and a tew days 
latiu* he was sent up to Ambala with despaiches. 
Having suhsci^ucntly joined tho Army Delhi, 

ho was aj)pointod, on tho 20**' July, to do duty with 
the Cdvalry of tlio Corps of Guid(‘H, to the command of 
wffiich lio w^as nominated on the follow’ing day. In 
comma ird of tho Guides Cavalry he served during iluf 
remaindi?!* of the siege of Delhi and of tho ojierations 
in tho vicinity of that plac(», inolmling tho action of 
Najafgarli, in which he conmmnded tho only squadron 
of the corps present. In the ojx)rati()iis of tlio 14**‘ Sop* 
teml)er ho commanded tlie Guides Cavalry iu thehrigado 
under Brigadhu* J. Hope Grant, which was oiiiployod 
in protecting the right flank of the British position, 
and had to remain stationary for many hours under a 
galling tire from the nimparis of tho city. After tho 
fall of Delhi he was umjdoycd with tho corps in 
various operations in the ncightHJiiring districts, and 
ho was prosoiit with it in the sovere action of Narnoul 
on the 10’*’ November, when tho mutinied Ji)dh]mi: 
JiCgion was di*fi‘a1cd and destroy(»d. F’or his services 
Ijofoiu Delhi ho was jiromoted to tlie rank of Major by 
lirovct. On the 7**' January 1858 lie w^as ajqiointed 
*Second-in- Command of the 5*** Piiiijiih Cavalry, and 
nominated to tlio coinniand of tlie squadron of that 
regiment thou in tho Held with the Army under tho 
Conimandcr-iii-Cliitd’. In command of this squadron ho 
took part iu the tirial opcratimis against Lucknow, liciiig 
attached to the portion of the Army emjiloyed, iiudei? 
the cuinniand of Sir James On tram, on ilie loft bank 
of tlie Gumti, In tlio course of these ojieratioiis, ou 
tho 10**‘ March 1858, lu^ w^a.s iin fortunately killed, 
having been sJiot through tho Iioad while roconnoitiiiig 
a village hold by a body of the enemy. 

Sanford, John Frederick, I/miUenant (1789—* 
1816. — (I/miY; at KarnaJ, No, 171. — Entered tho 
Bengal Army in 180^ Arrived in India in Juno 
1805, anrl was shortly ^tcrwunls sent u]» to Cawnjiuro 
with a largo party of young iinpf)sted officers. »Soon 
after roacjhing that station he and the rest (jf tho 
paity were sent on to j«»in tho two battalions of tlio lO**' 
N, I., then jiroccc’diiig to tho front to join the Army 
under Lord Lake, and having anived at Muttra with 
these battalions on the G**' October, ho was, on the sanio 
day, appointed to do duty witli tho 2'* Battali<m 22‘* 
N. I., and directed to proceed at once and join that 
corps, then forming part of a force under the command 
of Colonel Ball at Chatta. With this force he wae in 
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the field daring Lord Lake’s last campaign again^ 
Holkar, and having moved with it towards Bcwari, 
he took part in tho unsuccessful attempt to intercept 
that Chief when he daslied past on his way to the 
Punjab. On tho January 1806 he was |K)sted 
to the 2d Battalion 10**» N. I., and proceeding to the 
Lower Provinces, he joined that corps at Dinaporo, 
whence in the course of the same year ho moved with 
it to Kisliangauj, and afterwai*ds to Barrackpore. 
At tlio end of 1807 ho accompanied the batbilion to 
Cuttack, and in tho winter of 1809-10 lie proceeded 
with it at first to Midnapoi’e and afterwards to 

Berharnpore. In November 1810 ho inarched with 

tho corps en routa to Lucknow, where he amved in 

January 1811, and in tho cold season of 1812-13 he 

jiroceodod with it to Moradabad. In Novembor 1813, 
on a hold force being assembled for tlie purpose of 
coercing tho liao-Rajah of Alwar, ho was appointed 
to tho charge of the Treasure and Piy Department 
of the force, with which ho took part in the advance 
on Alwar, but tho Rao-iiajali having submitted 
witlioiit fighting, the force was broke n up, and ho 
rejoined his battalion at Moradabad. Early in October 
1814 Jie was ap|)ointed to the charge of tho Timber 
Agency at Moradabad, but the G urkha War liaving 
broken out shorily afterwards, and his battalion having 
bt>en detailed for scrvico with the force under tlie com- 
Tiiand of JMajor- General Ochtorloiiy, ho w’as ordered, on 
the G**' Docember, to deliver over charge of tho Agency 
to tlu) oiUcial nominated to receive it, a.nd rejoin his 
corps with all possible expedition. He accordingly 
rejoined the 2'* Battalion 19ti, in GencTal Oeliterlony’s 
camp in tlie lulls above Rupar, and with it he served 
throughout the remainder of tlie csimpaigu in tho North- 
Western Hills, taking part in various movements and 
operations, including those rosuUiug, in April ISl.'S, 
in the iv'duction, after sev^ere lighting, of the strong 
liill-fort ot Afalaoii. On tlio terniination of tho 
campaign he proceedeil witli tlio battalion to Karual, 
where he continued serving with it until bis death. 
He died at Kanial, very .suddenly, in conseipumeo of 
ilie rupture of a blood-vessel, on the IGih May 181G,

October IHIU, Eliza, daugbtor of Llenteiiant-Culoiiel Charles 
Brietzeke, of tho Iten^sil Infantry, and ;rraiid-danghlcr of Major- 
Gennral Christoiilier (In'en, «>f ilm JViiltuI Artillory. This huly 
married, secondly, at Sliainli on tljo ijU» .funi- 1817. Lieutenant 
Thibert. Oantv, llu. X. J., who dhul at Nasirahiid on tho 
7tl> July 1819. 

Saunders, George Nicholson, Uajor (1833 — 
187.5 ). — Tahltt at Kohat, No, 1012. — Born at Eltliam, 
in Kent, on the Octolicr 1833. — Entered the llengal 
Army in 1853. AiTived in India at the end of January 
1 S.j 4, and in tho bdlowing moul-li was sent iij) tollenarcs 
to do duty with the 42'^ N. I.. Tn the following August 
he was ])osted to the N. 1., and having joined that 
regiment at Wazlrabad, he accuinpjniied it to Peshawar 
in November 1S55, In hehrnary 1857 lio was afipoiiit- 
ed acting Quarter- Master, and be held that situation 
until the regiment, having been found to be disalVoidtul, 
was disarmed at Peshawar in tlie following Alay. 
On tho 25*** of that month ho was a]>})oinUMl to do duty 
with tlie J^iin jal) Infantry, and on joining that regi- 
ment at Kohat on tho 29* he was appointed to ofliciate 
as Secoiid-in-Command ; on the of tho following 
month, however, he was relieved of tho duties of this 
situation and was appointed to * ofHeiate as Adjutant. 
In July 1857 he was dilacbed to Nowsliora in coin- 
iiiand of three companies of the i*(*giment, and at the 
liead of these, on the .3‘* of tho siicceeiling month, liO 
took pari in the caiituro and destruction of tho village- 
of Narinji, on the Yusaf/ai border. He rejoined tlio 
rogiment, with his dchiclimeni, at the end of Novoml)cr 
1857, and continued officiating as Adjutant until ilic end 
of May 1858, when lie was apjiointed to officiate tempo- 
rarily as Secoiid-iu-Comuiand, in addition. In the 
following July tho permanent appointment of Adjutant 
was couferrod upon liimi but he continuod officiating 


as Seoond-in-Gommand, and from September 
December he #as in command of the left wing of the 
regiment, detached to Banau. In January 1859 ho 
accompani^ tlfe rogimenf to Dera Ismail Khan, at 
which station, in tho following May and June, he was 
for a short time in command of the corps. la 
December 1859 and January I860 ho served with the 
regiment in the expedition against tho Kabul-Khol 
Waziris, returning afterwards to Dera Ismail Khan, 
In March 1860 he was detached to Tank^ in command 
of three companies of tho regiment, defend that 
place against a threatened Waziri raid, and at the end 
of tho same month ho was similarly detached to Hori, 
In -/^ril and May 1860 ho served with the regiment 
in the Alahsud-Waziri hjxpedition, and was prominently 
engaged in the forcing of tho Bararii Pass, on which 
occasion he led the skirmishers of tho left column of 
.'tttack (India Modal and clasp). On tho termination of 
the expedition he returned with tho regiment to Dera 
Ismail Khan, at which station ho (Jontinued officiatii^ 
as Second, in 'Command of tlio corjis until J.anuary 1861. 
The appointment of Adjutant ho continued holding 
until the June following, when his services woro 
replaced at the disposal of the Coin mandcr- in- Chief, 
and Ills connection wdth the 6^** Piinjak Infantry 
terminated. In the succeeding month lie was .appointed 
to do general duty at Peshaw.ar, but Ir.) shortly after- 
wards proceeded on leave, and in September 1861 
he went homo on furlough. Ho returned to India, 
via Bombay, in November lS6.‘i, .and on arrival at 
Alultan ill t'ebruary 18G4, was directed to do duty at 
that station. In the following Novcmiber he was 
diri;otod to do duty at Rawal Pindi, and ho remained 
thei’c until April 18G5, when ho was appointed an Offg. 
Wing Officer in tho 3'^ Punjab Infantry. • He joined 
that mgiment at Dom Ismail Khan, and in January 
1866 accompanied it to Jkinnn. In April 18G6 he wag 
appointed Ollg. Second-in-Coriirnandof the regiment, and 
in the following Septenibor he was admitted into the 
Bengal Staff Corps. In Pohriiary 18G7 bo was appoint- 
tid a Wing Officer in tlio reginionf, l)ut Ik? cotiiinued 
officiating as Second-in -Corn niand until tlio end of 
tho year. In November 1807 bo marched with tho 
regiment to Kohat, and he was with it there, and 
present in the action in the Ubian Pass, on the 
occasion of the raid of tlie Ib’zoti Urakzais in Alarcli 
1868. Ho soon aft(?rwards proegoded on leave to Abbott- 
ahad, wliere lie was afterwards a})pointed Offg. Station 
Staff Officer. He r(?joined the ri'gimont on its arrival at 
Abbottabad in December 1868, luit he continued olli- 
<?iating as Station Staff Officer until the end of tho 
following year. For three months in 1870 ho served 
as Staff! Officer ot* the detaelimont in ihi) Agror Valley. 
In September 1870 Ik? was ajrpointed Offg. Second-In- 
Command of the 2'^ Pun jab Infantry, witli wJiieh ho 
served at Kohat until Dci^crnlxM’ 1871, when ho wa« 
a])pointoJ Seeond-in-ConiTnand of liis own regiment and 
rejoined it at the same station, at which it had just 
arrived from Abbottabad. Ho was soon afterwards 
ap]>ointed Offg. Station Staff Officer ut Kohnt, and 
held tlio appointment until January 1S7.5, when Iio 
accompanicrl tho regiment to l^dwantosabcad. In tho 
following summer he went on leave on medical certi- 
1 i cate, and lio died at Alultaii on tlio 1L*^‘ November 
187.5. 

Saunders, Herbert Richard. Gop/am.— (1853 — 
1888 ). — Grarn at Marn^o ., — Horn on tho 3'^ Oetolxjr 
1853. — Entered H. AI’s Service on tbrj December 

1871 as a Sub- Lieutenant in the 32‘* Foot, which ho 
joined at King William’s Town, (>ape Colony, South 
Afriiai, in tlie following year. On the .30’*^ December 

1872 he was promoti?d to tlio rank of Lieutenant. In 
August 1874 ho accompanied a detaelimont of tho 
regiment to tlu? Alainatius, and lie continued serving 
in that island with tho right wing of the corps until 
July 1876, wlien he returned with it to 
William’s Town and rejoined hcad-(iuarters. In 
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September 1877 he retarned home with the re^meot, 
and disembarking at Plymouth, he servbd with the 
corps at Fort Tregantle and« Devonport for nearly a 
year. On ^e21*‘ August 1878 he ejmhanged into 
the 33d Foot, and prooeeding to India he joined that 
regiment at Kamptoc, in the Madras Prcsidenoy, before 
the end of the following month. In the succeeding 
year he served for some time as Asst. Instructor of 
Musketry to the corps. In December 187D he moved 
with the regim«mt to Lucknow, and while serving 
there in April flPSl he was app6iuted Instructor of 
Musketry to the corps, — which in tlie following J uly 
became the Battalion of the Duke of Wellington’s 
(West Biding) Regiment. In January 1883 ho accom- 
panied the battalion to Nowshora, and he there conti- 
nued holding the situation of Musketry Instructor 
until the end of the following Maixjli, wlien the apiM)int- 
ment was abolished. In August 1883 he was appoint- 
ed acting Pay Master of the battalion, and he contin- 
ued in that position until the end of March 1884, 
wSdu he was appointed to officiate as Adjutant. On 
the 12^*^ June 1884 ho was promoted to the lank of 
Captain. In the following November ho maixshed 
with the battfUion to Jiawal Pindi, and at that station 
be continued officiating as Adjutant of the corps until 
April 1885. In May 1885 he accompanied the battalion 
to Knldana in tlmMurree Hills, but he ix'turm^d with 
it to Rawal Pindi in the following Octolx*r, and he 
continued serving with it there until September 188G, 
when he was appointed a Sub- Asst. Comray. Genl. 
for Transport, lor service in Burma during the 
operations then being cawiod on there. Ho continued 
in this employment until March 1887, when, his health 
having failed, ho went home on sick leave. On his 
return to in the sju'ing of the following year, ho 

rejoined his battalion at Mian Mir, bu t ho had not 
served there many weeks lx3foro he was obliged to 
proceed on leave to Murree, and at that place he 
unhappily foil a victim to cholera on the 4^*' August 
1888. 

Scatcherd, Carroll Hessey, ICnsifjii (1825— 
1846 ). — See Note to No. 444. — ^Kntored the Bengal 
Army in 1843. Arrived in India at the end of June 
of tho same year, and in the follo^ving month wiis sent 
up to Dinapore to do duty witli tlio N. I. On 
the 65^^* leaving that station in the following October, 
ho was appointed to do duty witii the 32'^ N. I. On 
the 10^*^ November ho was posted to the 41’’^ N. I., 
which ho joined at Gorahkpiir in tho following month. 
In January 184t ho marched with the regiment to 
Cawnpore, l>ut a few days after its arrival the coi’x»s 
was ordered to go on to Ambala, and ho arrived with 
it at that station in tho following March. He con- 
iinued serving with it thei’o niitil tho outbreak of tlie 
first Sikh War in December 1845, when ho proceeded 
with it to join tho Army of tlio Sutlej, but tho corps 
having Ixjcn detained on escort duty tho junction was 
not effected until tho 19^*', tho day after the battle of 
Mudki ; and the regiment having been left there, to 
protect the sick and wounded, when the Army went 
forward on tho 2PS ho missed the battle of Firozsiiahr 
as well. He was, however, present with the corps at 
tho decisive boittle of Sobiaou, on tlio 10^^* Febni.ary 
1846, but on that occasion ho fell moitally wounded 
in the assault of the Sikh entrenchments, and having 
been removed to camp at Akbarwala, he died there of 
his wounds the evening of tho same day.

Scheberras, Rinaldo, Captain (r. 1809— 

1845 ). — Tablet at Scrozepore^ No. 442. — A native of 
Malta. — Entered H. M.’s l^rvico on the 16**‘ March 
1826 as an Ensign in tho 80^** Foot, which he joined 
in Malta. In May 1828 ho accomj^auied the ragiment 
to the Ionian Islands, where ho served with it (at 
Santa Maura, Corfu and Ccphalonia) for three years. 
In the spring of 1831 he accompanied I'ogiment 


to England, and he thereafter served with it in varioua 
places in the throe Kingdoms for nearly six years, in 
the course of which, on the 16^*» April 1833, he was 
promoted to tho rank of Lieutenant. Early in 1837 
ho proceeded with the regiment to New South Wales, 
and ho subsoiiuentl}^ served with detachments of tho 
corps in Ta.smania, in New Zealand, and in various 
other pai*ts of the Austialian colonies. On tho 17'^» 
March 1843 ho was promoted to the mnk of Captain. 
In the autumn of 1844 he embarked with the regi- 
ment for Bengal, and landing with tho hoad-qnarters 
detachment at Fort William in Novemlx^r, ho after- 
wainls accompanied the corps to tlio Up|)or Provinces, 
and arrived with it at Agiu towai-ds tlio close of Mareh 
1845. In the following Novcmlier he moved with tho 
regiment to Ambala, and the first Sikh War breaking 
out shortly aftcrwanls, he accompaiiitHl tho corps into 
the field with tho Army of tho Sutlej. He was pre- 
sent with tho regiment in tlie battle of Miulki, and 
three days later, on the 2l«^ December 1845, lie fell in 
the sanguinary battle of Firoz.shahr. 

Scott, John Alexander, Brigade-Surgam (1836— 
1900). — Grave at Nahan^ No. 908. — Bom in Dublin 
on the 13^*» February 1836. — Entered H. M.’s Service 
on tho 11^^* Octolx?r 1^59 as a Staff Assistant-Surgooii 
to the Forces, and was posted to Belfast. He was 
sent out to Bengal to wan! s the end of 1860, and on 
arrival w.a8 appointed to do duty witli the depot of 
H. ^I.’s troops at Dum-Dum. On the 29^*^ January 
1861 ho was ]»osteil to the 70**' Foot, then serving in 
Bengal, and joining that corps, ho acoompaiiiod it, in 
the spring of tho same year, to Now Zealand, whoro 
ho served with it in the Maori campaigns of 1861-62. 
On tho llth April 1862 ho was ro-appoiuted a Staff 
Assistant- Surgeon, and ho continued serving as such 
in New Zealand until the following July, when ho was 
ro-transferrod to tho Staff in Bengal. On arrival there, 
early in 1863, ho was appointed to <lo duty with the 
97^*’ Foot at Saugor, and ho romainod there until the 
following Slimmer, when he was directed to do duty 
with a detachment of tho 91«<' Foot at Nagode. On 
the 2‘^ May 1864 ho was provisionally jiosied to this 
regiment by the Commandor-in-Cbief in India, but 
the posting was not confirmed by the War Oifice, by 
whicli, on the 20*h Sc])teml)C]*, lie was posted to thti 
20**' Brigade of tho Royal Ai tillery ; this, however^ was 
shortly afterwards cancellod, ainl on tho 30*^'' Decomher 
following he was regularly iiosted to the 9 l«t, witli 
the Nagode detachment of whicli ho had boon serving 
all along. Towards tho end of 1865 ho proceeded 
with tho regiment to Dmn-Diini, anil in February 1867 
bo accuimpanioil it to Hazaribagh, wliero ho rec(.*ivod 
tho ;id<litional cluirgo of the Station Staff, In March 
1867 he was appointed to ilo <luty at thu Kasauli Con- 
valescent De])0t, and in tho following Soptemhor tho 
modi(!al oliargi' of tlio depot and station fell to him. 
In December he rejoined his regiment at Allahabad 
and 'with it })roceedcd to KampUn*, whence ho went 
hf>me with it in Novombor 1868. In the following 
month he was again removed to tho Staff, and during 
tho next two years ho .stu ve^d as a Staff Assistaiit- 
Siirgeoji at various stations in Ireland. In January 
1871 ho was again sent out to Bonga.I. On arrival, 
in the followin ; month, lio was .'ijipoi/ited to do duty 
ill tlie Sirhimi Circle, and during tho succeeding throo 
years ho at various times licM medical charge of tho 
Amhala Divisional and Brigade Staff and once, tem- 
porarily, of tho 32'* N. T. (Pioneors), while at others 
ho did iluty with tho 20*’‘ Hussars, “ C ” Battery “ F*' 
Brigade, Royal Hor.so Artillery, the 54**' Foot (at 
Julinudur) and the 72*' Foot, On the March 
1873 ho was ]>ronioted to tho rank of Surgeon, and iu 
the following Ootolffiv the local lunk of Surgeon-Major 
in India was grentod to him, with Ftrfin th ll^h 

October 1871. In Janiiaiy 187t ho was fcont to 
Ferozepore to do duty with the 2'* Battalion 12*** Foot, 
and in tho following March ho was Jiiipointcd, in addi- 
tion, to the medical charge of tho Staff at that Bta- 
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tion. On the llih Ifftroh 1875 he was promoted^ to 
the rank of Snrgeon-Major. About the same time 
he was appointed to do duty at the Convalescent 
Depot at Landour, where he remained until the 
autumn. In the winter of 1875-76 he was employed 
at the Camp of Exercise at Delhi, and having shortly 
afterwards been appointed to the medical charge of 
the ly*^ Hussars at Meerut, ho served there with that 
corps until October 1878, when he was appointed to 
the medical ciharge of tlie Landour Convalescent Depot. 
Ho continued in this situation until the lieginning of 
18S1, when he was ordered to South Africa, and 
having served there fof some months during the Boer 
War he went home in January 1882. After serving 
in England for nearly a year he was again sent out 
to India, and arriving in the country at the end of 
January 1883, ho was appointed to the medical charge 
of the Station Hospital at Nowshcra, where he served 
until the s])ring of 1885, when wA transferred to 
the charge of the Station Hos]>ital at Ambala. On 
the 16*** IJeeembcr 1885 he was advanced to the rank 
of Brigade-Surgeon, and on the 29* May 1886 ho was 
appointed E^onorary Surgeon to tho Viceroy- Ho con- 
tinued in chai’ge of tlio Station Hospital at Ambala 
until October 1H8S, when ho was ordered homo, and 
arriving in England in tho following month, he was 
posted to Aldershot. At this place ho continued serv- 
ing until the 20**» August 1890, when he I'etired from 
the seiwice. He subsecpicntly returned to India, and 
he died at Nahan on the 4*** Eebruary 1900.

Entered If. M.’s Service on tho 18**‘ November 1857 
as an Ensign in the l'^* Battalion 9‘*' Foot, then at 
ShornclilTe. Ho was in Tuclia at the time, and, before 
he could go liomt; and join tho (Jorps to which lie had 
been ])OHte(l, lie died at Ambala ou the I''*- February 
1858. His aj)]>oiiitnicut was siibsequontly cancelled, — 
5*** August 1859. 

Scott, Thomas Knox, Lien tenant (c. 1818 — 
1845 ). — Tatilct at hWeceport\ .Nh. 442. — KntoTvd H, Jf.’s 
Service ou tho 13**' j\I.arcli 1835 as an Ensign in the 62'! 
Foot, siTicl proceeding (o the Eas( liulic's he joined that 
vi'giment at Moulmein towaids (ho end of tin' year. 
On (ho 10**' June 1837 he was ]mmietecl totliorank 
of Lieiitonanl. About th;i.( (hne he wont homo on 
lejive, and Iniving snliflocinendy become n student at the 
,St;ifr College, Sandhurst, and iH^on aBerwanls attached 
(o the j-egiiiion(:il ihqiOt a.( Cliatliani, he did not return 
(o Fudia until I)ecoinb(*r 1BL2. He ri'joined the regi- 
ment at Dinapore in Fedaunry 18 13, and he. continued 
serving with it there nidi I l)ec(‘mber 18 tl, wJien lu? 
marched Avitli it en rnnfe to Ambala. While lie Av.as 
on his way uj), in January 1845, he was apiHiintoil 
acting Intorj^rottM* to IT, M.’s SO**' P\)()t, then on its Avay 
from the Presidimcy to Agra, and having joined that 
regiment « n rnnfr. on (lie 5**' Mareli, In* arrived with 
it "at its destination towards the close of that month. 
Ho coiilinued in this appointment in (he 80**‘ until the 
middle of the following May, when ho proceeded ou 
sick leave to Simla. In the following NovemlMu* ho 
was a])pointod acting Inteiprcter to his own regiment, 
the 62^ , and about the same time his sick leave was 
extended for a year, but learning that, in consequence 
of the thioatening state of affairs on the other side 


of the Snilei his regiment was likely to he employedl 
to the field, he threw np the remainder of his leave 
and rejoined his resto^i^t at Ferozepore on the 9th 
Dumber. Tifro days later the Sikhs crossed the Sut- 
lej, and on the 21»t of the same month ho marched out 
with his regiment (forming part of tho Fourth Divi- 
sion of the Array of tho Sutl^) to take part in the 
assault of tho enemy’s entronchi^ position at Firoz- 
shahr. In the sanguinary engagement that ensued 
the same afternoon hq fell whilst gallanMy leading on 
his men to the attack! (

S£rivenor, Francis, Lieutenant (1821 — 1846) 

Grave at Thillaur^ No, 557.— Born on the 12^b July 
1821. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1839. Arrived 
in India in August 1840, and at tho end of the same 
month was i^ostt'd to the N. I., and having joined 
that regiment at Lucknow in January 1841, he moved 
with it imnuidiately afhu’wards to Fatehgarh. In 
Sc>pj||Jmbev 1841, having volunteered for tho duty, ho 
was sent to Meerut to join the light company of 
his regiment, then forming part of tlie 2*^ Light 
Infantry Battalion at that station. In March 1842 
h<^ moved with this batfelion to Ludhiana, and in the 
winter of 1842-43 ho served "with it in the Army of 
Reserve at Forozoi)ore. On the battalion moving 
towards Meerut, preparatory to being broken up, ho 
marched with it to Kamal, at wliich place in February 
1843, bo, with tho light company, i*e joined his own 
regiment. In tho following April bo marched with 
the corps to Delhi, whence in Noveml)cr 1843 he pro- 
ceeded with it to Ambala*. In October 1845 ho was 
detached to Fafcohgarb to tako charge of tho 
recruiting depot of tho regiment at that place, and 
having lx)on detained there ho was unable to rejoin tho 
regiment, in tinier to take ])art Avith it in ilie opemtions 
of tho Sutlej campaigiu Hjiving reached Ludhiana, 
with a convoy, in Ft‘brmiry 1816, ho was on the 12*** of 
that month a])])ointod to ofiiciate as Adjutant of iho 
4th Irregular CJjivalry, but ho did not hold this appoint- 
ment long, and at the end of the rollowing month he 
Avas noininatcd a.ssistant to tlio E.xeoiitive Engineer 
of the Julhindnr district, and appointed to the charge 
of (ho s(.fition of Pliillaiir. In this employment ho 
(jontinnrd until his death, wliioh took place at Phillaur 
on tlio 10*** September 1846.

Scully, John, Cmidnr/or (1814 — 1857).— at 
T)el1u\ No. 165. — Born in Dublin in NoA'Ornber 1814. — 
A labonrer by oc(a\])!ition, lu' enlisted into tho military 
service of the East fudia Company, in Dublin, on tho 
Bl*"* October 1832. Arriving in India in December 
1833 , be Avas poste<l to tho 4'*' Company 5**' Battalion, 
Bengal Foot Artillery, which lie joinecl at Dum-Duin, 
and Avith it In* altmwards served in various parts of 
the Bengal Piesidcncy, rising OA'cninally to the rank 
of Sergt'aiit. In SepteTidu'r 1845 ho AA^as appointed 
fJuai’ter-Msi.ste)'- Sergeant of the 2'* Oudli Local Infant- 
ry, Avhich bo joined at Sitnpur. In May 1848 ho was 
appointed acting Si*rgoaut'Ma.joi* of tho lAJgiment, and 
in tlio folloAving De<?eiubev ho was tiunsf erred in tho 
same position to the 1 < 3 ‘* N. I., at Sliahjalianpur. In 
February 1849 he was tJonfirmed in the aiipointmont 
of Sergeant-Majoi' of tlic 43'* N. T., and he continued 
serving Avith 'tha(. regiment at Shahjahanpur until 
the autumn of 1851, Avhon be aceom])anicd the corps 
to Amritsar. In August 1855 ho Avas ]>laeod at tho 
disposal of the Inspector-General of Ordnance and 
Magazines as a probationer for appointment to tho 
Ordnance Commissariat Department, and after 
through a course of training at tho Artillery Schwl 
of Instruction at Meerut, he was, on tho 21**’ December

in the Department referred to. In Jannazy 185o he 
was postodto the Delhi Magazine, and on^ the 26^^ May 
following he was promoted lo the rank* of Condnctor. 
He continued serving at Delhi until the outbreak 
of the Mutiny, and ho was one of The Devoted Nine 
who, on the May 1857, heroically defended the 
Magazine for six hours against an overwhelming host 
of mutineers and insurgents, and eventually, when 
defence was ri5\ longer pos^le, .blew it up rather 
than permit it fall intact into the hands of the 
enemy. In that heroic conflict he took a prominent 
port, and having volunteered for the desperate duty, 
it was ho who, under a hail of bullets from tho enemy, 
fired the train and Wew up Magazine, perishing 
himself in the mighty explosion. In tlie following 
October, the fact of his death not having then Ix-on 
established, he was, in recognition of ihe ominont 
gallantry he had displayed, gazetted to the innk of 
Deputy-Assistant-Commissary of Ordnance with effect 
from the 11^** May 1857, but this was soon afterwards 
cancelled On its lieing ascertained with ceiiaiuty Miat 
ho had not survived. 

Seaton, jGeorge Michell, Liculomint (18k>— 
1878). — Orc^e at Attoclij No, 848.— Son of Major- 
General Sir Thonij^s Seaton, K.C.13., Jlengal Tiifantty. 
Bom at Agra, in July 18 tG. — Entered 11. M.’s Servico 
(from the Royal Mily. Gollogc) on the Decem- 
ber 18G5 as an Ensign in the 2 Battalion Foot, 
and joined the depot of that corps at ^Mullingar daily 
in th (3 following year. In July 18GG ho joined tho 
battalion at Yokohama, in Japan, wlnmco ho roturnod 
homo with it in July 18G8, and was stationed in 
Dublin. In June ISGO lie moved with the corps to 
Warley, and in Juno 1870 ho proccMjdod with it to 
Aldershot. On the 17^^' May 1871 he was ju'omoted 
to the rank of Lioutouant. He afh'rwards served ndili 
tho battalion at Shorncliffo and Dover, and on tho 
Novombor 1873 ho was appointed Ad jutant. In July 
1874 he moved with tho battalion from Dover to 
Portsmouth, and on ih(^ 23‘* October following ho 
CTobarkcd with it for India, and liaving landed at 
Bombay towards the end of Novomlier, lu' accom})aniod 
the corps to Hawiil Pindi, aiTiviug there early iji 
January 1875. In the succcodiiig November he pro- 
ceeded with tho corps to Peshawar. In the winter 
of 1877-78 h(3 .served with tho battalion in the ex- 
pedition agj#nst the .lowaki Afridis : in the course 
of tho operations he Iwcamo dangerously ill from tho 
effects of exposure, and was sent back to IVsliawar, 
whonce ho was moved to Atlock, and, cnlcrifis snper- 
voning, ho died at that i)lace on the 12’iOamiary 
1878. 

Selby, Robert, Captahi {c. 1830—1863). — Gmvr, 
at Multan . — Entered H. M. ’s Servico on the 3'''' October 
1848 as an Ensign inlh(^ 8*.)^^' Foot. Joined that regiment 
at Birr, and in October 1840 accx>iiipaiiicd it h) Dnblin, 
whence in September 1851 ho ])rociu'ded with it to 
Clonmel. On ilu* 2()^‘> February 1852 he was ])rofnott! I 
to the rank of TJeutimaiit. Ho siibseijnently serv.*d 
with the corps at Tomplomoi-e, Biittevant and 
and in A]nMl 185 the aecompainod it to Giln-altar. 
In Decomba* 1854 he ])roe(.>('dod with the rogimont to 
the Crimea and joined tlio Army I.K’foro Sevas<o]r)l, 
at tho siege of which ])hico die served for about tw(» 
months (Medal and clasp). He attained tho raiik^ ol 
Captain on tho January 1855, and in tlie following 
month, liis health having failed, ho was .>b)igr'<i to 
leave tho Crimea and return liomo to the icgimental 
depGt, which he joined at liimcriiik. At the? end ol 
185G ho rejoined lus regiment, wliich had in the inoau- 
timo proceeded to South Africa and was then at East 
London, on the borders of Kaffraria, and in tho follow- 
ing August, consequent on tho mutiny of tlio Bengal 
Army, he accompanied the corps to India, arriving at 
Bombay in September 1857, and proceeding thence, 
inunediatelji to Ahmedabad, in Quzerat. Xn the fol- 


lowing month he moved with the light wing to DooMp* 
and in the summer and autumn of 1858 he served 
with a detachment of the corps in somo desultory 
operations against bands of rebels in Rajputana. In 
Jlay 1859 ho accompanied the right wing to Agra, 
whence in the following October ho proceeded with a 
detachment to Sipri. Ho afterwards served with de- 
tachments at Qoona, at Jliansi, and at vai’ious other 
places, and in !Mai*ch 18G1 ho accompanied the corpa 
to Ambala. In Docemlwr 1862 ho moved with tho 
regiment to Multan, and at that place ho died on tho 
17*i‘ August 1SG3. ^ 

Semple. Charles, Nnsvpi (r. 1S2G— 1844). — 

luacrijytion at Ambala^ No, 1V)S, — Entered th(3 Bengal 
Army in 1843. Airivod in India in Juof ol* tho same 
year, anil in tho following month was ordered up to 
Dinaporo to do duty with the .32‘* N. 1. In August 
1843 lio was pdited to tho 55^'' N. I., then stationed 
at Sukkur, in Sindli, anil on tho 14*^' .liiiiuary 1844, 
whilst ea to j»>in that regiuwnt, ho was iinfortu- 
nately drowned in the Sutlej, .‘it Forozepore, as he was 
embarking in order to complete his joiiimey hy boat. 

Sewell, Henry Thomas, Lionltmant (1829— • 
185G ). — Grave at Jhang^ No, 897. — Tlio oldest sou 
of Colonel Thomas Sewell, Bengal Infantry. Born at 
Calcutta on the tV^' Novembor 1829. — Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1S48. Arrivoil in Indiji in Docomlxnr 
of the same year, and was sent uj) to Bari’aekpore to 
do duty with tho 3.5**' N. 1. Tii January 18 H) liii was 
jK)sied to th^f* 49^^‘ N. T., then on liolil service in the 
Piiujjil), where ho joined it, but. ho was not iu tinio to 
tiiko any ])art in tho operations. In A])ril 18M)ho 
aix^oiimanicii tht^ regiment to Nukodar, whonce, in the 
following November, Ik? niarcbod with it to Phillaur* 
At this station Ik» serve<l with it initil October 1S54, 
when be marchoil with it to Baddi, Jind thonco oscortod 
tho cain]> of the ComniJUKler-iii-Chief b> Lahore, arriv- 
ing at ]Miau Mir t>n Iho 25*^' Novembor. In tho 
summer of the. following year lio was sent to Jhaiig 
iu command of a fletiuhment of tho regiment, and ho 
died at that pl.ace on tho October 185G.

was permitted to ikim the appointment of Asst. 
Baffgage-Master and to Join the Regiment of Lucknow 
at Uawnpore, and in the following month he went honm 
on furlouglu In July 1858 his altoence from India 
having been overlooked, his services were placed at the 
dispo^ of the Foreign Dept., and he was nominated a 
District Adjutant of Military Police in Oudli : this 
appointment was cancelled in the succeeding November. 
On his return to India in February 1860 he was 
wpointod to do duty with the European Recruit 
Depdt at Barrackporo, and ho remained in that situation 
until the following Augnst, when he was appointed 
Adjutant of the !■* Obralior Infantry, and naving 
joined that corps at Morar, he continued with it there 
until January 1861. His seiTicos wore then placed at 
the ^sposa^ of the Punjab Govt, for employ- 
ment in the police of that province, and in the follow- 
ing month he was appointed District Superintendent 
of Police at Jhclum. During the last libnths of 1863 
he served in the Ambela Campaign as Second-in-Com- 
mand of the Punjab Police Contingent (India Medal 
wd clasp). In September 1864 lie was admitted 
into the Bengal StafF Corps, with effect from the 19*^ 
February 1861. As a District Superintendent of Police 
in the Punjab, transferred at various periods from one 
station to another, the whole of the rest of his service 
was passed ; he was finally posted to Rohtak in 1872, 
and at that place ho died on the 24tii Juno 1873. 

Sewell, Thomas, Lieutenant (1812— 1836).— 
at Kamaly No. 187. — Entered H.M.*® Service on the 12tii 
April 1831 as an Ensign in the 13^^ Foot^ Arrived in 
India in the following October, and joinedHhe regiment 
at Dinapore. In the winter of 1831-32 he marched 
with the regiment to Agra, and on the 28^’‘ December 
1832 he was promoted to rank of Lieutenant. In 
the winter of 1835-36 he accompanied the regiment 
to Kama], and in the spring of the latter year ho 
proceeded to Landoor on leave. At that place he 
died on the 1^^ August 1836. 

Shakespear, Henry Alexander, LieutenanuGolo^ 
nel and Brevet- Colonel (1840 — J887). — Grave at Lahore 
Cantonment, No. 680. — Son of Lieutenant-Colonel 

Henry J. C. Shakespear, formerly of the old 25^*‘ Bengal 
N. I., who was for many years cmj)loyo(l with the 
Nissam^s Army. Born at Aurangabacl, in the Deccjin, 
on the 2^ December 1840.— Entered the Bengal Army 
in 1858. Arrived in India on the 1®*^ January 1859 
and in the course of the same month was sent up to 
Allahabad to do duty with the. 1®^ European Light 
Cavalry. In the following March ho was posted to the 
5 ii» European Light Cavalry, and having joined that 
regiment at Campl)ellpur in April, he moved with it to 
Mian Mir in the spring of 1860 ; and he continued 
serving with the corps at that station until it was 
dislmndod and broken up in November 1861. In 
January 1862 he was appointed to do duty Avith llie 
19‘** Hussars at CaAvtfpoi'e, but in the following mouth 
this watt Altered to duty with the 13^** Bengal Cavalry, 
and ho joined that rCj^ment accordingly at Hawal Pindi. 
In SeptomMr 1862 he was directed to do duty with the 
Bengal Cavalry, and having joined at Sitapur, he in 
the following Deceml)er accompanied that regiment to 
Jalpaiguri. In March 1863 he was apjiointed a paid 
Doing-Duty Officer, and in January 1864 he became 
Third Squadron Officer. In the succeeding montli he 
was appointod Offg. Second Squadron Officer, and in 
that capacity he served with the regiment in the 
Bhutan campaign of 1864-65, including an affair in the 
Bala Pass (India Medal and clasp) « lu March 1865 
he reverted to the position of Third Squadron Officer, 
and he shortly afterwards moved with the regiment to 
Jalpcsh, where for nearly four months, from October 
1865, ho officiated as Station Staff Officer. Early in 
January 1866 he was again appointed to officiate as 
Second Sejuadron Officer, and having shortly afterwards 
accompanied the regiment to Sitapur, he from the 
middle of June to the middle of October officiated as 
Secoiid-in-Command of the ooxps. At the end of the 


year he w^ detached on command to* Fysahad, and" 
at that station, "^or a short time in January, and again, 
from J one to August 1867, « he officiated as Brigade- 
Major. In Ahgust 1867 ho was appointed Second 
Squadron Officer, and towards the end of the vear he, 
with a squadron which had been detached to Fysabod, 
rejoined the head-quarters of iSie regiment and 
a^ompanied the corps to Lucknow^ whence he returned 
with it to Sitapur in March 1868. In ^ptember 1868 
he proceeded on leave and In the folloupng November 
he went home on furlough, on return jpom whioh, in 
Novemlier 1870, ho rejoined the regiment at Nowshera 
and resumed his appointment of Second Squadron Officer. 
In December 1871 he moved with the regiment to 
Jhelum (where ho officii^ed as Staftbn Staff (^ffioer in 
August and September 1872), and in the winter of 
1372-73 he was with the corps in the Camp of Exercise 
at Hasson Abdal, whence he returned with it to Jhelum 
in February 1873. In May 1875 ho again went hom& 
on fuilough, on his return from which, at the end j^f 
April 1876, he I'ejoined the re^rnent at Nowgong, in 
Btindelkhand, and was imme^ately afterwards ap^int- 
ed Offg. Seoond-in-Command. In the reorganisation of 
January 1877 he beoamo a Squadron Commander, but 
he continued officiating as Second-in Command, and in 
the following October he was appointed Station Staff 
Officer, in addition, a post which he continuM holding 
for a year. In February 1878 ho reverted to his 
permanent appointment of Squadron Commander, but 
in the following August ho was again appointed to 
officiate as Second-in- Command, and in October 1878 
he became Offg. Commandant. In Januaiy 1879 ho 
was apjiointed Second-iu-Command permanently, but 
ho continued officiating as Commandant until the 
following July, when, on the permanent incumbent 
rejoining, he roveriod to the post of Second-in-Com- 
mand. In September 1879, however, ho was again 
appointod Offg. Commandant and early in the follow- 
ing year he moved with the regiment to Peshawar, 
whence at the end of March 1880 (the Afghan War 
lieing then in progress) he accompanied it on service 
on the Khaibar line, thereafter commanding it through- 
out tlio remainder of the campaign of 1880, and beirfg 
present with a portion of the coiys in the action 
of Mazina (Medal). On tho conclusion of the war ho 
accompanied tho regiment to Jamrud, whence in the 
.spring of 1881 he marched with it to Sitapur. In Juno 
1881 he Inverted to the appointment of Second-in- 
Command. In Juno 1882 he moved with toc regiment 
to Bareilly, whence ho accomJ)auicd it to Lucknow in 
tbc following August ; but he returned with it to 
Bareilly in Novomb(*r, and continued serving with it 
thoi*o until about July 1883, when ho wont home on 
furlough. In Septombor 1883, during his absence in 
Europe, he was appointed Commandant of the regi- 
ment, and on his return to India at tho end of J une 
1884, lie rejoined and took command of it at Bareilly. 
At the close of tho succeeding October he marched with 
the regiment for Gumbaz in Baluchistan, but having 
been taken ill on the way, he was left at Multan, and 
did not rejoin tho corps at Gumbaz until tho end of 
Decemlxjr. He commanded the regiment at Gnmbaz 
and Thal-Chotiali until nearly the end of 1885, having 
lx?cn in command of the Thal-Chotiali Force as well 
from May to December of that year. Towards the end 
of December 1885 he marched with the regiment for 
Mian Mil’, where he arrived with it on the last day of 
January 1886, and at that place he died on the IP^ 
July 1887. 

Shakespear, Wnliam Talbot, Lieutenant (1811 
— 1838). — Tablet at Kartial^ No. 191.— The oldest son 
of William Oliver Shakespear, Esq®., of the Madras 
Civil Service. — ^Entered H. M.*® Service on the 26*^ 
October 1827 as an Ensign in the 13*** Foot (the 
Somersetshire Light Infantry). Proceeded to India 
in the following year and joined his regiment at Dina- 
pore. On the 28^^ October 1831 he was promoted to 
the rank of^Lieutenant. In the winter of 1881-32 he 



studied wiib A»n)|^|Bent to Am, wbestje in X)eoem> 
iber 1885 he aeoiDm]P«nied it to Eu^ SRiTing there 
in Jannaiy 1886. ^ died^t Eamal on the 8» April 
1838. 

Notb.-— A ccording to an snnonncement in the East India Uniiid 
Service Journals 1838, Vol, L, p, 48, thU officer died on the 18th 
April, not on the 8tb. 

SharPf John NIxoni Captain and Brevet-Major 
(1821—1856).^ Grave and td^let at Lahore Canton^ 
wient. Nos. 660^|nJ 683.— Bntered.the Bengal Anny in 
1828, with ran& as Second-Lieutenant of Engineers 
from the 12th December of that year. Arrived in India 
in September 1830, and in the following month was 
ordered up to Delhi to do duty with the Sappers and 
Miners. With this corps he served, generally in com- 
mand of a company, until the end of April 1834. In 
May 1834 he was appointed an Assistant to tho Execu- 
tive Engineer of the Allahabad division of Public 
Works, and he continued in that position until August 
1865, when he was transferred in the same capacity to 
tho Cawnpur division, for tho special purpose of 
superintending the construction of a bridge on the road 
between Gawnpore and Allahabad. In April 1838 lie 
was nominated Executive Engineer of the Mhow 
division of Public Works, but Imving been ordered to 
remain in llbarge of the Gawnpore division as a tem- 
porary arrangement, he eventually never joined the 
appointment at Mhow. In tho following December ho 
was attached to tho force detailed for the siege of Jhansi, 
but tho insurgents having evacuated tho fort before the 
siege had been regularly begun, he was ordered back to 
Gawnpore, whence ho was afterwards sent to superin- 
tend tho repairs of tho Allahabad Fori. In August 
1840 he was nominated Exocutivo Engineer of tho 
Dacca division, but having been ordered at tlio same 
time to continue on tho duty on which he was thon em- 
ployed until it should lie completed, he was detained at 
Allahaliad untiljanuary 1841. He then proceeded to 
the Presidency, en rou^c to Dacca, but he was soon after- 
wards recalled to Allahabad, and having, in tho spring 
of 1841, fallen into the tcmpcirary charge of tho Allah- 
abad division (with, from May 1842, the additional 
charge of the Trunk .Bead from Fatehpur to Allahabad) 
he was, in Januai^ 1843, formally appointed to re- 
main in charge of that division until further orders. 
In tho following August ho was transferred to tho 
charge of tlie Agra division as OlTg. Executive En- 
gineer, and Iswards tho end of the succeeding October 
he was made permanent in tho appointniont of Execu- 
tive Engineer of that division. In December 1843, his 
services having been placed, temporarily, at tho disposal 
of tho Chief Engineer of tins Army of Exeroiso (after- 
wards styled the Army of Gwalior), ho proceeded on 
service with the Right Wing of that Army, and was pre* 
sent with it at the battle of Maharajpur (bronze star). 
On the conclusion of the Gwalior campaign ho return- 
ed to his appointment at Agra, and he continued serving 
in that post until November 1846, when he proceeded 
on leave to tho Presidency, whence ho wont home on 
furlough in January 1847. Returning to India iii 
January 1851, ho was shortly afterwards appointed to 
officiate as Garrison Engineer in Fort William and 
Civil Architect at tho Presidency, and ho remained in 
that situation until the following October, when ho was 
appointed Ollg. Executive Engineer of tho IVIiau Mir 
division, an appointment in which he was confirmed in 
May 1854. About the same time ho was nominated 
Offg. Garrison Engineer in Fort William and Offg, 
Civil Architect at the Presjdoncy, but at his own request 
this was cancelled in tho following month, and he 
romained on in tho Mian Mir appointment for a further 
period of two years. It was during this time (1851 — 
56) that the Church of St. Mary Magdalene (of which 
he was the architect) was built at Mian Mir, In Juno 
1856 be was appointed Offg. Superintending Engineer, 
First Circle, ^blio Works Dept., Punjab, and this 
app oi ntm en t ho oontinaed holding until his death. He

Sharpe, Edmund, First^JUeutenant (1824—* 
1852).— Grave at Belhi^ No. 85. — ^Bom at Charlinch, 
near Bridgewater, Co. j^morset, on the September 
1824. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1844 as a Cadet of 
Artillery. Arrived in India in January 1845, and in the 
the following July was posted to the l"t Company 2* 
Battalion, Foot Artillery, at Dum-Dum* In October 
1S45 he was removed to the Company 3*^ Battalion, 
at the same station. On promotion to the rank of 
First- Lieutenant he was i*e-poBted, May 1846, to tho 
1®^ Company 3*^ Battalion, but in the following month 
he was transferred to tho I®*- Company 9^*^ Battalion, 
which ho joined^t Allahabad. At the end of August 
1847 he was reimved to tho 6*h Company 8*h BaitaKon, 
at Bareilly, and in the succeeding November to tho 2^^ 
Company 6th Battalion, at Agra. On the IGth July 
1849 his services were placed at tho disposal of tho 
Director of tho Ganges Canal, and fi*om the game dato 
ho was appointed an Asst. Executive Officer in tho 
Manglaur division of the canal. At the end of Do- 
cemlier 1850 he was permitted to rcuim this ap- 
pointment, and in Januai'y 1851 ho joined, at Meerut, 
the Company 7^^ Battalion, to which ho had been 
removed in tho preceding Juno. In August 1851 ho 
was removed to the 2*^ Company 2^^ Battalion, at 
Peshawar, but befora ho could join it ho was trans-

Sharpe, John Edward, Captain (1824—1857).— 
Grave at Sialkoty No. 705.—- Entered the Bengal Arniy 
in 1842. Arrived in India in Juno of tho same year^ 
and at the end of tho month was sent up to Benaras to 
do duty with the 45^h N. I. in July 1842 he was post- 
ed to tho 46^^ N. I., at the same station, and ho joined 
that regiment on his arrival there. In tho following 
cold 8ea.son ho moved with the rtJgiinent to Barrackporo, 
whence he accompanied it to JierhainjKU'O in l^farcli 
1844, and to Lucknow in tho spring of 1845. In tho 
autumn of 1846 ho marched with tho corps to JuIIun- 
dur, whence in October 1847 ho proceeded with it to 
Lahore. On the outbreak of tho second Sikh War ho 
accompanied tho regiment into tlio field, and with it 
served throughout the Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, 
including the action of Ramnagar, tho passago of tho 
Chenab, tho action of Sadulapnr, and tho battles of 
Cbilianwala and Gujerat (Modal atid two clasps). Oa 
tho termination of tho campaign ho marched with tho 
regiment to ljudhiana, an*iving tfioro in April 1849, 
and on the 1®^ December following ho was appointed 
to officiate as Interpreter and Quarier-Mastor of the 
corps ; and having been confirmed ia that post ia 
January 1850, ho continued hol<ling it for nearly sovon 
years. In October 1851 lie moved ^vith the regiment 
to Aiubala, whence during the ensuing three months he 
accompanied tho corps on escort duty with tho Govomor- 
Gcnoral, Lord Dalhousie, going with His Lordship as 
far as Allahabad, and eventually reaching Meerut 
towards tho end of February 1852' At that place for 
a siiort time in tho spring of 1853 he held temporary 
charge of the coramissarint duties of tho station. In 
the spring of tho following year ho proceeded with tho 
ixjgiraent to Roorkce, but ho shortly aftorwai*ds returned . 
with it to Meerut, and in February 1856 ho accompanied 
it to Sialkot. In December 1850, consequent on his 
promotion to the rank of Captain, ho vacated tho 
appointment of Interpreter and Quarter-Master, but no 
other officer being then available for the purpose, he 


acting the sitnaiion nntil'lbuxA 1S57. 
On the June following he was appointed to oQciate 
OB Cantonment Magistrate of Sialkot, in addition to his 
;regimental duties. He was with the re^mont when 
it mutinied at Sialkot in the succeeding month, 
and he died there five days after that event, on the 14^^ 
July 1857.

Shaw, George William, Oonduefor (1810— 
1857). — Tablet at Delhi, No. 165. — ^Bom in the parish 
of St. Pancras, London, in 1810. — jeweller by trade, 
he enlisted into the East India Company’s Service, in 
Westminster, on the 1»‘ April 1829. Arrived in India 
on the 25*^ September following, and was allotted to 
the European Regiment (now the 1>^ Battalion of the

regiment to Dinapore, and at 
turned with it to Agra. On the 11th May 1836 (l)eing 
then a Corporal and acting Sergeant) he was promoted 
to the rank of Sergeant and appointed Quarter-Masior- 
Sergeant df the 30ti» N. I., which he joined at Meerut. 
At the end of 1837 he proceeded with the regiment to 
Neemuch, at which station, towards tho end of the 
following year, he for some time acted as Basar 
Sergeant. In tho autumn of 1839 he accompanied the 
regiment on field service, in the Marwar Field Force, on 
the occasion of the demonstration against Jodhpur, re- 
turning to Neemuch before the end of the year. In 
Februaiy 1840 ho was appointed Sergeant-Major of the* 
N. I., which he joined at Saugor, and with it, 
in March 1841, he proceeded to Etawa. Towards the 
end of the following year he accompanied tho regiment 
on field service to Eundelkhaud, and was actively 
employed in the suppression of the insurrection in that 
province, part of the time as Asst. Baggage-Master to 
the field force under the command of Brigadier Young. 
After serving for some time at Kaliniar, he proceeded 
with his regiment to Cawnpore in the spring of 1843, 
and ho afterwards accompanied it to Ludhiana in the 
early months of 1845. In July 1845 he was trans- 
ferred, as Sergeant-Major, to tho Oudh Local In- 
fantry, and with this corps ho served, at Sultanpur 
and Sitapur, for nearly eight years. In May 1853 ho 
was appointed an Extra Olfg. Sub-Conductor in tho 
Ordnanco Commissariat Department, with effect from 
tho 22*^ February preceding, and was posted to the 
Cawnpore Magazine. In the following November ho 
was apijointed an Offg. Sub-Conductor, and in May 
1854 ho was awarded a silver medal and a gratuity of 
£15 for meritorious conduct since his enlistment. In 
June 1854 ho was promoted to tho rank of Sub-Conduc- 
tor, and during tho following year ho was twice ap- 
pointed to officiate as a permanent Conductor in tho 
Cawnpoi’o Magazine. On the 1»* May 1856 he was 
advanced to tho rank of Conductor, and on tho 7^*» July 
following ho appointed a pormanent Conductor in 
tho Delhi Magazine^ Ho was serving in this appoint- 
ment when tile lif uliny broke out at Delhi, and he was 
one of The Devoted Nine who, on the 11th May 1857, 
witli heroic constancy defended the Delhi Magazine for 
BIX hours against all the efforts of an overwhelming host 
of mutineers and rebels, and then, when further defen^ 
had ceased to bo possible, blew it up rather than let it 
fall intact into tho hands of the enemy. On that 
memorable occasion he foil, gallantly doing his duty to 
the last. 

Kote.— In October 1857 the fact of hii death not having been 
authoritatively aicerlained, ho was, in recognition of his gallant 
conduct, promoted to the rank of DCpy. Asst. Comm^iary of 
Ordnance, with effect from tho 11th May preceding. Thia ww, 
however, aftorwards canceUod when it was known with certainty 
that he had been killed. 

Shepherd, Alexander Maccaughey, Lmtenani

He served with tho 
regiment in the Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, and 
was present at the passage of the (Sienab and the battle 
of Chilianwala, in tho Tatter of which he fell.— 13th 
January 1849. • 

Sherriff, David Francis, First-Lieutenant (1835— 
1857 ). — Grave and tablets at Delhi, Nos. 103, 104, 148 
and 162. — The only son of Captain David Sheriff, 48*^ 
N. I. Bom at Sitapur, in Oudh, on the 10®* November 
1835. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1856* Was in 
India at the time of his appointment, dhd was formally 
admitted into tho service on tho 19*^ Juno, with effect 
from the 12‘h idom. On the 24‘h he was ordered up to 
Allahabad to do duty with the 48th N, I., and on tho 
6th August following he was posted to the 15th N, I.^ 
then at Peshawar. On his way up to that place^ 
towards the end of the following October, be waa 
pemitted to remain at Lahore and do duty with the 
16th N. I., until his own regiment should 'arrive there 
on its way to Meerut. He accordingly joined the 15th 
at Lahore and accompanied it to Meerut, arriving als 
that place in January 1856. On tho 27th June follow- 
ing he was, at his own request, . transferred to the 2** 
EiiiYipean Bengal Fusiliers, which he joipod at Subathu 
in July. Oil the outbreak of tho Mutiny, in May 1867, 
he marched down to Ambala with tho regiment, and he 
aftervi’-ards accompanied the greater portion of it in tho 
forwaiil movement on Delhi, taking part in the action of 
Badli-Ki-Serai, the seizure of the Ridge, and the siege 
of Delhi up to the 12 ‘h August. On that date, on tho 
occasion of the expulsion of tho enemy fi'Om their posi- 
tion near Ludlow Castle, he fell mortally vg^unded, and, 
surviving his injuries only twq days, he died in camp on 
the 14^** of the same month, 

Note.— -T hough tho nainos of this officer and of Captain Sheriff. 
48^h N. 1., word spelt differently in tho Army Lists and in the 
official records, there is absolutely no doubt as to tho former being 
the son of the latter. 

Shore, John Saunders, Captain (c. 1823 — 

1849).— ifowttwient on the battlefield of Chilianwala, 
No. 762.— Entered H. M.’s Service on the 27^^ March 
1840 as an Ensign in tho 24*^ Joined tho regi- 
mental depot at Cork, and the regiment at Dovouport, on 
its arrival from Canada, in July 1840. On the 6^h 
1S42 he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. 
During the next four years ho served with tho regiment 
at Glasgow, Dublin, Kilkenny, Limerick and Cork, and 
in May 1846 he embarked with it for Bengal. Arriving 
at Calcutta in tho following August, ho proceeded with 
• tho regiment to Ghazipnr and thence to Agra, where 
ho arrived in March 1847. On the 19^*^ July 1848 he 
was promoted to the rank 'of Captain. In October 
184$ he marched with tho regiment for Ferozepore, 
and joining the Army of the Punjab thero in tho 
following month, he served with the corps in the Punjab 
Campaign of 1848-49, including the passage of the 
Chenab, the action of Saddapur, and the battle of 
Chilianwda, in tho last of which he fell in a gallant 
chs^ on tbe Sikh gan8|«-*13^i^ Jannary 1849, 




Amy in 1835. Arrived in Indie at the end of Nov- 
mxmt in the same yeari and in the following monili 
was ordered to proceed to Moradalxdy and there do duty 
with the 14^^ N. I. At the end of June 1836 he was ]) 08 t- 
ed to the Bengal European Beg^ent, which he joined 
at Agra. In the autumn of 1838 he proceeded with the 
regiment to Earnal, and thence to Ferozepore to join 
the Army of the Indus, with which, iif December, he 
proceeded on seivice to Afghanistan. He served with 
the^uropean Eegimont throughout the oampaign of 
1830 in that country, and was present at the capture of 
of Ghazni (Modal) and the occupation of Kabul. In the 
following year he was with the regiment at Jalalabad, 
and took part in various desultory services in the 
vicinity of that place. Returning with the regiment to 
Hindustan at the end of 1840, he proceeded with it to 
Karnal, where he served with it from the springy of 1841 
to the autumn of 1842, and he then accompanied it to 
Ferozepore, whore it formed part of thei4rmy of Reserve. 
On the breaking up of that Army he proceeded with the 
regiment to Sabathu, arriving there at the end of March 
1843. In Noveml)er of the same year ho accompanied 
the corps to Ludhiana, whence ho afterwards proceeded 
with it to Ferozepore, returning to Subathu at the end 
of April 1844. In November 1845 he obttiined leave 
to proceed to the Presidency, preparatorv to ^oing homo 
on furlough, but the first Sikh War breaking out a 
fortnight later and his regiment having boon ordered on 
service, he cancelled his leave and rejoined the corps, 
with which he was present at the battles of Pirozshahr 
and Sobraon, in the latter of which he fell, having been 
shot dead while advancing to the assault of the Sikh 
entrenchments, — 10***' February 1846. 

Sievwright, Francis, Lieutenant (c. 1824— 

1846).— Grave at Ferozepore : see note to No, 442.— 
Son of Asst.- Surgeon Francis Sievwright, M.D., 59^** 
Foot, afterwards for many years Staff Surgeon at the 
Mauritius. — Entered H. M.’s Service on the 3^ December 
1841 as an Ensign in the 9^^ Foot, and joined the 
depot of tliat regiment at Chatham. In the summer of 
the following year he was sent out to Bengal, and 
landed at Calcutta in October 1842. Towards the end 
rrf the succeeding month ho was sent to the Upj)er 
I^vinccs, and ho joined his regiment in camp at 
Mnbarikpur, Iwtween Ambala and Kalka, in March 
1843. In the following month he marched with the 
corps to Subathu, and on the 22‘^ December 1843 he 
was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. In March 
1844 he moved with the regiment to Kasauli, whence 
he proceeded with it to Ambala towards the closo of 
November 1845. On the outbreak of the first Sikh War, 
in December 1845, he accompanied his regiment into 
the field, and was present with it in the battles of 
Mndki and Firozshahr, in the latter of which he re- 
ceived a severe wound, from the effects of which he died 
at Forozepoi-e thirteen days later, — on the 3‘' January 
1846. 

Simeon, Richard Godin, Lieutenant-Cohmel 
(1823—1867). — Grave at Srinatjur^ Kashmir ^ No, 
1123. — The second son of Rear-Admiral Charles 
Simeon, R.N., and grandson of Sir John Simeon,* 
JBarf. (I), of Grazeley, Co. Berks. Born at London- 
derry, Ireland, on the 3*' July 1823. — Entei’od the 
Bengal Army in 1839, as a Cadet of Cavalry. 
Arrived in India in February 1840, and in the fol- 
lowdug April was sent up to Sultanpur, Benares, to 
do duty with the 6^*' Light Cavalry. In August 1840 
he was posted to the 10^*» Light Cavalry, which he 
joined on the route from Nasirabad to Ferozepore, 
amving at th(^ latter place on the 1**^ December. Early 
in January 1842 he marched with the regiment en route 
to Peshawar on service, and thereafter he served with 
it throughout the campaign of 1842 in Afghanistan, 
including the forcing of the Khaibar Pass and the 
advance on Jalalabad, shortly after arriving at which 
place bo was appointed to act as Adjutant to four troops 
of the regiment temporarily detached from regimental 


head-quavten (Medal). On zetaniiM from Afsban* 
istan ne accompanied ^ regiment to Meerut, arnving 
there in February 1843, but in the following autnnm 
ho again Mco&panied Ae^reriment on service, and was 
present with it throughout uie Gwalior Campaign, in- 
cluding the battle of Mabarajpur, in which he was 
slightly wounded (bronze star). He returned to Meerut 
with the regiment in February 1844, whence, in the 
succeeding autumn, be accompanied it to Nowgong, in 
Bundelkhand, and in the spring of 1846 to Mhow. In 
December 1846 he was appointed Interpreter and 
Quarter-Master of the regiment, a post which he re- 
tained for six years. In the winter of 1847-48 he 
mafohed with regiment to Kartarpur, and in Nov- 
ember 1852 he accompanied it to Peshawar. At the 
end of the following month he was appointed a Brigade- 
Major on the establishment, and in January 1853 he 
was posted to Ferozepore, at which station he was 
serving when the mutiny broke out in May 1857. In 
August 1857 he was appointed a Depy. Asst. A^'t.- 
Geul. on the establishment and was posted to the 
Meerut Division, with the head-quarters of which he 
proceeded to Delhi in October. About Februaiy 1858 
be officiated for a short time as Dy. Asst. Adjt.-Genl. 
at Cawnpore, but ho subsequently returned to Delhi. 
In April, as Depy. Asst, Adjt.-GenL, ho accompanied 
Major-General Penny in his advance* into the Budaun 
district to co-operate in the reconquest of Rohilkhand, 
and was present in the affair at Kakrala, in which the 
General was killed. Ho subsequently joined the main 
force under Sir Colin Campbell, and was present in the 
opemtions resulting in the expulsion of the rebels from 
Bareilly in May 1858 (Medal). In May 1858, on ihe 
formation of the 4tli European Light Cavalry, he was 
transferred to the rolls of that corps. He continued in 
the appointment of Dopy. Asst. Adjt.-Genl. of the 
Meerut Division until November 18G0, when he was 
promoted to the grade of Asst. Adjt.-General and re- 
posted to the Meerut Command. In Februafy 1861 he 
was admitted into the Bengal Staff Corps. Ho held 
the appointment of Asst. Ad jt.- General of the Meerut 
Divisitm for five years and four months witliout any 
change, except that he was once, in January 1865, 
appointed to olBciato as Brigade- Major at Meerut in 
addition to his other duties. In March 1866 his ser- 
vices having been replaced at the disposal of the Com- 
mander-in-Chiof, he was appointed Commandant of the 
15*^ Bengal Cavalry, which he joined swm afterwords 
at Multan. In the spring of the following year he pro- 
ceeded on leave to Kashmir, and he died at Srinagar, 
in that territory, on the J iily 1867. 

Note I. — In the oflicial Army Lists and printed records this 
otficcr’s second Christian name is invariably mis-spelt ** iioden.’* 
In the inscription on his tomb tho name is, by a still worse error, 
trausnintcd into *' Gordon.” 

Note II.— Lieutenant-Colonel (then Lieutenant) Simeon 
married, nt Allahabad ou tho 11th October 1847, Charlotte, 
daughter of Major (Brevct-Lieutenant-Colonel) William Henry 
Karlo, 39th N. 1.— His eldest daughter, Charlotte Francos (bom 
at Kartarpur, 12th September 1848) was married, at Mian Mir on 
' the 12th Dccomhcr 18(37, to Surgeon-Major James Hicliard John- 
son {q. V.), and died on tho 18th September 1872. 

Simmons, Alfred Angelo, Lieutenant (c. 1820— 
1845). — Tablet at Ferozepore^ No, 442. — ^Entered H. 
M.’s Service (from the Royal Mily. College, Sandhurst) 
on the 28^'‘ December 1838 as aii Ensi^ in tho 73^ 
Foot, and having in the following year joined that regi- 
ment in Canada, he served with it there for nearly two 
years. Ho returned home witli tho corps in July 1841, 
and was stationed with it at Gosport for nine months. 
On the 8*** Aj)ril 1842 ho was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant in tho 29^^ Foot, and having joined the regi- 
ment at Gravesend, he embarked with it for Bengal on 
tho 15^^* of the same month. Landing early in the 
following August, he accompanied the regiment to 
Chinsura, whence towards the end of the year be 
marched with it to Ghazipur. In October 1848 he 
moved wi^ a wing of the regiment to Allahabad, but 




in March 1844 he retamed with it to Ghazipiir» whence 
in the fdlowing October he marched witif the corps fo 
Agra. Before xeaching thi^ place, however, the dasti* 
nation of the regiment was altered to MCerat, at which 
station he arriTcd with it in December. In April 1845 
he proceeded on leave to Naini Tal and the Hills North 
of Dehra, and the leave having been extended, on 
aoconnt of illness, he did not rejoin the regiment until 
the T*'' November, when it was at Ambala cn route to 
Siasauli. He arrived with it at Elasanli on the 21*^ of 
the same month, %but the corps Had been there little 
more than a fortnight when, on the outbreak of the 
first Sikh War, it was ordered down to join the Army of 
the Sutlej. With the regiment he joined the Amjy at 
Mudki on the December, and on the 21»S in com- 
mand of the grenadier company, he wont into action 
with it in the storming of the Sikh entrenchments at 
ITirozshahr. In the dosporato conflict which then en- 
sued ho was badly wounded in the foot, and was limp- 
ing away supported by another officer, when a bullet 
struck him on the head, and he fell dead. 

Simpson, Charles Frederick, Lieutenant (1825— 
1857).— (rrave at DeZ7«, No. 122. — The third son of 
Bic^rd Simpson, Esqr., of Mellor Lodge, Co. Derby, 
and the Glino, Douglas, Islo of Man, and nephew of 
Ensign Charles Simpson, of the 3^ Foot Gua^s, who 
was killed at Waterloo. Bom at Astbury, near Con- 
gleton, Cheshire, in 1825. — Entered the Bengal Army 
jp. 1845. Arrived in India in June of the same year, 
and was sent up to Dinapore to do duty with the 23^^ 
N. I. In the allowing October he was posted to the 
N. I., which ho joined at Agra. In November 1846 
h® marched with the regiment to Phillaur, whence ho 
p^'oceetled with it to Lahore in December 1847. In July 
1848 he accompanied the regiment on service to Multan, 
and tliereaftor he served with it throughout the Punjab 
Campaign of 1848-49, including the first siege of Mul- 
tan, the action of Surajkhtind, the second siege and 
capture of Multan, and the battle of Oujerat (Medal 
and two clasps). On the termination of the war he pro- 
ceeded with the regiment to Ludhiana, arriving tW'e 
in April 1849. In April 1850 he was appointed to act 
as Adjutant of th<j regiment, and with two intermissions 
©f a few days each he continued officiating in that 
situation until the middle of April 1851. At tho end 
of October 1851 ho was appointed to act as Staff Officer 
to the detachment forming the Conimandcr-in-Chief’s 
escort on tour (in which his own regiment was includ- 
ed). On the 27^*' of tho following month he was tap- 
pointed Offg. Adjutant of tho regiment, and on tho 19^*® 
December tho permanent appointment of Adjutant was 
conferred upon him. As Staff Officer to tho Escort ho 
accompanied tho Comraander-in-Chief up to Peshawar 
and back again, and on the termination of this duty he 
proceeded with the regiment to Shall jahanpur, whoi’o he 
arrived in April 1852, and was immediately appointed 
to act as Station Staff Officer in addition to his other 
duties. In Novenilxsr 1853 he was appointed OJTg. 
Brigade-Major at Ambala, and he continued officiating 
until March 1855, when he was appointed a Brigade- 
Major on tho establishment and was immediately i*o- 
poated to the same station. He was still holding tho 
appointment of Brigade-Mfiior at Ambala wht?n tho 
Mutiny broke out in May 1857, and on the forimition 
there of the Delhi Field Force he was iippointcd, on tho 
21»*^ of that month, to act as Brigade- Major to the 
First Brigade of Infantry. In this capacity ho accom- 
panied the foiue in its forward movement, and was pre- 
sent at the action of Badli-ki- Serai, at tho seizure of tho 
Bidge, and throughout tho siege and capture of Delhi. 
After the fall of Delhi ho was retained at that place on 
duty, and he died there on the 19^*^ November 1857. 

Note.-— In a liat of casnaliiOH wliicli occurrod in India during 
the MuthiieB, publiHhed in the sceuud * Supplement to the London 
Gazette of the 4tb May 1858, it is stated that this officer was 
** killed by accident at Delhi. Nothing is said as to the uaturo 
of the accident. 


Sims, George, lAeuUnant and Adjutant (H 
1810— 1845)«^ra&l6f at Ferozepore^ No. 442. — (^rvedl 
for^ many years in the ranks of tho 62^ Foot, witb 
which regiment he arrived in India in 1830, and was 
stationed at Bangalore. In 1833 he moved with the 
corps to Masulipatam, and in the sucooeding year hs 
accompanied it to Moulmein, at which place ho served 
with it for six years. Having attained the position of 
Sergeant-Major, he was promoted to the rank of Eusign 
in ti&e regiment on the 10^** March 1837 ; on the 
October 1$38 he was appointed Adjutant of the coips ; 
and on the 16**» Docemixjr following he was further 
advanced to the rank of Lieutenant. In October 18<K) 
ho accompanied the regiment 11*001 Moulmein to 
Bengal, and having landed at Calcutta, he moved 
thence with the corps to Hazaribagh, arriving there 
in the following December. In the summer of 1841 
ho went homo on sick leave. Betuniing to India ia 
December 184^hQ was sent to the Upper Provinces 
in the following month as acting Adjutant to a detach* 
ment of H. M.’s troops, and having rejoined hia 
regiment at Dinapore in February 1843, he continued 
serving with it tliero for nearly two years. In De* 
coml)er 1844 he marohed witli the regiment cn route 
to Ambtila, but the corps having on arrival at that 
place been pushed on to Forozf'pore, he arrived witli 
it there towards the end of March 1845. He was still 
serving at Ferozeporo when tho first Sikh War faroko ' 
out in December 1845, and on the 2l8t of that month 
ho marched out ,with tho regiment (then forming 
part of the Fourtli Infantry Division of tho Army of 
the Sutlej) to join tho main army under Sir Hugh 
Gough in tho attiick 011 tho ontrenchod position of tho 
Sikhs at Firozslxahr. In tho sanguinary conflict which 
ensued, tho same afternoon, he foil under tho firo 
of the enemy as ho advanced to tho assault.

Singer, Alexander Stewart, Captain (1803—* 
1845 ). — Grave at Simluj No. 311. — Entered tho Bengal 
Army in 18‘Jfl. An*ived in India on tho 4th May 
1822, and on tho 17^*' was ordered up to Ghazipur 
to do duty with tho Bengal European Regiment ; having^ 
however, on tho 31*** of tho same month, boon posted 
io tho 2'^ Battalion 23‘* N. I., lie halted at Dinapore, 
on his way up, and joined the cor])s at that station in 
July. In tiu; following Octobiu* ho was roiiiovcHl to the 
2‘^ Battalion of the 22^*, but ho Jwas permitted te 
continue doing duty with tho 2 — 23^* until tho suc- 
ceeding Decern lx)r, when ho proceeded and Joined tho 
2 — 22'^ at Nagpur. Towards tlio end of SeptomlDer 
1823 ho was transferred to tho 2'* Battalion 8ih N. 
which ho joined at HansI, and on attaining the rank 
of Lieutenant ho was ro-posted to that battalion in 
January 1824. On the I'corganisation of the Army 
taking place in May 1824 lie was posted to tho 24^b 
N. I. (late 2*' Battalion 8^^), and with that corps, in 
the autumn of tlio same year, he served in tho opera- 
tions then carried on against insurgtjnts in Hariana. 
Towards the end of the year he accompanied tho 
regiment to Delhi, and there in May 1825 ho was 
appointed Adjutant of tlni corps. In the cold season 
of 1S26-27 ho proceeded with tho i*ogimont to Bhopol- 
pnr, whonno ho accompanied it to Cawnporo in tho 
spring of 1828. In January 1829 ho i)roceeded on sick 
leave to Mussoorio and Landour, for a year, j^t not 
having recovci*od his health ho went homo on fiAlougli 
at tho end of January 1830, vacating tho Adjutancy 
of the regiment, lleiurning to India at the close of 
Novomlier 1832, he rejoined his regiment at Benares^ 
and almost immediately afterwards accompaniod it on 
service aminst tlio insurgent Kols and Chnars of Chotft 
Nagpur.^ On tho 1**^ January 1833, on tho fall of 
Lieutenant Turnbull in action, ho was appointed acting 
Adjutant of tho corps, and in that ca})acity he sorveu 
with it until tho close of tho campaign in April 1838^ 
when he was obliged to procew to Calcutta on Bi(dl( 


leave. On the 22^ May, during hie absenoe on leave, 
he was re-appointcd Adjutant, and having refined 
the regiment at Barraokpore in June, ho continued 
holding the appointment until March 1834, when he 
vacated it in consequence of his promotion to the rank 
of Oaptain. In the following December he was ap- 
point^ to act temporarily as Brigade-Major at Barrack* 
pore, and ho continued in that employment until the 
end >of January 1835. In Novemher 1835 he aooom- 
iod the regiment to Midnapore, at which station 
continued serving with it until Februaiy 1838, 
when he proceeded on leave to Calcutta, whence, in 
the following month, he went home on furlough. He 
returned to India in February 1841, and having 
rqoined his regiment at Saugor, he for some weeks in 
March and April officiated as Asst. Ad 3 t.-Qenl. of the 
Saugor Division. In June 1841 he was {appointed 
acting Aide-de-Camp to Major-Qeneral J. W. Fast, 
eommanding that Division, and when that officer was, 
at the end of the year, tninsferred to the command of 
the Sirhind Division, ho accompanied him thither in 
the Mme capacity, and was made permanent in the 
appointment at the end of Januaiy 1842. In the 
following October, on the 24^^ N. I. being detailed for 
field service, he rejoined the regiment at Jubbulporo, 
and in the winter of 1842-43 he served with it (part 
of the time in command of a detached wing) through- 
out the operations undertaken for the suppression of 
the insurrection in Bnndelkhand and the Saugor and 
Narbadda Territories. In April 1843 ho returned to 
Ambala and resumed his appointment of Aido-de-Camp 
to Major-General Fast, and he continued in that situa- 
tion until the General resigned his command in 
Janusny 1845. He then rejoined the 24*^^ N. T, at 
Delhi, whence in the succeeding March he accompanied 
Iho regiment to Ambala. In the following month ho 
preceded on leave to Simla, and at that place he died 
on the 20th September 1845. 

Sitwell, William Henry, Ensign (1829—1850).— 
Orave at KoJiat^ No. 1027.— The eldest son of Captain 
Willio^ Hurt Sitwell, 26^^ Foot (a cadet of the Sitwells 
of Barmoor Castle, Co. Northumberland, and of the 
Sitwells of Ferney Hall, Co. Salop), by Sarali Honoria, 
Ilia wife, daughter of J. Sisson Cooper, Esqr., Comptroller- 
Oeneral of the Stamp Department in Ireland. Bom 
on the 23^ May 1829. — Entered the Bengal Army in 
1847. Arrived in India on the 7^*’ April of the same 
year, and on the 15*** was ordered up to Benar«js to do 
duty with the 9**‘ N. I. In Januaiy 1848 he was 
posted to the 31*** N. I., and he joined that regiment 
at Ferozepore in the following March. On iho outbreak 
of the second Sikh War he accompanied his I'ogiment 
to the front, and ho thereafter served with it throughout 
the Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, taking pait in the 
passage of the Chenab, the action of Sadulapur, the 
b^tles of Chilianwala and Gujerat, and the subsequent 
pursuit of the Sikhs and Afghans (Medal and two 
dIasps). On the termination of the war he was 
stationed for some time, with the regiment, at Attock, 
whenoe he afterwards moved up with it to Peshawar. 
la February 1850 ho accompanied the corps on the 
expedition against the Afridis of the Kohat Pass, and 
en the 12th of that month ho fell in action on the 
heiffhts above the pass, after a display of heroic gallantry 
vrh^^ called forth the admiration of the Com- 
mande^^in-Chief, Sir Charles Napier, and of all who 
witnesi^it. 

Skinner, James, C.B. Colonel (1778— 1841J. — 
Chave and tablet at Belhi^ No. ■145«— An illegitimate 
eon of Lieutenant-Colonel Hercules Skinner, of the 
Bonnl Infantry, by a native woman. Bom in 1778.— 
In 1796 (at the age of eighteen) he was bound 
spprentiee to a printer in Calcutta, bat> not liking the 
bnsineis, he abs^ded and for some timewanwad 
ebont haeaars of the city, earning a preoarious 
subsistence by manual labour of one sort or another. 
Bventoally lis fell in with Oaptain William Bum 


of the 4th t!nrq;ma Battalion (afterwards, as Golo^d^ 
so well known for hie defyoe ii Delhi against 
in 1804), whoeent him np to Cawnpore, to 1^ iatheri 
then a Oaptain in the same corns ; and Oaptain Bom 
having suhsequently given him a letter of introduction 
to the oelebrated General De Boigne, then atEoel^ 
he under the auspices of that officer ente^ the service 
of Madhaji Bao Sindhia as an Ensign in anajih 
battalion commanded by Captain (afterwards Colonel) 
Pohlman, and forming p^ of De^Boigne’s second 
brigade at Muttra. Having joined ^tbe battalion at 
that place he, in the course of the same ym, marched 
with it into Bnndelkhand, in which province he was 
employed in the field for six months, ta ing part in 
several engagements with various petty chiefs of the 
country, and receiving, in recognition of his services, 
promotion to the command of a battalion. In ^ the 
following year (1797) on the outbreak of a war 
amongst the Mahratta powers, he proceeded in command 
of his battalion to Gwalior, whero the forces of DarSat 
Bao Sindhia (the successor of Madhaji Bao) were 
assembled to oppose the army of the Bhais (the widows 
of Madhaji Bao), and at the head of it he was then 
prominently engaged in the battle of Kota and in 
covering the subsequent retreat through the Shergarh 
Pass, his gallant conduct on these .occasipus gaining 
him promotion to the rank of Lieutenant and the 
command of two battalions, which he subsequently 
led in the desultoiy fighting with the army of the Bhais^ 
under Lakwa Dada, in the neighbourhood of Chittur. 
Intelligence having about ibis time been received of 
the invasion of the Punjab by Shah Zaman Khan 
of Kabul and of the advance of that potentate to 
Lahoi'e, tho internecine warfare of the Mahratta chiefs 
was suddenly brought to an end, and he marched 
northwards with his battalions to Muttra, taking pari^ 
on the way, in tho storm and capture of Jhajgarh 
(on which occasion he was severely wounded by a 
ball through tho hand) and in the reduction of several 
other Bajput forts. In Sopterabor 1797 (Zaman Khan 
having long previously retired from Lahore to his own 
country) he marched ^vith his battalions to Horal, on 
the way to Delhi, but he soon afterwards returned 
with them to Muttra, whero, there being no other 
service immediately on hand, ho went into cantonments. 
In tlie following year, on war breaking out between 
Sindhia and the Baja of Jaipur, he accompanied his 
brigade on service to Bajputana, and wa#prominontly 
engaged in the battle of Malpura, near Sanganir, in 
March 1798, for his distinguished services on which 
occasion he was advanced to the rank of Captain- 
Lieutenant. On tho conclusion of this war he accom- 
panied Sindhia’s army, commanded by General Perron, 
to Bowari, and he afterwards took part in the siego 
and capture of Delhi (tho Tdlladar of which had 
revolted against Sindhia) and in the subsequent opera- 
tions of 1798-99 against the Sikhs in the country 
to the north of that place, on tho conclusion of which 
he returned with liis brigade to Muttra. In tho autumn 
of 1799 he took part in the siege and reduction of 
Agra, and in November and December of the same 
year he commanded a detachment in the siege and 
storming of a fort on tho Ghambal, held a Bajput 
chief named Eampal Singh. After the fall of this 
fort he was detached with a battalion to the aid of the 
Raja of Karauli, who was at war with the Baja of 
Uniara, and in command of this battalion, he, on the 
31st January 1800, took part in a battle fought 
between Uniara and Tonk, in which a severe defeat 
was experienced, his battalion being cut to pieces and 
bo himself left dangerously wounded on the field, 
where ho remained untended for two days ; having 
then received relief from a chamar woman who found 
him on tho field, he was removed to the camp of tho 
victorious Baja, and afterwards to Umara, whence, 
on release, he was sent to Bharatpur and eimtually 
to Muttra. For his gallant oonduct this disastrous . 
afEairi Gene^ Pezxon conferred upon him the command 




f^ his own body-gawd, eooaisiiag of *iro battaUooo, 
wbidfai he joiBod at AUmh^ These battalioiis were eooa 
Hfterwards inoarporatea in Pedron'e brigade, and aeoom- 
pBjUjing that br^iade to Bnndelkhand on service against 
jUB^a Da4a> i^ow in the field against his old master, 
gindi^ he, on the 6^^^ Jann^ 1801, took part vrith it 
in the battle of Saunda, in which Lakwa Dada was 
mortally wounded and his army defeated and dispersed. 
He returned to Aligarh in the following March, and in 
the autumn of the mme year he* was employed with 
the tiiird brigam in the war with the celebrated 
adventurer George Thomas, in the course of which 
he took part in the battle of Georgegarh and in the 
siege and reduction of Hansi. He afterwards^ served 
during the operations in Bhattiana, but during the 
greater part of 1802 he was on leave, visiting his 
relations in Bengal. In the spring of the succeeding 
year he accompanied the second brigade to Ujjain, 
on returning from which place, in June, he was 
stationed at first at Aligarh, and afterwards at 
Sikandrabad, in the Bulandshahr district. On the 
outbreak of war between the British and the 
Mahrattas in the summer of 1803, General (afterwards 
liOrd) Lake, then Commander-m-Ghief in India, 
having issued a proclamation directing all perlmns of 
British origin in the service of the Mahratta powers 
to return to British territbir, and Perron having at 
the same time dismissed all such officers fi'om 
Sindhia’s army, he left Sikandraliad, inteudiug to 
proceed to Agra : on arriving at Koel, however, on 
the 29^^ Aurast, immediately after the rout of 
Perron’s cavalry, he was induct to present himself 
to General Lake, and having i)een kindly received, 
be accompanied His Excellency in his subsequent 
movements, and witnessed, with great admiration, tho 
storming of the fort of Aligarh. In Septemlier 1803, 
a few days after the battle of Delhi, having been 
nominated, on the election of the men themselves, to 
the command of a body of iivegular cavalry, formerly 
Perron’s, which had quitted Sindhia’s service and 
passed over to General Lake, he enteied the British 
Service with the nominal rank of Captain, and pro- 
ceeding from Koel, where he had been left, to 
Sikandrabad, he there assumed command of tho new 
corps ; thereafter entering upon the duty specially 
entrasted to him, — tliat of keeping open the com- 
munication between Aligarh and Delhi, and of 
clearing all Marauders off the road, — he early in the 
following mouth had the satisfaction of inflicting a 
severe d^eat on Madhu Rao Phalkia, the Mahi'atta 
chief of Malagarh, who had essayed to drive him 
from his position at Sikandrabad, following up tho 
blow shortly afterwards V)y I'educing tho fort of 
Malagarh, and making a prisoner of the chief him- 
self, Resuming then his foinner duty of guarding 
the road and settling tho country between Aligarh and 
Delhi, ho continued in that employment until Mai^ch 
1804, when he was directed to join a force under the 
command of Colonel Bum, which had been placed 
near Saharanpur for tbc purpose of repelling the 
incursions of the Sikhs ; and having on his way 
routed a considerable body of these people, who were 
trying to -get across the Jumna on a plundering 
expedition, he joined that officer at the beginning of 
April, and thereafter continued soiwing with his forco 
for more than four months. In the following 
August, in connection with the arrangements made 
to meet the situation caused by the disastrous retreat 
of Colonel Monson and the advance of Holkar, he 
marched with his corps to Muttra, and on that place 
being temporarily abandoned by the small force 
assembled there, he moved with the corps to Agra, 
whence, on the 26^^ September, ho accompanied it 
into the Doab with a small force under the command 
of Captain Worsley, sent thither for the purpose 
of drivinjK out various bodies of Holkar’s cavalry, 
which, amr the withdrawal of our tyoops from 
Muttra, had crossed the Junma for purposes of 



plunder. On this duty being accomplished he 
posted with his corps at Hrasiagani, on the hanks 
of the Jumna, ophite to Muttra, whence 
he was repeatedljr detacned ior the purpose of 
collecting ^ supplies and bringing in convoys, — on 
one occasion rescuing a convoy which had fallen 
into the hands of the hostile Raja of Ha|hra8, and 
escorting it in safety to Lmd Lake’ ^ camp. Having, 
after bringing in a convoy from Anupshahr, rejoined 
Lord Lake at Delhi on thu 27^^* October, he with his 
corps then moved forward with the main army, 
thereafter taking port in tho relief of Shamli, and 
in the long pursuit of Holkar, until that chief, 
surprised and routed at Fan*akhabad, was driven aoxoss 
the Jumna at Mahaban on the 26^^ November. Ho 
was then detached to Aligarh to recruit, but during 
the succeeding two months, while recruiting was 
going on, he wO in constant active employment, at 
first against various recalcitrant chiefs and kiladars 
in the Doab (Nahar Ali of Imlani, Duudia Khan of 
Komoua, Ac.), and afterwards in escorting convoys 
to the British Army engaged in the siege of Bharat- 
pur. Early in February 1805, being then with a 
force before the fort af Komona, he, with his corps, 
joined the cavalry detachment under tho command 
of Major-Geuei*al Smith, with which he was engaged 
in the pursuit through Rohilkhand of Amir Khan, the 
Pindari, taking part in tho action of Afzalgarh and 
in several other sharp affairs, resulting, eventually, in 
the Pindari chief flying across tho Jumna with Uie 
loss of more than half of his horde. He. then returned 
with bis corps to Aligarh, whence ho was again sent 
to Bharatpur iu charge of a convoy, and having 
subsequently been despatched to join Colonel Bum in 
tho north (!Tvi part of the Doah, ho was for some months 
stationed with his corjis at Pauipat. On the renewal 
of tho war towards the close of 1805 he took part with 
the Army under Lord Lake in tho pursuit ot Holkar 
into tho Punjab, himself leading the ad^nce apross 
the Sutlej and up to the Beas. When, on the sub- 
missiou of Holkar, tho Army was withdrawn into tho 
newly-acquired provinces, he i>roceedod with his corps 
to Karnal, amving there in February 180(1, and 
thei'o iu the following April tho corps was dishauded,’— 
with tlio exception of 300 men, who wex'o retained oxi 
tlio civil establish incut and stationed at Pauipat,-— ho 
himself being .allowed, iu recognition of In's services, 
a Bj^ecial ])6U8ioii of Rs. 300 a moutJi. In this situation 
he remained until tho J"*- February 1809, when his 
CJorps (with tho .‘100 men retained on the civil cstablish- 
ment to servo as a nucleus) was i^-ostuhlishod for 
service ill Hariana, with Hansi for its head-quarters 
siatiou, and so rapidly was tho re-formation accomplish- 
ed that iu the following August he was able to lake 
it on service into Hariana, and with it take part in 
the capture, after a severe conflict, of the lortificd 
town of Bhawani. Ho continued in command of tho 
corps at Hansi, without tho occurrouco of any incident 
beyond an occasional expedition against Wifractory*' 
zuTtiindnrSf until December 1814, when, llio Nepal 
war having been enten3d upon and tho mishing o£ 
tho Pindari hordes of C’entral India in sight, ho woo 
dii’cctcd to increase his corps to a strength of 
sowars, and the additional men having been raisba in 
the course of the succeeding months, the whole wore 
formed into three corjw, all of which remained under 
his command. In April 1815, in command of a 
portion of his corps, Ikj took part in tho supprossion 
of another violent outbreak at Bhaw&ui. In 1817-18 
at the head of the 1*^ and Corps of 
“ Skinner’s Horse,” ho served with the Besorvo 
Division of tho Grand Ai*my in the 'Pindari-Mahrattn 
War, takihg part intlie aUvanco into Raipufcana, and , 
in the various movements resulting in the surrender 
of Amir Khan, the Pindari, and the Peshwa Baji Rao, 
and on the occurrence of tho latter event he was 
employed with his Corps in escorting Baii 
as a prisoner, to Bithur, whence in the followiflg 



ywr he retnnied with the corps to HansL Here 
(ezceptixig only the time spent in a visit to Calcutta 
in 18^) be continued in command of hm 1 *^ Corps 
for five years, in the course of which his 3^ Cor^ 
was dislwided and his 2 ^ converted into a separate 
regiment under the designation of ^ Baddoley’s Horse.” 
In 1824 he commanded his regiment (whicn was now 
styled ftie 1 **^ Local Horse ”} on an expedition 
against the banditti of Bhattiana, on his return from 
v^ich he was directed to raise a second corps of 
Bkinner’s Horse,” and this having been done (the 
second corps bearing the designation of “ the 8 ^^ Local 
Horse ”) he, in the cold season of 1825-26, commanded 
the 1 *^ and afterwards (on the second being ordered 
to join the Grand Army) both corps at the 
siege and capturo of Bharatpur. On the termination 
of the operations he returned with the two corps to 
Hansi, and at the end of the year (I^cember 1826) 
he was, in recognition of his servi(»s, granted the 
rank of Lieutenant-Colonel in H. M.’s Service in the 
East Indies and created a Companion of tho Order 
of the Bath. In 1829 the 8 ‘*' Local Horse was dis- 
banded, and his command was reduced to that of a 
single. corps only. On the IS**' June 1831 he was 
granted the brevet rank of Colonel. Tn Octolwr 1831, 
with two nVaZa/j of the 1®^ Local Horse, be proceeded 
to Rupar and joined tiie force assembled there on tho 
occasion of tho meeting between the Governor-General 
(Lord William Bentinck) and tho Maharaja Ranjit 
Singh, and on tha breaking up of tlic camp, he, with 
his detachment, accompanied tho Governor-General 
on his tour through Rajputana, returning to Hansi 
in the spring of 1832. At that station ho continued 
seiwing until the autumn of 1838, when he was 
appointed, with the temporary rank of Bingadier,^ to 
the command of a brigade of irregular horse forming 
art of the Army of the Indus : this brigade did not, 
owever, accompany the Army into Afghanistan, 
and on its being broken up in Januaiy 1839, he returned 
tohis^fomief position at Hansi, at which phice lio 
continued serving until his death. lie died at Hansi on 
tho December 1841, and was in tho first instance 
inteiTed at that place ; but in January 1842 his 
remains were? removed to Delhi and I’o-inten'od there 
beside those of his friend William Fraser ( 5 . r.) in 
St. James’ Chuich, an edifice which had been raised by 
himself, in 1836, in tho discharge of a vow made 
when he lay grievously wounded and helpless on the 
field of Uniara, thirty-six years before. 

Note I. --In nu autobiographical account of himself (om])0(lie(l 
in the Militartf Memoir by J. Baillie Fraser) Colonel Skinner 
states that he was bom in tlinyear 1778, and, in the absence of 
more exact information (it having been ascertained, beyond the 
})08«ihBity of doubt, that there is no record of bis liaptisin in tho 
registers whh'h record the baptisms of utlien of his father's 
illegitmaie children), that date has liecii accepted and entered 
in the present memoir. As, however, the (.-oloncl adds that his 
mother (whom he describes as the daughter of a Kajput 
zamindar of Bliojpur) fell into his father’s hands near Ifi jaigarh, 
in a war with Chet Singh, Kaja of Benares, and as our only 
war witli that Chief took place on the occasion pf his robclliou 
in August 1781, Bijaigarh not being eaplured until the following 
October, and as, moreover, the eldest of Hercules Skinner's 
illogitihiate children by this woman was bora as far back us 1774, 
at a time when he hail been little more than a twelve-month in 
India aad had probably never left the Presidency, the alleged 
date, as well lus the whole of the remantic story circulating 
aronnd the personality of the “ Ihijput Zamiudar’s dauglder,” must 
noc^ds be taken with a good deal of rewrve. Tlie slenderness 
of the foundation on which that story rests will be nnderst(K)d 
from the following facts, which have been exhumed, with much 
labour, from the official maiiu8cri])t records of the time, still 
prcfservod, though now faded almost to illegibility from 
the combined ^ effects of age and damp During tho 
period from 1777 to 1780 Hercules Skinner was serving with 
tho 20th Battalion of Sepoys at Berhampore, Chaudernagore 
(taken by tho British on the outbreak of war withu l*'ranco in 
1778), and Barrockporo. At tho end of 1780 he ' acoompanied 
tlie battalion to Midnaporo on its beiug detailed to form part of 
the force proceeding to the Carnatic under the command of 
Colonel Pcarsc, and ho tvas with it when it mutinied tliere in 
consoqnonco of discontents arising out of frauds connected with . 
he distribution of the Chandernagore prize money. On the .

Willi^ for the pnrpoBo of giving evidence before tiie Court 
Martial convened for the trial of Major Peter Grant, the late 
Commanding Officer of the defnnet 20th Battalion. On the 4ih 
April, a week after his arrival at Calcutta, he was tranifened 
to the 1st Battalion of the 36tli Begiment of Sepoys, then beinir 
raised to replace tho late 20th Battalion ; at the end of tho 
B^e month, on tho conclusion of Major Grant’s trial, he joined 
his new battalion at Dinapore; and he jras with it thoiw 
throughout the period of tho war with ChA Singh (August to 
November 17SI\ in which neither he nor his battalion took any 
part whatsoever.-— When to theso two salient facts,— (1) that tlie 
woman, whoever she was, came under Hercnles Skinner’s ** pro- 
tection ’’ (pi^nmably at Calrutta) wdthin two or three months of 
his arrival in India and at least seven years before the war with 
Chet Singh, and (2) that Hercules Skinner himself never had 
anything to * do with tho ‘ojieratioiis in Chet Singh's country,— is 
added the circumstance that James Skinner's countenance, as por- 
trayed in the likeness prefixed to Baillic Fraser’s Memoir, afforded 
not the least indioation of high Kajput descent, it is fairly je* 
dncible that tho whole of tho romantic story is pure invontion^ 
and that the ** Kajput zamndar^i daughter was a myth. 

Note IL— Two of Colonel Skinner's sons found employment 
in tho military service of tho B. I. Company : James {q, 9.) 
who commanded the 14*h Irregular Cavalry from 1846 to 
1852, and Hercules, who (after serving in the Nizam’s Army 
for several years) succeodoil his brothe^ in tho command 
of the 14th 1. C. in 1852, and icontiuuod in thp appointment 
until tho . regiment mutinied and diBa))prearod m 1867, at 
which time he was on leave in Buglund.— Of the Colonel's 
danghtoih several married officers in the regular scrvic* ; one, 
Marian, married, 9th March 1835, Knsign Henry Milne, 2l8t 
N. I. (afterwards (lenoral Milne of tho Bengal Infantry), anil, 
with two of her children, perished in the massacre iit Hissar in 
May 1857 (see No. 1, — PaiJ I, p. 1) ; another, Elizabeth, married 
26th August 1839, Captain RailCliff Haldane, 45th N. I,, (q, s.) 
who died iu 1849 of wounds received at Chilianwala $ and a third, 
Louisa, married- '28th April 1841 — Captain Feregrine P. Turner^ 
Gist N. L, and died on the 31 st January 18-14. 

Skinner, James, Major (1808—1861) — Oram at 
Dclhi^ No. 144. — Tho second son of Colonel JameB 
Skinner, C.B., Commandant of the 1®*' Irregular Caval- 
ry (Skinner’s Ilorso). Born on tho 13t^ December 
1808. — Admitted into the service on the 18th February 
1825 as a Local Lieutenant and Adjutant of the l^t 
Local Horse, which ho joined immediately at Hansi, 
Tn tho following winter ho accompanied the regiment ou 
service, and was prosont with it at tho siege and cap- 
turo of Bharatpur, during the course of which ho was 
appointed to the command of the dismounigd volunteers 
of tho corfis, whom it was intended, according to tho 
earlier plan of ojiorations, to cbiploy in the storming of 
the fortress. On the termination of the siege ho return- 
ed with the ixjgiiiient to Hansi, which was then and for 
many years afterwards tlie jiermauenfc head-quarters 
station of the corps, and ho continued serving with it 
there until October 1838, when, on the ixigiment being 
detailed to form part of tho Army of the Indus, l\o acoofu- 
panied it to Ferozepore. Tho strength of that Army 
having been considerably reduced, only a small portion 
of the regiment eventually accompained it to Afghanis- 
tan, and in the spring of 1839 he returned to Hansi 
with the rest of the coi*ps. Tn March 1843 he proceeded 
with the regiment (which now boro the title of “ther 1®* 
Irregular Cavalry ”) to Noeiuuch, but shortly after hifl 
an'ival there, in April 1843, he returned to fiansi on 
leave, and lie nevcT afterwards rejoined the corpsi, for, 
in the following September, the (5ourt of Directors, ^ to 
manifest their raspcct for the memory of his disti^ 
guished father,” authorised the Government of India 
“to grant him an unattached commission as Captain in 
the Army,” and he was gazetted to that Tank accord- 
ingly with effect from tho 27*** November 1843. This 
promotion involved his vacation of the Adjutanoy of 
tho regiment, which ho had held for nearly nineteen 
years, and it was notified accordingly (G. 0. 0. C. dated 
the 11*** January 1844) that he was “permit&d to 
resign the sitimtipn of Adji^nt to the eoros withont 
prejudice to the rank and commission of Cfaptain, nh* 
attached, granted to him the Hon’bW the Court of * 
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Dmoton^ 0 r to his fatnre emric^ment in that rank in 
Uie 1*!^ Irmgnlar CaTaliy.” He remained nnemployed, 
at Delhi, until Ae 2^ January 1846, when, on additional 
regiments of irregnlar oavalry being raised in oonse- 
qnenoe of the onAreak of the first Sikh War, he was 
appointed Commandant of the 13^^ Irregular Cataliy. 
'rais renment (which was shortly aftensards numbeiM 
the 14^^^ he raised and organised at Delhi, and later in 
the same year he marched with itto Hansi. In Novem- 
ber 1847 he proceeded with the regiment to Nakodar, 
and thence, in June 1848, to Lahore, in which place he 
was in garrison throughout the period of the Punjab 
Gampain of 1848-46 (Medal). In Deceipbcr 1849 he 
marcned with the regiment to Hoshiarpur, where he 
seryed with it until the 21*^ January 18M. He then 
proceeded on leaye for two ye^, on the expiration of 
which, 21*^ January 1852, he retired from the service 
on the pension of a Major. In the following June he 
receivea permission to reside at Bilaspur, in the Bnland- 
shahr District, where the family jaghir was situated, and 
aMhat place and at Delhi the rest of his life, it is be- 
lieved, was passed. On the 28^^ Novembor 1854 he was 
grauM the honorary rank of Major. He died at Delhi 
on the 23^ April Iwl. 

Notb.— Major (then Lieutenant) Skinner married, at Hansi on 
the 26th May 1S29, Miss Sophia Kliaabetli Ikuluw. f 

Slater, Stanley, Captain (c. 1825— 1861).— 
at Delhif No 127. — Entered H* M.*s Service on the 16^** 
April 1842 as an Ensign in the 20^^ Foot, then serving 
in Bermuda. On the 13*** of the following month he 
exchanged into the 82** Foot, which he afterwards 
joined in Jamaica. In May 1843 he accompanied the 
corps to Canada, and during tliye next four years ho 
seryed with it at Quebec, Kingston and Toronto. On 
the 4*** April* 1847 he was promoted to the rank of 
Lientenant. Iii the following September he proceeded 
with the regiment to Halifax, Nova Scotia, whence he 
returned home with it in June 1848. During the ensu- 
ing six years and a half he served with the corps at 
Devonport, Portsmouth, Brecon, Manchester, Glasgow, 
Stirling and Edinburgh. On the 31®* January 1855 he 
was promoted to the rank of Captain. On the regiment 
embarking for the Ionian Islands in January 1855 he 
was left with the depot at Edinburgh, and afterwards 
in Ireland, and he did not rejoin the corps until it 
arrived at Aldershot, on its return from the Crimea, in 
Au^st 1856. In May 1857 he embarked with the 
regiment fo%China, on service, but the outbreak of the 
Mutiny in Bengal caused the diversion of the corps to 
Calcutta, and he landed with it there in October. He 
shortly afterwards proceeded with it to the Upper Pro- 
vinces, and thereafter he served with it throughout the 
campaign of 1857-58, including the defence of Cawn- 
pore against the Gwalior Contingent, the defeat of the 
Contingent at that place, the destruction of Tattia, the 
action of Khddaganj, the oocupation of Farrakhabad 
and Fatehgarh, the action of Khankar, the action and 
capture of Bareilly, the relief of Shahjahanpur, the sub- 
sequent operations there, the capture of Banai, the de- 
struction of Mahomdi and Shahabad, and the action of 
Bankagaon (Medal). On the termination of the cam- 
paign he was stationed with the regiment at Shahjahan- 
pnr,'^ence in the spring of 1860 he accompanied it to 
Delhi; ^At that place he died on the 5*** September 
1861.^ 

JSmalpasip, Francis James, Lieutenant (c. 1820— 
Tablet at t’ernzepore, No. 443.— Son of Captain 
Fya^s Bmalpim, 8**^ Light Cavalry. — ^Entered the Bon- 
gal Anhyii^ lw8. Arrived in India on the 24*** May 
o| ihe wne year, and on the 30*** %as ordered up to 
Mirzapnr to dg dui^ with the 50*** N. I. On the 6*** of 
fhe following month this was altered to duty with the 
11*** N. I. at Saugor, but on arrival at Benares, in July, 
he was directed 'to do duty witl^ thh 50*** K. I., as at 
first ordered, and he joined that regiment juxsordingly at 
ICrzapur* On the 1** September *tolloinag he was 



posted to the 55*** N. I., and having joined that regiment 
at Lucknow, he accompanied it to ^Noairabad in the cold' 
season of 18M-41, and to Ferosopore early in 1842 . In 
the spring of 1843 he proceeded with the regiment to 
Sukkur, in Sindh, an * ixl Jane and July of that yean,^e 
officiated as Adjutant to the left wing of the corps, tern* 
porarily detached from that place. In August 184.3 he 
was appointed %> do duty with Chamberlain's Horse 
(the remains of Christiea— late the 1** Regiment of 
Cjavalry of Shah Shnja'a Force) at the same station. In 
the following November he was appointed to 4he tempo- 
rary charge of that oorps, and (tne corps having in the 
interval l^n detailed to form part of tiie new ^ Irre- 
gular Cavalry) he retained charge until Jnl^ 1844, 
when he was compelled to proceed to Karachi on sick 
leave. On his return to Sukicur in the following Nov- 
ember he was appointed, by Sir Charles Napier, to thb 
post of Lieutenant of Police at Shikarpur, and he served 
at that place forbore than four months. In January 
1845 he was ap|K>iuted Adjutant of the 4*** Irregular 
Cavalry, but ho was detained in Sindh until the follow- 
ing April, when Sir Charles Najiier directed him to take 
command of the Sindh detachment of the 9**» In^egular 
Cavalry (late Chamberlain's Horse), and conduct it to 
the head-quarters of that regiment : he accordingly 
marched the detachment to Ludhiana, and having m^e 
it over to the regiment, ha proceeded to Bareilly, and 
there, in the summer of 1845, joined his appointment in 
the 4*** In*egular Cavalry. Towards the cud of the year, 
on the outbreak of the first Sikh War, ho accompanied 
his regiment to tlio front, and with it jomed, the Army 
of the Sutlej early in Janua^ 1846. On the 2* of that 
month he was nominated Second -in-Commnnd of the 
11*** (afterwards numbered the 12***) Irregular Cavalry, 
the raising of which was then ordered, but on the 
14*** this appointment was cancel led, and, continuing 
in his post of Adjutant of the 4*** Irregular Cav* 
airy, he was present with that corps in the action 
of Bodhowal and the battle of Aliwal, in the latter 
of which lie fell whilst gallantly charging the Sikh 
infantry, — 28**» J anuary 18 16 . * » 

Smart, Thomas, Ouptain (c. 1810—1846) — 
Grave at Ferozepore^ No. 474 : eee also Note to 
No. 444. — Entered H M 's Service on the 24*** 
July 1828 as an Ensign in the 53** Foot, whioli 
he joined soon afterwards in Dublin. In the follow- 
ing year ho moved with the regiment to Birr, and 
thenco to Cork, whero in November 182*J ho embarked 
with it for Gibraltar. On the 14*** Septomlwr 1832 he 
was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. In March 
1834 he prooeedodtwith tb® regiment from Gibraltar to 
Malta, whence in the summer of 1836 he accompanied 
it to Corfu. On the 12**> April 1886 ho attained the 
rank of Captain. He returned home with the corps in 
June 18-tO, anjl during the four years sucooeding ha 
served with it at Plymouth, Edinburgh, Belfast, En- 
niskillen, Newry and Manchester. In August 1844 he' 
accompanied the regiment to Liverpeol and embarked 
with it for Bengal, and having landed with it at Cal- 
cutta in the following December, he marched with it for 
the Upper Provinces in the succeeding month, eventual- 
ly reaching Cawnj)ore in March 1845. . In the following 
November he moved with the regiment to Agra, and on 
the outbreak of the firet Sikh War, in the following 
mouth, he accompanied the corns to Delhi. Early in 
January 1846 he marched with the regimeut to join the 
jj^my of the Sutlej, and a junction having been effected, 
on the 21**, with tne detached force under the command 
of Sir Harry Smith, he took part with the corps, the 
same day, in the action of Badhowal, and on the 28*** in 
the brilliant victory of Aliwal. On the 40*** of the 
sucoaeding month he was present with the regiment in 
the storming of the Sikh entrenchments at Sobraon, 
which brwght his career to termination, for having 
been very sc w-ei^Iy wounded on that occasion, be died iti 
consequence, at Ferozepore, eleven days later,— the 21** 
February 1W6. 
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Smith, Charles Franole, Captain (c. 1828— 
1868).— (?raw at NmoBhera^ No» 998. — Entered H 
Seryioe on the 80«i» May 1845 as an Ensign in the 71** 
Foot (the Highland Light Infantry), and haying been 
post^ to the 2* (the feserye) Battalion of th^ regi- 
ment^ he joined it at jCingston, in Canada. On the 19*>> 
March 1847 he was promoted to the rank of Ineatonant, 
ftn d haying then been transferred to the W Battalion of 
the regiment, he returned home and joined it at VITinches* 
ter. He subsequently seryed with the corps at Glasgow 
and Edinbuegh until May 1848, and in Ireland (Naas, 
Dublin, Mullingar, Newry, Kilkenny, and Cork) from 
May 1848 to March 1853, when the corps embarked for 
Corfu, and he was left with the regimental depot at 
Cork. On the 29th December 1854 he was advanced to 
the rank of Captain. He was retained at the demt 
until the summer of lb55, and having then proceeded 
and joined the regiment in the Crimea, he seryed for a 
short time at the siem of Sevastopol (Medal and clasp). 
On the withdrawal of the British Army Irom the Crim- 
ea in the summer of 1856, he accompanied the corps 
to Malta, whence he was subsequently senr. to join the 
regimental depfit in Scotland. In the autumn of 1858 
he proceeded to India and joined the regiment at Gwalior, 
at which place he served with it until the summer of 
1859, when he was compelled to return home on sick 
leave. He rejoined the regiment at Sialkot in the sum- 
mer of 1861, and in November 1862 he proceeded with 
it to Nowshera. In October 1863 ho accompanied the 
lament (forming part of the Tusafzai Field Force) 
on the expeditipn against the Hindustani fanatics and 
their Pathan allies, and was present with it throughout 
the operations in the vicinity of the Ambela Pass up to 
the November : on that day, in one of the many 
reckless assaults made by the tribesmen on the left 
front of the British position, he fell severely wounded, 
and the enemy having shortly afterwards, with a des- 
perate rush, gained momentary possession of the ground, 
^ and Lieutenant Chapman (g.v.), who was dressing 
his wounds, were hacked to death by these savage 
fanatics. 

Smith, Charles Frederic, Major-Oeneral {1823 — 
1377 ), — Grave at Amhala, No. 256. — Bom in Bengal on 
the 14^^^ January 1823. — ^Entered the Bengal Army in 
1840. Arrived in India in February 1841, and on the 
6th of the following month he was posted to the 39^*> N. 1. 
He joined that regiment at Kamal in Juno, and in 
April 1842 he accompanied it to Ferozepore, where in 
the following winter he served with it in the Army of 
Beserve. On the breaking up of that Army he procomed 
with ihe regiment to Nowgong, in Bnndelkhand, arriv- 
ing there in March 1843, and in the succeeding winter 
he served with it in the Gwalior Campaign and was 
present at the battle of Paniar (bronze star). On tbe 
conclusion of the campaign he returned with the regi- 
ment to Nowgong, whence, towards the end of 1845, he 
proceeded with it to Berhampore. In December 1847 
he accompanied the^giment to Dinaj^re, whence in the 
early months of 1850 he proceeded with it to Mian Mir. 
In November 1854 he marched with the regiment to 
Jhelum, whence in June 1857 he accompanied it to Dera 
Ismail to which place the regiment, being dis- 

afEeoted and nnimstworthy, was, as a measure of precau* 
tion, moved in consequence of the outbreak of the mutiny. 
In the following August he was appointed to the com- 
mand of the 6^^ Punjab Police Battalion, which ho held 
until October 1858, when he was appointed Captain o^ 
Police at Dera Ismail Khan. In the summer of 1859 
he was removed, in the same capacity, to Delhi, and in 
the spring of 1860 to GKirgaon, and he held the apjwint- 
ment there until February 1861, when he was appointed 
District Superintendent of Police at the same place. 
About the same time he was admitted into the Bengal 
Staff Corps. As District Superintendent of Polioe he 
was transferred to the Delhi District in 1865, but be 
was re- transferred to the Gurgaon District in the follow- 
ing year, and he continued toere until August 


when his services were replaced at the disposal of the 
Commander^ii^Ghief, and he was directed to do gene^ 
duty at Lnoknow. In August 1872 he was tranifen^ 
to Ambala, an^ he oontinued^doing general du^ at that 
place until the 1*^ November 1874, when he letned from 
the service, with the honorary rank of MajoivGeneral 
from the 25^^ of that month. Subsequent to his i^re- 
ment he continned residing at Amhala^ and he died at 
that place on the 6^^ December 1877.

Smith, Qeorge Haddon, late Lieutenant (c. 
1810 —1841).— Grave at Ferouepore^ No. 455.— 
of Major Haddon .^mitb^of the Ceylon Rifle Regiment, 
formerly of the* 73^ Foot.— Entered H. M.*s Service 
on the 21** April 1827 as an Ensign in the 44‘*» Foot. 
He arrived in India in the following August and joined 
the regiment at Ghazipur, whence, towards the close 
of the year, he moved with it to Cawnpore. On tigi 
22"*^ October 1833 he was promoted to the rank 5t 
Lieutenant. In the winto of 1833-34 he proceeded 
with the regiment to Chinsura, whence in Januai^ 
18.S5 he accompanied it to Fort William. Early in 
1837 he moved with the regiment to G^sipur, and 
in the whiter of 1838-39 he marched with it to Kamal. 
In October 1840 ho proceeded with .the regiment to 
Ferozepore, but being about t6 retire from the service 
he was left at that place when the regiment moved on 
towards Afghanistan in the following month. On the 
2^ April 1841 he retired from the service 1^ the sale 
of his commission, and ho died at Ferozepore on the 
13‘*» September following. 

Not*.— Lieutenant Smith married, at Chiuiura. on the 17tli 
•Tanuary 1835, a Miw Brand.— In the InBcription orf hie tomb ho 
is inc'»rrei tly dcRcribed as a Lieutenant in H. M.'s 44th Begt., for, 
having sold out of the service, he hail ceased to hold that position 
nearly six months before his death. 

Smith, James, Af. D., Surjreon (1786— 1846).— 
Crave at Amhala, No. 210.— Entered H. M.'s Service 
on the June 1812 as an Hospital-Assistant. On 
the 25**» September following he was appointed an 
Assistant-Surgeon in the 2^ Battalion 4*^ Foot, and, on 
the return of that corps from the Peninsula, he joined 
it at Colchester in January 1813. He continued serving 
with this battalion until the 25th December 1815, 
when, on its being disbanded at Deal, he was transferrrf 
to the 29^*^ Foot, and having joined tb^t corps in 
France, he served there with it, in the Army of Oocu« 
pation, until October 1818, T^en ho returnedAomo 
with it, and accompanied it to the north of Ireland. 
On the 25»'‘ December 1818 he was placed on half-pay, 
and in that position he continued for upwards of twelve 
vears. On the 10^^ May 1831 ho was brought back on 
full pay as Asst.-Surgeou io the 17^^ Foot, with a 
detachment of which he proceeded to New South Wales 
the same year. In the spring of 1836 he accompanied 
the regiment to India, and he c ontinued serving with 
it at Poona until November 1838, when he proceeded 
with it to Sindh, en route to Afghanistan on service. 
On the 15th February 1839 he was promoted to the 
rank of Sniwon in the 61** Foot, and having joined 
that regifnenf afr .Colombo, in Ceylon, he wont home 
with it in the following October. Landing with the 
regiment at Southampton in March ^1840, he served 
with it in various places in England and Ireland nntB 
the end of June 1845, when ho embarked with it for ^ 
Bengal. He landed with the corps at Calcutta in 
October 1845, and proceeding with it to the U^r 
Provinces, he trrivid at Cawnj^re in February lfl46. 
In the autumn of ffie same year ho accompanied the 
regiment to Ambala, and he died at that place m the 
very day that tjie coups anrived there,— the 27**^ Novem- 
ber 1846. 

Smith, James Dlghy* JAeutenant (1880—1867).— 
Tablet at Delhi, No. 158.— Son of Mr. John Daviasa 
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Smiiht norduuiti O^limMa. Bora at CSaloutta cm the 
Angnet 1830.-^Bntered the Bengal .^nny in 1847. 
AniTedin India in Deoemberof the same year, and 
in the following month wai eent up to Benares to do 
duty with the 48^^ N. I. In*April 1848 he was posted 
to the 74^ N. which he joined at Mbow. In the 
spring of 1850 he prooeeded with the r^ment to Daooa, 
whence, in Hay 1K2, he accompanied it to Banaokpora 
Jn the raring oi the following yew he proceeded with 
the regiment to Cawnpore, arriTing there on the 5*^ 
April, and on the 25'^ of the same month he was 
appointed Interpreter and Quarter-Master oi the^ cxirps. 
Jram August 1853 to Januai^ 1854 he offloiated as 
Adjutant of the regiment in addition to his other duties, 
from June 1856 to March 1857 he officiated# as 
Interpreter and Quarter-Master ef the !■* N. L, withcmt 
rel^uishing the duties of the correspdnding appoint- 
ment in his own regiment. At the end of Januaxr 
1857 he was nominated to do duty with the Sikh 
Inf^try, but this arrangement was cancelled at his 
oww request on the 17^ of the following month and he 
remained with his own. regiment, with which in March 
1857 he prooeeded to Delhi. He was serving with the 
legiment at Delhi when the Mutiny burst forth there 
on the 11^^ May 1857, and he was one of the many 
officers who ^rished in the massacre at the h^ashmir 
Gate. 


"Smith, John, F, 0., Ensign flSll — 1864).— ffroce 
at Jullundur^ No» 532; tablet at Delhi^ No. 164.— Born 
at Ticknal, Derbyshire, in February 1814,— A shoe- 
maker by trade, he enlisted in London or. the 3^ Octo- 
ber 1837 for the militaiy service of the East India 
Company, and landed in India on the 2^ August 1839. 
On arrival he was allotted to the Corps of Bengal 
Sappers and .Miners, the head-quarters of which he 
joined at Delhi, and with various companies of which 
he served during the next eleven years. In 1840 he 
attained the rank of Sergeant. In November 1841 
he marched with the 5^^ Company towards Peshawar, 
in the force under the command of Brigadier Wild, 
and with it, in January 1842, he took part in the 
advance to Ali Masjid and in the retreat from that 
place, under Colonel Moseley. He afterwards served 
throughont the campaign of 1842 in Afghanistan, 
under the command of General Pollock, and was 
present at the forcing of the Ehaibar Pass, the advance 
to Jalalabad, the operations in the Shinwari oountiy 
and action of Mazina, the actions of Mamu-khel, Jag- 
dalak, Teziii^ and Haft Eotal, and the ocoupatiou of 
Kabul (Medal). On returning from Afghanistan on 
the cowblusion of the war he rejoined the head-quarters 
of the corps at Delhi, and was afterwards transferred 
to &e 7^^ Company, with which he served in the latter 

C rt of the Sutlej Campaign and was present at the 
ttle of Sobraon (Mediu). With the Sj Coumny he 
served throughout the Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, 
and was present at the siege and capture of Multan 
and at the battle of Gujezat (Medal and two clasps). 
In January 1851, while serving with the Company 
at Lahore, his services were placed at the disposal m 
the Superintending Engineer of the Punjab Circle, 
for employment in the Dept, of Publio Works, and he 
was appointed an acting Assistant Overseer and attached 
to the Mian Mir Division of the Department. In 
March 1854, having passed the preecribed examination, 
he was permanently appointed an Asst. Overseer, 
vriih effect ^m the 12^^ January preceding, but two 
years later, having unfortunately incurred the censure 
of his official superioie, the Department recommended 
that he should be remanded to his regiment, and this 
being acceded to, he was remandVd accordingly in 
July 1856. In carrying out this measure, however, 
a mistake was made, and he was remanded to the 
Artillery as a gnnner, and posted to the 3^ Company 
4^ Battalion, at Mian Mir. He appealed against this 
decision, and the rapeal being allowed, the order was 
reicinded, and in November 1856 he was remanded * 
to the Sapper^ and Miners in his proper rank of Ser- 


g^t^ with effect from the date of the original Tomaad. 
Ha rejoined the oenpe at Boorkee in the sasae mootb, 
and oontinned serving with it there until the outbreak 
of the mutiny in May 1857, when lio marched with ii 
to Meerut, where^ however, a ^ few days later, the 
greater part of the corps mutini^ and joined the 
rebels in Delhi. With ine fsithful remnants of Vbm 
corps he subsequently joined the force More Delhi, 
and having served throughout the .siege of the 
place, he was prominently engaged in the storming 
of the city on tiie SeptemM. On that memorable 
occasion he was one of three British non-oommiasioiiod 
officers who formed part of the explosion party to whom 
was entrusted the dangerous duty of btowmg in the 
Kashmir Gate in broad daylight and in the face of 
the enemy, and he was the only one of the^ three who 
survived that desperate service. The distinguiribed 
gallantry and daring which he displayed on the oooasieiit 
was aoknowledg^ by the award of the Victoria Grossw 
In 1858, with^a detachment of Sappers, ha was 
employed in the final operations in Ondh with the foroa 
under the command of Brigadier Barker (Medal with 
clasp for Delhi). In July 1859, in farther recog- 
nition of his services, he was promoted to the rank of ‘ 
Suh-Condnetor and apj^inted an aoti» Barrack-lbuter' 
of the second class at Jullundur and PhiU(|or. In this 
position he was subsequently confirmed, and on the 
17^^ March 1860 he was advanced to the nmk of Ensign, 
Unattached. In February 1862 he was transferred 
to Peshawar as a First ClaBs Barrack- Muster, and in ^ 
the following December he was removed, in Ae same T 
position, to Subathu, the stations of Dagshai, B^asauli 
and Jntogh being inoluded in his oharge. In January 
1864 he was transferred to Darjeeling, but in the 
following March he was removed from the Bsrraok 
Department and directed to do general duty at Ambala* 
Ho afterwards proceeded on leave* to Jullandur| where* 
he died on the 26^^ June 1864.

Smith, Joseph Barnard, Lieutenant- Oolonel 
(1790—1849). — Grave at Watirabady No. 742.— The 
eldest son of ^Joseph Barnard Smith, Esqr., of the 
Bengal Civil Service; Born at Calcutta on the 29^h> 
November 1790. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1807* 
Arrived in India in August 1808, and was sent ior t&e 
usual course to the Cadet College at Borasat. On the 
pt August 1809 he was posted to the ^ Battalion 17^^ 
N. I., which, on his discharge from Barasat, he joined 
at Agra towards the close of the year. In October 1811 
he moved with the battalion to C^awnpore, whence 
towards the close of 1813 ho proceeded with it to Par- 
tabgarh, in Oudh. On promotion to the rank of Lieute- 
nant he was re-posted, December 1813, to the 2ii Batta- 
lion 17^^ and having in October 1814 accompanied the 
battalion to Gorakhpur, ho served with it, in the force 
under the oommand of Major-Ooneiul J. S. Wood, in 
the first campaign of the Nepal War, 1814-15, and was 
present in action of Jitpur. On the termination of 
the* campai^ the battalion was retained at Gorakhpur, 
and he continued serving with it there for three years. 
In April 1818 ho was appointed acting Adjutant to the 
right wing of the oor2>B, which was then detached to 
Kishanganj, and in the following September he was 
sent down to Barrackpore in charge oi a body of men 
who had volunteered for service in Ceylon. In February 
1819 he rejoined the head-quarters of the battalion at 
Benares, and from April to July of that year he officiated 
as Adjutant and Interpreter of the corps, Towai^a 
the close of the same year he marched with the batta« 
lion to Sangor, and in the autumn of 1821 he aooom- 
panied it to Ludhiana, at which plaoe he was still 
serving when, in September 1823, he was transferred 
(with effect from the 11^^ July preceding) to the 
Battalion 32i N. I., the formation of which was then 
ordered, and having joined at Muttra, he, in the following 
cold season, marched with his new corps to Neemooh . 
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On the reorpiiiiBation of the Army takiw plaoe in 
^y 1824 he was posted to the 63^ N. xT (late 1*^ 
Battalion 32* ), bat he continued attached for sonil 
tune to the 64^>> (late 2* Battalion 32* ), and while he 
was with it in Jul^ 1824 he was appointed to act 
temporarily as Adjptant of the 4^ tiocal Horse, at 
Neemuoh. He subsequently joined the 63* at Luck- 
now, whence he accompanied it to Delhi at the end of 
the year, and to Muttra in March 1825 ; but he shortly 
afterwaxds returned to Delhi with the regiment, and in 
the following July and August he officiated temporarily as 
Fort Adjutant at that plaoe. Towards the end of the year 
he accompanied the corps on service, and he was 
present with it at the siege and capture of Bharatpur 
ih the cold season of 1825-26. On the termination of 
the siege he proceeded with the regiment t<i Hanai, 
Whence in the winter of 1828-29 he accompanied it to 
Berhampore, in Bengal ; and in March 1831 he went 
home on furlough. He returned to India in March 
1834, but having proceeded to fiorhAnporo, on leave, 
he did not rejoin the regiment, then at MaUhi, until 
the succeeding Septemmr, and on the corps leaving 
that place in November, ho proceeded in command of 
the left wing to Gorakhpur. With this wing he 
subsequently rejoined the head-quarters of the legiinent 
at Sultanpu^ in Oudh, at which place he continued 
serving with the corps until October 1837, when he 
marched in command of it en route to Mhow, in Malwa, 
arriving at that station in January 1838. In January 
1839, while moving in command of the regiment from 
^how to Lucknow, he joined the force assembled for 
the reduction of the fort of Jhansi, and on the breaking 
up of that force (the insurgents having evacuated the 
place) he moved onto his destination, arriving at Lucknow 
at the end of the month. In January 1840 he succeeded 
temporarily to the command of the Oudh District, but 
ho held this for only a short time. In January 1841, in 
command of the head-quarters and right wing of the 
regiment, ho proceeded to Fateh garh. On attaining 
the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel he was re-posteo, 
November 1841, to the 63* N. I., and in the autumn 
of the following year he marched from Fatebgarh, in 
command pf the regiment, to join the Army of Reserve 
at Ferozepore ; on a^ival at Karnal, however, the 
regiment was halted there, and he afterwards, in April 
1843, accompanied it to Delhi, whence, in the succeeding 
November, he proceeded with it to Ambala. Towards 
the end of March 1844 he was transferred to the 
60^^ N. I., ^nd taking command of that corps, iu 
the following May, as it passed through Lelhi, en 
route from Ferozepore, he accompanied it to Karnal, 
whence ho proceeded with it to Benares in the winter 
of 1844-45, and to Barrackporo early in 1846. In 
January 1848 ho accompanied the regiment to Mirza<- 
pur, and towards the close of the year, on the corps 
being detailed to form part of tlie Kesorye Division 
during the campaign in the Punjab, he moved up 
with it to Ferozepore. On the termination of the war| 
the Reserve Division having been bi*okea up, He 
marched with the regiment to Wazirabad, aiiji ai’riving 
there in April 1849, he, as senior officer, assumed 
command of the station. Ho died there on the 22* of 
jdie following mouth. 

Smithi Lucius Horton, Lieutenant-Colonel (1793 — 
1858 ). — Grave at Atnimla, No, 242.- Son of Major 
Lewis Lucius Smith, of the Bengal Infantry. Bom 
at Fatehgarh on the 28^*' September 1793.— Sent home 
for his ^ucation in December 1802. — Bnter^ the 
^Bengal Army in 1807 as a Cadet of Infantry. Airived 
in India in October 1809, and was sent in the usual 
course to the Cadet College at Barasat. In December 
1809, under instructions from the Court of Directors, 
he was transferred from the Infantry to the Cavalry 
^noh of the service, but pn passing out of Barasat, 
in January^ 1811, it being found impracticable to 
attach him immediately to a cavalry regiment, he was 
directed to do duty with the 1*^ Battalion 12^^ N. I. at 


Barraokp(m, and intermediately to do duty with the 
1*^ Battaliofi«, 25 ^t until the former corps should arrive 
at that place. In July lSll he was sent up to Partab* 
garb,' in Oudh, to do duty ^th the 3* Native Cavalry, 
^d at the end of the following October, on the 8* maioh- 
ing for BunAelkhand, he was directed to remain at Par- 
ta^rh and do duty with the 8*^ Native Cavalry. With 
this corps he continued doinp duty for two years. On 
the 18^^ March 1813, having hitherto been a super- 
numerary, he was formally nought on the strength 
of the Army as a Comet, and on the 3* July following 
he was posted to the 7*^^ Native Cikvaliy, then sta- 
tioned at Moemt ; on the 9^^ October, however, he was, 
at hie own request, transferred to the 6^^ Native Ca« 
valiy, and he joined that corps at Sultanpur, Benares. 
At the end of 1814 he^accompanied the re^ment to 
Eaita, in Bnnaelkhand, where he served with it for 
more than two years. In 1817, with the corps, he 
joined the Nagpur Subsidiary Force, and he was with 
the three troops of the regiment which under the 
command of Captain FitzGerald, rendered such dis- 
tinguished good service at the battle of Sitabaldi, turn- 
ing what may have been a disastrous defeat into a 
brilliant victory ; on this occasion he g^reatly distin- 
guished himself towards the close of the action, in 
leading a dashing charge against a tedy of the enemy 
who had rallied and were attempting to renew the 
conflict. Thereafter ho served with the regiment 
throughout the Mahratta-Pindari Campaign of 
1817-18, — part of the time as acting Adjutant to the 
right wing, detached from regimental hcad*quarterB,— « 
and took part in the battle of Sukandarra, or Nagpur, 
the storm and capture of Chanda, and in many other 
affairs. On the conclusion of the campaign he was 
quaidered with the regiment at Nagpur, and in April 
1819 he was appointed Interpreter and Qhartcr-Mastcr 
of the corps ; this appointment he held for four years 
and a half. At the end of 1819 he accompanied the 
regiment to Kamal, whence he proceeded with it to 
Mhow in 1821, and to Kaita in 1823. FromJanuaiy 
to May 1824 he held the appointment of Post Ad- 
juttint at Lohargong. In the spring of 1825 he marched 
with the regiment to Muttra, and in the winter of 
1825-26 he served with it at the siege and capture of 
Bharatpur (Modal). On the termination of the siege 
he returned with the regiment to Muttra, whence, at 
the end of 1827, ho marched with it to Sultanpur, 
Benares. From June to Octobcjr 1830 he held the 
temporary command of the 4^^ Light ^Cavalry at 
Meerut. He then rc'joined hjs own regiment, with 
which at the end of the year he marched to Cawnpore. 
Tn November 1833 he was appointed acting Alde-do- 
Camp to Brigadiur^-Genei’a! (afterwards Major-General 
Sir Robert) Stevenson, commanding the Cawnpore 
Division, on whose personal staff he remained for five 
ears, in the course of which, in the winter of 1834-35, 
o accompanied Sir Robert on field service on the occa- 
sion of the demonstration against Jodhpur. In Nov- 
ember 1838 he rejoined his regiment at Mhow, and 
while on the march from that place to Benares, at 
the end of the year, he was engaged with the corps 
in the movement on Jhansi, then in a state of open re- 
.bellion. Ho reached Sultanpur, Benares, with the 
regiment, in February 18.19, and he served with it 
tWe until February 1842, when he was appointed 
Commandant of the 1*^ Irregular Cavaliy (Skinner's 
Horse), in succession to the celebrated Colonel Skinner 
himself, who had died in the preceding December. 
He joined that corps at Hansi, and in March 1843 
proceeded with it to Neemuch. On the outlireak of 
the first Sikh Wai^ in December 1845, he moved up to 
Hansi with the regiment, but its services were not 
required in the field, and in April 1846 he marched 
back with it to Neemuch, where be continued 
serving with it until November 1849, when he was per- 
mitted, at his own request, to resign the command 
of the corps. He then rejoined his own regiment at 
Meerut, and from September 1850 to the end of 1852 
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lid wM in Mtii4l oo'minikQd of it dt thftt stetion* Oft 
promotbn to the rank of Lieutenant-Golongl he was re- 
potted, Jaiiii^ 1853, to the 6^^ Light Gayalij, of 
whidi he oontinaed in oomoiaiid until near the end of 
the following October, when he was traniferred to toe 
5 th Light Gayalrj. He joined the renment at Feroze- 
pore in Noyember, and held command of it until the 
1** January following, when he proceeded oueiz months* 
leaye. On the 1*^ April 185A before the expiration 
of his leave, he was transferred to the Invalid Establish- 
ment, and in the following July he received Mrmission 
to reside at Ambala. He died *at Kaaauli on the 
30*^ September 1658.

— Grave at 
Sialkot, No. 713. — Entered H. M.'s Service (.rom the 
Boyal Uily. College, Sandhurst) on the 16^^ Oi'tober 
18w, as an Ensign in the 38^^ Foot. Proceeding to 
India he joined that regiment at Sialkot towards the 
close of the year, and he continued serving with it 
there until his death. He lost his life by a deplorable 
accident^ having, while making his rounds, as Orderly 
Officer, on the night of the 1"^ March 1868, fallen 
down a well in the darkness, and been drowned before 
assistanoe could reach him. 

Smith, Robert Andrew, Oolonel (1818— HGS) — 
Grave at Ambala^ No^ 249. — -The eldest sun of Major 
Robert Woof Smith, 6^^ Bengal Light Cavalry. Born 
at Nagpur on the 11th No vemhor 1818. — Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1836. Arrive! in India in October 
of the same year, and was sent up t > Barr.iok xire to 
do duty with the 70^^ N. I, Tu March 1837 he was 
posted to the 19^^ N. I., and having joined that 
regiment at Onttaok, he accompanied it to Meerut in 
the spring of 1839, to Karnal in Octolier 1841), i o Fe- 
rosepore in December 18ii], to Siikkur, in Sin Ih, in the 
spring of ISt!, and back to Fei'ozeporo in March 1813. 
Early in the following year he marched wirh the 
regiment to Bareilly, whence in the autumn of 1846 
be accompanied it to Nagode. Towards the end of 
1818 be marched with the regiment toward.s the 
Sutlej, atideduring the Punjab (Jam',)aign of 1848-49 
he served with it lu the Reserve Division at Jagnion. 
On the bn)aking up of that Division he marohei with 
the regiment to Lahore, arriving there in April 1849, 
and he afterwards accom,>anied the corps to Budhi 
Find in April 1850, to Gawnpore in 18r)2, and to 
Lucknow in April 18 >3. In October and November

of the 1*^ Oadh Local Infantry. In the spring of 
1856 he proceeded with the regiment to Berhamix)re, 
where, early in the f ollowing year, the mutinous out- 
break occurred which led to the corps being marched 
down to Barrackpore and there disb luded in March 1857.

In the 
spring of 1860 he was appointed to do general duty 
at Imrut, whence in September 1862 he was trans- 
ferred, in the same position, to Mian Mir.

Mainwaring, Ksq., of Four Oaks, Cos Warwick, eamai;^ 
Captain in the or Royal Regiment.— Entaad iha 
Bengal Army in 1842. Arrived in India in Jana of 
the same year, and in the following month was 
to the 35tB N. I. That regiment being than oa aervioa 
in the 6eld m Afghanistan, ho. under an order 
6‘>^Jaly, joined the diet N. I. at Benaiei^ ^ SSd 
duty with it until the spring of 184^ whoa he proQpid 
ed to Am and there joined the 35^h im j|| 
from Afghanistan. In May 1843 he was iiaillfeiiwL 
at his own request, to the 54 ^h f whioh he joined 
soon afterwards at Gawnpore. In November 18m ho 
accompanied the 54 th to Delhi, whence in the spring 
of 1845 he maftched with it to Ferozepore. He wSi 
serving with the regiment at that station when the 
first Sikh War broke out in December 1845, 
marching out with it on the 21>* of that month, the 
Division under the command of Sir John Litiler, ho 
was present the same afternoon in the battle of Firoz- 
sliahr (Medal).

In the spring 
of 1852 he proceeded with the regiment to Aligarh, 
and in Ajiril 1856 he accompanied it to Delhi.* He- 
was serving with the rogiment at that place 
when the Mutiny took place on the May 1857, 
and he was one of the many offiosrs who perished 
inat day in the massacre at the Kashmir Gate. 

Smith, Weston John, Ensign (c. 1821—1845).— 
Qutve at Ambala, No. 206. -Entered the Bengal Army 
ill 1841. Being then already in India, he was formally 
admitted into the service on the 10^^ March 1841 and 
on the IS*-** he was appointed, at his own request,’ to do 
duty with the 63** N. I. at Fatehgarh. On the !•* of 
the succeeding month he was posted to the 65‘h N. I. 
at Dinafiore, but he shortly afterwards obtained per- 
mission to remain at Fatehgarh, aud on the 16‘*> Octo- 
ber following ho was, at his own request, transferred 
from the 65‘*» to the 63'* N. I. In the autumn of 1843 
he inarched with the regiment en route to Ferozepore 
to join the Army of Reserve, but the corps having 
under later orders, been halted at Kamal, he was, on 
the 15**' November, sent on to Ferozepore to ’join 
the light company of the regiment, which at that 
time formed part of the 2** Light Infantry Battalidn. 
With this battalion he served in the Army of Reserve 
iuutil it was broken up in January 1843. In the 
following month (the battalion being then on the 
march ti> Meerut, preparatory to being broken up) 
he, with hi.s light company, rejoined the 63<* on arrival 
at JKariial, whence, in April J 843, he accompanied the 
regiment to Delhi* In the following November he 
marched with the 63'^ to Ambala, at which place he con- 
tinued serving with it until his death. He died at 
Ambala on the 5**> June 1845. 

Smith, William Edward Clifton, Captain 
(1866— 1897).— Grave at Kohat, No. 1038.— Born on 
the 22“* March 1866.— Entered H. M.*s Service on the 
23<i June 1886 ae a Lieutenant in the 4^^ Battalion 
of th« Derbyshire Regiment (the Royal Sherwood 
Foresters Militia). On the 21** Decemldr 1889 he 
wu transferred to the regular forces as a Second- 
Lieutenant in the !•* Battalion Derbyshire Begiment 
(the 45*h Foot), and having joined that corps at 
Plymouth, he moved with it to Devonport in July 
1890. On the 1*^ September 1891 he was pmmoted 
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lo the rank of Lientenaht. He subBeqaentlj served with 
the battalion at ColchoMter, Aldershot and Dublin^ 
and with the regimental dep6t at Derby, until De^ 
cember 1805, when he proceeded to the Went Coast of 
Africa in an appointiHent under the Royal Niger Com- 
pany. He returned thence in Septemter 1898, and on 
the 21^ the succeeding month he was advanced 
to the rank of Captain ; and having then been posted 
to the 2"^ Battalion of the regiment (the 05^^ Foot), 
he proceeded to India and joined that corps at Bareilly 
early in the following year. In the autumn of 1897 he 
moved up with the battalion to the North-West Fron- 
tier ; in October he accompanied it on service in the 
Tirah Expeditionary Force ; and on the 20^^ of that 
month he fell in his first fight, having, on the occasion 
of the storming of the heights of Durgai, been shot 
dead whilst gallantly leading a charge against the 
enemy.

1829 — 1849 ). — Grave at Wazirnhad^ — tee No. 746- x4. - 
Entered H. M.*s Service on the 14th April 1846 as an 
Ensign in the 39^^ Foot. On the 8^** of the following 
mon& he was transferred to the 29^*^ Foot, then in 
India, and landing at Calcutta in October 1846, he 
joined that regiment at Kasauli in the spring of the 
sncceoding year. In Soptemb->r 184S he accompanied 
the regiment to Ferozeporo, and he afteiwards served 
with it throughout the Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, 
including the passage of the Chenab and the battles t f 
Chilian wala and Gujorai (Medal and two clasps i. In the 
course of the campaign, on the 19^** January 1849, ho 
was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant.

Smyth, James Dutton . Captain (181.5 — 1854).— 
Grave at Ambala, *No7’229. — Entered H. M. ’a Service 
on the 30tt* December 1835 as an Ensign in the G4tt» 
Foot, which corps he joined in Jamaica in the follow- 
ing year. On the 30'^ December 1837 ho was promot- 
ed to the rank of Lieutenant. In October 1840 he 
accompanied the regiment to Halifax, in Nova Scotia, 
where ho served with it fnr nesrly two years. On 
the 20*** December 1842 he exchanged into the 98**» 
Foot, and proceeding to China, he joined that regiment 
at Chusau in the succeeding year. In the autumn of 
1846 he accompanied the 98*** to India, and landing 
at Calcutta in Novemljer, ho proceeded with the 
wgiment to Dinapore, arriving there towar<lH the end 
of January 1847. In the winter of 1847-48 ho moved 
with the corps to Meerut, wlionce he accompanied it 
to Ambala in June 1848. In February 1849 he 
marched with a wing of tho regiment lo Ferozef>oro, 
whence, in April, ho proceeded with it to Lahore, 
where the whole rogimont was then assembled, and ut 
the end of the year ho went home on sick leave.

In 
January J856 he was appointed acting Adjutant of 
tho 1“^ Ondh Local Infantry, and having joined that 
corps at Sultanpiir, he held the post until the end of 
the following month, when he was appointed Offg.

In M^iroh 1856 tho duties of Adjutant v4re 
imi)08od u])on liim in addition, but a few days later, 
on the 28*h of tlie same month, he was removed 
from the cor])s and appointed Second- in-Commnnd of 
the 10*** Oudh Irregular Infantry. He joined this 
rt^giment at Sitapur, and in the following cold season 
he moved With it to Malaoh ; but he returned with it 
to Sitapur, in tho spring of 1857, and continued 
serving with it there until the 3** June following, when 
the corps joined in tho general mutiny of tho troops at 
th;it station, and he perished in tho atrocious massacre 
which ensued.

Snow, William, Captain {ISZT -lifi).— Tahiti 
at Knknf; No. ]0’4i2. — Born at A^adras on the 6*’* Aurast 
1837. — Entered tho B»uigal Army in 1856, Arrived 
in India in March of tho same year, and on the 28*** of 
the same month was posted to the 63** N, I., which he 
joined soon afterwards at Suri, in the Santhal pargan^ 
nas. In April 1857 accompanied the regiment to 
Berharaporo, and he was with it there when it was 
disarmed on the 1“* August following. Towards the 
close of May 1858 his services were placed at the 
disposal of the Government of Bengtvl for employment 
with a detachment of the Indian Naval Brigade at 
Patna. In the following July he was appointed to do 
duty with the 2** Sikh Police Battalion, and he was 
subsequently employed with t^sat corps in various 
desultory operations against rebels and mutineers in the 
Ghazipur and Gorakhpur districts (Medal). In Feb- 
ruary 1859 he was appointed to officiate as Adjutant 
of the D* Punjab Infantry, and he joined that corps 
accordingly at Kohat. In the following April he was 
nominated to do duty with the Sirmoor Rifle Regi- 
ment, and in the succeeding October he was direct 
to rejoin the 63^ N. I., temporarily, but both these 
orders were subsequently cancelled, and, remaining 
on with the D* Punjab Infantry, he served with that 
regiment in the expedition pf 1859-60 against the 
Kabul Ehel Waziris, and in that of April and May 
1860 against the Mahsud Waziri^ including the* 
forcing of the Barari Pass (India Medal and clasp). 
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At tho end of May 1861 he was appointed Adjutant 
of the regiment, and in the following October he was 
admitted into the Bengal Staff Corps wiAi effect from 
the 18^** February preceding. In March 1863 he 
moved with the regiment frdm Kohat to Abbottabad, 
and in the following August, by an exchange of ap- 
pointments, he became Adjutant of the Punjab 
Infantry, which corps he joined in the following month 
at Bannu, and he was shortly afterwards appointed 
to officiate as Station Staff Officer at that place. In 
February 1864, on a reorganisation of regimental ap- 
pointments takin^^ place, he was appointed a Wing 
Officer in the regiment, and , from Apnl to November 
following he officiated as Second-in- Command. In 
February 1865 he was again appointed Offg Socond- 
in-Command, and in that capacity he accompanied 
regiment to Kohat in March, and refhrned with it 
to Bannu iu tho autumn of the same year, continuing 
to officiate until December. In February 1866 he 
accompanied tho regiment to Dera Ismail Khan, and 
at that station from July 1866 to November 1867 he 
fop a third time offioiated as Second-in-Command. 
PJarly in 1869 ho marched with the roginient to Kohat, 
and in February of that year he served with it in the 
brilliant dash on the Bizoti Urakzai village of Gara. 
In March 1869 the permanent appointment oi Second- 
in-Command was conferred upon him. In January 
1870 he went homb on furlough, and was absent fro.ii 
India for nearly two years. On his return, towards 
the close of December 1871, ho rejoined tho regiment 
at Abbottabad, at which place he continued serving 
with it until his death. lie died at Abbottabad on 
the 12*^ November 1873. 

Somerset, Arthur William FitzRoy, Major 
(1816 — 1845)4 — Grave and tablets at Ferozepore, Nos. 
469, 442, 445 and 446. — Tho eldest son of Limi Fitz- 
Roy James Henry Somerset (afterwards Field- Marshal 
Lord Raglan, G. C. B.) ; grandson of tho 5^^* Duke 
of Beaufort and of the Earl of Moruington ; and 
great-grandson of the celebrated Admiral Boscawen. 
Born in London on the 6^** May 1816, Entered H. M.’s 
Service (from Page of Honour to H. M. King William 
the Fourth) on the 18^^ May 1832, as an Ensign and 
Lieutenant in tho Grenadier Guards, with the 1*^ Bat- 
talion of which he served in various parts of tho 
United Kingdom for nearly eight years. On the 24**» 
February 1837 ho was promoted to the rank of Lieute- 
nant and Captain, and in 1840 he was appointed 
Aide-de-Cam];^ to the Comraander-in-Chiof in Ireland, 
Lieutenant-General Sir Edward Blakeney, G. C. B. 
In this post he continued until near the end of the 
following year, when, having l)een selected by Lord 
Ellenborough, Governor- General designate, for the 
situation of Militaiy Secretary, he accompanied Ilis 
Lordship to India. On arrival at Calcutta, at the 
end of February 1842, he was formally appointed 
Military Secretary to the Governor- General ; in the 
course of tho same year he accompanied Lord 
Ellenborough to the Upper Provinces; and, in the 
ensuing winter, he was with His Lordship in tho Camp 
of the Army of Reserve at Ferozepore. In the follow- 
ing year ho again proceeded to the Upper Provinces 
with His Lordship, and having accompanied him into 
the field in the Gwalior Campaign, he (while acting 
temporarily on the Staff of the Commander-in Chief, 
Sir Hugh Gough) was severely wounded in the battle 
of Maharajpur, having received three sabre -cuts and 
boon shot through the right arm in a personal en- 
counter with a party of the enemy while defending 
Major-General C. H. Churchill, who had fallen 
mortally wounded (bronze star, and promoted to the 
rank oi Major by brevet). In Juno 1844, on Lord 
Ellenborongh’s departure from India, he was appointed 
Mily. Secretary to the acting Oovornor-Goneral, the 
Hon’Ue W. W. Bird, and in tho succeeding month he 
^as appointed to the same post on the Staff of His 
Lordship’s successor^ Lieutenant-General Sir Heni 7 


Hardinge, G. C. B» In tho following year he pip- 
cjeoded with Sir Henry to the Upper Provinces, ana 
accompanying him into the field on the outbreak of 
the first Sikh War, he was present with him in tho 
battles of Mudki and Firozshaht, in the latter of 
which (21»* December 1845) he fell moiteily wound- 
ed, —shot through the arm and lungs,— while, as the 
Governor- Geuemi expressed it, ** conducting himself 
with tho hereditary courage of his race.” He was 
removed to Ferozepore, where, on the succeeding 
ChriKtmas-day, he suocumbed to the injuries he 
received.

Tena»;t-(!oIonel William C«dil.s Spring, of the 57'** Foot, 
a distinguished officer who siieorcdcd to tho com- 
mand of that regimont in the bitile of Albuliora, 
in wniidi he was wounded, -Eiit.en‘ii IF. M.'s Service 
on the 2 S’h pvi i iiary 1810 as an Ensign in iho 27’*‘ 
Foot. On tin tUli of the siiceecdiiig monlli he wilh 
tr.insfcrri*d to tho 2H*‘ Fool, and having joined the 
ilopot of that regiment at Gork, ho KiihKctquently 
accompanied it to Fermoy, to Dublin, am to Horts- 
leoiit.i. lu A’.vist 1814, on the arrival < f the 2H«» 
from (!anadi, ho joined the regiment sit Devonport, 
Avhero lie served with it for twenty inonllis, in tlie 
coiir.se of which, on the 22'* April 1812, lie was ^pro- 
moted to the I’ank of Jiieutenant. In Api'il I8 t.j ho 
moved 'with tin? regiment to Glasgow, Avlienee in tho 
following October he iiccom]ianied it to Iiudaiid,. 
thcrealter .serving with it in tiiat country (at Dublin, 
Kilkouny, Inmerick and Gork, for two years-arnl-adialf. 
When the regiment proecedod to India in iMny 1*846, 
he w.m left with the depot at (dialh irn, wli«.*ro ho 
coiiiiriued serving with it until the aiituiiiii of 1848. 
He. llion emhirked for Ue igal, and having landed at 
Calcutta in December, lu. wais sent soon afterward.!* 
to the upper country for tho jniriwi.so of joining his 
regiment on sevico in the i’unjjib ; and lie was at 
thi.s tiino (HH*' January 184^)), in consiMp.icnce of 
caHualtics in the battle of (^hilianwala, ]U‘omoted to 
tlie rank of Ca]»iain : having, liowever, boon detained 
at Meerut with a deViehmeiit of the corps, he wasiuot- 
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in time to take any VKsi in the operationa of the 
Punjab Campaiffn, and erentually he did not join the 
regioient until January 1850, when it was stationed at 
Wasirabad. In October 1850 he accompanied a wing of 
the regiment to Sialkot, but the nmyement was only a 
temporaiy one, and he retamed in December to Wa- 
xirarad. In the spring of 1851 he went home on 
sick leaye. Returning to India in June 1853, he re* 
joined the regiment at Sialkot, whence in Norember 
1854 he accompanied it to Peshawar. In December 
1856 he moved with the 24^^ to Bawal Pindi, and he 
was still serving at that place when the great outbreak 
of 1857 took place. In July 1857 he accompanied a 
detachment of three companies, sent to Jhelum to aid 
in the disarming of the 14^^ N. I. ; the attempt to 
carry out this operation was made on the 7^^ of that 
month, but the business was somewhat mismanaged and 
ended in a sharp conflict with the sepoys, in the course 
of which this officer fell mortally wounded. He died 
of his wounds on the following day, — thd*6**‘ July 1857.

Sprot, George Hill, lieutenant (1828—1849).— 
Grave on the battle-field of Gujerat^ No, 761; tablet at 
tSialkot^ No. 727. — The second son of Mark Sprot, Esqr., 
of Oarnkirk, Co. Lanark (who was a cadet of the 
Sprots of Riddell, Co. Roxburgh), and grandson of 
Or. Hill, Principal of the University of St. Andrew’s.- - 
Entered tho Bengal Army in 1845. Arrived in India in 
October of the same year, and on the 22‘1 of that 
month was ordered up to Allahabad to do duty with 
ihe 35th K. I.; under subsequent orders, however, be 
was sent on, with all otlier unposted Ensigns, to j^in 
the Army of the Sutlej, and having joined, he was, on 
the IP** February 1846 (the day after the battle of 
Sobraon), appointed to do duty with the European 
Light Infantry. Attached to that corps he accom- 
panied the Army to Lahore, and be continued serving 
with it there until the following month, when he was 
posted to the 2** Eaix)pean Regiment. Joining this 
regiment on its movement up from Sindh, he 
accompanied it to Subathu, arriving there towards the 
end of April 1846. In the autumn of the same year 
he moved with the regiment to the Jullundur Doab, 
but he returned with it to Subathu in March 1847, 
and continued serving with it there until October 
1848, when, the corps having been detailed to form 
part of the Army of the Punjab, ho accompanied it to 
Kerozepore. Thereafter he served with the regiment 
in the Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, and was present 
with it in the action of Raiuuagar, the passage of the 
("henab, and the battles of Chilianwala and Gujerat, in 
the last of which he fell, — 21 February 1649,— -having 

been shot through tho bead in storming the village of 
Barra Kalra. 

Stal kart, George, Nmign (r.. 179.1— 1814\— 
Grave at Nahan^ No. 907. — Son of Air. Stalkart, of 
Gilseri, near Howrah. — Entered the Bengal Army in 
1810^ He was already in India when nominated a 
Cadet, and was formally admitted into the service on 
the 16^** April. In the following month he was ordered 
to do duty with the !•* Battalion 13*** N. I,, and hav- 
ing joined that corps at Rewari, he accompanied it, at 
the end of the year, to Ludhiana. On the 2U*** 
Sep^mber 1811 he was posted to the Battalion 
13*** N. I., with which at the end of 1812 he marched 
to Bareilly. In February 1814 he. proceeded on leave 
to the Presidency for the purpose of undergoing an 
examination for admission, as a student, to the College 
of Fort William, and having passed the requii'ed test., 
he was admitted into the College on the 7*** July. In 
the autumn of the same year the Ourkha War broke 
jput, and his battalion bavirg been selected to form i^art 


of the fme moving into the Dehra Dun, he reqnestal 
nermission toVejoin it.

Stanford, Peancis,' Lieutenant (1829—1849.— 
Grave at SaroJee^ near Wazirabad^ No.^H — Enteiud 
H. AI’s Service on the 25*** November 1845 as an 
Ensign in the 18*** Foot (the Royal Irish), bat tbni 
regiment being then in China he never joined it. On 
the 15*** February 1846 he was transferred to the 53<i 
Foot, and proceeding to India in the spring of the same 
year, he joined that regiment at Ambala, whence in 
the following October he marched with it to Ferozepore. 
In February 1848 he accompanied the rSgimont to 
Lahore, at which place he served with it during the 
earlier part of the Punjab Campaign 6f 1818-49. On 
the 15*h January/ 1843 he was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant in the 24*i» Foot, and having, on the 2** of 
the succeeding month, joined that regiment in eanip 
near Chilianwala, he was present with it at the hatth;

— Blntered tlie Bengal Army in 
1827. Arrived in India in January 1829, and in the 
following month was ordered up to Lucknow to ilo 
duty with the 49*** N. I., to which corps ho was 
regularly posted in the succeeding J une. At the end 
of 1831 he accompanied the regiment to Ludhiana, 
whence towards the close of 1835 he marched with it 
to Ncorauch, and in the autumn of 1839 ho served 
with it in the Marwar ITield Force, on the occasion of 
the demonstration against Jodhpur. In tho spring 
of 1840 ho accompanied the regiment to Cawnpore, 
whence he moved with it to Dacca in thS winter of 
1841-42, and to Benares oarty in 1645. At the 
end of August 1845 bo was appointed Adjutant of thr 
regiment, and he continued holding that |)Ost for nearly 
three years, in the course of which, in tho spring of 
1847, he moved with the regiment to Ferozepore. In

Bengal Medical Service Bom at Dera Ghazi Khai 
on the 18th October 1871. — Entered H. M.’s Servic- 
(from the Royal Alily. College) on the 25*** Alarol 
1891 as a Second-Lieutenant in the 3* Battalion of th 
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BojaI Fusiliers (the 7^ Foot), end hayiiig joined that 
eorps at Dover, he accompanied it td Aldershot in 
Jttiv, and to Woolwich in^September of the same jeer. 
In Januarjr 1892 he was txnnnerred to the Battmion 
of the regiment, and proceeding to India he joined it 
at Quetta early in the following June. On the 18^^

Prcceeding after- 
wards on his wry, he went home from Bombay in May 
1841^, and he was thereafter absent from India until 
December 1846, Avlieu he rejoined lii.s regiment at 
Dinayiore. In Dceeiiibcv 1847 be accompanied the 
jcgimeiit to Barracky.ore, and during the avi liter of 
1849-50 lie was with it in the force asRfinbled near 
Titalyah for service against the Raja of Sikkim. In 
Ihe s{ ring of 1850 liemaichcd with tlie regiment to 
Benares, whence toAvarda the end of 1852 he accoin- 
jianicd it to Delhi. In the spring of 1855 he proceeded 
with the regiment to Mian Mir, Lahore, and at that 
place he died on the IP*' June folloAviug. 

Stewart, Alexander McLeod, Lieutenant-Colo- 
iud and Honorary Colonel (1835- — 1886). — Grave at 
Mvrrer, No, 827. — I’he eldest son of Lieutenant 
('harles Stewart., Bengal Horse Artillery, who fell 
at Gandamak, in the dlsasti'ous reti*eat fi-om Kabul, 
in January 1842. Bom at Meenit on the 5'*' December 
1835. — Entered the Bengal Army in .1852. Arrived 
in India at the end of July of the same year, and in 
t he following month was sent up to Dinapore to do 
duty with the 26^*' N. I. In the following October 
I his order was cancelled, and he Avas dii*ected to do 
duty, instead, with the 14* N. I., at the same station, 
ViiiH he continued attached to that regiment until 


March 1853, when ha was posted to the 64th 
Having joined this regiment at Lahore, he in 
November 1855 accompanied it to Peshawar, and he 
was still serving with it |,t*that place when the gi’eat 
upheaval (if 1857 took place, liis own regiment bein|^ 
one of those which it l)ecame necessary to disaim. 
Early in July iS57 he was emph^yed in command of 
a detachment of irregulars in securing^ the keep of 
Foiii Mackeson, preparatory to the disarmtng and 
expulsion of the sepoy garrison, a critical operation,^ 
which, however, was successfully carried out. About 
Bio same time ho was appointed to** do duty tempo- 
i-arily with the 3”* Punjab Tnfnnti'y at Kohat, and 
he continued attached to that corps until Sopt©mbc*r, 
AA'hcit he was sent down to join the force before 
Delhi. On arrival th^e at the end of the month, 
Delhi having already fallen, he was appointed to do 
duty with , Bie 2"^' Eui’opean Bengal Fusiliers, with 
which corps he took part, in the following month, in 
the operaiic^iiB undertaken for ihe purj:o6o of clearing 
the Dcllii, Gurgnon and Jhajjar distrirts of the reffbl 
bands inf(?sting them, and was present at the captimi 
of Jli.ajjar, On the November lie was appointed 

to Bio command (^f the dopcHs left at Delhi by the 
2**'* jind 4**' Punjab Infantry, and having ,Avith these 
subsequently joined the Army under the command of 
Sir Colin Campbell, he was, at the end /)f January 1858, 
ay poiiifed to do duty with the latter i^egiment. With 
til is roiq^s lu? was }>rcsent at the action of Shaiiishabad 
and at the siego and captiin? of I>uckn(JW' (slightly 
Tt^'’?ndcd at iho storming of the Begum Koti on tin* 
IT’* March). On the 20**' March lii* was appoinleil 
acting Adjutant of the regimf?nt, and in that c?aj;acity, 
on tije 15'*» of the succeeding month, he took part 
AvitJi it in the attack on the fort of . Ruiya ; in 
consoipiencc cF (?aBiialties amongst the officers of tlm 
regiment on this occqsion, lie Avas appoinietl, 15^* April, 
acting Pecond-in-Comumnd and Adjutant, and in this 
I'ositiim In? A\a.s | rc'sent Avith the corps at the action C)f 
Aliganj and at tlio batlle and capture of Bareilly 
(M(?tlal and clasp). A fter the (’upturo of Bareilly la? 
marched Avith the rc'giment for ihe Ihiiijab, and a feAv 
days after reaching RuAval Pindi, in July, he wa.s 
CT'rointcd to do duty with the G‘‘* Punjab Itifantry at 
Kobnt. Til the folloAving Ocloh(?r he was appointed 
OfFg. Adjutant of this coips, AA'ith Avliich, in January 
1859, he proceeded to Dera Ismail Khan, and thei<? 
in the succeeding May and Jnno ho officiated as 
»^ccond-in- Command of the regiment, in adtliiion to his 
other duties. In Novi'niber* 1859 he was appointeii 
Adjutant of Bi(? Fatrlu’arh Levy (subseijiKmtly desig- 
nated the 38**', and, latej*, the 3P*' N.I.), with wliicb 
cfirps be served .at Fatchgurli, at Alainpuri (in com- 
mand of a. detMcbmont), and at Jliunsi, for two years 
and a half, in Bie course of Avliieh lie twice (May to 
October 1860 and May to O(?tober 1861) officiated as 
Seeond-in-Cominnnd. At the end of May 1862 he was 
permitted to resign the Adjutancy of the 34^*' N.I., 
and Avas directed to do duty Avith the 41^^ N.l., and 
having joined that regiment at GAA'alior, ho continued 
F(?iTing Aviih it (| art of the time in command of a 
detachment at Sipri) until the following Deceinbor., 
Avheii ho Avas sent to do general duty at Agra. At. 
the end of July 1863 he was appointed a Doing-Duty 
Officer in the 33”* N.T., at Ganhati, but having been on 
leave at tlie time, he did not join this regiment until 
its arrival at Lucknow in Decern bc*r, and he then 
served with it for only a month, having in January 
1864 been appointed Quarier-Mnstcr of the 4*** N.T. at 
Delhi. In December 1864 he was appointed an OfTg. 
Wing Officer in the i't*giment, an appointment which he 
held W about six weeks, and alout the same time he 
accompanied the corps to Jhansi. In September 1866 
he was admitted into the Bengal Staff Corp.s, and hav- 
ing been advanced to the i*ank of Captain he, in 
consequence, vacated his appointment of Quarter- 
Master in January 1867 ; he, howevei% continued 
attached to the 4*** N.I.,. with which in the following 
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December be proceeded to Allaliabad, and be remained 
with it there until the end of Decembv 1810; from which 
date until July 1872 he did duly with the N.I. 
at the same etation. In July 1872 he was relented to 
general duty at Agra, and he continued in that 

S irition until Octo&r 1877, when he was sent to 
yscre for employment on famine-relief duty. He 
returned to Agra in the summer of 1878, and in 
September of &at year he was sent to do general 
duty at Bawal Pindi, where he remained for two 
years. From September 1880 tg May 1881 he was 
employed in the command of the depfit of the 21*^ N.I* 
at Talagaon. Ho was then removed, for Mneral 
duty, to Mian Mir, and on the 31** August foflowinff 
he retired from the service, with the honorary rank ot 
C olonel. He continued residing in India until his 
death, which occurred at Murree on the 3^ September 
1886. 

Stewart, Allster, Captain (c. 1806 — 1846).— 
Inscription at Snhathuy No. 421. — ^Entered the Benml 
Army in 1823. Arrived in India on the 7**^ June 1824, 
and on the 26^^ of tho same month was ordered up to 
Dinapore to do duty with the 2“*' European Regiment. 
In the following August ho was regularly posted to 
that corps, dhd towards the close of 1825 he accompa- 
nied it to Cheduba Island, in Arakan. Returning 
thence in the adtumn of 1826, he moved with the 
regiment towards Agra, and while still on the way, 
in December, he was appointed acting Adjutant of the 
corps, a post which lie continued holding until the 
regiment reached its destination in February 1827. 
While ho was serving at Agra, at the end of October 
1829, the 1*^ and 2"^ European Regiments were amal- 

f irnated and formed into a single corps, — the Bengal 
uropean Regiment, — and in the spring of 1832 he 
accompanied this regiment to Dinapore, at which station 
ho continued serving witli it until January 1835, when 
he went home on furlough. He returned to India in 
December 1837, and having, before the end of tho 
month, been despatched to the Upper Provinces, by 
water, in charge of a body of recruits, ho rejoined his 
regiment at 4gra in May 1838. In tho following 
October, the regiment having been detailed for s^ice 
in the field, he marched with it to Kamal, and proceed- 
ing thence to Ferozepore and joining the Army of the 
Indus, ho accompanied the corps on tho march to 
Afghanistan by the route of Sindh and Baluchistan ; 
but his heahj]^ having failed, ho was obliged to return 
to the British provinces in tho spring of 1839. In 
the following November he was appointed to do duty 
with the depdt of his regiment at Agm, and having in 
the succeeding month been placed in charge of it, he, 
in November 1840, proceeded in command of it to 
Cawnpore. Here he continued until the spring of 1841, 
when, on the regiment (now styled the !■♦ European 
Light Infantry) returning fi-om Afghanistan, he pro- 
ceeded with the depot to Karnal, and there rejoined 
I'ogimental head-quarters. In the autumn of 1842 he 
marched with the regiment to Ferozepore, where he 
served with it in the Army of Reserve, on the 
breaking up of which he accompanied the corps 
to Subathu, aniving there at the end of March 1843. 
In November 1843 he moved with the regiment to 
Ludhiana, but he returned with it to Subathu at tho 
end of April 1844, and he continued serving with it 
there until the autumn of the succeeding year. In 
September 1845 he proceeded on sick leave to Simla, 
and in the following November, being in a very bad 
state of healthy ho was granted leave to proceed to the 
Presidency, preparatory to applying for furlough to 
Europe. The furlough having been granted, he 
embarked for Europe at the end of February 1M6 ; 
but he did not live to reach his destination, having died 
at sea, on board the ship Queen^ on the 31”^ of the 
followring month. 

Noti I.^TLis officer's Chriftisa name ie mii-spelt in the in- 
scription at Subathu. 


Noti II.-i.Captain Stewart minied, at Allahabad on the 17th 
Hay 1838, Harriette, the seoond daughter of Lieutenant Qeofge 
Hamilton, formerly of H. H.'a I6th Lanoert, afterwarde Banaek 
Master at Gibraltar, and, later, at the Mauritius. Thia lady 
(who waa bora in Staifordahire in 1821, and was liater to Hra. 
Stuart-Mentetb, afterwarda Mn. A.B. Chalmers) married, eeoondly, 
at Simla on the 88rd August 1848, Lieutenant (afterwards Major- 
Qeneral) John Douglas &mpbeU, Bengal Engineers. 

Stewart, Houetoun, Lieutenant (1825-1840).-* 
Orave and tablet at Jullundur^ Noe. 536 and 549.— The 
third son of Admiral Sir Houstoun Stewvt, O. C. B., 
Royal Navy, and grandson of Sir Michael Shaw 
Stewart, BarU (V), of Greenock and Blaokhall, Co. 
Ben:^w. Bom in January 1825.— Entered H,M«’a 
Service on the 6^b May 1842 as an Ensign in the 68tb 
F^t, which he joined in Canada. He returned home 
with the regiment iu Jnne 1844, and thereafter served 
with it in various parts of England for nearly two years, 
in the course of which, on the IG^b Decetumr 1845, he 
Was promoted Jp the rank of Lieutenant. On the 
3d April 184 d he was transferred to the 32”d Foot, 
and joining that regiment at Formoy, he in tho follow- 
ing month embarked with it for Bengal. Landing iif. 
Calcutta in Septeml>or, he soon afterwards accompanioJ 
the corps to the Upper Provinces, and with it arriveil at. 
Meerut in February 1847. Earlv in 1848 he marched 
with the regiment to AmLala, whence in May ho pro- 
ceeded with it to Ferozepore. He was on sick leave 
Simla when, in August 1848, tho regiment was ordered 
on service, but though he was at the time in very bad 
health, he immediately threw up his leave and rejoineil, 
and accom|)anyiug his regiment in tlie movement on 
Multin, ho thereafter served with it throughout both 
the sjeges of that place, including the attack on tlio 
enemy’s position under the walls on the 12^^ September, 
the action of Snrajkhund, the storm and oapiiiro of 
the city, and the surrender of the citadel (Medal and 
clasp). When, towards the end of January 1849, 
he regiment marched to join the main Army under the 
command of Lord Gough, ho was left at Multan hi 
charge of the sick and wounded, but ho subsequently 
(after tbe termination of the war) rejoined the regi- 
ment at Ju 11 undur, and he died at that place, of fever, 
on the Septem^r 1849. 

Non. — In an obituary notice of this officer which appeared in 
the Vnit§d Service Mweaeine for 1840 ( Vol.III, p. 038) it ia stated 
that ** at the talcing of Moultan, he killed, in Biugfe combat, a Sikh 
with hit own hand, and captured a pair rf coloun,'* hut theiu 
Ie no mention of this eiploit in tt.e Hietorical Record of the regi- 
ment, or anywhere else. 

Stewart, John Henry Fraser, Captain (182L— 
1855). — Orave at Subathu, No, 42T. — Entered H. M.*ii 
Service on the 15 \b January 1841 as an Ensign in the 
24^i> Foot, the depot of which corps he joined at 
Kilkenny. He subsequently accompanied the dep6t to 
Dublin, and thence to Plymouth, and on tho arrival of 
the regiment from Canada in July 1841, he joined it nt 
Devonport. He afterwards served with the regiment at 
Glasgow and in Dublin, and on the 2^ Februarv 1844 
he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant in the 
Foot (the Royal Fusiliers). This corps being then at 
Gibraltar, he joined the depot at Brecon, and on tlie 
May following he exchanged into the 52”** Fool. 
After serving for some time with the depOt at Cork, h^, 
later in the same year, joined tho 52<i at Quebec, and 
he thereafter served with it in various parts of Canada 
until July 1847, when he returned home with it, 
landing at Portsmouth in tho succeeding month. Iu 
March 1848 he moved with the regiment to Preston, 
and thereafter (having been promote to the rank of 
Captain on the 16^i> June 1848) he served with it in 
various places in the north of England for nearly three 
years. In January 1851 he accompanied the regiment 
to Ireland, and he afterwards served with it at liimerick, 
Dublin and Cork until Jnne 1853, when he embarked 
with it for Bengal. Arriving at Calcutta in the follow- 
ing October, he subsequently accompanied the regiment 
to the Upper Provinces, reacb.ug Ambala early in 
Februatr 1854, and when, in the foUowing Aurasi, the 
zegiment was moved up to Subathu, he was left at the 
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former place in command of a detaclimcnt of two 
companies. He rejoined head-qiiarters on the return 
of the regiment io Ambala in December, and after 
taking part in the proceedings of the Camp of Exercise 
at that place ( “ the Ambala Ghobham *’ ), he, in 
March 1 855, moved with the regiment to Meerut. In 
the following summer he was sent up to Subathu to 
take command of a detachment of the regiment there, 
and at that place he died, of liver complaint, on the 
20^^ August 1855. 

Stewarti Peter, Sergeant (1820 — 1857). — Tablet 
at Delhi, No. 165. — ^Born in the parish of Barony, 
Glasgow, Co. Lanark, in 1820. — A tailor by trade, he 
enlisted into the East India Company’s service on the 4^^ 
February 1840, in Westminster, and arrived in India 
on the 10^^ September following. Having been allotted 
to the Horse Artillery, he was posted to the 3^ Troop 
2Dd Brigade, which he joined at Ludhiana in the follow- 
ing year. Early in 1842 he accompanftd the troop on 
service, and was present with it throughout the 
campaign of that year under General Pollock, includ- 
ing the forcing of the Khaibar Pass, the advance to 
J alalabad, the action of Tozin, and the re-occupation of 
Kabul (Modal). On returning from Afghanistan he 
proceeded with tlio ti^oop to Meerut, whence ho again 
accompanied it on service towards the end of 1843, and 
was present at the battle of Maharajpur (bronze star), 
lleturning with the troop to Meerut he served with it 
there until Decjernlw 1845, when, on tho outbreak 
of the first Sikh War, ho accompanied it to tho front 
and took part in tho latter part of tho Sutlej Campaign, 
including the action of Badhowal and the battles of 
Aliwal and Sobiaon (Medal and clasp). Ho aftoi^ards 
st-rved with the troop at Ambala until the autumn of 
1848, when it was called into the field on tho outbreak 
of the second Sikh War, and ho thereafter served with 
it, in the rank of Sergeant, throughout the Punjab 
Campaign of 1848-49, including the passage of the 
Cher.ab, tho action of Sadulapur, and tho battles of 
(Jhilianwala and Gujerat (Medal and two clasps). He 
afterwards served with the troop at Ferozepore, 
Jullundur and Ambala until the end of January 1852, 
when he was transferred to the Ordnance Commissariat 
Department and apjjointcd Saddler-Sergeant in the 
Cawiipore ^Magazine. In April 1857 ho was sent to do 
duty in tho Delhi M.^gfizino, and he had only recently 
airived there when tlio mutiny burst out and tho 
Magazine was attacked, — 11'** ^^27 ^^^7- On that 
inemorablo occasion he was one of Th0 Devoted Nine 
who, with hei-oic determination, defended the Magazine 
against an overwhelming host of rebels and mutineers, 
and afterwards, when defence was no longer possible, 
blew it up rather than permit it to fall intact into thm 
hands of th«J enemy, and ho was one of th<5 five who 
perished in the explosion or in tho conflict which preced- 
ed it. On the 2*^^' October 1857, the fact of bis death 
not liaving then Ixjen fully established, he was, in 
i*ecognition of his gallant conduct, jmomoted to tho 
I’ank of Sub-Conductor, but this was aferwards cancelled 
on its bex^oming known that he had not survived the 
explosion of the Magazine. 

Stowartf William, Lieutenant (1825 — 1850),-— 
Grave at Kangra, No. 617. — Born in Juno 1825.— 
Entered the Bengal Army in 1841. Anived in India on 
the 1*^ June 1842, and on the 9^** of the same month was 
oi'dt rcd up to bcuarc’s to do duty with the 45*^* N. I,, 
but having on tho 20*^*' Imni regularly posted to tho 20^ 
K. I,, he ^ ent on and joined that regiment at Naoirabad. 
In the spring of 1844 he marched with the regiment to 
Cawnpore, whence he accoinpinietj it to Barrackpore in 
the autumn of the succeeding year. In the cold season 
of 1847-48 he moved up to Allahabad with the i-egi- 
inont, and in the following autumn he proceeded with 
it to Ferozepore. Thereafter he served with the corps 
throughout the Punjab campaign of 1848-49, and 
was present with it at the passage of iho Chenab and 
at iho battles of Chiiianwala and Gu jeiat (Medal and two 


clasps). On the termination of the war he was station- 
ed witii the regiment at Jhelnm, and towards the end of 
April 1849 he was appointed acting Adjutant to a wing 
of the c^B datached to Ppsnawar ; this appoii\tmeni he 
held until the wing rejoin^ regimental he^-quarters at 
the end of the following month. During the cold season 
of 1849-60 he proceeded with the regiment to Nurpur, 
whence in January 1850 he accompaniedthe right wing 
to Kangra. At that place, on the 9^^ March following, 
he was accidentally killed by the bursting of a gun. 

Stirling, Robert Cange, Lieutenant-Colonel 
(1772 — 1825). — Grave at Karnal, No. 173. — Prior to 
entering the service of tho East India Company, this 
offiQer served for some years in the Yeomanry of the 
County of Londonderry, in a corps styled the Bovagh 
Cavalry, in whiffli he was appointed a Lieutenant on 
the 31 * Octol)or 1796. Having obtained a Cavalry 
Cadetship in the Bengal Army in 1798, ho resigned his 
commission in the Bovagh Cavalry and came out to 
India, landing at Port William in December 1799. There 
being no vacancy in the cavalry at the time, he was 
directed, a few days after his arrival, to do duty with tho 
1»*- Battalion 3*^ N. I., but on an augmentation of the 
cavalry taking place in the following year, he was 
appointed a Cornet ^vith rank from the 29‘*^ May 1800, 
and on the 5**^ July following he was posted to the 2<* 
Native Cavalry, which he joined at Fateligarh. On a 
re-adjustment of rank taking place in May 1801, he was 
advanced to the rank of Lieutenant from the 5**> Octo- 
ber 1800, and was re-posted to tho 2^ N. C. In 
November 1802 he accompanied tho regiment to tho 
Cavalry Camp of Exercise at Kananj, and he remained 
with it there nntil near the .end of January 1803, when 
ho proceoikMl with it on service for the reduction of 
various b^ ld by refractory chiefs arid zatnindars 
in the J umna Doab. In tho course of this service ho 
took part in the reduction of the forts of Sasni, Bijai- 
garh and Kachan i-a, and on the conclusion of the 
operations, in March 1803, he marched with the regi- 
ment to Khasganj. On the outbreak of the Mahratta 
War in tho autumn of 1803, ho pn^ceoded with his 
regiment and joined tho Army luidrr Lord Lake; 
thereafter he served with it throiigliout the cam- 
paigns of 1803-04-05, and was present at the action of 
Koel, the capture of Aligarh, the battle of Patparganj, 
or Delhi, the siege and capture of Agru., tho battle of 
Laswari, the relief of Delhi, the battle of Dig, tho 
siege and capture of Dig, and the abort^e siege of 
Bharatf)ur, besides various .minor atlairs. In April 
1805, on the formation of tho 7*** Native Cavalry, he 
was transferred to that corps, with fffert from tho 
11**» March preceding, and having joined it at Ghazipur, 
ho was appointed Adjutant of the corps ‘>n tho May. 
In July 1807 he resigned the Adjutancy, and in the fol- 
lowing October, on the regiment leaving the station in 
course of relief, he proceeded on ]ea.ve and was absent 
for nearly six months. He rejoined th<i corps at Partab- 
garh, in Oudh, in April 1808, and served with it there 
until the following autumn, when he marched with it 
sn route to Muttra, at which station he airived early in 
January 1809. Within a fortnight, however, he was 
ordered, with the regiment, to Delhi, and thence, later 
on, to Gurgaon, from which station, after taking part 
in some operations against insurgents in Hariana, in 
the summer of the same year, he went on leave to 
Buxar in April 1810. He rojoinod the regiment at 
Ludhiana in tho summer of 1811, and towards the 
close of 1812 marched with it to Meerut. In Decem- 
ber 1813 he went home on furlough, and was absent 
from India for two years and a half. Betuming in 
June 1816, he rejoined tho regiment at Muttra, whence 
in the spring of 1817 he accompanied it on service and 
was present with it at the siege and capture of Hathras. 
On the termination of the siege he returned with the 
regiment to Muttra, and served with it there nntil the 
autumn, when he proceeded with it to join the Grand 
Army. With the Centre Division of that Army, and 
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afterwards with the Diyision nnder the command of 
Sir Dyson Marshall^ ho served throughont^the Mi^ratta* 
Pindari campaign of 1817-^8, and was present at the 
rednction of Dhamoni and at«the siege and oaptnre of 
Man^1a» besides taking part in numerous small affairs 
with bodies of the enemy, and going through much 
harassing and fatiguing service. He subsequently 
served with the regiment at Hoshangabad and Nagpur, 
and in 1819 proceeded with it to Kaita, in Bundel- 
khand, whence towards the close of 1820 ho accompa* 
nied it to Kamal. In the autumn* of 1822 he marched 
with the i*egimenf to Neemuch, and he was serving with 
it there when, in May 1824| his connection with it was 
severed by his promotion to the rank of Lieuteimnt- 
Colonel. On attaining that ranjp he was posted, J ine 
1824, to the 4**» Light Cavalry, and joining that regi- 
ment. at Karnal, he continued in command of it until 
his death. He died at Kamal on the 29tb April 18254 

Note. — Colonel (then Lioutonantl Stirling mArriod, at Bnxar 
on^he 18th Fobruary 1K07, Elizabeth Mary, daughter of 
Major^Ooneral Sir William Toune, K.C.U. — Mrs. Stirling died 
at Huxar on the 29th March 1811. 

Stokes, Samuel William, Firnt^TAeufenani 
(1825 — 1854). — Gratae at Asm, Nn, 89*5 ; tahfei at 
Kohat, Fo, l042. — Bom on the 30*^ August 1825. — 
Entered the Ben^l Army in 1841 as a Cadet of 
Artillery. Arrived in India in July 1842 and, after 
doing duty at Duiii-Uum for live months, was, iti tho 
following Docemlicr, posted to the 3‘' Company 1*^ 
Battalion, Foot Artillery, at that station. In August 
1843 he was transferred to tho I"* Company 3'* Bat- 
talion, and that company being then at Agra, ho was 
4lii*ected to defer joining it until it should have an-ived 
at Dum-Dum, and in the meantime, in December 1843, 
he was onlcre'd to do duty with 1he3‘* Company 3^ 
Baitalion at Du?n-Duin, and to assUmo charge of 
No. 3 Klephant Battery, attached to it. He joined the 
1*^ Company 3^ Baitalion on its arrival at Dum-Dum 
in April 1844, and the Klephant Battery liaving been 
transferred to that company, he continued in charge of 
it until February 1845, w'hcn he was directed do 
duty with the 2** ("ompany 3<i Battalion, then at 
Dum-Dum, and to accompany it to Benares, acting as 
Adjutant to a considerable detach nu?nt of Artillery 
Iben moving to that place, and with this detachment 
be ttiTivcd there at the end of tho succeeding mouth. 
On attaining the i*ank of First-liieu tenant he was re- 
posted, Juno 4845, totlie Company 3'* Bathiliou, and 
on a reorganisation of tho Artillery taking place in the 
following month, he was posted to the 2'* Troop 2‘^ 
Brigatle, Horse Artillery Miow tho 52'^ Flehl Battery, 
Itoyal Artillery) ; having, however, been directed, early 
in August to officiate as Adjutant to the detachment of 
Artillery at Benares until the 15^** of that month, 
anil then to take charge of the 3‘* Company 3'^ 
Battalion, at the place, until he could lie rtilieved, 
ho w-as unablo to join the troop, at Meerut, until Sep- 
tember 1845. In tho following winter, on the troop 
l)eiug ordered to join the Army . of the Sutlej, he 
aecompaniod it into the field, and was present with it 
at the battle of Subraon (Medal). He subsequently 
returned with tho troop to Meerut, at which station, 
from April to September 1848, he officiated as Adjutant 
and Quarter-Master to the 3^^ Brigade of Horse 
Artillery. In October 1848 ho accompanied the troop 
to Ferozeporo, and therciafter he served with it through- 
out the Punjab Campa’gn of 1848-49, including tho 
passage of the Chouab, tho battles of Chilianwala and 
G u jerat and tho pursuit of the Sikhs and Afghans to 
Kawal Pindi and thence to Peshawar (Medal and two 
clasps). On the termination of the war the troop was 
retained at Peshawar, and there ho officiated for somo 
time, in March and April 1849, as Adjutant to a detach- 
meat of two troops of Horse Artillei’y. He continued 
nerving at Peshawar with tho troop until January 1851, 
when he was appointed to officiate as Depy. Com- 
missary of Ordnance at that place ; this appoinfrnent ho 
held unto the end of March, when he vacated it on 


proceeding to Kashmir on leave. He was shortly after- 
wards nominated to raise and command a com^ny of 
golanddz for servioe in the Derajat, and having formed 
this company,— which afterwards became No, 4 
(Garrison) Company of Artillery of the Punjab Ir- 
regular Force — he commanded it for some time at 
Bannu, and afterwards at Dera Ismail Khun. At the 
end of November 1851 he was appointed to tho charge 
of the Ordnaiioo Commissariat of the Punjab Irregular 
Force, in addition to tho command of his company of 
golanddz. In January 1852 he was transferred from 
the Horse Artillery to the 5^** Company 8**^ Battalion, 
Foot Artillery, and in the following September he was 
removed from this company to the I*^ of the 8^** 
Battalion ; these transfers were, however, merely nomi- 
nal, and he continued serving with No. 4 (Garrison) 
Company, a detachment of which he commanded in 
the expedition aminst tho Shiranis in the spring of 
1853. lnJnTien853 he was appointed Commandant 
of No. 2 Light Field Batteiy, Punjab Irregular Force 
(now the 2i8t Mountain Battery), and having joined 
it at Bannu, he moved with it to Asni towards the close 
of tho same year. Early in 1854 he was appointed, in 
addition, in the Civil Engineer’s Dept., to the post of 
Executive Officer of the Lower Derajat. He died at 
Asni on the 21"^ May 1854

Stoliczka, Ferdinand, (Ph. V. (1838—1874).— 
Grave at Leh, No 1139. — Born in Moravia on tho 7^^* June 
1838.-t*Having ac<piiml some reputation as a naturalist 
and geologist in tho Tiiiporial (roologir’al Survey of 
Austria, he, in 18G2, entered the service of the Gov- 
orninerit of India in the Department of tho Geological 
Survey. Ho aflerward.s held the appointment of 
i’alieontologist to tho Survey of India, and wrote on 
the Cretaceous Fauna of Southern India. In 1873 ho 
accoinpaniod Sir Douglas Forsyth’s Mission to 
Kashgar, and on tho lO*'* Juno 1874, during tho return 
march from that place, he died, of exposure, at BiUak-i- 
Murghai, twelve marches from Lch.

Stones, Alfred, hienUnanl (1828 -1851). — Gravn 
at Lahore Cantonment, Nn, 050. — Born in Jjoudun in 
1828.— ^Entered tho Bengal Army in 1845. Arrived in 
India in June of tho same year, and towards the closo 
of tlie month %vas sent up to Allahabad to do duty with 
tho 35‘»» N.T. In tho following Octolwr he was posted to 
the 57^^ N. I., and having joined that corps at Saugor, 
he served with it there until tho spring of 1846, when 
he moved with it to Dinapoi-o. In the spring of 1850 
ho accompanied the rogimoiit to Mian Mir, and t.hoi*o he 
continued serving with it until bis death. lie died at 
Mian Mir on the 26^'* August 1851.

Storrs, John, Ensign (1807 — 1851).— r7raw<?a^LM- 
dhiana^ No. 587.— Born in Yorkshire in 1807. — A 
butcher by trmle, he onlisted at Barnsley on the 2l»* 
February 1826 for the East India Company’s Infantry, 
and having been despatched to Bengal, ho landed at Fort 
William on the 29*'*' October following. Hero ho waa 
allotted to the 2"** Eiii*opoan Itcgimcnt, and having 
joined that eoq)s on its return fi-orn Oheduba, iu 
Arakan, at tho end of the year, he proceeded with it io 
Agiu, arriving there? in February 1827. In October 
1829 the 2“** Eiiropoan Begiment was alwurbcd into tho 
1*1 and with the united corps (which was designated 
“ The Europe ill merit ”) ho moved to Diiiapore in 
the spring of 1832, and l)ack to Agra at tho closo of 
1835 In tho autumn of 1838 ho naarched with th& 
EiLopean Regt. to Kamal, and afterwards to

Feroxepore, wlienoe in December he aocompmnied it on 
seryioe to Afghanistan with the Army of the Indnt. 
Thereafter he served with it thronghoat the campaigns 
of 1838-39-4f0 in that country, and was present with it 
at the storm and capture ci Ghazni, in which he re- 
ceived three wounds (MedaD, at the occupation of Kabul, 
in the attack on Piishit, and in the oper&tionB in the 
Waziri Valley, including the reduction of the Kajja 
forts. Ho returned from Afghanistan with the regi- 
ment in the spring of 1841, and was stationed with the 
corps at Karnal, where he served with it for more than 
a year. Having attained the rank of Serfl^nt in his 
regiment, he was on the 27*^ April 1842 appointed 
Quarter-Master-Sergeant of the 48^^ N. I., and having 

{ ‘oined that corps at Aligarh, he marched with it to 
judhiana in the autumn of the succeeding year. On 
the 1*^ November 1845 he was advanced to the position 
of Sergeant-Major of the 48^^ N. I., and accompanying 
'the corps into the field on the outbreak m the first Sikh 
War, he served with it throughout the Sutlej Campaign 
of 1845-46, including the battles of Mudki, Firozshahr 
and Aliwal (Medal and two clasps). Immediately after 
the termination of the campaign he was placM, 23<^ 
February 1846, under the orders of Major Mackeson, 
Superintendent of the Cis-Sutlej Sikh States, and on 
the 10^^ of the following month, in recognition of the 
conspicuous bmvery he had displayed in the battles ot 
Hudki and Firozshahr, he was promoted to the warrant 
rank of Conductor. Later on, after reference had been 
made to the Court of Directors, he was further 
advanced, 3^ July 1846, to the rank of Ensign, 
unattached, on the Veteran EstabKshment, hiij^„com- 
mission being dated the lO**' February preceding, --'the 
day of the final victory at Sobraon, though he himself 
was not present in that action. In October 1847 he 
was placed at the disposal of the Superintending Engi- 
neer, North-Western Provinces, to superintend the 
construction of a line of road from Ludhiana to Feroze- 
pore, and he continued in that situation until January 
1850, when ho was relieved of the duty. He subse- 
quently remained unemployed until July 1851, when 
iSJ^'he was appointed to do duty with the Sylhet Light 
Infantry l>attalion, but before he could proceed to join 
that corps, he died at Ludhiana on the 10^^ September 
1851. 

Nots. - In the inscription on his tomb this officer’s age is 
mis-stated, and ho is erroneously styled** Adjutant’’ of the Sylhet 
Light Infantry ; no such appoiutment was ever conferred upon 
him. 

Stott, Thomas, Surgeon (1807—1850 ). — Grave 
at Delhi, No. 84. — Bom in September 1807. — Entered 
the Bengal Army, in the Medical Department, in 1830. 
Arrived in India in May 1831, and was appointed to do 
duty iu the Presidency General Hospital. In the fol- 
lowing September he was ordered up to Cawnporo, and 
in January 1832 he was sent from that place to Sitapur 
to do duty with the 20^*^ N. I. In March 1833 he was 
directed to do duty with the 40t*» N.I., and he joined that 
regiment Jit Aligarh. In April 1834 he was ordered to 
proce^ to Agra, and there, in the succeeding ftionth, 
he was appointed to do duty with H. M’s 13*^ Foot. 
In the following August he was appointed to the 
medical charge of a wing of the 46^*‘,N. I., detached 
from lifuttra to Aligarh, with which he remained until 
September, when he was posted to the 68th N. I., and 
directed to proceed and assume medical charge with all 
possible despatoh. He joined that regiment accordingly 
at Mainpuri, and marching with it shortly aftcrwarmi 
en route to Bajputana on service, he took part with it 
in the demonstration against Jodhpur. He subse- 
quently proceeded with the regiment to Mhow, arriving 
^ere in December 1834, and he served with it there 
until October 1835, when he was transferred to the 
20th N. I., at Delhi. In November 1836 he aooom- 
panied that regiment to Ludhiana, at ^ which station, 
in October 1838, he received the additional medical 
charge of the 17^^ N. I., and of the 4th Troop Brigade, 
Hono Artillery. His zegiment having been ord^rad 


to join the Afw of the Indus, he accompanied it to 
Ferozepore in November 1S38, but it was eventually 
not required proceed with the Army to Afghanistan, 
and he xetumed with it to Ludhiana in January 1839* 
At that station in the course of that and the succeeding 
year he received at different times the additional medicid 
charge of the Artillery, of the jail, and of the 59^h y ^ 
Early in 1841 he aooompanied tiie 20 ^h j, ^o Nasixa- 
ba^ at which station in September 1841 he was ap- 
pointed temporarily tp the additional medical charge of 
the 55 ^h s. 1., and in November 1843 tp that of a de- 
tachment of the Merwara Battalion. In Deoember 
1843 he proceeded on leave to Bombay, whence in March 
1844* he went home on furlough, imtuming to India 
in September 1846 he rejoined the 20^^ N. 1. at Bar- 
raokwre, but bemre the end of the month he was trans- 
ferred to the 13^^ N. I., and proceeding to the Up})er 
Provinces he joined that regiment at Cawnpore. In 
November 1846 he was sent up to Meerut in medical 
charge of a detachment of H. M.*s 61** Foot, but he 
returned shortly afteorwards to Cawnpore, where, in 
December, he was appointed to the medical charge of 
the right wing of the 53<* N. I. In March 1847 he 
was transfers to the 53^ N. I., the head-quarters 
of which he joiaed soon afterward at Etawah. On 

B iomotion to the rank of Surgeon he was re-posted, 
eoember 1847, to the 53<* N. I., with* which he soon 
afterwards marched to Jullundur. In September 1848 
he proceeded with the regiment to Lahoi^, wheie he 
served with it, doing garrison duty, until near the end 
, of January ISiO. He then accompanied the corps into 
the field, and served with it, daring the latUr part of 
the Punjab Campaign, in a force which had de- 

tailed to guard the fords of the Chenab near Hamnsgar, 
to the medical charge of the Brigade Stifff at which 
place he was appointed in February (Medal). On the 
termination of the campaign he moved with ii> regi- 
ment to Wazirabad, at which station in the following 
November he was appointed to the additional medical 
charge of a detachment of the 7*i> Irregular Cavalry. 
Iu the winter of 1849-50 he accompanied the corps to 
Delhi, at which place he died on the very day of its 
arrival there, — the 19*^ January 1850. 

Stratton, Andrew, Surgeon (e. 1789 — 1823). — 
Grave at Karnal ; see No, 196. — Entered the Bengal 
Army, in the Medical Dept., in 1812. Arrived 
in India in November 1813, and before the end of the 
month was ordered up to Chui^r, to do dtfty there, but 
be was afterwards permitted to remain at the P: ^sidency 
until the succeeding January. In February 1814 he was 
appointed to do duty with the 1®* Battalio'.’ S*-** N, T., 
and having joined that corps at Benares, he was regu- 
larly post^ to it on the 16**» August following, [n 
October 1814 he accompanied the battalion into the 
field, and served with it, in the Divisiou under the 
command of Major-General Marley, throughout the 
first campaign of the Gurkha War, 1814-15. In 
August 1815 he was transferred to the 1** Battalion 
16^^ N. I , and having joined it at Cawnpore. he accom- 
panied it to Dacca in 1816, to Chittagong in 1817, to 
Dinaporo in 1819, to the Narbada Field Force in 1820, 
and finally to Nagpur in the autumn of 1821. In 
February 1822 he was transferred to the Artillery 
Division at Nagpur, and he continued serving with it 
until February 1824, when he proceeded on leave to 
Calcutta. On the expiration of his leave, iu J^7« he 
was ordered to do duty with the Artillury at Dum- 
Dum, but on the 26*^ of the same month he was posted to 
the 2*<> European Regiment, which he joined forthwith 
at Dinapore. Towards the end of 1825 ho aocompanied 
this regiment to Arakan, and was stationed with it on 
the isumd of Choduba. On promotion to the rank 
of Snrgeon he was re-posted, May 1826, to the 2<* Euro- 

E aan mgiment, with which, towards the end of the year, 
e returned to Bengal and proceeded to the rjpper Pro- 
vinoes, en route to Agra. In October 1826 he was 
tHMisfemd tQ the 2<* Light Cavsbyy but ho wimi dixeeted

European Regiment until the ai'rival cff that corps at

Strong, Dawsonne Molancthon, 0. JJ., ilLiJor- 
Oen^ral (18il — 1903). — 'tablet at Ambala^ jVo. 273.— 
The eldest son of the Revd. Clement Dawsonne Stig)ng, 
M. A., Rector of All Saints, Brjstol, who was a cadet 
of the Strongs of Nether Stronge, Co. Somerset. Born 
at Notherton, Brampton Al)l)ors, near Ross, Co. Ilon)- 
ford, on the October 1841 — Bntoi'ed II. M *8 Indian 
Military Forces, Bengal, in 1859. Arrived in India 
in January 1860, and in the couwe of the same month 
was appointed to do duty with the 2d Battalion of the 
Rifle Brigade ; and having joined that corps on its 
way from Lucknow to Subathu, ho avrivod with it 
at the latter station in the following March. In 
December IfiGO he was dii*ected to do duty with the 
Nasiri Battalion at Jutogh, but in July 1861 he was 
again appointed to do duty with tho 2d Battalion of 
the Rifles, and he continued attached to that corps 
until September 1862, when his services woi^e placed 
at tho disposal of the Government of tho N. W. Pro. 
vinoea for employment in tho Police. In the following 
month ho was appointed Offg. Asst. luspector-GenenU 
of Police in the Jhansi Division, and having \^u 
confirmed in that appointment in November 1862, ho 
continued holding it until the spring of 1^, when 
ho was appointed Offg. District S u fieri ntondont of Police 
at Hamirpur On the pt May 1864 he wiis appoint- 
ed Asst. District Superintendent of Police in the 
Benares Division, but ho held this appointment only 
until the following November, when, his services having 
been replaced at the disposal of tho Commander- in 
Chief, he was directed to do duty with tho iD^h Hassars 
at Meerut ; in January 1865, however, he was directed to 
do duty with the 5*** (Royal Irish) Lancers instead, and 
he joined that corps accordingly at Lucknow. In July 
1865 he was dii«octod to do duty with tho Bengal 
Cavalry at Bareilly, ami in the following October he 
was appointcijl Second Doiug-D»Lty Othcor (afterwards 
styled “ Second Srpiadron Siil)attoVn ”) in the 10*^ Beng- 
al Cixvalry ; and having joined vnat corps at Ambala, 
he in the siiccooding month m ompanied it to Jhansi. 

In tho winter of 186()*67 ho moM-d with tho r»rnment 
to Sangor, and there from Jr no to October 1SG7, ho 
officiated as Third Squadron Oilic(u- of the corps. In 
the latter month ho iiiarche<l with tho regiment to 
Allahabad, whence he j)rocoeded with it by rail to 
Calcutta and, at tho end of the year, emharked with it 
for Abyssinia on service?, thereafter serving with tho 
corps throughout the caiiipaign of 1868 in tliat country 
(Modal), On the withdrawal of tho Britlsli troops from 
Abyssinia ho procoiided with the regiment to Bombay, 
and moved with it, Juno 1868, to Malligaum, whence^ 
in tho following August he went homo on sick leave! 

In March 18o‘J, during his absence in liUro[»c, ho was 
advanced to the po8it:?ri of First Squadron Subaltern. 
Returning to India at tho end of March 1870 and 
rejoining his i-egirnent at Sialkofc, he took up his 
appointment of First Squadron Siibaltoru in April; 
and during the next six years (in the course of which 
he accomj)anieil tho regiment to Now.shora in NovemW 
1S71, and thence to Ambala in February 1876) he 
officiated seven times as Third S<|uadrou Olficor, six 
times as Second S(piadron Officer, and once as Adjutant. 

On tho April 1876 he was appointed Third Squadron 
Olficor permanently, and at the end of the year he 
accompanied the regiment to Delhi, on the occasion of 
the Imperial Assemblage. In the reorganisation of 
regimental appointments that was then parried out, 


he became, Jannaiy 1877, a Squadron Commander in 
thoragiment He afterwarde returned with the rem- 
ment to Ambala, where he continnod serving with it 
until ho went home on farlongh in February 1878. Hiti 
reudment having been detailed for service on the outbi-oak' 
of the Afghan War in November 1878, ho returned to 
India towards the close of tlio succeeding month and 
rejoined the corps at Mardan in January 1879. lu the 
lollowi^ Mareli ho accompanied the regiment on service 
on tho Khaihar lino, where ho served with' it during

On tho renewal of tho war in 
oeptembor ho moved with his regiment to the fixmt and 
(again officiating as Second-in- Command for throe 
weeks in October) was engaged, in Decomlior, in soveral 
afrairs with the Eastern Ghilzais, in tho country beyond 
Jalalabad, in which region he continued serving until

188) (Medal, and promoted to the rank of Major, and 
afterwards to that of Lieutenant- Colonel, by brevet). 
On returning from field servioo in Afghanistan he

appointed Offg. Second in-Command of the corps, 
lowards tho close of tho succieoding August ho moved

to iS. ilkot On tho 20^ December following tho por- 
nninnt api^intmont of Socond-in (Command was confer- 
red upon him, but ho continued officiating as Command- 
ant until nearly the end of March 1881, when, reverting 
jO So ond in-Oorarnand, bo imtorcd on tho duties of hia, 
permanent ap''aintment From tho beginning of October-

Railway , — -on tlio completion of wliicli ho rejoined liia 
regiment, anil afterwanls, in l^farch 1882, wont home- 
on leave. On his return to India at tho end of tho 
following Novornlior hi; rejoined his regiineTit at Sialkot 
wh^moo, in October 1883, ho moved with it to Multan| 
afterwards going on with it to Di'iki (Thal-(fi)otiali) in 
Deoomber In March 188 1 ho was appointed an Asst. 
Quarter Masier-denl on fho estahlishmont and was 
poste.l to tho (jw.alior DiKirict, from which Im was 
removed to tho Allahabad Division in March 1885, 

In Angnst I8Si) ho wi.s appointed Offg. Do]»y. Qr. -Mr.-

In the following >oyembor he was 
granted permission to reside out of India, and in the 
succeeding month a Good-Service Pension was conferred 
upon him. On the April 1895 ho retired from 
the service, and he thereafter resided in Europe until 
his death. Ho died at Haslemere, in Surrey, on the 
ll‘h July 1903.

Stuart-Menteth, William Major and Brevet 
Lieutenant- Colonel (1805-— 1857).- Simla, 
No. 342 —The fourth son of Sir Charles Grenville 
Stuart-Menteth, Bart. (I), of Closchnrn, Co. Dumfries. 
Bom at Closebum on the 31«t July 180.5.— Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1821. Arrived in India on Christmas 
Day, 1822, and on the 1*^ of the succeeding month was 
ordered to Chittagong to do duty with the 2*^ Battalion 
IS*'* N. I. ; a week later, however, this was alteit^d to 
duty with the !»* Battalion 23d N. I , at Barr^kpore, 
and ho joined that corps there accordingly- Early in 
Feliruary 1823 he was ordered up to Dinaporo to do duty 
with a detachment of the Bengal European Regiment 
there, but on the 25*** of the following month, while 
he was still on the ww, he was regularly posted to 
the 2d Battalion 9*^* N. 1., at Lucknow; this corps, 
however, ho never joined, having on the SI"* of the 
same month been directed to proceed onwards to 
Jubbulporo with a detachment to which he was then 
attached, and thonce go on to Qarrawara to do duty 
there with the !•* Battalion 9*** N. I. Having joined 
this corps at the end of April, ho continued serving 
with it until August 1823, when, falling ill, ho was 
compelled to proceed on leave to Cawnpore. Towards 
the end of the succeeding month, while still on leave, 
he was removed to the !•** Battalion 29*'* N. !•> Ju 
Rajpntana, but on the 17"* October ho was tiunsferred 
to the 1®* Battalion 9"*, and ho eventually rejoined that 
corps at Garrawara, moving with it shortly afterwards 
to * ctdl. On the n'orgauisation of the Army taking 
place in May 1824 he was posted to the 8"* N. T. 
(late 1“* Battalion 9"*). In the following Au^iist 
he was transferred, as senior Ensign, to the 52d N. I., 
then serving on the Sylhet Frontier, but haying sub- 
sequently been granted permission to continue doing 
duty with the 8*'* N. I. tin the Nagpur Subsidia^ 
Force) until tho middle of October, ho did not join 
the 52** until quite the end of tho year. Finally, in 
July 1825, on the formation of the !»* Extra N. I , he 
was posted to that corps, this being his tenth transfer 
or posting in tho short period of two years and a half ! 
Having joined his now regiment at Fatehgarh, ho 
continued serving with it there until August 1826, 
when he proceeded on six months’ leave to the Presi- 
dency, on the expiration of which he rejoined the corps 
on the march to Neemuch, where he arrived with it at 
the end of February 1827. In the autumn of 1829 
he accompanied his regiment (which had become^ the 
ggth I. in the preceding year) to Muttra, From 
the spring to tho autumn of 1830 he did duty at the 
Landaur Convalescent Dep6t, and he was again employ- 
ed on the same duty from the spring of 1831 to tho 
autumn of 1832. In January 1833 he moved with 
his regiment to Meerut, whence in September 1834 
he proceeded on leave to Calcutta, and in January 18»lo 
ho went homo on furlough. Returning to India m 
December 1837 and having lieen detained for some 
time at tho Presidency, he was, in February 1838, 
nominated to officiate as Fort Adjutant of Fort Wilha^ 
and he continued acting in that apy ointment until _ tho 
middle of Febmaapy 1840, when ho was appointed to 


the Volunteer Regiment then being formed for service 
in China, one Company of which was farnisbed by tho 
69*'* N. I. Having joined^ at Ballyganj, he sailed 
with the reghnent for Qhina in April 1840, and he 
thereafter served with it there during the operations 
of that year, including the occupation of Chusan 
(Medal). He returned from China in May 1841, 
and on the Volunteer Regiment being broken up at 
the end of that month, ho was ordered to rejoin the 
69*** N. I., at Berhampore ; before ho could proceed, 
however, he was appointed, 9*'* June, to officiate as 
Fort Adjutant and Superintendent of Gentlemen Cadets 
in Fort William, and he continued in that employ- 
ment until tho middle of the succeeding September, 
wh^ ho proceeded on sick leave. Toward.s tho end 
of November 1811 he was apj:ointed Offg. Dopy. 
Paymaster at Benares, and having entered on the 
duties of this post in January 1842, he continued 
officiating in it until November 1843, when he reverted 
to his regiment, and rejoined it at Shahjahanpt^r. 
In the spring of 1844 ho accompanied his regiment 
to Sindh, and having, shortly after his arrival at 
Snkkur, ^en appointed. 6*'* May, to officiate as Brigade- 
Major at that place, he continued acting in that 
appointment until the middle of tho following Septem- 
ber, when he was appointed a Brigade-Major on the per- 
manent establishment. On tho 1®* of the sncceeaing 
month he was posted to Ambala, at which station ho 
continued serving as Brigade-Major until August 1846, 
when ho was tr’ansforred in the same capacity to Delhi. 
This appointment he continued holding until June 
1854, when, having been frequently absent on sick 
leave during the preceding years, he was permitted 
to rSsign it. In the following month ho again went 
on leave to Simla and the Presidency, with the intention 
of going home on furlough, but changing his mind, 
he, on the expiration of his leave in January 1855, 
rejoined his regiment at Hoshiarpur. In May 1855 
ho again went on leave to the Presidency, and thence 
in tho following August ho went home on furlough, 
lleturiiing to India at the end of November 1856, he 
rejoined his regiment at Multan in February 1857, 
but in tho succeeding May he was again obliged to 
proceed to Simla on sick leave, and at that place he 
died on the 11th July following. 

Noth I. — Throuj^hout his sorvico this offiret^s name was incor- 
rectly entered in the Army Lists, --that* is. as if •' Stuart ” were 
one of his Christian names and “ Montnath ” (the f|pier spelling 
of the name, now discarded by the family) alone his surname. 
This erroneous rendering of the name appears also in the inserip- 
tion on his tomb, in which, moreover, the date of his death is 
incovi’cctly stated. 

XoTB II.— Lieutenant-Colonel (then Lientenant) Stuart-Menteth 
married, at Cnlciitta on tho 20th September 1826, Sarah 
Brevita, eldest daughter of Lieutenant George Hamilton, H. M 's 
16th Lancers, aftcrwanls Barrack- Master at Gibraltar, and, later, 
at the Mauritius. This lady (who was born in Staffordshire in 
1812) married, secondly. Captain Alexander Bishop Chalmers 
of the Bengal Infantry (born May 1837), atid was again left a 
widow on the 1st October 1809. She died at Simla on the 20th 
April 1900, aged 88 years.— (In Burke's Peerage and Baronetage 
Mrs. Stuart-Mcutelh’s father is misdescribed as a Colonel.") 

Swetenham, Henry Donithorne, lAeutenant 
(1819 — 1846).— Cl rare at Aliwal, but the stone which 
should have been placed over it has been found lying 
in a garden at Ludhiana, — see No. 591; tablet at 
Ferozepore, No. 443.— The eldest son of Henry Sweton- 
ham, Bsqr., of the Bengal Civil Service,— a cadet of the 
Swetenhams of Soraerford Booths, Co. Chester. Bom 
at Fatehgarh on the 31«* March 1819. Educated at 
Rugby in Dr. Arnold’s time.— Entered H. M.’b Service 
on the 3** February 1837 as a Comet in the 16*'* Light 
Dragoons (Lancers ^ and that regiment being then in 
India, he joined the Cavalry Depot at Maidstone. 
He arrived in Bengal in December 1837, and in tho 
spring of 1838 joined his regiment at Meerut, when<^ 
in the autumn of the same year he marched with it 
to Ferozepore and joined the Army of the Indus. 
Thereafter he accompanied the regiment on service 
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to AtgbanistaOv and gerred wilb it throngbout the 
campaign of 1838-39 in that country, inclnding the 
capture of Gbazni and the *ocoapation of 

Kabul. On tbe 13^^ October 1839 he attained the rank 
of Lieutenant. Marching through the Punjab, he 
returned to Meerut with the regiment in February 
1840, and he continued serving wi& it there for two 
years and a half, in the coarse of which, in March 
1842, he was appointed acting Interpreter to the corps 
In the autumn of that year he SRcompanied the regi- 
meat to Ferozepore, where he served with it in the 
Army of Reserve ; and on that Army being broken 
np, ho returned to Meerut with tbe corps in the spring 
of 1843. In the autumn of 1848 he proceedeef on 
service with the regiment in • the Gwalior Campaign, 
and was present with it in the battle of Maharajimr 
(bronze star), returning with it to Meerut in the spnng 
of 1844. In February 1846 he was confirmed in the 
appointment of Interpreter to the corps On the 
outbreak of the first Sikh War he accompanied the regi- 
ment to the front and served with it in ^he campaign 
on the Sutlej, including the action of Badhowal and 
the battle of A liwal, in the latter of which he fell in 
a gallant chjirge on a square of Sikh infantry, which 
was broken, dispersed, and almost annihilated, — 28^^ 
January 1843. , 

Note. — This officer’s second Christian name ia mis-spelt in the 
inscription on the gmve-stone foilnd at Lndhiuna (No. 591). 

Swlnley, George Henry, Mo jor-Ceneral (1808 — 
1867 ). — Ornve at Simla^ No, 362. — Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1822, as a Cadet of Artillery. Arrived in 
India in October 1823 and was sent up tt> Dnm-Dum 
to do duty with the Artillery there. In the following 
December he* was posted to the 8*^'* Company Bat- 
talion at the c>ame station, where he continued serving 
with it until March 1824 ; he was then removed to the 
6^** Company 3^ Battalion, and this company having 
shortly afterwards been brought down from Dinajiore, 
he, in the following November, accompanied it on service 
to the Cachar-Sylhet frontier, whore he was employed 
with it during the first Burmese war, 1824-26 In 
June 1825 he was detached on command to Dacca, and 
his company having, in the reorganisation of the 
Artillery which then took place, become the 2** Com- 
pany of the 5^** Battalion, he was re-posted to it in the 
succeeding month ; and he was again re-postod to this 
company in October 1827, on his attaining the rank 
of First- Lieutenant. He continued on command at 
Dacca until November 1 827, when he rejoined the head- 
quarters of the company at Dnm-Dnm, and thence in 
Deoember 1828 ho went home on furlough. During 
his absence, in Septemlxjr 1831, he was removed to the 
3^ Company 4th Battalion, and on his return to India, 
in the following Novombor, ho joined this company at 
Dnm-Dnm ; in the succeeding month, however, he was 
transferred to the 1**^ Com]»any 4^*» Battalion at the 
same station, and with this company he continued serv- 
ing there (except when on twelve months* sick leave to 
Cherrapnnji) until July 1833, when ho was sent to the 
Upper Provinces on duty with a body of Artillery 
drafts. In ihe following month, while he was in pro- 
gress to the Upper PT'ovincos, he was transferred to the 
4 tii Company 3<^ Battalion, whmh he joined at Allahabad 
on his an*ival there in September. In February 1834 
he moved with the company to (^awnpore, hut towards 
the end of the following April he was sent ^ hack to 
Allahabad on command, and he continued serving there 
for nearly two years, in the course of which, in March 
and April 1835, he held charge, temporarily, of the 
Allahabad Magazine. In February 1836 he was trans- 
ferred to the Troop Brigade, Horse Artillery, and 
having joined it at Meerut in March, ho accompanied 
it to Neemnch towards the close of the year. In the 
autumn of 1837 he officiated for a short time as Adjut- 
ant^nd Quarter-Master to the Neemnch Division of 
Artillery. In July 1838 he was appointed Adjutant 
and Quarter -Master to the 3^ Brigade of Horift Artillery, 


and having joined its head-quarters at Gawnpore he 
was at the end of the following September, posted to 
the 1*^ Troop of that brigade. In December 1840, con- 
sequent on his promotion to the rank of Captain, he 
vacated the appointment of Adjutant and QuoHer- 
Master, and havinsr^ in the following month, been posted 
to the Company 5^^ Battalion, no joineil and took 
command of it at Benares in Mai'ch 1841. In the 
following November ho was removed to the 1*^ Company 
D* Battalion at Dum-Dum, and while serving there 
with it in January 1843 he, for a short time, held 
charge of the office of the Agent for Gunpowder at 
Ishapur. Towards tlie end of the samo month he wan 
transfeiTed to the S'* Troop 1“^ Bn’gado, norae Artillery 
(now the 58‘*' Field Battery, Royal Artillery^, and 
having joined it at Karnal, he moved with it to Ambala 
in Novomi)er 1813 ; and ho was reposted to tlio com- 
mand of this tribp on the reorganisation of July 1845 
taking place. On the outbreak of the first Sikh War 
he accompanied his troop to the front, and thereafter 
commanded it throughout tho Sutlej Campaign of 
1845-46, including tho battles of Mudki, Fii^zshahr 
and Sobraon (Medal and two clasps, and promoted to 
the rank of Major by brevet) On the termination of tho 
cam])aign he proceeded to Simla on leave, but he re- 
joined his troop at Jullundnr in Novomlier 1846, and he 
continued serving with it there until the outbreak of 
tho second Sikh War, when, on a force being organised 
for tho purpose of suppressing the disturbances in the 
Jiillundnr I3oab, he accompanied it into tho field, and 
ho thereafter, during tho Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, 
served with the force under Brigadier Wheeler through- 
out its operations in tho Jullundur and neighbouring 
Doabs, taking part in the reduction of tho forts of 
Hangar Nagal (in command of tho Artillery), Morari 
and Kallalwala. and in various other operations (Medal), 
In March 1849 tho appointment of Asst. Adjt.- 
Gcnl. of Artillery was conferred np on him, and having 
joined at Dum-Dum, he continued in this post for 
nearly seven years. During this period he was trans- 
ferred in succession to tho rolls of Iho 1*^ Company 2** 
Battalion (November 1849), the 2** Company 4**^ Bat- 
tolion (November 1851), and tho 1"* Company 7*^ 
Battalion (September 1852), and having on promotion 
to the rank of Major* been posted, 1853, to the 

7‘*» Battalion, ho was afterwards tmnsforrod to the 
Brigade in April 1854, to the 2** Battalion at tho end of 
February 1855, and to tho 3^ Battalion in the follow- 
ing December. In Decern l>er 1855, being in liad health, 
he was permitted to resign tho oppointmont of Asst, 
Adjl.-Gonl. of Artillery with effect from tho 1*^ of 
tho succeeding month, and ho then proceeded on leave 
to the Presidency, whence he wont homo on furlough 
in Februair 1856 In September 1857, on attaining 
the rank of liieutonant-Coloiiel, he was posted to the 
3'* Brigade, from which he was removc<l in the follow- 
ing December to tho I®** Battalion, in May 1858 to the 
7^**, and in December 1858 io tho 3‘* Batfcilion. He 
returned to India in January 1859, and having taken 
command of tho 3'* Battalion at Meerut, he moved with 
its head-quarters to Jullundur towards tho end of 
March, In August 1859 he was transfej*i”^>d to the 2** 
Brigade of Horso Artillery, and joined ari<l took com- 
mand of it at Mian Mir. Towards the end of 1860 he 
was nominated to tho temporary command of tho 
Begiment of Artillery and of tho shit ion of Meerut,^ and 
in February 1861 he was appointed Brigadier Com- 
mandant of Artillery and to command the stfition of 
Meerut in addition to his regimental duties. In the 
following October he was tiunsferred to the Royal 
Artillery and posted to the 5**^ Royal Horse Brigade. 
In Octolier 1862, on the appointment of Commandant 
of Artillery being abolished, ho was appointed an In- 
spector of Artillery with tho rank of Brigadier- General ; 
and on the !■* of the following memth ho was posted to 
the Southern Division, with his head-quaiters at 
Lucknow ; and about tho same time ho was transferred 
to the rolls of tho 19**^ Brigade, Royal Arty. lu 
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Decemb^ 1865 he attained the rank of Major-General. 
He continued holding the appoint men t of inspector of 
Artillery, Southern Division, until his death, which 
took place at Simla on the 31*"* May 1867.

Swlnlay, Silas Adair, Oaptain (181*3—1879).— 
Tablet at Lahore^ No* 631. — Son of Major-General 
George H^nry Swinley, Bengal Artillery ; grandson of 
Colonel W- H. L Frltn of the same (iorps, and nephew 
of Major-General Sir Archdalo Wilson, Bart.^ K.C.B. 
Bom at Agra on the 10th J ^ly 18 13. — Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1861 as a Giulet of Cavalry in H. M ’a 
Indian Military Forces,^ Arrived in India in May 
of, the same year, and in the follo^ng month was 
ordered up to Meerut to do duty with tho 8^** Hussars. 
In November 1862 he was appointed to do duty with 
the 3^ Eengal Cavalry, and having joined that regi- 
ment at Karnal, ho proceeded with it to Bareilly at the 
end of the same month. In June 1864 he was ap- 
pointed to oilleiate as Third Squadron Officer, and he 
continued in that position until March 1865, when he 
was appointed an OUg. Doing-Duty Officer. In 
October 1865 he was appointed Second Doing- Duty 
Officer, but he coutiuued officiating as First Doing- 
Duty Officer until the spring of the following year. In 
March 1866 he accompanied the regiment to Peshawar, 
and towards the end of that year the designation of his 
appointment was changed to ** Second Squadron Subal- 
tern.*’ In February 1867 he was appointed to officiate 
as First Squadron Subaltern, and in the following 
month he was made permanent in that appoint men t. 
From May to October 1868 he officiated as Third 
Squadron Officer, and in December 1868 ho proceedod 
with the regiment to Jhelum. From April to October 
1870 he again officiated as Third Squadron Officer. In 
February 1871 he went home on furlough, and was 
absent from India for about two years. On letuming, 
early in 1873, he rejoined the rogimout at Nowgong, 
and from the beginning of March to the end of August 
ho officiated as Station Staff Officer there. From Sep- 
teml)er to December 1873 ho ’officiated as Cantonment 
Magistrate, and in March 1874 he was appointed Station 
Staff Officer at Nowgaug, vacating his regimental 
appointment in Ih.^ 3^^ B. C. He continued in that 
situation until Sort mbtu* 1877, when his services were 
placed at the disposal of the Govt.' of India for employ- 
ment on famine relief duty in the iVIadras Presidency, 
and he was then ordered to Gooty. In November 1877 ho 
was aiipointed a St|nadron Commander in the 1 Bengal 
Cavalry (Lancers), but he continued on famine relief 
duty until the spring of 1878, when ho joined his now 
regiment at Nowshera. On tho outbreak of tho Afghan 
War in tho autumn of 1878 he accompanied the rtjgi- 
ment on service in tho First Divi.sion, Peshawar Valley 
Field Foi*co, and ho was present with it in tho ojjerations 
resulting in tho capture of AU Masjid and in various 
movements and o})crations on tho Khaibar line until the 
24^*^ May 1879, when he died at Safed Sang. 

Swlnton, George Keith, Cornet (1833—1854).— 
Grave at Sialkot, No 715.— Son of George Swinton, 
Esqr., of tho Bengal Civil Service, who was a cadet of 
the Swiniotis of Swinton, Co. Peebles. Born at Calcutta 
on the 14*^ January 1833. — Entered tho Bengal Army 
in 1850. Arrived in India on tho 3^i February 1851, 
and on tho 10^^* was ordered up to Cawnporo to do duty 
with the Light Cavalry, but before he could j*.in that 
corps he was posted, 6^*^ March, to the 4^*^ Light Cavalry 
(Lancers), and proceeding onwaids, he joined that 
regiment at Sialkot From May 1852 to February 
1853 he was on sick leave at Mussoorie and Laudour. 
After rejoining his regiment, in February 1853, he con- 
tinued serving, with it at Sialkot until his death, which 
took place there on the 17^^ March 1854. 


Swinton^ Samuel Charles Alston, Captain 
(1820— 1868)?— (?raw at Ambala, No, 241. — The third 
add younge^ son of Samuel Swinton, Esq., of the 
Bengal Civil Service (a C(^e% of the Swintons of that 
ilk and eventually the possessor, by porchasc, of the 
family estate of Swinton, Co. Berwick), — a lineal descen- 
dant of the Sir John Swinton who, at the battle of 
Bcange, in Anjou, 22*^ March 1421, unhorsed and slew 
tho Duke of Clarence,* brother of King Henry the 
Fifth of England. Bom at Calcutta on the 2^ Sep* 
tornber 1820. — ^Entered the Bengal Army iu 1839 as a 
Cadet of Infantry. Arrived in Induy in June of the 
same year, and in the following month was sent up to 
Barrackpore to do duty with the 51®‘ N. I. In Octo- 
bor*1839 he waapo.stod to the ID*' N. I., and he joined 
that regiment at> Saugor. In April 1840 he was trans- 
ferred to the cavalry branch of the service, and was 
ordered to Cawnpore to do duty with the 8*** Light 
Cavalry. He was regularly posted to that regiment in 
the following November, and ho continued serving wilh 
it at Cawnpore until 1842, when ho proceeded with iiTto 
Bundhelkhand, and served with it there during the 
suppression of the insurrection in that province, 1842- 
1843. In February 1843 he was appointed to do duly 
with the Governor- General's Body Guard, /^nd accom- 
panying Lord Bllenborough into the field in tho Gwalior 
Campaign, he was present with the egrps at the battle 
of Maharajpur (bronze star). He continued serving 
with the Body Guard until April 1844, when he was. 
appointed Adjutant of the Irregular Cavalry, and 
having joined that corps at Mhow, he accompanied it 
to Bhopawar in April 1846. Prom February to Oc- 
tober 1847 ho officiated as Second-in-Command, in addi- 
tion to his duties as Adjutant, and in Pobmary 1848 the 
permanent appointment of Second-in-Cqmraand was 
conferred upon him. In March 1848 he accompanied 
the regiment to Meerut. In tho following June he 
exchanged appointments with another officer and be- 
came Seconiin-Command of the 2^ Irregular Cavalry, 
which he joined at Hoshiarpur, and with this corps ho 
served in the operations in the Jullundur and Bari 
Doahs daring the Punjab Campaign of 1818-49, taking 
part In various small affairs with the enemy (Modal;. 
Early in 1850 he accompanied the re^mont to Pesha- 
v^ar. At the end of April 1850 he I’esignod tho appoint- 
ment of Second-in-Command of the 2^ Trrt^gular Caval- 
ry, and in the following June ho wont home on fur- 
lough He returned to India in January 1853, and in 
the autumn < having remained CalcuttaA)n leave in 

tho interval) ho rejoined tho 8^*' Light Cavalry at 
Ferozepore. In November 1853 he proceeded with the 
regiment to IMian Mir, where he continued serving 
with it until Ajiril 1855, when he was appointed to tho 
Pay Department and noin natod Depy. Paymaster 
of the Shhind Circle. In this situation he remained 
until his death, which occurred at Ambala on the 
22‘i June 1858. 

Symons, Sir William Penn, K,OB, Colonel 
and temporary Major-General (1843 — 18S9 ) — Tablet at 
Ambala, No 271 -^The eldest son of William Symons, 
Plsqr., of Hntt, Co Cornwall, n. vrnon tho 17*’*' July 
1843. — Entered H. M.’s Sorvico on the 6**' March 
1863 as an Ensign in tho 24**' Foot, and haring been 
posted to the 2^ Battalion of that regiment he joined 
it at tho Mauritius the same year Towards the end 
of 1865 he proceeded with tho battalion to Burma, and, 
•while serving at Rangoon, he was promoted, 30**' Oc- 
tober 18G6, to the rank of Lieutenant. He accompanied^ 
the corps to Secunderabad early in 1869, and in the' 
autumn of 1872 he proceeded with it to Bombay, and 
there, in December of that year, embarked with it for 
England. Landing at Portsmouth towards the end

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oftlie following month, he proceeded with the oorps 
to Warley, at which place, and at Aldershot Doyer and 
Ohathan^ he florved with it daring the next fiye ye^. 
Early in Pebmary 1878 hi ^mbarked 'with the batta* 
lion for South Africa, where a Kaffir outbreak was 
anticipated, and bn the 16^^ of the samo month he was 
promoted to the rank of Captain. He landed with the 
mrp8 at East London in March, but on its being sent to 
the front, he was left with his company in Port Olamor- 
gan, and was retained there, doing garrison duty, for 
two months. In May 1878, with* his company, he re- 
joined the head-quarters of the battalion in tiie field, 
and thereafter seryed with it during the short remain- 
der of the Kaffir War. In the following July he pro- 
ceeded with the battalion to Natal, which was threaten- 
ed by the Zulus, and in tho*suc(»edin^ January he.

On the 22^ of that month ho accompanied a portion of 
the battalion which formed part of a column * with 
Tfhioh the Commander of the Forces, Lord Clielmsford, 
moyed towards Isipezi Hill, and he thns escaped being 
inyolved in the terrible disaster at Isandhlawaiia, when, 
daring the absence of Lord Chelmsford, the iJritish camp 
was oyorwjjelmed by the Zulu armies and the forco 
there annihilated. With the remains of the column he 
retired across t^je Tugola to Rorkeb Drift Farm, at 
which post he continued until the termination of tlio 
war (Medal and clasp). On the battialion embarking 
for Gibraltar towards the end of the yenr, he was sent 
home for duty at the regimental de})6t, which ho joined 
at Brecon, and with which he served for eighteen months. 
On the 1"*^ July 1881 the Regiment l^ecame the 
South Wales Borderers, and having on the same date 
been promojed to the rank of Majoi*, ho soon afterwards 
])roceedod to India and joined his battalion at Secunder- 
abad, wliither it hatl been scut from Gibraltar in tlio 
preceding August. He continued serving therewith 
the corps until the end of September 1882, whc?n he w'as 
appointfid an Assistant Adjutant- General for Musketry 
in tho Madras Presidency, an appointment whinh ho 
held continuously until the end of October 1885. Tho 
war with the Sovereign of Burma then breaking out, lie 
was appointed a Depy. Asst. Adjt. and QuaWicr-Mastcr- 
Genl. with tho Expeditionary Force? sent to that 
country, and in that capacity ho served through^iut tlie 
operations of the campaign in Upper Burma until Feb- 
ruary 188G, when ho reverted to his aiipointinent of 
Asst. Adjla^Gonl for Musketry in Madnis. On tho 
17**» May 1800 he was promoted to tho rank of Lieut- 
enant-Colonel by brevet. In September 1886 he was 
sent back to Burma as Commandant of a corps of 
Mounted Infantry ; on the !*•' July 1887 he was ad- 
vanced to the rank of Colonol by brevet ; and in April 
1888 he was appointed Inspector-General of Mounted 
Infantry in Burma, an appointment which ho continued 
holding until the month of May in tho following year. 
During this pjriod ho was continuously engaged in 
operations against insurgents, and rendered very dis- 
tinguished service in the measures taken for the pacifi- 
cation of the newly-conquered territory, especially in 
clearing the oagaing District of the dacoit bauds with 
which it wns infest^. In a review of these operations 
it was recorded of him, by Sir George Whito, tliat his 
services hiidbeen “ most distinguished and varied," and 
that ‘‘ his services as a Military Commander had proved 
him an officer of exceptional promise whose advance- 
ment vrould be a benefit to tho service." For his services 
during the campaigns in Burma he received the India 
Medal with two clasps, and tho brevets of Lieutenant- 
Colonel and Colonol, as detailed above. In May 188 J he 
was appointed temporarily to tho district staff, with the 
rank of Brigadier-General, and placed in command of tho 
District, which he held for more than a year, 
and during this period he commanded the Burma 
column of the forces employed in the Chin-Lushai Ex- 
pedition (November 1889 to April 1890), and won high 
commendation for tho skilful manner in which he con- 


ducted those arduous operations to a sncoessfnl issue 
(Clasp added to India Medal, and created a Companion 
of the Order of the Bath). In J nne 1890 he went home on 
leave, but he was not lon^ absent from India, for having 
been promoted to the re^mental rank of Lieutenant- 
Colonel on the 31*^ Januaiy 189 L and been re-posted to. 
the 2^ Battalion of the South Wales Bordert rs, he re- 
turned to tho country and assumed command of the- 
corps at Allahabad in February. In October 1892 ho 
proceeded with the battalion to Aden, and he oontinuod 
in command of it there until April 1893, when he was 
appointed Asst. Adjt.-Genl. for Musketry at Army Head- 
Qaartei*s, Simla, and placed on half-pay of his regi- 
mental commission In the following October he was 
appointed Offg. Commandant of tho Simla Volunteer 
Hifles, and he held tho post for several months. He- 
continued in tho appointment of Asst. Adjt.-Genl. for 
Musketry until October 189*1, when he was nominated 
to tlie cominand^of tho Reserve Brigade of tho Waziria- 
tan Delimitation Escort, aTid in the following December, 
on punitive operations against the Waziris being underr 
taken, he was appointed Brigadier- General Comtnond- 
ing the First (or Jandola) Brigade of tho Waziristan 
Field Forco. In this position ho served throughout the 
Waziristan Campaign of 1894-95 (clasp to India Medal). 
At the end of March 1895 ho was appointed a District 
Commander of the socond class, with the rank of Hri- 
gadier-Ooncral, and early in tlie following May be was 
posted to tho coTiimand of tho Sirliind District. This 
conuui^nd he hehl (including a period of eight months’* 
leave in Europe in 1S9G) until June 1897, when, on tho- 
outbreak of the Frontier War, ke was appointed to the 
command of tho Stjcond Brigade of tlio Tochi Field 
ForiJe. lie ih(?roaf tor served throughout tho oporatioiis 
in the Tochi Valley until early in October, when ho 
left on appointment to tho command (with tho local 
rank of Major-General) of the First Division of the 
Main Column of tho Tirah Field Force. lie joined his 
command soon afterwards and served throughout th^ 
I'irah Campaign of 1897-98, including tho forcing of 
tlie Hampagha and Arhanga passes, tho operatious in 
Maidan, tho inarch through the Mastuiu Valley to Bara 
(in command of the column), the re -opening of the 
Khaibar. the exfiodition to tho Bazar Valley, and various 
«)t.)ifT operations until tho end of tho war (Moduli and 
two clasps, and created a Knight Commander of tho 
Order of the Bath). On the breaking up of tho Tirah 
Field FtU’ce in April 1898 ho was ajipointod to the Com- 
mand of tlio Force (throe brigades) loft in occupation of 
the Khaibar and slylod “the Kb-aibar Force," but ihis; 
Force was demobilised at tho end of May, and ho then 
proctaaled to Ainbala and ros'jmod the command of the* 
Sirhind District, which he continued holding for nearly a 
year. In May 1899 he was ajipoiiitcJ a Brigadier* Gene- 
rid on the staff, to coni rnand the troops in Natal,, with the- 
temporary rank of Major-General, and he sliortly after- 
wai'ds proceeded to South Africa and ti3ok up tho ap- 
pointment. In the following Octolxjr the war with the 
South African re])ul)lic8 broke out, and tho Boers inva- 
ded Natal and took up a strong position on Talana Hill,, 
near Dundee, in tho northern part of the colony. Col- 
lecting liis forces he immediately moved forward to^ 
attack the enemy, and on tlio 20*^^* he stormed tlio hill 
and expelled the Boers from their position with heavy 
loss, but in tho course of tho desperate conflict he him- 
self fell moi’tally wounded, shot through the abdomen. 
When the British troops retired southwards, two days, 
later, he was left in tho liospital at Dundee, where he 
died of his wound, — 23'* October 1899.

Tabor, Samuel James, Oapiain (n. 1809—1849). 
— Onu'c at Jullundur, No. 529. — Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1825. Arrived in India in May 1827, 
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bh the of the sneceeding month was ordered up to 
Meemt to do duty with the 10*^^ Light Cavalry. On 
the 19^^, while he was on his way np, he was posted 
to the 7^ Light Cavali 7 » Ihen at Kamal, bnt raving 
been halted at Cawnpore on the 6^^ September^ and 
there ordei^ to do duty with the 9^^ until the Oc- 
tober, he did not join the 7^^ until nearly the end of 
the latter month. Towards the end of 1828 ho moved 
with the regiment from Kamal to Kaita, in Bundel- 
khand. In March 1831 he piooeeded to Mussoorie on 
leave, on the expiration of which, in September, he was 
directed to do duty with the 2*^ Light Cavalry at Kamal 
until the end of the following month ; and he then 
proceeded and rejoined his own regiment on the route 
to Mhow, where ho arrived with it in December. From 
June to October 1832 he officiated as Interpreter and 
Quarter-Master to the regiment, and in the winter of 
1834«S5 ho was employed with the corps, in the Raj- 
wara Field Force, in &e demonstration against Jodh- 
pur and in the subsequent operations for the restoration 
of order in Shekhawat. On the termination of these 
operations he marched with the recpment to Cawnpore, 
amving there towards the close of February 1635. In 
Ifovembor 1835 he was appointed Adjutant of the regi- 
inent. In August 1837 ne proceeded on leave to &e 
Presidency, whence, in March 1838, he went home on 
furlough, vacating the appointment of Adjutant. He 
returned to India in Febrrary 1841, and after nearly 
four months’ leave at the Presidency, rejoined his regi- 
ment at Meerut at the end of June. In December 
1.841 he marched with the regiment to Delhi, whence 
in March 1842 he accompanied it to Kamal, at which 
station, in the following month, he officiated for nearly 
four weeks as Brigade-Major. In the autumn of the 
same year he proceeded with the regiment to Feroze- 
pore, where he served with it, in tlie Army of Reserve, 
until January 1843, when, on that Army being broken 
up, he marched with the corps to Ludhiana In the 
spring of 1844 he accompanied the regiment to Sindh, 
where he served with it (principally at Shikarpur and 
Khangarh) for nearly two years. In Februaiy 1846, 
the regiment having been detailed to form part of the 
Sindh Field Force, organised for the purpose of taking 
part in the first Sikh War. he accompanied it in its 
march to the north, but the battle of Sobraon having 
brought the war to an eud, tho Field Force was br«ikeii 
up, and he proceeded with the regiment tow 'rds Feroze- 
pore. Being, however, in bad health, he was obliged 
to go on leave to tho hills, and quitting the regiment 
at Bahawalpur on the 13^^ March, he proceeded to Mus- 
Roorie, where he remained until tho following December. 

He then rejoined his regiment at Muttra, whence, in 
November 1847, he accompanied it to Jullandur, In 
the autumn of the following year he accompanied his 
regiment into the field, and during the Punjab Cam- 
paign of 1848-49 he tc^k part with it in the operations 
of Brigadier-General Wheeler’s Field Force in the 
Jullundur, Bari and Rechna Doabs (Medal). On the 
termination of the war he returned with the regiment 
to Jullundur, and at that place he died on the 21"^ Aur 
gust 1849.

Talt, JSLtnes SsWshufyt Lieutenant-Oolonel (1837 
—1886). — Grave at Dharmaala^ No. 512. — Bom in 
India on the 12^*^ June 1837. — In 1857 this gontlonian 
held the position of head clerk and treasurer in the 
offloRofthe District Engineer, Bast Indian Railway, 
Arrah, and ho was one of those who, on the mutiny of 
the native troops at Dinapore in July 1857, took up a 
position in a bouse at Arran and gallantly and success- 
fully held it, against all the efforts of the mutineers, 
from the 26‘*» July to the 2^ August, when the arrival 
of a relieving force under the command of Major Vm- 
cent Eyre put an end to the siego. - Joining Major 
Eyre’s force as a volunteer, he served under that officer, 
in August 1857, in his operations against Kdnwar 


l^in^b, the tobel chief of Jagdeshpur, and took part in 
^ rbut of ‘^the mutiiieers ana insurgents at Tola 
Narainpur and D4Uor, and in the oaptnre and destruc- 
tion of Jagdesnpur itself. *In the following month he 
joined Havelock’s force as a volunteer, rad, in the 
capacity of Asst. Field Engineer, wrved under that 
gallant officer in his last advance into Oudh, tiJring 
part in the actions of Mangalw4r rad Alamhagh, in 
the first relief of the Lucknow Residency, and in the 
continued defence of that place until was finally 
relieved by Sir Colin Campbell in November. From 
November 1857 to March 1858 he served as an Asst. 
Field Engineer with the Oudh Field Force, tinder Sir 
Jan^ Outram, at Alambagh, rad finally, during 
1858, he took part, in the same capacity, in the siege 
and capture of Lucknow (Medal and two clasps). In 
April 1858 he was appointed a Probationaiy Asst. En- 
gineer in the Dept, ot Public Works and was posted to 
Lucknow, and in the following October, haying^ passed 
the prescribed examination in Civil EDgineering, he 
was appointed rarmanently to the depratment as an 
Asst. Executive Engineer. In the meantime his mili- 
tary services during the mutiny campaigns had been 
taken into consideration, and in March 1859 he wra 
appointed a Cadet in H. M.’s Indian Mily. Forces, this 
being preliminary to his formal admission into the 
service, which took place later on, v^ith rank as an 
Ensign from the 20^^ June 1859. In August 1859 ho 
was posted to tho cadre of the late 28**^ N. I., but in 
the following December this posting was cancelled, rad 
he was removed to the General List of Infan tiy Officers. 
Early in 1860 he was appointed to do duty with the 

Battalion of the Rifle Brigade, and, having joined 
that corps at Sufaathn, he continued serving with it 
there until tho end of the following July, When ho was 
appointed an Asst. Engineer in the Dept, of Public 
Works and was posted to the Upper Sirhind Division. 
In February 1861 he was appointed a District Super- 
intendent of Police in the Punjab, and in the Punjab 
Police the rest of his service was passed. In October 
186.*> he was admitted into the Bengal Staff Corps. 
Having served as District Superintendent at Rohtak, 
Delhi, Ferozopore, Lahore, Jullundur, and at various 
other places in the Punjab, he went home on sick leave 
in January 1871, and during his absence in Europe, in 
October 1872, he was appointed Asst. Insj^tor- General 
of Railway Police for the Sindh, Punjab and Delhi 
Railway. He took np this appointment or^ his return 
to India in March 1873, and Im continued in it until 
1882, when he became Asst. Inspector- General of Rail- 
way Police in tho Punjab : this appointment he con- 
tinued holding until April 1884, when he again went 
on leave to Europe. In March 1885, on his return to 
India, he was appointed District Superintendent of 
Police at Kangra, and in that employment he continued 
unHl his death. Ho died at Dharmsala on the 15^^ 
December 1886. 

Tallan, Wiliam, Lieutenant (1826— 1852).— 
at Lahore Cantonment, No. 653. — Boi*n in County 
Monaghan, Ireland, in 1826. — ^Entered the Bengal Army 
in 1844. Arrived in India on the 16^** October of the 
same year, and on the 30**^ was ordered up to Shah- 
jahanpuv to do duty with the 6^^* N. I. ; at tho end of 
tho following month, however, this’was altered to duty 
with the 62"* N. I., and he joined that regiment accord- 
ingly at Bennres. In February 181-5 he was posted to 
•the 57*^** N. T., then at Saugor, bnt having subsequently 
obtained leave to remain at Dinapore, he did not join 
that regiment until the following November. In the 
spring of 1 846 he marched with the 57^^ to Dinapore, 
whence in the spring of 1850 he accompanied the oovps 
to Mian Mir, Lahore. At that place he died on the 
4 th November 1852« 

Tandy. Francis Latter, Becond-Lieutenant (1834— 
1857).— In#cr»p<ton at Delhi, No. 162. -Bom on ike 
6**^ March 1834.— Entered the Bengal Army in 1853, 
After passing his examination at Addisoombe, December 
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inff as an officer of engineers, and he reibained thab 
Angast 1855. He i^yed in In^ in Mardh 
1856, and in the fcdlowing May Yras sent up to Boorkee 
to join and do d^iy with me rappers and Miners. In 
April 1857 (having in the interval been attached to the 
3^ and aftomards to the 4^^ Company of the corps) his 
services were placed at the disposal of the Dept, of 
PnUio Works, and on the !•* Majr following he was 
appointed a Probationary Asst. Engineer and pos^ to 
ihe Bordwan Division of the Embankment Circle ; 
but before he couti proceed and join this appointment 
the Mutiny broke out, and he marched with the Sapors 
and Miners to Meerut. At that plm, on the ^ay, 
a large portion of the corps mutinied and went on to 
Delhi, but he remained attached to the faithful ^m- 
nants, and with them, towards the end of the month, 
accompanying Brighter Wilson's advance to the 
Hindany he, took part in both the actions at Gazidd- 
dixy-nagar and, afterwards, when Brigadier Wilson's 
column joined the Delhi Field Force, in the action of 
Badli-ki-^rai and in the advance on Delhi which im- 
mediately followed. On the 10^^ J une he was appointed 
an Asst. Field Engineer, and he thereafter served 
throuffhout the siege of Delhi, up to the assault of 
tne 14^^ September. On that memorable occasion he 
was one of the engineer officers detailed to accompany 
the Third Column, — ^that led by GoLnel Campbell, — ^tio 
the assault of the Kashmir Gate, and in the desperate 
conflict which followed the blowing in of the gate, he 
was unfortunately shot dead.

Tapp, Horatio Thomas, Major-Oeneral '1785— 
1849 ). — Grave at Subathu^ No. 424.— Entered the Ben- 
gal Army in 1800. Arrived in India in August 1801, 
and on the 8^*^ October following was . posted to the 1®^ 
European Regiment, which he joined at Dinapore. In 
April 1802, on a revision of rank taking place, he was 
posted to the !•* Battalion 1®^ N. I., and having joined 
at Midnapore, he, towards the end of the same year, 
marched with the battalion to Dinapore. In August 
1803 he accompanied the battalion to Benares, the 
corps having been moved thither in connection with the 
aiTungements made for the conduct of the impending 
Mahratta War, and in the following mouth, on his pro- 
motion to the rank of Lieutenant, he was re-posted to 
the 1®* Battaftion of his regirnont. Towards the close 
of 1803 he accompanied the battalion on service to 
Bundelkhand, then recently conquered from the Mah- 
luttas, and in that ever-disturl^d province he was 
actively employed and went through much harassing 
service for thm years. In December 1806. on the 
battalion being withdrawn from Bundelkhand, he ac- 
companied it to Tara Mirzapur, whence in the autumn 
of 1809 he marched with it to Bareilly. Early in the 
following year, however, the battalion was removed 
from Bareilly to Delhi and Rew4ri, at which places he 
served with it until October 1811, when ho proceeded 
with it to Muttra. Prom April to July 1813 he offici- 
ated as Adjutant of the battalion, to which, on his 
promotion to the rank of Captain being gazetted, he 
was again re-posted early in 1815. In the cold season 
of 18 1 5-16 he marchod with the battalion to Lucknow, 
whence in the autumn of 1817 he accompanied it to 
Kaliujar, in Bundelkhand, and joined the Left Division 
of the Grand Armv, thereafter serving with it through- 
out the Mahratta* t’indari War of 1817-18, in the course 
of which he took part in the affair of Bampiir and in 
the brilliant action of Jawad. In tho autumn of 1818, 
on the troops being withdrawn from the field, he ac- 
oompanied the corps to Neemuch, whence in December 
he proceeded on leave to Lucknow. He rejoined the 
battalion at Moradabad in January 1820, and towards 
the close of the same year he maiohed with it to 
Gawnporo. In October 1822 he was sent to the 
Presiaency in charge of a body of invalids^ and time- 


expired men, but having, on arrival, in December, been 
granted leave to remain there for a time, ho did not 
rejoin the battalion at Cawnpore until August 1823. 
Early in the following year ha moved with the l^ttalion 
to Sultanpnr, in Oudh. On the reorganisation of May 
1824 taking place he was posted, as Major, to tho 4^ 
N. I. (late 2^ Battalion 1®^), and having joined that 
corps at Neemuch, he accompanied it to Ludhiana in 
the winter of 1824-25. In May 1825 he was appointed 
to raise and organise the 8^^ Extra N. I. at Azimgarh, 
and he commanded that corps until April 1826, when 
it was disbanded ; he then went on leave for some 
months, and eventually rmoined the N. I., at Lu- 
dhiana, in the autumn. On attaitting the rank of Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel he was posted, December 1826, to the 
1®^ N. I., whic]^ corps he joined at Muttra in February 
1827, and in the following year he was employed for 
several months as a member of a “ Travelling Com* 
mittra *' formed Ar tho pur|K)ae of enquiring into the 
condition of military bazaars. Tn October 1829 ho 
moved with the regiment to Delhi, and he aftorwanls 
accompanied it to Fatehgtvrh in November 1832, and to 
Cawn{x)re in February 1835. In February 1836 his 
services were placed at the dispqsal of the Govt, of 
Agm, bv whicD, on the 2^ March, he was appointed 
Political Agent at Siibathn and Commandant of the 
Nasiri Battalion, and in the course of the same month 
ho was removed from the rolls of the 1®^ to those of the 
16^** N. I. On attaining the regimental rank of Colo- 
nel he was posted, July 1837, to the 64^*^ N. I. In 
June 1841, on succeeding to the ^‘off-reckonings," he 
vacated the appointments of Political Agent at Subathu 
and Commandant of the Nasiri Battalion. In the fol- 
lowing month he was granted leave to remain in the 
hills under the Subathu Agency for a year, 8ub8e(|uently 
extended to sixteen months, and on the expiration of 
this period he was granted permission to continue re- 
siding in the hills in the vicinity of Simla and Subathu. 
In November 1841 he atUin^ tho rank of Major- 
General. In August 1847 he was appointed to tho 
divisional staff of the Army, and in tho following month 
he was posted to the command of tho Dinapore Divi- 
sion ; bcung, however, in bad health at the time, he watt 
obliged to proceed on leave to Simla instead of joining 
his command, and this leave having been extended from 
time to time, ho eventually never joined his appointment 
at all. He died at Ksltu, near Subathu, on tlie 9^*' 
April 1849. 

Taylor, Abraham Beresford, (7. B., K, R.. Lieu- 
tenant- Colonel (1793 — 1845). — Tablet at Perozepore^ 
No. 41*2. — The second son of James Taylor, Esq**- of 
Cranbrooke, Co. Forman.agh, Born in 1793. — Entered 
H. M.'s Service on tho 14*** February 1811 as an Ensign 
in the 2** Battalion of the 82'* Foot, and having joined 
that corps at Tynemouth, he accompanied it, in the 
following June, to Guernsey, at which place and at 
Alderney he served with it until the close of the suc- 
cooding year. On the 24*** December 1812 he was ])ro- 
moted to the rank of Lieutenant in the 2‘* Battalion of 
the 89*** Foot, and joining that corps soon afterwards 
at Halifax, in Nova Scotia, he accompanied it to Quoliec 
in June 1813, and afierwarfs wont on with it to Kings- 
ton. Thereafter ho served with the battalion through- 
out the campaign of 1813-14 on tho Niagara Frontier, 
taking part in the brilliant action of Chrystler’s Farm, 
in the sanguinary battle of Lundy’s Lane, near the 
falls of Niagara (in both of which the Americans wen) 
defeated with heavy loss, and in the latter of which he 
was severely wounded), and filially, in the siege of Fort 
Erie, including the unsuccessful assault on the out- 
works of the place on the 15*** August, and the repulse 
of the American sortie on the 17*** September 1814. He 
returned home with tho battalion in August 1816, and 
afterwatris served with it at Chiclicster, Portsmouth 
and Shoemess until November 1816, when it was dis- 
banded and he was transferred to the 1®* (and only 
remaining) Battalion of the 89***. Proceeding to India 



n the following year, he joined the 89^^ at Quiloi^ in 
Malabar, whence in January 1818 he accompanied a 
letachment of bIx companies of it to Bombay and joined 
1 . field force niider the command of Colonel Prother, of 
the Bombay Army, which had been detailed to take 
part in the Mahratta War, then proceeding ; with this 
force he served thronghont the operations in the South- 
ern Konkan, taking part in the reduction of the forts 
of Logarh, Koari and Raigarh, and afterwards, in 
January 1819, in the brief campaign in Sawant Wari, 
incindirg the storm and capture of Hj'iri, “ the Gibraltar 
of the Western GhatB.” On the termination of the 
Mahratta War he returned with the regiment to Quilon, 
and he continued serving with it there until 1821, when 
he went home on leave. Returning to India in tho 
autumn of 1821, he rejoined liis regiment at Rangoon, 
where it was tht?u on field service, and ho thereafter 
served with it throughout tho cam})aign of 1824 — 25 
ill Lower Burma, including tho ^Dvero figliting at 
Rangoon in December 1824', the capture of the Dalla 
stockades (wounded) and of Panlang, the unsuccessful 
assault of Donabyo, tho eventual reduction of that place, 
and tho advance to and occupation of Prome. On tho 
22^ April 1825 he was promoted to tho rank of Captain. 
Palling ill tat Promo he was obliged, in the autumn of 
1825, to withdraw from tho Army in tho field and 
proceed to Calcutta, whence he returned to Madras in 
January 1S20. On the return of the regiment from 
Burma in April 1820 he rejoined it at Mailras, and ho 
subsequently served with it there, Jit Trichiiiopoly, and 
again at IMadras, until January 1831, when ho embarked 
with it for Europe. Landing at Gravesend in the 
following Afay, he subs(jqiiently served with the i*ogi- 
niont at Canterbury, Plymouth and Devonj)oi*t for 
nearly two years. On tho 19**' April 1833 ho was pro- 
moted to the rank of Alajor, unattached, and })lacod on 
half-pay. On tho lO**' January 1835 ho was nominated 
■paymaster of the 40*^ Foot, but this appointment did 
not take effect, and on tbe 16**' April following ho ex- 
c;hanged from half -pay, unallachod, to full pay as 
Major in tbe 9*** Foot. Vie arrived in India in Octolxir, 
and in the succeeding month, on the annval of the 
3 ’egiment from Mauritius, h(i joined it in Fort William ; 
and ho soon afterwards acjcoiripanied it to Chinsui’a. 
In 1837 he \vas appointed a Knight of tho ITanovenan 
Guelpliio Order. In December 1838 ho moved with tho 
I’cgiment to Hazaribagh, wlieii(?e he proceeded >vitli it to 
Agra early iu 1840, and to Aleerut in Novemlier of tho 
same year. On tlio 23‘* November 1841 he was jro- 
nioted the rank of Ijieutenant-(\)lonel. In tho 
following month he marched with the regiment to 
Ferozopore, whence in January 1 8 42, in command of 
the regiment, he ])roceedod on service to Afghanistan 
with the Army under the (joinmand of Afajor- General 
Pollock, thereafter taking paii; in all tliat officers 
operations, including the forcing of the Khaibar Pass, 
the advance to Jalalabad, the actions of Alainu-Khol, 
Jagdalak, Tozin, and Plaft Kotal, the re-occupation of 
Kabul, tho cajitiiro and destruction of Istalif, and 
various actions in the passes between Kabul and Pesha- 
war during tho return march to the British provinces 
f Afedal, and created a Companion of tho Order of the 
Bath), On the breaking up of the Army at Ferozopore 
he accompanied the regiment towards Subathu, but 
while the corps was halted at Alubarikpur, in April 
1843, he proceeded on six months’ leave to Karnal and 
Calcutta, aud thence went homo on furlough on private 
affairs. He returned to India in November 1844, and 
rejoined his regiment at Kasauli, whence in November 
1845, he moved with it to Ambala. On tho outbreak of 
the first Sikh War lie accompanied the regiment to the 
front, and commanded it in the battle of Mudki; the 
casualties of that day, however, caused him to succeed 
to the temporary command of a brigade, which, three 
days latei, he led with distinguished gallantry at the 
battle of Firozshalir, aud there ho fell, 21®* December 
1845, when advancing to the aBsault of the Sikh eu* 


Ijirenohmenijp, the service losing in him most 
^nd aooomplilihed officer.’* 

' Notb.— Lieutenant-Colonel Taylor married, at Haiaribaffh nn 
the 14*1* March 1889, Eliza Matilda, the only daughter of Major 
(afterwardi Major-Qeneral) Frederick George Lister, Bensal In. 
fautry. ^ • 


Taylor, Charles Cyril, a R. Lieutenant-Colonel 
(c. 1805 — 1846 ). — Tablet and grave at Feroeepore^ 
Nos, 444 and 475. — Bnterod H. M.’b Service on the 26*^ 
Afarch 1823 as an* Ensign in the 46*^ Foot, and pro- 
ceeding to India he joined that regiment at Bellary 
before the end of the year. In the spring of 1825 he 
accompanied the regiment to Cannanore, and on the 26**' 
M&y of the same year ho was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant. He wonf home on leave in 1826, and 
while ho was in Europe he was promoted, ipu 
July 1826, to the rank of Captain, and on the 19th 
September following he exchanged into the 20*** Foot. 
Retuniing to India in 1827, ho joined the 20*** at Poona 
and from the succeeding September up to January ft28 
ho commanded tho light company of the regiment in 
the operations against the refractory Raja of Kolhapdr. 
In February 1829 lie accompanied the regiment to 
Colaba. In the course of tho same year .he was ap- 
pointed Brigade-Major at Poona, and he continued in 
that situation until 1831, when he rejpincd his regiment 
at Belgauin. On the 27*** September 1831 he was 
]>romoted to tho rank of Major. Early in 1832 ho went 
liome on leave and ho was absent from India until 1835, 
Avhen he rejoined his n^giment at Bolgaum. In the 
following year he again went homo on leave, aud the 
regiment having returned homo in May 1837, he 
rejoined it at Canterbury. On the 16*** June 1837 he 
\vaH promoted to the rank of Lieutenant- Ciilonel, but, a 
reduction of establishment taking place, he was immedi- 
ately afterwards placed on half-pay, Ha remained in 
this position until tho 1®* January 1838, when he was 
again brought on full pay for “ a particular service *’ in 
Canada, the occasion being the rebellion which had 
broken out there. Proceeding to Canada he served 
during the suppression of the insurrection, and on 
Reveral occasions rendered very distinguished service, 
particjulai’ly at Odell -to^vn on the 9**' November 1838, 
when, in command of a body of two hundred volunteers, 
he signally defeated a gang of raiders from tho United 
States, twelve hundred in number, under tho command 
of a French officer, who had crossed into Canada for 
the ])ui 7 )ose of aiding the rebejs. For thSse services he 
was, in March 1839, created a Companion of tho Order 
of the Bath. He continued on seiwice in Canada until 
the summer of 18 1*3, when, having on the 30**' June 
of that year been appointed Lieutenant Colonel of the 
29*** Foot, he returned home preparatory to proceeding 
to India, where tho regiment was then serving. 
Anaving at Calcutta in February 1844, he soon after- 
wards joined the 29*** at Ghazipur, whence towards tho 
close of tho year he accompanied the corps to Meerut. 
In November 1845 he moved up to Kasauli with the 
regiment, but the corps had scarcely settled itself down 
there when, on the outbreak of the first Sikh War, he 
had to march down with it again to join the Array of 
tho Sutlej. On the formation of that Army in De- 
cember 1845 ho was appointed to the command of the 
Third Brigade of Infantry, with the rank of Brigadier, 
aud this brigade he led at the battles of Firozshahr 
(in which he was wounded) and Sobraon^ in which last 
he fell (shot through the head) whilst gallantly leading 
on his men to a third assault of the Sikh entrench- 
monts, — 10*** February 1846. 

Note I.— For his servicos at the battle of FirozsLahr *hifl officer 
was appointed an Aide-de-Camp to the Queen, with the rank of 
Colonel iu the Army, hut the notifleatiou did not appear until 
nearly two months after his death. 

Note 11.— 'Colonel (then Major) Taylor married, at Kingstea 
on the .^Ist June 1832, Nancy tho eldest daughter of J. G. 
Burslom, Esq., of the Ordnance Dept., Plymouth. 
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Taylor, George, Qmrter^Uiui^, (18111- 
1848 ). — Tableti at Jullmdwr and Mnltad^ Nos. 545 and 
888 . — ^Aftor seyenieen jeaaifi* aervioe in ili^e of iie 
88 ^ Foot^ in the oourse of wkioh he served with that 
regiment in the suppression of the rebellion in Gana^ 
(1887—88) and rose to the rank of Sergeant, he was, 
on the 3^ April 1846, promoted to the post oi Quaiter- 
Ifoster of the corps. In the following month he em- 
barked with the regiment for Bengal, and having 
landed at Cidoutta in September, he soon afterwards 
acoompanM theporps to the Uip5r Provinces, arriving 
at Meerut in February 1847. ^Early in the following 
year he moved with the regiment to Amlmla^ whence 
in May 1848 he marched with it to Ferozeporo. the 
following August he acoompt^cd the corg/s on smvice 
to Multan, but he lost his life at an eafly stage of the 
operations against that place, having been killed on the 
12^ Septemto 1848 in storming one of the enemy’s 
posts under the walls of the fortress. 

Taylor, Reynell George, O.B., General 

(1822 — 1886 ). — Tablets at Hoshiarpur and Lahore^ Nos. 
524 and 6 M).— The fourth son of Major-General 
Thomas Willhm Taylor, C. B., of H.M.’s Service, some- 
rime Colonel of the 17^^ Lancers, an old Waterloo 
veteran, and representative of the Taylors of Agwell and 
Denbury, Go. Qevon. Bom at Brighton, Sussex, 
on the 25^^ January 1822.— Entered the Bengal Army 
in 1840. Arrived in India on the 6 ^^ July of the same 
year, and on the 11 ^^ was ordered up to Sultanpur, 
Benares, to do duty with the 6 ^^ Light Cavalry : on the 
25^^ of the same month, however, a change was made 
and he waa directed to do duty instead with the 
3^ Light Cavalry at Eamal, but having been engaged 
until the end of the year on a shooting and hunting 
excursion in the Tirhnt and Gorakhpur districts, he 
appears never to have joined this regiment. On the 
5 m December following ho was posted to the 2 Light 
Cavalry, then on its way back from Afghanistan, and 
proceeding direct to Ferozopur, he joined that regiment 
on its arrival there on the 5^^ February 1841, afterwards 
marching with it thence to E[ai*nal, where, in the 
succeeding month, the corps was disbanded with igno- 
miny, in consequence of the misconduct of two squad- 
rons in the affair of Parwandarra. He remained at 
EAmal until the following May, when he was appointed 
to do duty with the 7‘^ Irregular Cavalry at Bareilly, 
at which station he continued serving with that corps 
until FebruAy 1842, when, having bf;en posted to tho 
now regiment (the 11 ^*^ Light Cavalry) raised to replace 
the disoanded 2 ^ , he proceeded to Meerut and joined it 
there. Early in 1843 he marched with the IP^ to 
Gawnpore, arriving there on the 4^*^ March. Thence, in 
the following November, he accompanied two squadrons 
of the lament on service with the left wing of tho 
Army of (Iwalior, and with these he was present in the 
battle of Paniar on the 29^^ December (bronze star). 
On the termination of the campaign he returned with 
the two squadrons to Cawnpore, arriving there in Feb- 
ruary 1844. On the 10*'» of tho same month he was 
appointed to do duty with the Governor- General’s Body- 
G^rd, and joining that corps forthwith in tho Governor- 
General’s camp, he was, on the 14^^, appointed acting 
Adjutant. Ho then accompanied the ^ody-Guard to 
Sultanpur, Benares, arriving there on the 29^^, and 
having b^ left there with it when the Governor- 
General (Lord Ellenborough) went on to Calcutta, he 
continued officiating as Adjutant until the 6 ^^ Decem- 
ber following, when he was appointed Interpreter and 
Quarter-Master to tiie corps. Li tho spring of 1845 he 
moved up to Aml^ with the Bo^-Guard, and on the 
arrival there cf the Governor- General (Sir Henry 
Hardily) early in the following December, he with it 
joined His Excellen(^*B camp. On the outbiuak of the 
first Sikh War, a few days later, he acconmanied the 
corps into the field with the Army of the Sutlej, and 
was present with it in the battle of Mudki (Medal), but 
in that the first engagement of the campaign he was 
so severely wounded (having received three sabre-outs) 


that he was t^Ue to take part in any of the subsequent 
opemtions. ^vmg recovered from his woi^, ho 
rejom^ the Body-Guard a few days after the battlo 
of Sobraon, and accompanied it in the advance on 
^how, whence, on the breaking up of the Army of the 
butlej, he marched with the corps to Ambala, arrivinir 
there early in April 1846. In the succeeding month 
he was tmnsferred to civil employ and appointed aotinir 
Sec^d Assistant to the Superintendent of Ajmer, ana 
having bwn confirmed in that appointment on the 
4 June^ following he continued serving in it (af 
iwwar, in Merwara) until January 1847, when he was 
appointed an Extra Assistant to tho Besident at Lahoiw 
(Sir Henry Lawrence). Having joined at Lahore in 
March, he was detached to Kashmir in May 1847 to 
report on the condition of that territory, and he W 
^nod there, very fully employed, until the following 
September, wh^ he was transferred to Pesliawar,— on 
his way to which place he took part, on tho 18‘*» October 
in the capture and destmotion (by a body of Sikh 
troops under Major G. St. P. Lawrence) of the refrac- 
tory villages of Palli and Zurmandai, in Baizai. On 
the conclusion of this affair ho accompanied Major 
Lawrence to Peshawar, of which district ho was left in 
tempoiury charge on tho 4 ^^ November ; and he con- 
tinued in charge until the 23'* of that month, when he 
marched with a body of Sikh troops, wdtho KohatPasa^ 
to join a 'similar force under Lieutenant (aftorwarde 
Sir Herbert) Edwardes, which had been detailed for the 
;^rpoBe of reducing tho Bannu district to order. 
Having effected a junction with Lieutenant Edwardes 
on the December, he, leaving his troops with that 
officer, returned shortly afterwards to Rwhawar, but 
in February 1848, with another body of the Darbar 
troops, he was again sent to Bannu, and at tho end 
of the following month ho was loft in charge of that 
district. On tho occurrence of tho outbreak at Multan, 
in April 1848, he sent all tlio troops he could spare, 
and indeed moro than he could spoi-e with sofet^to 
reinforce Lieutenant Edwanlcs in his movement on that 
place, and so denuded was Bannu of reliable troops 
that his own position became a most precarious ono t 
nevertheless, acting with energy aud judgment, ho 
succeeded, during a period of many months, in keeping 
tho turbulent Bannuchis and the wild Waziris oi the 
border completely in check. In July 1848, having, 
since Edwardes and Van Cortlandt ( 5 ^. v,) movM 
on Multan, been in sole charge of tho Dciu Ismail 
Khan district, of which Bannu formed part, he pro- 
ceeded to Dera Ismail Khan, whence, in tho following 
September, on the defection of Raja Sbor Singh ana 
tho extension of the rebellion to various parts of the 
Punjab, ho proceeded, by order, to Multan. Arriving 
in the British camp before that place on the 24^ Im 
was immediately placed in charge of the troops of tho 
Nawab of Bahawalpur, and he continued in charge 
until tho end of October, when he left for Isa Khel, in 
the Dera Ismail Khan district, in order to take measures 
for the recovery of Major and Mrs. Lawrence, and others^ 
who, on tho mutiny of tho Sikh troops at Peshawar, 
had been obliged to leave that place for Kohat, and who 
were supposed (as, indeed, proved to be tho cose) to have 
since fallen into the hands of tho enemy. Reaching 
Isa Khel on the 12^^* November, he loamt, that tho re- 
fugees had been treacheronsly seized and carried off to 
Peshawar, and these being now beyond his reach to aid 
or rescue, he proceeded with the assistance of friendly 
Chiefs, to restore order in tho Dera Ismail Khan dis- 
trict, in which, — ^tho two principal forts, Lakki and 
Dhalipgarh, having fallen into the possession of the 
insurgents, — anarchy was rife. Early in tho following 
month ho proceeded, with a body of irregular ti’oops^ 
to recover the fort of Lakki, and arriving before that 
place on the 11*^ December, he immediately began a 
close siege, which resulted in the surrender of tho place 
on the 10‘*> January 1849 : in the following month, 
having been reinforced, be recovered tho fort of Dhalip- 
garh as well, and with it the whole of the Derajat, and 
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advancing norihwa^B, he, on ihe 3^ April, re-occnpied 
Kohat. In recognition of the eminent Rei*y{ce8 rendered 
by him daring the trying period of 1848-49, he (besides 
receiving the Punjab Medal with the clasp for Multan) 
was granted the local rank of Major in the Punjab, and 
subsequently, on attainiug the rank of Captain, he was 
immediately promoted to that of Major by brevet. On 
the annexation of the Punjab taking place, he was 
^pointed (April 1849) Depy. Commissioner of tho 
l$era Isn^il Khan distnet, and he continued holding 
that appointment until May 1852, when ho vacated it 
on going home on furlough. He returned to India in 
March 1855, and on the 2*' of the succeeding month 
he was appointed Offg. Commandant of the Corps of 
Guides, and having joined at Mardan, ho continued 
holding this command until January 1856, when his 
services were placed at tho disposal of the Foreign De- 
partment for civil employment. Ii# tho following 
month he was re-appointed a Depy. Commissioner in 
the Punjab and jwsted to Jhelum, whence, in the suc- 
ceeding October, he was transferred to Gujerat, and 
afterwards, as Offg. Dopy. Commr., to Sialkot, but he 
was retained at the latter place only until April 1857, 
when ho was appointed Depy. Commr. of Kaiigra. He 
was serving at that place when the Mutinies burst forth 
in the following month, and he took a prominent part 
in tho measures then adopted for secuinng the safety 
and tranquillity of tlio district, — the prompt occupation 
of tlie fort of Kangra, and the disarming of the 
4*^' N- 1. In May 1858 ho was transferred from the 
(late 11^^ ) Light Cavalry to the newly-formed 
2 European Light Cavalry, but continuing in civil 
employ, no remained at Kangra, as Depy. Commr., until 
March 1859, when ho was appointed Offg. Commissioner 
and Superintendent of the Leia Division (subsequently 
styled tne Derajat Division), with his head-quai^rs at 
Dera Ismail Khan, — an appointment in which he was 
confirmed in March 1860. In April and May 1860, in 
the capacity of Chief Political Officer, ho accompanied 
the Mahsud-Waziri Expedition, taking part in all the 
pperations of the can^paign, including the reconnaissance 
to Kilad-Jangi Khan (horse cut down under him in a 
ddrmish in the Shahnr Pass), the forcing of the Barara 
pass, and the destruction of Makin (India Medal and 
clasp)* Eetuming to Dera Ismail Khan in May 1860, 
he continued serving thoro as Commr. of the Derajat 
for lyjieriod of nearly two years, in tho conrso of which 
he was admitted into tho Bengal Staff Corps with effect 
from February 1861. In March 1862 .he was appointed 
Qff^. Commr. and Superintendent of the Peshawar 
Division, and in May 1863 ho was nominated a Com- 
paiuon of the^ Order of the Bath. In the following 
October, as Chief Civil and Political Officer, bo accom- 
wiiei the Tnsofzai Fiold Force into the hills, tod in 
capacity he served with it in tho Ambela Campaign 
up to the 19^^ November, when ho was relieved by the 
i^ux^ from furlough of Major H. B. James (q. c.) : he, 
h^ever, continued attached to the force in a military 
qap^^y hhtil tho conclusion of the campaign, aooom- 
l^yfng^ the trooj^ on several occasions, when en^ged, 
t^ing part in the re-oapture of the Crag Pioquet 
pbeitibn on the November, and in the storming of 
the jponic^ ]£I1 on the 15^^ December, and he snbse- 
quenity aocompanied the tribal force sent to Carry ont 
^ destruction of Malka (clasp to India Medal). In 
pebrui^ 1864, soon after his return from the Ambela 
Campaign, he went home on leave, and he was thto 
abwnt mm India for one year. On his return to India 
in Februarv 1865, he was re*flippointed Commr. and 
Snpdt. of me Derajat Division, bnt he did not join that 
appcmtnieiit, having immediately afterward been 
appennted Offg. Commr. of the Amhala Division and 
Agent ip the Lieutenant-Governor of the Punjab for 
the C!iB-$uilej States. In June 1866 he nertninafed 
a Companion of the Order of the. Star of India, tod in 
Oetol^ l^dS he attained the rank Cf Major-Gtoenl. 
In May 1870 he Wto tnsnsfensed as Commr. and 8it]^t. 
ifeo the ' Amritsar Divirion, and having joined and tem 


un the duties in July, he continued serving there tolD 
JaVuaiy 1871. when he igent home on furlough; 
Betuming to *India in the spring of 1872 he resumed 
his former appointment at Ai^timr, and (having de- 
clined the more important post of Political Besident at 
Gwalior) he continued serving there until April 1877, 
when he went home on furlough and settled down at 
Newton Abbot, in Devonshire. On the 1** Ootober 
1877 he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant General ; 
on tho 15^^ Decembei' 1880 he attained that of General ; 
and on the 1^^ April 1882 he was transferred to the 
Unemployed Supernumerary List. He died at Newton 
Abbot, South Devon, on tho 28^** February 1886, 

Note.- ttonoral (then Major) Taylor was married at Widdi* 
combo, Co. Devon, <jlli tho 14tli December 1854, to Anne, daughter 
of Arthur B. E. Holdsworth, Ksqr., of Widdicoinbe. 

Taylor, Robert Thomas, Lieutenant (1833 — 
1856). — Grave and tablet at Ferozepore^ Nos* 6(X) and 
448. — A younger son of Captain Bobert Taylhr, 
65^*' N. I. Bom at Mhow on the 5*^ March 1833.-— 
Entered the Bengal Army in 1849. AiTived in India 
in October of the same year, and in the succeeding 
month was sent up to BatTackporo to do, duty with 
the 27 N I. On the 5**^ December following he was 
posted to the 45 *^h n. I , and proceeding to tiie Upper 
Provinces, ho joined that regiment at Bareilly in Feb- 
ruary 1850. In tho cold season of 1854-55 he marched 
with the regiment to Ferozepoi'e, and he died at that 
station on 6*^' September 1856. 


Taylor, William Willoughby, Major (1867—1897) 
— Grave and tablet at Mardan^ Nos. 1013 and 1020 ; 
inscription at Maldkand^ No. 1114. — Son of tho Bovd 
Henjy Willoughby Taylor, B, N., sometimd Chaplain of 
H. M. S. Hogue. — Born on tho 25^^ October 1857.— 
Entered H, M.'s Service in August 1876 as a Lieu* 
tenant in tho Royal Marines (Light Infantiy) with 
rank fi*om the I***- January preceding. After more than 
throe years ’ service in that corps, he became a candidate 
for admission into the Indian Army, and having been 
sent ont, he was, on the 23"^ Juno 1880, appointed an 
Offg. Wing Officer in tho 38th N.I., on pi-olmtion for tho 
Bengal Staff Corps, into which he was subsequently 
admitted with effect from that date. Having joined 
that regiment at Meerut, ho officiated as Quarter- 
Master for some time in the spring of the succeeding year, 
and in the winter of 1881-82 he proceeded mth thecoips 
to Peshawar. In July 1882 ho was appointed a Wing 
Officer in tho 46^'* N. I. (Rattray’s Sikhs), a-nd joined 
that oorps at Jhelnm, whence in the spring of lo84 he 
moved with it to Quetta. In the autumn of tho same 
year ho served with the corps in the Zhob Valley Ex- 
pedition, on the conclusion of which he accompani^ it 
to Agra, arriving there on the 17^*^ December. In 


February 1885 he was sq.

the regiment, and towards the end of the same year he 
was appoint^ to officiate as Adjutant. In the spring 
of 18o6 he accomptoied the corps to Bawl Pindi, and 
there in May 1886 he was confirmed ^ in the poist of 
Adjutant ; he, however, held this appointment 
for only a few months, having been obliged to vacate 
it in the succeeding January, on attaming the rank 9£ 
Captain. From Juno to September 1887 ho officiated 
as a Wing Commander.

In June 1892 he 
was again appoint a Wing Commander (substantive 
pro. temp.) in his own rogiment, but he continued 
attached to the 14'^, in which corps he again offiobted 
as Second-iu-Gommand from Atigast to October 1892, 
He continued with the 14^^ at Peshawar until March 
1893, when he reverted to the 45^*^ as a Wing Com- 
mander, and on rejoining the corps at Jhansi lie was 
immediately appointed to officiate as Second-in- Com- 
mand. In the following December he proceeded on 
leave, and going home at the end of February 1894 
he was absent from India for a year. On returning in 
February 1895, he rejoined his regiment at Jhansi, and 
was again appointed Offg. Second-in«Coramaud, a post 
which he continued holding until the following Decem- 
ber, at which time he accompanied the regiment to 
Mian Mir. In April 1896 he moved up to the Mala- 
kand with the regiment, and at that place from June 
to September 1896, and again for a short time in the 
summer of the following year, ho officiated as Second- 
in-Gommand of the corps. He was still there with the 
regiment in 1697 when the great frontier outbreak of 
that year occurred, and when, on the night of the 26^^ 
July, the Malakand position was assailed by a horde of 
desperate fanatics, he greatly distinguished himself iu 
the defence of the g^rge at the summit of the old 
Budhist ixiad, rendering the most valuable assistance to 
the officer commanding on the spot, until at last ho fell 
mortally wounded with a rifle shot throagh his right 
side. He was removed to camp, and there he died of 
his wound two days later, -—the 28^'' July 1897. 

Note.— The iuBcription (No. 1114) on tho rock on tlio old 
Budhist road, marking the spot on which Major Taylor foil, is 
Inaccurate in stating that he was killed in .*ictioii ” and that the 
^te of bis douUi was tho ** 26th ” July 1897. 


Templdr, George, Captain and Brevet-Major 
(c. 1801— 1848).— Crrarc at Amhala^ No. 274.— The 
fourth and youngest son of Henry Templer, Eso., of 
Teignmouth, Co. Devon, who was a cadet 01 the 
Templers of Stover iu the same county. — Entered 
the Bengal Army in 1818. Arrived in India iu Septem- 
ber 1819, aad was sent up to Dinapore to do duty 
with ihe Bengal European Regiment. In January 1821 
he was posted to the 1*^ Battalion 2'^^ N. I., which he 
joined at Banda, and on promotion to the rank of Lieut- 
enant, ho was re-postod to that battalion in the fol- 
lowing July. In February 1822 bo went home on 
furlongh, and during his absence from India he was 
transferr^ December 1823, to the 2^ Battalion 2^ N. 
I., and on the xeorffanisation of 1824 taking place 
he was posted to the 22^ N. I. He returned to India 
in April 1825; but having gone on leave for five months 
he did not join his now regiment^ then <m the Sylhet 
frontier, until October. In the following month he 
proceed^ with the regiment to Berhampore, and in the 
snooeediw year he acoompanied it to Midnapore. .In 
May 182 y he went on leave to Almoia, and was away 
from his regiment for more than five years, having; 
without rejoining, gone home on furlough in July 18^ 
mi not returned to India until Juno 1832. Hie re- 
joined the regiment at Lucknow in August 1832, and 
iu the autumn of 1834, while moving in course of relief, 
he ttOOompanilBid it on servioe to Kajputana, on the 
eeoaiion of the demonstralion against Jodhpur and 
of 'the subsequent operations undertaken for the 
restoration of onfier in Shekhawat. On the een- 
ehuhm of this buaness he aooompanisd the re- 
l^msnti April 1836, to Nasixabad, whence; in the 


autumn of 1839, he again ^iroceedcd with it, in the 
Marww Field Force, on service against •lodhpur, and 
was with it for some time in occupation of that fortress, 
not retoming to Nasirabad until February 1840. In 
October 1840 he pi*ocGcded on leave to Calcutta, whence 
in January 1841 he went home on furlough, lloturoing 
to India in November 1843, he rejoined his it^gimeut at 
Barrackpore, where ho served with it until No\ 6 ml)er 
1845. He then went on leave, to make a voyage up the 
Canges for the benefit of his health, rejoining tho regi- 
ment, which had moved up b}^ lan^ nt Fatehgarli 
in April 1846. In September 1846 he was apj^inted 
Aide-do-Camp to Major- Goncml Sir W. R. Gilliert, 
K. C. B., commanding the Sirhind Division, but ill- 
health pursued him, and after tivico going up to 
Kasauli on sick leave, he resigned the appointment in 
October 1848. He died at Ainbala on the 1**^ of tho 
following monA. 

Tennant, Sir James, K. C. B., Colonel (1789— 
1854). — Grave at Lahore Cantonment^ No. 654. — Son 
of William Tennant, Bsqr., of Glasgow. Bom at Ayr, on 
tho 21 April 1 789. — Educated at the Military School, 
Gi*eat Marlow, Co. Bucks, and nt the Royal Mily. 
College, Woolwich. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1805 
as a Cailot of Artillery. On his way out to Bengal, the 
East India fleet being in company with tho expedition 
under tho command of Sir David Baird, he took part 
in the landing in Lospard’s Bay, ami in tho subsoauont 
operations resulting, .Tanuaiy 1806, in tho Capo Colony, 
South Africa, being wrested from the Dutch ; and the 
fleet having been delayed by this business, bo did not 
arrive nt Calcutta until tho following August. On the 
2 ** of tho succeeding month he was posted to tho 7 th 
Company l*t Battalion, Foot Artillery, which ho joined 
accordingly at Dum-Dum. In February 1807 he was 
transferred to the Company 3*^ Battalion (now 
the 34^*' Field Battery, Royal Ariillery), then Btationed 
at Ohnnnr . on his way up to join it, howovor, he was 
halted, 22a April, at Dinai)oro and directed to take 
charge of tho Artillery detafls at that station, and 
he was detained there until the end of the following 
September, when, bis company moving up to Allahalxm^ 
he followed with his detachment and joined it at that 
place. In December 1807, with a portion of the com- 
pany, ho was detached to Bimdelkhand, for service 
with tho battering train attached to the field force 
under the command of Colonel Arnold, and he was 
employed with that force for nearly three months, 
taking part in the reduction of numerous^ forts and 
strongholds of tho insurgent Biindela chiefs. Soon 
after his return to Allahabad, in Maroh 1808, ho was 
detach^ on somewhat similar duty into Oudh, and 
during that and tho thioo succeeding years ho was 
frequently, and indeed almost continuously, on field 
service in that kingdom, taking part in tho redactiou 
of many fortified plaoes hold by recalcitrant zamindare. 
Towards the close of December 1811, his oompanv 
having been detailed for field service in Bundelkhand, 
he was appointed acting Adjutant and Quarter-Master 
to the detachment of Artillery employed on that 
occasion, and in this capacity he took part, in January 
and February 1812, in the siege and reduction of the 
strong rock fortrosa of Kalinjar. On the termination 
of this service he returned to Allahabad, whence to- 
wards the oloBo of the same year he moved with the 
company to Agra. In Novomber 1813 ho was apTOint- 
ed acting Adjutant and Quarter-Master to tho Artillexw 
of the force assembled, under Major-General Marsholli, 
for the coercion of the Rao-Raja of .^war, but the 
Raja having submitted without fighting; the foroo 
was broken up and he returned to Agra in Febroai^ 
1814. In tho course of that year he proceeded mta

paign of 1814- 15 in the North-Western Hills, taking 
past in the rednetion of the forts of Bamgarh, Taiagarn 
rad Gh^ba, and finally, in comnirad in the batteries, 
in the siege and redaction of Mal4on, vhieh broaght 
the campaign to a concliuion (India War Medal and 
clara). On the termination of the operations he pro- 
ceeded the company to Eamal, whence in Peb- 
maty 1816, he went on six months' side leave to the 
Presidency. In Jnly 1816 he was transferred to the 2^ 
Company l»t Battalion, and having joined it immediately 
at Dnm-Dum, ho was, a few days later, appointed to 
officiate as Barradc-Master at that station. In this po- 
sition he remained nntil July 1817, when he was sent to 
the Upper Provinces on dnty with a detachment of 
Artillory drafts. Towards the close of the following 
September, on arrival at Cawnporo, he was directed to 
remain there and do dnty with the A^llery of the 
First (orCawnpore) Division of the PieldArmy, and he 
oontinned in that sitnation nntil the 14«* December, 
when he was appointed Brigade-Major to the Artillery 
of the First (or Centro) Division of the Grand Army, 
in which capacity he thereafter served throughout the 
Mahratta- Pindari Campaign of 1817-18. On returning 
to Cawnporo after the close of the campaign, in the 
mnnng of 1818, ho became Brigade-I^jor to the 
Artillery in the Field, and this appointment he con- 
tinued holding for nearly six yoars. On his promotion 
to the rank of Captain taking place he was posted, 
November 1818, to the 2^ Company 2^ Battalion, from 
which, at the end of February 1819, he was removed 
to the 6*'' Company 411' Battalion. In December 1823, 
on the appointment of Brigade-Major to the Artillery 
in the Field being abolished, he was nominated to the 
command of the Artillery at Agra, but this did not 
take effect, he having, within a few days, been appoint- 
ed First Assistant to the Militoiy Board, living 
taken up this sitnation at Calcutta, he held it until 
nearly the end of May 1824, when he was appointed 
Asst. Adjutant-General of Artilleiy,— an important 
post which ho continneeb holding for more than ten 
yoars. On the reorganisation of the Artillery taking 
place in July 1825 he was posted to the 1»‘ Company 
Battalion. In November 1825 he was directed, as Asst, 
Adjt.-Gonl. of Artillery, to accompany the Commandant 
of Artillery to Agra, tho latter having been appointed 
to the command of the Artillery of the Army then 
assembling for service beyond the Jumna ; on the 3^ of 
the succeeding month ho was directed to continue 
exercising tho functions of A. A. G. of Arty, while ho 
was with the forces in the field ; and thereafter, in this 
capacity, he served throughout tho siege and capture 
of Bharatpur (clasp added to India War Medal). On 
the termination of the operations he returned to Dnm- 
Dum with the Commandant of Artillery, and resumed 
his duties there. In December 1831, on attaining tho 
rank of Major, ho was posted to tho 6‘'‘ ’RuftaUnn of 
Artillery. In August 1834 ho vacated tho appoint- 
ment of Asst. Adjutant 'Gonl. of Artillery on proceed^ 
ing on twelve months’ sick leave to Cherrapunji, but 
he remained there only until the end of April 1835, 
when he was appointed Offg. Agent for the Manufacture 
of Gunpowder at Ishapur. In June 1835 he was 
removed to tho rolls of tho 7‘'‘ Battalion. At tho end 
of the following month he was made permanent in the 
appointment of Agent for Gunpowder, but he hold this 
post only until February 1837, when ho was obliged to 
vacate it on attaining the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. 
In March 1837 he was posted, as Liontenant.Colonol, 
to the 4‘'‘ Battalion, and in the course of the summer he 
joined the head-quarters of that battalion at Agra, 
in February 1838 he proceeded on leave to the Capo 
Colony, South Afoica, and he was absent from India for 
nearly two years, in the course of which period he was 
trannerred to the 2^ Brigade, Horse Arty,, in July 
1838, to the 5*)> Battalion, Foot Artillery, at the end ai 
the snooeeding October, . rad to the 6«> 'fo 

February 1839. On his return to Ifodia in December 
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he proceeded to Cawnpore and assamed com*' 
manaof the 6^ Battalion, with which ha oontmned 
servhiff until NyTomber 1848, ;when hi was appointed 
Brigamer Commanding the Foot Artillery of the Aimy 
of Exercise (afterwards siyled tho Army of Owalior.^j 
In that capacity he served in the Gwalior Campaign 
of 1843-4^ and was present at the battle of Midutraj* 
pur (bronze star). In January 1844, while on his way 
back from the front, he was removed to the 4^^ Bat> 
talion, &e head-quarters of which he joined at Cawn- 
pore. In Janui^ 1845 he proceeded on sick leave 
to Simla, and, being in very had health,* he was there- 
after continuously absent for two years, in the course 
of which, he was, on promotion to the rank of Lieut- 
enant-Colonel Gommandapt, posted, July 1845, to the 
gtii Battalion, afld aftenvards, in November 1846, 
removed to the 3^ Battalion, the command of whi(^ 
he assumed at Dum-Dum on his rejoining from side 
leave in January 1847 ; immediately after which he 
went homo on furlough. On his return to India ^ 
January 1848 he rejoined the Battalion at Dui^ 
Dum, and in the following July he was transferred to 
the 9^^ Battalion, of which he took command at the* 
same station. In September 1848 he was nominated 
to the command of the Meywar Field Force,* with the 
rank of Brigadier, but in the following month, before 
he (^uld join, his services were replaced at the disposal 
of the Gommander-in-Ghief, and he was appointed to 
tho command of the Artillery Division of the Army 
of the Punjab, with the temporary rank of Brigadieiv 
General. Thereafter, in command of the Artillery, ho 
served with high distinction throughout the Punjab 
Campaign of 1848-49, including tho passage of tho 
Chenab and the battles of Chilianwala and Gujerat 
(Medal and two clasps). In the action last* mentioned 
he greatly distinguiA^ himself, and to his conduct of 
the Artillery the ‘‘crowning victory'' gained on that 
memorable occasion was generally attributed, Lord 
Gough himself acknowledging his services in &o 
following terms: — “ To Brigadier- General Tennant^ 
commanding that mplcndid pm, the Artillory, to whoso 
irresistible power 1 am mamly indebted for tho glorious 
victory of Gujerat, I am indeed most grateful. Con- 
spicuous as the Artillery has ever proved itself, never 
was its Buperioiity over that of the enemy, ite ine- 
tistible and annihilating power, more truthfully shown 
than in this battle." In recognition of his eminent 
services during the campaign he received tho thanks 
of tiiQ Governor- General in the first instaneJ, and after- 
wards of both Houses of Parliament, and was created 
a Companion of the Order of the Baih. On the termi- 
nation of the war ho proceeded, March 1849, to 
Neemuch, and took up the command of tho Meywar 
Field Force, which he held until the following De- 
cember, when ho was transferred, as Brigadier, to the 
command of tho troops at Mian Mir, Lahore. In 
August 1851 he was romoved from the Colonelcy of the 
9^*^ to that of the 8**^ Battalion of Artillery, and in 
January 1852 he was appointed to the temporary com- 
mand of the Cis-Jhelum Division ; but ho held this for 
only a short time. In April 1852 ho was advanced to 
the dignity of a Knight Commander of the Order of 
tho Bath. He oontinned in command at Mian Mir 
until his death, which occurred at that place on tho 6^^ 
March 1854. 

Notb.-— Sir James (then Captain) Tennant married, at Calcutta^ 
on tho 7th April 1828, Elizabeth, the eldest dauglitcr of Charles 
Pattensott, ]^r., of the Bengal Chp Sendee; she was bom at 
Calcutta on the 2l8t Juno 1803 .--Sir James was the father of 
Lioutenant-Gonenil J ames Fraucjt Tennant, C.IJS., Boyal (Bengal) 
Engineers, sometime Master of the Mint at Calcutta. — 

Terraneau, William Henry, Captain and Brevet* 
Major (1791 — 1843). — Grave at Karnalf No. 184. — 
The eldest son of Mr. William Terraneau, of Calcutta. 
Bom at Calcutta on the 17^^ December 1791.— Enter^ 
tho Bengal Army in 1810. Arrived in India in 
October 1811, and was sent up to Barrackpore to do 
duty with the Battalion 12^h l, At the end of 
1812 he accdhipanied that corps to Cuttack, where he 



•0tTod wiili it until October 1813. Having then b^n 
IxKOUgbt upon the effeotire strength of* the Arii^« me 
^ras, on the 8*^ of that month, posted to^the 1*^ B^ta- 
lion 8^ N. 1.9 and, on the ^me day, appointeil to do 
duty with the Bangpnr Local Battilion. He joined 
this battalion at Kisharganj, and in the ant n ran of 
1814 he accompanied it to Titaliya. Thereafter he was 
employed with it on the ICorang frontier thronghont 
the Nepal War of 1814-15, and, in the small force 
under the oominand of Major Latter, took part in some 
enccessfal minor operations agamt the Gurkhas. On 
attaining the raftk of Lieutenant he was posted, Mareh 
1817, te the V Battalion 8^*^ N. I., but shortly after- 
mr^ a change was made and he was re-posted to the 
Itt Battalion ; he did not, however, join either of ^ese 
corps, but remaining with the *local battalion at Bang- 
uur, he was, in the course of the same year, appointed 
Snperintendent of Public Buildings at that station. 
He continued in this situation, in addition to doing duty 
with the Rang pur Local Battalion, until November 
1820, when he proceeded on sick leave to Calcutta, and 
thence to Penang, Daring his absence, in July 1821, he 
was appointed Barrack-Master of the Dacca Division of 
tbo Barrack Department, and this situation he took up 
on his return from Penang in the following December. 
On the reorganisation of the Army taking place in May 
1824 he was pos-tpd to the 24^^ N. I., and in the same 
jrear ho became Bxenative Officer of the Dacca Division 
of Public Works, a situation which he continued hold- 
ing for nearly eleven years, in the coarse of which he 
once, in the autumn of 1827, held charge of the public 
works at CommiDa, and onco, for a year in 1832*33, 
that of the public buildings at Gherrapnnji. In April 
1835 he was transferred, as ETecutive Officer, to the 
Benares Division of Public Worxs, and thence, in the 
following October, to the A^a Division. He continued 
in the discharge of the ilutios of his appointment until 
November 1811, when he proceeded to the hills (Mus- 
soorie and afterwards Simla) on sick leave which was 
eventually extended up to the end of October 1843. 
He was on his way back to Agra, to rejoin his appoint- 
ment, when he died at Garaunda, one march beyond 
Karnal, on the 11th October 1843. 

Notb I.-— It is noteworthy that this officer, during a sorvioe of 
thirty-two yean, never did a single day’s duty with his owa 
vegiment ! 

Not* II. — Major (then Lieutenant) Terraneau was married, at 
Barrackpore on thellth January L8SJ, t> Sophia, daughter of Mr. 
Charles Christiana, Assistant in th«3 Accomtant- General’s Dept., 
Board of Trade. I'his lady was born at Calnuttl on t he 14th July 
1810, and, surviving hrr hus land more thaii thirty-eight yours, died 
at the same place on the 28(1 Novembor 1881, when, by some ex- 
traordinary m-stako. or worse, she was declared to have attained 
ffiieageofi08 yean! 

Thackeray, Thomas, Lieutenant (1789—1814). 
— •Grave at Nahan^ No. 907.— The fourth son of 
William Makepeace Thackeray, Ksqr., formerly of 
the Bengal Civil Service and some time Collector of 
■Sylhet, by Amelia, his wife, daughter of Richmond 
Webb, Esqr., formerly Lieutenant- Celonel of tie 
32^ Foot; and uncle to William Mak^ace Thnoxeray, 
the great novelist. Bern at Hadley, Co Middles in 
1789.— Szitered the Bengal Army in 1803 as a Cadet of 
Infantry. Arrived in India in Jane 1805, and was des- 
patched soon afterwards to the Upper Provinces with a 
Urge party of unposted Cornets and Ensigns. After 
passing Cawnpore, at the end of August^ he was attach- 
ed, with the party to which he ^longed, to the 10^^ 
Regiment of Native Ii^antry, both battalions of which 
were on the march to join the Army under Lord Lake 
in the field. With this corps he arrived at Muttra on 
the 6^ October, and on the same day he was directed to 
«do duty with the 1^^ Battalion 10*^ N. I., at that sta- 
tion. The battalion having been included in the 
Division under the command of Maior-Oeneral Dow* 
deswell, which was detached to Saharanpur for the 
protection of the northern parts of the Doab, he served 
urith k in that part of the theatre of operations daring 
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Lord Lake's last campaign against Holkar, up io nonr " 
the end of January 1806, on the 14*k 0f which month 
he was regularly posted to the 2^ Battalion 26^^ N. I.t 
and directed to proceed and join it without delay. Ho 
joined the battalion accordingly at Sultanpur, in Oudh^ 
whence, towards the end of the year, he accompanied it 
to Supa, in Bundelkhand. In that unrestful provinoo 
he served with the battalion for more than three yeariL 
almost the whole time in active employment in the fiela 
against insurgents and marauders, in the course of 
which he took part, besides numerous other affairs, in 
the red notion of Sehlehu^nj and Hirapur, the storm- 
ing of Bajaoli Hill, the siege and capture of Ajaigarh, 
and the arduous and harassing operations against tho 
rebel Gopal Sing. In April 1810 he marched with 
the battalion to Agra, whence he accompanied it to 
Delhi and Rewari at the end of 1812. In June 1814 
he was appoint^ Offg. Interpreter and Quarter Master 
to the 1*^ Bathffien 26^ N T., at Lucknow, and was 
transferred to that battalion from the same date, but 
this transfer was cancelled in J iily, and ho remained on 
the strength of the 2^ Battalion, though holding a. 
regimental staff appointment in the 1*^ . At the end of 
the same month he rejoined his own battalion, and was 
appointed Offg. Adjutant to a wing of it temporarily 
detached from head-quarters. On a Light Infantry 
Battalion being formed at Meerut in October 1814, to 
accompany the Division under the command of Major- 
General Gillespie on service against the Gurkhas, ho 
joined it in command of the light company of the 2^ 
Battalion 26^^ and on tho 20^ of the same month ha 
was appointed Interpreter and Quarter Master to tho 
battalion. Proceeding with ibis eorps on service, ha 
was present with it during the earlier part of the oam- 

S aign in tlie Dohra Dun, including the first assault of 
[alanga, in which he was severely wounded. Again 
at the head of his oom{)aDy, with his wounds still 
unhealed, he took part in the attack on Jaithak Hill, 
near Nahan,on the 27^*^ December 1814, and there fell^ 
whilst covering, with heroic devotion, the retreat of 
Major Ricbardi’ column . — {See tart I, pays 142.) 

Thatcher, Torin, Major-General {1827—1903).— 
Grave at Murree^ No. 834 ; tablet at Hawal Pindt, No, 
810. — Bom on the 13^** April 1827.— Entered the Bombay 
Army in 1843. Arrived in India in the summer of the 
same yenr, and in the siicoeedimg Octoljer was posted to 
the 11*** N. I , which he joined at Ahmadabad. Towards 
the close of 1845 he accompanied tho regiment to Sukkur, 
in Sindh, arriving there about tbo middle of January 
1846, and during that year he served for a short time in 
the Commissariat De|)t., as SiiTOriiitendont of Bazaars at 
Harsal, At the end of 1847 he moved with the regi- 
ment to Hyderabad, and there in tho autumn of 1848 he 
was appointed acting Adjutant of the 2^ Baluch Batta- 
lion, serving at the same station ; this appointment he 
continued holding until the spring of 1849, when he re- 
joined his own regiment at K^acni. In February 1850 
he was again appointed acting Adjutant of the 24 
Baluch Battalion, and having rejoined that corps at 
Hyderabad, he was, in May 1851, appointed acting 
Second-in- Command. In the autumn of the same year 
he marched with the battalion to Shikarpur In March 
1852 he was confirmed in the appointment of Second-in- 
Command, and he continued holding it until January 
1854, when he was appointed a Brigade- Major on the 
' establishment and was posted te Poona, whence he waa 
transferred to Rajkot in the autumn of the same year, and 
to Karachi at the end of 1855, Early in 1657 he proceed- 
ed on service to Persia, where, on duty with the Sindh 
Horse, he was employed for a short time during tho 
operations ; and he subsequently served on the staff of tho 
Expeditionary Force until the withdrawal of the British 
troops from that country. He returned to Bombay 
early in June 1857, and having been permitted to 
resume his appointment of Brigade-Major, he woo 
posted to Hyderabad ; having, however, proceeded om 
leave to Poona, he never joined this ap|iOiutmeot, ooid 
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im tihe expiration of Ilia laare in Auguat, lie was ap- 
minted acting Aset. Saperintendent of Police at 
Aliinadnagar. From NoTombor 1857 to May 1858 be 
served as Adjutant of the 2^ Chandeiah Bhil Corps, 
and having daring this period been employed in 
operations against the insurgent Bhils, he was present 
in the actions of Nindiir, Lingota, Shamsherpur, 
Amboni and Mandiour. In May 1858 he was appointed 
Saperintendent of Police at Kaira, in Ouzerat. Barly 
in the following November his services were placed at 
the disposal of the Qovt. of India, for employment in 
command of the 2l^ Gwalior Infantry, and he was 
appointed Commandant accordingly on the 9*^ December ; 
bat he never took up this post, and having been per« 
mitted, early in February 1859, to resign ii^ he con- 
tiimed in his appointment at Eaira, to which the 
coBomand of the Gazerat Police Battalion was added 
kt the autniiin of the same year. In February 1861 
he was admitted into the Bombay Staff (Ibrps, and he 
subseqnently served as Superintendent of Police at 
Ahmadabad, Surat, Ahmadnagar and Poona, until 
January 1870, when he reverted to military duty and 
was appointed OITg, Second-in-Command of the 1P*‘ 
N, I. then at Nasirabad, where he joined the CDrps. 
Towards the end of the following September he was con- 
iirmod in the appointment of Sccond-ind'Oinmand, and 
in the winter of 1870-71 he accompanied the regiment 
to Satara. In April 1872 he was appointed Offg. Com- 
mandant of the regiment, with which in the cold snason 
of 1873-74 he moved to Bhuj, and he continued officiat- 
ing as Commandant until March 1874, when, on the 
Tetom ‘of the permanent incumbent, he reverted to the 
post of Second-in-Oommand. Tn Noveinher 1874 he 
was appointed Offg. Commandant of the 21®* N. I. (the 
Marine Battalion), and having joined the corps at 
Bombay, he continued serving with it there until June 
1875, when he was appointed Commandant of the 28**» 
N. I. at Rajkot. In May 1876 he was transferred, as 
Commandant, to the 20*“ N. I. at Bombay, whence in 
the autumn of 1877, ho proceeded with that corps to 
Baroda. In Juno 1880 he was appointed Commandant 
of his original regiment, the 11**^ N. I., and having 
joined the corps at Poona, he continued serving with it 
thoji^e until the 1®* June 1881, when he retired from the 
service with the honorary rank of Major-General. He 
subsequently became a resident of Murree, whore he 
died on the 6*^ October 1903, 

Thom os, Charles Whiteman, Captain (r. 
1839 — 1867).— Or ire at Simla, No. 363. — ^The only 
son of Honoratlns Leigh Thomas, Eaqr., of Bryn Elwy, 
Co. Flint. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1856. 
Arrived in India in December of the same year, and on 
the 10*** of that mouth was ordered up to Cawnpore to 
do duty with tho 2** Light Cavalry, In January 1857 
he was posted to the 4*** Light Cavalry (Lancers), and 
having joined that I'cgiment at Ambala, he, on the 1®* 
May following, proceeded on sick leave to Mussoorie. 
In the succeeding November he rejoined the remains of 
his regiment (the greater part of which had disappeared 
daring the mutinies), and towards the close of January 
1858 he was appointed to officiate as Adjutant. In the 
following Mai*ch he was diiected to do duty with the 
Multani Regiment of Cavalry (Cureion’s), and with that 
corps be served during the ensuing campaign in 
Rohilkhand, including the actions of fihagaula and 
Nagina, the relief of Moradabad, the action on the 
Dojarra River, and the capture of Bareilly (Medal). 
In May 1858 he was transferred to the 3“ European 
Light Cavalry, then being formed, hut he continued 
serving with the Multani Regiment until the end of 
that month, when he went on five mouths* sick leave 
to Mussoorie; and on the expiry of this leave he 
proceeded on leave to Caicntta, whence towards the end 
of November 1858 he went home on furlough. He 
returned to India in November 1860, and was then ap- 
mintod to do duty with the Beoruit Depdt at 
Barraokpore, In June 1861 ho waa appointed 


InsAructor of Musketry to tho. Lahore Itfgbt Ham at 
Dui^-Dam, as *a temporary arrangement and in tho : 
succeeding August he vras appointed, in tho same 
capacity, to a psovisional re^xaent of European oavalry 
which had been formed at finraokporo. In tho autumn 
of the same year he proceeded to Peshawar and joined hia 
own regiment, which had some months before been 
designated “ the 21®* Hussars,** though it h^ not then 
been organised as such, and on the 13**^ November ho 
waa appointed Instructor of Musketr;^ to tho corps. 
Having volunteered tor general service he was, 30*^ 
July 1862, on the formal reorganisation /)f the regiment 
taking plaim, regularly posted to the 21st Hussars, and 
having been retained in the office of Instructor of 
Musketry, he continued holding the appointment for 
more f hau three y^ara. lin the winter of 1862*63 ho 
acoompainod the regiment to Muttra, whence in 
^ov6mber of tlie latter year he moved with it to Ambala. 
In November 1865 he went home on leave, and in tho 
following inontb, having then attained the rank of 
Captain, he vacated tho appointment of Instructor ai 
Musketry 'On his return to India in November 1866i 
he rejoined his regiment at Ambala, and in April 1867 , 
he waa appointed Offg. Interpreter to the corps. Ha * 
shortly afterwards proceeded on sick leave to Simla^ 
where he died on the 28*^ June 1867. 

Thoina.s, Francis, Captain (1804-<-18'42).— Grove 
o^ Dtiifd, No. 71. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1820. 
Arrived in India on the 5**^ November 1821, and on tho 
12 ^ of the same month was ordered up to (Jliazipur for 
duty with the Bengal European Regiment ; a week later, 
however, this was altered to duty with the 2^ Battalion 
2^1** N. I., which he joined at Uinapore in tlio following 
January. In April 1822 he was posted to the 2^ 
Battalion 22^* N. I., but having been directed to conti- 
nue doing duty with tho 2^* Battalion 23** until July, 
and afterwards to do duty with the 1"* Battalion l®Sat 
Cawnpore, until October, ho did net join his own corps, 
then at Nag])ur, until the following December. In 
September 1823 ho was transferred to the 2‘* Battalion 
18**^ N. I., which was also at Nagpur, and he waa 
re-posted to the same battalion in February 1824, on 
receiving promotion to the rank ot Lieutenant. On 
the reorganisation of the Army taking place in May 1824 
he was posted to the 36**^ N* 1. (late 1®* Battalion 18*^), 
but having been ordered to remain with the 37**' N. I. 
(late 2** Battalion 18th) until his services co^ld be 
dispensed with, he d'd not join the 36**', 
Nasimbad, until late in the autumn, li February 
1825 he oxchan|^ed into the 50**» N. I., and joined it 
at the same station, but his service with this i*egiment 
was of very brief duration, for on the 1®* July following 
he was transferred to the 5*** Extra N. I., a newly-raised 
corps, which he joined at Benares. In November 1826 
he accompanied this regiment to Jubbuli^Kii^e, at which 
station, in the winter of J 827-28, he officiated for a 
brief ^leriod as Interpreter and Quarter Master of the 
corps, which, soon afterwards, became the 73** N. I. In 
July 1828 he was again appointed to officiate in tbja 
sme appointment, and ho continued holding it until 
July 1829, when he was appointed Adjutant of tho 
i*egiinent. Towards the end of the same year ho 
proceeded with the regiment to Banda, whence ho 
accompanied it to Benares in November 1832, and ta 
Barrackpore in March 3835, at which last station he 
resigned the Adjutancy in January 1837. On tho 
regiment proceeding to Sylhet towaros the end of 18S7| 
he obtained leave to remain at the Presidency, and in 
March 1838 he went li('me on furlough. He returned 
to India in Neyvember 1841, and rejoined his regimenli 
at Delhi early in the followinj year ; and at that plaofi 
he died on the 30**' June 184£ 

Thomas. Francis Henry, JUeuienant (181 9-« 
1844 ). — Orave ai Ludhiana^ No. 675. — Son pf Majof 
Robert Arding Thomas, 48*^ N. I. Bom at Agra on thf 
17*** Auguaz lbl9.-^ntevsd the Bengal Jipmj ii| 
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1886* Artired in India' <m iiie 17^^ May ‘I887| and on 
the WM sent np to Bairaokpore to do>dtity with t^o 
ptk K. L On that regiment leaying for CmittagoMt 
he was transfeiredt 24^^ Nbr^mber, to the 12^ N. X, 
at the aaxne station, and he continued doing daty with 
that corps until December 1837, when he was posted 
to the N. ]., his father’s regiment, then stationed 
at Delhi, where he joined it in the spring of 1838. In 
the antumn of the same year he marched with the 
regiment to Ferozepore, where it joined the Army of the 
Indus, and with that Army, in the«folIowing December, 
he accompanied the corps on service to Afghanistan. 
Therei^ter he served with the regiment thronghont the 
campaigns of 1838-39-40 in that country, taking part in 
the stonh and capture of Ghazni ('Medal), the occupa- 
tion of Kabul, the operations agfhinst the Afridis in the 
Khaibar in November 1839 (in which he was repoit^ 
to have lichaved with great gallantry), and the 
reduction of the Kajja forts, in the Waziri vallev, near 
Jalalabad, in August 1840. At tbe end of 1840 he 
aoODinpanied the regiment on its return to the British 
provinces, and, marching across the Punjab, reached 
Aligarh towards the close of March 1811. Tn the 
following November he was appo'nted acting Adjuiant 
of tbe left \ying, detached from Aligarh tu Agra, and, 
afterwards, nt the close of 1842, he Tr.oveflfrnm the latter 
place to hitawah, and he continued in that position until 
the March 1843, when be was ap] oinfed acting 
Adjutant of the regiment, and rejoined head-quarters at 
Aligarh. On tne 8^1* of the same month he was 
appointed Adjutant permanently, and in the following 
October he marched with the regiment for Ludhiana, 
amving at that station on the November. He 
died at Ludhiana on the 21*'^ April 1844. 

Thompsftn, Augustus Nicholls, Lieutenant 
(1823 — 1842), — Grave at Lahore^ No. 602; tablet at 
Jullundtir, No, 6^6; inacriptinn on monument on the 
battle-field of Ghiiianwala^ No. 752. — -Bom on the 3*1 
November 1823. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1839. 
Amved in India in July 1840, and on the 27^1* of that 
month was ordered up to Bcuai'es to do duty with the 
67*** N. I. At the end of the succeeding month he was 
posted to the 36*** N. I., and he soon afterwards joined 
that regiment at Jamalp ir, in Eastern Bengal. At the 
end of the year he proceeded with the regiment to 
Sylhet, and at that station for a short time in the spring 
of 1 841 he officiated as Adjutant of the corps. Early 
in 1843 he accompanied tlie regiment to Dinapore, and 
in the following year he was employed for some time at 
Allahabad in charge of recruiting details of his own 
corps and of the I*** N. I From the end of February 
to the middle of April 1845 he again officiated as 
Adjutant, and during this period ho marched with the 
regiment to Delhi. In the following November he 
moved up with the corps to Ambala, whence in 
January 1846, during the first Sikh war, he marched 
with it to Ludhiana, and accompanying it into the field 
towards the close of that month, he was present with it 
in the battle of Aliwal (Medal). He af terwiards returned 
with the corps to Ludhiana, and there on the 6*** March 
he was once more appointed to officiate as Adjutant. 
At the end of that month he moved back with the 
regiment to Ambala, and there ho continued officiating 
as Adjutant nntil the end of October. In November 
1846 he proceeded with the re^ment to Hoshiarpur. 
In Febrnary 1847 he was appointed OfPg. Interpreter 
and Quarter-Master of the corps, and in the following 
month^ he was made permanent in the appointment. 
Early in 1848 he moved with the regiment to Lahore, 
whence, in the following November, he accompanied it 
into the field in the Army of the Punjab. Thereafter be 
served with it in the Pninab Campaign of 1848-49, 
taking part in the affair of Bamnagar, the passage of 
the GhenAb, the action of Sadfilapfir, and the baWe of 
ChiliinwAla^ in the last of which he received a mortal 
wound, from the efEeots of which he died in camp on the 
day after die engagement^-Hhe 14*** January 1849. 


Thompson# Jamos, Lieutenant (1828«»1840);.w« 
Grave and tablet at Multan^ Noe* 854 ana 882. Bom OP 
the 26*** Januaty 1828.«-Entored the Bound Armjin 1844 
as a Cadet of Artillery. Arrived in Inma in June 1845, 
and was sent to Dum-Dum to do duty with the Artillery 
there. In the following November he was posted to the 
2^ Company 3** Battalioa, Foot Artilleiy, which he joined 
at Dinapore, and he continued serving vrith it there 
until April 1846, whenf^ he was transferred to the 2* 
Company 4*** Battalion at Ambala. In September 1847 
he was removed to the 6*** Company 7*** Battalion at 
Meerut, whence in October of the same year he moved 
with it to Lahore. In February 1848 he was transferred 
to the 4*** Company 3<* Battalion (now the 86*^ Field 
l^attery, Boyal Artillery), which was also at Lahore, 
and to this company he was re-posted on the 81^* July 
following, on his promotion to the rank of Krst-IA^uten- 
ant being announced. About the same time, tbe end 
of July 1848, bp proceeded with the company on servioa 
to Mult in, and he thereafter served with it throughout 
both sieges of that fortix58S, until the 21"* January 1849, 
the day befoi*e the surrender of the citadel and the closo 
of the operations, when he fell mortally wounded in one 
of the battenos. He died in camp the evening of the 
same day. 

Thompson, Qulntln Hamilton, Lieutenant 
(1854— 1877).— (^rare at Jammu (Kiahtwar)^ 
No. 1136 — Entered H. M 's Service on the 12*** 
November 1873 as a Sub-Lieutenant in tbe 2**<* Bat- 
talion 12*** Foot, and was afterwards promoted to the 
rank of Lieutenant from tho same date. He preweeded 
to India add joined the battalion at Ferozepore in the 
spring of 1874, and in the winter of 1875'76 he served 
with it in tho Camp of Ezei’cise at Delhi, afterwards 
accompanying it to Fort William, whore he arrived 
with it at the end of January 1876. In tho spring of 
the following year ho went on leave to Kashmir, and he 
died at Lidhrari, in that territory, on the 25th August 
1877.

Thomson, James, Lieutenant and Adjutant 
(1823 — 1871).— (/rare at Ambala^ No, 252.— Enlisted in 
1841 into the 72* Foot (tlie Duke of Albany’s High- 
landers) ; joined tho regiment at Windsor, and in the 
succeeding years served with it in Irelancl, at Gibraltar, 
in tho West Indies, in Nova Scotia, and in New 
Brunswick. When the regiment embarked for Malta 
at the end of 1854 he was loft at home at tho dap6t, 
and consequently did not share in tho Crimean services 
of tho corps. He rejoined tho regiment on its return 
from the Crimea in 1856, and, having attained the 
rank of Sergeant-Major, he embarked with it for India 
in August 1857. Landing at Bombay in the succeed- 
ing December, ho accompanied the corps on service in 
the following February, and served with it throughout 
the Central Indian Campaign of 1858, inolnding the 
siege and capture of KoUh (present with the leading 
column in the assault of the place on tho 30*** March), 
and tho subsequent pursuit of the rebels Tantia Topi 
and Rao Sahib (Medal and clasp). On the 15*»* Ooiober 
1858 he was promoted to the rank of Ensign, and on 
the 3l»* December following he was appoint^ Adjutant 
of the regiment, with which, on the conclusion of the 
campaign, he proceeded to Mhow. On the 10*** May 1862 
be was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. In Maroli 
1863 he went homo on sick leave, but Jio returned to 
India in the following December, and early in 1864 he 
accompanied the regiment to Poona. He went home 
with the regiment in the winter of 1865-66 and served 
with it at Edinburgh, Manchester, Limerick, and at 
varions other places in the United Kingdom, until 
February 1871, when he embarked with it for a second 
tour of Indian service. Landing at liomhay towards 
the end of March, he aooompanied tbe regimeat to 
Ajnbala, and atthat place, in less than a month after

TImlnSi Thomas Chariesi Major and Brevet^ 
Jjieutanant^Oolonal (1815— 1859).~0rae0 at Multan^ 
Jfo, 870.— Bntnred H. M.’e Serrioe on the 16th March 
1882 as an Ensign in the 70^^ Foo^ and having joined 
that 001^ in Ireland, he servecl^ with it there for nearly 
two years. In March 1834 he aooeinpanied the regiment 
to Gibraltar, whence he proceeded with it to Malta in 
Jane 1836. On the 28^^ November 1837 he was pro- 
moted to the rank of Lieutenant. In January 1838 
he accompanied the regiment from Malta to Barbadoes, 
in the West Indies, and thence, in Jane 1841, to Canada. 
On the 3^ February 1843 he was advanced to the rank 
•of Captain. In the following June he returned home 
with the regiment, with which he served at Ports- 
mouth, Leeds, and Manchester, until J^i\ 1845, when 
he mov^ with it to Ireland. On the ^8^^ July 1818 
he attained the rank of Major. After nearly four years* 
service in Ireland (at Newry, Dublin, Templemore and 
Cork) he, in January 1849, embarked with the regi- 
ment for Bengal, and, landing at Calcutta in the follow- 
ing May, moved with it into Fort William. lu the 
cold season of 1850-51 ho accompanied the corps to the 
Upper Provinces, arriving at Cawnpore in February of 
the latter year, and early in 1854 he moved up with it 
to Ferozepore. On the 6**^ Febi*aary 1865 be was ad- 
vanced to the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel by brevet. 
Towards the close of that year he proceeded to Bombay, 
whence in the spring of 1856 he went home on leave. 
Having been alraeni from India for nearly three fears, 
he returned early in 1859, and landing at Karachi, 
proceeded to join his regiment at Kawal Pindi. He 
did not, however, live to reach his destination, having 
died on the way, at Makddmpdr, between Multan and 
Lahore, on the 5^^ February 1859. 

Todd, Elliott D’Arcy, Oaptain (1808-1845).— In- 
Mcriftion at Ambala, No, 208 ; tablet at B'erozepore, 
No. 442. — ^The third and youngest son of Fryer Todd, 
Esqr., ** a Yorkshire gentleman of good family and 
•fortune.” Born in Loudon on the 28^^ January 1808.— 
Entered the Hengal Army m 1823 as a Cadet of 
Artillery. Arrived in India in ^ay 1824, and was 
sent to do duty with the Artillery at Dum-Dum, at 
which station he remained until e^irly in March 1825, 
when he proceeded on four months’ leave to Allahabad, 
to visit his brother. Lieutenant Fryer Bowes Todd, of 
' the IP^ N. I. In the following July he was posted to 
the 4^^ Company 3*^ Battalion, Foot Artillery (now the 
S6th Field Battery, Royal Artillery), which he joined at 
Cawnpore. In the ensuing cold season he proceeded 
with the company on service, and served with it 
throughout the siege and capture of Bharatpur. on the 
oonolusion of which he returned with the company to 
Cawnpore. In May 1826 he was transferred to the 2^ 
Troop Brigade, Horse Artillery, and joining it at 
Cawnpore, he served with it there until October 1827, 
when, having been promoted to the rank of First- 
Lieutenant, he was removed to the Company 3^ 
Battalion, Foot Artillery, at Agra. In January 1828 
he was re-transferred to the Horse Artillery, ana posted 
to the 1*^ Troop 2^ Brigade, at Muttra, whence in 
the following November he proceed on* leave to the 
Presidency. In April 1829 he rejoined the troon at 
Karnal, and at that place he continued serving with it 
until March 1831, when he was removed to the 1*^ 
Troop 1*^ Brigade at Muttra. At the end of August 
1832 he was removed to the 2^ Troop 3^ Brigade, but 
hefoie he could join it he was, in the. following (loteber, 
transferred to the 2^ Troop 2d Brigade, and having, 
in December, proceeded to Cawnpore attached to the 
2*^ Troop ^ Brigade, he join^ his new troop there on 
its arrival frooi Mhow in April 1833. In the following 
moBth he proeteded to Oaloutta on leave, and while m 
was there, ia Julyi he was selected for special duty and 
MauMted::to serve with the disciplined troops of the 


^hah of Peirsia. In the following month he was trans. 
ferred to the tolls of the 3d Company 2^ Battalioa, 
Fpot Artillery. . Towards the close of 1833 he proceeded 
to Persia, whwe he was p^loyed (latterly with the 
local rank of Major) for nearly five years, at first in 
endeavouring to train and discipline the Shah’s Artil- 
lery ; afterwards, from the autumn of 1836, as Military 
Secretary to Major-General Betbune, commanding the 
Shah’s msoiplined troops ; and finally, from Deceihber 
1837, as acting Secretary of Legation. In this last- 
mentioned capacity •he, in April 1838, aooomjmnied 
Mr. (afterwards Sir John) MoNeill, the British Envoy, 
to Herat, then closely besieged by the Shah, the obje^ 
of the visit being to induce the Persian monarch to 
raisb the siege. The endeavour failed,* and towards the 
end of the following mdhth he was sent off to Hindus- 
tan by Mr. McNeill, with despatches for the Governor- 
General, Lord Auckland. Travelling by way of Kanda* 
bar. Ghazni, Kabul, Peshawar and Ludhiana he reached 
Simla in July, and having shortly afterwards been 
selected for political dnfy in connection with the hp- 
proaohing expedition to Afghanistan, he* was, on the 
! arrangements for that expedition being notified ig 
October 1838, appointed Military Secretary and Politi- 
cal Assistant to Mr. (afterwards Sir William Hay) 
Macnaghten, the British Envoy and Minister at the 
Court of Shah Shuja-ul-Mulk. In, this capacity he 
accompanied the Army of the Indus as far as Kan- 
dahar, whence, in June 1839, Mr. Macnaghten despatch- 
«d him to Herat, at the head of a special mission, to 
negotiate a treaty with Shah Kamran, the nominal 
ruler of that place ; and having, after the signing of 
the treaty, b^en retained with the mission at Herat, he 
w(w on the 18th January 1841 formally appointed 
Political Agent tliore. Prior to that date, .however, he 
had found himself in a position of grave diffionlty, and, 
indeed, of positive danger, in consequence of the in* 
trigues, the insolence, and the treachery of Tar Muham* 
mad Khan, the Wazir and de faoto ruler, and eventual- 
ly, early in February 1841, be felt himself compelled to 
withdraw the mission from Hera^ as the only measure 
consistent with the honour and dignity of the Govern- 
ment whoso reprosentativo he was. This stop did not, 
however, meet with the approval of Lord Auckland, 
who, “ exasperated ” and “ writhing in anger and in 
hitterness,” repudiated his proceedings, removed him 
from political employmont, and, recalling him to India, 
in April 1841 replaced his services at the disposal of 
the Comraander-in-Chief. During the •jrears of his 
absence in Per^ and Afghanistan he had been trans* 
ferred, in succession, to the rolls of the 8*** Company 
e** Battalion, the 2« Company 5*'> Battalion, and tho 
V Company 5«> Battalion, and now, returning to India, 
by way of Kandahar and Kabul, ho, towards the end of 
tho summer of 1841, joined the last mentioned com- 
pany at Benares. A few weeks later, on the 30** Oc- 
tober, he was transferred to the 1“ Company 1- Batta- 
lion, and proceeding to the Presidency, he joined it at 
Diim-Dum in November. Towards the end of liby 
1842 he was appointed to the temporaiy charge of awing 
of the 3d BattaW and of the 3d Company of that batta- 
lion in addition. In the following month ho was trans- 
fen^ to the Sd Company 3d Battalion, and atorwards, 
on his promotion to the rank of Captain taking plac^, 
he was, November 1842, re-posted to that tsompany. 
In Angnst 1843 he was removed to the !■* Comrany 
3<d Battalion, which he was to join on its arrival at 
Dam- Dam, but long before this company could reach 
its destination, he was transferred, 16‘'‘ November, to 
the 2d Company 2d Battalion and the command 
of No. 9 Light Field Battery, attached to it, whioh he 
joined at Ambala. At the end of Februa^ 1843 he 
^as removed to the 2d Comnw '6^ Battalion and the 
<x}mmaiid of No. 6 Light Fiold Battel^ (the “JaWabed 
Battery ”), which he joined at Delhi, and on the re» 
organisation of July 1845 taking place he was re-posted 
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|<riihii oompc mji wliich then becamoiha 2 ^ of the 
Tth Battelion. finally, at the end of *tho following 
geptembar, he was re-appointed to the JSorse Artillery, 
and posted to the oommand of the 2^ Troop 1*^ Bri- 
gade (now Ihe 56*^ Field Battery, Royal Artilleiy), 
^hioh happened to be the yery troop in which he had 
begun his career as an ofBcer of horse-artillery nineteen 
years before. He joined it at Ambala in October, and 
two months later, on the outbreak of the first Sikh 
war, he accompanied it into the field with the Army of 
the Sutlej. In the days which followed he commanded 
the troop in the battles of Mfidki and Firozsliahr, in the 
latter oi whioh he fell, his head having been carried 
off by a cannon-shot as he advanced to the attack o^ the 
Sikh entronohments,— 21^ December 1845. 

Note I. — In the preceding memoir the date of birth v28th 
January 1808) given by Kaye in his Lites of Indian Officers 
has b^n adopted. There ii, however, reason to believe that 
Captain Todd was older, and that he was really bom on the 28t)i 
Ji^nary 1807. 

Note 11. — There is a mural tablet to Uie memory of this officer 
9n St. Stepheu^s Church, Dum-Dnm, and a brief memoir of his 
•career appeared in the Bengal OHtuarg, published in 1848. In 
this memoir, .in addition to various other inaccuracies, there is 
the rather startling statement that Captain Todd’s proceedings 
at Herat met with the unquallticd approbation of his superiors/’— 

. an extraordinary avoAnent when road in the light of Lord Auckland’s 
reported ** writhiugs ” and exasperation ” ! 

Note III. — Captain Todd was married at Calcutta, ou the 22d 
August 1842, to Marian, the eldest daughter of Surgeon llMkshall 
Lane Sandham, M.D., of tho 16th Lancers, and fonnerly of the 
ilth Light Dragoons. She was bom at Meem, on the 19th April 
1822, and died at Ambala on the 9th December 1845. Within 
thirty-six hours the bereaved husband had to march with his 
troop to join the Army in the hold ; ns ho remarked pathetically in 
the fast letter ho over wrote, he was called from '* her (men grave ” 
to join the bloody Ifray of the Sutlej Campaign. Twelve days 
later be himself passed away in the roar of battlo at Firozshahr : 
they “ were lovely and pleasant in their lives, and in their death 
they wore not divided.” 

Note IV. — Kaye, in his life of Captain Todd, remarks that ** it 
is not known with accunu’.y whore lie woo bnriod.” More tluin 
forty years ngo tho present writer was informed by tho late 
Honorary Major Henry Smith, Military Works Dept, (who was a 
gunner in Todd’s troop at Firozshahr), that the Captain was buried 
on tho field, not verv far from the Sikh entronclimont, late in the 
afternoon of the 22d December, and that be Smith himself assisted 
at tho interment. 

NotbV. — Cfptam Todd’s name is mis-spelt in the inscription 
on tho tablet in St Andrew’s Church, Ferozepore. 

Tomkins, William Edward, Captain (1860— 
1897 ). — Tablet at Nowshera, No, 996 . — ^Tho eldest boh 
of General William Percival Tomkins, C.I.E., Royal 
(Bengal) Engineers, sometime Director- Genenil of 
Mily. Works in India. Born at Rangoon, liower 
Burma, on the 18‘^ December 1866. — Entered H. M.'s 
Service (from the Royal Mily. College) on tho 25^*' 
August 1886 as a Lieutenant in the 2 ^ Battalion, Royal 
Warwickshire Regiment (the 6 ^*‘ Foot), and proceeding 
to India he joined that corps at J ubbulpore in the 
spring of tho follpwing year. Early in 1889 ho accom- 
panied the battalion to Multan. On the 29^^ Novetnlier 
IS89 he was appointed an Offg. Wing Officer in the 38*^** 
Bengal Infantry, on probation for the Bengal Staff 
Corps, into which he was subsequently admitted with 
effort from that date. He proooeded immediately and 
joined the regiment in Upper Burma, where the corps 
was then on field service, and with it he served in the 
Chin-Lushai Expedition of 1889-90 (India Modal and 
clasp). While still on service with it in the field, in 
Febroary 1890, he was appointed a Wing Officer per- 
manently, and after the oonclusion of the campaign he, 
in that position, served with the regiment, or with 
detachments of it, at Myingyan and at various outposts, 
until January 1891, when, on the regiment being recon^ 
stituted as a Dogra corps, he was re-appointed to it iu 


its now oharaoter, i^ih rank as a Wing Officer from tho 
of the suooeedhiff month, and proceeding forthwith to 
Sialkot, he joined we reorganised corps at that station* 
In Ootobor 1893 he was appoints to officiate as 
Adjutant of the regiment. In August 1894 ho was 
appointed Quarter-Master, but he continued officiating 
as Adjutant, and having, in the following month, 
accompanied the corps to Dera Ismail Khan, he, in that 
capacity, served with it in the Waziristan Expoffition of 
1894-95 (clasp added to India Medal), Returning 
with tho regiment to Dera Ismail Khan, he continued 
officiating as Adjutant until May 1805, when he was 
appointed Offg. Wing Officer in the .37^^ (Dogra) B. I., 
then ou servioe with the Chitral Relief Force, but after 
serving with this regiment for a few months, he re- 
verted to his apfiointment of Qnai*ter-MaBtor in the 
38^^, and rejoined that regiment at Nowshera. In the 
following year hp officiate for some time as a Wing 
Oommander. At tho end of January 1807 he went 
home on furlough, but the outbreak of the Frontier 
War in the summer of that year necessitated his recall 
to India, and early in September ho rejoined his regi- 
ment, then on servioe with the Malakand Field Force. 
In the same month he accompanied tlie corps on the 
expedition into Bajaur, and there, after taking part in 
various affairs and skirmishes, he fell in we nmbi 
attack on the British camp at Mdrkhandi,— 15*** %p* 
tember 1897. 

Tonnochy, Valens Congreve, c.B.-^^Lieuiemnt* 

Colonel and Bremt- Colonel mSTA — 1902).— 

Bannu^ No. 1072; tablet at Kolmt^ No. 1057.— Son of 
Captain (Brevet-Major) Valens Tonnochy, of tho 81"^ 
Foot, formerly of the 29^**, Born on the 3** November 
1854. — Entered H. M.’s Seiwice on tho 9^** August 1873 
as a Sub- Lieutenant in the 1®** Battalion 6 *h ]Poot, and 
was afterwards promoted to tho rank of Lieutenant 
from the same date. Proceeding to India, be joined 
the battalion at Sialkot liefore the end of tho year, and 
iu tho winter of 1875-76 ho served with the corps in 
tho Camp of Exercise at Delhi, on the breaking up of 
which, in February 1876, he was cantoned at that 
place with a wing of tho battalion. In the following 
April he was sent to do duty at the Convalescent Depot 
at Landour, where he remained for four months. On 
the 3<* August 1876 he was appointed Offg. Second 
Wing Subaltern in the 4>'i* Sikh Infantry, on probation 
for the Bengal Staff Corps, into which he was sub- 
sequently i^mitted with effect from that date. Ho 
joined this regiment at Dera Ghari Khan, and in tho 
leorganisation of regimental appointments which took 
place in January 1877, he became an Offg. Wing Offioer 
in it. In February 1878 ho moved with the regiment 
to Dera Ismail Khan, and in the following September 
he was made permanent as a Wing Officer. In October 
1878 Ve was appointed Offg. Adjutant, and in that 
position he served with the regiment in the operations 
of January 1879 against the Suliman Khel Pawindahs 
in the Gomal Valley. Ho continued officiating as Ad- 
jutant until the following May when ho was appointed 
Quarter-Master of tho regiment, with effect from the 
17 th December preceding. In March 1880 ho was 
appointed to officiate as Adjutant of tho 6 ^’> Punjab 
Infantry, and liaving joined tli^t corps at Mardan, he 
continued serving with it there until the Rucceeding 
August, when he was appointed Adjutant of his own 
regiment, the Sikh Infantry, and rejoined that corps 
at Dera Ismail Khan. In tho spring of 1881 ho served 
with this regiment in tho expedition against the 
Mahsud Waziris, on the conclusion of which he returned 
with the corps to Dera Ismail Khan, and continued with 
it there until the following December, when he accom- 
panied it to Edwardesabad. From September 1882 to 
the end of that year he was omployed temporarily in 
the Transport Branch of the Commst. Dept., subse- 
quently rejoining his regiment at Edwardesabad 
serving with it there until October 1883, when he went 
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>ofne on fwlough. In January 1885, haring attained 
tlio rank of Captain, he vacated tho ^Adjutaroy of the 
legiment. J^taming to India in the following October 
ho rojoin^ the regiment at Eohat, at which place he 
continued serving with it until August 1886, when ho 
VTOB appointed to the command of the Punjab Battalion 
ot Uurma Mily. Police, and having proceeded with that 
to Upper Burma he soiwod there (in command of 
tlie Jteilwy Poheo Levy, Pyinmana, from July 1887 
to ^ly 1889, and of the Shan States Levy from July 
to pecember, 1889) for three years, taking part in 
various operations against dacoits and insurgents 
(Tnd^ia Medal and two clasps). In Docomber 1889 ho 
went home on leave, and having in October 1890 been 
advanced to the position of Wing Commander in his own 

regiment, the Ith Sikhs, ho, on returning to India in 

hovembi^r 1891, rejoined that regiment at Abbottabad, 
and having then b^n appointed Offg. Second-in-Com’ 
tl*a't position nptil September 
permanent in the appoint-

eventually, in March 
18Jd, to the bamana Hange. In the following October 
he was appointed Offg. Commandant of the regiment, 
aud he held that position for one year. In April 1894 
ho moved back with the regiment to Kohat, and having, 
m the foU^ving October, reverted to the position of 
aeoondsn-Command, ho in December accompanied tho 
corps to Ldwardesabad. In the spring of 1895 ho 
Mrved w'lth tho regiment in the Chitral Belief Expedi- 
tion, and was prominently engaged and severely 
wound^ m the storming of tho Malakand Pass ou 
tho S"! April (India Medal and clasp). On the 
return or tho corps from tho Chitml .Kxpodition In tho 
rollowing October he accompanied it to Kohat, and 
thenco m November 1896 he went homo on leave. In 
January 1897, during his absence in Burotie, ho was 
appointed Commandant of tho 3"‘ Sikh Infantry, and 
im returning to India in the following summer, mi 
the occasion of the outbreak of the Frontier War, he 
wined and took command of that corps at Edwaides’had. 
bh^y afterwards ho was appointed a Colonol on the 
btau in connection with the war ou the frontier, and ns 
such was employed ill tho operations on the Samana 
Range and in Knram in August and September, and 
having on tho 10“* September been appointed Com- 
mandant at the base of tho Toohi Field Force, Edwardes- 
aba^ ho subsequently took part in tho latter part of tho 
Tochi operations as well. On the S'* Sikhs being detailed 
to form part of theTirah Expeditionary Foree ho rejoined 
the regiment in October, and ho subsequently led it 
throughout the a^nous campaign which followed 
including the storming of the heights of Dargai, the 
forcing of the Sampagha and Arhanga passes, the 
operations in the Maidau of Tirah, the e.xpcdition into 
tho Chamkanni countiy, and the operntionBin tho 
Bazar Valley (three clasps added to India Medal 
and promoted to the rank of Lientenant-Colonel by 
brevet). On the termination of the war he served for 
some time, with tho regiment, in the Khaibar Force, 
subsequently moving with the corps to Jamrud, and 
thence, in December 1898, to Kohat. In October 1899 
ho proceeded on leave, on tho expiration of which, in 
October 1900, he rejoined the regiment in the Tochi 
Valiev, where he served with it (at Idak and Datta 
Khel) until the corps prooeeded to Edwardesabad 
(Bannu) in December 1901. In the winter of 1901-02 
he served with | the regiment in the k^sud-Waziri 
Blockade operations, and achieved much distinction in 
oommaud of a column, at the head of which he 
a brilliant and daring raid into the heart of the MaTioi.,^ 
country, taking and partially destroying Hakin, the 
priuci]^ town ,of the enemy (clasp added to India

TOs brought to a sndden and unexpected termination 
he having fallen mortally wounded in an attack on a 
foiiined OMlosure held ^ a gang of outlaws at 
Oiimatti.

Tottenham, John Loftus, Captain and Brevet- 

Majoi (1804 — 1847). — Grave at Ferozepore, No, 483. - 

The second son ot Henry Loftus Tottenham, Esqr., of 
MacMuiTough’s Island, Co. Wexford, who was a cadet 
of the Tottonhains of New Ross, In the same county-— 
now of Ballycurry, Co. Wicklow. Born on tho 24tb 
May 1804.— -Entered the Bengal Army in 1819. Arriv- 
ed in India in November 1820, aud in the same month 
was ordered up to Muttra to do duty with the 3^ Light 
Cavalry ; and having lieen regularly posted to that 
regiment in .January 1821, Ik; moved with it to Nasir- 
ahjid in tho autumn of the same year. In jflarch 1823 
he served with tho corps at the reduction of Lamba, in 
Rajputana, and having subsequently returned with it 
to Nasiraliad, he, towards the (dose of 1824, accom- 
panied it to Muttra In August 1825 ho was appoint- 
ed Interpreter and Quai-tor Master of tho regiment ; in 
llic following month he was appointed acting Adjutant, 
in addition ; and in these combined capacities he servccl 
with the corps throughout the siege and capture of 
Bharatpur, in tho winter of 1826-26. On tho termina- 
tion of the siege ho returned with the regiment to Muttra, 
whence, in tho autumn of 1826, ho accompanied the 
corps to Kaita, in Buudelkhaud. In October 1827 h (5 
rosigiuHl th(j appointment of I nterpreter and Qiiarter- 
Master, and in December 1828 ho accompanied tho 
regiment to Oawnpore, whence he proceeded on leave to 
the Presidency in Octolior 1830, eventually going home 
on furlough in January 1831. Returning to India in 
Apnl 1834, ho rejoined his regiment at Sultanpur, 
Benares, whence, in tho winter of 1834-35, he marched 
with it to Kamal. In November 1838 lui moved with 
the rcigiment to Fei*ozeporo and joined the Army of the 
Indus, thereafter a(;corapanying it on service to Afghan- 
istan and serving with it throughout tlie qampaign of 
1838-39 in that country, including tho capture of 
Ghazni (Medal) and the occupation of Kabul. At the 
end of the year ho rcturn(;d with the regiment to the 
British provinces, and, arriving at Karual at tho end 
of January 1840, he continued serving there until the 
autumn of 1842, when he accompanied the corps to 
Perozepore, and joined the Army of Reserve. On the 
bjreaking up of that Army he was retained for a time 
at Perozepore with the regiment, but ho afterwards 
moved with the corps to Meerut, and having arrived 
there with it in the middle of March 1843, he continued 
serving with it at that station for more than two years 
and a half. When the regiment Jpft Meerut in 
December 1845, to join tho Army of the Sutlej, he was 
left behind at that place on duty, but he subsequently 
joined his regiment at Lahore, and there in March 
1846 he was appointed to officiate as Depy. Judge 
.^vocate General of the Punjab Division. In the 
discharge of the duties of this office he continued until 
May 1847, when having fallen ill, he obtained six 
months’ lefLve to Mussoorio ; but on his way thither he 
got no further than Perozepore, where he expired on 
the 29^** of the same month. 

« — Najor (then Liouteuant) Tutteuhani married, on tbe 
14th October 1833, leabella, tho second daughter of 
Gordon, Bsqr., a descendant of tlie Gordons of Cul^'ennan, Co. 
Wigton, and of Greenlavr, Co. Kircudbright. This lady survived 
her husband twenty-eight years, dying on the 36th Juno 1876. 
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Tottenham, Robert Loftus, Major (J884— 1872)— 

Chrave at Ferozepore^ No. 504. — Tho eldest son of the 
Reyd. Robert Loftas Tottenham, Chaplin of H. fM/s 
Legation at Florence ; andtgreat-gi'andson of the first 
Marquess of Ely^. Born on the 2*^ October 1834. — 
Entered H. M/s Sorvioo (from tho Royal Mily. Academy, 
Woolwich) on the April 1854, as a Second- Lieuten* 
ant in the Royal Artillery and was posted to the 
Battalion. On the 218* Septombpi* 1854 he was pro- 
moted to the rank of Lieutenant, and was posted to the 
4*^ Battalion, with one of the co'Vnpanics of which he 
served in Jamaica. He ^ya8 with this company when 
it was sent from Jamaica to Hayti in January 1859, 
on the occasion of the Revolution which ended ii^ the 
abdication of the “ Erajieror *’ Faustin T, and he was 
with the detachment that was landed %t Port-au-Prince 
to protect tho European residents, and which afterwanls 
brought off the abdicating “ Emperor. ” On the i*e- 
organisation of the Royal Artillery taking place in 
1J69 he was posted to the 3*' Brigade, from which Lc 
was removed to the 12**' Brigade at the end of the same 
year. On the 17^^ April 1860 he was advanced to tbo 
•rank of Second-Captain, and having been posted to 
the 13**^ Brigade, lie was sent out to Madras at the 
end of the «anio year, and, early in 1861, apjxn'nted tt> 
the command of No. 2 Battery of that brigade, then 
stationed at Secunderabad. He went home with this 
battery at the end of 1862, was trausferi'od to the 2‘* 
Brigade in September 1863, and to tlio 11*^' Brigade in 
September 1864, and liaving been posted b) “ P *’ 
Battery of tho last mentioned brigade, be returned to 
India and joined it at Delhi towards tho end of the 
year. Tn February 18C5 he accompanied the battery 
to Bareilly, fix)m which station he was sent in tho 
following summer to do duty with “ C ** Battfry, 11**» 
Brigade, at Sitapur, but he I'e joined his own battery at 
Bareilly l)eforo tho end of th(^ year, and he served with 
it there until tlie end of 1867, when it wont homo. 
Prior to this, in September 1867, ho had Iwcn trans- 
ferred to “ K Battery, 8**^ Brigade, then under orders 
for a tour of Indian servi(*e, and lie joined it on its 
arrival at Fyzabad in April 1808. Tn February 1869 
ho wont home on sick leave, and was absent until Feb- 
ruary 1870, when ho rejoined his battery at Fyzabad, 
but ill the following August he was again obliged to go 
home, sick, and during his absence ho was pi’omoted, 
December 1870, to the rank of Caphiin, and remov- 
ed to tho 10**' Brigade. In May 1871 ho was trans- 
ferred to No.* 3 Battery, 13'** Brigade, with which lio 
proceeded to India in tho following November, and was 
stationed at Feiozepore. On the 5**' July 1872 ho was 
promoted to the muk of Major, but be died at Feroze- 
pore on the 12th of the sneceeding montli, before offi- 
cial intelligence of bis advancomeut could roach 
India. 

Note. — Major (then Lieutenant) Totteiiliain iimrried, on the 
9tli November ISCi, Mary Anne Kate, the Hoeoml dauf^hirr of 
K. W. Harvey, Enqr., of VValiner, Co. Kent. She died in 1889, 

Travers, Eaton Joseph, Lieutenant (r. 1828— 
1857). — Grave and menvyrial at Delhi, Nos. 99 and 
162 ; tablet at Knhat, No. 1043. — Son of Major-General 
Sir Robert Travers, K.C.M.O., C.B , a distinguish- 
ed officer of the Rifle Brigade in tho Peninsular War ; 
grandson of John Tmvors, Esqr., of Hettyfield and 
Grange, Co. Cork ; and nephew of Bear Admiral 
Sip Eaton Stannard Travers, Kt., K.H., Royal Navy — 
Entered the Bengal Army in 1845. Arrived in India 
in March of the same year, and was sent up to Diua- 
poro to do duty with the 23<* N. I. In July 1845 he 
was posted to the 53^* N. I., which he joined at Meerut, 
but he did not remain long with that corps, having, 
towards &e end of the following October, been trans- 
ferred, at his own request, to the 32^* N. I. ^ Having 
joined this regiment at Neemuch, he accompanied it to 
Lahore in the winter of 1846-47, to Ferozepore in Feb- 
ruary 1848, and to Waadiabad in November 1849. In 
June 1850 his services were placed at the disposal of 
the Foreign Department^ and on the 6th of that month 


he was appointod Adjutant of the P* Punjab Infantiy, 
which he Joined at Kohat in July. In October 1851 
he served with the regiment on an expcnlitioa to 
Biland Ehel, for the purpose of expelling a body of 
Afghans, who woi'o plundering the vilhif^s in that 
neighbourhixxl. He I’eturned to Kohat with the regi- 
ment in the following month, and in May 1852 he 
accompanied the coi'ps when, after a scries of forced 
marches, it joined the troops under Sir Colin Oampliell, 
then operating against tho Utman Kl^ls, and was 
present with it at the capture and dostrttction of the 
villages of Nawadan and Prangarh. Later in tho same 
montli he accompanied tho corps on the Ranizai Expe- 
dition, and was present in tho affair at Skakot. He 
returMed to Kohat with the i*egiin(*iit iu June 1852, 
and ho comtinuod serving with it thon^ until March 
1853, when ho proooe<lml with four conipaiiies of the 
corps to Dora Jsmail Khan, wlnuico in the following 
montli ho accompanied tliein on servico against tho 
Shiranis, and aftorwards against the Kasranis, both of 
which tribes wore brought to submisHlfui. On the 
conclusion of thosi^ operations he returned with the 
detachment to Kohat, whence later in tho year he 
accompanied the regjrnont. temporarily, to Bahadur 
Khol. From tho rniiWe of July to the end of NovemlMir 
1853 he offiinatetl as Socoml-in-Conimand of tliorogi- 
meiit, in whicli appointment Iio was made permanoiit at 
tho end of ^fay 1854. Tn April and May 1855 he pi*o- 
c<»(HhKl with the crorjis on sorviiHi to Miranzai and 
waus prcHOTit in the affair of Darsamand, and in tho 
succeeding Septoinber he served with it in the opera- 
tions against tin* llubia Khel Urakzais, taking {lart 
in the surprise of Sangai*. After his return fi'ora thoso 
expeditions he continued serving with the tvgimoni at 
Kohat until January 185r>, when li(» prtHjeedod on leave 
to Bombay, whonco, in tho following Mandi he went 
home on furlough. He roturnod to India in April 1857, 
and i*ojoinod the 1*^' Puiijah Infantry at Baniiu, but lio 
had Bcareoly arrived there when in consoquenoo of tho 
outbreak of tho Mutiny, ho had to leave tho place and 
accompany tho rogimont on service. On the 20**‘ May 
ho marchod with tho regiment for Lahore, from which 
place it proceeded with the Punjab Moveable Column 
to Jiilliindur, and was thence sent on to join tho force 
Ijeforo Delhi. Ho arrived at Delhi with tlie reg^nent 
on tho 2‘* Julj^ and two ilays later was with it in an 
action with a l)ody of rebels on tho Rohtalt roiwJ, and 
he subsequently served with it in various o{)erationB 
of the siege (slightly wounded on the 21”* July), includ- 
ing tho repulse of the soriios of tho 14**‘ anJ 23'* July 
and the 1”* and 2'* August. On this last occasion ho 
commanded the pic((UotK ot the i^^ineiit at Hindu Uoo’a 
House, and whilst gallantly resisting tho persistent 
attacks of tbo rebels, bo, about four o'clock on tho 
morning of the 2'* August, foil mortally wounded 
(shot through tho head) : he was removed to cainp^ 
where, seven hours later, ho suwurabfid to his in juries. 

It was recorded of him, in a regimental order, by hiu 
commanding officer, th(‘ late Sir John Coke, that ho 
was a gallant soldier and a true-hearted gentleman, 
who was beloved and resiiectcd by the officers and men 
of tho i*egiment, and whose loss was irixiparable. '' 

Note. — Whiht on fiirlougli Liouienant TravorM wai marriod, on 
tho 17th February 1857, to Harriet KlW.aheth, tlin cldiint daugliter 
of Sir Arthur Percy Aylmer, Bart.

Travers, Henry Millet, lAeutenant (r. 1818— 
1842 ). — Grave at Ferozepore, No. 456. — Entered the 
Bengal Array in 1835. Arrived in India on the 8*^ 
.luno of the same year, and on the 15*k was ordered up 
to Sikrol, Benares, to do <luty with the 57*** N. I. On 
tho 24*h September following ho was posted to the &**■ 

N. 1., and proceeding to Nasirabad he joined that regi- 
ment there towards the close of tho following December. 
Towards the end of 1837 he acxx>mpanicd the corps tQ 
Bareilly, at which station, for about a month in Ootober 
and November 1839, ho officiated as Adjutant; of ti\0 
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2^ Local Horse. In Noyember 1839 he was appointed 
acting Adjutant of the left wing of his own reginfent, 
then detached to Moradabad^ and he continued holding 
that appointment until the wing rejoined head-quarters 
at Bareilly in Februai*y IStO. Early in 1841 he accom- 
panied the regiment to Barrackpore, whence, in the 
autumn of the same year, he was sent up to Meerut to 
take ^mmand of the light company of the corps, then 
forming part of the 1*^ Light Infantry Battalion at 
that station, and having joined in October, ho in the 
following month marched with the battalion to Feroze- 
pore. At that station he died on the 16^^ Autrust 
1842. 

Travers, Robert William, Captain, (c. 1818— 
1849 ). — • monument on the battlefield of C^ilianwalaf 
No. 752.— Son of Major-General Sir Robert Travers, 
E.C.M.G., G.B., and an elder brother of Lieutenant 
Eaton Joseph Travers (q. r.). — ^Entered^. M.*s Service 
on the 23ra January 1835 as an Ensign in the 77 ^ ^ 
Foot, but on the 13^" of the succeeding month he was 
txansforred to the 24th Foot, which he joined at King- 
ston, in Upper Canada, in the courso of the same year. 
Tie afterwards served with the regiment at Toronto 
and Montreal, and was employed Hivith it in the sup- 
pression of the rebellion in Lower Canada in 1837-38. 
On the 27**^ March 1840 he was promoted to the rank 
of Lieutenant. He returned home with the regiment 
in July 1841, and served with it, during the succeeding 
dvo years, at Devonport, Glasgow, Dublin, Kilkenny, 
Limerick and Cork, On the 3<* April 1840 he was 
advanced to the rank of Captain, and in the following 
month ho embarked with the regiment for Bengal. 
Landing witli it at Calcutta in the following September, 
he shortly afterwards accompanied it to tlie Uppw 
Pi*ovinoes, and with it arrived at Agra early in 
March 1847. In the autumn of 1848 he marched with 
the regiment to Ferozepore, arriving there on the 4^^^ 
November, and the regiment having been detailed to 
form part of the Army of the Punjab he served with it, 
in command of the grenadier company, in the Punjab 
Campaign of 1848-49, including the passage of the 
Chenab, the action of Sadulapur and the battle of 
Ghilianwala, — in which last, whilst gallantly charging 
the Si|^h batteries at the head of his company, lie fell 
at the muzzles of the enemy’s guns, — 13th January 
1849. 

Trevor, Edward Andrew. TAeiUenaut-Oolonel 
(1839 — 1886).— Gra?;e at Ambala, No. 258. — The eldest 
son of Edward Taylor Trevor, Esqr., Bengal Civil 
Service, and grandson of Lieutenant-Colonel John 
Hunter, Bengal Infantry. Horn at Hughli, Bengal, 
on the 14th April 1839. — Entered the Bengal Army in 
1858, with rank as Socond-Lieutenant of Engineers 
from the 11th June of that year. After going through 
the usual course of instruction at Chatham, he was sent 
out to India in the spring of i860, and having arrived 
at Fort William on the IW'* July, he was, in the follow- 
ing September, sent up to Boorkee, to do duty with the 
Sappers and Minors. In October 1861, his services 
having been placed at the disposal of the Dept, 
of Public Works, he was appointed a probationary 
Asst. Engineer in the Punjab. In January 1862 ho 
was appointed an Asst. Engineer, and in that posi- 
tion he was employed on the Sutlej Canal Surveys from 
January 1862 to August 1863, and on the Lahore and 
Peshawar Road from August 1863 to March 1864. He 
was then appointed a Deputy Controller and Examiner 
oi Public Works Accounts, Punjab, and he continued 
in that {lost until May 1865, when he went homo on 
sick leave. He returned to India in January 1867, 
and having in the succeeding month been appointed an 
Executive Engineer and posted to the Bari Doab Canal, 
be continued in that situation until March 1868, when 
he was appointed Deputy Conb*ollor of Public Works 
Accounts at Bombay, in January^ 1869 he was ap- 
pointed Offg. Conlroller of PaW lie Works Aosounts 


at Hyderabad^ and having been confirmed in that ap» 

E ointment on the 1*^ September following, he coutinn^ 
oiling it until February 187A when ho went home 
on furlough. ^He returned^ td India in January 1876 
and was appointed Controller (shortly afterwanh styled 
Examiner of Accounts, Northern Bengal and 
Tirhiit State Railways, in which situation he remained 
until the end of 1879. On the 1*^ January 1880 he 
was appointed an Examiner of Accounts in the Mily« 
Works Branch of the Dept, of Publio Works at 
Simla, and in 1882 he became an Examiner of Ac- 
counts in the Mily. Works Dept. Pn this appoint- 
ment he continued until his death, which took place 
at Amhala on the 5*=^ December 1886. 


Trimmer, F^ancl8#> Captain and Brevet- Major 
(c. 1804— 1848.)— Grave at Simla, No. 316.— Entered 
the Bengal Army in 1820. Arrived in India in April 
1822, and having, in May, been ordered up^to Ghazipnr 
to do duty with the Bengal European Ronment^ he was 
regularly posted to that regiment on the last day of the 
month. In September 1823 he was removed to the 
2^ Battalion 25^** N. I., which he joined at Neemuch, 
and on the reorganisation of the Army taking place 
in May 1824, ho was promoted to the rank of Lieut- 
enant and posted to the 50*** N. I. (late 2!** Battalion 
25**»). At the end of the year he marched with the 
regiment to Nasirabod, and at that stdtion for a short 
time in June and July 1825 he officiated as Adjutant 
of tlie corps. In the spring of 1826 he accompanied 
the regiment to Allahal^d. In October 1827 he was 
appointed Adjutant of the Cawnpore Provincial Bat- 
talion, and he continued holding that appointment until 
January 1831, when the battalion was disbanded and 
he rejoined his own regiment at Gorakhpur. On the 
50*** leaving for Barrackpore in Janua^ 1832, he 
obtained leave to remain at Gorakhpm* until June, but 
the regiment having, on the way down, been diverted 
to the Chota Nagpur district on field service, he threw 
up his leave and rejoined the corps, and he was there- 
after, throughout the spring, actively engaged in the 
harassing operations carried on in the Chota Nagpur, 
the Barabhiim, and other districts, against the Kols, the 
ChiiarS and various other insurgent ti’ibos, in the coarse 
of which, in Marcli 1832, ho was appointed acting 
Adjutant to a detached body of troops at Ghuria, On 
the operations being temporarily discontinued in J une, 
in consequouce of the approach of tlie rainy season, he 
accompanied the right wing of the regioo^nt to Ban- 
kura, but the disturbances having broken out afresh 
in August, he again accompanied his regiment into the 
field and was actively employed (several times in 
command of separate detachments) in the opemtions 
against the Ghuars until the end of December, when, 
his health having broken down, he was obliged to 
proceed to the l^esidency on sick leave. At the end 
of March 1833, on the regiment arriving at Barrack- 
pore from service in the field, he rejoined it at that 
place, whence in December 1834 he moved with it to 
Dacca. In the spring of 1838 he »icGompanied the 
regiment to Mirzapur, where he continued serving 
with it until October 1840, when, in command of the 
light company of the corps, he proceeded to Gawnpore 
and joined the 3'* Light Infantry Battalion there. In 
February 1841 he proceeded on leave to Dacca and the 
Presidency, and towards the end of the following July 
ho went home on furlough. Returning to India at the 
end of August 1843, ho was, in the following month, 
appointed to the command of a detachment of European 
reemits at Dum-Dum, and proceeding with this 
detachment to the Upper Provinces in the following 
November, he eventually rejoined his regiment at Ali* 
garb, on its return from the Gwalior Gampaign, in 
March 1844, In December 1845 he proceeded to Motad- 
abad in command of the left wing of the regiment, 
and he remained with it there until October 1846, 
when the wing rejoined the head-quoxters of the 
regiment, and fto whole fMobeded to Jnllnndtir, orriv- 
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ing ibere on the 21*^ NoTomber. In October 1847» he 
aooompanied the regiment to Lahore, jvhenoe in A|Mril 
1848, being in a bad state of health, he proceeded on 
sick leave to Simla. At that place he 'died on the* 9*^ 
of the following month. * 

Kotb.— M ajor (then Captain) Trimmer was married, at Bat- 
tersea, Surrey, on the 28ih March 1843. to Laura Isabelh^ the 
third daughter of Henry Thompson, Eeqr., formerly of Chiswick, 
Middlesex.— ’Fhis lady’s initials are incorrectly given in the in- 
scription on her husband’s tomb (Ho. 316). 

Tritton, Charles Hill Gcant, Lieutenant (e, 
1826—1846) :-^Orave at Ferozepore, No< 4f*79; see also 
note to No, 444. — ^Entered H. M.*8 Service on the IQth 
November 1843 as an Ensign in the 31**’ Foot. Arrived 
in India in the summer of 1844, and joined the regiment 
at Ambala during the succeeding cold season. On the 
outbreak of the imst Sikh War he acconmanied the regi- 
ment into the field with |the| Army of the Sutlej, and as an 
Ensign was 'present with it in the battles of Mudki and 
^^zshahr. Consequent on a casualty in the latter action 
he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant on the 
December 1845, and in that rank he was present with 
Hhe regiment in the action of Badhowal and the battles 
of Aliwal and Sobraon. On this last graat occasion 
ho carried* the Queen’s Colour of the regiment, and 
was mortally wounded by a shot in tho head whilst 
gallantly odvanoing to tho assault of the Sikli onti*ouch- 
ments. He died in camp the evening of tho siime 
day, — the lO**** February 1846. 

Tritton, Edmund, Senior Surgeon (1802 — 
1858), — .Grave at Simla, No. 348. — Born at Ilythe, 
Co. Kent, in 1802. — Bnter^ the Bengal Army, in tho 
Medical Dept., in 1825. Arrived in Indm in July 
1826, and in the following month was sent to tho 
Upper Pj*ovince.s on duty with a detachment of Artil- 
lery. On reaching Cawnpoi*o, in Novombci’, ho was 
appointed to the medical charge of another detachment 
of Artillery, with which he marched to Agrt^ at which 
station ho was, on airival, appointed to the temporary 
medical charge otthe N. I. In January 1827 he 
was appointed to the medical cliargo of the 7^** Local 
Horse, also at Agra, and in tho autumn of the same 
year he marched with that regiment to Gorakhpur. 
Towards tlie cud of December 1827 he was po.sted to 
the .36*^ N. I., and having joined that regiment at 
Sultanpur, in Ondli, he, in January 1829, accompanied 
it to Aligarh. At the end of September 1831 ho was 
transfeiTodsto the 40**‘ N. I., then at Mhow, and march- 
ing towards that place witli tho 36***, lie, on meeting 
the 40***, proceeding from Mhow to Aligarh, joined tho 
corps and returned witli it to Aligarh, arriving there on 
tho 17*** December. Ho continued serving with tho 
40*** N. I., until January 1833, when he was appointed 
Offg. Civil Surgeon of Aligarh, and having been 
confirmed in that appointmoiit in the following October, 
he continued holding it for more thjiu four years. In 
March 1837, being in bad health, he wont on a year’s 
leave to Landour, but before it had expired he, in 
February 1838, wont home on furlough, vacating the 
Civil Surgeoncy of Aligarh. In the following May he 
was posted to tho 5*** N. I. He returned to India at 
the end of December 1840, and having about that time 
been promoted to the rank of Surgeon, he was, in 
January 1841, posted in thiit rank to the 71** N. I., 
which he joined at Shahjahanpur. At that station; 
at the end of the succeeding March, ho received the 
additional medical charge of a detachment of the 2^ 
Company 7*** Battalion, Foot Artillery. In April 1842 
he accompanied the 71** to Bareilly, at which station 
the additional medical charge of the 4*** Depot 
Battalion was imposed upon him towards the end of 
that month, and that of the 7*** Irregular Cavalry in 
^0 succeeding August; the latter he held until 
December 1842, but he retoined the former until the 
'Wiring of 1843, when he accomp^d the 71** N. I. to 
Barraokpore. From August to December 1843 he was 
<41 leave at Penang and Singapore. In January 1844 


he rooeivod the additional medical charge of the 
Divisional and Station Staff at Barraokpore, and in ffia 
following April of a detachment of the Governor- 
General’s Body Guard; and from January to Utfoh 
1845 he also held the additional medioal olrarge of the 
21** N. I. Ill the winter of 1845-46 he accompanied 
his regiment to Mainpuri, at which place, immedi^ly 
on his arrival in February 1846, he received the 
additional medical cliargo of the 7*** Dep6t Battalion 
and the 9**» Infantry Levy. At tho end of May 1846 
he proceeded on leave to Naini Tal, and he was still at 
that place at the beginning of tho following December 
when he was transferred from tho 71"* N. I. to the 
4***^ Battalion of Foot Artillery, the hood-quarters of 
which ho joined at Ambala in January 1847. At the 
end of March 1848 he proceeded to Subathu with the 
head-quarters and two companies of tlio battalion, sent 
thither for the summer mouths, and while he was 
there in the |pllowiug Sopti^mber he >vas placed in 
medical charge of the dejv»t of the 2*i European Hegi- 
ment and of the sick of other corps loft at that place. 
In October 1848 he accompanied the hoad-quartors of 
tho 4*** Battalion to Ferozopore, and tliero during that 
and part of tho succeeding month ho hold tho additional 
medical charge of two companies of artillery, and 
afterwards, with tho Army of tlie Punjab, of two 
other companies of artillery, tho Park Estab)ishmontS| 
and tho stiiff of the Foot Artillery Brigtido. In one op 
other of these appointments, and with the 4*** Batta- 
lion of Ariillery, he served throughout the Punjab 
Campaign of 1848-49, including the ])aBsag() of the 
Chenab, tho acition of Sadulapur, and ilio battles of 
Chilian wala and Gujorat (Modal and two clasps). 
After tho battle of Gujorat ho held for soifto time the 
additional medioal charge of the 1** Company 1** 
Battalion and No. 10 Light Field Buttery, but he 
subsequently n^turnod to Amlsila with the head- 
quarttTB of tho 4*** Battalion, and on arrival there in 
April 1S40 received medical charge of an additional 
company. In Septeml)or 1850 ho was I'omovod to the 
7*** Battalion, and in tho following month to the 
3'* Brigade', Horso Artillery, anil the 6*** Battalion, 
F^t Artillery, in succossinn, but having l)oen detained 
with the 4*** Battalion at Ambala, ho novor joined 
cither of tho two former, and ho was iinablo to join the 
hoad-quartiu’s of the G*** Battalion, at Jullundur, until 
near tho end of October. At tho end of November 
1850 ho rcccivtMl tho additional medical charge of tho 
2'* Comjiany 7‘** Battalion. On tho 31''* March 1851 
he was appointed Medical Storekoojwr at Amlxila, and 
while ho held that appointment, during the next five 
years and a half, he had tho additional modical charge 
of tlie Divisional and Brigado Staff from April 1851 to 
Soptomljer 1855, of the Ambala civil establishments 
fmm September 1855, and of tho 4**» Sikh Infantiy 
from February to Octolxir 1850. In October 1856 ho 
was appointed a Siiporintonding Surgeon ou the 
establishment, and was directed to officiate as such at 
Ambala. In the following December ho was posted to 
tho Dinapur Circle, and in February 1857 ho ,was 
removed from that to the Barrack pore Circle, but on 
each occasion he was directed to continue officiating in 
charge of the Sirhind Circle until relieved, and it thu.s 
came al>out that ho was still at Ambala when the 
Mutiny broke out. On the formation of the Delhi 
Field Force towards the end of May 1857, he was 
appointed Superintending Surgeon to it, and moving 
forward with tho force he served with-it at tho action 
of Badli-ki- Serai and throughout the siege and capiuzn 
of Delhi, for his service^ at which he was created a 
Companion of the Order of the Bath. In Novembef 
1857 he was appointed Inspector- General of (Hospitals 
in the N.-W. Provinces and the Punjab, and he was 
still holding that appointment when he died at Simln. 
on the 15*k June 185^ 


AOTB.— ur. iritton mamod, at Cawnpore on tho 8*h Februarv 
1828, his ooasin Harriette Elisabeth, daughter of Captain John 
Tritton, 24th Light Dragoons. She was born at Sikudra In 
June 1808. in 
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Trotter* Alexander James* Second^Lieutenant 
(1B38— •,0rat;e and tablet at Bawal Pindi^ 
Nos, 779 and 799.-— The second son of Archibald Trotter, 
of Dr^hom, Mid-Lothian, by Louisa Jane, his 
inm, daughter of James Strange, JSsqr., of the Madras 
Oivil Serrioe, and grand-danghter of the 1”^ Viscount 
Melrille. Bom on the 10^^ March 1833. — Entered the 
Bennl Army in 1851 as a Cadet of Artillery. 
Armed in India in July 1852, and in the followinff 
October was appointed to do duty with a detachmei» 
of European recruits at Dum-Dum. In November 
1852 he was posted to the 4^^ Company 1*^ Battalion, 
Toot Artillery, and proceeding to the Upper Provinces 
with the detochment of recruits, he joined that 
company at Port Govindgarh, Amritsar. In Septem- 
ber 185o he was transferred to the Company 1** 
Battalion, which he joined on its arrival at Port 
Govindgarh on the 19^^ of the succeeding month. 
In the following December he was i'#aoved to the 
3^ Company Battalion, and having joined it 
at Mian Mir, he accompanied it to Peshawar in 
February 1854. In February and March 1854, at the 
same station ho did duty with the Company 
1st Battalion for about a Tnonih. At the end of the 
succeeding August ho was removed to the 2"^ Company 
Battalion, but (having about the same time 
proceeded on leave to Murree, and been subsequently, 
in October, ordered to remain attached to the 3'‘* 
Company 2"^ Battalion) he never joined it, and in the 
following December ho was transfemKl to the l®t 
Company l^t l^attalion (with No. 10 Light Field 
Battery attached). With a detachment of this battery 
(now the 21»‘*- Field Battery, Royal Artillery) ho was 
prosont in a^kirmish with the Bassi Khel Afridis in 
February 1855. In July 1855 he was transferred to 
the 2"** Troop Brigade, Horse Artillery, then at 
Jnllundur, but before he could proceed to join it ho 
was, in August, sent direct, from Peshawar to Mian 
Mir to do duty temporarily with the 1**^ Troop 2“*^ 
Brigade. At the end of tho following October ho was 
appointed Offg. Commandant of No. 3 Light Field 
Battery, Punjab Irregular Force, which ho joined at 
Kohat, and on the 1»^ December he was removed from 
the rolls of the 2^ Troop 1®*^ Brigade to those of the 
4**^ Company 6^** Battalion. He continued officiating 
as Commandant of No. 3 Punjab Light Field Battery 
until April 1856, when he was relieved by the return 
of tho permanent Commandant. In the following 
month he was directed to remain attached to tho 
battery, but he had then already proceeded on leave to 
Kashmir. He was returning from that place when he 
was drowned in the Jhclum, near Katai, on the 4^^ 
October 1856. 


Troup, William Alexander, Major (1801 — 
1846 ). — Orave at Mukerian, No. 525, — The eldest sou 
of John Troup, Esqr., of Fir Hall, Co. Naim ; nephew 
of Lieutenant-Cleneral Sii* John Rose, K.C.B., Bengal 
Army, of Holme, Co. fnvemoss ; and brother to Lieut- 
enant- General Colin Troup, C.B., Bengal Infantry. 
Born at Fir Hall, Co. Nairn, in 1801 — ^Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1817. Arrived in India in Septem- 
ber 1818, and in tho following month was sent up to 
Barraokpore to do duty with the 1«* Battalion 11*'' N. I. 
In March 1819 he was formally posted to that battalion, 
with which he moved to Benares at the end of 1820, 
and thence to Mhow in the cold season of 1821-22. 
On the reorganisation of the Army taking place in 
May 1824 he was posted to the 15*'' N. I. (late 1»* 
Battalion 11*''). At the end of the following month he 
veas appointed Interpreter and Quarter-Master of the 
regiment^ but ho held this post only until the middle 
of July, when tiie appointment of Adjutant was oon- 
ferrod upon him. In the autumn of the same year 
he marched with the regiment from Mhow, en route to 
Oawnpore, and in the course of the movement he iook 
murt^ onflie T*'* Noveiobor, in the affair with Bajah 
Balwant' Binil^ and liis adharents at Paten, near Katah 
He arrived at Oavrapere with tha regimant aboat Hie 


middle of December, and at the end of the month he^ 
aoeompanied tiba corps in a sadden movement to Kalpi, 
to repel an attack made upon that .place by the in* 
surgpsnt Nana Pandit. Betuifting with the regiiont 
toCawnpore in January 1825, he soon afterwards 
moved with it to Partabmrh, in Oudh. Towards the 
end of the succeeding Octoter he marched with 
regiment to Meerut, whence he acoompani^ it on 
service to Bharatpur, and was present throughout the 
siege and capture of that place in the winter of 1825- 
26. On the breaking up of the Army after the redno- 
tiou of Bharatpur he marched with ilie regiment to 
Aligarh, and at that station in December 182.6, having 
been promoted to the rank of Captain, he vacated the 
Adjutancy of the corps. In the autumn of 1828 he 
accompanied the ^giment to Hansi, whence he moved 
with it to Bareilly at the end of 1829, and to Shah- 
jahanpur at the close of 1831. In tho cold season of 
1832-34 he accompanied the regiment to Cawnpore, 
whence early in 1837 he proceeded with it to Barrack- 
pore. In August 1839 he moved with tho regiment to 
Dinapore, but he returned with it to Bari'ackpore at 
the Olid of tho following month, and at the end of the* 
year he acompanied it to Chittagong. In tho spring 
of 1841 he proceeded with tho regiment to •Dinapore, 
whence ho marched with it to Delhi early in 1842, 
In the spring of 1843, in command of, the regiment, 
he proceeded on service to Khaital, in tho Kama! 
district, where, ‘{i serious outbreak had taken placo, 
but tho troops were not required to act, and in tho 
following November he mai'chcd with the regiment to 
Ferozopore, whence, in November 1845, ho proceeded 
with it to Snkkur, in Sindh, arriving there on the 
15*'» December. In February 1846, in command of 
the regiment, he joined tlie Sindh Field Korcc, which 
was to have moved northwards to take pai*t in tho 
first Sikh War, but the victory of Sobraou rendei-ed 
the movement unnecessary, and the force having been 
broken up he marched with the corps for Jnllundur, 
where he aiTived with it in tho middle of April. At 
the end of the following September, consequent on tho 
rebellion of Sliaik Tmiim-ud-din, he marched with tho 
regiment on service towards Jammu, but he had not 
proceeded far on this expedition when he arrived at the 
end of his career. Ho died in camp at Dinanagar, in 
the Bari Doab, on the 5"* October 1846.

— Major (then Captain) Troup married, at llarraokpore 
on tbel3*^h June 18‘i7» a Miss M. Ward. 

Trower, Jasper, Captain (c. 1807—1845 ). — Orave 
and tablet at Ferosepore, Nos. 462 and 441.— The 
younger son of George Trower, Esqr., by Mary, his 
wife, the eldest daughter of George Griffin-Stonestreet, 
Esqr., of Halton, Co. Sussex, and Stondou Hall, 
Co. Essex. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1823 as a 
Cadet of Artillery. Arrived in India in M^ 1825, and 
in the following month was posted to the 2** Goi^ony 
2»i Battalion, Foot Ai*tillexy, which he joined at Dum- 
Dum. In May 1826 he was transferred to the 4*'' Trora 
3d Brigade, Horse Ai*tillery, and having in the sucoeed- 
ing month been sent to the .Upper Provinces on duty 
with drafts, he joined this troop at KarnaL In July 
1827 he was transferred to the 1®* Troop 2^ Brigade, at 
Muttra, but before he could join it he was removed, 
9*k August, to the 3^ Troop of the same brigade, at 
Meerut, and having joined it there he accoinpwied it, 
soon afterwards, to Dum-Dum. On attaining the 
rank of First-Lieutenant he was posted, March 1828, 
to the 2d Troop 1®* Brigade, and having in tho following 
month been despatched to tho Upper ProvlnooB on 
duty with a detachment of Artillery, he joined the 
troop at Oawnpote. In the succeeding October he was , 
transferred to the 4*t Troop 1®* Brigade, and Imvi^ 
ioiued it at Neemudh, lie was then for a short timem 
the winter of 1828-29 attaidied for duty to the 7» 
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Ccmfe/nj 6^ Battalion, Foot Artilleiy. Brom Febra^ 
to August 1630 he officiated an Adjutant to l£o 
Keemhoh Division of Artillery. In Felgraarv 1833 he 
p^Kseeded on leave to the Bresidenoy, and having, in 
the following September, been transferred to the 3^ 
Troop 1*^ Brigade, he joined it at Dnm-Dnm on the 
expiry of his leave in November ; and with this troop 
he continued serving until October 1834, when he 
went home on furlough. During his absence in 
Europe he was transferred in snccession to the rolls of 
the 3® Company ^4*^ Battalion, in 'November 1834; the 
5 th Company 7^^ Battalion, in June 1836 ; and the 9^ 
Company 1”^ Battalion, in December 1836 ; and on his 
return to India in January 1837 he joined the last-pion- 
tioned company at Duni-Du^. Towards ilio end of 
the following September he was r^ovedto the Is^ 
Troop 2^ Brigade, Horse Artillery, whic/h was also at 
Dum-Dum, ^nd at the same time his services were 
placed at the disposal of the Govt, of Bengal for 
eipploynient in the survey of the Southern Division 
of the province of Cuttack. Tn November 1837 ho was 
removed to the rolls of the 3'^ Company Battalion. 
He continued in charge of the Revenue Siirvoy of the 
Southern Division of Cuttack until the end of * Decem- 
ber 1839, ’vfbun he was appointed to the commauil of 
the Artillery (one company) of the Oudh Auxiliary 
Force, which he Joined soon afterwards at S\iltanpur. 
In December 18 tl he was removed to ^ihe rolls of the 
1**! Company 2'* Battalion, but he remained on in 
command of the Oudh company, which having hroomo 
the 9^'' Company of the Battalion in Mai’cli 1842, 
and been movcul soon afterwards to Lucknow, he was 
regularly posted to it in the succeeding June. On his 
promotion to the i*ank of Captain taking }»]ace ho was 
re-postcd, November 1843, to the Company 7*^** 
Battalion. 1 ri February 1844 he proceeded on a yoar’.s 
sick leave to Simla and Mussoorie. Tn the following 
November he was removed to the Battalion and 
appointed to the command of No. 19 Light Field 
Battory, the foi'mation of which had recently l^>en 
ordered, and the 10*'' Company Battalion having 
soon afterwards been detailed to man that battery ho was 
duly posted to it. fn January 1815, when the battery 
was transferred to the 5^*' Company 4^'* Battalion, he 
was re-appointed totlie command and tmnsf erred to that 
company with it, and having joined at Meerut on the 
expiration of his leave in the following month, ho 
soon afterwj^dfl moved with iho battery and tho 
company to Ferozepore. Tn July 1845 he was 
transferred to tho 3^ Company 4*** Battalion and 
appointed to tho command of No. 7 Light Field 
Battery, attached to it, and having been I’c-postcd to that 
company in the gonei’al reorganisation which took place 
a few days later, ho joined it at Ambala. In command 
of this battery, on the outbreak of the first Sikh War, 
he accompanied the Army of the Sutlej into the field, 
but he unfortunately fell in his first fight, having at 
* the close of tho battle of M udki, ^ IS^'* December 1845, 
received a mortal ^ound, of which ho died in camp 
the same' night. 

Note,— XIaptaia (tlusii Lieutenant) Trower was marrio«l, at 
Calcutta on tho 3 d July 18.32, to Charlotte, daughter of Lieut- 
enant George Sunbolf, A. p. 33 d Foot, formerly of the 66 tH Ko«>t, 
tho 24th Light Dragoons, and the 24H‘ Foot. She was bora at 
Calcutta on tho 6 ^h October 1816. 

Tucker, Charlotte Maria ( 1821 — 1893).— -^rare 

at Amritsar ] tablet at iMliore, No. 641. — Daughter of 
Henxy St. George Tucker, Esqr., of tho Benml 
Civil Service, sometime a Director of the East India 
Company, and twice Chairman of the Court. Bom on 
the Sth May 1821, after her father’s retirement from 
India. —Proceeded to India in 1875 as a mem^ of the 
Church of England Zenana Missionary Society, and 
worked at Amritsar from 1875 to 1877, and at Batola 
bm. 1877 to 1893. She was well known for her rokp- 
0U8 worlm published under the pen-name of A.L.O.B.

Tucker, Thomas Tudor, Li«uten a n t (1840-<- 
1859 )'— (?rotf6 at Dslhif No. 126.*— Tho second son of 
Henry St. George Tucker, Esqr., of the Beagd 
Civil Service. Bom at Jaunpur on tho 31 «t Janusqr 
1849.— Entered the Benml Army in 1868« Anfivn 
in India towards the end of September in the same 
year, and in the following month was ordered up to 
Delhi to do duly with the ^ European Bengal Fusiuers. 
While he was on his way up, on me 82nd Octoilm, he 
was posted to the 58^^ N. I., at Bawal Pindi, with effisot 
from the 24^1* August preceding, but that regiment 
having been disarmed during the mutinies m the 
preceding year, and still remaining in that condition, ho 
was not required to join it, and proceeding to Delhi he 
there joined the2^E. B. Fnsiliers, with which oorpg 
he continued doing duty until his death. Ho died at 
Delhi on tho 28^*‘ May i8r>9. 

Tulloch, C%arles Browne, lieHtcnant (1824 — 
1846) -‘Grave at J^liore. No. 597 : sva also note to No. 
442. - One of tho younger sons of Jjimitenant-Gouei-ai 
John Tulloch, C.B., Boiigul Infantry, by Jacobino Maria, 
his wife, a Dutch lady, whom ho married in Java during 
the expedition of 1811.12. Born at C’olgong, in Bengali 
on the 21*** November 1824. — Erderod the Bengal ib'iny 
in 1842. Arrived in India in July of tho &imo year, 
and on the 19‘^' of that month was ordered ii]) to Dina* 
jiore to do duty with the 17th N. I., in which roginient 
one of his eldc*r brothers was then serving as Adjutant ; 
and on the 17“* leaving Dinaporo in the following Sep- 
teriiher, ho was directed to do duty with the 65^*^ ' 
N. I., at tho same station. Towards iho close of the 
same month lie was posted to the 12“' N. 1., and having 
joined that regiment at Lucknow, ho accompanied it to 
Feroze])oro in tho aiitunin of 1844. He was still 
serving at that place when the first Sikh Wav broke out 
in December 1845, and on the morning of iho 21**^ of 
that month ho marched out with his regiment to take 
paii in the attack on Ujo Sikli entitmchments at Firoz- 
shahr. In the sanguinary engagemoTit which ensued, 
the sanio afternoon, he was very severely wounded, and, 
in (jonsefjueucc, as soon us ho was able to tmvol, in 
May 1846/ he proccodcul on sick leave to MuNsoorie. 
Jlo rejoined his regiment at Lahore in the following 
November, and there six weeks later, on the 27th 
December 1846, ho died from tin* effects of his wounds. 

Turing, Arthur Henry, Liautonant (1870 — 1898). 
— Tablet at liawal l*indi. No, 806. — Born on the 23*^ 
Juno 1870. — Entered H. M’s Service (from the Royal 
Mily. College) on the 9“' January 1892 as a Second* 
Lieutenant in tho D* Battalion of the Royal Fusilicra 
(tho 7^'' Foot), and proceeding to India ho joined 
that regiment at Quetta in the course of tho spring. 

In March 1893 he? nccoTn|)anied the IxUtalion to Karachi, ■ 
and from the autumn of that year to the spring of 
1894 he was in command of tho Ghizri Sanita- 
rium. On the 3*1 September 1894 bn was promoted 
to the rank of Lieutenant, and in tlic autumn 
that year he was again for some time in command 
the Ghizri Sanitarium. In the spring of 1895 he was 
sent to join a detachment of the battalion at Hyderabad, 
and in the following October he accompanied the corps 
to Mhow. He was soon afterwards sent to command 
the rest-camp at Khandwa, and he continued ou that 
duty until February 1896. On the B’ebruaiy 1896 
he was appointed an Offg. Wing Officer in the 36^** 
Bengal Infantry (Sikhs), on prolmtion for the Bengal 
Staff Corps, into which ho was subsequently admitted 
with effect fnmi that dato. Having joined that regi- 
ment at Peshawar lie, at the end of the year, moved 
with it to Kohat, whence he aocornmnied it to the 
Samana Range in January 1897, and ho was with it 
there when the frontier war broke out in the following 
summer. On the 26^** August he was appointed to do 
duty with the 35^^ Bengal Infantry, another Sikh oorps^ 
then forming part of &e Malakand Field Foroe, 00 ^ 
the circuxnstanees of the time did not admit ol hiil 
then leaving his oim regimjent, and he never jriMd

the other. Detained thus with the 36^^ he took part 
with the regiment in the brilliant defence of the 
Samana posts from the 27^1^ August to the Sep- 
tember^ and subsequently, in Octoberi on the corps 
being detailed to form of the Tirah Expeditionaij 
IForce, ho accompanied it on that service and with it 
took part in all the operations of the campaign, includ- 
ing tm advance from the Samana to the Maidan of 
Tirah, the vanous actions there, and the march down 
the Bara Valley to Mamanai. The brigade to which 
his regiment belonged having been left at that place, 
he, in January 1898, took part with the corps in the 
operations in the Lower Bara Valley, and on the 29^^ 
of that month he fell in action in the disastrous affair 
fOn the Shinkamar Kotal. 

Turner, Frederick McCombe, Lieutenant 
(1828 — -^Tablet at JullunduTf No. 554. — Son of 
Thomas Jacob Turaer, Esqr., of the Bjpgal Civil Ser- 
vice. Bom at Saharanpur in 1828!-— Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1845, An-ived in India on the 17‘^ 
November of the same year, and on the 26^*» was ordered 
up to Agra to do duty with the 8^^ N. I. ; under sub- 
sequent orders, however, directing that all unposted 
Ensigns were to bo sent up to join the Army of the 
Sutlej, he went on to Ferozepore, and there in March 
1846 he was app)inted to do duty with the 7*** N. I. 
On the 4^** April he was ordered to Agra to do duty 
with the 29^^ N. I., and he joined that regiment there 
accordingly, but he had scarcely done so when ho was 
» posted, 16'*^ April, to the? 12^^ N. 1., at Lahoiu. He, how- 
ever, obtained six months* leave to i^'main at Agra, where 
bis father held an important civil appointment, and in 
the meantime, on the 15^h Septeml)er, he was transfeiTed, 
at his own request, from the 12'^ to the 29^^ N. L, and 
on the expiration of his leav(5 he rejoined the latter 
corps accoi*dingly. In the winter of 1847-48 he march- 
ed with the r(?giment to Hajipur, in the Julhindur 
Doab, and in 1848-49, during the Punjab Campaign, he 
served with it in the openitions in that and the Bari 
Doab including the affair on the heights of Amb, the 
reduction of the fort of Una, and the pursuit of tlie 
rebel Ram Singh (Medal). On the termina^ou of the 
operations he accompanied the regiment to Ntlrpur, 
arriving there in February 1849, and in the following 
September ho was api^ointed Intorprehir aud Quaiter- 
Master to the corps. Early in 1850 he marched Avith 
the lugiment to Peshawar, and while he was serving 
with it there in September 1851 his services were placed 
at the disposal of the Foreign Dept., and he was ap- 
pointed acting Adjutant of the 4iJ» Punjab Infantry. 
Having joined that corps at Kohat, he was, in the fol- 
lowing November, appointed to officiaU? as Second-in- 
Command in addition to his other duties, but this ar- 
rangement lasted for only a few days. At the end of 
December, on some changes taking phme in the regi- 
ment, he was re-appointed acting Adjutant, aud ho soon 
afterwards accompanied the corps to Bahadur Khel. 
Jn May 1852 he was appointed Adjutant of the Corps 
of Guides, which ho joined at Peshawar, but he was 
Bttbsequently much out in the district with the corjis, 
and in December 1852 and January 1853 he served with 
it in Colonel Mackeson’s expedition against the Hassan- 
zais of the Black Mountain, Hazara. He i-etuniod to 
Peshawar with the corps in the spring of 1853, and 
having towards the end of the following September 
been appointed acting Second-in-Command, he served 
with it in that capacity in the expedition of November 
1853 against the Jowaki Afridis of Bori. In Januaiy 
1854* after he had held it for four months, his appoint- 
ment as acting Second-in- Command was cancelled, and 
he was appoints acting Commandant of Cavalry in- 
stead, with eBecft from the precoding September, and in 
this post ha continued until April 1854, when he revex-t- 
ed to his permanent appointment of Adjutant. About 
the same time be accompanied the oox^s to Mardan. 
In the followixig June he was appointed Offg. Second- 
in-OomiiiMid^ tlfe Punjab Cavalry, and hav^ 
jouMd tiUitx^giment at Asni, he continued serving with 


it there until November 1854, when he rejoined the 
Guides at Mmdan. From April to October 1855 he 
again officiated m Commandant of Cavalxy of the Oorpi 
of Guides. Ilf October 1855 he proceeded on leave to 
Bombay, preparatory to gbing home on furlough on 
medical certificate, but he did not live to leave the 
country, having expired at Bombay on the 14^^ Januoxy 
1856. 

Turner, Samuel Compton, Colonel and tempos 
rary Major-Oeneral (1845 — 1900). — Tablet at Simla^ 
No. 402 — Bom on thib 29*** September 1845. — Entered 
H. M.*8 Service on the 17*** April 186tf as a Lieutenant 
in the Corps of Royal Engineers. Joined at Chatham 
in tjj^e following June, and continued serving there until 
November 1868, when hp was sent out to India. He ai> 
rived at Bombay<n the following month, and having been 
appointed an Asst. Engineer in the Dept, of Public 
Works in January 1869, he was posted to ^Belgaum, at 
which place and on the Carwar Railway he was em- 
ployed until June 1871, when he went home on leave. 
On his i*eturn to India in the following December he 
was j)osted, as Asst. Engineer, to Kolapur, at which 
place he continued serving until February 1873, whoa 
ho was appointed an Executive Engineer and I'emoved 
to Belgaum. In the following December ha was trans- 
feri’cd to the Bengal oshiblishment and posted to the 
Western Rajputaua State Railway Survey. At the end 
of 1874 he was transferred to the Meerut Division of 
Mily. Works,, dpd in the spring of 1876 to the Agra 
Division of Mity. Works, in which last ho served for 
three years. On the 31*** December 1878 he was pi*o- 
moted to the rank of Captain, and at the end of March 
1879 he went homo on furlough. On his return to 
India towards thcj close of the succeeding year, he was 
posted, as Executive Engineer to the Meerut Division 
of Mily. Works. In the spinng of 1881, as Field Engi- 
ne(T with the Second Column, he served in the cx{)edi- 
tion against the Mahsud-Waziri clans. On the termi- 
nation of those opi»rations he returned to his appoint- 
ment in the Meerut Division of Mily, Works, and ho 
Conti nned in it until Mareh 1882, when, on the estab- 
lishment of a separate Mily. Works Department, ho was 
appointed an Executive Engineer in it and remained 
posted to Meerut, In the spring of 1883 ho was ap- 
pointed to the head-quarters staff of the Inspector- 
General of Mily. Works, aud he continued in that posi- 
tion until the auiunm of 1885, when ho was ro -posted, 
.as Executive Enginecu*, to the Meerut Division of Mily. 
Works. On the 17*** April 1886 he attained the rank 
of Major, and in the summer of the same year ho was 
transfeiTed from the Meerut to the Fort William Divi- 
sion. In the spring of 1887 he was removed to the 
First Pi shin Division, Baluchistan, where ho was soon 
afterwards appointed a temporary Superintending En- 
gineer and OlTg. Secretary to the Agent to the Govern 
nor-General, Public Works Dopt., and in that employ- 
ment he remained until April 1888, when ho went home 
on leave. Returning to India in October 1889, he was 
appointed Offg. Superintending Engineer of the Meerut 
Command. In March 1890 he became a Superintending 
Engineer permanently, and having been re-appointed to 
the Meerut Command, he continued serving in that 
position for four yearSi On the 6*** December 1891 ho 
was promoted to the ranlft of Lieutenant-Colonel. In 
April 1894 he again wentnome on leave, and in March 
1895, during his absence, the appointment of Superin- 
tending Engineer of the Bengal Command was .confer* 
red upon him. On his return to India in the* stlcceed- 
ing month he was appointed to officiate as Cl]^e£ Engi- 
neer of the Madras Command, but after a brief iuterw 
he reverted to his permanent appointment of Superin- 
tending Engineer, Bengal Command, and joined and 
took up the duties. On the 6*** December 1395 he was 

K ioted to the rank of Colonel by brevet. In May 
he was appointed a tempora^ ' Chief Engineer,, 
remaining attacned to the Bengal Uomsiaxid, and ^he 
was re-appointed to tiiat Command wheniiia^lie follow* 
iog month, the was made permanent ae a CSuef Engi* 
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noer. On tho December 1896 he was placed on 
half-pay of his rank as Lieutenant * 0010061 , and he 
remained in that position nntil the 2^vember 1897, 
when ho became a sabstantive Colonel. • He contiifued 
in the appointment of Chief Engineer, Bengal Com- 
mand, until March 1899, when ho was appointed Direc- 
tor-General of Mily. Works, with his head-quarters at 
Simla, and was granted the temporary rank of Major- 
General. In tho following Octobtjr, on the Mily. Works 
Services being reorganised, he was ro-appointod Direc- 
tor-General, and he continued in that appointment until 
his death. Ho died at BomUiy on the 31**‘ December 
1900, while he was making tho usual cold weather tour 
of inspection. 

Turtoni Zouch Henry, Gapialn (1799 
Gnive at No. 298.“— Entered the Bengal Army 

in 1818. Arrived in India in January 1819, and in 
the followin|r mouth was sent up to *Dinaj)ore te do 
duty with the Bengal European Regiment. In Octoljer 
1819 he was directed to do duty with tho 2‘' Battalion 
N. I., and (marching up witli tho 2‘» Battalion of the 
I4th) he joined that corps at Allahabad at tlio end of tho 
year. In June 1820 ho was po.sted to tho Battalion 
IBh N. L, which ho joined at Barrackpore, and at tho 
end of the year lie mai’ched with this corps to 
Benares, whence, in the winter of 1821-22, he accom- 
panied it to Mhow. In tho autumn of 1823 he i)roceed- 
ed on leave to tho fortress of Asirgjrrh. On tho re- 
organisation of May 1824 taking place he was ])08tod 
to the N. I. (late 1**^ Baitaliuu IB**). In tlio cold 
season of 1824-25 he marehod witli the regiment from 
Mhow to Partabgfirh, in Oudli, taking pad., en route, 
in the movernont from Cawnporo to Kalpi in January 
1825, on tho occasion of tho attjick on the latKT jilace 
by the insurgent Nana Pandit. Ho continued serving 
with tho regiment at Partabgarh until tho 22‘* October, 
when, being ill at tlie time, lie was left behind there on 
tho corps marching towards Meerut to join the Grand 
Army assombling under tho commaiul of Lf>rd Com- 
bermero : lie, however, i*ejoincd the regiment at Agra 
on tho 1**^ December, and moving forward with it a 
few days later, he thereafter served with it at tlie siege 
and capture of Bharatpur, liaving been absent only a 
few days, in January 1826, when acting as A<ljutant to 
a small force tomporai-ily detached from camp on duty 
connected with tho siege. On tho breaking u]> of the 
Grand Army he accompanied tho regiment to Aligarh, 
and at that station in January and February 1827 he 
officiated for^lxiut a month as Adjutant of the corps. In 
October 1828, on the head-quarters and right wing of 
the regiment marching for Hansi, he was appointed 
acting Adjutant to the loft wing remaining at Aligarh 
until relieved, and he hold this appointment until Feb- 
ruary 1829, when, with the left wing, ho rejoined the 
head-quarters of the regiment at Hansi. In the follow- 
ing Docoinbor he marched with tho riglit wing to 
Bareilly ; in December 1831 he accompanied it to Shah- 
jahanpur ; and in the cold season of 1833-34 he moved 
with tho whole ifigiment to Cawnpore. In the autumn 
of 1834 he proceeded to Simla on sick leave, which, in 
December, was extended for a twelvemonth, but he 
did not survive until it expired, having died at that 
place on the 29^ September 1835. 

Note. — Captain (then Lieatenftt) Tnrtoii was married at Asir- 
garh on the 11^** October 1823, to Atm, tho younger daughter of 
George Crump, Esqr., of Calcutta. 

^Tylden-Pattenson, Henry Thomas, TAeutenant 
(1824^—1848 ). — Grave at Ludhiana, No. 582.— The 
third son of Cooke Tylden-Pattenson, Esqr., of Ibomden, 
C!o.*^ent, formerly aUvOfficer of tho Rifles (the 
Rifle Brigade) in the Peninsular War. Bom on the 
13^*^ May 1824.-— Entered the Bengal Army in 1841 as a 
Cadet of Artillery. Arrived in India on the last day 
of that ^eartted after doing duty for nine months with 
the ArtiUemM4)nm-Dnm, was posted at the end of 
September 48^8. te the Company 4^*^ Battalion, Foot 
. * > • 


Artillerv. Haying joined this company at Cawn;> 02 -o 
before the close of the year, he was transferred in Jan- 
uary 1843 to the 7*** Company 6*** Battalion (No. 2 Light 
Field Battery attached), at the same stiition, whence 
ho soon afterwards proceeded with it to Noomuoh, arriv- 
ing there in March. On his promotion to the rank of 
First-Lieutenant taking place, he was posted, July 1845, 
to the 2** Troop Brigade, Horse Artillery (now the 
ST**' Field Battery, Royal Artillery), which he joined 
at Muttra. On the outbreak of the first Sikh War, in 
December 1815, he accompanied his troop to the frant 
and served with it in the latter part of tho Sutlej Cam- 
paign, taking part in the battles of Aliwal and Sobraou 
(Modal anil cla.'ip). In March 1846 ho was transferred 
to tho B* Troop 1*** Brigade (now “ F ’’ Battery, Royal 
Iforso Artillery), wliich ho joiuod at Lahoie, whence, on 
the Army of tho Sutlej being broken up, he movod 
with it to Ludhiana, arriving there in May 1846. At 
that station, with the o.veeptiou of a pc*riod of nine 
moiith.s (March to December 1847), during which ho 
was oil sick leavo at Naini Tal, ho continiKul serving 
until liis death, which took placo there on ilu* Marah 
18tS. 

Tyler, Georg ; Sotheby, Lieutenant (1826— 
1857). — Grav6 at Ldhi^ No. 112. — Eriteivd H. 
M. s Service on the 28*'* April 1.846 as an Ensign 

in tho 3'* West India Regiment, and having joined the 

head-quarters of that corps in Domoran, lie afterwards 
served w ith detachments of it in various parts of the 
West Indies and at Sierra Leone, on the west coast of 
Africa. On the 27*'* April 1849 ho was jiromotod to 
tho rank of Lieutenant, and on tho 15*>* .March 1850 
he exchanged into tho 14th Foot, tho hojul-cjuarters of 
which he joined at NewjioH, in South Wales. On tho 
7*** June following ho t*xehangeil into tho 6B* Foot, the 
depot of which he joined at Cliatham, anil procowUug 
subsequently to Bengal, he landed at ( alcu tta in tho 
suceoi'diiig NovmnUu'. Ho was shortly afterwards 
des|)atehed to the Upper Provinces ou duty with a body 
of recruits, and on arrival at Cawnpore he was rotaiuod 
at tliat station, with the recruits, until nearly the end 
of 1851, sttbsequeritly joining his regiment on its way 
down from Peshawar to Kasauli, and arriving with it 
at the latter station in March 1852. Towards the close 
of 1853 ho mar(!lied with tho regiment to IVazirabad 
whence in Decemlier *856 he moved with it to Ferozo- 
pon% at which shition ho was serving with tlio 6 when 
the Mutiny broke out in May 1857. Ho Hiibsoquontly 
proceeded with a wing of tho regimont to Dolhi, where 
he took part in tlie operations of the siege (ixioluding 
tho action of Najafgarh) until the 6*** September 1857. 
On that date, in camp before Delhi, ho was carried off 
by a virulent attack of cholera. 

Tytler, George Alexander, formerly Captain 
(1814 — ^1851). — Grave at Jullundur, No. 530.— Sou of 
Surgeon Kdbert Tytlcr, M D., Bengal Medical Service. 
Born in 1814. — Entered H. M.’s Soryico on the 11**‘* 
March 1831, from which date he (having arrived 
in the country in tho preceding January) was provi- 
sionally gazetted in India as an Ensign in the 13*" Foot 
(the SomorBotBliire Light Infantry), but on his appoint- 
ment being confirmed at homo he was re-gazetted with 
effect from the 28th October 1831, and ho acoordingW 
had rank from the latter date only. He joined the regi- 
ment at Dinaporo, whence in tho winter of 1831-32 he 
accompanied it to Agra, and having on the IS**! Maroh 
1835 been promoted to the rank of Lieutenant, he^ 
towards the close of the same year, marched with the 
corps en route to Karnal. On tho way up, however, in 
January 1836, he was appointed to do duty with K, 
M.’s 16^*' Lancers, in the capacity of Interpreter, 
and having joined that regiment at (Jawnporo, he eon* 
tinned serving with it for nearlv six years, in the ooune 
of which, on the 25*** November 1836, he exchanged 
from the 13*** into the 9*** Foot. In January 1837 fan 
marched with the 16**' Lanoers to Ifaerut, whenoe in the 





autumn of 1838 he proceeded with that regiment to 
Ferosepore and joined the Army of the Indue, and 
having thereafter accompanied the corps on the ezpedi* 
tion to Afghanistan, he served with it throughout the 
campaign of 1838-39 in that country, includiM the 
capture of Ghazni (Medal) and occupation of Kabul. 
Ho returned to the British provinces with the regiment 
earty in 1840, arriving at Meerut on the 8‘** February, 
and he continued serving with it there until December 

1841, when, on his own regiment, the Foot, being 

ordered on service to Afghanistan, he rejoined it at 
Meerut proceeded with it to Ferozepore, and early in 
January 1842, marched with it towards Peshawar. »oon 
after arriving at that place, on the ll^*» February, he 
Was appointed Interpreter to the corps, and he conti- 
nued in the discharge of the duties of that office until 
the 25^^* March, when he was appointed, by Major- 
General Pollock, to be Baggage- Master to the Field 
Force about to enter Afghanistan under 1|^ command : 
in this capacity he served thiH)ughout the campaign of 

1842, from the forcing of tlie Khaibar Pass to the occn- 
pation of Kabul (Medal). On the return of the Army 
to the British provinces in December 1842 he reverted 
to the appointment of Interpreter to his regimout, and 
on the Army being broken up at Ferozepore in the 
following month, he accoinpanieil the corps to Subathu, 
arriving there in April 1843. In the following October 
he pitK^edod on leave to Calcutta, and in December 
1843 he was directed to join and do duty with a detach- 
ment of recruits at Chinsura, and having subsequently 
been appointed to act as Adjutant as well as Interpreter 
to this detachment, he accompanied it to the IJpper 
Provinces in the spring of 1844. On arrival at Gawn- 
pore in April he was appointed acting Interpreter to the 
50^** Foot, to which a small detachment of the 9^^ was 
at that time attached, and ho remained in that situa- 
tion until the following December, when, thoving up 
towards the N.-W. Frontier with the 60^^*, he rejoined 
his own regiment at Kasauli. On the 6^^ J nne IMS he 
was promoted to the rank of Captain, and on this being 
announced he was directed, 13^^ September, to continue 
officiating as Interpreter, On the 16^'' October 1845 ho 
exchanged into the 53^ Foot, and towards the end of the 
same month he was granted sick leave to Europe for 
two years from date of embarkation. ^ Of this leave he 
never availed himself, and having joined the 53^ at 
Agra, he, in December 1845, accompanied the corps to 
Delhi, whence in January 1846 ho moved with it to the 
front and joined the Army of the Sutlej, thereafter 
serving with it throughout the remainder of the Sutlej 
Campaign and taking part in the action of Badhowal 
(in which he acted as a Brigade-Major and had a horse 
shot under him^, the battles of Aliwal and Sobraon, 
and the subsequent advance on Lahore (Medal and 
clasp). On the day after the battle of Sobraon he was 
appointed acting Brigade-Major of the First Brigade 
of Infantry ; ten days later he was nomina^d to officiate 
as Dcfpy. Asst. Qr.-Mr. Genl. of the First Di^sioii, and 
this office he retained until ilie Army of the'Siitlej was 
broken up at Lahore in March 1846. He then marched 
with his regiment to Ambala, whence he accompanied 
it to Ferozepore in October 1846, and to Lahore in 
I^brtiaTy 1848. In the following May his services 
wntb placed at the disposal of the Resident at 
Luliore for special duty, and in this employment he 
continued until the IS”' July 1849^ when, having 
secured permanent civil employment under the Govern- 
ment' of the Punjab, he retired from the military service 
by'tiie sale of his commission. Ho thereafter served 
in the Punjab, as an Assistant Commissioner, for nearly 
tw^nl^ months, when, having contracted a severe illness, 
he obtained leave to proceed'to the hills, and he was on 
his vMkir te Simla when he died at Jullundur on th4 
8tU Mttrch 1851.

Tytler, John Adam, C.B., V-C.. Lkutenant- 

Colonel and Bi^vei^ Colonel. (1825 — 1880 ). — Grave at 
Kohatf No, 1034.— -Son of Surgeon John Tytler, Bengal 
Medibal Service^ * Bom at Moiiglm, in Bengal, on the 
29^*^ October 18^.-«-Eniered*the Ben^ Army in 1844 . 
Arrived in India in Janna^ 1845, and in the following 
month was ordered up to Dinapore to do duty with the 
1”^ N. I. In the following March he was posted to the 
66^^ N. I., which he joined at Dinapore on its arrival 
there on the 18*** of the same month. In November 
1847 he marched wij/h the regiment to Lucknow, 
whence, in the cold season of 1849-50, be accompanied 
it to Fort Govindgarh, Amritsar. At that place the 
regiment mntinied and was disbanded in February 
1850, its place in the line being assigned to the Nashf 
Battalion of Gurkhas, which thus became the 66^^ 
(Gurkha) Regiment of Native Infantry. On the 
aiTival of this battalion at Fort Govindgarh on the 
25^^ March he joined the reconstituted corps there, and 
he shortly afterwards accompanied it on its return to 
Jntogh, near Simla, arriving there on the 25*^ Aprik 
Early in 1851 he accompanied the re^ment to Pesha- 
war, and during the winter of 1851-52 he was employed ^ 
with it on service again.st the Mohmands in the neigh- 
bourhood of Matta and Michni. In Marclj 1852 he 
served with it in an expedition against the ^iBanizais, 
and in the following May in the operations against the 
U tmari Khols. including an aifair at Prangarh. In the 
same month ho served with the corps in a second 
ozj^dition against the Ranizais, and was present in the 
action at Skakot. Early in October 1853 he was ap- 
pointed acting Adjutant of the regiment ; on the 19^^ of 
the same month he was made permanent in the appoint- 
ment ; and in that position, -in November 185o, he 
served with the corps in the expedition ajgainst the 
Jowaki Afridis of Bori (India Medal and clasp). In 
January 1854 he marched with the regiment to Rawal 
Pindi, whence in the spring of 1857 he accompanied 
it to Almora. He was with the 66^^ at that place when 
the Mutiny broke out in May 1857, and he was actively 
engaged during that year in the measures taken for the 
defence of the Kamaon Hills against the Rohilkhand 
rebels ; and having moved down to Haldwani with the 
regiment in February 1858, he, on the 10^^ of that 
month, took part in the rout of the rebels at Gharpura, 
on which occasion lie fell severely wounded, after a 
display of h(?n)ic gallantry which won him the high 
distinction of the Victoria Cross. Ho 8ubs0(|uenfly 
returned to Almora, and having on the 5‘*>sfune been 
appointed Station Staff Officer there, he held that ]K)8t 
until the lieginning of October, when he marched with 
the regiment for service in Oudh ; thei’cafter he served 
with the corps throughout the autumn campaign in 
that province, taking part in the actions of Pasg^on and 
Rasulpur, the capture of Mitauli, and the action of 
Biswa (Medal). In March 1859, on the conclusion of 
the operations, he went into quarters with the regiment 
at Sitapur, and there in the following month, on attain- 
ing the rank of Captain, he vacated th^ Adjutancy of 
the regiment. In the following November he was 
appointed acting Adjutant to a wing of the regiment 
detailed for service, and he subsequently became Staff 
Officer of a detachment employed on field service in the 
Sitapur district. He continued serving with the 66**» at 
Sitapur until early in the following year, when he 
proceeded on leave to the Presidency, and thence, in 
March 1860, went home on furlough. He returned to 
India in February 1862, and having in the following 
April been admitted into the Bengal Staff Corps, with 
effect from the IS^*' February 1861, his connection* wi& 
the 66^^ ( which bad in tbe meantime become the MT 
Gurkha Light Infantry) then terminated. In Jnlv 
1862 he wap appointed Seoond-in-Command of the 3^ 
Gurkha Re^mont, at Almora, and he cozrtin)ied fierriaS 
there with &at oprps until the end of April 1863, when 
he was appointed Offg. Commandant of |he 22<i (Punjab) 

N. I. Having joined this corpe.at Aip^Uf be conti- 
nued in oomn^d until the middle of October, when ho 
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!f6Teiied io his jpermanexit appointment and rejoined 
the 9^ Gurkha Keg^ment at Bareilly. bTthe following 
xnonth he was nominated to officiate as Commandant 
ihe 4^^ Gurkha Begiment, then on senrioe with *the 
Tnsafsai Field Force, and Uving joined that corps on 
the Ambela Pass bn the 2^^^ November, he commraded 
it until the end of the campaign, taking part in the 
storming of the Conical Hill, the capture of Liild and 
Ambela, and the final defeat of the tribesmen (clasp 
added to India Medal). In the reorc^nisation of 
. January 1864 he was re-appointed Second-in-Command 
and Wing Offices of the 3^ Gurkha Regiment, but he 
continued officiating as Commandant of the 4*^ , with 
wMch, on the termination of fho Ambela Campaign, he 
proceeded to Almora. In December 1864 ho was tvans- 
ferred to the 4**^ Gurkha Regiinept as permanent 
Second-iu-Gommand and Wing Officer, and he continued 
officiating as Commandant of that regirnent until 
December 1865, when the permanent appointment of 
Commandant was con f erred upon him. In April 1866 
h<f accompanied the regiment to Jullundnr, whence in 
April 1867 he moved with it to Bakloh, near Dalhcusie, 
j^hero the head-quarters of the corps were then perma- 
nently established. In the autumn of 1868 he accoin- 
panied the^ regiment on service, and commanded it 
through onA the Hazara Campaign of that year, including 
the operations on the Black Mountain (clasp added to 
India Medal), towards the end of November 1868, 
immediately after the campaign, he went home on 
furlough, on medical certificate, and he was absent 
from India for two years. Returning in November 
1870, he rejoined the regiment at Bakloh, whon^ in the 
autumn of the following year he proceeded with it on 
service to the Eastern Frontier, and he thereafter com- 
manded it (in the ( hittagong Column) throughout the 
Lushai Expedition of 1871-72 (clasp added to India 
Medal, and created a Companion of the Order of the 
Bath). He returned subsequently with the regiment to 
Bakloh, and in April 1874 he went home on furlough 
for another peri<^ of two years. Returning to India 
at the end of March 1876, he rejoined the regiment at 
Bakloh, where he continued in command of it until 
October 1877, when he again went home on leave 
for six mouths, returning to India at the end of March 

1878. On the outbreak of tho Afghan War in 
November 1878 he was appointed (with the temporary 
rank of Brigadier- General) to the command of tho 
Second Brigade of Infantry of the First Division of the 
Peshawar Valley Field Force, at the head of which ho 
took part in the operations resulting in the induction 
of the fort of Ali Masjid, the brigade Xmng employed in 
carrying out the turning movement by the way of 

Kushtia. He afterwards commanded tho Dakka 
Column in the first and the Basfiwal Column in the 
second ox})editiou to the Bazar Valley, and in March 

1879, at the liead of a field detachment, he inflicted a 
severe defeat on the Shinwaris at Deh Sarak, near 
Peshbolak. Later, he was for some time in command 
of the Third Brig^e of the Second Division of the 
Peshawar Valley Field Force, and on tho conclusion of 
peace, at the end of May 1879, he was appointo<l to the 
oommand of tho force left in occupation of the Klmibar. 
On the renewal of the war in the autumn of the samo 
yeiar he was appointed, OctobOT 1879, to the command 
of the Third Brigade of ther^Kuram Division, and in 
the following December he commanded the force 
despatched to punish the Zaimukht tribe for their raids 
on the Kuram line of communications, — a task which he 
Buoe^ssfully accomplished, taking and destroying Z4wa, 
tUe principal stronghold of the enemy. A month later 
iWIbeoame seriously ill from exposure dmpng the cam- 
paign, pneumonia supervened, and h^died at Thai on 
%14tbFbbraary im.

TVtler, Robert Chrletopher, Lieuienani^Oohnel 
and Brevet-Colonel (1817 — 1872). — (Trace at Simla, 
No. 9l4t . — Son of Sur^n Robert Tytler, M.D., of ^e 
Bengal Medical Service. Bom at Allahabad in October 
1817. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1834. Ajrriyed 
in India in February 1835, in company with his father^ 
who was returning from furlough in Europe, and in 
the following month was ordered to Midnapore to do 
duty with the 34^^ N. I., of which oorps his father had 
been appointed Surgeon. On the 24^^ September 
following ho was pos^ to the 38^^ N. L, and having 
joined that regiment at Sikrol, Benares, he, in the 
succeeding cold season marched with it to Delhi, 
arriving there in February 1886. From June 1837 
to October 1838 he was absent from his regiment m 
sick leave, the greater part of the time at Mussoorie^ 
and, having rejoined at Delhi, he, in January 1840» 
moved with the corps to Ferozepore. In the following 
September he% loft Ferozepore with the regiment 
en route to Southern Afghanistan on service, and with 
it, on the 2^ November, he arrived at Dadur in time 
to take part in the putting to flight of Nasir Khan, the 
young Khan of Kalat, after the repulse of his attack 
on that post. In January 1841 he moved up to Quetta 
with the regiment, and towards the close of that month 
be was appointed acting Adjutant of the corps: this 
post he retained for nearly two months, in the course 
of which, in February 1841, ho aocompanied the regi- 
ment from Quetta to Kandahar. In the following May 
be accompanied a wing of tho regiment on^ service 
towards Kalat-i-Ghilzai, and was present with it iu the 
defeat of the Ghilzais at Ilmi. Subsequent to this afiair 
he continued serving with the regiment at Kandahar 
for nearly fifteen months, in the oourso of which he 
took part in the actions of Kali-Shak and Baba-wali, 
the affair in the Kojak Pass, various operations ip the 
vicinity of Kandahar, and the relief of Kalat-i-Ghilzoi. 
At tho end of July 1842, in the arrangements for the 
movement on Kabul, he was appointed Baggage- Master 
to the force under the command of Major-General Nott ; 
on the S** August he was appointed acting Interpreter 
and Quarter-Master to the 2^ N. I., and, carrying on 
the duties^of both appointments, ho accompanied the 
army in its northward movement, thereafter taking 
part in tho action of Goaino, the re-capture of Ghazni, 
the actions of Boni-Badain and Maidan, tho re-occupa- 
tion of Kabul, and various actions in the passes between 
Kabul and Peshawar during tho withdrawol of the 
British forces from Afghanistan (Modal). On the 
arrival of tho army at Ferozepore his apjiointmont of 
Baggage-Master terminated, but he continued acting 
as interpreter and Quarter-Master of the 2** N. !• until 
January 1843, when he was appointed to tho same post 
in his own regiment, then on the way to Meerut, whithtir 
he preceded tho corps on leave. Before tho 38^^ could 
reach Meerut, however, he was, on tho 3‘* February, 
re-appointed jocting Interpreter and Quarter-Master to 
tho 2** N. !h,^nd having rejoined it on the 18‘** he pro- 
ceeded with it to Agra, arriving there in the following 
niontli. Towards tho close of the year he accompanied 
tho 2^ on service in the Gwalior Campaign, and was 
present with it at the battle of Mahaiujpur (bronze 
star). On the breaking up of the Army of Gwalior 
in the raring of 1844 he returned te Agni with tho 
N. L, acting during the movement as Staff Officer 
to the detachment in which the regiment was included. 
He continued actiug as Interpreter and Qr.-Mr. to the 
2^ N. I., until the end of Decemlxir 1844, when ho 
rejoined his own regiment, the 38*^ at Meerot, and on 
tliat corps proceeding temporarily to Karnal in ,^nnMy 
1845 , he w^ appointed acting Interpreter and Qr.-Mr. 
to it, a position which he retained until the end of tho 
Buooeeding montli, when he proceeded on leave to Simli^ 
He rejoined the regiment at M6et*qt at the end 
AnguAii and in the succeeding October he was again 
appointed acting Tnterpfreter and Qr.-Mr., but ho held 
this situation for only a short tune. In ttia 
month he moved with the regiment to Moradabad. Ott 
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il)e outbreak of the first Sikh War he marched with 
the regiment to Ambala, whence in January 1840 he 
acoompaniod a detachment of three oompaules to Bassian 
on escort duty with commissariat stores ; soo i after 
his arrival there his services were placed, January, 
at the disposal of the Dopy. Commy. Oenl., Army of the 
Sutlej, and thereafter until the end of the campaign he 
was employed in charge of the Commissariat depots at 
Bassian ana Wadui. On the termination of the cam- 
paign he proceeded on sick leavo to the hills, where he 
remained until the beginning of November 1847, and 
having then rejoined his regiment at Lahore, he in the 
succeeding cold season marched with it to Lucknow. 
In November 1849 he proceeded to the Presidency on 
. leave, on the expiration of which, towards the end of 
May 1850, ho rejoined his regiment at Barrackpore. 
In the spring of 1852 he proceeded with the regiment 
to Dacca, the corps having been sent thither on muti- 
nously refusing to embark for Burma on fibld service, 
and at that station, in the autumn of the same year, 
he for a short time officiated as Interpreter and Quarter- 
Mastor of the corps. In October 1852 he proceeded on 
leave to Calcutta, and thence, in the following December, 
ho went home on furlough. Returning to India in 
December 1854, lie rejoined his regiment at Cawnpore, 
whencjo, in February 185 G, on the occasion of the 
annexation of Oiidh, he accompanied it, in the Oudh 
Field Force, to Lucknow. In the following month ho 
moved with the regiment to Qonda, whence in May 
1866 ho accompanied it on service to Tulsipur, to coerce 
the recalcitrant Raja of that placo, and that having 
been accomplished, ho returned to Gouda with the 
corps in Juno. In the following September he proceed- 
ed on leavo to Mussoorie, afterwards rejoining the 
regiment on the maixjh towards Delhi, wliere he arrived 
with it on the 28^^' November. He was present with 
the corps when it mutinied at Delhi in May 1857, but 
succeeded in effecting his escape to Karnal, and thence 
to Ambala, and on a force being organised there for the 
recovery of Delhi, be was appointed to it, 21*** May, as 
the Officer in Charge of the Military Chest. In this 
cajiacity he accompanied the Field Force to the front, 
and thereafter served with it throughout the siege and 
capture of Delhi ( Medal and clasp). He continued iu 
charge of the Military Treasiira Chest at Delhi until 
May 1858, when he proceeded to Mussoorie on six 
months’ leave ; he afterwaixls i^esumed charge, and in 
May 1859 he proceeded to Calcutta for the purpose of 
finally adjusting and closing the Treasure Chest accounts, 
a duty on which ho was employed until May 1860, 
when he went homo on furlough,- He returned to 
India in NovtJmbcr 1861, and in the following mouth 
ho received permission to proceed to Ambala and do 
general duty there. In April 1862, his services having 
been placed at the disposal of the Home Dept, for the 
purpose, ho was appointed Offg. Superintendent of 
Port Blair, in the Andaman Islands, and hei continued 
in that employment until February 1864. I|1 the suc- 
ceeding month he was permitted to proceed to Ambala 
and do general duty there, and in that position he 
remained (usually spending the summer months in 
Simla) until the autumn of 1870, when his services 
were placed at the disposal of the Home Dept, for tho 
purpose of exhibiting the contents of a curious and 
valuable museum which he had formed in Simla. In 
this employment he continued until his death, which 
took place at Simla on the 10*^ September 1872. 

Kotk.—- Colonel (then Lieotensot) Tytler married, dret, at 
Meomt on the 21*t January 1843, iBabella, the eldeit daughter 
of the late Dr. NicoIboii, of Glasgow. She died at Mussoorie, on 
the 6th January 1847, aged 21.-- He married, secondly, at 
Lecknow, on the 2d March 1848, Harriot Christina, the second 
daughter of liieutenant-Colonel John Lucas Earle, of the Bengal 
Jnlkotry* This lady (who was born at Sikrora, in Ondh, on the 
3d October 1827, and was in camp with her husband during the 
iiMeof Delhi— the only lady there) died at Simla on the 34th Nov- 
ei^r 1B07. She was the foundress of the well-known Mayo 
School at Smln. 


Ubsdell, Jarirss Eads, Oaptam (1868^1890).— 
Orave at Drosh Ofi,r^tfjnment^ No. 1116. — Son of J. A. 
Dbsdell, Esqr., of Clifton Vijla* Southampton, Hants. 
Born on the 7th February 1868. — Entered H. M.*8 
Service on the 5th February 1887 as a Second-Lieutenant 
in the l»t Battalion of the Somersetshire Light In- 
fantry (the 13th Foot), and having joined that corps at 
Colchester, he, in July 1889, moved with it to Aider- 
shot. On tho nth November 1889 he was promoted to 
the rank of Lieutenant. ' In November 1891 he went 
with the battalion to Gibmltar, whence, two years later, 
ho accompanied it to India, lauding at Bombay iu Janu- 
ary ISSj*!, and thence immediately proceeding with 
tho corps to Snbithu. At tho e:id of the same year he 
marched with the •battalion to Ambala, and in the 
spring of 1895, in tho capacity of Transport Officer, he 
proceeded on service with the Chitral Relief Expedition. 
In tho autumn of the same year ho rejoined his battalion 
at Siibathu, whence at tlie end of Noveml>cr he moved 
with it to Mian Mir. Ho was soon aftenvards detached^ 
to DalhousLo on duty, and he continued there until 
May in the following year, when ho was appointed 
Transport Officer with tho garrison of Chitral. On the 
2 Ijt** June 1896 he attained tho rank of Captain. As 
Transport Officer he contiuned serving in Chitral until 
his death, which look place at Kiila.Drosh on the 
13t»» October 1896. 

Urmston, Henry Brabazon, Captain ri851— 
1888 ). — Qrave at Abbottahad^ No. 914.--^The eldest son 
of Lieutenant- Colonel (Honorary Colonel) Henry 
Brabazon Urmston, BengiU Staff Corps, and grandson 
of Sir James Brabazon Urmston, 7v7., sometime Presi-t 
dent of tbo Committee of Supercargoes at Canton. 
Born at Rawal Pindi on the 22* August 1 85 iT— Entered 
H. M.’s Service on the 13*^ November 1872 as a Sub- 
Lieutenaut in the I®* Battalion 14**^ Foot, and was 
aftei’wards promoted to the rank of Lieutenant from 
tho same date. Proceeding to India early in 1873, ho 
joined the battalion in Fort William, Calcutta, whence 
in the autumn of the following year he accompanied it 
to Sitapur, in Oudh. On the IS^h March 1875 lie was 
appointed Offg. Second Wing Subaltern in tho 2** 
Sikh Infantry, on probation for the Bengal Staff 
Corps, into which he was sukseqaeiitly admitted with 
effect from that date, and having joined this regiment at 
Dera Ismail Khan, he was, at the end of the succeeding 
month, appointed Offg. Quarter- Master, in October 
1875 he was appointed Second Wing Subaltern in 
tho 6*** Punjab Infantry, but having been detained with 
the 2‘* Sikhs as Offg. Quarter-Master he did not join 
his new regiment, then at Edwardosabad, until Oc- 
tober 1876. On doing so he was appointed, 20*** Octo- 
ber, to officiate as Adjutant. In January 1877, under 
tho new organisation of regimental appointments then 
introduced, he became a Wing Officer, and on the 12tk 
November following ho was made permanent in th© 
post of Adjutant. In the winter of 1877-78 he served 
with the regiment in the expedition against the Jowaki 
Afridis (India Medal and clasp), and on the conclusion 
of the operations he accompanied the corps to Abbott* 
abad, arriving there towards the close of March 1878. 
On the renewal of the Afghan War in the autumn c£ 
1879 he was selected for service as a Transport Officer, 
and having been appointed a Bri^e Transport Officer 
on the Kuram line, he served in mat capacity through- 
out the second phase of the war, taking part in the 
several affairs at Alikhel and afterwards in the Zaimukht 
Expedition, including the capture and destruction of 
Zawa (Me^l).^ Having rejoined his renment at Eohai 
in the luring of 1881, ho immediately afterwards aooom-* 
panied it on service and was employed with it thronghout 
the Mahsnd-Waziri Expedition of that year. He return- 
ed to Kohat with the regiment at the end of May 1881f 
and in the following July he went home on forlong^ 
Returning to India in January 1884, he rejoined wB 
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rfrimeixt at Edwardesabad in the folloVing month, 
i^a YnsamedhiB appointment of Adjutant ; but having 
ioon afteryrar^ been aefected for iem^rary dntf in 
the Quarter Mister Gtener^Ps Dept., he served in the 
Indigence Branch from April to November. In 
Uie latter inonth he rejoined his regiment at E 4 ‘ 
waxdesabad, and having then attaint the rank of 
Captain, he vacated the Adjutancy of the regiment. 
In December 1884 he was appomted Station Staff 
Officer at Edwardesabad, in addition to hia regimental 
duties, and he oontinned in that situation until May 
1885. In the succeeding month ho was appointed an 
Oftg. Sub-Asst. Commy.-Oeul. for Transport, 
nnd he served as such, at Mian Mir, until May 1886, 
when he was selected for special duty with a party 
of Japanese officers who were visiting India; with 
iheso officers he toured through the country until 
the end of tlfo following August, when he went homo 
on privilege leave. He rejoined his regiment at Ed- 
vAhrdesabid on the 1**^ Noveml}er, and having then been 
appointed to officiate as a Wing Commander, he con- 
4 inued in that position (officiating as Second-in-Com- 
mand from the 13*''^ November to the December, and 
moving wjth the regiment to Dora Ismail Klian in 
January 1887) until the ond of May 1887, when he was 
appointed a W^ng Commander sub. pro tern. From 
October 1S87 to January 1888 ho again officiated as 
Seoond“in-Command. In June 1888 ho went to Abbott- 
abad on a visit to Major L. 11. Battye of the 5^^^ Gurkha 
Regiment, and having proceeded with that officer to U ghi, 
in the Agror Valley, he accompanied him when, on the 
18^^ of that month, he moved up th(i Black Mountain, 
v#ith a detachment of Gurkhas, for the purpose of carry- 
ing out a reconnaissance. When, on the return march, 
the rear- guard of the detachment was suddenly attacked 
by the trilxiBrnon and Major Battye and others fell 
wounded, ho, though wounded himself and wholly un- 
armed, might easily have effected his escape, as he was 
urged to do, but ho refused to leave his helpless and 
disabled comrades, and he perished with them 
under the knives of the enemy. 

Urmston, Lambert Brabazon, Captain and 
jBrevet-Major 0794 — 1844) . — Grave at Atnhala^ No. 
201 . — Entered H. M.*s Service on the 1®‘ April 1813 as 
an Ensign in the !•*- Battalion of the 45**» Foot, and 
having joined that corps in Spain in the autumn of the 
name year, l^e served with it there and in the soutli of 
France until the termination of the Peninsular War, 
taking part in the battles of the Nivc, and of Orthes 
and Toulouse, besides numerous minor affairs. He 
returned home with the battalion in July 1814, land- 
ing at Cork, and afterwaids, in September, moving with 
it from that place to Enniskillen ; and early in the 
Bucoeeding year ho accompanied the corps (now a single 
batjLalion regiment, — ^tbe Battalion having been dis- 
banded) to Belfast. On the May 1815 Tie was pro- 
moted to the rank of Lieutenant, and in the following 
year ho moved with the regiment to Dundalk, On the 
25 th March 1817, in consequence of extensive reductions 
in the Army, he was placed on half pay. On the 23'* 
January 1823 he exchanged back to full pay in the 
38*h Foot, and proceeding to India, he, in the following 
June, joined tlmt regiment at Berhampore, in Bengjal. 
In April 1824, consequent on the outbreak of war with 
the Sovereign of Ava, he nrooeoded with h’s regiment 
<m service to Burma, and he thereafter served with it 
^itmghout the campaigns of 1824-25 26 in that 
country, taking part in the capture and occupation of 
Baagoon, the storm and capture of the stockades of 
Eemeiidine and Kamarut, the several actions at and 
abound Rangoon in December 1824, the storm and 
oaptuxe of Kokieu, the siege and reduction of Donabyo, 
the occupation of Promo, the actions of Simbike and 
storming of Melloon, and the final victoiy 
at J^ghaxn’inyo, which brought the war to an end. 
In April 1826 he returned with the regiment to Bengal, 
w:bence in 4 hd following August he proceeded ou leave 
to China, and on returning to India in January 1827, 


he rejoined his regiment at Cawupoie. On the 12^ 
Februaiy 1828 he was promoted to the rank of Captain, 
unattached, on half*pay, but on the following day he 
exciianged back to fall pay, in the 31*^ Foot, whion he 
joined at Meerut in the suooeeding summer. Early in 
1831 he moved with the regiment to Komul, whence in 
the following October he accompanied it to Rupar, the 
corps then forming part of the esoort of the Governor- 
General, Lord William Bentinok, on the oooaaion of 
His Lordship’s meeting with the Maharajah Ranjit 
Singh. He returned to Kamol with the regiment in 
November 1831, and he thoroniier oontinned serving 
with it there until January 1836, when he marohad 
with it en route to Dinapore, arriving there towards the 
end of the succeeding March. In 1837-38 he officiated 
for a considerable period as Paymaster of Uie regiment* 
In November 1833 ho proceeded with the regiment to 
Ghazipnr, wh^ce in November 1840 he accompanied 
it to Agra. On the 23^ November 1841 he was pro- 
moted to tho rank of Major by brevet. In January 1842 
he marched with the regiment from Agm en route to 
Afghanistan on service, and after croBsing the Sutlo] 
on the 10^*^ March he officiated as Brigade-^jor to Gio 
force to which the corps was attached until it joined the 
main army under Major-General Pollock at Jalalabad 
in the following May. On the 25*^ of that month ho 
was nominated to tho post of Depy Asst. Adjt.- 
Genl. with the Infantry Division ot General Pol- 
lock's force, but this appointment eventually did not 
have effect, and ho continued with liis regiment until 
tho end of the camimign, t iking part with it in tho expe- 
dition against the Shinwaris a^^d the actions of Mazina, 
and aftorwarclH in the actions of Jagdalak and Tezin, tho 
occupation of Kabul, and various affairs in tho nassoo 
during the return march to Peshawar (Modal). On tho 
breaking up of the Army at Forozepore he accompanied 
the regiment to Amhila, arriving thei'o towards the end 
of January ISW, audin the following month he wao 
detailed for duty with the Convalescent Depot at Lan- 
clour. lie roturusd to Ambala towards the close oC 
December, but tho I'ogimeiit having boon detached tom- 
porarily to Forozepore, lie ])rocoeded thithor with tho 
recovered men from tho Convaloscont Dop<')t, and rejoin- 
ed tho corps there in J«aniiary 1844. In tho following 
May ho retuimod witli tho regimout to Ambala, and in 
the Hiiccoed ing mouth, being in l).a(l ho«aUh, ho was 
grantoil leavo to Simla for six weeks ; but boforo ho 
I'ould begin his journoy to tho hills ho rapidly grew 
worse, and ho died at Ambala on tho 27*^*‘ Juno 1844.

Valllngs, Goorge Augustus, Seamd-UpHtanant 
(1826 — 1846 ^. — Tablet at Jullundur, No. .542. — Euterod 
the Bengal Army in 1845 as a Cadet of Artillery. 
Arrived in India in August of tho same year, and in 
tho following Novembfjr was |) 08 tod to the .3'* Company 
1®^ Battalion, Foot Artillery, which ho joined at Agrti. 
In Marcdi 1846 ho moved witli this company to Ludhi. 
ana, and in the following mouth ho was transferred 
to tho 4*** Company 6*** Battalion ( No. 19 Light Field 
Battery attached). Ho joined this company at JuIItin- 
dur, and at that place he died on the 22* Docembor 
1846. 

Van Cortlandt, Henry Charles, General (1814— 
1888). —See No, 460 — A natural son (by a native wo- 
man) of Lieutenant- Colonel Henry Clinton Van Oorfc- 
landt, of H. M.'b Service. Born at Moeriit in 1814. 
Educated in Englaiul. Entered tho service of the 
Maharaja Ranjit Singh in 1832, and was subsoquoutly 
employed in soveral campaigns on tlio northern and 
north-western frontiers of tho Punjab, taking part, 
amongst other affairs, in tho battle of Jarordd, near 
Peshawar, in Janus^y 1837, when Ranjit’s foromodt 
general, Sardar Hari Singh Nalwa, was defeated and 
riaiu by the Afghans. In January 1841, during the 
pei^ of anarchy which f >l lowed immediately on the 
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death of the Maharaja Nao Nehal Singh, he took part, 
«Luder Maharaja Sher Singh, iu tho siege of the fort 
at Lahore, and in the spring of the following year, hav- 
ing then attained the rank of Colonel, he served with 
the Sikh Auxiliary Contingent in General Pollook's 
operations for tlio relief of Jalalabad, taking part, 
amongst other engagements, iu tho forcing of the 
Khaibar Pass on the 5^^' April 1842. On tho termina- 
tion of tlio Afghan War, at the end of that year, he re- 
turned to Lahore, where he was appointed to the charge 
of the Maharaja’s eldest son, but he was soon after- 
wards detached from liahore on duty, and it happened 
that while ho was away a revolntion occurred (15‘^ Sep* 
tember 1843), in which both Shor Singh and his son 
wore murdered by tho miscreant Sirdar Ajit Singh. 
Nothing is known of his movements during the two 
years ensuing, but it is asserted that h^was on leave 
atMussoorie when the first Sikh War broke out (which 
was certainly not the case), that “ not being allowed to 
return to Lahore” (whatever that may moan), he pro- 
ceeded to Ferozeporc ; an<l. finally, that “ he was em- 
ployed with the British Army as Political Agent, and 
in that capacity was present at iho battles of Ferozo- 
sbah and Sobraon.’^ It is possible that there may be 
some little cdemeiit of truth in those statemonts, but it 
<Ioos not appear on tho surface, and while, on the one 
hand, no reliable authority has been found in support 
of them, on tho other, the extreme improbability of a 
person of unknown character and of questionablo status 
being employed in such a position of trust and confi- 
dence and of delicanj as that of Political Agent” is 
fialufully accentuated by the recorded fact that, he and 
other officers of tho Sikh service' lioing actually at Fe- 
rozeporo on the 29^** September, their ]u*esenc 0 there 
was regarded with siispioion by tho Political Agent, 
who asked Major Bi'oadfoot to obtain sanction “ for 
turning these foreigners out of cantonments.” On the 
termination of the war and the r(!-adjnstment of tho 
administnitiori <jf iho Punjab taking place in tho 
spring of 1816, he was admitted into the service of tho 
Lahore Darbar, with the rank of “ Oeiioriil,” and was 
ap|)oiated to the charge of tho Dera Ismail Khan dis- 
tnot. He was at Barmu in April 1818 when tho out- 
break at Multan occiiiTod in which Mr. Vaus Agnow 
and Lieutenant Anderson wore killed, and having, with 
Si small body of troops, joined Lieutenant (afterwards 
Sir Herlxirt) Edwanlrs on the 20*^ May, he accompa- 
m€id that officer in his movement on Multan, and took 
part in iho operations (including, the passage of the 
Indus and tho battles of Kiiiohri and Sadiisam) result- 
iug in tho reliel Mulraj being driven within the walls 
of tho city. Subsequently on a regular force coming 
on the scene under the command of Major-General 
Whish ho took part in both sieges of Multan, in the 
action of Surajkhund, which came in between, and 
finally in tho capture of the place < Modal and clasp). 
On the annextiiion of tho Punjab taking place, after 
the war, ho was received into the British sorvico, and 
employed in a civil capacity until tho outbreak of tho 
Mutiny in May 1857, when, being then Ilopy. Com- 
missioner of Giigora, he was sent to Ferozepore with 
instructions to raise a numl3er of irregular corps for 
service in the Hariana district. At tho heiad of those 
iovies, which were styled “ the Hariana Field Force,” 
ho marched into the district about the middle of Juno, 
and in three months, after defeating bodies of rebels at 
Ouda. Khairaki, Jamal pur and Mangali, he cleared 
Hariana of insurgents and restored order throughout 
tho district. At the end of October ho was gazetted 
to tho temporary rank of Colonel in tho Army during 
such period as ho might continue in command of tho 
irregular levies ho had raised, and his services having 
lieen of au ominontly useful character, he was, in re- 
cognition of them (besides being granted tho ludian 
Mutiny Medal in tho usual course), created a Oom- 
pauion of tho Order of the Bath. In April 1858 ho was 
appointed Depy. CommiBsioner of the Hissar Divisioii ; 
throe or four years later he was transferred in the same 


position to the Multan Division, and having subs^uent- 
ly been appointed Gommissioi^er of that Division, he 
continued serving there until March 1868, when he 
retired from the servioe. He afterwards proo^ded to 
Europe, and he ooutiuued residing there until his death. 
He died in London on the March 1888. 

Note. — Lieutenant-Colonel Henry CUnion Van CorilanUr^ 
tho father of the Bobject of tho above notioe,— waa the fourth aon 
of Colonel Philip Vau fortlandt, of New York, a promioeat 
Loyalist iu the time of tiie American revqfution. He eutwed 
H. M.’s Service on tho Stli May 1801 as a Cornet in the 27^h Light 
Dragoons, and having proceeded to India he joined that regiment 
at Cawnpore. With this c>rps (which afterwards became the 24th 
Lightf Dragoons) he served in tho Doab operations of 1802-08 
(long afterwards knoj^ii as "the Mad War”), in tho course of 
which he took part in tlio reduction of the forts of Sasni, Bijaigarh 
and Ka^haura. With tho same c trps he served under Lord Lake in 
tho long Mahratta War of 1801-04-03, taking part In the affair of 
Kool, tho capfcni*e of Aligarh, tlie battle of Delhi* tho siege and 
capture of Agra, the bitrlo of Lasvvari, the relief of Delhi, the 
pnrsnit of Holkar and thosurpriie of that chief at Karakhabad, ttie 
siege an I capture of Dcig. and the siege of Bharatpur. Subse- 
quoatly, in 18 )7, be served with the samo regiment at the reduc- 
tion of tho forts of Koinonnaud Gaiiauri. In 1814, having been* 
prnm)tud iiit > tho 8th Light Dragoons, ho served with a dismounted 
dotachniont of that corps at tho assault of Kalanga, Jn the Dohra 
Ddn, iindor Sir R ihort Rollo Cbllospie. In Septemher 1823, after 
being nine months on bnifqniy, he exchanged into the 3lHt Foot, 
nn laiVDinpanying that corps to India in 1826, he served with 
it iu various parts of tho Bengal Presidency until the 8th 
October 1811i. when ho retired from the service by the sale of 
his com mission. The date of his death is uncertain; his name 
was retain hI in Hart's Armf^ List until 18H8. by which time he 
would have attained .an ago of about 104 years, and in tlio i^suo of 
that pihlicatlon for April of that year he is stated to have died 
iiiLonimon the I5th of the preceding month ; tliis, however, 
being the date of the death of lu6 son, tho Gciinral, ” is pro- 
bably a mistake. On llio other hand, if no mistake l^as boon made, 
and f liber and son did actually expire at the same place and on 
tlic same day, the coincidence is a very remarkable die. 

Van Homrigh, Henry Davis, Oaptain (1810— 
1845 1. — TahUit at Ferozapore^ No, 41*1. — Son of Peter 
Van Homrigh, Esqr., M. P. for Drogboda, Co, Louth, 
Ireland. Born in 1810. — Entered the Bengal Army 
in 1829. Arrived in India on tho 9^*‘ Mareh 1831, but, 
being a Hupernumt'rary, he was not advanru'd beyond 
the HtatiiH of a Cadet for two years and a half, and he 
remained unposted for the samo period. On the 18**^ 
March he was ordered up to Berhampur to do duty 
with tho 63'* N. I., and on that corps being ord«jred to 
Malihi he was directed, December 1831, tm join and do 
duty with the relieving regiine/fit, the 72'i N. T., on its 
arrival at Borlmmpur ; but on the January following 
this order was roscindod, and having been permitted to 
continue doing duty with the 63** , lie accoiiip iriied that 
corps to Malihi, arriving there in February 1832. In 
October 1833 he was, at last, posted to tho 48*^** N. I.,— 
then at Harrackpore, but under orders to march to 
Sitapur, in Oiidh, — and liaving obtained leave for two 
months, he joined the rogiment on its passing through 
Benares on tho 5 *h January following, and with it he 
proceeded to Sitapur, arriving there in February 1834, 
In the winter of 1836-37 he moved with the regiment 
to Delhi, whence, in tho autumn of 1838, he proceeded 
with it to Ferozepore and joined the Army of tho Indus. 
In that Array he accompanied tho corps to Afghanistan, 
an I thereafter he served with it throughout the cam- 
paign of 1838-39 in that country, including tho re- 
connaissance of Ghazni (in command of the ligat com- 
pany, and slightly wounded), tho storm and capture 
of tho fortress (Modal), and the occupation of Kabul. 
Towards the close of 1839 he returned to tho British 
provinces on duty with the invalids of tho regiment, 
and while on his way down, with tho portion of tho 
Army under the command of Sir John Koano, he took 
part in several skirmishes with tho Africiis in the 
Khaibar Pass. At Peshawar on tho 23'* November ho 
was appointed to the command of two companies of the 
20**** N . I., returning to the head-quarters of that regi- 
ment at Ludhiana, and of these he hold charge as far as 
Ferozepore, Where ho arrived, oarly in Janiiai^ 184iO, 
with the coluiiaLU undor the command of Major- (ieueral 
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ISiaokwoll. He was sliortly afterwards placed at the 
disposal of the Foreign Qept., and until end of IjoY- 
ember 1840 he was employed at Landoiir and Dehra 
Ddn in chane of a State prisoner,— the notorious 
traitor Haji IQian, Kakar, whom it had been found 
neoessaxy to depoH from Afghanistan. On the termi- 
nation of this duty he was i^rmitt^ to remain at 
DehrUi on leave, until April 1^1, when, bis regiment 
having in the meantime returned from Afghanistan, he 
rejoined the corps at Aligarh, in !Novcmb(?r 1842 he 
was detached in command of the left wing to Etawah, 
where he remained for four months, returning to Ali- 
garh with the wing in March 1843. Tn November 
1843 he accompanied the regiment to Ludhiana, and he 
was still serving there when tte first^Sikh War broke 
out in December 1845. On the formation of the Army 
of the Sutl(y he was appointed acting Aido-de-Camp to 
Sir Harry Smith, commanding the First Division, and 
^pcompaiiied the (ienerai into the field, but in the very 
Jii*8t engagement of the campaign, at Mudki, on the 18^^ 
December, he received a mortal wound, of which he 
• died in camp on the following day.

of Major liuhort Arding Tljoiuas, of the 4Hth N". I. 

Vaughan, Edward Benjamin James, Captain 
(1850 — 1887 . — Tablet at Kohat^ No, 1047. — Son of 
jjieutenant Edward Williamson Vaughan, 17^** Madras 
N. T., sometime Adjutant of the Nizam’s 5‘’* Infantry 
llegimont. Born at Bolaram on the 20**^ September 
1850. — Entered 11. M.’s Service (from tho Royal Mily. 
College) on tlio 30*^ December 1871 as a Sub- Lieutenant 
in the 92^ Foot the Gordon Highlanders), and was 
subsequently ])rom()t(jd to the rank of Lieutenant from 
the same dsitc. After serving for a short time with tho 
depot at Edinburgh, ho proceeded to India in March 
1872, and in the following month ho joined tho regi- 
ment at Cliakratu, whence in the winter of 1873-74 he 
accompanied tlui corps to Multdn. In 1874, and again 
in 1875, he served during tho summer months with the 
Convalescent Depot at Dalliousio, and in November of 
the latter year ho was ajipointod Interpreter to tho 
regiment, a post w'liich, however, he retained for only 
four months. On the 13*^** March 1876 he was apjioint- 
ed Offg. Second Wing SiikiltcTn in tho 4‘h Sikh Infant- 
ry, on prol^tion for the Bengal Staft Corps, into which 
he was afterwards aclmith^d with effect from that date? ; 
and having ydricd tliat regiment at Deiu Ghazi Klian, 
he served with it there until the following July, when 
ho was transferred to the Punjab Infantiy as Offg. 
First Wing SnbaUern (afterwards styled “ Offg. Wing 
Officer”). Ho joined this rogimeiit at Edwardesabad, 
and having been ap|;oiiited Offg. Adjutant, ho continued 
in that position until tho following October, from which 
date to May 1877 h(i officiahsd as Quarter-Master of the 
regiment. luJuly 1877 he l)ecaine a Wing Oflicor 
permanently, and in the following November ho was 
ap}x>inted Quarter- Master of the corps. In the winter 
of 1877-78 ho served with the regiment in tlie expe- 
dition against the Jowaki AfHdis (India Medal and 
clasp), and on the termination of tho oponiiions he 
accompanied the corps to Abl3ottabad, arriving there 
towards tho end of March 1878. In February and March 
1880 ho officiated for five weeks as Adjutant, and in 
the latter month he moved with the regiment to Jamrud, 
and thence to Hoti-Mardan, at which place ho continued 
serving with it until tho following May, when ho 
returned with it to Abbottabad. In September 1880 
he was appointed to officiate as Adjutant, and he con- 
tinued in that af)poiiitnient for seven months, in tho 
course of which, in January 1881, he accompanied tho 
regiment to Koliat. In the spring of 1881 ho served 
with tho corps in the expedition against the Mahsud- 
Waziris, returning to Kohat at the end of May. In 
Jane 1881 he was again appointed Offg. Adjutant, and 
he continued in that post until tho end of March 1883, 
when he was nominated to officiate as a Wing Com- 


mander. In this situation he remained until the end 
of the Buooeeding July, when he was once more appoint* 
ed Offg. Adjuhmt, a post which he retained until 
January 1884, at which time, having attained the rank 
of Captain at the end of the preceding month, he ceased 
to officiate as Adjutant, and at the same time vacated 
his permanent appointment of Quarter-Master. In 
February J884 he moved with the regiment to Kd- 
wardesabad, where he continued serving with it (once 
officiating, for a fortnight, as a Wing Commander) 
until March 1885, when ho proceeded to Bombay and 
thenoe went homo on privilege leave. Returning to 
India ho rejoined tho regiment at Abbottabad in June 
1885, and having in the following Docoiiibor been 
appointetl to officiato as a Wing Commander, he oonti- 
imod in that situation for nearly nine months. In 
September 1886 he was sent tio Burma on special 
service, for employment against tho gnTigs of daooits 
and insurgents witli which tho countr}" was infosfced, 
and on t)ie February 1887, being then in coiumand 
of the jmst of Kyatihiiyat, in tlie Shwebo district, he 
(while out shooting alone, within a quarter of a mile 
of his post) was ambushed and killed by a lurking 
band of daooits. 

Vaughan, The Hon’ble Edward Courtenay. 

Oaptfiin (1841 -1876).“— at Aaihala^ No, 255.— 
The third and youngest son of tho 4^** E arl of Li&burne. 
Born on tho 23^^ Oololx)r 1811. — Entoml 11. M.’s Service 
on the I M*' Juno 1859 as an Ensign in the Rifle Brigade, 
and having been posted to th(! 4^^ Bat til ion, he joined 
it at Malta, whence, in Soptombor 186.1, he niovod with 
it to Gibraltar. On tho 15**‘ January 1864 he wa« 
promoted to the rank of Lieutenant and posted to the 
3‘* BaMalion, tlien in India, but ho never joined it, and 
having in April 1864 been re -transferred to tho 4^** 
Battalion, ho, in Julv 1865, procoeih^fl wiiJi it from 
Gibraltar to (Janada, whom ho 8<?rved with it, principally 
at Montroal, for two years, d.iring which time the 
troubles conncctod with tho Fenian raids from tho 
Uniiod States occurred. In Soptombor 1867 ho ro- 
turiitni hone with the battalion, ami h(» tliomafh^r 
Rcrved with it in various parts of Enghunl and Ireland 
for six years. On tho 2** August 1872 ho was promoted 
to tho rank of Captain and re-posted to the B.i ttalion. 
On tho battalion embarking for India in October 1873, 
he was left behind with the <lepot»t Vyinehestm’, where 
ho was ret lined for two years and a half. In the 
summer of 1876 he proceeded to India and j(»in(Mi the 
head-(}u:irters of the battalion at Amh.-iia, and at tiitii 
place he died soon afterwards, 3‘* Octoljer 1876. 

Ventura, Reuben, iUinvralQ). 17Sr> - 1858). — See 
No* 590. -An Italian officer of Hebrew extraction, 
who, in tlie earlier part of his career, lu)ld the rank of 
Colonel of Infantry in tlie Freiicii Army iindcu- tho first 
ompire. M.iking his way to tho East, :ti'ter the ial) of 
Napoleon, he, in 1822, entered the service of the Maha- 
raja Hanjit Singh, who conferred upon him he rank 
of “ Geiujral ” and gave liim the coiiwnfMid of two 
batt/ilioiiK of infantry. At the head of tlje.se, early in 
the following year, ho took a })ruininent part in tho 
battle of Nowshora, against ilie Afgh:j.ns under 
Muhaniiuinl A/.irn Khan, the elder hrotlnu- of Dost 
Muhammad, ami also in tlio Kul)HO»nic‘nt advanetj to and 
occupation of Beshawar. In 1826 he w;is empIoyjMj on 
the expod il ion against Kotla, and hiLjr in the sariio 
year he served under Sardar I lari Singh Nalw.a in 
various small exiieditions, including tln^ snppi-eHsiou of 
the rising at Gandgarh, tho cajitiirc of the iiiii foH of 
Srikot, and tho d<jrnonBtration against Y.ir Muhammad 
Khan, the then Afghan Governor of Peslniwar. In 
1827 ho was employed on tho expedition to Beshawar, 
de.spatchod thither by Ranjit Singh for tin? jiiirpose of 
securing possessioti of a celebrated horse, said to have 
been an animal of “ surpassing beauty and cx(rellcDCO,” 
and on this occasion ho also took part in tho preser- 
vation of tJie city and district of Bcssliawar from the 
fanatical followers (largely Hindustanis from our 
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own provinces) of Suiad Ahmad Shah “the Reformer,” 
who had recently routed the Afghans and slain Y4r 
Mnhammad Khan. In the coarse of the same year, 
the fanatics having again advanced and occupied 
Peshawar, he took part in Ranjit Singh* s expedition 
agamst them, and was present on the occasion of the 
raiad and his horde l^ing routed at Saida and driven 
into the hills of Swat. During the next few years 
he served in moat of Banjit Singh’s wars and expedi- 
tions, and in 1831, under the Kiinwar Sher Singh, he 
took parii in the defeat of the Hindustani fanatics at 
Balakot, on which occasion their leader, Sdiad Ahmad 
Shah, was slain. Later in the same year he commanded 
a force of ten thousand men, with thirty guns, which 
was sent to Multan to collect the tribute of that 
province . At a subsequent period Raujit Singh conferred 
upon him the a])pointmont of Kazi ud Governor of 
Lahore, a position which gave him the fliird Seat in the 
Sikh Darbar. He proceeded to Kurope on leave in 
1838, and ho was conseciuently absent from Fiahore 
when Banjit Singh died towards the close of J unc 1839 ; 
he, however, returned in 1840, and continued in the 
service of Rjinjit's sucoossors until 1843, when, the 
Punjab being in u state of anarchy, he prudently r^irod 
,from the scene, and, (quitting India hnally, returned 
to France, where he resided for the rest of his days.— 
He died in the vicinity of Toulouse, in the south of 
Fiance, on the 3^ April 1858. 

NotB I. ^It id toid of Voiitnra tliat h(3 wad a Jew, and tliat Iuk 
real name was tteubeudteu-Toora. Buckland (Dictionary of 
Indian Biography) considers this statement to bo of doubtful 
authority : the authority being, however, that of one who know 
Veutusa personally • the Re vd. J oseph Wolff, the missionary and 
traveller, --who was horn a Jew, had beiMi educated us a Jew, and 
bad boon a Jew by faitli until niauliood), it would setmi to be, on 
tho contrary, cxception^lly good. 

XOTK 1£.— It is stated by Pearso, in a memoir appended to his 
lAfo of Colonel AJexan^r Gardiner, that Veutura was married 
at Ludhiana ill 1825 to a European lady,” and that in honour 
of the event u ceremonial look place at Lahore, at which the 
bridegroom received gifts of ten thousand ruiMJCS from Haiijii Singh 
aud of thirty thousand from the courtiers. No record of this 
marriage has been found in the registers of the Church of England 
or in those of the Cliurcli of Rome. So much has betMi ascer- 
tained, — that the lady's naiiii was Anna Mosss, — but of the 
family to which she belonged nothing can now be traced beyond 
tho fact that, at SinUiaua on the 2d January 1825, her sister, 
Helen Moses, was married to Captain Robert Walter Dubignon 
do Talbot, Commandant of Begum Samru's Body Guard. It is 
improbiible that the family was European. After her husband's 
death Madame Ventura returned to India, aud she ditsd at Ludhiaua 
on the IQth July 1876, aged 70 years iseo No. 590). 

Vesey, Herbert Charles, Capita (1864 — 190.3). — 
Tablet at Kohat^ No, 1058. — Tho third son of Edward 
Veaey, Esqr., sometime Depy. Paymaster Oonoral, 
and great-grandson of the 1**^ Viscount do Vesci. Bom 
on ttie 17^1^ January 1864. — Entered H, M.’s Service 
on the 26**^ September 1883 as a Lieutenant in the 
3^ Battalion of the Royal Wtjst Kent Regiment (the 
West Kent Militia), and was transferred to tho regular 
forces on the 25^*^ November 188.5 us a Lieutenant in 
the 1*^ Battalion of the liincoInsUire Regiment (the 
Foot), whioh ho joined at the Curragh In 
February 1886 ho was i*emovod to the 2*^ Battalion 
of the regiment, and proceeding to India he joined it at 
Roorkoe in tho spring of the same year. On the 
21*‘ August 1887 he was appointed an Offg. Wing 
Officer in tho N. I., on probation for tho Bengal Staff 
Corps, into which he was subsequently admitted with 
effect from that date ; and having, shortly afterwards, 
joined that regiment in Upper Burma, he served with 
it there daring the opomtions of 1887 against the 
wandering bands of dacoits and insurgents with which 
ibe country was then infe.sted (India Modal and clasp). 
At the end of December 1887 he was tiunsferred, in tho 
•fuine position, to the 6^^ Punjab Infantry, then at Dera 
Ismail Khan, but being ill at the time and havii^ been 
obliged to go home on sick leave in Match 1888, be 
never joined this regiment. In May 1888, during his 
tibsenoo in Europe, he was appointed a Wing Officer 


in the 2^ Sikh Infantry, aud having joined that ciorps 
at Ij^wardesal^ on bis retnrj to In^ in ibe foVtow- 
ing September, he served with it in the OtMOora 
Campaign of October and November 1888 (clasp Mded 
to India Medal). On the conolusion of the operatioios 
he returned with the regiment to Edwardesabe^ arriv- 
ing there on Chri8tma8-&y, and in December 1839 he 
moved thence with the corps to Dera Ismail (Khan, 
where he served with it (twice officiating as Adjutant) 
for three years. At the end of 1892 he prooeedea wi& 
the regiment and joined the Kajuri-Kach Force, and 
from that time to February 1893 he again officiated 
as j^djutant. In the following April he went home on 
leave, and on rejoining the regiment* at Dera Ghazi 
Khan, in April 1894, he was appointed Offg. Quarter- 
Haster, a situation which he oontinned holding for 
nearly two months. From April 1894 to July il895 
he again officiated as Quarter-Master of ttie regiment, 
and from the latter date to November 1895 he serv^ 
as an Offg. Wing Commander. He then once more 
became Offg. Quarter-Master, and he continued in that 
position until May 1896, when he was made permanent* 
in the appointment; he, however, retained this post 
only until the following November, when he vacated 
it by rule on attaining the rank of Captain ; aud having 
then been detached to Edwardesabad on duty, he was 
employed there for several months. From April to 
October 1897 he again officiated as a Wing Commander, 
and during this period he held command of a portion 
of the regiment detached at Kajuri-Kacb. In Novem- 
ber of the same year he was detached with a wing to 
Dera Ismail Klmn, where he remained with it until 
March 1898. and on then rejoining the head-quarters 
of the regime at at Kohat, he was once mova appointed 
an Offg. Wing Commander. In the following July he 
was appointed Offg. Second-in- Command, aud ho conti- 
nued in that position for nine months, in the course 
of which he moved with tho regiment to Edwardesabad, 
and thence, in February 1899, to the Toohi Valley, 
In the succeeding April he wont home on leave, and 
was absent from India for twelve months. Soon after 
rojoininpr the regiment (still in the Toohi Valley) he 
was appointed a Double-Company Commander. In 
May 1900 he was appointed to officiate temporarily as a 
Double -Company Commander in the Corps of Gruides, 
with which ho served at Mardan until the spring of 
1901, when ho rejoined his own regiment at Kohat. In 
tho spring of 1902 he officiated for sdhie time as 
&cond-in-Command. In September 1902 he went 
home on leave, but on his regimeixt being detailed, 
early in the following year, for service iu Soiaaliland, 
he huiried out and rejoined it. He subsequently took 
part in various movements aud operations against tho 
fanatical mullah who had stirred up the Somali tribes 
to war, and he eventually fell in action near Gamberu, 
forty miles west of Galadi, on the 17^** April 1903. 

Vivian, John Haines, late Captain (1848 — 
1887 ). — Grave at Nahan^ No, 909.““-Son of General Sir 
Robei't John Hussey Vivian, G. C. B., formerly of the 
Madias Anny, and afteiwards of H. M.’s Service, in 
which he was Colonel of the 102<i Foot. Bom on tho 
911 * Juiie 1848. — Entered H. M.’s Service on the 9***- 
Augnst 1867 as an Ensign in the 85^^' Foot (the King’s 
Light Infantry Regiment), which he joined at tho 
Curragh of Kildare. In February 1865) he embarked 
with the regiment for India, and landing at Bombay, be 
accompanied the corps to Mian Mir, arriving there on 
the 5^^ April following. In the summer of 1870 :ho 
was appointed to do duty with the Convalescent Depot 
at Kasauli, and he continued there until the summer 
of 1872, when he rejoined his regiment at Dagshai. 
In November 1872 he moved with the regiment io 
Meerut, whence he was sent soon i^terwards with a 
detachment to Fatehgarh. In October 1873 he wjas 
appointed an Aide-de-Camp to tho Commander-in- 
Caief (Lord Napier of Magdala), and he continued in 
that position until Augnst 1874, when he became an 
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Sxtra AUfr^'Camp t» Hi* ^ tiie fbllow- 

ia^ NoTombar he was again appointed an Aida-de-Campt 
and he oontinoed holding {he appointmenl until AwU 
1875, when he xejoined his 'regiment at Jfearnt. In 
the winter of 1875*76 he served with hie regiment in 
the DelM Damp of Bzeroise, on the breaking up q| 
vrhioh, in January 1876, be aooompanied the owps to 
lioeknow, whence in Deoembw 1878 he moved with it 
to Jliiltte. In the summer of 1879 he was sent to do 
duty with the ConvaloBoeiit Depot at Dalhouiie, but on 
the regiment proeeedins, at the end of September, to 
join the J£uram Field Force, he was ordered down to 
Jullnndur, and there left in command of the depot. 
In Hay 1880 he was appointed Oilg. Station staff 
0ffic6r ftt Jullanauri Aud he oohtiuuo^iii tbftt situation 
until Maroh 1881, when, having on the 26th of the 
preceding month boon promoted to the rank of Captain 
in the 90®*^ BH^ot, he proceeded to B^ort V^illiam and 
joined that regiment there. In the succooding Soptem- 
bdlr he was appointed Station StafE OfEcer at Naini Tal, 
and he oontiuued holding that situation until August 
JL883, wnen he rejoined the 2d Battalion Scottish Bifles 
(late 90*** B*oot) at Cawnpore. In the following Octo- 
ber ho pTQoeeded on leave, and having afterwards gone 
home he was absent from the battalion until October 
1884. He then ^rejoined it at Cawnpore, whence in 
December ho accompanied it to Bareilly. In the spring 
of 1885 he moved with the corps to Chaubattia, whore 
he served with it for one year. In May 1886 he pro- 
ceeded on leave, and on the 23<* of the succeeding 
mouth he retired from the service. He died at Nahan 
on the August 1887« 

Vousdep, Willla:!! John, 0 . B., F. 0 ., Oolonel 
(1645 — -lOOJj. — Grave at Lahore^ No. 621 : tablet at 
Kokat, No, l'J55. — Son of Lieutenant and Quarter- 
Master Thomas NTousdon, of the Chatham Depot Batta- 
liou, formerly Scrgo.int Major of the 21“* li'oot. Born 
at Perth, Scotland, on the 2(j**» September 181J5. — Kn- 
tered II, M.*« Service (from the Royal Mlly. College) 
on the January 1864 as au Ensign in the 35*** Foot, 
and, proceeding to India, he joined that regiment at 
Fyzabad, in Oudh, in the summer of the same year. 
In Jiiiuiary 1865 he accompanied the regiment to 
M nil in, whence ho was detached soon afterwards with 
a company’ to Dora Ismail Khan ; and at that place ho 
served until the spring of 1866, when he rejoined the 
regiment at^ultui. On the 4*** October 1867, he was 
appointed Second Si^uadron Subaltern in the 5*** Punjab 
Cfavalry, on probation for the Bengal StafE Corps, into 
whicii he was subsec^ueutly admitted with effect from 
that date. Ho joined this rugimeut at Bajanpur, 
whence, c irly in 1869, he moved with it to Dera Ghazi 
Khan, and there from December 1869 to August 1870 
he officiated as Third Siiuairou Officer of the corps. 
In December 1870 he was advanced to the ix)sition of 
First Squadron Subaltern, and during the succeeding 
seven years (in the course of which he accompanied 
the regimoni to Dera Ismail Khan in Ifebruary 1872,

In 
March 1897 lio was appointed to officiate as a Colonel 
on the Staff and was ]>osted to Sialkot, and on the 22** 
Juno following, having oompleted his tenure, he vaoatod 
the ay)pointmeHt of Commandaut of the 5^** Punjab 
Cavalry. On the outbreak of the Frontier War of 
1897, he was, on the 9*** J uly, appointed Oolonel on the 
Staff at Bid ward esabad and Base ^^ornmandant there for 
tliO Todii Field Force ; on the lOtn Soptember followiiig 
he was appointed Colonel on ihe Staff and Base Com- 
mandaui ai Kohat ; and during these months, from Jn)y 
to September, he took part in the operations on tbo 
SaiaauA Range and in the Kuram Valley. On the ^ 
October he was appointed to the Staff of the Tirab 
Expeditionaiy Foreo as Commandant at tiio Base of Ike 
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lane of Commmii^iaons, aod .in tliatoapacify lie took 
part in the operations of 1897-98 until the termination 
of the Frontier War (India Medal and two claspsl. 
In February 1898 he was appointed, as Colonel on the 
Staff, to the command of the Kohat-Kuram Force, and 
in January 1899 he was nominated Colonel on the Staff 
at Sialkot ; he, however, remained on in command of 
iho Kohat-Kuram Force until the following October, 
when he went home on leave. In May 1900, in re- 
cognition of past services, he was nominated a Com- 
panion of the Order of the Bath. On returning to 
India in June 1900 he took up the appointment of 
Colonel on the Staff at Sialkot, but he held it for only 
two months, having, in the following August ^en 
appointed to the command of the Malakand Force, with 
the temporary rank of Brigadier- Gene**a1 ; this com- 
mand he continued holding until March 1901, when he 
was nominated to the command ofwthe Allahabad 
Brigade, but before he could join this post he was 
appointed, 29^^ March, to the OiTg. Command of tho 
Punjab Frontier Force and the Frontier District, with 
the temporary rank of Major General. This command 
he exeicised until tho following October, when he was 
appointcui temporary Tii8[)ector* General of Cavalry in 
India, retaining the temporary mnk of Major-General 
while lie should l)e so employed, and in this appoint 
tnent ho contimiod until the **** November 1902, when 
he retired from tho service.

Jjahore, Nna. 617 and 686.-— Son of tho Revd. R. IT. 
Waco, M.A., of Wadhurst, Co. Sussex. Bom at Goring! 
Oxfordshire, on the 31** March 1841.~Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1857. Arrived in India towards tho 
end of October in the same year. On the 5*'* of the 
succeeding month he was directed to join and do duty 
with the 88*** Foot (the Connaught Rangers), anil 
having accompanied that regiment to tho Upper Pro- 
vinces, ho was present with it and took part in the 
severe fighting at Cawnpore on tho occasion of the 
defence of that place against the Gwalior rebels during 
the last days of November, and afterwards in the action 
of the 6*** December, when the rebels were routed and 
swept out of the place by Sir Colin Campbell. On the 
23d December he was appointed to do duty with the 
93d (the Sutherland Highlanders), but he did 
not join that regiment immediately, and continuing 
vnth the 88**', ho wrved with tliat corps in the opera- 
tions before Kalpi in Febrnaiy and March 1858. To- 
wards the close of the latter month he joined the 93d 
at Lucknow, and accompanying the corps soon after- 
wards in the movement into Rohilkliand, he was 
present with it in the attack on the fort of Ruiya, in 
the affair of Aliganj, and in the action and capture of 
Bareilly.

From September 1877 to tho 
end of July 1878 he wa.s Depy. Commr. of Jhelum, and 
from Angust 1878 to January 1879 ho was on si ecial 
duty with tho Financial Commr. of the Punjab, at 
Simla and Lahore. In January 1879 ho was appointed 
Settlement Commissioner in the Punjab, and he con- 
tinued in that position until September 1882, when he 
became Commissioner of Settlements and A^ culture. 
In November 1S84 he was appointed Junior Finan- 
cial Commissioner of the Punjab; at t^e end of 
April 1887 he became First Financial Commissioner; 
and in the following month he was appointed an Addi- 
tional Member of the Legislative Council of India. In 
March 1888 ho went home on furlough for eight 
months. On his return to India at the end of tho 
following October he resumed his functions as Finan- 
cial Commissioner and Additional Member of tho 
Legislative Council, and he continued in tho dischargo 
of tho duties apperfaining to those offices until his 
death. He died at Lahore on the 24*** March 1889. 

Wade, Francis Hoey, lAeutenant (1843 — 1872). — 
Grave at Oherat , — The second son of Robert Craven 
Wade, Esq., of Clonobmney, Co. Meath, Ireland. Bom 
in 1843. — Entered H. M.'s Service on the 4*** February 
1862 as an Ensign in tho 55*** Foot, which he joined 
soon afterwards in the island of Jersey. In May 1862 
he moved with the regiment to Portsmouth, and in the 
following Novomlier he embarked with it for Bengal ; 
and having landed at Calcutta in March 1864, he 
shortly afterwards accompanied tho corps to Hazarihagh. 
On the 15* November 1864 he was promoted to the rank 
of Lieutenant, and in the following month he accom- 
panied the regiment to Lucknow. In February 1865 he 
p^eeded with the regiment on service to the Bhutan 
Duars, and on the 2^ of April he took part, with the 
right wing, in the re-capture by storm of ike fort of 
Dewangin flndia Medal and clasp). Shortly after 
the fall of Dewangiri he proceeded on sick leave to the 
Nilgherri Hillii, in Sonthem* India, where he remained 
until early in the following October. He then re? 
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joined tbo Tegimoht at Dnm-Dani, he accom* 

ponied it to Fort and afteraards back .to 

Laoknow, amying at the lat^r place in February 1866. 
In June 1868 he went home on leave, and having in 
September 1869 been appointed to do duty with the 
regimental depot, then at PreotOTi, he did not return 
to India until the spring of 1872. Having rejoined 
the regiment at Peshawar, he was, on the 17^^ April 
1872, appointed Adjutant of the corps, with a portion 
of which he soon afterwards moved up to Gherat ; and 
at that place he died on the 9^^ September following. 

Walker* Edmund, Lieutenant (1828 — 1857). — 
Grave at Lelhi^ 102, — Son of James Alexander 

Walker, Esqr., Merchant and A^nt, ofcCalcutta. Bom 
»t Calcutta on the 10^** March 1828.« — Entered the 
Bengal Armjr in 184S, with r.ink ns S(K:ond- Lieutenant 
of Engineers “from the 8^*> Decembtjr of that year, the 
d^te on which he pitssed Ins exaniination at A<ldis« 
combe. Afior going through the usual course of in- 
struction at Chatham, he was sent out to India with 
ihe Cadets of 18.50, and having .arrived at Fort 
William on the January 18.51, he was, on the IP** 
of the same month, ordered up to Ludhiana, to join and 
do duty with the head-quarteis of the Corps of Sappers 
and Pioneers. He had scarcely joined, liowover, wlion, 
on the April, ho was appointed an Assistant under 
the Director of tho Ganges Canal and posted, as Asst. 
Executive Engineer, to the First or Northern Division, 
the designation of his apj)ointment Indng altered soon 
afterwards to tliat of Deputy Superintendent. lie 
continued in that situation until l)eceiiil)er 1852, when 
he was appointed an Assistant to the Principal of the 
Thomason Civil Engineering College at Uoorkeo, and 
continuing in that api^oinimont, he officiated as Prin- 
cipal from the 1**^ May to tho l'^'*- November 18.55. On 
the 1®^ January 1856 he was again apiiointcd to offi- 
ciate as Principal of the College, but four days later 
he was transferred fo the appointment of Suporintond- 
ont of the Dun Canals, witli his head-quarters at 
Dehra, and ho was still in that situation when the 
mutinies broke out in May 1857. On the 14*** of that 
month, when this Sirmoor Gurkha Battalion marclied 
for Meorut, to put down tho mutiny there, ho accom- 
panied tho corps on service, and on tho cour,se of the 
battalion being deflected to Bulandshahr, to suppress 
tho disorders in that district, ho, continuing with tho 
corps, took •part in that movement as well. Sulwe- 
queiitly, on the P* Juno, he, with the battalion, joined 
the force under Brigadier Wilson on tho Hindan, and 
proceeding with it he afterwards joined tho Delhi Field 
Force under Sir Henry Barnard, with which lie took 
part in the action of Badli-ki- Serai and the seizure of 
the Ridge before Delhi. On siege operations being 
begun he reverted to Engineer duties, and on the 1®* 
July he was appointed a Field Engineer with effect from 
the 14*** May, the date on which he proceeded on semce 
with tho Sirmoor Battalion. In this position he con- 
tinued serving at the siege of Delhi until tho 30*** July, 
when he fell a victim to a virulent attack of cholera. 

Noth. — ^The date of death inscribed on this officer's tomb 
(No. 102j is incorrect by a whole month. 

Wallace, Newton, lAeu tenant - Colonel 
(17?9-~1845 ).— at Ferozepore, No. 442.— -Entered 
the Bengal Army in 1805. Arrived in India in Novem- 
ber 1806, and in the usual course was sent to the Cadet 
College at Barasat. On the 1®* February 18(.*7 ho was 
posted to the 27*** N. L At the end of January 1808 
ne was passed out of Barasat, and having in tho follow- 
ing month been allotted to the 2** Battalion of the 27*** 
N. I., he proceeded to the Upper Provinces and joined 
that corps at Agra. In the winter of 1809-10 he moved 
with the battalion from Agra to Sikrora, in Oudh, and 
during the latter vear he was several times employed 
in the reduction of forts held by recalcitrant zamindare 
in the neighbonxiiig districts. On the formation, in 
February 1811 of volunteer battalions for service ou the 


expedition to Java, he was, on the 28th of that month, 
appointed to the 4*^ I’attalion of Bengal Volnnteers, 
and embarking with the corps on the 8*** March, he 
subsequently served with it throughout the operations 
resulting in the conquest of that extensive island from 
tho Dutch and their French allies, taking part in the 
landing at Chillingching, the advance on Batavia, and 
the bombardment and storming of the fortified lines of 
Comelis, in which last (26*** August 1811) the 4*** 
Volunteer Battalion had a conspicuous share and 
suffered heavier loss than any other native corps en- 
gaged. On his promotion to the rank of Lieutenant 
taking place be was re-posted, August 1811, to the 
2** Battalion 27***, but remaiuing on with tho Volun- 
teers, he, in June ]8i2, took )^art in the storm and 
capture of Djocjoc:iria, in the interior of tlie islimd. Sub- 
.sequent to the com I ileiion of the eonquesl of Java, he con- 
tinued serving Wore, in Sumatra, ami genti-ally in the 
Eastern Archipelago (part of tho time as Adjutant of a 
corps of JavaTieso) for a period of four years, in the 
course of wliich, in 181.5, ho was traiitfimMl fiom tho 2^ 
to the 1®* Battalion of tho 27*** N. I. In the autumn of 
]Sl6 ho returned from Java with the remains of the 
4th Volunteer Battalion, with which he continued serv- 
ing at B.arrnckpt re until tho corps wSS broken up in 
February 1817. At the end of that month he was ro- 
transferiod to the 2^* Battalion 27**', but having been 
granted ffvo montlis’ leave, to rc;mairi at the Presidency, 
he did not lejoin that corps, and in May 1817, before 
his lo.avo had expired, he was appointed Adjutant of 
the Cuttack Legion (now the J®* Battalion (>*** Gurkha 
Rifles), tho formation of which had just then bt^en 
ordered. Having joined the he.ad-qnarlers of tho Legion 
at Midiiaporo, ho took an active part in tlie organisation 
of the corps, and he aftorwanls served with it in the 
businesR of extinguishing tlie last ernlxirs of the in- 
sun’cction in Orissa wliich had led to its formation. 
In July 1819, his health Ixdng bad, be proceeded on 
leave to Caloutta, whonco in tho following month ho 
proceeded ou leave to sea for ten months; in 
August 1820 further leave to sea was granted to him, 
and having visited Java, ho thence, in the succeeding 
October, wont homo on furlough, vactating tho Adju- 
tancy of the Cuttack Legion. He rotumeil to India 
in July 1822, and, procc^oding to tho Upper Provinces, 
he, in tho following month, rejoined tho 2** Battalion 
27*** at Allahabad. On tlio 14*** Beptember following 
he was nominated to do duly with tho Cuttack Legion, 
but having l)eon granted leave about tho same time, 
ho did not join it until nearly six months had elapsed, 
and in the interval he was removed, November 1822, 
to the rolls of the 1®* Battalion 27***, and tho Cuttack 
Jjpgion was transfeiTcd from Orissa to tho Eastorn 
Frontier of Bengal. Eventually he joined the Legion 
at Chilmari on the 1®* March 1823, and on tho follow- 
ing day he was appointed Offg. Adjutant of the corjis. 
Early in tho succeeding month the Cuttack Legion 
was transformed into the Rangpur Light Infantry 
Battalion and removed to Jamalpur, and m the follow- 
ing September he was made jiermanent in the appoint- 
ment of Adjutant, in which capacity he served with 
tho battalion throughout the campaign of 1823-24 
against the Burmese on the Sylhet and Cnchar frontiera 
and in Assam, taking part in several engogements 
with the enemy. On the reorganisation of the Army 
taking place in May 1824 ho was promoted to the rank of 
Captain and posted to tho .53'* N. I. (late 1®* Battalion 
27***^, and having at the same time resigned the Adju- 
tancy of the Rangpur Light Infantry, lie was directed, 
18*** May, to do duty with the 46*** N I. (late 2'* 
Battalion 23**), which also at that period formed part 
of the forces operating against tho Burmese in Assam. 
After serving with this corps for two months, he went, 
July 1824, on leave to Mymerisingh and the Pres - 
dency, and having towards the close of the succeeding 
month been despatched to the Upper Provinces in 
charge of a body of young officers, ho proceeded to 
Karnal, and there, at the end of December, joined the 
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5S4».I. Towards the close of March 1825 he pro- 
ceeded to Meerut in command of the right wing of 
the regfiment, but he BubaequeBtly returned with it 
to Kamal, whence in the winter oi 1825-26 ho accom- 
panied the regiment to Bareilly. In September 1827 
he proceeded on leave to Bombay, whence towards the 
close of the following December he went home on 
furlough. Returning to India by way of New 
York, he arrived at Fort William in Sep- 
tember 1830, and a few days later rejoined the at 
Barrackpore, whence in December 1831 he proceeded 
iu command of the corps to Dacca. In May 1833 he 
piooeeded to the Presidency on leave, and having after- 
wards gone on sick leave to Simla, he was absent from 
his regiment until April 1835, when he rejoined the 
right wing at Etawah and assumed command. On 
his promotion to the rank of Lieutenai^-Colonel being 
notified he was re-posted, July 1837, the 63^ N. I., 
in command of which he proceeded io Meerut in Feb- 
ruary 1838. In October 1838 he was transferred to 
the 2^ N. I., then en route from Lucknow to Karnal, 
and joining this corps as it passed through Meerut on 
the 18^^ of that month, he proceeded in command of 
it to Karnal and afterwards, in November, to Ferozo- 
pore, where, with it, he joined the Army of the Indus. 
The regiment not being required, eventually, to ac- 
company that Army, he was left with it at Ferozepore, 
and towards the end of November 1839 he was appoint- 
ed, temporarily, to the command of that station. In 
February 1840 he marched from Ferozepore (in com- 
mand of the regiment and in charge of an immense 
train of carts and camels conveying treasure, ammuni- 
tion, and stores of various descriptions) en route to 
Afghanistan, and proceeding by way of Peshawar he 
reached Jalalabad on the 10*^^ April, and there delivered 
over the convoy to the officer appointed to receive 
chargo of it. 'lowaivls the end of tlio same month 
he marched with the regiment to Kabul, whence on 
the 22'* May, ho was sent in command of a detachment 
(which included the 2^ N. I.) to co-operate with a force 
from Kandahar, under Major-Oeneral Nott, in suppress- 
ing an insurrectionary movement in the Gliilzai country. 
The insurgents having dispersed without fighting, ho, 
with the regiment, accompanied (leiieral Nott to 
Kandahar, arriving therein July, and at that place 
he was loft in command on the 9‘*‘ SepttMiibcjr on the 
General leaving for Quetta in consoquonco of an out- 
break in llaluchistan. His health having in the mean- 
time broken down, on General Nott’s return to Kan<lahar 
in December he obtained leave from Sir Willoughby 
Cotton, commanding in Afghanistan, and proceeded 
to India, whence he weiit homo on furlough, embark- 
ing at Bombay in March 1841. Tn February 1842, during 
his absence in Europe, he was transferred to the 69^*^ 
N. I. He returned to India (overland to Boml)ay) 
in April 1842, and on the of the same month he 
was transferred, at his own rociucst, to the N. T. 
at Nasirabftd. On the 24‘h May, again at his own 
request, he was transferred to the 19‘*» N. 1., and join- 
ing that regiment at Sukkur.in Sindh, on the 15^** of the 
following month, ho on the same day succeeded to the 
command of all the troops at that place and at Shikar- 
pur. In February 184.3, while marching up from 
Sakkur to Ferozepore in command of the J9***, ho was 
transferTed to the 26**' N. I., which, after leaving the 
19^** at its destination, ho joined at Ludhiana in March. 
Towards the close of November 1844 he was trans- 
ferred to the 73'* I., at the same station, nnd ho 

coutinuod in command of that corps until the out- 
break of the first Sikh War in Deceinber 1845. On 
the occurrence of that event he was appointed, with tlie 
temporary rank of Brigadier, to the command of the 
Fifth Brigade, forming pari of the Third Division of 
Tnftaiitrv of the Army of the Sutlej, and he ted that 
brigade HI the battb of Mudki. Sir John McCaBkilKj.fJ.) 
having fallen in that engagement, he succeeded to the 
temporary command of the Third Division, at the head 
of which he went through the whole of the 4^P®*^*^4e 


fighting of thefirst daj*B engagement at KrosdialiF, Oa 
the following morning, howeyer, when the battle wae 
renewed with nnabat^ f^ry, his career came to a 
sadden end, his head having been carried off a 
cannon-shot as he once more led his Division into 
the thickest of the fight^*— 22^ December 1845. 

NOTS.-^Lietiteiiaiit-Colonel (then Lieutenant) Wallace married^ 
first, at Sourabaya, in Java, on the 17^h October 1814» Catherina 
Maria, the oldest daughter of H. C. Van der Hoff, Esqr.— He 
marri^, sooondly, at Calontta on the 15th July 1881, Consfcaatia 
Harvey, the relict of Francis Dwyer, Esqr. — His daughter Etiia 
Antonia was the wife of Sir Matthew Richard Onslow, Barf, 
(IV), and mother of Sir William Wallace Bhoderic Omlew, 


Walter*. Odiarne Coatee. Ensign (c. 1838— 
1857 ). — Tablet and inscription at Delhi, Nos » 14A and 
162.— Entered the Bengal Army in 1856. Arrived in 
India on the 2^ February 1857, and proceeding ii^- 
mediately to Ferozepore, he there joined the 45^*^ N. I.^ 
to which, in anticipation of his arrival, he had been posted , 
on the 5 th January preceding ; and he was with the * 
regiment at that station when it mutinied there in the 
following May. In June 1857 he was senl; down to 
join the force before Delhi, and on arrival there, about 
the end of the month, ho was appointed to do duty 
with the 2*^ European Bengal Fusiliers. He served 
with that regiment at the siege until the 18^*^ July, on 
which day he fell in action, having been struck dead 
by a cotip-de^soleil in an attack on the rebels in their 
position in the Sabzi Mandi.

Walton, Norcllffe Bendyshe, Captain (1825— 
1859 ). — Tablet at Peshawar ^ No, 982.— Son of Charles 
M. Broome Walton, Esqr., sometime Captain in the 
4ih Dragoons. Born iu 1825. — Entered H. M.'s Service 
on the 22^* November 1844 as an Ensign in the 94*** 
Foot, and proceeding to India, he joined the right wing 
of that regiment at Aden in the autumn of the follow- 
ing year In the winter of 1846-47 he accompanied 
the wing to Fori St. George, Madras, and on the 17*^ 
December 1847 ho was promoted to the rank of Lieut- 
enant. Early in 1848 ho moved with the head- 
quarters and right wing of thq regiment to Vyannanore. 
at which place ho continued serving until the spring 
of 1851, when ho wont home on leave. Returning to 
India towards the close of the following year, he rejoin- 
ed the head-quarters of the regiment at Bangalore at 
the end of December 1852, and at that station he con- 
tinued serving unti I the spring of 185 4, when he went 
home with the regiment. He arrived in England with 
the cor})8 in the following July, and after serving with 
it at Chatham for eiglit months, ho moved with it to 
Windsor in March 1855. In the following September 
he accompanied the regiment to Gibraltar, whence, 
on being relieved by ono of the regiments withdrawn 
from the Crimea on the termination of the Russian 
War, he returned home with it in June 1856, and waa 
stationed with it at Nenagh. In the following August 
ho moved with the regiment to the Curragh whence, in 
August 1857, ho proceeded with it to Dublin. In the 
following December he embarked with the regiment 
for India, the corps having been sent thither in conse- 
quence of the mutiny of the Bengal Army, and landing* 
with it at Kamchi in January 1858, he afterwards 
moved up with it to Rawal Pindi. On the 10*** March 
1858 ho was promoted to the rank of Captain in the 
2<* Battalion of the 17*** Foot, then being raised, and 
towards tV.e end of the year he embarked for England 
for the purpose of joining his new corps* He did not^ 
however, live to reach his destination, having died at 
sea on the 29*** January 1859.

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Warburton* Robartf Lteutenani^Cotonel (1813 — 
ai Peihawar^ No. 945.— Tl^e ninth son of 
Biohftrd Warbarton. Baqr , of Qarryhinoh, King’s 
Ooanty, Ireland. Born in 1813.— Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1830, as a Cadet of Artillery. Arrived in 
India at the end of December 1831, bat, being a saper- 
namerary, he remained unposted to troop or company 
for nearly four years. Ho was at first ap^inted to do 
duty with the Artillery at Dam-Dam, and he remained 
there until the end of May 1883, when he was ordered 
up to Oawnpore on duty with a detaichment of drafts. 

On arrival at that -place ho was appointed to do duty 
with the Oawnpore Division of Artillery, and he con- 
tinued in that position until March 1835, when ho Vas 
appointed Oftg. Quarter-Mj^tef to the 6**^ Battalion, 
Foot Artillery, at the same station. At the end of 
Korember 1835 ho was at last brought upon the effec- 
tive strength* of the Regiment of Artillery, and in the 
following month he was posted to the 4*'‘ Company 
4tn Battalion, then at Dnm-Dum; having, however, 
been directed to continue officiating as Quarter-Master to 
the Battalion, he remained in that situation (acting 
as Adjutant in additi»^n for two months) until Novem- 
ber 1836, when, never having joined the company to 
which he was first posted, he was transferred to the 
Comp my Battalion, then at Oawnpore. With 

this coinpaiiy he served until the end of March 1837, 
when ho was again appointed, temporarily, to the 6^^ 
Battalion as acting Inter prefer and Quarter- Master, and 
he remained in that situation until September 1838, 
when ho rejoined the .5^'' Battalion on being appointed 
acting Adjutant and Quarter- Master to it ; he was, how- 
ever, directed at the same time to continue conducting 
the duties of Interpreter to the 6^^ Battalion until re- 
lieved, the heswl-qnarters of both battalions being then 
at Oawnpore. This armngemont continued, however, 
for only a very short time, for on the of the flue- 
ceeding month ho wis transferred to the 2*^ Company ' 
6^^ Battalion (with No. 6 Light Field Battery attach- 
ed), which was then at Delhi and under orders for 
service with the Army of the Indus. Having joined this 
company he raarciied with it to B'erozepore, and ac- 
companying it thence on service to Afghanistan, ho 
thereafter served with it throughout the campaign of 
1838-39 in that country, taking pirt in the capture of 
Ghazni (Medal) an<l in the subsequent occupation of 
Kabul. Tn August 1839 his services wore placed at the 
disposal of the Envoy and Minister at the Court of Shah 
Shuja-ul-Mulk, ainl he was for some time employed on 
political duties, but ho was subsequently transferred to 
Shah Shuja’s military forces and appointed to the com- 
mand of the “ King’s Own Artillery.” On his promo- 
tion to the rank of First-Lie ute?iiant taking place in the 
following yejwr, he was transferred, Ajiril IWO, to the 
Company 6th llatalion, but continuing on servico in Af- 
ghanistan, commanded the “ King’s Own Artillery” 
throughout Sir Robert Sale’s oampaigu in the Kohistan 
of Kabul from September to November 1840, taking 
part in the capture of Tutamdarra, the attack on 
Julgarh, the night-attack at Babukushgarh, the capture 
aud destruction of Kardarra, and the action of Par- 
wandarra. On the termination of the campaign he 
returued to Kabul with his artillery, and he was there 
when the fateful out-break of the ^ November 1841 
took place ; in the severe fighting in and around Kabul 
that then ensued he had a full share, until the 29^^ 
December, when he was delivered over to Nawab Zaman 
Khan as a hostage for the fulfilment of the articles of 
the treaty then entered into for the evacuation of Kabul 
by the British forces. By Zaman Khan he and the 
other hostages were made over to Muhammad Akbar 
Khan, by whom, on General Pollock’s advancing on 
Kabul in the following August, the whole of the 
oaptives were sent off to Bamian ; at that place, how- 
ever, they succeeded in effecting their own liberation 
by bribing the Afghan officer in charge of them, and 
on the 21*^ September he and the rest weye all brought 
lamk to Kabuli now oooupied the forces under the 


command of Gteneral PoUook* On arriving thoxe b6 
was placed in charge of a large party (over 250) of 
maimed sepoys of the late gamsons of Kabul and Qbasii4 
and with tnese he aooompanied (Seneral Pollock’s Army 
on its march back to Feroaepore. On the breaking up 
of that Army, earlv in Janna^ 1843, he prooeeded to« 
wards Cawnpore for the purpose of Joining the oom-* 
pany to which he had been transferred nearly three ! 
years before, and having on the 20^h of that month 
been appointed Interpreter and (Quarter-Master to the 

Battalion, he took up the appointment on reaching 
that place. In December 184o he was appohitea 
Brigade Quarto-Master of Foot Artillery with tho 
Army of (Iwalior, and in that capacity he was present 
at the battle of Maharajpur (bronze star). In January 
1844 he was appointed to the Artillery of the Gwalior 
Contingent, then^ing raised and organised, and hav- 
ing been posted %> the 2^ Company as Captain Com- 
mandant, he served with it (at first at Lalitpnr, and 
afterward at Sipri and Gwalior) for eight years, in 
the course of which he was transferred in succession 
to the rolls of the 3*^ Company 4^1^ Battalion, in Febru- 
ary 1844 ; tho 4^1* Company 5**> Battalion, in Septem* 
her 1844; and the Company Bat alion (as Cap«* 
tain) in April 18l>9. In January 1852, at his own 
request, his services were replaced at the disposal of 
the Cominander-m-Chief, and he prooeeded and joined 
the 6^^ Company 7^^ Battalion at Meerut. In the suc- 
ceed ing month h * was transferred to the 2^ Coim)any 
7^1^ Battaliou, and appointed to the command of No. 6 
Light Field imttory, attached to it, — this being tho 
celebrated ” Jalalabad Battery,” and the company id- 
entical with that (thou styled the of the 6^^ 'batta- 
lion) with which he had gone on service to Afghan- 
istan in 1S38 ; and having joined at Fort Govindgarh, 
Amritsar, he served thero for five years. Early in 1857 
ho aocoinpanied the companv aud the battery to Nasir- 
abad. Ho shortly afterwards prooeo<iod on leave to 
Bombay, aud subsequently to Calcutta, whencO| towards 
the end of April ho went home on furlough ; and he 
consequently was not with tho company when, a few 
weeks later, it blotted out its honourable record by 
joining in the mutinies. On attaining tho rank of 
Lioutonant-( 'olonel in Jannary 1860 he was posted to 
3'* Battalion, and on returning to India in the tollowing 
March, he was appointed to the command of the Artil- 
lery Division at Amritsar. In October 1861 he was 
transferred to tho Royal Artillery and posted to the 
22*^ Brigade, from which, in tho following year, he was 
transferred to the 19^^. In the spring of 1863 he was 
removed from Amritsar to command the Royal Artillery 
of the Peshawar Division, and in Juno of that year he 
hold, as senior officer, the temporary command of the 
Peshawar itrig.ide. He died at Peshawar un tho 10^^ 
November 1863. 

NoTB.—Whon he ww serving in Afghanistan in 1841, Liout- 
enaut'Colouel (then Lioutenaiit) W'arhurton married an Afghan 
Isdy, said to have been a niece of tho Amir Dost Muhammad Kiian. 
By her he was the futhor of tho late Colonel Sir Hobort Warbur- 
ton, K.C.I.E., C.S.I. (bora at Kabul on the lltu July 1842), 
who for eighteen years (1879—97) held a distioguiiljad position as 
Political Officer in the Khaibar. 

Ward, Andrew George, Oaptain (e. 1801— • 
1846). — Grave at Lahore^ No. 595.-— iEntored the Bengal 
Army in 1817. Arrived in India in August 1818, and 
in the following month was sent up to Barrackpore to do 
duty with the 1”* Battalion 9^^ N. I. In March 1819 
be was posted to the 1*^ Battalion 1*^ N. I., then at 
Neemuch, and on the commencement of tho rainy season 
ho proceeded to the Upper Provinces for the purpose 
of joining that corps ; bat in the following October 
he was directed to pi\x3eed to Muttra and do duty there 
witii Captain Gilman’s Levy (afterward.s the late 64^ 
N. I.) until his own corps, then moving in course of 
reliof, should reach Mon^bad, and following these 
instructions he joined tho battalion at the last- mention- 
ed station towards the close of the year. At the end of 
1820 he marched with the battalion to CawnparOi ak 



irhieh station to oontlnned sorving with it nntil 
SsvtemW 1823, when he was directed to proo^ and 
dd dtity with the Battalion 34«* N. L, then m 
course of formation at Benares, and on the 25*" of toe 
■ame month he waa regularly transferred to that 
corpa. In the sacoeeding November and December he 
•ffioiated for about six weeks as Adjutant ofthetet- 
tfdion. On the reorganisation of the Array taking 
ptace in May 1824 he was posted to the 68^** N. I. 
(late 2^ Battalion 34‘**), but being detained with the 
67**> (late Battalion 34‘*»), he twice during the 
succeeding four months officiated, for brief periods, as 
Adiutant of that corps. He then joined the 68^^ at 
Dinapore, whence, early in 1825, ho moved with that 
regiment to Barrackpore, and therefrom the middle 
of July to the end of August he officiated as Adjut- 
ant of the corps. About the same tiTne||^e accompanied 
the regiment to Arakan. Towards the end of Novem- 
ber 1825 he was appointed to officiate as Adjutant to 
the left wing, detached to Ramri, and on the 30*** of 
the succeeding month ho was appointed OfFg. Inter- 
preter and Quarter-Master to the regiment, a post in 
which ho continued for several months. In the follow- 
ing year he accompanied tho regiment to Sandoway, 
and having, in January 1827, proceeded on leave to 
Bengal, he was permitted to do duty with the 20**^ 
N. L, at Barrackpore, from the end of March to the 
close of the following October. He then rejoined the 
at Sandoway, and there in March 1828 he was appoint- 
ed OfFg. Interpreter and Quarter-Master of the corps. 
At the end of that year he returned with the regiment 
to Bengal and proceeded with it to Dinapore, arriving 
there in March 1829. At the end of the siicceeiling 
September ho was confirmed in the appointment of 
Interpreter and Quarter-Master, and he continued 
holding it until August 1831, when ho vacated it in 
consequence of his promotion to the rank of Captain. 
When the regiment left Dinapore in course of relief 
in the autumn of that year ho remained there on leave, 
bathe rejoined the corps at Mainpuri in February 
1832, and he continued serving with it there nntil 
the autumn of 1834, when he marched with it for 
Mhow. While en route^ the corps ivas detailed to form 
part of the Rajwara Field Force, onloixjd to assemble at 
Ajmer, and with it he then took part in the demon- 
atraiion against Jodhpur, afterwards proceeding to 
Mhow, whore he arrived with the regiment early in 
December. He continued serving there with the corps 
nntil August 1837, when he pr*)Ccoded to Calcutta on 
leave, on the expiry of which, at the end of April 1838, 
he rejoined the regiment at Allahabad. In the winter 
of 1840-41 he accompanied the corps to the Pmsideney, 
and on its embarking in Febrnary 18 41 for Kyouk- 
Phyoo, in Arakan, he was detached in command of 
three companies to Chittagong. Here ho remained 
until the corps returned to Bengal in February 1843, 
when he rejoined head-quarters at Barrackpore. In 
the cold season of 1843-44 he marched with the regi- 
ment to Mirzapur, whence early in 1845 he proceeded 
with it to Meerut. On the outbreak of the first Sikh 
War he accompanie<l the regiment to the front, and 
having early in February 1846 been appointed io the 
staff of the Army of the Sutlej as a Brigade Major, 
he was present in that capacity at the decisive battle of 
Sobraou (Medal) and in tbo subsequent advance to 
Lahore. His regiment having been retained at that 

5 lace on the Army of tho Sutlej being broken np in 
larch 1846, he continued serving there with it until 
his death. He died at Lahore on tho May 1846.

5 ^ Bengal Light Cavalry, who was a cadet of tho 
Wardes of Squerryes Court, Co. Kent ; grandson of 
G'eneral George .Warde of H- M.*b Service, and of 
C buel John Delamam, C.B., Bengal Infantry ; and 
groat-grandson of tho !■* Karl Cornwallis. Bom at 
iieuai'es on tho 10^*^ April 182o. — Entered the Bengal 
Axmy in 1841. Arriwd in India on the 27^^ Novem- 
ber of the same year, and on the 8^^ of* the succeeding 
month was posted to the 71*^ N. I., which ho joined at 
S^iahjahanpur. In ApA 1842 fee moved with the 
rogidioui to Bareilly, and in the following September 
he was transrerroj, at hid own request, to the 45^ N. 1., 
wtiich he joiiiod at Benares, In May 1843 he was 
transferr^id, again at his own request, to the 56^^ N. T., 
and having joined that regiment at LuCknow, he, in 
the succeeding cold season, accompanied it into the 
field with the Army of Gwalior, and was present with 
it in tho battle of Maharajpur (bronze star). On the 
tecmi.iatiou of the campaign he marched with the, 
ivgiiuent to Agra, arriving there in Februai^ 1844. 
Early in August 1846 ho was appointoi^ OJig. In- 
terpreter and Quarter- Master of the regim*;nt, and 
having been confirmed in that post oji the 20^** of the 
sa ne month, ho continued holding it for nearly two 
years. In the following November ho accompanied the 
regiment to Nurymr, in the Jullundur Doab, whence 
ho moved with it to Hajipur in April 1847, and to 
Ludhiaua in February 18*48. In the succeeding June 
his services were placed at tho disposal of the Judicial 
Dept, for employment in tho Saugor and Narbadda 
Territories, and having at the same time bep i appoint- 
ed a Deputy Commissioner in those territories, he 
vacated his regimental staff appointment.

Warren, Rdbert Boyle,* Liputenant (n. 1823—

Wales in the following year. On tlie 17*’*' Marc;h 
7843 he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. In 
the autumn of the following year he embarked with 
. the regiment for Bengal, and la.udiiig at Calcutta in 
Movembor 1844, ho soon afterwards marched with the 
corps for ^Le Upper Provinces, arriving at Agra to- 
wards the close of March 1845. Tn tho following 
Novtmlier he moved with the regiment to Amliala, and 
accompanying if into the held on the first Sikh War 
breaking out in the snceeeding month, he was present 
with it in the battles of Mudki and Firozshahr, in the 
latter of which he fell.

Warter Henry de Grey, Ltentonant-Oolonel and 
Jirevct^Colonfil (1838— 1889). — Grant? at Amlmhi^ 
No 261.- The eldest son of the Kevd. John Wo<id 
Warter, M.A., Vicar of West Tarnng, Co. Sussex 
(who was of the Warters of Crnck Meule, Co. Salop), 
by Editfi, his wife, di^ughter of Uobert Southey, 

L L. D.. the Poet Laureate. Born on the? 0*** December 
1838. — Entered tho Bengal Army in 1857 as a Cjwlet 
of Artillery Arrived in India in October of the same 
year, and Laving boon despatched shortly aftcTwards 
to the Uppir Provinces, he was there attached to the 
]»<: Company 5*^*» Battalion, Foot Artillery, then form- 
ing part of tho Army in the field under the (kiinmandcr- 
in- Chief. With this coiiipiiiiy he served at the si ego 
and capture of Lucknow in Marcli 1858, and having 
afterwards accompanied the force under the Comman- 
der in Chief into Rohilkhand, ho was present with it 
at the battle and capture of Bareilly (Medal and clasp ». 

In June 1858 he was regularly posted to the I***- Com- 
pany 5*^ Battalion, which had in the meantime arrived 
at Bareilly from Lucknow, but he I'emained with it for 
a very shoH time only, having in the following October 
been appointed to do duty with tho 3’’^ Troop 3*’ Bri- 
gade, Horse Artillery, at the same station. He shoHly 
afterwards accompanied the troop into the Sibipur 
district, and having been regularly posted to it in 
January 1859, he in the spring of tho same year 
inarched with it to Mnttra. In January 1860 he was 
transferred to the 4^** Troop 1»^ Brigade, which he 
joined at Meerut ; and he was retained with that troop 
when, on the amalgamation of tho Indian with the 
Koyal Artillery taking place in October 1861, it l)ecame 
Battery 2<* Brigade, Royal Horse Artillery,— 
be himself becoming at the same time an officer of the 
Boyal Artillery. Towards the end of 1862 he was 
transferred to “ A ” Battery 2^ Brigade, and having 

J * >ined it at Benares, he accompani^ it to Morar in 
atiaary 1863. In the autumn of tho same year ho 
was removed to B Battery 5^^ Brigade, and having 
joined it at Ambela^ he marched with it to Peshawai 


in the spring of 186^ in which ynar the designa* 
tion of the battery was altered ana it became 
Battery F ’* Brigade In the winter of the anodecid* 
ing year he maiohed with the battery to Sialkoti but 
having about the same time (21”^ Decemtor ' 1865) 
been promoted to the raxdc of Seeand-Caphvin and post- 
ed to‘^F’* Battery 19th Brigade, Royal Artillery, 
he went on and joined the latter at Mian Mir. In ^e 
autumn of 1866 he was appointed to the temporary 
command of No. 1 Battery 24^^ Brigade at Multan, 
but he rejoined his own battery before the end of the 
year, and in March 1867 he went home on sick leave. 
In October 1868, while still at home, he was trans- 
ferred to a Depot Brigade, with which he . continued 
serving in the United Kingdom until November 1870, 
when he was appointed to “ D Battery “ C Bri- 
gade, Royal Horse Artillery, and having joined this 
lottery at Woolwich, he, in the following year, moved 
with it to Eftter. On tho 5^^ July 1872 he was 
promoted to the rank of Captain. In Pobruary 1873 
he embarked with the battery for Bombay, and landing 
there in the following month, he iinmodintely proceed- 
ed with it to Ahmadnagar, whence, in the succeeding 
November, he moved with it to Kirkee. On tlie 16^“ 
January 1875 he was promoted to tho rank of Major, 

! and having ,then been appointed to the command of 
“ B ” Battery Brigade, Royal Artillery, ho joined 
it at Barrack})ore, whence in January 1877 he went 
hcmio on leave. Returning to India in July 1878 he 
rejoined his battery (which in tho meantime had be- 
come “ B ** Battery 4^*' Brigade) at Allahabad, and 
ho continued serving with it there until the spring 
of 1879, when he was removed to tho command of 
“ A ** Battery “ B ” Brigade, Hoyal Horse Artillery, 
then formijig part of the Kandahar Field Force. Pro- 
ceeding to Afghanistan, he joinixl the Ijattery at Kan- 
dahar, and accompanying it, in tho spring of lv 880 , 
in Sir Donald Stewart’s inarch to tho north, ho com- 
manded it ill the battle of Ahmad Khol and in the 
subsequent movements in tho Logar Valley (Modal 
and clasp, and promoted to tho rank of Licntonant- 
Colcmol by brevet). Ho shox-tly afterwards returned 
to India on sick leave, on the expiration of which, in 
Octolier, he I’ojoinoil the battery (which had, in tho 
moan time, rr turned from Afghanistan), and marched 
with it to Ainbala, arriving there on the 2^ December. 

In January 1881 ho oxcharigod to “ B** Battejyr, “A ** 
Brigade, and having gone home and joined it, he served 
with it, in Dublin and afterwards at Newbridge, until 
tho spring of 1882, when ho was transferred to G 
Battery “ A ” Brigade. Proceeding then to India 
he joinLMl this battery at Meornt, at which place ho 
continued serving with it until Juno 1884, when, his 
promotion to the regimunlAl rank of Lieutenant- Colonel 
(with effc'ct from tho 1*‘ January preceding) being 
announced, ho vacated the command ; and having been 
posted, in that rank, to “ B Brigade, Royal Horse 
Artillery, ho was sent to Kirkee for duty, and ho 
thereafter commanded the Royal Artillery at that 
station for more than two years. On the 2^ March 
1885 ho was promoted to tho rank of Colonel by brevet. 

Tn Novcmiber 1886 ho was appointed to tho command 
of the Royal Artillery in the Sirhind District, and 
having joined at Am^la, he contiuned holding this 
command until tho end of 1888. After vacating tho 
command he continued residing at Ambala, and he 
died at that place on the 23<i March 1889.

Waterfiefd, William, JAeutenant (c. 1836—1857)— 
Grave at Delhi, No, 113* — Entered the Bengal Army in 
1853. Arrived in India on the G^b January 1854, and 
having on tho 12^^ of the same month been posted to 
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the 30^^ N. I.y he joined that corps on its march from j 
Jamalpnr to Agi^ and with it arrived at the latter 
place in the snoceeding March. In December 1854 he 
was transferred, at his own request, to the 54^^ N. I., 
and having joined that regiment at Aligarh, he accom- 
panied it to Delhi in April 1856. He was with the 
regiment at that place when the Mutiny burst forth 
on the May 1857, and he fell in the massacre near 
the E^ashmir C^te, whilst endeavouring to get his men 
to act against the mutinous troopers of the Light 
Cavalry, who had come in from Meerut. 

Waterfle Id. William Garrow, C.S L, Oolonel 
0^33 — IS 7), ^Tablet at Peshawar^ No. 989. — Born 
in London on the 6^^ November 1833. Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1852. Arrived in India on the 
November of the same year, and on^the 1** of the 
following month was ordered up to Benaves to do duty 
with the 6^^ N. I. Subsequently, however, in Januai^ 
1853, he was directed to go on to Meerut, and there 
join and do duty with the 46^^ N. I. In the following 
April he was posted to the 4l8t N. I., then at Multan, 
but having soon afterwards obtained leave for six 
months, to remain at Meerut, he never joined that 
regiment, and on the 29‘** July following he was 
transferred, at his own request, to the 23^ N. I. He 
joined this regiment at Mon^bad in November 1853, 
and continued serving with it there until October 1856, 
when he toarched with it en route to Mhow ; before 
reaching that station, however, ho was, on the 
Novemitor, appointed an Offg. Sub. Asst. Commy.-Qenl, 
and having been posted to Meerut, he returned to that 
place forthwith ; and he was still serving there when 
the Mutiny broke out ou the 10^^ May 1857. On a 
force being sent towards Delhi at the close of that 
month, under Brigadier Wilson, he accompanied it as 
commissariat ofhcer, and was present with it in both 
the actions on the Hindan, at Ghazi-ud din-nagar, on 
the 30*** and 31** May. On the 2^ June he was 
appointed a Sub. Asst. Commy,-Genl. on libation, 
and having, a few days later, proceeded with Brigadier 
Wilson’s column and joined the Delhi Field Force 
under the command of Sir Henry Paruard, he there- 
after served with the latter at the action of Badli-ki- ) 
Serai and throughout the siege of Delhi until the 
capture of the place in the following September 
(Medal and clasp). Towards the end of that month 
he was appointed a Personal Assistant to the acting 
Commissioner of Delhi, and he continued in that posi- 
tion for nearly nine mouths, in the coarse of which he 
on one occasion, in December 1857, accompanied, as 
Political Officer, a force despatched towards Jaipur in 
pursuit of Tantia Topi and other rebels. In June 1358 
he was appointed an Asst. Commissioner in the Punjab, 
and having then been iiosted to Delhi, he continued 
serving there for neaidy two years. In the spring of 
1860 he was transferred to the Dera Ismail Khan 
district, and in April of that year he was appointed 
Personal Ajssistant to the Commissioner of Leia. To- 
wards the end of 1860 he was removed to the Bawal 
Pindi distnct and posted to Murree, whence at the end 
of 1861 he was sent back to Delhi. In January 1862 
he was admitted into the Bengal StafE Corps with 
effect from the 18^^ February preceding, and in the 
following month he went home on furlough. On his 
return to India in October 1863 he resumed his ap- 
pointment at Delhi, in which, however, he continued 
only until the following December, when he was trans- 
ferx'ed to Peshawar and appointed Offg. Judge of the 
Small Chase Court there ; and having been confirmed 
in that post in August 1864, he continued in it until 
July 1865, when he was appointed Offg. Depy. Commr. 
of Gujerafe. On the 1*^ November following he was 
appointed Asst. Settlement Officer of Gujerat, and be- 
coming Settlement Officer in March 1867, he remained 
in that employment until the suooeeding December, 
when he was appointed a Depy. CWmr. and posted to 
Peshawar. In thii appointment he remained until 


April 1871, whoa he went home on furlough for two 
ears. On his retfum to India, at the end of Fofamaiy 
873, he was po^t^ as Depy. Commr., to the Hazara 
district, in which he continued serving until June 1877 
when he was appointed Offg. Commr. and Superintend! 
ent of the Multan Division, and having, in August, 
been removed to the Delhi Division, in the same oapa! 
city, he continued officiating there until the following 
November. In the winter of 1877-78 he served in ^ 
political capacity, in th^ operations against the JowakI 
Afridis (India Medal and clasp). In January 1878 
he was appointed to offbiate temporarily as Civil 
and Sessions Judge of Peshawar, . and having soon 
afterw ards been appointed Offg. Commr. and Superin- 
tendent of the Pe^awar Division, he was made per- 
manent in that appointment on the 21** September 
following. On the outbreak of the Afghan War in the 
following November he was appointed Political Officer 
with the Kuram Column, under the command of hir 
Frederick Roberts, and moving forward with the forc^ 
on the 21** November he served with it throughout the 
subseqaent operations in the Kuram Valley, taking f)art ^ 
in the forcing of the Peiwar Kotal, the advance to the 
Shutargardan, the movement into Khost, and the action 
of Matun (Medal and clasp, and created a Co.npanion 
of the Order of the Exalted Star of India). He after- 
wards held political charge of the Kuram district for 
some time, but on the termination of the campaign, at 
the end of May 1879, he returned to Peshawar and 
resumed his appointment of Commissioner aud Superin- 
tendent of the division In 1881 and again in 1882 bo 
was on special duty under the Poi*oign Dept., and in 
May of the latter year he went homo on furlough. In 
March 1883 he returned to his post of Commissioner 
aud Saperintondent of the Peshawar Division, and ho 
continued in that appointment until Novem^r 1888, 
when ho vacated it on attaining the age of fifty-five 
years In April 1889 he went homo, and ho thereafter 
continued residing iu Europe until his doath. In 
1890 he succeeded to the Coloners allowance, and at 
the same time he was transferred to the Unemployed 
Supernumerary List. He died at ' Darsham, near 
Yoxford, Co. Suffolk, ou the 3‘^ February 1897. 

Watson, Horace, Lieutenant ("1817—1849). 

Grave at Ijohore^ No. 605. — Entered the Bengal Army 
in 1839. Arrived in India on the 2‘^ August of the 
same year, and on the 24^*^ was ordered up^to Meerut 
to do duty with the 17*^ N. I. • On the 5th December 
following he was postod to the 41“* N. I., then at 
Benares, but on the 9*^* of the same month ho was 
transferred, at his own request, to the 17th N. I., and he 
remained accordingly with that regiment at Meerut. 
Prom August to November 1841 he officiated as Adjut- 
ant of the corps, and at the end of the same year he 
accompanied the regiment te Diuapore. In fubruary 
1842 he was appointed to the Volunteer Regiment 
which was then formed at Barrackpore for service in 
China, and of which a company of his own regiment 
formed part, and embarking with this corps in the follow- 
ing month, he subsequently served with it in various 
operations in that country, including the storm and 
capture of Ching-kiang-foo iu July (Medal). Ho 
returned to India with the Volunteers iu Februaiy 
1843, and the corps having been broken up in the 
following month, he obtained leave to remain at Cal- 
cutta until the succeeding October, when he proceeded 
to Midnapore and there rejoined the 17th N. I. In 
February 1844 he was appointed acting Interpreter and 
Quarter-Master of the regiment, aud having been made 
permanent in that appointment on the 30*^ April, he 
continued, holding it until the end of his service. In 
the spring of 1845 he marched with the regiment to 
Cawnpore, whence in November 1846 he accompanied it 
to Jhemsi. In the autumn of 1848 he officiated for 
a short time as Adjutant of the corps. Early in Nov^ 
ember of the same year, the regiment liavingbeeii 
detailed to torib part of the Reserve Division of tho 
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Army of the Punjab, to be assemble4*at Jagraon, he 
marched with it tor Ludhiana, and having arrived at 
that place on the 10^^ December, &ud l^en, qp tlie 
26^^^ appointed Brigade Quarter-Masterjof the Reserve, 
ho proceeded with the regiment on the 29^’* and joined 
the force at Jagraon. On the breaking up of the 
Beserve Division at the end of Mai'ch 1849, ho resumed 
his appointment of Interpreter and Quarter-Master of 
the regiment, with which he then marclied to Tjaliore, 
arriving there on the April ; and at that place he 
died on the 9^^,Soptember follof^iug. 

Webb, William Robert, L iculciKint (1838“^ 

1857). — Grave and^ inscription at Delhi^ Nos, 118 and 
162. — The oldest son of Pati-iok Robert Webb,* Esqr., 
Barrister-at-Law, of Dublin,* who jvas a cadet of the 
Webbs of Webbsborough, Co. Kilkenny. Born on the 
16^'‘ June 1838. — Entered H. M.’s Service on the 
September* 1855 as an Ensign in the 8^** Foot, and 
having joined the depot of that I'cgi merit at Chatham, 
lie continued serving there for more than a year. On 
the 15^*^ April 1856 he was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant. Proceeding to India towards the close of 
that year he joined tlie regiment at Julltindur, and he 
was sorvipg with it there when the mutinies broke out 
in Mav 1857. On the 12*J» of that month he accom- 
panied a dotaclynent dcspatclicd from Jullundur for the 
purpose of securing tluj fort and magazine at PJiillanr, 
liiid ho continued serviug at that place until the middle 
of the following month, when he accompanied a wing of 
the itJgimeiit on its march to join the Delhi Field Force. 
Arriving in camp before Delhi on the 28*** June, he 
thereafter served throughout the siege^ of that place, 
taking pari in tlio repulse of the sorties of the 14‘*» , 
18^*' and 23*' July, ami in the iinal assault on tho 14^** 
SeptembcM*, in tho course of which, in the advance 
towards the Mori Bastion, after; tho breaches had been 
carried, he fell mortally wounded. He? died of his 
wounds on the following day, — the September 

1857. 

Webster, Henry Warde, LieiUenant^Coloncl and 
JBrevet-Oolonel (1838 — 180i). — Tablet at Peshauuir^ 
No. 980.— Son of Major- Ccneral Thomas Webster, of 
the Madras Infantry, ami a younger brother of Lieut- 
enant-General Thomas Edward Webster, Bengal Infan- 
try. Born at Belgarvio, Fifeshii-e, on tho December 
1838.— Entered the B<jng.al Array in 1857. Arrivod 
in India on tho 27^'‘ November of the aaimt year, and 
on tho 30^ was dlrwjted to join and <lo duty with 
H. M.’s 97‘*' Foot. Accompanying tliat regiment to tho 
Upper Provinces soon afterwards, ho served with it 
throughout the campaign of 1857-58, taking part in 
the actions of Nasiratpur, Chanda, Amirpur and Siiltan- 
pnr, and in tho sioge and capturi; of Lucknow (Modal 
and clasj)). In October 1858 he was posted to the 
oadro of the 45^** N. I., with effect from tho 18^** May 
preceding, hut this was purely nominal, the regiment 
having ceased to exist in tho preceding year. To* 
wards the close of 1858 he accompanied the 97^^* to 
Banda, and in tho succeeding year he served with ihroo 
companios of the regiment in the pursuit and dis- 
persion of bands of mutineers and rebels in Bundel- 
khand and tho Chattaipur territory, taking part in 
various little skirmishes. He continued serving with 
the 97^*' until May 1860, when he was apiiointed to do 
duty with the 22“*' Punjab Infantry, and having joined 
that corps at Banda, he was sent soon afterwards to 
command a detachment of it at Kirwi. In tho following 
year the regiment became the (Punjab) N, I., 
and in December 1862 he accompanied the corps to 
Benares, at which station he continued serving with it 
for nearly two years. On tho outbreak of the Bhutan 
War he accompanied the corps into tht; field, and he 
hereafter served with it throughout the campaign of 
1864-65 in tho Duars, inehidiug the storm and capture 
of Dalimkot and Chamurohi, the action of Nagu, the 
Atorm and capture of tho stockades in tho Bala Pass, 
and the second action of Nagu (India Mqfla] and clasp). 
On the conclusion of the campaign he accompanied the 


regiment to Cawnpore, arriving there in June 1865, 
In tho following Novoml)or, after officiating in tho 
post for a month, he 'was appointed Adjutant of tho 
regiment, and having boon Bjxjciully permitted to 
retain the appointment after his promoiloii to tlie rank 
of Captain, he continued holding it for move than four 
years. In September 1866 he was adiniUod into tho 
Bengal Staff Corps. In 1867 and again in 1868 ho 
officiated, for brief periods, as a Wing Officer, and in tho 
autumn of the latter year, ooiiset^uent on tho outbreak 
of disturbances in Hazara, ho moved with the regiment 
from Cawnpore to Jhelum. In tho succeeding year ho 
twice officiated as a Wing Officer, and on resigning the 
Adjutancy of tho regiment in January 1870, he was 
again appointed an Offg. Wing Officer, a situation in 
which he remained until Fidaniary 1871, when, having 
fallen into tho position of an attai^hod officer, ho pro- 
oeodod on j^vo to Bomlxiy, and thence wont home on 
furlough for awo years. He returned to India at tho 
©lid of February 1873, and liaving iHq(»in(Hl the regi- 
ment at Nowshera, h<» was, on tho 3 1”* March, ap{K)iutod 
an Offg. Wing Officer, in which position ho romained 
(twice officiating as Quarter-Master) until tho follow- 
ing November, when ho was apjjoiuted First Wing 
Subaltern ; and having at tho same time been appointod 
Offg. Quarter-Master, ho continued i!i tho latter appoint- 
ment for twelve months. In Mandi 1874 ho moved 
with the regiment to Peshawar. In Dceombor 1874 
ho was appointed a Wing Oflieer in tho n^gimeut ; in 
tho spring of tho following year ho officiated for a 
short time as So(rond-iu-(k>mmaiid ; jiiul in January 
1877, iiiMlor tho reorganisation of regimontal apjioint- 
monts which then took place, he iK^Ciinu; a Wing 
Commander. In February IS77 In? a(HH)iiipaiiied the 
rogiinent to Forozeporo, and tlumco in MajHdi 1878 hti 
wont homo on fuidouglu Consequent on the outbreak 
of the Afghan War, ho ndurnml to India in tho follow- 
ing Dectmibi'r and rejoined his ix^gimcut at Ferozoporo ; 
but the corps not Ix^ing rc«juirod for servicto during tho 
first (;ampaigu, ho remained with it Jit that place until 
Heptoiidwr 1879, wli<;n, on tho ixmowal of tho war, ho 
marched with it for Pesliawar. Arriving there on tho 
15^** October, ho shortly afterwards :io<H)m])aiiiod tho 
corps to Landi Kotal, and thereartcr he served with 
it on tho Khaibar lino throughout tho campaign of 
1879-80, taking part in various iiiovctmeiiiH and affairs, 
including the action wilh tho Meh)iiiLtid.s i»n the Gara 
heights in January 1880 (Mculal). In March 1880, 
while still on service in the field, ho was appointed 
Offg. Second- in 'Command of tho rogn’mont, and ho 
remained in that ixisitioii for nearly (‘ighttsm months. 
On tho withdrawal of the l^ritisii iroo]iH from Northern 
Afghanistan taking place, he aceompanlod the regiment 
to Jhelum, ai riving there on tho Snptciniwr, and 

he continued wu-ving at that plaeti until March 1881, 
when he again accorujianied the (X)i*j)h on service, on 
the oxpcidition against the* Maiisud Waziris. On tho 
conclusion of this campaipi he returned with tlio 
regiment to Jhelum, arriving there in J line 1881, and 
he continued serviug with it at that station, as Offg. 
Second-in- Command, until the end of tho following 
August, when ho was appointed Offg. (xmiiimndant of 
tho 15*'> N. I. (the Ludhiana Sikhs). Jle joined this 
regiment at Dellii, hut he held command of it only 
until the end of October 1881, when, his services being 
required with his own regiment, he rejoined the on 
the route from Jholuiu to Meerut. On the 17*’'* of tho 
succeeding month ho was appointed Second-in-Com- 
raand, and having two days later been appointed Offg. 
Commandant, he proceeded in (U)mmaiid to Meerut, 
arriving there on the DccemlKJr. Ifo coiitiiiuod 
officiating as Commandant until May 188.3, when he 
reverted to his |jermanent a]ipointment of Seoond-in- 
Command, and in December 1884 he proceeded with Ufa 
regiment to Pcsha'waj*. In February 1886 ho went 
homo on furlough, and he was absent from India until 
April 1887, when he rejoined tho regiment at Pesha* 
war, and in the succeeding June tho appointment of" 



Commandant wae confen^ed upon him. In January 
1888 be aocompanied the re^mcnt to Multan, and 
thence during the four ensuing years he twice (in 
April 1889, and again in May 1891) went homo on 
leave for periods of six months. In the spring of 1892 
he moved with the regiment to Rawal Pindi, and in the 
autumn of the same year he commanded the corps in 
the futile Isazai Expedition, returning to Rawal Pindi 
on the 31*** October. In the following year he again 
went homo on leave, rejoining at Rawal Pindi in August 
1893. In the following December, on attaining the age 
of fifty-live years, ho vacate<l the appointment of 
Commandant of the 30*^ Bengal Infantij, and having 
received permission to reside out of India, he soon 
afterwards went home. He did not, however, long 
survive his return to his native land, having died at 
St. Andrew’s, Pifeshire, on the Sopt^ber 1894!. 

Note. — Colonel (then Major) Webster niurrlod, at Ferozepore 
oil the 20th July 1878, Angela Mur\ , daughter of Colonel George 
Rodney BrOMrii, R. (Bengal) Arty. 

Wells, Henry, Captain (r. 1815— 1845).— 
at Ferozepore^ No» 442. — Entemi H. M.’s Service on the 
gth March 1833 as an Ensign in tlie Foot, and 
proceeding to India he joined that regiment at Masiili- 
patam, in the Madras Presidency, early in the succeed- 
ing year. On the July 18.34 he was promoted 
to the vnnk of Lieutenant, and in the following Soptem- 
•bor ho accompanied the regiment to Monlmein, in the 
Tenasserim Pnivinces. In 1839 he went homo on sick 
leave, and he was absent from India until January 
1842, when he rejoined his regiment in Fort William, 
Calcutta. Tn the autumn of the same year he moved 
with tho regiment to Dinajioro, whence at the end of 
1844 he marched with it en rofite to Ambala, but the 
corps having been ordered to continue its march to 
Ferozepore, he arrived with it at the latter place towards 
the close of March 1845. On the 23*^ July 1845 he 
was promoted to tho rank of Captain. He was still 
serving with tho 62‘^ at Ferozopora.when the first Sikh 
War broke out in the following Decenilier, and on the 
morning of the 21"^ of that month he marched out with 
tho regiment (in tlio Fourth Division of tho Army of 
tlio Sutlej, under Sir J ohn Littler) to take jiart with 
the main army under Sir Hugh (tough in the assault 
of tho enti-euched position of tlio Sikhs at Firozsliabr. 
In the sanguinary engagomont which ensued in the 
course of the afternoon of tlio same day ho unhappily 
fell, having bc*en killed by a grape-shot whilst gallantly 
leading on his company to the attack. 

Wheatley, Charles Edward, Llenfenant fc. 
1838 — 1857 ). — Grave and inscription at Dclhi^ Nos. 93 
and 162. — Entered tho Bengal Army in 1854 as a 
Cadet of Infantry. Being already in the country he 
was formally admitted into the service on the 2*^ Feb- 
ruary 1855, and on tho 8^** of the same month he was 
dirccited to join and do duty with the N. I. at 

Allahabad. On tho 13*^*' April following lie was posted 
to tho 58*** N. T. at Jholu m, but ho never joined that 
regiment, and on the 30*** of the same month he was 
transferred, at liis own reipiost, to the 54**> N. I. Ho 
joined that corps soon aftonvards at Aligarh, and in 
April 1856 he marched with it to Delhi, at which place 
he was preseut with it when it mutinied on the 11**1 May 
1857. Having effected his escape to Meerut, ho was 
snhsequontly attached to tho Sirmoor Battalion^ with 
which ho served during the earlier days of tho siege 
at Delhi. He fell before that placo on the 17*** June 
1857, having beon killed by a cannon-shot while on duty 
at Hindu Kao’s house. 

Note I.— No reeowl lm» been foumi of tbo date of fliiH officer’ll 
aDPOhitment to do duty with the Sirtnoor Battalion, or of the date 
find place at whicli he joined that corps, — points on ivhioh a 
eorrect itatement of his services dnriii^ the mutinies f^reatly 
depends. IVo applications to the 2A Gurkha Rifles for iuflorma* 
tion on the subject remain iina.nswcred and unnoticed.

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Wheeler, John Edward Hatch, Ensign 

1838 — 1858 ). — Tablet at Fyhiwar^ No. 982.— Entered 
H. M.’s Service on the June 1855 as an Ensign in 
the 94**1 Foot, which he joined soon afterwards at 
Windsor. In the following September he accompanied 
the regiment to Gibraltari whence, on the corps being 
relieved, on the termination of the Russian War, by 
troops from the Crimea, he ratumod home with it in 
June 1856, and was stationed with it at Nenagh. He 
afterwards moved with tho regiment to &e Curragh 
and to Dublin, and in December 1857 he embarked 
with it for India. Having landed at Karachi in Janu- 
aiy 1858, he accompanied the corps to tho Punjab, and 
with it arrived at Rawal Pindi at tho end of the follow- 
ing April. He died on the 17**^ September following. 

Note.‘ -Ou the Ist October 1858, before intelligc&ce of Ins death 
had reaclioJ Englaud. Ensign Wheeler was gazetted to tho rank 
of Lieuteuant. in the 2 d Battalion of the 8 tb Foot, then in cousse 
of formation in Ireland : the appointment was afterwards can- 
celled on news of his decease being received. — It is not known 
whore tills officer’s death look ]>lace; it has, however, boon ascer« 
taiued that it occurred neither at Rawal Pindi nor at Peshawar, the 
two stations at which his regiment, or portions of it, served in 
1858. A reference to the 2d Battalion, Connaught ftangers, for 
information on tbo subject, remains unanswered. 

Whelan, Edward, Lieutenant 1^1823 — 1854.)--» 
Grave at Peshawar^ No. 968. — The eldest son of Sir 
Thomas Wlielan, A7., who in 1822 was High Sheriff and 
in 1832 Lord Mayor of Dublin. Born at Torquay, 
Co. Devon, in 1823.— Entered the Bengal Army in 

1841. Arrived in India in November of the same year, 
and tovmrds the end of tliat month was ordered up to 
Allahabad to do duty with the 73'* N. I. At the end 
of January 1842 he was posted to the 4*** N* I., and 
liaving joined that regiment at Bareilly, he servtid with 
it there until early in 1844, when ho moved with it to 
Sukkur, in Sindh, arriving there on the lO**^ May. In 
January 1845 he proceeded on a year’s sick leave to 
Mussoorie, but not receiving sufficient benidii from tlio 
climate of that place, he, in the following November, 
proceeded on leave to Calcutta, whence at the close of 
January 1846 he went homo on furlough. Returning 
to India in July 1848 he rejoined his regiment at Delhi, 
whence in the following (jctolier ho accompanied tho 
C 0171 S to Ludliiana, subsequently. proceeding with it to 
Julinndur in December. Thereafter ho served with tho 
regiment in the Jullundur and Bari Doahs® throughout 
the Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, taking part in various 
movements and affairs (Medal). On tlio tiii*mination of 
the opemtions lie returned with the regiment to Julinn- 
dur, whence in the succeeding December ho accompanied 
the coi*p8 to Rawal Pindi, In October 1853 he moved 
with the regiment to Peshawar, and ho died at that 
place on tho 14*** August 1854. 

White, Charles Patrick, Ensign (1821—1838).— 
Grave at Delhi^ No. 68. — Born in Maroh 1821. — 'Entered 
ilie Bengal Army in 1837. Arrived in India towards 
the end of Noveralier in the sanuj year, and in the follow- 
ing montli was sent up to Barrackporo to do duty with 
the 12*** N. T. In January 1838 he was posted to the 
38**^ N. T., and having joined that regiment at Delhi, 
ho died at that place, of cholera, on the Ist August 
following, being then little more than seventc^en years 
of age and less than nine months in tlie country. 

' Note.— Tlic initials of this officer’s Chrlstiaa aames are reversed 
in the inscription on his tomb. 

White, Edward John, Captain (c. 1824—1858).— 
Tablet at Delhi^ No. 148. — Entered the Bengal Army in 

1842. Arrived in India on the 28*** October of the 
same year, and having, in anticipation of his arrival, 
bt^en posted, on the 18*** of that monilt, to the 2«* Euro- 
pean Regiment, he pi*oceeded^orthwith and joined it at 
Ferozepore, at which station it formed part of the Army 
of Reserve. On the breaking up of that Army he 
proceeded with the regiment to Meerut, arriving there 
towards the close of February 1843. In the fmlowing 
November he accompanied the coriis to Ambala, whence 
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in April 1844 lie retnnied witli the hbid-qiiarte'iB and 
the left wing to Meerut. 'In the autumn of the same 
year he proceeded with the head-quarters and the left 
wing to Ludhiana, and the whole of the regiment being 
i(en assembled there, he marched with it en route to 
Sukkur, in Sindh, arriving at that place about the 
middle of January 1845. Immediately afterwards he 
accompanied the corps on soryi^^o* and thereafter ho 
served with Jt throughout Sir Charles Napier’s 
campaign against the mountain and desert tribes on 
the nortliem frontiers of the province. On the conclu- 
sion of these operations ho returned with the i^e^mont 
to Sukkur, orriVing there on* the March, and he 
continued serving at that post until the following 
September, when he accompanied the corps to Karachi. 
He returned to Sukkur with the regiment in November 
1845, and towards the close of January 1846 he, with 
the corps, joined the Sindh Field Force, which was to 
have marched northwards to take part in tlu^ Hrst Sikh 
War, but the battle of Sobraon having bixiught tlu^ war 
* to an end, tho force was broken up, and he marched 
with tho i-egimont to Ferozopore, and afterwards to 
Subathu, arriving at tho latter place on tho 20**' April. 
In the autumn of 1846 ho raovcul with the n^giment to 
Jullundur, but he returned with it to Subathu in 
March 1847, and he continued serving with it at that 
place until the following November, when ho proceeded 
on siok leave Calcutta, whence, in February 1848, 
he went home on furlough. Ho returned to India in 
November 1851, but having l)een dohiinod at Dum- 
Dum for duty with a detachment of European recruits, 
with which^ho was despatched to the Upper Provinces 
two months later, he did not rejoin his i*ogiment (then 
at Agra, and bearing the new designation of ** the 2'* 
European Bengal Fnsiliors”) until tho spring of 1852. 
In July 1852 Tie proeeeded on leave to Meerut for four 
months, on tho expiration of which ho rejoined tho 
regiment on its way to the Presidency, arriving with it 
at Fort William on the 10th November. In Octolior 
1853 ho accompanied tho 2‘* Fusiliors by S(?a to Bangoon, 
proceeding thence to Proine, where tho corps was 
stationed for more than a year, and at that place from 
November 1853 to Januaiy 1855 he officiated sis 
Adjutant of the i^giment. In March 1855 ho jnneeodod 
with the regiment to Moulmeiii, whenco at the end of 
the yosir he •etumed with it to Bengal, and moving up 
with it from Calcutta to Subathu, lie amved with \i at 
the latter place in April 1856. In the following 
November he accompanied the corps to a Camp of 
Exercise at Ambala, rotuming thence to Subathu. in 
March 1857. On the outbreak of tho Mutiny in the 
following May ho marched do^\^l to Ambala with the 
regiment, and having subsequently gone forward with 
it in the Delhi Field Force, he was pi*esent with it in 
the action of Badli-ki-Seiui, at the occupation of tho 
Ridge, and at the siege of Delhi up to the 17th July. 
On that date, being very ill, lie was obliged to lejivc 
camp and proceed to Subathu on sick leave for four 
months ; this was afterwards extended to sixteen months, 
but long before it expired he was permitted to pnicoiKl 
to Bombay, and thence go home on furlough on medical 
certificate. He embarked at Bombay early in March 
1858, bat he did not live to i*oach England, for his 
condition having rendered it necessary that he should 
be landed at Cape Town, he died at that place on the 
21^ of the succeeding month. 

White, George Edmund, Captain (1870—1902).— 
Grave at Bannu^ No. 1071 ; tablet at Kohat^ No. 1056. — 
Son of the Rovd. John White, of Chevington, near Bury 
St. Edmunds, Co. Suffolk. Born on the 25*»» August 
1870.— Entered H. M.’s Service (from tho Royal Mily. 
College) on the 4*** March 1891 as a Second -Licutonant 
in the 2“^ battalion of tho Devonshire Regiment (the 
11th Foot), and proceeding soon aftenvards to India, 
he joined that corps at Shwebo, in Upper JBurma. In 
the cold seafon of 1891-92 he served with a detachment 
of the battalion in tbo North-Eastern Column of the 


forces detailed to operate against tho tribes* of the hilla 
liorderiiijp; on the Chinese frontier, and took part in the 
relief of Sadou and in various other affaii's (India 
Medal and clasp). On the torminatiou of those 
operations in April 1892 he aocompaniod tho detaoh- 
ment to Bhamo, where ho continued serving with it 
until the end of the year. In January 1893, ou tho 
l)attalion going homo, ho was transferred to the 
i Battalion of the Devonshire Regiment, and proceeding 
to Rawal Piiidi he joined ihe corps there on its arrival 
fnnii Egypt in tho sucfoodiiig month. On tho 28tii 
January 1894 ho was promoted to tho rank of Lieu- 
tenant. In tho following Doixjinber ho moved with the 
battalion to Nowshcra, whence in March 1895 ho 
accompanied it to Peshawar. On the 19*** May 1896 ho 
was appoinW an Offg. Wing Officer in the 31®*' 
Bengal Infantry, ou probation for tho Indian Staff 
Corps, into which he was subsequently adiiiitted with 
effect fi-om tliat date. Having joined this ivgiinent at 
Malakaud, he continued serving with it thei'o until tlio 
following August, when ho Svas h-ansferrod, in the samo 
|>osition, lofho 3‘* Sikh Infantry, which he joined at 
Dora. Ismail Khan. In tlio following cold season ho 
moved with the regiment to Kohat^ .whenco in tho 
summer of 1897 he marched with it to Edwardesabad 
(Bannu). Almost immediately after this movement^ 
tho gi’oat Frontier War of 1897 having broken out, 
ho accompanied tln^ i-egirnent. info the field, and during 
tho monlliK of August and Sc^ptembor ho seiwed with it 
iu the 1'o(thi Valley, in ihe oponiiions for tho relief of 
the Samana jxists, and in Knrarn. In Octoiier 1897 ho 
:iccompanie(l tho corps on ihe Tirah Exjiodition, but bis 
share in those oprations was, after all, very small, ha 
having been so desparaioly woundinl in tho brilliant 
storming of ihe Dargai Heights, on tho 20**’ of that 
month, ibat he was nnablo h) take any further part 
ill the campaign (In<lia Modal and clasp). Jn tho 
following Docomlior he was transferred to the 20**» 
Bengal Infantry, but this was cancelled a month later 
and ho remained on with th(3 3‘* Bikh Infantiy, ^diioh, 
ou recovering from his wounds, ho rojoined in tho 
Khaibar in iho spring of 1898. In .Juno 1898| he 
moved with ilie regimoni to .Famriid, whence in tho 
following DecomlMW ho aocomjianied tho corjis to Kohat. 
In iho spring of 1899 he was appointed Offg. Quarter- 
Master of the regiment, Imi. he held tho appointment 
only until the imd of April, when he went homo on 
leave. In April 1900 he was apfiointed a Wing Officer 
with effect from the 4*»’ Octob(»r preceding, and on a 
change in the designations of certain regimental appoint- 
ments taking place aliont the same time lie becamo a 
Double-Company Officer. On his rotuni to India alxmt 
this period ho n'joinod his regiment at Idak, in tho 
Tochi Valley, and was appoiiitetl Offg. Ailjutaiit. In 
March 1901 ho moved with the corps to Datla Kliel, and 
alwuttho same time ho was made permanent in tho 
appointment of Adjutant, with effect from the 9‘»- Juno 
proceiling. In December 1901 ho accoinpanicd tho 
i^giraoni to Edwardesabad, and in th(? ensuing winhir ho 
served with it in tho Mabsud- Wa/iri blockade o|)erjitionH, 
including tbo brilliant dash irunle by Coloiud Torinocliy 
(qv.) on Makin (clasp India Medal). From May 
to Heptemlior 1902 ho officiated as Second- in -Command. 
In the following November he ac^coinpauiod tho ooqw on 
.seiwi CO against certsiin sections of the Darwesh Nhel 
Waziris, and on tho 18“' of that month ho woh unhappily 
shot dnad in storming a. fortified enclosniD, Imld hy * 
gang of ontlaws, at ( iiimatti, nosir Bannu, 

White, Henry Wallis, JAcntenant (1820 -18+8). — 
Grave al Amhah, No. 21 7,- Son of Inontfciiaiitr 
Goncral Sir Michaol Whifo, K.C.B., of Jl. M.’ii 
Service.— Knterwl H. M.'s .Service on the 25“' 
November 18i2 a» a Gornet In the .3' flight Dnvgoon., 
and being already iti India he joined the regi- 
ment (then commanded by bin father) at Karnal tn 
Fclnuary 1843. In the following November bo accom- 
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panied the corps to Ambala, and tliero in December he 
liras appointed acting Interpreter to the regiment, an 
appointment which bo continued holding for several 
months. On the outbi*ejik of the first Sikh War in 
December 1845 he accornimnicd the regiment into the 
field, and he thereafter served with it throughout tho 
Sutlej Campaign of 1815-46, taking part in the battles 
of Mudki (a casualty in which gave hime tho rank of 
Lioutenant, — 19^*‘ December 1845), Fhozshahr and 
Sf>braou, in tlio last of which he was slightly woundec^ 
(lilcdal and two clasps). At tho end of March 184(> 
he was detailed for duty at ^ the Landour Convalescent 
Depot, but this was cancelled in the following month, 
arjid ho I’einaincd with his regiment, with which he had 
in tlio meantime returned to Ambala. He died at that 
place on the 22‘' September 1848. 

Whlta, Rivers Turner, Ensign 1^825—1846). — 

(have at Ambala^ No. 209. — Son of Dieu tenant- General 
Sir Michael White, K.C.B., of H. M/s Service. — 
Entered tho Bengal Army in 1844. Being in India 
at the time, with his father, then commanding the 
Light Dmgoons at Am})ala, he was formally admitte<l 
into thcj service on tlie 21“^ February 1845, and on the 
14ti« of the succeeding month he was postcul to the 
13**^ N. I. Having b(>eii granted leave to remain at 
Ambala for four months, ho did not join that regiment, 
and in tho meantime, on tlio 1**^ May, he was trans- 
ferrod to the 46^** N. I., then serving at that station. 
Being, . however, still on leave ho did not join that 
regiment either, and on tho 21**** Juno he w'as re- 
moved, at his own request, to tho 11‘*^ N. I., which, 
on the exjumtion of his leave in the following August, 
he joined at Ludhiana. On tho outbreak of tho first 
Sikh War, in December 1845, he inarched with Jiis 
regiment to join tho Army of the Sutlej, but he wa.«; 
just twenty -four hours too late for the battle of 
Mudki ; having, however, when tho Army moved 
forward on the 21“* Decembei’, boon permitted to 
accompany the 26^^ N. 1., in which his brother was 
serving, ho was present with that corps in tho battle 
of Fii'ozshahr. He ••^subsequently rejoined his own 
regiment, which was still in tho r(;ar, but having, on 
the ll*-** January, applied fur a permanent transfer to 
the 26*’^' N. I., ho was, in anticipation of formal sanc- 
tion, permitted to rejoin that corps on tho la.st <lay of 
the mouth ; and the transfer having liecn formally 
notified on the 9*^** February, he served with tlie 26^i» 
on the following day in tlie decisive battle of Sobraon 
(in which he was slightly wounded), and afterwards 
In the advance on Lahore (Medal and clasp). On the 
breaking up of tlie Army of tho Sutlej he marclied 
with his regiment ew route to Bareilly, but having, in 
April 184G, l)een gitinted leave to Ambala and Mus- 
soorie for six months, ho remained at tho former place 
when the regiment passed through the siiition, and he 
died there on tho 3*' July following. 

Whiting, Robert Cony, Lieulenant-Golonel 
(1825 — 1886). — Orave at Amhalug No. 259. — Born at 
Epsom, in Surrey, early in 1825. — Entered the Bengal 
Array in 1844. Arrived in India in October of the 
same year, and in the following month was sent up to 
Benares to do duty with the G2^ N, I. ; and on that regi- 
ment leaving Benares in February 1845, he was 
directed to do duty with the 49^^ N. I. at tho same 
station. On the 13^*» of tho same month he was posted 
to the 70^^ N. I., then at Neemuch, and proceeded to 
join ; but having been taken ill en route^ he was 
granted leave to remain at Nasirabad until tho end of 
July ; this leave was afterwai'ds extended for six 
months to enaUe him to proceed to Calcutta, whence 
he went home on furlough in January 1846. He* 
'returned to India towards the end of October 1848, 
and his regiment being then on field service in the 
Punjab, he hurried up and joined it. on tho 7**^ Decem- 
ber, at Helan beyond tho Chenab. Thereafter ho 
served with it in the Punjab Campaign of 1848-49| 
and took part with it in the battles of Chilianwahi ftnu 


Gujerat, in the* latter of which ho received a dangerous 
wound in thc| head (Medal two clasps). As soou 
as ho was able to travel ha proceeded on sick leave to 
Simla, at which place, on account of the severity of 
liis wound, he was obliged to remain until October 
1850, when he rejoined his regiment at Ambala. In 
March 1855 he moved with the regiment to Delhi, 
whence in tho autumn of the succeeding year ho pro- 
ceeded with it to Barrackpore, an’iving there on the 
1** January 1857. He was with the corps at that 
place in May 1857, when, in conso(][ueuce of the 
mutinies in the Uppitr Provinces, it was found necessary 
to dwariii it ; and ho continued serving with it there 
uiitii the following D^ember, when (tho regiment 
having been re4trmed on its volunteering for foreign 
service) he embarked with it for China, Landing at 
Hong-Kong in February 1858, lie conijjnued serving 
there with the regiment for more than two years, in 
the course of which he was more than once engaged 
with it in expeditions against the Chinese on tho main- 
land (Medal). lie returned to India with the regiment 
In the spring of 1860, and landing at Calcutta oarl^ 
in May, ho, during the same month, moved up with it 
to Allahabad, at which station lie ooiitiiAied serving 
with it for nearly two years and a half, in the course of 
which, in 1861, the designation of •the regiment was 
altered and it tecamo tho 1 N. 1. In November 
1862 he accompanied the corps to Nagode, at which 
place ho served with it until August 1863, when he 
was appointed a Doing-Duty Officer in the 40^** N. 1. 
at Barrackpore. In the following October he was 
removed, in tho same po 8 iti 9 n, to the 34*^*^ N. I. at 
Jhansi, and ho continued serving there with that corps 
until July 1864, when he was appointed to* do general 
duty at Ambala, Towards the end of June 1865 ho 
was apjiointed Second-in -Command of his old regiment, 
tho ll**' N. I., then on field service in tho i hutan 
Dnars, and proceeding thither he joined tho (torps at 
Patla-Kawa in July; the Commandant being absent 
on sick leave, he, immediately on joining, boeamo 
Offg. Commandimt, and he continued in command of 
the corps during tho remainder of its service in tho 
field (India Medal and clasp). In the following Octo- 
ber he accomj)aniod the regiment to Dinapore, and 
at that place he continued in command until nearly 
tho end of November, when, the Commandant rejoin- 
ing, he reverted to tho post of Second^-Command. 
In September 1866 he was admitted into tho Bengal 
Staff Corps. In November lo68 he moved with this 
regiment to Dum-Dum, and in 1870-71 ho was for a 
long time in command of a portion of the corps 
.stationed at Alipur, Calcutta. In Decemlier 1871 ho 
accompanied the corps to the Camp of Exercise at 
Delhi, and he there, on the Commandant being ap- 
pointed to the command of a brigade, succeeded to the 
tcmj)orary command of the regiment ; this, liowevor, 
he held for less than a fortnight, for on the 27^^ of tho 
same month he was removed from the corps, and 
directed to do general duty at Delhi. In this position 
he continued until the 14^*^ February 1873, when he 
was transferred to the Retired List of the Army. At 
a subsequent period he was permitted to accept the 
command of the troops of the Baja of Nahan, and he 
continued in that employment until his death. He 
died at Nahan on the 29^^ December 1886. 

Wilde, Hugh Norris, Second-Lieutenant (1873 — 
1894 ). — Grave at Murree . — Son of Lieutenant-General 
Sir Alfred Thomas Wilde, K.G.B., C.S.I., of the 
Madras Staff Corps, sometime commanding tho Punjab 
Frontier Force. Bom on the 25**» April 1873. — ^En- 
tered H. M.’b Service (from the Royal Mily. 
College) on the 20*^ Pebmaiy 1892 as a Second- 
Lieutenant in the 2^ Bathdion of the West Yorkshire 
Regiment (the 14^^ Foot), and, proceeding to India, 
he joined that corps in the following month at Sitapnr, 
in Oudh. On the 24^>^ April 1893 he was appointed 
an Offg. Wing Officer in the Infantry of the Corps of 
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GaideSi on probation for the Indian Staff Corps, and 
having joined at Manlan. ho serve^ there with the 
corps for nearly a year? In the spring of the follhwing 
year he proceeded on leave to Mnrree, and at that place 
he died on the 11^*» June 1894. 

Wilkinson. Christopher. Ensign (1829—1851).— 
Grave at Peshawar, No, 939.— The oldost son of General 
Christopher Dixon Wilkinson, C.B,, Bengal Infantry. 
Born at Allahabad in Decembor 1829. — Entered tho 
Bengal Army jn 184G. Arrive*d in India on the 4^** 
•July of the same year, and on tho 15^^ was ordered up 
to Benares to do duty with the 9‘** N. I. In May 
1847 he was postftd to the N. I„ but being at that 
time on leave ifl the hills, he did not join tho regiment, 
then at Lucknow, until the end of ^he following De- 
cember. In December 1848 he was transfened, at his 
own roquet^, to tho 28^*' N. T,, and having joined that 
coi*ps at Hoshiarpur, he served with it in tho Jullundur 
Doab during the remainder of the period of tho second 
Sikh War, without, however, being ever engaged in 
any operations against the enemy. Early in 1850 he 
marched with the regiment to Peshawar, arriving 
thei'e on the 1"^ March, and at that place he ilied on 
the 6^^ July 1851, at which time, though he had more 
than five years' service to his credit, ho was still the 
junior Ensign (fi hLs regiment. 

Wiiles, John Shaw, M,T)., Assistant-Surgpon 
(c. 1821 — 1852). — Orave at Dagshai, No, 438. — En- 
tered H. M.'s Service on the Mai-ch 1844 as a 
Staff Assistant-Surgeon to the Forces. On the 31***- 
May following ho was appointed Assi.-Siirgtjon to 
the Foot, and proceeding to India before the end 
of the yeai;, he joined a %ving of the njgiment stationed 
at Ahmednagar. In December 1844, shortly after 
joining, ho accompanied a doticliment of tho i*egimtmt 
on field service to the Sou them Mahratta country, and 
there, in tho following niontli, he took pari in the 
capture of Gotia and in tho storming of the Monohar 
Btockados and fcH. On the conclusion of those operii- 
tious he returned with the detachment to Aluueduagar, 
whence in Decjcmber 1845 he accompanied the* wing 
to Bombiy, where tho whole of tho rtigiment was 
assembled. In tlio following month he accompanied 
the I'cgiment to Sindh, and proceeding to Sixkkur, lie 
witb it joined tho Sindh Field Force, which was 
intended to marcih noi’th wards and take part in the 
first Sikh War ; tho battle of Sobraon having, however, 
brought the war to an end, the force was broken up 
on reaching Bahawalpur, and he tlion returned with 
the regiment to Siikkur, afteiwards accompanying it 
to Karachi and Bombay, where, in March 1847, ho 
embarked with it for England. Lauding at Gravesend 
in the following August he accompanied the i'cgiment 
to Canterbury, but he had not boon with it there many 
days when, on the 13‘*» of the same month, he was 
transferred to the Foot, t^ieu serving in the West 
Indies. Ho joined this regiment at Barbadoos early 
in 1848, and ho subsequently served with it at Trinidad 
and St. Vincent until the spring of 1850, when, having 
been transferred to the 75^^ I^Viot on the March of 
that year, he returned home and embarked for India. 
Arriving in Bengal in the following September, he 
proceeded to Ambala and thei'e joined tho 75**‘ early 
in November. In March 1851 he was sent up to 
Iiandour in medical charge of a detachment of con- 
valescents, bat he rejoined his regiment at Ambala 
in the following month. On tho 7^** October 1851 he 
exchanged into the 9^^ Lancers, at the same station, 
but this exchange not having been sanctioned by the 
War Office, he reverted to the 75^*^ before the end of 
the year. In the spring of 1852 he was sent up to 
Dagshai to do duty tompomrily with the 98^^ Foot, 
•and at that station he died on tho 21^^ July following. 

Wllles, William Gibson, Oaptain (c. 1796— 
1845).— Grace at Feroz^ore, No. 479 ; see also note to No, 
441.— Entered H. M.’s Service on the 9^*^ September 1813 
aB an Ensign in the 2*^ Battalion ,of the 45^^ Foo^ 


with which he served at Plymouth until it was 
dishtinded in October 1814. He was then transferred 
to the Battalion of the regiment, and having 
joined it at Enniskillen, he eon tinned serving with 
it there and at Belfast for two years and a half. On 
tho 19^^^ Deceml)or 1816 he was pi*omoted to the i*ank of 
Lieutenant. On the March 18 17, in consequence 
of reductions in tho Ai’my, he was placed on half -pay. 
and ho remained in that position until tho 10*^'* February 
1825, when he was brought book on full pay as a Lleut- 
enaut in the 31 si Foot. Having joined tluit regiment 
at Chatham, lie, in tho following April, embarked with 
a detach rnont of it for Beng.al, and landing at Fort 
William, Calcutta, in the following August, be, with 
his detachment, joined the loft wing of tho corps, at 
Borhaiiipore, in the succeeding month. He, however, 
soon nfterwsyids returned to Fort William with tho 
wing, and the/wholo regime nt Iwiiig assomhlod there, ho, 
in tho spring of 1826, proeeedt'd with it to Dinapore, 
whence in tlio winter of 1826-27 he accompanied it to 
Meerut. In January 1831 ho marcliod with tho regi- 
ment to Karnal, and in the following October ho ac- 
companied it to Bii])ar, whither it proceeded as part of 
the oscoid of the Governor- Gonoinl, Lord William 
Boiitinek, oh tho occasion of His Lordship's meeting 
with the Maharajah Hanjit Singh ; and having reiurnod 
to Karnal with the corps in N\>vomber, he thereafter 
continued serving with it thcro for more than four 
years. In 1835 ho officiated for several months as 
Paymaster of tlio regiment. In tlic spring of 1836 ho 
marched with the regiment to J)ina])ore, wheuoo early 
ill 1838 he was dotoclnul to Landoiir for duty with tho 
Convalescent Dopdt at that station. JIo rejoined tho 
ijegiment at Ghazipur in the sjiring of tho following 
year, and having soon afterwards boon appointed nct- 
ihg Qiiartor-Mastcr, he continued in that situation for 
several mouths. On the 26*** Scptornbiu' 1839 ho waB 
pi'omoted to tho rank of Captain. In tho autumn of 
1840 ho moved with tho rogimmit to Agra. In January 
1842 he marcjhed thence with the corjis cn ronfe to 
Afghanistan on field service, ajid having joinod the 
Army under Major-General Pollock at Jalalabad on tho 
5‘** May, ho thereafter servod with it throughout tho 
campaign of that year, including the Shinwari Expedi- 
tion and tho two actions of Afaisfua, tho actions of 
Jagdalak and Tozin, the re-occupation of Kabul, aud 
various actions in the passes botwoeu Kabul and tho 
Khaibar during the return march to tho British pro- 
vinces in TTiiidiistaii (Modal). On tlio breaking up of 
the Army at Fero/.o|)oro in January 1843, he accompanied 
th(! reginiont to Ambala, whence in tho following April 
he proceeded on six months’ leave to Jjaudour. In the 
following Novernbc!! he marched with the regiment to 
Ferozeporo, whence he retumod with it to Ambala ia 
May 1844, On tho outbreak of the first Sikh War, iu 
December 1845, ho accompanied his regiment into tho 
field, but his share iu the operations was, after all, but 
a small one, for in the very first engagmoiit of the 
campaign, at Mudki on the DoeemlKir, he received 
a mortal wound, from the effects of which ho died on 
the 24^**. 

Williams. David, TAeulcnant - Colond (1801 — 
1852). — Orave at Lahore Cantonment^ No. 651.— Bom 
at Pombreg, Co. Carmarthen, South Wales, in 1801.— 
Entered the Bengal Army in 1819. Arrived in India in 
August 1820, and on the 25^** of the saiue month was 
ordered up to Ghazipur to do duty witli tho Bengal 
European Regiment. In January 1821 he was posted 
to tho 2 Battalion 2** N. I., and having joined that 
corps at Neemuch, ho, towaxds the close of tho sama 
yoar, accompanied it to Lucknow. In 1823, on tha 
Army being augmented, he was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant and removed, 25^** Septembor, to the 2^ Bat* 
talion 23** N. I., and having joinod that corps at Ber- 
hampore. he was. at the end of the succeeding manth. 
appointed Adjutant. Early in tho following year he 
accompanied the battalion on service to Assaniy where he 
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aenred with it thronghoat the first oamj^gn against 
the Burmese invaders of that provincoi taking part m the 
advance on (3auhati and in various little skirmishes 
with the enemy. On the reorganisation of the Arny 
taking place in May 1824 he was posted to the 45^^ N. L. 
(late 1*^ Battalion 23^ ), and in the following m^ith he 
was appointed Adjutant of the corps, but having been 
detained in Assam with the 46^^ (late 2 Battalion 23 
he did not join the 45*^, then on the Chittagong fron- 
tier, until the following October. He shortly after- 
wai^ accompanied this regiment to Dinapore, whence 
towards the close of the succeeding year he moved with 
it to Benares. About the middle of Decombor 1825 he 
was directed to proceed and join the Army before Bharat- 
pur and there place himself under the orders of the Com- 
missary-General, and having done so, ho thereafter 
served throughout the remainder of the uege as an act- 
ing Depy. Asst. Comy.-Genl., for wHiich and for 
his previous servicoB in Assam during the Burmese War, 
he was, many years later, award^ the India War 
Modal with two clasps. In March 182(5 ho was appoint- 
ed a supernumerary Sub- Asst. Comy.-Genl. and {vacat- 
ing the Adjutancy of his regiment) was posted to the 
Pirosidency. Towards tho close of the following May he 
was appointed a permanent Sub-Asst. 6omy.-Gonl., 
and having in the succeeding August been sent to 
Arakan, he served there (at Sandoway and other places) 
in that capacity (the last two years in executive 
charge) until January 1829, when he wemt away on 
fiiok leave to tho Gape Colony, South Africa. He re- 
turned to India in May 1830, and, resuming his appoint- 
ment, he served, in executive charge, at Kyouk Phyoo, 
Arakan, untiljuno 1832, when, vacating tho appoint- 
ment on promotion to the rank of Captain, he was direct- 
ed to do duty temporarily with 66^^ N. I., at tho saAe 
Btation. On the 20^^ August following he was re- 
appointed to tho Commissariat Dept, and placed at tho 
head of the list of Sub- Assistants, but he remained in 
the Dept, only until the succeeding month, when he was 
nominated a Senior Assistant to the Local Superintend- 
ent in tho Province of Arakan ; this appointmout (to 
which the designation of Senior Asst. Gommr. of 
Arakan ’* was afterwards applied) he continued holding 
for more than sixteen years, in the course of which ho 
at various times held charge of different districts of 
the province, and twice (once in 1839, and again in 
1845) officiated in the office of Commissioner of ./^akan. 
In October 1848, his regiment, the 45^^ N. I., liaving 
been detailed for service with the Army of tho Punjab, 
he was ordered to rejoin it, temporarily, at Forozeporc, 
and having done so, he found himself, as Major, in com- 
mand of tho corps, the Lieutenant-Colonel having been 
appointed to the command of a brigade. Thereafter, 
in command of the regiment, he served with distinotion 
throughout the Punjab Cannmaign of 1848-49, taking 
TOurt in the passage of tho Cmenab and the battles of 
Ghilianwala and Gujerat, for which he received the 
Punjab Medal with two clasps, and was promoted to the 
rank of Lieutenant-Colonel by brevet. In March 1849, 
on the conclusion of the war, having elected to remain 
with his regiment, ho resigned his civil appointment in 
Arakan, and accompanying the 45^^ to Ambala, he 
arrived there with it in tho following month. In 
February 1850 ho moved with the regiment to Bareilly. 
Towards tho ond of the succeeding August, on his 
promotion to tho regimental rank of Lieutenant-Colonel 
being notified, he was posted to the 65^^ N. I. at Lahore, 
and he continued serving there in command of that 
regpment until July 1851, when he was transferi'ed to 
tho N. I. at Mian Mir. Of this regpment he re- 
mained in command until his death, which took place 
at Mian Mir on the 10^^ July 1852. 

Williams, George Blgoe, Cornet (c. 1827—1846).— 
Tablet at Verozepore, No, 443.— -The eldest son of Major- 
Cteueral Sii* William Williams, formerly of the 

13*1^ Foot, and nreat-gmdson of Sir Hugh Hill, Bart^ 
(I), of Brooke Hall, Go. Lohdouerry. — ^Entered H. M/s 
Service on the 31^ December 1844, as a Comet in the 16^^ 


Light Dragoonrf (Lonoers), and early in the fottdwing 
year he joined tte Cavalry Dopot at Maidstone. Embark- 
ing tor India in May 1845, ana landing at Calcutta in the 
following September, he soon afterwards joined his 
regiment at Meerut. On the outbreak of the first Sikh 
Warhoaooompanied his regiment to the fronts and hav- 
ing joined the Army of the Sutlej in January 1846, he 
was subsequently present with the regiment at the ac- 
tion of Ba^owal on the 21*>^ of that month, and at the 
battle of Aliwal on th^ 28^^ in which last he fell in a 
daring charge on one of the Sikh infantry squares, hav- 
ing then been only four months in the country. 

Williams, Richard, Lieutenant ^1803—1824).— 
Chrave at Ludhiana^ Nok 570. — ^Entered the Bengd 
Army in 1818, as ^a Cadet of Artillery. Arrived in 
India at the end of September 1819, and on the 12ti> of 
the Buooeeding month was posted to the Company 1*^ 
Battalion, Foot Artillery, at Dum-Dum. With this com- 
pany (which, by a change of designation, on the De- 
cember following, became tho 1*^ Company Battalion) 
he*continued serving until September 1821, when he. 
was transferred to the 2^ Company 3 Battalion at the 
same station. In tho autumn of the sanm year he 
proceeded with this company to Allahabad, whence, 
towards the close of 1822, he marched ^ith it to Kamal. 
At the end of February 1824 he proceeded on five 
months* (afterwards extended to nine months’) sick 
leave to tho hills ”, and he was still on leave when he 
died at Ludhiana on the 30^^ October 1824. 

Willock. Francis Gore, Captain (1828—1857).—^ 
Crave at Delhi, No. 105. — The eldest son of Sir Henry 
Willock, Kt. (sometimoB Charged' Affaires in Persia, 
and afterwards a Director of the East India Company), 
and nephew to Sir John Francis Davis, Bart, (I). 
Born in Russia in 1828. — ^Entered the Bengal Army in 
1846. Arrived in India on the fit'* Februaiy 1847, and 
on the 18t'* of the same mouth was oi*dered up to 
Cawnpore to do duty with the 9^** Light Cavalry. In 
the following October, on the O''* leaving for Mhow, 
he was directed to join and do duty with 4*'* Light 
Cavalry on its arrival at Cawnpore, and he joined 
that corps accordingly in January 1848. In May 1848 
he was posted to the 6^'* Light Cavahy, which he joined 
at Nakodar, in the Julian^ r Doab. On the outbreak 
of the second Sikh War he accompanied his regiment 
into the field, and he thereafter served with it tl^ugh- 
out the Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, flicludiag the 
battles of Ghilianwala and Gujerat (Medal and two 
clasps). On the conclusion of the campaign, his regi- 
ment having been ordered to Meerut, ho was per- 
mitted to remain at Lahore on leavo for three 
months, on the expiration of which, towards the close 
of June 1849, he rejoined the corps at its new station, 
whence, in the autumn in 1853, he marched with it 
to Nowgong, in Bundelkhand. In January 1856 he was 
appointed Adjutant of tho regiment, and in tiie spring 
of 1857 ho accompanied the corps to Jullundur. He was 
with the regiment when it mutinied at that station 
on the June, and was greatly distinguished on that 
occasion by his efforts* to bring his men back to a sense 
of duty. Having volunteered for field service, he was 
sent down to Delhi in the succeeding month, and on 
arrival in camp was attached, 18*** July, to H. M.’s 
9*** Lancers ; two days later, however, he was apjpointed 
to do duty with the Cavalry of tho Corps of Guides, and 
to that corps he remained attached . until his death. 
He died in camp before Delhi, of typhoid fever, on the 
22<* August 1857. 

Willoughby, Edward Cotgrave Parr, Lieu- 
.tenant (c. 183(5—1858 ). — Tablet at Kohat, No, 1043.— • 
Son of Edward Willoughby, Esqr., of The Warren, 
Bugly, Co. Warwick.— Entered the Bombay Army in 
1854. Arrived in India in November of the same year, 
and found that, in antiqiTOtion of his arrival, he 1^, 
on the if* October preceding, been posted to the 14*** 
N. I., then at Karachi ; having, however, obtaii^ a 
tramrfer to the 10*** N. I., he soon afterwards joined 
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that corps at Nasirabad. In February 1855 he went 
home <m leaye, and having when in ^rope been^per- 
jxdttdi to join the Turkish* Contingent, he was granted 
the local rank of Lieutenant in Turkey from the 27^^ 
Sfarch following. He continued serving with the con- 
tingent (in Turkey and in the Crimea) until 1856, 
when, on the termination of the Russian War, 
the entire force was disbanded ; and returning then to 
Englsmd, he remained there until February 1857, 
when his services were placed at the disposal of Sir 
James Outram for employment with the Expeditionary 
Force in Persia. He arrived at Bombay in April, and 
immediately afterwards proceeded to Persia, whore, in 
the following J\ine, the war being then at an end, 
he was attached to the British Miss^ in that country 
for ** special duty.” Having boon withdrawn from 
this duty <tn the following month, he returned to 
Bombay, and on the 21"^ September following he 
Was appointed to do duty with the 1^^ Baluch Batta- 
lion ; tnat corps being then with the Delhi Field Foi*oc, 

, ihero were, in the circumstances of the time, consider- 
able difficulties in the way of liis joining it, but hav- 
ing been ^ected to proceed by whatever route the 
Commandor-in-Chief might proscribe, he went by sea 
to Calcutta, and arriving there on the 17^^ October, he 
was, on the following day, ordered to do duty with 
H. M.'fl Foot, until an opportunity should offer of 
joining the Baluch Battalion at Delhi. On arriving 
at Cawnpore early in November he was permitted to 
do duty with the Punjab Infantry, and having 
joined that regiment near Alambagh on tho 7^^, he 
thereafter served with it throughout the operations 
for the relief of Lucknow, in tho course of which, after 
takinj^ part in the capture of the Martini^ro, ho was 
prominently engaged in the brilliant storming of the 
Sikandrabagh, his gallant conduct on that occasion 
winning him a recommendation for the decoration of 
tho Victoria Cross : at the same time, all his senior 
officers having fallen killed or wounded, ho succeeded 
to the command of the regiment, and holding this for 
nearly two months, he thereafter led the corps in the 
remaining operations of tho relief, in the return march 
to Cawnpore, in the rout of tho Gwalior Contingent at 
that place on the December, in the affairs «.t 
Saraighat and tho Kali Nadi, and iinally at tlie occii- 
pation of Fatehgarh. At this time, January 1858, 
tho Govta of^ Bombay, apparently unaware of 
his actual position, nominated him acting (Juarter- 
Master and Interpreter to tho Baluch Battalion, 
with effect from date of joining, but as ho never 
joined that corps tho appointment did not take effect. 
At the end of the same month he was present with 
the 41 ** Punjab Infantry in tho sliarp action at Shamsh- 
abod, and marching shortly afterwards with tlie 
corps towards Lucknow, he served with it through- 
out tho siege and capture of that place in March 1858, 
including tho storming of tho Begum Kothi and of tho 
Ool Mnsjid : in the course of these operations he 
officiated as Adjutant from tho 12^^' to the 20^ March, 
and on the 21^^ he again succeeded to the command 
of the regpment in action. On the 29^^' of the same 
month, a senior officer having been nominated to 
act as Commandant, ho was appointed Offg. Seoond- 
in-Command of the regiment, and accompanying it 
soon afterwards, in that capacity, in tho movement 
towards [^hilkhand, he unhappily fell in the disastrous 
attack on the fort of Ruiya, near Radhamad, on tho 15^^ 
April 1858. 

Willoughby, George Dobson, First-Lieutenant 
(1828—1867). — Inscription at Delhi^ No, 165.— Bom at 
Wcymonth, Co. Dorset, on tho Nov^ber 1828.— 
Bnteri^ the Bengal Army in 1846. Arrived in India 
in Jnly 1847, and in the following November was 
posted to the 4*»> Company 2«* Battalion, Foot Artillery, 
at Dnm-Dum. In June 1848 he was transferred to 
the D* Company 5^ Battalion, and having joined it 
at li^ore, he was in garrison at that plade throughout 
the Punjab Campaign of 1848-49 (ftedal). Towards 


the close of 1850 he moved with the company to 
Amhala. In December 1851 ho was detach^ to 
Meerut in command of a body of invalids, transfers, 
Ac., and having on arrival at tnat station, at tho end 
of the month, been sent on to the Presidency in com* 
mand of the detachment, he was, while there, early 
in March 1852, removed to the 4^^ Company Ba& 
talion at Ambala; before ho conld proce^ to join, 
however, lie was, on the 16^^ of the same month, 
appointed to do duty with the Company of the 

same battalion, and joining it on its arrival from Dina- 
pore, he, at the end of the mouth, embarked with it 
for service on the expedition to Burma, taking part 
thereafter in the operations resulting in the capture 
of Rangoon and tho expulsion of the Burmese irocw 
from the vicinity of that place (India Medal and clas]^. 
From June toLAngust 1852 he officiated as Adjutant 
to the wing (two comnanies) of tho 5^^ Battalion then 
serving in Bunna, and towards the end of the latter 
month he was appointed acting Adjutant and Quarter- 
Master to tho same wing, but he held this appointment 
for only a short time. Tn Septemlxsr 1852 he was 
transferred to tho 2** Company 5**» Battalion (No. 3 
iiight Field Battery attached), with which in the 
following month he proceeded to Promo, and ho was 
i*e-poBted to that company in the spring of the Succor- 
ing year on Ills promotion to tho rank of First-Lien* 
tenant taking place. Thoi*eafter he continued serving 
ni Prome for nearly eighteen months, in the oonrso 
of which he threo times officiated as Adjutant to tho 
companies of the 5^*' Battalion in Bnrma, onoe as 
Adjutant to the Artillery Division at Prome, and onco 
(from May to September 1854) as Adjutant to tho 
Bengal Aiiiillory Division in Burma. In October 1854 
ho returned to Bengal with tho 2^ Company 5^^ ]^t* 
ialion, and was stationed with it at Dum-Dum, whence 
in April 1855 he proceeded to Simla on leave for six 
mouths. In the same month ho was removed to the 
4^^' Company 6^*^ Battalion, and appointed Adjutant to 
the Ferozepore Division of Artillexv, but this appoint- 
ment lapsed on 5*^ May, when he was appointed a 
Depy. Commissary of Ordnance. In tho succeeding 
month ho was transferred from tho rolls of tho 4^ 
Company 6^** Battalion to those of tho Company 9** 
Battalion, and a few days later bo was posted (as 
Depy. Commy. of Ordnanco) to the Phillaur Magasino. 
On tho 14^^ September following he was transfenred 
to the Cawnpore Magazine, which he joined on the 
expiration of his leave on tho 15^^ October. In March 
1856 he was appointed an acting Commy. of Ord* 
nance of the second class. In October 1856, on the 
abolition of the Cawnpore Magazine being ordered, he 
was transferred to tho Magazine at Dolhi| but having 
been directed to remain at the former, place until w 
necessary arrangements had been q^plet^, he did 
not assume charge of tho Delhi Magazine until 
April 1857. He was at his post >(rhen, on the o£ 
the succeeding month, the gr^t' Mutiny burst forth 
at Delhi, and he was one pi The Devotod Nina 
who on that memorablo occasion for four long hours 
heroically defended the Magazine against an over- 
whelming horde of mutineers and rebels, and then, 
when drfence was no longer possible, ^ blow it into th^o 
air rather than permit it to fall intact into t^o 
hands of the enemy. Battered and bruised and 
half-stunned by the terrible explosion, in wWfih Rto 
of his bozoio comrades had perished, he succeed^, 
almost by a miracle, in raalcmg his escape ^m^tno 
ruins and reaching first tho main-guard, at the KashiQir 
Gate, and afterwards the Flag Staff Tower, whore imAy 
refugees from the city and the cantonments had assem* 
bled ; and when the general retirement took place at 
night-fall, he endeavoured to make his way across ooun* 
try to Meerut. But ho did not live to reach that place, or 
to reap the reward of his heroic conduct ; interooptcd ^ 
a gang of blood-thirsty rebels, ho perished mismbly ly 
the way, having been captured and barbarously 
dered in the viltege of Kdmhera on the 13^^ May 1867* 
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Wilson. Andrew Thomas Alexander. Oap- 
lain (1803— 1844).-— Orart? at Simla, No. 310.— «En- 
terod the Bengal Army in 1818. Arriyod in India in 
March 1820, and at the end of the same month was 
ordered np to Dina pore to do duty with the Bengal 
European Regiinout. In tlie folloitring August he was 
sent on to Benares to do duty with the right wing of 
the 1®* Battalion 16**> N. I,, and he continued with that 
corps untilJanuaiy 1821, when he was posted to the 
1"^ Battalion 8^*' N. I., then at Kaita, in Bundelkhand. 
In S^pteiriber 1823, on attaining the rank of Lieute- 
nant, ho was re-posted to this battalion, with which, 
towards the dose of the same year, he mov'ed from 
Kaita to Bareilly. On the reorganisation of the Army 
taking place in May 1824 he was posted to the 24^^ 
N. I. (late 2*' Battalion 8‘**)> having joined that 
regiment at Jlaiisi, ho was appointed in^he following 
November to act as Adjutant to six coil^auies of the 
corps tomj)orarily detached from head-quarters on the 
march to Delhi, whither the corp.s had been ordered in 
course of relief. Ho aiTived at Delhi in tlie course of 
the same month, and ho continued serving there .with 
the regiment until September 1825, when he was 
ordered to Chittagong to join the 1®^ Gremidier Batta- 
lion, which had heem formed for service hi the Bur- 
mese War, then going on, and of which one grenadier 
Oompany of his regiment formed part. Tlio battalion 
having moved on into Arakau, he joined it there, but ho 
had not been with it long when his health failed, and 
ho was compelled. Deromber 1825, to I'ctiirn to 
Sengal on leave. On the withdrawal of the battalion 
from Arakan, early in 182G, he rejoined it at Barrack- 

E >ro, whence at the end of April he acconij)anicd it to 
inapore, and on the corps being broken up at tlie 
close of the succeeding month, he proceeded to Delhi 
and there rejoined the 24*^ N. I., with which, in the 
cold season of 1826-27, ho marched to Bhopalpur, in 
Malwa. In the following cold season he moved with 
ihe regiment to Cawnpore, whence in the spring of 
1831 he proceeded with it to Benares. In October 1832 
he obtained leave to Calcutta preparatory to going home 
on furlough, but his regiment having been ordered on 
service, he rejoined it, and he thereafter served with it 
throughout the harassing operations of 1832-33 against 
the insurgent Ghuors of Barabhum and Manbhum (the 
^^Jnngle Mahals.”) On tho close of these operations 
he accompanied the regiment to Barrackpore, arriving 
there in May 1833, and thonce on the following De- 
cem^r he went home on furlough. . On his return to 
India in December 1836 he rejoined the 24^^ N. I. at 
Midnaporc, and he continued serving there with the 
corps nntl October 1839, when ho was transferred to 
the 2^ European Regiment (now ihe 2^ Battalion, 
Bojal Munster Fusiliers), tho raisix^ and formation 
of which had roaently been ordered. Iroceeding to the 
P^sidency, he th«re, in December, assumed command 
of the detachment (nearly 400 men) forming the head- 
quarters p ortion of the new corps, and with it he soon 
afterwards marched to Ilazaribagn, arriving there about 
the middle of January 1840. In the following Nov^ 
ember he marched with tht corps (now fully formed) 
to Ghazlpar, whence in Febraary 1842 he aocompanied 
it to CawTipore. In the antnxnn of the same year he 
jnooeeded with the regiment to Ferozepore, where it 
joined tluf Army of Reserve, and on the breal^g up of 
that Army in Januaxy 1843 he accompanied the corps 
to Me4rut, arriving there towards the close of the suo- 
oeeding month. In November 1843 he inarched with 
the regiment to Ambala, whence in the following April 
he proceeded on six months’ leave to Simla. He died 
at that place on tho 10^^ July 1844.

.Wilson, William McMurdo, Lieutenant (1792-— 
1814 ). — Grave at Nahan, No. 907.P— Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1808. Arziyed ia India in Ootober 1809| and 


in the usual ooiilrse was scut to tho Cadet College at 
Barasat. On th.e* 4 ^h September 1810 ho was posted to 
the Battalion 26th N. I« At the end of January 
1811 he passed out of Barasat, and was directed to joiu 
the corps to which ho stood posted, which he did ao- 
cordingly, at Agra, in the following April. At the end 
of 1812 he moved with the battalion to Delhi, at which 
station and at Rewari he served for two years. In 
October 1814, on tho formation, at Meerut, of a Light 
Infantry Battalion to torm part of the force detailed 
for service against tho Gurkhas in the Debra Dun, he 
was appointed to it with the light company of tho 2** 
Batts^ion under the command of Lieutenant 

Thackeray (q. v.), and ajeompanying ilie force under 
the command of •Major-General R. R. Gillespie, he 
served with the Light Battalion in the first assault of 
Kalanga, in tho action of Dubiri (in comn|and of the 
light company of tho 2 — 26^^, Lieutenant Thackeray 
having been severely wounded in the assault 
Kalanga), and finally in the attack on the Gurkha 
po.sitioii on Jaithak Hill, near Nahan, on the 27^*‘ De- 
cember 1814, on which occasion ho foil, with Lieutenant ' 
Thackeray and tho greater portion of the light com- 
pany of the 2—26*^*', in covering, with devot«l heroism, 
the retreat of tho column under the command of 
Major William Richards. • 

Notk. — Though thiR ofRoer is styled Knsigii ” in all the 
ai^coiints of tho Gurkha War, iiowaa actually a Licuionant when 
he fell, having attained that rauk on tho Decomher ISId;, 

eleven days before his death. 

Winn, The Hon'ble Charles Cavendish 
Major (1858 — 1898 ). — Grave •at Ambala, No. 264. — 
The second son of Rowland Winn, Esqr., ^of Nostell, 
Co. York, who was raised to the peerage in 1885 as 
Baron St. Oswald. Born on the 27^^‘ September 1858.— 
Entered H. M.’s Service on the 13‘^* November 1875 as 
a Snb-Liouicnant in tho 1®^ West York Militia Rifles, 
and was afterwards advanced to the rank of Lieutenant 
from the same date. On the 1®^ March 1879 lie was 
transferred to the regular forces as a Second-Lieutenant 
ill ihe 4tb Battalion of the Rifle Brigade, then serving 
ill tho Bengal Presidency, and proceeding to India 
soon afterwards, he joined the dep6t of that corps at 
Kuldana, in tho Murreo Hills, at wliioh place, towards 
the close of the following June, ho joined the battalion 
itself on its return from field service on the Khaibar 
lino. In the following November he moved with tho 
battalion to Rawal Piudi, at which place lie was still 
serving when, on the 20^^ January 1881, he was pro- 
moted to the rank of Lieutenant. Ho was left at 
Rawal Pindi when the battalion proceeded on service on 
the Mahsud Waziri Expedition in April 1881, but he 
rejoined it on its return, and early in tho following year 
he accompanied it to Jhansi, whence he was sent soon 
afterward, with a detachment, to the fortress of 
Gwalior. In April 1883 he went home ou sick leave, 
and while there, in May 1884, he was transferred from 
the 4t^b to the 2^ Battalion of tho Rifle Brigade, and 
having joined tliis corps at the Curiugh, he moved 
with it to Aldershot in the following October, and to 
Woolwich in October 1886. On the 21®^ February 
1888 he was promoted to the rank of Captain, and 
posted to the 4th Battalion. In the following April ho 
was provisionally appointed Aide-de-Camp to .Major- 
General Nowdegate, C. B., commanding the brigade at 
Gibraltar, and having been confirmed in tho appoint- 
ment in the following November, he waS seconded in. 
the regiment and struck off the rolls of the 4tb Battalion. 
He continued serving at Gibraltar, as Aido-de-Camp, 
until April 1893, and having then l^en restored to the 
effective strength of the regiment and posted to the 3^ 
Battalion, he proceeded to India towards the close 
of the year, and joined that corps at Peshawar, whence 
he aooompanied it to Rawal Pindi in December 1894. 
On the 16^k December 1895 he was advanced to the 
rank of Mamr, and re-posted to the 3^ Battalion. In 
April 1896 nelsocompanied tho battalion to Kuldana» 
but he veturned with it to Rawal Piudi in the following* 
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October, and towards the end of March 1897 lie went 
home on twelve mouths’ leave. Consequent on the 
outbreak of the frontier ijar he luturned to India *in the 
summer, and having rejoined his battalion ho served 
with it until the end of tko Tochi Expedition (India 
Medal and clasp). On the withdrawal of tlie battalion 
from the Tochi Valley he accompanied it to Ambala, 
arriving there in November 1897, and at that j)laco he 
died on the 25*^ January 1898, from the effects of an 
accident at polo. « 

Wishart, Thomas Lieutenant (r. 1784— 1817).— 
Grave at Lelhiy No, iiO. — Entered the Bengal Array in 
1804. Arrived in*India in J une 180G, and in ilio usual 
course was scnl; to the Cadet Coyego at Barasat ; it 
having been represented, however, that he had “done 
duty for a considcralde period of time witli a coi’ps in 
His Majesty’s Service,” ho was discharged from 
Barasat on tlio February 1807, and having within 
•a week, l)cen posted to the Battalion N. I., ho 
joined that corps at Midiiapore. Early in the follow* 
^ ing year ho accompanied the battalion to Benares, at 
which place, and at Cliuiiar, ho continued serving with 
it until March 1810, when he jiroceodcd with in en 
route to Ajaigarli, in Bundelkhand. Before roaehing 
that place, however, the corps was diverted to Tirowha, 
for the purpose of protecting that part of the country 
from the incursions of the insurgent chief Copal Singh, 
and lie was thereafter actively engaged in tlio ])ur- 
Buit of thnt rebel and in the operations ending with the 
action of Bucliaun, in which, however, the battalion 
was not engagcid. He subsequently j)rcceeded with tbo 
hittalion to Ajaigarli, at wlii(?h place ho coniiinicd with 
it until I^fay 1813, when he acconipanied it on service 
into Bagbelkand, in which province? In? was actively 
employed, with the Rewah Field Force, until the sjuiag 
of the following yeai*, taking j)ai*t in tho capiuro and 
destruction of several mud forts, including that of 
Entail ri. At tho end of May 1814 lie marched with 
tho battalion rn route to Muttra, and having arrivc<l at 
that station in tho following J uly, ho continued serving 
with it there until tho close of tho j-oar, when, in con- 
nection with tho operations then being carried on 
against tho Gurkhas in the Dehra Dun, In? accompanied 
the corps to Saharaiipur. In tho spring of ISIG ho 
officiated for sonic time as Adjutant to a wing of .the 
battalion detached temporarily to ITardwar, In tho 
coiirso of ^ho same year he accompanied the battalion 
to Rowari, whence ho aftciwaids moved witli It to 
Delhi* Ho died at Delhi on tho 28**' May 1817. 

Note. — W ith referoneo to tho afatiMivcnt that this ofiSepr wan in 
II. M.’b Service prior to cntcriuj? llu? liengal Army, it ia to In* 
noted that his name cannot ho traced in any Army List of 11. M.’s 
rc^gular forces from 1800 to 1300. Ho was probably an ofticev of 
the Militia or Fcncibles. 

Wollen, James Goodlad, Lieutenant (1819 — 
1845), — Tablet at Ferozepnre, No, 4i2. — Son of 
William Wollen, Bsqr., of the Bengal Civil Service. 
Born at Jessore, in Bengal, on the 10**' September 
1819. — Entered the B(?ugal Army in 1838. Being 
already in India (residing with his father at Scram- 
pore), he was formally admitted into the service in 
fflay of that year, and in the following month he was 
sent up to Barrackpovo to do duty with the 3^ N. I. On 
tho 1®* September following ho was posted to tho 42d 
N. I., and having joined that corps at Bareilly, ho, in 
tho succcediT% month, marched with it to Karnal: 
he afterwards, in November, moved with it to Feroze- 
pore, whence, in December, ho accompanied it on service 
with the Army of the Indus. Having reached Quetta 
with tho head-quartci*s of the regiment in May 1839, 
he continued serving there with tho corps until the 
close of the following October, when he moved up with 
it to Kandahar. In October 1840, on the occurrence 
of the outbreak in* Baluchistan, he returned with the 
regiment to Quetta, and having subsequently taken 
part in the recovery of Kalat from* the insurgents 
into whose hands it had fallen, he was, in November, 


left at that place with the rogimout, in garrison. In 
March 1841 ho was appointed Assistant to the Politi- 
cal Agent at Quetta, and ho remained in tliat employ- 
ment until the spring of 1842, when he ro joined Ins 
reginu'nt at Kandahar, theix^after taking paiii with tho 
corps in all the operations of the force under the com- 
mand of Major-General Nott, iiicliiding those at and 
ai'ouiid Kandahar, the siiliscqucnt movement north- 
wards, tho actions of fioaiuo ami Ghazni, the ro-cap- 
turc of tlio latter jilace, the actions of Beni Badam and 
Maidan, the re-occupation of Kabul, the oxpcditloii 
into Kohistau, the caj)turo and destruction oi Istalif, 
and various actions in tho ])asNes lH)t\voeii Kabul and 
Peshfiwar during tiio witlidrawal of the British forces 
from Afghanistan (Medal). Ou tho broaking up of tlio 
Army at Ftirozojjoro ho proceeded with his regiment 
to Maiiipurk arriving there in March 1843; and in 
November 1^5 he accompanied the corps from that 
place to Ludhiana. On the outbreak of tin? first Sikh 
Wai* in the succeeding immth he ax^ctmipaniod his regi- 
ment into tho field with the A\*my of tho Sutlej, but 
Lis career, unhappily, came to an cud at a very early 
stage of the camj)iiign, for, after })aS8ing unscathed 
through the battle of Muilki, he f(‘ll, ilireo days later, 
in the siin^^niiiary conflict at Firo/.shiihr, — 21*** Decom- 
Ihu-1845. 

Wood, Frederic Philip Forster, Hemnd-Lieute- 
nont (r. 18G0 — IS8().) — Grave a! Kautl^tlnir^ No, 1 14G— 
Entered IT. M.’s »S(‘rv ico (from tho Royal M ily. Oollogo) 
on the 30*** January 187S as a Staumd- Lion tenant 
in tho 33'* Foot. That corps Im ‘ ing in India, ho joined 
tho regimontiil depot, which was thou fittMch(?d to tlio 
7G*** FcK)t at Aldershot, but ho al’iorwards movod with 
this corps to ShorndiJTo, whero he sorvcil witli it until 
the following October. On the 5*^ of t<hai month ho 
was transferred to tho 2‘* Battalion 7'** Foot, (tlio Royal 
Fusiliers), and procoeding to India, ho joinod that corjifl 
at Bomlaiy before tho ond of tho yoar. fn tho spring 
of 188t.) he accompanied the liathiliun to Southem 
Afghanistan, and ho was in garrison with it at Kan- 
dahar when, in the following summer, Ayub Klian 
advancc?d ou tho jdaco from llerat. After ilio disas- 
trous defeat of a part of tho Kandahar Field Force at 
Mai wand on tho 27*** July, he took part in tho roeon- 
naissanco to Kokeran, and iiftci‘w.‘ir<]s in tiu* defeuco of 
Kandahar against Ayub Khiin iij> to tho IG*** August 
1880, on whi(‘li ilato ho foil in :i soitio diroctc?d against 
tlic village of Dcli Khwaju. 

Wood, Henry Mackenzie Macdonald, Licutc- 
na.nt-Coloncl (1844 — 1897). — Grave at SviUivt, No. 722. 

Son of llonry William Irvine Wootl, Ewp, somotimo 

Secretary to the Calcutta Chamljcr of Commorco; and 
grandson of Major-General Henry John Wood, O.B., 
Bengal Artillery. Born at Agi-a on ilio 28*** January 
1844. — Entered H.M.’s Service (from the Royal 
Mily. College) on the 17**' January 18f)3, as an En- 
sign in the 38**‘ Foot. Ou tho 20**' of the following 
month he was f:]'an.sferred to the 35*** Foot, and pro- 
ccoiling to India lio joined that coi'ps at Fyzabad in 
the following May. In the winter of I8G4-65 he 
accompanied tho i-ogimoiit to Multiin, whoiice, on arrival, 
ho was detached with a company to Dtaa Ismail Khan. 
In tho spring of 1865 he was attached temporarily to 
tluj 7*** Hussw’s, at Sialkot, for instniction in cavalry 
drill, rojoining tho company at Dera Ismail Khan on 
completion of the course. On the 11*** Auguat follow- 
iijrr he was appointc?d First Doing Duty Officer (after- 
wards styled First Wing Subalieni) in tho 3** Punjab 
Infantry, on probation for tho Bengal Staff Corps^ into 
which he was subsequently admitted with offcot from 
that date, and having joined that corps at Dora Ismail 
Klmn, he was immediately appointed to officiate as 
Quarter-Master, a position in which ho continued until 
tho succeeding November. In January 18C6 ha accom- 
panied the regiment to Bannu, and having in the &!• 
lowing summer been again appointed officiating Quar* 
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ter- Master, ho ooniintiod in that situation until April 
1867, when ho was trail sfciTod to civil employ, ap- 
pointed an Asst. ComniisBionor in the Punjab, and 
posted to Abbottabad. Thereafter, in this employ- 
ment, — as Asst. Commissioner, Judicial Assistant, 
Deputy Commissioner (from Nov^imber 1884) and 
Divisional and Sessions Judge (from September 1890), — 
ho continued for the rest of his service, nearly thirty 
years, in the course of which he once proceeded on 
eight months’ leavo to New Zealand and three timos 
(November 1872, April 1888 and April 1896) went 
home on furlough, for periods aggregating three years 
and two months. On returning from his last furlough, 
in December 189G, ho was posted, as Divisional and 
Sessions J adge, to Sialkot, but he had scarcely entered 
on the duiics of the appointment, when he died there 
on the 15‘^‘ January 1897. ^ 

Woodcock, Edward Humphre^, Lieutenant^ 
Colonel (1827 — 1873 ). — Crave at No, 714.--- 

Entered the Bengal Army in 1847. Arrived in India 
in July of the same year, and in the following month 
was sent up to Bfinuckpore to do duty with the 61®*- 
N, I. In January 184S he was posted to the N. I., 
and proceeding to the Upper Provinces, he^ joined that 
regiment at Nowgong, in Bundolkhand, in the follow- 
ing March. In March 1850 ho proceeded with the 
left wing to Jhansi, and in the cold season of 1853-54 
ho moved with the ri'giment to i%f61tan, whence in 
November 1856 he accompanied it to Nowshera. Early 
in 1857 he was appointed to the command of the fron- 
tier fort of Biira, and ho was still employed on that 
duty when his regiment mutinied at Hoti-Mardan in 
the month of May. On the 2‘i July following ho was 
appointed to the command of Port Michni, but he 
had not been there many weeks when, on the 1®* August, 
he was appointed Adjutant of the 8^^ Punjab Infantry, 
then in course of formation at Nowshera. This ap- 
pointment ho, however, resigned within a fortnight, 
and having lieen ordered down <.o Delhi, lie was there, 
on the 2*^ September, appointed to do duty with the 
|Bt European Bengal Fusiliers (now the 1 Battalion, 
Royal Munster tMsiliers). With this ixjginient ho 
took part in the short remainder of the siege of Delhi 
and in the escalade of the Kashmir bastion In tho 
general assault of the *Scptembor, but advancing 
further west after tho broach had boi’ii carried, he fell 
severely wounded in a gallant attempt on the Burn 
bastion ; and being completely disabled, lie was unable 
to take any further part in the operations (Medal and 
clasp). After recovering from his wounds ho was 
attached for a short time to tho Sirmoor Battalion, 
which had been retained at Delhi after the capture 
of the place, and ho continued siTving there with that 
corps until the following November, wlieu lio was 
appointed acting Ad jutant of the 8^*' Tiregular Cavalry, 
a corps of which only a small fraction (about iifty native 
officers and men) now roiiiaini?d, tho regiment having 
mutinied at Barciilly and gone over to the^ enoiny in 
tho preceding May. Having joined this fragment at 
Meerut, he marched with it to Cawnporc, arriving 
there towanls the close of February 1858, when mea- 
sures were taken to re-raise the regiment, and ho was 
appointed to officiate as Socond-in-Commaud. Whilo 
bolding this appointment he was for many months in 
command of a troop of the regiment detached to 
.Fatehpur, and, taking part in the ojierations on tho 
left bank of the Jumna, in connection with tho redac- 
tion of Kalpi, he, on the 9*^^' May, commanded this 
detachment in tho affair with the loliels at Gharra* 
He continued officiating as »Second-in-Gommand until 
the 22'1 Septeml)er, when ho was appointed offg. 
Commandant of the corps, but he held this position 
for only a few weeks. Towards the end of October 
he accompanied the regiment into Oudh, and he after- 
wards served with it at Sitapur until February 1869, 
when he was appointed Second-in-Gommand of tho 
12^^ Irregular Cavalry. Having joined this corps at 


Meerut, ho mavched with it to Fatehgarh in April, 
and he was lef^at that place, in command of a detoch- 
menA, when, m the course df the summer, the regi- 
ment was moved to Bareilly. In Apiil 1860 he was 
appointed acting Commandant of the corps, and rejoin- 
ing head-quarters at Bareilly, he remained in command 
until the following October ; and he afterwards con- 
tinued serving as Seoond-in-Gommand until March 

1861, when ho went home on furlough. On his re- 
turn to India in March 1862, the 12<'^» Irregular Cavalry 
having in the meantime been disbanded^ he was appoint- 
ed to do duty with tho 1 (late 21^^) N. I., and naving 
joined that regiment at Rawal Ptfidi, he, in December 

1862, * accompanied it to Morar. In .August 1863 be 
was appointed a IJping-Duty Officer in the 20^** N, I. 
(late 8*^^ Punjab Infantry), and having joined tliat 
regiment at Peshawar, he, in the following October, 
proceeded with it on service, and ho was thereafter 
present with it throughout the Ambela Campaign 
(India Medal and clasp). On the conclusion of the 
campaign he returned with the regiment to Peshawar, 
whence ho was sent soon afterwards, in command off 
a detachment, to Shabkadai*; and having been left 
there when tho regiment moved to Rawal Pindi in 
March 1864, ho did not rejoin head-quarters until the 
following May# At tho end of November 1864 he 
was appointed to officiate as a Wing Officer in tho 
23*^ N. I. (Pioneers), and having joined the corps at 
Peshawar, he was made permanent in that appoint- 
mont in May 1865. Prom July to October 1865 he 
officiated as Socond-in- Command of tho corps. On tho 
12^** September 1866 he was admitted into tho Bengal 
Staff Corps. In February 1867 he went home on fur- 
lough, and having in July 1868, almost immediately 
.after his return to India, again gone away on sick 
leave to tho Australian colonies, ho never rejoined tho 
23*' , arid at the end of April 1869, ho vacated his ap- 
pointment in that regiment. On his return to India 
in January 1870 ho was posted to Sialkot for general 
duty, and, with the exception of a visit to Kashmir 
on sick leave from April to October 1871, lie con- 
tinued serving at that station until his death. Ho 
died at Aklinfir, near Sialkot, on tho 12*'' December 
1873. 

Woodgate, John Acton, Lieutenant (1827— 
1849) . — Monument on the hattlejleld of Ohilianwala^ 
No, 752 — Tho second son of Paymaster and Honorary 
[Major John Woodgate, of the Recruiting Staff, who 
was a cadet of the Woodgates of Somorhill and 
Pembury Hall, Co. Kent, and had at one time been a 
distinguished officer of the 52*' Light Infantry in tho 
Peninsular War, receiving special promotion to tho 
rank of Captain for gallant conduct at the storming of 
Ciudad Rodrigo, in which he was dangerously wound- 
ed. — Entered H. M.’s Service on tho 4*'» April 1846 as 
an Ensign in tho 24"* Foot. Joined that regiment at 
Cork, and in the following month embarked with it 
for Bengal. Landing at Calcutta towards the close of 
tho succeeding August, he soon afterwards accompanied 
the corps to the Upper Provinces, and with it he arrived 
at Agra in the beginning of March 1847. In March 
1848 he was appointed Interpreter to the regiment, and 
on the 7^'* of the succeeding month he was advanced to 
the rank of Lieutenant. Early in October 1848, he 
marched with tho regiment en route to Ferozepore, and 
• the corps having arrived at that station on tho 4^'^ Nov- 
ember, he with it joined the Army of the Punjab, for 
which it had been detailed. Thereafter he served with 
tho rogiment in tho Punjab Gampaim of 1848-49, and 
after taking part in the passage of the Chenab and tho 
action of Sadulapur, ho fell in the first gallant rush on 
the Sikh guns in the battle of Chilianwala, — 13'^*' Janu- 
ary 1849. 

Woodward, Cliarles Edward, Lieutenant (c. 
1839 — 1869) — Crave at Attoeh^ No, 847. — Entered H. 
M.*b Service on the 15'ii May 1857, iis an Ensign in the 
98*^'^ Foot, and joined that regiment at Shomcliffe in 
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Tnlv. In October 1857 ho embarked wiih the regiment 

fw Win, and having landed with it j 
in January 1858, he Moompanied ^ 
in the Puniab, whore ho arrived with it on the -1 
Miw following. On the lI‘».March 1859 he wae pro- 
Sd to the rank of Lieutenant. In the spring of the 
SS year hp was detached to Attock with two com- 
Jof the regiment, and at that plaoo he died on the

Woolhouse, John Frederick. TMemnt (c.

Worley, Edward, Gornnt (c, 1815 — 1845). Tablet 
at Ferozepore, No. 441.— Tho second son of Thomas 
Worloy, Esq., of Moulton, Co. Northampton. Lntoreil 
H. M.’s Service on the 16t** August 1842 as a Cornet 
in the 3d Light Dragoons, and proceeding to India, he 
joined that regiment at Kamal early in ■the spring of 
tho following year. In November 1843 he accomiiamod 
the regiment to Ambala, whence in April 184 4 ho -was 
sent np to Kasanli on duty with a detachment of in- 
valids. Having rejoined the regiment at Amliala m 
tho autumn, he continued serving with it there until 
April 1845, when ho proceeded on six months’ leave to 
MuBBOorio and Naini Tal. On the outbreak of tho 
first Sikh War, towards the close of the same year, ho 
accompanied his regiment into the field with the Army 
of the Sutlej, but, unhappily, his career came to an 
end at a very early stage of the campaign, 
fallen, in his Arst fight, in the daring charge of the .4 
Light Dragoons on the Sikh guns at tho battle ot 
Mudki, — 18‘'' December 1845.

Airived in India on the 3*^ August of the same 
year, and on the O*'* was ordei’ed up to CawnporiJ to do 
duty with tho 8^** Light Cavalry. In January 1840 ha 
was posted to the Light Cavaliy, and having joined 
that rcjgimcnt at Kanial, he, in the following October, 
murcbed with it to Ferozepore, whence, in the following 
month, he went on with it to Afghatiistan, rt'aching 
JalalaWl in January 1841, and Kabul in the course of 
the succeeding spring. In October 1841, on the in- 
Burrectioii of tho Kastei-n Gliilzais taking place, ho 
proceeded on .service with tho first squadron of the 
regimcid, forming part of tho force then despatched 
from Kabul under the command of Sir Robert Salo for 
tho purpose of ro-opcning the road to Jalalabad, and 
ho thereafter served througliout tho ojicrations of that 
force, including the forcing of the Khiird Kabul Pass, 
the action in tbo Te/in Vjillry, the forcing of the Jag- 
dalak Puss, and the occupation of Jalalabad ; and ho 
giibsi^qiieiiily took part in tho prolonged dcf(?uce c^f 
Jalalabad, including many sorties from that place, and 
ill the decisive action of tho April 1842, when the 
besieging army under the comm^ind of Muhammad 
Akbar Khan was routed and dispiTsed (Medal). In 
tho following August, on the movement io wards Kabul 
taking place under Genei-al Pollock, he moved forward 
with his squadron and was pr(*.sent with it in the action 
of Mamu KheJ, but the squadron having, under latiu* 
arrangements, been left on the line of coinmuiiicaiion at 
Gandamak, he remained there with it until the with- 
diuwal of the British forces from Afghanistan took 
place on the termination of tbo war (Medal). On the 
bi*caking up of General Pollock’s Army at Ferozo|’oro 
ill January 1843, he proceeded with his s(|uadi'on to 
Cawnpore, at which place, the other squadrons of tho 
6tb Light Cavalry having been destroyed in General 
Blphinsiono’s diHa,sti'ons retreat from Kabul, tho rcigi- 
ment was made up to strength from the Cavalry Depot ; 
and afterwards proceeding onwards fi*om that station, 
he arrived with the regimemt at Sultanj)ur, Benares, 
towards tho close of the following March. In the 
winter of 1843-44, with two squadrons of the regi- 
ment, ho proceeded on service with the left wing of tho 
Army of Gwalior, and wth them ho waS present at tho 
battle of Paniar (bronze star). On the conclusion of 
this campaign he marched with tlio two squadrons to 
Muttra, at which place the whole logiment was then 
assembled. In October 1845, tho regiment being then 
under orders for Ludhiana, ho accompanied the corps io 
Agra for escort duty with the Govomor- General, Sir 
Henry Hardingc, and having joined His Excellency’s 
camp at that place, ho marched with it to Ambiua^ 


arriving ther^ on the 2^ December. On the outbreak 
of the first Sikh War, a few dpys later, he accompanied 
his* regiment into the fiq)d, and he thereafter served 
with it throughout tho Sutlej Campaign of 1846-1846, 
including tho battles of Mudki and Firozshahr, the 
action of Budhowal, the battles of Aliwal and Sobraon, 
and the advance on Lahore (Medal and three clasps). 
On the breaking up of tho Army of tho Sutlej in March 
1846 he accompanied the regiment to Jullundur, whence 
in the following November ho moved with it to Meerut. 
In April 1848 he proceeded to Musaoorio on leave, on 
the expiration of which he rejoined his regiment at 
Ferqz(.*j)oro, and having soon afterwards crossed tho 
Sutlej, ho thereafter served with tho corps throughout 
tho Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, in tho course of 
which, on tho 17*^ Dcccrnlier, he was appointed acting 
Adjutant, and took part in the action of Ramnagar, the 
passage of the Chenab, tho action of Sadulapur, and tho 
battles of Chilianwala (in wliicli his charger was stot 
under him) and Gujerat (Medal and two clas])s) . On 
the termination of tho war he accompanied the corps to 
Wazirabad. He continued oificlatiug as Adjutant of tte 
regiment until nearly the end of August 1849, having 
been lu-appointed temporarily in tho precedmg mouth on 
liis promotion to the rank of Captain being announced, 
and in the following Docomter he sjgain officiated for 
some time as Adjutant, and as Quarter-Master in addi- 
tion. In February 1850 he moved with the regiment 
to Nakodar, and in tho following September he proceeded 
on leave to Calcutta, whence ho went homo on furlough 
ill Decemlier, He returned to India in Marcli 1853, 
and rejoined his roginicnt .at Nakodar, but in tho 
following May ho again went on leave to Calcutta, and 
he did not i*cjjoiu until tho licginning of lyecembor, tho 
regiineni having in tho meantime moved to Ferozeporo. 
In the autumn of 1855 ho marched with the regiment 
from Ferozeporo to Pi*shawar, arriving at tho latter 
place on tho 17^*‘ November. Ho died at I’oshawar on 
the 22‘i July 1856 

Wylly, Adolphus Frederick, Oajjlain (1823— 
1858 ). — Grave at Laliore Cantonment^ No. 672. — A 
younger son of Lieutenant-Colonel Aloxandiu’ Campbell 
Wylly, C. B., of the 95^^» Foot, a veteran of the Penin- 
sular and Waterloo campaigns. Born at Brighton, 
Sussex, in 1823. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1841. 
Amved in India on the 10'*> Juno of the same year, 
and on the lb^^‘ was ordered up to Sultanfhir, Bimai’es, 
to do duty with tho 6^** jjight Cavalry. In th(‘ follow- 
ing September ho was posted to tho 9^*» Light Cavalry, 
and having joined that regiment at Kamal, he in March 

1842 accom[)anicd it to Ferozepore. In the autumn 
of tlio same year ho marched with tho regiment oi route 
to Sukkur, in Sindh, and the corps having been sent, 
soon afUfr its arrival at that place, to join the Field 
Force under the command of Sii* Charles Napier, he 
thereafter served with it throughout tho campaign of 

1843 in that country, taking pai*t with it in the battles 
of Miani and Hyderabad (Medal). After the close of 
tho operations he remained with the regiment at 
Hyderabad until January 1844, when he marched with 
it in progress to Sukkur, and continuing the onward 
movement from that place on the 17^** February (the 
anniversary of Miani), ho amved with it at Ludhiana 
on the 5^*' A}>iil ; tlicnco, early in 1845, be moved with 
it to Cawnpore, arriving there on the 1®* March. To- 
wards the end of tho following Deceinlxu*, consequent 
on the Sikh invasion, he accompanied tne regiment in 
its movement towai’ds the Sutlej, and with it he arrived 
at Ferozeporo on the 9*^ February 1846 ; and having on 
the following day been sent on duty to the hcad-quaiiers 
of the Army, he had the good fortune to bo jiresent at 
tho battle of Sobraon (Modal). Towards tho close of 
March 1846 ho was appointed acting Adjutant of the 
corps, and having about the same time marched from 
Ferozepore with the regiment en route to Cawnpore, ho 
arrived with it at the latter place on the 6**^ May ; and 
there he continued officiating as Adjutant until the 
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end of Ooiober 1846| when ho rerertedC to ordintry 
regimental duty* In the cold eeaeon o| 1847-48 he 
marohed with the regiment to Mhow, ' ift Malwa. ^ In 
Haxoh 1848 he was appointed OfEg. Adjutant of the 
18^^ Irregular Cavalry, at the same station, and ho 
oontinued serving there with this corps until May 1849, 
when he was appointed Adjutant of the 6^^ Irregular 
Cavalry. Having joined that regiment at Saugor, be, 
in the spring of 1850, marched with it to Sialkot^ at 
which place and at Wazirabad he continued serving 
with it until ther following August, when he was trans- 
ferred, as Adjutant to the 5^^ Irregular Cavalry at 
Multan ; with this^ corps he served (officiating as 
Second-in-Command for a short time in the autamn 
of 1850) until February 1852, when he was permitted 
to resign the appointment of Adjutant. After a short 
period of leave at Meerut he rejoined the 9^^ Light 
Cavalry at Muttra, and having on the 15th July been 
appointed acting Adjutant of the regiment, he was on 
tno 19^1^ of the same month made permanent in that 
appointment. In the spring of 1855 he accompanied 
„the oorps to Sialkot, and there in November of the same 
year, on his promotion to the rank of Captain being 
gazetted, bp vacated the Adjutancy of tho regiment. 
Ho was serving with the regiment at Sialkot when tho 
mutinies burst fprth, and in May 1857 he marched 
from that place with a wing of the corps which had 
been detailed to form part of the Punjab Moveable 
Column, commanded at first by Brigadior* General 
Chamberlain and afterwards by Brigadier-Gcnorat 
Nicholson. In consequence, however, of the mutiny 
of the other wing at Sialkot, General Nicholson, at 
Amritsar, on the 10^^ July, disarmed and dismounted 
the wing with the Moveable Column, and left it there, 
under guard and surveillance, when ho marohed to 
meet the Sialkot mutineers at Trimmu Ghat, At a 
later jjeriod, tho disarmed wing having been marched 
to Mian Mir, Captain Wylly accompanied it thither, 
and he continued serving with it there until his death. 
He died at Mian Mir on the January 1858. 

Wylly, Aylmer William Mlltown, JAcnUnant 
(1820 — 1851 ). — Gravs at Nakodarj No, 564. — Born in 
Dublin on the May 1820. — Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1838. Arrived in India in October of tho 
aamo year, and in tho following month was sent up to 
Oawnporo to do duty with the 7^^ Light Cavalry ; and 
having been left at that station when tho 7^^ marched 
from it in course of relief in January 1839, he was 
directed, in the following March, on tlie arrival of tho 
gtu Light Cavalry, to join and do duty with that corjm. 
In April 1839 he was posted to the 7^*» Light Cavalry, 
but having, on tho 7^^ of the succeeding month, been 
transferred, at his own request, to the , he remained 
with the latter regiment at Cawnpore. In June 1842 
he was appointed Offg. Adjutant of Cavalry in tho 
Bundelkhand Legion, and having joined that col'ps at 
Jhansi, he continued serving with it there for nearly 
nine months. In tho following December, ou the re- 
formation of the 5^^' Light Cavalry taking place, after 
the disasters it had ex])erienced in the retreat from 
Kabul, ho was transferred to that corps, but he con- 
tinued serving with tho Bundelkhand Legion until 
March 1843, when ho resigned his acting appointment 
in it. fii tho following month his transfer to tho 
Light Cavalry was cancel lod, and ho was re-posted, in 
his former position, to the 8^^, wliicli he then rejoined 
in Bundelkhanft ; ho did not, however, remain long with 
that regiment, for on tho 9^*' of Juno ho was re-traTis- 
forred, at his own request, to tlie Light Cavalry, 
with effect from the date on whicli his f)rcvious transfer 
to that rogiment had been cancelled in the preceding 
April. Having joined tho regiment at Sultanpur, 
Benares, he continued serving with it there until 
towards tho close of the year, wheu, two squadrons 
having been detached to join the left wing of the Army 

Gwalior, he marched with the remaining a([uadron 
to Muttra, at which place, on the couciusion of the 


Owalicr Oampaipii the whole of the regimeut was 
again assembled in February 1844. In Ootol^r 1845 
he marohed with the regiment to Agra, for esoort dutj 
with the Governor- General, Sir Henry Hardinge, and 
having joined His Excellency’s camp at that place, h* 
marched with it to Ambala, arriving there on the 2^ 
December. YThen, on the outbreak of the first Sikh 
War a few days later, the regiment marched from Ana- 
bala to join the Army in the field, he was left behind 
at that place on duty, and he thus missed sharing in 
the dangers and glories of tho Sutlej Campaign. An 
if to compensate for the disappointment, however, he 
was, ou the Army being augmented in January 184^ 
appointed Adjutant of the 12^^ Irregular Cavalry, a 
new corps, the raising of which was then ordered, and 
having joined the nucleus of this regiment at Ferose- 
pore, he, at tho end of the succeeding March, moved 
with tho corps) Y Ambala, while serving at which plaoe 
in the followli,^ October the number of the regimeni 
was altered and it became tho 13*^ Irregular Cavalrym 
In November 1846 ho acoompaniod tho regiment to 
Hoshiarpur, and at that station from the beginning of 
May to the end of September 1847 he oificiatod aa 
Second-in-Command of tho corps. In November 1847 
ho moved with tho regiment to Makhil, and there, 
from April to July 1S48, ho again officiated as Second* 
in-Command. In tho follo^viiig OciolHjr he moved 
with tho regiment to Ferozopore, whence, towards tho 
close of November, ho proceeded with it to Lahoro. 
Subsor^uently, the regiment having lx>on added to tho 
Army of the Punjab, he marched witli it te Uanmagar 
early in February 1849, and being employed with it in 
the field on tlio loft bank of the Chenab, he was with 
the force holding tho fords of that rivor at Wazirabad 
when tho battle of Gujerat was fought, a few miles 
away, on tho 21"* ; he afterwards served witli the regi« 
tnoni in the jmrsuit of the routed Sikhs and Afghans 
to Peshawar, at which place he arrived with tho pur- 
suing force on tho 21"* March, In tlio following Majr 
ho resigned tho Adjutancy of the 13*'^ liTogular Cavalry, 
and rejoined the 5*" Light Cavalry at Wazirabad ; and 
from A iigust to l)ecoml>er 1849 ho officiRt4^'d as Adju- 
tant of lliat cor])s. la February 1850 bo accompanied 
his regiment to Nakodar, and at that station ho died 
on the August 1851.

Yeatman-Biggs, Arthur Coclolphin, 0. /?.— 

Major- General ( 1 8 13 — 1898 ) — Grave at P>^shawar^ 
No\ 959. — Tho ,so(5ond sou of Henry Farr Yeatman, Esif., 
J. P. and 1). L., of Stock Gaylard, Co. Dorset, liy Eiuiua, 
his wife, tho only surviving daughter and heiross of 
Harry Biggs, Es(j., of Siooktou House, (’o. WilUi. 
Born on the 22'^ March 1813.— (JIo asHunied tho ad- 
ditional name of Bmos in i 878, on succeeding to tho 
Stockton estates urnlor tlio will of his maternal gnind- 
fiither ). — Entered II. iVf ’s Service on tho 18^*' Decern I jot 
18G0 as a Lieutenant in tho Hoyal Ariillory. Having 
served for some time in the IT ijite«l Kingdom, ho pro- 
ceeded in 1862 to Shanghai, in (3iin:i, and in the 
autUTnn of tho .sumo year Ikj took j»art in tho ojsu’atioiUI 
against tlio Tai-ping rolxils in the vicinity of that plaoe, 
iiic hiding the re-capinro of Kah'diiig on tlio 21*** Oc- 
tolx^r. During the succeeding twelve years he serviid 
with various batterie.s of artillery in dilTcreiit parts of 
the world, inolnding China, the Hnittjd Kingdom, Gib- 
raltar, Halifax (Nova Scotia), Montreal, (Quebec, and 
ag/iiu in the United Kingdom. Having been promotod 
to tho rank of Captain on the 4^*‘ February 1874, ho 
served witli the Depot Brigade at Woolwich until 
February 1876, when ho was posted to the P* Brigade, 
Royal Artillery, and appointed Adjutant trhci'eof. In 
April 1878 he resigned tho Adjutancy of tho 1** 
Brigade, and having in January 1879 boon transfonod 
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to " A ” Brigade, Boycd Horse Artillery, he was pos^ 
ihen to the depot of that brigade at Woolwich, with 
which ho remained until the end of the following May, 
when he was sent to South Africa as a special service 
officer. Thereafter, as Dopy. Asst. Adjt. and Qr. Mr, 
Oonl., he servef during the latter part of the Zulu 
War, and he afterwards commanded one of the parties 
sent in pursuit of Cotewayo, the Zulu Chief. In the 
autumn of the same year, as StafF Officer of the ^ Ly den- 
burg Column, ho served in the operations against the 
Makatisi Basutos, in the northern part of the Transvaal, 
and was present at the storm and capture of the 
elrongliold of the Chief Sekuknni on the 28^'* Noveml^r 
(Modal and clasp and promoted to the rank of Major 
by brevet from the July 1880). He returned 

homo in Sopteml)er 1880, and thereafter served with 
Tarions units in the XJnit<\l Kingdom for two years, in 
the courHu of whicli, on the 7^^ Sej)ieniber 1881, ho was 
pi*omoted to the regimental rank of Ma||r. Tn August 
1882 ho proceeded on service to Kgflft ns Brigade- 
Major to the Royal Artillery of the Expeditionary Force, 
in which capacity he served throughont the ensuing 
campaign in that country (Medal and Khedive’s Star ; 
Fourth Class of the Order of the Osmanieh ; and pro- 
moted to the rank of Lieutenant- Colonel hy brevet from 
the November 1882). lie returned homo .in Nov- 
ember 1882, and having rejoined his battery at New- 
castle, he in the following year moved with it to Dublin. 
In August 18S4 he was appointed Brigade-Major to the 
Royal Ailillory at Aldershot, and he continued in that 
liituation for a period of four years and four months, 
in the course of which, on the 18*^ November 1886, he 
was promoted to the rank of Colonel hy l^rovf't. On the 
January 1889 he attained th(i regimental rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel, and in that rank he served with 
tlio Artillery at York from January 1889 to February 
1890, when he wfls transferred to tho estahlishment of 
the Artillery in India. On arrival in that country ho 
was ap])olnted to the command of tho Royal Artillery 
at Rawal Pindi, but in the course of tho same year he 
was reiiiovod to Secunderabad, in tho Dcccan. In May 
1891 ho was appointed a Com])anion of tlio Order of the 
Bath. From 1891 to 1891 ho was in command of tho 
Royal Avtilhry at Meerut. On tho 1*^ January 1894 
be was jdaced on half -pay, and on the 4^*' of tho same 
month he was appointed Asst. Adjt.-Genl. at Array 
Head-Quarters, Simla. Tn this post he continued until 
April 1895, when he was appointed to tho command of 
the Presidency District, with tho temporary rank of 
Brigadier- General, and ho was still holding that com- 
mand when, on the Juno 1897, ho attained tho rank 
of Major-General.

Tn tho following inonih he commanded tho 
force whicli, after some sharp fighting, drove tho con- 
bined A fridi and IJrakzai lashkara off tho Samana 
R»ange and relieved tlu^ British posts ihori*, which these 
tribesmen liad lieen persistently assailing for many 
clays. Tn the following October ho was appointed to the 
command of tho Second Division of the Tirah Ex- 
peditionary Force, and with it ho scrviMl throughout 
the ensuing campaign, taking part in tho storming of 
the Dargai Heights, the forcing of the Sampagha and 
Arhanga ikisscs, tho operations in the Mai dan of Tirah, 
and the hotly-opposed march down tho Bara Valley. 
Ho had been in had health from the beginning of the 
campaign, but his indoniitahle spirit carried him 
through the arduous ojicrations in the bleak highlands 
cf Tirah, and sastainod him until the force dosOended 
iutothe valley of Peshawar; then, liowovor, the re- 
action came ; the hardships through which he had come 


proved too much for an enfeebled framOi and he didk 
at Peshawar the 4^^ J anuaiy 1898.

YorkOp James, Lieutenant (1828—1857).— Iiwcrip- 
iion at Delhi^ No 16*^. — ^Born st ThiMSton, *00. 
Northaaipton, on the 23^ August 18&.—E stored the 
Bengal Army in 1845. • Arrived in IiAia in August 
1846, and having, in anticipation of his arrival, Ibecu 
posted, on the 12^^ Juno proceJing, to the 3'^ N I., 
he imme^iatly proceeded to Allahabad and joined tliat 
regiment there. In the winter of 1847-48 ho marched 
with the regiment to Hoshiarpur, whence in April 
1848 ho proceeded on leave to Kangra. He rejoined 
the regiment at Jullundur at the end of May, and 
in the sacceeding autumn, oif the outbreak of dis- 
turbances in tl^e .Jullundur and Bari Do. tbs, he ac- 
companied the corps into the field in the force under 
the command of BtPigadior Wheeler, thei*cafter serving 
with it throughout the Pun jj\b campaign of 1818*4‘J, 
and taking part in the reduction of the forts of Hangal 
Nagal and Kalalwdla (Modal).

« went home on furlough in May 18.54. He returned to 
India in April 1857, and rejoliieil his regiment at 
Phillanr, whence he w'as soon afterwards di^iacliod across 
the Suiloj to Ludhiana in command of a company of the 
corps. ITe was at the latter place when, on the 8^^ 
June, his regiment mutinied at Phillanr, and, after 
plundering Liiclhiaiia, went ofF to Delhi with the 
Jnllnndiy mutineers, on which occasion ho was dis- 
tingiiislied for liis gallant conduct in re.sisting the 
mutineers to the last. A few days later lie was attach- 
ed to the 4^^ Sikh Infantry for duty (for wliich pur- 
pose his services were aft(Twards formally placed at 
the di.sposal of tho Punjab Government), and with that 
corps ho inarclied down to Delhi ; arid ariiving in camp 
there on tho 23' ho was on the same day in action 
against the mutineers. A week later, on the .30''* Juno, 
he fell mortally wounded in an action in the Sabzi- 
Mandi, ami lie died in consequoneo, in camp, on the 
following morning,— the pt July 1857.

(1801— 1850).— Grave Wazirahad^ No. 740.-**Entered 

H. M ’8 Service on the April 1819 as on Ensiga in 
the 17th Foot, and ’>rooeedmg to India, be joiiid tW reg- 
iment at Fort William, Calcutta, in the autumn of ine 
samoyoir. In January 1821 he aooo jlpaiued the reg. 
iiuout to Borhampoi'c, but he returned with it to 
Calcutta in August 1822, and in January 1823 ho 
embarked with it for England. Landing at Qravoseud 
.at the end of tho following May, he moved with the 
regiment to Chatham, whence he soon aftorwaiHia 
mai'ched with it to Gosport. On tho 31“* August 
1823 ho exchanged into ttio Hist F'»ot, and liaving 
joined that regiment at Armagh, he sorvoJ with it at 
that place, and afterwards at Naas and Dublin, until 
July 1824. when he accoinjiauiod it to Gosport. In 
January 1825 ho proceeded with the corps to Chatham, 
and in tho suoocediiig month ho ombai’kod with tho left 
wing for Benf Arriving at Calcutta in Juno 1825, 
ho aocompani /tho wing to Borhfimjioro, and while ser- 
ving there, on the 25'*' August following, lu* was jirorno- 
ted ito tho rank of Liontonant.

1843. In April 1S43 lie accomjianied the regiment to

daughter of Colonel Charles Frederick, Bombay Army. 
Bom in June 1822. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1841. 
Arrived in India on the Noveml)er of the same year, 
and on the 18‘^ was ordered uj> . to Sultanpur, Benares, 
to do duty with the C*** Light Cavalry. Towards the 
end of April 1812 he was posted to the 8**^ Light 
Cavalry, and having joined that regiment aif Cawnpore, 
he served with it there until the following October, 
when the ])ad state of his health compollod him to 
proceed on leave to Calcutta, whence he went homo on 
furlough in January 1843. lie returned to India at 
tho end of May 1845, but ill-health still pursuing him, 
he was obliged to remain at Calcutta on leave, and in 
January 1846, without having even rejoined his reg- 
iment (then at Ferozeporo), he again wont home on 
furlough. Returning to Bengal in November 1848, 
and travelling post to thf) Upper Provinces, ho, on the 
January 1849, rejoined his regiment, then with tho 
Army of tho Punjab at Hclan, beyond tho Chonab.

Young, Keith, C. B„ Lieutenant- Colonel and Bre- 
vet-Colored 1808 — 18t;2 ). — Grave at Simla, No. 356. — i 
Entered the Bengal Army in 1823. Arrived in India 
on the 19^** May 1824, and on the 31*^^ was sent up to 
Barrackpore to do* duty with a wing of the 26^** N. I. 
then at that station. On tho 12^h August 1824 ho 
was posted to the 50**' N. I., and having joined that 
regiment at Nasirabad, he, in the 8j)ring of 1826, 
moved with it to Allahabad. Having proceeded to 
the Presidonoy on l(?av 0 early in 1828, he was while 
there, in •lunc of the same year, ap|}ointed to do duty 
with a detaclimont of European recruits in Fort 
William, and having shortly afterwards passed the 
Interjrretors^ examination Iwiore the College of Fort 
William, lie was, in October 1828, appointed acting In- 
terpreter and Quarter Master to the 66^1* N, I., 
which lio joined at Barrackpore.

Younghusband Edwards Lieutenanf (1824--*

formerly settled at Bamborongh, Co. Northumbor- 
laud. — Entei'ed the Bombay Army in 1840. Arrived 
at Bombay in February 1841, and in tho following 
inontli was postod to tho N. I., thou stationed 
at Deesa, where ho joined it. In tho summer of 1845 
ho was appointed .'toting Quarter-Master of tho reg- 
iment, and in October of tlie same year, on tho head- 
quarters and right wing marching for the Presidency, ho 
was appointed to act as Staff Officer to that portion of 
the corps. In January 184G, on tho regiment being

Lieutenant (c. 1832—1858). — Tablet at Kohat^ No. 
1043. — ^Tho fiftli and youngest son of Major-General 
Charles Younghusband, Royal Artillery, a cadet of the 
Yoiingbusbands of Bamboruugh, Co. Northumberland. — 
Entered the Bombay Army in 1842. Arrived at 
Bombay in October of tho same year, and was sent to 
8 atara to do duty with tlio 18^ N. I. In the spring of 
tho following year he was directed to do duty with tho 
20^^ N.I., at Sholapur, and he continued attached to 
tliat 0017)8 until August 1850, when he was posted to the; 
13*'*’ N. I., then stationed at Baroda, whence in Feb- 
ruary 1853 he accomjKxnied the corps to Bornbiy. Tn 
March 1854 ho was selected for service with the 
i^unjab Irregular Force, and haring on the 31*^ of that 
mouth been &pi)ointed Adjutant of the 5^** Punjab Cavalry, 
he proceeded to tho N.-W. Frontier and joined that 
corps at Asni towards the close of April. Prom May 
to November 1854 he officiated, in addition, as Second- 
in-Command of the regiment, and having in November 
1855 been again appointed Offg* Sccond-in-Command, 
he coniinu^ in that position until the end of his 
service.

Younghusband, George Duktnflald Astleyt 

Lieutenant (c. 1837— 1861).— -Grave at Bharmeala 
No. 509. — The second son of Major General Astley 
G. F. J. Younghusband, Bengal Infantry.— Entered 
the Bengal Army in 1856. Arrived in India on the 
I3^b February 1857, and on the 23'^ was ordered up to 
Benares to do duty with the 37^^ N.I. ; on the follow- 
ing day, however he was pMted to the 58^^^ N.I., then at 
Kawal Pindi, but ho never joined tliat regimen^ and on 
tlio 2*^ April he was removed, at his own request, to 
the 60^^ (Gurkha) N.I., which he shortly aftarwarde 
joined at AlmoiW. With this regiment he served in 
tho Mutiny campaigns of 1857-58, taking part in the 
<lofonco of tho Kamaon Hills^ the movement to Hald- 
wani, the action of Charpdra, and tilie final onerationB 
in Oudb, including tho actions of Pasgaon and BastU- 
pdr, tho capture of Fort Mitauli, and the action of 
Biswa (Medal). In January 1859 ho was sent back 
to Alinora to teke command of tho regimental depAt, 
but he afterwards rejoined the regiment at Sitapur, in 
Oudh, and (excepting a few months* losvo in tho 
hills) continued serving with it there until towards tho 
close of 1800, v^hen ho was despatched with an advance 
party lo DliarriiHala, to which place the regiment had 
l)ecn ordi'red, in view to preparations for its reception 
there being set on foot. He continued serving at 
Dlnirmsala with his ix)giment,— which in May 1861 
was designsiteil “The Bengali Native Infantiy 
(Gurkha Light Infantry),*' — until his death, which 
took place there on tho 20'’'^ July 18G1.

hacked to death by the rebels. He was an officer ox 
great merit, and his death was a heavy loss to the 
regiment and to the service.
